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HE Knowledge of the Hiftory of the Church of GOD under the 
OldTeftament^ of the Tr^hladlions of the World before the Birth 
of Christ, iand of th6 Jews from thence to the prcfeht Time, 
is of iti'elf very valuable. As all Chrifitans and Scholars are con- 
cerned herieiii, fo cfpecially thpfe who are deHgned fbr publicit 
Ufefulnels in the Church : And the Study of this Subjedt was ne- 
ver more necelTary than now, when by many Cbntrovcrfics moved 
in this Age we are called to enquire particularly into the Grounds on which our holy 
Keligion is builc, ^ud liico the OldTeftament with which the Mew is fo cfblely 
conne<3ed. 

It may be expcftcd that I fhould give fome Account of my Method and Dcfign iti 
thefevcral Parts of this Work : What Ipropofe in this, as in a former EfTay oa 
the T^ropa^atton of Chrijlianity^ is of an impartial. Nature and general Uie, fuch as 
all good Chriftians are agreed in. In the firj} Chapter, which is divided into fix 
^ertods^ I have made it my main Care to illuftrate the facred Scriptures by draw ing . 
down the Hiftory Jfrom the firft Origin of Time, by comparing ir with the dark No^ 
ticcs we have froni Profane Learning, and by ottering Ibme Obfervatioiis, both cri- 
tical arid practical, ,to explain the Sehfe, remove Difficulties, vindicate divine Truths, 
and to make the Tinae when, and the Place where thele Things were done clear to 
any Capacity ; lb that Ibme Parts of this Work may in fome meafure ferVe for ii 
Commentary to thofe \vho hiye not; Opportunities to look into larger Authors : 
Arid this not being done in fuch a Manner by other Hiftorians I have feeu, I willi 
I may thereby recommend the Study of the Book of GO D. This is a Subjeil that, 
can never be too much confidered, the holy Scriptures being infpired of GOD, 
and beftowcd on tis as a Storc-houfe containing all things rieceflary for the Comfort 
of his People in this Life, and their AftiftanCe and Condud: to Happincis in the 
Life to come. The Precepts there delivered are holy and good, the DoArihe trdfe 
and divine, the Promifes fuited to promote our Felicity, and inbft worthy of their 
Author ; and there alfo we have. a great Trealure of lacred Learning, Laws dalcend- 
ing from Heaven, the Hiftory of the Church in federal Ages, a diftindt Chiroiiold-^ 
gy from the Creation of the World downward, without which we would gi-ope in 
the Dark, and neither know the Beginning or Progrefs of Time, notvvithftanding 
iny Help from Profane Authors; with rnany other invaluable Advantages. 

I have in the fecond Chapter opened up the Affairs of the Terjiaits with thofe 
of t\\t jews, and of their facred Books and Prophecies which vi^ere writ during that: 
Monarchy : But becalife I humbly conceive the ^erjian Hiftory is made by fotcie 
learned Men more large than is heedful, by joiDing it with the Affairs of Greece 
and Rome^ whereby mdny ufeful Things are either 6ver*look'd, negligently mana* 
ged, or cannot be eafily adverted tb by common Readers, who are not able to fljt 
thfeir Minds on fo many things at once ; I have therefore kept them diftibd:, and 

takeii abtlce of the l^arnfcd Mcj^, Hiftorians, Oritots; Poets, Philoioph«ts arid 
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chief Captains, and fevcral AflFaits of Greece, even dbwii from the fabulous Ages, 
io far as feenls neccffary, ia a fcparate IHigreJJion, For the like Reafon I have iji 
another Part of this Performance given a compendious Account of the Ho^nan Au- 
thors ; which is the more needful, that we have no Writers in the Heathen Worldl 
now extant, (if it be nbt feme imperfcdl Fragments) except thofc from Greece and 
Rome, and thefe are the Foundation On which Profane Hiftory ft^iids. I did no|: 
intend Diflertatious on their Writings, which may be found in the Books of the 
learned Monf. Rapin and others, but only aTafte for the Information of Beginners 

iu that Study ; and I hope what is done in their favour throughout this Work, 
will not be grudged by others who nc?ed not liich AiSftance. 

In the third Chapter, begiilnihg from the iFall of thcVerJian Empire, I haVe con- 
tinued the Account of the Monarchy oi Alebcander the Great, and of the Kings of 
Syria and Egypt who lucceeded him, with which the Affairs of the in thele 

Kingdoms are clofely connedled, till the Ruin of the Syro-Macedonian Kingdom; 
without mixing it with Matters foreign to that Subjeft. 'X\i^ Romans having made 
fach a great Figure in the World, and their Affairs coming to be fo much conneiled 
with tboieof the Jei2Js, I have therefore in xhf fourth Chapter drawn down an Ac- 
count of them from the Beginnings of their Regal and Confiilar State, with the 
Lives and Ad:ions of their moft conHderable Men, not only in Afia^ but in othci: 
Places, and the Changes of their Government, and Conqueft's upon which their 
Greatnels was founded, unto the Time of ^othpey ; and then have carried on the 
Affairs of the Jews with thofc of the Romans, after the former became tributary 
ro the latter, and a Province of the Empire; unto the Days of bui- Saviour, and e- 
ven to the Deftrudtion of Jerujalem. 'Tis true, this Method of handling f^iftory; 
by Parts, which I take to be the moft diftind:, obliges me to leave the ftrid: Way of 
Annals; but I have always obferved the Time and Date of cohfiderable Events, and 
what is contemporary may be feen in a Chronological Table 2it the End of the whole 
Book : Or, thofe who have fuirther Opportunities may cohlult the Tables o^Helvir- 
cus^ Talents, and other learned Chronolbgers. Aqd if the Reader can look to the 
late Reprefentatioh of Solofnofi^s Temple with its holy Veflels, the Tabernacle of 
Mofis and its Appurtenances, with the Maps of Cellar ins, Reland or br. tVells 
of the Holy Land, ur other Geographical Maps of the Roman Etnpiri: and other 
Parts of the World, which could not be conveniently inferred in this Performance, 
he may have further Satisfadion ; Chronology and Geography being Eyes to Hifto- 
ry. From this View it appears, that this Part of the Work may be reckoned to 
contain an Account of the Chutch of GOD, and of the3^^^c;i^ Nation under the 
Old Teftament bifpenfacion, with an univerfal Hiftory of the World before the Birth 
of Christ ; atid the following Part isreftri<aed to the Affairs of thfe Jews fro, 
thence to the prefent Times. 

1 acknowledge that feveral Books have been priiited oh this Subjedt, and fo there 
ave upon many others ; but I know of none ib extenfive in their Defign, if it be not 
fomc little Compends, which do not give neceflary Inftruiftion : Befides, thefc arfc 
rare, or in learned Languages, or of an old Date : And I luppofe it may be grant* 
ed that this Piece of Knowledge is but too uncommon among us, and that it may 
be ul'eful to recommend it with Improvements in every Age, Wherefore, if any 
thing I can do, will make it inoreeafy, and diffufc it naore generally, though evea 
among thofe who are not the moft learned, \ fliall reckon any Pains I have been at 
well beftowed. I have been very much obliged to fome modern Authors who have 
gone before me, parricularly to the Reverend and learned Dr. Vrideaux^s excellent 
Book, The Old and New Teftament connected, from the T>eclenJion of the Kin^- 
doms of Ifrael and Judah, to the Time of Chrtjl, But I have begun three thoti*. 
fand two hundred Years before him, and continued the Affairs of the Jews about 
fcventecu hundred Years after him. I prefiimed fometimes, I hope on good Grounds, 
to differ from him. and have had occafion to open up leveral Things, even during 
the Period he treats of, which came not in the Way of his Method. 

In the Affairs of the Jews after the Deftru<9:ion of Jerufalemhy TitUs, t had con-^ 
fiderable Help from Monfr, lRafnage'% Continuation of Jofephus, that is a large 
. Book which every Reader fcarce can £nd Leifiire to look into. Many of his Digret 
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lions And Difl"ercations 1 own I thought not neceflary to my Purpofe, and other 
things I thought proper to this Work, which he omits, or which came not withw 
in his Ondertaking ; as what happened to the yews afteir the Death of our Saviour, 
with the Defolation of their City and Temple, which isfo particularly narrated by 
,Jofephks^ who was himfelf an Eyc-witnefs to it, I turned over fbme other Mo- 
derns, as Dr. CrulPs Jewifh Hiflory, from the Creation to the frefent Time \r 
From the Title of which lexpedled Help, but found none, it containing only a bare 
. Abftrad:. o.f I'EJIrange's ^Jofe^hus^ With a few things from Bafnage. The fifth 
Chapter concerning the SeSfs of zh^ Jews, and the Jixth of their Patriarchs and 
^oEtorSy do illuftrate the State of that Nation, and their Learning, both in ancient 
and modern Times.., In theyJw»^/> Chapter, where! go upon the He/igion^ Hites, 
and Ceremonies of live Jews,.! made frequent Ule of what Leo de Modena hath 

writ upon that Head ; and he having lived and died in great Reputation as a Jcw^ 
ijh Rabbit his Authority upon that Score even with themfelves is unqueftionable. 
The eighth and ninth Chapters continue the Hiftory of the Jews, of the Calamities 
th^t happened them, of their Difperfions in the feveral Parts of the World, of theit 
learned Men and Writings, with other Things relating to their Affliirs, fromtheDe- 
ftrudion of y^ra/^/m to the prefent Time, In all which I endeavour Brevity, 
wherein I iniitate the Jewijh Hiftorians themfelves, as may appear to any who will 
look into their Seder Olajfis^ R. Ganjz's Chronology, Juchajin^ and other Aurhors. 

Since Ecclefiaftick Hiftory fliould.be fublcrvient to Divinity, I have added to 
-this Work k T!>ifcourfe to promote the Gonwrfion of the "Scvfsto Chrijiianity. Tho* 
others omit this, I judged it very proper. 'Tis the Subjccil of our daily Prayers, 
which every true Chriftian doth ardently wifli for, as what would tend to the Glo* 
ry of God, the enlafging the Kingdoni of our Redeemed-, would be Life from the 
i>ead:,, to favean ancient well beloved, tho* now a dead unbelieving Nation, would 
confirm the Faith of. niany, reconcile our Differences, and ihake the Pillars of A- 
theifiii and Infidelity^ Then the Fulnefs of the Gentiles would come in, ^w^z- 

would fall, a flourifliing State of the Church would be introduced, and all 
Things would lliine with k Divine Luftre. If we, laying afide ourDivifions and 
Humours about Icfler Things, would from a tirue Chriftian Charity bend more of 
bur Zeal and Learning that Way, we know riot how fbon OOD in his iioodnefs 

would accompliflifuch glorious Purpofes. 

This Appendix may ^Ifo beuftful to Chriftiahs, to recommend the Lord Jesus, 
the Son of GOD, as the only MeJJlah and Saviour of Sinners, even from the Old 
Tejlament^ and as a Pi*obf and Confirmation of our holy Religion ; to explain and 
illuftrate which, hath bfech one great Dcfign of this whole Peformance. This is 
imppirtant jj.Subjedr, as it can never be too miich ftudied, cipecially tiow that there 
hav^ be<3n fuch bold Attempts of late made by Collifis, TVbolftoH and others againft 
it, who have adopted and carried further ieveral Notions of their Predeceflbrs the 
iieifis zxA Antijirifturifts. But let us be thankful to GOD, that his Providence 
fo wifely orders that what is defigri<5d' to the Prejudice of our Religion, doth in the 
End turn to its Advantage, So it is I hope in the prefent Cafe. The Arguments for 
the Truth of our Religion, particularly from thfe Prophecies and Miracles, have re* 
ceived much Light and Sttength from the excellent Pens, which have ahfwered the 
cunning Collins^ and indecent JVooljlon. It lidch given me much Pleafure to fee 
fuch bad Books become the Occafion bf producing to Light fo many noble Cham- 
ipions for Truth, who treat our Adyerfarics with all Manner of Juftice andpairnefs; 
tnore indeed than is received from them. But feveral of thefe Books have beeo pti- 
bliflied iince I fiuillied this'; ndr could I pretend in an annexed Difcourle, to enter in- 
to a particular Confideratidn of all thefe Points, efpecially that thisBook had alrea* 
dy fwelled fo rnuch on niy Hand, and fo far exceeded the Nunaber of Sheets,,! had 
firft proppfed. However the Summary I hav^ given of the Arguments to eftablith 
the Chriftian Faith, as I pray GOD it may be ufeful for the Converfion of thofe to 
whom it is particularly addrefled, fo t hope it may be of lome Advantage to many 
among our felves, into whofe Hands it inay fall, elpecially; thofe who are but to6 
^tttle acquainted with the Grounds of the Religion by which they exped: Salvation.

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have contributed my. fmall Endeavours ; and the Defign being good, I hope any 
ImpcrfecStions will be kindly ovcrlookt. 

As to this Performance in general, I have been obliged to read, confult, and quote 
itiany Authors both ancient and modern ; which I endeavoured to fee with mine 
own Eyes, and-carefully to mark the Places referred to at the Bottom of the Page, 
by which the Reader may find them if he think fit to examine the fame. For the 
Ufeof fome of thefeBooks, I have been indebted to fbme of my Friends and Neigh- 
bours, to whom I here render my thar^kful Acknowledgements ; and alfb to my 
learned Friend 'Nlv.Thomas Ruddiman^ Keeper oif the Lawyers Library ; as for his 
other kind Offices^ fo particularly for his Care and Skill in eorrecSling the Prefs, fo 
as not many Errors have cfcapcd, tho' humane Induftry can fcarce prevent a few. No 
Perfon can be more ienfible of Defe<fls and Inaccuracies both in the Stile and Perfor- 
mance than L It was writ at fpare Hours, amidfl the Hurry of the Affairs of my 
paftoral Charge, befides many lefler Avocations : Nor did I defign to make it pub- 
]*ck, much lels to make fo large a Book of it at firft, bur by I^egrees was led into ir, 
by Way of Relaxation from other Affairs, However 'tis not neccflary to trouble 
the.Reader with relating every Step that was taken in the; Compofure. C$nly the 
Defign being very ufeful, my inclination leading me. to entertain my felf with this 
kind of Study ; and the kind Reception iny former Hiftory of the ''Propagation of 
Ghriflianlty met with from fcverals, (to which when it came in my Way here, I 
have only referred) have made me venture to communibdte this to the Publick, which 
with great HumiHty I now prcfume to 4<>. 

This is another Part of the great . Field biF Civil and Ecclefiaftick Hiftory, which 
is attended with its own Beauty and Advantage. For here we have the Series of 
IDivine Providence diiplayed to the Church of GOD, from the Creation of the 
World, to the Birth of our SaviQur. The Records of the Old Tejtament in their 
, feveral Periods are illuftrated, as thebeft Fouridation of the moil aricient and true Hi- 
ftory. Here many of the Laws, Types, and Prophecies arefetin a true Light ; and 
thereby the New Tejiament is alfo confirmed. Here the Affairs of the great Md- 
jiarchies and Kingdoms of the World arc defcribed in their Riife and Progrefs; 
Whence we are led to obfervc, how by them the Great GOD hath accom- 
plilhed his own Woric; whether of Mctcy or Judgment. Here the Interval be- 
tween the Old and New Tejtament^ and the Miniftry of pur Saviour are explained; 
And in fine, here we may fee the^^and:ious of the Law, ttie Predictions of the Pro- 
phets; andofoui: Lord thegreateft of alU accompliflied in the great Calamities that 
have come upon the Jews in all the Ages of the New Teftament^ fince they were 
guilty of the fliedding the. Blood of our Redeemer, and defpifing his Gdfpel : And 
thus we, and the j^^^j* alfo, if . they would confidcr it, by cdmparing the h^ppy 
State they were foritierly in, when favoured of GOD, with the Miferies they have 
'endured fincci may lee their Sin written upon their Punifliment, as it was foretold;

O D having fubfifted alone for an immeiife Duration through all Eternity, of 
which we can have no tdea^ nor expreis it by any proper Name, fave only 
that he was fuiHcient to hlnuel^ and had Infinite Happineis in his own E^h 
ience, thought fit to communicate his Gopdne& to external Objedls by the 
Works of Creation. On what Day he created the! Angels, thele holy and 
intelligent Beings, is not exprelTed in facred Scripture 5 the Delign where- 
of is to give us an Account of Man, and of what concerns him, rather 
than of an invifible World of Spirits.

Seed of every kind multiplies there 5 dig 
into her Intrails, and you will find Stone and Marble for Buildings, Coal to warm you. Gold 
and Silver to enrich you. Who has laid up fo many Treafures in her Bowels ? even the glo- 
rious God, who in Wifdom has made aU. The very Plants that fpring out of the Earth, 
yield Food for the healthy, and Remedies for the fick : Their Species and Virtues are innu- 
merable - they adorn Fields and Gardens with green and beautiful Colours, fragrant Flowers, 
and delicious Fruits. Do you fee thefe vaft Forefts, that feem as old as the World j thefe 
Trees funk into the Eartfa by the Roots, as deep as their Branches fhoot up to the Sky ? 
Their Roots defend them againft the Winds, and fetch up, as by fubterraneous Pipes, all thfe 
Tuices defigned to feed the Trunk. The Trunk it felf is covered with a tough Bark, that 
ihelters the tender Wood from the Injuries of the Air j the Branches diftribute, by feveral 
little Conduits, the Sap which the Root had gathered together In the Trunk ^ in Summer, th6 
Bouehs protea: us with their Shadow againft the fcorching Rays of the Sun 5 in Winter, they 
feed the Fire that preferves us in natural Heat. Nor is burning the principal Ufe Wood is 
for ■ 'tis a fbfr, though folid and durable Matter, to which the Hand of the Workman gives 
with Eafe all the Forms he pleafes for Houlhold Utenfilsj and for the greater Works of 

Architefture and Navigation. 

The Wifdom of God is alfo to be feen in the IPater. Tis a liquid, clear and tranfparent 
Body- that flows, flips, and runs away : If Water were more rarified and thinner, it would be 
a kind of Air 5 and fo the whole Surface of the Earth would be dry and barren, that could fu- 
llain nothing but Volatiles : No living Creature could fwim, no Filh could live 5 nor would 
there be any Traffick or Navigation there. What wife Hand has found Means to thicken thd 
Water by llibtilizing the Air, and fo well to diftinguifti thefe two Sorts of fluid Bodies ?' If Wa- 
ter were thinner, it could no longer fufl:ain thefe prodigious floating Bodies, called Ships : Who 
but a wife God gave it fo jufl: a Configuration of Parts, and fo exadl a Degree of Motion, to 
make it fo fluid, flippery and uncapable of Confifl:ence 5 and yet fo ftrong to bear, and fo im- 
petuous as to carry off and waft away unwieldy Bodies ? 'Tis docile j Man leads it a- 
bout, as a Rider does a well managed Horfe 5 he difl:ributes it at Pleafure i he raifes it to the 
Top of high Mountains, and makes Ufe of its Weight to let it fall, in order to its Rife again 
as hi<^h as at firft : But Man who thus leads the.Waters, is in his Turn led by them. The Wa- 
ter^3*^notwithftanding their Fluidity, are ponderous Bodies s yet in divine Wifdom they rife 
above our Heads in the Clouds, and remain a great while hanging there. Do you fee the 
Clouds that fly as on the Wings of the Wind ? if they ftiould run down on a fudden in watry 
Pillars, like a rapid Torrent, they would drown and deftroy every thing where they fliould 
happen to tall, while the other Grounds would remain dry ? What Hand keeps them up in 
thefe pendulous Refervatories, and permits them to fall only by ufeful Drops, as through a 
Gardener's Watering-pot ? whence comes it, that in fome hot Countries, where fcarce any 
Rain ever falls, the Night-dews are fo plentiful as to fupply that Want j and in other Regi- 
ons, as on the Banks of the Rivers Nile and Ganges, the regular Inundations^of the Rivers, 
at certain Seafons of the Year, never fail to water the Grounds ? God in his infinite Wif- 
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dom hath concerted all thefe Meafures for making che^ Earth fruitful. This Element not on- 
ly quenches the Thirft of Man, but alfo that of dry Lands : God vifits the earthy aud water-^ 
etb it.^ aU his path 's drop fatnefs ^ they drop upon the paftures of the Wildernefs ■ the little bills 
rejoice on e'very. fide ; the paftures are clothed 'with flocks 5 the valleys are covered with com * 
they Jhotit for joy^ they alfo fing (^^). He who gave us this fluid Body, has carefully diftrjbu- 
ted it through the Earth, like Pipes in a Garden : The Waters fall from the Tops of the 
Mountains J they gather into Rivulets in the Bottom of Valleys ^ Rivers run in windijig 
Streams through vaft.Tradls of Land, the better to water them, and at lafl: they precipitate 
themfelves into the Sea, to make it a Centre of Commerce to all Nations • yea, to carry 
Arts and Learning, and the Golpel of Chrift over all the World. The Ocean is the Ren- 
dezvous of all the People of the Earth : Thefe who could not go from the one End of the 
World to the other, by this tracklefs Road in a little Time fliake Hands with the new 
World j and the new fupplies the old with many Conveniencies, and immenfe Riches. In' 
Wifdom God hath made the flowing and ebbing of the Sea, and faid. Hitherto Jhalt thoit 
coniey hut m further : herejhall thy proud waves be flayed (b ); A little more Motion in a 
Tide of Flood would drown whole Kingdoms. In Wifdom are ibme Waters fw.eet to quench 
our Thirft, others medicinal to cure Difeafes, and others yield Salt to fealbn our Meat, and 
make it to lafl: for many Days .: In wifdom he has made them all. 

The Mr that furrounds the Globe of this Earth doth alfo declare the Wifdom of the Cre- 
ator.. ^Tis a Mafs of fubtile penetrating Matter, fit to pais into other Bodies, arid to pierce 
into the inmoft Recefles of Nature, to excite, animate and ipiricualize, and in Ihort to be 
the very Soul of the lower World : Confequently it is of greateft Ufe to the Life, Health 
and Pieafure of the. whole. The Inhabitants of the Earth and Seas all live and breathe by 
Air 5 without it moft Animals fcarce live half a Minute, and thofe more ufed to little there- 
of, not many Days j as is proved by many Experiments of the Air-pump. Yea not only A- 
nimals, but even Trees and Plants owe their Vigour to this ufeful Element j they are frefh 
and green in a free Air, but pale, Hckly, languishing and dying when excluded from it. By 
this Help the winged Tribe mount on high, and the Inhabitants of the Waters caniioc afcend, 
and defc6nd in their Element without it. Had the fluid Body of the Air been more groft, it 
would either have intercepted the Day from us, or at moft would have but left us a duski/h' 
confufed Light, even as when that Element is filled with thick Fo^s, We live plunged in an 
Abyfs of Air, as Fifti do in a Depth of Water ^ and as the Water if fubtilized would Become a 
kind of Air to occalion the Death of Fifhes 5 fo the Air if more humid than it is, would de^ 
prive us of Breath 5 and in fuch a cafe, we lliould drown in the Waves of that thickned EJe- 
mentj as a terreftrial. Animal drowns in. the Sea. Who but the UMinit^y wife Creator has fo 
nicely purified that Air in which we breathe ? If it were thicker, it would ftifle us ; if it were 
too Uibtile, it would want that Softnefs that_ continually feeds the Vitals of Man ^ we Ihould 
be fenfible every where of what we experience on the Topsof higfafeft Mountains, where the 
Air is fo thin, that it yields no fufficient Moifture and Nouriftiment for the JLungs^ • 

In Wifdom God hath alfo made the IFifids : So great is their Ufe, that the World would 
be poifoned without them. We find how putrid, ftinking and unfit for Refpiration a ftagna- 
ting pent up Air is : And if the whole. Mafs of Air' and Vapours was always at reft without 
Motion, inftead of refrefliing and animating, it would fuffocate and poifon all the World • 
but the perpetual. Agitation, it reteives from. Gales and Storms do keep it pure and healthful* 
They are alfo ufeful to the Pleafure of Mankind 3 as the Gales, that temper the Sh^rpnefs of 
Winter, and fan us in the Heat of Summer, without which even in this our temperate Zone, 
Men are fcarce able to perform the Labours of their Calling ^ b'ut efpeciaiJy thefe Gales of 
Wind which through the whole Year do fan the torrid Zone, and make their Climate plea- 
fant, which otherwife would be fcarce habitable. Who can tell the various Ufes of thb 
Winds, on the Wings of which the Clouds do flee from the one End of the Earth to the o- 
ther ? they who make Voyages into the remote Parts of the World know by Experience^ 
that the Trade-winds blow in certain Seas at fome Seafons,- as on purpofe to make Navigation 
commodious and regular 5 fo that if Mariners be patient and pun^lual^ they may go to the 
fartheft Part of the World. There are. alfo Sea and Land Breezes, the one ferving to cdny 
the fea-faring Man in a long Courfe from Eaft to Weft, and the other, to waft him in to par- 
ticular Places ; the one to carry him into his Hrbouf, and the other to bring him out. All 
thefe IVinds the Lord hringeth out of his treafuries (t). 

In Wifdom God has made Light to Shine, as the very Life and Pleafure of the Creatures. 
What Comfort could we haye to live in perpetual Darkheis ? how could we provide our 
felves in Food and Necei^ries ? how could we go about the leaft Bufineis^ correfpond with 
one another, or be of any Ufe in the AVorld without it ? But by the' Help of this admirable 
firft made Creature of God, all the animal. World is enabled to go here and there as their 
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Occafions call i they can tranfadt their Bufinefs by Day, and refrefli themfelves with Sleep 
and Reft by Night, and with Pleafure view the glorious Works of God in thfe Earth j and in 
the Heavehs. ""Tis a great A61 of Providence, that fo great a Benefit as Light is not long in 
its Paflage from Heaven to Earth. If the Motion thereof was no fwifter than that of the 
fwifteft Bodies on Eai-th, as of a Bullet out of a great Gun, or even of Sound, whifch is the 
fwifteft Motion we have next to Light : In this cafe Light would take up in its Progrefs 
frorn the Sun to us above thirty two Years, at the Rate of the firft, and above feventeen 
Years at the Race of the fecond Qa). The Inconveniency of which would be, the Energy 
and Vigour of Light and Heat wtiuld be greatly cooled and abated, the Rays of the Sun 
•would be lefs penetrant, and Darknefs would with greater Difficulty, and much fluggifhnefs 
be diifipated : But pafling with fuch prodigious Swiftnefs^ at near the inftantaneous Swifcnefs 
of above two hundred and fixty thoufand Englijh Miles in one Second of Time, or which is 
near the fame, being but about feven or eight Minutes of an Hour in coming from the Sun to 
us, we with all Security and iSpeed receive the kindly Effefts and Influences of that noble 
Creature of God. Befides, Light is almoft of incomprehenfible Extenfion, 'tis as boundlefs as 
the Univerfe it felf. 

In Wifdom he hath made Weight and Gravity^ that Tendency which Bodies have to the 
Centre of the Earth. This noble Contrivance is of abfolute necefiity for keeping the feveral 
Globes of the Univerfe from fhattfering to Pieces, as they evidently muft do in a little Time, 
by their fwifc Rotation round their own ^xes without this : The terraqueous Globe in parti- 
cular, which circumvolves at the Rate of above a thoufand Miles an Hour, would by the 
centrifugal Force of that Motion be foon diffipated and fcattered into the circumambient 
Space, were it not kept together by that noble Contrivance of the Creator, the Power of 
Attradlion and Gravity : But by this Power all its Parts are kept in their natural Place and 
Order, and the fleeting Waters keep their conftant Poife in the Globe j as the Pfalmilt 
ipeaks, Lord hatb-j'et a hound that they may not pafs over : that they turn not again to co^^ 
^&r the earth Qb^. Levity is no lefs ufeful to the flying of Birds, and to the railing of Va- 
poursj and their Conveyance about the World. 

In Wifdom God hath alfo made the Heavejis : What Power has built over bur H6ads fb 
vaft ahd fo magnificent an Arch ? what a ftupendous Variety of admirable Objects is here 
by art omnipotent Hand fet before our Eyes ! Of how great Importance is the regular Suc- 
cefHon of Day and Night ? for fo many Ages as are paft the Sun never failed ferving Man- 
kind, \^^ho cannot live without him ^ many thoufand Years are elapfed, and the Dawn never 
once miffed proclaiming the Approach of the Day. The Sun alfo forms Summer and Win* 
ter, which make* tmc Sun fuffir.ient for the whole Earth : If it were of a larger Size at the 

fame Diftance, it would fet the whole Globe oh Fire, and the Earth would burn to Afhes : 
If at the fiimh Diftance the Sun were lefier, the Earth would be all over frozen, and uninha- 
bitable : If in the fame Magnitude it were nearer to us, it would fet us in Flames 5 and if 
more rembte, we Ihould not be able to live for want of Heat. Divine Wifdom has fixed all 
thefe juft Diraenfions : The Sun*s approaching to us, and receding from us, doth produce 
the Change of the Seafons, whofe Variety is fo agreeable : The Spring filences frofty Winds, 
brings forth BlolToms and Flowers promifing Fruits ; The Summer ripens a rich Harveft : 
The Autumn gives the rich Fruits promifed by the Spring : The Winter, which is a kind of 
Night wherein Man refrefhes and refts himfelf, lays up all the Treafures of the Earth in its 
Centre^" with no othei*' Defign but that the next Spring may difplay them. Nothing but di- 
vine Wifdom keeps the Courfe of the Sun fo regular. That Star is a Globle of fubtilte 
Flame : Now what but a fuperior Hand preferves that Flame, fo reftlefs and fo impetuous, 
within the Bounds of a perfect Globe 5 leads it in fo ftraight a Way, and never fuffers it to 
flip to one Side or other ? If the Sun ftands ftill, and our Earth make her Revolutions j 
how comes the Sun to be fo well placed in the Centre of the Univerfe, as the Focrts or the 
Heart of all Nature ? And how comes it to pais, that the Globe of this Earth turns fo regu- 
larly about that Planet, in a Space where no folid Body keeps it fall to regulate its Courfe. 
The beft Anfwers, fuppofing them tf ue, will be Proofs of the Wifdom of God, 

Let us further view that immenfe arched Koof where the Stars ihine, which covers our 
Heads like a Canopy : If it be a folid Vault, what Architedt built it ? who is he that has 
fixed fo many great L,uminaries of that Arch, and at certain Diftances ? who makes it turn fo 
regularly about us ? But if the Skies are only immenfe Spaces full of fluid Bodies in celefti- 
al Matter 5 how comes it to pafs fo many great Bodies float in them, without ever finking, 
or coming nearer to one another ? For all the aftronomical Obfervations that have been made 
for fo njany Ages, not the leaft Diforder or irregular Motion has been yet difcovered in the 
Heavens. Will a fluid Body range it felf in fuch conftant and regular Order, fwiming circu- 
larly in its own Sphere, without the Direction of the fupreme Architect of the World ^

Period I. Of the Wijdom of God in the Works of Creation. 



What does that almdft innumerable Multitude of Stars mean ? Tliat Liberality with which 
God has fcattered them through the World, Ihews nothing is difficult to his Power. Let 
who pleafe fay, that many Stars are as many Worlds 5 that Jupiter, Saturn^ Venus and other 
Planets are habitable : If this be granted for a Moment, then how powerful and wife muft 
God be, who in Wifdom has made them all ! Who makes Worlds without Number as he 
pleafes, and who without dny Trouble for fo many Ages governs them as a Shepherd does 
his Sheep. In what Wifdom hath he made the Moon to refledl the Light of the Sun, and 
to afford a duskifh, but foft and ufeful Light to this Earth in the Night Seafons. 

In Wifdbm he has made this Globe of the Earth wherein we dwell : Its fpherical Figure, 
like a round B^ill, is raoft commodious to impart Uniformity, Light and Heat to the Worlds 
thefe come harmonioufly and gradually oh, and as gradually go off again : So that the daily 
and yearly Returns of Light and Darknefs, Cold and Heat, Moift and Dry, are regular and 
mechanick like. This Figure is wfell adapted to the commodious Diftribution of Waters 5 for 
fince by the Law of Gravity, Waters will polfefs the loweft Place of the Earth, if the Earth 
were of any angular Figure, one Part thereof would be drowned, and another too dry ^ but 
it being round, the AVaters are equally diftributed here and there, as divine Providence faw 
moft fit. This is alfo moft beneficial to the Winds j if the Earth were of any other Figure, 
the Currents of the Air \^ouId be much retarded, if not Hopped. We find by Experience, 
what Influence large high Mountains, Bays, Capes and Head-lands have to divert, ftop and 
change the Winds near the Shore 5 but a vaft Angle of the Earth would flop the Currents 
of thefe falutiferous Gales which keep the Air fweet and clean. This terraqueous Globe is a 
Mafs of above two hundred and fixty thOufand Million of Miles folid Content, a Work too 
grand for any thing lefs than a God of infinite Wifdom and Power to make. The very Di- 
Itribution of the Waters and dry Land^ is admirably adjufted to the Conveniencies of the 
World. There is a juft Equipoife of the whole Globe 5 the Northern ballances the Southern 
Ocean ; the Mlmtic the Pacific Sea ; the American Land is a Counterpoife to the Europe-^ 
€tn^ Afiatic and African. The great Ocean, the lelfer Seas, Lakes and Rivers are fo well di- 
vided through the Globe, as to afford fufHcienc Vapours for Clouds and Rains 5 to temperate 
the Cold of the northern Air 5 to mitigate the Heats of the torrid Zone ; to refrefh the Earth 
with fertile Showers, and to minifter frefli Water to Fountains, Rivulets, and every where. 

How manifold Wifdom hath God fliewh in the Variety of Creatures that inhabit thi« 
Earth 5 as Beafts, Fowl, Birdsj Fifhes, Reptiles and Infefts 1 Some have but two Feet, o- 
thers four, and others a great many : Some walk, others criwl, others fly, and fome walk 
6r fwim by Turns. The Wings of Birds, and the Fins of Fifties, are like Bars that cut the 
Air or Water, and fteer the floating Body through that TllQtnmt^ like a Ship through the 
Sea. The Pinions of Birds have Feathers, with a Down that fwells in the Air, but would 
grow unwieldy in the Water 5 and on the contrary, the Fins of Filhes have fharp and dry 
PointSi, which cut the Water, without drinking it in, and don't become heavier by being 
■wet. Swans keep their Wings, and moft of their Feathers above Water^ left they ftiould 
■wet them, and that they may ferve them, as it were for Sails : They have the Art to turn 
thefe Fathers againft the Wind, and in a manner to tack as Ships do, when the Gale does 
not fefve. Water Fowls haVe at their Feet large Skins tl^t ftretch like Rackets, to keep 
them from finking in the oDzy and miry Banks of Rivers. Wild Beafts, as Lions, have 
their biggeft JMulcles about the Shoulders, Thighs and Legs 5 and therefore thefe Animals 
are nimble, brisk, nervous, ready to rufh foirward : They have Teeth and Claws, which 
ferve as terrible Weapons to tear and devour. For the iame reafon^ Birds of Prey, as 
Eagles, have a Beak and Pounces that pierce every thing j the Mufcles of their Pinions are 
extreme large and brawny, that their Wings may have a more ftrong and rapid Motion ; and 
thus thefe Creatures foar aloft, and tour up eallly to the Clouds, from whence they fhoot like 
a Thunderbolt on the Prey they have in View* The long legged Birds are alfo long necked 
in Proportion^ that they may bring down their Bill to the Ground, and take up their Food : 
*Tis the fame with the Camel j but the Elephant, whofe Neck, by reafon of its Bignefs, 
would be too h^savy, if it were as long as that of tha Camel, is furnifhed with a Trunk, 
which is a Contexture of Nerves and Mufcles, which he ftretches, fhrinks, winds and turns 
every way, to feize on Bodies^ lift them up, or throw them down at Pieafure. Certain A- 
nimals feem to be made on Purpofe for Man, as the Dog to carefs and fawn on him, to give 
him an agreeable Image of Society, Friendfhip and Fidelity, to catch other Creaturs and 
leave them to his Mafter 5 the Horfe to eafe Man of his Labour, to take on a thoufand Bur- 
dens to fupply his Weaknefs, and to obey all his Motions 3 The Oxen have Strength and 
Patience for the Plough ; Cows yield Streams of Milk, and agreeable Food j Sheep renew 
their Fleeces every Year, which by a kind Superfluity furnifhes Man with Cloathing 5 the Skina 
of fome Beafts afford to Man fine Furs to keep him warm in cold Countries : But I am not 
to write a Treatife of the -^pp^?r^^«j of the feveral Animals to ferve the BxkIs of their Crea-» 

tion» and of their Ufefulne& in the World: 
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The Wifdom of the Creator appears in little Creatures, as well as in greater. It almoft 
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living Atoms, yet in them there are Mufcles, Nerves, Veins, Arteries and Blood, compoled 
of ramous Particles and Humors 5 nor can one ever ftop in theDifculTion of fuch a wonderful 
Compofitidn. The Microfcope or magnifying Glafs, difcovers in every Objeft a thoufand 
other Obje^s which had efcaped our Notite ; and how many other Wonders are there in 
Nature, which the Microfcope it felf cannot difcover ? - 

The Wifdom of the Creator doth further appear in many other Things concerning Ani- 
mals which 1 can fcarce name 5 as the Ijzftin^f with which thefe Creatures are endowed, to 
approach ufeful and beneficial Objefts, and to avoid fuch as may be noxious and deftruaive 
to them. The tender Lamb fmells his Dam afar off, and runs to meet her. A Sheep is 
leized ivith Horiror at the Approach of a Wolf, and flies away before he can well difcern 
him. The Hound Is almoft infallible in finding out a Buck or a Hare, only by the Scent. 
There is in every Animal an impetuous Springy- which on a fudden gathers all the Spirits, di- 
ftends all the Nerves, rehders the Joifits more fupple and pliant, and increafes in an in- 
credible manner upon fudden Dangers his Strength, Agility, Speed and Cunning, in order 
tb avoid the Objea: which threatens him with Deftruaion. What more noble than a Ma- 
fchine which continually repairs and renews it felf ? The Creature ftinted to its own 
Strength, is foon tired and exhaufted by Labour 5 but he makes a mends by feedings which 
feftores the Strengh he had loft : He puts into his Body another Subftance that becomes his 
town • the Food at firft is pounded, and being changed into a Liquor, it purifies, as if drain- 
ed through a Sieve, in order to feparate iny thing that is grofs from it j afterwards it arrives 
at the Centre or Focus o{ the Spirits, where it is fubtilized, and becomes Blood ^ and run- 
iiing through numberlefs VelTels to moiften all the Members, it filtrates and becomes Flefh,^ 
the other Parts being exhaled by an infenfible Perfpiration. The natural Attendant of Food 
33 Sleep ; in which the Animal forbears not only all his outward Motions, but alfo all the 
principal inward Operations, which might too much ftir and dillipate his Spirits,' only re- 
taining Refpiration and Digeftion : So that all Motions that might wear out hrs Strength,' 
are fufpended, and all fuch as are proper to recruit and renew it, go on freely of themfelves. 
This Repofe returns every Night, while Darknefs interrupts our labour : Who is it that in 
Wifdom contrived fuch an ufeful Sufpenfion of A^lioti ? Next Day all paft Fatigue is gone* 
and vsnifhed ^ and this reviving gives a Vivacity that invites to new Labour. Thus the 
ISferves at-c ftiil full of .Spirits, the Flelh fmooth, and the Skin whole. The living Body foon 
■Wears out thofe that are lifelefs j the Skin of a Horfe w<qais out many Sadies ^ the Flefki of a 
Child, though delicate and tender, wears out many Cloaths, and yet daily grows ftronger. 
If this renewing of Spirits were perfect, it would be real Immorcalitj^, and the Gift of eter- 
nal Youth 5 but the fame being imperfefl^ the Animal infenfibly lofes its Strength, decays^' 
and grows old : For every thing that is created, muft bear a Mark of that Nothing from 
\vhich it is drawn, riiuft detay and wear away. What more admirable than the Multiplica- 
tion of Animals by Generation 3 Look on Individuals 5 none is immfortal, every thing paffes 
away. Look upon the Species j every thing fubfifts, is permanent and immutable, though 
in a conftatit Viciflitude. We do not find for above five thoufand Years any Species of Ani- 
mals is perifhed 5 neither do they multiply to be an Inconvenience to the reft : Who but a 
\vife God maintains fo jiift a Balance, as never to fuffer the Species to extinguifb, nor to 
rnultiply too faft ? what would one think of a Watchmaker, who fliould have the Art to 
make Watches, whereof two fhould be fufficient to multiply their Kind over the whole 
Earth > or of an Archite^: that could baild Houfes, which could build others for the Habi- 
tations of Men to the E-nd of the; World ? And fhall we negleft to admire the Wifdom of 
Xaod. that hath given bofh rational and irrational Creatures an Inftinft to multiply them- 
ielves for the publick Benefit, till thfc Elements lhall melt with fervent Heat at the End of 
'Time. 

Finally let m admire the Order in which all the Bodies of the Univerie are ranged. I fe^ 

the Sun fo many thoufand times bigger than the Earth, circulating in a Space, in compari-i 
fon of which he himfelfis but a bright Atom : I fee other Stars, perhaps bigger than he, 
that roll in other Regions fo far diftant from us, as to efcape all Meafure, The Earth on 
whifch 1 ftand, is but one Point, in proportion to the whole, whereof the Bounds cannot be 
found : Jfeverthelefs the whole is fo put together, that not one fingie Atom can be put out 
of its Place ; and all move in fuch excellent Order, that the very Motion doth perpetuate its 
Variety and Perfeftion. Sure it muft be the Hand of a Being that does every thing without 

any Trouble, that ftili keeps fteddyj and governs this great Work for fo many Ages in in- 
finite Wifdom. . . . . 

Since we have fo great Realbn to admire the Formation of the World, we have yet fur- 
ther 
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ther Ground to wonder at the Wifdom of God in the Creation of Man ^ and to fay with the 
Pfdmift, Iwll-praife thee^ for I am fear fatly andwondorfnily raade (^z). The Body is made of 
Clayj but let us wonder at the Hand which polilhed and carved it ^ the Artificer^'it iScai is 
ftamped upon his Work : He feems to have delighted to make a Mafler-piece out of fo vile 
Matter. The Bones fuftain the Flefli that covers them ; the Nerves are extended to make 
iip Strength 5 the Mufcles with the Sinews weave themfelves by extending or diflendingj- to 
enable the Man to perform the moft exatfl and regular Motions. The Boms are divided ac 
certain DiflanceSj but they have Joints whereby they are fct one with anochcr, and are tied 
by Nerves and Tendons : What can be more fupple for various Motions, and yet wh-^x 
more firm and durable ? From the Brain, which 'is the Source of all the Nerves, fpring 
the Spirits^ which are fo fubtile as to efcape the Sight, and of fo great Activity and Forte^ 
as to perform all Motions, and inake up humane Strength. Thefe Spirits are in an Inllant 
conveyed to the Extremity of the Members ^ fometjmes they flow gently and regularly^ 
fometimes with Impetuofity, and vary the Poftures, Ad^rionsand Geftures of the Body. The 
FleJJj is covered v/ithafoft and tender Skin for the Ornament of the Body : How much hard- 
er is the Skin of the Feet than that of the Face^ in order to refill the Fatigue of thefe Parts ! 
The Skw is all over full of Holes, like a Sieve 5 but thefe Holes, which are called Pores, are 
imperceptible : Though Sweat and other Perfpirations exhale through them, as neceffary for 
Health, yet the Blood never runs out that Way. The Skin has all the Tendernefs to make 
it tranfpiirent, and to give the Face a lively, fweet and graceful Colour : If it were lefs clofe^ 
and lefs fmooth, the Face would look bloody and excoriated. Now who but a God of infi-^ 
nite Wifdom knew how to temper and mix thefe Colours, with fuch Nicety as to make a Com« 
plexion which Painters admire, but can never perfedlly imitate ? 

There are In the humane Body numberlefs Branches of Blood-veflels : Some of them car- 
ry the Blood from the Centre to the extreme Parts, and are tailed Arteries 5 others return it 
into the Heart, and are called Vei72s. Through thefe various Veflels runs the Blood, a Li- 
quor foft and oylie, proper to retain the moft fubtile Spirits. This Blood moifrens the Flefh, 
as Springs and Rivers water the Earth 5 and after it is filtrated and rarified in the Body, re- 
turns to its Sourte more flowly,- and lefs full of Spirits, and is again renewed and fubtilized in 
that Source, in order to circulate without ceafing. Confider that excellent Order and Pro-* 
portion of the Limhs^ the Legs and Thighs, where are great Bones jointed one with another^ 

and knit together by Nerves. The Bones of them are hard, yet full of Holes to make them, 
lights and in the middle full of Marrow to nourifli them, and bored exadlly in thofe Places 
through which the Ligaments that knit them are to pafs. They are equal and regular Pillars 
to fupport the whole Fabrick ^ yet thefe fold : The Knee-p^m U a Unnp of a circaiar Fi^ 
gure, placed on purpofe on the Joint to fill it up and preferve it when the Bones fold lor 
bending of the Knee. Each Column or Pillar hath itsPedeftal or Footj compofed of various 
in-laid Parts, fo well jointed together as they can either Ibid or keep ftiff as Occafion requires. 
The two Pillars ai'e jointed at the Top, to bear up the reft of the Body 5 but ftill divided there 
in fuch a manner, as that Joint aflbrds Man the Conveniency of refting himfelf^ by fitting on 
the two biggeft Mufcles of the Body. The Body is proportioned to the Height of thefis 
Pillars, not too gigantick, nor too dwarfifh. Two Rows of Ribs come out of the Back-bone, 
as the Branches of a Tree from its Trunk, to flielter thefe noble and tender Parts neceftary 
for Life ; and below leave a Space needful, that the Infide may freely ftretch it ielf both for 
Refpiration and Feeding. No humane Contrivance aifbrds any thing fb curidufly wrought as 
the Back-^hone : If made df one fingle Bone, it would be too ftlff^ and too eafily broken , and 
in fuch a cafe Man could neither bend nor ftdop. The wife Author of Nature has prevent- 
ed this, by forming Vertebra: or Huckles, to make a whole Bone confifting of many Pieces 
tnore ftrong than a fingle one j by which the Back either ftands upright, or bends in a mo- 
ment, as the Man pleafes. All thefe Vertebrte have in the middle a Canal that ferves to con- 
vey a Continuation of the Subftance of the Braih to the Extremities of the Body, and with, 
ipeed to fend the Spirits thither through that Pipe. Within the Inclofure of the Ribs are 
placed the great Organs ^ fuch as ferve to make a Man breathe, to digeft Food, and make new 
Blood. The Ltmgs^ being fpungy, eafily dilate and contract themfelves 5 whereby they take 
in and blow out a great deal of Air, to temper the inward Heat, occafioned by the boiling of 
the Blood, and the impetuous Courfe of the Spirits i and are like a kind of Bellows, in per« 
petual Motion, to keep the whole Body in health. The ^Stomach has a difiblving Faculty 
that caufes Hunger, and puts a Man in mind of the want of Food. 'Tis made like the Figure 
of a Bag-pipe. There our Vidcuals being diflblved by a quick Digeftion, ar^ all confounded, 
and make up a foft Liquor, which afterwards becomes a kind of Milk called Cbyle j which 
being at laft brought to the Heart, receives there, through the plenty of Spirits^ the Form, 
Vivacity and Colour of Blood : But while the purefl: Juice of the Aliments palTes from th© 

p Stomach 
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Stomach into the Pipes deftin'd for the Preparation of the Chyle and Blood, the grofs Particles 
of the fame Aliments are feparated, as Bran is from Flower by a Sieve, and are dejefted down- 
wards to eafe the Body of them, through the moft hidden Patiages, and moft remote from the 
Organs of the Senfes, left thefe be offended. jProm the Top of this Fabrickfo defcribcd, hang 
two uSrms terminated by Hands^ bearing a perfed*; Symmetry with one 

knit with the Shoulders, fo as to have a free Motion by that Joint ; they are conne^ed at the 
Elbow and Wrift, fo as to fold, bend and turn with Quicknefi. I'hefe Arm?! are of juft 
Length to reach all the Parts of the Body^ and are nervous and full of Mufcles, to fuftain any 
Fatieue. The Ha72ds are a curious Contexture of Nerves and little Bones, framed with fuch 
Strength and Supplenefs to defend the Body, and to ferve for a thoufand Ufes upon various 
Occafidns. Above the Body rifes the Neck^ which is either firm or flexible at Pleafure, be- 
comes ftiff, as if made of one fmgle Bone, or bends every way, as if all its bones were dif- 
lointed : It bears up the Heady which governs the whole, and is fortified on all Sides by thick 
arid hard Bones, to preferve the precious Treafure which it inclofeth i and by the Neck it 
hath a quick Communication with all the other Parts of the Body* It contains the Brainy 
whofe moift, foft and fpungy Sub'ftance is made up of tender Filaments and Threads woven 
together, as the Centre of many Wonders. The Scnll is regularly perforated or bored with 
exaft Proportion and Symmetry for the two Eyes, two Ears, the Mouth and Noftrils. The 
T^hfe ferves not only for Ornament^ but alfo for Refpiration and fmelling j for it has a cribri- 
form or fpungy Bone, to let Odours pafs on to the Brain, The two Eyes are equal, being 
placed about the Middle on the two Sides of the Head, that they may without Trouble dif- 
cover afar off, both on the right and left, all ftrange Objedts, and may commodioufly watch 
for all Parts of the Body. The exaft Symmetry with which they are placed is the Orna- 
ment of the Face, and he that made them, has kindled in them a celeftial Flame 5 for they are 
a fort of Looking-glaffes, wherein all the bbjeas of the World are painted by turns, without 
Confufion in the Bottom of the Retma^ or Net-like Membrane of the Eye, that the thinking 
tart of Man may there fee them : And though we perceive all Objefts by a double Organ, 
yet we never fee Objeds double, becaufe the two Nerves fubfervient to Sight in our Eyes, 
are but two Branches that unite in one Pipe. The Mouth helps to exprefs every Paffion, 
The Lips not only open to receive Food, biit alfo by their Supplenefs and Variety of Moti- 
ons, ferve to vary the Sounds that form Speech. The ^eeth fet in order on the Jaws, have 
^ Spring to open, and another to Ihut, lb as they grind like a Mill the Food, in order to 
Bigeftion. The tongue is a Contexture of fmall Mufcles and Nerves, fo very fupple, that it 
turns like a Serpent. There is a Wind-pipe that goes into the Throat from the Roof of the 
Mouth to the Breaft, which is made up of cartilaginous Rings nicely fet one within another, 
and lined within with a very fmooth Membrane, to render the Air that is pufhed from the 
Lun'ys more fonorous. On the Side of the Mouth a Pipe is opened like a Flute, by a Slit that 
either contrails or diftends it felf, as is neceffary to render the Voice big or llender, holipvr 
or clear. There is a feparate Pipe to convey the Aliments to the Stomach 5 and there is a 
kind of Valve which lies on the Orifice of the Voice, which moving like a l)raw-bridge, 
fuffers the Food to pafs into its proper Channel, but never lets any of it fall into the Wind- 
pipe. Indeed the Tongue and Mouth is the moft perfect of all mufical Inftruments, which 
have 110 Perfetttion, but fo far as they imitate that. But who can defcribe all the Inftru- 
ments of Smell, Tafte, Hearing, Seeing and Feeling. I muft leave this Subjetl: to Authors 
before named (,a)^ and to the curious Anatomifts : Only allow me further to obferve, that 
■we cannot fo much as attentively notice the Proportion of Man's Body, without feeing the 
Wifdom of God. If our Bodies had been but one Foot high, we would have been inlulted 
by moft Animals, who would in that cafe have tread or crufhed us under their Feet ; And 
on the other hand, if our Bodies had been tall as a Steeple, we would not have found Food 
to nourilh them, Horfes to carry them, Houfes to dwell in, nor Beds to ly on. Who but a 
, -wife and great God has fo regulated the Size of Man to fo juft a Standart ? Who has made 
him ftand upright on his Feet, and given him a Noblenefs and Grandeur to diftinguifh him 
from all Creatures on the Earth ? who but a glorious and good God, who fet this humane 
StruiSlure a-going ? even the fame Lord God who formed man of the dtifi of the Groimd^ and 
hteathed into his Noftrils the Breath of Life and made him become a living Soul (^), 

This may lead us to difcourfe of the Soul of Many which is an intelligent, adive 
and immortal Spirit, endowed with Underftanding, Will, Memory and Affeftions. I have 
In another Effay (O demonftrated the Immateriality and Immortality of the SouL But 
if it be here enquired. Why this Soul, that is fo unlike a material Body, is fo united to it 
in Man ? whence comes it that certain Motions of the Body fo fuddenly and fo infallibly raife 
certain Thoughts in the Soul, and that the Thoughts of the Soul raife in like manner certain 
Motions ia the Body ? whence proceeds fo regular a Society for feventy, eighty^ more or 

fewer 
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fewer Years ? What other Anfwer can be given to thefe or the like Queries, but that the fame 
almighty, infinitely wife and eternal God, who made the World out of nothings hath done 
thefe things ? 

§ 3. The principal Ornament of the Soul, even in the ftate of Innocence, was, that God 
created man in his own image Qa") 5 which confifts, firft, in Man's being endowed w ith Know- 
ledge, Righteoufnefs, and true Holinels 5 having the Law of God written on the Hearty 
with Power to fulfill itl In this finleft State, Man's Body was fubjedl to his AfFeftions, his 
Affections to his Will, his Will to his Reafon, and his Reafon to the Law of God. JHc was 
perfetflly free ffom Force, from all Sin and Mifery, and did willingly chufe what was good- 
I know the Soczjiiajjs^ that they may oppofe the Do^irine of original Sin, deny this original 
Righteoufnefs in a ftate of Innocency, and make the Image of Gbd to confifl* only in Domi- 
nion over the Creatures C^)- But this primitive Integrity is the principal thing wherein in- 
nocent Man can refemble God : For thus he had an habitual Conformity in all his natural 
Powers to the Will of God ; his Underftariding faw divine Things clearly and purely j his 
Will complied readily and univerfally with the divine Law, v/ithout Reluftance or Refiftence 5; 
his Affed^ions were all regular, and he had no inordinate Paffions 5 his Thoughts were eafily 
fixed on the beft Subje<5bs, and all the inferior Powers of his S6ul were fubmiflive to the Di- 
ctates of the fuperior, without any Mutiny or Rebellion : Thus were our firft Parents holy and 
happy, having intimate and uninterrupted Communion with God. Hence the wife Man iS'O" 
lomon fays, that God hath made man upright (jT) j and the infpired Apoftle tells us, that the 
new man^ given at Converlioh, is created i« righteoufnefs^ and true holinefs (JC^^ and is rejiezv-- 
ed in knoivledge^ after the image of him that created him (/). Secondly^ The Image of God 
in Man did conlift in his Dominion over the Creatures C/)- He was God's Reprefentative 
on Earth, and was qualified for fuch a Command by the Redlitude of his Mind, enabling him 
to knowj fear, worfhip, honour, glorify and obey God, and to teach other Creatures their 
Duty : And this Power he did exercife by giving them Names fuitable to their Natures (^)- 
Thirdlyj If Man had never finnedj he had been immortal. This is alfo oppofed by the Soci^ 
fiians (h^ : But 'tis plain ; becauleMan before he finned had no Caufes of Death, neither in- 
ternal, by a crazy Difpdfition, bad Humours, nor chronical Difeafes j nor external, by Cor- 
ruption of Elements, want of Food, nor external Force : His primitive Integrity and Perfc- 
ftion exeem'd him from the firft, and the ipecial Gate of God freed him from the fecond. 
And 'tis evident from facred Scripture that Death is the Punifhmenc of Sin, In the day that 
thoueatefl thereof^ thoufhalt furely die CO : Nor is this to be reftridted to eternal Death j for 
where the Spirit of God makes no Limitation, we are not to contrive one out of our own In- 
vention. And there are many other Texts that confirm this Point ; Stbe foul that fuwetfj^ 
fhaU die (JC), <the wages of fin is death (/)• '^^'^ fi^^ entred into the world, and death by 

fin 5 and fo death hath gaffed upon all men, for that aU have finned (jiri). By man came death, — 
Jn Adam all die QO- -And immediately after the Fall, it was intimated to Adam, Duft that 
art, and unto drift thou fhalt return (0). Man being made in a State of Perfedlion, wherein 
all was n)ery good^ could not but be adorned with this Gift of Immortality j for it was proml- 
fed^ if he did the Will of God, he fhould live : And Death being a Deftru6tibn of Nature,, 
could not agree to a flate of Innocence and Perfeftion. Thus we have feen the Wifdom of 
God in the Works of Creation, and particularly in creating Man after his own Image, int 
Knowledge, Righteoufnefs and Holinefs, with Dominion over the Creatures^ and with a 
Title to immortal Life and Happinefs if he had continued in this State. 

Peyrerius, an Author in the laft Century, hath advanced a ftrange Hypothelis : That Adaitt 
arid Eve were not the firft Man and Woman in the World, but were only the original Parents 
of the Jews, But though Men of a paradoxical Humour may ftrflih any thing to an odd 
Meaning, yet the Mofaical Writings are fo plain, that one would think no body could either 
miftake or pervert their Senfe ; For had there been Men in the World bt^fore Adam, he 
might have come by ordinary Generation j there \vas no need of forming him out of the Duft 
of the Earth, and the Woman by a Rib out of his Side ; nor for teaching this more briefly in 
the firft Chapter of Genefis, and explaining it more particularly iti the fecond. That one Paf- 
fage overthrows this ftrange Dodlrine, And Adam called his wife's name Eve, lecaufe fhe was 
the mother of aU living Qf), Befid^s, many other Scripture Texts prove Adam to have been 
the firft Man : For before he was created, there was not a man to tiU the ground (jf). ^he 
firft man Adam was made a living foul, Sthe firft mafz is of the earth, earthy (r). Scripture 
Genealogy begins in Adam (/), and terminates in him (f), 

§ 4. God having created Man, placed him in Paradife : For 'tis faid, 3:be Lord God 

Q z planted 
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j)lanted a garden eaji ward in Eden, and there ha put the man whom he had formed (^). Mei3 
have little reafon to be proud of ftately and magnificent Buildings, when it was the Happincfs 
of our firft Parent in Innocenc}'', that he needed none. As Gloaths came in with Sin, ib did 
Houfes : The Heaven was the Roof of Adara^s Houfe, and never was any Roof fo curioufly 
ceiled and painted ; the Earth was his Floor, and never was any Floor fo richly inlaid , the 
Shadov/ of the Trees was his Retirement, under them were his dining and lodging Rooms^ 
and never were any Rooms fo finely hung as thefe 5 Solomon in all his Glory was not arrayed 
like them. The Contrivance and Furniture was the immediate Work of divine Wifdom and 
Power. The Lord God had planted this Garden it feems upon the third Day of the Creati- 
on, when the Fruits of the Earth were made ; and we may well fuppofe it to have been the 
moft accomplifhed Plate for Pleafure and Delight that ever the Sun faw, when the All-fufH- 
Cient God himfelf defigned it to be the prefent Seat of Happinefs for his beloved Creature 
Man in Innoccncy, and a Type and Figure of the Happinefs defigned for the cbofcn Rem- 
nant in Glory, No Delights can be agreeable to a Soul, but thofe which God himfelf has 
provided ; no true Paradife but of God^ planting. The Lights of our own Fires, and the 
Sparks of our own kindling wiil foon leave us in the dark. The whole Earth was now a Pa- 
radife, compared with what it is become fince the FaiJ, and iince the Fiood ; the finefl: Gar- 
dens in the World are a Wildernefs, compared with what the whole FaCe of the Ground was 
before it was curfed for Man's Sake. 

The Situation of this Garden has given occafion to many curious Inquiries among the Learn- 
ed, The Geography of Mofes is concife ; the nun^erous Shocks and Tremblings of the Earth 
in the Ages lince the Creation, and the univerfal Deluge wherewith it was covered, have 
very far altered the Face thereof, fo that it is not eafy to be peremptory about the Seat of this 
Place i yet the Opinion of that learned Gentleman Sir Walter Rawleigh, feems as probable 
to me as any other : He maintains, that Paradife was a Place of this our Earthy feated in 
the longer Part of the Region of Eden, afterwards called Aram Fluviorum, or Mefopotamia, 
ljuhich taketb in alfo a Part of Shinar and Armenia, in th4 moft excellent Climate^ thirty five De-^ 
grees of North Latititde from the Equino^ial, where are excellejtt iVines^ Oilj Frnits and Graift 
of all Sorts in Abundance, and Plenty of Palm-trees growing withoii'^ the Labour of Man Q?). 

To this Place the Charadlers of Paradife given by Mofes do agree C^) : For it lay Eaft- 
ward of the Land of "Jiidea 5 and that it was a moft fruitful Place, appears from Herodote^ 
who had himfelf feen the Country, and is the moft antient profane Hlftonan now extant. 
He faysj Where Euphrates runs into Tigris, not far from the Place v^here Ninus is feated, the 
Country is of all we have feen the moft excellent j for it yields to mns in hearing the Fig^ the 
Vine, the Olive^ and other choice ^rees j and is fo fruitful in Corny that it yields two hundred^ 
and fometivies three bnf:dred Fold ; the I^eaves of Wheat and Barley are ahnofl four Finger 
broad 5 the Height of Millet and Sefame are like to frees, which though I know to be true, yet- 
J forbear to fpeak of it, becaufe thefe things reported of this FrnitfiUnefs, will fee^n incredible 
to thofe who were never in the Country of Babylonia Here they have commo^ily Palm-trees 
growing of their own Accord, moft of them bearing Fruit, out of which they make Meat, Wine 
and Ho72ey (d^. Strabo, that excellent Geographer, alfo tells, ^at no Region yields fo much 
Barley, for 'tis faid to produce three hundred Fold • that there they make Beams and Pofts to 
their Honfes of the Palm-tree : Plenty of other things are afforded by it ^ for thereof they make 
Bread, Ploney, Wine, Vinegar, Flax or Cordage : Smiths make ufe of its Nuts for Coals, and 
the fame being vzoifined with Water, is given for Provender to their Sheep and Oxen CO* . 
And %iintHS Cnrtins fays, fbat as you travel to the left Hand of Arabia, famous for Plenty of 
fweet Odours, there lieth a champaign Cmntry between Tigris and Euphrates, of fo fruitful and 
fat a Soily that the People are forced to drive their Cattle from the Pafiures, left they fhould 
'he killed by Ple?2ty of good Food, which is occafioned by the Lands being made fat ajtd moift by 
the Rivers ( /). Here are alfo the Rivers mentioned by Mofes, namely Euphrates, Hiddekel 
or iigris^ Pifon, or Pafi-^igris, and Gihon, another Branch of the fame River. Here is the 
Land' of Havilab, fo named from the Son of Cnjb (g). And here is the Land of C///&, which 
our Tranflators render Ethiopia : And 'tis not to be doubted but here is Gold, and Bedolacb 
and Shocham, tranflated Bdellium, or Pearls and Onyx-Hones. Upon the whole, the Cha- 
radlers of Paradife given by Mofes agreeing to this fruitful Country, here feems to have been 

the Seat of that Garden. 

§ 5. God having formed Man, and placed him in Paradife, gave him a Law or Cove-*, 
nant. The Diftance between God and the Creature is fo great, that though reafonable Mea 
do owe Obedience to him as their Creator, yet they could never have any Enjoyment of him 

as 
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as their Bleflfednefs and Rfewal-d, but by fome voluntary Condefcenfion on God*s Parr, wliifch 
he hath been pleafed to exprefs by way of Covenant. The firft Covenant with Man in In- 
nocence made after the Image of God^ was a Covenant of Works j wherein Life was proini" 
fed to Adam^ and in him to his Pofterity^ if he did perfe<5lly, perfonaijy and perpetually obey 
the Commands of God, with a threatning of Death if he finned (^d^. This Covenant is ailo 
exprelTed by a Law C^), And the Lord^ God commandisd the man^ /^JV^X?? Of every tree of the 
garden thou ra ay fi freely eat : hut of the tree cf the knotjoledge of good and evil^ than Jhnit jioP 
eat of it : for in the day that thou eatefh thereof^ thoiiJJmlt furely die (jc). Though ..dam u tis 
a very great, a very good, and a very happy Man, yet the I*ord God commanded him ^ and 
the Command was no Difparagement to his Greatneis, no Reproach to his Goodnefs, noi: 
any Diminution at all to his Happinefs. 

This Law being given to Adam^ he was put upon his good Behaviour in a State of Tria]„ 
Be obedient, and thou (halt be happy 5 if otherwife, thou lhalt be as miferable ; And there- 
fore God by an Aft of Authority did prefcribe to him what he fhould do, and upon what 
Terms he Ihould fland with his Creator. The Tree of Life in the midft of the Garden 
was not fo much a Memorial of the Fountain and Author oihis 'LAiC'^ nor perhaps any natu- 
ral Means to prolong Life 5 but was chiefly intended to be a Sign and Seal unto Adam^ af-^ 
furing him of the Continuance of Life and Happinefs, even to Immortality and cverlafling 
BlelTednefs, through the favour of his Maker, upon Condition of his Perfeverance in the Static 
of Holinefs and Innocency. Thus Augiifiin CO other Trees were for Food, but this for 

a Sacrament or Seal. The Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil, did intimate a fare and 
dreadful Stnt^rxcQ in cafe of Difobedience. ^Tis in vain to enquire what kind of Tree thisJ 
was : Some contend it was the Fig, becaufe immediately after the Fall, our firft ParentS3 
fewed Fig-leaves together, and made themfelves Aprons , others pretend it was the Apple, 
becaufe <5't7/owo« lliys, I rat fed thee up under the apple-tree : there thy mother brought thee forth 
(/). But neither of thefe can make us to determine it was one Sort of Tree more than an- 
other 5 it rather feems ralh and unprofitable Curiolity, to enquire into thefe Things which 
God has not a mind to reveal : 'Tis more pertinent to ask why it is called the ^ree of Know^ 
ledge of Good and EviL And it may be fo named, either firft, becaufe there was an expreft 
pofitive Revelation of the Will of God concerning this Tree, that by it Adam might know" 
moral Good and Evil , that it was Good not to eat of the Tree j and that it was Evil to eac 
thereof. Or fecondly, becaufe in the Event it did give Adam an expcrimenrai Knowledge of 
the Good he loft, and of the Evil he felt by eating thereof ^ for there was an exprefs Penalty 
threatned as a Sanftion to the Law : In the Day thou eatefi thereof^ thou fhalt furely die, or 
dyings thou fJmlt die : Where it is denounced, that if Adam broke the Law, he fliould noc 
only be debarred from the Tree of Life, and all the Good fjgnified by it, all the Happinefs 
which he had either in PolTelfion or in Profpe6l , but that he fiiould become liable to Death,^ 
and all the Miferies that attend it : The Grant of Immortality to him fliall be recalled 5 he 
and his Pofterity lliaU become mortal, and obnoxious to Death, like condemned Alaiefa<5lors $ 
yea the Harbingers and Fore-runners of Death fliall feize them. Pains and Sicknefs, Miferies 
and Calamities 5 they fliall be dead* in Sin without Ipiritual Life, and liable to eternal Death 
and Mifery. 

§ 6. Notwithstanding this awful Threatning, our firft Parents being created' 
changeable, foon changed to the worft, (but how foon we are not to determine) and fell 
from the State of Perfedlion into Mifery, by the Temptation of the Enemy of Mankind, 
The Tempter was the Devil, in the Shape and Likenefs of a Serpent 5 for the Serpent be^ 
guiled Eve through bis Subtilty Qg^ : And the old ferpent is the devil and Satan Qb^, By- 
Creation he was an Anglel of Light, and an immediate Attendant upon God's Throne j buc 
by Sin he became an Apoftate from his firft Eftate, and a Rebel againft God's Crown and 
Dignity. I might here difcourfe of the Fall of Angels defcribed by the Apoftles^ God fpared 
mt the angels that finned^ but caft them down to heU, and delivered them into chains of dark^ 
nefs^ to he referved unto judgment CO • A7id the angels which kept not their firfi efiate^ huP 
left their own habitation^ he hath referved in everlafiing chains tinder darknefs^ tmto the judge- 
ment of the great day QC). When they were the Sons of God, they were holy and happy 
praifmg their Maker : Man at his beft Eftate is lower than they : But they finned 5 they broke 
the Law of God, both the original Impreffion of it on their own Hearts, and the Law re-^ 
venled to them as a Copy of God's Holinefs. We need not determine what was their parti- 
cular Sin 5 there feems to have been much Pride in it : Left being lifted up -with pride^ he fail 

into the condemnation of the devil (0 i intimating, that as Pride ruined the Angels, it may 
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much more ruin Man : Bow art thou fallen from, heaven^ O Lucifer^ fon, of the mornp!g ! for 
thou baft faidy J will afcen'd above the heights .of the clouds^ I will eogaft my f elf above the 
throne of Gody I will be like the moft High (^d). Wljere the vain Qlbry of the BLings o£ Ba^ 
hy Ion £eems to be defcribed like that of the Angels who finned 5 vcbo not fcdncent with their 
firft Eftate, would vye with God, and become not only independent of him^ but even equaL 
with him : And perhaps they hit the Mark pretty near, who make the Siri of thefe Angels^^ 
to hive been a Compound of Pride^ Ingratitude and Difobedience. If it be asked, how did 
the Angels fali^ being created holy and pure ? It is anfwered, though they were very good, 
yet they were 'changeable 5 they were not God, they willingly chofe Sin : Probably one Angel 
Cnnedj and allured others, after his Example : Hence we read of the Devil and his.Angels:C4'). 
Nor is it to be doubted but that there was a Multitude of them that fell ; the. World is full 
of thefe wicked Spirits. 5 a whole Legion of them poflCeft one Man (0- The Time of their 
Fall is hot expreffed in Scripture^ but it feems to have been vbry fooh aftef the Creation ^ 
for the devil was a mirderer from the beginniftg (^dy : And he finned from the beginning C0> 
perhaps not within the fix Days of the . Creation, but foon after them. 

No fooner did the Devil become a Traitor to God, th^n he became i Terrmter of Man- 
ikinda as One enraged againft God and his Gloryi and envious of the Happin^fs of our firft 
Parents; His Aim was to dtaw them into Sin, arid to feparate between them and their God 5 
the whole humane Race had here but as it were one Neck, which, he fbruck at, and fo be4 
cathe a Murderer from the Beginning. Some pretended Wits. have rajfed Duft. about this i 
how could a filly Snake with fine Speeches addirefs Eve ih hei* Supr^lapfarian Beauty (/). 
But it is dangerous to drels up Scripture-hiftory in a ftrange Shape, and then turn it into. lu<i. 
dicirous Banter 5 Fools make a mock, of Sin ! ■ It is well known that the Devil in many Pla-* 
ces to this Day affedh to be worftiipped in the Shape of a Serpent : Of which I. have given 
fevefal Inftances in another "ESky C|r)* And it is not necelfary to alTert^ that the Serpent 
which beguiled Eve was of the common creeping kind 5 'tis more likely that it was of that 
flying fiery fort which are bred in Arabia and Bgypt^ that are of a ftiining yellowilh Colour,- 
like that of Brafs^ which by the Motion of their Wings, and the Vibration of their Tails, rever- 
berating the SunBeamsi do make a moft glorious Appearance: No^^ if the Serpent, , which the. 
DeVil abufedj was of this fortj or perhaps more glorious, it was very proper for this Defign : 
Foi: thefe Serpents being called Saraphs or Seraphim Q)\ Eve might look on it as an angeli-. 
cal Appearance^ to which UtiQ was accufiomed in a State of Innocence $ and God leaving her 
to her Liberty^ as a free Agentj Ihe chufed that which was evil. The Devil tempted the Wo- 
inan when fhe was alone, perhaps gazing on the forbidden Tree ; and by fpecious Arguments 
perfwaded her to eat of it, and Ihe enticed her Husband to do the like. This was no fmalJ^ 
but a Very great Offence ; to which the holy Apoftle (i) gives fo. many Names, as iiAtt^rieii ^ 
flyetpfifcarfw^it, 'TA^ASaatu flrct((a)tofii to fignify it to be a heinous Guilt. There was a Complication 
of Evils in it. Here was Infidelity, refufing to believe God's Fromifes and Threats 5 here 
•was Difobedience to a peremptory divine Precept of the Creator s Idolatry^ in believing 
the Devil, and giving God the Lie i horrible Pride^ to defire to be like God, fuch a Sin as 
made the Angels fall from their firft Eftate j great Covetoufnefs and Thefi:, in taking what 
was not their own 5 and a moft unparalleled Murder, to deftroy fo many Millions of Souls 
tba6 were to be of their Offspring. 

Immediately after the Fall our firft Parents felt the fad Cohfequences of their ^tanl^fteffi-i 
6n ; their eyes were opened {k^ z It is not meant of the Eyes of their Body, thefe were open^ 
cd before Sin came in at them 5 but their Cbnfciences were opened ; their Hearts flnote them 
for what they had done j they faw a living God provoked, his Grace and Favour forfeited^ 
his Likenefs and Image loft. Dominion over the Creatures gone j they faw their own Na4 
ture corrupted and depraved 5 they fa:w the Angel of the Lord ftanding with his Sword 
drawrrj threatnifig them with Vengeance 5 and jperhaps they faw the Serpent that had fedu-* 
ced them, now infulting over them. The Text tells us^ they faw that they were naked 5 thac 
they were ftript and deprived of all thefe Honours- and Joys which once they had in a ParaW 
dife-ftate 5 and expofed to all thofe \^il^ries that might be juftly expefted from an angry 
God : Their Defence was departed from them 5 they were, afhamed before Angels and 
Men^ before God and the World 5 difrobed of all their Ornaments and Enfigns of Honour 5 
degi-aded from their Dignity 5 laid open to the Reproach and Contempt of Heaven and 
Earth, and their own Gonfciences. To cover the leaft Part of their Shame, they made but 
a forry Shift, by fewing or plating fig^haves together to make themfelves aprons. 'Tis but an 
idle Objection of the Deifts, what ihaLI th?y do for Thread and Needles, for Spinning was 
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hot yet found out, and working in Iron was an Invention of a much later Date Qa) : For 
^he Hebrew Word S'apar to fewj iignifies alfo to fit or apply CO » ^i^d the Word Gf/eleb^ 
tendred Leaves, ligniHes alfo Branthes of Leaves, fuch as were ufed to make Booths to the 
Jfraelifes^. or Tents CO* This then might be done by twilling or plating the flexible Bran- 
ches of the Fig-rtree about their Waftes^ in the manner of the Koi'aah Crown, fo as when the 
broad iLfeaves of the Tree hung down, it reprefented the FaOiion of a Pair of green Breech- 
es. ; Another Confequent of their Sin was Pear ^ for the Text fays, And they heard the 'voice 
vf the Lord God. walking in the garden in the 'cool of the day : and Adam and his wife hid 
themfelves frpm the frejen'ce of the Lord God, amongfi the trees of the garden (jT). The Ap- 
roach bf the Judge put tl;iem in a Fright, even though he came in fuch a manner, as made 
t formijdable; only to^ guilty Confciences. *Tis fuppofed he drew near in a humane Shape. 
jehovah^ Blohim, the Son bf God, as a Prelude of his. Incarnation, the fame who fhall judge 
the World at; the laft Day, came now to convince guilty Sinners. He came not, as afterwards 
6n Mount Simi^ making thick Darknefs his Pavilion, or the flaming Fire his Chariots ; 
but Walking delibferately, as one flow to Anger. Yet they hid themfelves frbm the Prefence 
bf the Lord. Before th?y fmned^ fo foon as they heard the Voice of the Lbrd God coming 
towards ttierhj they ran to meet hinij and with a humble Joy welcomed his gracious Vifits : 
But now God was become a Terror to thenJ, arid they were a Terrot to themfelves 3 their 
Confciences fet their Sin before them in lively Colours, and as yet they knew not of any Me-, 
diator 5 fo that nothing reinained but a fearful looking for bf Judgment : Yet the Lord God 
called U7ito Adam^ and faid nnto him, Where art thou ? (e). This is an upbraiding Quefti- 
bn, In what fad Condition art thbu, that thou would vye -wi.th me ? one who now Cares for 
i^o Communion with me. It may be allb. looked upon ds a gracious Purfuit of our Redeem- 
er : This loft Sheep had wandred without End^ if the good Shepherd had not fought td 
reclaim him : Here is ^/Wfipw^r.ii, the Love of God to Men. Adavi was but able to give 
a faint Anfweri. / heard thy voice ifz the gdrden : and I was afraid^ hecanfe I ivas naked, 
trie dbth not diredlly own his Guilty yet confefleth it, by owning what he could not deny 5 
his Shame and Fear^ which were the Cpnftquences thereof. 

Our offending firft Parents being found guilty by their owri Cbhfeflion, thbil^h they endea- 
voured to excufe and extenuate, their Crime, (/), before the Lord palfes Sentence upon them, 
$e gives them a gracious Declaratibn bf Gofpel-grate : And J will put enmity between the^ 
and the woman, and between thy feed and her feed : it fhall hruife thy head^ and thou finalt 
brttife his heel (^g^- Where we have an abfolyce Promife of free Grace, concerning the Sal- 
vation of Man by a Mediator 5 and particularly, firft, oyr Redeemer's Incarnation is here 
intimated : He lhall be the Seed of the Woman , the fame Seed whith was afcerw^i ds pro- 
i?iifed to Abraham^ In thy feed fhall all tb& nations of the earth be blejfed (Ji) : which is ex- 
jprefly applied tb our Redeemer in the New ^eftavient ; He faith not^ And to, thy feeds^ as of 
inany y hut of on.e^ And to thy feed^ which is Chrifi CO- Is the Seed of the Woman in 
a fupereminent Manner witl;iout Man, being conceived by the Power of the Holy Ghoft, in 
the Womb of the Virgin Mary. Secondly^ Here is alfo a Promife of the Sufferings of the 
M^efftah'^ the Seed of the S.erpent fhaU hrmfe his heel 5 that is, his humane Nature, Satait 
tertipted Chrlft in the Wildernefs to draw him into Sin 5 the Devil put it in the Heart of j'k- 
4a,s to betray bur Lord, oiFeter to deny himj of the chief Priefts to perfecute him, and of 
dilate to conden^n hini, aiming by deftrbying oyr Saviour^ to ruin our Salvation. But the 
Enemy was difappointed 5 our Lord's divine Nature, nor his Headfhip over the Church, 
Could not be touched. When the Soldiers were fpoiling him of his Garments, he was fpoil- 
ing Principalities a^d Powers, triumphing over them in the Crofs 5 and he rofe again, and 
became the Prince of Life; Thirdly^ We are here aflbred of Chrift's Viftory j hefhaUbriiife 
the ferpent's head. A Wound given in the Head is mortal 5 our Lord has given >Satan fuch a 
Wound as fhall never be healec^ : i^e fon <f God was manifefled^ that he might deflroy the 
^orks of the devfl (k% He baffled Satan's Temptations, refcued our Souls out of his Hands^ 
caft him out of the Bodies of ^hofpthat were opprefled, difpoffeffed the ftrongMan, and divi- 
ded his Sppil : !^y ^lis Death, he gave incurable Blow to Satan's Kingdom. As the Go- 
fpel'g^ins iGrou3qd, Satafz falls like t-lghtnmg CO- 3y Grace he treads Satan under our 
Feet Cfn\ and will foon caft him into a Lake of Fire C«) - ^l^en will be the complete 

Joy of his Saints* ^ r j 

When our Lord pronoun<:ed S^entence, he begins with the principal Tempter : The Lord 
fa.id unto the ferpent^ Beeaufe thou hafi done thiSy thou art curfed above all cattle^ and above 
every heafi of the field : upon tby beUy Jbalt tbougo^ and duftjbalt thou eat^ aU the days of thy 
life CO. This I?oom may be confidered, either firft, as falling on that brute Creature the . 
iSerpent. that Satan txiade Mfe of. 'The Devil's Inftruments muft fliare in his Puniihment : 
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And therefore the Bbdies of the Wicked, though bnly Infti-uments of Uririghte6uOiefsy miilS 
ihare of everlafting Torments with the Soul, the principal Agent.. £ven the Ox t^Jat killeth 
a Man muft be feoned, by the Law (^d). The Serpent is ever t6 be look*d on as a vile Crea- 
ture i Vpcii thy belly thou palt go : No longer on thy Feet, or half bi^e^l 5 but crawling a- 
long, with thy Belly cleaving to the Earth. *Tis the Eifedl of ihis Curfe, that though thd 
Serpent be fubtle, and very dangerous 3 yet it prevails hot to deftroy Mankind, as It would 
if God gave it Commiflidn : For he hath promifed to his People, S'boti Jhalt tr^ad upon th4 
lion and adder Qy Secondly, The Sentence itaay be confidered levelled againft the De- 
vil, ile chat fpake through the Serpent's Mouth is here wounded through the Serpent's Side : 
He is degtaded and accurfed of God, detefted and abhorred of all Mahkihd 5 even thofe who' 
^ire too readily feduced to his Ihtereft profefi a Hatred of hinl. All that are born of GodS 
take care to keep themfelves that this wicked one touch them not • and he fhall be deftrpygd 
and ruined at laft by our Redeemer. There is alfo a Sentence pafled upon the Woman : i/iito 
the woman he [did:, t will greatly multiply thy fotrow^ and thy conception j in forrow ihoh JhaW 
hring forth children : and thy deftre Jhall he to thy husband^ and bis jhall nile over thee (jTj: 
She is put into a State of Sorrow • one Particular whereof is only inftanced, but \i includes' 
all thdfe Impreftlons of Grief and Fear which the Mihd of that tehdef SeX is apt to receive, 
and all the Common Calamities which they are liable to. She is allfo put into a State of Sub- 
fedion. The whole Sfex, which by Creation V/as equal with Man, is for Sin made inferiot-, 
and forbidden to ufurp Authority (d'^ : And the Entrance of Sin hath made this a Punifh- 
inenfc. Yet this Sentence is not a Curfe, to bring her to Ruin 5 but a Chaftifemertt, to bring 
iier to Repentance. Laftly we have the Sentence pafled upon J^daTn^ prefaced with a Reci- 
tal of his CHme : Cnrfed is the ground for thy fake.-^-^ thorns aHd tbijiles JhaU it bring forth' 
itnto thee (J), Aiah was t6' fuffer this Cui*fe, not the Ground it felf i but 'tis here intimatecfj 

that Man's Habitation fliall be changeid : He fhall no Ibnger live in fuch a diftinguiftied Place* 
as Paradife, but Ihould be removed to curfed Ground. The whole vifible Creation by the 
Sin of Man is now made fubjedt to Vanity, and the feveral Parts of it not fo ferviceable 
as they would have been if Sin had not entred into the World. The Earth is now a dr/ 
ahd barren Habitation ; its fpontaneous Produclions are now Weeds and Briers, foriiethi'ng 
ftaufeous 01' noxious 5 and what good Fruits it affords, muft be extorted from it by the Indu- 
flry. Toil, Labour and Iiigenuity of Man. The Ground is curfed 5 for it Ihall be burnt up' 
at the End of Time. Yet here Is a Mixture of Mercy : Adam himfelf is not cuffed, as the 
Serpent was ^ God had Bleflings in him, even the holy Seed ^ and therefore deftroy him not. 
He is yet above Ground, only the Earth is not to him what it was; 'tis Curfed, and there i^ 
no Happinefs in Things here below ; We muft look for Felicity only in Things above. Man'sf 
Bufinefs fhall become a Toil to hiiii, and he fhall eat in Sorrow, becaufe he hath ate of the 
forbidden Fruit : Even his Body lhall become a Lump of Duft 5 and when foffaken of the 
^30ul, it fl^uUl be lodged in the Grave, to be mingled with the Duft. There was here no In- 
juftice in God, to promife Immortality and other Bleffings to Man upon his Obedience, which 
neither he nor any of his Pofterity fhould enjoy upon his Difobedience. The Sum of the 
whole we have in the Words of the Apoftle, By one man fin entred into the world^ and death 
ly fin ; and fo death paffed upon all men^ fot that aU haw finned (/). 

The Sentence being pronounced, God made Coats of Skifis to clothe Adam and Eve. There 
IS nothing in the original Expreilion that obliges us to fuppofe that God made thefe CloathS 
direftly himfelf i only he taught the Art of preparing and ufing them. Cloaths came in with 
Sin. We have little reafon to be proud of what is a Badge of our Infamy ^ and we ought to 
be content with mean Garments, when our firft Parents had only thofe of plain Skins. "^Tis 
fuppofed the Beafts off which thefe were taken, were not llain for Food, but for Sacrifice, to 
typify the great Sacrifice which in the latter End of the World would be offered once for all. 
AVe need not think chat a whole Species was deftfoyed to make thefe Coats : For it is not 
certain what Number of Animals of a fort were created , nor is it known how long afi:er the 
Creation thefe Coats were made 5 perhaps not till the Winter following (g), and by that 
rime. Hares, Conies, and other monthly breeding Animals, had Time to multiply. Firially, 
9:'he Lord God fent Adam forth from the garden of Eden ^ to tiU the ground from whence he was 
taken. So he drove out the man : and be placed at the eaft of the garden of Eden^ chenibims^ 
and a flaming fjoord^ which turned every way^ to keep the way of the tree of life QT), This li-. 
gnified the Exclufion of our firft Parents, and of all their guilty Race, from that Communioa 
with God which was the Blifs and Glory of Patadife?. Man^s Acquaintance with God wa» 
Icilened and loft, and that Correfpondence that had been fettled between Man and his Maker, 
was incen upted and broken off 5 he was driven out as unworthy of that Honour, and unca- 

pable of that Service. It was a Mercy God did not caft him down to Hfcll, as the Angels 
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rhac finned 5 but fent him only to a Place of Toil and Labour, to tiW thQ Ground : Ytjc Jid 
debari ed him from re-entring Paradife^ by Cherubims and a flaming Sword fet- to keep, rhd 
Way to the Tree of Life ; Which did fignjify God's prefent Difpleafure with Man for his Sin- 
that the holy 4-ngels were at War with him, and that all Accefs to Life by the Tenor ol' tho 
Govenant of Worksj or by the Way of- fpotlefs InnocencCj was for" ever l>iut up. But blef- 
ied be God, our.Redeemer, the promifed Seed^ has opened a new and Jiving vVay to thtJ 
heavenly Paradife, and to the Tree bf.Lifc in the midil: thereof. He hath removed the An- 
ining Sword : Through him God and his holy Angels iire reconciled to us, and through his 
gracious Covenant we have Accefs to eternal Happinefs: By this Account of the PalJ we 
have the plain and obvious. Rife of the Origin of Evil,- .of the Depravation of Man's Will' of 
the Pains of child-bearing Women beyond Qth^r.Femalesj of the Earrennefs of the Earth and 
many other Things, which the JHeatheh Phllofophers could never trxiJy find out : And here 
we fee how the Hopes of the Salvation of fallen Man by the promifed Seed^ our Redeemer- 
were ufhered into the World, ' 

§ 7. Though God drove our firft Parents ouf of VoUsidXk^ he did not write them chfid^ 
lefs 5 he gave them the. Benefit of that Blefling, Be fruitful^ and multiply. Their eldefl- Son 
feems to have been Cain^ which fignifies PolTelTion : For Eve-^ v^hen fhe bare him, faid / 
havB gotten a man ftom the Lord (^). Perhaps fhe proriiifed more Comfort in this Son than 
ftie afterwards found; Her next Son was Abel^ whofe Name fignifies Vanity : And indeed 
the longer we live in this World, the more we may fee of the Vanity thereof Each of thefe 
young Men had a. Calling : Thotigh they were Heirs-apparent of the World, their Birth, 
jioble, and their PofltiiriOns great, they were not brought up, in Idlehefs. Ahcl chofe that of 
a Herdfn)an, an Employment that did befriend Contemplation and Devotion 5 .bat Cam was 
a Tiller of Ground. In procefs. of time Xh^^ or as the Original bears. At the end of days^ 
(that \^ ether at the End of the Year^ when they kept the Feaft of In-gathering i or at the 
End of the Days of the Week, on the feventh Day, which was then their Sabbath j or ac 
fome fet Time ) Cai,n and Abel brought to Adam^ as the Prieff of the. Family, each of them 
an Offering to the Lord. For the doing: oif which,, we have reafon to think^. there was- a 
divine Appointment given to Adam^ as a Token of God's Favour to him and his Offspring,- 
jiptwithftanding theif Apofiacy. .Thefe Oblations had difierent Succefs :■ God bad re/pea td 
Abel and to bis offering : And he (hewed his Acceptance thereof probably by Fire from Hca- 
yen 5 at ieaft this is the Opinion, of feveral antlent y^^i:'^/?? and C/>r//?w-r Writers quoted by the 
learned Heideger CO- But to Cain and his Oftering he had lio Refpeft.' There was gooci 
reafon for. this Difference : Firft, from the Charafters of the.Perfons ofTeringj Cain was « 
wicked Man, who led a bad Life, under the reigning Power of Sin, the World and the Flefh j 
and therefore, his famfice was an abominatim to the Lord Qf), But Abel was a righteous 
Man 5 our Lord calls him the righteous. Abel (/) : His Heart was upright^ and his Life reli-

on the PrOmife,of the Redeemer ^ but Qai7i made his Qblation only to iriiicate his jBrocher^ 
to fave his Credit j not in Faith : And lb it turned Sin to him.. ALel was a penitent Belief 
ver, like- the Publican that went away juftified. : C^r/ff waja. ynhumbled,'iiaving his Confidence 
in himfelf, like the proud 'Pharifee ^ and fo wai not. j.ullified before- God. And inflead of 
being angry: with himfelf for his Infidelity and Hypocrify, by which he "h.ld foi-feitod di\ ine 
Acceptance, he. fle\y out in Anger and Malice againft his Brother, picked a Quarrel with him 
in the Field, kjUcd him, and became the firft Muriiierer, and his Brothei* the firft Martyr, 
We road of; no other that died fince the ,Sin of Adavi, The firfl; who died, was a Saintj "to 
fliew that the promifed Seed was fo far vidlorious over him vylio liad . the Power of Death :

For it tells that the Angels, whom he calls Egregori^ did burn 
Vith Define after the Daughters of Men, and begat Children upon them 5 which does not a^ 
gre6 V(^ith the angelical Nature. It gives ftrange Names to above twenty Angels, who aflem- 
bfed^' and bound themfel^'es by an Oath^ upon the Top of Mount Hermon^ and did many in* 
credibl'e Things, In Ihort, the whole of it is a fpuiious lying Piece, that hath no Foundati* 
on, and agrees tieither with Scripture nor Reafon, 

As £«o^<& was eminent in Holinefsj and adlive to promote the fame among others in this 
corrupt Generation ^ fo the Lord gave him a great Rewa^rd, by a glorious Removal into a 
better World : He was mt l for Qod*tobk him : And^ as the Apoftle tells us. By faith

bf his Tranflation^ He was not any longer in the World 5 He was not fotmd ^ not found by 
his Friends, who fought him as the Sons of the Prophets did Elijah (d^ , not found by his 

Enemies, whb as fome think were in queft df hinij to put him to Death in their Rage a- 
gainft him for his. eminent Piety and faithful Warnings z For it appears by his Prophecy 
th^f there' were then many ungodly Sihners who fpoke hard Speeches, and 'tis like did hard 
Things too againft God^s People.

§' 9. Though there <vere fome eminent Saints in this Period of the Church ^ and in* 
d6ed in the worft of Times, there are always fome who are ilinftified by the Spirit of God j 
Cour Redeemer will never be a. King without Subje45ls j ) yet the Wickednefs of thofe Times 
w'as very greatj which God at length puniflied by .a fweeping Deluge. The facred Scriptures 
give us feveral Inftances of their Wickednefs j one,is, in their mixed Marriages : fbefons 
of Qodfaw the daughters of men^ that , they wtre fair^ and they took them wives of all which 

fh^ychofe (^g). By the Soostof God here, we underftand the PVbfelTors of Religion who cal- 
led on the Name of the Lord : They married the Daughters of Meii.j that is, the Profane, 
Strangers to God.and .Godlinefs. The Pofterity of Seth did not keep themfelves by the Seed 
bf the Church, as they ought to. have done, both for the Prefervatioii of their own Purity, 
aiid in detefl-ation. of the^Apoftaoy df others, but; mingled themfelves with the excommuni- 

tated Race bf Cdin, I know many of the Fathers of the Chriftian Church, as Jtifiin Mar^ 
fyr^^atian^ Athenagoras^ Clemens Alexandrinus^ Eufehius^ ^ertuUian^ La6iantius^ and o> 

thers, went into another Expofition of this Text^ taking the Sons of God to be the Angels*

king of Bafloan of the remnant of the giants ; his hed-Jiead was of iron : nine cubits 'was 

the length thereof and fottr cubits the breadth of it Qby Though his Bed be fuppoftd two 
or three Cubits longer than himfelf, he was ftill of a great Stature : And Goliah^i Height was 
fix Cubits and a Span Qc'^. Secondly, Thefe Giants, or Nephilim, were Men b- fierce and 
cruel Difpofitions, who daringly invaded the RighEs of their Neighbours, tranipliiig upon all 
that was juft and facred : And therefore God threatens. That his fpirit JJjvuld ho more Jiriue 
ivith man Qd^. They had grieved him by obftinate finning, contrary to the Warnings given 
them by Enoch, by Noah^ and by their own Cohfciences, which pro\'oked him to withdraw 
his Favour. Indeed the whole Race of Mankind tilieri in the World, except Noah and his 
Family, feemed to have joined in a general Confpiracy againft Heaven, to violate its Laws, 
And corrupt its Worfhip i for the facred Text tells us, ^bat God faw that the wickednejs of 
inan was great in the earth, and that every imagination of the thoughts of his heart was utly 
evil continually, ' ^he earth alfo was corrupt before God j and the earth was filled with Vi- 
olcnce, God looked ttpoh the earthy and behold^ it was corrupt : for all fl'eJJJ had corrupted bis 
*way upon thd Earth There was nothing but Impiety againll God, anci Injuftice and Vi- 

olence tovvai'ds Men ; Tfiere was no Order, nor regular Government , ho Man fafe in his 
Pofleflion 5 nothing but Murders, Rapes and Robberies, with all fort of Wickednefs ^ which 
is the Shame of humane Nature, and the Ruin of huiiianc Society. 

It is queftioned if the Age before the Flood was guilty 6f Idolatry ^ and *tis very likely 
^hat the Wicked Poft.erity of Cain wefe defiled with it : And that is included in that Exprc/H- 
on, God fdUO that the wickedfzefs of man was great iii th'e earth, and that every imagination of 
the thoughts of Ms heart was only evil contijiually . \t feems very parallel to that of the A- 

poftle, I'hey became vaiii in their imaginations, aiid their fooliflo heart was darhied, Ani 

they cha72ged the glory of th^ uncorruptible God, into an image made like to corruptible man, 
and to birds, and four-footed heaftS, and creeping things (/). And Mofes uils the lame £x- 
prellion concerrtin'g the Age fooh rfter the Flood C^)- No\tr 'tis certain that foon after the 
Flood the People fell int6 Idolatry, till in the Time of Abraba7ntht\Wbx(hip of the true God 
was reftored in his Family j ther g^qtc J ojhua make^ exprfefs rrieiitioii of the Gods whom tJieir 
Fathers worfhiped on the other Side of the Flood (^). What was the particular kind of I* 
dolatry of which they were guilty, is no where fpecified ^ only the tragmfeht of Sahchonid- 
thon the Phosnicia72j preferved by Enfebins Qi') j of which I have difcourfed more fully in an- 
other BWiy hacii ecu Generations , which the learned Dr. Cumberland (0 takes to be 
thcfe of the Line oi Cain, wa. t. Protogonns, whom he makes Adam, 2. Genus, or Cain, 
Lux, 4. Caffius, Memcumos, 6. Agr^ns, 7. Cnifor, 8. Technites, 9. Agros, 10. AmnoS, and 
the Flood ends that Line. In the fifth Gehefation of Memcumos and Hypfuranius it Is fiiid^ 
lie confScrated two ^rihdt, B> ndder-ftones or Pillars, to Fire and Wind, and he bowed down to^ 
vr worjlnpped them, ai2d poured out to them the Bldod tf fitch wild Beafls as had been cai-gbt zn, 
hunting 5 but when thefe were d^dd^ fuch as remained consecrated to tbem Stumps of llood ahd 
Stones, worfjipping them, and keeping aitfziveifary Feafts to them, BCit I incline' not to de- 
pend too much on this imperfedl dubious Fragment j only it feems probable that Cham, who 
had learned Idolatry from fohae of the old wicked World before the Flood, pradtifed the faind 
foon after it, and from him it was tranfmitted to Canaan^ to Bgypt^ and to the reft of hisi 
Dominions.

Seth begat Enos, in the io5ch ifear of his Life ; Enos begat Cainan, in the 90th Year of his 
Life 5 Cainan begat Mahalaleel, in the 7och Year of his Life 5 Mahalaleel in tJie 65ch Yea^ 
of his Age, begat yared 5 Jared in the i62d Year of his Age, ht^^x Enoch Enoch in the 65th 
Year of his Life, begat Methnfelah ; Methufelah In the 187th Year of his Life begat Lchnech • 
'Lamecb in the iSad Year of his Age, begat ^ and Noah was 600 Years old when 

the Flood began («) : By adding thefe Sums together, the Total appears to be 1656 Years. 
To this the Hebrew Writers (0) agi*ee, with the greater Part. of Chronoldgers and Hill ori-i 
ans. 'Tis true, moft Copies of the Septuagint make the Duration of Time from the Cn?ati- 
On to the Flood, to be 22^2 Years, and other Copies make it 2242 C^). And many of the 
Fathers being ignorant of the Hebrew Text, (except Origen and Jerom^ did follow this Ver- 
fion. And the Samaritan Pentateuch makes the Years of this Period to be 1307, and fome

Theie Patriarchs h^ad a long Tipie in the World 5 Adam lived 930 Years, Seth 912^ Ems 

905, Caman 916, Mabalaleel SgSi j^^P^ B^^y Enoch 365 Years,. and was tranflated, as hath 
been already obferved, Methiifelab 969, Lamech 777 C<«) and Noah lived 950 Years C^)^^ 
whereof 600, before the Flood, and 350 after it. We are not to think that they had no Chil- 
dren before thbfe mentioned (O? Jin whom the Church and the promifed Seed was continued t 
they might have .had Sons and Daughters before thofe, as well as after them. As to the Cau- 
fes of their long Life, jofephus faysj That thefe Men being pretious in God's Sight ^ being late^ 
ly created by bintj living upon the moft wholfome Food^ prolonged their ST ime fo long 5 and as a 
Keward of their Virtue^ for the more accurate and certain Uf^ and Experience of Aftrology 
and Geometry^ which Arts they had inveiited^ God gave them fo long Lives Qd'), But if a Lifd 
of fo great Length had been given to Men as a Reward of their Piety and Vertue, why not 
to David^ Hezekiah^ Jojiahy and oth^r religious Perfons, as well as to thefe Patriarchs ? And 
whatever may be faid of natural Caufes, as the Earth's being then more fruitful, the FrodiiCcs 
thereof more ftren^thniijg, the Air more healthful, and the Influences more benign 5 yet I 
rather chufe to relolve the Cdufe of this Difpenfation into the Power and Providence of 
fecod. He prolonged the Lives of thefe Ante-diluyians for the more fpeedy replenifhing the 
Earth, and for the more effeflual Prefervation of the Knowledge of God and Religion in an 
Age wherein there was no written Word. All thefe Patriarchs before iVb^?^ were born before 
Adam died 5 fo as from him they might receix'C a full and fatisfadlory Account of the Creati- 
on, of t^aradife, of the State of Innocence, the fall from it, the firft Promife of Salvation^ 
with thbfe divine Precepts which concerned religious Worfliip and a holy Life : And after 

Adam's Death^ Noah zndShem might learn all this from Met hnfe I ah and others, who had con- 
verfed with him. To i'ender the Longevity of the Patriarchs more probable, fome Authors 
(/) .have given large Catalogues of long Llvefs in modern Times i as the Countefs of Def'* 
mond, who lived to 190 Years j Thomas Parre in Alderhury^ who lived to 1505 yohn of 
Times^ Knight, and Armour-bearer to Charles the Great, who is faid to have lived to 36031 
and many others. But whether thefe Inftances be true or falfe, they are no way parallel to 
the Cafe of the Patriarchs, whofe long Life was not aSurden, as it is now : But this Event 
is rather to be afcribed to the Care of Almighty God^ to preferve in his Church the Knowledge 
of his Will, and the Purity of his Worfliip. Nor are we to diminifh the Time of the Ante- 
diluvians, by fuppofing that their Years were lunar, or that they conlifted of only two, three 
or four Months. Diodorus Siculiis (g) indeed tells us, that the Egyptian Year confifted fome- 
times of a few Months 5 and Phttarch (i') owns, that it confifted fometimes but of one 
Month, At this rate, the Patriarchs might begin to beget Children at feven or eight Years 
pfAges which is incredible. Befides, 'tis evident from facred Scripture, that the Jewijl^ 
Year confifted of twelve Months, and each Month had above twenty Days 5 for we read of 
the twenty fifth Day of the twelfth Month CO9 and of the feven and twentieth Day of the 
iVTonth (JC) : And if we compare Gen, vii, 11, 24, with viii. 4, we may obferve, that 
in five Months there were a hundred and fifty Days 5 which makes thirty Days for each of 
thefe Months. To meafure the Years of the Life of Abraham^ of Mofes^ or others mention- 
ed in Scripture, by a few Months, would rhake them to live fhorter than Men do at prefenr^ 
which is not to be allowed, lince the Scripture gives no Ground for it : But we are to' reckon 
that the Patriarchs, who underftood the Times and Seafons, reckoned full Years, or near full 3 
■ for to do otherwife, would be to confound facred Chronology; 

Some learned Men, Sisyohn Morinns among the Eapifls^ and of the P rot efiants Lewis Capet^ 
Ifaac Voffius^ and Brian iValton (/), who publifhed the BngUfh Pqlyglott Bible^ a great and ufe- 
fulWork, contend, that in calculating this Period, we ought to follow the Computation of thel 
Septuagiftt : But we affirm that the Hebrew l^ext is the Standard and Rule for reckoning the 
Years of the patriarchal Age 5 which we prove by thefe :keafons. Firft^ The Hebrew Text is the 
briginal, in which the Spirit of God Indij^ed the Scriptures of the Old ^eftament^ and confe- 
quently authentick 5 which ought to be trufted rather than any Streams derived from thence, 
or any Trahflations made by Men liable to Error, fuch as the Seventy Interpreters were. For 
this Origihal the Church hath watched with great Care in all Ages : The fewSy to whom 
were committed the oracles of God (nt)<y ufe their greateft Diligence to preferve it pure and en- 
tire. Hence, in fo great a Courfe of Tears as have faffed fince the firft writing thereof^ ( as 
fofepbus 00 obferves > no Perfon durfi either add^ take away^ nor mifplace any thing therein. 
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Indeed to this Day they take the greateft Pains in tranfcribing it 5 and the Maforeths number 
the very Letters. BefideSj God feetns by hisPromife to have engaged his Providence to pre- 
ferve this Fountain pure and entire : One jot or title JhaU in no wife pafs from the law (^a). 
Secondly, There is no Caufe nor Occafibn can be jullly offered for corrupting the Hebretv 
Textj but many may be fhewn for Vitiations in the Septuagint. Th^k Alexandriafz Interpre- 
ters might have committed Errors in the Chronology of the ante^diluvian and poll-diluvian Pa- 
triarchs, to pleafe the Egyptians^ and to make the Age bf thefe Antients more conibrm to the 
long Dymfties of the Kings of that Country. There are many different Readings ol the Septna^ 
gint^ even in the prefent Affair 5 but in the Hebrew all Copies agree: Of the Septitagijit there 
were many different Verfions, o£Aquila^ Symmachits ^ndTheodotion^ (of which I lhall difcourie 
in another Part of this Hiftory) all whicii Or/^e» collected in bis Hexaplay and many difierenc 
Copies which difagree among themfelves. Befides^ there are many Errors, Miitakes and 
wrong Tranflations in the Septnagint - of which the learned Danisl Cbamier (Z*) hath made a 
tonfiderable Cblled^ion ; And the very learned Dr. Lightfoot hath made many Obfervations 
CO5 whereby it appears how corrupt that Verfon is 5 which the learned Men who ftand for 
that Verfion have never to this Day anfw'ered. And to ali this I may addj that the moft an- 
tient Verfibns, as the Chaldee Paraphraft o^Onkelos^ the Syriac^ Arabic^ and even the vulgar 
Latifi which the Church oLRo^ne declare for, follow the Hebrew Text in the Numbers 

bf this Period. Thirdly^ If we go into the Numbers of the Septnagint in the Lives of the 
Patriarchs, we difturb and overturn all Chronology. For according to the H^^r^ Text, be- 
fore the Flood there are only 1656 Years, and from the Flood to the calling of Abraham in- 
to Canaan are only 427 Years, according to the largeft Calculation, (we reckon fewer after- 
wards : ') But by the Septuagiiit Verfion, there are before the Flood 2262 Years, and after 
the Flood to the calling Abraham 11 72 Years. Here is an Addition of* 1 351 Years beyond 
what learned Men eithef of old or of late could difcover, either by Eclipfes or any aftrono- 
mical Obfervations, and of which we have no Hiftory, facred or prophane, except only in 
the Imagination of the Authors of the Septnagint^ and its Advocates, in oppofition to the He» 
hrew Text* Fourthly, To call the Authority of the Hebrew Into queftion where no various 
Reading is pretended, may be of very dangerous Confequence, either to lead many to returri 
to the i<.o?«2/?7 Church, as the fupreme Judge of Controverfies, or others to Scepticifm and A- 
theifm. Fifthly, There is another Argument againft the Authority of the Septnagint ^ that 
had great Weight with Angufiiu CO and Jerom C/)^ to reject the Calculation thereof in the 
Age of the ante-diluvian Patriarchs, and to cleave to that of the Hebrew Text : And this is 
taken from the Age a£ Methufilah who, even according to the ^S'^^/?^;^^/;;? (5), lived 969 
Years : But the particulars do not agree with the general Sum j for Methufelah^ by that Ver- 
fion, lived 167 Years, and begat Lamecb ^ Lamech lived 188 Years, and begat Noah and 
jn the 6oodthYear of AWi&'s Life, the Flood came, and drowned the World : Confequently 
Methujelab was 955 Years old at the Flood 5 how could he then live 969, and yet neither be 
deftroyed by the Flood, nor preferved in the Ark? Or if he was deftroyed by the Deluge, how 
lived he 969 Years, while 14 Years are wanting of that Sum when the World was deluged ? 
Thofe who ftand for the Numbers of the Seventy may untie this Knot, which, fo far as 1 fee, 
may pinch them to this very Day. Nor have they any other Way to loofe it, than by own- 
ing an iirror in their favourite "Verfion, or flying to different Readings. But by the Calcula- 
tion of the Hehreijo Text there is no fuch Difficulty : For there Metbnjelah lived 187 Years, and 
begat Lamech j L&meeh lived 1 82 Yearsj and begat Noah 5 and in the 6oodth Year ofNoah^ the 
Flood came 5 here are juft 969 Years to Metbttfelah : So that according to tht Hebrew Text, 
Which always agrees with it felf, he died that very Year v/hen the univerfal Flood came up- 
on the World. The Objedlions of the Learned on the other fide of the Queftion are of no 
great Weight : For the Years when Men are capable to beget Children do not neceflarily bear 
a Proportion to the fourth or fifth Part of their Life ^ nor is it evident that the Patriarchs had 
no Children before thofe in whom the Church was continued, recorded in the fifth Chapter of 
Genefis. The Authority oVJofephus is of no great Force : For he feems not to have drawn 
fnany Parts of the facred Hiftory in his Antiquities, from the Fountain of the Hebrew Text, 
but rather from the Streams of the Greek Verfion 5 nor do his particular Years in Chronology 
very well agree with his general Sums, as hath been demonftrated by Heidegger QT) and o- 
thers i to whom, and to our learned Countryman Mr. Bailie Q\ I remit thofe who defire 
to make further Enquiries into this Matter^ and proceed to 
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Containing the Sj>ace of 370 Tears. 



TH E WickednefiJ of Man having become very great, God faid^ I ivill deflroy frotn thd 
face oj the earthy both man and heafty and the creeping things and the fowls of the air 
(jz). The original Word rendred to defiroy^ lignifies to wipe^ as Dirt is wiped 

from a Place that ihould be clean j God by his deftroying Judgments would wipe off thefe 
wicked Men from the Earth, as filthy Spots unworthy to tread on his Ground. In this con-* 

fuming Calamity Noah was diflinguiihed by a particular Mark of Favour, Noah fonnd grace 
in the eyes of the Lord, He was ajnft man^ and perfeSi in his generations ; and -walk-m 

vd with God (^). Perhaps he was not fo acceptable to the Men of that wicked -Age 5 for 
he prophefied againft them, and reproved them for their Sin (O • But God put Honour 
upon him, becaufe of his lingular Piety and Holinefi, whereby he fhined as a Light in the 
Worlda in the midft of a crooked and perverfe Generation, walking with God, as Enoch had 
done before him. God could have confumed all Mankhid by a flaming Sword turning every 
way, or by the Sword of an Angel, as he did to the fii'ft-born of the Egyptians^ and to the 
Army of the Affyrians j and then there needed no more, than to fet a Murk on Noah and hia 
Family for their Prefervation : But he chofe to execute this Judgment by a Flood of Wa- 
ters C^) 5 the Rcafons to be fure were wife and juft, though unknown to us 5 the Lord hath 
inany Airows in bis Quiver, antj he ufes which he pleafeth. 

But before God brought on this Stroke on the World, he eftabliftied his Covenant with iVo- 
uh (O- He brings him within the Covenant of Grace, as the Fountain of diftinguifhing Fa- 
vours, affuring hiai, that he would be to him a God 5 and that out of his Seed he would take 
to himfelf a People ^ that he would continue his kind Providence towards them, to preferve 
him and his Sons, his Wife, and his Sons Wives. In order to this end Noah is commanded^ 
Make thee an ark of grpher-wood i r&omsfhalt thou make in the ark^ and Jhalt pitch it within 
ct72d lic-ithoHZ -j)i(b pitch. And this is the fafhion ivhich thonjlja^t make U of: cht; ^e77gtb of the 
arkfhall he three hundred cubits^ the breadth of it fifty cubits^ and the height of it thirty cn» 
hits, A 'Window floalt thou raake to the ark^ and in a cubit f J alt thou fmfi it above 5 and the 
door of the arkfljali: thon fet in the fide thereof : with lower ^ fecond aiid third Jiories fisait thou 

make it, And of every living thing oj all fief 3^ two of every fort palt thou bring into the 

ark^ to keep them alive with thee : they fhall be male and female. Of fo'dcls after their kind^ and 
of cattle ifter their kind^ of every creeping thing of the earth after his kind : two of every fort 
JhaU cofne imto thee^ to keep them alive. And take thou itnto thee of all food that is eaten^ and 
thon fhalt gather it to thee and it foall be for jood for thee^ and for them, Thus did Noah : 
according to all that (xod commanded him^ fo did he (/). Many learned Men have wrote 
large Difiertations concerning the Ark C^). My intended Brevity obliges me to comprehend 
what 1 fhall offer in as few Words as 1 can. The Ark was made of Gopher^wood^ which Mr. 
FiiUer (JT) conjectures to be the fame with the Cyprefs j for he obferves, that take away the 
Termination from the Greek Word KyWpu(r<r©-, and there will remain Kv^rdf, which has all the 
radical Letters of Gopher. That this is a lafting and durable Wood, not apt to breed Worms, 
nor to rot 5 hence Bochart takes notice (Oa tl^at in the fecond Book of Thucidydes^ there i^ 
mention made of A^'pi/rt^tw }iv'7rApi<r<rtveti, Cyprefs Arks, or Coffins, in which they buried thofe who 
died in the Wars ibr their Country, becaufe that Timber did not foon confume. The Cy- 
prefs is alfo fit for Shipping : Babylonia and the neighbouring Parts did abound with it C-^) i 
and therefore the Fleet of Alexander the Great built at Babylon^ was all of it j as we learn 
from Arrian (/). Sir Walter Kawleigh (jn) conceives it very probable, that the Ark might 
be made of Cedar, becaufe that Timber is eafy tcj cut, light'^p.c^rry, of a fweet SmeM, not 
fubjedt to mouldring or rotting for a long Timd5^ it is of great :terigth, and therefoit fit for 
Shipping, for it will ferve for all the Parts of a Yellel, as >vell for the Body, as for Mali's and 
Yards, and Plenty thereof grows not only in Libanusy but a^ll the Mountains of the Eall, 
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particularly in thefe where the Ark refted. But after all, the Word Gopher behig of 
the tt^ag that but once occurs in Scripture, we need not be peremptory about the 

Nature of the Timber; it is certain thit Nt>ah obeyed th6 Command of God ; according to 
aU the Lord cotnmanded^ fo did he. Nor need we determine the Time fpent in building the 
^rk, it is plain that God gave Noah Warning of the approaching Calamity^ 120 Years be- 
fore it came to pafs (a) : During which Time, he exhorted that Generation to turn from 
their wicked Ways, and God with great Long-fufTering waited upon tliem 3 but that for all 
that Time Noah was building the Ark, is not faid : And in Matters of this kind where the 
Scripture doth not determine, we need not be peremptory. 

We have a more certain Account of the Cimenfions of the Ark j for Mofes records, that 
by the Comnoand of God it was 300 Cubits in Length, 50 in Breadth, and 30 in Height 
or Depth. By which Pt*opoftion it had fix Parts of Length, to one of Breadth, and ten 
Times in Length, to one of Depth. Of which St. Angnfiih {^-^^ It is the Figure of the City 
of God^ as a Stranger in this World fanned by the Crofs^ whereon the Mediator between God and 
Man^ the Man Chrift Jefits^ did bangi for the very Proportion of the Lengthy Height and 
Breadth^ anfwereth that of a Man's Body^ in which our Lord truly came to ni ^ fof the Length 
bfa humane Body^ from the Crown of his Heady to the Sole of his Foot^ is Site-fold to his 
Breadth^ from one Side to another^ and ^en-fold to his Depth^ from Back to BeUy (^). But 
if we confider the Dimefifions of the Ark, with refpeft to the Creatures and their Provifions 
it was to contain, we will find it vstW fitted for the Purpbfes for which it was intended ; for 
the Lengthy 300 Cubits^ being multiplied by the Breadth^ 50 Cubits, and the Produdl by 
the Height, 30 Cubits, fhows the whole Content to have btfen 450,000 Cubits. Now if we 
take this for the common Cubit of a Fbot and a Half, or 18 Inches in Length j by which 
fort of Cubit, the Bed of Og King of Bafhan CO 5 Stature of Goliab CO 5 the Meafure 
of the Altarj and moft other Things in Scripture are to be computed^ then we fiiall find the 
Ark to have been 450 Foot in Length, 75 Foot in Breadth, and 45 Foot in Depth, which 
Proportions being multiplied one into another, do fliow that the Ark Contained 13518,756 
cubical Feet : Hence M. Peletier CO reckons that It did contain 42,41^ Tofi^ id thit it 
muft be larger than forty Ships of a looo Ton each. It appeairs fi-om the facred Text that 
this Ark had three Stories ; and the whole Height being 30 Cubits, or 45 Foot, if this be e- 

qually divided among the three Stories, then each of them Will be lo Cubits, or 15 Foot 
high, only deducing one Cubit, or a Foot and a Half for the Slop of ^he Roof, or Cover of 
the upper Story. It is alfo probable, that the lowefi: Story was allotted to four-footed Ani-i 
naals, as moft commodious for them 5 the middle Story for their Provender, or what they 
Were to live upon ^ and the upper Story partly to Birds, and what they were to eat ; and 
partly to Noah and his Family, with his Utenfils and Plenifhing. Now each Story had Room 
enough to receive what was to be put therein 5 for it was not needful to preferve thefe Crea- 
tures in the Ark, that could live in the Waters, or Fowls which fit or fwim on thefti : And 
in a Ship of this Bulk, there may be Room enough found for eighty nine diftinfl Species of 
Beafts, which are all that need to be' pfeferved^ orj left any fliould be omitted, for one hun- 
dred fcveral kinds in one Story, Meat for them in thefecond^ and for Birds which are farlefi 
in Bulk, and alfo for NoaFs Family in the third. There are three forts of Beafts whofe Bo- 
dies are bell known, the Cow, the Sheep and the Wolf 5 to which the reft may be reduced t 
For one Elephant may take up as much Room as four Cows, one Lyon as two Wolves, and 
fo of the reft. Of the clean Creatures there were three kindsj the Beeve, the Sheep and 
the Goat 5 thefe entred by fevens into the Ark (/) 5 two Couple for preferVing Breed^ oiie 
Couple for Foodj and afingle one for Sacrifice. Thanks be to God that there are not Herds 
of Lions^ as of Oxen, nor Flocks of Tygers, as of Sheep: The moft innocent and ufeful 
Creatures are the moft numerous. Of the unclean Beafts thefe entred by two, the Male and 
his Female. AU thefe when inclofed, would nbt in all make up three hundred Beafts 5 many 
of them were of little Sizej all of them were idle, and conftantly under Horror and Amaze- 
ment, which would make them take lefs Room, and eat lefs Food than at another Time i 
But granting that they did take an ordinary Allowance, and that the carnivorous Creatures 
fed on Sheep, there was Room enough for all of them, and their Pr6vifions for a whole Year's 
Time within the Arkj as is more fully demonftrated by the Author's above cited. This Ark 
Ivas to be pitched within and without with Pitch, which fome fuppofe to be a kind of Bitu- 
men, whereof there is a great Quantity in the Lake of Sodom^ and alio in the Region of Bd^ 
hylon i and it hath this Quality, that it melts not with the Sun, but with the Fire only, af^ 
ter the manner of hard Wax. The Ark was furnifhed with a Door in the Side thereof, and 
a Window, or one collectively, may be put for more Windows, to give Light, and to let in 
the Air. So that in fiiort, if one had confulted the moft able Mathematician to adjuft the 
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Proportions of the Arkj for the Ufes to which irwas intended, it coUId not have been made 
with greater Exadlnefs, than in the. Idea Mofes hath giveri thereof : So little Ground is there 
for the Cavils of wanton Wits on this Head. 

§ 2. In the fi^ hundred year of Noah^s life^ he having by divine; 'Appbihttxieht fhut himfelf 
Up within the Ark, with all the Ct-eatures necellary tor repieniihing the Earth ; on the feveu^ 
teenth day of the fecond montb^ divine Vengeance began to appear againft the Wickedhefs of 
that Age 5 fo^ i^^^i the fountains of the great deep were broken upy ajtd the windows of heaveii 
were opened-^ and the rain was upon the earth fourty days and foiirty nights (^a). This Judg- 
rnent could not be but then very great, fot- the World having cbntihued finde the Ci'eation 
lixteen Centui*ies was well ftocked with Pet>ple. Even the learned Df. Sthoma's ■ Br&net Q') 
owns this, by reckoning that if we allow them to increafe in a quadruple Proportion ^ that is 
to fay, in the firft Cientury lo, in the fecond 40, and fb forward 5 then in the fixteench Cen- 
tury, there will be lo, 7 3 7,41 8,240 People on the Eatth ; and I doubt not but there might 
be many more, and other Animals might multiply in Proportion 5 fo as by this Calculation 
when this Deftrudion happened, the World would be rather more fully repleniflied than it is 
at prefenti To fweep off all thefe at once, except eight Perfohsj and the Bealls preferved in 
the Ark', would be a terrible Calamity. Our Saviour tells us, ^hey did eat^ they drank^ tbey^ 
married wives^ they were given th tHarriage^ until the day that Noe entred into the ark : and 
the flood cante and deftroyed th'em all (O- They were drowned in Security and Senfualityji 
before they were drowned in thefe Waters. In vain might they try Means for their Prefer- 
vation 5 the Tops of the Hills, the talleft Trfees;> nor the loftieft Mountains could give theiii 
no Relief. Isfoah himfelf could hot help them 5 they had refufed his Exhortations, and would 
rake none of his Counfel : Now God had fhut the Door of the Ark, and it could not be. 
Opened ; fo w ill it be it the great Day^ they who are not found in Chrift, the true Ark of 
our Salvation-, will certainly be undone for evfer; 

I'he Judgment will appear to be greater, if Sfre fcohfidet* ifc iihiverfal ; which is affirmed 
by the infpired Hiftorian : ihe waters prevailed estceedtngly upon the earth : and all the high 
hills that were under the whole heaveii^ were covered. Fifteen cubits upward did the wateri 
prevail 5 and the mountains were covered. And all flejh died that moved upon the earthy both 
&f fpwly and x)f cattle^ and of heaft^ aM of every creieping thing that creepeth upon the earthy 
and every tnan. All in whofe noftrils was the breath of life^ of all that was in the dry land^ 
j^ie^^ — — — Noah only remained alive^ and they that were with bira in the ark (rf). All Na- 
tions have believed it : Their antieilt Hiftories^ even.thofe that are loft, make mention of it j 
as may be feen in the Fragments cited by Eufebius CO and Jofephns (/). Martinus relates* 
the fame of the Chi'nefe 5 J'ofephus Acofla^ Herera and D'e Laet Cg), of the jim'vricam i and 
Jjucian (Jf) tells the fame of the Deluge at Hierdpolis in iSyria-^ where he blends the Mofaic. 
Account with Fables. Late Obfervations have given alfo a Demonfttation thereof i The Beds of 
Shells which are often found in the Tops of thehigheft Mountains, petrified Bdiles and Teetli 
of Fifhes which are found hundi-eds of Miles from the Sea, and Trees buried many jPathomS 
under Ground, are very clear Evidences that the Waters have fome time or other overflowed 
the higheft Part of the Earth ; which was the Deluge we contend for. It cannot be faid with 
any Probability^ that all thefe fubterranebus Bodies are only the rhimical and mock Produdlions 
of Nature : For the niceft Examination, either by the Eye or by the Micfofcope, do atteft 
that they are realShells : And it may be experimented that they are real Bonesj by burning 
them 5 for they'll firft turn Into a Coal, and afterwards into a Calx, as other Bbnes do. 

Notwithftanding thefe things are fo evident^ it hath been objected. That there is not Wa- 
ter enough in the World to reach up to the Top of the higheft MbUntdins, fonie of Which 
are at prefent three Miles of perpendicular Height, and at the time of Mofes might be much 
ftiorej a confiderable Part being w&ftied down by the Rains fince : N0W5 where fhall we find 
Water to ctover thie Earth abbve three Miles high quite round ? Mofes tells us only^ That 
the fountains of the great deep njcere broken up, and the windows of heaven were opened. And 
the rain was upon the earth forty days and forty nights (O- But by Rains for forty Days and 
forty Nights the Water would not rife ^bbve 160 Foot above the Ground (^) , which could 
never cover the Tops of Mountains. Nor is there Water enough in the Sea to produce thi^ 
Eife6t : For the Sea, take brie Place of it with anothei-, is fcarce a Quarter of a Mile deep j 

though in fome Parts it may be half a Mile^ yet towards the Shore 'tis but three or four Fa- 
thoms. Nowi if this were all pumped out of the Sea, and kept by a Miracle ftagnating up- 
Cn the Earthy it would cover the whole Earth no deeper than a Quarter of a Mile, and there 
would want two Miles three Quarters of the Height which Mofes alEgns, upon fuppo'fiti^ 

on that the Earth and the Sea are of equal Extent : But to raife it to the Tdp of the higheft 
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Of the Deluge. Chap. t. 

Mountains, would take twelve Quarters of Miles deep in Water, that is twelve Oc cans to 
be laid on the Sea. and twelve Oceans on the Land. 

Thefe Difficulties have been apprehended fo great, that fome ingenious Gentlemen Qd^ ha\'e 
of late contrived feveral new Hypothefes to folve them ; which have been with abundance of 
mathematical Learning anfwered by others C^). Yet thefe new Schemes are a good Argu- 
ment againft Infidels, becaufe they fhew the Poffibility of a Deluge to be effedluated by the 
Hand of Omnipotence 5 which is, without doubt, abfolutely neceflary to accomplifh it. The 
Sum of Dr. Biirnefs Hypothelis is. That the ante-diluvian Earth was in a diredt Line under 
the Circle that is above the Sun ^ that its Situation was parallel to the Ecliptic and to the 
Zodiac 5 that every Country enjoyed a perpetual Spring, till the Deluge altered that Situation^ 
and brought the Earth into a Line oblique with the Sun, which caufes the Diveriity of Sea- 
fons i that the faid ante-diluvian Earth was as a Globe, the Surface whereof was uniform, ha- 
ving neither Mountains, Precipices nor Caverns, Ponds, Lakes, Rivers nor Seas, except 
fome drilling Streams from the Poles : All the Waters in Nature were fliut up in the Bowels 
of the Earth, as in a thick and fmooth Cruft, which was broken and Ihiveted by an Aft of 
divine Vengeance that had decreed to deftroy Mankind by a Flood, whereby thefe inclofed 
Waters guftied out with Impetuofity, and overipread ali Parts. The Dodlor^s Book is writ 
in a lofty and plaufible Stile, with a good deal of Learning, fo as to captivate the Incautious^ 
and make him apt to fwallow down that for Truth, which I arn apt to think, from the Au- 
thor's Charafter, he defigned only for a philofophical Romance. But there are many things 
in this Hypothefis which do ly very contrary, not only to Scripture, but even to the me- 
chanical Laws of Nature the Author goes by. Mofes^ in the firft Chapter of Genefis^ de- 
fcribes the fame Form of the Earth which we now have. Our Redeemer, the eternal Wif- 
dom of God, fpeaks thus : / was fet np from everlajiifig^ from the heginning^ or ever the 
earth was. When there were no depths^ I was brought forth : when there were no fountains d~ 
hounding with water. Before the mountains were fettled 5 before the hills was I brought forth (t) j 
importing. That the Mountains, the Hills, the Depths, and the Fountains abounding with Wa- 
ter, were from the Beginning of Time 5 but our Redeemer was before any of thefe, and there- 
fore from Eternity. Befides, how comes the Theorift to exclude the annual Motion of the 
Earth, and its Motion of Farallelifm to the Poles, from his new World, allowing it only a 
Motion round an Axis parallel to the Poles of the Ecliptic j and confequently to take away 
the Viciflitude of Seafons, one of the greatefl: Beauties of this Eearth, leaving the greater 
Part of it uninhabitable ? How inconfiftent is this with, God faid^ Let there be lights in the 
firmament of the heaven : — and let them he for fignsy and for feafons^ and for days^ and 
years <id^ ?" With as little Reafon he excludes from his primitive Earth the Seas, Hills and 
great Rivers^ allowing only fome Streams flowing from the- Poles, and finking towards the 
torrid Zone (/)^ which he makes uninhabitable. By this means the World without the Sea 
would be a fort of Prifon, where Men would be locked up, without Intercourfe, without Art* 
or any ufeful Invention. Without Hills Men would be bereaved of the Ornament and Con- 
venience of Mettals, Minerals and Stones 5 would want Money, domeftick Utenfils, and 
Quarries for Building : Nay without Hills to drain off Mifts and Rains, and Seas to eva- 
porate the Mifts and Rains, *tis unaccountable how there fhould be fuch a Thing as a River 
in the World. And 1 fuppofe the eafy Defcent of Rivers upon the Declivity of a fmooth O- 
val as big as the Earth, is not agreeable to the Laws of Hydroftaticks, and the ufual Current 
of Waters. How comes then the Theorift to call the prefent Earth a disfigured Mafs 
when none but our glorious God could have framed a Work wherein lb great WilHom appears ? 
as hath been already (^g) obferved. Nor is that Part of the Theorift's Notion lefs difficult 
to conceive than the reft 5 how a Cruft, of fo vaft a Thicknefs as that of the Earth muft be^ 
fhould be broken by any natural Force, elpecially when it is equally fupported by the fubter- 
raneous Waters. As to any FilTures or Cracks by the Heat of the Sun, they are demonftra- 
ted in the hottefl: Countries not to go many Yards into the Ground : And every Ditcher can 
tell, that the Heat of the Sun-beams does not go fo many Inches under Ground, as this Hy- 
pothefis muft fuppofe Miles. Nor does the Regularity of Mountains anfwer the accidental 

Fragments of fuch a Cruft. 

Moreover, there may be an ealier Way of accounting for the want of a fufficient Quantity 
of Water in the Sea, and in the Rain of forty Days, to raife the Flood fifteen Cubits, or fe- 
ven Yards and a half, above the higheft Hills, than either by Dr. Btirnefs Theory, or Mr, 
IVhifton^s Trajedlion of a Comet. To explain this, I may ufe fome of the Words of Dr. A7- 
chols, ^here is a vaft ^lantity of Waters under Ground^ a7zd an Abyfs within the outward 
Cruft of the Earth ^ as I think evident to any who confiders^ that in many Places the Sea dif~ 
gorges it felfinto the Bowels of the Earthy and does not pafs off by any out Current, ^he Me- 

diterranean

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diterranean Sea is a fttffieicnt Inftance of this : For coiifidering how many and how ^vaft Rivers 
run into it^ and it having no vifihle Out-let 5 what Jlmild become of the Waters ? Nay con^ 
fidering there are two Currents of the Sea into it^ one at the Streights of Gibraltar, and another 
*vaftly ftrong from the Pontus Euxinus, againft which Ships do with Difficulty bear up ^ it mufi 
le allowed that the Sea does empty it felf by fnhterranean Pajfages into fome great Keceptacle 
of Waters underneath : For otherwife^ many Ages^ ago the Mediterranean had overfloived and 
droimed feveral Countries on the adjacent Shores. Nay the fathomlefs Bottoms there^ which 
fome have tried in vain with fo much Cordage to reacb^ is a moft evident Proof of the Srntb of 
this Affertion : And the fame holds likewife in the Calpian Sea, And I think there is little 
doubt to be made but thoje dangerous Gulpbs and Eddies which the Sailors Jhun in 7?iany Parts 
of the Seas^ are only great Holes or fuhterrakean Paffages through which the upper Sea is gnlph-~ 
ing down into the Abyfs beneath, Now^ if there be fuch a great Keceptacle of Waters below 
the Earthy then the Earth mufi he hollow-^ and only a fiiperior Cruft concluding within it an 
Abyfs of Waters, — Now^ fi^PP^f^ Diameter of the Earth or terraqueous Globe to be^ as 
it is^ eight thoufand Miles or thereby^ and the Thlcknefs of the Cruft to be a thirty Jeco72d 
Part then the Cruft will be two hundred and fifty Miles thicky which will be Solidity enough 
to contain the internal Waters^ to refifi the chapping from the Sun, and to keep a Confiftency in 
all the rapid Motion of the Earth. Or, let it be an eight Part^ then the EartFs Cruft will be 
five hundred Miles thick^ which to he fure is abundantly fiifficient. Now upon either of thefe 
two Snppofitions^ there will be Water enough^ when drawn out on the Surface of the Earthy to 
drown the World to a far greater Height than what Mo{cs relates. Now it is but fnppofing that 
God bj a mirac7ilous Power fucked out of the Abyfs by proper Paffages^ as much Water as was 
Jufficient to drown the World to the Height Mofe's affigns ; and after this was done^ and the fu-^ 
fpending Force taken off^ the Waters defcending by the fame Paffages^ left the Earth dry as it 
was before (ci). This is at leaft a poffible Account of the Deluge 5 nor Is it unreafbnable to 
fuppofe a miraculous Power in caufing this univerfal Flood : For if it came to pafs by natural 
Caufes, there muft have been a Deluge, whether the ante-diluvian World were fo wicked or 
no 5 though they had repented upon Noah^s Inftruftions, they could not have efcaped this 
Calamity. It is then plain that the Deluge did not depend upon natural and necelTary Cau- 
fes, but upon the holy providential Power of God over-ruling the Power of Nature, that 
might either bring the Flood upon the World, or withold it according to his good Pleafure 
and Wifdom, or as the Deferts of Mankind did require. The fame learned Author explains 
the Poflibility of a Deluge thus. It is moft generally among the heft Philofophers agreed^ that 
the Moon is the Caufe 0/ the Tides j and that the nigher Jhe is to the Sea at the Time of bet 
Sotithin^^ fie raifes the Water higher^ by the Attra^iiott of it towards f^er. So that if by the 
fupernatural Power ^ God the Moon were brought very near to the Earthy or the Earth to the 
Moon fuch a *oaft Tide might he raifed^ upon Suppofition that there is a Cojnmunication between 
the Abyfs and the upper Seas^ as the World fhould be drowned to the Height that Mofes ajfigns, 
A Kain offourty Days having made a Land^fiood fufficient to hear up the Ark 5 the Torrent of 
the Abyfs would carry it zvithout Danger to a greater Height, Nomi^^ ^e;^ to fuppofe that there 
was only forty Days Kain 5 for it is probable that it rained till t&e Waters began to dry ^ the 
Sea being as large again as formerly^ muft fupply a greater ^lantity of Vapours than could he 
fufpended in the Air^ and therefore mtift fall down in frequent Spouts or Kains, This is 
a poffible Accoti72t of the Deluge^ and a fiifficient Confutation of thofe who deny it as an Impoffi" 
hility C^). I may add, that the learned Sir Walter Kawleigh (O^ who wrote before thefe 
Theorifts were born, and many hundred Years before him Seneca C^), do explain the De- 
luge much the fame Way as we have done. Upon the whole then, we have no Ground to 
doubt of the Truth or Poflibility of Mofes^s Account, that when the fom^tai^is of the great 
deep^ or Abyfs^ were broken up^ and the windows of heaven were opened^ the World was de- 
luged. And though we fhould not be able to conceive how the Waters prevailed fo high, 
we muft not imagine another Shape of this Earth than what God in infinite Wifdom did frame- 
^ 3. NO A H remained in the Ark the Space of one whole folar Year ; for upon the Death 
of Methtifelah^ God commanded Noah in the fecond Month and tenth Day, (which fome 
compute to be our 30th oi November^ in the Year of the World 1656, to go into the 
Ark, and to receive thither all living Creatures, which came by Direftion of Providence in 
feven Days. On the 17th Day of the fecond Month, in the 6oodch Year of Noah's Life, 
the Flood began, by the Fountains of the great Deep being broken up, and the Windows of 
Heaven being opened C/). And in the 6oift Year of Noah's Life, the 27th Day of the 
fecond Month, was the Earth dried, and iVb^z^ came out of the Ark Qg^, We have alfo fe- 
veral Particulars of this Year on Record 5 150 Days the Waters prevailed i that is, five 
Months, allowing 30 Days to each Month, and at the End of the 150 Days the Waters a-

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bated C^). And on the feventh Monthi, the 17th Day of the Monthj the Ark rafted on the 
Mountains of Ararat XF) , that is, about the. 6th of our May^ the Waters decreafed cOnti- 
inuallyj till the ift Day of the tenth Month j that is, about the 20th of our Jitly^ were the 
Tops of the Mountains feen CO- At the End of 40 Days^ that is, about Augufi aSth, A^fl- 
ab opened the Windows of the Ark, and fent out the Raven (-^) ^ then he fent forth a Dove, 
which returned thefarhe Day. After 7 Days morej he again fent forth the Dove, about our 
loth September^ which returned with an Olive-leaf pluck'd off (e). After other 7 Days^ 
September 17th, he again fent forth the Dove, which returned not to him (/> In the ift 
Day of the firft Month 5 that is New-year's Day, Noah removed the Covering off the Ark,, 
and behold the Face of the Ground was dry j and on the 27th Day of the iecond Month of 
this new Year, at God's Command who had fhut him in^ ]S3oah came out of the Ark, and 
all that were with him, fafe and in good Condition (^)j after they had been inciofed there 
bne lunar Year^ and li Days^ or one whole folar Year;-, 

§ 4. The Ark refted on the Mountains of Ararat, It hath been queftioned by the learn^ 
ed where thefe Mountains are : The Sibylline Verfes fay, that they lay in Pbrygia ^ but we 
are not to beheve it, more than what is faid in another Fart of thefe pretended Oracles, that 
the Sihyl was Noah^s Daughcer-in-law. The learned Bocbart^ who hath pointed out this Mi- 
ftake, hath alfo difcovered the Ground thereof (Jf) ^ namely, that thefe is in Pbrygia a City 
called Apamea^ ntCaTos^ which is the fame Greek Word that the Seventy Interpreters ufe to 
denote the Ark of Noaby though, that Sirname might be impofed upon that City, becaufe it 
was inciofed in the Shape of an Ark, by three Rivers that furround it. But the more com- 
mon Opinion is, that Ararat where the Ark refted lies in Armenia^ a great Country near Af- 
fyria and Mefopotamia^ mentioned in feveral other Texts of lacred Scripture The Cbal-^ 

dee Paraphraft calls thefe Mountains by the Name o( Kardu. Sir Walter Kawleigb (Ji) is of 
Opinion, that the Mountain where the Ark refted lay more to the Bait than Armenia^ be-^ 
caufe .it is faid. As they journeyed from the eafiy they found a plain in the land of Sbinar ^ 
and they dwelt there From which he infers, that Nimrod and all that were with him, 

came from the Eaft unto Sbinar or Babylonia j and therefore the Ark of Noab refted, and 
took the Land to the Eaft thereof. I humbly coneeive it is not eafy now, nor perhaps very 
jiecefery to determine in what precife Hill the Ark refted ; it is fufficient that it was on a 
Hill called by Mofes Ararat^ which feems to have been fituated on fome Part of that vaft 
Ridge of Mountains that lies to the North-eaft of AJfyria. The Enemies of our Religion 
have ho Ground to objeft that fuch a Veffel as the Ark muft draw above fifteen Cubits of Wa- 
ter, and therefore could not get "up to the Top of one of the Jiigbeft Mountains, which had 
ino more than fifteen Gubitii Water on the Top of them. For we do not affirm that the 
Mountain Ararat is one of the higheft in the World ^ noi: that the Ark was ftopped upon one 
cf its higheft Points. Befides, it is not by the Burden of a Veflel, but by the Stru^lure and 
Form of its Building, that we can judge how much Water it ought to draw ^ and the Ark 
being intended not for failing, but lor floating, does prove that it did not need any great 
Depth of Water to fwim Nor can it be objetled that a laden VefTel cannot carry its Bur- 
den, but upon the Water, and that when it is a-ground, its own Weight >yill burft it ^ for it 
is known by the Experience of lea-faring Men, that a Veflel will bear the Weight of its own 
iLoading when it is a-ground, if it be not driven thither by a Storm, or when the Ground is 
even and fandy, fuch as we may ilippole the Mountain Ararat after the Deluge. 

§ 5. NOAH's firft Care after his Deliverance was, to return Thanks to his Deliverer. If 
ever the Senfe of Gratitude and Fear produced a fincere Homage, it was upon this Occafion j 
for he had fo many Objects reprefenting the Ruins of an overturned World by the divine Ven- 
geance, and alfo of the divine Mercy Sparing himfelf and his Family, as could not but move 
him. He hnilPan altar unto the Lord^ and took of every clean beafi^ and af every clean fowl>^ 
mid offered burnt-offerings on the altari And the Lord ftneUed a fweet favour (m). He had 
taken in to the Ark of every clean Beaft and of Fowls by Sevens (jf). And though he had 
io fmali a Number to begin the World with, yet, to prove the Sincerity bf his Love and 
Gratitude, he chearfully gave the feventh to God, as an Acknowledgment that all was his 
Due, and owing to him. Serving God with our Little, is the Way to make it more : And 
the firft thing Noab did in this new World, was to worlhip God,\ Here is the firft mention 
we have of an Altar 5 though t ftiall not affirm that Adam^ Abel^ or the other ante-<iiluvian 
Patriarchs, had no Altars to represent typically our Redeemer, that was to be lifted up on the 
Crofs : Yet it is fure that Noah worftiipped in the manner God had appointed 5 for the Lord 
gracioufly accepted of it : He fmelled a fweet Savour of Reft, and was well pleafed with thefe 
hopeful Beginnings. Herein he had Relpe£t not fo much to Noah's Sacrifice^ as to that of 

our 
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our Redeemer, in whom he was well pleafed^ as tfff offemzg of a fweet fmelling favour (aS 
Noah might believe, that the World was reftored fpr the fake of the Redeemer^ the prOrnf 
fed Seed : Upon his Account he was preferved in the Ark, and had the Bope of a betted 
Life, through him who in the Fulnefs of Time hath by one Offering perfefted for ever Chenl 
that are iahftified- 

$ 6. T H E Faith of thefe Events concerning the Deluge, is abundaritly evident by the Au^ 
thority of Mofes thQ infpired Penman, who. was faithful to God who appointed him in all his 
Houfe 5 and might be confirmed by the Teftimony of profane Authors, who had fome in- 
diftindb traditional Knowledge thereof. Of thefe I fhall only name a few. ApoUodorus tells 
us : Jupiter having decreed to drown a Part of the If^orld, Deucalion by the Advice of his 
Father made an Ark of Woody with all Prdvifiofts necefjary for Life^ and went into it with his 
Wife Pyrrha. Jupiter Jhowred down fnch a prodigious ^antity of Water^ that almofi all 
Greece was drowmd. All they who dwelt there perifhed^ excepting fome few who g-ot up- 
on the higtefi Mountains^ where they fought for Shelter. Deucalioh being carried up^ 

on the Water nine Days and fo many Nights, landed at Parnaffus; and fo fopn as the Flood 
was abated^ offered Sacrifices to Jupiter Phyxius j wh'o fent Mercury to ask him what he 
wanted : And Deucalion prayed that he might he a Reftorer of Mankind (F). Any body 
liiay here fee, how applicable the Account that Mofes gives of the Flood is to this Story ol 
vid C^) hath the fame defcribed in elegant Verfe, But iearned Authors having produced all 
that can be advanced on this Subjeflr, 1 have marked the Places a^: the Foot of the Page Cd\ 
to which I remit the Curious j and lhall offer & Palfage or two concerning what fome of the 
learned Heathens called their Great Year, or Revolution of Years ; and here" let Cenforimts 
fpeak, faying. There is moreover a great Tear ^ whibh Ariftotle calls the great eft i (f which 
Tear the great Winter is the Flood^ x£tT«xxu,r/AS«, which we call the Deluge j the Summer is the 
Conflagration, sjtcrJpwwo the burning of the World : For by Turns in that Time the World 
itfeems', will be both burnt and drimn^d. This great Tear when the Sun^ the Moon and the 
Planets^ all return to the fame very Sign in which they once were, Ariftarchus thi72ks will coijftji 
of 2^S^ Tears i Aretes Dyrrachinus, ofssS^i Heraclitus and Linus, 0/10,8005 Dion, of 
10,884 i Orpheus, of 100,020 ^ Caflahder, of 3,660,0005 and others think it infimte^ and 
that tt wzll never return to the fame Point (tf). Seneca tells us : ne antient Order fcall b& 
recalled ^ every Creature Jhall be new born 5 Man fhdtl be free of Evil^ brotight forth under 
lucky Stars : But their Integrity will hot lafi^ except only while they are new. Wickednefs 
will foon return : Vertue is bard to he found^ and requires fome noble Teacher ; but Vice is 
learned without a Maft^r (/). The learned Heidegger (g) does produce more Teftimoniea 
on this Head. But though the Heathens had fome uncertain traditional or conje<ti:ural Know- 
ledge about foihe great Events, yet they knew nothing of the Time when either the Creation 
or the Flood was ^ which Cenforinus^ a learned Heathen, who wrote about thie Year of our 
Lord 239, wheii Ulpian and Pontianus were Confuls, owns, faying. If the Time of the 0-> 
rigifi of the World had come to Mens Knowledge^ ive ^ould begin our Calculation froin thence 
Qf). He calls thte Time from the Creation of the World to the Flood cc'/maok (/) j becaufe 
they could not comprehend whether it had a B^ginnine, or always was, or of how many Years 
it confifted. And Ptolomy the Aftron6mer owns, T'o know the Time of the World, or the Obfer-* 
nations of manifold Times^ we think inconfifient to thofe who defite to learn or to k/tow the Truth 
C^). But what thefe learned Heathens could not comprehend, it not being manifefted to 
them by the Light of Nature, we can underftand by the invaluable Benefit ot divine Revela- 
tion in the holy Scriptures, where the Charafters of thefe antient Times, and the Years of 
which each Period tonfifted, are plainly difcbvered. To return to the facred Hiftory, 

§ 7. God fealed the Approbation of Ndah*s Sacrifice by gracious Promifes. It may be 
granted, that^after the Deluge the Vapours that exhaled from the vaft Number of dead Car- 
cafes poifoned the Air, the Mixture of frelh and fait Wdters that had fpread over the whole 
Earth, rendred it lefs fertile, and ferVed for the full Execution of that Decree pronounced a- 
gainft the firft Man, Curfed is the ground for thy fake j in forrow fhalt thou eat of it all the days 
of thy life (J) : Yet the Lord of his gredt Goodnefs prdmifed never more to drown the Earth 
by an univerfal Deluge, but to keep up a conftant Order of Seafons, though the Wickednefs 
of Man fhouid be great : The Lord faid in bis biarty I n^ill not kgain cuffe the ground any 
fnore for man's fake 5 for the imagitiation of man^s heart is evil from his youth : neither will I 
again fmite any more every thing piving^ as I have dofte, JVhile the earth remainethy feed^ 
time and harveft^ and cold and beat^ and fummer and winter, and day and mght Jhall not 
peafe Qu). The laft Verfe does ihtimate, that thefe Seaibns had hot been interrupted, but 
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oftly during the Deluge ; and doth overthrow the Hypothelis of the Thebrift, who pretends Qa)^ 
that before that Time there reigned upon the Earth a perpetual Spring, and that the Succef- 
fion of Seafons is one of the Effe<fl3 produced by the Plague of the Plood. This Covenant 
God fealed with the Raw-how (bj. The Seal was-natural enough. 'Tis like the Bow might 
be feen in the Clouds before, when fecond Caufes concurred j but it was never a Seal of the 
Covenant till now, that it was made fo by divine Inftitution. It appears, when one Part of 
the Sky is clear, to iignify Mercy remembred in the midft of Wrath. ^Tis a Reflexion of the 
Beams of the Sun ; and ihdeed all the Glory of the Seals of the Covenant is derived from 
Chrift the Sun of Righteoufcels ; And it hath fiery Colours in it, to fignify, that though 
God will not again drown the World with Water j yet when the Myftery of God lhall be fi- 
nilhed, the World fhall be confumed with Fire. 

God fettled his Covenant of Providence with Noah mid his Sons; for he faid unto them. Be 
fruitful^ and multiply^ and replempthe earth. And the fear of yon^ and the dread ofyoujlsall be 
upon every heaft of the earthy and upon every fowl of the air^ upon all that movetb upon the 
earthy and upon all the fijhes of the fea ; into your hand are they delivered (r). God hath 
given the Earth to the Children of Men for a 'Boff&ffion and Habitation. Though it be not now 
a Paradife^ but a Wildemefe, it is better than what we deferve. He gives them a BlelTing, 
by the Virtue whereof Mankind fhould be both multiplied and preferved on the Earth, fo as 
in a little Time all the habitable Par^s thereof fhould be more or lefs replenilhed. He grants 
them Power over inferior Creatures j S^e fear of yoUy and the dread of you JJoall he upon every 
heaft : Which revives a former Gfant (d)^ only with this Difference, that Man in Innocency 
ruldd by Love, fallen Man rules by Fear 5 yet the Grant is of great Benefit to us. For thofe 
Creatures that are any way ufefulj are reclaimed i and we ufe them either for Service or Food^' 
ot* both, as they fhall be capable. The Horfe and the Ox patiently fubmit to the Bridle and 
Yoke. And thofe Creatures that are any way hurtful to us, are reclaimed : For though now 
ahd then Man may be hurt by them, yet they do not combine to rife up in Rebellion againft 
Man 5 elfe God by thofe might as efFedlually deftroy the World as by the Flood. What is 
it that keeps Wolves out of our Towns, and Lions out of our Streets, but this Fear and 
Dread ? Yea fome of them have been tamed (0« 

At the fame Time God gave Noah a Grant of Maintenance and Subfiftence of animal Food. 
Every moving thing that livetb JloaU he meat for you 5 eveft as the green herb have I given you 
^11 things (/). It hath been queftioned, whether Man was allowed to feed on Flelh and o- 
ther animal Food before the Deluge. Heidegger Cit) liath at great Length maintained the 
Affirmative. Th© A-rgumcrxts for his Caufe are. That the Permiffion to kill and eat Flefh, 
and other ahitaal Food, is included in the univerfal Dominion God gave to Adam (Jf) 5 o- 
therwife Man's Dominion had been more extenlive after he linned, than it was before. 
Wherefore ferves Dominion over the Fifh of the Sea, and the Fowl of the Air, if it be not 
for Food ? 'Tis evident that the ante-diluvlan Patriarchs offered Sacrifices 5 Abel brought of 
the firftlingS of his flock^ and of the fat thereof Now, they which mimfter about holy 

things^ efffliaff/c, live of the things of the temple ^ ajzd they which wait at the altar^ are parta^- 
hers with the altar (JC), When Adam and Eve were clothed with Coats of Skins (/), how 
do we know that the.Flefli of thefe Creatures, froin which the Skins were taken, was not made 
Ufe of for Food ? The Diftindliort of Beafts into clean and unclean, was knoWn before the 
Flood (jTi) : And the main Reafbn of that Diflindliion was, that the clean were allowed for 
Food and Sacrifice, which the unclean were not. Laftly, in 1656 Years, which ran before! 
the Flood, Beafts and other Creatures would multiply to fo great a Number, as to be dan- 
gerous rather than profitable to Man, if it had hot been allowed to him to kill and eat. If 
thefe Arguments hold, the Grant 00 does explain, revive and confirm the former Concet 
fion after the Creation C*^) to fliew the Compaffion of God to Noah and his Pofl-erity after 
the Deluge; Parens Q p) and Spanheim (jf) infift upon the fame Arguments more briefly. 
I fhall not further go upon this Point, fmce neither Side of the Queftion doth nearly touch, 
any Article of Faith 5 but leave to every one to judge of what is advanced, as they pleafe. 

$ 8. A s the Lord gave to Noah and his Pofterity Privileges, fo he alfo gave them Pre- 
cepts. But flefh with the life thereof^ which is the blood thereof ^ jhall you not eat. And fitre^ 

ly your blood of your lives will I require : at the hand of every beaft wiU I require it ^ a72d at 
the hand of man^ at the hand of every man^s brother will I require the life of man, Whofo 
Jbeddeth mane's bloody by man flsaU his blood be Jhed : for in the image of God made he man (r). 
Man muft hot do Prejudice to his own Life, by eating that Food which is unwholefome and 
hurtful. Flqfh with the life thereof^ which is the blood thereof^ that is ^aw Flefh, Jball you not 



eat^ 
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5 as the Beafts of Prey do. It was neceflliry to add this Limitation to the Grant of Li^ 
berty to eat Flefli, left People, inftead of nourifhing their Bodies, fhoiild deftroy them. Tho* 
Man was a Lord of the Creatures, he muft be retrained by the divine Law. Wc inufl: not 
be riotous eaters of flejh^ nor barbarous and cruel to inferior Creatures 5 and efpecially this de« 
clareth^ that during the Continuance of the Law of Sacrifices, in which Blood made Ato'ne-^ 
^e72t for the Soul Qa\ the Blood bf the Sacrifices pointed oijt the Blood of Ghrift the JVTef- 
lias, as the Blood of Atonement i and therefore Blood muft not be look'd on as a common 
Thing i muft not be eaten, but muft be poured but before the Lord. But now the great 
and true Sacrifice being offered, the Obligation of the Law ccafeth, with the Reafon there- 
of C^): The Law here alfo enjoins, that Man muft not take away his own Lite ^ yonr Blood 
of your Lives will I require. And to fhew how. tender God was of the Life of Man j Eeafts 
muft not be fuffered to hurt him : The Beaft that kills a J&fan. mtift be put to Death 5 which 
was confirmed by the Law of Mofes (c). The Law alfo here requires, that wilful Murderers 
be put to Death 5 God will punifh them : At the Hand of every Man's Brother will I require 
the Life of Man. The righteous God will revenge the Blood of the murdered upon the Mur- 
derer 5 he will make Inquifition for Bloody when Men cannot, or do not. In this WorJd^ 
or in the next, he will difcover Murders that are hid from Man's Eye, or too great for Man's 
Hand. The Magiftrate ought to punifh them 5 whofo fJseddeth Man^s Bloody by Man JJjall his 
Blood he flsed. This doth not prohibit all juft War C^) , only appoints Magiftrates, as the. 
Minifters of God, to protedl the Innocent, and to be a Terror to Evil-doers. Before the 
Flood, as it would feem by the Story of Cain^ God took the Punifhment of Murder into his 
own Hands 5 but now he coitimits this to Men in Authority. Wilful Murder ought always 
io be punifhed 5 it is a Sin which the Lord would not pardon in a Prince CO i ^i^d therefore 
a Prince fhould not pardon it in a Subjedt, There is a Reafon annexed to the Law : For in 
the Image of God made he Man 5 intimating, that fuch Remains of God's Image are ftill upon 
fallen,Man, that he who unjuftly kills him, defaceth the divine Image, and doth Difhonour 
to his Maker. Magiftrates have the Image of God's Power, and Saints the Image of his 
Holinefs ^ and therefore thefe who fhed their Blood, incur a double Guilt. 

The Jews here reckon feven Precepts 5 whereof fix had been from Adam's Time, and the 
feventh was given to Noab. The firft of thefe is againft Idolatry 5 Worftiip of Stars, Images^ 
&c. the fecond againft blafpheming the Name of God ; the third againft fhedding of Blood 5 
the fourth againft unlawful carnal Mixtures 5 of which they name ieveral Sorts, as of a Man 
\vith his Mother, or with his Father's Wife, or with his Sifter by the Mother Side, or with 
Mankind, or with a: Beaft 5 all which they count forbidden by Gen. ii. 24.- and xx. 12. The 
fifth Precept was againft Robbery 5 the lixth requiring to punifh Malefaftors 5 the feventh, 
as above mentioned, which they take to forbid eating any Member of the Flefh of a Beaft ta- 
ken from it alive. Whofoevcr tranlgreffed any of thefe Commands wilfully, the Jews reckon- 
ed he was to be killed with the Sword C/)- The Heathens, who were willing to obey thefe 
feven Precepts, though they received not Circumcifion, nor obferved the other Ordinances 
given to Ifraely were fuffered to dwell as Strangers among the Jfraelites C^)> and were cal- 
led Profelytes of the gate, Thefe who defire to fee a large Treatife upon thefe Noachie 
Precepts, may confult the learned Selden 

§ 9. But before I leave this Subjcdt it may be obferved, that there are many Footfteps of 
antient Religion and Juftice before the Law given by Mofes on Mount Sinai. Thus it is re- 
corded to the Commendation of Abraham^ That he will command his children^ and his houm 
Jhold after him^ and they Jhall keep the way of the Lord^ to do juftice ajid judgment Joh 
in his antient Book fpeaks of Idolatry, as an iniquity to he punifhed by the judge (A) ; and 
wifhes that his words were written 5 that they were printed in a book, ^hat they were graven 
with an iron pen and lead^ in the rock for ever CO- Out of fuch patriarchal Laws Mofes did 
judge the People^ when Jethro his Father-in-law came to fee him : Which feems to 
have been before the folemn giving of the Law 00- Hence in his laft Song he warns Jfrael^ 
Kememher t he days of old^ confider the years of many generations : ask thy father^ and he %mU 
Jhew thee^ thy elders^ and they will tell thee. When the moft High divided to the nations their 
inheritance^ when he feparated the fons of Adam CO* The Religion of the holy Patriarchs 
was an Example to all their Pofterity, and was further confirmed by the Mofaic Law. Enoch 
and Noah walked with God, and others ought to have followed their Example : Adam and 
Eve could tell their Pofterity of the Creation and the Fall 5 could Ihew them that their Bo- 
dies were formed without a Navel in their Belly, which all have who ly in their Mother's 
Womb. Metbufelah who lived till Sbem was near 100 Years old, could tell what Traditions 

Ha ' .he 
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he had from Adam 5 and Shem who remained alive 500 Years after the Flood, could inftruft 
good Men till after Ifaac was born : And we ihall have occafion to hear more of them after- 
wards. Thefe Patterns and Laws were inforc^d by Promifes and Threats ^ for we find 
It prottiifed to Abraham i J am thy Jhield^ and thy exceeding great reward (J^), And he 
Ivoked for a city which hath foundations^ whofe builder and maker is Qod (h') : That is, the 
heavenly Country. Cain, for murdering his Brother, was condemned to be a Fugitive^ and , a 
Vagabond* When the Wickedhefs of Man became great, the \yhoie anterdiluyian World 
was fwept away by the Flood. Sodom and Gomorrha were remarkably punilhed by Fire (f:)^ 
And the l^cm ^ejiament tells us^ that . they were made an enfample unto thofe that after Jhould 
iiue ungodly (d^. And air0 fet forth for an example^ fufferitig the vengeance of eternal fire 
iey Ndr did they in that Age want Judges to execute the Laws ; for the Patriarchs feem 
to have had a great Authority over their owrt Families* yudah commanded I'amar his 
Daughter-in-lawi for a fuppofed Crime, to be burnt (/) 2 But when he difcovered the Truth 
6f the Matter, hfe abfolVed her. Abraham made War on four Kings (g) 5 whicji could not 
b6 doncj without a Power of Life and Death. Joh^^ before the giving of the Law, gives 
AccdUht bf hirafelf as ajuft Judge 3 .who delivered the poor that cried^ the father lefs^ and him 
that had none to help him. 'Hoe hleffing of him that was ready to perijh^ (fays he) came upon 
^e : and I caufed the widow^s heart to fing for joy, I put on right eon fnefs^ and it clothed me : 
my judgment was as a rohie and a diadem iff), , : . . : y 

§lo. After God had fignally prefcrved Noah^ and eftabliflied his Covenant with hir^^ 
i;^ began to be an husbandman^ and he planted a vineyard He began^ doth not necelFarily 

imply that he had never been an Hiisb4ndmah before 5 but that now after the Flood, he was 
one who kept Ground in his own Hand^ and occupied it. But his Sin and Shame are alfo 
<jpoh Record 5 he drank of the wine^ and was drunken^ and he was uncovered within his tent 
(A). Perhaps when he had gathered In his "Vintage, he appointed a Day of Feafting and 
Alirtb, with his Sons and their Children about him, on a Deiigh at the End of the Entertain- 
ment to ble(s them. At this Occafion it feems he drank of the Wine, more than his tiead at 
that Age would bear^ We never find him blamed for this Sin, eitiaer before or after 5 buc 
God hath left this on Record, to Ihew that the faireft Copy hath us Blemifhes. Sometime* 
they who with Watchfulnefs and Refolution, by the Grace of Godj have kept their Integri- 
ty in great Temptation, have through Security and Carelefneis ht^n afterwards furprifed into- 
Sin i and therefore we ftiould always be on oiir Guard, 'Tis added, he was uncovered with" 
in his tent. Driinkeinnefs uncovers, dilgraces and expofes Men to Shame and Contempt. 
*Tis like this was feme Years after the Flood, for Canaan the Son of Ham was then born (/). 
Ham the younger Son of Noah a^ed a very wicked Part 5 hefaw the nakedne/s of his father^ 
and told his two brethren without. If this Sight had been accidental or involuntary, it would! 
not have been fo great a Critne 5 but Ham feems to have pleafed himfelf with the Sight. Per-^ 
haps he had been himfelf drunk at other Occafions, and feproved for it by his religious P'a- 
therj whom he was therefore pleafed to fee thus overcome. Yea he alfo told it to his two 
Brethren without in the Street^ in a icornful deriding Manner. 'Tis a Folly to make a MocJt 
of Sins particularly of Infirmities in Parents Qm'), But Shem znd Japheth, the elder Sons 
a^ted a better Part to cover their FathePs Nakednefs Qf) : They not only Would not fee it 
themfelves, but took Care that no other might fee it j teaching us with tlie Mantle of Love 
and Charity to cover the Infirmities of others. Noah awoke from his wine (0) ^ and pro-i 
bably being penitent for what he had done, the Spirit of Prophecy comes upon him. And he 
faid^ Curjed be Canaan ; a fervant of fervants Jhall he be 7into his brethren, And^.Bleffed he 
the Lord God of Shem^ and Canaan JhaUhe his fervant. God fh all enlarge J-apheth and he 
Jlsall dweU in the tents of Shem 5 and Canaan Jhall he his fervant (^). Where there^is an il- 
luftrious Prediction of what fhould befall NoaFs Sons j and indeed of what Providence lhall 
order to be the Lot of the World for many Ages, who are all come of them. The Patri- 
arch curfed Canaan j it feems he was involved in his Father's Guilt, and under him the Sen-* 
tence of Ham his Parent is contained. A fervant of fervants JhaU he be unto his brethren • 
that is^ a moft vile and defpicable Servant 3 which points out the Vi^lories obtained by Ifra-^ 
el over the Canaanites^ whereby they were either all put to the Sword, or to the bafeft Ser- 
vices I like the Giheonites^ to be Hewers of Wood, and Drawers of Water. It is alio ob* 
fervable, there is no Promife that the Pofterity of tiam ftiall dwell in the Tents of Shem^ or 
be converted to the Church : And if we look to the Accomplilhment, though God had once 
famous Churches in Egypt^ and the Coaft of Africa^ who are of the Pofterity of Cham j yet 
at prefent, and for feveral preceeding Ages, almoft all Africa^ except the Church of Abyjp^ 
ma^ are all Heathens or Mahometans 5 Chriftianity hath little Footing there. The Bleffing 
of Shem^ of whom were defcended the Jews^ and othef People in Afia^ is very rich. JBleJ^ 

fed 
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fed he the Lord God of Shem ; God fhall be his God, when the Seed of Cham and fapbeth (hall 
turn to Idolatry 5 as they did foon after the Flood. God Ihall have pure Worfhip from the 
Seed oiShem. There Jehovah lhall have a Church, which Ihali continue till our Redeemer, 
the blelfed MefHah, fhall be born of them. Shein fignifies a Name ^ the Name of our Lord 
lhall endure for ever j it lhall iafl: like the Sun. There is alfo a fpecial Biefiing given to Ja^ 
fheth 5 God fhall enlarge J aphhth ; he feems to have been the elder Son of Noah ; and to his 
Pofterity were the ifles of the Gentiles divided Qa), In Progrefs of Time they replenifted 
all Europe^ Afia the LeiTer, with fome Parts of the Greater, and perhaps America too. The 
Word enlarge^ may be. rendred perfwade : And indeed when the Jews^ the Seed of Shem^ 
were unchurched for rejediing our Redeemer, the Gentiles of the Seed of J-apheth were per- 
fwaded by Gofpel-grace to come into the true Church, by fubjedling themfelves to Chrift our 
Lord, Of this Seed oijapbeth the great Body of the Ghriftian Church confifted in Apoftolick 
Times, and doth to this Day. And it is compared to Tents, becaufe of our fojourning Con- 
dition in this World : 'Tis better to dwell in Tents with God, than in Palaces without him, 
§ II. Wh EN Men began to multiply upon the Earth after the Flood, the old Diftihfti- 
On between the Sons of God, and the Sons of Men, or the HoJy and Profane, foon appear- 
ed : For as they journeyed from the eafi^ they found a plain in the land of Sbinar j and they 
dwelt there. And they faid one to another^ Go to, let us make hrick^ and burn them throughly. 
And they had brick for fione^ andflime had they for morter. And they faid^ Go to^ let us build 
its a city^ and a tower^ whofe top may reach nuto heaven^ a^id let us make ns a name, lefl we 
he fcattered abroad upon the face of the whole earth (y). This Attempt feems in Qvdpr of 
Time, to have been before they were divided in their lands 5 every one after his tongue^ af-» 
ter their families^ in their nations (jT^ : For this Separation appears by the Text laft named;, 
tb have been after the Gonfufion of Languages procured by their wicked Aim in Buildings 
The Time erefting this Tower, is fuppofed to be about 140 Years after the Flood : And 
they carried on their Work in the Land of Sbinar 5 by which we underftand fbme Pat's of 
the Province of Babylon : For we find the Veflels of the Houfe of God were carried into 

the Land of Sbinar (i) ; that is, into Babylon. What we render a Babylonifh Garment, is 
in the Original a Garment o£ Sbinar (O. Thus alfo Amrapbel King of Sbinar (/), is ia ' 
the Samaritan Verlion (g) King of Babel. The City Babel itfelf, with Brech, Accad and 
Calneh^ were in the Land of Sbinar (b^. There they built their Tower of well burnt Brick j 
for that Country afforded no free Stone : And *tis faid by Abundance of Authors, quoted by 
the learned Bocbart CO5 ^^^^ the Walls of^ Babylon were made of Brick. ,. They made Ufe of 
Slime for Cement. We find in Herodote (^k% and Strabo 0\ that this Bitumen was in 
great Plenty in that Province, and moft proper for this Purpole. And fome Authors Qny 

conceive, that this was the fame Tower that was afterwards confecrated to Jupiter Belus ac 
Babylon j which Herodote QO defcribes, as of a prodigious Bulk and Height. Whatever be 
of this, that Tower, and Babylon itfelf, are many Years ag6 utterly deftroyed, as lhall be 
afterwards obferved. 

It may be here enquired^ For what Reafon did thefe wicked Men build fuch a City and 
Tower, and why this Project was fo difpleafing to God ? Jofephus tells us, S'hat they imagin^^ 
'€d that they would rear up a ^ower fo great and high^ as no Waters of a Deluge could reach it j and 
they would revenge the Death of their Predeceffors (o). But had they deligned to have pre-i* 
ferved themfelves from a fecond Deluge, they would not have chofen U> low Ground, a5 
the Plain Sbinar^ but rather the Top of fome high Mountain. Nor did they need to feac 
fuch a general Inundation, fince God had fecured them from it by his Bow in the Cloud, as 
a Seal of his Promife. The other Reafon is as vain j and fo is the Fable told by the Poets 
( p\ concerning the Giants endeavouring to get up to Heaven, by putting one Mountain up- 
on another. The true Aim of the Builders is told by the infpired Hiftorian 5 Let "us build 
ns a city and a tower, whofe top may reach mito heaven^ and let us make us a name^ lefl wc 
he fcattered abroad upon the face of the whole earth. Hence it feems they endeavoured to af- 
front God ; in defiance of him they would do it, without feeking his Gounfel, or depending 
on his Afliftance. Hereby they hoped to make to themfelves a Name, even by doing fome- 
thing to be talked of now 5 and to give Pofterity to know that there had been fuch Men in 
the World, they would leave a Monument of their Pride, Ambition and Folly. They did it 
alfo to prevent their Difperfion j Lefi we he fcattered abroad upon th^ face <f the whole earth. 
God ordered them to replenijh the earth ((f). No, fay they, we will not, we will build a City, 
and a Tower to be the Head of our Kingdom, and the Centre of our Unity. *Tis like the Hand 
of an ambitious oppreffing Nimrod was in this, to lay a Foundation for an univerfal Monar- 
chy i he would have fo many Men under his £ye, that he might have them under his Power^ 

I Laft^ 
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X.aftly) Dr. ^ennifon (jz)^ fometime Archbifhop o{ Canterbury^ hath a Angular Conje<5lure on 
this Head ; he pretends that the Crime of thefe Builders confifted in Idolatry j and that this 
TcAver was etedled as a Monument to the Sun, which had contributed to dry the Earth after 
the Flood : And that the famous Pyramids of Egypt afterwards raifed, were, like the Tower 
bf Babely confecrated to Heathen Deities. We do not queflion, but Idolatry began early af- 
ter the Deluge, efpecially among the Pofterity oiCham and Jap bet But whatever be in the 
learned Primate's Opinion 5 we fee from the Account given by MofeSy fufficient Ground for 
the divine Difpleafure at thefe daring Builders, who had feparate from the Profelibrs of the 
true Religion, and eredled this Tower to perpetuate their Separation. And therefore God 
having taken Cognifance bf thieir Caufe, refolved to jpunifh them, j^nd the Lord faid^ Be^ 
hold, tbie people is one^ and they have all one language 5 ~— Go to^ let us go down^ and there 
confound their language, that they may not tind:erfiand on^e another'' s fpeecb. So the Lord feat ^ 
tered them abroad from thence npoH the face of all the earth : and they left off to build the City, 
therefore is the name of it called Babel, becaufe the Lord did there confound their language (J/)^ 
God might have ftruck them dead by an Angel, Or by Thunder 5 he could crufli them a 
thoufand Ways, but he chofe to d6 it by confounding their Language^ that they might not 
iinderftandj nor help one another. This was a Miracle, and a Proof of the Powef that God- 
hath upon the Minds and Tongues of Men. It was a Judgnieitt upon thofe Builders 5 for 
being thus deprived of the Knowledge of the antient and holy Language, they w^re Unca^ 
pable of Cbmmunion with the true Churchy among whom it was retained. We iuffer by it 
to this Day, in all the Inconvehiencies we fuftain by the Diverfity of Tonglaes 5 in all the La- 
bour we endure to learn the Languages we have occafion for, and in thefe Coritroverfies which 
arife from ftriving about Words, and not underftanding one another's Speech : And there^ 
fore the Project to frame ah uhiverfal Character, in ordet to ah univei-fal Language, is bufc 
vain ; for it is ftriving againft a divine Sentence, by which the Languages of Nations will be 
tiivided while the World ftands : Yet the Gift of Tongues beftowed upOn the Apoftles QT)^ 
fcontributed greatly to the gathering together the Children of God that were fcattered abroad^ 
^hd ianiting them to Chrift j that with one Mind and Mbuth they might glorify him. When 
the Lord fays, Go to, let us go down^ and there confound their language 5 this was not fpo-^ 
ken to Angels, as if God had need either bf their Advice ot Affiftance j but Gbd fpeaks it to 
hihifelf, or to the Father^ Son^ and Holy iGfhoft, one God, equally concerned in this A^ of 
Vengeanfce. 

Q^u k s T t o 1^ s have been hsoved j What was the prittiitive Language God at firft 
gave to Adatn ? and. Into how many Tongues orDialedts this was divided at the Confufion ? 

he infpired Hiftorian affures us, that before this Confufion at Bahel, the 'whole earth was of 
bne language and of one fpeech (d^. Now, it is mbft* probable that this bne Language before 
ihe Confufion, was the Hebrew, which ^v'f^?;;; fpoke in Innocence^ and continued among his Po-* 
llerity till this Time 5 and long afterwards it remained among the Offspring oiSbem^ Heber and 
Abraham, who were of the true Church, down to the Babylonijb Captivity, for above three 
thoufand Years. And in this Tongue the whole Scriptures of the Old Stisfiament are wric^ 
except it be a few Chapters in the Qhalde^. After the Returii from the Captivity, the He-^ 
hrew Diale^l was corrupted by a Mixture of Chaldee, Syriac^ the Language of AJbdod^ and 
the like. But that the one Language before the Confufion, was the Hebrew, xn^y be further 
tdnfirmed. Firft, Betaufe the Enrinology bf proper Names in Sfcripture is always takeri 
from the Hebrew, to exprefs their Natures; Thus Edets fignifies a Garden of Pleafure ^ the 
Land of Nod^ to which Cain was bahilhed, fignifies Trembling 5 Babel, Confufion, becaufe 
the Tongues were there confounded : Cain fignifies to get or acquire^ becaufe Eve faid, t 
hav^ got a man ftom the Lord ^ S'eth^ to add or fubftitute, becaufe his Mother faid when he 
was born^ Qod hath added to tne another feed 5 Adam from Adamah, to point out that he 
was taken out bf the Earth : The firft Woman is called Jfchah, being taken from Man 5 Fe^ 
leg is named from Dividing, becaufe in his Days the Earth was divided j Japheth fignifies to 
enlarge, becaufe it is faid oijapheth^ Elohim le Japheth, God fliall enlarge Japheth : And the 
fame may be feen in many other Names, if we look into Hebrew Lexicons. The very Names 
which Adam gave to Cattle, to Fowls of the Air and Beafts of the Field, do in the Hebrew 
Joint out their Natures ; as may be feeh in Criticks (/) learned in that Language. Second- 
ly, The Language then in ufe by Noah and his Pofterity was one of the Oriental Tongues i 
but of all thefe the Hebrew is the moft jjure and excellent, having no exotick Words like the 
Syriac, Arabic^ Samaritan, Ethiopic, or even like the modern Rabbinic or ^almudic. It is 
the Mother of all the reft ; it confifts of Roots of three Letters 5 and in all the Books of the 
Old *!teftament hath a fweet Harmony and Confiftency with it.felf 5 yea from it many of the 
moft antient European Languages feem to proceed : And therefore juftly deferves to be e- 

fteemed 

C«) Of Idolatry, chap. 4. (i) Gencl. xi. 6-^9, (e) Afts ii. {d) Genef. xi. 6. («) Bochart. de animalibiis, lib. i. 
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fteemed the primitive. As to the other Point^ Into how many Tongues or Dialefts this bni 
\vas divided^ the Scripture doth not determine 5 neithet need we dp it. . Some have fconje- 
Glared that there were ievfehty feveral Languages^ becaufe iVb^^ had fevehty Grand-children J 
jfourteen by Japheth^ thirty by Cbam^ and twenty fix by Sbejn : But the ConfeqUence is not firm. 
Nor can we froin the Languages that are at prefent in the World conclude what Number there 
was at the Cqnfufion of Babel 5 for Language often bhanges, and is in a perpetual Flux, 
trom the .Molic Gre'ek^ as fome coniceivej the Hatin is derived j and from the corrupted La^* 
tin flows the modern French^ Italian and SpaniJJj, Nor need we determine hoW this Coiifu- 
jfion of Tongues was effeminated : *Tis fuffieent to obferve that it was a Miracle^ and an Aft 
of divihe Vengeance, whereby God could eafily blot out the former ideas affixed to fuch and fuch 
Words^ and make -fubh Families affix hew Ideas to their Words^ or to new Words^ or in atiy o-* 
ther Method he pleafed. This Confufion of Languages hindred the feveral Families from ton- 
verfing together, from, profeicuting theDeiign they had utidertdken by common Confent j and 
put thfem upon a Neiceflity of parting, anil inhabiting feveral Countries. We are told^ that by 
theft were the ifles ef the Gentiles di'vided in their lands 5 Wery m'e after his tongue^ afte^ 
their families^ in their natioiss (^z) ^ which imports that this Separation was made aftei: th6 
Confufion of Tongiies, It is true^ we are alfo afTured that in the Days of Peleg the Earth 
was divided CO 5 and he was born in the ibift Year after the Flood. But Peleg lived in all 
S3 9 Years 5 and the dividing of the Earth among iVo^i&'s Sons and their Olfspi'ing was not fen^ 
tirely done at his Birth : It might be carried on gradually all the Days of his Life, which ex^ 
tended to 340 Years after the Flood. Thus his Fathet toight give him his Name by the 
Spirit of Prophety, forefeeing this grfcat Event would happen during his Life 5 for it is n<> 
iinufual thing in facred Hiftory to give prophetical Names to Childreti. And it may be juft*^ 
ly obfervedj that this Divifibn of the Earth was not performed in a cbnfufed irregular Way^ 
wherein every one went where he pleafed 5 but in a decerit orderly Way : For the forecited 
Text tells us, they wisr& divided iH their lands 5 every one after bis tohgtee^ after tb&zr fami'^ 
Ues^ in their nations^ And in. this appears the wife and juft Providence of Godj that he dif- 
tributed the Languages, according to the Diffetente of Families and Nations^ lb as each feve- 
ral Nation^ with all the Families and Branches thereof, ihould have bne and the fame Tongue 5 
whereby tJnlon, Love and Cbmmefce were preferved among thetnfelves, and the Nations 
were diftinguifhed one froiti another : Which was fit and ne.ceflary for many Reafons ^ as, 
that the Church of God tonfin'd to the Hebrew Nation might neither be mixed with, nor 
infected by Idolaters ; and that it might be evident to the World, that the Mef&ah was born 
bf the Seed of Abraham accordihg to God's Promife. 

§ 13. A Difficulty hath been moved 5 How could N&ah's three Sons knd their Wfves pro- 
duce a fufficient Number of Men to fouhd thbfe feveral Nations whereof we read in Scripturei 
and other credible Authors^ within three or four hundred Years after the Flood ? In anfwer 
to this it may be bbferved. That the Cbnftitutioh bf lohg-liv*d Men after the Flood muft be 
inUfch ftrbnget than ours^ and confeijuently more fit to propagate Mankind to great Numbers. 
The Scripture hath indeed given iis only the Lfength bf the Lives of the Patriarchs in the 
Line of »Shem ^ becaufe the Defign bf the Spirit of God was^ tb be inore particular in record- 
ing the Age of thbfe who in a diredt Line wet^e the Anteftot-s of thofe to whom he gave thes 
divine Law, and of whdm the Melfiah our Saviour was to come. But the Mealure that 
Mofes gives of thefe Mens Lives near the Flood, is the beft Guide to affift Us in eftimating 
the Lives of their Contemporaries CO J thbugh Heathen Authors tell us in the general^ 
that the former Ages were longer liv'd than the latter, yet none of them defcend into Parti- 
culars to determine the Number bf Years, that we may lee by what Degrees the Life of Man- 
kind hath been fhortned : Only by the Mofai^ Hiftory we find, that the long Lives before thd 
Flood were by Degrees fhortned after it. The three firft Generations recorded in Scripture 
after the Flood, Arphaxad^ Salah and Heher^ lived above 43b Years 5 yet not fo long as their 
^nceftor i^^m, whb being born ibo Years before the Flood, live^ above jfoo Years after it- 
The three next Geheratibns, Pekgj B.eu and Sierug^ lived not much above 230 Years ; and 
from their Timej only ~^erah lived above coo. All the 6"thers>fcer him were below that 
Number : Mofes came not to above 120 5 and in his Days he complains that the Age of Man 
was fhortned to about feventy or eighty Years O' : And near this they ftand ever fince. Now, 
we may reafonably fuppofe, that the firft three Couples^ NoeiVs three Sons and their Wives, 
in twenty Years Time after the Flood might have thirty Pair, and by a gradual Increafe of 
ten Pair for each Couple, in forty Years Time, till the 340th Year after the Fioodj in which 
Pehg died^ there might arife a fufficient Number to fpread Colonies over the Earth, as ap- 
pears by the Table at the Foot of next Page C'*^ 5 where we have a fufiicient Number, of 
Three thoufand three hundred and thirty three Millions, three hundred and thirty three thou- 
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Feleg's Death, in whofe Days the Earth was divided And there is no Evidence of one Man 
that died after the Flood, according to the Hebrew Text, before him, to put a Stop to the 
gradual Increafe of Mankinds The learned Dr. Cumberland ^iftiop of Peterhzirrow^ as before 
cited, does add feverai other Confiderations to prove this Calculation reafonable : And per- 
haps, if all the collateral Defcents of NoaFs Pofterity were taken in, this might make the 
jNumbers appear greater than in the Table : For here are 350 Years of NoaFs Life after the 
Floodj wherein he iliight begiet Children not counted. Nor are the lafi: 160 Years o'E Sbera 
or of his Brothers reckoned, nor the laft 160 Years oESalab and his Contemporaries^ nor the 
Jaft ipr Years o£Heher and his Contemporaries 5 all which would make the total Sum greater. 

Belides the Gonfufion of Languages, other Reafons for the early Difperfion of Mankind in- 
to the feverai Regions of the then known World might be given : As, Firft, The fruitful- 
nefs of fome Countries above others, as Egypt, Canaan, Greece and Apa minor, beiides the I- 
fiands ; which being known to Noab and his Sons before the Floods and they acquainting their 
Offspring therewith, this would excite in them a Defire to be foon poflefs'd of thofe fertilb 
Lands, and to leave their firft Habitations. Secondly, Their Reafon and Obfervation would af- 
fure them, that Plants and Trees would grow and fpread of their own accord into Thickets and 
Woods, fo as to make Countries Impaffible, if Men did not difperfe themfelves to manure the 
Ground. And there would be Danger from the Increafe of wild Beafts, which would mul- 
tiply exceedingly, and foon overfpread the Earth, fo as it would be attended with Hazard .to 
enter into Countries where Lions, Tygers, Wolves, Serpents and the like ravenous Crea- 
tures did fv/arin, if their Increafe was not hindred. Therefore the Wisdom of God in the 
Mofaic Law, gives this Reafon why the Gamanites were not to be confumed all at once, hut 
"by little and little (F) : Left the heajts of the field increafe upon thee. Thirdly, There was 
-early fo great a Corruption in the Morals of the World after the Flood, that they dared not 
truft one another 5 but fearing Surprifes, Fraud and Vidlence, kept at adiftahce, as their beft 
Security. Fourthly, By fueh early Removes, they got before others the Title of the firft PofTeffor 
of a Country 5 which was moft confiderable, when there were no Boundaries to Mens Lands 
fet by Law or civil Government, but the firft Occupier made himfelf King of his Family or 
Retinue, and challenged a Command over the adjacent Parts. Finally, The Travels ofCrom 
fifis and Aftarte, and of the Sons of the Diofcuri by Ships, recorded by Sdnchoniathon^ with 

thofe of Ofyris, the fame with Dionyfiiis or Bacchus, mentioned by Biodorus Sienius and by 

the Poets, prove a boundlefs Ambition in thofe early Agesi which would make them in a 

little Time to Ovci-iun the Earth. 

The Names of Countries and Nations being changed, it is not eafy peremptorily to fix up- 
on what Regions the Sons, Grandchildren and Great-grandchildren of Noah then pofFeiTed. 
1 know there are many Authors have wrote upon this Subje^l, as among the Antients Jofe^ 
phus ((?), Epiphaniits (dT), Jerom (/) 5 alfo among the Moderns Monfieur Bocba^t C/X 
with great Learning gathered together all that almoft can be had in any Author to give Light 
to it. Many others have trode in his Footfteps, as Heidegger (^), Horjjiiis Dr. IVells 
(/Oj with a whole Troop of Commentators and Criticks, whom the Curious may confultx 
and a few Remarks fhall fufEce us. The Plantations of the World by the Sons of Noah and 
their Offsprings recounted by Mofes in the tenth Chapter of Genefis, and by the infpired Au- 
thor of the firft Book of C^roff/rto^ are not unprofitable Fables, norendlefs Genealogies 5 but 
a moft valuable Piece of Hiftory^ wherein the Excellency of the facred Scripture and of divine 
Revelation appears above profane Heathen Authors. The Heathens indeed tell us of their 
«u7cx9oc£^ v^nd Aborigines, Men fprung of the Earth, as (^) explains it ^ of Men formed 

of dead Images by Prometheus, or by Stones thrown over the Head oE Deucalion and Pyrrba 
or born by Serpents Teeth fown by Cadmus, as Ovid with other. Poets and fabulous Wri- 
ters. But none of the Heathen knew the true Origin of Mankind from Adam and Eve, the 
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iirft Pair, whom God created, nor from Noab^ and his Sons and their Wives, the Reftorers 
of the humane Race after the Flood, which we clearly difcem from the Scriptures, Hence 
we may aifo difcover the Accomplifhment of the Proniife given to Noab^ Be fruitful^ and 
multiply^ and replenifi the earth (a). Here we have the Origin of Nations more certain than 
in any other Author; here we fee how the Church of God was continued in the Family ttf 
Shem^ dovirn to the Days of Abraham^ for near four hundred Years ; and hence we may have 
tight to many Paffages of the Prophets, where the fame Names are given to Nations and 
People^ whofe Origin we know from the tenth Chapter of Genejis. 

,. § 14. JAPHE^H feems to have been the eldeft Son o£Noah ; and therefore is called 
fapbeth the elder (^). Befides, Noah was five hundred years old^ and begat Shem^ Ham^ and 
Japbetb (O > and, Shem was an hmzdred years old^ and begat Arphaxad two years after th^ 
flood Qd) : Now^ had Shem been Noab^^s eideft Son, . he inuft have been i oz Years, two 
Years after the FJobd. J-apbeth then is the Son whom Noah begat in his 5oodth Year, and 
confequently eider than Shem. Mofes begins his Account of the Origin of Nations with the 
Defcendents bf Japheth : By thefe were the ifles of the Gentiles divided (e). By IJles the 
Hebrews (who ufually travelled to the Land of Canaan and of Egypt by Ships.) underftood not 
only fuch Countries as are every where furrounded by Sea, but alfo fuch Regions as were beyond 
Sea. Thus, where the Lord fpeaks of the calling of the Gentiles, 'tis faid he fhall recover 
the remnant of the people which Jhall be left^ from Affyria and from Egypt^ and from Pathros^ 
afid from Cnjh^ — and from the ijlands of the fea (/) : Where, by the Jflands of the Sea muft 
be underftood Cbuntries diftinft from Affyria and Bgypt^ or which may be efteemed the Regions 
of the LefTer Afia^ or Europe^ or thefe principally. Here the Pofterity of Japheth are placed : 
Firfl: Gomer^ who was feated to the North of Judea : Gomer^ and all bis bands^ the bottfe of 
Sr* 'ygarmab of the north quarters Qg^. Jofephus QT) tells us that the Galatians were called 
GomeriteSy and Bocbart CO Opinion that he fettled in that Part of Pbrygia called Kwi 
xetu/xSprt, eonftm'ed^ or burnt. The Hebrew^ gamar^ lignifies to confume 5 and the Word Pbry^ 
gia comes from f^tSyttyy , to burn up. Askena%^ the firft Son Gomery feems to have fixed in 
the North-weft Part of the Lefler Afia. Hence that which is called the Euxine Sea, was in 
antient Times named A^lvdcj the Sea of Askenaz. In honour of this Founder, Kings and greflt 
Men in thofe Parts feem to have taken the Name o£ Afcanius. . Of this Name we find one 
mentioned in the fecond Book of Homer's Iliad^ vfho came to affift Priamus at the Siege of 
'Sroy. The Prophet Jeremiaby foretelling the taking of Babylon by Cyrus the Great, fays. 
Call together againfi her the kingdoms of Ararat^ Minni^ andJjhcbemz, Qk) j whereby may be 
underftood the Inhabitants of thefe Parts we are fpeaking of. BJpbatb^ the fecond Son of 
Gomer^ is fuppofed to have feated his Fatnily in the Parts adjoining Eoftword to his Brothet 
Askenaz. Jofephus (/) fays, the Babylonians were originally called Kiphateans and Bo* 
chart finds fome Riyers in thofe Parts that derive their Names from this Planter of theifi 

Country, ^ogarmab is the laft Son of Gomer named by Mofes ^ who feems to have fi^ed his 
• Family to the North of Judea : the hoHfe of Sogarmah of the north quarters, the houfe of 
Svgarmah traded in thy fairs with horfes^ and horfemen^ and mules Now the CoUn.try 

of Cappadocia^ to the North of Judea^ was well ftocked with Horfes, Mules, and abundance 
of good Horfemfen. Straho (oj fpeaks of a People in thefe Parts calUd ^focmi^ who bear a 
ReSmblance to their Founder's Name. It may be alfo remarked, that the Oi^^pring of Go^ 
mer in procefs of Time fpread themfelves further- into fevel^l Parts o£ Europe : For Herodotc 
(.p') tells us of the Cimmirii pafiing thither from Afia, Hence Dr. Wells (jf) obferves, that from 
them the Palus Mosotis was called Bofphorus Cimericus 3 aiid that they paffing up the Dannbe^ 
gave the Name ofCimbri to the Germans^ and alfo to the CimbricaCberfonefus. From thence 
they went into Gaul ^ for the. Gauls^ when fighting againft the Romans under the Condudl of 
C. Marias^ were called Cipibri, And from thence they paiied into Britain : For the Weljb 
to this Day call themfelves ^afff^ro, ov Kumeraeg^ and hence 'tis like that they were the De« 
icendents of Gomer, 

The other Sons of Japheth were Magogs Madai^ Javan^ ^uhal^ Mejbecb and iHras (rj. 
Magog is efteemed the Father of the Scythians^ who dwelt on the North-eaft of the Euxine Sea j 
which feems confirmed by the Prophet Ezekiel : Set thy face againfi Gog, the land_ of Magog 
• C/)' Thefe People ufed Bows and Arrows (O : And it appears from many antient Authors, 
that the Scytbians were very skilful in that ibrt of Weapons-. From the Scythians are de^ 
fcended the Partbtans^ ^ trtars^ furks and Qbinefe Qu). Madai is generally look'd upon to 
be the Father of the Medes^ \ who are often in 'Scripture mentioned with the Perfians : But 
the learned Jofepb Mede thinks Madai had his Lot in Macedonia. Here he finds a People 

K. called 
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tailed MJiJio/i and from thetn he conceived the Mmjians in Europe defcended. Mefhvch feems 
10 be the Father of the Mofcbs or Mofcovites and KuJJians : In Ezekiel (^a^ we hear of th6 
chief Prince oi Mejhecb and 3*uhuh ^iras is look'd on as the Father of the Thracians, ^TuL 
hal is affirmed by Jofephus (F) to be the Father of the Afiatit Iberians^ who were from him 
briginally called ^hvboii^ and were Merchants who traded in Slaves and VelTels of Brafs (f): 
From them 'tis ptetended the Spaniards^ who in antient Tiines were called CeltihBriam^ are 
defcended : Gf which Name there is a Memorial in the River Ebiro to this Day. Another Son 
of Japheth is Javan^ who feetns to have taken up his Seat in Greece : In the Word Uy^i is 
t>reTerved the Radicals which make Javan, He had four Sons, Elijhah^ farjhijh^ Kittim 
and Dodanim (^); Elijhah feems to have pofTefTed the moft conHderable Ifles lying between 
Europe and Afia : For the Prophet Ezekiel^ among other Merchandize of Styre^ mentions 
hlue and purple from the ifles of Elifha ie\ and thefelflands did abound in fuch Commodities. • 
The Name of the HeU&fpont Sea feems alfo derived from him. He or his Offspring perhaps 
alfo poflefled fome Part of the Continent of Greece : For the Rivet; Helijfoh^ which parted the 
Territory of the Philafiam from the SicyonianSy and another RiVer called Jltffus^ with the 
Names o£ Elis^ Helins^ Helles or HelleHy feern to bear fotne Memory of him. ^arfhifh^ ano- 
ther Grand-fon ofjaphetb^ feated his Family in the Souch-eaft Parts of the LefTer ^ fia : For 
^arfiis^ a chief Town oiQiltcia^ carries in it evideftt Mdrks of its being firll founded either by 
^rfhifh himfel^ or by fome of his Dcfcendents, who called it fo in honour of their Progehitor, 
This ieems to be the ^arfhifh to which the Prdphet "Jonah thought to flee from the Preience of 
the Lord (/) : And it is a City which is 0ften faid by the Prophets to have traded with ^yre. 
And in the New ^efiament it is renowned for being the Place where the Apdftle Banl was 
born : For he fays, I am a Jew^ horn in ^arfnsi^ a city in Cilitia Qg% From hence 'tis pro- 
bable that the City and Country Inhabitants of^artejfus in Spaik^ much celebrated by the An- 
tients for their Wealth and Trade, did jproceed : On which Monfleur Bocbart Qf), and from' 
him DtJVells C0» do treat more fully. The^yrians mdPbeeniciasis might go thithel- In their 
Navigations by Sea. Kittim feems alfo to have feated himfelf in the L^fler AJia^ and thcncd 
m procefi of Time to have fent Colonies to the neighbouring Ifle of Cyprus^ and afterwards 
into Macedonia and Italy : For we find that Alexander the Sori'of Philip of Mace don came out 
of the Land ofCbittim (^K). . And the Ships of Cbittim mentioned by DaHiel (/) are gene- 
rally underftood of the Roman Fleets by the coming v/herei>f Antioch us the Great was obliged 
to defift from his Attempts againft their Empire (^)i The I aft Son of Javan upon faCted 
Record is Dodanim, who feems to have alfo fettled in the LefTef Afa^ in the Country emailed 
Doris : For Dodanim being plural, from the Angular Number Dodan^ the Greeks might have 
eafiJy ibftncd it into 2>f fiff/r, the Letters and Rejh (») being eafily interchanged 5 and 

hence Dorus the Father of the Dorians, who Were famous in that Country : And therefore 
the Dorica caftra are taken by Virgil for the whole Grecian Camp. From hence a Colony 
might pais over to the neighbouring Ifle of Rhodes : For fome read Dodanim^ Kbodanitn • 
which feems to be the Senfe of the Seventy Interpreters, in rendring the Hebrew Dodanij?t by 

§ 15. i proceed now to the Settlements of the Cliildren of Ham. Though he was curfed 
hy his Father (p), yet this is principally to be underftood of the mean and low Condition of 
t^anaan, and of his being deprived of the fpiritual Bleffing. It was not to hinder the Multi- 
plication of the Seed and Oflspring of Ham to replenilh the World s for this had been promi- 
sed (^), and was not taken away by the Curfe afterwards pronounced. Egypt is ofcner than 
once in Scripture denoted by the Land of Ham (r). Hence 'tis likely Ham went thither 
liimfel^ and there fettled with his Son Mixraim 5 and if he lived as long as Shem, he might 
fcave done fp after the Gonfufion of Languages. .And he feems to be the Perfon pointed out 
by the Greeks under the Name of Jupiter Ammon 5 to whom there was a Temple erefled in 
the Parts of Libya adjoining to Egypt, There are four Sons bf Ham mentioned by Mofes, 
CufJj, Mizraim, Phut and Canaan C/)* Cnflj feems to have fettled in Arabia 5 for Miriam 
and Aaron fpoke againft Mofes, becaufe of the 'Etbiopian [in the Hebrew, the Cufhite'] Wo- 
man whom he had married CO' Now it is certain that Mofes^s Wife was a MidianitiJJo Wo- 
man (jC), and that Midian was a Part of Arabia, on the Shore of the Red^fea. Thus Haba-^ 
kztk, I faw the tents of Ctijhan in afflidiion : and the curtains of the land of Mzdian did tremble 

C'Z'). Where Ctifloan and Midian are Terms applicable to the fame Country, In Job (jC),

Kaamab and Sabtecba feem to have given 
Origin to another People in the fame Region ^ of whom we hear in Ezekiel Sbebah and Ra» 
amah were thy merchants (e^. Nor do Sb^ha md Dedan appear to be far diftant ; Arabia 
was very large, and haid Room enough for them all. We find mention of the Qiieen ofSbebd 
who came from theuttermoft parts of the earth (perhaps from the Southern remote Corners of 
Arabia^ to hear of the wifdom of Solomon And we hear of the Saheans, who took away 

^oFs Oxen and Affes (g) j and of the Merchants of Dedan who feem all to . have lived 
in fome Part of Arabiai 

I fhall afterwards have otcafioft to write of Nimrody the Son of Cujh^ when I go upon the 
Hiftory of the World during this Period j and therefore I now proceed to .Mizraim^ the Son of 
Ham, We need riot doubt but that he fettled in Egypt^ iince the Hebrew Text frequently de- 
notes Egypt by his Naniie, Abel^mizraim^ the Mourning of the Egyptians (f), Erets^mizra^ 
im^ the Land of Egyp (A). He was the firft deified King of Egypt ^ and is by profane Au- 
thors called Menes, His Name MavCAit^ in the Angular Number, doth alfo point out Egypt ^ 
with the file of my feet hav6 I dried up all the Rivers of Mazbr (/) j that is, of Egypt. Out 
Tranflation renders it hefieged placei^ becaufe Maxor alfo lignifies hefieged^ or ftraitned, Bo^ 
thart (m) is of Opinion, that the dual Numberj Mi%raim^ points out the two Parts of £-« 

gypt i the Upper, called by the Greeks ^ehais and Heptanomos^ ht'mg divided into feven

ed together in the fame Text in Jjaiab^ as denoting adjacent Countries 5 and I^a^ may be the; 
City and Country of Phiia^ not far from Syene^ in the Borders. o£ Ethiopia, In Ezekiel C0:» 
thefe three are joined ; in the Hebrew^ Cufh^ and Phut and Lud. : Wherei)y Cujh may be 
meant the Arabians ^ by Phut^ the Inhabitants of Africa near. Cyrenaica 5 as lhall be fhewn 
by and by 5 and by Ltid the Ethiopians^ who bemg next Neighbours to the Egyptians ot\ the 
fame Continent, it is moft reafonable to conclude they came of them. Thefe with other 
Arguments are infifted on more fully by Monfieur Bocbart \f\ but on them I do not ffay. 
The Anamim^ may be Inhabitants of the Country about the Temple of Jupiter Hamnion 9 
and the Nazamones^' may be of the fame Original. The Lebabim^ may be the Libyans ^ the 
Naphtnhim^ are alfo probably enough placed in Lybia Martiiarica : In Ptolemy there is fome 
Remainder of the Name, at a Place named Aptuchi Fantm. The Pathrnfim^ are thefe inha- 
iaiting that Part of Egypt^ called Patbiros 5 of which we have before heard. The Cafluhim^ 
are thought to have fettled in the Country on the other Side oTEgyptj called Cafiotis^ where 
is alfo the Mountain Cafius j both of which retain fomewhat of the Name Ca/lzthiin, .Mon* 
lieur Bochart CO is of Opinion, that from them defcended the Colcbians in Afia. Indeed 
there are feverd Palfages in antient Authors that, favour l}is Sentiments j fxx Herodote (u) 
fays, that the Colcbians are from Egypt, Strabb (v) owns; that many things demonftrate the 
Alliance of the Colcbians with the Egyptians 5 and Diodorus Sictllns Qx') tells, that fome Egy-* 
. ptiansy who came from the Ldke Maotis, founded the Nation of the Colcbians. Mofes adtls. 
Out of Cafluhim came the Pbiliftim and C^pbtorim. We find . C;') three^ Examples recorded 
by Mofes ^ as Ihftances of divine Providence, to root out one Nation,- and plant another in its 
Place, to encourage the Ifraelites to believe that God would, according to his Promife to 
their Progenitors, fubdue the Canaanites before them, .afid feat them in their Room : He had 
caft out the Zamizunimim before the Ammonites 5 the Horim before the Children of Efaa^ and 
the Avim by the Hand of the Qaphtorimi God owns C»)> that he brought the Pbiliftines 
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from Capbtor ; and that the Philiftines were a remnant bf the country of Caphtor (a). Br. Cam^ 
herland (if') in a plretty large Difcourfe, hath added other Arguments to prove' that thefe 
Caphtori'm came out Egypt ^ and the Frontiers thereof, about Pelufium^ ahtienlily Bamiata j 
becaufe the Arabic Tranflation of the Pentateuch tranflates Caphtorim^ the Men of Bamiata. 
And Mofes owns, that they were defcended from Mi%raim^ whom all confefs tb have fettled 
in Egypt : And he takes the Name Caphtorim from Capbtor^ which lignifies a large Pomegra-i 
ftate or Glohe^ fuch as ufe to be fet at the Top bf noble Pillars i fuch a Pillar or Pier was Pe* 
liifium^ at the Pad entring into Egypt. And he takes the Time of their Migl^ation to be in 
the Reign of Satdtis^ about the Year of the World 1920, or 264 Years after the Flood, 

There is another SonofHdm^ named Phut Qc), He and Mizraim feem to have dirided A 
frica between them j and Pbnt to have fpread more Weftward into Mauritania : For Pliny 
(f?) mentions a River there called Fnt j and Jerom (/) tells us, that from him a great River 
there was called Pbnt to his Day, and the whole Region Pbutetifis, Bocbart obferves 
that Phut is the fame with Pbuts^ fcattered, becaufe the Inhabitants were difperfed in their 
Habitations^ by reafon . of the Barenheis of the Country, Of him we have no Defcendents 
named 5 but oi Canaan^ the ybungeft Son of Ham^ there are feverals 5 for Mofes tells us, Ca» 

Haan begat Sidon Mi firfi-horn^ and Heth^ and the yebufite^ and the Emorite^ and the Girga^ 
Jit^^ and the Hivite^ and the Arkite^ and the SimtCy and the Arvadite^ and the Zemarite^ and 
the Hamatbite : and afterward wete the families of the Canaanites fpread abroad ( g). Sidon 
his firft-born is plainly marked out to us by a great City to the North of Canaan. Though 
'S'yre be famous for Antiquity in Heathefn Authors, yet the Prophet Ifaiab Qh) exprefly calls 
it the Daughter of Sidbn. In J'ojhua (t) is the firft Mention of the ftrong City ^yre ; and 
in the preceeding Verfe, Sidbn is called the Great, Of Hetb came the Hittites^ who dwelt 
in the Southern Parts of the Land of Canaan^ near Hebron C^), The Jehufttes were feated 
about Jerufalemy which was originally called febus The Amorites dwelt in the Moun- 

tains C^/) 5 and the Qanaanites dwelt by the Sea, and by the Coafl of Jordan, The Girga-^ 
fite feem to have feated themfelves along the upper Part of that River on the Eafl: Side of the' 
Sea of Siberias^ where \ve find in our Saviour's Time a City called Gergefa, The Hi'vite dwelt 
3n the Northern Parts of Canaan 5 for we read in "Judges that the Hivites dMveit in Mount 
Lebanon^ from Mount BaaUhertnon^ unto the entring in Hamath, As to the remaining Fa- 
milies of Canaan, named as above, 'zj/^;. the Arkite^ SinitCy Arvadite^ Zemarite^ and Hama-^ 
tbite i they feem to have feated themfelves within the true Borders of Cajiaan^ b,ut in procefs 
of Time being difpoflefled by the Philifiines^ they were obliged to crowd themfelves cloier 
together in the Heart 6f the Country Cand hence wefe more generally named Canaanites j ) 
or elfe to feck abroad for new Plantations. According to Jerom (o), the Arvadite pofleifed 
the Ifle Aradns oh the Phmtioim Goaft. The Ziemarite had the City Edeff^ in Cxkfyria j 
and the Hamatbite had the Country unto Hamath j which after the Conqueft 6i Alexander the 
Great was called Epiphania. In Greek Authors we have fcarce any mention of thefe Nati- 
ons 5 they knew only the Sea-coaft, which they called Palefiine j and becaufe they were not 
acquainted with the inland Part of the Country before the Conqueft of Alexander the Great ■ 
they named the whole Palejiina j which Name was continued by the Rjomans^ and for feve* 
ral Ages of the Chriftian Church. 

§ 16. I go now to the Plantations of the Sons of Shem, This Patriarch had Bv^ Sons 
who in Genefis (^) are named Elam^ Afhur, Arphaxad, Lud and Aram. OfElam came the 
Elamites or Perfians 5 of whom we have frequent mention in Scripture, as, Chedorlaomer king 
of Elam iq) 5 Go up, O Elam : bejtege, O Media if) 5 AU the kings of Elam^ and all the 
kings of the Medes (/) j ^be bow of Elam CO 5 PartbianSy Medes and Elamites («). Hence 
alfo the City Elymais^ where was a rich Heathen Temple, which when Antiocbus the Great 
endeavoured to rob of its Treafure, he was killed by the People of the adjacent Country ga- 
thered to prevent that Defign j as fhall be obferved in its proper Place. Of Afl;ur came the 
Ajfyria72Sy who are well known. 'Tis fuppofed that Arpbaxad fettled in the Southern Part 
€>f Mefopotamiay near the Plains or Valley of Shinar j for it is likely, that aftet the Flood 
Noah returned and fixed in thofe Pafcs, as well knowing the Goodneis of the Soil, and the ' 
Pleafantnefs of the Country 5 which is confirmed by a Town there named Zama^ from Zam 
or Shem : And upon the Confufion of Tongues, and Difperfion of Mankind, the primitive 
Hebrew remaining in the Family of Arpbaxad^ they, with their Grand-fires, continued in thofe 
Parts ; To which may be added, that a Tradl on the Eaft Side of that Country was called 
ArrapathitiSy which hath a near Refemblance to the Name of Arpbaxad. Of Lud came the 
Lydiansy near the River Meander : The Name Lnd points out the Turnings and Windings 
which are very many in that River, as well as in the Nile in upper Egypt. '

It is thought 
that SaJa^ the Son of Arpbaxad irihihited Sujzapm ^ he'c&ufe PMafsy (e^ ikys that the Elymcs^ 
ans dwell .in the maritime Pai-ts of Sufiam. We need. not much enquire where his Pofterity 
Heber^ Kku^ Sairncb^ Nabor^ and ^erah the Father of Abraham lived : For they being of the 
l^oly Seed, in whorh the Church was preferved, and ambng whoria the Hf^r^^u- Tongue was 
kept up, whofe Genealogy and Times are carefully recorded in the eleventh Chapter of <?^- 
nefis^ probably dwelt for moft part in the fame Country with fJo^h and Sbem after the Flood, . 
till AbHm was called into thfe Land of Canaan j of which we fhall.hear afterwards. There i«. 
a Paflag^ in Judith X^f')_ which gives fome Light concerning the Habitation ofKeu ox.Kegii^

This was the Fa- 
mily of Ahram^ that famoUs Manj an Example of Piety 5 upon whole Life tiie iacred Hifto- 
ry hath dwelt longer, as may be further obferved in the next Period, thafi upon all the other 
Events in the Ages preceding his Birth. ' ^erah^ the Father 6f this Patriarch, dwelt in Ur^ 
a City of Babylon ovCbaldea (F), From thence he went into Haran^ the fame Place perhaps 
that was afterwards called CaTra^^ \vhere Crajfns.the Komm General received a great Overthrow. 
Thefe ^erab^ tb'e fatber of Abraham^ and t be father of Nabor^ ferved ot bet gods (t). Prom 
thence Abram was called, to go into a Country God would Ihew him C^. Stephen the Proto- 
martyr fpeaks of this in a very lofty Manner : The God of glory appeared unto our fatber Abrdbam^ 
and f aid tmto him^ Get thee out of thy country ^ and from tby kindred^ a7zd come into the land 
mjhith I Jhall Jlsew thee, ^ken came be out of tbe land of the Chaldeans^ a72d dwelt in Cbar^ 
ran : and from thence^ when his father was dead^ be removed into this land wherein ye 720W 
disotll CO. "fhefe Beginnings of the Hebrew Nation were ^ery fraall, yet they were iignaily 
bleifed. God, by the Prophet Jfaiah^ thus fpeaks of them : iVhb raifed up the righteous man 
from the eaft^ called him to bis foot ^ gave tbe nations before him^ . and made bim rule over kings ? 
Look tmto Abraham your father^ — for J cdUed him aloHe^ and blejfed him^ and inbreafed bim 
(/). Abram^s Obedience to the divine Call, was a Cgnal Evidence 6f his Faith : By faith 
Ahraham^ when he was called to go out into a place which he Jhoiild after receive for an inherit 
tance^ obeyed-^ and he went out not knowing whither he went (g). It was no eafy Matter, 
to go out from his own Cpuntry, from his Kindred, and from his Father's Houfe ; a Cotage 
at home feems fweeter than a Palace in a fti'ange Lahd ; Yet Abram's Faith overcame all thefe 
Difficulties; He had the trbmife of the divine Bleffihg and Protedlion : Me hoped that God. 
would afterwards give his Seed that Land for an Inheritance j and by faith be fojonrned in the 
land of promifej as in a Jirange country 5 looking for a city^ which hath foundations^ whofe build-: 
tsr and maker is God^ 

6 18. Having taken a View of the moft remarkable Events in facred HiflOry difring 
this Period^ I proceed to cdniider the Chronology, from the Flood, to the Promife made to 
Abrain^ Gen. xv. 13. which, according to the Hebrew Account, ftahds thus : Shem begat Ar-- 
pbaxad two Years after the Flood 5 Arphaxad^ when aged 35, h^d Salab ; Salah^ when aged 
3b, hi\d Helper ^ Heher^ when aged 34, had Peleg ^ Peleg, when aged 30, had Ren - Keu^ 
when aged 32, hsid »Seri4g i Serugy when aged 30, had Nabor Nabor^ when aged 29,^ had 
^erab j ^erab, when aged 70, h^^d Abram. All which are evident froiti Gen. xi. lo, ■ z6, 
Abra^n^ in the 75th Year of his Age, departed, on the Call of God, from Haran into the 
I-and of Canaan Qf). From his coming into the Land of Canaan unto the Promife made to, 
him Gen. xv. 13. we reckon three Years. All which Particulars being put together, ^ake 
three hundred and feventy Years. As to the laft of thefe, we find iSarai took Agar her JSlaid,- 
and gave her to her Husband tof be hisWife^ after he had dwelt fienVears in th^.tvand. 

t)i Canaan (/>• But we need not, with the learned D^i-zi^W P^m/^ (k\ fix down thefe ten Years 
td the Time before the Promife : For it appears from the infpired Hiftorian^ that the Pfo- 
mife Gen. xv. 13. v/as madefoon z£tev Abrdm came into the 'Land q£ Canaan ^ to comfort him 
with the Hope of a numerous llTue when Sarai his, Wife bare him no Children ^ and the reft 
of thefe ten Years come in under the next Period. . 

SbemlU 
ved 160 Years before he begat Arpbaxdd^ two Years after the Flood, and 500 Years ,after, 
that^ in all 600,' and died in the Year of the World 2188 ^ Arphaxad lived 438 Years,^ and 
died in the Year 6f the World ^096 ^ *S^alab lived 43 3 Tears, and. died in the Year of thq 
World ^126 5 Heber lived 464- Years, and died in the Year of the World 2157 5 Peleg lived 
Years, afid died in the Year of the World 19965 Retc lived 239 Years, and died in 
the Year of the World 26265 '^^rug lived 230 Years,, and died in the Year of the Worlct 
; Nahor lived 148 Years, and died m the Year of the World 1997 5 S'erah lived aoj*

The Greek Verfion ,of the SeptUagint makes the. Yea^s of this Period rife to a far greater 
Slumber : For there we find that Arphaxad begat Cainah when aged 135 Ye&rs 5 . Cainan bs^. 
gat Salah when aged 1305 Salab had Heber when aged 130 ; Heber had Phaleg when aged; 
134; Phaleg had when aged 1305 Reu hsid Serug when aged 132 ^ Serug hsid Nahor 
when aged 1305 Nahor had Serah when aged 179 ; ^erab had Abra7n when aged 70 : Thefe,- 
with two Years ofiShem before the Birth of Arphaxad^ make from the Flood to the Birth of 

Abram 
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Period II. The Chronology of this Period, d. 





Jlbram one thoufand one hundred and feventy two Years, according to the Vatican Copy cf the 
Septuaginty by inferting Cainan between Arphaxad and Salahy and by adding a hundred Yeai*s 
to the Lives of moil ofthe Patriarchs more than is in the Hebrew Tei;c when they begat Chil- 
dren. C>ther Copies of the Septuagint differ in a few Years, as may be feen cblleifled by the 
iea.vned Spbanheim 5 and yet fome Men of good LcAniing, as Jfaa'c Voffms^ (Valtony Mo-^ 
riniis and others, do totitend for this Calculation. 

But there is no Caufe to depart frbm the Chronology of the iJehrew Bible. The four firft 
keafons I have advanced for the Calculation of the Hebrew under the formei* Period (i')J 
hold for the fame under this : To which 1 now add^ that there is no Ground to depart from 
the original Text, unlefs it were corrupted i but nd fuch Corruption can be pretended be- 
Ibre Chrift's Days^ lince neither our Saviour himfdf, nor his Apoftles, did warn the Church 
bf it • but oh the contrary he commands all People to fearch into it CO 5 and the Apbftles 
fcommend thefe who did fo C^). Nor Could the Text be corrupted fince our Saviour'^s Diys : 
The many Copies difperfed atnong Chiftians and bthei-s 5 the great Care ofthe, Chrifiian arid 
J'ewifh Churchj and the fpecial Providence of God doth prevent any Hazard that way : Yea 
the very Texts which our Lord ahd his Apoftles quote oat of Mofes and the Prophets^' and 
which ferve to ptoye him to be the true Meffiah, do remain to this Day no way vitiated. 
There is another Argument infifted dfi by the leafiied Dr. Ctmberland Blfhop of Peterbo-_ 
rough 5 that thefe who Contend for the Numbers of the Septuagint rriuft either rejccTy as fome. 
do^ the concurrent 9'efiimony of the Heathen Greeks^ and the Chrijiian Fathers concerning^ 
the mtient Kingdoms of Affyria and Egypt j or^. mufi remove aU ihefe Monarchies fiihher 
from the Flood^ than they can reafonahly believe Him or his Grandchild can reach to. tlerk 
alfo Varro'j iTefiimony mtft ha^e isj'eighf^ that there were about 1 600 Tears between thefitfl Flood 
and the Olympiads ; 'shich. Number is exceeded feyen or eig^t hundred Tears by the Septuagint' j 
jdccmnt, Jtnd thi 's^ fays he, hefiies other Conjideratiohs^ inclines me to the Hebreiw Numbers 
■ofthe Patriarchs generating^ father -than to thijSevehty's'^ hecaufe by the Numbers of the Se^ 
veuty^ there mufi, he about nine hufidfed Tears betwe'en the Flood, and the firfi Tear o/NiriQs j

The learned Primate, £^:'^>' C»)i hath giveh a cpnfiderable 3SrumJ)er of Differences 
in the very Years ofthe Age of this Cainan 5 and through the whole Septuagint there are 
many things added, many things left but, and paffed by. Jefom, in his Commentaries up-

gint to this Day, whibh begin with the fifth Vel-fe of that Chapter/ difcourles thus : " 1 can- 
*^ not underftand why the Septuagint have omitted thefe Words, as they hdve . done alfo 
with thefe of Jfazah^ ii. iiz. Ceaje ye frGm man whofe hreath is in bis nofirils : for 'wherein 
is he. to he accounted of ? unlefs it be to cover the Silis of theii* own. People. But there 
are fo many Errors of this kind in that Veriion^ thdt if I would recount them all, I fhould 
" be obliged to write ftot only one, but many Books." Ahd Primate UJJoer (jC) remarks, 
that there are fo many Errors in the Septuagint Copy of Efther^ that it was long before that 
Book was received by the Chriftian Church. The like may be found in their Tranllation 
of yob. Nor, iays Bochart^ need we Jeek Examples at a difiance^ fince this very Genealogy^ 
accordi72g to the Septuagint j is all full of Anacbironifms^ vafily different both from the JHebrew,* 
and the vulgar Verfion (^). . . - ■ 

As to, the Evangelift Luke^s inferting Caijgan in our Lord's Genealogy ; St. Luke writing 
among the Hellenift "Jews and Gentiles, who underftood almoft only the Greek i.anguage, 
was obliged to make ufe of that Tranflation which they had among their Hands, which he 
took as he found it, without any Gbfervation or Remafk. And the Evangeiifl doth not o-^ 
blige the wary Reader to conclude, that this Cainafi was really the Son of Arpbaxad ^ buc 
propounding to himlelf to fet down our Saviour's Anceftors, were they really fo, or com- 
monly fo reputed J he begins, fpeaking of Jefus Qc')^ being Qas was fuppo/ed^ ho^t^&ro^ 
the fin ofyofeph^ of Heli^ &c. Nor are we obliged, from this Cainan^s being inferted in the 
Genealogy, to infer that he was the Son of Arphaxad^ more than from the Apoftle's tel- 
lings that Melchifedec king of Salem was .without father^ without mother^ without defcent^. 
having neither beginning of dap^ mr tnd of life (i), \fre af^ to conclude that he had no 
Parents 5 was neither born, nor died : Or from the fame Evangelift C^) calling jofepb our 
Lord's Father,- we are to conclude that he was begotten of him. All that St. Luke aflerts is,^ 
that our Lord was fuppofed to have defcended of this ^ he leatne'd Monfieur 5*?- 

hh'art (/), and his Follo^A^ers, have another way of untying this Knot 5 namely, that the' 
Name of this Cainan had crept into the fadred Text by Sift Errot of the Tranfcribers. In- 
deed they have fome probable Grounds for this j for the antlcnt Manufcript that B€%a Hied," 
and was gifted to the publick Library at Cambridge^ wants this Cainan ; Nor is he to be found 
in foihe other Manufcrlpts of the New Tefiamnt which Bifhop UJher (g) quotes. Nor is 

there any mention of hlra by Philo^ nor by yofepbus (Jr). ^eophilus BiftiOp of Antioch^ a 
learned Author in the fecond Century, who follows the Septuagint Verfion, fays exprefly,- 
Ap?a'^a<^ ST£Ki'<yVe SrtAat 5 Arphascad begat Salab (0 5 without any mention of Cai7ian^ though' 
by fome Miftake he is inferted in the liiOtiu Verlion of that Book. IrenanS (A), in the fame 
Age,' owns," that in Luke's Genealogy from Adam to Chrift, there are feventy two Genera-^ 
tions 5 but if Cainan be inferted, there will be feventy three. yuUus Africajius in his 
Greek Chronicoh tfanfcribed by Eufebius^ hath once ahd again, Shem h^gat Arpbaxad^ and, 
Arphaxad being 1^$ Tedr^ o'ld^ begat Salah. Epiphanius- (jn'^ reckons from Adain to yacoh^ 
twenty two Generations i but if Cainan he inferted, there will be twenty three. And the 
fame Author Qn') elfewhere fays,' that Arpb^xad being 13^ Yeaif-s old^ begat Salah. To; 
which 1 may add Origen (<?}, who affirfns, that from Adam to Noah there are ten Generati- 
ons, and other ten from Noah to Abraham j though if Caindn be inferted in the latter, tlji^rel 
will be eleven. After all, Bocbart thinks. It probable, that the Tranfcribers of Luke's GoC-' 
pel, finding Cainan^ the Son of Ems^ in the thirty* feVenth' Verfe of the third Chapter, by^ 
fome Miftake or other put him in alfo in Vef-fe thirty fixth X And this having been fo con-' 
tinucd in the following Copies, hath occafioned this Cbntrbverly. , 

There is another Queftion debated among the Orthodox upon this Period, vi%. Whit was 
the Year of Abraham^s Birth ? One Opinion is, that Abram was born in the Year 6^ his 
Father ^erdh 1365 and the main Support thereof is, that Stephen^ the Proto-martyr, allured 
us, that Abram removed from Haran wh^n his father was dead^ into the Land of Canaan^ 
wherein the Jezvs then dwelt. Now ^erah lived 205 Years (^), and Abram departed outi 
€>{ Haran^. when 75 Years Old C^)i and if 7j? be taken from kdsi there remains 130 as the 
Year of Abram^s Birth. This Calculation is toaintained by Cdl^i7t^ UJlaer^ Parens^ Ri'Vet^ 
Ainfworthy Capel^ Heidegger^ and many other learned and found Divines. The other Opi- 
nion is, that Abram was born in the ^c^th Year of Serab^ according to the twenty lixth 
Verfe of the eleventh Chapter oiGenefis, And this is liipported by the Greek zhd Latin Fa- 
thers, by all the Jewsy by Lutber^ by Jofeph Scaliger^ Petdvius^ and at great Length by our 

Country- 
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Countryman Mr. Baillie (a^ 5 to whofe Sentiments 1 accede, /or thefe Reafons : Whereof 
the firll is taken ft-om ,the plain. Words of iWb/^j, Gen, xi. 26. ^erab IHed feventy yearSy^ 
atid b^gat Ahrami^ Nahor^ and Haran, Thefe three Sons were not all born in the ^oth 
Year of theit* Father's Age 5 but then he began to beget Sons, of whom Ahram was the firll-^ 
born 5 as appears both by V.erfes 26. and 27. If it be excepted. That the Scripture fometimea 
names, for the fake of their Dignity,, the. younger before the elder, as in the Order of iVo» 
^^'sSons, Shem^_ Hammd Japhetb-^ I anfwer, as hath been before obferved, That MoJ'es ex- 
prefly calls Japbet'b the elder {h\ and Ham the younger Son CO - But it is n6 where faid 
in Scripture, that Ahrmn was the younger Son oiSterah j and therefore there is no Ground to 
invert the Order in which Mofes hath placed him. If it be further excepted. That Sarai^ 
sdbratifs Wife, was the fame with Ifcah the Daughter of Haran his Brother C*^) 5 ^*nd Sa^^ 
rat was only ten Years younger than Ahram himfelf (e) ^ confequently Haran rnuft be elder 
than Abram^ otherwife he coUld not have had a JDaughter only ten Years younger : 1 an^ 
fwer. That this is all built on a falfe and precarious Siippoiition 5 for it is plain that Sarai was 
the Daughter of 2^^r^^ : And indeed flse is my fifter • p^e is the daughter of my father^ but not 
the daughter of my mother : andjioe became my wife (/), Such Marriages were then pra^ti- 
fed, before the Law C^) was enadted. A fecond Reafon for this Allertion is, Ahram liad 
not been born in the 70th Year of his VQX)x<^t ^eruh^ according to Mofes^s WordSj the Year 
of this eminent Patriarch's Birth^ who is the Father of the Faithful, and in whom the fecond 
and third Period of the World is conned^ed, will be left uncertain 5 the facred Chronology 
will be interrupted in his Perfon^ yea vitiated by an Addition of fixty Years, without any lb- 
lid Ground. Thirdly^ The Year of the Nativity ol ail the reft of the Patriarchs in whom the 
Church was continued, and of whom Chrift came, is delivered by Mofes in very plain Words^ 
without any neceffity to fearch it out by far fetched Confequences 5 why then ftiould Abram^ 
with whom God eftablifhed his Covenant, and promifed that our Saviour fliould come of 
his Seed, be deprived of this Prerogative ? The Church is no way fo much concerned in 
the Birth-year of Nahor or Haran^ as in that of this Patriarch ; why then ftiould their Nati- 
vity be fo plain from Gen. xi. 261 and Abram^s left at an Uncertainty, till Stephen uttered his 
Speech, 2000 Years after Ahram was born ? iSTor is the Difficulty from the Words of the 
Proto-iuartyr C^) fo great, as to oblige us to invert the Order dix.\i^Mofaic Ghronoiogy, or 
to conclude that Ahram was born in the 130th Year of his Father Iterab, For If we fup- 
pofe that Abraham^ when 75 Years old, according to Gen, xii. 4. C^^is Father being then 145 
Years) did go from Haran to the Land of Canaan 5 and that his Father living 60 Years longer, 
Ahram returned fometimes to vilit his Parent j but at laft, when his Father was dead, he 
went into Canaan^ flayed there, and never returned more to Uaraf^^^ «or to iM^y Part of Me-n 
fopotamia : If this be granted, as is no way uhreafonable, then the Difficulty is removed 5 
^he Birth-year of Abram fixed by Mofes fiands firm, and the Mofdic Chronology, with thes 
jPrpto-martyr's Speech, fweetly agree. 

§ 19. I proceed to confider what Remains we have of the Hiflory t>f the World (during 
this Period. Porphyrins (f) tells us, that when Alexander the Great took Babylon^ Califtthe-^ 
ves the Philofopher fcnt^to Ariftotle the aftronomical Obfervations made in the Heavens by 
ihQ Chaldeans for 1903 Years. Now, if we fuppofe Babylon taken by Alexander in the Year 
of the World 5 622 j by taking 1903 out of that Sum, we fall into the Year of the World' 
1719, laxty three Years after the Flood. About which Time *tis fuppofed BabylQn was found-* 
ded by Nimrod^ the Grandchild of Ham* Hence that Country is called the land of NimroA 
C^)^ and a7i ancie^it nation CO' , 

The Kingdom of Egypt did commence during this Period- Conjlantinus ManaJ/es Qm") rec- 
kons 1663 Years from the founding thereof to the reducing it under the Power of Cambyfes 
the Berfiojz, o\v ^ Cambyfes f^hdn^d Bgypi. in the Year of the World 3426 5 and by reckon- 
ing back 1663, we fail into the Year of the World 1763 ; which is 107 Years after the Flood r 

^t which Time iWV2;r<2Z7» the Son of Ham (nzm^d hy Eiratoflhenes Menes'^ was .thefirlt 

King 'of Egypt, From him the whole .Kingdom of Egypt is called the land of Mizrazjn 5 and 
from his Father, the la^zd rfMam^ as hath been before C*^) obferved. Hence the Pharaohs^ 
who were afterwards Sovereigns there, are defigned the fons of ajtcient kings And Era^ 

Tcjihenes^s Table of the Egyptian Kings doth not contradift. the facred Scripture Chronology (^). 

Some Authors alifo place the Beginning of the Kingdom of Sicyon in Greece abbut this 
*rime : For the. learned Scaiiger and Primate Ufier moke JEgialetis to have governed there 
in the Year of the Jnlian Period 2625, which is in the Year of the World j862. But I 
ihall have occafion afterwards to difcourfe of the uncertain Chronology of thefe Grebiaii King- 
doms, in a Digrefiion concerning the Affairs and Learning of Greece, 
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The Hiftory of the World in this "Period. Chap. 1. 

The Affair of the greateft Moment in the Hiftory of the World during this Period j is, the 
jff/^rwi Kingdom J v/hich was founded hy Ntmrod, the Great-grandchild of Noab.^ The 
moft certain Hiftory of the Rife thereof we have in Genefis, x. 83 ■ iss. CuJ/j h'egai -KHm^ 
rod : he began to %e a mighty offe in the earth. He was a mighty _ hunter hefore the Lord : 
'Wherefore it is faid^ Evm as Nimrod the mighty hunter hefore the Lord, And the beginning 
af his kingdom was Babel^ and -Erech^ and Accady and Calneh^ in the land of Shinar, Out of 
that land went forth AJbur^ and hnilded Nineveh^ and the city Kehobotb^ and Calab^ and Re^. 
fen hetwen Nineveh and Calah : the fame is a great city, 1 before (ji) referved to fpcak of 
this Text, and therefore lhall now offer feme brief Remarks upon it. Nimrod^ as we find 
in the facred Hiftorian, was well skiliM in Hunting j fo as it became a Proverb^ Even as 
Nimrod the mighty hunter, * Wild Beafts by this time became numerous, and troublefome 
to the Parts adjoining to the Nation of Oijh ; the Deferts of Arabia being convenient for 
their Harbour. Hereupon he having got together a Body of ftout young Men of his own 
Kindred, by degrees he became a great Mafter of the Art of deftroying Beafts of Prey, by 
which he not only got himfelfinto the Favour of the adjoining Countries, but alfo inured him- 
felf and his Companions to Fatigue andHardJhip, and to manage dextroufly oftbnfive Weapons: 
Being thus trained up in the Art of War, he invaded the neighbouring Parts of the Nation of 
iSheni^ which fell to the Lot of the Family of Arpbaxad ; and fo became Mafter of the 
fruitful Vale of the Land of Shinar. There he pitched upon the Place, where the City and 
Tower bf Babel had been begun, to build the Capital of his Kingdom. Here Babylon became 
an procefs of Time a very great City, though probably not till the Babylonifh Empire was rai- 
fed to its Grandeur. Then it ftood on each Side of the Euphrates^ with Streets running from 
North to South parallel with the River, and others croffing thefe from Eaft to Weft. The 
Cbmpafs of the Walls was 365 Furlongs Q>\ that is about 45 Miles : The Height of themi 
was Jr6 Cubits, alid the Breadth fo great as Carts or Coaches might pals one another on the 
Top without Danger. Over the Euphrates there was a fumptuous Bridge, and at each End 
thereof a magnificent Palace. It was famous for its penfile Gardens^ fo named becaufe at a 
diftancS they feemM to hang in the Air, being born up with fquare Pillars at a confiderable 
Height from the Ground ^ and there are faid to have grown Trees eight Cubits thick in the 
Bodys and fifty Foot high. In this City there was alfo a magnificent Temple, dedicated to 
Bslns or fitpiiery and in the middle thereof a Tower, which fome fuppofe to have been Part 
bf that begun before the Confufion of Tongues. The City was firft built by Niwrod, after- 
wards enlarged by SemiramiSy and finally encreafed in Bulk and Beauty by r^ehttchadne%%ar j 
who In his Prijde afcribed to hitnfelf the whole Glory thereof, faying^ Is not this great Baby^ 
Ion that J have built ? But of the different Fates and Revolutions of this great City, and 
alfo of its Defolation and Ruin, we may hear more afterwards in the Progrefs of this Hiftory. 

Erech is the fame that oc<:urs in Ptolemy under the Name of Aricca^ and is placed by him 
in the moft Southern Turning of the Tigris and Euphrates, Accad is by the Seventy Inter- 
preters writ Afx^^> Archad : And fome Footfteps of the Name are thought to be preferved 
m the River ArgadeSy mentioned by Ctefias as near Sittace^ at fome diftance from the River 
Tigris J giving Name formerly to Sittacene^ a Country lying between Babylon and Sufa. Cal^ 
neb in the Land oi Shinar ^ feems to be the fame w-hich is called Calno (J,\ Canneh (^), and 
Calneh (/). "^Tis faid by the Chaldee Paraphrafe, and alfo by Eufebiiis^ to be the fame with 
Ctefiphon upon the iigris^ about three Miles from Seleacidy and for fome time the Capital of 
the Parthians, Nimrod'a Kingdom at firft feems to have extended no further than thefe Ci- 
ties in the Land of Shinar ^ but in Gene/is^ x. 11, 12. Out of that land went forth AJhur^ a^zd 
huilded Ninev^b^ and the city Kebobotb^ and Calah^ and Refen between Nineveh and Qalab : 
the fame is a great city. There is a marginal Reading of the iith Verfe, He went forth ifito 
Affyria^ which is approved by the learned Bochart C^), Heidegger Dr. IVells (f) and 
others. And indeed it clears the Senfe : For thus the Connexion is evident 5 The Begin- 
ning of the Kingdom of Nimrod was Babely and Erech, and Accad^ and Calneh 5 but after- 
" v/ards he extended his Kingdom further, and out of the Land of *5!&/ffi!?r he^ that is, Nimrod 
*^ made an InvaCon into Affyria^ and built Nineveh^ with the other Cities before named.^' 
For it would be incongruous to mention Aflsnr the Son of Shem, in the Genealogy of the Sons 
of Ha^nj and to give Account of his A£lions before he had mentioned his Birth in the nzd 
Verfe. As for Nineveh ; it is generally named by the Greek and Koman Writers, Ninus ; 
and the Word Nin-ave fignifies in the Hebrew, the Dwelling of Ninus j who was the Son of 
Nimrod, As to the Situation of this once famous City, it can hardly now be difcovered ^ which 
feems to be the Meaning of Nahum i. 8, With an overrunning flood he will make an utter end 
of the place thereof ; and iii, 7. Nineveh is laid wafre, who will bemone her ? Only 'tis pro- 
bable that it once flouriflied on the Eaft Side of the River S^gris, not far from the River Ly-^

«r/^j. . As to the Greatnefs Nineveh : the Prophet Jonah calls it an exceeding great City (^?), 
^traho (¥) fays the City Ninus^ lituated in the Plains of AUiria^ was greater than Babylon'^ 
but was foon deftroyed after the Ruin of the Syrians. Diodorus Siculns (c') gives a more par- 
ticular Account thereof: That it was 150 Furlongs [that is, near ninteen Miles] in Lengthy 
90 Furlongs [that is, fomewhat above eleven Miles] in Breadth, and 480 Furlongs [that is^- 
about lixty Miles] in Cotnpals 5 the Walls were loo Foot high, and fo broad that three Carts 
xtiight go a-breaft on the Top of them 5 and along thefe Walls were 1500 Turrets each of 
them 200 Foot high. This Defcription of it agrees with that of the Prophet Joizah (J.^)^ that 
it W^s d7z 'exceeding great city^ of three days journey for twenty Miles was reckoned as mucti 
as a Mah could well go in a Day in thefe antient Times : And it may well be fuppoled that in 
it there were more than fix fcore thoufand persons that could not difcerii between their right hand 
and their left Qi). For if this be taken of Infants under two Years old, thefe generally make 

in Numbers the fifth Part of a City 5 and thus the whole Inhabitants of that Place would b6 
ho more than lix hundred thoufand Souls : And the City o£ London hath many more at this 

Day. To this Greatnefs Nineveh had increafed in the Days of the Prophet Jonah^ about thir- 
teen hundred Years after this ^ and yet it might be but a little Place when Nimrod firft found** 
cd it. 

The other Cities founded by Nimrod having fuffered the fame Fate with Nineveh^ little Cer- 
tainty can now be had about them. We have a City named Kehobotb in Genefis xxxvi. 37* 
where Saul an Idumaan King was born : But that was at too great Diftance from Ajfyria. 
Bochart (/) then conjediures, that the Keboboth in Genefis x. 11. was the fame which P/o« 
Te7?iy calls Birthay to the Weft of the River Tigris, Calah feems to be the chief City of O?- 
lacency mentioned Straho Qg^ : And perhaps the fame with H^z/i^^ in which the King of-^y^ 
fyria placed fotne of the ten Tribes whom he carried into Captivity C^). As to Refen between 
Nineveh and Calahy a great City i Bochart (/) can find none in antient Authors fo like it as La^ 
^ity defcribed by Xemphon J whb tells. That the Greeks^ in their Return after the Death ot 
Cyrus the younger, 'whe72 they came to the River Tigris, fouf^d a great defolate City named La- 
riHa, where i 72 former Times the Medes dwelt. It had a Wall twenty five foot in Breadth^ one 
hundred in Height^ and two Parafangs in Compafs^ built of Bricky upon a Foundation of Stone 
twenty Foot high, S'he King of Perfia, when he ruined the Kingdom of the Medes, was mt 
able to fei%e this City ^ hut the Sun being fuddenly eclipfedy the Inhabitants became fo difcoura-^ 
ged that the ^own was taken C-^). There being then no City in thofe Parts bearing a Greek 
Name, *tis likely the Greeks asking of what City thefe were the Ruins, the Affyrians might 
anfwerj le Refen^ that is^ of Refen ^ and hence Xenophon exprefled it by Larifia, To con- 
clude this Point: Thefe Cities being founded hy Nimrody do declare him to have been at 
great Prince. And this is the beft Foundation for the Affyrian Kingdom that I know. 

But the Hiflory of the Affyrian Empire which we have in Diodorus Siculns (/), and 
fiin Q?i)y is very uncertain, if not fabulous. The Sum of the Story is : Jn this Book (fays 
Diodorus') we fioall defcribe Affairs in Alia in antient StimeSy beginning with the Kingdom of 
the AlTyrians. Of their primitive KingSy called Indigenae, neither are their A6fs famous y not 
doth any Memory of them remain, ^he firfi who extended that Empire was Ninus, who being 
a warlike Prince y and defiring.to do great ^hjngSy gathered the fiouteft Men in the Country y 
and having trained them to the ufe of Arms y he entred into an Alliance with Ariseus King of 

Arabia 5 by whofe Afilfiame he fubdued the Babylonians, and impofed a Tribute upon thewy af^ 
ter he had taken their King captivcy and killed him with his Children, Then having entred 
Armenia with a great Armyy and defiroyed feveral CitieSy he fo terrified the refty that King 
Barzanes fuhmitted to him, Thus Ninus having become very powerfttly fubdued Pharnus King 
of Media in Batthy and crucified him with bis Wife and feven Children. Thereafter in the 
Space of fevemeen Tears he overcame aU Aiia, esQcept India and BaiHiria 5 but 720 Author de->^ 
Clares the Particulars of his Vi^ories. . Of the maritime Provinces he fubduedy according to 
Ctefias, whom we follow (fays Diodorus') Egypt> Phoenicia; the Lower Syria^ Cilicia, Paraphi- 
lia, Lycia, 5 and befides thefey Caria, Phrygia, Lydia, Mylia, Troas, Phrygia at the Helle- 
fpont, with Propontis, Bythinia, Cappadocia, and all the barbarous Nations even to Tanais 5 
and alfo Perfia, Sufiana, and Cafpiana, with many other Nations on which we do not ft ay. But 
the War againffi the Baftrians being more diffictilt^ he delayed it to another Occafion j returning 
from this Expedition he built a City, which be catted by bis own NamSy Ninus, (above de- 
fcribed) at the River Euphrates. Then being taken with the Beauty and Virtue of a Woman 
at Afcaion, of uncertain Birth (which Diodorus difcourfes of at great Length, though at the 
fame Time he owns his Narration fabulous) Semiramis by Name ; he took her to Wifey and 
governed all Things by her Inclination with good Succefs ; for having gathered together an Ar^ 

my of f event een hundred thoufand Footy two hundred and ten thoufand Horfcy and fix htindrei 
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fhoufand arvted Chariots j (Numbers incredible in thofe Days I ) with ttefe NinUs advanced 
ttgainft Oxyartes King o/Badtria, who viet him witb an Army of four hundred thoufaHd Men. 
But ? /-'^ Baftrians heing defeated^ and the City Baftfa takefi by thi? DilreSfion and Vaionr of Semi- 
ramis^ Jhe was thereon adva7tced to he ^leen^ and her former HUshahd hanged himfelf Ninus 
having fettled his Affairs in Badlria, his %ieeu Sethiramis brought him forth a Son^ namH Ni- 
nias^ and the Kijtg dyi7tgy left to her the Adminifiration of the Kingdom: Seitiiramis, to ren^ 
der herfelffamoHSy erected a great fepulcbral Monument to her d0cedfed Hiisband^ and built thd 
City Babylon (before defcribed) i<i^ith other remarkahlie Place^ and then brought Egypt, E- 
thiopia m2d Libyan, all the way to the temple of Jupiter Hammond tmdef her Fower^ and r*?- 
ttiTiied to Afia. IVhere hearing that Stabrobates, or Staurobates^ King of Itidia, governed a 
¥icb Country^ Jhe refoPoed to take it from him, So this end Jhe prepared a great Army and 
Fleets hut being told of the mighty Elephants in India, to have fomething like them^ Jloe caufed 
three hundred thonfand Hides of Oxen to he dr^ffed^ and thefe Jiuffed with Straw^ under which 
there was a Camel to hear the Machine^ and a Man to guide it^ whereby JJje made a Kefemhlance 
cftbeje Creatures at a diftance. Her Army (^x) conjifted of three Millions of Foot ^ one Million of 
Horfe 5 of Chariots one hundred thoufand ^ of thofe who fought on the Backs of Camels^ as ma^ 
ny 5 of Camels for the Baggage^ t'wo hu7zdred thoufand j and of Gallies with braxejz Heads^ 
to tranfport bet Army over the River Indus, t^vo thotifand. ^Tis incredible, that either 
her Country could afford fuch Numbers, or that to which Ihe was to march could fupply 
them with NecefTarieS. Notwithftanding all this vaft Preparation^ fine returned without Suc- 
ecfs. Strabo Q') fays, that fiie fled out of Jndia^ only with twenty Men attending her. yzi-* 
ftin (r) gives her the Ghrtra6ler of a lewd Woman, who feeking to draw her Son into her 
Embraces^ was killed by him, after flie had reigned, from the Death of Ninns^ forty two 
Years. Her Son Ninias and his Succeflbrs, to the Number of thirty, led an effeminate Life 
among Whores. Neither have we any thing more about them than their bare Names in Eufe-i 
hiHs^sChromcon^ and thofe who have borrowed from him : Yet the Kingdom is faid, hyDiodO"' 
vHsSiculus (^d\ to have continued in their Race 1360, zndhyyufiin^ 1300 Years 5 till in the 

Reign of Sardanapalus^ Nineveh was deftroyed by Arbaces^ and their Empire transferred to" 

the Medps, - 

I'his is the Sum of what we have on Retord by Heathen Authors concerning the Affyriati 
Empire 5 which Diodorns delivers more fully, and after him Jufiin and Velleins Paterculus (/) 
more briefly, and many modern Authors after them. Upon the whole, allow me to ofler a: 

few Remarks, with which 1 coticlade this Period. This whole Narrative concerning Ninus^ 
Semiramis^ and their Succeflbrs, is uncertain, if not fabulous 5 and that for thefe Reafbns : 
Firftj th€j whole is founded upon the Authority of Ctefias the Oiidian^ Phyfician to Artaxer~ 
sees Mnemon^ who wtote a Perjtafz Hiftory in twenty three Books 5 of which only now a few 
Fragments preferved by Photius remain. But valuable Authors;; who hkd feen Ctejtas intire, 
give hira a bad Charadler , for Plutarch (/) calls him a fabulous Vain Man, and a great Li- 
ar. A. Gellius reckons him among the fabulous Writers 5 and Arifiotle Qf) fays, he is 
an Author who deferves no Credit. And if we judge either by the incredible Things in this 
Story, or by the Fragments of Gtejtas concerning Mian and Perfian Aifiiirs that remain, thefe 
great Men have not given him this Chara(fler without Ground. Secondly, 'Tis falfe that the 
AJfyrian Kings governed all Afia^ from the Hellefpont to India^ and ilretched their Conquefts 
over Egypt and Lybia : For how could this be, when fix hundred thoufand armed Ifraelites 
flayed forty Years in the Wildernefs of Arabia^ without ever being noticed by thefe Pritices ? 
And the fame People, under the Command of fojbua^ invaded the Land of Canaan^ threw 
t)ut and deftroyed the native Inhabitants of that Country, which was a Part of the Territory 
of thefe fuppoied AJfyrian Kings, who never lb much ds queftioned them for difturblng and 
opprefling their Subjects. Ther^ is not the leaft mention of any of the Judges or Governors 
of Ifracl I nor of Saul^ David, not Solomon paying Tdll, Tribute or Cuftom to thefe Affyri^ 
€ins. Yea the Ifraelites, during all^that Time, were an independent State (i). David had 
110 King nor Lord, but only his Redeemer over- hifcn (JC). Of Solomon it is exprefly faid^ 
That be reigned over all kingdoms^ from the river unto the land of the Philiftines, and mta 
the border of Egypt : they brought prefents, and ferved Solomon all the days of his life. For 
he had dominion over all the region on this fide the river (/) ^ that is, the River Euphrates, 
Nor do v/e find^ that any Syrian King diflurbed the Ifraelites before Benhadad (m), in the 
Reign o£ Abab over the ten Tribes in Samaria^ about the Year of the World 304:2. All the 
great Monarchies of the Babylo7iians, Perfians, Greeks and Komafis, opprefled Judah and 
"Jemfalein in their Turns ^ as we fhall find in the Sequel of this Hiftory : How comes it, that: 
'.ve never read that thefe Affyrians ever touched them, nor that the People of God Were fa- 

ved by a Miracle from their Power ? If from the facred Scriptures we look into other Au-^ 

thors- 
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thors, we may fee the Lydian^ the Pergamenian Kingdoms, many Grecian Kind's and States' 
with the Kings o£ 7'roy mentioned by Homer ^ none of which ever acknowledged any Poren^ 
tare in Jfia^ nor any where, reigning over them as their Superldr. Particularly the Egypti- 
Kings appear never to have been fubdued, nor made tributary to any before the Time of 
JSIehiicbadnexzar, The Words of Da^iiel ia\ to this Monarch, when interpreting his pro- 
phetical Dream, '^b'ou art this head ofgold^ makes me think, that there was never aily King 
before him that had any thing like ah univerfal Monarchy. Finally, Dzonyfius Halica'rnaffeus 
Xh^ owns, that the aiuient AJJyriaU Kingdom, which reaches back to the fabulous Timcs^ 
had but a fmall Part of Jfia in PofTeffion. Thirdly, The Time and Continuance of this 
fyrian Kingdom is uncertain, as well as the Extent thereof 5 for there is a very difagreeihg 
Account o\ it among antient Authors ; Diodo^ns Siciilns, as ah-eady obferved, fays it conti- 
nued 1360 Years i and Jtifiiu'^ from Strogns Pompeuts^ expreifes it to be precifely 1300, I 
find the learned Dr. Cumberland Bifiiop of Peterburrow (t) is of Opinion, that there is an 
Error in the Numbers of Diodcrtts crept into the late Editions of that Author 5 and Sir Jofm 
MarJJmm Qd^ is of the famfe iVIind, becaufe Syncellits^ Scalzger in his Greek EnfehziiSy and 
fome others, in citing thi^ PafTage of Diodorns^ have 1306, which they take to be the true 
Reading. Taking then the Number in Jnjlin to be true, if we fuppofe that the fame com- 
mences about 100 Years after the Flood, irt the Year of the World 1756, then the fame will 
end in th6 Year of the World 3056 5 which according to Ilelvicits's Tables, is the third of 
yoram King ofjitdab : And this, according to Dr. Ciimherland^ ddth not contradidl: Scriptur© 
Chronology. But ftill the Extent of this Kingdom doth not agree with Scripture Hiftorj', as 
before obferved : And there is yet a Difference among the Antients about the Continuance 5 
for Velieius Paterculus (/) makes the Jjfyrian Monarchy to have continued 107b Years j and 
Herodotus C/)5 a more antient Hiftorian than any we have named, fays, ^at zvhen the Af- 
fyrians had pojjejfed the Upper Afia 520 Tears^ the Medes revolted from them^ and fight mg fot 
their Freedom againfi the AlTyrians, didjisake off their Toke^ and afferted their Liberty, And 
Appiamis Akxandrima Qg^ tells^ SThdt the Stme of the AfTyvlany Median and Ferftm Empires 
heing all put together^ 'will not he above 900 Tears, Thefe Inconfiflencies being compared^ 
may afford this Remark, That neither the Narratives, nor the Chronology of profane Au- 
thors, of Affairs before the Perfiaii Empire, is to be depended upon. Fourthly, As Hornius 
C^) obfervfes, the very Names of thefe fuppofed Affyrian Kings are not from Cbaldea nor Af-^ 
fyriu^ but borrowed from the Perftan^ Egyptian or Greek Languages 5 as Xerxes^ Armami- 
thres^Orus^ Delhois^ Sethus Altaidas^ HormafcuSy Spartens^ Amyntas^ -^toffa^ Nitocris^ &c. 
After all, though I own that there was an AJfyrian Kingdom, fince we have the Beginning 
thereof in the Conquefts of Nimrod upon facred Record, CO J the laft King Sardanapaliis^ 
in Herodotus (A) 5 and after him in many valuable Authors. Yet neither the Extent of the 
Dominions of this Kingdom, (whether it was limited within the Provinces of Cbaldea^ AJfyrict 
and Mefopotamia^ on the Eaft Side of the River Euphrates 5 or if it did flretch to fbme Re- 
gions on this Side of that River 5 ) nor the Time of the Duration of that Kingdom ^ nor the 
Very Names of its Kin^s, are certain. And the Story of its firlt Kings and Queens, Ninus 
and SemiramiSy as tranlmitted to us by Biodorus Siculus^ Jt(fiin^ and others who follow them, 

is falfc and fabulous. 
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HA v I N G before CO obferved, that God called Abram the Son of ^erah to the Land 
of Canaan^ that his Family might be a San6luary for true Religion, I now proceed 
in the Hiftbry of this Patriarch. . A Jewijh Author called R. Eliezer Qm'), who, 
according to Vbrjiius his Tranflator, flourifhed about the Beginning of the fourth Century of 
the Chriftian jEra, hath very ftirange Stories about Abram ^ as, That great Men fought to 

N " kill 
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kill him 5 to prevent which Defigns, he was hid under Ground thirteen Years, where he nei- 
ther faw Sun nor Moon : Yet coming out thence, he fpoke the holy Tongue, and abhorred 
Idolatry, trufting only in the Lord : That after this he was thrown into Prifon for ten Years^ 
'^^ whereof three in Samaria^ and feven among the Kordemts^ who caft him into the middle of a 
" fiery Furnace 5 but the God of Glory took him out of it : For it is writtenj / am the Lord, 
'^^ who hath hTonght thee out of Ur of theChaldees : Tint Sbem taught him thcMyftery of Em- 
bolifm, or of intercalating the Year ; and he was a Prieft ^ as it it is written, 3^he Lord hath 
fworn^ and will not repent^ 'Ihoit art a prieft for ever" But leaving thefe Fables, of which 
this yewifi Rabbi hath great Score, I fhali notice the Scripture Hiftory concerning Ahram 5 
where we find, (^r), that Ahram lived as a Stranger in the Land Caiman^ having fweet In- 
tercourfe with God, By a Familhie he was compelled to go into Egyp 5 where he was in dan- 
ger of being deprived o£ Sarai his Wifcg if not of his Life for her lake : For when the prikces 
of Pharaoh faw her^ and commended her before Pharaobj Jlje was taken into Pharaoh^ s hoiife, A~ 
hram himfelf was alfo guilty of a Fault, in diflembling his Relation to Sarai^ and equivocating 
concerning it, teaching his Wife, and perhaps alfo all his Attendants, to do fo ^ for it feems he 
too much diftrufted the Providence of God after he had appeared to him twice. What will 
become of the Willows, when the Cedars are thus fliaken ! Let him that ftandeth take heed 
left he fall. But the Lord plagued Pharaoh and his Houfe with great Plagues, though we are 
not told what thefe were, and mercifully delivered and enriched Ahram^ as a Fruit of the di- 
vine Protcdlion and Bleffing promifed to him 5 which may teach us, that if we, while Stran- 
gers on the Earth,' obey the Call of God, and look for a city which hath foundations^ whofe 
builder and maker is God^ wc may expe€l the divine Favour. Ahram^ and Lot his Nephew, 
upon their Return from Egypt (Z?), found it inconvenient to ftay in the fame Country, by rea- 
fon of the great Plenty they had of Flocks and Herds, and Tents : Wherefore ^u'^mw? fhewed 
his Moderation and peaceable Difpofition, by giving to his Nephew his choice to go where he 
pleufed. Whereupon Lot chufed the Plain of Jordart^ a well watered and plentiful Country, 
before the Lord deftroyed Sodom and Gomorrah : But the Men of that Place were wicked, and 
Sinners before the Lord : Which Ihould teach us^ not to look only to the Eafe and Plenty 
of our Habitation, but to fhun as far as we can the Society of the Wicked. After Lot had fe- 
parated, the Lord renewed his gracious Promife to Abram (c^ j to fhew, that whom God 
loves, he loves to the End, and will give them frequent Proofs thereof, as their Need lhall 
require. 

In the fourteenth Chapter of Gencfis v/e have a Narrative of a War carried on by Amraphel 
King of '^'^/;/^r, Ariocb King of Bllafar^ Chedorlaoincr King of Elam^ and ^idal King of Na- 
tions, againft the Kings oiSodom^ Gomorrah^ Admah^ Zeboim and Bela, Learned Men have 
made Enquiries who thefe AggrelTors were. Dr. Cnmherland (d^ obferves, that the Chalde^ 
Samaritan Verfion names the fame Perfon, who is called Amraphel King of Shlnar In the ift 
Verfe, Yiing oi^ Babel in the 9th, niakhig Shinar and Babel fynonimous. The reft of the 
Kings v/ere confederate with him, and perhaps near adjacent to his' Country. Hence the fame 
Author tells us. That Tidal King of Nations is in the Samaritan Verfion called the Saltan of 
the Hammim, or Defcendents from Ham 5 which points at the Kingdom by Ham's Pofterity at 
Babylon^ and thence fpread into AlTyrla and the neighbouring Countries I do not know 

on what account the vulgar Verfion renders Arioch King of EUafar^ King of Po72tus j for nei- 
ther doth the Hebrew favour fuch a Tranflation, nor feem any of thefe Kings to have comef 
from that Part of the World, but from thofe Parts that lay to the Eaft of the Land of Ca^ 
naan. In their Way they attacked and overrun the Frontiers that led to the Country of the 
five Kings that lay to the Eaft of the Land of Canaan : For the Text tells, Ver, 5, 6. that 
they fraote the Rephaims in Afbteroth Karnaim^ the Zu%ims in Ham^ the Emims^ the Horites 
in momt Seir^ the Amalekites and the Amorites, The Overthrow of the King of Sodom and 
his Allies was as a Punilhment from God againft that People for their Wickednefs, and a Fore- 
runner of their Ruin. Lofs being taken Prifoner in the War, Ihews that it is dangerous to 
live in a wicked Society, left we be Partakers of their Judgments. The Vidlory that God 
gave to Abram^ is a Proof of the Blefling and Prote6lion that God gave to that Patriarch 5 
and niews that War for a juft Caufe, and a necelTary Defence, is lawful. 

\^h^n Abram returned from his Victory, Melchifedek king of Sale7n brought forth bread and 
wine : and he was the prieft of the moft high God, And he blejfed him Qf). The Opinions 
concerning who this Melchifedek was, are too many to be here inferted and confidered : This 
hath been more Iblly done by others C^)- Some contend that he was Shej?z the Son of 
Noah, It is certain tha.t Shem was then alive 5 for he lived five hundred Years after the Flood, 
Tind was a very venerable Perfon for his Piety and Experience- But this Opinion cannot be 
reconciled with the Apoftle*s Account of Melchifedek^ that he was without father^ without , 

mother^ 

ia^ Gcncf. xii. GcncC xiii. (tf) Gencl. xiii. 14, 18. {d) Origin of Nations p. 175. {f) Origin of Nations 
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mother^ without defcent^ having neither hegiufzing of days^ nor end of life (ji), \ then go in-, 
to the Opinion of the learned Dr. O-wen That Melchifedek^ though he lived and dwelt 

in the Land of Canaan^ then and afterwards poffefled by the Pofterity of Ham ; yet was 
none of the feven Nations which were by the Curfe Noah devoted to Bondage and Deftru- 
ftion. . *God would not raife of their accurfed Seed the moft glorious Miniftry, as to typical 
Significationj that ever was in the World, until the Son of God came in his ownPcrfon. But 
it is more probable that he was of the Pofterity of Japheth^ who was principally to be regard- 
ed as the Father of the Gentiles that were to be converted in the Days of the MefHah, ac- 
cording to the Promife Gen. ix. 27. Melchifedek was an eminent Type of our blefled Redeem- 
er : For he was King and Prieft in one Perfon j fo was our Lord. His Name fignifies Kirig 
cf Kighteoiifnefs ^ our Redeemer is Jehovah oar Kighteoufmfs (f). He was King oi' Salem 5 
our Lord appeared as King of Zio7z Qd)^ and as Prince of Peace. He was Prieft of the moft 
high Godj being called from among Men to this Office, and therefore was not an Angel ; our 
Lord was called to this Truft, to exercife a Priefthood more excellent and perfect than that 
of the Jewifl3 Priefts, or Melchifedek himfeif. He was without Father or Mother, or is 
fo introduced, his Parents not being named 5 our Lord was realiy without Father as Man, 
and without Mother as the Son of God, He had a Shadow of Eternity, without Beginning 
of Days or End of Life, neither of them being hiftorically named 5 our Lord is really the e- 
verlafting Father (Oa and hath an unchangeable Priefthood (/). He gave Refrefhment to 
Ahram $ our Lord is plentifully ftor'd with all fpiritual Provifion, for the Relief, Support and 
Comfort of all Believers, in all their Duties and Difficulties, and will give it out to them as 
their Occafions do require. Finally, Melchifedek was a \'ery great Man (^), he bleffed 
hram ; our Lord is fent to blefs us : Abram gave him the Tithes 5 and we are to ferve 
bur Lord with a Part of our Goods, as well as of our Time. 

God renewed his Promife to Abram (i), to afTure him that not Elicxer of Damafcus^ but one 
who fhould come forth of his own Bowels fhould be his Heir, and that his Seed fhould be in- 
numerable as the Stars. Abram believed the Lord^ and it was counted to him for Righteouf- 
nefs r He believed in the promifed Seed, which is Chrift C^) 5 he believed in him who jufti- 
fies the Ungodly CO? ^ind they are abfolved only upon the account of Chrift. God confirm- 
ed the Truth and certain Accomplifhment of thefe Promifes by external Signs : For Abram 
having made Sacrifices according to divine Appointment, when the fun went down^ and it was 
darky heholdy a ftnoking furnace ^ and a httrning lamp faffed between the fieces. The fmoking 
Furnace fignified the Affliction of his Seed in Egypt Qm^ j the burning Lamp fpeaks Comfort 
in their Affli^lion 5 and the Fire pafllng between the Pieces, compieced and confumcd the 
Sacrifice, and teftified God's Acceptance thereof, as afterwards in the Cafe of Manoab (w) 
and o^ Solomon (0» The Lord told Abram^ that his feed JJwuld be ftrangers in a land that 
is not theirs^ and they JJjall affli6I them four hundred years, (The round Sum is here fet 
down, but the full four hundred and thirty are mentioned Exod. xii. 40. GaL iii. 17. ) And 
that nation whom they flsall ferve^ will I judge : and afterward fJ^all they come out with great 
fubfiance. Ail which was accordingly fulfilled. Though the Children of God may meet with 
Difficulties between the giving of the Promife and the Accomplifhment, yet all the good 

Things fhall be performed in due Time. 

After Abram had lived ten Years in the Land of Canaan^ we have in Genefis xvi. his Marriage 
to Hagar^ an Egyptian. I fee no Reafon to fay, with Kahhi Eli ezer (/»), thzt Hcigar was the 
Daughter of Pharaoh King of Egypt by one of his ConcubineSy and gifted by him to the Patriarch, 
This I look upon as a y^^wi/^ Fable. But we may own, that by ^<afr^/*sConfent fhe became 
^r^2w;'s fecondary Wife : Where, though the Patriarch may be excufed, yet he cannot be juftifi- 
ed 5 thePra<5lice being cdntrary to the primitive Inftitution of Marriage, and therefore ablblute- 
ly condemned by the Gbfpel (^). When it was cuftomary, it feems to have proceeded from an 
irregular Defire^ for the fpeedier peopling of the World, and increafing the Church : But now 
it mufl not be fo 5 our Lord makes the Marriage-union to be between one Man and one Wo- 
man only. The Differences that happened in the Family Ahram upon that Occafion, fhews 
that fuch Marriages are often attended with unhappy Confequences. 'Tis true, God took care 
of the Child that Hagar bore, and promifed to blefs him, becaufe he was the Son of Abram, 
And accordingly we find in Hiftory, that Ifomael had a powerful and numerous Pofterity, 
who fubfifted for a long Time : Yet they did not follow the Steps of this holy Patriarch, but 
were Enemies to the Church of God. 

When Abram was ninety years old and nine^ the Lord appeared to him^ and faid^ I am the 
Alpiighty God , walk before mcy and be than perfeSi. And I will make my covenant between 

me and thee^ and will multiply thee et&ceedingly CO* Extraordinary Appearances feem for^^J 
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^f5r. C.fome Time to have been intermitteda and the Communion Ahram had with God, was by the 
. ordinary Way of Ordinances and Providences. The Promife of the Birth of Ifaac was fd 

^ " \ong delayed, perhaps to reprove Jbravi for over hafty marrying o^Hagar^ or that, Ahram and 

iSarai being fo far ftricken in Age, God's Power might be more magnified, their Faith more 
tried, and the Child fo long waited for, might be beloved indeed. Now God appeared in 
the iSh^chifi:cib\ or in fome viiible Difplay of his Glory ; whereoii Ahram fell on his face whM^ 
God talked with him. The Patriarch was fo overcome with the Brlghtnefs of the divine 
Glory, as he blufhcd at the Honour done him. The Intimation was moft comfortable : I ain 
God Almighty^ walk before me^ mid he thou perfe^, God is allfufficienr,- as the Word £/- 
Jhaddaz here ufed, imports : All in himfelf, and all to us, to pardon our Sins, fupply our 
Wants, and cure our Maladies ; to make us happy in Tirne, and to Eternity : And the Du- 
ty he requires of us, is to walk before God in Integrity. The Lord further promifed to A* 
hram : ^hou fijalt he a father of ma72y natioizs. Neither Jfjall thy name any more he called 
hra^n^ hut Abrahara. And I Will make tbee exceeding fruitful^ ahd I will make natio72s of 
thee 3 ajid Kings flsall come out of thee (jz). 'Tis here intimated that his Seed fhould be very 
iiunierous, fo w:;s Ifrael of oJd ^ but that which makes the Promife more confpicuous is, that 
all Believers in every Age are look'd on as Ahraham^% fpiritual Seed C^)- He is the Father 
of thefe in every Nation, who by Faith enter into Covenant with God. In token of the 
Certainty of this Favour, his Name was changed from Ahram^ a high Father, to Ahraham^ 
the Father of a Multitude. Princes dignify their Favourites by new Titles j and this was gi- 
ven to Abraham by God, who is indeed the Fountain of Honour. His Wife's Name .*aSf 
alfo changed from Sarai^ my Princefs or Lady, to Sarab^ a Princefs : From Her fhould 
tome the MciTiah, the Prince of the Kings of the Earth. And to ftrengthen the Faith of 
Abraham it is faid, I will make 72ations of thee^ and kings JJo all ccme orit of thee. And indeed 
very many Kings did defcend from him j not only the Princes of the twelve Tribes of Ifrael^ 
■with Saul^ David and all his Race, but the Kings of the ten Tribes ; the antient Kings of 
Idtimaa^ with thefe defcended from Herod the Great j of whom in the Sequel of this Hiftory : 
Kings of his Poflerity by Kctnrch^ in Africa and Arahid^ with thefe of the Saracens in Bahy-^ 
lon^ Egypt^ Africa and Spain, But above all, from him, according to the Plefti, did defcend 
the King of Kings, and Lord of Lords; in whom all the Nations of the Earth are blelTed- 
Tiiis Covenant with Abraham was fealed by the Covenant of Circtimcifion (c). 'Tis noc 
queftioned but other Nations, as well as the Ifraelites^ ufed this Rite, though not ih a reli- 
gious Way ; for Herodotus CO and Diodorus Sictilus (/) affirm it of the Colchians^ Egyptz^ 
ans and Vhrnticiam, But the Queflion is, if it was older among the Jfraelites^ than any o-^ 
ther Nation, and if it was derived from the true Religion to the Gentiles ? And I conceive 
it is evident from the facred Scriptures, that this Sign of Circumcifion was given by God to 
the Patriarch Abraham^ and to his Family and Pofterity ; to thefe of them who fhould wor- 
fhip the God of Heaven and Earth, as a Seal of the Covenant, before fuch a Rite was ufed by 
otl'.cr Nations. For it is written : ^his is my covenant^ which ye Jloall keep between me^ and 
yon \ Every man-child among yoaJJjall he circumcifed. And ye fhall circnmcife the flefJa of your 
foreskin^ and it fijall he a token of the covenant betwixt me and you (/). All the nations arit 
uncircumciftd^ and ail the honfe of Jfrael are mcircitmcifed in heart Qg^. ^hotijhalt lie in the 
unidft of the nncircnmcifed^ with them that he flain by the fword : this is Pharaoh and all his 
milt z tilde (Jf), And this may be further confirmed froin th^ New ^eftament : Mofes gave 
tmto you circumcifion Qnot hecanfc it is of Mofes^ hut of the fathers^ (f). And he gave hith 
ivi%, your Father Ahirahavii) the cove72ant of circimcifioiz (JC). And he received the fign of 
circnrficifion^ a fcal of the rightvoufncfs of the faith (0- Even T'acituSy a Heathen, fays, 
that the yews circumcifed themfelves, that they might be known by that Mark of Diftindli- 
oh. I know the learned Sir John MarfJoam and Dr. Spencer (o) incline to the othet 

fide of the Queflion, that the ffraelites learned this Rite from the Egyptians ; and their main 
Support for this Opinion, are the Words of Herodote who fays, 9^hat the Colchians, E-* 

gyprians and Ethiopians circumcifed their Genitals ^ and thefe of the Syrians who dwelt in Pa*- 
Jeiline acknowledge d^ that they borrowed that Ceremony from the Egyptians. And Diodorus 
Sieulns (7) infers, ^kat the Colchians are defcended from Egypt, vecaiife both Nations are 
circumcifed • idncb Kite hath been borrowed by thein^ ds well as by the Jews. To which I 
anfwer, that all v^hich thefe Teftimonies can prove is, that Circumcifion was pratlifed by 
thcfc Nations wb.en thefe Authors wrote, which is not denied , but though their Words were 
more plain, neither Herodote^ who wrote about a thoufand Years after Mofes^ nor Diodorus 
Siculns^ who wrote about four hundred Years after Herodote^ can be WitneHes concerning a 
Matter of Fadl in the Days of the Patriarch Abraham, Nor can the Tcftimony of any Hea^ 

then 
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then Author be depended upon in this AfFair, lince they were ignorant of the fdcred Hifiory 5 
and thefe of them that are now extant, give very falfe Accounts of any thing that concern- 
ed the Jews as I have more fully obferved in. another Effay (jC), Eefidesj.it can never be 
thought, that Ahrnham would have expofed himfelf to fo painful and dangerous an Operatic 
on as Circumcifion, when he was. ninety nine Years of Age, out of a fond Conceit to . imitate 
the Bgyftidm : Nay, it was a religious Regard to the exprefs Corriniand of God^ that made 
him receive this Rite as a Seal of the Covenant, and fee it performed on all the Males. of his 
Family, and enjoined to all his Pofterity. I fhall hax'e ocrafion in another Part of this Work, 
to write of the Rites ufed by the modern ^^k^J" in.adminiftring Circumcilibn j and therefore 
ihall now only, further obferve, that the fpiritual Aleaning of tliis Rite.is well expreffed by the 
Apoftle : In zvhom alfo ye are circtmcifed with the ci'rcitmcifio7i made without bands^ in put^ 
ting off the body of the fins of the flejhy by the circumcifion of Cbrift (^). The learned M'^itfi^ 
tis (jT) further explains it to this Purpofe : Hereby was Ijgnified the Corruption and. Mifery 
of our Nature that we are to abandon, even as the Skin ciit off was thrown away ^ the pain-^ 
ful Cutting fignifies that Man deferves to be feparated from flli good Society, and expofed to 
torments : It alfb difcovers, . that of Ahrahd'ni^ after he was circumcifed, fhould be born an 
Jfaac j of whom in the Fulnefs of Time would Az^cmA the Meffiah^ to fhed iiis Blood for 
us J by which the Covenant was truly fealed. He fhall give us fpiritual Benefits, to be cir-* 
tumcifcd in Heart by Regeneration and.Sanflification, whereby in due Time we are made fiti 
for tiie glorious inheritance J and therefore we are obliged to all the Duties of Religion 5 to 
nnortjty our Lufts ; to live in newnels of Life, and to. fufTer chearfuUy whatever he calls us 
to, that we may enjoy him in the Life to come. This Circumcifion is peculiar to Males^^ 
though V. omen are included in the Covenant j for Man is the Head of the Woman. It was 
adminiftred tb Children^ when eight Days old, and not fooner, that they might gather foma 
Strength to be able to undergo the painful Operation ; and that at leaft one Sabbath might 
pnfs over them. It was a bloody Ordinance 5 for under, the Old ^eftameut Difpenfacion, all 
thiny^s were purged with blood (i) : But the Blood of Chrift being now fhed, all bloody Or- 
dinances, as a Part of the Wail of Partition, are taken down aod aboiilhed 5 Circumcifion 
gives way to Baptifm. Finallj^, the religious Obfervance of this Inftitution was required un-« 
dcr a fevere Penalty CO5 of being cut ofTfrorii his People^ or debarred from Accels to Church 
Privileges, becaufe the Contempt of the Seal, was a defpifing of the Covenant. 

Abraham had another Interview with God probably within a fe.w Days of the former, 

ns a Reward for liis chearful Obedience to the Law of Circumcifion. God made him. a . kind. 
Vifit, which he chearfuUy entertained 5 where the MelTenger of the Lord declared God'3 
Purpofe of Love conccrning^S'^^r^-^'^ that fhe fhould have a Son 5 which Hie thought too good- 
News to be true, and therefore could not find in her Heart at firft to believe it : But being 
reproved for her Faulty fiie perceived by laying Circumftances together, that it was a divinei 
Promife made concerning her, and therefore fhe renounces all diftruflful Thoughts about it- 
We may obferve alfo Abraham^s commendable Hofpitallty 5 of which the Apoftle makes thi^ 
Improvement: : not forgetful to entertain flrangers : for thereby foin'e have entertained aiigels 
unawares One of thefe Angels appears to be. the MefTeng^r of the Covenant ^ the Son 

of God J our Redeemer, as a. Prelude of his future Incariiation 5 fot he is called Adonai QT) j 
and eight Times Jehovah Q\ a Name incommunicable to any Creature 5 and once the judge 
qf all the earth Qk'). The Lord having fignified to Abraham^ his Friend^ (whofe Piety made, 
him fo remarkable, as. the Lord.gavt him this Teflimony : I know that he will cmnmand his 
children^ and his honfljold after him^ and they fhall keep the way of the Lord^ to do juftice and 
judgmefzt^ that the Sin of Sodom was fo grieyous as to bring down Vengeance. . Abraham in* 
rerceeds by fervent and importunate Prayer, for Pardon to that guilty People ^ but finee there 
were not ten; Righteous in the City, Indemnity from Punifhment could not be given them. 
Whence we may fee, that it is our Duty to pray for one another j and particularly^ that the 
Wrath of God may be turned a>vay from thefe that are threatned with it .COi that God haa 
a Regard to the Prayers of the Righteous, but when the N,umber of the Godly is very fmallj 
and Impiety, with all kind of wicked Crimes^ prevail, the Prayers of the Righteous may noc 
fucceed to keep divine Vengeance from a perverfe and corrupt Generation. 

The Sins which plung.ed Sodom and its neighbouring Cities into fuch fearful Judgments, werei 
pride^ falnefs of bread^ and abundance of idlenefs (??;) j.and thefe were accompanied with 
dreadful Seafuality and Uncieannels 5 which .provoked, the Lord to rain Fi.rt? and Brimflone 
up''*i them, from the Lord out <f heaven (jf). . <Jod himfell^, by his own immediate Power, 
and not in the cornmon Course of Nature^ inflijfted this Judgmpnt ; or, God the Son, frorn 
God the Father 5 tor the Father hath committed all judgment to the Son^ he will deftroy thofe

The Hiftory of Abiraham. Chap. 1.

■who rejeft his Salvation. The Overthow was great ; all the Cities of that Plain^ with all 
their Inhabitants, Lands and Goods were deftroyed- That fruitful Valley remains to this 
Day a great Lake, or dead Sea, which is called the Salt Sea Qa). Travellers fay, it is about 
fifty Miles long, and fourteen broad 5 having no living Creature in it ; not moved by the 
Wind J the Smell thereof is ofFenfive j Jordan falls into it, and is ioft 5 and it is called jff-> 
pbaltis^ from a fort of Bittmen or Pitch which it cafts up. Not only facred, but alfo pro- 
fane Authors give Account thereof 5 for Strabo f'^ys, ^hey JJjew that there is Fire trader 
that Qround by many Signs 5 for there are rough burnt Stones near Moafada, Caves in many 
Places hollow^ the Earth cohered ^with JJJjes^ Drops of Slime falling from Kocks^ Rivers very wartn^ 
fending out an unfavoury Smelly and Houfes turned into Knins : So that we may eafily believe 
what the People of that Country tH', that in that Place were thirteen Cities well inhabited 5 of 
which Sodom ivas the chiefs being fixteen Fnrlo72gs in Compafs^ but by a7i Earthquake^ and an 
Eruption of hot bituminous and fulphurous IVaters^ all was turned into a Lake, Diodorus Si-- 
cuius (6'), after defcribing the Lake Afphaltites^ tells, ^he neighbouring Place^ by reafon of 
Ground burning beloiv^ fends forth a ftinking Savour^ which makes the People who di<uell there^ 
very valetudinary^ and fJjorP lived. Tacitus (J^y having given Account of this Lake, adds^t 
"Not far from this are Fields^ whzch^ they fay^ once were fruitful^ and great ^wns well in~ 
habited^ but were burnt by thunder 5 of which feme Marks fiill remain^ fo as the Earthy be-i 
ing like to what is co-nfumed^ hath loft its frudfifying Virtue^ &c. Further Accounts there- 
of may be feen \n Pliny (j'^y Solinus (/), ^nd yuft in Qg^y among the Antients 5 and by abun- 
dance of Travellers and Geographers, among the Moderns j but the Mofaic Hiftory of this 
Judgment is the moft certain. It pleafed God to give fo terrible an Example of the Venge- 
ance which he will execute upon a v^icked World y and therefore the Scripture fets it out as 
a Pattern of the Ruin of Ifracl C-^), of Babylon CO5 ofEdom (Jt)y of Moab and Ammon 
And it is alfo typical of the Vengeance of eternal Fire, to which God will condemn the Wicked 
at the Judgment of the great Day : But the Lord gracioufly delivered jufl Lot-^ who was 
wetted with the filthy converfation of the wicked : (For that righteotts man dwelling among 
theiUy in feeing and hearing^ vexed his righteous foul from day to dajy with their unlawful 
decds^ (w) ; But his wi fe looked hack from behind himy and fie became a pillar of fait (0). 
We may be fure by the Punifhment, that her Sin was great ; there was in it Difobedience to 
an exprefs Command Unbelief, flie queftioned if Sodom would be deftroyed, after the divine 
Sentence was intimated 5 Worldly-mindednefs, ftie hankered after her Houfe-goods, and Re- 
lations left in the City ; and Apofl-acy, for fhe had an Inclination to return to what fhe had 
abandoned : And therefore, for a Warning to future Ages, Ihe was ftruck dead in the Place 
where ihe finned, being turned into a faline Subftance, which would laft lor a long Time^ 
as a Monument not liable to decay. Finally, what happened to Lot Cp)y and to his two 
Daughters, after they had efcaped the Ruin o£ Sodomy fhews, that we ought always to be on 
our guard to Ihun all Occafions of Sin j and particularly, to beware of Drunkennefs, whichj 
as it is finful in it felf, fo it is often attended with fad Confequences. 

Abraham journeying from Mamre^ where he had lived near twenty Yeafs, dwelled between 
CadefJj and Shnr (^), and fojourned in Gerar^ which was near GazUy in the Land of the Phz« 
liftines There Abraham faid of Sarah his Wife, Ihe is my Sifter 5 and Abimelech^ King 

of Gerary fent and took her : She feems yet to have preferved her Beauty, though fhe was now 
about nhicty Years of Age. But God appeared to that Prince in a Dream, and told him^ 
he ftiould be puniflied with Death for the Woman he had taken 5 for Ihe is a Man's Wife. 
Whereupon Abimelech excufed himfelf, becaufe Sarah and Abraham had both faid, that they 
v/cr^j Brother and Sifter, and reftored her to the Patriarch, reproving him, for faying^ff is 
my fifier 5 and gave him Men and Maid-fervants, with a thoufand Pieces of Silver, and Leave 
to d\vc!l in whatfoevcr Part of the Country he thought fit ; and Abraham by Prayer prevail- 
ed \yith God to remove the Judgment that Abimelech and his Family were under. Where 
we ice that God in every Place covered this Patriarch with his Protedtion 5 and yet Abraham 
y.as guilty of fucli an Equivocation, as bordered upon a Lie 5 and which, if admitted to be 
juftj would be the Ruin of humane Converfe, and an In-let to all Falfhood 5 and he was alfo 
faulty in expofing the Chaftity and Honour of his Wife, of which he ought to have been 
the Protccl;or. While there are Spots in the Moon, we muft not expert any thing Ipotlefs 
under it ; and the Scripture is impartial in relating the Blemifties of the moft famous Saints. 
We may alfo obfcrve, that there was at that Time fome Knowledge of the true God where 
Abraham fojourned j for God appeared to Abimelech in a Dream, and that Prince being afraid 
to oflend God by Adultery, which he looked on as a terrible Crime, reftored to Abraham 
his Wife. God pardoned his Fault of taking her, committed by Ignorance, and lliewed 

that 
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that he had a Regard to the Prayers of pious Abraham^ by healing Ahtmehcby v/ith his 
Wife and Servants, of the Plague that had been inflidled upon them. 

Ij'aac^ the Son of the Promife, was born when his Father was a hundred Years of Age, and 
his Mother ninety ia). The Word of God will be fulfilled, though Difficulties intervene be- 
tween the making of the Promife and the Accompliilimcnt thereof. Ijaac being a Type 
bf Chrifl, there muft be fomething extraordinary in his Birth, as well as in his Lite, Abra-^ 
ham circumcifed him when he was eight Days old 5 his Mother gave him Suck 5 and when 
he was weaned, there was a Feaft made. JjJomael^ who was fciurteen Years older than Ifaac^ 
being obferved mocking the Child of Promife, upon SaraFs Defire, he with his Mother 
were call out of the Family. There is no Ground to fay, with fome "Jc-tSJiJIj Rabbins C^), 
that a Divorce was given to Hagar^ that fhe and her Son might be ejected in this Age, and 
in the Life tb come : But we have better Reafon to obferve, with the Apoftle (c\ that ali 
who are born to Abraham according to the Flefh, have not a Right to the Promifes made to 
him : Nay, they who mock at the Promife, and are not born again by Regeneration, fiiail 
be cafl: out. Thus the Jews^ In N^w ^efiament Times, though they were Abraham^s Seedj 
yet becaufe they fubmitted not to , the Gofpel-covenant, but perfecuted the Gofpel-church in 
her Infancy, were unchurched. To go on with the Hiftory : Though Jjhmael was caft* out, 
as not having a Right to the Promifes made to Ifaac yet God took care of him, becaufe he 
was defcended Abraham, The Lord gives temporal Mercies even to thofe who defpife fpi* 
ritual Favours. Abraham fojoumed in the Land of the Phzlijtiues viany Days j which, as Hei^' 
dagger (jT) remarks, fignifies fome Years. There he called on the Name of the Lord the e« 
'verlafiing God ^ and there Ahzmelech^ with Phichol the chief Captain of his Hoft, or prime 
Minifter, made a Covenant with him for their mutual Safety. 

After all the Trials and Difficulties which Abraham had gone through, he meets with one 
ftiarper than any of the former : God did tempt Abraham (je'). He tempted him, not to draw 
him into Sin, Ob Satan tempts,) but to difcover his Graces, how ftrong they were, that they 
might be found to Praife, Honour and Glory. Abrahatn^s Obedience without Helitation to fo 
difficult a Command as to offer up his beloved Son Jfaacln facrifice, upon whom the Hopes of 
k numerous Pofterity and other Promifes were entailed, was an illuftrious Proof of his Faith 5 
and as fuch is commended by the Apoftle (/). He believed the Refurredlion of the Dead, 
and that God v/ould raife up Jfaac from the Dead, rather than any of the Promifes fhould fail 
to the Ground : He believed that he himfelf had linned, and that there mull be a Sacrifice 
inade to expiate his Guilt 5 and that fince no Sacrifice that could now be offered could be ef- 
fedlual for this end, God would in due Time fend the promifed Seed to expiate all Sin and 
<Guiic, and to convert many Nations by the Efficacy of his Death, and the Operation of his 
holy Spirit. This Faith made Abraham willing to render Obedience to fo difficult a Precept 5 
but the Angel of Jehovah CgX who is God himfulf, the eternal Word, the Angel of the Co- 
venant, our Redeemer, interpofed, and provided a Sacrifice, a Ram ca:ught in a Thicket ; 
And Abraham^s Paith, upon Trial, being approved, God renewed the Covenant with him, 
and gave him very high Expreffions of divine Favour. From the whole, we may fee the 
Love of God to us, in giving his only Son to fuffer and die for us : Abraham was obliged in 
Duty and Gratitude tD part with Ifaac 5 but God was under no Obligations to us j for we were 
Enemies. We may alfo obferve our Duty to God ; We muft part with all our Sins, were 
they never lb well beloved, and with all our worldly Enjoyments, when he calls us,- with a 

holy Submiffion to his Will. 

The learned Sir Johfi Marjiham Qh^ advances a Arrange Opinion, That Abraham was mo- 
ved to be willing to offer the Sacrifice of his Son, in imitation of the Heathen Canamites^ who 
before that time offered their Children Victims to their Deities. This can nowife be yielded : 
For had it been fo, Abraham*^ Obedience had proceeded from a wrong Principle, It had been 
mere Superftition, abominable Cruelty, and Will-wotfhip : Whereas the Obedience of this 
holy Patriarch did flow from a religious Regard to the Command of God, and Faith in his 
Ability and Willingnefs to perform all the Promifes made to him. And though abominable 
humane Sacrifices were too cuftomary among the Heathen, who knew not God, efpecially be- 
fore the coming of Chrift, of which I have' given many Inllances in another Eflay CO i yet 
jt cannot be proved that fuch Vi£lims were ufed in or before Abraham^& Days : For there is 
no profane Author by feveral hundred Years fo old as Mofes^ much lefs fo old as Abraham^ 
to write of fuch a Fadt. Pbilo (k) the Jew fays no fuch Thing 5 and this JeWy who lived 
in the Days of our Saviour, nor Pbilo Bibliiis, in his Fragments of Samhoniatbofi^ writ in 
the fecond Century, nor any other Author cited by this learned Gentleman, can never be com-

petent Witnefles in fuch an Affair. The learned Witfius (jC) hath more fully confidered evc^ 
ry thing Sir John Marjbam hath advanced on this Head, whom the Curious may confult , mj 
Defign allows me not to ftay longer upon it- 
M. Sarah^ the Wife Mrabam^ died at the Age of one hundred and twenty feven Years, at 
088. -Kirjath-arha^ the fame is Hebroit in the Land Canaan Qb^ 5 and Abraham came, to mourn 
" and weep for her^ and foon bought a Burying-place of Ephron the Hittite ior her Interment. 

Stephen the Proto-martyr, in his Speech J^f^s vii, 16,. feems to fpeak of the Sepulchre bought 
37. by Jacob Gen. xxxiii. 19. ^q/^. xxiv. or to n^me the Father, in ftcad of i^/»^ro7^ the 

' -Son. Abraham humbly propofes the iPurchafe ; 'tis fairly treated of and agreed, with a great 
deal of mutual Civility and Refpea i the Children of Heth owning Abraham as a mighty Prince-^ 
or as a Prince of God among them- The Purchafe-mbney, being four hundred Shekels of Sil- 
ver, was juftlv . paid. , This is the moft antient Monument we have upon any Record of buy- 
ing^nd felling by Money. If each Shekel be valued at half an Ounce of Silver, or about half 
a Crown in our Money, the Price of the whole will be about fifty Pounds Sterling, The Con- 
veyance being feeured, Sarah was buried. Prom hence we may learn to moderate our Paffi- 
ons for the Death of near Relations, not to negleft nor delay the Duty of burying them 5 to 
pradlife Juftice and Civility in our Dealings : And we may alfo remark, that Abraham defired 
to have his Wife buried in the Land ofCaman^ being afTured by the divine Promifes, that his 
Seed fhould po/Tefs it. And we ought to truft in the PrOmifes of God, particularly in thofe 
which relate to the Refurredlion of our Body, and Life everlafting j which are feeured to u5 
by the Death, Burial, triumphant Refurre^rion a:nd Afcenfion of our Lord Je/'ns. 

The Marriage of Ifaac is fubjoined to the Hiftory of the Death and Burial of Sarah^ to 
ihew, that as of^e generatiofz paffeth away^ another cometb ^ and thus the Entail, both of the 
.humane Race and of the Coven an t-bleffings, is preferved. The particular Events concerningj 
Abrabant^s Family, with their minute Circumftances, are carefully related j while the Hifto-i 
ties of the Kingdoms of the World then in being, with their Revolutions, are buried in Si- 
lence. Thus Mofes^ the Infpired Penman, particularly narrates the Care of Abraham^ when 
he was now a hundred and forty Years old, concerning the Marriage of his Son Ifaac^ and 
the Charge he gave to Elea%er his Servant about it ; his Servant's Journey into Mefopotamia^ 
into the City o£ Nabor Abraba?n' s BrothGv^ to feck a Wife for his young Mafter ^ the kind 
Providence which brought him to be acquainted with Rebekaby whofe Father, Betbuely was 
Ifaac's Coufm german 5 the Treaty of Marriage with her Relations and herfelf, their Confenc 
obtained, and the happy Meeting of the married Couple (O- Where we may remark the 
Faith and Piety of Abraham taking care that his Son might not marry a Caftaaiiitijh or an i- 
dolatrous Wife, none of the Family oi Ham^ laid under the Curfe 5 but one of his own Rela-i 
trans, of the Offspring of Sbem^ with whom he might have the Profpeft of a BlefTmg 5 the 
Devotion o^Elea%ar his Servant, in the Prayers he put up to God for Succefs in his Journey^ 
and in the Thankfgivings and Praifes which he gave to God when he had profpered : Which 
may teach us, in every Defign we undertake, and particularly in Marriage, to follow the 
Rules of our holy Religion, to feek God's Counfel, that we may obtain his Bleffing. 

About the fame time when Jfaac was married, or perhaps in the fame Year,- Abrahattt 
took Keturah to Wife (^tf) i by whom he had fix Sons, in whom the Increafe of his Pofteri- 
ty promifed to him, was in part fulfilled. Abraham gave them Gifts, and fent them away 
into the Eaft Country ; Whereby we underftand the Parts of Arabia lying Eaftward of Ca^ 
vaan^ where the Names ok Midi an^ Sheha^ Dedan and Ramab, frequently occur (O- The 
Patriarch having put his Affairs in Order, gave Portions to Jjhmael and alfo to his Sons by 
L Af. Keturah 5 but God having made Jfaac Heir of the Promife, Abraham made him Heir of his 

Bftate, and then died^ being one hundred and feventy five Years old. What is upon Re- 
inu c. ^^^^ Y)Sm during the laft thirty five Years of his Life, after the Marriage of Ifaac^ is con- 
^ jy;''^y.tained in a fcv/ Verfes (/) ^ where there is no mention of God's extraordinary Appearan-' 
.Vja^.'ces to him. All the Days of eminent Saints are not Days of Manifeftations,^ but often Aide 
' on filently without Obfervation. But there is no doubt, that as he had a great Share of God's 

Affedlion on Earth, fo he is po^^e^^ed of a high Reward in Heaven. Hence we read of the 
"BlQ&d fitting do"j07z with Abraham^ Ifaac and Jacob ^ in the kiiigdom of heaven ig\ and of 
Lazarus in Abraham" s bofom (by By which we are not to underftand any Limbns patrum^ 
Purgatory, or Place of Punifhment, as PopiJJy Authors expound that laft Text : But by the 
great Confent, even of Chriftian Fathers, as Heidegger (O hath at large ftewn againft Six-^ 
tus Senenfis and others of the Church oiKome^ this is to be underftood of the Happinefs of 
Heaven, where rich and poor Saints meet together, where they have Communion with God 
and the Father of the Faithful, feafting intimately yi'ith Abraham at the fame Table, as if 

they reftcd in his Bofom. 
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wards Egyp^ is in Scripture called Shnr ; and the Eaftera Part towards AJfyria nnd the Perji^ 
ii« Gulph, is named Havilah, Accordingly we find the Dcfcendents of Ijljw.ael^ Nehajoth 
and Kedar there fituated (^) j Btmah CO i Kedcmoth (JT) ^ and the Hagarztes^ with ^.^//^r' 
and Nepbijh CO- 

Before I leave Abraham I may notice, that antient Heathen Authors have ihfertcd Parcels 
of his Life in their Books ; as Berofus^ Hecatmts^ Alexander Polybiftor^ Artapanns and Melo ; 
whofe Fragments are cited by Eufehiiis (f \ and jofepbns ahd dlfo Jujlzjz Q/j^ hach 

fomething concerning him : But the molt certain Account of him, and of all other Piirta of 
facred Hiftory, is in the. written .Word of God. 

§ 2, I have already obferved feme Particulars concerning the Life of Ifaac * vt/e may fur- 
ther fee, that the Pleafures of his married State were interrupted by Rebekab his Wife bear-^ 
ing him no Children for twenty Years after their Marriage : For Jfaac was forcy Years old^ 
when he took her to Wife, and he was threefcore Years Oldj when fhe bare him EJan and 
facob ^his Cafe Jfaac and his Wife had Retourfe to Prayer, and the Lord gracioufl^ 

heard them ^ but while fhe was pregnant, the two Children ftruck one another in the Womb^ 
as if they had been fighting ^ whereon fhe went to enquire of the Lord, probably by Pl-ayer z 
And the Lord faid unto, her^ Swo natiofis are in thy wo?nb^ ahdtw'o mamter of people fhallbe fe-^ 
parated from thy bowels : and the one people fhall be fironger than the other people j and the el-^ 
der fJjall ferve the yoimger. She was now big, not only with two Children, but with two 
who fhould be the Fathers of two Nations, and in their Manners and Difpofitions fiiould very- 
far differ from each other, 'and in their Intereft contend one againft the other, till in the Iffue 
the elder fhould ferve the younger : Which was fulfilled, in the Subjeftion of the Edomites 
for many Ages to the Houfe of Da'vid^ till at laft they revolted in the Days of Jehorani^ theJ 
Son yehojhaphat (^). From the Choice that the Lord made of 'Jacob the younger Bro- 
ther and his Pofterity, before Efatt the elder Brother and his Offspring,, we fee the Freedoni 
of the Grace of God, in chufing whom he will to make Monuments of free Mercy By- 
the profane Difpofition of Efdn^ who for o«i? morfel of meat fold his birth-right 3 with which 
a Right to the Frieflhood, and to be Heir of the Fromifes were conneifted, we are taught tci 
prefer the Gifts of free Grace^ toi all temporal and earthly Pleafures (jn) 5 artd never to quic 
our Intereft in God, arid in the Kingdom of Chrifl, for all the Enjoyments of this World, 

In the twenty fixth Chapter o£ Genefis^ we find the Patriarch Ijaac trit^d^ as his Father ^- 
braham had been before, both with Profperity and Adverfity. There was a Famine in Qa^ 
haan^ fo great, as that promifed Land could not find him Bread ; yet he did not defire to 
iforfake it : But God appeared to him, and renewed the Covenant with him, and at the fame 
Time warnecl him not to go to Egypt. ' Ifaac was a good Man, but not cut out for enduring 
Hardlhips fo well as his Father j he muft go unco Abimelecb^ King of the Ehlltftines^ unto 
Gerar ^ not the fame Man that was alive in his Father's Days for this was feventy fivd 

Years, or thereby, after the former, but one of the fame Name. There he fell into the like 
Error that his Father had been furprifed by, to deny his Wife, and give out that fhe was 
his Sifler : But Truth is the Daughter of Time, which in Time will out ; and Abimelech ha- 
ving found chat Rebekah was really Ifaac^s Wife^ charged all his People, faying. He that 
tmcbeth^ this man or his wife^ flsall furely be put to deatb^ Ver. xi. The fame. Year Ifaac 
ibwing in that Land, he had a great Increafe of an hundred Fold, with abundance of Flocks^ 
Herds, and Servants 5 as Goods encreafcj they increafe that eat of them. This Profperity 
made the Philiftines envy him, and defire him to depart from them i but God encouraged 
him by his gracious Fromifes, Ver, 24. And Abivwlech made a friendly vifit to him, and en- 
tred into a Covenant with him : When a matins ways pleafe the Lord^ be makes even his ene-^ 
mies to he at peace with him. .. . 

Efaii^ the elder Son of Ifaac^ being forty Years old, married two Wives, Daughters of 
the Hittites or Canaanites. This was done without the Confent or Advice of his P^irents, 
and was very grievous to them. (0) 5 becaufe thefe Women were Strangers to. the BI^iHng of 
Abraham^ and fubje(5l to the. Curfe pronounced by Noah, Yet his Father Ifa^c^'whGn he 
was old, and his £yes were dim, fo that he could not fee Qp\ feems to have forgot this ; 
and alfo the Oracle, that the elder fhould ferve the youiigei'^ while he defired Efaii to take 
his quiver^ and his bow 5 or^ as fome read it, his fword^ and bis how (^), and take 7ne fome 
wnifon 5 and make me favoury meat^ that I may eat ; that my foul may hlefs thee before I die^ 
defigning for him the Bleffing of the firft-bbrn. Kehckab^ and Jacob her Son^ refolved to 
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prevent this : Their End was good, it being agreeable to the Mind of God, that the elder 
fhould ferve the younger 5 and the early Piety ioi Jacob encouraged his Mother to do her utmoft 
for him ; and they knew that the Patriarch's Bleffing was prophetical, and when diftated by 
the Spirit of God would take Place , but the Means they ufed were in no wife juftifiablcj to put 
a X-ie into JacoFs Mouthj or into hisHand. If Kehekab had put her Husband Ifaac in remem- 
brance of what God had faid concerning their Sons, and had fhewed him how Efau had for- 
feited the Bleffing, by felling the Birthright, and by marrying llrange Wives 5 this would 
have been more honourable ; But fhe was left to take an indifcreet Courfe, that God might 
have the Honour of ferving his own Purpofes by the Follies of Men. Jfaac being inipofed 
upon, beftowed the beft Blefling on Jacob : See, the fmell of my [on is as the fmell of afield, 
which the Lord hath hlejfed, therefore God give thee of the dew of heaven, and the fatnefs of 
the earth, and plenty of corn and nsjine. Let people ferve thee, and stations how dow7z to thee : 
he lord over thy htethren, and let Phy mothers fmis how down to thee : Cur/ed he every one that 
cnrfeth thee, and hleffed he he that hkjfetb thee Qi), Here are fpiritual, as well as temporal 
BlelTings. By faith Ifaac hleffed Jacob and Efau concerning things to come (Jf), The favou- 
ry Smell may ^i^m^^j, that he fhould be acceptable to God, through Ghrift ^ abundance of 
worldly Things, is pointed out by the Dew of Heaven, the Fat of the Earth, and plenty of Corn 
and Wine : From him the Mefliah was to come, to whom People were to do Service, and 
Nations to bow down : Out of Jacob flmll come he thatJJpaU have dominion (^). In him the 
Seed of Jacob were favoured of Heaven : Cuffed be every one that curfeth tbee^ and hleffed 
be he that blejfeth thee. 

So foon as Ifaac had made an End of bleffing Jacob, Efau his Brother came in frohi his 
Hunting ; and finding that Jacob had got the choice Blefling, he made a bitter Cry : On 
which the Apoflle remarks. That he knew how that afterward, when he would have inherited 
the bleffing, he was reje^ed : for he found no place of repentance, though he fought it carefully 
with tears (d"). His Repentance was not lincere 5 for he did not mourn for his Sin in felling 
the Birth-right, but only for his being deprived of the Birth-right and Bleffing : And as Cal'. 
^vin obferves, his Repentance is not to be taken for a real returning to God, but only a kind 
of Terror, with which God fometimes fmites Sinners, after they have for a long Time taken 
Pleafure in Wickednefs 5 and fhews, that thefe who now^ make light of the Bleffings of the 
Covenant, and fell them for nought, will in vain one Day or other be Importunate for them. 
Ifaac would not recall what he had done, but faid, I have hleffed him^ and heJJjallbe hleffed : 
Finding that he was more than in an ordinary manner filled with the Holy Ghoft, while he 
gave the BlefHng, he believed God had ratified it. But upon Efau's Importunity, his Fa- 
ther gave him alfo a Bleffing, though far inferior to that given to Jacob : For he told him^ 
Behold, thy dwelling fhall he in the fatiiefs of the earth, and of the dew of heaven from above. 
And by thy fword thou floalt live, andfJjalt ferve thy brother : and it fhall come to pafs, when 
thon floalt have the dominion, that thou fhalt break his yoke from off thy neck (^). Where 
the Fate not only o£ Efau, but alfo of the Edomites his Succeflbrs, for a long Time is fore- 
told : They lhall have a Share of worldly Bleffings, good Weather, with a good Land, tho' 
not fo good as the Land of Canaan 5 they fliall live by their Sword 5 they were a People ofc 
engaged in Wars, very bold and daring. But thou JIaalt ferve thy brother : Which was ac-* 
complifhed^ when KingD^wV, of the Seed of Jacob, made a Gonqueft of them (/). They 
threw off that Yoke in the Days ofjehoram, the Son o£ Jehofhaphat (^) ^ yet fuffered great 
Overthrows, by Ama%iah QP) j by the Maccabees (O i and by Hircanus, the Son of Simon 
Maccabeus, when they were obliged to receive Gircumcifion C^) ; and when Herod the 
Great, who by his Defcent was an Jdumeean, by the favour of the Komans was advanced to 
be King over the Jeivs, their Cafe was not much altered, 

§ 3. ESAU being, through his own Fault, deprived both of the Birth-right and the Blef* 
fing, refolved, fo foon as his Father was dead, to kill his Brother Jacob. This coming to his 
'MothtTRehekah'*s Ears, fhe fent away her Son Jacob to Haran^ to tarry there till his Brother's 
Anger fliould turn away. Whereby he was not only freed from the Danger of a malicious 
Revenge conceived againfl him, but it was alfo a mean of Providence to render him more 
happy, rich and powerful, than probably he could have been by ftaying at home. Thus God 
turns about the evil Defigns of Enemies for good to his People, which fhould encourage us 
to truft in the Providence and Protection of the Almighty. Jacob had no fboner received 
the Bleffing, but he was obliged to fly into Syria They who inherit the Bleffing, 

niuft expedl Pcrfecution. His Father being advifed of the Journey, charged' his Son ; Go to 
the houfe of Betbnel thy mother^ s father ^ and take thee a wife from thence of the daughters of 
Lahcin thy mother'^s brother Qm'). Thele that enjoy the Bleffing, muft keep the Charge, 7wt 
to be unequally yoked At the fame time, his Father knowingly and deliberately renew- 

ed 
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cd the Bendidlion, praying, God Almighty blefs thee^ and make thee fruitful^ and multiply thee^ 
and gi've thee the hlejjing ofAbraba??!^ to thee^ and to thy feed after thee ^ that thoit mayft inherit 
the land wherein thou art a firanger^ which God gave unto Abraham, That Eieffing that 
was poured out on Abraham^ as the anointing Oylj did thence run down to his choien Seed, 
as the Skirts of his -Garment. Jacob having received the Elefling, began a long Journey, of 
about four hundred and fifty Miles (a\ from his Father's Houfe at Beerjheba^^ to his Uncle's 
at Haran in Mefopotamia, And though he was Heir of a powerful and illuftrious Family, he 
went without Attendants : With hisftaff he faffed over jordan (^). The firfl: Day he made 
a good Journey, of about forty Miles, to a Place he named Beth^el^ (but the Name of it was 
Ln% at the firft) fituated on the Southern Frontiers of the Tribe of henjami7t. There he lay 
at Night on the cold Ground, having a Stone for his Pillowj and the open Air for his Canopy 
and Curtains. Such was the Simplicity of antient Times, when Men did not confult State nor 
Eafe, Sbftnefs nor Effeminacy, fo much as in our Days. But his Trouble was abundantly 
compenfated by a divine Dream, wherein he heard the Words of God, and faw the Vifions of 
the Almighty : For behold^ a ladder fet upo72 the earthy and the top of it reached to heaven : 
and behold^ the angels of God afcending and defcending upon it. And behold^ the Lord flood a- 
love it^ and faid^ 1 am the Lord God of Abraham thy father^ and the God of Tfaac : the land 
ivhereon thou lieft^ to thee will I give itt^ and to thy feed. And thy feed fhall be as the diifl of 
the earth 5 — and in thy feedjloaH all the families of the earth be bleffed^ &c. C^). It h not 
to be queftioned, but that God intended here to affure Jacob of his Protection, and to pro- 
mife him that Afliftance he wanted in his .prefent Circumftunces. Jacob finds himfelf alone i 
God Ihews him a numerous Company of heavenly Spirits attending him. He apprehends 
Danger from the Rage of his Brother Efan 5 God lets him fee that he is defended by Angels. 
Jacob is projecting a Marriage 5 God promifes him a Pofterity, no more to be counted than 
the buft of the Earth. Thus the Ladder is an Emblem of God's general Providence and Di- 
reClion over the whole Earthy and of the particular Care he took of his Servant. But confi- 
dering that the Promife here' made to Jacob hath a particular Relation to the Covenant made 
with Abraham^ and to the Meffiah the promifed Seed (i^) 5 this obliges us to explain the Vi- 
fion of the Ladder alfo as relating to the Mediation of Chrift. His Foot is on the Earth in 
his humane Nature, the Top in Heaven in his divine Nature j all the Intercourfe between 
Heaven and Earth fmce the Fall, is by him. Here we may fee the Love of God defcend- 
ing in all the Steps of our Redeemer's low Humiliation j this Love afcending in all the Steps 
of his Exaltation 5 Grace defcending to us Sinners, and Grace making us afcend up to God in 
Heaven. In our Lord the promifed Seed, all the Promifes made to Jncch arc Cirm and furc. 
And finally, we may here fee the angels of God afcending and defcending upon the Son of man (e). 
For all the kind Offices which the holy Angels do to us, and the Benefits we receive by their 
Miniftry, are all owing to Chrift, who hath reconciled Things on Earth and Things in Hea- 
ven C/)^ ^""^ made them all to meet in him. 

Jacob awoke, and his Sleep was fweet to him : He was agreeably furprifed with the glorious 
Manifeftation ; but was fo far from being lifted up with Pride, that he was ftruck with a holy 
Aw and Reverence, faying, Surely the Lord is in this place ^ and I knew it nor. And he was 
afraidy and faid^ How dreadful is this place I this is none other but the houfe of God^ and this 
is the gate of heaven (g). In token of his Gratitude, he took the flone that be had put for his 
pillows^ and fet it up for a pillar^ and poured oyl 7ipou the top of it Qh^. We need not here 
have Recourfe to Jezvijh Fables 5 of which there are Plenty in Eliezer (0, who tells, that 
Jacob took twelve Stones out of the Altar on which bis Father was hound for a Sacrifice : — — - 
^hat at his Return^ thefe were turned into one Stone j which he put in the middle : And Oyl 
came down from Heaven upon it. God thruji it down to the Depth V/ the Abyfs with his Foot^ 
to knit together the whole Earthy as a Man would cement a Seam with Pitch, Hence it is caU 
led the Foundation-ftone^ being the Navel^ from whence the whole Earth is extended^ and upott 
which the temple of the Lord doth ftand. They who talk at this rate, need rather to be pitied 
and prayed for, than to be refuted. Nor is there any Reafon, with Bellarmine C^), to make 
this Pra£lice of Jacob an Argument for Image-^worfhip. For this was neither molten nor car- 
ved ImagCi, but a rude Stone : It was not fet up in any Houfe for Worfhip, but only flood 
in the Field as a Memorial : And Jacob poured fome Oyl upon the Top of it, out of the fmali 
Store of Oyl he had with him for Food or Medicine, to put him in mind there to ferve God, 
or as an Earneft that he would there build an Altar 5 which he afterwards did (/). And in fur- 
ther teftimony of his Gratitude, he vowed a Vow, owning. That lince God promiled to be 
with him in the Way, and to give him Bread to eat and Raiment to put on, he obliged him- 
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felf to own God as his God, here to ere£t an Altar, and to give the Tenth of all that he had 

to the Service bf God. 

Jacob leaving Beth-el^ held on his Way, and Arrived at Haran (ji). Near the Place he 
met with Shepherds watering their Flocks at a Well : He asked them if they knew Laban the 
Sen of Nabor. They told him they did j that he was well i that his Daughter Rachel would 
foon be there with the Sheep. When flie came, Jacob rertioved the Stone that covered the 
Well, watered her Flock, kifled her, and lifting up his Voice with Tears, declared that he 
was her Father's Nephew, and Son to Kebekah, Rachel then went, and told her Father ; 
who came cut to wait oh Jacobs embraced him, and carried hii^ to his Hbufe. When a 
Month was paft, he faid to Jacob^ - Mnft thou^ hscanfe thmi art my brother^ ferve me for no-- 
thing ? tell vie what fh all thy wages be. .And Jacob faid, I ivill ferve thee feven years for Ra^- 
cbel thy yottng^r ddugbttr. For it was in antient Times cuftomary in thofe Eaftern Parts of 
the World, thjit tht; Husbands paid for their Wives C^). The Condition being accepted, the 
Patriarch being then about feventy feven Years of Age, ferved for a wife^ and for a Wife he 
keptJJ^eep C^). But when that Time was expired, Laban put his elder Daughter L^ah into Jd^ 
cob's Arms, in (lead of Rachel. Though in this Laban was uhrlghteGus, yet *tis eafy to ob* 
ferve, that Jacob was paid in his own Coin. He had cheated his own Father, when he pre- 
tended t6 be Efan ^ and now his Father-in-law cheated him. The Fraud might be eafily ma- 
naged, if it hold, as forae learned Criticks obferve^ that the Grecians borrowed their Mar- 
riage-rites from the Syrians 5 among whom it was ufual, that the Bridegroom went firft to 
Bed, then the Bride was brought in, all covered with a Veil, and put to Bed, when the Lights 
were extinguifhed. Jacob complaining that he was impofed upon, Laban excufed himfcif, 
by faying it was not the Cuftom in their Country, to give the younger before the firfi:-born 5 
but that when a Week was expired, he would give him Rachel alfo. Jacob confented to the 
Propofal, and married her whom he loved before, and fefved feven dther Years for her. This 
Polygamy of the Patriarchs was contrary to the primary Inftitution of Marriage, as clearly ex- 
plained to us in the Gofpel (/) : But being a Sin of Ignorance, it was pardoned tc) them when 
they repented, and fled to the Blood of Atonement for all their Errors. 

Of thefe Marriages Jacob had a numerous Offspring. The Lord feeing Leah defpifed, made 
her fruitful, v/hile her Sifter was barren. She had four Sons fucceflively, which were, Reuben 
Simeon^ Levi and Jnddh. Rachel having none, became envious againft her Sifter, and faid 
to Jacoh^ Give me children^ or elfe I die. Her Heart feems to have been inordinately fet up- 
on this Mercy j and if fhe obtained it not, Ihe would fret herfelf to Death. She did not apply 
to God by Prayer, as Hannah m a Uke Cafe (/) j but to Jacob only, forgetting that children 
are the heritage of the Lord : And therefore Jacob gives her a grave and pious Admonition ^ 
Ar.ilin God's fie ad (^) ? Can I give thee that which God denies thee ? Whereupon Rachel 
defired him to take her Maid Bilbab for another Wife, that fhe might have thildfeh by her ' 
Jacob having complied with this Defire, this Handmaid brought him two Sons, Dan and 
Na.phtali. Leah finding that ftie had left bearing, gave alfo her Maid Zilpah to Jacobs and 
by her he had Gad and JJJjer, Reuben going to the Fields at Harveft-time, brought home to 
his Mother Leah a fort of Fruit called Dudaim^ which the Septaagint^ and the vulgar with 
many other Veffions, render Mandrakes (b) * though the Meanmg of the Word is not very 
certain. Heidegger (/), after he hath fpent a whole Exercitation on this Head, is of Opi- 
nion that it is not to be taken for any fmgle Fruit known to us, but rather for a Basket or Baf- 
kcts of Flowersj becaufe the Word Dudai fignifies fo in Jeremiah xxiv. 1, a, Rachel liking 
the Dudai or Mandrakes, asked them of her Sifter : Who iaid to her. Is it d fmaU matter thai 
ihon baft taken my husband and wouldft tbou take away my fon^s mandrakes alfo ? And Ra^ 
chel^ for thefe Mandrakes, confented that ^'^^^f?^ fhould lie with her Sifter that Night. Where- 
upon Leah conceived, and brought forth a fifth Son, named Jffachar^ ahd afterwards a ftxtli 
iion, called Zebuhn^ and laftly a Daughter, named Dinah. Rachel^ who til! then had been 
barren, had at Length a Son, whom fhe called Jofeph, All thefe were born to Jacob du- 
ring the fourteen Years he ferved Laban^ to whom they gave in the Hebrezv prophetical and 
fignificative Names. Nor iS it difficult to conceive, that he rtiight have twelve Children 
born in fourteen Years^ or even in lefs Time, fince they were of four feveral Mothers. But 
the Scripture having no where afligned particular Dates, nor Charadlers to the feveral" Years 
of their Birth, though other Writers have done it (k\ I fliall not go to fix any fuch Cha'ra- 
aers :^ But we may obfervc with Bifhop Patrick^ that the true Reafon of this Conteft between 
Jacob's Wives for his Company, and for giving their Maids to be his Wives, was, the ear-- 
ncft Defire they had to fulfill the Promife made to Abraham^ and now lately renewed to Ja^ 
€Qb^ that his Seed fliould be as the Duft of the Earth for Multitude 5 and that in his Seed%r 
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in one defcendcd from hinij namely, the Mefliah, all the families afthe earth Jlmild he bhf^ 
fed : And for this Reafon k is probable the Scripture takes more particular notice of thefe 
Things. Monfieur Ofiervald (ji) alfo remarks, that the great Numbers of Children born to 
Jaccby rendred his Poilerity very powerful : Neverthelefs God did not approve of all his Mar- 
riages, as has been already faid, and may further appear from the Jealoufy and Divifions a- 
mong his Wives, and the irregular Manners of many of his Children. 

After fourteen Years Stay with Laban^ Jacob entertained Thoughts of returning home to 
Canaajz (li). No wonder ; he was now advanced in Years, had a numerous Family to provide, 
for, and Lahan had cheated him. Belides, Cajiaafi v/sls the Land of Promife, the Place of 
his Nativity where his Parents dwelt j though he fojourned in HaraUy he had no Thoughts 
of fettling there. Laban de^ivtd him to flay ^ becaufe the Lord hath hleffed me for thy Jake. 
Good Men are a Blefling to the Place where they live : But Jacob^% Faith and Honefty mufl: 
not hinder him to provide for his own Family ; ^and therefore he makes a new Bargain^, 
wherein he is willing to refer himfelf to the Providence of God ; to have his Wages of the 
fpeckled' and fpotted among the GoatSa and of the brown among the Sheep, and of thefe of 
that Colour that Ihould be brought forth. That his Contra6t might be to Advantage, he 
makes Ufe of good Policy, by party-coloured Sticks 5 that the Cattle, by the Power of Ima- 
gination, might bring forth their Young party-coloured. Learned Men C^^), to illuflrate 
this, have produced a great many Inftances of the Power of Imagination in Females concern- 
ing their Young j but I ftiall only obferve, that Jacob appears to have been Mafter of his 
Trade j God did infiru^ him to difcretion (jT) ; and he increafed exceedingly (V). 'Tis true, 
the Succefs of his Policy was not enough to juftify it, if there had been any thing fraudulent 
or unjuft in it, which we are fure there was not ; for he did it by divine Diredlion C/^, Nor 
was there any thing in the Matter, but an honeft Improvement of a good Bargain, which 
the divine Providence wonderfully profpered ; both in Juftice to Jacoh^ whom Labmz had 
wronged, and dealt hardly with, and in purfuance of the particular Promifes made to him of 
God'^s Favour. 

When Jacob had ferved Lahan fourteen Years for his two Daughters, and fix Years more 
upon the Terms above mentioned, he became rich j having numerous Flocks, Men Servants 
and Women Servants, Camels and Afles. This Wealth made Laba7i and his Sons jealous 5 
which they (hewed by their Countenance and Expreflions Cg) : And the Lord having com- 
manded Jacob to return to his Father's Country, he propofed this to his Wives, Kachel and 
Leah 5 they confentcd : For they who are meet Helps, will never hinder their Husbands 
from doing that which God calls them to. He then took the Time when Lahan was gone 
to fhear his Sheep, to fct out with his Wives, his Children, and all he had^ and Kachel car- 
ried away her Father's Idols, or Seraphim, I have writ more fully in another EfTay (J)^ of 
thefe ^eraphim^ and may have occafion afterwards to meet with them in this j and therefore 
ihall now only obferve, that they feem to have been domeftick tutelar Deities, made after a 
humane Shape : And it may be inferred from what we find in this Chapter concerning them, 
that though there was fome Knowledge of the true God preferved in the Family of Labafz^ 
yet Idolatry began to take place there 5 and therefore it was neceflary that Jacob and his Fa- 
mily fhould retire thence, and return to the Place where his Father Ifaac dwelt ; that they 
might ferve the true God in Purity, free from Idolatry and other Superftition. Lahan being 
told the third Day after Jacob was gone, he took his Brethren and all his Clan with him, 
and purfued Jacob feven Days, till at length he overtook him in Mount Gilead. God ap- 
peared to Laban in the Night-time, and commanded him to do no Harm to Jacob : Howe- 
ver, in the Interview he complained pafHonately, that he had carried away his Daughters 
unknown to him, and had ftoln his Gods. It was a great Folly to own thefe as his Gods, 
that could be ftoln, as well as it is for Papifts to worlhip thefe Statues, that cannot protect 
themfelves from Mice and Spiders, Jacob did plead his own Caufe, excufing himfelf for ha- 
ving gone away without acquainting his Father-in-law, fearing he would have kept his 
Daughters by Force ; But as for the Theft he charged him with, he confented, that the Per- 
fon with whom he found his Idols, fiiould fulFer Death j for he knew not that Kachel had 
Itoln them. Labajt having fearched the Tents Jacob and Leah^ and of the two Women 
Servants, went into Rachel's Tent, who had hid the Idols in the Camel's Furniture, and fat 
upon them : She begged her Father's Pardon, that ftie could not rife to him, ^being indifpo- 
fed ; where we are not to plead, neither for ftealing, nor for her Diflimulation ; and perhaps 
Jacob fpoke alfo too inconfiderately, when he faid, IFitb ^bomfoever thou findefi thy gods^ 
let him not linje^ and might reflecl: upon it with fdme Bitternefs, when not long after, K^j- 
chel^ who had taken them, died fuddenly of Child-bearing. 

Lahan not finding the Tsr&phim that he wanted, nor being able to accufe his Son-in-law 
\ 
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for taking any thing but what was his own 5 'j^acoh at laft began to challenge him, for purfu« 
ing him lb hotly, as if he had been fome Miicreant : Whereas he had been twenty Years in 
his Houfe, and had never done him any Injury 5 but had contributed by his Service many 
ways to his Advantage, even though Laban had changed his Wages ten times. Where Je-^ 
Tom juftly wonders, why the Sepiiagint Verfion hath put c^4>tcfc a,y.\'^-^tv^ otd^ApSvy ten 
LambSy into their Verfion of Qenefis xxxi. 7, 41, inftead oiten ^imes^ in the Hebrew 3 when 
neither the Senfej nor the Original admits fuch a Tranflation. In Conclufion^ the Father 
and the Son-in-law made a Covenant together i whereby they promifed not to do one ano- 
ther any Harm, and yacoh aiTured Laban that he would not riialetreat his Daughters, nor 
marry other Wives befides them. They gave a new Name to the Place of this Tran£iflion * 
Labafz called it in Syriac^ "fegar Sahadntha^ and yacob named it in Hebrew^ Galeed^ that is,' 
a Heap of Witnefs, and Mizpaby a Watch-tower- They facrificed knd ate together, and the 
next Day Laban having embraced his Daughters and their Children, returned home. From 
the whole we may obferve the kind Providence of Godj in protefting yacob his Servant, in 
gtiiding him and his Family fafe in their Way, in preferving him from Danger s that threatned 
him, and turning the Heart of thofe who defigned him Hurt, to Ihew him Favour. 

This is further to be feen in the Sequel of the Hifiory : For yacob went on bis way^ and 
the angels of God met him QT), They met him to congratulate his Arrival, and condu^^ him 
through new Dangers. He takes a pleafant Notice of them : ^bis is God^s hoft. And he cal^ , 
led the name of the place Mahanaim. It was feated between Mount Gil'ead and the Ri\ er y^^" 
hok^ not far from the latter, in the Confines of the Tribe of Gad and Half-tribe of Manaffehy 
on the Eaft Side of yordan. Being a Place of great Strength, it was cholen by Abner for the 
Scat Royal of JflobofJoeth the Son oi Saul (c), in the War between him and David : And for 
the like Reafon feems to have been made choice of for the retiring Place David dui ing the 
Rebellion of his SonAbfalom C<^). There yacob^ having Ground to apprehend the evil Defigns 
of his Brother £y^/^ againft him, fentakind Meffagetohims that by yielding,^ he might pacify 
Wrath. But Time, which wears out and foftens Marble and Rocks, cannot change the Heart 
of a revengeful Man. The twenty Years which yacoh had pafled in Mefopotamia, did only ' 
fufpendj but not extinguifli the Wrath of his Brother againft him : For the MefTengers re- 
turning, told that Efau was coming to meet him with four hundred Men* This' Account af- 
frighted yacob. He could not think of making Reliftance, being unable 5 but divided what 
he had into two Companies, that if one were fmitten, the other might efcape. It was then 
£t time of yacob'' s trouble : but be Jball be faved out of it. He fought the Lord 5 and he heard 
him. He addrefleth himfelf in all Humility to the God of his Fathers, owning him as the God 
of his Mercies 5 that this Journey was undertaken by his Command, and therefore he might 
expedl his Protedlion. And then he made ufe of prudent Means to pacify his offended Bro- 
therj by a confiderabie Prefent, to the Number of five hundred and eighty Cattle, to flock 
his new Gonquefls^ two hundred She-goats, twenty He-goats, two hundred Ews, twenty 
Rams, thirty milch Camels with their Colts, forty Cows and ten Bulls, twenty She-afles, ten 
Poles, obferving a due Proportion of Males to Females CO? ordering the Leaders of thefe 
five Sorts of Cattle to meet Efau at proper Diftances, with a humble Meffage, that he might 
hax'e Time to reflefl and be pacified- 

Having caufed all thefe Prefents to march off, that Night he fent his two Wives, and his 
tv/o Women Servants, with his eleven Sons, over the Ford yabbok^ a little River which rifes 
out of Mount Gileady and difcharges it felf into yordan. In the mean time yacob being left 
alone C/)3 fpent his Time in wreflling and Prayer : He had power over the angel^ aitd pre- 
Dailed : he wept and made fiipplication nnto him (g). This Angel was the eternal Word, the 
Angel of the Covenant (h^ j who is the Lord of Angels, who upon many Occafions appear- 
ed in a humane Shape, as a Prelude of his Incarnation : ^be name of God is in him. In the 
Patriarch's Cafe, we have a Mixture of the greatefl Courage and the greateft Tendernefs 5 
yacob wrellling like a Champion, and yet weeping like a Child. The Lord put Honour on 
him : For he faid, i'by name fJoall he called m more yacob^ but Ifrael 5 for as a prince haft thotc 
power with God and with men^ and hafi prevailed. Since he had prevailed with God to obtain 
the Blefiing, he need not fear Dangers from Men. Though the Angel did not tell him his 
Name, yet he gave him fpiritual Bleflings to fecure his Felicity j which were better than fine 
Notions to fi'tisfy his Curiofity. yacob being much taken with the Honour done him, puts a 
Name on the Place, calling it Peniel^ the Face of God (i\ to perpetuate the Memorial of 
free Grace j that there he had feen God facfe to face, and his Life was preferved. And the 
Children oilfraely in Memory of this Event, eat not of the Sinew that fhrank, which is upon 
the hollow of the Thigh. 

yacob foon meets with the Accomplifhment of his Prayers, His Brother Efau was fo far 
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{o^tncd^ and fuddenly reconciled to him, as, in ftead of attacking him as an Enemy with his 
four hundred Men, he faluted him as a Brother. At firfl: he declined to take the Prefents (jT)^ 
faying he had 'emi'.'gh^ or he had much, as the Word in the Hebrew lignifies. He had the 
Fatnefs of the Land, according to his Father's prophetick Blefling. But Jacob urged him^ 
faying, Jf now I have fozind grace in thy fight ^ then receive my p'efcnt at 7ny hand : for thar's-^ 
fore 1 have feen thy face ^ as though I had jeen the face of God : That is, he faw God's Favour 
to him, in Efau's being at Peace with him. This was a Token that God had heard his Pray- 
ers. And he adds, ^akey I pray thee^ my hleffing that is brought to thee^ becanfe God hath 
dealt gracioufly with me^ and becanfe I have enough - or as in the Hebrew^ I have all. For he 
that has the God of all, has all in him : All is yoitrs^ if Chrifi be yours (^), , At laft Efau re-- 
ceived the Prefents, and offered himfelf to condudt his Brother on his Way, or at leaft to 
leave fome of his Men to be his Safeguard : But Jacob did not delire to give him that Troubled 
""Tis like he feared that fuch a Convoy would rather enflave than defend him, and declared 
his Refolutibn to wait on his Brother at Seir. We do not read that ever he did fo : But fome 
one thing or other might have occurred to make him change his Purpofe, without making him 
guilty of DilTimulation, This Interview between the two Brothers being over^ to the mutual 
Satisfaiflion of both, Bfan returned to Seir^ and Jacob came to a Place which he named Snc~ 
cotb^ becaufe there he pitched his Tents or Booths. Thence he went to Shahfn^ a City of 
Sbechem in the Land of Canaan ^ where he bought a Parcel of Land from the Childreii of 
Hamor^ for aft, hundred Lambs, or for an hundred Pieces of Money ftamped with the Figure 
of a Lamb : And he erected there an Altar, and called it El-elohe-ifrael that is, God the 
God of Jfrael. Wherever he pitched his Tent, there he ere<Si:ed his Altar ^ and wherever 
we have a Houfe, we ihould dedicate it to God, there to honour and ferve him. 

While Jacob was in the Couiitry of the Shecbemites^ his Daughter Dinah was raviflied by 
Shecbem the Son of Hamor : She went out to fee the daughters of the land (f) 5 to fee how 
they drcffed, and what was fafhibnable among them. This vain Curlofity in wandring abroad, 

led her into a Snare to the lofs of her Honour* The young Canaanitijb Prince pei'fwaded his 
Father to ask her of Jacob for his Wife. Jacob's Sons being provoked at what had happen* 
ed to their Sifter, anfwer-ed Hamor^ that it was not lawful for them to confent to his Propo- 
■ faJ, unlefs he and the Schechemites were clrcumcifcd , though thefe young Men feem to have 
defigned nothing left than a Coalition of Religion, biit only to make the Men of Shechem an 
eafier Pi-ey to their >Sword. However, Hamor and Sbecbem condefcended to their Demands^ 
and perfwaded the Inhabitants of their City to be cifcumcifed. The third Day after the 
Operation, when the Pain caufed thereby was greateflr, Simeoit and Eevs C 'tis like, with' 
the Affiftance of Servants and AlTociates) entred the City Sword in hand, flew Hamor and 
iSchecbem^ with all the Males there, and carri«d off their Sifter Dinah Qd^. When they 
were gone, Jacob's other Sons plundered the Place, and carried away the Women and Chil* 
dren Captives. This A<5^ion, as it was unjuft and barbarous, fo it was abhorred by Jacob : 
For he laid to Simeon and Levi^ 2"e have troubled me^ to make me to fiink among the inha-^ 
bitants of the land^ among ft the Ganaanites^ and the Feri%%ites : a72d I being few in num'^ 
ber^ they fhaU gather t hem f elves together againfi and flay me^ aitd I fhall be deftroyed^ I 
and my houfe. And they faid^ Should he deal with our fifter^ as'-joith an harlot ? Where they 
feem not to repent of their Wickednefs, but rather to make Apology for it. The main Dif- 
ficulty that offers upon this. Point of Hiftory, is the Time when it happened. It is not to be 
conceived, that it was immediately after Jacob came out 6£ Mefopotamia : For then Dinah 
was but about eight Years old, and Simeon and Levi only about thirteen 5 when their Age did 
not admit their committing fuch Adlions as required Force and Strength. But if we fuppofe^ 
with Heidegger (e')^ that Jacob ftaid eight Years or thereby in the Land of the ShecheiniteSy 
and that- thefe things were done only a little before he left the Country, the Difficulty will e- 
vanifli ; for then Dinah would be about lixteen Y^ars, and Simeon and Levi about twenty : 
At which time they might be able to commit fo violent and wicked a Fadr. 

Jacob having in fome Meafure forgot his Vow at Beth-el^ That this fione fhall be God's 
hozife C/)^ though the Lord had performed what the Patriarch askfcd of him, Cfoi' he gave 
him liberally Bread to eat and Raiment to put on^ yea by this time he had a great Family and 
a plentiful Eftate ^ ) the Lord minds him of his Duty : ^rif$^ go up to Beth~el^ and dwell 
there (^g). In obedience to this Call, Jacob^ as a pious Reformer, ordered all his Family 
to put away their ftrange Gods^ to clean fe theinfelves^ and change their garments. He hid their 
Idols under anOak-triee which was by Shechem^ and came to JL«», (that is Beth^el') where 
he had the Vifion of Angels afcending and defcending iipon the Ladder. There he built an 
Altar, and 'tis like facrificed on it, calling it EUheth-el^ the God of Beth-el. Deborah^ Ke^ 
bekaF% Nurfe, died there : And fhe being an old religious Perfon, very ufefuJ in the Family 
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for a long Time, yacoh gave her a decent Burial, under an Oak beneath Beth-el^ w hich w as 
called Allon-hachtith^ the Oak of weeping. There the Lord appeared to Jacoh^ renewed the 
Name I[rael to him, and confirmed to him the Promifes made to Abraham, In memory 
of which i'avour, yacQb crcCted a new Pillar, on which he poured Oyl and other Ingredients 
of a Drink-offering. As he journeyed from Beth-el^ in his Way to Ephrath^ Rachel^ JacoV^ 
beloved Wife, was feized with her travailing Pains, and died after Ihe had born a Son, whom 
ihe named £r«-o;//, the Son of my Sorrow 5 hnt yacoh called him Be}2jami72^ the Son of my 
right Hand, becaufe he hoped that he would be ufeful to fupport his Age, like a Staff in his 
right Hand, yacoh buried her near the Place where fhe died, and fet up a Pillar upon hef 
Grave 5 v^/hich remained in Mofes^^ Time, near Beth-lehevt^ famous for being the Birth-place 
oi Davidj but more famous for the Birth of the Son David according to theFlelli, our blef- 
fed Saviour. Near that Place is at this Day fhewn to Travellers a Monument called Rachers 
Tomb : But the Reverend Mr. Matindrel Cj^^n who faw it, obferves, that it cannot be that 
which yacoh erefted, for that which is now there, plainly appears to be of a modern and ^'urk-^ 
ifio Strudlure. From thence journeyed, and fpread his Tent beyond the Tower of Eder^ 

in the Hehrew^ Migdol-eder^ or the Tower of the Flock. There committed Inceft with 

Bilhah his Father's Concubine : An abominable Wickednefs, which the Apollle fays is not fo much 
as named among the Gentiles (Z?). This was fo provoking to his pious Father, that he depriv'^d 
himof his Birth- I'ight and Blefifing (0 : And the Tribe of J^^/f^e;/ was always fmall, and inferior 
to moft of the reft j which feems to be pointed at in the Predidlion, Unjiahle as water ^ thou Jloalt 
not excel. At laft jacoh made a Vilit to his Father Ifaac at Hebron. We may fuppofe that 
he had vifited him before, fmce his Return out of Mefopotamia^ ( lor he lo7tged after his fa^ 
there's houfe ) but never, till now, brought his Family to fettle with him or near him. Re^ 
hekah being dead, and the good old Man infirm and folitary, it was proper his Son fhould at- 
tend and take care of hira. There he was Witnefs to his Father's Death, who had lived one

' Ant, c, hundred and eighty Years, and was gathered to his People being old and full of Days : And 
171^. his Sons Efau and yacoh buried him ^ for *tis like thefe Brothers now lived in Friendfhip, 

vit. Ef, In the thirty fixth Chapter of Genefis we have an Account of the Pofterity of Efau. By 
Bc^Irt ^^'^^^ Name Edom is perpetuated the Memory of that foolifti Bargain he made when he fold his 

«^'s going Birth-right and forfeited the Blefling, for that red, or that red Pottage; which is enough to 
down to Ihew the Reafon why his Family is turned off with a Ihort Rehearfal of their Titles. He had 
hgy^t 10 three Wives, and by them all he had only five Sons. Many have more by one Wife : And it is 
■ remarkable, that in ^itrky^ where Polygamy is tolerated and pradlifed by Law, the Country 

is moie tliinly peopled than in Europe^ where one Man is allowed but one Wife. The Ge- 
nealogy in this Chapter is not ufelefs : For there are many things occur in the Books of Mo- 
fes^ and other Parts of the facred Scripture, concerning a^^/Vj Edom, thtHcrites^ Tema?;^ £- 
lzpha%^ Bozrahy siXid the ale kites ^ Neighbours to /j^r/itf/, that receive a great deal of Light 
from the Account we have of them in this Chapter. Befides, here is the Performance of the 
Promife made to Abraham ; that he lhall be the father of many nations 3 of the Oracle to Re^ 
hekah^ tn'o natiojzs are in thy izomh , and of the Blefiing of Ifaac^ thy dweUi72gfhall be in the 
fatnefs of the earthy &c. Here we have pregnant Inftances of God*s Patience to all Men ^ 
of his Righteoufnefs to thefe without the Church, and his fpecial Mercy to his own. Dr.. 
Oimherla72d Bifhop of Peterborozv (i?) obferves, that neither Efau himfelt^ nor Elipha% his 
Son, had the Title of Duke, only his Grandchild by Elipha% ; and that the whole Chapter 
contains a kind of Genealogy and Hiftory of the Edomites^ till the Children of Ifrael came 
out of Egypt^ which was in the Year of the World 2456- Some Controverfy hath been mo- 
ved about the twenty fourth Verfe of the Chapter j where it is faid, ^his was that Anab^ 
that found the mules in the wildemefs^ as he fed the affhs of Zibeo7i his father. The Difficulty 
only arifes from the Tranflation j for the Mule is procreated between an Afs and a Mare, or 
between a Horfe and a fhe Afi, or the Onager^ the wild Afs and a Mare : But here is no 
mention of Horfes nor Mares j nor do we find that Mules were known in yudea^ before the 
Time of King David, which was about feven hundred Years after this. To loofe this Knot, 
the learned i/i^/^f'g'g^j" CO is of Opinion, that the original Word rendred Mules, doch 

fignify a fort of Giants, tall as the Anakims (/), whom A72ab happened to meet with in the 
Wildernefs, as he fed the AlTes of his Father, The Conjefture is ftrengthned by the largim 
of O72kelos, who read Gia72ts j and the iSainarita^i Fe72tateuch retain the Word E7ni7n^ and I 
find, other Criticks C^) of the fame Mind. The fame Heide^er QT) offers another Obfer-* 
vation, that EfaAi was the Erythra of the Greeks 5 and that from him the Ked-fea^ whofe Wa- 
ters do not differ in Colour from other Seas, was named Mare Erythrcen-m. And it is plain 
from many antient Authors CO? tbat this Sea derived its Name from one Erythra^ a King or 

great 
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great Man, who in antieht Times reigned in thefe Parts ; BuE of this Matter I will have oc- 

cafion to ,write afterwards. 

§ 4. T H E Hiftory of Jofeph comes next under Confideration. He was JacoFs t\dci^ Son, 
by his beloved Wife Kacbek His Story is fo remarkably divided between his humbled and ex- 
alted Condition, that we. cannot fliun to fee fomething of Chrift therein : It alio fhiews the 
X.ot of Chriftians, who^iuufi through many tribulations enter into the kingdom of God. , His Life 
is more largely deduced from the thirty feventh Chapter co the End of Genejis^ in almoft eve- 
ry Chapters favc one, becaufe it affords a noble Example of Piety, Prudence and other Vir-. 
tues ; and aHb^ becaufe in it we fee. the occallon of Jacob and his Family's going into Egypt^ 
whiich natively leads to their Condition there^ and Delivery from it, Jofeph^ though his Fa-., 
ther's Favourite^ was not bred up in Idlenefs ; Ac feventeen Years of Age, he was feeding 
the Flock5 with his Father's Sons by Bilbab ^ and they finding that he did reprelent their 
Faults to their Father, who heard him attentively, and out of a.Fondnefs of him drefled him 
in finer Cloiths than the reft , they hated him, and the rather, becaufe of two Dreams which 
he told, as portending his Preferment one Day above his .Father and his Brethren : Where- 
fore they wickedly confpired againft hiin, and found occafion to execute their Plot, when his 
Father fent him from the Valley of Hehirpn^ to Sbecbem^ where his Brethren were feeding the 
flock. He wandred by the Way, which was long and folitary ; but a Man found him, and 
diredted him to Dotban^ a Place about twelve Miles North o£ Samaria^ mentioned 2 Kings^ 
vi. 13. Jacob had purchafed fome Ground there j and though it was above Mty Miles from 
Hebrof7^ yet he fent his Sons thither to feed his Flocks, which were very numerous. When 
Jofeph's Brethren faw him coming, they refblved to kill him : 'QntRenhen^ being fenfible that 
he had offended his Father already by Inceft, delivered Jofeph from prefent Death.. Yet they 
threw him into an empty Pit, which feems to have been made to receive , th(? Rain-water,' 
V^here he might have perifhed by Hunger j and they were fo infeniible of his Afflidlxon, that 
they fat down to eat Bread, Mean time a Caravan of Ijbmaelites paffed by, carrying Spices,* 
Balm and Myrrhe, from Gilead to Egypt, They travelled in Company, to be fafe from Rob- 
bers and., wild Beafts i and by the Advice of Jtidah^ J^f^P^ is fold to thefe Merchants for 
twenty Pieces. of Silver. Divine Providence, which makes all things work together for good^ 
to thofe who are called according to his Purpofe, made this Sale of Jofeph to be for the Pre-*, 
fervation of the whole Family. But his Brethren, to add to their Guilty and to create ther 
utmofl Vexation to their Fatheri, for the diftinguifhing Love he had to Jofeph^ fent him his? 

Coat of many Colours dipped with a bloody Colour, that he might think ibme wild Beafb had 
devoured his Son. Which raifed fuch Grief in the good old Man, that he rent his Garments, 
put on Sackcloth^ and mourned for his Son a long Time. . But the Midianites ibid Jofeph 
to Potipbar^ an Officer oi Pharaoh's, and Captain of his Guard. 

In the thirty eighth Chapter of GenefiSy Jiidab^ the fourth Son of Jacoh^ contrafted 
Friendftiip with one Hirab^ an AdnUamite^ an Inhabitant of AduUam^ & Town to the Weft 
of Hebron, frequently mentioned in the Hiftory of David*s Flight from Satil. There he 
married a Canaanitijh Woman^ named Shuah, by whom he had three Sons. Er, his firft- 
born, takes ^amar to Wife j but he being very wicked, God cut him off in a. little Time* 
Then Judab ordered Ouan, his fecond Son, to marry famar the Widow, to raife up Seed to 
his Brother. . This feems to have been an antient Cullom among the Ifhmaelites^ to preferve 
the Name of the Brother, and his Right to the Primogeniture or Birth-right,' who died child- 
lefs ; which was afterwards eftablifhed by a Law C^). Onan^ by a very wicked Praftice, 
refufing to raife up Seed to his Brother, Cwhich was fo much the worfe in him, that the Mef- 
^ah being to defcend of Judabi^ he might have had the Honour of being one of his Anceftors) 
was alfo cut off by Death. 2l3?»^r finding herfelf flighted^ and that Sbelah, the third Son^ 
was not given to her, enfnared Judab, her Father-in-law, then a Widower, into her Embra- 
ces 5 of which criminal Conjunflion were born Phare% and Zarah, who are named in our 
Lord's Genealogy,' Matth. i. 3. And for this reafon thefe Fa^ls feem to be narrated fo fully 
in this Chapter 5 and alfo, to ftiew the Humiliation of our Lord Jefus, who coming into the 

World to fave Sinners, was not afhamed to" defcend of them according to the Flefh- 

The Hiftory of Jofeph is continued in the following Chapter. Potiphar his Mafter, per- 
ceiving that the Lord . profpered Jofeph, intrufted him with the whole Government of his 
Houfe. Some Years after this, Potiphar's Wife courted him to commit Adultery with her* 
The Egyptian Women have been reprefented by Herodote ^b\ as very lafcivious^ and this is a 
pregnant Inftance thereof. Jofeph, with undaunted GouragCj^ refufed all her Importunity , being 
ftrengthned by the holy Fear of God^ he reje^^ed the Power pf the Temptation with Abhor- 
rence : How €dn I do this great wickedn^fs^ and fin agaififi God (ji) ? Which is a great Inftance 
of divine Grace, as well as the Deliverance of the three Children in the fiery Furnace, was of 
divine Powen The impudent Woman ffUl foliciting him, one Day laid hold of his Garment, 
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faying. Lie imth me whereupon Jofepb left his Garment, and fled out of the Houfe. His 
jMiftrcVs feeing herfelf defpifed, called the Faraily, and faid, the Hebrew Servant would have 
raviflied her^ but upon her crying, he had left his Garment in her Hand 5 the fame fl.e told 
to her Husband, who feeniing to believe her, though the Story was very unlikely, and moH 
falfcj yet he caufed yofepb to be put in Prifon, where the Kings Prifoners were bound , but 
the Lord was with him, fo as the Keeper of the Prifon, who feems to be Potipbar^ fliewed 
him Favour, and committed all Things there to his Management. Herein Jofepb was a Type 
bf Chrift 5 who took upon him the Form of a Servant, and yet then it appeared that God was 
V!\xh. him 5 wlio was tempted of Satan, but overcame the Temptation 3 who was faifly accufed 
and bound, and yet hath all Things committed into his Hand, 

Pharaoh King of ii^^ being difpleafed with two of his Officers the chief of the But* 
iers and the chief of the Bakers, caufed put them in Prifon 5 and Jofepb had the Charge of 
them. After they had been a confiderable Time in cuflodyj each of them dreamed a Dream* 
God, who hath immediate Accefs to the Spirits of Men, which he can make ufe of to his own 
Purpofes, gave them fuch extraordinary Imprelfions as carried the Evidence of a divine Ori- 
ginal both in one Night. The Men had been perhaps a Year in Prifon j and were melan* 
thoiy, bccaufe they apprehended no body there could interpret what they had dreamed. 
Whereupon Jofepb^ pitying their Cafe, directed them to look to God, whofe Prerogative it 
5s to foretell Things to come 5 and he explained the chief Butler's Dream, (wherein he favv 
n Vine with three Branches, which budded, blo^romed^ and bore ripe Fruit, which he pre& 
fed out into Pharaob\ Cup, and gave into Pbaraob's Hand) as fignifying, that after three 
Days, Pbaraob would remember and reftore him to his Place ; and defired that he would then 
intrcat the King to deliver him out of that Prifon, for he had been fraudulently brought froni 
tiie Land of the Hebrews^ and moft unjuftly caft into Jail. The chief Baker bfeing encoura-i 
gcd by this Interpretation, alfo narrated his Dream : That he had three Baskets on hii Head^ 
whereof the uppermoft was full of fine baked Meats, and the Birds of the Air came and acd 
thereof. Jofepb expounded it. That in three Days, Pbaraob would caufe his Head to be 
ilruck off, his Body to be hanged on a Gibbet, where the Birds of the Air ihould eat his Flefhi 
Minifters muft be faithful, and cannot niake the Thing otherwife than it is. The Event an- 
fwercd the Interpretation : For on the third Day, which was Pbarao¥% Birth-day, the But- 
ler v/as reftored, and the Baker hanged. The Crimes for which thefe Officers Were commit- 
tedj nor the Reafons why the one was reftored, and the other puniflied by Death, are not f ei 
corded in facred Hiftory 5 and 'tis ridiculous for a JewlJJo Rabbi (^) to tell, that the Butler's 
Pault v.'as for having let a Fly fall into the King's Cup^ and that of the Baker tor mixing Sand 
or Gravel with his Bread. We are not to be wife above what is written. Only it is certain^ 
that when the chief Butler was reftored to his Profperlty, he forgot Jofepb^ and did not pro-*- 
cure his Releafe. While we blame this Ingratitude, let us not be gjuilty of worfe, by forget- 
ting our Redeemer, who not only foretold our Deliverance from Mifery, but aftualiy purcha- 
fed it by a dear Price. 

Tho'jgli Jofepb was forgot by the chief Butler, yet Providence accomplilhed his Delive* 
ranee out of Prifon, and his Advancement unto Honour, in a more refnarkable Way. Fot" 
at the End of two full Years CO? which feem to commence with his Imprifonment, PblUra6b 
dreamed, and behold, there came out of the Kiwev Ni/us feven fat Cows, and fevert very leart 
ones ; and the latter devoured the former. And in a fecond Dream, he faw feven'fine full Ears 
of Corn out of one Stalk, and feven thin Ears blafted with the Eaft Wind fpriftg op a:fter themi, 
that devoured the firfV. Which Dreams none of the Magicians nor wife Men o£ 'Egypt could 
interpret. Humane Reafon, Prudence and Fore/ight, muft be nbnplus'd and put to Confu- 
fion, that divine Revelation may appear more glorious. Though w the multitude of dreains 
there are diverfe vanities (jf)^ yet thofe of Pbaraob had their own Evidence that they were 
fent of God. JofepFs own Dreams in the Land of Cama7t were the Occafioh df his Troubles- 
but thefe Vifions of Pbaraob gave rife to his Enlargement : 'For the chief Butler remefuhrem 
his faults^ and told the King how Jofepb had interpreted his Dream and than of his Conipa- 
;iion while they were in the Prifon, and that the Event anfwered the Interpretation. Then 
Pharaoh fent for Jofepb out of the Dungeon 5 who having trimmed himfelf, and changed his 
Garments, immediately appeared at Court. For fuch was the Delicacy of Kings In the Eaft^ 
that none muft come before them but in good Drels. The Queftlon being put to Jofepb cdh- 
cerning the Interpretation of the Dreams, he anfwered. It is not in me : Godjhallgi^e Phdradb 
€in anjiijer of peace. Where he Ihews R'efpecl to the King, afcribes no Honour to himfelf 
hut only to God, that he might thus lead the Egyptian King to know the true God. The 
Dreams being related, Jofepb told Pharaoh^ ^be dream is one^ but was d&uhled^ becanfe tbfi 
thing is eftablijbed of Gtrf, a7Jd God uoill Jbortly bring it to pafs (e). The two Di'e'ams had a 
plain Reference to the two Things wherein we moft experience Plenty and Scarcity-^ Grafs and 
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Com; The FtentyawdJScardty^ of Grafs for the Cattle was lignified by the fat Gows and the 
jean ones.: The Flentfy- and Scarcity of €orn and Food for the Service of Man-, was foretold 
by the ftalf Ears- and the blhfted' ones. There would be feven Years of Plenty, v;hich would 
be followed wirh feven Years fb barren, that the former Plenty would be forgot, and all the 
Country would be confumed with Famine, ^gyp had no Rain (^dy 5 but the Plenty of ths 
Year depended upon the overflowing of the River iW/ff at a certain Scafon, occafioned by thq 
great Rains falling in Ethiopia near the Springs of that River fometlme before. It is an old Qb-^ 
fervation recorded by fliny In his natural Hiftory, 'that Egypt fnffers a Famine ivtvt tJr^ 
Nile tifes no higher than t'wsl've Cubits 5 // it rifes only to thirteen^ there is a Scarcity ; bntf 
when it rifes to fourteen^ it is comforted : that the fifteenth fecares it ail Neceffaries^ and thg 
fifteenth its Delights, And Herodote ^ more antient Hlftoriang fays the fame 5 adding, 
0je Egyptians being inforwe'd that Greece 'was only '■joatercd by Kaim^ and not by Kiz'ers like 
'their Comtry^ faid they wo/dd be one tijne or other cheated of their Hope^ and run the ha%ard of 
ftarvifig 5 ineaning^ fhat if God 'isuas plea fed not to fend the Greeks Rain^ but a long Drought, 
they might die by Famine^ fiince they had no Water hut as Jupiter C ^^^i is the Heavens ) gave 
them Kain, And fpeaking of the Inhabitants of that Part of Egypt called D'elta^ he fays, 
^here are no People^ neither in Rgypty, nor in any other Corizer of the World, to whom the Corn 
and Fruits of the Earth cofl lefs Paiiis, For they have no occajion to plow nor tiU the Ground^ 
mr to life the other kinds of Husbandry ^ hut when the River has of its own accord fpreadit felf 
over the Fields, and after having fatned them "with its Mud, and withdra^vn, then every one 
fo'ws his Grounds 9 and to make the Corn fink, they turn in Hogs to trample it doivn, fben they 
wait for the iime of the Harvefi, and make again ufe of the Swine to threfo it out of the Ears. 
Which PafTage in Herodote may help to explain that oi Mofes (jT), For the land whither thou 
goefi in to poffefs it, is not as the land of Egyptj— - nsohere thou fowedft thy feed, and 'wateredfi 
it with thy Foot. 

To proceed with the Hiftory 2 Jofeph not only foretold thefe Events to Pharaoh, but alio 
fidvifed him to make thoice of a wife and able Man, to whom he fhould give Power over all 

^gypt, to appoint Officers in each Town, who fhould, during the feven Years of Plenty, lay 
up in the publick Granaries the fifth Part of the Produce of the Land 5 and that all this Store 
ihould be at the King^s Difpofal^ to be preferved 'for the feven Years of Famine 5 by which 
XsiQzns^ypt would not perilh. Pharaoh approved of the Advice, and pitched upon Jofeph for 
that Bufineis, appointed him Governor of Egypt next to hiaifelf, gave him his Ring, ordered 
him to moutit the fecond Chariot^ that all might bow the Knee before him, gave him Power over 
his Su'bjea?ts, c'icfthed him with fine Raiment, changed his Name to that -of Zaphgatb^paaneah^ 
that is Ja R.evealer of -Secrets, and gave h5m to Wife Afrnatb the Daughter of Potipherah 
Prieft of iDft, which is -by the Greeks called fJeUopolis, that is, the City of the .Sun, Jofeph 
feeing then thirty Years of Age when he entred upon the Execution of this Office, God did 
build tap 'bis Faftiiily, by giving him two 'Sons, Manciffeh and Bphraim. He laid up great Stores 
of Qom ^ the King duri-n^the feven Years of S'lenty. Thefe being over, there followed 
feven Years of^fuoli Barrennrfs as-caufed a Fanrine. Then Jofeph, by the King's Direftion, 
opened the Granaries, and fold Corn 'to the I*eople , and thofe of the neighbouring Provinces 
were obliged to go itit<i> Egypt for 'it. We ^have a compendious Account of this Hiftory in 
Jnftin (ie\ the Epitomizer o^ '^rogus Pmnpeins^ \^ho tells ; j[ofeph was the youngefi of thft 
Brethren, WhBy jeahtts ttf'bis eaeellent Gef^i^s, fecr-etly fold him to Merchants who werff 
i^ranger^s, by 'whom 'he wa^ carried 4nto Egypt 5 where-haviftg learned magical Arts, by his great 
Capacity ^h'e foon became dear-tb the Ki'ag : For 'he -kn^w Prodigies, and was the firfl '•^ho did 
interipret Dreams^ Neither -was there any thing di^vine or 'humane hut what he nnderjiood. 

We fdi^efaw -'the -Bmrmmfi ofnhe iLwtd long before it -happened. All Egypt would have periled 

'by ^Famine, if the -King by 'his Ad^viee hadmot ordered Corn to he laid up for many Tears : And 
'his'Opinicn-^cts^fteemed-not 'as the Word-of Man, -but as-an'Oracle of-God, Though Jnfiin 
'hath Jblended his iNarfative with Fallhoods und -Miftakes, -which is a comtnon Thing to.pro* 
fene -Authors -Whfen writing'of the ^ffeirs of ihe j yet»there are fbme Grains of Truth in 
if: But:the-beft-Gompend df'this'Hiftory 6?ydfeph, is that-of the infpired Penman Pfal. ev. 
^at6, ■-a3, iSome 'Heathen -Authors mentioned'by '^Eufebius (/) have -Hints of him. 

We have already feen the fulfilling of the Dreams whicl^ Jofeph did interpret in Egypt, 
ian'd we have a fUU-Account, from the forty ^fccond' Chapter of G^we/5j to the forty fevienth, of 
'tl-te-Ac;c<im"plifhment-6f thofe w^hich^ he hiiiifelf'had in the Land of 02»^^2», concerning his 
'Fath:6r*s-Family doing' Obeifance to 'him. The riiflory is ■ very fully inferted in the-facred 
Scripture, 'becaufe it-is iriftrU6live. 'It was probably.much talk'd of both among the 7/r<^^//r^j 
Egypt tans J and it gave occafion to the removal of Jacobus Family ifltb Egypt, on which 
€o)^kt\y -great • Events ifterwards 'recorded 'd^- depend. Though Jaeoh's Sons were at ihU^ 
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time all marriedj and had Families of their own 5 yet it feems they were. all incorpotatedjntd 
one Society under the Condudl of their Father. They met with Famine in the Land of f7^«- 
maUy to teach them t6 feek a better Country^ that js the heavehly C^)..- When yacoi. faw 
that there was Corn in Bgyp^t, he. faid to his Sons, If^y do ye look on upon another. It is a 
poUy to fland defponding and defpairing ; we muft not only pray for daily Bread^, but muft 
\ay out our felves with Care and Induftry to provide it. facoF.s ten Sons, leaving only Ben-- 
j^jnin at home, went to Egypt for that End, and bowed themfclves . before Jofeplj with their 
Faces to the Earth. . Now their empty Sheaves "did Obeifance to his full one, .. Jofeph knew, 
them, yet fpoke to them as Strangers by an Interpreter. , He reinembred.his Dreams^ thought 
they had forgot them. He charged them as Spies, protefting by the life of Pharaoh that they 
y/ere fb. Which^ whether it was an AfTeveration or axi Oath, we need not determine 5 but 
jt was more than Yea, yea, or. Nay, nay 5 and therefore came of Evil : It was not the 
Il.angaugec>faSonof-^^m/^i:zw, but of an Courtier. . They purged themfelves of the 

Charge of being Spies, and gave account of their Father and his Family. . But Jofeph dealt 
roughly with them, cUpc them up in.Prifon three Days, charged them to bring their youngn 
eft Brother Benjamin to him, and fecured Simeon in Prifon as. a Pledge of their returning 
with their faid young Brother, This, hard Treatttient Jofeph ufed, was not from a Spirit of 
Revenge, but to complete the Accomplifhment of his Dreams, to get account of the State 
of his Father and Family, and to bring them to Repentance. Indeed it had thefe EfTetfts 3 
for they had many penitent Reflexions . for their Cruelty to their Brother Jofeph : Their Af- 
fliction awakened tiieir Confcience to remember their Sin (^), At which J.ofeph was fo moved, 
that he turned about from them, and wept^ ordered their Sacks to be filled with Corn, to reftore 
every M.ah.his Money, and give them Provifion by the Way. This being done, they re- 
turned, leaving Simeon Prifoner behind them. At an Inn on the Road one of them opening 
his Sack to feed his Afs, found his Money in the Mouth of the Sack ; and they were all fur^ 
prifed. Being come to their Father^ . they told him all that had happened to. them j and 
emptying their Sacks, found all their Money. Jacob then had very melancholy Apprehen^^ 
iions of the State of his Family : Jofeph is mt^ and Simeon is mt^ and ye 'voill take Benjamin 
ixwdy : all thefe things are agaznft me CO- Through our Ignorance and Weaknefs of Faith^ 
■we are ready to apprehend that to be againft us which is really for us. 

Jacob could not eafily be perfwaded to let Benjamin go, though Keiiben engaged to bring 
him back : However^ the Famine being fore in the Landj-. and. the Corn which they bad brought 
from Egypt being fpent, Jacob at laft condefcended to let Benjamin go, upon the Word of 
Jtidah engaging to return him (^^). He ordered them to carry Prefents of what the Country 
afforded to the Governor qf Bgyp^ and double the Money found in their Sacks. This he was 
induced to by the urgent Neceility of his Family 5 and in Juftice and Prudence he fent double 
Moneys to make Reftitution of what he thought had been carried off by Miftake, .or in cafe 



thefe men home^ for they flntU diiie with me at noon. The Servant did. as he was commanded j 
they made their Apology for the Money found in their Sacks j he encouraged them, tellings 
there was no Evil defigned againft them, and brought their Brother Simeon out to them. 
Mean time they made ready the Prefent, and when Jofeph came to Dinner^ they offered it, 
bowing themfeives before him to the Earth. Jofeph asked them of their Welfare, and of 
their Father's 5 and when he faw Benjamin his Brother, he faidi| Qod he gracious unto thee 
my fan. Then finding himfelf moved, he went into another Chamber, and wept : Having 
•wafhed his Face, he returned, and ordered his Servants to fet on the Meat i the Egyptians 
flit by themfelves, and the Hebrews by themfelves, becaufe what the latter ate, the former 
•worlhipped. They fat according to their Birch-right, which Jofeph exa^ly knew 5 he gave 
Be?tjamin five times as much as any of the reft^ whereby he teftified his particular Refpei^t for 
him, and alfo tried whether his Brethren would envy Benjajnin^s larger Meffes, as they had 
formerly done to himfelf for his Coat of many Colours ^ and they drank and were merry, 
concluding their Cares and Fears now overj being in fo good Terms with the Lord of the 
Land. 

But Jofiph thought fit to put them to a new Fright, while he ordered his Steward, Fill 

the mens facks ivith food^ as much as they^ can carry ^ and put every man's money in his faelCs 
iHQutb. And put my citp^ the filver cup^ in the fack^s month of the yoimgefi. And when they

£tions on this Head concerning -Divination by Gups. I fhall only obferve, that Jofeph^ whd 
feared the true God^ would not iife Magick; nor Divination by Cups, nor any proiane Hca- 
theni/h Rite. But if the Words be rendred, as they may (a\ concdrning which b^Ul certain^ 
ly divine^ or, he'll know what yoU have done, then the Difficulty is removed. To proceed 
Jofeph^s Brethren irefufed the Guilt alledged, faying, IViih whom- foe'ver of thy fsrvants it 
fonnd^ both let bim dic^ and we alfo wiUbemylord^&bond-mefz, Yet upon narrow Inquiry, 
the Clip was found in Benjamin's Sack 5 whereupon they rent their Cloaths, loaded their Af* 
fes, and returned to the City, with Judah at their Head 5 who toid Jofepb that their Father 
had a more particular Love for Benjamin^ that he would die if they did not bring him back j 
that he was perfonally engaged for his Return, and therefore begged that he would take him 
for his Slave, and let Benjdmin go. The Addrefs is fo natural, and fo exprelEve of his pre- 
fent Paflioh, that we cannot but fee that Mofr 's^ who wrote it long after.it was fpoke, did fo by 
the fpecial Direction of him that Inade Man's Mouth (F), J-tidah\ faithful adhering to Ben^ 
jamin now in Diftrefs, was recompenfed long after this by that Tribe's conllant ftanding for 
the Tribe oijtidah. Our Lord, who fprang out of Judah hke this Patriarch, not on- 
ly made Interceffion for Tranfgrcflbrs, but alfo became Surety lor them. 

Jofepb^ upon Trial, having found that his Brethren had great Affedlion to their Father, 
to Benjamin, to one another, and were heartily penitent for their Sin in felling himlelf, (to 
difcover which feems to have been the main Defign of his hard uling them) could not relraia 
longer from making himfelf known to them : Therefore with many Tears and lingular AfTtdti- 
on, he faid, Coj7ie near to me, I pray you ; — / am yojeph your brother^ whom ye fold into £gypt. 
Now therefore be not gri^v&d, mr angry with your feives, that ye fold me hither : for God did jessd 
me before you to prejerve life (d^. He alfo told them, that the Famine was yet to continue rive 
Years, but God had put him into a capacity of providing for his Relations and Friends j which 
is the greateft Satisfaction Wealth and Power can give to a good Man i and he acknowledged 
God the Author of it all. Providence looks a great way tbrward i even before the Years of 
Plenty, God was. preparing for the Supply of Jacob's Houfe in the Years of Famine* H<? de- 
fired, that his Father niight by them be fpeedily informed of the glad Tidings of his Life, 
and of the great Honour which his Son Jofepb was advanced to j which would be a refrefhing 
Oyl to his hoary Head : And he is very earneft that he and all his Family Ihould come down to 
Bgypty with all his Children and Grandchildren, their Flocks and their Herds, proniifing to 
nourifh them in the Land of Gofben. And after this, he with his Brethren interchanged mu-* 
tual Endearments and CarefTes, and talked freely of all the Affairs of his Father's Houfe. 
This pleafcd Pharaoh and all his Minifters : Jofeph had been an Inftrument of great Good to 
£gypfi by faving it in the common Calamity, and making ic able to ferve other Nations ^ 
and therefore the King in Gratitude thought he could not do too much for him, Jojepb 
then fent Waggons to carry his Father and the young Children, with Plenty of Provifions to 
fuppot-t them on the Road 5 to each of his Brethren he gave Changes of Raiment^ and to 
Bvnjamin he gave three hundred Pieces of Silver^ and five Changes of Raiment j aixd thus 
having difmifled them, charged them, S&e that ye faU not out by the way. 

§ 5. When this was told Jacob in the Land of Canaan^ the good News at firft funk his. 
Spirits; but feeing the Waggons, and finding the Truth of the whole Story contirmed, his' 
f^irit revived, and he refolved on the Journey. In which he was fignaliy encouraged ; for 
■when he offered Sacrifices at Beerjheba^ God fpake to him, and faid, / am God^ the God of 
thy father : fear 7wt to go down into Egypt ; for I will there wake of thee a great nation. I 
will go down with thee into Egypt 5 and I will alfo furely bring thee up again : and JojephJhaH 
put his hand upon thine eyes Where the Lord renewed the Covenant to him, pvomifed. 

that he would bring his Pofterity out of Egypt, and that Jofeph (hould do the laft Offices to him 
when dying. Jacob being thus encouraged, went down to Egypt with his whole Family j 
whofe Names and Number are particularly, inferted in the facred Text C/) 5 being in all 
feventy Souls, inciudihg old Jacob, and Jofepb, with his Sons, Manaffeh and Ephraim ; 
they behig come of Jacoh^ as well as thofe who came from the Land of Canaan. It was 
now. two hundred and fifteen Years, fmce God had promifed to Abraham to make of him a 
great Nation C^) > yet that Branch of his Seed^ on which the Promife was intailed, was a& 
this Time only increafed to feventy Perfons. The Accomplifliment of divine Promifes is al- 
ways fure, though fometimes flow. The particular Account of their Number is here record- 
ed, that the Power of God, in multiplying thefe feventy to fix hundred thoufandMen at the 
Time of their coming out of Egypt^ may be more illuftrious 2 When God pleafes, aUtthone 
fimll become a thoufand Qb'). To reconcile the Account of Mofes^ that feventy Souls came 
with Jacob into Egypt, with that of Luke^ Adis^ vii. 14. where they are named feventy 
five, we need not fay that St. Luke followed the Verfion of the Septuagint^ who by fecting 
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down the Names of yofeph^s Grandchildren by Ephraim and Manaffeh^ have made up the 
Number of feventy five i nor need we apprehend any Corruption in the Text : Only we may 
obferve with Heidegger (jl)^ that if y aeon's four Wives, though feme of them died in the 
Land of Qanaait^ as well as Et and Onan^ the Sons o^Judah^ be added to the Number of fe- 
venty, and Jacoh^ the Head of the Houfe, omitted, the exa^t Number of feventy five will 
arile. And fo the Account given by Stepbefi^ the Prototnartyr, recorded by Ltike^ agrees 
with the Mofaic Narration, only Mofes reckons Jacob and his Defcendents, St. iStepbm 
counts the whole Family. 

§ 6. JOSEPH being informed by Jndah of his Father's Coming, he paid that Refpeft as 
to go out and meet him 5 they embraced one another very afFedionateiy, and with Tears. 
He advifed his Father and his Brothers, when called before Pbarach^ to fay they were Shep« 
herds, that they might dwell in the Land of GoJJsen ; where they might be free from being 
infected by the Vices, and infulted by the Malice of the Egyptians^ who abhorred that Occu- 
pation C^). They did fo, being not afhamed to own their Bufmefs, and to accommodate 
themfelves to it : And Pharaoh fhewed them abundance of Refpe6^, particularly to old Ja^ 
coh^ whom he was pleafed to converfe with, asking him. How old art thou (jT) ? To which 
the Patriarch anfwered : ^he days of the years of my pilgrimage ate an hundred and thirty 
years : few and evil have the days of the years of ray life heeit^ and have not dttained tmto the 
days of the years of the life of my fathers in the days of their pilgrimage. Where he fpeaks, 
as became him, with an Heir of Serioufnefs : He looks on himfelf as a Stranger in this World 
travelling to a better 5 he reckons his Days few, in refpetl of Eternity, and evil, bccaufe of 
the many Sins he had been guilty of, and the Afflictions he had undergone ; he is not 
proud, but humble in his old Age. He hlcffed Pharaoh ^ which was not only an Ai\ of Ci- 
vility, but an A61 of Piety, v/hereby he prayed for him as a Prophet, and as a Patriarch- 
Jofepb returning to the Management of his great Trufl: ^ the Famine continuing in Egypt yet 
iive Years longer^ and the Egyptians having no more Money to buy Corn, firft fold their 
Cattle to the Kingj and then their Lands. If they had done for themfelves in the feven 
Years of Plenty, as Jofeph did for Pharaoh^ they had not been in thefe Straits. The laft 
Year Jofeph fufnifhed them with Corn to fow, upon condition they would give the King the 
fifth Part of the Crop : Only the land of the priefts became not Pharaoh''^, Ail People ought 
to be kind to thofe who attend the publick Service of their God j and we ought to ihew our 
Regard to bur God, by efteeraing his Miniflrers highly in Love for their Work's fake. Mean 
time Ifraol dv/elt in the Land o't GoJJoeit;^ which is alfo called the Land of Kamefes (^), litu- 
ated in the Eaflern Part of Egypt^ not far from the Arabian Gulph. There Jacob lived qui-^ 
etly feventeen Years, though the Occurrences of his Life during that Space are not mention- 
ed. Only it is obfervable, that as Jacob feventeen Years nourifhed his Son Jofeph^ (for fo old 
was he when his Brethren treacheroufly CO fold him) fo now by way of Requital, feventeen 
Years Jofeph nourifhed him. When the old Man miift die, he would be buried in the Land 
of Canaan j not merely becaufe it was the Land of his Nativity^ but rather becaufe it was the 
Land of Fromife, as a Pledge that his Pollerity Ihould in Procefs of Time be Mailers of it 5 
and becaufe it was a Type of Heaven, that better Country which he had in Expedtation. 
And fo lolicitous was he about the Place of his Interment, that he would have Jofeph fworn 
to it. Such an Obligation might anfwer all Objedlions that might be afterwards moved agalnft 
it ^ and Jofeph ha\'ing done fo, Jfrael bowed himfelf npon the hed^s bead^ giving Thanks to" 
God for this, and all his Favours. 

§ 7. After thefe Things, Jofeph hearing that his Father was fick, went to vifit him^ 
and receive his Benediction. Blefling is afcribed to God : He blefleth us, by bellowing good 
Things upon us (/). Our Redeemer blcfleth us 5 for this end he was font into the World (g). 
In the Entry to his publick Miniflry he pronounced many Bleflings 5 and the laft A€t he 
did, before his Afcenfion to Heaven, was, that he lifted up his hands and bleffed them (j)- 
Or Blefiing is afcribed to Man ^ thus we blefs God when w^e praife him for his Goodnefs : / 
■?tvV/ blefs the JLord at all times : bis praife fball contimially he in my mouth (JC). Or we blels 
I\Ten 5 which is either merely optative, we wifti them to be blefled : Blefs them that curfe you 
f /) 5 that isj wifh them to be blcffed : Or it is authoritative 5 thus the Priefts bleffed the 
People (jn\ by virtue of their Office : And the Patriarchs, as fo many Prophets, by divine 
Xiilpiration bleffed their Seed, prophefying of the Goodnefs of God, and of the Conduct of 
his Providence to them in after Ages. Jofeph was not deceived in his Expedlation 5 his aged 
Father ftrengthned himfelf and fat upon the bed (j2\ and folemnly adopted JofepFs two Sons, 
E-phratr.i and Manaffeh^ prophefying that each of them fliould multiply into a Tribe, and have 
a difliniil Lot in Qanaan^ equal with Jacob's own Sons. An Inheritance in the Promife 

marie to Abraham^ was more valuable and honourable, than to fuccced their Father In the 
Power 
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Period III. Jacob blejjing the Tribes. 

Power and Grandeur he had in Egypt, He alfo bkfTed them, which is particularly noticed 
in the Nezv ^^fiament ; By faith yacob when he ysas a dyings blejfed both che j'oun cf Jojer^b 
ia) : He faid, God^ before whom my fathers Abraham and JJ'aac did imtih^ the God which fad 
^ic aU my life long tinto this day^ the Angel which redeemed 7?w from all evil^ hlefs the lads^ 
&c. Q'). Where he prays, that the Perfons of the ever bleifed Trinity may blcfs chcfe yDunp 
Men : Though that Myflcry was not fo plainly revealed in thofe Days^ as it is to us in rho 
(Gofpcl, yet it is often pointed at m the threefold Repetition of the Name of God, or y.://o- 
^ah (^). His Affedtions particularly warm when he Ipeaks of the angel which red'^evted hiui 
who can be no other than the Angei of the Covenant, the Lord Jefus Chrifl-^ our Redeem-^ 
er, who faves us from our Sins j who is the Object of divine Adoration, and to whom '^facob 
here adrirefles his Prayer for a Blefling if). The Patriarch llretched but his Hands, to lay 
them on his Grandchildren 5 and it is the moft antient Monument we have of laying on 01 
Hands. Jofeph thinking his Father, by rcafon of the Dimnefs of his Eyes^ was niiftaken in 
laying his right Hand on Eph'raim^ the youngefl-j and his Left on Manaffeh^ the eldefl, en- 
deavoured to tranfpofe his Hands. But facob convinced him, that this very Girfcumftance 
was direfted by Providence 5 which decreed the Pre-eminence of the younger before the ci- 
der Brother. The Event anfwered the Predidlion 5 for when the Tribes were muftered irt 
the Wildernefs, the Tribe of Ephraim could furnifli 40,500 fighting Men, and that o'L Maiiaf-* 
feh only 32,200 (e^, JofJjna was of that Tribe, fo was Jeroboam ^ the royal Seat of the tert 
Tribes was there 5 and all Ifrael is often called by the Name of Ephraim j whereas the 
Tribe of Mafzaffsh being divided^ the one Half on the one Side, and the other on the other 
Side o^Jordan^ it never became fo powerful. God, in the diftinguifhing Favours of his Co- 
venant, often advanced the ybunger before the elder j as Jacob before E[au^ Shem before 
Japheth ^ Jitdah and Jofeph were preferred before Keiiben^ David to his elder Brethren, and 
Solomon after him , which forne make typical of the Gentile Church, that fhall have more nu- 
merous Converts than that of the Jews (^). Glorious are the Riches of free Grace, Jacob 
gave to Jofeph yet more Favours : Moreover^ I have given to thee biie portion above tijy bre^ 
thren^ 'i^hich I took out of the hand of the Amorite with my fword and with my !'ow (^). Men- 
tion is made of this Grant in Jobn iv. $, This Parcel of Ground was given to the Tribe of 
Ephraim, as their Right : In it Jofepb's Bones were buried ; and though Jacob had never 
feiaed it by Force of Arms, yet the Words may be a Predidlion COa t^^^^^ his Pofterity fiiould 
thus take PoHlflion of it- 

Jacob having thus blelTed the Sons oi Jofeph, proceeds to his other Sons Ql). He ordered 
them all to be called together, to hear the laft Words of their dying Father, and his Prophe- 
cies concerning them and their 'Pofterity in che lafl: Days. Cicero fays, 1 be Mind of Man 
is more divine when Death approachietb. Whatever be of this, it is certain that at this Time 
the Patriarch v/as elevated by the Infpiration of the Almighty. He begins with Reuben, his 
firft-born. : But he, by his Inceft with Bilhah his Father's Wife, having forfeited the Prero- 
gatives of his Birth-right, the double Portion was given to Jofeph C^O? the Kingdom to Jn^ 
dah, and the Priefthood to Levi, The Chara<Ster given to him is, U'ijftable as waier^ thou 
Jlsalt not excel : Thou flialt have a Being as a Tx'ibe, but no Excellency : No Judge, no Pro- 
phet nor Prince fhall be found in thee. His Succeflbrs not aiming to exceil, meanly thufe a 
Settlement oh the other Side of Jordan^ there to feed Cattle, far from the Sanctuary and from 
the teat of the Kingdom, Thus, though his Inceft was committed forty Years ago, yet it is 
now remembred againft him with a Note of Infamy. Simeon and Levi wel"e next in Age to 
Kenben : But they alfo had been a Grief and Shame to their Fatherj by the barbarous Mur* 
der they committed on the Sbechemites, He never confented to that infamous Aclion, and 
now he protefts that he utterly abhorred it, and foiretells the Lot of thefe two Tribes ; / 
will divide them in Jacob-, and fcatter them in Ifrael. Indeed the Levites were fcattered 
through all the Tribes j and when the ten Tribes feparated from Jndah, the Levites fuffered 
by that Divilion, biding obliged either to lie at the Mercy of the Schifmaticlcs, or to fee the 
Number of their Poor encreafed. As to Simeon 5 the Lot of that Tribe lay on the Skirts of 
Judah (jz\ and was fo ftrait as it was fcarce able to fupport them, they being fometimes 
forced to difperfe themfelves in queft of other Settlements. 

Glorious Things are faid Judah in Genefis xlix. 8, ■ I2. His Name lignifies Praife- 

God was praifed for him (jf), praifed by him, and praifed in him 5 and therefore his Brethren 
fhiill praife him. It is here prophefied that he fhall be viftorious and fuccefsfui in War , ^hy 
hcmd fiall be in the neck of thin'e enemies : As was fulfilled in the Vid^ories of David. He 
fnali be fuperior to the reft of the Tribes, not only more numerous, but fhall alfo have Domi- 
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nion over them ; ^hy father" s children JJoall how down to the& : J-udah was the Law "giver 
He (hall be ftrong and couragious, qualified for Command and Conqueft : yudah is a lianas 
^jobelp i from the prey^ my fon^ thou art gone up : be fiooped dowttj be couched as a lion^ and as 
an old lion ; who Jloall roufe htm up ? The Lion is the King of Beafls, the Terror of the Fo- 
reft : When he feizes his Prey, none can refift him ; when he goes up from the Prey, none dare 
purfue him. Thus it is foretold that the Tribe of ftidah {hail become very formidable, fhall 
gain great Vldlories, and quietly reap the Frulcs of them. And further, it fhali be the Tribe 
from which the Meffiah, the Prince, fhall fpring : I'be fceptre Jloall not depart from Jndahy 
till Shilob come, yacob here forefees and fbretellsj 1 hat the Sceptre or Government fhould 
come into the Tribe oiyudab^ (as was fulfilled in Duvid^ on whofe Seed the Grown was en-» 
tailed, and with whom \t continued till the Babyloniflo Captivity j ) that Sbiloh the promifed 
Mcfliah fhould come of that Tribe j that the Power of Government and giving Laws fhould 
continue in that Tribe, till the coming of the Meffiah born of a Woman. Ihus the Sanhe- 
drim retained fome Shadow of Power, till the Death of Chrift : But from that time all things 
began to work the Deftrudtion of that People, till in a few Years after his Crucifixion the 
yewiJJj Policy, Temple and Governrnent were utterly ruined ^ and from that Day to this," 
they have neither had King nor Law-giver among them ; as will further appear by the lollow- 
ing Hiftory. To this Meffiah fhali the gathering of the people be : For he is the defire of all 
Tfations 5 v/ho being lifted up from the earthy will draw all men unto him (r). In him 
there is all that is nourifhing or refrelhing to Man, Wine and Milk, the Riches of jiidah'^i 
Tribe, without Money and without Price. Near the End of this Work, 1 have explained, 
and applied this Prophecy, to prove, againft the Jews^ that the promifed Mefliah is already 
come : And they who defire to .fee larger Treatiles upon it, may confultj befides others, the 
Authors named at the Foot of the Page (^0- 

yacoh foretells concerning Zehulun (j\ that his Pofterity fhould have their Lot upon the 
Sea-coafl, fhall be Merchants, and Mariners : Which was fulfilled many Years afterwards^ 
when the Land oi Canaan was divided by Lot, And the border of Zebultm went up toward the 
fea (/)^ having the Mediterranean to the Weft, and the Lake of Tiberias on the Eaft. If" 
fachar fhall dwell in the moft fruitful Parts of the Land of Promife, where they fhall exerciie 
rhemfelyes in improving their Lands, and reaping the Fruits of them : And when any of the 
Tribes defign Conqueft, they fhall rather chufe to furnilh Contributions, couching like an afs 
under the burden^ than to afTift in the War. Though Ban was a Son of one of the Concubines^ 
3'et he fliall be a Tribe governed by Judges of his own, who fhall by Art, Policy, and Stra-i. 
tagems of Wiir, gain Advantages againft his Enemies, like a Serpent fuddenly biting the Heels 
of the Traveller (^). Some are of Opinion, that this may refer to Samfon, who judged Ifra^ 
p/, and delivered them out of the Hands of the Philifiines^ not by fighting in the Field, but 
by furprifmg Mifchiefs he did them. Jacob being almofl fpent with this Difcourfe, breathes 




come at lafi Qf) : Where he alludes to his Name, fignifying a Troops and forefees that this' 
fliould be a warlike Tribe. And fo they were (0 : Their Situation on the other Side of jFor-> 
dan expoled them to the Incurfions of their Neighbours the Moahites and Ammonites,' And 
that they might not be proud of their own Strength, he foretells that the Troops of their E- 
nemies fhould in many Skirmifhes overcome them. But they fhall overcome at lafi : Which 
was accomplifhed, when in the Reign of iSanl the Moahites and Ammonites were entirely fub- 
dued. Of Jf/jer it is faid. His bread Jljall be fat ^ and he JI^^-H yield royal dainties (^fe). This 
Tribe extended to the North of Ga«ijiz«. Mount G^m^Z and a very fruitful Country were

ind Manajjeb^ in the former Chapter ^ yet he had fomething to add concerning himfelf - Jo^ 
feph is a fruitful bough. — The archers have forely grieved him^ and JJjot at him^ and hated 
htm. But bis bow abode in ftrength C^) : Intimating, that though Jofeph now lived at Bafe 
and in Honour, yet he had come through many Difficulties ^ his Brethren, in his Father'^ 
Houfe, mocked, threatned, ftript, fold him • his Miftris, in the Houfe of Potiphar^ (hot at 
him by impudent Temptations 5 he was put in Prifon, and even when afterwards advanced 
he had many Enemies in the Court of Pbaraob. But his bow abode in Jtrength : His Faith 
did not fail ; he kept his Guard, and came off more than a Gonqueror by the Strength of the 
mighty God. He promifes that God would blefs him with abundant, eminent and eveiiaftinj; 
Bleflings, with blejfings of heaven above^ bleffings of the deep that lieth under ; bleffings of t}% 
Ireafts and of the womb. The bleffings of thy father have prevailed above the bleffiitgs of my 
progenitors^ unto the utmbfi bound of the everlafiing hills 5 tbeyfbaU be on the head of Jofeph 
and on the crown of the head of him that was feparate from bis brethren. Lafl of all comes 
the BiefTing o£ Benjamin : He Jhall ravine as a wolf: in 'the morning he fhall devour the 
frey, and at night he fiall divide the fpoil Jacob^ in what he faid, was guided bv the 

Spirit of Pfophecy, and not by natural Affeflion 5 otherwife he would have fpoke with more 



Tendernefs of his beloved Son Benjamin. He only foretells of him, that h^ToftVrTtV'ihaU 

ich themfelves by the Spoil of their Enemies, and be much 



be a warlike Tribe, who lhall enrich 



feared by thfeir Neighbours. In the firft Times oi'I/rael they fhali be remarkable for their A 
aivity : Ehud the fecond Judge C0> and Saul the firft King, were of that Tribe ; and fo in 
the laft Times were Efiher and Alordecai, by whom the Enemies of the Jews were deftroyed 
The Benja?nites ra\ined like Wolves when they dcfperately efpoufed the Caufe of the Men of 
Cibeab (^). The holy ApoUle Paul was of this Tribe (O 5 who in the Morning of his Day 
devoured the Prey as a Perfecutor, but in the Evening did divide the Spoil as a Preacher 
, JACOB having blefled the Tribesj and given a Charge to his Sons concerning his 

Burial, (the fame that he before delivered to Jofeph (/), which hath been already ( p^) n6ti« 
ced ) compofed himfelf for Death : For 'tis faid. He gathered 7ip his feet into the bed ajtd 
yielded up the ghoft^ and was gathered unto his people Qhy He feems to have been fitting up 
in the Bed while he blefled and fpoke to his Sons : But this being done, he lay down nbt 
only as one patiently fubmitcing to the Stroke, but as chearfully compofing himfelf to Refl 
He refigned his Soul to the Father of Spirits : And hi.s Soul being fcparated from the Bodv' 
went to the fpirits ofjufi men made perfe€i. So fenfible was Jofeph of the Lofs of a prudent* 
pious, praying Father, that he could not part with him without a J^lood of Tears CO ; And 
then he ordered his Body to be embalmed, in order to be carried to Canaan, Forty Days 
were fpent in embalming him^ and thirty in tnourning for him^ in ail feventy. The Bgypli^ 
uns were fo skilful in the Art of embalming dead Bodies, as to preferve the very Feat u^s for 
feveral Ages. Their Ceremonies about it are to be found in Herodote Qk) and Di'odorns Siat^ 
ins (/) : And it was the more neceflary in this Cafe, becaufe Jacobus Body was to be carried 
a great Way, into the Land of Canaan. Even many of the Egyptians^ out of the Refpeft 

they had to Jofeph, put themfelves into Mourning for his Father, Jofepb himfelf, thouch 
his Affair about the Corn was over, yet feems to have Continued a prime Minifter of State 
and would not go to attend the Funerals^ without the King*s leaves which he asked and ob^ 
tained. With him went all the Servants o£ Pharaoh^ the Elders of his Houfe, and all the El- 
ders of Egypt,, and all the Houfe of Jofepb, and his Brethren, and his Father's Houfe, with 
Chariots and Horfemen, a very great Company. They interred the Body in the Cave of the 
Field of Machpelah, near Hebron^ on the Weft Side of Jordan i where they made a ereat 
Mourning for feven Days. After their Return, Jofeph and his Brethren fettled a good Cor- 
refpondence : They confeffed their Sin in felling of him 5 he direaed them to look to God for 
Repentance^ and confirmed his Reconciliation and Affedlion to them. At laflr, when h& had 
Jived long in great Grandeur in Egypt, and had feen his Sons^ Grandforis and Great-grand* 
Ions, and having comforted his Brethren with the Hope of their Return to the promifed Land* ^- -W." 
and charged them to carry up his Bones thither, he died, being one hundred and ten Yqars

And here ends the Book of Genefis. Upon the 'Jfraelites Deliverance from Bgypt^ ihef 
brought his Body thence, and buried it fo loon as they received their Inheritance in the Land 

of Canaan 

§ 9. The Book of Exodus^ which fignifies Departure, or going out, is fo natned by the 
Greeks becaufe it contains the Hiftory o£ Ifrael^s going out of Egypt : But in the Hebrew^ the 
five Books Mofes have no Names fave from the firft Words of them. Thus Genejis is called 
BtKHSHiTHj /;/ the beginning Eocodits^ Elleshemoth^ ^heje are the names Le- 
^iticHSj V A J I K B. A, And he called ^ Nimbcrs^ Vajedabber, And the Lord [pake ^ Den^ 
teronomyy Elle-hadebarim, ^hefe are the words 5 becaufe thefe are the firfl Words 
with which thofe Books begin. In Ge7tefis we have the Hiftory of the Church while it exift- 
ed in private Families, but in Exodns when it became a great Nation, when God formed /- 
fraelfor himfelf^ to JJjew forth his praife (^). Here is related the cruel Slavery under which 
Jfvael groaned, their miraculous Deliverance from itj their PafTage through the Ked Sea, the. 
Eftablifbment of their Law, the building of the Tabernacle, and how God, to declare his 
Frefence therein, covered it with a bright Cloud ; the whole containing the Hiftory of 145 
Years, from the Death o^Jofeph to the rearing up of the Tabernacle. 

With the firft Chapter of Exodus begins the thirteenth Seflion of the Law. The Jews 
have divided the Law into fifty four Sedtions, which they read in fifty two Sabbaths, joining 
two of the fliorteft twice together, that the whole may be finiftied in the Space of one Year 5 
and they are diftinguifhed by three Hebreiv Letters Pe^ as may be feen in the Hebrew Bible 
printed by Athias j and Ainfmrth and other learned Men have particularly obferved thofe 
Sedlions in their Notes on the Pentateuch, This Chapter begins with a Recital of the Names 
of the twelve Patriarchs, that by their frequent Repetition they may become familiar to us, 
and that thofe who do greatly encreafe, may often obferve how fmall their Beginning was. All 
that Generation by degrees wore of ; "J^f^P^^ the Stay of the Family, died, and the reft were 
not long behind him. But Ifrael ftrangely encreafed : When they loi^ijofepb their Patron^ 
God made their Numbers their Defence. Thus God fulfilled the Promife made to Abraham : 
For though the Performance be fometimes flow, it is always fure. At length the Land of Egypt 
became to Jfrael a Houfe of Bondage : A new King arofe over Egypt^ who knew not Jofepb 5 
and he oppreffed Jfrael^ fetting over them Task-mailers to afflidt them, who made their Lives 
bitter with hard Labour in Morter and Btick, and in all manner of Service, with Rigour. 
Thefe Methods were ufed to break their Spirits, to rob them of every thing that was ingeni- 
ous, to diminifli thtir Numbers, fhorten their Days, and ruine their Health 5 to difcourage 
them from marrying, llnce their Children would be born to Slavery 5 and to oblige them to 
incorporate with the Egyptians^ that the Name of Jfrael might be no more in remembrance. 
yojephus (^c) fays, that the Jfraelites were then employed in making Dikes and Banks to ftop 
the Waters of the Nile^ in digging Canals for draining thofe Waters, and that the famous Py^ 
ramids Egypt were owing to their Labours : And it is certain they built two Treafure-cities, 
Pitbom and Kaauifes (jT). But the more they were afilifted, the more they multiplied. 
They that take counfel againft the Lord and his Church, do but imagine a vain 1 hing : Chri- 
flianity fprcad mofc when it was perfecuted j the Blood of the Martyrs became the Seed of the 
Church. This Increafe of Jfrael made the Egyptiajis fail upon inhumane Means to deftroy them, 
by commanding the Midwives to murder their innocent Male-children. But the Midwives fear- 
ed God, and faved the Men-children alive. They juftified themfelves in this Difobedience, 
by telling that the Children were born before they came. Which might be true : Their Wo- 
men had quick and eafy Labour by reafon of an extraordinary Bleffing of Increafe. But if 
•the Midwives made a too fiivourable Reprefentation, God pardoned their Infirmity, and re- 
warded their Piety : He dealt well with them, and built themHoufesj he blefled their Fami-j 
lies, and profpered them in all that they did. When the King found that this Project did not 
take G^iidc^ he gave orders to his People to drown all the male Children of the Hebrews. The 
Enemies of the Church are reftlefs to wear out the Saints of the moft High 5 but he who fits 
in Heaven fhall laugh at them. 
^,5. Af. § 10. W H I L E this cruel Precept was in force Mofes was born eighty Years before 
,^S7c?- the Deliverance from Egypt, His Father's Name was Araram^ and his M.othcx^s J och abed 

both of the Tribe of Levz^ near Relations, or Coufms 5 but not fuch as hindred Marriage in 
thofe Days. Though Jacob left Levi under Marks of Difgrace (^), yet Mofes foon appear- 
ed us a Defcendent from him, to typify Chrifi:, who came in the Likenefs of finful Flefh, 
and was made a Curfe for us. No doubt many perifhed at this Time, by the Execution of 
the bloody Edidc for killing the Male-children of the Hebrews : And 'tis like Mofes's Mother 
had little Joy in bearing him, being ready to fay, Bleffhd are the barren that hear not 5 they 
are better than to bring forth children to the mitrtherer. Yet this Child was the Glory of his 

Father's

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Father's Houfe. When PharaoFs Cruelty rofo to its Height, the Deliverer was born : 
And when Men are projeffing the Ruin of the Church, then God is preparing for its Salva- 
tion. His Parents obferving him to be a goodly Child, or, as the Proto-martvr hath ic^ 
'exceeding fair Qa):, they were very felicitous for his Prefervacion. Three Months the\' hid 
him in Ibme private Apartment 5 which they did by Faith C^), upoh fome Hope in the"Pro- 
mife o£ Ifrael's Deliverance. And herein he feems alfo to have been a Type of our Saviour, 
who was to be concealed in Egypt (c). At^the End of three Months, when they could ncj 
hide him any longer, they made a Basket- of Ruflies, daubed in ti:ie ln--fjde widi Bitumen and 
Pitch, laid the Infant in it, and left him among the Reeds which grew along the P^-iver's Sidcj 
ordering his Sifter to watch'what became of him. King P^^r^o^'s Daughter (whom JoJ'e^ 
pbns Qd^ caXh '3^bervmtis^ and Artapanits {e^ ndmes iJf^r/j ) happened to come at that time 
to bathe herfelf, with her Maids ^ and walking along the Bank, ihe fpied the Basket among 
the Reeds : Whereupon fhe fent one of her Maids, who brought it. Opening it, /lie found 
therein an Inflmt crying, and fie had co77ipaJfwn on bi7n^ and Jaid^ ^his is 07ze of the Hebrews 
children. The Infant's Sifler, perhaps Ji^>2"^?;/, drawing near, asked if fhe fliould go and call 
a/i<?^r^'Z«;Woman to nurfe theChild. She faid to her. Go, Whereupon the Sifter introduced 
the Mother to nurfe her own Infant. It had been a pity that fuch a fair Child ihould fuck the 
Breaft of a tawny Moor. Mothers are the beft Nurfes : And thofe who receive the Blellinga 
of the Breafts with thofe of the Womb, ought in Juftice to give them for whom they received 
them. When Mofes was grown up, his Mother and Nurfe reftored him to Pharaoh^s Daugh- 
ter i who adopted him for her own Son, and gave him the Name o£Mo/es^ becaufe flie had 
drawn him out of the Water. 

We know by the Speech of the Proto-m iirty r, that Mofes was learned in all the wifdom of 
the Egyptians^ and ivas mighty in words and in deeds C/X and was full forty Years old when 
he left that Country 5 but the particular PafTages of his Life during that Time are not ori 
Record. Egypt was then and afterwards a School for Learning to other Parts of the Hea- 
then World 5 they were skilled in Aftronomy, Aftrology, Geometry and other Sciences. 
Abraham and Jofeph^ with others of the Patriarchs, having occafion to refide fometime there, 
might alfo leave a little Tin<fture of divine Truths among the Egyptians^ which Plato^ and o?- 
ther Greeks who travelled there, pick'd up : But there the Greeks alfo learned Magick, Ido- 
latry, Superftition, and many Fables about it 5 as. appears from Diodorns Siculus (g), and o- 
thers, which I have more particularly obferved in another Eflliy (i?). Mofes learned all the 
valuable and lawful Learning of the Egyptians^ and made hlmfelf Mafter thereof ; which ex- 
ceedingly qualified him for being an Hifl-orian, and an Ambaflador afterwards to that Court in 
God*s Name. 'JofephaS (i) tells feveral Circumftances of the Life of Mofes^ which are not 
in holy Writ ^ as, chat he made War on the Ethiopians^ in which he gained many Advanta- 
ges over them, and took the City Saba by means of the King of Ethiopians Daughter, on 
Condition that he fhould marry her : And Philo Qlt) fays, that he was educated as Heir-ap- 
parent to the Crown of £g;)'p? j that he commanded numerous Armies of that Nation, and 
obtained great Viftories. Had thefe Authors taken their Accounts from any antient Monu- 
ments of the Ethiopians or Egyptians^ they might be more regarded j but fince they alledge 
none, 'tis like thefe Narratives are Jewifj Fictions. We have a more unqueftionable Hiflo- 
ry Mofes's going out from the Court o^Egypt to fee his Brethren under their Burdens ^ and 
feeing an Egyptia^z ftriking an Hebrew^ he flew the Egyptian^ and bid him in the fand. Next 
Day obferving two Hebrews quarrel, he faid to bir6 who abufed the other. Wherefore fmiteft 
thou thy felloiv ? To which the other replied. Who made thee a prince and a judge over us ? 
intendefi thou to kill me^ as thou killedfi the Egyptian ? Mofes perceiving that what he had 
done was difcovered, and hearing that Pharaoh defigned to llay him^ he fled to the Land of 
Midian in Arabia. Here we may fee the Faith of Mojes : When he was ^,ome to years^ he refn^ 
fed to be called the fon of Pharaoh's daughter j choofing rather to fnffer aJfli6lion with the people 
of God ^ than to enjoy the pleafures of fin for a feafon ^ efieeming the reproach of Cbrifi greater 
i-iches thaiz the treafires in Egypt CO* He gave a Specimen of his being d.efigned a Delive- 
rer and Judge for the People of tfrael ^ but they defpifed himj refifting the Holy Ghoft^ and 
wilfully Shutting their Eyes at this Day-break of their Enlargement. God ordered the Re- 
treat of Mofes into Midian^ when he was forty Years of Age, for wife and holy Ends : The jf. 
Meafure of the Iniquity of Egypt was not yet full 5 the Hebrews were not fufficiently humbled, -4i<^.- 
nov were they yet increafed to fuch a Multitude asGod defigned. Mojjes is to be further fitted 
fbr Service ; and therefore is directed to withdraw, till the Time to favour Ifrael^ even the 
fet T ime fbould come. 

While Mofes was in Midian.^ he married Zipporab^ the Daughter of Kenel^ Pjieft of that 
Country, who Is alfo called Jetbro j for he had feveral Names (wO- By her he had a Sotij

^hom he named Gerjhoin j for he faid^ I have been a Jlranger in a ftrangd land. Here he 
■was fheltercd ibr a Time, and qualified for the Work God had to call him to : For while he 
fed the Flock of his Father-in-law, he lived a Life of Solitude^ and Retirement, fpending 
himfelf in Contemplation, Devotion, and Communion with God. Holy Exercifes acquaint 
lis with better Delights, than ever Mofes tafted m the QoWn oi' Pbardob, 

§ II. About this Time, or before it, yob feems to have lived in the Land of Uz ; which 
the learned Spanheim (ji) defcribts, as in the Defart of Arabia ^ having to the North Mefo- 
potarnia^ and the River Euphrates 3 to the Weft Syria^ Palcjiine and Idimcea • and to the 
South, the Mountains of the happy Arabia, The Septtiagint have committed many palpable 
Errors in their V,jerlion of this Book j for they make Job a King, by the Name oVJohab : 
They make his Friehds alio Kings 5 EUpha%^ King of the ^emanifn 5 Bildad^ Tyrant of the 
Suchites , and Zo'pbar^ fci"g o^* the Mimites. They have added a long Difcourfe to the 
Complaint of Job's Wife. C0» and another Addition at the End of the Book i (which is noc 
the Part of a Tranflator) befides many other Errors in feveral Parts of their Verlion of that 
Book i which have been noticed by the learned. I fhall not make any long Digrellion on 
this Subjetl ^ only we may obferve, that the Book ofjob contains a true Hiftory, or a Nar- 
ration concerning a Man who really was, and of Things which adlually came to pafs in the 
"World, and not a Fidlion or Parable. For there is fo particular an Account of his Country, 
fcliiidren, Profperity before his Trial, and Reftitution after it j with a pundlual Defcription 
of his Friends, tlieir Country and Pedigree, as it \yere quite wrong to look on it otherwife 
than as a true Narrative 5 and the Spirit of God fpeaking of him long after he was gone (^d\ 
as of one who had really been, does put the Truth ot this Hiftory beyond all Controverfy. 
As to the Time wherein Job lived, though the Scripture doth no where exprefly determine 
it, yet it feems he lived a confiderable Time after Abrabam^ and before the Law was given 
on Mount Sinai ^ f or we find, that his Friends who debated with him, and himfelf too, were 
of the Poftcrity of l^ahor^ Abraham^ Brother CO > or of Abraham by Keturab (/) ^ or of 
Abraham by Jjlsmael (^g) 5 confequently he and his Friends lived after Abraham, This is al- 
fo confirmed by his great Age : -For if we fuppofe him 50 or 60 Years when his Affliftion be* 
gan, and we are fure he lived 140 Years after his Profperity was reftored C^) : This will 
make him in all about 200 Years when he died j and Man*s Life after Mofes was bounded gene- 
rally within a far Ihorter Space CO- -And that he lived before the giving of the Law, appears 
from his facrificing at home in his own Country, and God*s accepting thereof C^)- For after 

the Promulgation of the Law, none muft facrifice any wherej but in the Place where God 

had put his Name 5 befides, there is no mention of the Law in this whole Book. Concern- 
ing the Pen-man the Scripture is lilent 5 and therefore we heed not determine^ whether it was 
done by job himfelf, or by Elibu^ or by fome of his Friends, and found by Mofes while he 
lived in Midiaiz ^ or if it was writ by Mofes^ or fome other Prophet, as muft follow upon 
their Opinion w ho hold, that the writing of the Scripture was begun by God, when he wrote 
the two Tables of the Law on Mount Sinai : It is fufficient for us, that the Book was writ 
fey the Diredlion of the Spirit of God, retommending Joif as an eitiinent Saint. We have in 
it Job's Profperity, the Hiftory of his Affliftion, and of the l6ng Debate he had with his 
three Friends, Elipha^^ Bildad and Zophar , who maintained that God would have not fo 
afflifted him, if he had been a fincere honeft Man 5 and thef-efore he ought to repent of his 
liypocrify, and endeavour Reconciliation to God, who upon his doing fo, would reftore him 
unto Favour. On the other hand. Job maintained his Integrity ; that however he was afi 
flidled, he was no Hypocrite nor DifTembler, but one who had endeavoured to ferve God in 
Sincerity and Truth. His Friends had a bad Caufe, but advanced many Truths to fupport it, 
though ill applied to Job : He had a good Caufe, but ufed fometimes too vehement Com- 
plaints of his Afilidlion, and too keen Exprellions in his own Vindication 5 for which Elihtt, 
when he interpofes in the Debate Q\ doth juftly reprove him; and God himfelf fhewe, 
that he, as the fovereign, glorious and powerful Judge of the Earth, might afflifl him ; 
Whereupon Job having confefled his Errors (jn^ ^ the Lord ireftored him to Favoury and 
crowned him with trofperity, a long Life, and a happy Death. 

§ 12. To proceed with the Hiftory of the Ifraelitijh Church. God having pitied their 
Afflidtion in Egypt^ and heard their Cry manifefted himfelf to Mofes COj 21s he was 

feeding the Flock o£ Jethro^ his Father-in-law, in the Wildernefi at Mount Horeb : ^be an^ 
gel of the Lord appeared unto him in a flame of fire out of the midfi of a bufJj : and be looked^ 
and behold^ the biifjj burned 'with fire^ and the bitfh was not confumed. The Angel that appear- 
ed to him, was the Second Perfon of the ever blefled Trinity Cf)^ ^bo is Jehovah ; and fo

he is here called. Our God is a confuming Fire, who brings Terror and Ceflruaion to his 

Enemies, Light and Heat to his People, and dilplays his Glory before all. The Bulh burn-- 
jngj yet not confunied, was an Emblem of the Church now in Bondage in l^gypt^ burnii^g in 
the Brick-kills, yet not confumed 5 perplexed^ but not in Defpair 5 call down, but not de- 
ftroyed. Vifion had ceaied Q^'or any thing that appears) among the Patriarchs for fome A- 
ges before Mofes^ that God's Appearances to him Ibr lj'rael^% Salvation might be the more 
welcome. No wonder then, that he turned afide to fee this gieat Sight. The Lord fays to 
him. Draw not 72igh hither : put off thy jJjoes from off thy fm^ for the place whereon thou /tand» 
eft is holy ground. This Caution was given againft Raftinefs and Irreverence in his Ap- 
proach 5 his Confciencc muft be fatisfied, not his Curiofity ; he mufl pur off his Shoes, ira 
token of Refpedl and Submiflion. Though the Gofpel Difpenfation ahows us to come to God 
■\Vith more holy Boldnefs, than under the Law, yet ftill we are to ferve him with rvverence 
end godly fear. The Lord alfo declared his Name to Alofes^ ^'^ying, I am the God of tlyja-^ 
thery the God of Abraham^ the God of Jfaac^ and the God of Jacob, And Mofes bid his face, 
Thefe holy Patriarchs were all dead ; but their Souls did live in a fcparate State, in pure 
Communion with God s and to make them compietely happy, God would in due 'J ime raife 
their Bodies to Life. Hence our Lord proves the Refurredion C<^) ; and hence Mofes is af" 
fured of a future State, and of the Performance of the Promiie madr; to tiie l athers \ and this 
bright Manifeftation increafed his humble Reverence. The Lord further informs him of th« 
compafiionate Notice he took of his People in Egypt 5 of his Purpofe to deliver them, and 
to bring them into the fruitful Land of Canaatt. Even when their Bondage was moft heavy, 
ind they ready to defpair, the divine Salvation \vas near to be revealed. He gives Mojes a 
CommifTion to ad\ in this Matter, as God's Ambaflador to Pharaoh^ and alio to Ifrael ^ and 
becaufe Mofes objected his own Unvvorthinefs for fo great a Work, God promifcd hi;; gracious 
Prefence to be with him, and afilired him of Succefs : IFhen thou haft hrcnght forth the pcf^pie- 
cut of Egypty ye fl^all ferve God upon this mountain 5 and gives him full Inltructions : / AM 
^HAT I AM : ^hus fljalt thou fay unto the children of Ijrael^ / AMhmh fent me unto yoie. 
(Z?). Jehovah is alone felf-exiflenr, felf-fuf?^cient j who hath being of himfclf, and no De- 
pendence upon any other : And he is the Lord God of their Fathers j the God of Ahrahara^ 
Ifaac and Jacob, The God v/ho can revive the Religion of tht:ir Fathers, and fpeedily per- 
form the Promifes made unto them. With thefe Orders he mufl: go ^ the LldL*rs of Ijracl 
fiiali hearken to him ; And becaufe the King of Egypt would not eafily permit them to go, God 
will fmite Egypt with his Wonders, and they fhaii at laft depart laden with the Spoils.' of the 
Egyptians. 

God continues and concludes his Diftourfe with Mofes at the Bufh in the fourth Chapter of 

Exodns. Mofes objc(5led the Peoples Unbelief To remove this, God gave him a Power to 
work Miracles j which are a moft convincing external Proof of a divine Miffion ^ and there- 
fore our Saviour oft appealed to his Works CO- And Mofes having a fpecial Commiflion as 
a Judge and a Lawgiver to Jfrael^ comes fupported with thefe Credentials. By Aliraties we 
underftand fome wonderful Work, that either exceeds all created Power, or all the I ower 
and Art of Man ^ and is contrary to the Nature of Devils, becaufe they tend to confirm a 
iDoftrine which promotes the Honour of Godj and good of Mankind ^ and they do not fall 
out by accident, but muft be foretold, fo as the Perfon who produces them, does them to 
confirm his Doftrinc, or Ihew his Commillion from God 5 and muft not be done in a Corn;.'r5 
but in the View of the World, and in the Sight of thofe who are to be convinced by them 
(^d"). The Miracles done by Mofes had all thefe Qjaalifications i and there are fo many of 
them, and fo interwoven with the Hiftory, as they cannot be feparated from it Qe') j nor 
writ at any other Time than when it was wrote. In this Chapter Mofes caft his Rod upon 
the Ground, and it became a Serpent, fo formidable as Mofes fled from it yet at God^s Com- 
mand he caught it, and it became again a Rod in his Hand. Pharaoh had turned the Rod of 
Government into the Serpent of OpprefTion, from which Mofes fled into Midian ; but now 
the Scene is altered, the Egyptian Opprefiions fhall be brought to an End. Mofes is alfo or- 
dered, when he fliould come to Egypt ^ to put his Hand into his Bofom ; and when he took it 
out it was leprous : To put it again into the fame Place, and it came out well. To fignify 
that he fhould bring fore Plagues upon Egypt^ and that upon his Prayers they {hould be again 
removed. In cafe they fl^ould not be convinced by thefe Miracles, he is dirc61:ed to turn 
fome of the Water of the River into Blood* Yet Mofes continued backward, pleading that 
he was not eloquent ; and that he would be glad God would fend by the Hand of any other, 
and have him excufed. Where he feems to difcover fomething of humane Frailty, Cowar- 
dice, Sloth and Unbelief. Neverthelefs, God condefcended to remove all thefe Difficulties, 
telling him, that he who made Man's Mouth, would furnifh him with a Faculty of Ipeakii.g 5

(drevv. Still (he could not forget the Fright fhe was in, fiie caft the forc:ilun cut off at Mofes's 
iBeetj faying, a bloody husba'Kd art tboii to me. Upon this Occafion 'tis like Mofes fent iier^,

Jn Lovcj who told him all thit the Lord had commanded him, end the Wonders he was tc*- 
work. They two went tc Egypt^ v/here the Elders of IJvael met them in Faith and Obedi- 
ehce 5 and Aaron having opened the Comitiimon, and done the Signs in their Sight, the 
People believed,as God had foretold (jz) • and they bozv'ed their heads and worjloipped * ex-' 
prelHng not only their humble Thc.nhfulnefs to God, who had fent them a Deliverer, but

„ ^ 1^, MOS ES and 'Aa.-ofs next applied thcmfelves to Pharaoh^ and required him, in the 
Name of the JLcrd God of Ifraelj to let his People go, that they might ofier Sacrifice to 
him in the Wildcrnefs (Z?). Though the Meffage was difpleafrng, and touched the King in 
his Honour and Prcfic, two tender Points i yet fchefe faithful AmbalTadors boldly delivered 
theit; Errand^ whether h:; will hear^ or v/hether he will forbear. To their Demand Pharaoh 
gave an impioUily bold Aniwer : U^'bo is the Lord^ that IJJjoitld obey his ^mcc to let Ij'rael go ? 
X knorj ^zot the Lordy noither %'Jill I let Jfrael go. ffra^l was ncv/ a dcfpifed opprefTed People 5 
&nd he foo!ifhly thoughtj that their God made no better a Figur.^ among the Gods, than his 
People did among the Kations. Ignorance and Contempt of God, are at the Bottom of all 
the Wifckednefs of the World. The MelTengers Hill infifted in their Application, tellings 
^he God of the Hebrews hath raVt with ns : let us go^ ive prny thee^ three days journey mto 
the dejert^ acid facrijicc unto the Lord otir God ^ left he fal!^ upon trs with peftilence^ or with 
th'e fjxord. To this humble Requeft, Pharaoh gave a very barbarous and unreaibnable Re- 
turn, faying, Zlofes and Aaron diverted the People from their Work 5 that they were idle^, 
^when he could not but know what Cities and Works they had built lor him) and ordered

So they hcarhned not nmo Mofcs^ for arigztiJJj of fpirit^ a^id for cruel bondage. Yet the Lord 
fent 'Mofes a fecond Time to Pharaob^ upon the fame Errand as before, to let Jfrael 00 • 
and gradbufiy anfwersd th^fe Difficulties of the Unreadinefs of Speech, which the Senfe of 
Weaknefs again muRered up to his Servant. God repeted his Precepts, before he beoan his 
J'unifhments. Towards the End of this Chapter, we have the Genealogy of Mojes and Aa^ 
ran (^^), thefe eminent and ufeful Servants of God, who had fo great a Hand in bringing the 
Children 01 Ifra'sl out of Egypt,

14. T ri E r again appear before PZ't^r^c/; (e). At this Time Mofes was eighty Years old- 
4aron eighty three. Upon Pbdraoh's demanding a Miracle to verify their Commiflion^ 
j^^- Aaron threw down his Rod before the King and his Servants, and it became a Serpent. Joje^ 
r [hcP^^fi^ (/) ^'^y^ '^^ became a Dragon^ which might have foftned his Heart into a Fear of that 
d Soo God by whofe Power this was done. But the Magicians doing the like by their Inchantments, 
the King's Heart was hardned j though Mofes and Aaron plainly gained the Vidlory j for Aa-^ 
ron's Rod fwallowed up thofe of the Magicians. Thefe evil Men might counterfeit a Miracle 
ty divine Permiflion : For^ either their Rods might become real Serpents by the Power of

them Jmnes and Jamhres : And the fame Names may be found with very little Variation in 
feverai anticnt Authors C^)- 

This harmlefs Miracle of the Rod tul*n d into a Serpent having no Influence over P/jarkob to 
perfwade him to permit Ifra'el to go, God made ufe of more fenfible Scourges to afilidl the Bgy-- 
ftians. The firft of which was, the changing of all the Waters, of Egypt into Blood. - ;This 
was a %^ery grievous Plague. The very Sight of fuch vaft rolling Streams of pure florid Blood^ 
■was dreadful 5 but much more terrible were the Cohfequences : jPor now the Egyptia:-2S 
mull: either drink Blood, or die for Thirft, Filh was a great Part of their Food (J^^ i Ths 
changing of the Waters killed the Fifh CO- This Plague was juftly infiidled : For the R.i^ 
yer Nilns was their Idol. They worfiiipped the Creature more than the Creator 5 and nov/ 
God turned it to their Punifliment- They had ftained that River with the Blood of the He^ 
I?rew Children j now God made it all bloody : He gave them blood to drink^ foir they were 
worthy. And it was a lignificant Plague : Egypt had a great Dependence upon the River : So 
in fmiting it, they were warned how God could fmite every thing they had^ if they continiied 
in Difobedience to his Meflage : And the red kiver proved a fad Omen of the Ruin of Pha^ 
yaob and all his Forces ih the, Ked Se?. The Magicians meanly endeavoured to confront 
this Miracle^ which continued feveh Days. Could they have turned the River of Blocd into 
ilean Water againj Phartiob had beeii obliged to them as his Beneiadlors : But, when tiiere 
was fuch a Famine of Water, to turn more of it into Bloody fliews that the Defign of the 
Devil is only to delude and ruine his Servants^ not to do them any real Kindnef?. 

Pharaoh being ftill obftinate in refufing to let the People go, the Lord fent on him a Plague 
of Frogs C^)j which made fuch an Inroad upon the Egytiam^ that they could neither eat-, 
drink nor fleep in quietnefs. Though the Magicians were permitted to imitate this, by bring- 
ing up Frogs 5 yet chcy could not remove thoie which God had fent ; AndP^^y^^o^ was made 
fo tar to reientj as to proniife to iec the People go, if Mofes and Jaroji would intreat the 
liord to take away the Frogs. They that defpifeGod and Prayer, may in a Day of Jixtrcmi- 
ty fee their need of both. But when the Plague was removed, Pharaob^s Heart was hardned. 
This provoked the J.ord to fend a third Plaugue, by turning the dnft of the land into lice. 
He magnified his Power in punifhing proud Men by thefe contemptible Creatures 5 which 
proved'excecdingly fcandaious and offenfive to the Bgyptzafis : And the Magicians could not 
pretend to produce the like, but were obliged to acknowledge, ^his is the finger of God Qs^, 
Yet Pharao¥s Heart was hardned : Which provoked the Lord to fend a fourth Judgment, e\en 
a Plague of Flies, Swarms of divers Sorts of thefe Infeifls did devour all the Egyptia72$ : But 
the .ffraelites in the Land of GofJjen were free of them. Thefe Creatures were fo terrible, 
that Pharaoh was willing to enter into a Treaty about furrendring his Captives j but there 
were fo many Limitations in his Grant, that Mofes and Aaron could not accept of it : Yet 
they intreated the Lord 5 and the Plague of Flies was removed 3 and Pharaoh's Heart was 
ftill hardned, fo as to refufe to let the People go. 

, Then the Lord fent a fifth Plague, even a terrible Murraift, whereby all the Cattle of the 
Bgyptiafis^ which they idolized and worfhipped, died : But of the Cattle of the Children of 
Jfrael died not one (/). Yet PharaoFs Heart was hardned, and he did not let the People go> 
The Lord then fent a fixth Plague, by a Boyl^ breaki^ig forth with blains tipon vian and beajt : 
And the Magicians could not ftand before becaufe of the Boyl 5 lor it was upon the Ma- 

gicians and upon all the Egyptians, Since they would not be convinced by the Death of their 
Cattle, God fent a Plague upon their own Bodies^ that touched them to the quick. They 
had opprelTed Ifrael in the Furnaces 5 and now the Alhes of the Furnace are made as much 
a Terror to them^ as ever their Task-mafters had been to the Ifraelites, Yet PharaoFs Heart 
was hardned. Then the Lord fent a feventh Plague, by ^hmider^ with Hail and Fire, fo grie- 
^oiis as there was none like it in all the land of Egypt fince it became a station : For the hail 
(mote aU that was in the field^ both man and beaft, and every herb ofthefield, and brake every 
tree. Their Flocks and Cattle were deftroyed by hot Thunderbolts (^). Only in the Land 
o£Gofhen^ where the Children o£ Ifrael dwelt, there was no Hail. This put Pharaoh into fuch 
a Confternation, that he fent for Mofes and Aaron^ and acknowledged, / have finned : the 
Lord is righteous, I and my peoplh are wicked, Intreat the Lord Qfor it is eizougb ) that there 
he no more mighty thnndrings and hail 5 and I will let yon go, and ye fhall fiay no longer QS^, 
He made humble Confeflions, but had no penitent AfFeftions : For fo foon as the Plague cea- 
fed upon the Interceffions and fervent Pt^ayers of Mofes, Pharaoh finned yet more, and hard- 
ned his Heart, he and his Servants 5 neither would he let the Children of Ifrael go : That 
in him God might (hew an Example of his Juilicci Power and Greatnefs, to render his Name 
glorious over all the Earth.

The former Punifhments not bringing Pharaoh *to fuch Submiflion as was requifite^ the Lord 

?.nfli<5leci an eighth Plague : ^he eaji-uiind brought lociifts^ which '<s:p72t tip over all the land of 
Egypt : — very grievous were they ^ before them there isoere no fnch locnfs^ neither after them 
fjail be fnch. For they covered the face of the "jvhole earthy jo that the land ivas darkned^ and 
they did eat every herb of the land C.a)y and all the fruit of the trees ^ 'which the hail had left : 
and there remained not any green thing in the trees^ or in the herbs of the field^ through all the 
land of Egypt Qb'), Whcrcupoxi Pharaoh called Tor 2Iofes and Aaron in hafle, and faid, I have 
finned againft the hord your God ^ and againft yon. Now therefore forgive^ I pray thee ^ my fin 
mly this once^ and i^ttreat the Lord your God^ that be may take azvay from me this de:itb only. 
He had let at nought all their Counfels before, yet now he is glad to make court to them 
and upon their Interceflion, the Lord turned a mighty ftrong Wefl-wind, which took away" 
the Locufts, and caft them into the Ked Sea. But Pharaoh returned to his impious Refolu-J 
tion, not to let the People go. Thofe who have often flighted Conviiflions, are jufily giveit 
up to the Lufts of their own Hearts. Then the Lord inflidtcd the ninth Plague : Mofes 
f retched forth his hand toward heaven : and there was a thick dark72efs in all the land of £- 

gypi three days : bnt all the children of Jfrael had light in their dwellings (c). It feems ta 
have been a total Darknefs ^ not only the Lights of Heaven were clouded, but all their Fires 
and Candles were put out, by the Damps and Vapours : ^hey fazv not one another^ neither 
rofe any from bis place. It was frightful and painful : The Lord cdffl upon them the fierce-^ 
nefs of his anger ^ wrath and indignation^ and trouble^ by fendiiig evil angels ajiioitg them Qdy^ 
To thofe to wl:»om the Devil hath been a Deceiver, he v/ili at length be a Terror. It was a 
fliort Emblem of Hell ; and yet it was a righteous Judgment. Pharaoh and his People had 
Tebelicd againfb the Light of God's Word Ipoken by Mofes ; they loved darknefs rather than 
light 3 they aimed to excinguifh the Light of Jfrael : And therefore their Light is put out ill 
Obfcurity. But the Children of Jfrael^ to evidence God's diftinguifhing Fiivour, walked ia' 
Light, when others fat in thick Darknefs. This Plague made fome Imprefllon on Pha* 
raoh : He renewed the Treaty with Mofes and Aaroit^ and at length confented that they fhould 
take their little Ones with them ^ only he would have their Cattle left behind CO- But MofeS 
was faithful to his Commifiion, faying, ^hou miifi give ns alfo facrifices^ and burnt -offerings^ 
that we may facrifice unto the Lord otir God: Our cattle alfo flsall go with us j there Jhatl not 
an hoof he left behind : for thereof mnft we take to ferve the Lord otir God. Upon this Pha-i. 
raoh returned to his old impenitent Refolution : He v/ould not let the People go, and difmijled 
Mofes in Anger. There is fome Account of thofe Plagues upon Egypt in the Fragments of £/.'-y 
po/emns and ArtapamiSj profane Authors, quoted by Biifebius (/) : But the mofl authentick 
and full Hiftory of them, is that of the facred Scripture, which we have follov/ed. 

Since thefe Scourges had no effect, the Lord acquainted Mofes that he v/ould bring one Plague 
more upon Pharaoh and Egypt (^) - and after that, he would not only permif: Jfrael to go, but 
even thruft them out altogether. He commanded him to direct ail the People to borrow of the 
Egyptians J QwGho'L Q old. and Jewels of Silver ^ which the Egypt ians^ under their prefent Gon- 
flernation, willingly gave them. God efpoufed the Caufe of his People. Their Task-mafters, 
who had male-treated them in their Work, would now Jiavc been ready to defraud them of their 
Wages, and to fend them away empty : But he that execuceth Judgment for the OpprefTed, 
provided a Reward for thofe Labourers at their Departure ; which was not only honou- 
rable and profitable at prefent, but alfo proved of great Ufe afterwards, for building and a- 
dorning the Tabernacle in the Wildcrnefs, and furnifhing the High~priefl''s Veftments. Mo-^ 
fes alio told them, that about Midnight the Lord would go out into the Midft of Egypt^ 
and kill all the Firft-born of the Egyptians^ from the Firft-born q{ Pharaoh ^ to the Firft-born 
of the nieaneft Inhabitant. Thefe Oppreflbrs would not be frighted from their obflinate 
Difobcdience to the Command of God given by Mofes^ by all the Ibrmer Warnings and Judg- 
ments i and therefore muft meet with this defolating Stroke ; And fo do many Sinners, whom 
no jMeflages of Grace will turn from their wicked Courfes, till eternal Mifery come upon them 
without ilemedy. But agai^zfb any of the childre7z of Jfrael fjall not a dog move his toiigue^ a^ 
gaznfi hian or bcaft : that ye may know how that the Lord doth put a difference between the 
gyptians and Jj'rael. Did Men know what a Difference God puts at the great Day between 
thofe that ferve him and thofe who ferve him not, and will put to all Eternity, they would 
«or a^r in Religion with fuch Unconcernednefs, 

§ 15-. Jvl E A N time, that the Deliverance Jfrael out Egypt might be more memorable 
to Pcjirerity, God gave the Ordinance of the Paffover^ to be obferved in Ages to come in the 
jBcf^iJining of the ccclcfi.afticul Year. Dreadful Work was to be made this Night in Egypt : 
All the firft-born, botli of Man and Beaflr, were to be flain, and Judgment executed upon 
tlic Gods of Egypt Qh') j thofe of Metal melted, thofe of Stone broken down, and thofe of

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Wood coniumed : They fell, as Dagoiz afterwards before the Ark, fo as they could not now 
confult them in this AfTliir. But the Ifraelitcs were protedbed by the fprinkling of the Blood 
of the Lamb. This pafchal Lamb was, no doubt, typical. For Chrift our Lord is the 
hamb of God C^), onr paffbver facrificed for us (b")^ meek and innocent as a Lamb, dumb be- 
fore the Shearers : A Male in his prime 5 he offered not up himfelf in his Infancy, with the 
Babes in Bethlehem^ but in the Strength and Flower of his Age : A Lamb without bleiniJli, 
holy, harmlefs, undefiled, feparate from Sinners, fet apart in the Decree of God for this pur« 
pofe, flain, and fuffering under the Wrath of God more exqiiifite than Fire, killed betwi^em 
the two Evenings 5 that is, about three, of the Clock, in the Evening or latter End of the 
World. Not a Bone of him muft be broken CO : His Strength was not diminifhcd by his 
iSuflerings. His Blood not only fhed, but fprinkled, in the Application of his Merits to our 
Souls. It was fprinkled with a Bunch of Hyfop dipt in the Bafon ^ and we muft apply the 
"Virtues of the Blood of the everlafting Covenant by a true and living Faith. It was to be 
fprinkled upon the Door-pofls, to lignify the open Profeffion of our Faith and Obedience,; 
upon the Lintel and the Side-pofts, not upon the Threfiiold, to teach us we arc not to tram- 
ple under Foot the Blood of the Covenant. By this Blood we arc preferved from the dc- 
ilroying Kn%^\^ the Wrath of God and the Curfe ol' the Law. The pafchal Lai7ib niufl: bu 
all eaten : We muft by Faith make ufe of a whole Chrifl:, and derive Strength, NourilTimenc 
and Comfort from him. We muft feed prefentiy, and not defer it till the Alornirg : We 
iT^uft eat with the bitter Herbs of Brokennefs of Heart, and godly Sorrow for Sin, and with 
the unleavened Bread of Sincerity and Truth. Thus Huail we be prepared to fliake offPha^ 
raob's Yoke, the Dominion of Sin, and to march through th6 Wiidernefs of the World to- 
wards the heavenly Canaan, 

. While the Ifraelites were eating the Paflbver, at inzdmgbt the Lord fmote all the firft-hcm 

7U th^ land of Egypt. And there was a great cry in Egypt : for theve was not a hotifo 

where there was not one dead (^f). Prince and Fcafluit ftand upon the fame Level before 
God's Judgments. FhataoWs proud Stomach now yielded to all that M-)fcs had before iw£\£tQ^^ 
upon. God's Word will ftand ; and we fhall get nothing by difputing or delaying to fubmic 
to it. The King himfelf now faid to Mofes and Aaron^ Get yon forth frora amongji my people^ 
loth you and the children of Ifrael : and go, ferve the Lord^ as ye have faid, 'Alfo take your- 
flocks and your herds^ as ye have faid^ and he gonc^ and hlefs me alfo. And the Egyptians were 
urgent^ that they might fend them out of the land in hafte : for they faid^ IVe he all dead men. 
They fcnt them not out as Men hated and abhorred, as Jnftin^ lacitns^ and the like Pagan 
Hiftorians report ; but as Men they were afraid of, left God Ihould confume all that remained, 
in EgypT^ for defpifing his Voice by his Servants 2kofes and Aaroh i and they gave thoni whac 
they would, for the asking. Then the childrett of Ifrael journeyed from Ramefes to Siiccoth^ 
about fx hundred thonfand men on foot ^ heftdes children. And a mixed multitude went up with 
them 5 and flocks^ and berds^ even very much cattle. They carried but flender Provilions for 
their Camp 5 fome unleavened Cakes of Doijgh in their Knaplacks ; Being haftened away, 
they got no Time to bake it till they came to Sttccotb. We ought to be content with unlea- 
vened Bread, rather than negleft or delay any Service we have to do for God. The Date of 
this Departure was juft 430 Years after the Promife made to Abraham in Genefis xv. 13. And 
here ends the facred Hiftory of this Period. 

§ 16. Having taken a View of the moft remarkable Events in this facred Hiftory, I go 
now to coniider the Chronology. From the Promife made to Abraham^ to the departing of 
Ifrael out of Egypt ^ are 430 Years (Oj hath been before (/) obferved. Many of the par- 
ticulars of this general Sum are alfo to be found in Scripture-record, or may be thence dedu- 
ced by plain Confequences. And, as the learned Primate Ufher (^) tells us, the fame may 
be divided into two equal Halves : For|> from the Promife made to Abraham in the leventy 
fifth Year of his Age, to the Birth of Ifaac^ are 25 Years C-^) 5 from the Birth of Ifaac to 
the Birth Jacob are 60 Years (0 ; from the Birth of Jacob to his Defcent with his whole 
Family into Egypt are 130 Years (^) : Which three Articles being put together make 215 
Years. The fecond Half of thefe Years are thus found. Jofepb the Son of Jacob was 30 
Years of Age when he expounded Pharaoh's Dreams* Seven Years of Plenty being run, and 
the third Year of the Famine begun, when his Father came down to Egypt^ as appears by 
comparing Genefis xli. 46. with xlv. 6. Jofeph was then 39. Take thefe out of 110 Years, 
rlie Age of Jofeph when he died CO? there remains 71 Years, as the Time the Children of 
Ifrael had remained in Egypt before Jofeph's Death. From the Death Jofeph to the Birth 
o£ Mofcs are 64 Years. From the Birth of Mofes to the Departure out o£ Egyp^ are 80 
Years Which three Articles being put together, make again 215 Years ; And the 

whole makes 430. This Calculation is more fully demonftrated and vindicated by Primate

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UJJjer Qa')^ and our Countryman Mr. Bailee Q'). Indeed this Time of 430 Years is fo pin'd 
down by the Apofile COa begin with the Promife, and end with the JLaw j and is fo par- 
ticularly called by Mofes Qd^^ the fojonmmg of the children of Jfrael, which ended the felf 
fame Day that they came out o£ Egypt 5 and the Articles thereof are lb plain, as above laid 
down, that 1 conceive it does not admit of any great difpute. 

It is further enquired. If the Years of this Period be precifely 430, how can this be recon- 
ciled with the Words of the Proniife made to Abram^ ^hy feed JJjail be a flrange'r in a land 
that is not theirs^ and JJ^all ferve tbem^ and they flmll affliSf them four hundred years. 
But in the fourth gc72eratio?2 they Jhall come hither again Qe\ when within the Lhnits fpeciHcd 
there are more than four hundred Years, or more than four Generations ? To this it is an- 
fwercd ; Firft, not unufual, neither in facred nor profane Writers, to omit the fmaller 

Smuy and to let down the greater ; elpecially when the precife Number is inferted in other 
Parts of the faid Writings, on purpofe to preferve an exadl Chronology : And therefore the 
round Sum of four hundred Years does not exclude the thirty, which are plainly laid down in 
other Texts we have already cited. Secondly, A Generation or Age is commonly taken for 
a hundred Years 5 fo as what came to pais after four hundred Years may be juftly faid to be 
in the fourth Generation. Befides, from the Children of Ifrael their coming down into Egypt ^ 
to their going out of it, we'll find only four Defcents in Ibme of the Sons of Jacob, Thus 
Bf'07?i^ the Son of P/j^?'^^-, and Grandchild of y^.'^f^/^, m Egypt h^gSiX. Aram ^ Aram begat Ami-' 
siadab^ Aminadab begat l^aaffon^ and JsSaaffon in the Wiidernefs begat Salmon^ the Great- 
grandfire of King David. Cobath the Son of Levi begat Amram^ and Amram begat Mofes^ 
v/ho condudled the People out of Egypt (/). So that upon the whole there is no Difficulty 
in that Expreffion, In the fourth generation they jlo all come hither again. 

It is alfo enquired. How can it be fuppofed, that in the Space of 21 5 Years^ of feventy or feven- 
ty five Peribns, v;ho defcended v;ith 'Jacob into Egypt^ there fhould fpring fix hundred thou- 
fand Men ? To which it may be eafiiy anfwered. That without a Miracle, and without ha- 
ving Rccourfe to the Polyganiiy then pra6tifed, or to the extraordinary Fruitfulnefs that Hi- 
Horians have obferved in antient Times j as, that Aigypttis^ Danaus and Priamtts^ are faid to 
have had each of theiji fifty Sons ; Artaxerxes is faid by Jtlfiin to have had a hundred and fif- 
teen 5 Jenibbaal in facred Hiftory (^g) had threefcore and ten Sons, and Ahab as many (Jo^ : 
I fay, without going to any of thefe extraordinary Examples, only if we fuppofe of Jacob'^ 
Offspring thirty Pair married Perfons at the Time of the Defcent, and allow that thefe in thir- 
ty Years Space had each Pair fix Sons^ in fix Defcents, to the Year 180 of their Egyptian 
Bondage, we may find by an eafy Arithmetick-progreffion, that there would at this rate arife 
above twice the Number that Mofes fpeaks of , and the youngeft of them, at the Time of 
their Departure frbm^g'^^f, 215 Years after they came thither, would be thirty five Years of 
Ago, and many of them much elder. Primate Vflser 0).hath made it appear, that their Num- 
ber might arife to above three Miilions : So hath Jacobus CapeUus Qk^ and other Chronologcrs, 
But having before (/) made a Calculation of the great Numbers that might fpring from Noah^'s 
Sens for peopling the World in a few Centuries, fome of v/hich may be here applied, I fhall 
not infift further upon this Point, fince both the Fruitfulnefs and the Vivacity of the Children 
di Ifratl makes it abundantly probable,' that there might be eafiiy fo many of them as are J[pe- 
Cificd in the facred Text, notwithflanding all the Hardfhips they endured in Egypt, 

§ 17. O T II E B. Difficulties that might be moved, I have obviated in the Account I have 
given of the facred Hiftory of this Period Ow) j wherefore I now proceed to confider fome 
Remains that wc have of the Hiftory of the World during this Time, particularly of the Hi- 
Itory Egypt. There is great Difficulty to write with any Certainty concerning it, becaufe 
tlierc; are no Hiftorinns of that Nation, at leaft before the Birth of Chrift, now extant. I 
know the learned Monfieur Dn-pin («) hath given a Catalogue o^ Egyptian Hiftorians^ but 
concerning that Lift I remark, Firft, Thaf there is not one of them now remaining. Se- 
condly, That 1 queftion if fome that he fpeaks of ever wrote a Hiftory, as ihoth^ or the firft 
cr fecond Mercury, Laftly, That thefe, of whom 'tis more certain that they wrote a hifto- 
ricai Account of the AfTairs of Egypt, are of fo late a Date, that it is hard, though their Books 
had been among our Hands, to credit them concer/iing fo antient Things, as the Matters 
cf this Period,- from the Call of Abraham^ to the Departure of Ifrael out of Egypt. For 
,(\Lv:s;bOy one of the firft of them, wrote in the Greek Language a Hiftory of the feveral Dy- 
jiufties of Egypt, from the Beginning which he afcribes to that Kingdom, to the fixtccnth 
Year of Artaxerxes Ochus and dedicated his Performance to Ptolema^ns Philadelphns^ 
about 250 Years before the Birth of Chrift, wliich was above 1200 Years after Mofes. Some 
of Che Dynafties of Manetho are preferved, being epitomized by Julius Africanns ^ from liim 

tran-

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t]-anfcribed by Enfehius^ and from him by Georgzns Symellns (^z) and others. Chctremofi^ who 
allb wrocc the Hiftory of the Egypicins^ lived in the Time of the Ccsfars^ long after Mam^ 
tbo. According to Suidas^ he was Tutor to Dionyfins of Alexandria^ who taught from the 
Reign Nero to that of i'rajan. But this Author being intirely loft, I lhall rather chufe 
to follow Eratofthenes^ whofe Series of Egyptian Kings is preferved by Sy72cellns (^)^ and may- 
be of feme Ufe. The Author thereof was a Native of Cyrene^ bordering upon i-^j/jr, and 
Librarian to Ptolemccns Energetes^ whereby he had the befc Opportunities and Helps for 
fearching the Egyptian Records. The Priefls of Egypt had ever been in a Combination to re- 
late e:^vtravagant and incredible Accounts of their Kings, to magnify their Antiquity, and ag- 
grand ize their Monarchy. Eratofthe72es went thither to find out the Truth, and hath given us 
the Names of the thirty eight firil Kings, whofe Reigns make up a Succcffion of 1055 Years, 
and is the nioft probable Account of their Monarchy we have upon Record ^ by which Dr, 
Cumberland ic\ the learned Bifhop of PetBrborongb^ conne6ls the Hiftory of Egypt, and 
draws it down to the firft Olympiad. Though this Series of ^hehan Kings in Egypt contain 
only bare Names, yet it is proper here to infert it, fo far as concerns our prcfont Purpofc. 
In the Year of the World 1849, reigned Mcnes, 62 Years ; in the Year 19 ti, Athotlcs^ 59 
Years 3 in the Year 1970, At hot be s 11, 32 Years 5 in the Year 2002, Diabies^ 19 Years ^ in 
the Year 2021, Pemphos^ 18 Years; in the Year 2039, ^tg^r Aruacbus, Years; in the 
Year 21 18, Stoecbns, 6 Years; in the Year 2124, Goformies, 30 Years; in the Year 21^4, 
Mares, 26 Years. In their Time fiourifhed the Royal Paftors in Egypt ; in this Order Qd')^ 
in the Year of the World 1920, Salatis, the firft paftoral King, 19 Years ; in the Year 1939, 

Beon, the fecond paftoral King, 44 Years; in the Year 1983, Apachnas, the third paftoral 
Prince, 36 Years; in the Year 2020, Apopbis, 61 Years; in the Year 20S1, Janias, the 
fifth paftoral King, 50 Years, i Month : And after thefe, Ajjis, or Queen Ajo, 49 Years, 3 
Months. Then the ^beban Kings in. this Order; in the Year of the World 2180, Amypbes^ 
20 Years : He is named by Primate UjJoer (e) I'ethmofis^ or Amofis, and is faid to have ex- 
pelled tlie Royal Paftors. In the Year 2.12.00, Sirictus, 18 Years ; in the Year 2218, C;;d?«- 
bits Cncunis, 27 Years; in the Year 2245, Kauofis, 13 Years; in the Year 2258, Biyris, \o 
Years ; in the Year 2268, SaopMs,. 29 Years 5 in the Year 2297, Seujaopbis, 27 Years ; in 
the Year 2324, Mofcberis, 31 Years; in the Year 2355, Miiftbis, 33 Years; in the Year 
2388, Pamuiis Arcbadnes, 35 Years : He is called by Ujljer (/), Katbotis, the Brother of 
Acenckcres : In the Year 2423, Apaxus Maximns, 100 Years. Primate ^>yZ7<?r hath this SucceA 
fion thus : Acencberes, the Son o£Katbotis^ 12 Years, 5 Months; another ud^^'i?;^i!'i&tfri»j, 12 Years, 
3 Months ; Armais, 4 Years, i Month ; KameJJhs, 1 Year, ( for all which he quotes Ma^ 
met ho t^") KamcJJes Mimnonn, 66 Years, 2 Months ; in whofe Time the ^(^^-//to were oppref- 
led to carry on the Kings Buildings. After him fuccecdcd Amenopbis, his Son, under whom 
the Opprellion o'l Ifrael was continued 19 Years, 6 Months, till the Lord delivered them by 
a ftrong Hand, after many Plagues done upon Egypt, as hath been already obferved. 

Monfieur Boivin the elder, a Frenchman, hath formed a new Syftem of the Affairs of this 
Period, in a Difcourfc intituled, Les Roys Pafieurs, the Royal Paftors. The Sum thereof is, 
that the Israelites did reign 259 Years, 10 Months in Egypt, before they were Captives there. 
To illuftrate and prove this Affertion he affirms, that Manetbo, one of the greateft Enemies 
of the Jczvs, in his fecond Book of the Dynaft:ies Egypt, cited by Jofepbus (^g), owns it as 
a Thing certain ■ and it is alfo acknowledged by Jofepbus in the fame Place, that according 
to the Scripture, the fojourning of Ifrael was 430 Years ; of which they lived in Peace all the 
IDsLys Jofepb, 71 Years; that a Reign of 259 YearSj i o Months followed, under Epbraim^ 
Beria, Kapha, Rezepb, ^elab and ^aban, mentioned i Cbron. vii. 22, — 25 5 whofe Names 
in the Egyptian Tongue are, Salatis, Beon, Apachnias, Apopbis, Janias and AJ]h, That 99 
Years, 2 Months may be reckoned lor IfraePs Servitude under the wicked Pbaraobs, as may 
be pretty near demonftrated from the Bible ; for Mofes was aged 80 and Aaron 83 Years, aC 
their appearing before P^^?r^o/.? to plead for the Deliverance C^); to which, if 16 Years 2 
Months be added, it will make up the Sum demanded : And if thefe Particulars, 71 Years, 
259 Years, 10 Months, 99 Years, 2 Months, be put together, thefe will make up the Sum 
of 430 Years. The paftoral Life, and the Servitude Ifrael are not queftioned ; it remains 
then only to demonftrate, that the Ifraelites had Kings in Egypt for the Space alledged. To 
prove this, he fuppofes there is an Interruption in the facred Hiftory from the Death of Jo- 
fepb, where the Book of Genefis ends, to Mofes\ Nativity, where Exodus begins, and the fizv 
Ephraimite Kings fill up this Void. That Epbraim fucceeded to all the Prerogatives oljofepb 
his Father, being preferred to Manaffeh his elder Brother : That he is the floepberd, the Ji one 
of Ifrael (O ; that is, the firft paftoral King, the Foundation of the Empire of the Ifrae^ 
iites in Egypt ; that he had Orders to avenge the true God on the falfe Gods of Egypt, and to

time the Bphrairaitcs were not fuccefsful in their firft 'Attempt againft the City Gatb^ which 
perhaps gave its Name to GoJIoen, The Sons Epbraim aiining to feize the Lands about the 
City, nine of them were killed, whofe Names are recorded i G&ro//. vii. 20, ■; — 223 their 
Father mourned for them many Days. His brethren^ that is, all his People by Birth and Re- 
ligion, came to comfort him ^ that is, as this Author expounds it, to avenge his Caufe. In 
\vhich they were fuccefsful ; for the Children o£ Epbraim Qa) are noticed as. Men armed car- 
rying Bows, and the Pbfterity of Jitdah aflifted them. At length the Efbraimites turned de- 
i^enerate ^ they forgot the "Wonders and Miracles God had wrought in Egypt ^ whereby they 
provoked God to take Vengeance on them : They abandoned the true God, and worlhip- 




their Departure, 430 Years, is inconfiftent with the Chronology of this Period, which hath 
been already demonftrated from the facred Scriptures C^) : And if learned Men had a greater 
3R.egard to thefe holy Oracles, and iefs Fondnefs to advance new Notions difering from them^ 
inany new Hypothefcs would be prevented. Jofephiis (d) agrees with our Calculation 5 for 
he makes the whole Period, from the Call of Abrahdm^ to the Deliverance, to be 430 Years 5 
tof which 215 were from Jacoh^s Defcent \x\to Egypt ^ to his Pofterity's Departure out of it. 
Nor do the Jewijb Chrohologers differ far from it ^ for R. Ganz (e^ makes the Continuance 
of Ifrael in Egypt to be 210 Years, and other Writers of that Nation go the fame Way; 
yGfepbn'Sy whatever Monfieur Boivin pretends, never believed that his Anceftors were Kings 
in Egypt j and though in his Books againft ^ppibn:^ where he produceth every thing that ap- 
pears favourable to his Notion, hct feems to adopt Mamtbo concerning the pafloral Kings 5 
yet had he thought this Opinion true, he would have followed it in his Jewijb Antiquities, 
Hvhere there is nothing like it : But on the contrary, he abfolutely deftroys that Scheme by 
the Chain of his Genealogies, and by his Chronology as above mentioned. The Authority of 
Majictho is as little favourable toMonficur Boivin tor be tells, thefe Paftors came from the 
Baft, and made an Inroad into Egypt with an Army of 240,000 Men, and reigned their 511 
Years C/)- This Account, with what follows in Manetbo's Fragment, can no way agree to 
the Ifraelites^ who were only feventy, or feventy five in Number when they came into Egypty 
and remained there only 215 Years. Nor does there appear any remarkable Gap in the Hi- 
ftory between Geiiefis and Exodus - for in the forty fixth Chapter of Genefis we have Account 
of Gdrjhomy Kohath and Memrt^ as Children of Levi^ and Grandchildren of Jacob j and in 
the firft Chapter oi Exodus^ we find JmYam^ the Son oiCohatb^ and Father oi' Mofes^ where 
the Genealogy is well coiineffled. ^Tis true, in Exodus the Author pafles ftreight to narrate 
the Birth of Mofes^ thbiigh this happened feveral Years after Jofepb^s Death, which ends the 
Book bf G-eusfts ^ becaufe the Penman had nothing of Importance, till the Delivery of Ifrael 5 
jiilU therefore fliews briefly how the political Jealoufy of the new Pbaraob brought Ifrael under 
Servitude after Jofeph's Death, that he might come diredtly to the Detail of God's Miracles 
in delivering them ; And this is the ordinary way in the Books of the holy Scripture, Nor 
5s there any thing in the whole facred Scriptures' to favour Monfieur Boivin\ Notion. • The 
Penmen of the Pfalms and Prophets do frequently fet before the Jews every thing that may 
aggravate their Ingratitude, efpeciaily the Miracles he had wrought for them in Egypty but 
never a Word of this pretended Kingdom of the Ephraimites, The Text, Gen. xlix. 24. 
Ipcaks not Epbraim^ but Jofepb^ who is the Jljepberd^ and fione of Ifrael ^ that is, the 
Feeder and Supporter of Jacob^ and all his Family. The Children of Epbtaim in the 
feventh Chapter of the firft Book of Chronicles^ are Sons of another Epbraim, ( who was 
not the immediate Son o£ Jofepb ) or the Pofterity Ephraim^ as is common in Scripture 
Stile. The Wars there fpoken of, and in Pfalm Ixxviii. 9. are Wars not in Egypty but 
in Canaan : Thofc who killed Epbraim's Sons, came from Ga^b in Paleftine^ not from 
Xxojben in Egypt, It is the fame Gatb we have in a Sam, i. 20. ^ell it not in Gatb. Hence 
Sir Ifaac Newton ( thinks thefe Shepherds were Phoenicians^ who fled from JofJoua^ and 
conquered Egypt. 'Tis in vain to feek this pretended Kingdom in the Book of the Wars 
of the Lord, a civil Hiftory now loft, and never named but once. Numb, xxi. 14. where 
itnention is of what God did in the Ked Sea, and at the Brooks of Arnon ^ where the ob- 
vious Senfe is, that God would confound the King of the Amorites^ who reigned in ihti 
Brooks of Arnon^ as he had done to the King of Egypt at the P,ed Sea. The Book of Jaflser (^) 
Ipeaks of the Miracle, how the Sun and Moon flood ftill, .that God might avenge his Enemies, 
5n the Days o'ljojloiiay but not of any Miracle done for the Ephraimites in Egypt, In ftiort, 
iclie Notion of Monfieur £oiwV/ is unfcriptural and inconfiftent 5 for the Ifraeliies were too few 

after

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hfcer Jofepd^s Death, to render themfelves Mafters of Egypt : Strangers confined to a fmall 
Province, could never form themfelves into an Army of two hundred and forty thoufand Men 
in fuch i Time, without Money, without Afliftance^ and without a King ; though we fhould 
fuppofe they had gained Profelytes, yet thefe would never engage themfelves againfi: their 
natural Prince, their Parents and Children, Belides, we find hi the firft Chapter of EoCodnSy 
that fo foon ^s the Ifraelites began to multiply, and their Numibers became confidorable^ 
Pharaoh opprefTed them 5 under which Servitude they continued, till God delivered them by 
the Miniftry of Mofes, Where then is the Time of their Royalty ? and where had they in 

■EgypP a Reign of 259 Years, 10 Months ? 

The Egyptzaiis^ to this very Day, fhew unto Travellers a great many Places that prefcrve 
the Memory of "Jofeph. For among the Ruins of the old Caftle of Grd7id Cairo^ is Ihewn a 
Rootn C^), called Jo[ep¥s Hall^ fupported by thirty large Pillars of ihehan Stone. Gold and 
Azure, with which the Works ftill remaining are diverfified, were not fpared ^ which, noc- 
ivithftanding the long Tradl of Ages that are pafl:, ftill beautify the Cieling. Another Room, 
hot far from the former, which the Natives call 'Pharaoh''^ Hall^ is fet off with the fame 
Workmanihip. There is alfo a Hall, named that of Jofeph' s Stewardy which is very much 
ruined, yet there are ten ot* twelve Pillars of the fame Stone ftill ftanding, each of thofe three 
Fathoms about, and according as l& Bruyn could guefs, feventeen Foot high. The whole 
muft have been a moft magnificent Fabrick;; when that which remains raifcs Admiration, 
Near this Place is fliewn a frightful Prifon, divided into fevcral Dungeons cut out of the Rock, 
and fo dark, -as one would be afraid to fet his Foot therein. ^Tis called Jofeph\ Friilju, bc- 
caufe they pretend that here he Interpreted the Dreams of the King's Butler and Baker ; and 
it is ftill ufed for a Jail; BUt the fineft Thing to be feen in the Caftlc, is Jofeph' $ Weil - 
which is certainly a Wonder, for Time has not done the leaft Damage to it. It is incirely 
cut out of the Rock, and its Mouth eleven Foot long, and ten broad ; the upper Well two 
hundred and ninety one Foot and an Half, and the fecond^ or lower Well, one hundred and 
thirty two Foot deep 5 as more particularly defcribed by Dr. Wells Qi), There are alfa 
what they call Jofepb'' s Granaries^ to be feen in Old Cairo. The Inhabitants have a Tradi- 
tion, that thefe are the very Granaries which Jofepb built for laying up the Corn againft the 
approaching Years of Famine, and are ftill ufed to keep Grain for Soldiers. They are very 
large, and cncompafled with a Wall after the antient Manner, being divided into feveral 
Parts^ and open at the Top, becaufe there is little Rain in Egypt. In ftiort, all the fine 
pieces of Antiquity in that Country are afcribed to Jofeph, and what is ugly and infomous^ 
to Pharaoh 5 and yet it may be queftioned if thefe Places were in being in the Time of Jo- 
fepb the Patriarch, the Son of Jacobs 

'Tis certain that the Children of while in Bondage in Egypt, wrought in making 

Brick, and built unto Pharaoh Pitbom and Kaamfes, Treafure Cities CO- Jofephus adds^ 
that they were imployed in making Dikes and Banks to ftop the Waters of the Nile, and thac 
the famous Pyramids in Egypt were owing to their Labours. 'Tis the Opinion of many learn- 
ed Men (Oj chat thefe Pyramids were built by the antient PbaraoFs^ Kings of Egypt ^ reign^ 
ing at Memphis ^ but 1 Will not affirm that all of them were done during this Period, for feme 
of them feem to have been the Work of after Ages. However, I fhall here take fome notice 
of them: They a^e defcribed among the antient Heathen Authors ^ by Herodote (/), Uio^ 
doTHs Sicnlns C^)^ and PltJiy Qh'), and were accounted among the feven Wonders of the 
World (0 ; and there is more of them ftill remains than any of the reft of thefe Wonders. 
Many modern Travellers have viewed what is now to be feen of them, as 'J^hevenot, Le 
Bruyn^ Sieur Lucas, and others, and have given accurate Draughts dnd Defcriptions of them. 
I fiiall only remark, that there are three Pyramids now to be feen in the Neighbourhood of 
Memphis, in a very barren fandy Plain, where the Sight may extend it felf very far without, 
any Hindrance. Of thefe three, two are ftiut, but the third, which is the biggeft of all, is 
open, and Travellers, with a great deal of Labour, mount up to it, by about two hundred 
and eight great Stone Steps, fome of them being above three Foot high j and therefore when 
one goes up, he mufl: work with tlands. Feet and Knees, and when coming down his Head 
is ready to turn giddy. There are fome Rooms or refting Places near the Middle ; on the 
Top there is a fine Plat-form, confifting often or twelve great StoneSj making fixteen or fe- 
venteen Foot fquare ; whence there is a fine Profpeft of Oli Cairo, and the adjacent Plains. 
The whole Pyramid is five hundred and twenty Foot high, ftanding upon a Bafe of fix hun- 
dred and eighty two Foot fquare* Herodote (JO tells, that one hundred thoufand Men were 
Imployed for tvv^enty Years Time in building one of thofe Pyramids 5 which is lefs to be won- 
dred at, if we notice what the fame Author fays, that the Stones were thirty Foot in Extent,

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finely polifhed, and all brought from a great Diftance at vaft fixpence, there being no Stone 
near to the Place where this Pile was raifed, the Workmen, in a hot Climate, feeding upon 
Onions and Garlick, could but perform a fober Days-work 5 yet all this Expence was for a 
Burial Monument, and thofe Kings who wafted their Subftance upon it, happened not to be 
intombed therein ; which is an Inftance of the Vanity of the World. 

If we go into Ajfytia^ I have been fo large upon that Kingdom, and in diftinguilhing what 
is certain or uncertain concerning it under the former Period (jt\ that I fee very little no-^ 
to add ; only we may obferve with Bifhop Vjher (h\ that the Arabians having overcome the 
Chaldeans^ reigned at Babylon 216 Years, before Behis the JJJyrian. Mardocentes was the 
jRrft of them^ and reigned 45 Years ; he feems to be the fame with Merodacb^ whom the Ba~ 
hyloniaus worfhipped for a God CO5 ^^^^ whom Merodacb Baladan^ and Eml-Merodach^ 
perhaps afterwards took their Names. But there being no Affyrian nor Cbaldean Hiftoriari 
now extant, we can expe<5l no diftin^ Account of the antient State of thefe Kingdoms. 

It is computed, that about the Year of the World 2448, Cecrops carried a Colony from 
^ais in Egypt (J\ into Attica j where he founded the Kingdom of Athens^ 780 Years betore 
the firft Olympiad, as Bnfchins hath it in his Cbronicon^ from one Cajior a Hiftorian that is 
now loft. The learned Selden^ in his Arundel Marbles (js\ from an unknown Hiftorian in 
the Ifle ParoSy reckons the fabulous Stories of Greece that happened after Cecrops^ as the Flood 
of Deucalion^ the burning of Pbaetbon^ the Rape of Broferpina^ the Myfteries of Ceres^ the 
ravifliing of £«rojp^ by Jupiter^ the Birth o£ Apo/io^ Cadmns^s building of fbehes^ with the 
Fables of Bacchus^ Minos^ Perfens, Efcnlapius^ Mercury^ the Diofcnri and Hercules^ which 
happened after the former, as is obferved by Enfebins (/), to have fallen out under this Pe- 
riod 5 though 1 am humbly of Opinion thofe Matters belong to the following Ages j of which 
afterwards. 

Several other antient Kingdoms are reckoned by the learned Spanheint to have been 

founded, or to have flourifhed in this Period i as that of the Etbiopiam to the South of Egypt ^ the 
Jdmni^ans^ of the Poftericy diE[au^ of whom we have above difcourfed (JP) j the Midianites and 
Nabatbeans^ of the Toiierlty oi: Abraham by Kettirab ^ the Pbop;iicia7:s and Canaanites : I have 
wrote of their Idolatry (i), and of the Fragments of Sancbomatbon the Pba^nician^ in another 
EfTay C-^). The Kingdom of the Argives^ founded by Inachis^ as is thought, in the Days of 
Mofes 5 and thofe of the Cretans and Phrygians are alfo very antient. But thefe and other 
Gentile Nations, having neither Hiftorian nor Chronologer in thofe Times, we cannot now 
give any certain Narrative of their Affairs. ^heGreeks^ (who are the firft Writers among 
the Heathens now remaining) knowing no Certainty about thofe antient Times, have invent- 
ed a Heap of Fables about them, afcribing thofe Rapes and Robberies to the Gods, which 
were done by wicked barbarous Men.

H E firft-born of the Egyptians being flain, when all the firft-bGrn of Ifraet ih Egypt 

9 were preferveci ; in memory of, and in gratitude for this diftinguifhing Favour, the 
JL firft-born of the Church in after Ages were to be confecrated to God God, who 

js the fovereign Creator and Proprietor, deferves to be ferved with the firlt and beft of his 
Creatures. The Remembrance of their coming out oi Egypt muft be perpetuated, and their 
Children inftrudled in the Nature of the Service inftituted upon that Occafion. When Pha-- 
raoh had let the people go^ God led tbeni not throtigh tbe way of the land of the PhiUftines^ al^ 
though that was near : for God faid^ Left peradventnre the people repent when they fee war, 
and they return to Egypt, But God led the people abont^ through tbe way of the wildernefs of 
tbe Red fea (jii). The Way by the Land of the Pbilifli^tes was almoll North from Egypt 5 
but the Ifraelites muft turn to the Norch-eaft, by the Ked Sea and the Deferts of Arabia,

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And there were many Reafons for this Conduifl : For though it was but hnv or five Days 
Journey from Egygt to Canaan by the Land of the PbiliJiineSy yet how could Men inur'*ct to 
Slavery, and but juft efcaped from the Rod of Pharaohy encounter fo formidable Enemies as 
the Pbiltftmes ? How could they attack their Armies and fortified Places ? They had not 
even Arm's fufficient for fuch an Undertaking. ^Tis true^ we read the children of Ifrael 'went 
up harneffed out of the land of Egypt (jC), But the Word tranilared harneffed^ may be rendred 
'hy fives five in a Rank j that is, in military Order, not fearfully, but couragioufly ; And 
^tis likely that after the Egyptians were fwallowed up by the P^ed Sea, their Carcafies with 
their Arms being thrown upon the Shore COs *^he Ifraelites armed themfelves with tlie Spoil. 
Befides, God led them by the way of the wildernefs^ to bumble them^ and to prove them (^}. 
When the Lord talked with Mofes at the Bulb, he gave him this Token of the Performance 
of his Promife, Te fhall ferve God in this meuntain Qe") - and the People had often told Pha^ 
raoh^ that they muft go three days journey into the wildernefs to do Jacrifice : All which muft 
be performed. Before they entred the Lifts with their Enemies^ Matters muft be fettled be- 
tween them and their God j Laws muft be given. Ordinances infticuted. Covenants fealed : 
And for the doing thereof, they muft retire to the Solitude of a Wildernefs, as the proper 
Clofet for fuch a Crowd : The Highway would not be proper for fuch TranfaCtions* They 
took the Bones o^yofepb along with them, and "'tis like alfo the Bones of the reft of JacoF^ 
Sons. Jofepb before his Death had appointed his to be taken (/) : They were obliged to do 
it by their Oath, and alio as an Evidence of the Performance of^his Prediilion, that God ivonld 
'vifit them^ and as an Encouragement to hope for the Accomplifliment of other Promifes in, 
bringing them to the PofTellion of the Land of Canaan, 

§ 2. When they took their jountey from Succothy and encamped in Etham^ in the edge of th^ 
wildernefs J fehovab went before tbein by day in a pillar of a cloudy to lead tbem the way j and by 
flight in a pillar of fire^ to give them light. He took not away the pillar of the cloud hy day^ 
nor the pillar of fire hy nighty from before the people Qg^. The Author of a Pamphlet intituled 
Hodegus (^), fuppofed to be Mr. Toland^ and printed with others of his Pieces, maintains. 
That this Pillar of Cloud and of Fire that guided the Ifraelites in the Wildernefs was not mi- 
raculous ; that there was no manner of Prodigy in it, nor any Miracle, more than when A* 
lexander the Great ordered a Pole which might be feen from all Parts of his Camp to be fet 
on the T op of the General*s Tentj on which a Signal was hung, vifible to all alike, namely^ 
Fire to be feen by Night, and Smoke by Day, as Is related by ^lintns Curtins (O- But this 
as oppofite both to the Words and Senfe of the holy Scriptures. The Text (^) fays, Jeho" 
vah went before tbem by day which can never be taken, as this Author (O bath it, for *3 
mere mortal Man^ the Guide of the Ifraelites in the Wildernefs^ the O verfeer and Director of 
the portable Fire : For the Name Jehovah is never given to any Creature, nor to any mer^ 
mortal Man, in the whole Word of God. Nay, Jehovah here is our Lord and Redeemer, 
the fame who is called the Angel of Gody which -went before the camp of Ifrael (jn\ the An^^ 
gel of the covenant y Jehovah whom ye fee k C«)a the Angel of bis prefence (0), Befides, this 
Cloud was for a Covering : It did proteft them from the Heat of the Sun, which in that 
hot, barren, fandy, large Defert, would have been intolerable. The whole Camp of the /- 
fraelites was refrefhed by it ; Which could never have been by the Smoke of a Fire car- 
ried on the Top of a Pole, Nor could fuch a Fire give Light to the whole Camp of the /- 
fraelites^ confifting of fix hundred thoufand Men, befides a mixed Multitude of Women and 
Children, and at the fame time be a Cloud of Darknefs to the Egyptians^ as this Cloud, the 
Emblem of the Lord's bleffed Prefence^ was CO- us then rejedl fuch Notions, which 

the genuine Humour of Criticifm hath never fuggefted, but rather an impious Inclination to 
depretiate and undervalue the Miracles, that thereby Deifts may weaken the Authority of 
the holy Scriptures, and wound the whole of our Religion that is founded upon them. 

% 3. While the Ifraelites continued their March towards MoMXit Sinai^ without paffing 
the P.ed Sea, the Lord ordered them to turn to the Southward, and encamp before Pi^hahiroth^ 
between Migdol and the Sea, ovet againft Baal-%ephon (/) 5 where the Lord did lead his people 
to make to him f elf a glorious name C^). The Egyptians^ forgetting the Plagues God had fent 
upon their Country for refufing to let Ifrael go, began to think on the Lofs their Land was like 
to fuffer by the want of fuch a Multitude of People, who for a long time had performed a great 
deal of hard Work among them. Pharaoh himfelf was fo blinded with Darknefs of Mind, and 
vain Hopes of bringing them back into Servitude, that he marched on the Head of fix hun- 
dred Chariots, with all the Horfes the Hail had fpared, and a numerous and formidable Ar-» 
my, to purfue the Ifraelites j and overtook them near Pi-hahiroth, Never was a Situation 
more difinal : On the Weft they were hemm'd in by a Chain of Mountain^ j the Sea Ihut

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^hem up on the Eall and North Sides^ and the Egyptian Army on the South. What could 
they do in this Condition ? Should they crofs the Mountains ? Thefe were irapalTable. Should 
they go to the Sea ? They wanted Ships, Mariners and Pilots. Should they force their Way 
through Pharaoh^s Army ? They had neither Courage nor Arins for fuch an Undertaking. 
In this Cafe fonie of them go to their Prayers Qa) ^ others df them fall a murmuring againlt 
Mofes Q'). Though this was very unreafonable, to diflruft God, and to quarrel with his 
Servant for bringing them out of ^^^/j^'/.^;^ Slavery ^ yet iWo/e-J kindly check'd their Unbelief^ 
and encouraged them in their prefent Diftrels, faying, Fsar ye mt^fiand Jizlly and fee the fahvati^ 
bn of the Lord^ which he willfloew to yon to day : for the Egyptians whom ye ha've feen to day^ ye 
fhall fee them again no more for e'ver. ^hehordf^all fight for you^ and ye floall hold your peace. 

Jfrael^s Leader was ordered by Heaven to leave off praying ^ God had accepted his Requells : 
He muft fpeak to the Children Ifrael that they go forward (O- Then Mofes firetched out 
his hand over the fea^ and the Lord caiifed the fea to ga hack by a ftrong eafi^wind ail that night. 

And the children of Ifrael 'went into the midft of the fea^ upon the dry^grotmd : and the wa^ 
ters were a wall unto them on their right hnnd^ and oji their left. And the Egyptians t^ent in 
after them^ to the midft of the fea^, even all Pharaoh'' s horfes^ his chariots^ and his horfemen. 
And the Lord looked unto the hofi of the Egyptians^ through the pillar of fire^ c^nd of the cloudy a7id 
troubled the hofi^ and took off their chariot ^wheels ^ that they drave them heavily : fo that the 
Egyptians faid^ Let us flee from the face of Ifrael j for the Lord fight eth for them againfi the 
Egyptians. A/id Mofes firetched forth his hand o'ver the fea^ and the fea returned to his 

firength^ when the morning appeared^ and the Egyptians fled againfi it : and the Lord overthrew 
the Egyptians in the midji of the fea. And the ^waters returned and covered the chariots^ and 
the horfepien^ and all the hojl of Pha'raoh : fo as not one efcafed. — Sthus the Lord faved 
Ifrael that day : and Ifrael faw the Egyptians dead upon the fea-Jloore, And the people fear^ 
ed the Lordy and believed the Lord, a^id his ferva72t Mofes (d'), 

§ 4. Some Authors have here made a DigrelHon concerning the Ked Sea. I have be- 
fore Ce') obfcrved the Reafon why many Greeks c%\\\t Mare Erytbr^suin : But in the Hebrew it 
Isn^mctdJamSi'ph (/) 5 that is^ The weedy Sea^ or. The Sea with Rufhes 5 from abundance 
of Sea-weeds growing there. The learned Adrian Keland finds only two Texts in the New 
S'eft anient where it is named "Epoflpefi 0fltA«t»(t (^g) ^ which Defignation is taken bom^^ Septtia^ 
gint. Some conceive it is called red becaufe under the torrid Zone 5 others QT) fay that it 
appears red from red Rocks and Sands on the Shore. The fame Mr. Keland (?) hath a large 
Collc6Hon of Teflimonies from Heathen Authors, too long to be here inferced, to prove that 
the Greeks underfcood by the Ked Sea that vaft Extent of Waters which, from the Eaflerii 
Shore of Africa^ wafhes the Coafts of Arabia^ Perfia and India, But if we take the Ked Sea 
for that which in our common Maps :s fo called, from the Strcights of B^hehnandel^ to th6 
'VVildcrnefs oi^ Etham^ or to the Northern Parts Arabia Petrea^ then the whole Extent 
thereof from North to South will be about 1200 Miles; but the Breadth of it from Eaft tb 
Weil: will not be above 250 Miles where it is at the broadefl , and where the Children of /- 
frael pjiiled ir, will be but about eight or nine Miles broad. For ^bevenot^ who travelled iii 
thofe Pares, tells us, that for five Y>\x^Sy in which he kept along the Coall: o^th.^ Ked Sea, go- 
ing to IVIoLUit <Sinai^ he could not obferve it to be any where above eight or nine Miles over* 
^ It is of more Importance to confider, if this Deliverance of the Ifraelites^ and l)e- 
llru^tion of the Egyptians^ was miraculous ; or if it be juftly to be afcribed to natural Caufes, 
as Mofes's obferving the Time and Gourfe of the Tide of Ebb, which the Egyptia^is flighting-, 
were drowned by tiie Reflux of the Sea. As to this Point ; To us who believe the Truth 
of the facred Scriptures, there can be no doubt but this was an Inflance of the almighty Power 
of God in the Kingdom of Nature. It v/^is the Terror of the Canaanites (k\ and a Ground 
of Praife and Triumpli to the Ifraelites in that and after Ages (J), yofephns indeed gives 
fome occafion to Adverfarles ; For after he hath related the Scripture- account of this great E- 
vent, he adds^^ I have narrated this with all the Circnmfiances as I find it in our facred Au^ 
thors. No body ought to think it a ^hiiig impoffble^ that a People who lived with the htno-^ 
cence of the fir ft Ages might have found a Way through the Sea to fave themfelves^ whether the 
Sea opened it for thsm^ or whether it was done by the IVill of God 5 fince the fame thing happen^ 
ed long after to the Macedonians, faffing through the Sea of Painphylia, under the Co7tdndl: of 
Alexander, iihen God thought fit to make ufe of that People for the Defiru^iou of the Perfiail 
Empire^ as is ^^'jfirj;/ed by Hiftorians %vho have writ the Life of that Prince. However^ I leave 
mil Men to judge of this Matter as they think fit Qtf). j3ut the Event we are upon, cannot 
bo accounted for by an Ebb, nor by natural Caufes : For in a Tide of Ebb, the Waters fall 
uway from the Land, leaving as far tlie Sea can retire dry j but here the Waters were di- 
vided

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vided, and Mofes palled on with the Ifraelites between two Seas, one on the right, and the 
bcher on the left Hand. Secondly, ihe Lord caufed r&e fea to rim back by a firong eaft^wind^ 
(now, this blows quite crofs the y^ed Sea, which is extended in Length from North to South ) 
and fo made a plain Way for the Paflage bf the Ifraelites : But if the Wind had blown back 
the Sea by a more than ordinary Ebbj th^ti the Wind caufing that Effed: muft have blown 
from the North-weft^ to turn the Sea back into its ordinary Chanel to the Sduth-eaft (iz). 
Thirdly, In a Tide which flows for its ordinary Courfe fix Hours, and ebbs as many, there 
would be no fufficient Time for Mofes to march fuch a numerous Hoft with all their Atten- 
dentSj nor fbt Pi^-^r^^o^ and his Army to purfue them. Fourthly, It cannot be conceived, 
that Pharaoh and the Egyptians^ who were then as polite a Nation as in the World, could 
be ignorant of the flowing and ebbing of the Sea in their own Coafts and PortSj where his 
People had traded for feveral hundred Years; Befides, a Man of Mofes^s good Conduct, would 
never have ventured to flee with fuch a Multitude, and affure them in the Name of the 
Lord of Safety, only by the Advantage of an Ebb, where Pbaraob and his Army could eafi- 
ly overtake them. Fifthly, If the Army of the Egyptians had been overtaken by the ordina- 
ry Return bf the Floods before they could recover their own Coaft^ their drowned Bodies 
would have been carried up to Suez at the Top of the Red Sea, and not to the Coaflr of Jra- 
hiay where Mofes landed, over againft Baal'-^%ephon. Let us therefore rejedl fuch anti-fcriptu- 
ral and irrational Dreams, that ferve for nothing but to lull Men afleep in Infidelity, to their 
own Ruin, and to depretiate divine Miracles, of which- this was a very Angular one, Mofes 
by Warrant from God foretold it : He ftretched out bis Rod, as the ordinary Signal for pro- 
ducing it 5 the Infinite Power of God effectuated it, arid Heathens themfelves had fome Know^* 
ledge thereof. Art'apdnus;, quoted by Enfehius (J?\ faysj S:'be People of Heliopolis tell^ that 
when the King was purftiing the Ifraelitesj Mo&s by an Order from HeaWi flruck the Waters 
with a Rod, whereupoH they immediately feparated^ aiid the Ifraelites paffed through dry-* 
footed J that the Egyptians attempted to go the fame Way^ hut were da%%led by Fires ^ thaP 
the Sea returned upon the Paths they had found outj fo as they were all defiroyed either by FirS 
er Water, Diodorus jSiculus .(/) feenis alio to fpeak of it, faying, ^be Ichthyophagi,' that iSy 
they who live on Fijh^ Inhabitants of the Weftern Coafis of the Red Sea^ have this T mdition^ 
^bat formerly the Sea was opened with a violent Ebb ; that the Bottom thereof was dry^ and 
covered with Wreck j that it was divided in two Parts^ but the Flood returning with force^ 
the Waters were re-united^ and recovered their natural Spate. Wc who have a more plain 
Account of it by divine Revelation, ought to adore this great God^ who revenged upon the 
Egyptians the Blood of the Firft-born whom they had drownedj and recoinpenfed it double j 
who reckoned with Pharaoh for all his proud Infolent Carriage towards Mofes his Ambat 
lador. Here lies that bloody Tyrantj who bad defiance to his Maker, to his Demands, 
Threats and Judgments 5 a Rebel to God, and a Slave to his own barbarous Paffions : Here 
he lies buried in the Deepi, as a Monument of divine Juftice ! He went down to the Pit, he 
and all his Multitude, though he was a Terror in the Land of the Living. Let us fing thei 
Praifes of God, as Mofes and Ifrael did C'Os for this and all his Deliverances. 

§ 6. MO SES foon after this brought Ifrael from the Red Sea. Perhaps they were unwil* 
ling to leave the Place where they- had triumphed with Joy, and fpoiled the dead Bodies of the 
Egyptians ; but they muft go into the Wildernels of Sbur (e) : Where they met with new 
Trials 5 for they marched three Days and found no Water. At Marab they had Water, but 
it was bitter : Whereupon they murmured againfl: Mofes j he applied to the Throne of Grace^ 
and the Lord fhewed him a Tree, which oeing caft into the Waters^ they became fweet. 
Our Lord fweetens the bitter Waters of Affliftion to his People, and makes them rejoice in 

Tribulation. There the Lord ordered tfrael to obey his Commands, promiflng that if they 
did fo, he would defend them from all the Evils which he had brought upon Egypt. Froni 
Marah they came to Elim^ where vt^ere twelve Fountains bf Water, and feventy Palm-trees, 
a tall and ftreight fort of Timber, affording a pleafant Shadowy and good Fruit, called Dates, 
There they encamped to refrefli themfelves after theif long Fatigue j yet here they had no 
continuiitg city. Straho Qf% ifl his Geography, fpeaking of the Arabian Bay, near the Red 
Sea^ fays, ^bat there is a continued Foreft of Palm-trees^ and abundance of Water which is 
highly efieemed^ hecaufe the whole neighbouring Bay is hot and dry^ wanting any convenient 
Shadow. Diodorus Siculus ^g) has almoft the feme 5 and thele Authors feeni to defcribe one 
and the fame Place with Mofes^ thoUgh they want the Name of Elim. In Tacitus (^), and 
Plutarch CO, we meet with a Story, that the Jews^ under the Condudl of MofeSy being like . 
to perilh with Thifft, Springs of Water were difcoveted to them by fome wild Alfes; which 
the learned Bochart thuiks took its rife from this, that JofepBus calls this Place 'ixuVs 
\Vhich in the Egyptian Language denotes the Folds of Ailes, 6t AfTes Colts.

§ 7. From the Children of l/rael took their Joumiey into the Wildernefs of Sin (a\ 
v/hich is between Elzm and Sinai i But. their feveral Encampments are more particularly de-*. 
fcribed in the thirty third Chapter o£ Numbers, In this Wildernefs, on the fifteenth Day of 
the fecond Month, after they were come up out of the Land of Egypt^ they murmured agdinft 
Mofes and Aaron^ i^iy ing> H^'otild to God we bad died by tbe band of the Lord in the land of Egypt^ 
kjuIJeu we fat by the flefJp-pots^ and wben we did eat hfiead to the full : for ye have brought us 
forth z72to this wildernefs^ to kill this whole affembly with hunger. If the Lord had been plei- 
fed to kill them, he would not fo wonderfully have prefetved them at the KH Sea : Why 
thfeh did they fo undervalue their Deliverance ? For this their Sin, the Lord might have rain- 
ed Fire and Brimftone out of Heaven upon them, but he gracioufly promifed a fpeedy, fuffi- 
cient and conflant Supply ; In the evenirig he gave themflejh to eat^ and in the morning bread 
to the full. That very Evening the Camp was covered with Quails C^) ^ which the Pfaimift 
talis feathered Fowls (0» Some Quails, Pheafants^ or other Wild-fowl C^), came upj and 
flcovered the Camp 5 fo tame, as they might take up as many of them as they pleafed. Next 
Morning he rained Manna upon them 5 which was continued with them forty Years^ till they 
came to a Land inhabited in the Borders of Ca^iaan Qf), -The Ifraelites called it Mah-hti 

what is this? Either, what a poor Thing is this? defpiling it 5 or^ what a llrange 
Thing is this ? admiring it. It was a pleafant, light, Wholfome Food, by vvhich they wete 
taught Temperance^ and not to delire Dainties hor Varieties. 1 Ihall not enter into any cri-* 
tical Examination of the Word Manna. Thofe tvho defire to fee this done, may confult the 
Authors at the Foot of the Page (g). I fhali only notice fome Things, which prove it not to 
have been ordinary, but miraculous and fupernaturaL For common Manna, falls only at at 
certain Time of the Year 5 that in the Wildernefs fell every Day, except the Sabbath^ for thtf 
Space of forty If ears, and ceafed not till the Ifraelites came to the Land of Promife^ whertf" 
they were furniflied with other Provifiohs. Common Manna falls only in fmall Quantities^ 
but this came in fuch abundance, as was fUfHcient for all the Gamp that followed Mofes. Ixi 
Nmb, xi. ^, — jj. the manna was as coriander-feed^ and tbe colotir thereof as tbe hdeUi^ 

: ' and when the dew fell upon the camp in the nighty the maniia fell upon iti Ac-* 

cording to Bochart (i?). Bdellium fignifies a Pearl, and the Manna was white and round like 
fmall Pearls. It fell in the JiTight-time, after the common Dew, fo as upon a Lair of Dew, 
there was a Lair of Manna 5 as foon as the Sun rofe, the Dew vaniflied, and the Manna, if 
hot Immediately gathered, would be diflblved 5 but being gathered^ and covered from the 
Sun, it hardned. They ground it in Mills, or pounded it in Mortars, and then made it into 
Cakes. Common Manna is preferved without Art a long while, that in the Wildernefs, if 
kept longer than God direfted, putrified and produced Worms. Common Manna hath no 
Relation to any Law God gave 5 that gathered in the Wildernefs had a ftrift Relation to the 
Sabbatical Law. Finally, common Manna hath no Nourilhment in it 5 but that in the Wil- 
dernefs fuftaihed the Ifraelites, From all which we conclude^ that the Manna in the Wil-a 
dcrnefs was miraculous and fupernaturaL God gave feveral Rules concerning the Ufe of it * 
as. That they ihould gather every Morning as much thereof as would ferve that Day, to teach 

them continually to live upon Providence 5 that every one fhould gather an equal Meafure, an 
Omer, which contained about five or fix Pounds, being enough for one Man's Subfiftence for 
4)ne Day 5 and that they ihould never gather Manrta on the Sabbath Day, which was the Day 
of Reft : Which Was a plain Intimation, that the Sabbath, or laft Day of the Week, was ob- 
lerved as holy to God, not only before the Law given on Mount Sinai^ but even before I* 
frael came out of Egypt 5 yea from the Beginning • Otherwife, neither Mofes nor the 
People could have underftood what the Lord here injoyned. Though theie Laws were very 
plain, yet they broke them 5 for fome of the Ifraelites left it till the Morning, and it bred 
Worms and ftank C^) ; others of them went out on the Sabbath Day to gather it, and they 
found none God thought fit to preferve in Ifrael a Monument of this wonderful Food : 

,Fill an omer of it^ and lay it up before the Lord^ to be kept for your generations ; that tbey may 
fee the bread wherewith I have fed you in the wildernefs Qm). It was laid up before the Ark 
or at the Side of the Ark probably, as Mr. Keland conceives, in a covered Veflel. The 
Manna is called fpiritual meat QT) j fo is the Word of God to nourifh our Souls 5 and the 
Comforts of the Spirit are hidden manna (/>). Thefe are the Supports of the divine Life in 
the Soul, while we are in the Wildernefs of the World j to be gathered and ufed for our 
felves in the Morning of our Days and Opportunities. There is enough in Chrift for us all 
and they that feed on him ftiall never die the fecond Death. * 
§ 8. The Children of Iffael took their Journey out of the Wildernefs of *$■/», and encamp- 
ed

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ed at Dopbkab 5 and they departed from Dophkab^ and encamped at Ahijh^ and thende to Re^ 
fhidim Qi). 'Tis only the laft ofthefe that is mentioned in the 17. Chapter ofExodns, The 
Defign of the Hiftorian in the Book of Numbers^ is to coUeft into one View all the Entiamp-f. 
iiiencs of the Children of Iftael^ and to give a Journal of their March, but in Exodus^ only td 
notice thefe where fome remarkable Thing was done. Hence there are forty two Stations re- 
corded in Numbers^ and only fifteen of them in Exodus. At Kepbidim the Ifraelites finding 
no Water, murmured againft Mofes. He had Recourfe to Jebovab^ who commanded him to 
go to Horeb^ and there to ftrike the Rock with his Rod 5 which being done in the Prefence 6f 
the Elders of Ifrael^ a Fountain of Water ifiued out, which fupplied all the Camp withDrink^ 
and followed them in Streams wherever they went in the Wiidernels. This is often menti- 
oned ih Scripture as one of the wonderful Works of God (JO' The Peoples Thirft made thet 
Water fweet and fatisfying as Hony and Oil. This may teach us todejDend upon God's Pro- 
vidence, who can give rivers in tbe wUdernefs^ and floods in the defert^ and to truft in 
Chrift for his Grace. The Comforts of his Spirit are like Rivers of living Water, which flow 

from our Redeemer^ who wasfmitten wbrie be was made under the law^ and can only fupply 
all the jyeTvcQS of our precious Souls. S'bevenot tells us. That, in his Travels, he was fhewn 
the Rock out of which ^o/^J brought Water ; that 'tis a Stoae of a prodigious Height and 
Thicknefs rifing out of tbe Ground^ with feverai Holes on the Sides thereof, through which 
the Water* have run, ^ may be known by the HolloWnels i but now no Water ifliies out 

there. 

§ 10. Then came Amalek and fought againft Jfrael (O- Amalek was a Son of Elrpbasi 
by a Concubine named ^imna (d% and fo a Grandfon of Ejatu His Pofterity feeraed to have 
an hereditary Enmity to the Seed oijacob^ for depriving them of the Birthright and Bleflingj 
which Malice they dlfcovered, when Jftael came out of Egypt^ by bafely falling upon theii? 
Rear, and fmiting thofe who were weak and feeble, that could neither make Refiftence, nor 
efcape C^) i and therefore Mofes ordered Joflmd (who is here firft mentioned) to chufe out fuch 
as were littefl: for War to engage them. During the Fight Mofes went up into the Mountain, 

where he held up the Wonder-working Rod in his Hands, to animate the People, and to ap- 
peal to God for Help. When he held them upi Ifrael had the better j but when they began 

to fag and fall down, then Amalek prevailed 5 wherefore Aaron and Hnr caufed him fit on a 
Stone, and held up his Hands on both Sides tillSun-fetting, even till JofJjtta difcomlited jfw^?-. 
lek with the Edge of the Sword. Our Redeemer the Lord Jefus is our Jofhua^ who fights 
6ur Battles 3 and our Mofes^ who, in the upper World, ever liveth to make intercejjion forns^ 
till in the End we be all brought off the Field Conquerors through him who loved us. Mofes 
took Care that God fhould have the Glory, and therefore built an Alcar^ and called the Name 
thereof Jebovab-niffi, ^be Lord is my Banner ^ and commanded T/r^?^/ never to make any 
League with Amalek^ but to look on them as irreconcilable Enemies. Accordingly they were 
defeated by Saul (/), and more compleatly ruined by David (g) ; after which Time we never 

read fo much as of the Name of Amalek, 

§11. About this Time Jetbro the Prieft of Midian^ Mofes's Father-in-law, hearing of 
all the Miracles which God had done for Mofes and for Jfrael his People C^), took with him 
Zippo^ab, Mofes*$ Wife, whom he had left in Midian, when he went to deliver Ifrael out of 
Egypty with his two Sons GerJIsom and Eliezer, and came to Mofes in the Wildernefs, when en- 
camped at the Mount of God 5 where Jetbro might think his Daughter honourably matched, 
and himfelf well repaid for all hisKindnefs to Mofes in the Day of his Diftrefs. After mutual 
Salutations and CongratulatidnsjiWb/e^ entertained his Father-in-law with great Refpea^giving 
him a Narrative of the great Things God had done for Ifrael: In all which his Father-in-law 
rejoiced 5 and they facrificed, worfhipped God,and feafted together. On the Morrow Mofes 
to judge the People, who ftood before him from Morning to Evening. His Regard to his Fa- 
ther-in-law would not detain him from the Duties of his Office and Station. But Jetbro feeing 
Mof^s overcharged, by taking Cognizance of all the Caufes of fix hundred thoufand Men, ad- 
vifed him to commit a Share of this Ttuft to inferior Officers, Men of Truth,fearing God, and 
hating Covetoufnefs, who might determine in all ordinary Cafes 5 and only Matters of general 
Concern, of great Moment, and wherein the Council of God was necel^ary, to be brought to 
Mofes. This he propofed, with Submiffionjas his Opinion, if God Ihould approve it. Accor- 
dingly Mofes foon after chofe feventy Elders, on whom the Lord bellowed his Spirit (z) j and 
this is commbnly reckoned the Origin of the great Sanhedrim. Though Jetbro foon returned 
home,yet Hobab^Mofes's Brother-in-law,after he had vifited his own Country, upon Invitation 
travelled with Jfrael through the Wildernefs to CanaanyWhere his Pofterity feem to have fettled 
CA) ; and Hohab himfelf was very ufeful to direct to the beft Places of Pafturage, the beft 
Roads, and fureft Places of Defence, which God left to humane Prudence: But the Pillar of

\ la. There is one of the moft fenfible Appearances of the divine .Glory that ever fhone in 

the lower World in the ninteenth Chapter pi Epcodiis^ where the. Lord Introduces the giving of 
thQ Law; The Time thereof is the third Month ^fter they Wpre come, up out of the Land 
ofEgypt^ fifty Days after the firftPaflbyer 5 and, if we fconlider that tlj^ Deliverance was on 
the fifteenth Day of the firft Month, thefe, with thirty Days for the feeondMpntb^ will make 
forty five Daysj and the fifth Day of the third Month, will be the Day of giving the Law. 
The Place from whence this great Event bears Date is Mount Simi. Straho (^a) and "ftiftin 
(^')call it Simiu Modern Travellers who have feen .thefe Parts (Otell us. That this Moun- 
tain hath three Eminencies, one called Sinai^ which is the higheft, another Horeh^ and the 
tliird St, Katbam/e^ where is. a Monafiery of Greeks^ formerly a flrong Place, but now made 
defolate by the Jrabs (jiji. Here God put Mofes in mind of the great Things he had done 
for Ifraeli^ hs the Eagle carries its yotiug upon its uifigs fo did the Lord wonderfully inter- 
pofe between his People and their Enemies at the Red Sea j and J)y the Pillar of Cloud to 
bring them fafe out ot ^gypt^ into a State of Honour, to a Covenant and Communion with him- 
felf. He m'mds them of their Duties, to obey bis Koice^ and keep his Co'vehant 4 and promifeth,- 
upon their Performance, to make them his Segnllab. j that is, his peculiar Treafure, under his 
own fpecial Care, a Kingdom of Priefts, and a holy Nation : And they readily agreed to 
what the Lord propofed (^). The People having thus declared themfelves, God fignified to. 
Mofes his Defign of coming down upon Mount Sinai in fome vifible Appearance of his Glo- 
ry ih ii thick Cloud. This was to prohlbite curious Enquiries into Things fecret, and to Com- 
fnand an awful Adoration of that which God was pleafed to reveal : And the Top of Mount 
kinai was fo high, as not only the Camp of Ifrael^ but ev^nthe Countries about rnight decern 
fome'extraordinary Appearance of Glory, to flrike a Terror upon them. The Lord alfo order- 
ed MofeSy in the Space of two Days to make Preparation for this great Solemnity; and to 
faife the Peoples Expedtatioh, by giving fheni Notice' of what the Lord would do, and to di- 
■ re€t theni what they muftdo. They muft fan(5tify themfelves by laying afide worldly Bufi- 
nefs, and be diligent in Meditation, Prayer and other fpirxtual Exercifes. Bounds alio were 
to be fet to the Mountain, that none might pafs upon Pain of Death, to intimate that humble 

"S-everence which ought to poflefsthe Minds of them that worlhip God : And this Diftance 
which the People were kept at under this Difpenfation, (hould teach us more to value our Pri* 

vileges under the Golpel, that we may enter into the Holieft by the Blood of Jefus. 

On the third Day after this Preparation, Ifrael beard the voice of the Lord God [peaking, 
tut of the midft of tbe fire (f ). There were tbnnders ^nd HgbtningSy and a thick cloud upon^ 
the momt i and tbe voice of tbe trumpet exceeding Ion d fo that ail tbe people that were m 
tbe camp trembled, — Mount Sinai was alt&getber in a fjiioke^ hecaufe the Lord defcended npgn^ 
it in fire. — • And the wbole mount quaked greatly. And when the voice of tbe trumpet founded 
iong^ a9id waxed louder and louder^ Mofes fpake^ and God anfwered him by d 'voice And. 
this awful Appearance is pointed at in feveral Parts of the Old Teftament C^), and by the A- 
poftle^ when he is explaining the Difference between the Law and the Golpel CO* -AH 
which I do rather notice, becaufe my intended Brevity doth not allow me, in deducing the 
facred Hifiory, to go through every part of the holy Scripture j but iliall fometimes obftrvft' 
parallel Places, elpecially in difcourfing of the moral, ceremonial and political Laws, which 
may be taken in a Connexion and Harmony, as hath been well performed by that learned Re- 
former, yohn Gaivin^ in his Qx^ceUent Har?/iony on tbe four lafi Books 0/ Mofes, and by others, 
if it be enquired. Why was the Law given in this awful Manner ? I anfwer > Firft, It was 
defigned to give a fenfible Difcovery of the dreadful Majefty of God, T'bat knowing tbe Ster-> 
rorof the Lardy we may be perfwaded to live in his Fear. Secondly, It was a Specimen of the 
Terror of the general Judgment in which Sinners will be called to account for the Breach of 
this holy Law. Thirdly, It was to point out the Terrors ofthefeConvidlions which the Law 
lends to our Confcience, to prepare our Souls for the Comforts of the Golpel. Fourthly^ 
To ftiew that the Difpenfation under the Old Teftament Law was earthly, dark, and full of 
Terror i whereas the New Teftament Difpenfation under the Gofpel, is bright, fweet, com- 
fortable and eafy, as appears by the Comparifon made by the divine Penman of the Epiftle to 
the Hebrews (A). It is obje<fled by IhHdels, That Mofes knew very well that there was no great. 
Matter in this Thunder and Lightning 5 it was only a ^/^^^wo, the Mount vomiting out Eire, 
which this Lawgiver did cunningly forecaft, fo as the People ftould not come to the Know- 
ledge thereof; For if they had run gazing up the Mountain as well as he, the Secret would 
have been found out, and the Miracle Ipoiled. To which *tis anfwered, Firft, What By-ends

couM Mofes have in playing this lham Trick, as Infidels fuppole ? He could not gain grea« 
tcr Authority over the People than he had before. He had been their Deh^crer from Egypt ^ 
was their Condu^ter in the Wiidernefs, and had as ablblute a Command over them, as couJd 
be defired. He appears to have been the moft fmcere, modefl:, difintcreflcd Man that ever 
jived i fo faithful in his Hiftory, as to record his own Failm'cs, and alfo thofe of AurcJt his 
jBrotherj and Miriam his Sifter. He.gave the Prieflhood*, the moft confidcrable Honour of 
his Nation, av/ay to his Brother Aaroit's Familj^, contenting hinifelf that his Pofterity fliould 
be only ordinary Levitcs and, at his Death, difpofed of the Government to Jojhiuiy who 
was none of his Off-fpring. Secondly, Nor is there anv Ground for fuppofing nfoictwo then 
at Mount Sinai. One Fnrerus a Ti'a\'eller fays, T'hat at St. Katharine'^ Hill there is a Valley 
covered %mtb jiJl3€s(jC), Yet this is not Mouht ; But fuppoftng it were, they little un- 

derftand the Nature of a Voham, who thihk there fliould remain no other Marks of it than a 
little black Ground covered with Afhes. For all Travellers, antient and modern, who have 
defcribcd Mount ^t9sa (Z?), Vejhvins^ 'Mid other burning Hills, tell us, and the Nature of the 
thing requires it. That there is an open Mouth ac the Top of fuch Mountains, whence they 
belch out their Flames, which the Anrients caUedCrafer : And 'tis impollibie there fhould be 
a burning Mountain without fuch a Crater or Hiatus^ which muft appear after the Fire was 
gone out, in the Figure of a nionftruous Gdp, to the End of the World. But neither ^a^^i-^-. 
9Wt^ Sandys^ nor any other Traveller,who have accurately vie^ved Mount Sinai could obferve 
any fuch Gap there. And this is enough to anfwer this Objedlion. 

§ 13. All things being prepared for the folenin Promulgation of the divine Law,C /pake 
all tbefe words^^c, CO- It is queftioned^How can what is iaid by the Protomartyr Qd^^Tbat the 
"Jews received the law by the difpofition of angels ; and by the divine Author to the Hel-rczci 
(^), who calls the Law, ^he word fpokm by angels^ be reconciled with this Text, God [pake 
all thefe words ? I anfwer, there isno Intonfiftency in this Point between the Old Tefta- 
ment and the New^ for the Words of the Protomartyr, tn/irct^ctV l^yW^^ plainly fignify the 
Miniftry of Angels 5 and the Words of the Apoftle, cT/ ctf^iAwc, points out the fame : And alfo 
QaL ill. 19. which agrees well with Dent, xxxiii. 2. I'he LordJInneAfrom mount Faran and 
he came with ten thoufands of his fatbits : from his right hand 'went a fiery law. ^he chariots of 
God are twenty thon[and^even thonfaitds of angels : the Lord is among them as in Sinai (/). God 
was the Lawgiver, but Angels attended him. The Spirit of God in thefe Texts juft now cited 
from the New Teftamentj intended only to oppofe the Gofpel to the Law, in as much as, 
when God gave the Law, he was furrounded with an awful and glorious Hoft of Angels , but 
when our Lord promulgated the Gofpel, he adapted himfelf to our Weaknefs. 

The Preface to the Law, is, lam the Lord thy God-^ which brought thee out of the land of 
Egypt^ out of the houfe of bondage Qg'). Which manifefts the Sovereignity of God, as being 
Jehovah, eternal, unchangeable and'^almighty^ having his Being in and of himfelf, and giving 
Being to all his Words and Works : And that he is a God in Covenant, as with Ifrael of old j 
fo with all his People, who brought them out of their Bondage in Egypt ^ and dell^ ereth us 
from our fpiritual Slavery , wherefore we are bound to take hito alone for our God, and to 

keep all his. Commands- 

The firft Command is^ S['hon fhalt have no other gods before me. Where God requireth us 
to know and acknowledge him, to be the only true God, and our God j and to woffhip and 
glorify him accordingly, by chufing him as our Portion, meditating on him, efteeming^ honour- 
ing and adoring him in his divine Perfedlions, defiring his Favour, fearing to offend him, be- 
lieving on his Name^ trufting, hoping, delighting in him, being zealous for hi? Gloiy, calling 
upon him ' ~ - ~ . - . . - ^, .. 

and Subm 

rowful when in any thing he is offended, and walking humbly with him. At the fame Time 
God forbids Atheifrn, in denying or not worihipping God 5 Idolatry, in having or owning 
more Gods than one, or any with or inftead of the true God^ ndt avouching him for God and 
our God. He forbids alfo the Omiflion or Negle6l of any Service due to him, by this Com-* 
mand i Ignorance, Forgetfulnefs, Mifapprehenfions, falle Opinions^ Unworthy and wicked 
Thoughts of him, bold and curious Searching into his Secrets 5 all Pfofanenefs, Hatred of 
God, Self-feeking, and immoderate fettingour Mind^ Will and Affedions upon other Things; 
Unbelief, Herefy, Misbelief, Diftruft and Defpair 5 Incorrigiblenefs under Judgments, PLird- 
nefs of Heart, Pride, Prefumption, carnal Security ; ufing unlawful Means, and trufting in 
thefe that are lawful 5 corrupt, blind and indiicreet Zeal, Lukewarmnefs in the Things of 
God, Apoftacy from the Ways ofGod^ praying, or giving any other religious Worfiiip to 
, SaintSjAngels, or any other Creatures ; all Compacts and confulting with the Devil, hearkning 
fio his Suggeftions, fubmitting our Faith and Gonfcience to the Commands of Men, AQ^'^^^in^

God and his Commands, grieving his Spirit, Murmurings and Impatience under his Difpenfati- 
ons, and afcribing the Praife of any Good we either have done, or can do, to our felves, our 
Fortune, Chance or Idols, ^he Imv is fpiritual (a\ and fo reaches to inquire fpiritual Du- 
ties, and to forbid thofe Evils which we ought to guard agalnfl-, becaufe God who feeth ali 
Things, takes Notice of^ and is much difpleafed with the Breach of this Command. 

The fecond Command, IS, ^boicjljalt not make unto thee any graven image, or any liknefs 
of any thi'ag that is in the heaven ahove^ or in the earth heneath, or that is in the waters 
iinder the earth j thoujbalt not hois3 down thy f elf to tbem^ nor ferve them. Which Command 
hath Re fpe6t to the Manner of Worfhip, and requireth the receiving, obferving, keeping pure 
and entire all fuch reh'gious Worlhip and Ordinances as God liath inftituted in his Word, par-« 
ticularly Tliankfgiving and Prayer in ciie Name of Chrift^ the reading, preaching and hearing 
of the Word, the Adminiftration and receiving of the Sacraments, Church-Go^'ernment, and 
Difcipline, the Miniflry and Maintenance thereqf, religious Fafting, fwearing by the Name of 
God, when lawfully called to it ^ as alfo difapproving and oppofing all falfe Worfhip in our 
Place and Station. The fame Command forbids ail devifing, commanding or ufing, or any 
way approving any religious Worfhip not inftituted by God himfelf 5 the making of any Re- 
prefentation of God, or of any of the Perfons of the holy Trinity, either in our Mind, or out- 
wardly in iiny Kind of Image or Likenefs of any Creature whatfoever ; all worlhipping of it, 
or God in and by it C^) ; the making of any Reprefentation of any feigned Deities, and ali 
worfliip of them ; all fuperftitious Devices not inftituted in the Word, corrupting the Wor- 
ihip of God i adding to, or taking from ic, whether from our own Invention, or received by 
Tradition from others, under the Names of Antiquity, Cuftom, Decency, Devotion, or any- 
other Pretence whatfoever. It alfo prohibits or buying and felling of facred Things, 
Sacrilege or ftealing of them, Negledt, Contempt, hindering apd oppofing the Worfhip and 

Ordinances which God hath appointed. The Reafons annexed to this Command, For J th^ 

Lm'd thy God am a jealous God^ vifiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the children^ unto the 

third and fourth generation of them that hate me^and Jhewing mercy unto thoufands of them that 
love me and keep my commandments , do enforce this Precept from the. Confideratioh of God's 
Sovereignity over us, his Propriety in us, his Zeal for his own WorHiip, and his Indignation a- 
gitinft all falfe Worfliip^ accounting the Breakers of this Command fuch as hate him, whom he 
will nnd did punifli to divers Generations, as appears from the Hiftory of the Church, butpro- 
mifing to fuch as love him and keep his Commands, that he will ihew Mercy to them and 
their Poflerity for many Ages. This Command beihg fo ufeful and neceflary, 'tis very far 
wz'ong in the Papijis and Luthera7ts^ in their Catechifms,while reciting the Law to the People 
to leave out this Precept, and to make up the Number of Ten, by'dividing the tenth Com^ 
niand into two. 

The third Command, ^bonfloalt not take the name of the Lord thy God in vain : for the 
Lord will not hold him gniltlefs that taketh his 7tame in vainy requireth that the Name of God 
(chat is, his Titles, Attributes, Ordinances, Works, his Word,. Sacramehts, Prayer, Oaths, 
Vows, divine Lots, and by whatfoever elfe he makes himfelf known) be religioufly and re- 



verently ufed,

by an holy ProfclHon and anfwerable Converfation, to the Glory of God, and 
r felves and others. At the fame time, this Precept forbids the Abufe of God*s 
Name, in an ignorant, profane, fuperftitious Manner 5 by Bialphemy (0> Perjury, or falfe 
Swearing Qd^y fmful Curlings C^), rafh Oaths Qf\ violating our Oaths, if lawful, and ful- 
filling them, if of Things unlawful 3 murmuring at, curious, prying into, and mifapplying 
God's Decrees or Providences, perverting the Word of God, or any Part of it, to profane 
Jcfij, cj.irious and unprofitable Queftionsi. abufing it, or the Creatures, or any thing contain- 
ed !iudcr the Name of God, to Charms, or finfulLiufts and Praflices^ the fcorning, reviling, 
or any v.ay oppofing God's Truth, or Grace, making Profelfion of Religion in Hypocrify, 
or ibr v. iong linds, being afhamed of it, or a Shame to it, by unfuitable and offenfive Con- 
vcrfjcion, or backfliding irom it ; For he is our God, who will not ipare the Tranlgreflbrs of 
tliis Command, even though they Ihould efcape Punifiiment from A4en. 

The fourtii Command is, Kemeraber the fabbatb-dayj to keep it holy, - Six days Jhalt thou 
iahonr^ and do all thy work. But the feventb day is the fahhath of the Lord thy God : in it thoti 
fbalt mt do any iiorkj tkon^ nor thy fon^ 7ior thy dimghter^ mr thy man^fervant^ nor thy maid- 
f^y^janty mr thy cattle^ nor thy ftranger that is within thy gates. For in fix days the Lord 



ade heaven and earthy the fea^ and all that in them is^ and refted the feventh day : where~ 
ftjr& the Lord blejjcd the fabbath-day^ and hallo'-j::ed it.

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of the Week ever fince, and fo to continue to the End of the World, which is rhe Chrifiiau 
Sabbath obferved in the Apoftolick Times C^) ; and Is called in the, New lefiamcnt^ die 
Lord's day C^). Dr. S'pGSicer Qc^ gives plainly his Opinion, ^hat the fourth Command icas 
only a Part of tb'e Jewifti OEcommy^ and did bind only the Jews nuder the Pedagogy of the 
Law, In which he joins with the Sociniahs But that the fourth Coiriinaiid is moral, 

flnd pcrpetiially binding, appears, becaufe the^Duty of fun(fbifying the Sabbath wai appointed 
in the State o'f Innocence. Even then God faw fit to call Man from drefTing tlic Ga-dcn, to 
keep immediate CDmmuriion with himfelf i and we have more need of fuch u Spur to JUulv 
now in our fa!n State, wherein we are furrduiided with fo many Temptations^ ar.d bad In- 
clinations. This Duty was obferved, before giving of the I-aw on Mount Sinr.i^ c.s we have 
already feen C^). The very firfi Wotds of the Precept, Kememher the fahbath^ do fliewj 
that ic is a Renovation of an old Command, which was. hecefTury for the Ifraelites to be put 
in mind of, after they had been fo long a time in" Egypt. There is no reafon for making the 
fourth Con^riiand ceremonial, m'ore than the reft of the Decalogue ; yea there are many ex- 
fcelient Reafons for the mbiral Obligation, and coriftant Obfervation thereof : For it is a high 
Acknowledgment of God's unix'erlal liomltiibri and Supremacy, to have all the AVorJd in ono 
Day every Week to lay alide their BuHiiefs^ that they may jointly worfliip him in a folemii 
Manner. It is a noble Aft of divine Cottipaflion to fain Man ; God faw tliat A'lan's Heart 
wo.uld be fo glui::d' to'the World and Senfuality, that were he left to himfolfi would roc 
allow God dntS Da:y in a Alonth, nay fcarce in a Year, but would have drudged himfelf^ his 
Servants arid Seafts for ever to Death : Therefore our mcrciftil Lord ordered JVIcn to reft 
6neDay in a Week from the Concerns of this World, thi)t they may mind thole of the World to 
t'om'e J aiid that in the m-eah time'their Servants and Beafls may he rcfrefhcd, and fitted for 
further Service. The Sabbath is'alfo a ble^Ted Mean to keep li^'cly ImprclHons of the great 
Truths of Religion upoii our Hearts and.Memories, to fit us to promote Holinefs and Spiritu- 
ality, and to mind us of in eyerlafling 'Sabbath in Heaven' above, where we fhall never weary 
to pVaife and ferve God. T'his Command knits together the Duties of the firll and fecond 
Table ; It is a Gompend of all Religion ^ it^fhews both what we fhould do, and not do ^ ic 
preJTes Obedience from' God's Example and Bleffing 5 it is a Memorial of our Creation, God 
treated JVtan on* the' Eve of the firft Sabbath, and immediately gave a Precept to fni^lify the 
hext Day 5 it "piits us in mind of oiir Redeniption (/) - it is often inculcated in the Pcrnateiich 
Cg) ' And filially, we ar6 ehcpuraged to the Obfervation thereof by many gracious Promifes, 
which even look forward to Gofpel-times C'^)^ and" the Breakers thereof are remarkably pu- 

Sliflied CO- - 

Since the Sabbath Is perpetually binding, and fo ufeful, as hath been already proved, we 
bughc to be very careful in fandlifying it, by refting all that Day, not only from fuch Works 
as are at all Times finfdl, but even from fuch Imployments and Recreations as arc on other 
Days lawful 5 and by making it our Delight, to fpend the whole time of that Day, except fo 
much as is to be taken up in the Works of Neceffity and Mercy, in the publick ai-w4 private £x-> 
ercifes of God's Worfhip C^). And to that end we are to prepare our Hearts, and with fuch 
Forefight, Diligence and Moderation'to difpatch our wordly Biifincfs, that we maybe more 
free, and fit for the Duties of thac.Daj> We ought alfo to watch againft the Sins forbidden 
by this Command, as Omiflion of the Duties required 5 all carelefs, negligent and unprofitable 
performing, or being weary of them (/) ; all profaning of the Day by Idlenefs, or doing 
that which is in it felf finful 3 and to guard * againft all unneceflary Thoughts, Words and 
Works about our' worldly Employments and Recreations. 

. Our Saviour hath coriiprehended the Duties of both Tables of the Law in a few Words : 
^hoii floalt ' lotfs the Lord thy God with all thy hearty and with all thy foul^ and with all thy 
mind ; and^ 'ithoti fJ^lt love thy neighbour as thy felf C''0- From thefe Principles the 

whble morai Law may be deduced; I arh now in a few Words to open the Duties of the fe* 
cond Table, founded upon that great Riile of Equity, All things whatfoever ye would that 
ineuJJmilddo to you^ do ye &ven fo to them (jz). The fifth Command is. Honour thy father and 
thy mother : that thy days may be long upon the land which the Lord thy God giveth thee (o). 
The Lord in his infinite Wifdom, after he had prefcrilied Laws for his own Honour, his next 
Care is to mind us of the Honour due to our Parents, they being next under him the Authors 
of our Lives and Beings. We ought to haVe an inward Refp66t to their Perfons, and fhew 
outward Expreffions thereof, giving' them Reverence (p). The contrary to this is mock- 
ing and defpifing them : A Sin which the Lord threatens with remarkable Punifhmcnts C^7). 
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(4) 1 Cor. xvi. I, z. Afts, xsc. 7. C^) Rev. i- 10. (c) Dc Icgibus Ritualibus, p. 73, Sc paflim dc Sabbato. 
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Of the moral Law. Chap. 1. 



We ought to obey their lawful Commands C^), and that out of a Principle of Love ; fubmit to 
their Rebukes, Inftrudtions and Corrections, noc only to the good and gentle, but alfo to the 
Jroward, out of Confcience towards God 5 to difpofe of our. felves with their Advice and Con- 
fent, not alienating their Property but with their Approbation j and to enHeavour in every thing 
to be a Comfort to our Parents, to make their old Age eafy to thern, rriaintaining them if they 
ftand in need of Support ; which our Lord makes to be particularly intended in this Com- 
xnand. On the other hand^ Parents ought to take care of their Children, to prote*^: and pro- 
vide for them as far as they are able, to bring them into the Church of Chrift, to pray for 
them, to educate and inftruft them in the Knowledge of God, by Example and Precept. 
MagiRrates being f aires p^itri^^ Fathers of their Country, their Subje^^s ought to honour 
them (t), to pray for them C<^), to obey their lawful Commands, and to pay Tribute to 
them iVIagillrates on their part ought to maintain the true Worftiip and Service of God^ 

fliould provide Men of approved Ability and Integrity to rule under them C/)? ^^iould diftri- 
buttj Juftice inipartiaily, and be exemplary for Piety and Vertue. Husbands ought to love 
their "Wives, as Ghrift loved his Church, and as they love themfelves C^)- This is the Bond of 
the Alarriage- relation ^ and Jaence Husbands ought to' bear with their Wives Infirmities, ihould 
not upbraid them with the Incumbrances of a married Life, but proteft, encourage and fup- 
port them, and alfo promote their fpiritual and temporal Goodj with that of the whole Family. 
Wives owe to their Husbands, Subjedtioh, Reverence, Love and Obedience C^?). People 
owe to their Pallors, Efteem, Love, Reverence (/), Obedience to their Diredlions and Ad- 
monitions C^), and Maintenance CO- Paftors, being duly called to their Office C^)> ought 
to take heed to tbemjelves and their do6frme^ that in doing this they may fave themfelves and 
them that hear them 00 3 ought to feed the flock of God^ taking the overfight thereof^ I'TrtffKo'jrivrisy 
or, adding the duty of a Bilhop j not by confiraint^ but wittingly 5 not for filthy lucre^ hut of a 
ready mind 5 neither as lords over God's heritage, but ds enfamples to the flock (0). Servants^ 
when their Choice is free, ought to chufe fuch Mafters as fear God, and will promote their 
fpiritual Good. Being engaged,, they owe to their Mafters, Obedience to their lawful Corn- 
niands Submiflion to their Reproofs, not anfmring again Qf)^ Honour and Efteem C^), 

Diligence in their Affairs, with Fidelity and Good-Will. Mafters ought to ufe a prudent 
Care in the choice of good Servants C/) : When chofen, they fiiouid command and direct 
them to nothing but what is lawful and poUible, with Prudence, but not with Rigour , and. 
Hiould provide for their temporal and fpiritual Welfare. In every Station we ought to mind 
t)ur Duty to God and to one another. If others excell us in Riches, Honours, or other Fa* 
vours of common Providence, or in Grace, Gifts, Age or Experience ; we ought not to en- 
vy them, but to efteem and reverence them^ to hearken to their wholefome Counfel, and pro- 
fit by their Example when they walk in the Ways of God : And Superiors ought to be humble 
and watchful, that they may improve what Good God hath given them for his Glory and the 
Good of others. To this Precept is annexed a Promife, ^hat thy days may be long upon the 
land ivbich the Lord thy (2od giveth thee • yielding Hopes of a long Life and Profperity, as far 
as it may ferve for God's Glory and their own Good, to all fuch as keep this Command 5 and 
if their Life be cut lliorc here on Earth, it ihall be made up by eternal Life in the heaven^ 
\y Canaan above. 

The fixth Command, fbon floalt not kill^ exprefly forbids that barbarous and inhumane Siri 
of Murder, that firft-born of the Devil, who 'was a murderer froin the beginning. Soon after 
the^FoIl, Corruption vented its Virulence in the Sin of Cain^ who flew his Brother v^^^/, be-i 
caufe his Brother*s Works were righteous, and his own evil. Nor is this Precept only to be 
coufmori to tJie atflunl Sin of Murder, but prohibits alfo the negletling or withdrawing the 
5 awful and neccfe.ry Means to preferve Life COa ^^nd alfo fmful Anger OO9 Hatred, Envy, 
Defire of Revenge, all exceffive Paflions (-y), diftradling Cares, Drunkennefs, Gluttony, im- 
moderate Labour and Recreations, provoking Words, Opprellion, Quarrelling, Striking, 
Wounding, and whatfoever elfe tends to the Deftrudlion of the Life of any Perfon. But the 
Prohibition is not to be extended to hinder the publick Execution of Juftice : For Magiftrates 
inveft«?d with Authority lor that End, ought to put capital Offenders to Death (x) 5 which is 
the beft Way to prevent Murder, and to purge the Land from Blood : And therefore God 
oidenni a Man who killed his Neighbour prefumptuoufly to be dragged from the Altar, that 
iie might die (^) ; and it was fo done \^\t\\Joab (as). Neither is Blood fhed in a juft and law- 
ful War, nor in neceflary Self-defence, here forbidden. On the other hand, this Command 
requirech all lawful Endeavours to preferve our own Life and th-at of others, by relifting all 
'Xhoughts and Purpofes, fubduing all Paflions, and avoiding all Occafions, Temptations and 
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' Practices, which tend to the taking away the Life of any. To this end we ought to excell 
in the Chriftian Graces and Virtues of Friendfiiip, Charity, Peaceablenefs, HumiHty, Meek- 
nefs, and holy Courage s and we ought to defend our felves againft Violence, patiently bear 
the Hand of God, promote Quietnels of Mind, and Ghearfulpefs of Spirit in the Service of 
God j moderately ufe Meat, Drink, Phyfick, Sleep, Labour and Recreations , exercife Love^ 
Compalfion, Gentlenefi, Kindnefs, courteous Speech and Behaviour 5 bear Injuriesj requite 
Good for Evil, comfort and fuccour the Diftreffed, and defend the Innocent. 

The fevenrh Command is, ^/jou Jhalt not commit adultery. The Sin here exprefly forbid- 
den is Adultery, which is committed between Perfons of whom the one or both is married 
to another than that one with whom the Faft was done 5 ivhich by the judicial Law (jTy 
was punifhable by Death. ^Job (Ji) calls it an bai72ons criiue^ yea an iniquity to be punified 
hy the judges j a fire that confimeth to deJiruSfio?!^ and would root out all mine increafe. It 
murders two Souls at once 5 it makes Men like brute Beafts ) ^ it doth eictinguifh Man's Rea- 
fon and Underftandlng (jO i it brings on a Reproach not to be wiped away 5 it is a kind 
of Sacrilege, ' converting the Temple of God to a profane Ufe (/)-, and brings down Judg- 
ment.and eternal Wrath C J")- This Command forbids alfo all fort of Unclcannefs, as For- 
nication committed between two unmarried Perfons j which, though it be extenuated by im- 
pure Komanifis (Jf)^ as that which may be walhed away by the fprinkling of holy Water j yet 
it is abominable in the Sight of God, and may exclude out of the Kingdom of Heaven, if it 
be not wafhed away by Repentance, and Reraifiion through the Blood of Chrift (0- Here 
are alfo forbidden all inceftuous Mixtures, or Uncleannefs between thofe who are related in 

any Degrees of Kindred fpecified Levit. xviii. 6, 18. Bygamy, or marrying two Wives 

at once ; Polygamy, or taking more than two, or a wife to herfifter^ to vex bet (^) ^ ail un- 
natural Lufts C^) i all Incentives to Luft, that add Feuel to that Fire, as wanton Looks, light 
Behaviour, immodeft Apparel (J) 5 forbidding lawful, difpencing with unlawful Marriages 
C«2)j much pradtifed by the Church oiKome-, allowing, keeping or frequenting Stews 5 in- 
tangling Vows of a fingle Life j unjuft Divorce, Defertion 5 Idlenefs 5 Excefs in Meat or 
Drink 5 lafcivious Songs, Books, Piclures, Stage-plays, and all other Provocations to Un- 
cleannefs : Yea here are forbidden all unclean Imaginations, Thoughts, Purpofcs, filthy Talk- 
ing or Jefting, or liftning thereto («). At the fame time, this Command requireth ail Cha- 
ftity in Mind, Affeffcions, Body, Words and Behaviour, with the Prefervation thereof in our 
felves and others 5 Watchfulnefs over the Eyes and all the Senfes (0) 5 Temperance, keep- 
ing chaft Company, Modefty in Apparel, conjugal Love, Marriage in thofe who have not 
the Gift of Continence (p), diligent Labour in our Callings, Ihunning all Occaiions to Un- 
cleannefs, and all Temptations thereto. 

The eighth Command, ^hou JJoalt not fteal^ is founded upon that great praftical Principle of 
all humane Converfe taught by our Saviour, IVbatfoe^ver ye would that menjhould do unto you^ do. 
ye eve?2 fo unto them (jf) ^ which carries fuch innate Light and clear Evidence, that Alexander 
Sever lis ^ a Heathen Emperor, caufed it often to be proclaimed by a Crier, and was fo much 
in love with it, that he would have it infcribed upon his publick Buildings (r), Theft is an 
unjuft taking or keeping to our felves what lawfully belongs to another Alan j,and is commit- 
ted by Sacrilege^ that is taking away or alienating what belongs to God's Honour and Service j 
Peculate^ or taking from the Publick j Kobbery^ committed by Violence, and all Stealingy 
by unjuft feizing or detaining what belongs to a private Man : Let him that flole^ fteal 720 
more (/). This is a Sin whith God hath threatned with many Punifhments : By the Jewijb 
Law it was cenfured by Reftitutlon (j) ; and fometimes the Offenders were put to Death^ 
when the Circumftances added Cruelty and Opprefiion to the Crime C^). God leaves a Curfe 
that will blaft and confume Increafe wickedly got C^). It begets Anxieties and Perplexities 
of Mind 5 it provokes God to cut off the Guilty by fbme untimely Death Qv^^ and brings 
down eternal Wrath, and Seclufion out of the Kingdom of Heaven C^). Befides, if we con- 
fider this Precept as requiring all manner of Juftice between Man and Man, the fame may be 
violated many ways ; as, by receiving and concealing the Thing that is ftoln C^), fraudulent 
Dealing (y), falfe Weights and Meafures removing Land-marks (^aa\ Unfa ithfulnefs 
in Contracts between Man and Man, or in Matters of Truft, Opprefiion, Extortion, unlawful 
Ufury, Bribery, vexatious Law-fuits, Depopulations (bb% ingrofling Commodities to en- 
hance the Price (r^?), and all other unjuft or linful Ways of withholding from our Neighbour 
what belongs to him, to enrich our felves 5 Covetoufnefs, inordinate prizing worldly Goods, 
diftruftful and diftratting Cares and Studies, in gaining, keeping and ufing them ^ envying ac 
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Of the moral Law. Chap. t. 

the Profperity of others : And alfo it doth forbid Idlenefs, Prodigality, and wafteful Gaming^ 
whereby we do unduly wrong our own Eftate, and defraud our felves of the Ufe and Com- 
fort: of what God hath given us. At the fame time, the Command requireth FaithfUlnefs and 
Juftice in Contrafe and Commerce between Man and Man, rendring to every one his due^ 
Reftitucion of Gobds unlawfully detained from the right Owner C^), giving and lending free™ 
ly, according to our Abilities and the Neceflaties of iothers ; Moderation of our Minds^ Wili 
and AfTcd^ions, concerning worldly Goods C^) j provident Care to gain, keep, ufe and dif-^ 
po£e thofe things which are neceffary for us CO 5 a lawful Calling, and Diligence in it id^ | 
Frugality, avoiding unneceflary Law-fuits, Suretifhip^ or oth£r like huttful Engagements B 
together with all juft and lawful Means to prbcurej prfeferve and advance the Wealth and Out- 
ward Eftate of our felves and others. 

The ninth Command, Jloalt mt hear falfe mtmfs againfl thy netghhotir^ provides for 
the Prefervatlon of our good Name, which is rather to be chofen tha7t great riches (/) ^ for 
it renders a Man capable to ferve <God, and do good to others* This Command forbids the 
Sin 6l Lyhig^ whicli is a voluntary fpeaking of ah Untruth, with an Intention to deceive, and 
is a Sin tooft contrary to the Nature of God, who is Iruth it felf (^) ; It makes one like the 
Devil, the Father of Lies (Jf) 5 It is moft oppofite tb the Charadter of the Children of God 
(O 5 and it is threatned with eternal Death (y). Alfo here are prohibited Slander^ by a 
flilfe Imputation bf Vice to our Neighbours and DetraffioT7y by a caufelefs diminilhing Re- 
port of Virtue. We mufl: guai-d againft thefe, and every thing that leads to them, either 
privately, or publickly ; as giving falfe Evidence before a Judge C^) , fuboirning falfe Witnefi 
fes, appearing and pleading for an evil Caufe which we know tb be fo (/) 5 paflihg unjuft Sen- 
tences QnO ; rewarding the Wicked according to the Work of the Righteous^ and the Righte- 
ous according to the Work of the Wicked, undue Silence in a juft Caufe, Forgery, conteal- 
ing the Truth, or perverting it to a wrong Meaning, Backbiting ; Tale-bearing (0) ; 
Whifperingj Scoffing, rafh and partial Cenfuring, mifconftruing Intentions, Words and 
Adlions, Flattering (p) 5 thinking or fpeaking too highly, or too meanly of our felves and o- 
thers, denying the Gifts and Graces of God, aggravating fmaller Faults^ hiding or excufing 
Sins when called to a penitent Confeffion, unnecelfary difcovering of Infirmities, raifing falle 
Rumors, and countenancing them (^) ; and flopping our Ears againft juft Defence (r) ^ en- 
■^ying or grieving at the defervfed Credit of any ( /) 5 endeavouring to impair it, and rejoicing 
in their Difgracej Breach of lawful Promifes, negledlihg fuch Things as are of good Report^ 
and not hindring, fo far as we can, in others what will procure an ill Name. If we would 
watch againft thefe Evils, we muft not be bufy in other Men's Affairs, noi: too violently ad- 
didled to a Party 5 we muft refleil on our own Mifcarnages CO 5 we ought to appear for the 
Truth fuiccrely and fi.'lly, fpeak Truth, and only Truth, entertain a charitable Efteem of our 
Neighbours, love, defire, and rejoice in their good Name, forroW for, and cover their Infir- 
mities, freely acknowledge their*Gifts and Graces, defend their Innocence, be willing to re- 
ceive a good Report, and unwilling to admit an evil one, difcourage Tale-bearers, Flatterers 
and Slanderers (r) 5 take care of our ovrn good Name, keep lawful Promifes, and praftife 

vjhatfo'cver things are trtiv^ hon^flj lovely^ and of good report (jC), 

The teiith Command, ^hon Jloalt not covet thy neighbour'' s houfe^^ th'ou Jlmlt mi covet thf 
^icighbonr's ^-djife^ nor his man-fervant^ nor his mazd-fervant^ nor his ox^ 7ior his afs^ nor any 
thtng that is thy neigpJbours Qv)^ ftrikes at the Root of Sin. We muft: not fo much as entercairi 
s.nordinace Dcfires after that which may gratify our Lufts 5 that fuch a Man's Houfe were 
jhine^ his Wife mine, his Eftate mine ! This is the Language of Difcontent with out qwri 
jLol, and Envy at our Neighbours 5 and thefe are the Sins principally here forbidden, "the 
holy Apoftle Patil^ when the Grace of God made the Scales of Ignorance to fall from hi* 
Eyes.^ perceived, that this Lav/, thonJ]3aU mt covet (^e?), forbids all thefe irregular Appetites^, 
?.s the fiift-born of corrupt Nature. Therefore let us reform our own Hearts, and approve 
our felves to an all-feeing God, in a full Contentment with our own Condition (^f), without 
envying or grieving at the Good of others. 

We have fufficient Warrant to explain thcLaw in this Manner, becaufe it is exceeding broad 
5 it is fpiritual (25) 5 it is holy, juft and good iaa^ ; Whatever then is holy towards God^' 
juft to our Neighbour, and good to our felves, is thereby commanded, and the contray di£^ 
fcharged. Our Lord explains the Commands in this large and fpiritual Senfe, in his excellent 
Sermon upon the Mount (bh') : And indeed the whole facred Scripture is a Commentary upon' 
^:hem, exhorting us to Obedience by Arguments, alluring us by the Promifes, terrifying from 
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Period IV. Of "what foUowed the giving of the Law. 

TranfgreflPon by Threatnings, or exciting us to the one, and reftraining us frbm the btherg by- 
Examples recorded in the hiftorical Part thereof. This Law is exceeding ufeful to all Men ; 
for, to the unconverted, it is a blelled Mfcan to awaken their Conlciences with a holy Fear of 
God's Majefty, which they have offended 0;) ^ as a Schoolmafter to lead them tdChrift C^)' 
who is the Lord our Rightebufnefs and Strength^ that his Righteoufnefs may cover our Uji- 
righteoufners, and his Strength may be made perfeft in our Weaknefs 5 or if they continue lii 
the way of Sin, to make thein inextufable CO, under the Wrath denounced by the La\v (^d^^ 
It is alfo profitable to Believers 5 for though they be delivered from the condemning Power 
of the Law (e% yet it is Of Ufe to inform them concerning the holy Nature and Will of God' 
and to bind them to v/alk accordingly C/) 5 it tnay humble them under the Senfe of their Siil 
and Miiery^ may difcover how much they are obliged to Chrift in fulfilling the Law^ and 
bearing the Gurfe in our Room C^), which we were altogether unable to do 5 may lead thenl 
to this Saviour for Pardon of Guilt, and Grace to keep his Commands better than ever they 
ha\e done, .to delight in them with the inward Man. 'To concludeg the moral Law is iron; 
agreeable to the Lav/ of Nature (Jf)^ and moft fuitable to the Nature of God, who being in-^i 
finitely good, cannot but oblige us to love hhw^clF^ and hdte Sin as his Enemy. The Subftance 
fhereof v;as given to Adam in a State of Innocence, and tranfmitted down by the holy Patri- 
archs to the Diiys Mofes ^ but in his Tinie Mens Lives becoming fhorter, and the Church 
bf .Tfrael being to be intorpbrate In a Soeiety for God, it was fit that the Lord ihould give 
them liis Covenant, and this Law to regulate their Lives, in facred Writihg 5 which is further 
explained to us in New Iti^ftamBUt Revelation^ and we are allured by our Redeemer's Lbve^ 
and ftrengthned by his Grace to obferve it. 

§ 14. ISB.AEL being terrified after the Lavv v/as delivered to them with awful Majefty,^ 
and in a Difpofition to hear, the I^ord gave them by Mofes a Caution againft Image-worfhip 
CO : They miift not make Gods bf Silver^ nor of Gold ; thefe would affront God, and^ in- 
ilead of aflifling their Devotion, would rather fcbrrupt it. If they made occafional Altars" 
fuch as they reared in the Wildernefs before the Tabernacle was eredled, and afterwards upon 
fpecial Emergencies (J€) to offer Sacrifices upon, (which the firft-bbrn might do, before the 
Priefthood was rcflri<5led to the Tribe of Levi^ thefe Altars muft be very plain^ of Earth 
or of unhewn Stone 5 fo low^ as they need not go up by Steps ; not* like the Heathen, whc* 
imagined the higher the Altar was, the more acceptable the Sacrifice : And God aflured them 



of his gracious Prefence : Ik aU places where I record my name^ J. will come unto tbee^ and IwiW 
Ikfs tb'cc Which is a remarkable Promife before giving the ceremonial Law, and may- 

be extended even to Gofpei- times:. 

Several Carders were given 0«5, ivhich fliall be afterwards noticed, when 1 come to write 
bf the ce^emoniiil and judicial Laws. , To engage them to their Duty, God encourages them 
by gracious Promifes ; Behold^ I fend an AngH before thee^ to keep thee in the way^ and to 
hrmg thee into the place which I have prepared; Beware of him^ and obey his 'voice^ provoke 
him not : for he will not pardon your tranfgreffions : for my nam& is in him Which is a 

Promife of our Redeemer, the Meflenger of the Covenant^ who did undertake the Delive- 
rante and Condudl Jfrael^ as typical of his great Work in purchafing our Salvation j he 
keeps them in the Wildernefs, and through the Enemy's Country, and brings them into the 
Land of Reft he had prepared : His Voice they muft obey, and carry towards him with all 
poflible Fear and Caution ^ for God^s Name is in him, that is, he is God himfelf. But many- 
times they had no fuitable Regard to thefe Injunctions 3 for the Apoftle fays, they temDted 

Ghriji (tj). ^ 

The firft Appearance of the Lord lipon Mount Sinai being concluded, Mofes^ Nadab and 
Ahibn^ with feventy of the Elders of Ifrael^ are called up to the Mount (p)* They muft 
all fhew great Reverence : Worjhip ye afar off. None muft come fo near as Mojes^ the ty- 
picial Mediator between God and Ifrael 5 yet he did not lead them blindfold into the Cove- 
nant, nor taught them a Devotion that was the Daughter of Ignorance, but told them all the 
Words of the Lord and the People unanimoufly confented to all the Term? propofed, with- 
out Refervation or Exception. Then Mofes wrote all the words of the Lord^ and rofe up early 
in the mornings and hnilded dn altar under the hill^ and twelve pillars^ accordi)tg to the twelve 
tribes of Ifrael, And he fent young men of the children of Ifrael^ which offered hurnt-^offerings^ 
and Jacrificed peace-offerings of oxen unto the Lord. Thefe young Men might be of the Firft- 
born, confecrated to God before the Inftitution of the Levitical Priefthood. And the Cove- 
nant was ratified by the fprinkling of the Blood ofthe Sacrifices upon the Book and the People, 
as typical of the Blood of Chrift, whereby the good Things contained in the Covenant are pur- 
chafed and fealed (j). The People having fubmitted to the Law, and the Iprinkling of the 
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Of the golden Calf. Ghap. I. 



Blood, they faw a Glitnpfe of the divine Glorjr, and feafted upon the Sacrifice (^d). Mofes 
and yojhua his Minifter, at the Lord's Call went up to the Mount^ leaving Aarofz and Huy with 
the Elders of IJrael^ to govern in his Abfence. A Cloud covered, the Mount fix Days j 
and on thefeventh, being perhaps the Sabbath, the Lord called tip Mofes alone , and there 
he abode forty Days and forty Nights (Z?), during which Time he did neither eat Bread, nor 
drink Water (^c^. A Faft never imitated by any, except by our Saviour and Elijah 5 nor may 
any pretend to the like, without a divine Call, and extraordinary fupernatural Alliftance, 
which is not now to be expected. Then ifcfq/i?j received Orders concerning the Structure of 
the Tabernacle, the Ornaments and Confecration thereof, the Sacrifices^ and what related to 
the Priefts, recorded in Exodus xxv. to xxxi, which fhall be afterwards noticed. 

§ 15. These forty Days and forty Nights being ended, in the fourth Month after Ifracfs 
DDeliverance from Egypt^ God gave tmto Mofes the two tables of tefiinmzy^ tables of fi one ^written 

"imth the finger of God Qd^, Thefe were the ten Commands of the moral Law before explain- 
ed, written on Tables of Stone, to fignify their perpetual Duration, written by the Finger of 
God 5 that is, by his Will and Power, without the Ufe of any Inftrument. Mofes found them 
prepared when he went up to the Mount (O* They are called, tables of ^efiimony^ becaufe 
they teftified the Will of God concerning our Duty to him and our Neighbour, with God's 
good Will to the People ^ and would be a Teftimony againft them if they were difobedient ; and 
were given to Mofes^ probably to fiiew them, to be feen and read of all Men, before he laid 
rhem up in the Ark. The People having finned during ilfo/^j's Abfence, the Lord faid to him, 
Arife^ get thee down quickly from hence 5 for thy 'people which thou haft brought forth out of 
Egypt ^ have corrupted themfelves ; they are quickly turned afide out of the way which I com^ 
inandcil^ iheyhave made them a molten image (/). While Mofes was in the Mount receiving 
the Law from God, the People had Time to meditate upon what had been delivered, and to 
prepare themfelves for what was further to be revealed ; and forty Days was little enough for 
that Work. Rut inflcad of being fo iniployed, they, in a tumultuous Manner, ^Mtq^q^^ Aaron ^ 
who was intrulted with the Government in his Brother's Abfence, faying, Make us gods which 
fJoall go before ns (^g^ Aaron^ to his Shame, being too eafily prevailed on by their Clamours,- 
asked their Golden Ear-rings to make a Calf 5 caft one 5 all the People owned it for their 
God, made a great Feaft in Honour of it, offered Sacrifices to it, andfpent the whole Day in 
feafting and fmful Pleafure. 'Tis likely Jfrael had learned thus to reprefent the Deity, from 
the Worfhip the Egyptians gave to facred Animals j for the Prophet Ezekiel (JT) fays, ^hey 
did not for fake the idols of Egypt : And they are charged with it in feveral other Texts CO* 
I have difcourfed 'more fully of the Egyptian Idolatry in another Eflay C^^)^ and lhall not en-' 
large upon it here. But it was moft unaccountable, that in the very Place where the Law 
was given, by which they were exprefly forbid to uoorflnp God by images j and while theMoun-* 
tain was yet burning before their Eyes, and Mofes gone to bring the Law to them in Writing, 
they fiiould be guilty of this Wickednefs. The Lord told Mofes the Crime which the People 
had committed, exprelling his Indignation at fo rebellious a Race 5 but upon Mofes^s humble 
believing Interceflion, tho" their Punifliment was determined, yet their Ruin was prevented. 
After this Mofes came down with Jofhua^ who had been waiting on the Mount till ikfo/w came 
out of the Cloud, Ibrty Days, 'tis like, fed with Manna, and now they came down together; 
Jofjua being a military Man^ upon hearing a Noife, feared that there was War in the Camp^ 
and that he would be mifled ; But Mofes being informed in the Mount, knew that it was the 
Noife of the People revelling in idolatrous Worfliip, Being come nearer to the Camp, upon 
feeing the golden Calf, and the Dancing, in a juft Difpleafure againft their Wickednefs, he 
broke the Tables at the Foot of the Mountain, to convince them that they had forfeited the 
Favour of God. Then taking the golden Cal^ he burnt it, and reduced it to Powder, and calt 
the Duil: into the Water, giving the Children of T^r^?^/ to drink thereof, to teach that falfeGods 
cannot help their Worfliippers, Monuments of Idolatry are to be abolifhed : And his mix- 
ing the Powder with their Drink, fignified that the Curfe they had brought upon themfelves 
would be mingled with and imbitter all their Enjoyments. He reproved his Brother Aaron^ 
wlio made but a frivolous Excufe for his Folly. Then Mofes ftood at the Gate of the Camp^- 
and laid. Who is on the hord^ s fide ? Let him come unto me. Whereon the Children of Levi 
gathered themfelves about him 5 and he bade them take their Swords, go through the Camp, 
and kill all they met with, that is the Seditious and Ringleaders. The Levites did as they 
were commanded j and there fell of the People that Day about three thoiifand men^ as the 
Hebrew Text hath it, and alfo the Septuagint^ and the Oriental Verfions : But the vulgar Ver- 
fion declared Canonical by the Council oi'^rent^ hath by fome Miftake in Exod, xxxii. zS, 
twenty three tlioufand. This Vengeance was taken by the Children of Levi^ to teach the 
People, that Idolatry is an Iniquity to be punifhed by the Judge, being a Denial of the God 
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Period IV. Of the ceremonial Law, lot 

that is above 5 and it was done by the Sword of their own Brethren, not by an Enemy, that 
this Execution of Juftice might redound to the Honour of their own Nation. Yet it feems 
they killed only thofe whom they found abroad in the Street of the Camp j for it may be 

hoped, that they who had retired to their Tents, were afhamed of what they had done, and 
were upon their Knees repenting for it. Some Years after this Mofes fpake of Levi^ thus 5 
tVbo faid unto his father^ and. to his mother^ I have 7iot feeu him^ neither did h'B acknowledge his 
Iprethren^ nor knew his own Childre?z (a) : Giving that Tribe an Encomium for their Zeal in 
this Affair. 

On the Morrow MofeSj to bring the furviving People to Repentance, told them they had 
committed a great Sin, and promiled again to go to the JLord, to fee if he could make an At- 
tonement for their Grime. He addreffed God by Prayer, ijjeaking as one overwhelmed, Oh^ 
this people have finned a great fin : and have made them gods of gold. Tet now^ if thou wilt^ for-* 
give their fin : and if not ^ blot me^ Jpraythee^ out of the book which thou haft written (Z'). God 
had told him, that he would confume them, and make of him a great nation (jT) : But Mofes here 
pleads, that he was fo far from defirlng to lee his Name and Family built upon the Ruins of 
Jfraely that he would rather chufe to lank with them. And the Lord condelcended fo far to 
thele importunate Prayers, that he proraifed to guide the People towards Canaan , yet threat 
tens, Jntheday.-whe72lvifit^lwillvifitthis fin upon them. Hence tlVe y^Tt'J obferve. That 
no Judgment came afterwards upon Ifrael^ but there was an Ounce of the Pouder of the gol- 
den Calf in it. In the thirty third Chapter oi Exodus we have a further Account of the Medi- 
ation of Mofes betweeii God and Ifrael^ for making up the Breach that their Sin had made. He 
brings a humbling Meffage from God to them 5 which had fo good Effedl:, as to help them to 
prepare for Mercy, by flripping themfelves of their Ornaments at Mount Horeb. He fettled 
a Correfpondence between God and them 5 and both fignify their Approbation thereof 5 God 
by defcending in a cloudy Pillar, and the People by worfhipping at their Tent Doors. He is 
earneft in Prayer, and prevailed, foas to obtain a Promife of the divine Prefence with the 
People, and a Sight of God's Glory to himfelf. 

God having intimated to MoJ'es his Reconciliation with Tfrael in Exodus xxxiv. gives 
further Proofs thereof, by proceeding to fettle his Covenant with them: For he ordered ilifo- 
fes again to come up unto the Mounts, and to hew two Tables of Stone like unto the firft, on 
which God would write the Words that were on the firfl. Accordingly Mofes did nexc 
Morning. God*s writing the Law on our Heart, is the beft Evidence of his Reconciliation 
to us 5 and if we would have this done^ our Hearts muft be prepared by Humiliation for Sin, 
No fboner was Mofes got to the Top of the Mount, but the Lord tondefcended to give fome 
fenfible Token of his Prefence, and Manifeftation of his Glory. He defcended in the cloudy to 
flrike an Aw upon this typical Mediator i and to intimate. That though he made known much 
of himfclf, yet there was more concealed. He proclaimed his Name, ^he Lord God^ merciful 
and gracious^ long-fuffering^ and abundant in goodnefs and truth ; keeping mercy for thonf.vzds ; 
forgiving iniquity^ tranfgrefiion and fin 5 and that will by 720 means clear the guilty. This wa;; 
a very folemn Preface to the fecond Edition of the Law, and a Declaration that God pardoned 
the People, not for their Merit, but out of his own free Inclination to forgive". And the Lord 
gave Mofes many other Inftruftlons and gracious Promifes during the forty' Days and forty 
Nights that he abode in the Mount, as at the firft, neither eating Bread nor drinking Water 
^d). And when he came down from Mount Sinai j he wift not that the skin of his face fiyone. 
He had been in very intimate Communion with God for a long Time, without Interruption, 
having Meat to eat that the World knew not of : The abundant Satisfaftion his Soul enjoyed 
in the Vifions of the Almighty, made him forget his Body ahd the Pleafures thereof. Com- 
ing down enriched with the Law of God in his Hand, and the Love of God in his Heart, his 
PaceJhone, tho* not to fucha Degree as our Lord's CO- Yet this Shining was an Evidence 
of his Miffion, that the People might never more queftion it : It was an Effedl of the Sight of 
God, and a Proof of God's accepting his Interceffions for the People : But a Vail was put 
over his Face when he fpake to them, to lignify the Darknefs of that Difpenfation. 

§ 16. MOSES coming down from the Mount this fecond Time, in the fixth Month af- 
ter the Delivery of Ifrael from Egypt^ fet about the eredling of the Tabernacle, and doing all 
Things concerning the Ornaments, and Gonfecration of the Pripfts, and inftituting the Sacri- 
fices, according to the Pattern ihewed in the Mount. Bezaliel and Aholiab wQre nominated, as 
fitted of God to devife cunning work?^ to work in gold^ and in filver^ and in hrafs^ and in catting 
of ftones to fet them^ and in carvingof timber^ toworkin all manner of workmanfisip C/)i endow- 
ed with Wifdom to make all that God had commanded C^)- The Body of the People having 
lived all their Days in Egypt^ knew how to work in Clay, and make Brick ; but to work in 
Gold and Silver, to cut Diamonds, with other curious Stones for the Breaft-plate, and fee 
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t6ii Of this ceretfionial Laua. Chap. 1. 

them according to Art was none of their Prbfeffion. How then fhall this be done ? God 
raifed up Men qualified for this Bufmefs, and called them by Name to it. Skill even for fe- 
cular Employments is God's Gift, and defcends from dbove (^«). And the People willingly^ 

as foon as defired, contributed the NecelTaries for the Service (U), 

This Work being then begun 3 we may here difcourfe of the Tabernacle, and its Service^ 
with the other Rites of the teremonial Law. Thefe may be clalfed into fuch as relate to 
facred Places, Perfons, Sacrifices and Times. Among the facred Places, the Tabernacle 
(cornes firft under Confideration. The Pattern and Direction vvhifch God gave to Mofes for ma- 
king it, with all the Utenfils thereof we have in Exodus xxv. to the xxvii. inchifi-ve : But the 
rearing of it up being interrupted by the Sin of the IfiraeliteSy in making and worfhipping the 
golden Calf, the finifhing and erefting thereof we have in Exodus xxxv. — xxxik. It was d 
Teht covered with Curtains, but much larger than other Tents, and was divided into two 
Parts. The one covered, properly called zh^ tabernacle the other open, named the Courti 
The covered Part was again divided into twoj the holy Place, and the Holy of Holies ; the for- 
mer v/as twenty Cubits long, the latter ten. It was feparated from the holy Place by a Vail 
or Hanginga made of fine Linen, and broidered Work i and thei-e was the like Hanging be- 
tween the Court and the holy Place. The whole was covered with two Rows of Hangings 
Of fine JLihen of divers Colours, embroidered j and above them, to ptotetSt the Tabernacle 
from all Injuries of the Weather, and for Decency and Ornament, there were two other Co- 
verings, one of Goat*s Hair, and the other of Rams or Badgers Skins died red, tho' fome 
learned Men take it to be of a ftronger fort of Leather, becaufe we read (O of the beft SorC 
of Shoes made of it. Indeed there being no Book but the Bible now extant in pure Hebrew ; 
And thefe Words relating to the Tabernacle and teremonial Law being not frequently read 
there. Interpreters and CritickS are fomfetimes at a Lofs how to tranflate them, which hath 
octafioned abundance of Contefts. Thefe Vails, Coverings or Hangings were laid on a fquare 
Frame of Planks refting on Bafes. There were forty eight Planks, each a Cubit and a half 
wide, and ten Cubits high, twenty of them on each Side, and fix at one End to the Weflward. 
The Planks were artfully let into one anbtherj and held by Bars running the whole Length. 
The eaft End was open, and only covered with a Curtain. The whole Length of the Taber- 
nacle was thirty two Cubits from out to out, that is about fifty Foot^ and the Breadth 
twelve Cubits, Or nineteen Foot j and the End was thirty Cubits high. The Court was d 
Spot of Ground one hundred Cubits long, and fifty in Breadth, enclofed by twenty Columns^ 
fcach of them twenty Cubips high, and ten in Breadth, covered with Silver, and ftanding on 
Copper Bafes, five Cubits^liftant from one another, between which there were Curtains drawn, 
and fiflned with Hobks : At the Eaft end was an Entrance twenty Cubits wide, covered with 
a Curtain. 

The Utehfils, br facred Things within the Tabernacle, and the Coui-t thereof, were firft^ 

the yh'k^ feated in the Holy of Holies. It was like a Cheft made of Shittim-wood, two Cu- 
bits and a half long, arid a Cubit and a half in Breadth and Height ; that is, in our Mea« 
iuf-e, three Foot nine Infches in Length, and two Foot three Inches in Height : It was co- 
vered with Plates of Gold, and had a gold Cornifh which bore the Lid j on the Sides were 
Rings, to put Poles through to carry it. The Covering thereof was all of Gold, and called 
the Mercy-feat^ or Propitiatory ; there were two Cherubims of beaten Work of Gold^ who 
fcovered it with their Wings. The Tables of the Law were in it, and therefore it was named 
th^ Ark (f the Covenant : And there did the Lord meet with Mofes^ and commune with him 
from above the Mercy-feat (^). The Tables of the Law written by the Finger of God, and 
the Ark, feem to have been preferved from this Time, when they were firft framed, till the 
Temple was burnt down by Order of Nebucbadne%%ar j and the Ark made to refemble this 
in the fecond Temple built after the Bahylonifb Captivity, had hone of thbfe Prerogatives pe« 
fculiaf- to the firft Ark 5 as fiiall be illuftrated in its proper Place. 

The Table was inade of Shittim-wood (which Ibme render Cedar) tovered with Gold 5, 
two Cubits long, one in Breadth^ and one and a half in Height. About the Edge thereof 
was an Ornament or Border of Gold, with a golden Crown 5 it flood on four Feet, and had 
wooden Bars plated with Gold to carry it on ; Its Difhes, Spoons and Bowls were all of pure 
Gold. On it they laid the Offering or Shew-bread changed every Day, confifting of fix 
LoaveS at feach End 5 one to reprefeht each Tribe 5 and it was not permitted for any but the 
Priefts to eat of that Bread C^5. 

The Candleftick was of pure Goldj having feven Branches, three on each Side, and one iri 

the Middle j each Branch had three Knops like Apples, and three Sockets, in the Shape of 
iialf-almond Shells, three in the Middle, and one in the Extremity of every Branch, with a 

Golden-lampj and Snufiers of the fame Metal : The Whole being made ot a Talent of pure 
Gold C/). 

There

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There were two Altars: The one for Burnt-offerings and Peace-olferings in the Court • 
which Altar was five Cubits, long, as many wide, and three in Height 5 being hollow, cb? 
vered both In-fide and Out-fide with Brafs-plates, and open both at Top and Bottom. Ih 
the Middle thereof was a Copper-grate Handing on four Feet^ a Cubit and a half high, faft- 
ned with Hooks and Rings^ on which the Wood and the Offerings made by Fire were burnt. 
All the Neceffaries for that Service, as Kettles, Ladles, Tongs and Hooks, were of fine 
Brafs ■ and there were Staves of Shittim-wood over-laid with Brafs to carry this Altar (^), 
The Altar of Incenfe was but one Cubit, ih Length, as much in Breadth, and two Cubits 
high 5 it was plated with Gold, and adorned with a Crown of Gold, placed within the Ta- 
bernacle : And there was a particular Law concerning the anointing Oyl, the Incenfe and 
fweet Perfume prefented on this Altar, Befides, there was a Lavcr of Brafs in the open 
Court, near the Altar df Burnt- offerings j at which the Priefts were to wafh theit* Hands and 

^^The^Laws' concerning the Priefts, their Garments ^lnd Confecration were given about the 
fame Time (O 5 accordingly their Garments were prepared, and they confecrated (^). 
Mofes apiDointed ^aron to be High-prieft, his Sons and their Offspring to be of the prieftiy 
Race. When they were fantHfied, he made them put on their Veftments, anointed their 
Heads with Oy j Ithey offered Sacrifice for Sin, and Fire confumed the Offerings. The Fundli'- 
bns of the Priefts were chiefly to offer Sacrifice to the Lord 5 and there are ieveral other Laws 
and Regulations toncerning them^ Levit. vl. 19, ao. and c, ix. The High-prieft had a pe- 
culiar Charge, to go once a Year into the moft holy Plate, on the Day of Expiation, clothed 
5n his prieftiy Garments, to burn Incenfe there before the Ark, and fprihkle the Blood of the 
expiatory Sacrifices feven times with his Finger. He had alfo peculiar GarmentSj the Ephod 
and the clofe Coat were of Linenj and covered every Par£ of his Body, from Neck to Heel 5 
over it was a Purple .or blue Veftment, at the Bottom of which hang Bells and Pomegranates. 
The curious Girdle of the Ephod was rrtade of Gold, blue, fcarlec and fine twined Linen, 
made faft to a fort of Collar, and hanging down before and behind, and meeting in the Middle, 
ferved for a Girdle to the Veftment. On the Shoulders were two Onyx-ftones, fo large, fl5 
fix of the Names of the Tribes Ifrael wei-e engraven upon the one, and fix on the other- 
The Breaft-plate was of the fame Workmanfhip, but double, made faft with gold Chains to 
the Ephod. It was a fquare Ornament, very thick, covering the Breaft, on which were 
twelve Stones of pretious Sortsj fet in four Rows, and on them the Names of the twelve Tribes 
Carved. The Mitre was of fine white Flax 5 it covered the whole Head, and on the Fore- 
head had a Plate of Gold, whereon thefe Words were engraven, Holmefs to the Lord. Thcfe 
were the folemn Ornaments of the High-prieft. Not only were the Priefts, the Sons of ^7.'?- 
m/, dedicated to the Lord, but alfo all the reft of that Tribe, called Levztes, Their Office 
was to take dbwh and carry the feveral Parts of the Tabernacle, and Utenfils thereof, when 
ever the Camp removed, and to pitch them again when it refted 5 every one knew their own 
Part, being particularly affigned them CO- When the Ifraelitei were fettled in the Land of 
Caiman-j this Part of the Levites Office, in bearing the Tabernalce ceafed j but they had o- 
ther Service allotted to them about the Tabernacle, and afterwads in Solomon's Temple, and 
alfo in their Habitations over the Country. Both Priefts and Levites had a regular Portion 
allotted to them out of the Offerings C/) 1" the divine Service. When they came to the 
PoiTeffion of the Land of Canaan^ they had no particular Portion of the Country alfigned to 
them, diftina from the reft of the Tribes 5 only forty eight Cities were given to them, with 
their Suburbs ig\ with Grounds to feed their Cattle : Of which the Priefts had thirteen Ci- 
ties, and the reft belonged to the Levites. Alfo the Levitiss had the Tithe, or Tenth of 
the Fruits of the Earth, and the Priefts the Tithe of that Tithe (/O- 

The eredting of the Tabernacle, the Confecration o£ Jarosi and his Sons, and their folemn 
holy Garments being fo ordered, fdme few Things may be more particulary inquired into, be- 
fore we proceed to confider the reft of the ceremonial Law. Firft then we may inquire. 
How long were the People of Kvael in the Wildernefs in rearing up this Tabernacle f An^ 
fmcr^ We have before fixed the Beginning of this Work in the fixth Month after the Delive- 
rance 00 from Egypt^ when Mofes came a fecond Time, and gave Orders for the Beginning 
thereof, after he had been forty Days in the Mount with God ; and God and the People were 
reconciled, after their Sin in making the golden Calf Now it is pofitively faid. That tn the 
firft mouthy in the fecond year^ on the firft day of the mouthy that the tabernacle was reared up 
(A) : Confequently ic was fix Months a building. What will not fix hundred thoufand Men, 
as the Ifraelites then were, do^ when animated with Zeal for the Service of God ^ und tliey 
might think themfelves well rewarded, when a cloud covered the tent of the congregation^^ and 
the silory of the Lord flEed the tabernacle Q\ God having prepared his Houfe, dwelt in it,

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Ihewing that he was then well pleafed with this Way of Worlhip, and would accept of thofe 

\vho fmcereiy ferved him. ^ 

Queft. 2. IVhht *Lvere the Ftihdi of Exp^nce for huilding and fnpporting the Tahetmcle^ and 
'what did tbefc amount to ? Anf Thiere were feveral Ways ihd Means for this neceflary 
Charge : For there was a free Will-bfTering (ji) ; there was a Half-fliekel, called the Kanfom 
of the foul C^), to be paid by every Mail, This was long continued for the Service of the 
Tabernacle, and alfo of the Temple^ even almoft till the fecond Temple was deftroyed by 
the Romans^ of which we may hbar Inftances in the following Part of this Hiftory. The Con- 
tributions for building the Tabernacle at this Titiie did produce twenty nine Talents of Gold, 
and feven hundred and thirty Shekels after the Shekel of the San^luary (O 5 which fome (jd^ 
compute to about bhe hundred and fifty thoufand Pounds Sterling in Gold, according to the 
prefent Value of it 5 others CO reckon it more. To which may be added, that thofe ricW 
Scuffs that fsryed for the Vails of the Tabernacle, and for the Garments of the High-prieft, 
and the reft of the Priefts, and the rich Stones fet in feveral Parts of the Ephod, the Value of 
which was fo great as cannot well be eftimated, were all gifted by the Liberality of the People- 
Se/jdes, the Cbncributions of fix hundred thoufand three thoufand five hundred and fifty Men, 
wlio paid each of them half a Shekel, produced a hundred Talents^ and a thoufand feven hun- 
dred feventy five Shekels of Silver (/) i which amounted to about thirty four thoufand Pounds 
Sterling. If it be asked. How came a People who came as Slaves out o£ Egypt to be able to 
advance fo great Sums of Money ? I anfwer, Mofes prevents the Queftion, when he tells us 
that the Ifraclitcs fpbiled the Egyptians^ and defeated and plundered • the Amalekites, Nor 
were all their Riches, v/ith what belonged to their PredecelTors, taken from them by the 

gyptians during the time of their Servitude. 

Queft. 3. IVbat became of the tabernacle from the time of its huildiiig by Mofes to that of its 
Kuin ? Aitf. The Tabernacle was removed from Place to Place about thirty nine Years with 
the Children of Jfrael^ while they fojourned in the Wildernefs ; When they arrived in the Land 
of Promife, it refted fourteen Years at Gilgal : From thence it was carried to Sbiloh^ where 
it remained about three hundred and fifty Years : It was afterwards twenty Years at l^oh^ 
from the Death of Eli to that of Samuel : From thence it was fifty Years at Giheon^ accor- 
ding to the Jeimflo Account (g) : And after the building o£ Solomon^ % Temple, the Tabernacle, 
as fuch, being of no more ufe, it was taken down ^ and fo much thereof and its Utenfils as was 
for Service, was preferved in the Temple. 

The laft Queftion that 1 ihali here confider is. Whether the ffahernadey the Ark^ and the 
refi of the faered things inftituted and made by the Order of God, wre done in imitation of the 
Egyptians dJtd other Idolaters who lived in the time of Mofes ? Dr. Spencer^ who ftands for 
the affirmative, hath rendred this Queftion famous among the Learned. Sir John Marfhanz 
(/;) pointed out his Way : But the Dodtor (/) hath made a large Colledtion upon this Sub- 
jedl:. The Sum of his Syftem is, that the Kites of the ceremonial Law^ given by Mofes, are 
an Imitation of the Ge7ltiles^ particularly of the Egyptians 5 that God^ in order to divert the 
Ifraelites the IVorJJjip paid to the falfe Deities of Egypt, confecrated the greateft Part of 
the Ceremonies performed by thofe Idolaters^ and formed them into a Body of Law j but he made 
fome Alterations tbereiny as Barriers againft Idolatry. He further pretends, that to this Con- 
defcenfion of God was owing the Origin of the Tabernacle jn general, and particularly that of 
the Ark, and moft of the Utenfils for that Service, 1 am not to go upon the particular Exa- 
mination of this Syftem, which the Doftor hath adorned with a voluminous GoUedlion from 
many learned Authors at great length j but only to offer fome general Remarks, to eftablifh 
the R-eader in the Truth, and to prevent his being drawn into a wrong way of thinking by 
this ftrange Hypothefis. Firft, It is to be noticed, that there is no Egyptian Writer now ex- 
tant, that can prove the Pa£t, nor any Heathen Author, till long after Mofes. Herodotus^ the 
firft profane Hiftorian, is a thoufand Years later, thncydides and Xenophon are ftill many Years 
afcer Herodote ■ and there is nothing in them that can be drawn into the Queftion. Dion Caf-* 
finSy Diodorus SicnluSy Strabo^ Luciafi^ Plutarch^ and the reft of the Heathen Writers, are 
siear two thoufand Years later than this Law-giver j as may appear from what I have difcour- 
fed more particularly concerning thefe Writers in another Part of this Work, in my Entry on 
the Affairs of Greece and Kome. Now, how can ever thefe Writers prove a Fa6t, of Mofes's 
having borrowed thofe Rites from the Egyptians^ ( which indeed they do not afiert ) when it 
muft be done a thoufand or two thoufand Years remote from the time of which they had any 
notice ? Secondly, There is nothing of Argument in the whole of the Do6tor*s Syftem* 
What Strength is in this : There was a Conformity between the facred Rites of the Egyptians 
and other Gentiles, and thofe of the Jems ^ therefore the Jews borrowed their facred Rites 
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from the Egyptians P We may as well infer the quite contrary, that the Egyptiaiis borrou - 
ed thofe things from the Jfraelitas j fince Abraham^ If&ac^ facob^ J^J-V^^ imti ether Sonj of 
Jacob^ who had been fo long in Egypt^ with others of the Ifraelttijh^ Nation, might have 
taught them thofc Rites, particuhirTy Jofeph^ Whom they for good Caufe had in gfeat llfteem ; 
br they might have imitated the Jfraelites^ efpecially fince the Devil endea\'ours ibmctime.';' 
to mimick lacred Rites inftituted of God, to idilcredit Religion, and to bring his own Dclufi- 
ons into Reputation. Nicolans 'Damafce'jlus C^2) fays Abraham caught the E^yftiam A\:\\.\\xi\Q.^ 
tick and Aftrology * and I might cite a Troop of Authors affirming that Jofepb the Pntriarcix 
taught fome divihe Truths in Egypf^ which Pldto and other Greeks pick'd up In their Travels, 
Thik"diy, Though we may grant that the yews bbrrdwed fome idolatrous Cufloms from Egypt^ 
of which I have wrote more fully in anothet- ElFay (b^ ; yet it can never be prcfumcd, that 
•in the facrcd Ritbs of the JewiPo Religion, God fhould have inftituted th^ Cuftoms of the jB~ 
gypians and other Heathens, to be obferved as a Model for his Worfliip : For vve find the con- 
trary plain from the Word of God : When the Lord thy Qodjloall cut off the nations from befoi ' 



the^^ tiike heed that thoii be mt fnared by foUotmng them\ and that th\)ii enquire not after thei 
■gods^ frying^ How did thefe nations ferve their gods ? even fo will } do likewtfe. Sfhoii JJjalt 
not do fo mto Jehovah thy Qod : for every abomination to the Lord which be hateth^ have they 

done nntv their gods. '- IVhat thi)2g foev'er I command yon.y obferve to do it : thou Jha/t not^ 

add thereto^ nor dtmi'nifis from it (jo), ^be Lord [pake unto Mofes^ f^yi^^gi Speak unto tbh^ 
'children of Jfrael^ and fay unto tbem^ I am the Lord your God, After the doings of the land of 
Egypt "Wherein ye dwelt ^ -Jhall ye not do : and after the doings of the land of Canaan 'whither I 
bring you^ JJjall ye not do : neither floail ye walk in their ordiizances, Te fhall do my judgments^ 
and keep nizne ordinances (^). Thefe Texts alone are a plain and fufficient Refutation of thc5 
P'oftbr's Syftem. Fourthly, The introducing of the Rites of Idolatry into the Worlln'p of 
the true God, was not the way to extirp!ate Idolatry; but father to perpetuate it. Could th6 
Jfraeiites hive forborn looking with Veneratibn upon the Religion of the Egyptians^ if God 
himfelf had confecrated their Ceremonies, and made ufe of them as Models for that Re- 
ligion he appointed ? Would they not have lain under a perpetual Temptation to leave the 
Copy and tiike to the Original ? Fifthly, Even Tacitus (jf) a Heathen affirms the quite con-; 
trary to Dr. Spencer's Syftem i for he fays. Moles, that be might flrengthen his Interefl to ail 
FoJMity among the Jews, taught them new Rites contrary to all other Mortals : ^hefe things 
which we Pwomans account facred^ are profane among them i and what they account laivful^ is 
abhorred among lis. But though no Heathen ihould have faid fo, it is certain the ceremonial 
ILaws were a Wall of Partition, to feparate between the Jews and the Gentiles. Finally, The 
Dov^lor's Syflem is framed to deprive us of the rayfl-ical Signification of the ceremonial I,aw ^ 
as may appear to any that reads his Book. But this is not to be allowed, as fhall be after- 
wards illuftrated j for ic is the great Defign of thofe Sliadowsa to lead lis to Chrift the truo 

Subftance. , , , 

Thefe Remarks on br. Spencer^ s '^yAtm might be further juftified, if my intended Brevity 

did allow it, by looking into the Particulars wherein lie thinks the ceremonial Laws and Ordl-i 

nances imitated the Rites of the Egyptians and other Heathens. Firfl, The Urim and Thiim* 

mim in the High-prieft's Bteaft-plate were not the lame with the Heathen T^raphiiti, as the 

Doftor (/) pretends ; For the Teraphim were profane Idols, applied by the tleathens in the 

liafl: to the fame Purpofe as the Lares or domeftick tutelar Gods among the Latins in the 

Weft 5 and were cominonly made life,bf as Inftriimehts of Divination, as I have more fully 

made appear i'n another Effey Qg% Now, what have thefe profene Idols to do with the U- 

i-im ana Thummim, the Light and Perfeiftion, thefe fhining Beauties in the High-prieft's 

Breaft-plate ? Nor, fecondly, is the Ark of the Covenant to be derived froni the afia made 

ufe of by the Egyptian and other Heathenifh Priefts, ih their profane Myfleries. We grant 

that fome of thefe Heathens inade ufe of a Gifiu or Cheft, in their Orgian and Eletijinian Sd^ 

era (F) : But the Pricfts ofCybele and Baccbits^ who did fo, were a fort of itinerant Gy^p^iGs^ 

that niufl have a Cheft, or fomething like it, to pUt their Trinkets in, to keep thera from the 

Eyes of the Vulgar. But what Refemblance is there between thefe Cifta^ aiid the Ark of the 

holy Covenant ? If we confulr Clemens Alexaftdrinus (/), we inay fee that thefe Heathenifh 

Cifta were filled with PhaUi^ pudenda Bacchi^ pudenda mnliehria^ and the like things, which 

Modefty hinders me to tranflate, becaufe it would defile Chriftian Ears to hear them. Lec 

any Chriftian jt-idge, if it can be fuppofed that the Purity of the divine Law could be an Ape 

to fuch horrid Debauchery. Thirdly^ In the Ufe of thePriefts linen Garments, the Ifraelites 

were rather oppofite to, than Imitators of the Egyptians : For the Breaft-plate and Robe of 

the Jtf?£/zy^High"prieft were made of fcarlfit, blue, and woolen Cloth, only embroidered with 

D d Wreaths 
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Wreaths of fine Linen 5 but the Ufe of all woolen Cloth was abominable to the Egyptiatz Priefts, 
who, as Plutarch (^a^ and Herodote (b') inform us, wore nothing but fine Linen, clean waflied 
at all times. Nor can there be any ground. Fourthly, tb affirm, that the Cherubims that co- 
vered the Mercy-feat within the moit holy Place were done in imitation of the like in Egypt : 
For it doth not appear that the Egyptians had any fuch Mercy-feat, nor Covering thereto, nor 
an\ fucli Symbol of the divine, nor of the angelical Prefence with them. Fifthly, Nor were 
the Feafls of the New-moons commanded to Jfrael as an Imitation of the Gentiles, but to bind 
them to Works of Piety, to confecrate their Time to God, and to imitate the antient Patri- 
archs, who had done fo before them. Sixthly, Nor had the Walbings and Luftrations of the 
"Jeivs their Origin from the Gentiles : For wafhing the Hands and the Feet was a Part of the 
antient Cleanlinefs ufed on folemn Occafions in the Eaftern Countries, particularly before 
Meals, even in Abraham''?. Time CO5 loi^g before the giving of the Law on Mount ^'inai z 
And the ceremonial Walbings were typical of the Blood of Chrift that cleanfeth from all Sin 
C^?). But I am not to go through every Part of Dr. Spencer's Hypothefis, which hath been 
more fully exarnined by others C^). . I have diffented from him before (/) concerning Circum- 
cifion and the Sabbath, and niay again take notice of his peculiar Opinions ; But novs' I leave 
him, that I may go to other Parts of the ceremonial Law, 

1 have briefly confidered the Ceremonies that related to the holy Place, and the U'tenfils of 
the Tabernacle, and alfoto holy Perfbns or Priefts. 1 fhall now a little confider the Cere- 
monies that relate to the Sacrifices, and-to the Times fet apart for God's Service. A Sacri- 
See is an Offering to God, to acknowledge his Sovereignity over the Creatures, aad to apply- 
to him for the Expiation of Sin. Others find in it the Perfon prefenting the Sacrifice making 
an Acknowledgement, I defer-ve to die ^ but I fnbftitnte this facrifice to die ' for my Jin i, and 
fiucc neither my Deatb^ nor the death of this Beaft I offer^ can expiate fin^ and all the evils I 
have committed^ J look to the great Propitiation of the promifed Mefjlah^ who in the Fulnefs 
of fiwe is to finijlo ^ 'anfgrefjion and bring in everlafting Kight eoitfizefs ( g\ wbd I hope will 
completly expiate ray Sin^ and bring me to Life eternal. Only five Sorts of Cre atures might 
be offered in Sacrifice, 0^1%. Oxen, Lambs, Goats, Turtles and young Doves ; all which were 
to be Males, and without Blemi/h. He who prcfented tlie Oblation did it at the Altar, 
■where he laid his Hands on the Head of the Beaft, then the Thrdat of it was cii't 5 the Blood 
wp.s received into a Bafon ; and with it the Priefl fprinkled the Veflels, and the Corners of the 
Altar. The Vi6lim wasflea'd, cut in Pieces, and the Parts laid upon the Altatr, where either 
the whole, or fome of them were burnt, according to the Nature of the Sacrifice. Meat and 
Drink-offerings, called Libations, were added to, or poured out upon them. T'here were fe- 
veral Sorts of Sacrifices more fully defcribed in Leviticus i. to the ix. Chapter. Thefe are na- 
med the Tola^ or Burnt-offering 5 the Mincha^ or the Meat-offering, the Chattnh^ov the Sin-of- 
fering ; the Ajham^ or Trefpafs-offering, being made eitherfor voluntary Sins, or thefe done by 
Ignorance. Bcfides the Offering of Confecration for the Priefts ; the HeElve-offering, the 
Peace-offering, the Scape-Goat C-^?), the red Heifer CO the Pafchal-lambj the daily Oblations, 
and the extraordinary Offerings on the great Fellivals and Solemnities. 

Laftly, 1 notice the Ceremonies that Concerned the Times fet apart for diVine Service. We 
have before difcourfed of the Sabbath, and the keeping thereof, as a moral binding Duty. 
"'TIS true, the Obfervation of the feventh Day. of.the Week was ceremonial, and therefore was 
thanged under the Gofpel by the Lord of the Sabbath 5 but the fourth. Command is moral 
and perpetually binding. 1 havealfo difcourfed of the Je^wiJIo Paffover, and the Signification 
thereof on L'tvo^/zfj xii.C'^)- 1 fhall have Occafion to fpeak more particularly of the Cuftoms 
of the modern y^w/j, in obferving the Solemnities of their Worfhip, in the Sequel of this 
Work(0 5 i^nd therefore may be allowed to infiftin a few Words only on their facred Times 
in tliis Place. The Ifraelites then had their new Moons or monthly Feafts, and their annual 
Peafts. The firft Day after the Paffover, that is, on the fixteenth Day of the firft Month 
of the Ecclefiaftical Year, they offered new Ears of Corn in the Tabernacle, and afterwards 
at the Temple, Seven Weeks, or fifty Days after this they obferved the Feaft of Ingatherines 
• (jiit). This was called afterwards the Pentecofi, In the Seventh Month, on the firfl Day of the 
Months which was the firfl of their Sz/r/, with, us in September^ the firfl of their civil Year 
they had a Sabbath, a Memorial of blowing Trumpets. C'')- They did no fervile Work 
therejn. Alfo on the tenth Day of the fame Month, they obferved a foLmn Day of Atone* 
ment, to afflidl their Souls (/>). No manner of Work was to be done on that Day. Upon the 
Fifteenth Day o^-tifri^ about the End owv September^ they celebrated the Feail of Taber- 
hacJes, dwelling in Booths, in remembrance of their living after that manner in the Defart, 
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when they came out of the Land ofEgypt (^2). Befides thefe they had their fcventh Year^ 
wherein their Land was to reft from Labour 5 chey were neither to few their Field, nor 
prune their Vineyard : And their Jubilee, or the fiftieth Year, wherein the mortgaged Inhe- 
tance was releafed, the poor Debtor was difcharged, the Servant freed from his opprelling Ma- 
fter ; the Land had Reft, and 'xasholy to the Lord (^) The Sabbattick and Jubilee Years 
mav be alfo confidered as a part of the judicial Law 5 of which afterwards : And they feemtd 
have begun after Harveft, or in our September. 

Having given a View of the principal Parts of the ceremonial Law, I fliall now offer a few ■ 
Thoughts upon the great Ends and Ufes thereof. That it is not binding in the New Teftamenc 
Times, I (hall hive Occalion to prove afterwards in an Appendix to this Work, when difcourfing 
of the Converfion of the "Jews^ and Means to promote the fame. The principal Ends and Ufes 
then of the ceremonial Law, were, Firft,That the Ifraeliteshy it might have an external Form 
ofpublick Worfhip and good Order approved of God, that might mind them of the great Fa, 
vours he had done for them, and preferve them from the idoJatrous linfulWay of the Gentiles. 
Secondly, This did ferve to diftinguifh the Ifraelzt'es 'from all others, and to unite them more 
firmly among themfelves : Hence 'tis called a middle "joall of partitio?: Qc'). Hereby the Lord 
did pin them down to Diligence, and oblige them to obey that Yoke of Bondage from which 
we are happily delivered. Thirdly, the great End and Ufe of the ceremonial Law, was to lead 
us to Chrift, and the rich Grace of God manifefted in him. 3['he law is a fcboolmafter to leadns 
to Chrift (if) i which holds good not only of the mora], but alfo of the ceremonial Law\ ^Tis 
a Shadow of the good things to come^ but the body is of Chrift (<?). ^^is a JJjadoiv of good 
things to come^not the I'ery image of the things^ that can never with tbofe facrijices idjich they 
offered year by year tonti^mally^ make the comers tberetinto perfe^l (/). 

To illuftrace this Point, That the great Defign of the ceremonial Law is to typify and hold 
out Chrift to come, 1 may explain this in the feveral Parts thereof already enumerated. Firfb, 
the tabernacle fignified our Redeemer dwelling in our Nature, the Word ivas made f.cjlj aizd 
dwelt among us (g), IcKmemr^v h m/xic* dwelt as in a Tabernacle, the tahernacle of God is wiib 
men^and he will dwell with them Qh^ The Altar of burnt-offeri72gs in the outtcr Court, 
pointed out the Death and Sacrifice ( O otir Lord i by virtue of whofe Blood flied our Sins 
are pardoned, our Wants fuppiied, our Difcafes healed ; we are delivered from Hell, and 
have the Doors of Heaven opened. This is a City of Refuge, to which if we flee we fhall have 
flrongConfolation^ (JC). The haver fignified the Wafhing of Regeneration, and the renewing 
of the Holy Ghoft i and alfo our Redeemer's Merit, as the Fountain opened to wafii away 
Sin and Uncleannefs. The Altar of Incenfe within the holy Place, curioufly finifhed with Gold, ■ 
pointed out our Lord's glorious and powerful Interceilion, in his exalted State of Glory, where; 
he applies all his Purchafe to his People (/). The table^ furnifhed always with twelve Loaves 
of Shew-bread, was a Type of our plentiful Provifion, affording an Argument for Thankful- 
nefs, and a Token of our Communion with God, Thcraagnijiceizt Candleftick^ all of pure 
Gold, was well contrived to fcatter Light, and keep the Tabernacle free of Smoke : For that 
Houfe having no Windows to let in the Light by Day, this muft be fuppiied by the Light of 
Lamps, fignifying theDarknefs of that Difpenfation, till our Redeemer fhould come as a Sun 
of Righteoufnefs, to enlighten the World. His Law is a Light, his Command a Lamp : The 
Spirit of God in his various Operations and Graces, refting on Gofpel Minifters, and New Te- 
ftaraent Saints, is like the feven Lamps before the Throne ijii). Finallyj xX-i<i Ark was a fpe- 
cial Symbol of the Divine Prefence : There the Law was laid up. The Lord's giving^ it to 
his People was a fpecial Token of his Favour, and their Acteptance thereof a Sign of their 
Subjeaion to him. The Law is eminently laid up in our Redeemer's Heart (ji). In him we 
have a Throne of Grace, to which we may come with Boldnels C^). His Satisfaction to di-* 
vine Juftice is the true Propitiatory or Mercy-feat 3 and on him the glorious Cherubims or 

Angels do ftill attend (^). 

Secondly, the Ceremonies that related to the high Prieft, and the inferior Priefts, were al- 
fo typical of Chrift our Redeemer 5 and in this View, the infpired Author of the Epfftle to 
the Hebrews^ doth explain them. The High-Prieft was called to his Office 5 and Chrift glo^ 
rified not himjelf^ hut he that f aid ^ thou art a prieft for ever j thou art my Son^ to day have I 
begotten thee (J), The High-Prieft was anointed with the holy Oyl of Confecration (O j our 
Lord is anointed with the oyl of gladnefs above his fellows (/). God gave him the Spirit not 
by meafure Q\ The High-Prieft wore a dean Linen Garment 5 our Lord is, holy^ harm^ 
lefs^ undefikd^ feparatefrom fimters Qi). The High-Prieft under the Law, bare on the Shoul- 
ders of his Ephod the Names of the Children of Ifrael j our blefled Jefus,the High-Prieft of 
our Profeffion, bears the whole Weight of our Salvation, and the Government of his Church 
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5s laid upon his ShoUlders Qa). Ihe 'fewi/b High-Prieft had alfo their Names on his Bread- 
plate i our* JLord hath them curioully writ on his Heart In his Love and Afieftioh ( in his 
Ability and Willingncfs to fave them. In him Light and Perfection fliine. In him are to 
be found the founding Bells of pure Doftrine, and the favory Graces of a holy Praftice (c). 
The yewijb High-Prieft offered a folemn expiatory Sacrifice once in the Year ; our Lord ap- 
geared oHcv in the end of the world, to pit away Jin hy the facrifice of hirnfelf Qd"), By this 
he caufed the Sacrifice and the daily Oblation to ceafe After the expiatory Sacrifice the* 

yezi'/Jh High-Prieft went into the holy Place, there to offer Tncenfe at the golden Altar j our 
Lord when he had purged our Shis^fat dotvn 072 the right haizd of the niajefiy on high Qf). Tliere 
he appears iu thefrefence of God for ns (^g\ making continual Interceflion for lis, by the In- 
cenfe of his Merits, making bur Perfons and Prayers to be accepted The High-Prieft 

was obliged to marry i Virgin j and Minifters of the Gofpel do efpoufe their Hearers as a chafi^ 
virgin to Chrift (O- Finally, The Priefts had a daily Miniftry to keep the Lamps burning 
and the Shew-bread frefh upon the Table, which our Lord doth in a more perfcdl Manner j 
for he enlightens us by divine 111 umlriation, and feeds us with the Bread of Lite that came 
down from Heavcrij^hnd giveth Life unto the World. 

A third Clafs of Ceremonies refped:ed the Sacrifices 5 and whether we look to the Qualifi- 
cations of the Sacrifices more generally^ or to the feveral forts of the Sacrifices, all may be 
found to typify Ghrift; The Sacrifices were to be blamelefs 5 they were publickly prefented- 
before the Congregation j they were fubftituted in the Sinner's Room j and the iniquities of 
the Sinner laid upon them. AH this is juftly applicable to our Redeemer 5 for he was holy^ 
harmlefSy nndsfiled and fiparated from finners. That he might fan6iify his people^ he fnffered 
ivitboHt the gate^ bearing onr reproach (^k). Our Sins were all laid upon him (O- ^de wh6 
knew no fin^ became fin for us, that we might be made the tighteoufnefs of God in him He 
was killed as a proper Sacrifice 5 he endured the Heat of the Father's Wrath, when he^^z-z^e^^/j 
foul an offering for fin (ji). The Blood of the Sacrifice was fprinkled on the Altar, on the 
Book, and on the People. Almofi: all things by the law were purged 'with blood. It was 72e^ 
ccffary that the patterns of things in the heavens Jhould he purified with thefe ; hat the hea^ 
venly things themfelves with better facrifices (0). And all the Privileges of the Go- 
fpel State are purchafed and ratified by the Blood of Jefu^^ yea, the Vertue of this Blood is 
taken incoHeaven, where, by Virtue of the Dignity ofhis Perfon, and theFulnefs of hisMe^ 
rlt, he procures the Application to hisf People of SSl that he hatii purchafed by his Death. If 
we look to thefeveral forts of Sacrifices, tKefe alfo lead to Chrift. He is the Sin and 'Trefr 
pafs-ofiering, being made Sin for .us (.p)'i the Peace-offering, for he made peace by the blood 
of his crofs Qq). The Heave-offering," %7ho' was lifted up on the crofs CO- The Scape-goat, 
who hath carried away our Sins never to be more remembrcd againll us (/) : The Meat and 
Drink-offering i iox his fleflj is meat indeed, and his blood is drink indeed (j) \ The PafchaU 
lamb 5 for Chtift onrpajjhver is faerificed for ns (f). He Is the great Sacrifice of Attoriement 
for JejHS Chrift the righteous is the propitiation for our fins (jC). He is the Sacrifice of Confc-i. 
cration ; for it became him for whom are all things^ and by whom' are all things, in bringing 
many fons unto glory ^ to make the captain of our falvation perfect through fufferings, or con- 
fecl ate through Sufferings (w) 5 and in fine, his Blbod, who through the eternal Spirit offered 
up hirnfelf to God without fpot^ is more effectual than the blood of bulls and goats, or the ajlo^s 6f 
an heifer^ to purge our confciences from dead works, to ferve the living God C«)". 

The laft Clafs of Ceremonies under the Mofaick Law, are thefe that relate to facfed Times'. 
The Ijraclites were to ofler Sacrifices each Day of the Week^ but double on the Sabbath. We 
Ghriftians are to make ufe of our Lord Jefus each Day of the Week, but more efpecially on 
the Chriftian Sabbath ^ which is a Memorial of our Lord's Viftory and Refurreftion. The 
Jev<)s Pafchal iaolcmnity was to mind them of their miraculous Dehverance out Egypt, and 
to point out their Saviour to tome 5 our pafchal Solemnity in the Lord's Supper, is to 
put us in Remembrance that our Redeemer Is already come, arid that he by his meritorious and 
triumphant Death hath redeemed us from Hell and Deftrufflion, and from all our fpiritual 
Lnemies. The Penteco/f may lead us to Chrifl, who gave to the Jfraelites the lively Oracles 
inthe Wilderncfs^ and when in the New Teftament Times he had afcended up on high, 
at the fame Time of the Year poured out his holy Spirit on his Apoffles, The Feaft of 
Tabernacles may alfo lead us td think on our Redeemer, who guided his People through 
the Wilderncfs to the promifed Land (s) ; who put the Harps of God in their Hand at the 
Ked Sea, who brought them over the Swellings o£ Jordan ; who made the Rock to pour forth 
Water, the Heavens to rain down Bread, who was in the Pillar of Cloud by Day, to cover 

them 
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them from the Heat of the Sun, and the Wrath of God j and in the Pillar of Fire by Night, to 
give them liighc hi their Camps and Journeys, till they came to the promif^d Land of Reft. 
The Feafi: bf Ingatherings may teach us to depend on God for a Blefling on our Labours^ and 
to thank him for ail his Benefits. The extraordinary Times of the Sabbatic and Jubilee Yc^vh^ 
fignified the more glorious Liberty the Church was to receive in the Days of the Gofpcl ^ Li" 
berty called;, 21^*? acceptable yedr of the Lord^ wTjett to the foor good tydi72gs of grace arc preach" 
td(ji^ j our Debts releafed, our Sins pardoned, our Privileges rellrored, and the heavenly In-^ 
heritance which we had mortgaged, purchafed. Upon the whole, vve by the Benefit of New 
Teflaxtieht Revelation may fee and underfland theie Things more plainly, than even the Ifra-- 
elites themfelves, who had no fuch Advantage : And we ought to improve our Mercies lb as 
to walk before our Lord and Ps.edecmer in Rtolinels and Righteoufnefs all the Days of our 
Life. 

§ 17. I proceed now to the judicial Law, It was not given all at the fame Time ; for 
fbme Part of it was imtnediately delivered after the giving of the moral Law, in a glorious 
Manner C^) : Other Parts thereof are to be found in fcveral Places of the three laft Books of 
Mofes; This Law is of great Ufe ; for it is an Evidence that the yeivzfi Government is a 
Theocraty, intirely inftituted of God, not only with refpedt to the Laws concerning Religi- 
on, but alfo with regard to thofe that puniflied Crimes, and regulated Juftice between Man 
and Man. Secondly, This LavV is an Evidence of the Wilciom and Juflice of God, efpecial- 
ly to thofe within the Church ^ to whom he gave fuch a Syftem of Lav/s touching nli their 
Affairs, as the likfJ was not to be found in the Statutes of Lycurgns^ Solon^ Draco^ Niima ^ nor 
in the Laws of the twelve Tables ; not atnbng all the Heathen Nations. Thirdly, This Law^ 
in the divine Goodncfs, doth diftlnguifli Ifrael from all other Nations. God*s Church had her 
very Laws concerning Policy and Equity from Heaven. Fourthly, This judicial Law did re- 
duce into Pratflice, did ftrengthen and confirm both moral and ceremonial Lawsj for it ap- 
pointed Magiftrates and Tribunals of Judgment, to fee to the Obfervadon, and due Executi-i 
on of all the other Laws of God : Hence it Is called a Hedge of the Laiy ; and very many Au- 
thors, fome of which are marked at the Foot of the Page (r), have accordingly clafled the 
judicial Laws, as annexed to the ten Comriiands of the moral Lawj having a fpecial Connexi- 
on with them j of which I fhali here give a brief View. Under the lirft Command are the 
Laws againfl: falfe Prophets, with thofe agalnft the Promoters, Pradlifers and Encouragers of 
idolatry (^d'). Of the fame kind and Tendency are the Laws againft Witchcraft and Sorce- 
ry C^). And to prohibit all Conformity with Idolaters, and to teach us to acquicfce in the 
Order of Natufe God hath eftabliflied, may be alfo the Meaning of that Law, Thou fjalt not 
let thy cattle gender with d di'verfe kind : thou fhalt not fow thy field zvith mingled feed : net" 
therfiall a garment mingled of linen and woollen come iipoH thee (/). 

As a Hedge and Sandtion to the fecond Comrtiand, thefe judicial Laws are annexed : Take 

heed to thy felf^ left thou make a covenant 'With the inhabitants of the laud. * But y& fJjall 

defiroy their altars^ break their linages^ and cut down their groves. For thou fJjalt %vorfJ:?ip no 
ether god : for the Lord^ whofe name is yealotts, is a jealous God Qg"). Te fJ^all utterly defiroy 
all the places wherein the nations which ye fhall poffefs^ ferved their gods, upon the high woun-^ 
tains^ and upon the hills^ and under every green tree. And yon floall overthrow their altars^ and 
break their pillars^ dnd burn their groves with fire^ aiid yoti fisall hew down the graven images, 
of their gods^ and defiroy the names af tbam out of that placb Qh^* Curfed be the man that 
tnaketh any graven or molteiz linage (J), 

There are Laws againft Blafphemy annexed to the third Command : t-Vhofoever curfctbhis 
Gody floall bear his fin. A7id he that blafpbemeth the name of the Lordy he fimll fnfely be put 
ta death^ and all the congregation fball certainly ftone hitn : as well the ftiranger^ as he that is 
horn in the land^ when he blafpbemeth the Name of the Lord^ fidll be put to death C^). S'he 
foul that reproacheth the LordfijaU he cat off from among his people CO- 

The fourth Command hath alfo a Hedge of political Precepts : Te fioaU keep the fabhath^ 
therefore : for it is hoty unto you, - • ■ - ■ Six duys mdy work be done^ but' in the feveitth is the 
fabbath of refi^ holy to the Lord : whofoe^er doth any Work in the fabbath day^ be fhaU furely 
b^ put to death Accordingly we find a pi*efumptu6us Sabbath-breaker puniflied (jt\ 

Some Authors (0) under this Precept comprehend the Law concerning the Sabbatic or fe-. 
venth Year and the Laws concerning the Tithes due to the Priefts and Levites Qif). 

The fifth .Command hath alfo a Hedge of political Pr'ecepts : He that fmiteth his father or 
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his mother^ Jhall he ftirely put to death. And he that curfeth his father^ or bis mother^ JloaH fur-e- 

ly he pit to death {a), His hloodjhall he upon him C^). Of the fame Nature is the Lay/ 

concerning the Punifhment of the ftubborn and rebellious Son (f^). And there are other 
Laws concerning the Reverence due to Rulers : fhonJJjait not revile the gods^ nor Chrfe the 
'ruler of thy people (jf). the man that will do prefumptnoti/ly^ and •wili not hearken unto the 
priefi (that flandeth to minifter there hefore the Lord thy God") or tmto tb^ jiidg^^ even that man 
fisali die : and thoufloalt put away the evil from Ifrael ie). 

Providence takes fpecial Care of the Life of Man, and the Prefervation of Society j and 
therefore there are many of the judicial Laws of Mofes that belong to the lixth Cpmmiind, to 
keep Men at a diftance from violating the fame : He that fmiteth a man^ fo that he die^ JJaali 
be fnrely pnt to death If men firive together^ and one fmite another with a ftone^ or with 

his fifti^ and be die not^ hut keepeth his hed : if be rife again^ and walk abroad upon his fiaff^ 
then fhall he that fmote him he quit : only he fhall pay for the lofs of his time^ and fJoall cuuje 
him to he throughly healed. And if a man fmite bis fervant^pr his maid with a rod^ and he die 
under his hand^ heflmll hie fnrely pimijhed. Notwithjiandingy if he continue a day or two^ be 
jball not be punijhed : for he is his money ( j;). By the Goipel Liberty, the Cpntdition of Ser- 
vants is better now, than under the Law ; nor muft Mafters tyranni2e over them. ]^ot only did 
the Mvfaic J^nws take care to prevent Murder, but alfo to pr.eferve Health, and bodily Safety : 
"Wherefore it was enadled. That if a man hurt a woman with child^ fo that her fruit depart front 
heY^ he fJjallhe furely puniflsed QT). Care was taken to fecure againft a puftiing Ox, and againft 
opening a Pit, and not covering it CO- There was no Injuftice in the Law of Retaliation ; Eye 

the 

Fifhes of the Sea, the greater to devour the lefler ; but it was in the Power of the Magiflrate to 
make Reparation to the injured Party. The like was allowed by the Law of the twelve Tables 5 
as we find in A, Gellius C^). And the Jews fay, that for Mutilations, where Death did not 
enfuej a pecuniary Mulft was generally accepted by, and granted to the maimed Perfon 5 and 
that the Judge did never infliQ: the Retaliation, but .upon the Defire of the injured Partyj 
\vh05 unlefs he were very malicious, would rather accept a Recpmpence in Money. Care 
was alfo taken to diftinguifh between a wilful, and fortui^tous Murder (/). If a Man killed his 
Neighbour unwillingly, there were Cities of Refuge appointed for the Criminal to flee to, 
v/here he might be fate (ni) : But if a Man killed his Neighbour pfefumptuoufly and malici- 
oufly, he might be taken, even from God^s Altar, to fufi'er Death. Proviiion was made for 
putting away the Guilt of Blood from the Land, when he that ihed it fled from Juftice (jf). 
A Law was ena<fled, to moderate the fcourging of a Malefa6^:or, when the Fault was not ca- 
pital ; the Criminal might be beaten, but Stripes muft not exceed fpr.ty, left thy brother fJoould 
feem vile unto thee (0). Care was taken to remove the Leper out bf the Camp, to prevent 
the fpreading of the Infeftion (p). Orders were given not to opprefs a Stranger (jf). If a 
Servant had run away from his M after whohadmaletreated him, the Place whither he had retiis 
red, fhould be a Sanftuary to him till the Matter was examined CO- Care was taken of Birds 
(/5. Blood was univ.erlally forbidden to teach to avoid Cruelty, and becaufe it was 
God's Part of the Satrifieej the Blood of Atonement. 

Encouragements were given to a lawful War (ti), Thefe were to be fent back, whofe 
private Affairs called for their Attendance at home, or whpfe Weak.nefs and timorous Spirits 
inade them unfit for waiting on the Camp. The Ifraelites were reckoned from twenty 
Years old and upwards (jf) ; They gave Security for their good Behaviour in their March^ 
to keep the King's high Road, and riot to trefpafs upon any Man^s Property C^). They ienc 
Spies before them, to try what the Land was they were to go to, and the People, whether 
they were ftrong oj: weak, few or many 5 what were their Cities, whether they dwelt iii 
Tents or ftrong Holds When they were in their Camp, they were to keep from e\ery 

wicked Thing 5 and to is.eep themfelves very clean, from a fiLeyerence to the divine Ma- 
Jefty, and out of a due Reeard to one another. They had Officers and Captains pf their Ar- 
niics to lead the People C^^- When they befieged a City^ they were not to deftroy the Fruit- 
bearing Trees : They wpre not to make War up6n their Enemies, nor attack their Cities^ 
till they had given fair Notice, and Offers of Peace 5 which if they refufed, they were to be- 
fiege their Cities : Which is not to be underftood of the feven Nations that were to be de- 
ilroyed ^ but when they were fettled in Canaan^ they muft not make- unnecelfiry Wars for

-enlarging their Borders, or avenging Wrongs, without Offers of Peace (^a) ; And when 
-they had gained the Vi<f^6ry^ an equal Dividend of the Spoil taken, was to be made ; where- 
of one Half to the Soldiers, another to the Congregationj and a Tribute to the Lord but of 
-.tach (^). 

The Lord alfo, in his great Wifdom, by the judicial Laws did take great care to preferve 
the Chaftity and Modefty that ought to be among the Congregation of his People. There- 
Tore feveral of thefe Statutes may be confidered as an Hfedge to the feventh Command, parti- 
cularly the Laws againft inceft-uous Mixtures (Oj wbieh are founded on a moral Rcafbn that 
is obligatory^ and are ufliered in with a remarkable Intrbduftion : j^fter the doings of the land 
vf Egypt wherein ye dwelt ^ Jhall ye not do : and after the doings of the land of Canaan tv hit her A 
'bring you^ Jhall ye iiot do ; Which Ihews^ againft Sir Jobjt Marjham and Dr. Spencer^ that none 
t)f thefe Laws are borrowed from Egypt^ nor from any other neighbouring Nation. Sodomy, 
or defiling themfelves by Copulation with Mankind; Buggery, or lying with anyBeaft j aiid 
Adultery, are all ordered to be punifiied with Death Qd'). There are many other Laws againft 
unlawful Lufts ; as, againft Copulation with a Woman in her Uncieannels C^) ; concerning a 
Man who hath reproached his Wife if fte be innocent (/) ^ of the Prefei'vation bf chd Chafti- 
ty of Wives, of Virgins, betrothed and not betrothed (g) 5 of the Conduct of Mafters to- 
wards their Maid-fervants C^) 5 of the Trial of a Wife fufpe£led of Adultery, by the Waters 
of Jealoufy CO • This Trial was miraculous, and did ceafe after the DeftruClion bf Solomon^'s, 
Temple. The Jfraelites were not to marry with any of the idolatrous Heathens : Neither 
■Jbait thou make marriages with them 5 thy daughter thou Jlsalt not give mto bis J'ojZy nor his 
daughter Jh alt thou take unto thy Jon, For they will turn away thy jon from followiizg the Lord^ 
that they may ferve other gods : fo will the Lord's aitger he kindled againfi yon fuddeuly (JC)„ 
Yet if a Man ftiali pleafe a captive Maid^ he might marry her ^ if afterwards he be difpleafed 
V/ith her^ he might difmifs her, but not lell her tor Money CO- The Right of the firft-born 
Son is to be fecured, even though he be hot a Favourite .C"^)- The furviving Brother is ap- 
pointed to marry his Brother's Widow C^)* This is the Law bf the Levirate, which was pe- 
culiar to the ^i^tej^^OEconorpy, and an antientCuftom among them (j3\ for keeping up the 
Diftin<f:lion ot Families till the Mefliah Was born. Immodeft Women were to be puniflied Cp). 
if a Man entice a Maid to Uncleannefs, he fhall pay to her the Dowry of Virgins, if her Father 
refufe to give her to him to Wife ^ but if her Father confent, then they may mari-y - and the 
Man muft not put her away all the Days of his Life C^?) • Which Law reftrains Fornication, 
if the Daughter of any Prieft play the Whore, flie ftiall be burnt CO- No Man may profti- 
tuce his Daughter to be a Whore C/)- No Whore nor Sodomite is to be iiifFcred to live iii 
the holy Land, nor is the Price of any luch infamous Witkednefs to be brought into the 
Temple of the Lord, as the fame was into the Heathen Temples C^)- The Woman fiiall not 
wear that which pertaineth to a Man, neither lliall a Man put on a Woman's Garment C^0« 
This does alfo condemn the idolatrous Cuftoms of the Heathen, where different Sexes often 
interchanged Habits. And many of thefe Laws overthrow Dr. Spe77cer''s Opinion. 

The Laws of Mofes did alfo take fpecial care to fecure Property, to preferve Juftice and 
Equity between Man and Man, and to forbid all Theft and Rapine, as a Fence to the eighth 
Command. For here it is enaifted, Jf a man he found fiealing any of his brethren of the chil^ 
idr^n of Ifrael^ and makmh merchandife of him^ or feUetb him ; then that thief JJjall die Qu). 
if a man Jhall Jieal an ox or a Jbeep^ and kill it^ or jell it 5 he Jjyall refiore Jive oxen for an opc^ 
nnd four Jheep for a Jheep QxT), Fraud and Injuftice will not inrich, but rather impoverifh a 
Man. If a Thief break a Houfe in the Night, and he be killed in the Fa*!:!: ; his Blood ftiall 
be upon his own Head^ it fhall not be required at the Hand of him that fhed it : But if the 
Sun be rifen when the Thief is killed, he who ihed his Blood muft make account for it, un- 
lefs it be in necelTary Defence of his own Life. He who wilfully puts his Cattle into his Neigh- 
lbour'*s Field, muft make Reftitution of the beft of his own. If Fire be raftily kindled, fo as 
to tonfume Stacks of Com, or Corn in the Fields j he that kihdleth the Fire fliall make Re- 
ftitytion Cjv)- Man deliver Goods in Truft to another 5 Jf thefe Goods be ftoln, perifh^ 

br be damaged, and if this appear to be by no Fault in the Truftee 5 then the Owner muft 
ftand to his Lofs^ but the Truftee muft prove his Innocence by Oath before the Judges. If 
a Man lend his Plough or the like to his Neighbbiir, upon a valuable Cbnfideration 5 then 
ivhatever Harm befalls it cafually, the Owner muft ftand to his Lofs 5 but if it be lent of free 
Favouf, the Borrower muft make good the Lofs C^^)- We muft be ready to do all good Of- 
ifices to any, even to our Enemies 5 and therefore the Law injoins. If thou meet thine eneiny^s 
oie or his ajs goitig aftray^ thon Jhalt fitrely bring it back to him again. If thou fee the afs of hini

^nd bring a Trefpafs-offering (O- Juftice in Weights and Meafures is ftri6lly enjoined : Te 
Jloall do no tinrighteotifnefs in pidgment^ in mete-yard^ in weighty or in meafiire. J uft balances^ 
iitft weigjyts^ a jnji ephah^ aiid a jitfi bin Jlodli y^ bdve (jT). ^hou JJoalt not femove thy 7teigh^ 
hours land-mark^ tvhich they of old time have Jet in thine inheritance (jP), When thou comeft 
into thy neighbours vineyard^ thou tnayft eat grapes thy fill 5 but thou jhalt not put any in thy 
vejfcL When thou comeft iiito the ftanding-corn of thy neighbours^ thou mayfi ^Ittck the ears 
with thine band : but thou JJjalt not move a fickle unto thy neighbours flanding-corn There 
\vas fuch Plenty in the Land oiCaizaan^ that a little taken .for NecelTity or Pieafure would 
riot be mifs*d : But the Kindnefs of Friend^ muft not be abufed. Ufury was forbidden ; ^hon 
jjjalt not lei^d upon ufury to thy brother : unto a f ranger thou mayfi lend upon ufury (/). The 
Reafon of this Law feems to be, that the Eftates of the IJraelites were fo to be fettled as there 
could be little Merchandice among them : And they feldom or never had occafion to borrow 
great Sums, but only fome fmall Thing for fublifting their Pamiliesj when the Fruits of the 
Ground did meet with fome Difafter, or the like Event : And in fuch a cafe the Borrower 
Could fuffer no great Lofs ^ and to infifl on Intereftj would have been barbarous. But for 
the Stranger, who lived by Tradej and could make Profit of what he borrowed, by turning 
liis Penny among them, they might require Ufury. So that Ufury it felf is not oppreflive , for 
they might not opprefs a Stranger : But only in fuch Circumllances it is not to be pra<flifedj 
Charity mull: be exercifed to the Poor (g). In cafe there were no Iffue of a Marriage but

Buc 
Houfes in Villages were counted as Fields : ^hi^y may he redeemed^ andfball go out in the Jh^ 
hilee (/). The Cities of thd Levites inight be redeemed at any time i but their Fields and 
Suburbs could not be fold : ^hey are their perpetual poffeffion (?;0- There was nolnjuftice in 
(the Return of mortgaged Eftates , for an Eftate could be fold for no more than an Annuity^ 
from the Time of the Sale till the Year of the Jubilee^ was worth, it was at the Purchafer's 
Peril if he ventured more upon it : And there was Encouragement enough fpr Men of Parts 
and Induflry to raife themfelves, by Purchafe only of Annuities for fifty Years. And this 
Lavv feems well contrived to hinder the encroaching Purchafes of covetous Men, which do 
raife many Difturbances in a State , and occafioned the Leges Agrarice among the Komaus. 
By thofe Laws it was alfo enadled, ^hou fioalt not opprefs an hired fervant that is poor and 
medy^ ivbether he be of thy brethren^ or of thy firangers that are in thy land within thy gates^ 
At his day thou fhalt give him his hire (ji^, ^hou fijalt not mu%zle the ox when he treadetb 
out the corn (0). By which we arc taught, not to deprive the very Beaft that ferveth us of 
the necelfary Supports of Life, and Advantages of their Labour : And much more ought we 
to encourage them who labour for our fpiritual good A Hebrew Servant at the End of 

fjx Years might go out free C'?) * And he was not to go out empty : ^bou Jhalt furniJJj him 
liberally out of thy ficck, and out of thy floor ^ and out of thy wine-prefs (j^, 

Theie Laws oi Mofes did alfo take care to preferve a good Name and Truth in Witn^fs* 
bearing, and are as a Hedge .about the ninth Command 5 for it is enabled, 9^hou Jhalt not 
raife a falfe report : put not thzjie hand with the wicked to he an tinrighteous witnefs If 
a foal fin^ and bear the voice of [wearing^ and is a witnefs^ whether he hath feen or known of it \ 
if he do not utter it^then he fijall bear his iniquity (?) 5 where the Trefpafs condemned is con- 
coaling t)ie Truth, when a Alan is called as a Witnefs before a Judge to declare it. At the 
■^uoHtb of two or three witneffes^fhall he that is worthy of death^ be put to death 5 but at the mouth 
of oiie zcitnefs^ he JJjaU not be put to death, She hands of the witnejfes Jh aU be firfi upon him^ 
and afterward the hands of all the people (jt). 

The tench Command plainly forbids Covetoufnefs, and all inordinate Affeftlon to that' 
which is our Neighbours, which being a iecret Sin lurking in the Heart, cannot be .punifhed 
by Judges upon Earth ; and therefore Laws are not ncceflary to direct them to pafs Sen- 
rence in an Ailair, which falls not under their Cognizance. Thele who defire to fee larger 
jDilicrcacions on the judicial Laws, may confult Criticks and Commentators, with other Au-

As to the Obligation of thefe Laws, I fhall only remark. That in fo far as they were . a Wail 
of Partition to feparate between Jews and Gentiles^ they are abrogated, and their Obligation 
doth now ceafe (O- -And alfo^ as they were typical of Chrift^ and of the good Things tot 
come ; for when the Subftance is come, the Shadows muft fly away. The Jewijb State being 
diflblved, thefe Things that were peculiar to that Policy, as the Privileges of the Firft-borni 
the Cities of Refuge, the Jubilee, the bitter Waters of Jealoufie, the Land's refling each 
feventh Year, the dividing of the Land of Canaan among the twelve Tribes by Lor^ 
with other things of that kind, 'muft alfo ceaie. But on the other Hand, there are inany 
Things in the judicial Laws that are conform to the Law of Nature, that ferve to ii]uflrat(2 
and confirrb the moral Law, and are commanded as fuch in the Gofpel, which rpay be \x£c£yxl. 
to Gentiles as well as to the Jews^ and an excellent Model for any Government to frame 
their Laws by. Thefe Things that are fo founded in the Law of Nature, to which all are 
fubjedt, fo agreeable to Equity and Right, and lb v/ell eftablllhed on Iblid Grounds, cannot be, 
iaid to be entirely abrogated, but may be ftili ufefu!, tho' they do not oblige us as a part of 
the yewifi Policy, but on the lafting Grounds above-named, which God In great Wifdora 
has manifefted in his Word, 

The judicial and political Laws which God gave to Ifra&l being then fo excellent, as no Na- 
tion uhder Heaven had at that Time the like, I wonder why Tir. Spencer hath imployed two 
hundred Pages in clofe Print to explain thefe Mofai-c Laws as derived from the Rites of the, 
Zabiaus (c^. This learned Author is unlucky in deducing thefe Laws from the Rites of 
fuch an unknown People, lince neither the Zahiam^ nor their Rites, nor any Books concer- 
ning them were known in Mofesh Time, nor for many hundred Years afterwards. For the 
Dodlor himfelf confefleth that the firfl: Mention we have of the Zahians (rf), or their Books, is 
in the Alcoran,which was, writ by Mahotnet in the feventh Century of the Ghriftian J^ra 5 and. 
he alfo owns, that there is no Author extant above eight hundred Years before pur 

Time (e^. But Kabbt Mojes ben ilfiSrz»;D«j otherwife named Maimonides^ or by Q.JewiJh Ab- 
breviation, Kainbam:^ who wrote in the twelfth Century^ gives the plaineft Account of thefe 
People, when he tells us of a Zabian Book (/) c^iW^A^Hattel Ejlnnaoth^ot of fpeaking Images 5 
and another concerning the Degrees of the celeftial Orbs, and of the afcendant Figures in each 
De'gree 5 and another wrote by one Ifaac^ who difputes for the Law of the Zabians j and ano- 
ther of Agriculture. If thefe be fo ancient as pretended, how comes it that they were never 
heard of but among the Jews in Egypt and Spain about four or iive hundred Years ago ? Why 
do none of the. facred Writers,none oit\iQ Greek not Latin A'iXih.ox^ ever make the leaft mention 
of chem? But, to be plain, thefe Books carry Marks of Forgery in their Bofom. The Sto- 
ry of fpeaking Images looks like that of the Talifmans or lying Gypfies ; fuch the Zahians ^ 
were- The Book of celeftial Orbs and Afcendants look as a Fiction in Maimonides's Time^ 
When the Follies of judicial Aftrology , were at their Height. The Difputes of the pretended 
Jfaac the Zabian about the Eternity of the World, ihew that they were taken from Ariflotls 
upon that Subjeft, The Treatifeon Agriculture is no better than the reft.. Beftdes thefe Book,s 
plainly appear to be the Invention of fome idle Jew about Mai mom des's Time j for there ^- 
braham is introduced difputing with a King of the Zabians-^ thatthqre is another God belide^ 
the Sun; That the Sun is but the Hatchet in the Hand of God i for which the King claps 
Abraham up in Prifon ; but fearing Abraham would .do him ibme Mifchief, ije leized his 
Goods, andbanifhed him to a remote part of the Eaft. There are other ftrange Tales of Adam^ 
Seth and Noah j That Adar^ was the Apoftle of the Moon, and exhorted Men to her Worfhip 5 
€0 was Noah 5 that Adam went to a far Country^ near the Indies^ and brought thence a Tree 
with Flowers, Leaves and Branches of Gold 5 and Seth was a Renegado to hisFather^s Wor- 
Ihip. But I love not to weary the Reader witb fuch Talmudic Fables and Lies : Only froni 
what is faid,it may fufficiently appear, that no fuch modern Impoftor could give Rife or Oc^ 
cafion to the Laws of God in infinite Wifcioni framed the Statutes he gav^e to his 

People. He did not need any to diredl him 5 and he, appended to them a Sandlion of com- 
fortable Promifes to the obedient, and of terrible Puhifliments to the Difobedient, recorded ii| 
Leviticus xxvi, and in Deuterenomy xxvii, xxviii, xx'ix s which have been exai?tly fulfilled 
upon the Jews for their Idolatry and Difobedience, and particularly for rejedling our Saviour* 
and the Word of God fpokeii by him and his fent S.ervants. . . 

§ 18. Having given a View of the moral, cerempnial, and judicial Lawi, I fliall how . 
notice the other Events that happened to the /^^^///^J in the Wildernefs,- till they came t6 
the promifed Land, In the fecond Yeaf after, their Deliverance froip Sgypt^ on the firft Day 
of the firft Month, was the Tabernacle ere£ted in the Sight df all i/J-^^/, as hath beeii bey-

■J^r"c Shew-bread, the Ark of the Covenant, the golden Candleftick, the Priefts Veftments, and the 
i^qj." holy Oil into it i and the Glory of the Lord filled the Tabernaclfe. Afterwards fbr feven Days 

the Altar and the PHefts were duly confecrated C^). The fame Year the Jfraelities celebrated 
the fecond Paflbver,on the fourteenth Day of the firft Month. Some of the People made a 
Complaint to Mofes and Aaron^ That they having contra^led legal Uncleannefs, by touching 
the dead Body of aMan^could not join in that Solemnity with their Brethren 5 whereupon God 
enadted^ that they who by fuch Uncleannefs, or by a necefliiry Journeyjfhould bfe hindred from 
the Palfover, at the flated Time, the 14th iSay of the firft Month, might celebrate it on the 
14th of the fecond Month(0* On the Day of erefting the Tabernacle, God commanded Mofes 
to number all the Males of the Children of Iftael from twenty to fixty Yeats 5 and the Numbei* 
of the whole at that Time was 603550. At the fame Time the Difpofitioh of the whole Army 
in their Encanapments and Marches is appointed, forming a Square of twelve Miles roiind the 
Tabernacle C^)- While this was a doing the Lord commanded Mofes to feparate the Levites 
from all the Tribes of ffrael^znd fet them apart for the Service of the Tabernacle (e). Accor- 
dingly the Levites Rt tor Service were numbred^ from thirty Years old to fifty 5 for they ferved 
not before twenty five, nor after fifty. Their Number extended to 8580 C/) who had their 
Officers appointed them within and without the Tabernacle- About the fame Time Laws 
were made concerning Lepers and other unclean Perfons to be removed oiit of the Camp, a- 
bout Reftitution of Damages and Trefpaffes, the Trial of Jealoufy, the Vow of the Naza- 
ritesj with the Form of the Priefts blelfing the People Cg). 

Upon the eight Day of the fecond Month of the fecond Year after the Deliverance, Mofes 
called Aaron 2nd his Sons, with the Elders of i/r^Jtf/ j and Aaron -wtxvt in before the Altar to 
begin the Execution of his Office as High^prieft, with his Sons the Priefts, where he offered 
Sacrifices and Gifts j firft for hirafelf, and then for all the People i and was confirmed in his 
Function, not only by the Shechzmby ovGhry of the Lord appearing to all the People $ but 
alfo, ^here came a fire out from before the Lord^ a?2d confiimed upon the altar the burnt-offering^ 
eind the fat ; wbicb when all the -people faw^ tbey fJmited and fell on their faces Qf), Upon the 
fame Day the Princes of the Tribes brought their Oiferings before the Lord, fix covered Wa- 
gons, and twelve Oxen, or two Oxen drawing each Wagon, which were delivered to the 
j^evites^ the Sons of Gerpyom and Merari CO* And afterwards each Prince for himfelf, for 
twelve Days, offered their Sacrifices for dedicating the Altar 5 firft of all Naaffon^ one of the 
Progenitors of the Mejfiah^ Prince of the Tribe of fudab^ prefented his Gift, ^iz. One Silver* 

Charger weighing 130 Shekels, one Silver 3owl of 70 Shekels, after the Shekel of theSan^u- 
ary,both full of fine flower mingled with Oyl,.fora Meat-offerings one golden Spoon of teh 
Shekels full oflncenfe j one young Bullock, one Ram, ope Lamb of the firft Year foraBui-nt* 
©fferingi one kid of the Goats for a Sin-offering j and for a Sacrifice of Peace-oiferings, two 
Oxen, five Rams, five He-goats, and five Lambs of the firft Year. The other eleven Princes 
ofiered as much, and in the fame Manner on the fucceedlng Days. 

While the Princes made their Oblations, Nadab and Abihu the two eldeft Sons of AaroH^ 
■who with their Father had afcended Mpunt Sinai^ and feen the Glory of the God of Jfrael^ 
prefumptuoufly entred the San^uary, attempting to offer Sacrifices to the Lord with othfer 
Fire than that which came down from Heaven, and was kept conftantly burning on the Altar^ 
till the Deftrufftion of Solomon's Temple by Nebuchadnezzar. The Priefts were to burn In- 
cenfe only when it was their Lot (JC) ; But Nadab and Abihti^ proud of their late Gonfecra- 
tion, without Order, prefumed to take common or ftrange Fire ; whereby they were guilty of 
WiU-worftiip, or of worfhipping God not in a Way of his own Inftitution, but of their Inverl- 
tion 5 wherefore they periflied at the Altar, being devoured by Fire that came forth ftom Je^ 
hovah At this Occafion God forbad Aaron and his two remaining Sons, Eleazar and /- 

thamar to put on mourning Habits, or to go out of the Tabernacle, becaufe the anointing Oyl 
oS^ "Jehovah was upon them. Whereby we are taught the Aw and Terror of this Difpenfati- 
on 5 that 'tis dangerous in the Service of God to decline from his Inftitutionsj and that we 
ought to have a greater Affe^lion for God's Intereft and Glory, than for the neareft Friend 
we have in the World, At this Time God ordained by a particular Law, That neither Aa^ 
iron nor his Sons ihould drink Wine n6r ftrong Drink, when they go into the Tabernacle C^); 
Where fome conceive that Drunkennefs had been an Aggravation of the Sin of thefe two 
Priefl:s lately punifiied (?0 i and all after Ages are to take Warning by them. Alfo upon this 
Occafion a Law was made. That the High-prieft fliould enter alone into the moft holy Place 
before the Mercy-feat once a Year, namely, on the Day of Attonement, which was to be year- 
ly obferved on the tenth Day of the feventh Ecclefiaftical Month called ^ifri ^ which was the 
firft Month of the ^ivil Year CO-

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In the fame fecond Month of the fecond Year, after the Deliverance^ an Egyptian Youth by 
the Father Side, but by the Mother's Side an Ijraeizte^ born of Sbelomzth the Daughter of 
Dibri^ of the Tribe of D^zw, was put into Prifon 5 and, by exprefs Order of God, was con- 
demned to be ftoned to Death^ for curfing and blafpheming the Name of Jehovah ; and the 
hke Puniihment was appointed for the like Crime infucceeding Times ia) 5 and the Laws con- 
tained in Leviticus from the tenth Chapter to the End of the Book wefe made the fame M oiuh. 
About the fame Time God commanded two Silver Trumpets to be made, for conveening the 
Affemblies Ifrael ^{ov fignifying the Time and Order of their Marches, and Expeditions, and 
of their Sacrifices, when founded by the Priefts (^). On the twentieth Day of the faid Month ■ 
God gave the Signal of moving the Camp, by taking up the Cloud from off the Tabernucle of 
the Teftimony 5 whereon Mofes ordered the Priefts to found a Marth with the Trumpets; 
and the grand Camp moved towards Canaan in their appointed Order (O* After they had 
ftaid about Mount Sinai for the Space of one Year, in three Days Journey they came to the 
Wildemefs of Paran. At ^ ^berah or Kibroth-Hattaavab^ the Ijraelites, fell into new Offences^ 
which interrupted the Courfe of God's Favour to them. Since the Matter of the golden Calf 
they feemed to take care to keep their Camp pure. Their Princes were devout and generous ; 
the People received the Law chearfuliy, and were content with their Manna : But thefe 
Meafureswere all broke when their M urtourings kindled a Fire among them, which was for a 
Time quenched by the Prayer of Mofes^ yet it breaks out again when they cried^ Who JJaall 
give us flejh to eat ? we remember the fijij iiobicb we did eat in Egypt freely^ the cucumbers ■ 
i:he melons^the leeks ^the onions and the garlick^JT), Egypt ^^sis indeed a Very j. lentiful Country 
(/) for all fort of Food But had they in little more than two Years Time forgot their Sla- ' 
very and Bondage, the Mercy of God in their Deliverance, the giving of the holy Law, the e- 
redling of the Tabernacle, the Covenant of God, their holy Religion ; with all the Symbols" of 
the divine Prefence ; Would they quit all this for Onions and Garlick ? Thefe Murmu:ings 
m^dt Mofes very uneafy 5 and he complained that the whole Burden of the People was laid up* 
on him. Upon which God gracioufly promifeth him Help ; the Spirit of God qualified the Severi- 
ty Elders for Government ; and even Eldad and Medadprophefwdy and taught in the Camp. 
And in Anfwer to the Complaints of the People, the Power of God brought plenty of (Quails 
to feaft them even for a whole "Month (/). A Quell:ion hith been moved among the Lear- 
ned, What kind of Creatures thefe Quails were ? Lndolfus (^) contends^ that they wereLo- 
cufts, a delicious fort of Meat well known ih thefe Parts, brought by the Haft or South-eaft 
Wind in Heaps j and being dried by the Sun were fit for Food. The learned Bochart 
maintains that they were a fort of Fowl named Q,uails ; and Ihews by abundance of Authors, 
that thefe came in vaft Shoals to feveral Parts of the World, and particularly to thefe where 
the y/r^ff/^Y^j fojourned, for the Space of a whole Month together 5 and -accordingly they are 
named feathered Fowls (0- Whatever they were, the Ifraelites paid dear for their lufting ; 
for the Lord fmote them with a very great plague 5 ajtd he called the naiiie of the place Kibrotb 
Hattaavab j that iSj the Graves of Concupifcence, becaufe tbere tbey buried the people that 

After flaying near a Month at the Place I aft named, the Children of took up their 

fourteenth Station at Hazerotb (/) ^ where Aaron and Miriam his Sifter fpoke againft their 
■Brother Mofes^ becaufe ofZipporah his Wife, named in Derifion by them an Ethiopian or 
Cujhite Woman becaufe born in Arabia where the Qujhites prevailed, tho' fhe was rather 
^Midianite^ or Kenite^ defcended o£ Abraham hy Ketur ah. But God publickly put Honour 
upon JWb/^j, and imote Miriam with a Leprofy, for. which flie Was thruft out of the Campj till 
upon the Prayer of -flib/ffJ, fhe was cured in feven Days. Which -is fully recorded^ to ihew 
that the beft of Families have cheh* Follies and Grofles 5 and Mofes is fi> faithful as to tranfmlt: 
-even thofe of his neareft Kindred to Pofterity. 

From Hazeroth^ Ifrael removed to Ritbmatb^ or to the: Wildernefs of Paran (n) ; \vhich 
-was their fifteenth Station. From thence, in the fourth Month of the fecond Year aftef their 
Delivery from Egyp^ by God's Command^ to which Mofes arid the People confehted, in the 
Days of the fif ft ripe FruitSj twelve Spiesj being one for each Tribe, v^'ere fent to view the 
Land of Canaan (0) 5 who beginning at the South Border, travelled Northwards to Kehob^ 
near Hamath ; and in their Return came to Hebron (called of old Kirjatb-arha.^ built feven 
•Years before Zoan in Egypf) where Abiman^ Sbejhai^ and ^almai^ the GhiWrfen of Anak^ the 
•Giant, were : And at the Valley of Ejbcdl^ near Hebron^ thisy cut down a Branch with a Clli- 
fter of Grapes on it, which they carried to the Camp at Rithmatb^ about fix ty Miles Diftahce. 
In the fixth ecclefiaftical Mohth^ called £/«/, at the End of forty Days, the Spies returned 
with their Fruits. Ten of thofe Spies brought fuch an evil Report of the promifed Land, as

prey ? were it not better for us to return into Egypt ? Let us make a captain^ and return into 
gypt (ji). Yea fo refolute were they, that though Caleb and JoJJjua^ two of the twelve Spies^ 
gave a good Report of the promifed lland, and encouraged the People ^ and though Mofes and 
Aaron difTwaded them from their finful Purpofes, yet, inftead of hearkniug to their Advice, the 
whole AfTembiy bade fione them with flones. This Sin of Ifrael was a flianieful Piece of Cowar- 
dice J were not the Hofts of Ifrael very numerous ? lix hundred thoufand effe^^ive Men, well 
modelled, and intirely united in Intereft and AfTed^ion, made up perhaps as formidable an Army 
as ever was brought into the Field- Alexander the Great, many Roman Captains, and other 
JPrinces fubdued greater Countries than all the Land of Canaan^ with a lefler Force. What tho* 
the Canaanites were ftrong ? yet they were difperfed, not united under one common Head; 
If Ifrael defeated them in the Field, their wailed Cities would foon fall into the Conquerors 
Hands. And as for the Giants, the bulkieft Men have not the befl: Mettle. There was not 
only Cowardice, but alio unreafonable Murmuring and X^nh^YiQi'm it. Ifrael had God's Pro- 
mife of Succefs, and the manifeft Tokens of his fenfible Prefence with them. To queftion this 
is juftly fentenced as Unbelief {h\ and improved as a Warning to us Chriflians to guard a- 
gainft the like Sin {c). It provoked God to turn back the Ifraelites from the Borders of Ca^ 
naan^ when they were juft ready to fet their Foot in it 5 and to fentence them to wander and 
perifli in the Wilderneis, yea to threaten utterly to deftroy them (^). But Mofes interceded 
by fervent Prayer, and the Lord mitigated the Sentence ; intimating. That as fnrely as the 
Lord did live^ all thofe men who had feen his glory and his miracles in Egypt^ ajid in the wil~ 
dernefs^ and had tempted him thefe ten times^ and had not hearkned to his voict^ Jhould not fee 
the land promifed to their fathers (e), ^heir carcafes Jhould fail in the wildemefs 3 all that were 
nnmhrcd of thera^ from tweniy years old and upward^ fave Caleb the fon of Jephunneh^ and Jofhiia 
the fon of Nun. Bat their little ones^ which they f aid Jhould be a prey^ them would He bring in^ and 
they Jhould know the land. And their children Jloould wander in the wildemefs forty years (f)^ 
(which forty Years are to be reckoned from their Departure out of Egypt ^ They had tempted 
God ten times j that is, many times j a certain Number being frequently put for an uncertain- 
Some Interpreters (g) count this precifely the tenth Time the Body of the Congregation had 
provoked God : Firll at the Ked Sea {h) j vaMarah (i) j in the "Wildemefs of Sin (k) ; twice 
about Manna (/) j at Rephidim (m) 5 the golden Calf, then at STaberah 5 then at Kibroth^ 
hattaavah (n) : And fo this was the tenth Time upon the Report of the unbelieving Spies. 
Monfieur Sauri^z (0) inclines too much to reflricfc the Threatning, faying, 3'here were perhaps 
feveral among the Ifraelites who had not imharked in the Orime^ and conjequently were not in^ 
*volved in that PuniJJjment, But I fee no Reafbn to make an Exception where the Scripture 
hath made none. The Mofaic Eliftory points out the whole Congregation who had come out 
of Egypt ^ from twenty Years old and upward, except Caleb and Joflona^ g^^ilty ^ and therefore 
the whole feem to have fliared of the Punifhment. The ten Spies who brought up the evil 
Report of the Land, and made the Congregation murmur, died firft of the Plague ; The 
reft of the People, repenting of their FoJly when it was too late, added thereto, by difobey- 
ing the Command of God, attempting to go up and invade Canaan^ againft divine Orders ^ 
2nd were beat from the Mountains by the Amalekites and Southern Canaanites^ and driven to- 
Hormah (p)> , 

Mofes tells us that Ifrael abode in Kadejb many Days (5-), which is ufually reckoned to the 
End of the fecond Year after their Deliverance ^rom Egypt. At length they obeyed the Com- 
mand of God, and departed from Rithmath and Kadejh^barnea, They journeyed Southward 
towards the Red Sea : And in the firft Month of the third Year after their Deliverance they 
Af. came to Riminon-pare%^ to the South-eaft Kadejh^barnea : For though they went back in- 
'^nt. c. Wildemefs towards the Red Sea, yet not in the fame Tradl in which they had before 

fA9^' marched, but in a crooked Path. Thus, for thirty eight complete Years they wandered in 

the Wiidcrnefs, between Kadejb-barnea to the North, and Ezion-geber to the South, to pu- 
nifh their Rebellion and Unbelief, till all that Race who had difobeyed the Lord were cut off!, 
and their Children fit to Inv'dde Canaan^ under yojhna (r). Mofes hath given us an exadt Hi*- 
ftory of vvhat happened at each Station for the firft two Years after the Deliverance, and al- 
fo of the fortieth Year. But though the Names of the Places where Ifrael had their other 
Stations be recorded in the thirty third Chapter of Numbers^ yet not the particular Events 

done there : Only it may be thought proper to affign Ibme of the Events that happened to /- 

frael

Their twentieth and firft Station Was dt Haradab *. There the Rebelh'oh of Korah^ Daihau + JW. 
and Abiram is fuppofed to have been. The Rebels wei'e not a mixed Multitude, nor the Dregs . 
of the People, but Men of Quality. Kornb^ their Ring-leader, was Coufin-german to ^1^8$-/ 
Datban and Abiram w ere chief Men of'th'e Tribe of Keuhen, The Ground of the Q.uarrel ^'/V. Mop& 
•was, the Settlement of the Pricfthood Upon A^^oH and his Family j vvhich they thought an 
Honour too great for Mofes to give, or Aaron to accept, finCe all the Congregation were ho- *^>M^ 
ly 3 perhaps alluding to Ekod, rJx. 5, 6. though they had fmali Reafoh to boaft of their Pu- J^f^' , 
rity, who had been fo frequently, and fo lately, defiled with Refaeliion. Mofes, after decia- 1^87/ 
ring his Sorrow for this Contcll, by falling on his Face CO? agreed to refer che Matter td the After 
Lord for Decifion. Accordingly thefe Mutineers, being two hundred and ^fcy in Number, ^^'cDdivoi 
appeared with Cenfers full of Incenfe in their Hands, to wait for the Lord's Acceptance, at^^"^*^^ * 
the Door of the Tabernacle of the Congregation, or in the Court y where was an Appearance 
of the Glory of the Lord^ which had confutned the Congregation, if Mofes tnd Aarori had 
not humbly interceded, faying, O Gvd, tbeGodoftbefpiritsofaUfiefh^JJjdlloizemanfin^ and 
wilt tbou be wroth witb all tbe congregation Qd^ P Ac length the Controvcrfy was decided 
by a fjgnal Aft of divine Vengeance cutting off che Rebels j thofe in their Tents the Earth 
opened her Mouth and fwaliowed up ^ thofe at the Door of the Tabernacle were confu- 
med by Fire, and of their brazen Cenfers Plates Were made to cover the Altar of Burnt-, 
ofierings. The Judgment was terrible and miraculous ^^^^^ may teach us not to murmur 
againft God, nor his Minifters, but chearfutly to fubmic to his Difpenfations. Next Day the 
Ijraelites having murmured againft Mt>fes and Aaron, bccaufe of this Judgment upon Korab 
and his Company^ faying, they bad kitted the people of tbe Lord ^ God fent a Plague, vvhich 
deftroyed fourteen choufind feven hundred of the People, till Mofes by Prayer, and Aaron by 
an A«tt of his prieftly Office, making Atonement, obtained that che Plague was flayed C/)» 
Enough had been done to hinder any of che Families of the Tribe ofXffw to let up in Competi- 
tion againft .^i2ro« j but it feenis the Princes of the reft of the Tribes began to murmur, if the 
Head of a Tribe muft.be High-prieft, vvhy not the Head of fome other Tribe than that of 
'Levi ? God, who fearcheth the Hearts, knew this , and to prevent the Grudge from break- 
ing out in fome open Adl of Rebellion, he works a Miracle of Crate (g) 5 each Tribe having 
taken a Rod, perhaps all of the Ahuond-tfec, thefe were laid up in the Tabernacle before the 
Ark, the Symbol of God's Prefence, and to mOrrow, the Rod of Aaron, for the Houfe of 
Levi, brought forth Buds, BloiToms and Almonds (Jf), whereas the Rods of the reft of the 
princes were only dry Sticks. To preferve the Memory of this Determination, Aaron^% Rod 
that budded was laid up near the Ark, and the People lUbmitted to the Decifion, aiid enga- 
ged Mofes to intercede for them, that they might not be confumed with dying. 
. After the many Calamities and Judgments fent upon Ifrael, becaufe of their Rebellions a- 
gainftGod, obferving the divine Threatning to be daily accompliflied, by the frequent 

Deaths of thofe who came out of Egypt ^ to whom God had fworn in his Wrath, that they 
ihould not enter into Catiaan^ but that their Garcafes Ihould fall in the Wildernefs, he conipo- 
fed the nintieth Pfalm 5 wherein he lignifies, that the ordinary Days of Men were reduced 
to feventy or eighty Years : They had been gradually fiiorcning ever fince che Flood, above 
eight hundred Years before this, and now are narrowed to that Term ^ about which they ha\ e 
for moft part flopped ever llncCi 



The Ifraelites leaving Hatadah in the eighth Year of their Peregrination, they encamped ^ 
at Makelotb, their twenty fecond Station. From thence they came to ^ahath, their twenty i^^.-^.' 
third Station. Thence to'I'arab, their twenty fourch Station. Thence to Mithcah, their Ant. 
twenty fifth Station. Thence to Hajhmondb, their twenty fixth Station. Thence to Beerotb hS^- 
JSef/e-jaakaft, the Wells of the Sons ofjaakan CO- Thence to Mofetotb. Thence to Hor^ 
bagidgad, or Gudgodab (Jt), their twenty ninth Station. Thence to Jotbdtbab (/), a Land 
of Rivers of Waters, rare in thofe Parts. Thence to JS^m/;?^, their thirty firft Station. And 
thence to E%ion.gaber^ which is befide Elotb, on the Shore of the Ked Sea, in the Land of 
dom, which was their thirty fecond Station. The Events that happened them in thofe Pla- 
ces, nor the Time how long they remained in them, is not particularly related ; they ftayed

nacle under it, and-the grand Camp pitched, round the Tabernacle C^) i but ftill they moved 
South, toward the Ked Sea, and.l'pGnt in thofe eleven Stations, between Haradah and B%ion^ 
gaher^ full. twenty nine Years j fuppofing them to. have encamped at Ezzcn-gaber^ in the firft 
Month of the thirty feventh Year after their Deliverance from Egypt, 

In the Beginning of that Year, the grand Camp arrived at E%iof2~gaber *y where we may 
fuppofe A'iz^j/o?/, Vv'mcG o£ Judab^ General of the firft Camp, died, and was fucceeded by 
c. Sainton his Son,. born in the Wfildernefs : And moft of the.Princes and great Men that came 
■7- out of Egyp were now dead j for all of tbem were gone, except Caleb^ JqflMa and Mofes^ 
7 by the Time Jfrael came t6 the Brook in the .Borders of Moab (^). 

' After Jfrael had encamped by the Red Sea about, twb full Years, God gave them a Signal 
i6 to march toward the Land o£ Camafi, by removing the Pillar of Cloud 5 and ij? the firft Day 
.c. of the Month JNb^ about the twentieth.of our ^i>f77, began the fortieth Year of their Pere- 
4- . f^rirjation, and in a few Days they pitched their Tents at Kadejh^ upon the .South ;Border of 
■^"■''''tlie Land of the Edomites, There Mi n a or Mary ^ the Sifter o£ Mofes and Aaroit^ died 

(O5 being 133 Years old. 

When the Children of y^^z^/.had been thirty nine Years.in the Wildernefs, their Preferva- 
tion might have "convinced them of Gods ;vvatchful Care ; and the Punifhment of their Fa-* 
thcrs who had come out Egypt ^ might have difcovered that it was a defperate Thing, to 
rebel againft the Lord their God : Yet now when they were in the Borders of Paleftwe, be- 
inp ftraitned for Water, they becarne guilty of the fame Ci:ime with their Fathers, in mur-i 
muring for that iifeful Element. God had compaflionon them, and ordered Mofes to take his 
Rod, and bring Water out of the Rock ; which was done. But he having fmote the Rock 
twice, and uttered unadvifed Words with :hi3 Lips (jO^ ^be Lord told Mofes a f id Aaron ^ Be-- 
canje ]bsy believed himpct^ tofan6iify him in the eyes of the children of Ifrael 5 tberefm tkeyjhould 
mt bring that congregation into the land which he bad given them Accordingly thefe two 

oreat Men both died this Year on the Eaft fide Jordan^ and the Place where they fo pro* 
Voked God, was called Merlbah^the Water of Strife, or Meribah-kadefJj if^^ to diftinguifhit 
from theother ilifcri^t?/:?, where there Fathers had murmured againft the Lord, in the firft Year 
after they came out of Egypt, From this Station Mofes fent Ambafladors to the King of Edom^ 
defirino- Leave to pafs through Mount Seir into Canaan^ the Ihorteft Way, promifing to do 
him no* Damage, only to march on the high Road ; but that King would not truft them (^) : 
Yet Ifrael did not moleft him^ only travelled by the Skirts of his Country. The People ha- 
ving abode at KadefJj near four Months, God gave the Signal, and they decamped into their 
thirty fourth Station at Mount Hor^ in the Neighbourhood of Moferab, On ,the firft Day ot 
the fifth Month of this fortieth Year, Aaron^ being now 123 Years old, was by God*s Decree! 
gathered to his People. From Moferah he went to the Top of Mount Hor^ with his Brother 
Mofes^ and his Son Elc£i%ar where Mofes ftript him of all his pontifical Habits, and before 
his Face put them upon Elea'x.ar^ who was thus folemnl)^ invefted with the High-priefthood^ 
\yhcn aged fifty fevcn Years. No doubt it was a Satisfaflion to Mofes and Aaron^ to fee a 
Succefilon of tlie Priefthood kept up in the fame Family, and a Favour to the People^ 
This being done, Aa.Ton expired in the Arms of Mofes and Eleazar (Jf), Mojerah being in 
the Neighbourhood of Mount Hor^ probably it is therefore faid, that there Aaron died CO* 
When the People heard that he was gone, they mourned for him thirty Days. 

About the Beginning of the fixth Month, Arad^ who reigned over the CanaanitS^ to theJ 
South oiQaanan^ near Edom^ hearing that Jfrael marched by the %vay of the Jpies 5 that is, ei* 
ther of thofe Spies fent thirty eight Years ago (k\ or of fome late Spies whom Mofes had fenr^ 
drew out an Army, fought againft fome part of their Camp, anci took fome Prifoners : Where- 
on Ifrael vowed utterly to .deftroy the Cities of thefe Canaanites^ if God would deliver them 
into their Hands j which was afterwards accompliihed,and the Place called Hormah^ ot uttei* 
Deflrudtion (/). Near the End of this fixth Month they journied from Mount Hor j and in 
order to conrpafs the Land of Edom^ turned down into the Plains that lie along the Ked Sea^ 
north of Elatb and Ezion-Gaber ^ and then marched to the North-eaft, unijlthey came to the 
Eaft Border o'lEdovi^ where they pitched their Tents in the thirty fifth Station at Zalmonah 
(vvy) t, where as^ain their fretful difcontented Spirits fell a murmuring (;;) h ^or the people fpaki 
d7ainft God cu'd 'agalnfi Mofes - ivherefore have ye brought us zip out of Egypt ^ to die iii the wiU 
ih'i'j/cfs ? for there is no bread^ neither, it there any 'Water ^ and our foul loatheth this light breads 
Tills was very unaccountable 5 they had juft now gained a Vidlory over the Canaanites^ and 
were going on as Conquerors, yet to murmur againft God, and to loath his heavenly Manna: 
Therefore the Lord in his righteous Judgment fent fiery Serpents among them, which bic 

them 
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them fo as many died. The Wildernefs through which they had travelled thefe many Yearsj 
Was full dfthefe Serpents ia) 5 hitherto God had wonderfully preferved the People from re- 
ceiving any Hurt by them : But now to ehaftife them for their Murmurings, thefe Creatures 
ihvadc the Camp, and fting them to Death. They had unjuftly complained for want of Wa- 
ter and God fent on them a Thirft which no Water could quench. In this Cafe they con- 
fefled thev had finned agaihft God, and fpoke againft his Servant Mofe^ * yet they defired hini 
to pray for them. In anfwer to his Prayers God in great Compaffion gave them a miracuIoLiiJ 
Cure j for he ordered Mofes to fet up a Serpent of Brafs upon a long Pole, which v/hen ihc 
People looked to they were cured of their DiilrefTes. Some Authors have here enlarged upon 
the Worfliip of the Heathens paid to ^finiapins m the Form of a Serpcnc^and how the Devil 
affefled to beaddred in that Shape CO • But -I have in another EiUvy infifted a little upon that 
Subjedl Qc') ; andfhall here only noticej that the Gofpel C^) leads its pradlicaliy to improve 
this wonderful Cure 5 fo as finding our felves wounded by the Sting of Sin, and the Biting of 
the Devil the old Serpentj we fhould look by Faith to Chrift our Saviour crucified for us^ to be 
healed of thefe dangerous Sdres, and to receive eternal Life. 

Several other Stations of the grand Camp of the Children o£ Ifrael \n the lattei- Half of 
this laft Year 9f their Peregrination, are briefly mentioned in facred Record; for they de« 
camped from. Zalmonab^ and pitched in Pumn^ which was their thirty fixth Station 5 thenco 
they marched toObotb^ thence to Jjcbarim in the Border of Moah\e)^ their thirty eighth Sta- 
tion 9 where God forbad //r^^W to diftrefs^ the iWb^^ito, becaiife they were the Children of 
Lot (/). Accordingly they crofTed the Brook Zered^ and furroimding the Borders of Moab^ 
they cncaniped at Diho^i^gfld. Thence they proceeded to their fortieth Station Qg)^ at Ahnon^ 
diblatbaim^ towards the South Banks of the River Ariion^ in the Wildernefs of Moah. From 
thence they went to Bvefj^ where the Lord gave them refrefhing Water, of which Ifrael fang 
this Song, S^p^'ing np^ O well^ fing y'c unto it : the princes digged tbe iveli^tbe nobles oftbe people 
dtg£edit^by the- dire^iou of -the law-giver^ "with their jlavcs Qj^, Coming toBamoth inthe Val- 
leyj that is in the Country of Modb^ they fent a Mefllige to Sibou King of the Amorites for a 
peaceable Paifage through his Country, oiitring to.pay for NecefTarieSa and not to difturb him 
as they had done to the Udomites and Moabites (z). But Sihon not only refufed their De- 
mand, but marched his Army as far as yaha%^ to give them Battle. And the Lo-rd^ fays the 
infpired Hiftorian (>^)j our God^ delivered him before us ^ and ivefnote him and bis fons^ and 
all his people 5 and we took all bis cities at that time, and utterly defiroyed tbe men and tbe ''jno* 
men^ and little ones of every city 5 we left none to remain 5 only the cattle is^e took for a prey 
unto our felves^ and the fpoil of the cities whit^h we took. Thus Ifrael poflefled a fine rich Coun- 
try, from Arnon to Jd?bok^ about fixty EnglifJo Miles in Extent, from South to North, where 
the Tribes of R^/i^e?;/ and G^?^;? got their PolFeffions, and was long afterwards by the Greeks 
called Iturtaa and Peraea, The Amorit&s were the AggrelTors ; their Land was long before pro- 
mi fed to the Seed of Abraham^ and their Cup was now full CO- This Conqueft being 
made, about the End of the eighth Month of the fortieth Year after their Deliverance, Ifrael 
marched to their forty firft Station in Mount AbarimybciovQ^ or over againfl Nebo Prom 
thence they extended their Conquefts over ali the late Kingdom o{ Hefhbon : And to lecure 
their Purchafej Mofes fent Spies to difcover the Lake Jaafar^ upon one of the. Branches 
of the K'wcv Armn^ where a part of the Amorites remained unfubdued 5 and Ifrael drove 
them out, and took Pofreffion of the Lake with the Villages thereof (w). 

About the middle of the ninth Month of the fame fortieth Year, the Army detached from 
the grand Camp at Mount Abariinho^d not returned j for they marched northwards up the 
High-way to B^?/:?^;/, and Og the King of that Country drew out all his People utEdrei^ 
where the Ifraelites met him and gave him Battle. Mofes it feems commanded the Army 
in Perfpn 5 for he fays, ^bs Lord f aid unto me^ Fear him not ^ for I will deliver him and all his 
people^ and his lattd into thy hdnd ; dud thou pyalt do unto him as thou did unto Sihon^ king of 
tbe Amorites^ which dw&lt at HefhboiL So the Lord our God delivered into our hands Og tbe 
king of Bafhan^ and all his people i and wis fmote him imtil none was left r€mai72ing. And we 
took all his cities at that time ^ — - — ^ three fcore cities^ all the region of Argoh, — All thefe were 
fenced cities^ with walis^ gat&s and bars^ befide uuwalled towns a great many j and we utterly 
deJlKoyed tbem^ with the men^ women and children of ^very city ; but the cattle we took for a 
prey^ and the fpoil of tbe cities to our felves ^d^. Of was of the Race of the Giants (p) j and he 
ieems to have trufted too much to hb own Strength. Ifrael*s Vidlory over him is frequent- 
ly mentioned in Songs of Praife (jf). And he being next Neighbour to Sihon King of the A- 
inorites who dwelt ia Bafhm^ by reducing both thefe Kingdoms, they became pofTeiled of a vafb 
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Tratft of a rich Country, from the River Arnon to the South, to Mount Libmms^ Ainana^ She'* 
itir^ Hermony and the Springs of Jordan to the North. Bajlamz was given for mofl: part to the 
half Tribe of Manajfeb^ and was aftetwards by the Greeks and Komaus called ^raconitisl A- 
bout the Beginning of the tenth Month of this Year, Mofe's returned in Triumph to the grand 
Camp at hloimx. Ab £ir i m ^ from whence by divine Diredlion Jfrael^oon removed to their forty 
fecond Station, in the Plains of il^o^^, along the River Jordan^ovcr sxgsi'mii Jericho^ being ex-* 
tended from Beth-JeJIsimoth unto Ahel-Jhittim ia\ where they remained till Jvflma led 
them over ^or^^i^/?. The Country where they encamped was now their own, they having 
taken it from iyi/^o;/, King of the Amoritcs^ who had taken it from the King of Moab, 

In this Valley -Si^/^^ King of il^o-^Z' fent for the old Copjurer Balaam^ faying. Come ctirfe 
rae this people (Z?). This Prince was afraid left the Ifraelites ftiouldftrip him of his Territo- 
ries ; and putting more Confidence in his Arts than in his Arms, he fent for this extraordinary 
Man out oiMefopotamia ^c) or from Aram (^d'), perhaps Naharijm^ or Aram among the Ri- 
vers. He was endowed with a great Knowledge of Mind, and yet a great Corruption of 
Heart and Wickednefs of Lite prevailed with him j for he loved the Wages of Unrighteouf- 
riels, and the Scripture always gives him a bad Charaf^er (O* The' the firft MeiTcngers of- 
fered him great Prefents and Preferment, yet hcrcfufed to go with them : But a fecond Em- 
bafTy coming for him, away he went i and tho' the Angel of the Lord in a miraculous Way 
oppofed him, becaufe God was difpleafed with the Deiiign ofhls Journey, yet he proceeded till 
he met with Bdlak, where they confulted to do Ifrael a Mifchief. Neither Mofes^ nor the 
Elders Ifrael knew anything of the Matter : But the Shepherd Ifrael^ ivbo neither Jlum-^ 
lers norjleeps^ baffled the Attempt. Thrice did Balak and Balaam offer Sacrifices and aimed 
to curfe Jj'rael 5 but as oft their defigned Curfe was turned into a remarkable Bleffing (/) • 
for he fays, Hcjo fiall I curfe whom God hath not cur fed? or^ bow Jhall I defy whom fehovat 
hath not defied ? Lo the people Jhall dwell alofie^ and Jhall not he reckoned among the nations. 
Who can count the dnft ofj-acoh^ and number the fourth part of Jfrael ? Let me die the death 
of the righteous^ and let my laft end he like his, Heconfeffed his Inclination to curfe Ifrael^ 
but that he was over-ruled by a Sovereignity of divine Power, which turned all his Counfels 
and Purpofes to nothing. He faw Jfrael in their Tents as a regular Body of Men ^ that their 
Singularity would be their fpecial Honour 5 that their Numbers were and fhould be great ^ and 
their future State in a bleffed Immortality unfpeakably happy, in which he would be glad to 
partake. He adds, God is not a man that hejhould //V, nor the fon of man that be Jlsoiild re-f 
pent, — He bath not beheld iniquity injacoh^ nor perverfenefs in IfraeL S'he Lord his God is 

•with him^ and theJJjout of a king is amoitg them. God brought them out of Egypt.- Surely 

there is no enchantment againfh yacoh^ nor any divinatzo7Z againft Jfrael, He had no Reafon to 
hope to be able to ruin Ifrael^ fmce God is unchangeable. There was no Idolatry, nor fuch 
Perverfenefs with them, for which God would caft them off. That fame Power that brought 
them owto^ Egypt ^ would perform all the divine Promifes to them \ and he own^ all his En- 
chantments baffled. The Curfes of Hell could not prevail againft the Bleflings of Heaven* 
In Balaam'' % laft Speech, there is ftill fomething more lofty and divine, when he fays, I Jhall 
fee hiniy bat not no-w : Ijball behold him^ but not nigh. S'herejball come a Star out of Jacob^ 
and a fcepter JJjall rife out of Jfrael^and flsall fmite the coT7iers of Moah^ and deflroy aUthe children 
of Seth, Out of Jacob Jlo all come he thatfimll have the dominion. Where we have fomething 
proplictical concerning our Redeemer. Balaam^ a wicked Man, fays, IJJjall fee him^ hat not 
i J pall behold him, hut not nigh. He did not fee him as Job/ who faw him as his own 
Redeemer 5 but as the rich Man in Hell, who faix; Abraham afar off Qh') : Or as they who 
have pierced him, fliall fee him, and wep and wail becaufe of him (O- Our Lord is the' Star 
out ol' Jacob^ even the bright ajid morni77g Jlar <^k) j the light which lightej'is the Gentiles, His 
fcepter or Government is a right Scepter. He ftial) deftroy, or, as it may be rendred, fhall fub- 
du:- all the Children of ^<?^^. CcezVs Race being deftroyed by the Flood, Noah the Reftorer 
of Mankind, and confcquently all the World who defccnded from him are the Children of 
Scth. Here tlicn is foretold, ^bat all nationsfijall Jerve our Lord All People ftiall either 

fubmit to tlie Scepter of his Grace, or bedalhedin Pieces by his Rod of Iron. 

Tho* Jfi'ael efcaped the Curfe Balaam intended, yet before he left Balak he put him on 
a more eiRr<^lu:U Way to fcparate between them and their God 5 for the Daughters of 
Mocib and thefc of Midian went in to the IfraelitiJls Camp, and tempted the People firft to 
Whoredom, and then to Idolatry, to bow down to their Gods, and join themfeves to Baal'- 
peory for which the Anger of the Lord was kindled C»)* Men are never more effetlually 
ruined than by therown Lufts. I have writ in another Effay (t?) more fully of the filthy Wor- 
fliip of Baal-peovy which I lhall not here refume. The Ring-leaders of this wicked Pradiice 
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are ordered to be put to Death by the Hand of publick Juftice 5 a Plague broke inland deflroy- 
ed of the People twenty four thoufand C-^). Then Pbi72ehas rofe^and did Jafticcj by kiilingZ/wr* 
a Prince of the Smeomtes^and Cozl^i a Midianitifi Woiiian,in the Aft of Whoredom. The Crime 
was notourjin the very Time when Mofes and all the Congregation were Weeping at the Door 
of the Tabernacle. 'Tis not difficult to juftify Fhinehas in what he did ; for being Heir np^ 
parent to the High-priefthoodj he was nodoubt one of chefe judges whom i^^o/^j had ordered 
by divine Appointment to flay thofe who had joined theiBfelves to Baahpeor : But this givci 
no Countenance to private Perfons, under Pretence of Zeal againft Sin, to put Offenders to 
Death, who ought to beprofecuted by due Courfe of Law before the Civil Magiflfate, who is 
the Avenger^ to execute Wrath upon him that doch Evil. God. teftified the Ai:'ceptance of 
Phifiehas's2sC^\y by putting an immediate Stop to the Plague^ and giving him the Covenant of 
an everlafting Priefthood 5 for the High-prieft's Office iv^s long iii his Family, almoft to the 
Time of the Maccabees^ except for a Ihort while it remained in the Fsfmily of ttbamar^ from 
Eli to Abiathar, 

The Ifraelites were foon avenged of the Midimtites^ -Whofe Country being adjacent to the 
VCvi&c Armn to the South, bordering' upon th& Moabites^ was very near the PJa6e -^Yitt^Mofes 
lay encamped ; who by the Lord's Appointment detached a thoufand out of each Tribe, ma- 
king in ali twelve thoufand, with PhinehaS thie Son of the Prieft^ and the holy Inftru- 
ments. They biaking War againft the Midiamtes^ flew all the Males, with five Rings or Go- 
vernors o£Midian^ and Balaam the Son of Beor. Only they tobk the Women^ the Children, 
and all the Prey and Spoil both of Men and Beafts, and brought it tb the grand Camp in the 
Plains bf Moah^ by Jordan^ near Jericho^ Mofes received the Conquerors with fclonourj buc 
was difpleafed with fpriilg the Women alive, who had by the Counfel of Balaam caufed the 
Ifraelites commit Trefpafs againft the Lord in the Matter of Peor : Wherefore Orders were 
given to kill each Woman that had known Man. The People who' had been at the Battle 
being purified feven Days> were adihitted within the Camp. The Spoil was divided into two 
Parts, the on6 fo the Soldiers, the other to the Congregation, and a Tribute to the Lord out 
of each, befides a Freei-wiil-ofTering that the Officers niade^ of Gold^ Bracelets and Jewels (^). 

Then Mofes divided the Kingdoms of Sibon i^nd Og amonjg the Tribes of Reuben and Gad 
and the Half-tribe oiManaffeh^ they having engaged to go o\tx Jordan^ and alTift their Bre- 
tlTren in reducing Canaan 3 . and fb foon as their Bounds wfere alligned, they finillied the Con* 
queft of any Cities that remained in the Hands of the Heathfcn (O* By divine Direftiod he 
enjoined the Ifraelites^ when they Ihould enter Oczff^zrt^, utterly to deftroy the C»itaamtes jind 
their Idols (JO 5 and ordered how to divide the Ldhd to the Weft of Jwddn ambng the nine 
^Tribes and the Half-tribe of Manaffeh 5 to feparate for the Vevites forty eight Cities, with fix: 
Cities of Refuge, of which three were to be on the Eaft Side of Jordan (6^). Alfo in the 
Plains oiMoab thofe Laws feem to have been enacted which are retbrded in the t'6\'enty eighth^ 
twenty ninth and thirtieth Chapters of Numbers, And the Death oTMafes being denounced^ 
and Joflnia appointed his Succeflbr, he inftalied him in his Office by Impolition of Hands^ 

and gave him a Charge (f). 

On the firft Day of the eleventh Month of this fortieth Year of their Peregrination, being 
the Sabbathj Mofes made a Speech to the grand Camp bf the Ifrdelites^^ containing a Recapi-^' 
tulation of the Laws and Ordinances God had given to this People, contained in the Book we 
call Detiterommy. For whert he perceived that the Time drew nigh in which he it^as to go the 
way of all the Earth, and give account of the mbft glorious Adininiftration that ever any mor^ 
tal Man was invefted with^ he thought it nei:eiiary to ufe his laft Endeavours to ftamp tiport 
the Minds of the People the Laws which he by divine Direflidn had given them \ efpetially 
becaufe the Men of that Generation to whom the Law was firft delivered^ wete all dead^ and 
a new Generation fprung up, to whom God would have it i-epeted by Mofet himfelf^ ^hat it, 
might leave a lafting Impreffion upon them. They were how tb enter into thfe Poffeindn of 
the Land of Canaan^ and therefore he read the Articles of Agreement to thetn^ that the/ 
might knD^V on what Conditions they were to fenjoy that Country, and that they were on their 
ood Behaviour in itk The Laws are particularly repeted which concefn the People and their 
rattice 5 for the Rules that concerned the Priefts^ the Levites^ and the Exetution of their 
Office, are not refumed. This Repetition was not all done in one Day : It is joined with pa-i 
thetical Exhortations to Obedience, with Promifes and Bleffings to thofe that obfetve the Pre- 
cepts^ and Threatnings and Curfes to thofe who difobey them. Then he delivered tb theni 
the firft five Books of the Bible in Writing, which was to be read tb the People by the PrieftA 
at the Feaft of Tabernacles every feventh Yeir j and ordei-ed the original Copy to be put a& 
the Side of the Ark of the Qovehant (g).. He confciuded all with a Song, as a ftanding Ad- 
monition to the People to take heed of forfaking God {h)y and d BlelBng tb ail the Tribes 
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t^CQ^t Simeo7iy who is included in what is faid concerning j^'/i^^. Thefe things being done, 
Mofes wejtt np from the plains of Moab^ unto the mountain Neho^ t'o the lop of Pifgah^ that is 

over againft "Jericho : and the Lord pewed him all the land afGi lead ^ unto Dan, And 

the Lord [aid unto him, ^his is the land which I fware unto Ahrahafn^ tinto Ifaac^ and nnt6 
yacoby fayingy I zmll give it unto thy feed t I have can fed thee to fee it with thine eyes^ but thou, 
"fjalt not go over thither (a). To explain this Sight, we need not have Recourfe to a Miracle : 
Though Afofes was one hundred and twenty Years of Age,, his Eyes were not dim. We do 
jiot fuppofe that he had a narrow View of every particular Place, yet he might obferve Dari 
and Mount Lebanon to the North, the Lake of Sodom and the City Zoar to the South, the Me- 
diterranean or the outmoft Sea to the Weft, with feveral Parts o[ Ephraim^ Manaffeh and 
Judah, Jericho.^ the City of Palm-trees, was near him 5 and he might fee the Land ofGilead 
to the North-eaft. He might have a delightful Profpedl of thefe Regions, elpecialJy when the 

Lord fliewed the fame to him.- 

MoJ'es the fervant of the Lord died there in the land of Moahy according to the word of the 

Lordi And he buried him in a valley^ over againft Beth-peor : but no man knoweth his fepul-^ 
djre mtto this day C^). The Devil, for fome evil Defign or other, endeavoured to dilcover 
the Body or Burial-plaee : But the Lord, by the Miniftry of an Angel, effedlually hindred 
this Attempt CO- The Children of Jjrael wept for Mofes in ,the Plains of Moab thirty Days 
(jf) : Which proves that he died in the firft Day of the twelfth Month after the Deliverance 
from Egypt (<?). And the Lord gave him a noble Encomium, faying, 3'here arofe-not a pro^ 
pbet fince in Ifrael like unto Mofes^ whom the Lord knew face to face : in all the figns and the 
wonders which the Lord fent him to do^ to Pharaoh^ and to all his fervants^ and to all the land 
of ligypt 5 and in all that mighty hand^ and in all the great terror which. Mofes Jhewed in the 
fight of all ijrael ffJ- 

§19. Befokk I conclude the Jfo/i^/V tJiftofy, ^is proper to obferve^ that it is a very 
tafh and dangerous Attempt in Father Simon fgX or thofe who follow him, to deny that Mo^i 
fss is the Author of the Pentatenchy or to fay that thefe Books are only a Collection made by 
fome Men under Mofes^ who took care to preferve his Afts to Pofterity QT) ; For there tan 
be nothing more plain in the whole facred Scripture, than that Mofes himfelf was the Penman 
of thefe five Books, tie often affirms it : And Mofes wrote all the words of the Ijcri. 
And he took the book of the covenant^ and read in the audience of the people (i). And Mofes 
wrote this law^ and delivered it unto the prieft s the fons of Levi. ' ' ' • Mofes therefore wrot& 
this fong the fame day^ and tangbt it to the children of Ifrael (k). And the Lord faid unto 
3Lfcs^ IFrite this for a memorial in a book, and rehearfe it in the ears of Joftnia (/). Not 
only Mofes himfelf^ but alfo many of the Penmen of the facred Scripture confirm the fame : 
Only be thou ftrong and very couragious^ that tbon inayft obferve to do according to aU the law 
which Mofes my fervant commanded thee (m). David diretls his Son Solo7?nn^ to keep tbS 
charge of the Lordy to walk in his waySy to keep his ftatutes^ his command7)?ents^ his judgmejits^ 
and his teftinmiies^ as is xmitten in the law of Mofes^ that he might profper in all that hefhould 
do

hups it was the original Copy, and therefore lb highly valued.) We have frequent mention 
of the Law of Mojbs in the Pfalms fpJ, In the Prophecy ot Daniel (q) it is faid, Tea^ all 

Jfrael have trafsfgreffed thy law^ ^ therefore the curfe is poured upon tis^ and the oath that 

is written in the law of Mofes the fervant of God, Near the End of the Old ^eftament (r) a 
Charge is given : Kemember the law of Mofes my fervant^ which I commanded mtto him in Ho^i 
reb for all Ifrael^ iiith the ftatutes and judgments. Our Lord Jefus alfo confirms the famtf 
Truth, when he tells the Jews^ ^here is one that accufeth you, even Mofes^ in whom ye truffii 
or had ye believed MofeSy ye would have believed me : for he wrote of me ffJ, Alio when 
conx erHng with the two Difciples as they went to Emmaus : Beginning at Mofes^ and all tht 
prophets^^ expou^zded U7Jto them in all the Jcriptures^ the things concerning himfelf (t)i Mo'i 
fcs^s Writirjgs then the moft antient Books of the jFews 3 and were as truly done by him,- 
as thofe of the Prophets were done by them. Not only the facred Writers, but all Nations 
have owned Mofes to have been the firft Writer of the Religion and Laws of the ^ews : No' 
tody ever doubted it, before fome pretended Chriftians of loofe Principles in thele late Ages; 
The moft antient Authors among the Gentiles affirm it,- particularly they who have tranfcri- 
bed Parcels of the iVfoy^//^; Hiftory 5 sls Hecatans^ Berofus^ AbydenuSy Manetho^ Eupolemus^ A^ 
iexander Polyhiftor, Artapamis and others, whofc Fragments ( for the Authors themfeives are

^imts who comm<?nds the Beginning of Ge72efis^ and gives k as an Example of a fublime Stile 5 
Porphyry^ Celfns and the Emperor Julian^ three learned Advocates for Pagnnifm, always 
own and never call ic in que-ftion, that Mofes was the Author of the Pentateuch, fofcpbnsi^ 
Philo and the later Je'uoiflo Writers afferc the fame. Befides, if this new Hypothelis fhoulct 
hold 'it would be a Thrufl: at the Vitals of Religion, and weaken the Arguments we bring for 
its anticnt Date 5 which are mainly fupported by the Antiquity of the Books' of Mofes : But 
if thefe faifly bear his .Name^ where is the Argument ? Monficur Simon^ Pricfl of the Ora- 
tory at Paris^ hath employed a great deal of Pains and Learning to undervalue the facrcd 
Writings, by his precaribtis dhd falfe Suppofitions, making them only a Golledlion done by 
fome unknown Perfon, out of, feme larger Adcs then laid u^^mbng tht Jews ; Which No- 
tion feme C*^) of his o\Vn Popifh Communion have at large refuted^ though his Defign be to 
exalt the Authority of that Church over the infpired Books, and to make way for humane 
Tradition and an infaliiblfe Guide-. But far be it from us fo to contemn any of thefe infpired 
Writ:in<ys5 and particularly the Books dl Mofes ^ that are fo antient and valuable, the Founda- 
tion ofthe whole JewifJ^ Religion, and from which even the Heathen Poets and Philofopher5 
borrowed their beft Thoughts j as ^ertnlli^n (z) long ago obfervcd, fiying, Which of the 
Poets which of the Sopbifts did not d'rijtk at this Fountain ? Whence the Philo jophers did quench 
their ^fhirft ; fo as they compare %mth ns by what they have taken from our Scriptures, Final- 
ly to confirm this Truth I might bring into the Field many things concerning the Exeellen- 
fcy of the Pentateuch^ and to fhew, that neither Mofes in his own Time could impofe thefe 
Books on the People if there had been any Cheat in them, fince the Matters of Fa6^ related 
from the fifth Chapter o£ Exodus to the laft Chapter of Deuteronomy are-Things that were done 
an the Face of the Sun, and in the Sight of all Ifrael ; nor could any f:nce Alofes's Time have?

§ 20. So foon as the Days of mourning for Mofes were over, God, to Ihew his great Wifdom 

and tender Care of his People, called Jm^ua to take the Command <:>^ JfraeL He was a Man . 
of Age and Experience, who,' thirty nine Years before this, viewed the Land of Ca7zaa7z ^ and 
he with Caleb were the only honeft Spies who had brought up a good Report of ic^ where- 
fore they, of all that came out of Egyp^ were alone fpared, and had the Honour to enter MJi*. 
into that happy Country. Being ai conftant Minifter and Attendant of Mofes^ and having 
before commanded the Armies <S Jfrael ag^inft Amalek CO5 and being clothed with the Gifts 
and Graces of the holy Spirit^ he was by all thefe Things eminently fitted for this high Truft. 
It is not material to determine^ who was the Penman of the Book named by him j whether 
Jofjua himfeif, as feems moft likely from Chap, xxiv. 26. or fome other holy Prophet ; 'Tis 
Sufficient that the BOok is a Part of the holy Scriptures committed to, and carfully kept by the 

and by them faithfully delitrered to us 5 ^$ appears by the concurring Teftimony of 
Chrift and his Apoftles, who owned and approved the fame holy Scriptures, as the Church of 
the Jews did. It is thought the whole Book contains a Hiftdry of feventeen Years ^ where- 
of feven were fpetit in completing the Gonqueft of Canaan^ which J ofh ua furvhed ten Years, 
though this laft Parit 6f the Period- not being determined in Scripture,.

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the Jfraelites never poffeffed all thefe Territories ? Jufiver^ That their PofTelTions did noc 
exten<i To far^ is to be afcribed to their own Negligence, Difobedienee to God, and Breach 
of thofe Conditions to which the Promife was annexed CO 5 but though they never inhabited, 
all the Way to the Euphrates^ yet their Dominion did reach fo far 5 Ibf all thofe Lands were 
tributary to Ifrael in King David and Solomon^s Time; God ftrengthned this great Captain 
with a comfortable Promife : I wiU not fail thee^ nor .for fake thee which is a lafting Encou- 
ragement to the People of God in all Ages, to go on in his Service, and to be content with 
the Difpenfations of his Providence C^). He alfo commanded him to be ftrong and couragi- 
0US5 to obferve the Law oi Mofes^ and meditate on it Day and Night 5 for thougli he had as 
much to do as any one Man^ yet nothing was to hinder him from^this Study : This Law was 
to be the only Rule of his private Actions, and publiek Adminiftrations. 

JofJjua having received this Chat-ge, entred ftreight upon the Execution of his Office. In 
order thereto, he commanded the People to prepare Vidluals 5 for though the Manna was 
given to fupply their Wants in the Wildernefs, yet they were cUowedj when they had Op- 
portunity, to purchafe othfer Provifions {c) j and they having now for fome Time been in a 
planted Countiyj taken from rhe Jimorites on the Eait-iide k£ Jordan^ they were there plan* 
tifuUy fupplied with NecelTariesj and alfo furniftied for their approaching March. . He like- 
wife ordered them to make ready to pafs over Jordan in three Days C^). Though he had 
neither Pontoons nor a Bridge of Boats to carry them over that River, yet he trufted in the 
Promife of God to condudl Ijrael. During thefe three Days, the Spies fen t to Jericho might 
go and return. He charged the Kenhenites^ .the Gadites^ and the Half Tribe of Manaf['eb^ 
according to their Promife under Mofes^s Adminiftration, to go over Jorda7iy and allift their 
Brethren in the Conqueit of the Land of Canaan which they chearfuUy confented to do^ 
Which fiiould teach us to comply with the juft and reafonable Dictates of thofe whdm God 
hath appointed to conduct us, efpefcially when the fame tends to promote the Glory of God^ 

and the Safety of our felves and others. 

Joflsna^ to encourage the People in what they were further to do, and to underftand th^ 
jK'leafures he was to take in the Conqueft di Canaan^ fent out Spies to view Jencho CO* '^^^ 
Men fent, trufting to divine Proteftion,- ventured their Lives in the Enemy's Country, but 
found none in the City to which they were fent willing to entertain them, fave one Kahab 
an Harlot. If flie had once deferved that Name, it is like Ihe had repented of her bad Pra- 
^\ices. *rhe King of jericho being informed of the Matter, caufed the Gates be flxut, and 
Search to be made for the Men 5 but Kabah hid them, and faid they were gone. This Lie was 
her Infirmity, which was gracioufly pardoned, and her Faith amply rewarded. Purfuers were 
fent in Queft of them 5 but in the mean time Ihe let them down in a Basket over the Town- 
wall, upon their Promife, that when the Place Ihould be taken, they would fave her with her 
family, provided fhe hung a fcarlet Cord out at the Window where they made their Efcape^ 
'The kind Entertainment ftie gave to the Spies proceeded from her Faith, that God would give 
to Ifraet the Land of Canaan in Pofleffion, othefwife her Conduft toward her own King and 
Country would have been blameable j but for her Faith fhe Was preferved, when Jericho was de- 
ftroyed (f)^ and is fet before us for a good Example CgX She was afterwards married to 
Salmon^ and is one of whom our Lord defcended according to the Flefh The Spies hav- 

ing lien three Days^ or a part of them hid in the Mountains till the Purfuers were returned^ 
fafely repafled Jordan^ and acquainted Jofloua with what had happened, faying, Iridy the Lord 
hath delivered into our hand all the land j for even all the inhabitants of the country do faint 
hecaufe of ns CO- 

JoJJjna having received the Report of the Spies, caufed all the Hoft prepare for pafling 
yorda72^ which had then overflowed all its Banks. It was then the Time of Harveft, that is 
the Early-harvcft (which fell early in the Spring in thefe hot Countries) for the Jfraelites kept 
the PalTover at their firft Entrance into Canaan (jCy j and the melting of the Snows, and th(S 
great Rains in Mount Lebanon^ whence the River fprings, caufed it overflow at that Time of 
the Year The Priefts who carried the Ark upon their Shoulders, were firft to enter the 
River, and the People to follow. They need not fear to follow the Sign of God's Prefence. 'Tis 
like the Pillar of Cloud which was with them through the Wildernefe, had now left them 5 but 
tl\ey had the Promife of God, and the Signs of his Prefence to alTurethem of Safety. So foon as 
the Priefts carrying the Ark had entered 7t?r^?i27/, the Waters that came from above flood as 
an Heap, and the Waters from below falling off, gave Ifrael Accefs to pafs on dry Ground j 
the Priefts with the Ark going.foremoft, and the reft of the People, to fliew their Reverence 
to the facred Symbol of God's Prefence, marching after it, at two thoufand Cubits, or about a 
thoufand Yards Diftance. The Ark, with the Priefts carrying it^ftaid in the Channel of the 
River till twelve Men carried each a Stone out of the River, to be taken to their Head-Q^uar- 

tert 
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ters that Night ; and other twelve Stones were fee up as a Pillar in the Channel of the ^Vn« 
ter, when the River was low and ciear^ as a Memorial of this wonderful Pafluge. The Priells 
wich the Ark being come to the Shore, the River returned to its ufual Channul, and overflow- 
ed all its Banks. The Miracle is not only recorded in y(2/&«^ iii. and iv. but alio frequently" 
mentioned in other Parts of Scripture, as a Monument of God's Kindnefs to this People (a^ t 
And indeed it was very ufeful j Firft^ To confirm yq/bna*sCai\ to command, and to ftrengthert 
his Aurhoriry among all Ijrael 5 alluring them^that God who wrought fuch Wonders for tlicm, 
would alfo put them in PofTeffion of the Land C^fiaafi. Secondly, To mind them of thac 
great Miracle which God had done for their Fathers forty Years before, in their pafiing 
through the Red Sea as on dry Land- Thirdly, This wonderful PalTage being noifed a- 
broad, did fill the Canaanites with Terror, and made the Gonqueft of their Country more eafy 
to IfraeL Fourthly, When the Ark of the Covenant went before them, the Waters were 
flopped, which might teach the People, that it was only by the Favour and Affiftance of God 
thefe great Things were done for them 5 and that through his Favour they were only toex- 
ped: the Performance of the reft of his Promifes. Finally, The Monuments eredled mighc 
teach them and all of us, to remember the Wonders of Mercy God hath done for us, efpeciaiJy 
our Deliverance /rom Hell and Mifery through Jefus Chrift, and to teach them to our Chil- 
dren, that they may love andferve the Lord. 

JqPmaht'ing now encamped in the Plains of Jericho*^ the numerous Ho^^ of Jfrael madd 
there a mighty 'Show 5 Who can count the daft of Jfrael ? The News were foon difperfed o- 
ver all the Country, which filled the C««^^«//^^ with Fear j their beans melted^ neither was 
there fpirit m them any more (Z^) j which was a Performance of the Promifcj / will fend 
.fear before thee When the Country round about was in that Confternation^ God order- 

ed Jojhita to circumcife the Children of Jfrael^ their Adverfaries Hearts and Hands being 
weakned by Fear, they could not take Advantage of them as Simeon and Levi did againft the 
SichemiteSy to come againft them when they were fore ^ and God having conimaiided his 
People to do it, he would no doubt proteft them in obeying his Precept. The People that 
came out o't Egypt were circumcifed, which, during the Plagues on the Egyptians^ the Ifrae-i 
lites might have Leifure to perform : But thefe that were born in the Wildernefs, efpecialljr 
after the fecond Year of their Deliverance, when they were fentenced to wander for their Un- 
belief and Difobedience, were yet uncircumcifed, as a Token of God's Difpleafure againft 
them : But it muft be now done, to teach them that God gave them the l^^ind of Canaan^ upon 
account of his Covenant, of which Circumcifion was a Seal. Thus the Lord rolled away the re-^ 
proacb of Egypt, The Egyptians being then uncircumciled, reproached Ifrael with their Bon- 
dage, and thac for Mifchicf the Lord had brought Ifrael into the Wildernefs, and had fhuc 
them in (^) ; But by this Seal of the Covenant they were owned to be God's free-born Chil- 
dren, devoted to his Service, whom he would bring into Canaan in Triumph, and there per** 
fedl their Salvation. For the likeReafons they kept the PafTover at the Time appoijued by 
their Law, the fourteenth Day of the firft Ecclefiaftlcal Month, at the fame Place in Gilgah 
When Soldiers take the Field, they think chemfelves excufed from religious Exerciies 5 buc 
here JoJJjna opens his moft fuccefsful Campaign with one Aft of Devotion after another, in 
the Sight and DeEance of the Canaanites \ And hereby the Lord gives his People an Inftance 
of his performing that Promife, That when they went up to keep their Feafts, no Man 
Ihould difturb their Land (O- Proviiion was made for their Camp of the Corn of the l^'And^ 
whereof they found enough in the Barns of the Canaa^ittes which they had abandoned : And 
hereon the Manna ceafed, to teach them not to expeft extraordinary Supplies, when thefe 
may be had in an ordinary Way. 

Qilgal was but about two Ihort Miles from yericho (/) : From the Camp then Joflma might 
cafily go out to view the City, to meditate and contrive how to attack it. Upon that Oc- 
iion he faw a man over againft him^ with his fword drawn in bis band. He went to him, and^ 
with holy Courage, asked. Art thou for us^ or for our adverfaries ? He anfwered, Nay^ but 
ias a prince of the hoji of Jehovah am 1 nowcome. Whereon JofijuafnW down and wor/hipped 

him (^). The Man who here appeared is no created Angela but the Son of God (^b\ the 

fame vvho promifed to. guide his People through the Wildernefs (i\ comes now as a King 
with his Sword drawn, to encourage yqfoiia^ and to auchorife him and the People to carry on 
the War with Vigour 5 for he accepts of religious Worfhip and Adoration^ which a created 
Angel durft not admit of C^). He makes the Place holy by his Prefence, which is God's Pre-* 
rogative, and is called Jebovah q\ a Name incommunicable to any Creature. Upon this 
Encouragement, under the Command and Direction of God^ Jericho was vigouroufly attacked- 
Jofhua had no battering Rams, nor other Engines to bring down the Walls 3 but the Lord 
ordered hinitocauie ail the P6rces march round the City, with feven Priefts before the Ark^ 

I i bearing 
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bearing Trumpets of Rams Horns^ fix Days fucceffively ; and on the feventh Day, when they 
ttiade a long Blaft with the Rams Hornsyorthe Trumpets whereby they founded the3Jubilee,the 
Wall of the City fliould fall down flat, and the People afcend every Man ftraight before him. 
Ihis Method was ufed to fhew that their Succefs did not proceed from their own Valoul* or 
Skill, but meerly from God's Appointment and Blefling j and that we are not to judge of di- 
vine Inflitutions by meer carnal Reafon, He can do what he pleafeth by the moft contemptible 
Means. The Orders being obeyed, on the feventh Day the Walls of the City fell down ^ the 
Ifraelites entred, and put to the Sword all the Men, Women and Children, and the very 
Beafts, fparing only Kabah^ and thefe in- her Houfe, conform to the Promife made by the 
Spies. Then they burnt the Towrt and- all that was in it, excepting Gold and Silver, with 
the VefFels of Brafs and Iron, which being purified by Fire, as in a preceeding Cafe (^r), were 
put into the Treafury of the Houfe of the Lord. 'Tis not to be doubted but that the hea- 
thenifh Idols found there were utterly d^ftroyed, conform to the Law C^). If the Jfraelites 
had' not done all this Execution by virtue of a divine Warrant, under the Seal of Miracles, ic 
could not have been juftified 5 nor can itjuftify the" like now, when we are fure no fuch War- 
rant can be produced. But being appointed by the righteous Judge of Heaven and Earth, 
who is not unrighteous- iri taking Vengeance, they are to be applauded as faithful Minifters of 
his Juftice. The City was a Cherem^ an accurfed Thing; none of the Spoil thereof was 'to 
be taken by the Army, left the Soldiers being glutted thereby, fliould grow fenfual and fluggifh 
in their Work ; and that by this Deftrudion a greater Terror might be ftruck upon the reft of 
their Enemies. But the Spirit of the Gofpelis quite different j lor Chrift came not to defiroy 
mens Izves^ hut to fave them (O- A Curfe was denounced againft the very Man that rebuil- 
ded the City Jericho Qd\ which was accomplifhed in Hiel the Bethelite (jT). But we are 
not to think that this Curfe reached the City it felf, nor thefe who did afterwards inhabite it; 
for we find it was honoured not only by the Prefence of thefe great Prophets Elijah and £- 
ajha^ but alfoof our Saviour himfelf C/)- 

This being done at Jericho^JoJbna fent a Detachment of 3000 Men tofeize on the next City 
in their Way, which was Ai ; but the Lord fuffercd the Ifraelites to be put to the flight, with 
the Lofs of thirty fix Men, becaufe Achaft the Son of Carmi^the Son oiZabdi^ the Son o^Zerah, 
who had taken of the Spoil of Jerzchoxh^t was accurfed, a Babylonifi^or Garment of Shmar,two 
hundred Shekels of Silver, and a Wedge of Gold of fifty Shekels Weight, which he hid in the 

Earth, in the midft of his Tent C^)- This Sin gave an Interruption to the Progrefs of their 
Arms, and embaraffed their Affairs. The Hearts of the People melted not fo much for the Lofs, 
as becaufe this did harden the Canaanites^ and evidence God's Difpleafure againft IfraeL Jojhua 
rent his Cloaths, and humbly interceded for Ijrael^ and that the Lord would not fuffer his 
holy Name to be dishonoured among the Ge-ntiles, In anfwer to this Addrefs, the Lord, *tis 
like, from the Oracle before the Ark, fhewed that the People could not ftand before their E- 
nemies, becaufe of the accurfed Thing among them, and diredled them how to difcover and pu- 
nifh the guilty Perfon. According to this Order, Jojbua rofe early next Morning, and dif- 
covered by cafting of Lots, Achan to be guilty ; who having, after a grave Admonition, con- 
feffed his Crime ; and the Concealment being found, he was ftoned to Death, and all that he 
had was burnt. His Children being it feems acceffory to the Guile, and the Punifliment be- 
ing infli6ted by the Command of God, for the Terror of others, it cannot be counted unjuft. 
They lofe their own that grafp at more than their own, like the Eagle in the Fable^ which 
Hole Flefli from the Altar, but brought a fiery Coal with it, which burnt her Neft. 

This Embaraffment being over, God encouraged and diredted JoJJjua how to take Ai^ and to 
do to it as he had done to Jericho^only the Spoil and the Cattle Ifrael were allowed to take for a 
Prey to themfelves. They need not call a Council of War, who had God fo near to give them 
Couufel in every cafe. Jojhua marched againft the City,with thirty thoufand Forces,leaving five 
thouRmd of thetn in Ambufh betwixt Ai and BetheL The King o£Ai, with his Confederates 

fallying out, JoJJjna feemed to give Way 5 and his Adverfaries purfued him. When they were 

gone far from the City, the JJraelites who lay in Ambufh, marched in to the Town, and fen 
Fire to it ; which ^ojloua obferving, he faced about, and charged his Enemies, and cut them in 
Pieces. The King of was taken and hanged, all his People deftroyed, their City burnt, 
and entirely overthrown, only the Cattle and the Spoil Ifrael took for a Prey Qf). The Spoil 
Ifrael had brought out of Egypt borrowing from their Neighboui*s,was much of it expended 
on tlie Tabernacle reared up in the Wildernefs, for which they are now reimburfed with In- 
tercft 5 for what was here, or at the like Occafions, taken, was probably divided by 'JofJma in due 
Proportions. God is a God of Order, and not of Confufion, The Stratagem ufed was law- 
ful and good, being appointed of God. There was no League, Oath nor Promife broken, on- 
ly military Art uied, of which their Adverfaries ought to have taken Care. JofJma^ after ta- 
king Ai^ being not far from the Mounts Gerizim and Ebaly minded the Command of Mofes 

C^) con- 
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(^) concerning the reading the Law, with the Bleffings and Curies thereto annexed, from 
thefe Mountains 5 and amidft his fuccefsful Gonquefts, took Time for this religious Solemnit/j 
the Lord taking a watchful Gare that his People, while about his Service, fhould be fafe in the 
Heart of an Enemies Country. He caufed ereCl an Altar of unhewn Stones upon Mount Ebal^ 
to fignifya that in that Place where the Curfes were denounced, by the Sacrifice of our Re- 
deemers we may have Peace with God C^) i and by the Sacrifices there offered, he gaVeGod 
the Glory of his Vid:ories. The Law, or, 'tis like, only the Ten Commands, which arc a Sum 
of the whole, was writ on Stones, that everyone might read them 5 and the whole Law, with, 
the Bleffings and Curfes was publickly read before a great AlTembiy of all the Tribes. 

All the People of that Country, namely, the Hittites^ the Amorites^ the CanaaniUs^ the 
Periz%ites^ the Hivites^ and the Jel^itflus, hearing of the Succefsof the Ifraelites againfl: Jeri^ 
cho and Ai^ joined in a League to defend themfelves. But the Gibeonites fent MelTcngers to 
JoJJjua^ who pretending to come from a far Country, prevailed on him and the Heads of the 
Tribes to covenant with them. We do not read of any King then In Gibco72 had the Go- 
vernment been hi a fjngle Perfon, he might probably been too proud to yield, but would have 
joined with the reft of the Kings againft Ijrael j but the Affairs here being managed by four 
confederated Cities, Gibeon^ Cephirab^ Beerotb and Kirjath-jearim (c), they had a greater Re- 
gard to the common Safety, than to their own perfonal Dignity. Jofina coming into their 
Country, three Days after the League was concluded, difcovered the Fraud ^ yet being bound 
by the Oath of Alliance, would not permit them to be killed, but condemned them to cue 
Wood and draw Water for the Place the Lordlhould appoint for his Wor[hip,to which they 
fubmitted. 

Adonizedek King of Jernfalem^ hearing of the Progrefs oVJoJhua^s Arms, fent unto Ho-^ 
tham King of Hebron^ to Biram King of Jarmutb^ to Japbia King of Lacbijb^ and to Debit 
King of EgloJiy inviting all of them to make War againft Gibeon^ becaufe that City had made 
Peace with IfraeKd') ^ whereon thefe five Kings joined againft it. The Gibeonites on the o- 
ther Hand begged Aid of ; And he was fo faithful to the Alliance made with them, 

the' fraudulently obtained, thdt he would not fit ftill to fee them ruined,but marched fpeedily to 
attack thefe Kings, who had invefted their City, the Lord encouraging him to this Under- 
taking 5 and accordingly he overthrew them with a great Slaughter, putting them to the 
Flight. Heaven aflifted him 5 for a Shower ofHail-ftones fell upon his Enemies, which 
killed more than were flain with the Sword. They had worfhipped theHoft of Heaven, giving 
that Glory to the Creature which was due to the Creator, and now the Hoft of Heaven 
fought againft them. Joflsiia with ftrong Faith and fervent Prayer fought a Miracle, which 
no doubt God allowed him to do 5 for the Petition had not been granted by divine Power, if 
it had not been didlated by divine Grace, ^ben J fake "JoJInia to the Lord^in tbe fight of Jf^ 
raely Sun fiand thou ftill upon Gibeofiy and thoit pioou^ in the valley of Ajalon, And tbe put 
flood ftill^ and tbe moou flayed^ imtil tbe people bad avefiged themfelves upon their enemies. Is 
it not written in the book of Jafioer ? So the Sim flood ftill i7Z the mtdft of heaven^ and bafted 
mot to go down about a whole day. And there was no day like that before ity or after it (ff). 'Tis 
the Obfervation of Lanr. Codomanus (/), That fince both the Sun and the Moon were feen in 
the Horizon near together, the Moon was then decreafing ; and lince both ftood, their Stay 
could make no Alteration in Aftronomical Calculations. The God of Nature can eafily ftop 
the Courfe of Nature for a whole Day 5 which, if it be fuppofed in the middle of Summar, 
■when the Day hi that Country is about fourteen Hours between Sun and Sun, then this Day 
would be twenty eight Hours in length. The Miracle is mentioned in other Parts of Scrip- 
pture C Nor is there any Ground to queftion it, becaufe Heathen Authors make no men- 
tion thereof; for we have no Heathen Writer before Ho7?ier^ who is about eight hundred 
Years after Jojhna, Neither need we enquire at what Time of the Day this Stop of the Lumi* 
naries happened ? Only fince Jofhuat\\i&Ti purfued his Enemies towards Makkedabto the Weft, 
and mean Time faw the Sun over Gibeon, and Ajalon to the Eaft, the Miracle feems to haves 
b,een fome Hours before Noon. 'Tis faid to be written in tbe hook ofjafher^ which was fome 
hiftoricai Piece as well as the Book of the Wars of the Lord C^), or fome Coll e^lion of State 
Poems 5 which not being canonical, is now loft, without any Prejudice to our Faith. Habere 
was no day like that before it^ or after it ; that is, in thefe Parts of the World ; and therefore 
we are not to compare it with the length of Time the Sun appears above the Horiijon to thele 
who live near the North and South Poles. Nor doth the Length of the Day in Hezekiah'^ 
Time, when the Sun, at his Prayer, went back ten Degrees in the Dial of Aha%^ appear to 
be greater 5 for thofe Degrees might be but Half-hours, or Quarters. The Sun might return 
thefe ten Degrees more quickly than he went down ; and it is fafer to believe Scripture- 
afTertion, than to deny or queftion it upon mere Conjettures. The Reafon given for the Mi- 
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facie, is. Until the people bad avenged themfelves upon their ejzemies. And it may furtherfi gnify^ 
firft, that God would magnify JoJJjua as a Favourite of tieaven, and as a Type of our Jeftis^ 
who hath all Power in Heaven and Earth. Secondly^ He would hereby notify to the World> 
what he was doing for his People JjVaeL Thirdly^ He would convince Idolaters that the 
Sun ^nd Moon, which they worfhipped, were fubje6V to the Command of the God of IfraeL 
Fourthly, That in the latter Days, the Sun of Righteoufnefs would appear, and remove the 
Barknels of Pagan Idolatry, by a long lafting Day of Gofpel-light. Fiftly, That at the End 
of the World, the Sun fhould be turned into Darknefs, and the JMoon into Blood. 

"JoJIjua having got a long Day to purfue his Enemies, the £ve Kings before mentioned were 
fhuc up in a Cave at Makkcdab^ and upon the Return of the Army hanged. Then he took 
ioifefiioh of three of the Royal Cities of thofe Kings conquered in the Field ^ namely, Lachijh^ 
Bglon and Hebron * the other two, vi^. Jenifalem and Jarmuth^ were not taken at this Time • 
but he reduced three other great Cities^ Makkedah^ Libnah and Behir^ utterly deftroying the 
Inhabicints. Thus the Southern Parts of the Land of Canaan were fubdued 5 moft of which 
were afterwards pofleffed by the Tribe of Jtidah, And yojhna^ and all Jfrael with him, re- 
turned to their head Quarters at Gilgal in Triumph (a)^ Thefe Things feem to have been 
done in the firfl Year of Jqflma'^ Government. After the Harveft of this Year the Jfraelites 
began to labour their new Gonquefts (jb>) i And hence the Computation of the Sabbatical 
Years is to be reckoned. 

The Gonquefts of the Northern Parts of Canaan took a longer Space : For it is faid, Jo-* 
A. M, Jhna 7uade ivar a lo7?g time with all thofe kiitgs ( c) ; that is, fix Years, as is computed by Pri-* 

mate UJlm- and others. The Canaanites were the Aggreffors, God hardning their Hearts to 
^^S"^ ^^x^ that Iftael might be juftified beyond Exception in deftroying them. Jabin^ 
King of Ha%or^ was at the Head of the Confederacy, and prevailed with all his neighbouring 
Potentates to join in the War, with Horfesand Chariots very many, as the Sand on the Sea- 
fhore for Multitude ^ whereby they had an Advantage over Ifrael^ whofo Army confifted on- 
ly of Foot, and were not allowed to bring Horfcs and Chariots into the Field. Jofephtis [d) 
tells us, that the Army of the Cajzaanites confifted of three hundred thoufand Foot, ten thou- 
fand Horfe, and twenty thoufand Chariots. Whatever their Number was, the Lord encou- 
raged JoJJjua^ faying. Be not afraid of them : for to morrcju about this time '<jsi/l I deliver them 
up all jlain before Ifrael : tbon fJjalt hough their borfcs^ and burn their chariots 'with fire. 
Which was ordered, that the Jfraelites might not fear them now, nor ufe them hereafter* 
Upon this Encouragement Jopua came upon them fuddenly, at the Waters of Merom, or Sc^ 
rticcbonite Lakc^ lying to the North, in the Courfe oi Jordan 5 where he obtained the Honour 
of a complete Victory, chafed his Enemies unto great Zidon^ and Mifi-ephoth-iimijn^ hough- 
ed, or ham-flringed their Horfes, and burnt their Chariots. After the Vidory, Jojhna took 
Hazor^ killed the King thereof, and all the Inhabitants with the Edge of the Sword, and 
burnt their City with Fire. He feized alfo the Cities of the reft of the Kings that had oppo- 
fcd him, deftroyed their InhabitantSj took the Cattle and the Spoil for a Frey, as a Stock 
wherewith to fct up in the Land of Canaan ^ but burnt not their Towns, for God had pro- 
mifed to Jfrael^ that they fliould dwell in great and goodly cities which they builded not (e). 
Thus all the Laud of Canaan was fubdued , there was not a City that made Peace with Ijra* 
ely fave thofe of the Gibeonites 5 all the reft they took in War- The Anakims^ thofe formi- 
dable Giants in Hebron^ Debir and Anah^ and In the Mountains, were deftroyed j there was 
none of them left, except in the Land of the Fhilijiines^ and the Land enjoyed Peace. The 
Promifes given to Mofes relating to the Conqueft being all performed ; It is not to be doubt- 
ed, but fome of the Canaauites hearing of the Deftrufcion of their Brethren, might flee to*

The twelfth Chapter of fojhiia contains a Summary of IfraePs Gonquefts, both on the Eaft 
and Weft Side o£ Jordan ; which comes in as a Couclufion of the Hiftory of the Wars of Ctf- 

7iaan^ and aifo as a Preface to the dividing that Country, that we may fee at one View what 
they were to make Diftribution of. Ifrael conquered thirty one Kings in all : And here we 
may remark, firft, what a fruitful Country Canaan then was, that could fubfift fo many King- 
doms, and yet at this Day, it is one of the moft barren and defpicabie Parts of the World, asati 
Efledl of the Curfeof God it lies under, fincc the Jews crucified the Lord of Glory, and reje^led 
his Gofpel, which was foretold by Mofes {g^. Secondly, What narrow Limits Mens Ambiti- 
cn was then confined to-^ thofe Kings fatisfied themfelves, each of them with the Govern- 

menc 
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ment of one City, with its Towns and Villages 5 yet they were ablblute in their Powers ha^ 
ving all their Sutyects as Slaves at command. Thirdly, the wife and kmd Providence of God- 
which fo governed the Minds and Hearts of the Canaanites^ that they did not all join their 
Counfels and Forces together to oppofe the IJraelites at their firft Entrance, which- Intereffc 
obliged them to 5 but quietly fuifered the Deftrudlion of their Brethren, thereby preparing the 
way for their pwn, and giving Vidlory to Ifr^el^ that they might obfevue God's ftatutes ajzi- 
keep bis law (.a). He gave their land for an heritage^ eveu an heritage unto JJrael bis fer^ 
'vant : for his "iuercy endiireth for ever {b^. 

Jojhiia being old and ftriken in Years, the Lord inftrufted him concerning what Part of the 
Land was yet to be conqueredj which was neceffary for him and the People to know, that they 
might admire the Goodnefs of God in what he had done, and defigned to do for them' that they 
might not make any dangerous [League with thofe Heathen Neighbours, nor learn their Wav^ 
but might hold themfelves in a Readinefs to go againft them, though ^ojlma fhould not \\\^ 
to fee it. He alfo ordered him to divide the Land Jfrael was already poffeffed of, among the 
Tribes by Lot ; which was accordingly done (0- This x.^t)p«p^ict, or Divifion, may, *tis like 
not be fo entertaining to fome Readers 5 yet the Lord faw fit to infert it in facred' Record* 
to illuftrate the Performance of the Promife made to the Fathers, that this Land fliould b5 
given to the Seed oijacoh^ to prevent any Difpute afterwards about their Limits, that the 
Land might not be transferred from Tribe to Tribe^ fince they might ftill appeal to this Di- 
ftribution i and it is a Piece of facred Geography that is very ufeful to underftand the holy- 
Scriptures. The Limits of the Tribes oiKeiiheu^ Gad^ and the half Tribe of Manajfeh on 
the Eaft Side oVjordai^^ we have already (i^) noticed. Levi got no Inheritance among' the 
Tribes, the Lord God oi Ifrael was their Inheritance CO • They had a Share of the Sacrifi- 
ces to feed on, and alfo their Levitical Cities, with their Suburbs (fcattered up and down Ca^ 
naan for convenient inftrud^ing the People) with their Tithes, and Firft-fruits j as hath beea 
before (/) obferved. So that though they were difperfed^ yet they were liberally provided^. 
<:aleb^ who forty five Years before this, had been one of the two faithful Spies, that haci 
brought up a good Report of the Land ; and though now eighty five Years old, and more 
aged and venerable than any in the Camp, except JoJJma^ yet his Strength was not aba-t 
ted, demanded Hebron^ as his Share in the Diflribution, the fame being promifed to him by 
Mofes long ago. His Defire being found reafonabie, was granted : Jojbua blejfed him^ ajm 
gave mito Caleb the fo72 ofjephunneb^ Hebron for an inheritance, Beeaitfe he wholly fol^ 

lowed the Lord God of Ifrael (g), 

I (hall not endeavour to defcribe the particular Towns and I'erritories affigned to each Tribe r 
The Curious may confult what learned Men ip) have wrote on this Subje<fl. The I'ribe 

had their Lot Cwhich was not fortuitous, but ordered by Providence), to the South 
Their Territories were large j fot- this was a numerous Tribe, ih which the Sceptre, Royal 
Dignity and Government of the Jews were for a long time fixed. The Children Ephrairm 
had their Lot to the North of Judah^ being bounded with Jordan to the Eaft, and the Medi-k 
terranean Sea to the Weft C^)- The Tabernacle was fix6d at Shikb (/), a City belonging to 
this Tribe, but clofe upon the Lot oi" Bejijamin, There it remained for about three hundred 
and £fty Years, till the Sins of Eli's Houfe forfeited that Favour, and ruined the City C??/)- 
^Tis like SbiJab was chofen as the Seat of the Ark after the firft Settlement in Ca7saaH j becaufe 
Jojhna^ who was then alivej was of that Tribe, and it was fit he ihould be near It. The Word 
^Shiloh alfo denotes the Peaceablenefs of the Land at that time. * To the Nof th bi Ephraink 
lay the Portion of the Half-tribe oi Manajfeb^ on the Weft Side oi Jordan, When the Pofte- 
rity of Jofeph defired a greater Extent of Land, Jofiua bad them work and fight for it, cut 
down the Woods, and deftroy the Canaanites that were left among them 00- Three Men out 
of each Tribe were appointed to divide the Remainder of the Country dmong the feven Tribes 
yet unprovided for (0)* Jofephns (p) fays thefe Arbiters had fome People skill'd in Geome- 
try with them, and they took feven Months to divide the Land, and report their Opinion la 
Writing to Jofloiia at Shihh. And if we confider what they had to do, that the Land wa» 
newly conquered, and many Canaanites in it. to way-lay them, it itiay be allowed that theli* 
Work required Time and Pains. The Lot oi benjamin lay between Jtidah to the South, J?- 
fhratm to the North, Jericho aiid Jordan to the Eaft, and went hear the Mediterranean Sea 
on the Weft. Though their Borders wefe narrow, yet their Land was fruitful, and had 
twenty fix confiderable Cities. The Inheritance of the Tribe of Simeon is defcribed by theit 
Cities ; becaufe thefe were for hioft part within^ of 6n the Skirts of the Portion of Judah^ 
whofe abundance did fupply the Want ot othersw The Lot ot the l^ribe ot Zebulon was 
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%Va{hed by the Mediterfancan or Great Sea on the Weft, and by the Sea of S^iberias or Lake 
of G«/?7i?i? on the Eaft i anfwefing J^c*o^'5 Prophecy, Zebtilonjbalibefora haven ofjhi'^s Q^z)- 
trading Ships on the Medzterra7:eany and Fifhing-boats or Ships on the Sea ofGalilee. In the 
Terricoribs of this Tribe our Saviour preached many Sermons, and wrought many Miracles, 
The Lot of Jjfacbar run from Jordan to the Eafl, to the Mediterrajzean Sea on the Weft, and 
from the Tribe of Manajfeh to the South, to that o{ Zebuloiz on the Weft. The Tribe of A-^ 
fljer lay upon the Coaft of the Mcditerraman Sea ; And adjoining to it were the famous Sea-' 
port Towns of 2^*'^ and Zidou^ which ftill remained in the Hands of the Heathen. The Tribe 
of Nephtali lay to the North, and bordered upon Mount Lebanon. Finally, the Lot of the 
Tribe Dan was between the Land of the Fhiliftines on the Weft, Jndah on the Eaft, 
BphrazJit on the North, and Simeon on the South. Providence ordered this powerful Tribe 
to a Poft of Danger, as belt able to deal with the PMliftines : And fo it was found in the 
Cafe o^Samfo7t. When they had made an End of dividing the Land, JoJIotia was laft ferved, 
to fliew that he fought the Good of his Country, and not his own private Intereft. timnatb 
Se-rahj in the mountainous ii^i'r^?^, was alJigned to him 5 where he built a City C^), and 
dwelt to the Day of his Death. 

The appointing of Cities of Refuge was ordered by the Law o^Mofes (c) to be done when they 
came into Canaan : N ow when the Lord had given them Reft, yojlma named thefe Cities, to pro- 
tect fuch as were guilty of cafual Murder (dj. There were fix of them, placed at convenient 
Diftanccs, for the unfortunate Perfon to flee unto, and were all Cities of the Levites j where- 
by an Honour was put on that Tribe, to judge in this critical Cafe : And fince thofe who fled 
thither were not allowed to go up to the Houfe of the Lord, it was well they had Levites at 
hand to inftrudl and pray for them. Ail the Tribes being provided for, the Levites put in 
their Claim i and without delay, forty eight Cities with their Suburbs, difpers'd among th6 
fcvcral Tribes, were alfigiied to them The Maintenance of Minifters is not an arbitrary 

Thing, that People may let them ftarve if they pleafe : No ; as the God of Ifrael commanded 
the I^evites fhould be provided for, fo our Redeemer, the King of the Ghriftian Church, hath 
decreed by a pcr;.)etuat Ordinance, that they 'who preach the go/pel^ Jbotild live of the gofpel (f). 
The two Tribes of the Keubenites and Qadites^ with the Half-tribe oiManaffeb^ who dwelt 
on the Eaft Side o^Jordan^ having ferved as Auxiliaries during all the Wars of Canaan^ at 
leaft a Quota of forty thoufand of them ^ the War being now ended with glorious Succefs, 
Jofhua (gj difmifleth them, v/ith Riches, Cattle, Silver and Gold, the Spoil oi' xh^^Canaamtes^ 
TiS their Pay, for the Ufe of" their own Families and that of their Brethren. He gave them ft 
good Character for their faithful Service, and good Counfcl, To take heed to the Law, to 
keep the Commands of the Lordj to cleave to him, and ferve him with all their Heart and 
Soul and font them away with his kind Bleffing. At their Departure they erected a great 
Altar near the River Jordan, if tliey had confulted the Oracle of God before fetting up this 
Altar, and explained their Purpofe to their Brethren, as they did afterwards, this might have 
prevented a Mifunderftanding, which at firft View had a dangerous Afpedl. For the Chil^ 
dren oi Jfrael to the Weft o'L Jordan^ conceivihg the two Tribes and a half defigned by what . 
they had done to rebell againlt the Lord, and to fet up a feparate Worihipfrom that of the Ta- 
bernacie at Shiioh^ refolved on a War againft them : But before they would draw their Swords, 
thcv fent the Princes of the chief Houies, and with them Fhinehas the Son of Elea^ar the 
Prieft, C tl^ti fame who had done Juftice C^) in the Matter of Peor'^ as Ambafladors to reafon 
the Matter. To whom the two Tribes and a half made a calm Apology, appealing* to the 
heart-fcarching God, that it was not out of any Defign to rebell againft the Lord, nor to de- 
part from the Worftiip appointed atJMo^, nor to break the Unity of the Church that they 
had crc<^ted this Altar ; but only to be a Witnefs, that their Pofterity in procefs of time' 
might not by reafon of their Diftance be counted Strangers to the Commonwealth of Ifraeh 
With which Aiifwer the Commiflioners from the nine Tribes and a hal^ and the whole Con* 
gregation refted fatisfied j and fb the War was prevented. 

Sometime after this, when Jofhua was grown old, and faw Death approaching, he madcJ 
two farewell Sermons to the People of Jfrael (i) j wherein he endeavoured to entail on thera 
and their Pofterity a Senfe of Religion and their Duty to God, ever to be mindful of his Co- 
venant, and to beware of Familiarity with Idolaters, as they would not .bring down the Wrath of 
God upon themfelves and their Pofterity after he had done fo great things for them. Having 
yet a longer Space given him, he convened the Tribes again at Shechem^ which lay near him, 
now that he was old, and unfit for Travel : Where he took great care to confirm the People 
.in the Fairh and Worftiip of the true God, that after his Death they might perfevere therein 5 
he recounted the great things God had done for them and their Fathers, and gave them a Charge 
to fcrve and worfliip a holy and jealous God, by making a deliberate and determinate Choice of 
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him, to which they might ever adhere 5 and concluded his Exhortation with a folcmnCovenant^ 
by putting it in Writing, calling WitnelTes, and fetting up a great Stone as a ML-morial thereof for 
the Benefit of Pofteriny. After thefe things, Jofhna the Servant of the Lord died, being an hun- A. 
dred and ten Years old : And they buried hioi in the Borders of Jiis own Inheritance, in'Timuath- ^-^^3^ 
fcrab in Mount Epbraim. About the fame time the Bones of Jofepb were interred in a Par- ^^^'F' 
eel of Ground which Jacob bought of the Sons of Hanm\ This Patriarch, when a-dying in ' 
Egyft^ about two hundred Years before, gave commandmeht concer7zi}ig his boncs^ that th.ey 
fhould hot reft in their Grave till Ifrael had Reft in the Land of Promife. Therefore the U 
fraelites brought his Coffin out of ligypt^ carried it along with them in all their Marches, by 
the Care, 'tis hke, of the Tribes of Ephrazm- and ManaJJ'cb^ who defcended of him, aiid 
now buried it in that Piece of Ground which his Father gave him near Sbecbem {a). At the 
£inie time died Elea%ar the High-prieft, and was buried in a Hill which pertained to Phiucbas 
his Son and SuccefTor. And l:iere ends the Book oi^jojhna. 

§ 21. It is not very certain, wh^^thcT Saranel^ Ezra^ or fome Prophet was the Penman of 
the Book of Judges ; nor is it of great Moment tb know : For it is no great Matter who was 
the King's Secretary, or with what Pen a Decree was written, if it be fure that it was done by 
the King's Order. We know that to the Jews were committed the oracles of God (Z--), that is 
the holy Scriptures of the Old ^efiament^ of which this is a Part by the ConfefHon of all Par- 
ties : And that tlie Je-'jos did not betray their Truft, but kept thelc facrcd Books themfelves, 
and delivered them to the World entire, we are alTured ; becaufe neither Chritt nor his A- 




all the Judges that governed Ifrael^ except Eli and Samuel 5 who giving occafion to the 
Change of the Government, their Affairs arc narrated in another Book. Thefe Judges were 
a fort of Magiftrates, who could neither make new Laws, nor impofe Tribute , but were fu-i 
preme Executors of God*s Law, and Generals of the Armies of Ifrael. Under them the 
People were very corrupt, and fadly opprefied by their Heathen Neighbours, and made no 
Figure proportionable to their glorious Entry into the Land o^ Canaan, However, we hope 
the Face of Religion was then kept up : Though tod many turned to Idolatry, yet the Ta- 
bernacle-fervice was maintained, and many attended it. Indeed the Hiftorian mainly records 
Provocations and Grievances, the Difturbances that happened, and the Peace that was refto- 
red by Deliverers raifed up of God, as an Inftance of a Theocracy, the Lord's keeping the 
Reins of Government in his own Hands j and does not inlift upon every thing our Curiofity 
may lead us to exped^. 

We have an Account of what Progrefs the feveral Tribes made in driving out the Canaa^ 
mtesj in the firft Chapter of Judges. Jofhna had done fo much in this Affair, that they might; 
ealily have perfected it, had they not been wanting to themfelves. The Children of Jiidaby 
with the Afliftance of Simeon their Brother, by the Diredlion of God went up firft ^ and tb& 
Lord delivered the Canaanztes and Peri%%ites into their band^ a7;d they flew of them 272 Bezek 
ten thotifand men. They not only fought God's Counfel, but they gave him the Praife of the 
"Vidlory. Such Acknowledgments are fcarce to be met with in Heathen Writers : And it is 
to be wifh'd that fuch religious Expreflions go not into difufe in our Days. Adonihez^ek^ the 
King of the Country, was taken Piifbner. He had been a cruel Tyrant, having cut off the 
Thumbs and great Toes of feventy Kings, and forced them co gather Meat under his Table : 
And Prdvidence ordered that he iliould be ferved in the fame Manner, that his Sin might be 
vt'dt in his Judgment. The Tribe of Jadab alfo took Jeriifalem, Jofiua had killed the King 
thereof (Oj but the City feems not to have been taken till this time. They fmote it with the 
edge of the fwordy and fet it on fire. ^Tis like they did this in deteftation of Idolatry, V-^ith 
which it had been very much infe^led : And though the Fire confumed many Parts of it, 
yet Habitations might be left for as many as they had to put in pofJeffion thereof. They alfo 
took Debir, Horraab^ Ga%a and Hebron : The laft of thefe Cities had been given by Jofhna^ 
ten Years ago, to Caleb 5 but now he is put in the through Poffeffion thereof, and the Giants in. 
thefe Bounds were cut off. The City Debir was before named Kirjatb-fepher^ that is the City of 
Books. Some take it to have been a kind of Academy. Caleb promifed his Daughter Achfab 
to him that would fmite it. Othniel the Son o£ Kena% gained the Town and the Lady, and 
by her Management with her Father, got a good Inheritance to himfelf and his Family (iS?). 
The KeniteSy who were of the Pofterity of Jethro^ Father-in-law to Mofes^ got a Settlement; 
in the Tribe oijudah. The Tribe of *SV»2^oitt alfo gained ground of the Canaanites : Yet ^a- 
dab failed in Courage, and did not drive out the Inhabitants of the Valley, becaufe they had 
Chariots of Iron ; though by the Affiffance of the God o£ Ifrael^ they might have deftroyed 
them, and given a noble Example to the reft of their Brethren. The Houfe of Jofepb had 
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Succefs againft Beth-el : But the reft of che Tribes did meanly 5 for they dellroyed not the 
Canaanites nor the Amorites^ only made them tributary. 

Though Ifrael fcrvcd the Lord ati the Days of '^JoJInia^ and of the Elders that outlived him, 
who had feen the Works of the Lord (jC) ^ yec they foon degenerated, and made a League 
with the Inhabitants of the Landv For whicii the Angel of the Lord jharply admoni/hed them, 
even the Angel of the Covenant^ who is "Jehovah and fpoke to them in his own Name (^), 
telling them, that thefe Nations ll-iall be as thorns in their fid-es^ and theit gods a jnare unto 
them. Upon this Meflage they isoept ^ they relented, crying out againft their own Folly and 
Ingratitude, and called the Name of the Place Bochini^ a Place of weeping, and they facrijiced 
there unto the Lord, Being, as is fuppofed, met at Shilvh^ where was God's Altar, thei*e they 
offered Sacrifice, to turn away his Wrath, and obtain his Favour ; to dedicate themfelves to 
hirh, and to make a Covenant by Sacrifice. Neverthelefs they did not fmcerely rcfoi m : For 
when that Generation who lived with JoJl3iia were gathered to their fathers^ there arofe a72othet 
generation after them uuho knew not the Lord^ nor the works he bad done for Ij'raeL And the 
children of Ifrael did evil m the fight of the Lord^ and ferved Baalim. [ The Word is in the 
plural, to fignify inany Idols bearing this Name (O- 3 -^^'^ they for fook the Lord Cod of their 
fathMj ivhich bad brought thevi out of the land of Egypty and fern)ed Baal and Aflotaroth. For 
ihefe things the Anger of the Lord was hot againft them, and he delivered them into the 
Hands of Spoilers ; Yet in his great Pijy he raifed up Deliverers, But when the Judge was 
dead, they returned to Idolatry : Wherefore the Lord put a Stop to their good Succeis, and fc*nc 
upon them new Calamities. 1 he five Lords of the Philiflin'es^ who commanded fi\ e maritime 
Towns, named AJbdody Askeldn^ Gath^ Qa%a and Ekron^ who were never fully fubdued till 
the Reign of King David^ were their OppreiTors, who enfnared them into Sin, and then be- 
came their Enemies, Beiides, Ifrael dwelt among the Sidonians^ the CdUaanites^ Hittites^ 
AijtoriteSy Pcrizzitss^ Hi-vites and Jebnfltes 5 they made Intermarriages with them, forgat the 
Lord their God, and ferved Baalim and the Groves to their own Ruin, 

Their firft Opprellbr after "jofhua^ Days was, Cufloan B^ipathaim^ King of M^fopotamia j the 
l.oid, for their Sin, /b/i therainto his hands and Ifrael ferved bim eight years (^/), We 
might know more of the Genealogy and Hiftory of this Prince, if there were any profarte Hi- 
flory of thefe Times ; But that's not now to be had, only it appears by the facred Text^ that 
he was King Of Mefopotamia or Aram Nahoraji?/z^ between the two great Rivers of Tigris and 
Euphrates^ the fame Country where Laban^ JacoL^s Father-in-law once dwelt. Cufhan endea- 
vouring to enlarge his Dominions, came all the Way to Canaan^ and there opprefTed Ifrael^ 
probably by levying Contributions with Rigour, and quarteting his Soldiers among them. la 
this diftrefled Cafe, Ifrael cried to the Lord j and the Lord raifed up Othniel the Son of Ke-^ 
na%^ Caleb's younger Brother. He was Caleb^s Nephew, and alfo his Son»in-Law, by mar- 
rying his Daughter Acbfah^ being the fame Man of whom we read in 'Jofhita xv. 16, — 19- 
and Judges i. 13, — 15. and fo could not be long zfter Jojbna^s Time. In his Government 
is cohnedted the Hiftory of 5^Q/7^//i7 and Judges, Soon after Ifrael^s Settlement in Ca^taan^ 
their Purity began to be corrupted, and by confequence their Peace difturbed. ^he Spirit of 
the Lord came upon Othniel ^ that is, a Spirit of Wifdom and Courage to qualify him for this 
Service ; he himfelf having feen the Works of the Lord, retained his Integrity, and lamented 
Ifrael^s Apoftacy, reprov'd them for it, and then went out to War, in which he was fuccefs- 
M, fLil 5 ^Qv the Lord delivered CufJjanKiflMbaim into bis band i and the land had re forty years. 

^^53- *Tis agreed by moft Chronologers, that the Years of Oppreflion are here included in the Years 
'jr*?.^" °^^^^^5 otherwife the Particulars would far exceed the totaj Sum of the Period CO - So that 
* ' from JcfJjua's Death to that of Kenaz^arc only forty Years. ^Tis not needful to debate whether 
thirty two of thele Years were beforethe Oppreffion or after it, tho' 1 incline more to think 
they. were before it. During that Time, namely, from the Death of Jajbiia, to the Opprefli- 
on ofCnfJjan Rijl^^atbaimy the Idolatry of the D^k/Vcj, and the War with the BenjamiteSy oc- 
cafioned by abufing the L^Z'/fe's Concubine, tho' recorded in Judges xvii. to xxi. feemtohave 
happened 3 for then every Tr ibe had very much of its Government within it felf, and adted 
without one common Head or Council, which occafioned Diforders ; and there are fome 
Things in thele Pafltigcs of Hiftory, tjiat feem to pin them down to that Time, as will appear 
by looking into them. 

A iVIan of the Tribe of JS^Z'ri^m called Micahy having ftoln from his Mother eleven 
hundred Shekels of Silver, he owned the Faf*-, and reftored her two hundred j of which (he 
made an Idol. built a little' Chapel for it, with an Ephod or Teraphim, appointing 

one of his Sons to ferve as a Prieft j but u young Levite of Bethlehem coming thither, Micab 
kept him to ft:rvc inftead of liisSon. About the fame Time fome of the Tribe of DajZy ha- 
ving thtirLot affigned to them laft of all the Tribes, and thinking it too ftrait, which muft 

be 
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be foon after '^njloua's Daysj fent five Men as Spies from the South to the North of the Land^ 
to look out for fome bther Habitation. In their Journey the Spies found out Micah and his 
idol, and afterwards difcovered the Qxty^ Laifio in the North-weft Part of Canaan^ which they 
judged might be eafily gained by Surprile, becaufe the Ihhablcants feared nothing. Upon the 
Report of the Spies, the Dctitites fent fix hundred Men^ well armed, who took MicaF^ 
Priefi: and his Idol, and went to Lai/h ^ which they fcized without Trouble, put to the Sword 
Ull the Inhabitants, burnt the Town 5 and having rebuilt it, gave it the Name o£ Da;j their 
Patiier. There they kept Mica/fs Idol, and made Jmatha72 the Son Gerfljom^ the Son of 
Ma'thijfeb and his Sons their P*riefts,all the Time that the Ark of theL.ord was at Sbikby that 
is, till Samnets Bays. 

The War with the Bcnjamites is another tragical Piece of Hiftory, \Vhich feems to have 
iiapf?ehed about the fame Time, or not long afttjr the Death of Jofiua ^ for it was when 
there was no King noir chief Governor in Jfrael (ji) j and Phinebas the Soaof Eiea^ar^. the 
Son Aaron was then tiigh-prieft C^). And 'tis like the Idolatry of the Danites and the 
Immorality of the Benjamites^ introduced the general Defei^tion of the Tribes mentioned iri 
Judges iii. 7. The Sum of the Story is j A Levite of Mount Ephraim having taken a Con- 
icubine, or Wife, as fonie read it, of Betblebem-Jitdab ^ flse played tba wbore^ and made an a- 
dultei'ous Elopement from her Husband, to her Father's Houfe, where fhe ftaid fome Months j 
yet the Levite himfelf went to court her Return. Her father entertained him kindly for 
fcime Days j. biit in the Afternoon of the fikh Day they departed^ and were obliged to lodge 
in Gibeab of the Tribe of Benjamin. There were then no HoufeS of Entertainment on the 
Road, and no Man of chat City would invite them, till an old Man of Mount Epbrahn;^ whoi 
only fojourned there, after fome Converge, received them into his Lodgings. That 
Night, while they were at Table, the Men of Gibeab were fo \vicked as to befec the 
Houfe, and demand the Levite that they m.ight know hiha. The old Man finding them deaf 
to all Reafoii, the Levite^s Concubine by Confenc went. out to . them^ and they abufeci her 
till fhe died. Next Mohiing the itf«^/V^ finding his Wife's dead Body lying on the Thref- 
hold, carried it home, and cutting it into twelve parts, fent one to every Tribe, that a general 
Afiembly of IJrael might confider what was fie to be done for the Punifhment of this Wicked- 
hefs, that a Stop might be put to fiich an Inundation of Debauchery, and the Wrath of God 
might not be jDourcd out on the whole Nation for it. The Jfraelites being all aflembled, from 
Dan on the Northjto BecrJJjeba on the South,fent.to demand of the Tribe of Be92jaminthQ Men 
that had committed the Crime j but the Benjamites refufed to deliver them, and gathered to- 
gether to defend Gihedh. A great Army of the JTr^^^/zV^J of about 400000 Men, after dsking 
Counfel of the Lord, which of them ihould go up firft that is, whofliould march in the Van^ 
and comhiand the Battle? went to attack the Place. But the Army. of the Benjamites tho' 
t)nly 26000 Men, put them to the Rout, killing 22000 of them. The Jfraelites again asked, 
Counfel of" God, lamenting their I.ofs, and were a fecond Time defeated, with the Lofs of 
18000 Men. Being tod confident of the Goodnefe of theirCaufe, and the Superiority of their 
Numbers, they only enquired, who ftiould go upfirft ? but did not depend on the IJord for 
his Affiftance and Blefi^ng^ wherefore by thefe repeated Lofles^ he fignified his Difpleafure 
for their Sins. Before the third Engagement, they being truly humbled, looking to the Lord 
for Succefs, the fame was promifed to them 5 which did not make them negligent 5 but they 
were niofe careful inlaying an Ambulh, and ufing all warlike Stratagems, in which they were 
fb fuccefsful, that they entirely defeated the BenJan/iteSy kt Fire to their Cities, killed of them 
25000 Men, and deftroyed every thing belonging to therh that came to Hand. "Tis eafy 
to juftify the Hand of God in this Matter ^ for Benjamin had deeply finned i and the Lord 
had threatried, that if they did foj they fhould furely perifh (O- The Sin of Gibeah was . the 
Begiiining of the Corruption of i/V^i^/ C^) i But their Btetbren in the Heat of War feem t6 
have dealt very hardly with them, to deftrdy them all, as if they had been Canaajiites cle-poted 
to Ruin, only fix hundred Men of the whole Tribe efirapihg, who hid themfelves four Months 
in the Rock Rimmon (e^. Wherefore the Ifraelites^ when they came to cooler Thoughts, re- 
J)entedthat they had almoft cut off one of their own THbes, aed confldered how they might 
retrieve that Lofs : But being all unde'rafolerhn Oath. not to give their Daughters to the£^«- 
ja^nites^ Upon a Mufter they found the Men of JaheJh^Gilead had been abfeht from the War^* 
tho* threatned with Death in cafe of Negled^ 5 therefore they fent twelve thoufand Men thi- 
ther, with Orders to kill all the Men and married Women in yabejb^ and to bring away the 
Maids to be matched with the Men that remained o£ Benjamin. Accordingly they found, 
four hundred Maids who were given to the Benjajhites remaining in the Rock Rimmon ^ but 
this being toO fmall a Number of Wives for them all, they gave them leave to carry off as 
many more as they had Occalion for, of the young Woriicq that repaired to the Feftival ac 
Sbilob^ and tb marry them, "this was a prepofteroiis Way of niatching', without previous 
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^ffedtion of Parties, or Confent of Parents, not to be drawn into a Precedent ; tho perhaps the 
Parents might be afterwards fatisfied when they underflood that their Daughters were married to 
Alen of plentiful Fortunes, who had the whole Tribe of Benjamin ^vaong tlaem, and would 
be honourable Mothers to a Tribe in Ifrael : But thefe Diforders were occalioned by Want of 
a fixed Magiftracy j which, blefled be God, is not our Cafe. 

Soon after the Death of Otlmicl^ the Children of Ifirael revolted again to Idolatry, and did 
Evil in the Sight of the Lord : Therefore the Lord delivered them into the Hands of Eglojz King 
of ilfo^ri', who oppreffed them eighteen Years j yet when they cried to the liOrd, he raifed 
up a Deliverer, the Son of Ger^, a Beiijainite J. Though Bej7jamm "was now th§ 

weakeft of the Tribes, yet out of it God raifed a Saviour, to fignity that he was reconciled to 
them, and to manifeft his Power, in ordaining Strength out of Weaknefs. This Man put to 

Death Eglo7t King of Moahy as a Minifterof Jufiice, executing the Wrath of God upon him, 
as an implacable Enemy to God and his JfraeL The Faft juftlfies it felf, fince it was done by 
a Commiflion from God, who is righteous in taking Vengeance, the" it will by no meana 
warrant any now in doing the like, when no fuch Commiflion can be produced. Ebud told 
Eglon^ That he had a Meflage from God to him, which made the corpulent Prince flandon his 
Feet to (hew Reverence 5 and in the meanTiine f/j'wrfgave him a mortal Wound in the Bel- 
ly by a Dagger, made his Efcape at a back Door, gathered the People of Jfraety fecured thg 
Fords on the River Jordan^ and killed all the Moabites that came to pafs that Way. In 
this manner he deftroyed ten thoufand of them, who might be the whole Number then on 
the Weft-fide oi'JordaVj^ to keep Jfrael in Aw ; And the Land enjoyed Peace eighty Years, 
In this Space is" to be included the Adminiftration of Shamgat the [on of Anath^'isihojle'isj 
of the Fhilifiines fix bimdred men '^xjitb an ox^goad^ and he alfo delivered IfraeL 'Tis pro- 
bable that Ehud being fuperannuated, the Philifiines made an Inroad into Canaan^ to ravage 
it, and God put it into the Heart of Shamgar to oppofe them, behaving neither Sword nor 
Spear, took the Inftruments next at hand, the Topis of his Plough, and with thefe Killed fq 
many Men and came off unhurt. Thus a Deliverance was wrought by unlikely Means, that 
the Excellency of the Power might be feen to be of God and not of Men. 

^be children of Ifrael again did evil in the fight of the Lord^ when Ehud was dectd, Ani 
the Lord fold them into the hand of fabin king of Canaan^ that reigned in IJazor 5 the captain 
of whofe hoft was Sifera^ which dwelt in HarqjJjeth of the Gentiles, ' And the children of Ifrael 
cried unto the Lord : for he had nine hundred chariots of iron j and twenty years he mightily 
oppreffed them (h). This Jabift feems to have been a Succeflbr to another of the fame Name, 
'^hom "Jofima overthrew. The City that wa* then burnt, he repaired, and reigned in the 
Bounds of the Tribe o£ Nephtali^ near the Waters of Merom^ to the North-eaft of the Land 
oi Canaan, This Oppreflion was more fevere to i/r^7^/ than the former i the Enemy being 
nearer to them, in their very Bowels, more capable to do them Mifchief. The£e Canaanites 
had been fub'dued by 7o7^?iiZ, and might have been rendred uncapable of giving any Diftur- 
bance, ifthe Sloth, Cowardice and Unbelief of had not fufTered them to gather to a 

t3ead j and the Memory of their former , Overthrow made them implacable. When God 
heard the Cry of his People, he raifed up Deborah^ a Prophetefs in the Tribe of Ephraim^ who 
corrcd^ed Abufes, redrefled Grievances, efpecially fuch as related to the Worftiip of God, and 
decided Dilferences between thofe that reforted to. her for Judgment. She fent and called 
Barak the Son of Abinoam out of Kedefls-Naphtali^ direfting him to take ten thoufand Men 
out of his own and the neighbouring Tribes, and fight the Army of At his Defire Ihe 

went with him. 5 and in the Name of the Lord promifed Succefs. They marched to the Ri- 
ver iC^T^^o?/, which feems to rife from the two Sides of Mount and runs in one Brancli 
to the Mediterranean Sea on the Weft, and by another into Jcrz/^z;/ on the Eaft. There Si" 
fera met them with nine hundred Chariots of Iron, and a numerous Army. But the Lord 
ftruck a Terror upon him and his Forces. S}>e fiars in their courfes fought againfi him (f) 
Jofephns fays C*^), A violent Storm of Hail and'Kain was dri'ven by the Wind in the Faces of 
the Canaanites, /b ^5 they could neither ufe !> arts ^Slings nor other Weapons hut the Wind he-> 
■ivg cn the Backs of the \{x2,iz\\\.ts>^enconraged and pnfioed them forward : And thus by the Af" 
fifiajice of Hea-ven^ the Canaanites were overthrown^ and BarakV Army puirfued and cut them 
ifi Pieces. Si fera himfelf leaving his Chariot, fled a Foot till he came to the. Tent of jael the 
Wife of Heher the Kenite^ who entertained him kindly till he fell afleep, and then fhe drove a 
Naii through his Head ; and when Barak came, he found him dead. .A divine Impulfe may 
juflify this Fa6l of Jael to a publick Enemy : But now when no fuch Warrant can be preten- 
ded, it ought not to be imitated ; but the Laws of Friendfhip and Hofpitality muft be obfeis 
vedto thole who put Confidence in us. Deborah the Prophetefs praifed God in a fweet Song 

for the Vid:ory i^e^ where llie magnifies the Deliverance, by confidering the Calanjities from 

which 
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Vrhich they were freed, by a remarkable Appearance of the fame God who gave the L.a\v at 
Mount Sinai. She calls tfaofe who reaped the Benefit to johi in Praifes, commends chcle 
Tribes who were forward in the War, and upbraids thofe who declined the Service. Aj]d 
the Land had Rell forty Years. 

About the eighth Year of Deborabh Government happened-the Hiftory that's recorded ^ja^?. 
in the Book of Kutb 5 for from' the Time o^Jqfljua^ we have only thefe Generations, Salmon 
married Kababy faved from the Ruin of y^w/jo, becaufe fhe hid the Spies ^ of lier he had ^^^7- 
BoaZy who married Ktitb the Moabitefs. Now, if we reckon from the fecond Year of Jo- 
j7^«i2's Government^ feme Time being requifite to inftrud: R^/.^izZ' in the Jcju/J/j Religion be- 
fore her Marriage^ to the eighth Year of Deborah^ we will find 144 Years : For fixteen Years 
of JoJhiia*s Government, forty for that of Othniel^ eighty for that of Ebud and Sbawgar^ 
and eight Years of Deborah^ make up that Sum. If then we allow that Kabab was mar- 
ried in the eighteenth Year of her Age, which is not estra'ordinaryjefpecially in thofe Times^ 
and brought forth Boa% in her fifty fixth, having been married then thirty eight Years 5 and 
t\\^x\Boa% had by Rutb^ Obed^ in the hundred and fixth Year of his Age : Thefe two Numbers^ 
38 and 1065 will alfo make 144 Yfears^ and confequently fall in the eighth Year o£ Deborab^ 
as the Time of O^e^i's Birth. 1 own that where the Scriptures do not precifeJy point out 
the Year, Ghronologers differ j and fo it is in the prefent Cafe: But the Reafon why we thus 
fix the Time of this Event, will further appear when we come to anfwer Difficulties upon the 
Chronology of this Period. 'Tis not very neceflary to know who was the Penman of this Book 3 
'tis like to have been the fame who wrote the Book of Judges ( d)y with which it is conne<5tedj 
becaufe the Matters here ' recorded, happened in the Time of the Judges ; and it fitly goes be« 
fore the Books of tJi^^w/r^/, becaufe in the End thereof the Genealogy of David h introdu- 
ced. Neverthelefs the 'Jews commonly in their Bibles feparate it from both, making it one 
of the five Megillotbj or Volumes near the End of their ficred Writings ; in this Order, So- 
lomon's Song^ Rutby Lamentations^ Ecclefiaftes and Bftber. Here we have related, that in the 
Time of the Judges, a great Famine being in Jfraely^ Man Bethhbem n^n^^d Elimelecb^ 
Went with his Wife Naomi^ and his two Sons Mablojz and Cbilion^ into the Land of Moab to 
find Food. Elimekcb died there, and his Relict married her Sons to two Women of the 
Country, named Orpab and Ruth. Two Years thereafter the two Sons of Naomi died ^ and 
flie refolving to return to /yr«^/, defired her Daughters in Law to remain in Moab, Orpah 
with Tears bad her farewell 5 but Kntb cleaving to the Jevuijh Religion, and to her Mo- 
ther'in-Law, followed her to Bethlehem^ where fhe afterward married Boaz^ by whom {he had 
O/^i?^ the Father of y^jT^, and Grandfather ofKingD^w^. 'Tis not in vain that the Scrip- 
ture records the Circumftahces of Kntb^ a poor Moabitijh Widow ; for it is in order to her be- 
ing grafted into the Line of whom our Saviour according to the Flefh came, that fhe might: 
be a Figure of the Efpoufals of the Gentile Church toChrift. Here alfo we have the Law- 
concerning marrying a Brother's Widow iUuflrated by an Example. The Ihnocency of 
the Times in which Knth lived, and the Gharadter of Boaz^ clear her of Indecency in the 
Methods Ihe ufed in gaining the Marriage, tho' the bad Times wherein our Lot is fallen will 
not juflify any now in doing the like. 

To return to the Hiftory of the Judges : Deborah being dead, tbe children of Jfrael did ^- 
nsil in tbe fight of tbe Lord^ and the Lord delivered them into tbe bands of Midian jeven years (c). 
This was a fevere Oppreffion : For the Midianites^ who lay on the Eaft Side of Jordaft^ were 
a People whom Ifrael had conquered (d^ j yet now this headlefi Mob came over "Jordan as 
Grafhoppers for Multitude, deftroyed all the Froviflons and Forage 5 and finful Ifrael being 
feparated from their God, had no Spirit to make head againft their Enemies, but hid themfelves 
in Dens and Caves of the Mountains. In this Diltrefs they cried to the Lord, who fent a Pro- 
phet to reprove them for their Sin and Idolatry 5 and an Angel of the Lord came to Gideojz 
the Son oijoafl^ the Abie%rite^ of the Tribe oiMarzaffeb^ as he was threfhing Wheat fecretly^ 
to hide it from the MidianiteSy and appointed him to deliver Jfrael from their Oppreffion. 
This was no created Angel, but the Son of God our Redeemer, as a Prelude of his Incarna- 
tion : For he is czWtd Jebovaby a Name never given to a Creature, and is worfhipped and ac- 
knowledged as God. Qideon being confcious of his own Weaknefs for fo great a Work, demand- 
ed a Sign, to affure him of the divine Affiftance. He brought a kid dreffedy and fome mileavened 
cakes : and there arofe up a fire out of the rock^ and conftmed them : Where the Angel of the 
Lord turned the Meat*offering into one made by Fire of a fweet Savour, teftifying his Accept- 
ance by a Fire that came down from Heaven. Gideon began his Reformation by throwing down 
the Altar o£ Baal^ which his Father had, either for himfelf, or for the whole Town : Which 
being done, and the People of the Place being informed who had done it, they demanded him 
of his Father, to put him to Death. Joajb would not deliver him, but faid. If Baal is Gody 
let him revenge himfelf on him that bath thrown down his altar t Therefore he was called Je^ 
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ruh-baal^ as a ftaiiding Defianee to Baal^ (Let him defend his Worfhippers if he can) and 
an Honour to Qidcon^ to be a declared JBneray to this Idol. The Midtanites ^nA Amalekttts 
being encamped in the Valley otjezreel^ the Spirit of the Lord put Life in Gz^fo;^ to oppofe 
them. He gathered an Army for that end : And upon his Defire to have his Hopes of Sue- 
cefs confirmed by Signs^ of a Fleece wet with the Dew, and the reft of the Floor round it dry^ 
;uid ao-ain^ the Floor wet and the Fleece dry, the fame was granted ; which being truly mi- 
raculous, did abundantly ferve to confirm his Commiflion. Some make this an Emblem of 
the Jewijb Church at that time, which was wet with the Dew of God's Word and Ordinances, 
while all the reft of the World was dry : But fince they rejected Ghrift and his Golpol, they 
are dry while the reft of the Nations are as a watered Garden; , 

Gideon being thus encouraged by Heaven, marched with his Forces, then confifting of thir- 
ty two thoufand Men, and encamped by the Well of Harod (a)^ at or near the Fountain of 
Jezreel C^). The Lord told him he had too rnany Men : He would not deliver the Midia~ 
nites into the Hands of fo great a Number, that Iftael ftiould not glory in the Deliverance as done 
by their own Strength, but might give all the Praife to the Almighty. Therefore Gideon made 
a Proclamation; that whofoever was afraid might return to their own home : Whereupon cwd 
and twenty thoufand left the Army. The Lord again told him that the People were yet tod 
many, and ordered him to bring them to the Water, and feparate thofe who drank out of their 
Hands, from thofe who lay fiat on the Ground, and japped out the Water with their Mouths; 
There were only three hundred who did the latter j yet the Lord afTured him, that by fo fmall 
a Number he would deliver Ifr^el from the Midia72ites : Whereupon the reft were difmilTed. 
Next Night Gideon went, with his Servant Pburah^ by divine Appointment, fo near the E-^ 
nemy's Gamp, that he heard one Soldier expound a Dream to another, fignifying that Gideojt 
ftiould rout the Midiamtes, Encouraged by this Prediftion, he marched with his three hun- 
dred Men, each of them carrying a Trumpet, and an earthen Pitcher in which was a lighted 
Lamp. He pofted them round the Camp of the Enemy. They all founded their Trumpets 
to^-ethcr, broke their Pocs, held their Lamps in their Hands, and cried, ^he [word of the Lord 
and of Gideon. Terror and Confufion, imprefted by a fupernatural Power, feized on the £- 
nenn'sCamp: They flaughtered one another , and thofe who furvived, ^cd to Jordajt ^ where 
even the Jfraelites who had been at home, purfued and deftroyed them. Some Interpreters 
(t) make this to fignify the Deftrudion of the Devil's Kingdom in this World, by founding 
the Trumpet ofthc everlafting Gofpel^ and holding forth the Light thereof out of weak earthen 
Veflels 5 lor fuch Minifters are C^), that the Exccliency of the tower may be of God : Or 
as reprefenting the Terrors of the gi-eat Day. If thefe Trumpets, Pitchers and Firebrands^ 
did fo aflright the proud Troops oiMidiafZ and uimaiek ^ who fhall be able to ftand before that 
great Terror, when the Trumpet of the Archangel lhall found, the Elements fliall melt with 
fervent Heat, and the Lord himfelf ftiall defcend with a Shout ? 

Gideou having by a miraculous Afiiftance gained a complete Vi<5lory, gave notice to the In- 
habitants of Mount Epbraim^ to cut off the Retreat of the Midiafiites^ and "fecure the PalTes 
on Jordan. They feized Oreb and Zeeb^ whom they put to Death, prefenting their Heads to 
Gideon ; yet complained that he had not called them to fhare of the Honour of the Vidlory^ 
But he, like a wife Judge, calmed their Paflions by a condefcending Speech (0 5 then, as a 
valiant General, ho purlued the Remainder of the Midi^mites over Jordan, They had mada 
a terrible Havock of themfelves 5 one hundred and twenty thoufand fell : But the two Kings 
oiMzdian being, 'tis like, better provided for an Efcape than the reft, got over S^or^^z^ before 
the PalTcs could be fecured by the Ephraimites^ and made towards their own Country. GU 
dcon followed tl^em with his three hundred Men i who being fatigued and weary, he asked Pro- 
vifions for theni of the Men of Snccoth and Fennel i which they not only refufed, but alfo 
mocked him : For which Infolence he threatned them with military Execution upon his Re- 
turn, At laft- he overtook the Midianites^ while they were fecure 5 routed them, took their 
two Kings, Zeba and Zalmitnna^ Prlfoners ^ feized their Ornaments, and killed themfelves 
with his own Hand, becaufe by their own Gonfeflion he found they had llain his iferethren at 
S:'cibor. The Deftru^ion of thefe Kings is long after pleaded in Prayer as a Precedent to hope 
for the Ruin of the Church's Enemies (f). Next Day, in his Return, he chailifed the El- 
ders of ^V/ccorZ' with Thorns and Briers, beat down the Tower of Pf;///^'/, (both which Places 
jire in the Tribe of <lad^ on the other Side of Jordan^ and flew the Men of their City, or 
thofe who had affronted him, as he had before threatned, for their Ingratitude and Infolence^ 
After the Victory, the Men Ifrael faid unto Gideon^ Kule thou over us^ hath thon^ and thy 
fon^ and thy font's [on : for thou haji delivered us from the hands of Midi an. This being in ef^ 
ferf to give him an hereditary kingly Government, he declined it, faying, / will not rule o~ 
ver yonl neither floaU my fon rule o^ver you : the Lord fhall rule over you, Ifrael was then under 
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a Theocracy, j God raifed up extraordinary Judges or Rulers, and qualified them for govern- 
ing his People profperoufly, while they were fubjedl to his Laws : And fuch a Ruler Gideon 
flffe^^ed to be, and not to change their Form of Government. Neverthelefs in this he erred, 
that having ercdied an Altar by divine Appointment in his own City Ophrah^ for an extraor- 
dinary Occafion, he thought, it might be continued for ordinary Ufe i and therefore raifed 
Contributions out of the Spoil taken irom his Enemies, to hire Priefts, and to make prieflJy 
Garments, efpecially an Ephod, that he might confult God at bis own home upon all Occa-. 
iions, Which became a fnare unto Gideon and to bis hotife (a) : Poh there was in this tradlice, 
fiuperflition aixl Will-worfhip, lerving God by a Device of his own ; Prefumption, in caufmg 
other Prieils to wear this kind of Ephod which was peculiar to the Hlgh-prieft , Tranfgreflion 
of a plain Command, of worihipping God but at one Place and one Altar (b)y making a Schifni ^ 
ampng the People, and laying a Stumbling-block or an Occafioh bf Sujjefltition before them. 
ididian being fubdued before the Children oilfraely fd that they lifted up their Heads ho more, ^«//c: 
the Country was quiet forty Years CO* ^*37» 

So Joon as Gideon was dead^ the children of Jfrael turned again j and went a whoring £fter 
Baalim^ and made Baal-heritb their god (d), 'the Name of this Idol fignifies. The Lord or 
God of the Covenant. Dr. Cnmherla?sd (^) coneeives, that it was Cbronus or Cbam^ worfhipped 
at Berytns : Others Cf) think this was a Goddefs of thQ Phoenicians^ (the /d^^^iva; Terminations 
itb and Jitb being feminine) and that fhe was the fame worfhipped anciently by the Greeks and 
Romans under the Name of Cyhele : fiut I ftay no longer upon it C J^)- This Apollacy was 
punifhed by inteftine Broils and Gonfufions among the I/raelites thehafelves : For Gideon ha- 
ving feveral Wives^ had by them feventy Sons^ and alio one named Ahimetecb^ a bafe bv na- 
tural Son^ born of a Concubine at Sbechem 5 who thruft himfelf into the Government in his 
own City, by Subtlety^ and cruel Murder of all the Sons of his Fathet. The Jfrdelites were 
io degenerate, and lb ungrateful to the Houfe Gideon, as not to revenge this barbarous Alaf- 
facre. For which Jot ham ^ the youngeft Son o£Gideoh, who had been by kind Providence 
hid when his Brethren were killed, reproved them in a pleafant Parable C^), upbraiding them 
for chufjng fueh a bafe Pcrfon to be their King 5 and. then retired for fear o£ Abiineliclh At 
length a Spirit of Divifion arofe between Abimelech and thd Men of SbHbem, headed by 
one Gaal the Son of ^^^-i, who being betrayed by Zebnl^ Abimclecb's Confident, Was foon 
made difappear, and the Men of Sbechem ruined, a thoufand of them beingbiirnt to DSath in 
the Houfe of their Idol Beritb. Abimelech purfued the Remainder of his Enemies to a fmall 
City in the Neighbourhood of Ayi^^i^i&^w, or ^i?ii/>o//j, called CO STbebez, where he forced the 
inhabitants from the Town into the Caf^ie J which when he endeavoured to burn, a WomaA 
threw a Piece ofa Milftone on his Head, which broke his Skull ^ and he called oh his Armour- 
bearer tothrufl him through with a Sword^ that it might hot befaid a Woman had flaiin him. 
Thus God recompenied the Wickednefs that ^^/w<?/^i^^ had done ih killing his feventy Bre- 
thren. Of him it may be faid^ as of another Tyrant, That became in like a Fox, tuled as a 
Lion, and died like a Dog, after he had beena Plague to his Country three Years. -^^ 

After him there arofe to d*iicnd jfrael^ Tolab the Son b£ ^Puab, the Son bf Dodd, of the 271s' 
^ribe of Jffacbar* H& dwelt in M,ount Epbraim near the Heart of the Country^ thrit the 
People might conveniently refortto him for Judgment. Thb* there be little onRefcord of himj 
yet he feems to have been, a good peaceable Man^ raifed up to reform Abufes, to put down 1- 
dolatry, to appeafe Tumults, and heal Wounds given to the Church and State during Abime- ^, j^; 
7ffc^'s"Ufurpation i and he governed Ifrael twenty three Years C^fe). 27?? 
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r a Gileadite fuceeded him, and judged Ifrael twenty two Years. He was of the half 
Tribe of Manaffeh^ on the Eaft Side of Jordan : Tho* theyfeenied feparated frorti thdf Bre- 
thren, yet God took Care, that while the Honour of the Government lliifted froih Tribe to i^" 
Tribe, before it fettled in Juddb^ that they who lay remote fh'ould fomctimes fhare in it. 'Tis XLuc. 
remar-ked concerning this Judge, ^bat he had thirty f6ns who rode on thirty affks colts. His ii8j. 
[Family increafed, and his Sons had Prefernjents, being itinerant Judges, who rode from Place 
to Place in their Circuits, toadminifter juftice, as ±)eputies to their Father j and th^y had 
good Poffefiions, every one a Citv, c^Ued^Havotb-Jairy that Is, the Villages of Cities ofyair^ 
either from a famous Man among their Anccftbrs of that Name C^), or frorh their own Fa- 
ther, who gave them to his Sons, who fortified arid enlarged them. 

^be children of Ifrael did evil again in the fight of the Lord^ dnd feifv^d Baalim and Afhta* 
rot by and the gods of Syria]^ a72d the gods of Zidon^and the gods of Moab^ and the gods of the 
children of Amtnon^ a72d the gods of the Pbiliftines, and forjbok the Ldrd, and ferved not him 
Qm). By introducing thefe. foreign Deities, they rehdred themfeives mean and defpicable 3 for 
no Nation that had any Senfe of Honour would change fcheir Gods i and it was the Height of 
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FoUy^ Wickednefs and Ungraticude cowards the Lord their God, who had given them many 
miraculous Deliverances. Therefore the Lord renewed his Judgments upon them, for be folA 
them into the hands of the Philifiines to the Souch-weft oiQanaaft^ and to the bajids of 
the /jiiimouites^ to the North-eaft, fo as between thefe Milftones the whole Land was mi- 
ferably crufl\ed. The Oppreflion of the Ammonites continued eighteen Years, a greater 
Part of which fcems to have been in the Time o£Jair. Even then was fulfilled, that theyjhonld 
he /lain before their enemies^ and have no fower to ftand before them (a J, Their Ways and 
Doings had procured this to themfelves. In fo great Diftrefs Ifrael cried to the Lord, fay- 
ing, fVe have finned againft thee^ both becaiife ive have forfaken our God^ and alfo ferved Ba* 
alim. He upbraided them for their Folly j whereon they renewed their Confeilion, and pro- 
feiTed Reformation ; for they put away the ftrange gods from among them ^ and ferved the Lord ^ 
a72d his foal was grieved for the raijery of Jfrael. As an Evidence of divine Favour, they 
were diretfced to the Choice o^Jepbthah to be their Deliverer. He was the Son of Qilead by 
an Harlot f ^> His Brethren expelled him from his Father^s Houfe, but being a mighty- 
Man of Valour, having Soldiers gathered to hirn, his Countrymen at this Time thought they 
could not chufe a fitter Perfon to be their Captain. He is recorded as one of the 
Worthies of the Old Teftament, who by Faith did great Things CO? even though he had not 
fuch an extraordinary Call as the reft there mentioned. Having accepted the Command, he 
fenc MelTcnf ers to the King of the Children of Avtmon^ to expoftulate for his opprefling Jf^ 
rael^ being willing to prevent the Effufion of Blood ; or if that could not be done,to let all the 
World fee that the W^ar wasjiaft and neceflary. The King of the Ammonites^ whofe Name is 
not on Record, anfwered, Becaitfe Ifrael took aiscay my land, when they came rtp out of Egypt, 
from Arnon even tinto Jabbok^ and unto y or dan 5 now therefore refiore thefe lands peaceably.. 
To which Jepbtbah replied. That the Jfraelites had taken that Land from iSihon King of the 
Amorites^ who had been the Aggreflbr, not only refufing them Paflage through his Country, 
but alfo coming out to fight againft them , that the Lord their God had given them that Landj 
and what he had given them fo long ago, they would not part with, "jephthah having fo clear 
a Call to the War, went over againft the Enemy, gained the Vidlory, and took from them 
twenty Cities- In his Return his Daughter came out to meet him, with Timbrels and Dances j 
and flje was bis only cbild^ hefides her he had neither fon nor daughter. This greatly afflifted 
him, for when he was going upon this dangerous Expedition, he had vowed to the Lord^ 
^bac 'ivhatjoever floould come forth of the doors ofhishoufe to meet htm^fhonld fnrely he theLord*s^ 
and he would offer it up for a bnrnt-offering. The Vow was rafh, and too general - and now ht* 
thought there was no Remedy 5 for he faid, I'have op)ened iny mouth to the hord^a^td I cannot 
^0 back. His Daughter fubmitted, only feeking two mojzths to bewail her virginity with he^ 
fellows upon the mountains 5 lamenting that there fiiould be none left to reprefcnt her Father's 
Honour and Eftate. At the End of the two months Jbe retttrmd to her father^ who did with 
her according tohisvoza.' Whether he devoted her only to God and to perpetual Virginity, 
or offered her up for a burnt-offering, I Ih&U not determine. The latter feems more agree- 
able to the Text. If he did fo, it looks very barbarous 5 and none can be juftified in doing 
the like. The Men q£ Epbraim having infulted and threatned.J^j)i&^i&^^ for not calling them 
to affift in the War againft the Children of QdJ, the Matter came to a Battle, where^- 

M. -^^ Gileadites overthrew the Ephraimites, and killed of them in the Fight, and as thejr 
'^f^c, pafied the River 7ori^^2«5 forty two thoufand. Jephtbab having judged Jfrael fix Years, died^ 
.1183." and was buried in one of the Cities of Qilead. 

'ji u After him Jb%an oi Bet blehejn fudged Ifrael feven Years. He might have been an old Man, 
Z774.' tho' he was Judge but for afhorc while; for he had thirty Sons and thirty Daughters, all of 
'^fit. c. whom he lived to fee married 5 and thefe numerous Alliances, with his own perfonal Merits, 
* might qualify him for the Government, which he exercifed nearthe Center of the Kingdona,

niighty Tribe of Epbraim- began to recover its Reputation, having not afforded any Perfon of

This Abdon h-jd a numerous Oftspring of forty Sons, and thirty Grandfons, who rode on feven^ 

ty Afs-colts, either as Judges and Officers, or as Gentlemen and Perfons of J:>Wm^ion^ It 

' might 
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might give him Pleafure ro fee Ms childreits cbildrm j but 'tis to be feared he did not fee 
peace upon Ifrael ; for by his Time the Fhiliftmes had begun to opprefs them. 

The Hiftory of Samfou^the laftof the Judges before Eli, is recorded at greater Length ± 
he made a great Figure, and yet vaftly different from that of his Predecefibrs j for we never 
find him at the Head either of a Court, or of an Army, in the Throne of Judgment, nor in the 
Field of Battle, yet in his own Perfon a great Patriot of his Country, and a terrible Scouro-e 
to its Enemies and Opprcflbrs. He was an eminent Believer C«), and a Type of him, who 
with his own arm wtoiighi falvation. The Hiftory of the reft of the Judges begins with their 
Advancement to that Station, but Samfon^s^ with his Conception and Birth. While the Chil- 
dren of Ifrael were under Oppreffion by the Pbiliflines^ to punifh their Sins, the Angei of the 
Lord appeared to the Wife oi^ Manoah^ of the Tribe o^Dan, who' was barren, and bare not 
aifuring her that ftie Ihould have a Son, who fhall be a Na^arite^ and begin to deliver Ijrael 
from the Hand of the Philiftines. The Woman told her Husband, who defired that the fame 
blelTed Meifenger might givethem further Inftrudlions concerning the Management of this 
Child. God gracioufly anfwered his Petition 5 the Angei again appeared, and repeated the 
Diredlions. SbeJJjall not eat of any thing that ' Cometh of the vine^ neither let her drink Kvine or 
ftrong drink^nor eat any unclean thing (h ). Mamah offered to entertain the Angel with 
Meat 5 but he declined it, and appointed it to be turned to a Sacrifice^ which he gracioufly 
accepted. By the whole Condud: of the Angel,he appears tohave been an extraordinary Perfon, 
even the McfTenger of the Covenant, the Son of God, as a Forerunner of his Incarnation 5 for 
he is called Jehovah (c\ a Name incommunicable to a Creature. He received and accepted 
of religious Worfhip, and his Name is fecret or wonderful. Mauoahwis^rxxc"^ with Fear^ but 
his Wife, tho' the weaker VelFel, was the ftronger Believer. She argued well, faying. If the 
Lord were plea-fed to kill us^ he 'Would not have received a burnt^offering^ and a meat-offering at 
our hands j — nor would he as at this time have told 21s fich things as thefe. He would not have 
accepted our Sacrifice, by turning it to Afiies, nor given us fuch Manifeftations, nor fuch gra- 
cious Promifes,^ now when Vifiohis rare, and we are under fore Opprefilon. 

The Promife was foon accomplilhed, the Woman who had been long barren, did bear a 
Son, and called his Name Sajnjo^ ^ which is derived from Shetnejb, the Sun ; and it feems 
he fhined like a little Sun. In his Childhood he grew to more than ordinary Strenpth ^ as an 

Evidence of divine Favour, In his Youth,' the- fpirit of the Lord hegan to move him'^C^J^ He 
began to exert himfelf in more than ordinary Aftions, againft the Incurfions of the Phili^ 
ftines. The other Parts of his Life are furprizing and uncommon. He courted to Wife a 
Daughter of the Philijiijtes at Sintnath, which was contrary to the Law of Mo/es. He did 
well to ask his Father's Ad wee. His Parents were againft i: for Fear of Idolatry 5 but Provi- 
dence over-ruled the Matter, that Sa?nfm might have Occafion to quarrel with the Pbilifiznes 
CO» • As he was going to court the Maid, he met a Lion and killed it, renting the ravenous 
Beaft in . Pieces with his Hands, Pafling afterwards the fame Way, to marry his Bride, he 
found a Swarm of Bees in the Throat of thfe Lion he had killed before, which had made a 
Honey-comt) in it : He took it, and gave it to his Father and Mother, without telling them 
whence he had it. During the Wedding- feaft, Sanifon ^vo^oitd a Riddle to thirty young 
Men fent by the Philifiines to bear him Company,* or to watch him. Out of the eater ^ faid 
he, came forth meat^ and outoftheftrong-fweetnejs. He gave them fcven Days to expound 
it, upon Condition, that if they did fo, he would give them thirty Sheets, and thirty change 
of Garments J but if they did not, they Ihould give him the fame Number. Thefe young 
Men not knowing how to expound the Riddle, on the feventh Day of the Week, but fourth 
'Bay of the Feaft, applied themfelves to his Wife, to let them in to the Secret. By her Pray- 
ers and TenrsSamfon was prevailed with to let her in to it 5 and /he immediately told it to 
thefe young Men, who faid to Sainfon^ IVhat is fweeter than ho7iey ? and what is Jironger thau 
a lion ? He perceived his Wife had difcovered the Myftery, and faid. If you bad not plo/tgh* 
ed with my heifer^ you had not expounded my riddle, Satan with his Temptations could not do 
usfo great Mifchiefj if he did net plough with the Heifer of our corrupt Nature. The pay- 
ing of the Wager did not coft him much Money, for going to Afcalon^ one of their chief Ci- 
ties, he there flew thirty of the Phi lift ines^v/hoCe Garments he gave to them that expounded 
the Riddle : But being incenfed at his Wife, he retired to his Father's Houfe, and fhe was 
married to one of thele yoUrig Men who had attended the Wedding. 

At Harveft Time Ay^z^w/cj;/ returned, and was much furprifed, when his Father-in-law told 
him, that his Wife was married to another CfJ- Looking upon the whole Nation of Ifrael 
wronged in the Afftont done to him as a publick Perfon, he refolved to be revenged 5 and in 
oiTler to it, found Means by himfelf, or the Help of others, to catch three hundred Foxes, 
which he tied together two and two by the Tails, with lighted Torches to them, and fo tur- 
ned them in among the ftanding Corn of the Philiftines ig^ i to which they fee Fire in fo

xnany Places at orxe, when it was dry, or in the Night Time^ that it could not be quenched; . 
^he Philtftiiies underftanding that it vjasSamfofi^ Son-in-law to the ^zmm'te^ ,wh6 had done 
them this Alifchief, tliey camQ to X^tunatb and burnt his Father-in-Jaw and his .Wife 5 whereby 
thev puniHied their own i?cople for their Treachery to Samfon, Neverthelefs he carried oir 
liis Revenge j for he fmoce the with a great Slaughter, and then retired to the 

Top .of the Rock Etaiu in the Tribe at judab. The PhilijHnes came down to take him j 
but fearing to go up agaiiift him themfelves, they demanded him. of the Men ofjndab^ who 
being afraid to oppofe their Enemies, upbraided SamfoH for \vhat he had done, and offered to 
feize and deliver him to the Fhilifiines. He fuffered himfelf tobe bound, and the 'Philiftines 
came forward CO lay Hands on hini : But he broke in Pieces the Cords with which he was 
tied j and taking up the Jaw-bone of an Afs, with it he killed a thoufand Pbilifiines, The 
Heat of the Adlion made him fo exceffively thirfty^ that he .was ready to faintj had not the 
i,ord caufed a Stream of Water to flo\y oui; of a Rock called Lehi^ or the Jaw-^bone (i?), 
ivich which he quenched his Thirft, and praifed God for the Vidlory. Then went Samfon 
down to Gavda^ where he faw an Harlot, and went in to her (b')^ This was his Sin and Folly^ 
for an Jfraelite^ a Naxaritc dedicated to God, to join himfelf to a heathen Harlot : And it was 
jnot without Danger 5 for the PMlifiwes having Notice that their Enemy was there, fiiutthe 
Gates dellgning to apprehend him j but he rofe at Midnight, being perhaps roufed by a Dreamy 
^nd went away with the Gates of* the Cityj the Pofts, Bar and all upon his Shoulders, and 
carried them to the Top of a Hill, which looks towards Hff^ro;/. He was again taken in the 
Snare of unlawful Love, to a 'woman in the valley of Sorek^ whofe name was Delzlab. This 
Adult erefs did hunt for his pretiotis life, 1 he Princes of the Philiftines m^Ae Intereft with 
iier, faying, Jutice him^ and fee '^bereift bis great ftrength lieth^ that we may bind bim^ tit 
afflivl mm j and we will give thee every one of tis eleven hundred pieces of filver. Five Lords 
having made this Offer, hence would arife 5500 Pieces, amounting to about a thoufand 
Pound Sterling. She ufed her utmoft Art to gain the Reward. Jofephus infinuates 
That flie gave him intoxicating Liquor. If he willingly took it, this would be a Breach of 
his Vow as a Nazarite. However Samfon, after deceiving her three feveral Times, was at 
iaft prevailed on by her Importunity, to tell her all that was in his Heart, frying,- 'Sphere batb 
not come a ra^oitr 7ipon mine bead from my mothers woinh^ if I be Jhaven^ then my ftrength will 
go from lue, and I ftsall become weak as another man. Delilah then caufed Ihave his Head,- as 
he lay afleep on her Knees. Having loft the Badge of his Confeeration as a Na%arite^ th6 
Philiftines took him without any Difficulty $ and having put out his Eyes, led him to Ga%a^ 
loaded with Irons, and Ihut him up in Prifon, His Strength and Defence departed from 
him^ when the Covenant of his Separation 10 God was profaned. Some time after the Pbili'^ 
Jiines kept a Day of Rejoicing for the taking of their greateft Enemy, and afcribed the Ho* 
nour of their Vidory over him to Dagon their God. After feafting and caroufing, they brought 
out Samjon to make Sport to them. He had probably repented of his Sin in the Prifon j and 
now liis Locks began to giow; Being brought to the Houfe full of Men and .Women, with 
three thoufand on the Top of iCj he defired to feel the two Pillqrs on which the Houfe refted. 
*Tis not incredible that fo large a Houfe might lean on two Pillars 5 for many sntient Arts 
are now loft, on which a learned Author hath wrote a particular Book (J>)^ and efpecially that 
of Architeifture, which the Pi?//i(/??V/^J might learn from the Phoenicians their Neighbours. 
And we find one CnriOy in the Time of "Julius Ccejar^ built two Theaters ( e)^ which con*- 
tained more People than this Houfe oi Dagon^ and yet each of them leaned upon one Pillar. 
Samfon having laid hold on the Pillars of the Houfej and prayed to God for his Afliftance, that 
Jig mii^ht be avenged only this once upon the Philiftines for his two Eyes, the Houfe fell to 
the Ground. The W^eight of the People on the Top would contribute to the Fall ^ and few 
of chofc who were on the Top, or within it, could efcape, being either ftifled or cruflied to 
Death. Thus they whom he killed at his Death, were more thanthofe whom he flew in his 
Life* Samfon himfelf perifhed with the reft. He had often as a publick Perfon expofed him- 
felf to Dangers, in oppofition to the declared Enemies of the Church of Godj and now was 
willing to die, to obtain a great Vidlory over them. This then can give no Encouragement 
to fuch as wickedly murder themfelves 5 nay, *tis rather a Type of our Saviour, who by wiK 
lingly yielding himfelf to Death) obtained a glorious Vi(5\ory over Hell, and all the Powers of 
'A, M. iDarknefs. Samfon being dead, his Friends buried him in the burying Place of Manoah his 
iSii. pathcr, after he had judged Jfrael twenty Years. He pleaded the Caule of JJraely and avenged 
^^7x'b1* them on their Enemies in many wonderful Alliens i which deferve Credit, lance what is im*- 
' poRible with Man, is pofiible with God: And that was not fully delivered under the 

Condudl of fuch a valiant Captain, was owing to their own Sin and want of Courage* Hisl»ife 
is not defigned to be a Pattern for us j for we are to live by Rules, and not by Examples S But 
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Period IV. The Hijiory of Eli and SamueL i^f 

it was rather a Type of him, wbo was made vs the Ukmfs of finftil flejly^ that be might deftr'oy 
and condemn fin in the flejh. 

§ 22. At this Time Eli the High-pHeft judged Jfrael {a). He fucfceeded Sdmfm : And 
ic is remarkable, that in the whole Hiftory of the Judges, fome of whofe Alliens dre ve- 
ry particularly recorded, there is not fo much as once mention of the High-prieft, or any di- 
ther Prieft or L^-zj/Yp appearing either for Counfel br Adlion, ivo^\ 'Phinehas (b) C who was 
the Son of Elea^ar. the Son oi Aaron ^ to which may be reckoned two hundred and fifty 
Years j only the Names bf the High-priefts during that time are prefervGd (r). How can this 
be ? Surely it intimates that this Inftitution was chiefly intended to be typibal, and irhe niigii-. 
ty Benefits promifed by it were to be chiefly lookM for in the Anti-type, the everhilling 
Priefthood of our Lord Jefus, In com{)arifon of which the Levitital Priefthbod had no Glory. 
The principal Events in the Government of Eli are recorded in the firft four Chapters of the 
jfirft Book of Samuel 5 which Books are fo named, not becaufe Samnil was the Penman bf them^ 
except fo much as. was within his own Tirtie, to the twenty fifth Chapter of the firft Book 5 
but becaufe the firft Book contains a lai^ge Account of him. The refti conterhing the Reigns 
'o£ Sazii stud David^ might he Writ by Nathan^ Gad^ or D^ivid him felf. It is no matter though 
we know not the Penman^ fince the Record is indld^ed by the Spirit of God as a Part of the 
Canon of the Scriptures^ as fuch received by the Church of the y^ic^J, ahd faithfully tranfmit- 
ted to us. The firft Book begins with the Conception and Birth o£ SaimisL Some Scripture 
Worthies are iiiiroduced abruptly^ the firft Merition of them being in their full Growth and 
Luftre 5 others are delcribed from their Conception and Nativity, as Mofes^ Sam[on^ Samii^ 
'el^ jeremiah^ John the Baptift, and oUr blefled Saviour. Hannah'^ the Wife o't Elkaiiab^ a 
Levite of Mount Ephraim-y had been long barren. Her Husband's other Wife^ Peniimdh^ re- 
proached her i which was fo affliding to her Spirit, that when fhe went up to Sbilbh to th6 
■ ibiemn Feafts, fhe did not feat. Her Husband j who dearly Ibved her, fcdm'ibrted hef, faying, 
i4m not J better to thee than t^n fous ? yet her Concern put her tb Prayefs and Teai-s; She. 
.begged a Child, a Man-child^ that hfe might be for the Service of the Tabernacle j and if 
God would give her fuch a Ghild^ fhe vowed flie would devote him tb God as a Ndzarit'e from 
the Womb. Eli the Prieft perceiving her Lips move, but her Voice not heard^ at firft cen- 
fured her as one drunk 5 but being bettfer informed, that fhe was a Woman of a troubled Spi- 
rit, pouring out her Complaint before God5 he encouraged her, faying, The God of Jfrael 
grant th'ee^ thy petitim : go in peace, Wh&reupdn fhe went away, and' did eat of the Remain- 
der of the Peace-offerings j none of which was to be left till the Morning : And having good 
Hopes of the hearing of her Prayers, her countenance was no more fad. She and her Husband 
\vent home, and foon had a Man-child, ndmed Saraiiel ^ whom his Mother n'urfed, arid there- 
after prefented him to the JLord at the Tabertiacie, conform to her Vow, with Burnt-offer- 
ings and Meac-offerings : And being fenfibl6 of the Greatiiefs of her Mercy, with a Spirit off 
Prayer and Prophecy ftie indiflfed a pleafant So'ng (d), Elkanah being difmifled with the High- 
prieft 's Blcfling, went home to his Houfe j wliere his Wife Hannah bare him three Sons a d 
two Daughters Thefe pious Parents came up yearly to offeh their Sacrifices at Shiloh : 

liafinah brought to Samuel her Son a little Coat, and rejoiced to fee him minifter to the Lord 
under the Diredlion of the High-prleft. But Matters went not fo well with the Family of 
The Wickednefs of his Sons was great : They profaned the OfTetirigs of the Lord ; for, to 
gratify their own Luxury, they took Violently frotn the Peoisle a great Share of the Peace-of- 
ferings which did not belong to them : And though they had Wives of theit own, they de- 
bauched thoie that came to worfliip at the Boor of the Tabernacle. Old Eli was grievdd with 
the Report of thefe Enormities^ yet reprovfcd his SofiS with too great Mildnefs and Lenity : 
Wherefore the Lord fent him an alafming MciTage by d Prbphfct, threatning the Ruin of his 
Family for the Wickednefs his Sons were guilty of. 

, ^ Mean time Samuel increafed in the Favour of God : He hot only appeared Ji young Prieft^ 
^irt with a Jinen Ephod, though by Birth a Levite only » but alfo as a young Prophet, Iti 
vvhom the Spirit of Prophecyj then tai-e and uncommon, did revive CfJ. When Eli was a- 
bed, God manifcfted himfelf to Samuel in ah extraordinary Way, difcovering the Judgments 
he would inflidt on the Houfe of £i/ 3 which he related faithfully to the old Man next Mbr- 
hing, when he adjured him to t^ll the Matter 5 and the High-prieft patiently fubmltted to the 
divine Sentence : Though he knew that it entailed Difgrace dhd Poverty on his Pofterityj 
yei: he faid. It is the Lord^ let him do what feemetb him good. And Samuel was eftablilhcd a 
Prophet, which all Ifrael knew. The Predidlions againft the Family of £/z foon began to be 
fulfilled. The Philijiines had been long Oppreflbrs of Ifraei^ and by this time had recovered 
from the Miichiefs that Samfon had done thtfra. They gained a Victory at Aph'ek^ killing a» 
bout four thoufand Ifraelites (g). The Elders of Ifrael^ without refoiving to faft, to pray, 
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or amend their Lives, quarrelled with God for appearing againft them, faying, Woerefore bath 
the Lord [mitten lis f and concerted Meafures for another Engagement. They caufed the Ark 
of the Lord to be carried from Sbiloh unto the Army, for which they had no Warrant, ii/o- 
hhni and Phinebas the Sons of who had provoked the Lord with their Wickednefs, went 
alone with it. The Ifraelites rejoiced at the Sight thereof, and the Pbil7p72es were alarmed 5 
yet this only fnarpned their Courage, to be firong^ and quit themselves like men. And iu 
the Day of Battle lirael were put to the Flight ; The. Philiftines killed thirty thouland of 
them the Ark of God was taken, and the two Sons of RU were flain. External Privileges 
will fecure none that abufe them, and live unlike to them. To this fad Event the Ffalmift 

refers • He gave hisftrength into captivity^ and bis glory into the enemies band. S^heit 

p-iefts fell by the [word Qa). A Man of the Tribe of Benjainin brought the News to Eli ^ 
'J M who hearing that the Ark of God was taken, fell from his Seat, broke his Neck, and died. 
iSyr,.' He was an old Man, of ninety eight Years, and heavy j his Eyes dim that he could not fed, 
^- ^- and had judged I[rael forty Years. He was alfo a good Man, more taken up about the Inte- 

reft of the Church, than any fecular Concern of his own : His heart tretnbled for the ark of 
God. No Wonder; the Ark was a fpecial Symbol of God's Prefence 5 it had remained ac 
Shiloh from Jojjoiia's Days, three hundred and Efty Years or thereby : But now their Candle- 
ftick was removed, and did never return to that Place. The Defolations of Shiloh ought to 
be remembred, that we may not provoke God by our Sins to remove his Ordinances from lis 
as from that City C^). Of the fame pious Difpofition were others 5 particularly the "Wife of 
\^hi7iehas^ Elt\ Daughter-in-law, being near her Time, her child-bearing Pains came upon 
her ac hearing thefe doleful News. Though Ihe brought forth a Son, fhe did not regard it ; 
but,"dying, defircd to call her Son Ichahod^ becaufe the glory was departed from JJrael^ the 
ark of God was taken. 

The Fbiliftines triumphed, and placed the Ark of God in AJJjdod^ (called by the Greeks 
and Koinansy Azotus^ one of their five principal Cities, and fet it by Dagojt in the Houfe of 
Da^^on (O- Though HeacheniflT Idols admitted of Partners, God will admit of none : He a- 
lone mufl be worfliipped. The Ifraelites had no Courage to vindicate the Caufe of their God, 
but he afierted his own. The Triumph of the Philiftines was fhort : Dagdn fell twice be- 
fore the Ark ^ the Head o£ Dagon and both his Hands were cut off on the Threfliold, only 
the Stump or fifti-like Part remained : ( For Dagon is derived from Dag^ a Filh 5 and the 
'rews fay that from the Navel downwards he had the Shape of a Filh, and upwards the Shape 
of a Man i of which I have writ more fully in another C^) Effay.) Down he comes before 
the Ai k to fi°-niiy the Fall of the Kingdom of Satan before the Kingdom of Chrift. Error 
muft yield to Truth, and Corruption to Grace. The DownfaU of Dagon did not make the 
Vbiiiftiues repent of their Idolatry, and feek the God of I[rael^ as they ought to have done 5 
and therefore many of them were deftroyed, and others were fmitten with Emrods C^). This 
made them acknowledge the Power of the God of Ifrael^^ and fend his Ark to Gath j where 
they and alfo the Ekronites^ feeling his avenging Wrath, at laft fent the Ark of God home 
to the Land of Canaan^ with rich Prefents, of five golden Emrods and five golden Mice, 
after it had been detained in the Land of the Pbilifii7ies leven Months (/)• Two milch Cows 
carried the Ark, on a new Cart, to Beth-pemefh in the Tribe ofjtidab. The Men of that 
Place rejoiced to fee it i they offered the Cows in a Sacrifice. of Thankfgiving to God, and 
fet down the Ark of the Lord on the great Stone Abel. But the People in and about Beth- 
(JjemeOj to gratify a fmful Curiofity, looked into the Ark, C which was forbidden even to the 
Levites (g^ under Pain of Death 3 ) and the Laird [mote of the people fifty thon[and and three- 
[core and ten men (/-?). If this be thought an A61 of too great Rigour, let it be confidered, 
Firft That Men are very incompetent Judges of thefe Matters, fince they underfi-and not thp 
Rcafons and Caufes of thefe Judgments, and particularly of his fevere Procedures againft the 
People of lyrael under the Old fefiament Difpenfation, for thofeSins that did immediately con- 
cern his Worfiiip, as a V/arning to others : Yet it is certain, though God's Way be ofren fe; 
t:ret it is never unrighteous. Secondly, Many learned Men tranflate and underftand this Text 
ocherwife, and make the Number fmitten Betb-floemeflj much fmalier. JoJ'ephiis (/) the 
Jcz^j fns «"*y f<^venty Men were killed. A very learned Author (^) tranflates it. He. [mote 
if or amoiig the people jevc?ity men oiii of fijty thcujand ^ the Particle mem^ of^ or, out of, be- 
ing underflood before the Word fifty. The Koma^is ufed to make a Decimation, by cutting 
ofi' every tenth Man, in cafe of the general Guilt of their Army : Here it is the twentieth Man. 
*\:\-\^'Syriac and ./^r^Z'/c Verfions read this Text, five thov.fand and [even. y men. Finally, Some 
think the feventy Men were Beth-fijemitcs.^ flain for looking into the Ark, and the fifty thou* 
-^and were thofe who were flain for profaning the Ark in the Land of the Philiftines, 
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Period IV. The HiBory, of S^mml md Saul. 14 

The Men of BeSb-Jhemefi were fo ftruqk with che Terror of this Judgment, that they lent a 
Mefiage to the People oi Kirjath-jearim to fetch away the Ark 5 who complying with their De- 
fire, brought it to the Houfe o^Abinadai? in the Hil), and fandtified Elea%ar his Son to keep it U)^ 
and all the houfe of Ifrael lamented after the Lord, It refhed there twenty Years. The People 
being fenfible, that by their Sin they had provoked the Lord to withdraw his Ordinances and 
Signs of his Prefence, and give, them up to their Enemies, longed for his Return. This encoura« 
ged Samuel to begin a general Reformation, exhorting them^Pz/^ aiicay (fays he) thefirange gods^ 
and AjJjtaYOtb front among yon^ and prepare your hearts unto the Lord^ and ferve hiiu only : and 
he 'Will deliver yon out of the band of.tbe Pbilijlines. The People obeyed thefe Orders, and af- 
fembled at Mi%peh ; where they lafted, weeped and prayed. The Philifiiues hearing of this 
general Meeting of Ifrael^ marched to attack them. The Jfraelites were afraid of their old 
OpprefTors, and intreated Samuel never to ceafe in praying to God lor thcin j which he chcar- 
fully did, and. riiade Interceffipn, by offering up a Lau^b in a Eurnt-lacrifice. The Lord gi-a- 
cioufly accepted his Oblation, and heard his Prayer i che Pbiliflines were intirely defeated, in 
fuch a Manner .as magnified the Power qf.God ; For the 1 txt fays, ^ he Lord t hundred 'Lviib a 
great thunder on that day_ upon the Philtftwes^ and dijcon/jited tbew^ and they were fmitteji be-^ 
fore Ifrael. An.d the men of Ijrael went out. of Mizpeb^ and purfued the Pbilijlines^ until tbey 
came under Betb-car. ypfepbus (b^ adds, that the liarth quaKed, and in many Places open- 
ed and. fwallowed.up the Pbilifiines ^ their Faces and Hands were burnt with Lightning, and 
they obliged to (hift for themfclves by Flight. Honour was put on the HoUs o{ Ifrael^ bcinjy 
emplo)ed to,;purfue and con:i.plete the 'Viitory. For all which -^^r/^/z/e/ eredled a Monument, by 
fetting up a Stone between Mizpeb^ and Sben^ which he called Ebene^er^ frying. Hitherto 
hat b the Lord helped us, Froai this Time the P/^iUJ^if^^s came no more into the Coafts of Ifra-^ 
el i the Hand .of the Lord, was againft them all the Days of Samuel^ and the Jfraelites reco- 
vered the Towp.s. taken Iro.m.thcm, from. Ekron even to Gatb. Savntel yidgiid Ifrael all the; 
Days of.hi? Life, gping from Year to Year in Circuit to Bethel^ Gilgal and Mixpeb^ for the 
Convenience of his Country, though his ordinary Refidence was at Kamah^ his Father^s Ci-i 
ty. Thither thpy . reforted from all Parts of the Land to have their Complaints heard, and 
their Caiifes deterniined .5 and there he built an altar to the, Lord : Which he did not in Con* 
tempt of. the. one Place of W.orfhip CO 5 but (God having laid Sbilob waflL-, looking on the 
Law tying them to one Place for the prefent fufpended) as a Prophet under divine Diredlionj 
as the Patriarchs of old, he built an Akar, near, his own Refidencc, for the IJfe of his own Fa- 
mily, and the good of thofc? who reforced to it,; 

When Samuel was old^ he made his Sons, Joel and Abiah^ J^'dges over Ifrael. They walk- 
ed not in his Ways, but took Bribes, and perverted Judgment. Thi:s made the People in- 
cline to a Change of Government, and defire a King i a popr Prophet in a Mantle, though 
converfant ia the Vifions of the Almighty, look*d mean in their Eyes : They would have a 
King, with his Guards and Officers of State, to appear great as other Nations. The Thing 
difpleafed Samfiel ^ it cut him to the Heart C^), and furprifed him. He went to God in Pray- 
er concerning it, and the Lord faid to him. Hearken unto the "voice of the people in all that 
they fay unto th^e t for they have not rejefied thee^ but they have reje^ed we^ that I fJjould nop 

reign over them» They are weary of a Theocracy, or divine CLOvermxienc of Judges, having 
a Gall and Commiflion immediately from God j but let the.m be beaten with their own Rod ; 
[God, gave them a king.in his anger, CO-] Shew them the. Laws and Cuftpms of the K.ings in 
the Eaft : As.k them how they \yill bear the Pomp and Magnificence, the Charges and arbi- 
trary Power of fuch a Potentate ? He muft have a great Retinue of Servants, a magnificent 
Table, a ftanding Ai:my, great Favourites^ and great Revenues to maintain his Power. Tnefci 
would be their Grievances, and they wpuld have none but God to complain to. Notwithftand-* 
ing this fair Warning, they w.ere obftinate in their Demand, and it was granted to them. 

§ 23. The Appearance of Providence in the Eleftipn of their King was remarkable. 
Saup the Sou Kijh^ of the Tribe of Benjamin^ was a handfome Youth, taller by Head and 
Shoulders than any of the People (/). His Father's AfTes beinggone aftray, he fenthis Son 
Saul^ with a Servant to feek them . He was careful of his Parents, Intereft, and obedient to 
his Commands, yet fought the AlTes in vain : But as he was pafling through the Land of 
Zuph, his Servant faid to him. Behold there is in this city a man ofGod^ an honourable man, all 
that be fays cometb to pafs i peradventure he can Jhew us which way we Jhould go. God had the 
X)ay before given Samuel notice of his corning, and that he was thePerfon who was to be King : 
Wherefore when Saul asked him. Where is the, Houfe of the Seer ? Samuel anfwered, / am. 
the Jeer : go up, before me unto the high-placey and ye Jball eat with me to day^andto morrow I will 
let you go. As for thine affes^ that were loft three days ago^ they are. found : aitdon whom is the 
defire of Ifrael? is it not on thee ? He entertained him with refpedt above all the other Guefts 
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lit Table.; and next Day having caufed him fend dvvay his Servant, he poured a Vial of Oyl 
upon his Head and kiffed him C^)/,and faid,/? it not becanfs the Lord bath anointed thee to be Ci?p^ 
tain over his inheritafice ? As a Sign of the Truth of his Defignation to this O^cc^Samtiel pro- 
phefied, that on his Return he fhould tneet two Men near Kachefs Sepulchre, who fhould 
tell him that his Father's Affes were found 5 and that in the Plain ofSTalpor he fhould meet three 
Men going to Bethel^ one of them with three Kids, another with three Loaves of Bread, and 
a third with a Bottle of Wine ; and that when he came to the Hill of God, where there was 
a Garrifon of the Phzliftines^ he fhould find a Company of Prophets going into the City^ 
where the Spirit of God fhould come on him^j and he fhould prophefy among them. Thefe 
Prophets 'tis like were not divinely infpired to forteil Things to come, but impioyed them- 
felves in the ftudy of the Law, in inftrufting their NeighbOuts, and inA£ls of Piety, efpecial- 
ly in praifing Godj,in which they \Vere aflifted by tlie holy Spirit. All the Signs happened 
as fortold s but none of them was fo remarkable as Sanies aflbciating himfelf with the Pro- 
phets. In a (hort Time his Nomination to the Thfone was made publick^ in a general Af-^. 
femblyof the Elders of y/^jw/, and Reprefentatives of the Tribes at Mi%peb, The People 
fignified their Approbation^ Choice and Acceptance df him, faying, God fave the Kifggt, that is, 
let the King live, let him long reign over us in Health and Pofperity : Only fome few Men of 
£c//if/ defpiled him, which was not noticed. Saul went home to Gibeah^ to his Father's 
Houfcj with a fmall Band of Men, whofe HearttheLord had animated for this Service 3 and 
the Congregation being difmiffed, every Man went to his own Houfe. 

In the Beginning of this King's Government Nahojlo King bf the Ammonites laid Siege to 
yabeJh-Gilead^ on the other Side oVJordan. The People offered to furrender upon Terms of 
Safety j but NabaJIj impoiing di%raceful Conditions, to thnifi but their right eyes^ and lay it 
as a reproach npon Jfrael^ they fenc to Giheab to demand Aid of Saul. When the Mefftn- 
gers came, he had gone out to fee his Flocks (y) ■ But upon his Return^ hearing a general 
Lamentation among the People, he was fo animated with Zeal for the publiek Service^ that 
he fent MelTengers thro' all Jfrael^ funimoning them in his own Name^ and in that of Samuel 
to come to the Relief of Jab^^ upon Pain of a fevere Deathj or being cut to Pieces, as he had 
done with a Yoke of €)xeh. The People obeyed, fo as there appeared in a very ftiort Time 
three hundred thoufand IfracliteSj^nd thirty thoufand of the Tribe of 5 whereon ^^i??// 

fcnt v/clcome Tydings to the Men o£ yabej/j then in Perplexity, promifing them Relief next 
Day. And accordingly dividing his Army into thfee Companies, he fell upon the Camp of 
the Amviosntes in the Morning Watch, about Day-break, and killed them till Noon. Tliefe 
that efcaped were fo fcattered, as two of them^were not left together. The People were fo 
ravifhed with this Vidlory, that they would haVe all who defpifed Saul put to Death : But he 
oppofed the Motion 5 and they made a publick Recognition and Confirmation of his Eledlion 
to the Government at Gilgaly where they facrificed and gave Thanks to God as the Author 
of all their Succcfs; 

made a Speech to them CO ^e^^^J"^ entirely refighcd the Government into the 
Hands o£ SanL In his Difcourfe he clears himfelf of all wrong Adminiflration, minds them 
of the great Things God had done for them, and for their Fathers i fets before them the 
BlefUng attending Obedience to the Law of God, and the Curfe following upon Difobedience j 
and by the Lord's fending Thunder and Rain in the Time of Wheat-harvelt^ which was un- 
ufual, convinceth them of their Sin in feeking a King. If it be aisked, wherein confifls their 
Bin in this Matter ? 1 anfwerjDot ^limply hi defiring a King, for that was foretold (^^) j but 
that they defired a King as being weary of divine Government by Judges. They asked him 
in an impetuous Manner, at an udfeafonable Time^ before the Government of Samuel^ which 
had been fo ufcful was expired,^ and without feeking Leave or Advice from God, which inl 
fo weighty and difficult a Cafe, ought not to have been neglected. The People being by thefei 
divine Signs made fenfible of their Sin^ confefTed it, were' afraid of Judgments, and defired Sa- 
riiuel to pray for them, which he promifed to do, telling them alfo, that all fhould be well, if 
they would fear and ferve the Lord in Truth, and with all their Heart 5 but if they ftill did 
wickedly, God would confume both them and their King. 

While Samuel was joined in Coitimiflioh with Sml^ Matters Went profperoufly, but fo foori 
jis tS*:?/;/ began to reign alone, all went wrong ; for in the fecond Year of his Reign (Os 
chufehim a Band of three thoufand Men, of which two thoufand remained with the King at 
Iilicbmajlj^ and one thoufand with Jonathan his Son at Giheab. If he intended thefe for a 
Guard to his Perfon, they were too many, if for a ftanding Army againfl the Philiftines^ they 
were too few. JoHathait^ 'tis like, by his Father's Order cut off a Garrifon of the Fhiltftines 
at Gvba. If this was done in Violation of the Articles of Peace, as fome conceive (/),it was 
wrong, and had this Bffedl, that IfraH was had in Abomination by the Philiftines^ who ga- 
thered together a great Army of fix thoufand Horfe^ which Was rare in thofe Days, thirty 
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thoufand Chariots, and People as the Sand on the Sea Shore for Multitude, whom Jofephns (a^ 
calls three hundred thoufand toot, and pitched MichinaJIj. Mean Time iSaiii h^d but i 
fmall Hoft. He and his People were fainthearted, fo as matiy hid theitofelves irt Cav^s and 
Hocks, or retired over Jordan, Saul waited for Satniiel feveil Days atGilgal -, but having 
ho Patience to ftay till the feventh Day Wras an aft End, tho' that feems t6 h^ve been the ap- 
pointed Day of Meeting, the Kihghimfelfi tho^ he wa^ neithef Prieft nor Prophet, offered 
Sacrifices. Before the Bur*nt-ofFering wai well oVtv Sajmiel cQ.Tt\Q and reproved Saul for hii 
Prefumption ; who not repehting, rather pleaded Excufe for what was done ; ahd Samuel 
told him, the Kingdom fhould not continue iri his Fatnily 5 ^he Lor'd hath fought a man after 
bis own heart to be captain over bis people. Then the Prophet retired froM the Camp, where 
Saul had only fix hundred Men with him, and thefe without Sword or Spear, the Pbiliftines 
having fuffered no Smiths to live in the Land of Jfri^^pl, In this bad Poftiire of Aifairsj the 
Pbiliftines ift three Cdnajianies fpoilea and pilhged all the Country. God having Cbmpalliort 
on his People, that they might not be ruined by the Uncircurticifed, filled Jonathan with a Di- 
vine impulfe to make a bold Adventure upon the Enetnies: He and his Armour-bearer truiling 
intheCondutl; of Provideftce, fcrambled up over the Rocks, killed about twenty Men of th^ 
Pbiliftin&s. A trembling Fear, or as in the original Phrafe (fi) a trembling of God^hQlng fuper- 
natural, coming immediately from the Hand t)f God, fcized upon the whole Camp. The Earth 
quaked, and all was infuch a Confufion, as the Arnfy irelted away, and fled wh^il none pur- 
fued J ahd went on killing oile another : Beings \is like, made up of mercenary Soldiers from 
neighbcSuring Nafibns, they urtderftobd hot what others fpake, and in this Conftfet^nation de- 

ftroyed one another. The Watchmen of >^aul obferving hoW the Matter went, informed the 
King, who quickly gathering as many as he could, with many who had before deferted, pur- 
fuL'd the Enemy j and, in this Confufion, killed thera from Micbmajh tb Ajalofi. Bat thS 
Pu; fuers became faint, for Saul had adjured them, faying, Clurfed he the man that idteth an^ 
food until tb0 eveiitng^ that I may be avenged on mine enemies. This ralh Interdict had bad 
Bffed*:s, for the People at Even run upon the Spoil, took Sheep, t>xeii and Calves, which 
they killed on theGroUnd, and eat with the Blood, till a Remedy was provided for the Enor- 
inity. The Lord being confulted, if Jfrael fhould purfue the Pbilijiines liext Day^ it was an- 
fwered. Not that day. The Gaufe of this being enquired into, Jojiathan was! taken by Lot^ 
Who not hearing his Father's Prohibition, had tafted a little Honey, for which his Fathei: fen- 
tenced him to die 5 but the People reftiUed him, as the Ihflriiment of their Deliverance'. 

After this Vidlory Satil fought againft hifi Enemies on every Side,' agalnft Moah^ Ammon^ 
'Edom^ the Kings of Zobab^ and the Pbiliftines * and whitherfbever lie turned he vexed them* 
Ho had a floariftiing Fddnilya Jhinoam the Daughter of Jhimaaz his Wife, Jbnatbany IJhuiy 
and Melchifhud his Sons, Michal ahd Merab his Daughters, and Abner his Coufin-German, Ge-; 
heral of his Hoft. Samuel commanded him to makd War on the Amalekites^ and utterly de- 
ftroy them, betdufe they had laid Walt fbr Ifrael^ when they came out of ^g^pty as is recor-: 
ded in Exodus ^LVii. 8, — 16. arid Deut. xxv. 1*7,-19. In Obedience to this Charge^ SatiE 
rnuftered a great Army of two hundred thoufand F6ot,ahd ten thoufai^d Men of Judab ■ and 
having giv^h Warning to the Kenites, the Pbfterity of Jetbro^ ilfo/^^^*' 'Fkther-in-law, to de- 
part from the Amalekites^ which they did, he fmote the Amalekites £t8ai"Havilah untd Shur 5 
that is, to the Botders of Arabia^ Bgypt^ and thd Ked Sea ( c). Yfet he did his Work but by 
Halves; for he Spared Kin^ Agag and the beft of the Cattle (^d). Upon his Return Samuel 
tame to Gilgaly where he fmartly reproved the King for fparing the Cattle of the Amalekites^ 
Tho' Saul had done this from a cov62ous Inclination^ to keep the Cattle for bis Own Gain^ 
yet he pleaded for Excufe, that they wer^ refer\'ed to facrifice tb the tiofd. But the Prophet 
told him, ^at obedience was better tban facrifice. Conformity tt> the mbral Precepts recom- 
mends us more to God than all ceremonial Performances ; and fince he had rejected the Word 
tof the LtJrd, God had rejedled him from being King, Whereoh Samuel would have leffi 
Saul J but he detained him, to gaih the Relpedt of the People : For if the Prophet left him at 
this Jundture, he feaf ed his Subjedts would A\ f-evolt. . Sdmt'el cdufed Agag to be cut in Pietes^ 
iand then returned to Kamab ^ and Sdulweni to Gibedb his own City, From that Timd 

he came no more to fee the King, yet ii6 mourried for him^ and for the bad State of the Coiin-J 
tty, 

§ 24. SAMUEL was Once tnbre called but from histLetiremeht^ where he InftrUfted young 
Prophets, to do a piece of publitk Service, namely, to anoint a Mdn after God's own Hearc 
to be Captain ovet his People. The Prophet being ordered to gb to B'eth-lehem (^)i the El«^ 
ders of that Town trembled at his comirtg j but h6 .told theni he came pedceably^ to facrifice 
to the Lord 5 and called Jejfb and his Sons tb fanftify themfelVes and come to the Sacrifite: 
When Jeffe and his feven Sons appeared before Samuel^ the Lord let him knbw that none of 
thefe was the Per£bn whom he defigtied : But J^jfv having yet atibther Son keeping Sfaeep^ 
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the Prophet ordered him to be called. He was ruddy ^ of a heautifnl countenance^ and goodly 
to look to. And the Lord faid^ Kife^ anoint him 5 this is he. ^hen Sa^niiel took the horn of 
cyly and a?iointed him in the midft of his brethren : and the ffirit of the Lord came upon David 
from\ that day forward. Though his outward Circuniftances were not changed in the mean 
time, for he continued keeping his Father's Flock 5 yet the Anointing was not an empty Ce-- 
remony : A divine Power went along with the inftituted Sign, and he found himfelf inwardly 
advanced in Wifdom, Courage, Concern for the Publick, and all (Qualifications proper for a 
Prince 5 to fatisfy him that his Eleftion was of God. Samuel having done this Service, reti- 
red again to Kaniah : And we never read of him but once till we hear of his Death. He 
thought he might die in Peace, having feen the fal'vation of God^ even the Sceptre brought into 
the Tribe o^yndah. fpirit of the Lord departed from Saul^ and an evil fpirit from the Lord 
tronhled him. He having forfakeri God and his Duty, the Lord in his righteous Judgment 
withdrew from him thofe Afliftances of the good Spirit which formerly fitted him for the Go- 
vernment a and he became fretful, peevifh, difcontented and timorous, even a Terror to him- 
felf Jofephtis (b^ fays, that he [ometimes became like a Tiemoniack^ like one choked or firangm 
led. And thus he was rafh in his Counfels, a Contempt of his Enemies^ and a Burden to a[( 
about him. In thefe Circuraftances one of the King's Servants recommended David^ whofe 
Anointing, was a Secret, as a proper Perfon to be fent for to Court, to cure the King of this 
Melancholy. So foon as the MelTengers came, David's Father fent him, with a fmali Prefent 
of Bread and Wine, ufual in thofe plain Times : And he proved an ufeful Phyfician to the 
King, yofephns adds, that he fung Hymns, whereby Saul^s Thoughts were ftayed from 
entertaining evil Suggeftions. The King loved David^ and chofe him for his Armour-bearer. 
And thus, without any Contrivance either of David or his Friends, he had Accels to Court, 
to fee the World j and was further fitted for the Service to which God had defigned him. 

David was alfo qualified for the Camp, by a remarkable Appearance of Providence in his fa- 
vour : For though the PhlUftines had been lately routed, yet, probably hearing of Sanies Diftem- 
per, and that no longer aflifted nor advifed him, they gathered an Army, and encamp- 

ed between Shochoh and A%eKah^ in the Tribe o^Judab (^dj. Saul muftered his Forces, and 
faced them in the Valley Elab. A mighty Man, named Goliah^ who was fix Cubits and a 
Span high, C which fome (O compute ten Foot 5 others C/)> reckoning twenty one Inches 
to a Cubit, make him eleven Foot four Inches) well armed from Head to Foot, came out be- 
tween the two Armies forty Days fuccellively, challenging any of the Jfraelites to a fingle 
Combat. . Satil and Ifrael were afraid at this Bravado, becaufe the Spirit of the Lord was de- 
parted from them. At length 'D^^w^ coming to the Camp , with Provifions to his Brethren, 
offered to engage this Philiftinc. Saul told him he would not be able to withftand fuch an Ad- 
verfary, who was elder, ftronger, and a Man of War from his Youth. But David gave a 
Reafon for his Courage from Faith and Experience : For by divine Affiftance he had former- 
ly killed a Lion and a Bear which robbed him of his Lambs ; and the Lord Jehovah^ who had 
delivered him from the Mouth of the Lion and the Paw of the Bear, would deliver him from 
this Phzliftine. Saal^ t^i^n encouraged him, ftying, 60, and the Lord he with thee. Yet he 
vrould not ufe the A>r^f?j4r given hitn, becaufe he had not proved it j but advanced againft the 
provoking Philiftine with a St^iff, a Sling, and five fmooth Stones chofen out of the Rivulet 
that run by : And putting his Confidence in Jehovah Sebaoth^ the God of the Armies of /- 
fraelj to whorp he would give the Praife, he threw a Stone from the Sling, fo exadlly and 
•with fuch Force, that the Stone funk in the Forehead of Goliab ; and he fell upon his Face 
to the Earth. Then David ran in upon him, and cut off his Head with his own Sword. 
The Event of this Combat ftriking a Terror into the Army of the Phili/lifies^ they fled : The 
Jfiyeli tes puvimng them to the Gates of £^m;, in their Return plundered their Camp. Da^ 
'vid being now a Conqueror, brought the Head of the Pbilijiine to Jerufalem^ perhaps to be 
a Terror to the Jehnfttes^^ who then held the ftrong Hold of Zion. Great notice was taken of 
this Aftion, yet Saul being melancholy, feems to have forgotten David and therefore ask- 

b:;d never feen him, Whoje fon is this youth ? Abner could not tell, having taken 
little notice of the King's Muficianj yet he introduced him to the Court, where he appeared 
■with greater Advantage than before. Jonathan the King's eideft Son made a Covenant, and 
contradled extraordinary Friendfhip with him, giving him his own Robe and Garments, even to 
hia Sword, his Bow and his Girdle j whereby he equipped him both as a Courtier and as a Sol- 
dier (g). Saul gave him the Command of a Part of the Army , and he was acceptable to the 
King's Scryancs at Court, and to all the People. But David's Troubles trode upon the Heels 
of his Triumphs. In a Progrefs that Saul feems to have made over the Country, Women in 
many parts fung a Song, whereof the Burden was, Saul hath Jlain bis tboufands^ hut David 
Imis ten tboufands j and from that Time he never look'd on David with a good Eye, In his 
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Fury he threw a Javelin to nail him to the Wall, as he was playing on the Harp : But he a- 
voided the Blow, and retired out of his Prcfence. He removed him from Court, and gave 
him the Command of a thoufand Alen in the Army 5 where he behaved with fuch Wildoni 
and Courage, as to increafe his Reputation. Then Saul propofed to marry him to Merab hia 
eldeft Daughter, but gave her to another, in order to provoke him ; yet oifered to give him 
his youngeft Daughter Michal^ who had a fecret Kindnefs to him : And he had merited fuch 
a March when he killed Qoliah (a) 5 but the Offer was made on condition that he fhould kill 
a hundred Pbiliftines^ to endanger his Life. Bavid was fo far from declining the Terms, that 
he killed two hundred Philiftines^ and brought their Foreskins in full Tale to the King. Tlius 
at laft he obtained his Bridej and behaved himfelf more wifely than all the Servants SauL 
Notwithftanding all this. Sanies Enmity increafed againft David^ (o as he fpoke to his Son 
yonathafZy and to his Officers at Court, to put him to Death 5 which was fo fiar contrary to 
Jonathaii'^ Inclinations, that he patch'd up an Agreement between David and his Father ih) : 
And David behaved fo valiantly in a new War with the Pbiliftines^ that they fled from him^ 
and he flew them with a great /laughter. This added to Envy, fo as when Da^id play- 

ed on the Harp, he fought to fmice him to the Wall with his Javelin or Spear ; But he fled^ 
and efcaped. Ne^t Morning ^y^/i/ ordered him to be fecured 5 butAlichal^ his Wife, got him 
out at a Window, and put a Sham on the Inftruments of Cruelty fent to catch him, by placing 
a Teraphim, or a wooden Image, with a Pillow of Goats Hair, in the Bed, as if it had been 
her Husband, fick and faft afleep. David finding that he was perfecnted by bloody men^ ( as he 
fpeaks in the fifty ninth Pfalm, penned upon this Occafion) retired to S'arauet^ at 'Najoth^ near 
i^amah^ where the Prophets dwelt. Thither i^^/i/ fent MefTengers twice to apprehend him^ 
who all fell a prophefying j and coming himfelf, he was feized with the fame Spirit. In the 
mean time David taking it to ferious Confide ration, if it might be necelTary for him to retiie 
into the Country, and take up Arms for his own Defence, did judge it in the firft Place proper 
toconfuit Jonathan his faithful Friend 5 who promifed to do all that in him lay to appeafe his 
Pather, and to give him notice if he could nQt prevail, Thefe two entred into a ftrift Covenant 
of Friendfhip, ratified with a'folemn Oath {c). At the Feaft of the New-moon, which iSaul 
obferved, tfiough he was rejeded of God, finding D^-^z^^ abfent, the King asked his Son, 
Why Cometh mt the fan of ye£e^ neither yefterday nor to day ? "Jonathan^ conform to his Pro- 
mife, made.DiZW^'s Excufe, That he had asked leave to go to Beth-lehem^ to keep a Sacri- 
fice with his Father's Family 5 which was' true. At hearing this, Saul became implacable, 
telling Jonathan^ that as long as the [on of Jeffe lived^ he 'xould never be eftablijhed in the 
kingdom. Fetch him- to me : for hejha/l furely die. At which Words J-onathan rofe from the 
Table, and in the Morning went to the Field j where he acquainted David^ as they had 
greed, and they parted with Tears, and Tokens of fin cere Friendfhip. 

David having now taken leave of Saul^s Court and Camp, was treated as an Outlaw and 
Traitor, being obliged to fhifc from Place to Place for his own Safety. His Troubles are ve- 
ry particularly related, not only to be a Key to the Pfalms, but alio that he, as other Pro- 
phets, might be an Example to Saints in all Ages, of Sufferings and Patience 5 and efjDecially 
that he might be a Type of Ghriflr, who being anointed to the Kingdom, humbled himfelf, and 
was therefore highly exalted. Only the Sufferings oijefiis are a Copy without a Blot ; thole of* 
D^-y/^;? are not fo. For Diiu/^ came to AW {d)^ where the Tabernacle then was 5 being wil- 
ling to fee it, before, to his Grief, he Ihould be banifhed from publick Ordinances, which he fo 
highly valued, as appears from the forty fecond, fixty third and eighty fourth PflUms. There 
Ahimelech the Prielt faid. Why art thou alone, and no 7}mz 'With thee ? And David faid, 97j?<? 
king hath commanded me a hufinefSy and hath faid unto me^ Let no man know any thing of it, 
What he told, was falfe, and occafioned the Death of the Priefts of the Lord. Though he 
was a Man of Faith and Courage, yet here he betrayed Fear and Cowardice. Had he trufl:- 
ed God aright, he would not have ufed fuch a forry Shift for his Prefervation. David asked 
o£ Ahimelech Bread. Travelling was then troublefome, when there were no publick Houfes 
to lodge in ^ and Men were obliged to carry Provifions with them. The Priefl faid he had 
none but hallowed Bread, even the Shew-bread, that had been a Week on the golden Table of 
the Sanftuary, and was taken thence for the Priefts and their Family, when new Bread was 
fubftitute in the room thereof . David confidering his prefent Neceflity, and that his Follow- 
ers were under no ceremonial Uncleannefs, took it. Next he wanted a Sword, and there was 
none to be had, fave that oiGoliab the Pbiliftine^ wrapt in a Cloth, behind the Ephod 5 and 
he faid, Qive it me ; there is none like it. He had before done Execution with it 5 and being 
now well grown in Strength and Stature, he was able to manage it. David thinking himfelf 
not fafe at Noh^ where he faw Doeg, the chief of j^/^/^s Herdfmen, who he feared would be- 
tray him, fled to AchiJJ:^ King of Qath. ' That Prince's Servants fufpedted him, and faid to 
their Mafter, Is^ not this ,tb^ Mng of tMJand ? Did they not Jing of bim^ Saul bath Jlain his 
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tbortfaitds^ and David his ten tboufaizds ? Startled at thefe Words, the good Man counter- 
feited himfelf mad. Which can ftarce be juftified, as hot becoming his Honour and Sincerity ; 
yet it may be excufed, being like a Stratagem in War, to impofe upon his Enemies, in order 
to efcape from Danger. And it had the defired Effect 5 for the Heathen King drove him away ^ 
and he departed. Bun though he changed his Behaviour, he did not change his Spirit : His 
Heart was fixed trufting in the Lord, as appears by the thirty fourth and fifty fixth tfahns, 
penned upon this Occafion, as their 'Tides bear. 

David being driven from the Land of, the Philifiims^ retired to the Cave of Adiillam ^. 
which is in the Tribe qijudah (a) : thither bis Brethren, with alThis Father's Houfe, with 
niany \vh6 were opprefled with Debts, or difcontented, reforted to him, making in all a Band 
of four hundred Men. Joahj Mijhai^ and other Worthies, were of the Number of his Re- 
lations who here ventured with him (J?\ in fjopes of being afterwards advanced by him; 
He took care to fettle his aged Parents in a Place of Safety in the Land of Moab^ tilly fays he, 
/ hzQW what dod iviU do for nt& ; expedling a good IlTue of his Troubles ; not from his ownr 
Art or Arms, biit from the Wifdom, Power and Goodnefs of God. By the Advice of the 
Prophet Qady who attended him, he went from the iirong Hold to the Forell of Harethy 
in the Land of Judab (0- Mean time Saul fat utider a Tree or Grove in the high Place at 
Gibeah^ fretful and anxious, upbraiding his Officers, complahiing that his own Son had made a 
League with the Son yejfe^ and that none of them would purfue, nor give Intelligence 
concerning him. Then Doeg the Edoinite^ chief of the King's Herdfmen, faid^ he had feen 
the Son of at Nob^ with. Abimelecb^ who eonfuited the Lord for him, ahd gave him 
Bread and GoliaFs Sword. Whereupon the High-prieftu^j&m^/^r^, with all the Priefis of his 
Family, were fent for. Saul unjuftly condemned them 5 and his Footmen or Trained-bands re- 
fufmg to flay them, t)oeg^ who was their Accufer-j became their Executioner, killing eighty 
five Perfons who had worn a Linen Ephod : Of which David bitterly complains (d'). The 
Septuagwl: (/) makes the Number of the Priefts killed by Doeg the Syriajz three hundred and 
five i and Jofephns (f) three hundred and eighty five : Which is a ftrange Miftake or Con'* 
tradidcion to the Hebrew Text, ^ob the City of the Priefts was deftroyed and plundred ^ 
and thus were fulfilled the Threatnings againft the Houfe of £//, of whom Abimekcb was de-- 
fcended j only Abitub^ called alfo Ahiatbar, one of the Sons of Abimehcby efcaped the 

Slaughter, and fled to David^ with whom he was in Safety. 

Though David was fo unjuftly purfuedj yet he ceafed not to do good to ifrael j for hear- 
ing that the Pbiliftines fought againft Keitab^ a City belonging to the Tribe of Judab (^g)^ 
alter confulcing the Mind of God ; which he mrght know by Qad the Prophet, and Abiathar' 
the High-prieft, who were with faim^s he went up,- r 6uttd tht Pbilifii^seSy andentred the City 
Qh^. Saul being informed that David was in a City with Gates and Bars, refolved to befiege" 
him 5 but David being aware of his Danger, prayed to God for Counfel, and caufed Abiatbaf^ 
who had the High-prieft's Ephod, with the Urim and Thummim, which it feems be brought 
out of the Tabernacle, when he fled from the Slaughter made by Doeg^ confult the Cafe j 
and the Lord told him, that if he ftayed there, Saul would come, and the JVlen of that Ci- 
ty would deliver him up. Wherefore he retired to the Wildernefs of Ziph^ where he had in 
a Wood an Interview with Jonatban his Friend, who gave him great Encourageiiient. The 
Zipbites difcovercd his lurking Places to the King j upon which Occafion David penned the 
fifty fourth Pfldm. clofely purfued him, but Providence gave a Diverfion 5 for tht Pbi^ 

Uftines were invading the Land, and perhaps that Part of it where Santa's Eftate lay ^ which 
obliged him to return and defend his own. No fooner was the War with the Philiftines over, 
but Sav.l returned with three thoufand chofen Men, to purfue David in the Wiidernefc of 
gedi (JJ^ upon the Rocks of the wild Goats. By the Way he went in to cover bis feet 5 
that is, to fleep in a Cave : For this Senfe doth agree to the Hiftory^ i Sam. xxiv. 3. and 
Judges^ iii. 24. where the Expreffion is only ufed. Saul being old, and weary with inceffanC 
Purfult of the Philiftines and David^ wanted Reft, and God difpofed him thereto, that 
^id might have Occafion to fhew his Integrity 5 and the Seafon being probably hot,- he might 
chufe to fleep in a Cave, for the Benefit of a cool Shade. David and his Men remained id 
the Sides of the Cave, when Saul came into it. Nor is it incredible that the Cave could hold 
ib many Perfons ; for Straho (^), that accurate antient Geographer, writes of one in Ju- 
ddea^ that would contain four thoufand Men : And Jofepbtis (IJ tells us of feveral Caves in 
' that Country, where the ^rachonite Thieves, with their whole Families, lodged, in the Reign 
of lierod the great. David's Men obferving Sanl faft afleep, perfwaded their ^Mafter "to kill 
him ; which he refufed, and only cut off the Skirt of his Robe 5 for whicfi his Heart fmot0 
him ; Perhaps becaufe he had feme fecret Thought to do more, but he overcame it. Saul 
being gone out of the Cave, David followed him with a warm and pathetical Speech 5 where- 
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in he remonftrated to the King, his Father-in-law, that he was in the wrong to fuffer himfeif 
to be impofed upon by evil Counfollors, to perfeciite his own Son, who was fo far from wifh-^ 
ing hint Hurt, that juft now, when it was in his Power to kill him, had only cut off the Skirt 
of liis Robe. Saul made an aHedrionate and penitent Reply, owning that it was unjuft to purfue 
David as an Enemy, who had fhewn fucli an Adl of Generofity ; that he knew the Kingdom 
of Jfrael would be eflablifhed in his Hand, and dclired him to fwear not to extirpate his 
Race : Which he having f.vorn, they at that Time parted in Peace ^ yet David did not think 
fit to truft him, but retired to the Hold for Safety. 

About this Time the Prophet Samuel died, near two Years before Saul (a)^ and ail Jfrael 
lamented hhii, and buried him in his Houfe at Ramab (b}. When the ^ faw the Diforders of 
Sanies Reign, they had great Reafon to lament their Lofs of Samuel^ and their Sin in rcjcdl- 
ing fo great a Prophet, and fo good a Magiftrate, and to do him Honour at his Burial. Da-^ 
Dtd retired to the Wildernefs of Faran^ and fent fome of his Retinue to ask Provifions of a 
rich Man, called Nabal^ who was then Ihearing his Sheep 5 of which he had three thoufindL 
in CarmeL Nabal gave them a furly Anfwer, and refufed their Demand : Whereupon D^r* 
^id marched with four hundred Men armed, on a ralli T)c{'ig\\ to cut off all the Males of this 
Man's Houfe j but was happily prevented, by the good Addrels and valuable Prefents of A-^ 
bigailj Nabal*s Wife. In the mean time Nabal was rioting at home in Luxury and Drunk- 
ennefs , but being informed of the Danger he had efcaped, his Heart funk within him, and 
he died in ten Days. Dr. Lightfoot (c) is of Opinion, that the fifty eighth Pfalm hath a Re-* 
lation to him. When he was d^^d^David married his Widow j he alfo took to Wife Abinoam^ 
the Daugliter oVJe-z^resl : (But Sanl had given Micbal^ David* ^ firlt Wife,to Pbalti^ or Fbaltiel^ 
the Son Laijb.') By the corrupt Cuftom of thofe Times he ventured on Polygamy, though 

from the begi72niiig it was not Jo • nor muft it be {o now, when our Lord has reduced this 
Law to the primitive Inllitution ([^^). The Troubles of £)i^'z;/if from iii*^/// being intermitted 
a little, returned again, like the Clouds after the Rain. The Zipbires were fo officious, as to 
inform Saul at Gibeab of David^s Motions (e) : Whereupon he marched with three thoufand 
Men, to take or deftroy his fuppofed Adverfary. David, who was then in the Defert, ob- 
ferved Sanfs Camp, and went into it with his Friend Abijljai^ the Son of Zcrviab. By Pro- 
vidence they found Saul and all his Men faft allcep ^ whereupon Abijbai delired PermiJIion to 
nail him dead with one Stroke. But David would neither lift up his own Hand againft the 
Lord's Anointed, nor luflcr another to do it ; chufing rather to' wait God's Time to bring; 
him to the Crown in a more honourable Way. Only he took away the Spear and the Crule 
of Water from the King*s Bed-head. Then David got up on a Hili on the other Side, and 
thence called to Abner,, the Captain of Sanies Guards, bantering him and his Men for taking 
fo little Care of tfieir Sovereign, as to fufier his fuppofed Enemy to take away his Spear and 
Crufe that was at his Bolfter. Sanl being overcome by David's Generofity, made a ConfeC« 
fion of his Folly, in perfecuting fo kind a Man, and went home. Neverthelefs, David fear- 
ing that Saul's Mind would change, and that one Day or other he would perifh by his Hand^ 
withdrew with his whole Family, and his fix hundred Men, under the Protedtion of Acbijlj 
the King of Qath (/). This was Weaknefs in fo great a Man, to leave the Land of Ifrael 
and the Tribe of 'Judah^ where he had hitherto been fafe, without confulting God, and to 
put himfelf under a Heathen King, where he had formerly been in great Danger. While 
David was in the Land of the Pbiliftisies, he fought fome Town in the Country to dwell in, 
and AchiJJj gave him Ziklag, where he flaid the moft Part of fixteen Months. This was a 
City given to the Tribe of Judab at the firft Partition (g) 5 afterwards it was yielded to the 
Si?i?eomtes (hj^ but was either never fubdued, or had been taken from them by the Pbili'* 
fiines i but David having got Poffeffion of it, annexed it to the Crown of "Judab, From 
thence he went up and invaded the GeJInirites, the Gezrites, with the Amalehtes, and utter- 
ly deftroyed them, bringing away all their Spoil, and leaving none to tell Tidings of their O- 
verthrow. The Adlion itfelf cannot juftly be condemned, becaufe thofe Nations were among 
the Enemies of Ifrael^ doomed to Ruhi ^ yet David's Diflimulation with Acbijb, in telling 
that he had taken the Booty from the South o^yndah, cannot be altogether juftified. 

Preparations were making for a War between Saul and the Phil^ims (?) ; The latter 
pitched in Shunem^ a Town far from their own Country, being as far North as the Tribe of 
Ijjachar (Ji), Saul muftered his Alen in Gilboa^ an adjacent Mountain. When he obferved 
the Army of his Enemies more numerous, better armed, and in better Heart than his own, 
he was afraid, and bis beart greatly trembled. Having provoked God to forfake him, his In* 
tereft failed among the Military, and a guilty Confcience made him tremble, as a Leaf fliaken 
with the Wind. In this Diftrefs, be enquired of the Lord, wbo anpisoered him not, neither bf 
dreams, nor by Urim, nor by prophets. Wherefore finding no Comfort, either from Heaven 
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or Earth, he refoived to knock at the Gates of Hell i for he faid to bis fervants^ feek me a 
"mman that hath a familiar fpirit^ that I may go a72d enquire of her. His Servants were fo 
officious, as to recommend fuch a one at Endor^ a City in the Neighbourhood 5 and the King 
himfeJt'wenc to her in Difguife in the Night-time, with only two Men waiting on hini, defi. 
l-ing her to divine, by calling up the Ghoft of fuch a one as he Ihould name, what Events 
would befall him^ promifing by an Oath that no Punilhment fhould happen to her for fo do- 
ing. This was a grievous Sin in >SauJy even Necromancy, feeking/o-r the living to the dead j 
forbidden by the Law C^), and afterwards declared againft by the Prophets \b). It was a 
Contempt of the God Jfrael^ as if any wicked Creature could do him good, when God had 
left him. It was a<5ling contrary to his own Statutes, whereby he had put aivay thofe that 
had familiar fpirits^ aizd wizards out of the la72d. And it was a Sin which God punifhed in 
him by Death {c). The wicked Woman being Itirred up by the Importunity and Promifeg 
made to her, called up her Familiar, who appeared as an old Man covered with a Mantle ; 
which 'Saul took to be the Ghoft oi Samuel now dead. But in this the King was deceived, for 
it was not a good, but an evil Spirit, fince the Apparition received Worfhip from Saul (d) j 
which a good Spirit would never allow of C^). It did not reprove Saul for negli^eiing God, 
and confulting Familiars ^ and it is abfurd to imagine that the blelTed Saints, who are entred 
into Peace in Abraham's Bofom^ fhould be difquieted by Magick Art. Neverthelefs, by di- 
vine PermHTion, as fomctimes happened hi the Heathen ambiguous Oracles, this Spirit told 
him, that bccaufe he had not obeyed the Voice of the Lord, God would deliver IJrael with 
him into the Hand of the Fhilifiines 5 and to morrow, or in a fhort Time, he and his Sons 
would be in the State of the dead. At hearing this Voice, Saul having eaten nothing all that 
Day, fainted away with Weaknefs and Fear ^ but the Woman made ready a fatted Calf fhe 
had in the Houfe, and with the Help of his Servants over-perfwaded him to eat : Whereupon 
he recovered Strength, and returned to the Camp. 

When the Pbilifiines went to the Battle Achiflo King of Qath .would have Bamd and his 
Men to march with them (/) 5 for he having refided a Year and four Months in that Country, 
and been many Days at Court, he had a good Opinion of him. But the Lords of the Fhili-^ 
Jiines^ left David and his Men Ihould turn againft them, perfwaded their King to difmifs 
them. Where the wife and gracious Providence of God appeared in extricating David out 
of thefe Difficulties into which his own Weaknefs had thrown him, by fleeing into the Land of 
thePbiliftif2es 5 for if he had gone to the Battle, he muft have been, or been thought to be a 
Traitor to the one or other Side. But being delivered from this Snare, he had a happy Op- 
portunity CO recover his own and his All from the Ainalekites. In going or coming, fome 
of the Tribe q£ Mauaffcbj who were Men of Renown, and had no Mind to go with Saul a- 
e,^\T£tthQPbilifiineSy pmcd David (^g)y and v/ere very ufeful to him. He being thus difmilTed, 
found the City Z?A/^g burnt with Fire, his Wives, his Mens Waives, and their Children car* 
ricd Captives by the Amakkites In this Diftrefs the Peoples Minds were fo fretted 

with their Lofs, as they fpake of ftoning David, But be encouraged hi mf elf in the Lord his God, 
The believing Confideration of the Power and Providence of God, who reduces his People 
low, and then raifes them up ; and the fpecial Promifes of bringing him fafe to the Throne, 
fupported him, and made him hope that his Trouble would end well : Therefore he caufed 
Abiathar the Hi.^h-prieft confult God upon this Q^ueftion, Shall I pur fue after this troop? 
Jhall I overtake them ? And the Lord gave him an immediate gracious Anfwer, Purfue^ for 
tbott fljalt overtake them, and without fail recover all. Upon this Encouragement he marched 
with his Men in queft of the Enemy, leaving two hundred behind by the Brook Befor. He 
Avent on with four hundred j and by an Egyptian Slave whom his Mafter had left fick on the 
Road, he found the Amalekites feafting and rejoicing on the Spoil, and fmote them from the 
Twilight to the Evening of the next Day, fo as there efcaped not one of them but four hun- 
dred young Men who rod upon Camels and fled. He refcued his two Wives, with all the 
Spoil, and all that the Amalekites carried away. Returning to Ziklag^ hefliewed Juftice 
and Generofity in dividing the Spoil, both to his Soldiers who had been in the Engagement, 
and to thofe who, being faint, had flaid behind 5 and fent Prefents to the Cities and People 
among whom he had refided during .y^Z/v/'s Perfecution. 

In the mean Time the Pbiliftines fought againft the Children of Ifrael^ and routed them 
"CO- Jonathan, Ahinadah^ and Malchiflma, Sanies Sons were killed : Himfelf being fore wounded 
by the Archers, bid his Armour-bearer kill him j which he declining, the King fell upon his 
own Sword and died. His Armour-bearer followed his Example. Thus they became guilty 
of Self-murder, contrary to the found Reafon of a Man, and to the Religion of an Jfraelite, 
The Country was put to fuch Confufion, that the People of the neighbouring Cities fled to 

the other Side o£ Jordan^ and th&Pbiliftines dwelt in their Room. The Conquerors Gripping 
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the Dead, found the Bodies o^Saiil and his three Sons. They cut off SanVs Head, hung up 
his Armour in the Temple AJIjtarotb^ and faftned his Body to the Wail of Betljfljan. The 
Men of either out of Regard to his Memory, who had feafonably delivered 

them from the Ammouites (^z), or from a Zeal to the Honour of Ifrael^ paffing the Fords of 
Jordan^ took the Bodies of Scml and his Sons from the Wall of Bethfiafi^ carried them to 
Jabepy where they burnt themj ormade a burning of Perfumes for them, and gave them a de- 
cent Burial 5 and failed feven Days to lament the prefent diftradlcd State JJrael^^wd to prny 
for its fpeedy Settlement. Thus died King Saiil^ after he and Saviitel had governed Ijrael forty 
Years . 

$ ZS' The fecond Book of Is entirely taken up with the Hiftory of King D^-z.vV's 

B-eign, his Troubles and Triumphs, and is called by the feventy Interpreters the jecond BookA^^- c- 
of the Kings, In the firfl: Chapter 'tis narrated, I'hat David being returned from theSIaugh- ^"^^^S- 
ter of the Atnalekites to Ziklag^ on the third Day thereafter a Man came and told him that 
he had efcaped out of the Camp ; that Ifrael were overcome, iy^/;/ smdyonathajz dead ^ which 
he knew full well 5 for as he pafled Mount Gilhoa^ Saiil^ leaning on his Spear, called him, do- 
firing to be killed by his Hand, becaufe his Life was yet whole, or his embroidered Coar^a:* iii 
the Marginjhad hindered the mortal Thruft 3 accordingly he flood upon him and flew Jiim,be- 
caufe he was fure he could not live ^ and took his Crown and Bracelets, which he brought to 
David. No doubt this Bearer thought to get a Reward for his News, thefe being gone who 
only could obftrudl David^sKcc^^s to the Throne. Moft Interpreters think the Story of his 
killing the King falfe. Dr. Lightfoot is of Opinion (^cj tiiat it might be true: However 
David gave not this Man the Reward that he expedled j but finding him to be an Amalekite^ 
deftined to Deftru£lion, and guilty of killing the Kh)g of Jfrasl by his own Confefiion, which 
is a fufficient Mean of Probation among all Nations, he ordered him to be put to Death, 
which was immediately done j and mourned, fafted and wept till the Evening for Saul^ for 
onathan his Son, for the People of the Lord, and for the Houfe o'l Ifrael^ becaufe they were 
alien by the Sword ^ and penned an elegant Poem or Elegy fuitable to the Occafion. David^s 
Grief did not hinder him from theneceflary Care of publick Affairs : He ordered the Men of 
Jiidab^ his own Tribe, to learn the Art of War 5 and particularly the Ufe of the Bow, as 
was more fully recorded in the Book o^jajlser : Which beinga Coliedlion of State Poems, or 
civil Hiflory, not canonical, is now loft, without any Prejudice to the facred Scriptures. And 
after receiving Diredlion from the Lord, he went up to the City Hebron with his Family, 
where the Men of ^^Wif^Z? anointed him King over their Tribe ( d'). Being informed of the 
good Offices the Men o^JabeJb'Qilead had done to the Body of Saul and his Sons, he fenc 
them a kind Meffage, thanking them foi: the Honour they had done to the Memory of his 
Predeceflbr 5 thereby to fhew that he was far from aiming at the Throne from a Principle of 
Ambition or Enmity to Saal^ but purely becaufe called of God to it ; and fince the Houfe of 
yudab had anointed him their King, it would be Wifdom in the reft of the Tribes to concur 
in the Choice. 

In the mean Time Abfzer the Son of Net^ Gfeneral and Uncle to the preceeding King, took 
Jjhbojhetb^ who in i Cbron. viii. 33. is called EJh-baal the Son of Saul^ and made him Sove- 
reign over the other Tribes of Ifrael^ in Oppofition to David. He feems to have been buC 
an indolent Man, not fit to go with his Father to the War, and only fet up as a Tool, that 

might the better maintain his Poft of Honour in the Army, and his Intereft in the 
Country, yet he reigned two Years at Mdbauaim before the Beginning of the War with D^?- 
niid^ and five Years after the War broke out 5 which removes the feeming Difficulty in 2 <Sam^ 
ii. 10, II. -^^-//ffr excited a War between D^z-z/i^'s Party^ and that of JjJohoJIseth^ whereia 
twelve of each Side engaged 5 and running delperately againft one another, were all flain; 
This refolved into a Battle, wherein Jjhbojbetb's Party were all put to the Rout. Afabel'^ 
the Brother of Joab purfued Abner^ General of the other Side, till Abner gave him his Death's 
Wound by a back Stroke of his Spear. At length Joah^ow Abtiei's Defire, founded a Retreat j 
and, upon a Computation of the Lofs, it was found, that on David^s Side there were ninteen 
Men and Afabel wanting j but on Abner's Side there were three hundred and fixty killed^ 
Hence enfued a civil War, wherein the Houfe David waxed ftronger, and the Houfe oif 
iSaul^ weaker (O j tho' whofoever gain in a civil Conteft, the Community is fufe to lofe* 
During the feven Years David reigned at Hebron^ he had by feveral Wives fix Sons born to 
him, which flrengthned his Intereft. At length Ijbbojlyetb quarrelled Ahner for debauching 
oneof his Father's Concubines, which the General took in fo ill pare, that he refolved to bring 
q\\ Ifrael into Subjedlion loDavzd^ and entred into a Treaty with him upon this important M~ 
fair. David entertained the Propofals very kindly, demanding only that Micbal the Daugh- 
ter of i^i^/// his firft Wife fliould be reftored to him, which was granted, Pbaltiel her former 

Husband being obliged to part with her. But Joab being informed that David had allowed 
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Mner to go in Peace, called him back^ and under Pretence of a Conference^ villainoufly fmote 
him under thcfifchRibj that he died, in Revenge for the Blood Afahel, David publickly 
declared he had no Hand in that Murder, bur abhorred it, and ftiewed his deep Concern at 
Abner\ Death and Burial. Indeed he was at a Lofs for a Friend to perfedl the Redudlion of 
the Tribes, -which yet adhered to JfiboJJoetb : But Providence did bring this aboue in a Way 
the King had not in View; for 'Recbal? and Baamh^ two Benjamites^ Servants to Ijl^boJImb^ 
murdered their Maftcr as he lay afleep on his Bed at Noon, and cut off his Head, which after 
travelling all Night, they prefented to David {a)^, who, inftead of rewarding them as they 
hoped, cauiedthem both to be put to Death for their barbarous Treafon. 

IJlobofljetb being dead, all I[tael owned David for their King, anointed him the third Time, 
^* and entred into a Covenant with him, after he had reigned feven Years and fix Months at 
'^?n°^c, C^)- The feveral Tribes offered him Armies for his Support, and valiant Officers to 

2050. command them (^c ), yernfalem had fallen to the Lot of Be7tjamin (i^), but joined clofc to 

that of ^ndah (jT). ' The Children o{ Benjamin {u^GteA. the Jebtijites to dwell there 5 and 
they increafed, fo as it became a City o£ the J ebn/Ites (^fj. The very firft A6^ion then that 
Daijiddidy after he was anointed King over all ifrael^ was to gain Jernfalem out of the Hands 
of the ycbitfiies. They mocked the AfTallants, faying, ^he blind and the lame ^ that is, their 
Gods, who had Eyes .but fee not, and Legs but walked not, 'xotild defend their city. Where" 
fore David offered Preferment to thofe who fhould mount the Top of the Fort, and overthrow 
thefe bli72d and lame ivbich be abborred. This being done the City was taken, which he en- 
larged, and fixed his Royal Seat there. Hiram King of ^yre fent AlefTengers to congratulate 
Da-Z'iiTs AccefTion to the Throne, and to ofler him Materials and Workmen to build him a 
fine Houfe, which he accepted of. His Family multiplied > yet it might have been as well 
with David by taking only one Wife at a Time, as fo many. By one Wife Adam peopled 
the World after the Creation, and by one l^oab replenifhed it after the Flood. The Pbili" 
fiiues envyed his Profperity, and came and fpread themfelves in the Valley of Kephaim near 
Jeriifalem, David after confulting the Lord marched out againft them, and the Lord delivered 
them into bis hand. He fmote them, and gave God the Glory, faying, 27:?^ Lord bad broke ifi 
upon bis enejuies like a breach of waters 5 wherefore he called the 'Phce^ Baal-perazim. There 
they left their Images, which David and his Men burnt. He had another Engagmenc with the 
fame Enemies near the fame Place 5 where the Lord gave him fenfible Signs- of his Prefence, 
direfting him to come behind them, when he heard a Sound on the Top of the Mulberry Trees. 
This being done, he fmote the Fhilifiines from Qeha unto Gazar^ which is near to their own 
Border. 

David being fixed on his Throne, thought it his Duty to bring up the Ark from the Houfe 

Ahiuadab to Jeriifalem • to that End he gathered thirty thoufand Men C^), the Nobihty, 
Elders andOffict^rs, with many of the People, came QT) to give this facred Symbol of the di- 
vine Prcfence an honourable Attendance, at one of the three great Feftivals, as fome conceive 
CO- This might poflefs young Jfraelites^ who had perhaps little heard of the Ark of God, 
with a mighty Veneration for it, when they faw the King, and fo many of the beft of the Na- 
tion waiting on it. They exprelTed their Joy with Inftruments proper for the Occafion : 
And Dr. Ligbtfoot (k) is of Opinion, that then David penned the lixty eighth Pfalm, becaufe it 
begins with the Prayer of Mofes^ when the Ark fet forward (/) 5 and in the Pfalm it felf (vOy 
there is mention of Singers and Players on Inftruments, with the Princes of the feveral Tribes 
\vho attended : And 'tis probable that thefe Words in the laft Verfe, O God thou art terrible 
ov.t cfthy holy places^ were added upon the Occafion of the Death oiU'Zfzab. Notwithftanding 
the great Joy among the People, they were guilty of an Error in puting the Ark into a 
.Cart, after the manner of the Philtfiines 5 whereas according to the Law of Mofes (w)^ the 
Sons of /Co/jiJ/-^, who were doubtlefs there, fhould have born it upon their Shoulders. The 
firfl: Error occafioned a fecond, U:z,%ah put forth bis band to the ark of God^ and took hold of 
it -^for the oxen fJjcok it. And the anger of the Lvrdwcs kindled againfi [/'zzab^ and God fmote 
Lim there for bis error^ and there he died (0). If any think the JPunifhment fevere for fuch a 
Crime, let it be confidered, that U%%ah was but a Levite^ who are exprefly forbidden to touch 
<ivy holy thing left they die (jT). God who faw U%%aFs Heart, with the Prefumption and Irre- 
verence of that Aftion, is beft Judge of Offences of that Nature. He did think fit hereby to 
ftrike an Aw upon thethoufands of Ifrael^ to convince them that the Ark was not the lefs ve- 
nerable for being long in mean Circumftances ^ and to teach all to approach God with Reve- 
rence and holy Fear j for no good Intention will juftify a bad Action. David perhaps re- 
■ienred tliis Stroke too highly, when on this Account he would not carry the Ark to Jerufaleiriy 
but left it in the Houfe oiObed-edo7n the Gittite^who gave it a kind Reception,to learn us to wel- 
come God*s Ordinances. They ftiould not be the lefs precious in our Eyes,becaufe to fome they 

are

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fl-e a ftone of ftumbling. There the Ark ftaid three Months 5 and the Lord blelTcd the 
Houfe of Obed-edoiUy and all that he had. Piety is the beft Friend to Profperity. Jofepbus 
ia) tells, that Obed-'edom grew rich, and his worldly Goods mightily infcreafed, afcei- this kind 
Entertainment he gave the Ark. The King being infot-med of the Profperity o'i this Le-vite^ 
took Care to bring the Ark home to his own City with great Pomp, re^liiying the former 
Miftakes. He caufed the LBvitei to be fanClified, tb bear the Ark upon their tihoulders (^0, 
conform to the Law ofMofes • himfelf danced befdre the Ark in a Linen Epliod^ brought it td 
a convenient Place prepared for it, offered abundante of SafcrififceSj and all the People foafted. 
and rejoiced. David having blefTed the Congregation, returned tcblefs his own Houfcj tb of- 
fer up his Family Thankfgiving for this national Mercy t only Michal his Wife, the Daugh- 
ter oiSanl^ upbraided him for undervaluing himfelf by dancing before the Ark. He vindi- 
cated himfelf 5 fhewing he had done fcJ to glorify God^ who would nevet fuffer this to be his 
Dishonour : But the Lord gave her a fharper Rebuke, for fhe had no Child to the Day of hei' 
Death. The publick Entry of the Ark into the Tent prepared for it^ was fuch a femarkabld 
Piece of Reformation, as D.^^'i^^ difmiffed the People ^vith a folemn Blefling in the Name of 
the I-ord, celebrated a Feafl, appointed Levites to attend and minifter befdre it, and delivered 
to the Hands of -/^/^^i*^ feveral Pfalms to be fung on this Occafion CO5 where the Pfahu 
xcvi. with a Pare of the cv, cvi. and cxxxvi. are inferced as the Matter of this Thankf^' 



giving. 

This King^s pious Intention did further appear, that whilis [dt in his houfi^ aihl thb Lord 
had given him reft round ahont from all bis enemies (^d% Jie defigned to build h fine Houfe for 
the Ark, and the decent Adminiftration of publick dirine Worfhip. This Refolution he com- 
municated to Nathan the Prophet, who at firft approved it j but next Night Nathau recei- 
ved a gracious Meflage from God^ fignifying, that hfe approvfed the Purpofe^ but counter- 
manded the Performance. David was a Man of War ; he mull enlarge the Borders of Ifraet. 
by carrying on their Gonquefts ; He was a fsveet Pfalmift, to prepare Hymns foir the Ufe of 
the Temple when built, and fettle the Courfes of the Levites ^ but for building the Houfe, 
the Genius of his Son lhall iie more that Way, and he ihali have a richer Treafure to do it: 
The Lord alfo promifed the Entail of the rich Blellings of the Covenant upohD^v/Vs Familjv 
ibme of which were more eminently accomplifhed in the promifed Mefliah the Son of David^ 
as may appear by comparing 2.Sam. vii. 13, 14. PfaL Ixxxix. 26,-29. '^"^th Lnke^ i. 32, 33. 
Heb. i. 5. This Meflage being intimated to David^ he in a humble Prayer thankfully accept- 
ed the divine Promifes, and earneftly looked for their Performance. 

David having fii ft taken tare to promote the Reformation of Religion as far as c^pahli^^ Iiis 
t)ther Affairs profpered the better : For we are told (f) how he fjbdued th^ Philiftims^ taking 
■Metheg^ammah out of their Hands. They had kept a conftant Garrifon upon the Hili ^w- 
mab^ and ufed it sisMetbeg^ a Bridle upon Jfrael i Now David took it, and made it a Curb a- 
gainft themfelves; They had been for a long time Oppreflbrs of Ifrael : Samfo72 had begun ^ 
Deliverance 5 Saul gained no Ground ; but David completely fubdued them. He alfo fmote 
the Moabitcs^ and made them Tributaries : Two thirds he deftroyed, calling down their ftrong 
Holds, and putting the People to the Sword 3 the other third he fpared, to till the Ground: 
Thus he . mete out the valley of Succotb (/), and made the Moahites for a long time incapable 
to be dangerous Enemies to the Church of God. David alfo fmote the Syrians^ ot Aramites^ 
Of them there were two Kingdoms, as in the Title of the lixtieth Pfalm 5 Aram Nabdrajim^ 
ior Syria of the Risers, whofe chief City was Damafcns 5 and Aram Zobab^ whicli reached td 
Euphrates, The King of Zobab going to enlarge his Borders towards Cai2aa^f^ David took froni 
him a tbonfarid chariots^ frven hundred horfemen^ and twenty thotifand foot^ 2 Sam, viii. 4. 
but in I Chrof2. xviii. 4. they are called feven thoujand horfemen. If the Syrians divided their 
Horfe by ten in a Troop, ai is probable, then the Officers were feven hundred^ but theHorfe- 
men feven thoufand 5 which reconciles thefe two Texts. David houghed the Horfei, to make 
them unferviceable in War, and referved for himfelf only a hundred Chariots. Syrians of 

Damafcns coming to fuccour the King of Zohah^ fell with hita, two and twenty thoufand of 
them being fluin in the Field. David having overcome their Armies^ put Garrifons in the 
chief Towns^ and made the Country tributary to Ifrdel all the way to Euphrates ^ for fo far 
did the Land extend that was coritreyed to Abraham and his Seed by divine Grant C^)- He 
took the Shields of Gold Which the Syrians had, and exceeding much Brafs out of the con- 
quered Countries, and brought all to Jerufalem^ to be employed afterwards in building the: 
Temple, ffoi King Hamath hearing of this Succeft, fent his own Son to King David^ ta 
return him Thanks for breaking the Power of his formidable Enemies, aqd to prefent him with 
Veffels of Gold, Silver and Brafs : All which he dedicated to the Lord, and were alfo em- 
ployed for building the Temple 3 as a Token that the Gentiles fhould in the Fulnefs of Time 
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bring their Gifts to the new Jernfalem. Thefe Vidlories got David a great Name ; which in-t 
creafed, when either under his ownCondudl^ or that o^AbiJhai one of his Generals, he ls:illed 
of the Edomites eighteen thouHuid Men in the Valley of Salt C"^)- And in another Engagement 
yoab Icilled of the fame People, near the fame Place, twelve thoufand ; as the Title of the 
jQxtieth Pfalm bears. He put Garrifons over all Edont^ and made the whole Country his Ser- 
vants and Tributaries. So univerfai was the Deftruttion, that Joab killed every Male in Edom 
and was obliged by his own Army to bury the Slain : Only Hadad^ a young Child of the Seed 
Royalj was carried into Egypt by thofe who fled j where he was educated, and married to the 
King's Daughter, till many Years after this he returned, and became an Enemy toSoloinofz (b\ 
But we are not to fuppofe, that the Conqueft of the Philiftines^ Moahites^ Syrians and Edo-^ 
mites^ were all made in one Year, though recorded in one Chapter. Dr. Lightfoot (jT) af- 
figns ten Years thereto, from the tenth to the twentieth Year of Dat-id's Reign ^ during which 
time many Battles might be fought : Yet 1 do not fee we are obliged to fix a precife Number 
of Years, fince.the facred Hiftory doth not digeft thefc Events by way of Annals. But it is 
certain the Succefs was very great : And David^ in the lixtieth and hundred and eighth Pfalins, 
gives all the Glory to God, to whom it is due. 

About this time, David having reft from War, enquired. Is there yet any that is left of 
the honfe of Saul^ that J mayJJjew him kindnefs for Jonathan's fake (^dj Whereupon Ziba 
a Servant of iS"^?//, told him, ^here is yet a fon of Jonathan^ named Mephihofljeth^ f in i Chrmt, 
viii. 34-. he is called Merib-haal^ and his Poftericy are there recorded J lame of both his legs 
ivbo livetb at the honfe of Machir^ the fon of Ammiel^ of Lo-debar^ (who feems to have been 
a rich Man in Qilead^ on the Eaft Side of Jordan^ fo generous that he afterwards entertained 
the King hlmfelf COj ^yi^^g ^^om his Son Abfalom,^ On this Information, David fent for 
Mephibqfljeth^ took him under his Prote^Vion, reftored to him the paternal Eftate that once 
belonged to Sanl his Grandfather, ordered that he fhould dine at the King's Table, and ap- 
pointed Zsba his Steward, who knew the Eftate, and how to make the moft of it. At this 
time Mepbibojbetb had a young Son, whofe Name was Micha 5 whereby it feems to have been 
about the twentieth Year of David^s Reign when this Kindnefs was fhewn to Mephibojlsetb^ 
for he was but five Years old when his Father and Grandfather were killed ffJ* 

Nahaflo the King of the Children o^Ammon being dead, probably the fame whofe Army Saul 
deftroyed C g), and who out of Hatred to Saul had fhewn Kindnefs to Duvid in the Day of his 
Diftrefs ; in requital of thefe Favours, David fent Meflengers to Hanim the Son of Nabajb^ 
to condole his Father's Death, and to comfort him. But Hamin being perfwsded by his Mi- 
nifters that David had only fent them as Spies, to look out fome Advantage whereby they 
tnight overthrow their City, caufed one Side of the. Beards of the Ambafladors to be lhaved, 
and one half of their Cloaths to be cut off down to their Thighs, and fent them back to their 
Mafter in this Condition Qf). This way of mourning was contrary, to t\\Qjewifl3 Law (j) and 
made the MeflTengers contemptible C^), the Ifraelites wearing no Breeches : Wherefore the 
Men were, afhamcd j and their Sovereign lent to tell them,, that he would concern himfelf in 
their Quarrel, and foon revenge it. The Ammonites being fenfible of their Danger, occafion- 
ed hy^ their Infolence, made Preparations for War, by hiring twenty thoufand Syrians^ one 
thoufand from the King of Maacha, and twelve thoufand oi JJbtob ^ in all. thirty three thou- 
fand Auxiliaries. David fent all his Army againft them, under the Command o^Jnah and A^ 
hiflsai : The former routed the Syrians^ and the latter the Ammo?2ites, Hadare%er the Syrian 
hearing that yoab had difmifled his Army, alTembled his Forces, and fent them out of Mefo- 
potamia under the Command of Shobach^ palTed the Euphrates^ and encamped at Helam on 
the South Side of the River. David being informed, aflembled the ableft Men of Ifrmly 
marched towards the Syrian Army ; which he might do with greater AfTurance, being by his 
former Wars Mafter of Damafcns^ and alfo oi" Thadmor or Pahnira^ which was but one 
Day's Journey from Helam and the River Euphrates Having reached the Syrians^ he 

routed them in Battle, flew feven thoufand Meii who belonged to fcveniiundred Chariots, and 
forty thoufand other Soldiers, Horfe and Foot j as appears by comparing z Sain. x. 18. with 
I Cbron, xix. 18. Sbobacb the Syrian General was killed j and David came off viftorioUs. 
Several petty Princes who had {gx\-cA Hc^darezer^ became Tributaries to David ^ and the »Sy- 
riajis made Peace with him. Thus the Promife made to Abraham Gen. xv. 18. and repeted 
to Jof/Mta Jofii, i. 4, That the Borders of Ijrael fhould extend to the River Euphrates^ was an 
length acconiplinied. 'I'hough the Syrians were fubdued, the War with the Ammonites vi2i.% 
not ended. David havijig routed their Armies in the Field, fo foon as the Seafon of the Year 
permitted fent Joab with frefh Forces, who laid their Country wafte, and befieged Kabbah 
their chief City. He gave notice of the Particulars of the. Siege to the King, then at Jeni' 
falem'i who having given neceflary Orders, and marched in Perfon. againft it, the Town was 

taken 
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taken and deftroyed ; their King's Crown (weighing, or in Price a Talent of Gold, including 
the precious Stones) was taken, and fct on Davzd^s Head : Very much Spoil was carried ouc 
oftheCityj and the People ruined, perhaps with too great Rigour, when put under Saws^ 
ind Harrows of Iron (a) : Which feems to have been done, while the King's Heart was 
liardncd by his Sin in the Matter of Uriah j of which by and by. This Siege Dr, LightfooP 
(b') places in the twenty fixth Year of David's Reign, 

In the reft of David^s Life there are many Blocs, which are recorded to fhew that the 
Scrioture is not writ to ferve any Party, but for our Learning ^ that he who thinks be ftands^ 
may take heed left he fall. He being ac Eafe^ though in Time of War, faw from the Roof 
of his Houfe a beautiful Woman, named Bathjheba^ the Daughter Eliam {e\ or of Am^ 
miel (d)^ the Wife Uriah the Hittite^ a Profelyte to the JewiJIo Religion, and one of the 
King's VVorthies. Upon Sight he fell in Love with her, fent for her, and got her with 
Child • which fhe acquainted him of. Much may be faid to aggravate this Sin, little to ex- 
tenuate it i only it was not his ordinary Pradlice, being guilty of it but once. None then ought 
to encourage themfelves in Iniquity by this Example, but rather Hiould be excited to a holy 
Tealoufy and Warclifulnefs, lel> rhey oifend. David being not yet Penitent for this Trefpiif^^ 
lent for Uriah to father the fpurious Brood upon him j but this Proje^l failing, by UriaFs firm 
Refolution not to go to Bed with his Wife, the -King in a Day or two lent him to the Camp, 
with a Letter to Joab ^ wherein he ordered Uriah to be fet at the Head of a Party of the 
Eefieeers where the Service was hoteft, fb that he might be forlaken and killed. The Ge- 
neral exactly executed the King's Command with the defigned Succels, and fignified the fame 
by an exprefs Courier. Bathjheba bewailed the Death ot her Huib^md 3 and fo foon as the 
Mourning was over, the King brought her into his own- Houfe, and married her. She bare 
him a Son 5 but the Thing David had done difpleafed the Lord, who luffered him not to go , 
impenitent^ but fent Nathan the Prophet to him 5 who by a Parable well fuined to the Occa- 
fion made David to pafs Sentence againft himfelf, and then plainly told him, "ithoii art the 

^jan^ Wherefore baft thou defpijed the commandmefit of the Lord^ to do evil in his fight ? 

than haft killed Uriah the Hittite with the fword^ and haft taken his wife to be thy wife^ and 
haft ftain him with the [word of the children of Amnion (e). For thofe Sins the Prophet de- 
nounced Judgments : ^be [wordjoall never depart from thy honfec^ pointing at the slaugh- 
ters that fhould be among his Children, Atunon^ Abfalom and Adonijah ; his Pofterity for 
moft Part engaged in War 5 his Children fhould be his Griei^ and his Wives his Shame, when 
by an unparalleled Viilany they fhould be publickly debauched before all IfraeL Then Da^ 
vid made a penitent Confeflion : It was indeed long delayed, for the Child /infuliy begot 
was then born Cf)i during that Time his Comforts and Exercife of Grace had been fu- 
fpended : But his Repentance was fincere, as recorded in the fifty firft Pfalm, and his Pardon 
was declared i ithe Lord hath put away thy fin^ thoujhalt not die. Thou (halt not come into 
Condemnation, thy Iniquity fliall not be thy everlafting Ruin 5 yet God fhewed his Difplca- 
fure, for the Infant fickned ^ and though David fafted and prayed for fparing him, the 
Child died on the feventh Day : And David fubmitted to the divine Difpofal, and had ano- 
ther Child by Bathjbeba^ named Solomon. 

The Evils denounced by Nathan againft David for his Sin foon began to be accompliihed : 
Mifchief arofe out of his own Houfe j for Amnon the King's Son having decoyed T'amar^ his 
beautiful Sifter by the fame Father, into his Houfe, committed a villanous Rape upon her. 
'Tis like he bad been accuftomed to lewd Praftices before, and therefore at this Time gave a 
full Licence to his brutal PafTion. Abfalorn^ another of the King's Sons, Brother to Tamar 
by the fame Father and Mother, being informed, refolved to revenge the Injury done to his 
Sifter. With this View, after asking the King's Leave, he invited all his Brethren to an En- 
tertainment, and ordered his Servants to kill Amnon^ while he was merry with Wine j which 
they did (g'). It feems to have been David's Fault that he was too indulgent to Amnon^ and 
did not punilh him according to Jiiftice immediately for his Crime. But Abfalom was aifo 
highly culpable, in caufuig kill his Brother, when neither tried nor condemned by his Judges 5 
eipecially if the Circumftances be weighed, that he did it when his Brother was his Gueft j 
when merry with Wine, without any "Warning or previous Exhortations to Repentance : 
And perhaps he thus removed his elder Brother, to pave his own Way to the Throne. Da^ 
vid was mightily afflifted with the News, that all his Sons were killed by Abfalom ; but this 
Miftake was redlified by the Suggeftions of Jonadab the King^s Nephew, and by the fuddert 
Arriv^of his Sons in Safety, who gave the true Account of their Brother Amnon's Death : 
Which treacherous and barbarous Murder put the King and all the Court into real Mourning, 
Abfalom knowing the Law would ftrike againft him, fled to his Mother's Relations, and was 
entertained by his Grandfather ^almai King o^Gefhut for three Years. 

<i q a In 
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In the mean time the Heat of David*s Difpleafure behig over, his Heart began to wanu 
towards Jhjaiomy and only wanted a Friend to court him to be reconciled, and point out the 
\Vay how he might do it, without Impeachment to the Honour of his Juftice. Joab know- 
ing tliis, and deliring to gain the Affcdlion of the Heir-apparent to tlie Crown^ fent for a 
wife Woman from '^ckoa {a) ^ who by a cunning Speech endeavoured to convince the King, 
that in fomc Cafes the Life of a Aiurderer might be fpared 5 and that he ought to bring home 
his Banifhed, to whom all the Kingdom had fo great Afledlion. Whereupon David gave 
Orders to Jvdb^ to bring Ahfalom home to live at his own Houfe, but not to fee the King's 
l-\ice. His Return is placed by Dr. Ligbtfoot (b^ in the thirty fecond Year David's Reio-n. 
Mfaiom liaving ftaid two Years at Jernfalemy without Accefs to the King's Prefence, though 
he had the Applaufes of the People for his great Beauty, and was better dealt with than he 
deferved, could not be fatisHed without he were fully rerfored to Favour, and to all his Pla- 
ces at Court. Joab declining Gonverfe on this Subjed:, he caufed his Servants fee the Gene* 
ral's Field of Barley on Fire^ who being furprifed with fuch a bold Adventure, converfed 
with him, and went on his Errand to the King, who wds cafily perfwaded to a Reconciliation 5 
and to allow his Son, after all the Evil he had done, Accefs to his Prefence. 

Abfalojn was no iboner reftored to Favour at Court, but he aimed to be in the Throne: 
ilc look'd great, by preparing Chariots and Horfes^ and fifty Men to run before him (^)^ 
and endeavoured to inllill into the Peoples Minds a bad Opinion of the prefcnt AdminiftratiJ 
on ; as if the Affairs of the Kingdom were neglecled ■ But if he were admitted ro rule he 
\vould be diligent and juft in his Management. And thus by a humble complaifant Carriage- 
he froie away the Affe*ltions of Great and Small. In a httle Time he broke out into open Re- 
beUioxi i for having asked and obtained Leave of King David to go and pay a Vow at Hebron^ 
he there cauftd proclaim himfelf King, and fignified it to all the People ; Whereupon many 
reformed to him. There is feme DifRculty about the Date of thefe Commotions : It came to 
pafs after forty years (.d). 1 humbly conceive thofe forty Years do commence from the Tim^ 
Da'vid was at firft anointed King (tf), in the Reign of Satil^ fuU fix Years before he was 
crowned King in Hcbroii, Thus the Rebellion began in the thirty fourth Year of David^s 
Reigh, as commencing after SaiiPs Death, in the fixty fourth Year of the King's Life, fuU 
fix Years befoire his Death. During which Time there is Room enough to place the follow-i 
in^ Events in his Hifl-ory. Though this Epocha, of David's being anointed by Saimiel be 
iefs ufed now, yet it might be well knowh then, and therefore fpoke of in the Text laft' na- 
med as a Thing notour. David being informed that the great Part Ifrael had owned Ab^ 
falom as King, departed from Jernfalera with a Number of valiant Men attending him 3 the 
Cberetbites and Pclethites^ commanded by Beuajab^ v;:th a PwCgiment'of G/Yr/f^j, or Pbiliftiiti 
Profelytesj ftuck clofe to him j and the common People exprefled their Sympathy for him : 
Zadok and Abtatbar offered alfo to go along with him, with the Levites carrying the Ark of 
God 5 but the good King being more folicitous for the Safety of the Ark, than for himfelf, 
fent them back, faying. Carry back the ark of God into the city : if IJJjall find favour in th&, 
eyes of the Lord^ he *wi(l bring me again ^ audfiew me both it^ and bis babitation. But if be 
tons jay^ j ha^je no delight in tbcc : behold^ here J am^ let him do to me as feemeth good unto 
him. He expedled alfo the Friefts would ferve his Intereft during his Abfence 5 particularly 
by fending Inm intelligence of his Enemies Motions and Refolutions^ by their Sons, Jona'^ 
tban and Abimaaz^ of whofc Prudence and Fidelity he had good Experience. David went up 
by the Afcent of Mount Olivet^ and wept as he went, being grieved for his Son's unnatural 
Rebellion, fent as a Funifhment for his Sin in the Alatter of Uriah, All his Company were 
deeply afTecred ^ and upon this Occafion he feems to have penned and prayed over the third 
tfulm. Being told that Ahitopbel had joined Abfaloiit's Party, whom he knew to be a cunning 
Politician, David prayed, O Lord turn tbe counfel into foolijlsnefs^ and fent his Friend Hufhai 
the Archil e back to Jerufalenij to offer his Service to Ahfalom j but in the mean time to ufe 
Ills befl: Offices to countermine the Counfcls of Ahitophelj and to give notice of them. 

David being a iittlc paft Mount Olivet^ Ziba^ Steward to Mepbiboflyeth^ came with a Pre- 
fcnt of Wine and Proviiions, and accufed his Mafter, that he ilaid at Jerufalem in Hopes of 
being himfelf made King. Though the Stroy was not very likely, that Mephihcjioetb^ lame 
Legs (hould climb co Preferment 5 yet David hearkned fo far to the Flatteries oi Ziba^ as to 
make a mfh Grant in his Favours 5 ^bine are all tbat fettained to MephibofJjetb (/), Being 
come to Bahnrim^ a Town of the Tribe of Benjamin^ one Sbimei^ of the Family of Sanlj^ 
canie out, heaped Curfes, and threw Stones at the King. Abiflmi would have killed ]^ but 
David would not allow : He reflcifled on his own Sins, bore his Tribulation with P^bnce i 
find Dr. Ligbtfoot ^ (g) thinks, that on this Occaflonhe penned the fcventh Pfdm. At length 
David cntred Babitrim^ and there refreflied himfelf, and the People that were with him. In 
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the mean time Ahfalom and his Party marched to Jerufalem 5 where Hnfl^az the Arcbite falu- 
ted and complimented him, and was admitted among his Counfellors. Ahitophel advifed Ab^ 
[aloni to gP in unto his Father's Concubines, left to keep the Houfe, that the People might cleave 
clofer to him, perceiving there was no Hope of Reconciliation, after difhonouring his Father 
in fuch a Manner. This fuited the young Man's lewd Inclinations, alid he delayed not pu~ 
blickly to do it on the Top of the Houfe. But it was abominable, and (whoever advifed it) 
it was to his Ruin. It was the Sin by which Keuhen loft his Birth-right, which the Law of 
God declares a capital Crime {a) : And the Apoftle fpeaks of itasa Villany not to be named a- 
mong the Gentiles C^). j.hitoph^l next propofed to take twelve thoufand Men to ^wx^lm David 
that very Night, and that he wonld come upon him while 'weary cinA iveak handed^ make all his 
people flee ^ fmite the king only^ and the whole country would fnbmiP to the yoimg prince. Ah-, 
falom pleafed the Advice Well C^J o ^ot it feems he was fo bad, as to de%n no Icfs than 
his Father*s Death : But he-would firft confult Htijloai the Anhite^ who dilTwaded him from 
it, faying, it was to be feared that thofe who were with David^ being valiant and defperate 
Men, might defeat thofe fent againft them 5 which might be of dangerous Confequence to 
break the whole Party : Wherelbre he offered to gather all Jfraelfrom Dau to Beerjbeha^ and 
then to fail on David wherefoever he was^ and ruin him. Ahfalom was fo far infatuated, as 
to follow the laft Opinion : Of which Hujfoai gave notice to Zadok and Abiathar^ bidding 
them haft away and advife David to pafs "Jordan with ail Difpatch. They fent Jonathan and 
jlhiraaaz with the MelTage 5 who having efcaped the Purfuers, by hiding themfelves in a Well^ 
came and told Davidy who decamped by Break of Day, palled Jordau^ and came to Mahana-* 
im-^ a City of Gileadi^ where he was kindly entertained. About this Time David feems to 
have penned the forty fecond and forty third Pfalms : Where he encouraged himfelf, that 
nocwithltanding he was then banifhed from publick Ordinances, and under fnany Difcourage- 
ments, yet his Hope is in God, that he Jlwtild yet praife biniy as the health of his countenance^ 
jand his God, And in the fifty fifth Pfalm he complains of his Enemies; particularly in the 
thirteenth snd fourteenth Verfes he feems to point out the Perfidy of Ahitophel his Coun- 
fellor ; to whom he wifhes many evil Things, as an Enemy to the publick Welfare. Thefe 
Delires were foon ^ccomplifhed , for Ahitophel finding his Counfel rejefced, and his Party go- 
ing to Ruin, went to his own 'City, where he had made his Willj and then hanged himfelf^ 

David having increafed his Army^ efpecially in the Tribes beyond 'Jordan, which were 
nor fo foon debauched to Abfalom^s Intereft :. And fince his unnatural Son advanced with a 
■great Hoft of rebellious Subjed:^, he marfhalled his own Men under the Command of Joah^ 
AhifJ^aiy and Ittai the Gittite ( d'). He offered to go in Perfbn to the Battle, but was over- 
perfwaded by his Officers to ftay in the City Mabanaimy as more for their Intereft and his 
own. Not doubting of Succefs, which he had prayed for and expe£lcd from his gracious 
God, he yet.intreated his Men todeal gently with the young man^ even with Abfalom. Where 
he rendred Good for Evil. To deal gently with an unthankful Traitor, who hunted after his 
Father's Life and Crown, was amazing Pity ^ nothing can be found parallel to it, but our 
Redeemer's Compaflion, in praying for his Murderers. The decifive Action was in the Wood 
of Ephrainiy fo called from fome memorable Deed of the Ephraiinites there, though it lay in! 
the Tribe of Gad, The Rebels were entirely routed, and twenty thoufand of them flain i 
The Wood devoured more than the Sword 5 the Pits, Bogs, Thickets, Stumps and wild 
Beafts, entangled, and ruined the flying Parties. Abfalom was caught by the thick Boughs 
of a great Oak 5 his Mule, on which he rode, run away, and he could not difiritangle himfelf. 
In this Pofture, one of the Servants of David faw him, and told Joab ^ who blamed the 
Man, faying, U'foy didfi thou hot fmite. Mm tber6 to the gronndy and I would have given thee 
ten Jbekels of Jilver^ and a girdle ? By which it is like he meant ten Half-crowns in Value^- 
and a Captain's Cdmmiflion, whereof the Girdle was a Badge. The Man replied he would 
have done it for no Reward. It might have coft him his Head, fince the King in his Hear- 
ing had charged the general Officers 5 Beware that none touch the young man Abfalom, How- 
ever Joab broke through the Orders of too indulgent a Father,- fmote Abfalom dead, buried 
his Body in a great Pit in the Wood, on'which they caft a great Hfiap of Stones • and therf 
founded a Retreat, to fpare the Blood of IfraeL Abfalbin's Sons' being dead before himfelf^ 
his Memory was preferved by a great Pillar he hdd erefted near Jerufalem bearing his Name. 
The War being over, Joab fenc News of the Event to the King by Qipi (who might be ari 
Ethiopian by Birth, as his Name bears, but an Ifraelite by Profeffion> and by Ahimaa%^ a: 
Pfieft : Yet the King was more grieved at Abfalom's Deaths than delighted in the Victory. 
Though his W'eeping may be excufed in fome- Meafufe j as being afflidled for his Son^s dying 
in his Iniquity, without the ieaft Sign of Repentance ^ and that his own Sin^ in the Matter of 
Uriah and Bathjhehay had brought on the Calamity of a civif War upon his Kingdom : Yec 
his Sorrow feems to have gone into Exceis, when he indulged it long, and declined to con- 
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gratulate his Soldeirs returning vidtorious, from a Battle where they had ventured their Lives 
for his Sake : For which Joab expoftulated with him C^), perhaps in Terms too roiicrh to be 
ufed by a Subjeft to a Sovereign. Yet they had this Eflecl, that the King threw off h?s, Grief 
and appeared in publick^ where his People came to hinij and rejoiced in his and their own 
Safety. 

Jfrael being fenfible of the Folly of the Rebellion, contended who fhould b^ve the Honour 
to bring the King home to ym^/^/^Wi The Men of by the Management of Zadok 

and Abiathar the chief Priefts, appeared firft for the Reftauration. The Intereft of Amafd 
D^-yri's Nephew, who had been jf^yii/ow's General, but was pardoned, and had the King's 
Promife to command in the Room of foah^ contributed to make them unanimous in their Re-^ 
folution. iS'Z'me/ who had curfed the King C^), came with a thoufand .Bfw_/^;/7/to to wait on 
him, and to ask Pardon for his Tranfgreffion^ which David was fo generous as to grant, the* 
no doubt the Criminal was bound to his good Behaviour, and liable to be profecuted, if he af- 
terwards mifcarried. Mepbibqfbetb the Son o£y onatbart\\ent with the Crowd to meet the 
King. He had been a fmcere mourner during the Rebellion, having never trimmed, nor put 
on clean Linen, and was not a little grieved that Zti^a his Steward had mifi-eprefented him as 
one aiming at the Kingdom, and thereby had got a Grant of his Eftate. David hearing a true 
State of the Cafe, ordered Ziba and Mephibojheth to divide the Land^ that the Property Ihbuld 
be in the latter as firft ordered, but the former lhall till the Land and pay his Mafter a Rent. 
ZihaiQQVcxs indeed to have deferred PuniJhment for flandering his Mafter f O 5 l>ut David 
being now in the Humour of forgiving, refolved to make every Body eafy 5 and the Matter 
might be more fully confidered afterwards. Old Barzillai waited on the King to the Weft 
Side o€ Jordan : He had a fine Seat 2tX, Kogelim In Gilead^ where being rich and liberal he 
had provided D^wrf Suftenance while he lay at Mahanaim, Wherefore the King in Gratitude 
kindly invited him to go to Jernjalem 5 but Barzillai excufed himfelf^that being now Eighty 
Years of Age, he was not fit for the Diverlions of a Courts it was more requifite that he 
fhould go home and prepare for Eternity j only the King might take his Son Chimbam with 
him, and give him what Preferment he pleafed This being agreed to, David and Bar^ 

%iUai parted with kind Salutations and Bleffings. The Men of Jfrael came to pay their Re-» 
fpefts to the King; and objefted to the Men ofjudaby that they had brought him home 
without calling them to do him Honour at his Reftoratibnj about which there pafied fome hoc 
Words, that occafioned a new Infurre^lion. 

For Sheba the Son of Bichri^ a Bejijamite^^ but dwelling in the Tribe of Bpbraim^ hhtsi) a 
trumpet y and faid^ IVe have no fart in Davidy neither have we inheritance in the Jon of Jeffs 
(ej. So every man of ffrael went up after the fon of Bichri ; but the men ofjndah clave to the 
King. No fooner was one of David*s Troubles over, but another arofe out of the Aihes of thtJ 
former, to fulfil the Threatning, ^he fword Jhall never depart from thy houfe, David bein* 
come to Jenifalem^ purified his Family 5 and on this Occafion feems to have penned the thir- 
tieth Pfalm. He had multiplied Wives contrary to Law : Ten of his Concubines, left to keep 
the Houfe, proved a Shame to him, when Mbjalom his Son publickly debauched them • 
and therefore he now fhut them up in Prifon during Life, In the Time ofSheha^s Rebellion' 
David prayed Pjalm Ixxiv. as Dr. Ligbtfoot (/) thinks : And to crufli this Infurred^ion in 
the Bud, he ordered Amafa^ now his General, to raife Forces, and direfted AhiJIoai to purfue 
fcy/^e-^^ with the Guards, ^o^^, without Orders, went with his Brother ^ at Gibeon he met 
with Amafuj whom he treacheroufly killed 5 refumed his Poftas Commander in chief, led oil 
the Army, and ordered the Forces coming up to follow him. Sbeba^ the Rebel hav- 
ing rambled over all the Tribes of Ijrael^ found very few, upon fecond Thoughts willing to 
go into his 'Meafures 5 wherefore he was obliged, with a Handful that joined him to ihuc 
himfelf up in Abel-beth-maacah^ a City in the Tribe of Naphtali (g). There Joah beiieged 
him, battered the Walls, and made' ready for a general Aflauk, till a prudent Woman, by lier 
good Addrefs, both with the Befiegers and befieged, fo managed the Matter^ as the Rebel's 
Head was thrown over the Wall : Whereupon Joab founded a Retreat, and fpared the City- 
About this Time there was a Famine in Ifrael three Years fucceflively, which made it the 
forer , tho' perhaps it was not extreme, only a great Drought occafioned great Scarcity of Pro- 
vifions, which is placed by the learned Dr. Ligbtfoot Qf\ in the thirty fixth, thirty feventhj 
and thirty eighth Years of David*s Reign. He enquired of the Lord concerning the Grounds 
of the Controverfy : To which the Lord aniwered. It is for Sanl^ and for his bloody houfe^ 
hecanje be flew the Giheonits (/). Thefe People had by Subtilty made a Covenant with .^i?^^ 
(JC)^ whereby their Lives were fpared, but their Liberties taken away ; yet Saul cut off many 
of them ; for what Reafon we are not told 9 perhaps to attone for his Clemency to the Ama^^ 
lekites. David^ *tis like, by divine Dired:ion, referred to the Gibeonites themfeives what Sa-» 
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tisfaclion fhould be made to them for the Wrortg 5 and they defired feven of *5W///'s Pofterity 
might be put to Death 5 which was granted. Blood is expiated by Biood (^j). The Nomina- 
tion of the Perfons being left to David^ he fpared Mephibojheth the Son of Jonathan^ for the 
Friendlhip and Oath between hiih and his Father, but gave up Armo7ti and MepbiboJJjetby the 
Sons Kizpab one of >SanPs Concubines, with five of his Grandfons born by Merab^ and 
brought up by Michal for Adriel the Mebolatbitt^ whom theGibeonites hanged in the Begin-^ 
ning of the Barley-harveft. Rzzpab ftaid by the Bodies, to hinder the Fowls of the Air, and 
the Beafts of the Field from tearing them j and David caufed their Bones, with thofc of 
Saul and "Jonatban^ that were at Jahejh-Gilead^ to be brought thence, and buried in the Tomh 
oi K.ijh^ the Father of iJ*<«a/j zt Zela^J in Beftjamin And God 'was intreated for tbe Land. 
XVhen Juftice is done upon Earth, Vengeance irom Heaven ccafeth. Near the fame Time 
D^^'ZJ^W had War with the ^ four Battles are ti^entioned in 2. Sam. xxi. i^r, — 22. 

The Book of Cbroiiicles^ which takes no Notice o^Davzd's Sin in the Matter of Urzab^ nor of 
the Troubles that followed upon itjrtor of Abfalom^ nor Sbeba's Rebellion, fpeaks of three of 
thefe Battles C^). David hadfubdued the Pbiliftisies in the Beginning of his Reign^ fo as 
they could not bring any great Numbers into the Field ; yet as long as they had any Giants 
to be their Champions, they never ceafed by their Incurfjons to difturb the Peace of IfraeL 
In one Encounter David himfeif was in great Danger by JJhbi^bmob a great Giant, till Abifljai 
fuccourcd liis Frince,and flew the Vhiliftiffe. The King feems now to have been in the fixty eighth 
Year of his Life, and thirty eighth of his Reign 5 and confidenng the Fatigues he had 
undergone, 'tis no Wonder he waxed faint, tho'' he did not flee. But the Hazard he had e** 
fcaped, made his Men to enter into a Refolve, confirmed by an Oath, that he fhould go nd 
more to Battle, that the light of tftael^ its Guide and Glory, might never be fo near blown, 
out. In the other Engagements we have nothing memorable, but that three Phtlifiines o€ 
gigantick Stature, were flain by David^s Servants. The moft powerful Enemies, even Death 

it felf, ftiall be fubdued at lafl: by our blefled Redeemer, through ^jobom wc are more than con-^ 
querors, 

David having overcome all his Enemies, triumphed with a Song of Praife, recorded in 2 Sam, 
xxii. and with Tome little Variation in the eighteenth P/l^/w. In the former we have itcom- 
pofed for his own Glofet j in the latter, as it was afterwards given to the chief Mulician for. 
the Service of the Church, which may ferve as a Pattern of Thankfgiving to the People of 
God in all Agesj and might have been ufeful to this Prince, both when God delivered him from 
the Troubles raifed by Saul in his Youth j and alfo when God freed him from all his Enemies, 
in his old Age. For here he gives God the Glory of his infinite Perfe<5tions, triumphs in his 
Interefl: in him, gives Account of the great Things God had done for him, makes fweet Re- 
flections upon his own Integrity, and enlarges upon the plcafanc Profpedts of Kindnefs God had 
in Store for all his Saints, for himfeif, and for his Seed for evermore j that is, our Redeemer, 
whofe Throne and Kingdom fliall only continue for .ever. 

David being old, finding his latter End approaching, indited his kft Will (Os which we 
may fuppofe he oft repeted for his own Comfort, even to his laft Breath 5 and therefore is 
called his laft Words, faying^ i'he fpirit of the Lord fpake by vie^ and his word was in my 
tongue : the God of Iftael faid^ the Rock of Ifrael fpake to mcy He that ruleth over ^nen mnft b& 
jufty ruling in tbe fear of God^ &c. intimating, that not only thefe Words, but alfo many 
other Pfalms and Hymns uttered by him, are not to be looked upon as human Inventions, but: 
as Words penned by the Spirit of God, the great Teacher of the Church j Words wherein th^ 
ever blefled Trinity concur, God the Father, the God of Ifrael 5 his Son our Redeemer^ the 
Rock of Ifrael 5 and the Spirit^ proceeding from the Father and the Son, who fpake by tbe bo-^ 
ly prophets^ He that ruleth over men mufi be juft^ ruling in the fear of God, Rulers among 
Men, whether of David's Pofterity 6r others, mufl: be juft, to allow their People their Rights 
and Properties, to defend the Innocent, to do Right to thofe who are injured 5 to adl as thofe 
poflefled with the holy Fear of God, teaching them to govern rational Men with good Laws ; 
In fo doing they fliall profper, and be a publick Blefling. The Mefiias, the Son of David^ 
lhall be fuch a Ruler among Men, wholhall order the Affairs of Salvation, and publick Wor- 
ihip according to his Father's Will ; and fhall be acceptable as the light of the Morm?:gy wheji 
the fun rzfeth^ even a morning without clouds, as the tender grafs fpringi7tg out of the earthy by 
clear flaining after raiji. Of this David makes comfortable Application, faying, Although my 
^houfe be not fo with God^yet he hath made with me an everlafting covenant, ordered in all 
things and jute. <tbis is all my falvation, and all my defire, tho" he- make it not to grow : 
but the fans of Belial. fhall be all of them as thorns thruft away^ &c. Where he tells, that tho* 
neither he nor his Children had ruled and lived as they ought, and therefore have not enjoyed 
that uninterrupted Profperity 5 yet he comforts himfeif in this,that God had gracioufly been pleafedi 
to give him a fure Covenant,to continue the Kingdom to him and to his Seed lor ever Qd\t\\\ the 
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coming of the Mefiias, his Son and Succeflbr, whofe Kingdom ihall have no End. And in 
and through the Meflias, his Saviour, God had in his everlafting Counfel contrived a Cove- 
nant of Grace, which he had acquiefced in, which is fo well ordered for the Glory of God, 
tmd tlie Salvation of his People, with ali the Means leading thereto ^ and fliali be fo firmly 
kept, that the very Gates of Heil fhali not prevail againft it. This was all his Salvation, and ail 
that he could defire, aniidftall Confufions and Shakings that can happen. But the Sons Beli- 
al who wickedly rebel againft the Cov'enant of God, as his SuccelTors fhould thruft them a- 
way as one would do pricking Thorns, fo God ihail thruft them away, and caft them into 
the Fire of his Wrath, 

As to the Catalogue David* s mighty Men, there are! fome Differences between that in 
i Sam. yiyim. 8,^ 39- and that in i Chro32. xi. lo, 47. which may be eafily remo- 
ved if we confider, that nothing is more common than for one Man to have divers Names, 
and'that as fome of the Worthies died, fo others came in their room 5 which muft make fomi 
Alteracioni Many of the A£lions afcribed to thofe eminent Men, were done in Dazid^s young- 
er Years, yet are here infcrted towards the End of his Life 5 for the Honour of the King, who 
trained up his Servants in the Art of War, fetting them an Example of Conduct and Courage 
in his own Pcrfon j for the Credit of thofe brave Men who were inftrumental to bring their 
Mafter to the Crown, and proteft liim in his Government 5 to excite after Ages to a generous 
Emulation, and to fhew that Religion doth infpire Men with true Courage. All the Saints of 
God have their Names written in Heaven, and there fhali have their Reward. 

Near the End of David's Life, or two Years before his Death, he gave Joab Orders to go 
through all the Tribes from Da7^ to Beerjbeba^ to number the People, and bring a Report (^a), 
"Joab made a hu-.'bie Remonftrance againft it j but the King's Orders were pofitive, and muft 
be obeyed. Therefore Joab with his AfBftants began on the Eaft Side o{ Jordan^ came about 
by the Northern Farts oi Canaan^ and returned tojernfale^n 'm nine Months and twenty Daysj 
with an Account, that there were in Jfrael eight hundred thoufand valiant Men that drew 
the Sword, and in Jndab five hundred thoufand, Levi and Benjamin not being counted. 
vid was ibon convinced, and made a penitent Confeflion of his Iniquity ; which feems t 
confifted in this, that-he went about this Defign without confulting God, out of a proud Con- 
ceit of his own Greatnefs, in commanding fo many Subje6>s 5 and from a vain Confidence irt 
his own Strength, that being able to raife fo many fighting Men, he would be formidable a- 
XBona the Nations. God who knows beft the Demerits of Sin done againft himfelf, and difcerns 
the Principles from which Men aft^ was very much difpleafed, and fent the Prophet Gad to 
Cffer to the King's Choice, fevcn Years of Famine, three Months to flee before his Enemies, or 
three Days Peftilence in the Land, as a Punifhment for his Iniquity : David faid, / am in a. 
great firait : lep us fall now into the baud of the Lord, (^for his mercies arc great^ and let me 
mt fall into the hand of man. He could not think to have all his former Triumphs ftained, 
nor fee tlie Eiiemies of Jjrael behave themfelves- fo proudly. According to his Choice, the 
Peftilence was lent ; which from the Morning to th6 Time appointed, confumed feventy 
thoufand Men. The King feeirag the Angel threaten to fmite Jernfalem^ renewed his Con- 
feffion, prayed for Mercy to his People, and by the Direction of the Prophet, bought the 
Threfliing-fioor of or Oman^ a Profelyte defcended from the Jebufites^ where he fa- 

crificed Burnt-offerings and Peace-offerings. So the Lord was entreated for the land^ and the 
plague was flayed. 

There are fome feeming Differences between the Hiftory of this Affair in the laft Chapter 
oiSanmel^ and that in the twenty firft Chapter of the firft Book of Chrofzichs which may be 
reconciled : For in the former it is faid, S['he anger of the Lord was kindled againft Ifraely and 
he moved David againft them^ to fay^ Go nmnbsr Jfrael and Judah, There was too much 
Caufc for divine Difpleafure : Ifrael had been unthankful for their Profperity, and the Blef- 
lings David" % Government, and eafily drawn to join in the Rebellions oi Abfalom and >She^ 
ha : Wherefore, though God tempts no Man to fin 5 yet, as a righteous Judge, he took oc- 
cafjon from this Sin David to punifh.the other Iniquities of Ifrael, In the latter it rs faid^ 
^atan frovoked David to number Ifrael. The Adverfary of our Salvation fuggefted this Sin,^ 
and follicited to it, even as he put into the Heart of Judas to betray Chrift. There is another 
Difficulty, by comparing n Sam. xxiv. 9. where the Number of given up by ^o'^^ ij 

eight hundred thoufand Men, with i Chron, xxi. 5. where they are eleven hundred thoufand.- 
Thc Reafon of the Difference feems to be, that in the former, the ordinary fettled Militia » 
waiting on the King are omitted 5 which being twenty four thoufand for each Month {b)^ 
thefe in the whole Year make two hundred eighty eight thoufand j who, with twelve thoufand 
Officers and Garrlfon-foldiers, make three hundred thoufand. The Chronicles being writ ta 
gather up Fragments omitted in former Books, the Militia and the whole fencible Men are 
there put together, which makes up eleven hundred thoufand i and in the Book of Samuel 

only 
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only the fencible iVIen are numbered. ^ There is another Branch of this Difficulty i for n the 
fore'citcd Text m Samuel the Men o^Judab are called five hundred tlioufluid, bun in the Cbro-* 
nicies four hundred and feventy thouland. The Reafon of this Difference may be, either that 
the Garriibn-foldicrs, with thofe who attended the king, are in the former included, but id 
the latter excluded , or that though there were five hundred thoufand when Joah gave up the 
Sura to the King, yet thirty thouiand.of thefe died in the Plague ; which being deduced, the 
Sum will remain as mentioned in the Chromcles. Belides^ yoab was fick of the Order for num- 
bring the People, and the Work was never perfefted 5 which may make a Diyerfity in tlie Ac- 
count. Another Doubt is moved : Why in 2. Sam. xxiv. 13. is it faid. Shall (even year:; of 
famine come ? and in i Cbron, xxi. 12. only three years famine ? But there is liere no In« 
confiilency : For there were three Years Famine infli*51:ed already, for the Sin oFSaal in kil- 
ling the 'Gibco7tites 5 which being, as before obferved, in the thirty fixth, thirty feventh and 
thirty eighth Years of David's Reign, and this now threatned being in the thirty ninth Year 
of the fame Reign, while the EfTedis of the former were not over, three more Years Famine 
would make in ali feven : Whereas in the Book of Chronicles only the three Years threatned 
for David's numbring the People are reckoned. The laft Difference that appears in this Nar- 
rative, is, that in 2 Sam, xxiv. 24. it is faid, David bought the tbreJJnng-fluor and the oxen^ for 
fifty fljckels of filver ; but in i C^ro;^. xxi. 25. he is faid to give for the place fix hundred Jbe^ 
kels of gold by weight. The Difficulty may be removed thus : In the firft he fpeaks of the 
Price paid for the Threfliing-floor, the Oxen and Inftruments , but in the latter, of what he 
advanced in his Royal Generofity for the whole Place adjoining, on which the Temple and its 
Courts were afterwards built, in the room where Arajmah^ if not others, had their Houfes<^ 
Barns and other Apartments ; The fame Place, as Dr. Lightfoot thinks, where God ftopt A-* 
hraham from facrificing Ifaac^ by prefenting a more proper Sacrifice. There the JLord would 
have his Temple built ^ and there Sacrifices and Oblations for many Ages were made with Ac- 
reptance on his Altar. ... 

The firft Bdok of the Kings begins with the laft Year o£ David's Life and Reign. Thefe 
Books were written by Prophets, or holy Men of God, living in or near the Times wherein 
the Things there recorded were done, and by fome one of them digefted into Order. Who- 
ever was the Penman, they are a Pare of the holy Scriptures divinely infpired, being as fuch 
delivered 16 us by the yewijb Church, to whom were committed the oracles of God Qa) 5 owned 
in the New '^feflament^ for the Apoftle (^)j quoting a Pafiage out of them, calls it Scripture^ 
by way of llmincnce , and they have been received by the Chriftian Church in all Ages. Ic 
hath been a piece of Honour often paid to crownM Heads, to have their Aflions on Record 5. 
but the Hifiory of thefe Books hath this Excellency, that it contains not only the Afiliirs of 
yndab and Ifra-el^ but is indidled by the holy Spirit with a Regard to the Kingdom of God ini 
ihofe Times, and will be ufeful, inftrudtive a^^edifying to the Church of God while the World 
remains. "^'f'' 

To go on with the Hiftory of the laftYear otD'avid^s Life : The Lord being pleafed with 
the Atonement he had .made for his Sin in numbring the People, gave intiniation of the Placer 
where the Temple fiiould be erected : Wherefore the King was excited with Vigour to fen 
Mafons to work, and to make Preparations for that great Fabrick (c). Mean time the King's 
Health began to decline : Though .his Servants covered him with Cloaths, he got no Heat 5 
•whereupon hisPhyficians advifed him to one Ahijhag the Shunamite^ a beautiful young Woman^ 
Cwhom he might take to be his Concubine, according to the corrupt Cuftoni of thofe Times.) 
Adofn'jah the Son of Haggith^ feeing his Father in this Condition, prepared to fuccced in tho 
^Throne. Joab the General^ and -/^Z^ZiT^^^r the High-prieft joined with him 5 and he invited the 
King's Sons with the King's Servants to a great Feaft at Enrage I hut Nathan: the Prophet, Be^ 
naiab^ the mighty Men, Or the King's G uard, and his l^roihtr Solofuon he called not. Nathan^ 
who knew God*s Defignation, Davids Choice, and IfraePs Ihtereft in the Matter, alarmed 
Bathfljeba^ and advifed her to go to the King, to acquaint him o{ AdonijaFs Ufurpation of 
his Throne, promifed to her Son Solomon : Which (he did , and the Prophet came in the time 
of the Gonvei'lation, and confirmed what Ihe faid. Whereupon David affirmed with a folemri 
Oath that Solomon fiiould fucceed him, and ordered Zadok the Prieft, Nathan the Prophet^ 
Bcnaiah^ with the King's Life-guard and Minifters of State, to mount Solomon on the Mule the 
King ufed to ride on, to conduct him to Giho7t^ the Ark and anointing Oyl being there lodged, 
where Zadok and Natbxin fhould anoint him^ then found the Trumpet, and cry, God fave King 
Soiommi. The Order-s being immediately executed, the People of Jerufalem approved the 
"Choice by their Acclamations and Shouts of Joy. Admijab being informed of the whole by 
yonathan the Son Ahiathcr^ while he and his Guefts had not rifeh from their Entertainment, 
liach of them were afraid : Adonijah hlmfelf fled to the Horns of the Altar, Cpi-'rhaps that one 
which his Father had lately let up in the Threfhing- floor of Araundh^ where he begged his 
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Life of his Brother Solomon 3 who promifed no Harm fhould be done him, if he behaved hitn- 
feif well for the future. 

The Cloud that rhreatned a Storm by AdonijaFs Ufurpation being fcatteredj David reco-i 
vered fome Vigour, fo as to inftruCl Soloiimz^ and to give him a Charge concerning building 
the Temple C^) 5 to which he encouraged him by the Call of God, and by the vaft Prepara- 
tions he had made for that Work. Notwithftanding the Troubles in his Reign^ he had pro- 
vided one hundred tbonfand talents of goldj a thonfand thoufajid tale7tts of filver ^ hrafs and iron 
^without weighty timber^ and ftone^ and zvork-men in ahtmdance. The Sum of the Gold and 
Silver is immenfe, and not eafily to be reckoned ^ only 1 find Interpreters on Exod. xxv. 39. 
and xxxviii. 24, 25. eftimate each Talent at three thoufand Shekels, or one hundred twenty 
five Pound-weight. Now, fuppofing a Pound of Gold to be thirty fix Pounds Sterling in Va- 
lue, and a Pound of Silver four Pounds, one hundred thoufand Talents of Gold will amount 
to four hundred and fifty Millions, and a thoufand thouiand Talents of Silver will be five hun- 
dred Millions, and the whole Gold and Silver will come to nine hundred and fifty Millions Stetm 
ling : A prodigious Sum ! Yet 1 do not think it incredible, or that a Talent fignifies no more 
than a Plate or an Ingot, as fome have fuppofed : Tor David had many ways of enriching 
himfelf, and making a vaft Treafury, by the Spoils taken from the Syrians^ Moahites^ Ammo^ 
iiiteSy Qanaanites^ Philifii^tes and Bdomites j which he confecrated to thefe pious Ufes (c). 
He feems alfo to have had a Trade with Urpbe or Opbir, So fays EupoleimiSy cited by Enfehius 
Qd') : "Which is very probable ; for having conquered Edom^ and reduced it to be a Province 
of his Empire, he thereby became Mailer of two Ports of the Red Sea, Elath and Ezion-^geber 
(O5 ft'oi^ which he might begin the Bufinefs : And the three thoufand Talents of Gold of O- 
phir which he gave to the Houfe of God CfJ feem to have been gained that way. He had alfo 
a great deal of JLands bordering upon Qa7iaan^ which he laboured by many Captives taken in 
the Wars {g)^ who were not able to redeem themfelves j for we find Qo) that he had Stewards and 

Managers over his Store-houfes,TilIage,Vineyards,Wine-cellars,01ive-trees, Herds and Flocks ^ 
this being a mean whereby Princes in antient Times gained Treafures. Befides, the Riches of 
theSanduary itfelf, which could not bebeftov/ed to a better Ufe than building the Temple, were 
exceeding great : For the Tabernacle at Shilob^ or wherever it was, never having been plunder- 
ed from the Days oiMofes to thofe ofDavid^ for above four hundred Years, nor any Ufe made 
of it i the fame having no Lofs, but a daily Increafe, by the Spoils taken in the War (i)^ by 
the dedicated Things, and by the Capitation-tax, called the Rajifoni of the foul (yfe), at half 
a Shekel each Head : This in fo many Years, among fo numerous a People, who in David's 
Time were reckoned fifteen hundred thoufand fighting Men (Oa would amount to an immenfe 
Sum. Davidy in his Court or in his Wars, did not expend fo much Money as Princes do in 
our Time : Gold and Money was then in greater Plenty in the Eafl:, particularly at Jenifa^ 
leva 5 nor was there fuch a Demand for it as is now. So upon the whole, it is not incredible that 
he left fuch a vafi: S urn to his Son Solomon^ to defray the Expence of Workmen, and all other 
Neceflaries for erefting and adorning the Temple, which was to be fo magnificent. Finally, 
we are not to think that Solomon beftov/ed all the Riches that his Father left, upon building the 
Temple 5 for we find that after the houfe of the Lord was fijtified^ Solomon brought in the things 
which David his father had dedicated-^ even the filver^ and the gold^ mzd the vefjels put he tf- 
mong the treafures of the houfe of the Lord Ow). There they feem to have remained for moft 
part, till the Houfe was profaned by wicked Kings or taken and ruined by the Chaldeans. 

David having given Orders for erefting the Temple, he (from i Chron sxiii. to xxvi.) fet- 
led the Method of the Service, and put into Order the Offices and Officers thereof 5 which 
he might do by divine Infpiration, being a Prophet as well as a Prince. He diftributed the 
Priefts and the Levites into twenty four Courfes, which were of great Ufe to direft the Jews 
m the regular Management of their Affairs, after their Return from the Bahylo72ifh Captivity : 
And he appointed the Manner in which the Singers and Muficians were to attend and do 
their Work. The excellent Book of P/^teJ, wherein the fweet Intercourfe and Communion 
between God and his People is defcribed, their Exercifes, Trials, Experiences, Duties, Gra- 
ces and Attainments are explainedjmay here come in order of Time, according to Dr. Light- 
foot Co) to be read. For befide the pfaims which bear David\ Name in the Title, fome of 
which have been before noticed, there are others juftly afcribed to him in the New Teftament, 
as Pfalm ii. and xcv. in A€fs iv. 25, 26. and Heb. iv. 7. And there are others of them which 
have not his Name prefixed, as the Ixxii. and cxxvii. which feem alfo to have been penned 
by him. And when we read that David^ in the laft Acts of his Life, appointed Afapb, lie- 
man and Jedutbtuiy with their Sons under their Direftion, to be chief Mafters of Mulick in 
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the Temple, we may think of thefe Pialms given them to ling, or compofed by them 
for that End. There are twelve Pfalms that bear JfapFs Name, ^/s. Pfal, 1. Ixxiii. 
Ixxxiii. There is only one, 'vi%. the ixxxviii. that hath the Name of Heman prefixed 5 who 
feems not to be the Heman who flourifhed in David's Reign, but the Son of Zerab^ Great- 
grandchild of the Patriarch Jndaby who lived while the Ifraelites were opprefled in Egypt 

fa') : But the Pfalms infcribed to the Sons of Korah^ namely^ FfaL xlii. xliv. xlix* 

Ixxxiv Ixxxv. Ixxxvii. 'tis like were direfted to the Sons of Heman in David^s Time ; for* 
i^^?;;^;' himfelf was of the Pofterity oi^ Korab C^), The Name of fedutbnn is prefixed to the 
xxxix. Ixii. and Ixxvii. Pfalms, And there are others which have no Title (Jor we are not to 
depend on thefe given to them by the Septnaginf) which cannot with Certainty be affixed to 
any Time, but may as congruoufly be referred to this Seafon as any other. 

This good King not only appointed the Singers in the Temple, but alfo the Levites^ who 
were to be Porters, Treafurers, Store-keepers, Officers and Judges in the Country; and in 
I Cbron. xxvii we find how prudently he ordered the Militia of his Kingdom. He was a 
Man of War from his Youth, yet did not keep up a great ftandhig Army in Time of Peace 5 
neither did he disband them all, to leave his Country naked, and to fuffer his Subje<fls to for- 
get the Art of War , but maintained twenty four thoufand conftantly in Arms, who being 
changed every Month under their proper Officers, made thewhole Militia to be 288000, per- 
haps about the fifth Fart of the able A^Ien in the Country, ready to go out to War upon any 
Occafion. He alfo took care that every Tribe fliouldhave its own Prince or Chief, according 
to the ancient order inflituted by Mofes in the Wildernefs ^ and he appointed Stewards over his 
Subftance, and Attendants upon his Perfon. He had not many Counfeliors j but thefe he im- 
ployed were Men of great Abilities j and he preferred the "Word of God to them all. ^hy 
tefii monies are my delight^ and my coimfellors (c'). 

He retained his Senfe of and Concern for Religion to his laft Breath ; and being a little re- 
covered of his lUnefs, he fummoned all his great Men together, to make his laft Speech to 
them, as Mofes^ yojbua and others had done before him. At this Occafion he ftood on his 
Feet, and addrefled himfelf to them, with great Tendernefs and Difcretion Qd\ declaring 
the Entail of the Crown, and the Honour of building the Temple upon Solomon^ charging 
them, to keep all the commands of the Lord,* And thou Solomon^ my fm^ know thou the 
God of thy father^ and ferve him with a perfed'i heart, and with a willing mind : — If thou feek 
him, he will be found of thee ^ hut if thou for fake him^ he •will cafi thee off for ever, ^ake heed 
7i0Wj for the Lord hathchofen thee to build an houfe for thefari^uary : beftrong and do it. He 
gave him a Model of the Temple. Mofes had a Pattern of the Tabernacle, and David of 
the Temple, by the immediate Handof God j for it was to be a Type of Chrift the true Tern* 
pie of the Gofpel Church, and of Heaven the everlafting Temple. He encouraged him j 
Fear not J nor he difmayed^forthe Lord God, even my God^ will be with thee, until thou haft fi-* 
niflsed all the work, 'S^he pri efts and the Levites fjjall be with thee, for all the fervice of the 
houfe. — Alfo the princes and all the people will be wholly at thy commandment. Then David ex-* 
horted all the great Men of Ifrael to contribute liberally for the building of the Temple. He 
fet them a good Example, by advancing out of his own Stores three thoufand Talents of the 
Gold oiOphir (/), and feven thoufand Talents of Silver to overlay the Wails of the Houfe, 
befides what he had laid up before. This he did, not as Papifis build Churches, to make At- 
tenement for Sin, nor in Commutation of Pennance 5 nor as Pharifees give Alms, to be feen 
of men butbecaufe he loved the habitation of God^s houfe. The Princes, the Officers of the 
Court, and of the Army, followed his Copy in giving generoufly. AH the people rejoiced, be- 
caufe with a perfeSi heart they offered willingly to the Lord, And David the king alfo rejoicect 
with great joy ^ and concluded the Meeting withfolemn Prayers andPraifesto God. Next Day 
they facrificed Burnt-offerings, and Peace-offerings 5 and did eat and drink with great Gladnefs, 
and made Solomon King the fecond Time 5 and anointed him to the Lord to be chief Goyernour, 
and Zadock 10 be Prieft. The firft anointing had been more private during Adonijab's Ufur- 
pation ; this was more publick, before a great Alilembly of IfraeL Having thus taken care of 
the Affairs of Religion, and of his own Houfe, and dire<aed Solomon to keep the charge of th6 
Lord his God, to walk in his ways, to keep his fiatutes and his judgments, and teftimonies, that 
he might pro fper in all that he did (f). He alfo ordered him to punifh Joah the Son of 
Zeruiah, for murdering treacheroufly thefe two great Generals, Abner and Araafa ^ and 1:0c 
flfhamed nor afraid of Puniftimenr, daringly wore the Girdle and Shoes ftained with innocent 
Blood, in Defiance of the Juftice of God and the King. He had been too long reprieved, but 
hefhall be reckoned with at laft. He defired him not to forget Kindnefs to the Houfe of 



Bar%illai, in Gratitude for what Favours they had (hewn to the Royal Family dunng Ai?Jalo 
Rebellion i and to remember Shimez's Crime in curfing the King, He had been allowed 
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lives but D^^-ui^ knew that: this wicked Man's turbulent Spirit would foon give Occafion to 
,^ ^ his prudent Son and Succeflbr to puniih fuch a Criminal capitally. David having then ferved

xoi8- 26. «5'01,OilfOJV having taken peaceable PofTeAion of the Throne, foon eftablifhed 

himfelf, by cutting off his Enemies. Adonijah the Son of Haggith had made bold Pretcnfions^ 
but was obliged to let them fall^ and throw himfelf upon the King his Brother's Mercy, \vho 
difmilfed him, upon his Promife to carry as became a good Subjccl. But the reliefs Spirit of 
Adonijah put him upon a new Projetl, which "tis like Joab and Ahiathar 2^i5,\'xk<i him to, even 
to feek Abifljag^ the late King's Concubine, in Marriage, fo as upon that Foot he might have 
ibme After-game for the Kingdom ^ and prevailed with Bathjloeba to folicite the King her 
Son for him. Sohmon received his Mother's Addrefs with all Refped:, according to the Law 
of the fifth Command, and promifed to grant her Petition, the' it may be ftill underllood^ proi 
viding it be jult and reafonable : But when he heard her folliciting for AbiJJ:>ag to be given to 
Adonijah^^ demonftrated to her that this was a Plot againft the Government : Ask for him the 
kingdom alfo^ C^iys he) for he is my elder bt other ^even for hivi and for Ahiathat the priefi ^ a?jd 
for Joah the fan of Zeruzab. He feems to have been informed that thefe three were confederated 
in a Plot 5 wherefore he caufed Adonijah to be put to Death, baniflied Abtathar to Anathotb^ a 
City of the Priefts {a) • but fpared his Life, becaufe he had been Partner with his Father David 
in all his Afflictions. Thus the Threatning againft the Houfe of Eli^ more than eighty Years 
before this (b\ was fulfilled j for Abiathar was the iaft High-prieft of that Family,'and Zadok^ 
of the Race of Pbinehas^ was put in his Room. Being informed that Joab was fled to the Ta- 
bernacle of the Lord, and was by the Altar, the King ordered Benaiah the Son oVfehoiada to 
go thither, and kill him, not only for his Confpiracy with Adonijah^ but lor the barbarous 
Murders he was guilty of 5 and the King knew well enough, that by the Law (0? a wilful 
Murderer might be taken from the Altar to die; no Sanftuary could proteft him. "Joab be- 
ing dead and buried, the King placed Banaiab over the Army in his Room. As to Shimei^ 
Solomon fent for him, and confined him to Jerufalem^ where all his AdliOns might be viewed^ 
prohibiting him ever to go out of the City, as far as the Brook Kidron^ under the Fain of' 
Death. He took his Life upon thefe Terms, fubmitted to the Sentence, and fwore to obey 
it Ci^J* i but two of his Servants or Slai'es having run away to Gath^ three Years after the Pro-i 
hibition, he goes after them, and brings them back, tho' feeking them he loft himfelf^ for 
Solomon^ hearing of it, charged Sbijnei that he had broken his Oath, and difobeyed the Com- 
mand of his Sovereign : For which, and for all the Wickednefs he was nottourly known to be 
guilty of againft the late King David, he caufed him to be put to Death. This was not done 
before the third Year o{ SoloJfion'sKGign j but the whole Story is put together in i Ki^zgs \u 
that the Reader may have a diftin£^: View oFSJbimei's Cafe all at once. 

Having fecured the Government at home, by cutting off chofe who fcemed defigning to di- 
fturb it, So/ojrion took care to ftrengthen himfelf by Alliances abroad, marrying the Daughter 
oi^ Pharaoh King of Egypt (^) : By which Means he hoped to defeat the Defigns of his Ene- 
mies, particularly of Hadad the Edomite^ who feems about this Time to have returned to his 
own Country f/). The particular Year of Solomon''^ Reign when this Marriage was conclu-* 
ded, is not determined in Scripture j only that it was before the 1'emple was built : For the 
Sons of God to match with the Daughters of Men, hat.h been often of bad Confequence 3 yet 
this Bride is thought to have been a Profelyte to the jeivijlo Religion, and that her Nuptials 
were typical of the Efpoufals of the Gentile Church to Chrift. Solomon loved the Lord^ walk-^ 
ing in the ftattites of Danjid his father oizly he facrificed, and burnt incenfe in high places: 
and he 7nade a thoufand bur7it -offerings at Giheon^ where the Tabernacle and the brazen Altar 
made by Mofes were. David his Father ever adhered to the Ark, as tlie Centre of Unity for 
every Jfraelite : In this his Son came fhort of him, when he facrificed in the high Places : 
Yet while he and the People worfhipped God, only before the Temple was built, and in other 
Things a<5led conform to the Rule, the Lord gracioufly accepted their Services, and over- 
looked their Infirmities. At Gibeon the Lord appeared to him in a Dream by Nighty defi-t 
ring him to ask what he thought moft neceliary ^ whereupon Solomon prayed tor "Wifdom to 
govern fo great a People. The Lord granted it, and promifed alfo to give him Riches and 
Honour. The Dream came by the Infpiration of God, actuating Grace in the King^s Soul, 
to make him defire this divine Wifdom which his Heart was fo much fet upon 3 and the Lord 
gave it to him, fo as none before nor after him was adorned with fuch a Meafure of Know- 
ledge in natural and political Things, befides his other Endowments.' And he was fo fenfible' 
of this Favour^ that he returned to Jerufalem^ where the Ark then was, and there ofiereti 
Sacrifices in Abundance. An Inftance of his Wifdom we have, in his determining a Cafe 

between 
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between two Woxnen that are called Harlots : Ic is like they kept a publick Houfe an 
their Children were begot in Fornication, for there is no Mention of their Husbands -^uut ir 
ing in their Caufe. Their Cafe might have been heard before inferior Judges who not be 
ing able to determine, it was brought to the King, that all might admire his Dccjfion One 
of thofe Women had overlaid her own Child ^ which flie oblerving, ftolc away the livin^ 
Child from her Neighbour, and laid the dead one in its Room. VV^hereupon the Oueflion 
comes. To which of thofe Women did the living Child belong, Ibr each of them kid cl ilm 
to it ? To find out the Truth, Solomon commanded the living Child to be cut in two and 
one Half to be given to each of the contending Parties. The Woman to whom the Child real] v 
belonged, cried, My lord^ ginje her the limng child^ in no wife Jlay it : bnt the other fc^id J ev 
it be neither mine nor thine^ but divide it. Whereupon the King ordered the living Child^o 
be given to the former, whofe Bowels of CompalHon difcovered her to be the true Mother 
This wife Judgment gained him the Reputation of all his People. Wifdom made his Face to 
Ihine, and was better to him than Weapons of War. 

Solomon not only excelled in Wifdom, but alfo in Wealth and Profperity. In i Kifi^s iv we 
have an Account of the Names of his Minifters of State, many of whom had ferved hisTathQt 
David. He kept a magnificent Table, his Provifions for each Day being very Jarge thirty Mea- 
fures of fine Flour, fixty Meafures of Meal, ten fat Oxen, twenty Oxen out of the Failures a 
hundred Sheep, befides Venifon, with fatted Fowl or fatted Things, fufficient to entertain three 
thoufand Men at leaft. The Purveyors for his Houfliold were many, his Dominions were 
large, ail the Princes from the Borders of Egypt to the Kivtr E/ipbrates paying Tribute to him 
Jiidab and Ifrael dwelt fafeJy, in Peace and Plenty, every Man under his Vine and under his 
Fig-tree, all his Reign. Never did the Crown oi' Ifrael Ihine fo bright as when So/onwn wore 
it i for it was a glorious Type of the Kingdom of the MefTiah, anfwering the Predi^ions of thQ 
feventy feccnd Pfalm. Why ? the Lord did build the houfe^ and the builders did not labour in 
n)ain (ji). He had forty thoufand Stalls of Horfes, and twelve thoufand Horfemcn i lOnvs 
vi. 26. but in 2 Chron, ix. nS- it is four thoufand flails for horfes. The Diffictilty is removed' 
by obferving, that in the laft Text the Word Stalls in our Verfion, fignifies Stables 5 each of 
winch contained ten Stalls, or Divifions for ten Horfes ^ which makes up the forty thoufand. 
m the ioriner. If all thefe were for State, and not for carrying on the Service of his Build- 
ings, he feems to have tranfgrefled the Law (^) forbidding the King to multiply Horfes He 
excelled all the Men of the Eaft, in Egypt^ or in his Time, for Wifdom and Undcrftandino-, 
Being a great Moralill, he fpake three thoufand proverbs though 1 do not take the Book, 
of Proverbs (of which afterwards ) to be a Part of them. He was a good Poet ■ His fon^s 
•mere a thoufand and five ; of which there, is only one extant, called, ^he fong of fon%s bein^ 
divinely infpired. And he was an excellent Natural Philofopher, who difcourfed of the Nat 
turcot all Trees, of Beads, Fowls, creeping Things, and Fifhes, difcovering his great Know- 
ledge in the Myfteries of Nature. His Court was the general Rendezvous of Philofophers, 
or JLovers of Wifdom, who came thither to light their Candle at his Lamp. This Accounc 
may run through feveral Years of his Reign 5 but I humbly conceive Jofephus is to be blamed 
for charging this great Prince with the Art of Divination, or teaching to cure Difeafes and ex- 
pell Devils by Charms (O- Jofephus wrote about the Time of the Deftruftion of Judea by 
the Komans^ when the degenerate Jews were in love with that wicked Art 5 and therefore he 
thought Solomon could not be fo wife and fo learned a Prince without the Knowledge thereof. 

The great Work t)\2Lt Solomoiz was raifed for, was to build the Temple. Wealth and Wifdom 
were given to him for that end. His Father had extended the Dominions of IfraeL by his 
Wars with the Syrians^ Edomites and others, as far as promifed to the Seed of Mr ab am ' O- 
ver which his Son reigning in Peace and Profperity, had Time, Leifure, Riches, Skill, and 
other Advantages for this and the like expenfive Structures. Still Timber, Stones and Workmen 
were wantmg : About which we have him treating with Hiram King of Tyre (^). Jofephus 
{.O lays the original Letters that paft between thofe Princes w^ere to be feen in the Syrian An- 
na s m his Time. Though thefe Records be now loft, the Sum of the Tranfaiflion is more in- 
taUibly prelerved m the facred Scriptures, as a Type of the Gentiles building up a Church to 
Ciod in Gofpel-days. Hiram fent an EmbalTy to Solomon^ to condole his Father's Death, and 
to congratulate his Acceflion to the Throne. Whereupon Solomon^ by another Embaffy, figni- 
hed his Defign to build the Temple 5 defiring the Syrian to furnilh him with Timber and Work^ 

■"'^'f confented to the Demand, promifing to caufe cut as much Cedar and Fir as was 
neceliary, m Lebanon^ and fend it by the Mediterranean Sea from ^yre^ in Floats, to the Port 
Chat lay nioft convenient for Jerufalem. The Bargain being concluded, Solomon gave Hiram 
twenty thouland Meafures of Wheat, and twenty Meafures of pure Oyl, Year by Year, i Kings^ 
V. II. but in 2, Chron. il 10. it is twenty thoufand Meafures of beaten Wheat, twenty thoufand 
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Meafurcs of Barley, twenty thoufand Baths of Wine, and twenty thoufand Baths of Oyl. The 
whole may be made up from bothj the Books of Cbromcles being writ to fupply and complete 
the Hiflory in the Books of Samuel and Kings ; or, in the firfi: we have what Solmwn at firft 
offered, in the fecond what Hiram demanded, and Solomon at laft granted. The Price being 
agreed to, Solomon employed thirty thoufand Jfraelites in the Work, ten thoufand of them 
being in the liufihefs at once , and one hundred fifty three thoufand fix hundred, who feem 
iiioft of them to have been Strangers (^a)^ to be Burden-bearers, Workers in Wood and Stone, 
and Overfcers, in the Mountains. The Bargain was managed by prudent Men and wife Mer- 
chants on both Sides. Styre and Zidon had a great Number of Inhabitants, living by Trade : 
Their Country being narrow and barren, they were obliged for Neceflaries to the Land of 
Canaan (Z'). Lebanon being then, and to this Day overfpread with Timber, which might 0*5 
therwife yield Silks, Hiram could fpare enough of Wood : And he could not want the Friend-^ 
fliip df SolomoUy who by his Father's Conquefts having a great part o£ Edom^ Syria and Ara* 
pia^ to the Red S^a. and R-lver Euphrates^ his Tributaries and Subjects, could eafily hare ftopt 
the Caravans of the Syrians from carrying on their Trade CO through thofe Parts, if they had 
oppofed them« On the other hand, Solojnofj furnifhed them with nothing but what his Coun^ 
try could Ipare 5 and when the Work was done, gave them only fuch Villages as he pleafed* 
The Preparations for building of the Temple being fo far carried on, the Work it felf was 
^rf^c ^^^^^9 ^'^^^ hundred and eighty Years after Ifrael's coming out oi Egypt ^ in the tenth Year 
xoiV ' 'oi Solomon'' s Reign 5 which comes in under the next Period. 

§ s*/. 1* ii E greatet" Part of the chronological Queflions that learned Men have moved up«i 

on this Period, have already been prevented and anfwered, in what hath been offered to ex- 
jDlain the facred Hiftory. Thefe that remain fhail not long detain us. The whole Time, from 
Jfraers coming out of Mg$pty to the Beginning of the building of the Temple, in the fourth 
Year oiSolomon^s Reign, is pin'd down 10480 Years, as before obferved. The Particu- 
lars, with the Proofs from Scripture, are as ft>llows, Mofes^ after the Departure from Egypt^ 
governed Ifrael 40 Years (O5 JoJ^ona 17, as before proved, Othniel 40 (f)^ Ehud and Sbam^ 
gar 80 Deborah 40 (/^), Gideon 40 Abimelech 3 fj), ^olab 23 (^), Jair 22 (0^ 

Jephtbah 6 Qni)^ Ihxa^z 7 Elon 10 Ahdon 8 Sam/on 20 C^), Eli 40 (r), Sa^ 
mnel and Saul 46 E>avid 40 (j), and Solomon^ before the building of the Temple, 4 

Years (0- Thefe being put together, make up the whole Period of 480 Years j the 
Time wherein Ifrael was opprefled being included, and fuck'd up in the Years of the Judges 
who delivei'ed them from that Bondage, according to the common Opinion both of Interpre- 
ters and Chronologers. Nor can it be otherwife : For before Othniel^ Jfrael was oppreffed 8 
Years Qv)y before Ehud 18 Qw)^ before Deborah 2.0 C-^), before Gideon 7 (jy), bcFore Jeph^ 
tbab 18 C^), and before Samfoii 40 Years (^J-^). Thefe Years being added together, make 
III of Oppreffions which, if joined to the Yeats of the Judges, would make the particular' 
Years of the Period far exceed the general : But being included in the Time aflign'd to the 
Government of the Judges, ( as hath been before obferved, in explaining the facred Hiftory ) 
the particular Years and the general fweetly agree j and other things ihali be obferved by and 
by that confirm this Opinion. 

The moft important Difficulty in the Chronology of this Period, is, to reconcile the gene-* 

i-al Suili^ t Kings, vi. i. with the Words of the Apoftle, j^oIs^ xiii. 19, 20. He divided theit 
land to them b'y lot. A7id after that he gave unto them judges^ about the fpace of four hundred 
and fifty years, laitil Sdmuel the prophet. For if there be 450 Years from the Divifion of tha 
Land ofCajiaan by Lot, in the 7th Year q£JoJhua^s Government, of which the Apoftle feemsi 
to fpeak, to the Government, or even to the Death o£ Samuel ; there muft be many more than 
480 in the whole Interval, from the Departure out of Egypt to the building of the Temple. 
To reirove this, feveral Anfwers have'been offered by learned Men, Grotins^ Bifhop Ufiet 
and othef-s, number thefe 450 Years from the Birth oiJfaac unto the Judges, joining the Words 
|UeTa ToZrAy or, after that^ in the twentieth Verfe, to the Beginning of the feventeenth 5 fo as 
the Senfe might be. From the chafing of our fathers^ to the time of the judges^ are four hundred 
and fifty years : For (fay they) from IfaacV Birth^ to the Departure of Ifrael otit of Egypt, 
are 405 Tears , they wandred in the Wildertiefs 40 Tears j 7 Tears thence their Land was di'^ 
*vided by Lot : ^heje Tears put together^ make 452 5 which the Apoftle by a rdnnd Sum names 
450. But the Words of the Apoftle feem not to bear this Senfe ; For he goes on orderly : 
God chofe our fathers • he brought them out of Egypt 5 he led them in the wilderizefs forty years 5 
he divided the land ^ and then, he gave them judges. Dr. Whitby C^Z'), and feveral before 
him, make the Computation in another Way : ^he Tears of the Judges tiH Samuel are 339 j

But neither doth this iJoIiition pleafej for t\v- Time 
of the Oppreflion is included in the Years of the Judges, a.nd cannot enter as'a feparaV Ar- 
ticle within this Period of 480 Years, as hath been before obferved. I rather theti incline to 
another Way of removing the Doubt, fuggefted by the Dutch Notes and Mr. Poors Continua- 
tors on ASlsy xiii. 20. That the Words ^^eT* raCrrti after that^ are to be conne<5led with the 
End of the feventeenth Verfe, and the Time to be reckoned from the Departure out oS: E^ypt 
to the Death o^ Samuel thePropheti which will be 434 Years ; which the Apoftle, by a round 
Number, calls ahotit 450^ as it is ufuai in all Languages, when it is but a little left or more : And 
the Apoftlc does not intend to fhew precifely how long the Judges ruled, but, when or abouc 
what Time their Government happened, and alfo to declare what a long Time it took to gain 
to Jfrael a quiet Pofleflion of the promifed Inheritance, their Sins withholding good things froiri 
them. After all, if we afe not able to fatisfy our felves or others in any fuch chronological 
Queftion, which doth not touch any Article of Faith, 'tis better to confefs our own Weaknefs > 
than to fay that the original Text is corrupted^ and fo derogate from the AxxthorltY of the un- 
erring Rule of Faith 5 as Lewis Capel^ Ifaac Vojfms and fome Others have done ^ who have 
1)een more fully anfwered by the great Bnxtorf (^a\ and. our learned Countryman Mr. BaiUi6 
; And Dr. mtthy (O owns, that all the Copies, Yerfions and Readings he could Rnd^ 

countenance the prefent Reading. 

Another (^ueftion is moved, Howcanthefe be48ci "Sfears from the Deliverance out of 

to the fourth Year of iTo/owo/Zs Reign, when four Generations fucceedihg one another 
fill that whole Space of Time ? For in the firft Year after Jojhiia entred Canaan, Salmoii 
married Rahab^ faved from the Deftrudlion of Jericho 5 of her he begat Boa%, who hy Kntb 
the Moabit^fs-^ had Obed-, who was the Father of Jeff^^ who was the Father of King Davids 
Tountye this Knot, 'tis to be confidered, that ^oj^z/^e emred Gaff</^i« and took Jericho forty 
one Years after ifraels commg oxxt Egypt : If thefe, withfeventy Years of D^x;/^'s Life, and 
four ot Solgmon\ Reign, (which in all make 115 Years) be deduced from 48 o,there will remain 
365 Years to be divided between Rahab, Boaz^ Obed and Jep, or the Time in >vhich they 
could be fuppofed to beget Children, Now Rahab being capable to entertain Strangers n\ 
her Houfe, might be feventeen Years of Age when Jericho was taken, one Year more is fic 
to be allowed for her Infl:ru<^iion ih the Jewijh Religion, before fhe could be married to Sal^ 
nion a Prince of the Tribe oijudah. To him Ihe might have feveral Children 5 but we fup- 
pofe Ihe brought forth Boa^ in the fifty fixth Year of her Age ; which is not extraordinary 
^^ecially in thefe ancient Times (^^). The Nativity Boa^ would be in the twenty fecond 
of Othniel's Government, 39 Years after the Ifraelites entred Canaan 1^ which 39 Years are 
to be deduced from the former Sura of 365 3 and there remains 326 Years to be divided be- 
tween the Nativities ofObedi Jejfe and David, Thus-^ I? Boa% begat Obed of Rnth^ when 
aged 1065 in the eighth Year dfDff^or^^i&'s Government, G^'^^f when aged iiobegat Jeje inthQ 
firlt Year ofjephthah 5 Jeffe^when aged lib, begat David^ in the loth Year of *y^/f/'s Reign i 
then the Difficulty is removed. If it be objected, that it cannot be thought that Men even 
then Ihould be fo vigorous as to beget Children in the 1 06th or iioth Year of their Age, I 
anlwer. That this will recur with greater Force on thofe who maintain that the Years of the 
Oppreflion are to be added to the Years of the Judges 3 for they will have iii Years more 
to account for, which will make the Knot harder to loofe. But 'tis not fo incredible ds pre- 
pr'^;^'*' ^hat Men at that Age Ihouid have Children^ tho* in Mofes's Ti.mCj as appears by 

xc. the Lives of Men for moft part were confined within the Years of Severity or 
Eighty 5 many of them vvho came oUtoC Egypt being cut off about that Age for their Sins, yet 
^o/es^ Aaron, Jojhua and Caleb were all vigorous Men when above a hundred. liOng after 
that Time Jehojada the High-prieft was 130 Years when he died (e) : And there may noc 
a tew Inltances be given of Men in latter Timesj who kept their Vigour to as great an Age as 
IS here alledged, if not beyond it j fome of whom I have before named (/), and many more 
may be named in Pliny fg% and others (h). Our Country Man Mr, BaiUie mentions (/) one 
Mr. Co/hn Rhmd he was acquainted with at Pertb^ in the Year 1650, who at that Time was a. 
vigorous Man^ of one hundred and ten Years of Age; and could give a valuabie Account of 
■ ui ^^PP^"^^ way remarkable in our Country from his Infancy. The like Examples 
^fu X,^^*^'^" own Days. But by what is faid, it is credible that thefe Men, who were 

otthe dumber of our Saviour's Progenitors according to the Flefli, might have Children ac 

tne Age alledged : And therefore thefe Generations in the Queftion might take up fuch a 
5pace of Time. s r 

The laft Queftion I notice in the facred Chronology of this Period, is. How can jephthah

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affirm that Jfrael Aivelt in Hejbbon and her towns three hundred years (a \ fince from the Time 
Mofes overcame SiboUy and poflefled Ifrael of HeJIobon Qf\ there were not fo many ? An- 
fwer, 'Tis very ufual both in facred and profane Authors to fet down a round Number, leav- 
ing out a few odd Years, whetlier more or lefs : Now from the Departure out of Egypt^ to 
the Beginning of ye])/:?^^^Fs Government Cof which only the Ammonites Demand, and Jeph-^ 
tbaifs Anfwer can be underftood) we'll find exadlly 305 Yearsj according to the Particulars 
of this Period above-mentioned CO 5 five Years being omitted, it may very well be faid 
that //^rt^^-/ dwelt in i^/i?/^^^';^ and her Towns three hundred Years : And this Calculation alfo 
confirms our Opinion that the Years of the Opprcllion are contained within thefe of the 
Government of the Judges, for if all the Years of the Oppreffion before yepbthab were to 
be counted feparately from the Years of the Government, and added to them, the Years 
wherein Ifrael dwelt in Hejhhon would be 376, which far exceeds the Number in the 
Text (^). 

§ 28. I go now to confider feme remains of Profane Hiftory during this Period. Thefc 
are ftiU very obfcure, the Chronology uncertain ^ and the Fadls for molt part fabulous and 

doubtful. As to the Affairs oiEgypty 1 have before noticed CO the Series of their Kings 
writ by EratoftheneSy and prefervedby Synce/lns C/X^s the beft Guide to conduft usinto that 
Hiftory, and drawn down that Lift from the Year of the World 1849, which is 193 Years 
after the Flood, to the Reign of y//>;7;tf/£^ Maocimns ; which begun in the Year of the World 
2423, and continued a hundred Years, till Ifrael came out of Egypt. To proceed with that 
Catalogue ; In the Year of the World 25^23, reigned in Egypt Bchejius Caras one 
Year, In the Year 2524, began Nitocris^ and reigned iix Years j in the Year 2530, began 
Myrt^/iSj and reigned twenty two Years. In the Year 2552 began' fr^yq/Jwizy^^i-, and reigned 
twelve Years. He feems to be the fame whom Hwi?(if«J calls Myris or Myrios (^g\ from 
whom the Lake Alyrzs and its Pyramids are named s fo^ Herodote fays he died 900 Years be- 
fore the Priefts told him thefe Things in Egypt , and if we add to 2564 (which we fuppofeto 
be the Year of Myris's Death) 900 ; this will fall in the Year 34643 which according to HeU 
"vicits's Tables, is the 36th Year o£ Darius Hyftafpis^ in whofe Time Herodote began to flou- 
ridi. In the Year 2564 began ^hyritlns^ and reigned eight Years. In the Year 2572 began 
^eiHiphucareSj and reigned eighteen Years ; in the Year 2,590 began ChuteT^aiirus^ and reign- 
ned fcven Years 5 in the Year 2597 began Cheres Pbilofophns^ and reigned twelve Years j in 
the Year 2609 began Cboma Ephtha^ and reigned eleven Years ; in the Year 2620 began 
Ancbiiritis Ocbiis^ and reigned fixty Years 5 in the Year 2680 began Penteathyris^ and reigned 
jfixteen Years ; in the Year 2696 began Stamenes^ and reigned twenty three Years 5 in the 
Year 2719 began Sifiofichsmes^ and reigned fifty fi\'e Years ; in the Year 2774 began Maris^ 

and reigned forty three Years , in the Year 2817 began Siphoas Herjnes^ in the Year 

2836 began Pbruron or NilnSy in the Year 284.3 began Amnrrbans^ and reigned iixty 

three Years, or to the Year of the World 2906. 

As to the Affaix's of Greece^ they have no Chronology to be depended on before the Olym^ 

J, which are computed to have begun in the Year from the Creation 3174, being the 
37th Year of the Reign of U%%iab King of Judab^ according to Helvicus's Tables ; 
But lince many of the fabulous Stories which the Greek and Latin Poets enlarge up- 
on, fe em to have had fome Foundation during this Period, from the Deliverance out of 
gypt^ to the building of the Temple by Solomon^ I (hall here take fome Notice of them. In 
the Time o£ Dencaiion King oil^hefJoAy^ Son o£ PrometbeuSj there happened fuch a Deluge in, 
^bejjaly^ as the Poets Qfy^ooV. Occafton to fay all Mankind periftied, and that Deucalion and 
Pyrrba his Wife, to repeople the World, by the Advice of the Oracle of Themis ^ threw Stones 
behind them, that were changed into Men and Women. This according to Clemens Alexan^ 
drinus^a (/) Computation, was four Generations after the Government of iWi^/JjJ, that Is, 133 
Years or thereby, about the Year 2589 from the Creation, in the thirty ninth Year of Ehiid^s 
Government over IfraeL About the fame Time happened the burning of Phaethon, He was 
a Prince of the Ligarians^ and a great Aftrologer, who principally appliedhimfelf toftudy the 
Courfc of the Sun. In his Time /f^/y, near the River Po, was ib much incommoded with 
extraordinary Heats, that the Earth became dry and barren for feveral Years : From which 
Ev'jiit Ovid drew the Fable (^) of burning the Earth, which he hath beautifully adorned. 
From the burning o{ PhaetboJi^iothQ burning of /rf^,and the Idcei D a6fy li ^^ccord'mg to Clemens 
(IJ^ are 73 Years, which leads to the Year of the World 2662, being the 52d of Deborah's 
Gcvernmcnt in IfraeL Ida was a Mountain in Crete ; and there was alfo one of the fame 
Name more famous in Pbrygia near 'Troy^ which the Poets imagine did once burn j that there 

Iron was found i and there the Idai Da^tyli^ or Priefts of Cyhele^ dwelt, who were reckoned 

the 
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Children of Sol and Minerva^ov of Sapurn and Alciope. Five of them were Males, and 
P of them Females 5 and were called Z)i7<^?^/ifi becaufe equal in Number to the Fingers of 
Man's Hand. Hence did alfo fpring the Coryhantes^ Priefts o^Cybeh^ Mother of the Gods 
r ^ - who being moved with a Fury they called divinej celebrated their Feafts, by beating 
TV ms dancing and leaping like mad People. From the burning Ida^ to the Rape of 
r^iymede according to Clemens (b) are 65 Years j which carry us down to the Year of the; 
World 2727, the 14th Year of judging Jfrael. Ganymede the Son of King of 

Phr^^ia was, as the Poets tell ( c\ beloved^ and carried up Into the Heavens by Jupiter^ in the 
Sh oe of an Efl^^le, where^ againft Jimd'sMxnA he was made Cup-bearer to the Gods. By 
'hkh fome underftand the Soul mounting up to Heaven on the Wings of Contemplation ; 
tlio' I doubt if thefe profane heathenifh Fables admit fo good a Moral. From the P.ape of 
Ganymede to the Time (;>f Perfens^zxQ fifteen Years j which will fall in thefixth Year oijair. 
The Poets and fabulous Writers tell many flrange Stories of this Per/ens (d')^ as , That he was 
beeot by *fnpiter on Danae in a golden Shower ^ that when he came to be of Age, he over- 
came the Gofgo/w with their Q^ueen ikfe^/z/^?, whofe Hair was full of Serpents, fubdued the 
Inhabitants of Mount .^^//'^Jj delivered j^w^row?^//^, by killing a Sea^monfter fct to devour her, 
find then married her : That afterwards he fought againil the Ring o^ManritctJiia and ^Ethiopia {■ 
that returning to Gr^^^^^ he overcame his Uncle Pnetits^ and Polydedies^ King of the Ifland 
SertphnS^ and all this in a very fliort Time. From the Expedition of Perjens to the firft 
takinff of ^i'oy^ thirty four Years 5 thence to the failing the Ship Argo^ lixty four. This 
Calculation will lead us to the Year of the Word 28405 the thirty fccond Year of £//'s Go- 
vernment over Ifrael^ as the Time of the Argonauts. 

There are few Things more famous by the Songs of the Poets, than this Expedition (O of 
thefe valiant Greeks^ who accompanied Jafon to Colcbos for the golden Fleece. The Num- 
ber of the Adventurers were about fifty two, of whom Hercules, Hylas^ ^hejeas, Perithons^ 
Orpheus Peletis^Jafon zxiA^elmnon v^txe chxQ^. The Foundation of the Story^ is conceived 
to be^ that the Argonaut s i^W^A to fome Part Scythia^ to carry off a Share of the Riches of 
that Country, where the Inhabitants gained a great deal of Gold out of the Rivers that ran 
from Mount Caitcafiis^ by ufing Sheep Skins with the Wool on^ to take up the Powder of this 
Metal J and hence it was called the Golden-fleece. But the Poets in their fruitful Fancy 
have tacked many Fables to the Story, as Q£Jafo72\ Love to Hypfiptle atLem/sos^ of his Mar- 
riacewiththeDaughteroftheKingofCb/c/^oj, a famous Witch named Medea^ who taught 

him to conquer Bulls that voniited Fire, to kill the Dragon that kept the rich Fleece, to fow 
the Serpents Teeth, out of v/hich rofe an Army of Men 5 how fhe came away with Jafon 
but fearing her Father would bring her back, fhe killed her young Brother Ahfyrtus, and 
flrowed the Way with his difTedted Members, to retard her Parent in the Purluit 5 that ar^ 
riving in Ihejfaly, fhe reftored the Age of ^/b;.', Jafon" s Father, making him young again j 

with other idle Falfhoods of that Kind. „ ^ ,^ 7 - 

AboutthlsTime J^rZ-'q/^J King of Egypt, as Jofepbns (f) calls hitnu frdrti Mmetbo, {h\xt 
thefe ancient Authors give different Names to the Sovereigns of that Country) Having many 
droops by Land, aitd Ships at Sea^ left bis Brotber Armais, Adminiftrator of bis Kingdom^ 
with a regal Power, ofsly cominandiftg bim mt to wear tbe Orown^ nor to meddle witb tbe ^leen^ 
Mother, nor 'With any of the Royal Concubines, ^be King bimfelf marched to Cyprus and 
Phoenicia, where he overcame tbe Medes and Affyrians, either by his Arms, or by making them 
fuhnit t& tbe terror of bis Name and being elevated witb bis Succejs, over-^rnn the Eafienz 
Cities and Provinces. In the mean time Armais did all I'hings againft his Brother's Orders^ 
[paring neither the ^leen mr tbe Koyal Concubines 5 yea, by ill Advice, he affamed tbe Cro'-jon-^ 
and rebelled agaijtfi his Brother, the Higb-priefi of Egypt informed Sethofis of the whole Mat- 
ter^ wbo made hafte to Pelufium, and got Pojfeffion of bis own KingdoiB, wbtcb was called by 
his Name 5 /or Sethofis was called Jligyptus. Armnis had a Brotber called Danaus, So far 
Manetbo. this Danaus the Greeks tell us (^), That he had fifty Daughters, who married 
their fifty Coufin-Germans, Sonsto ^r^OT^^^^ their Father s Brother,who by Order of their Fa- 
ther, murdered their Husbands the firfl Night, becaufe he was told by an Oracle, that he 
fhould be difpofi^efled Argas by a Son-in-law j but Hypermnejlra^ one of the Daughters, fa'- 
ved her Husband Lyncens, who fucceeded her Father. I know fome Authors have pla- 
ced this Story far higher 5 but the Reafon why I fet it here, is becaufe Jofephus Qby, who owns 
it to be the ancienteft Thing among the Argives, fays it happened 393 Years after the I/ra-- 

elites departure from Egypt, which will carry it down to the Year of the World &Sj^99 iaft 
of EU's Government over Ifraeh

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1 fhall have Occafion in another part of this Work to write the Origin of the Latins (^d)^ 
and of the Hiftory of ^befens Q)y which was not before the Time of Samziel and SatWs Go- 
vernment 5 and therefore ftiall not now ftay upon thefe uncertain or fabulous Things , nor upon 
the Story of Hercules^ whom the Greeks have made a Deity, and his twelve LabourSj who can 
be no older, being a Companion and Contemporary to ^hcfeus, 

I lhall alfo afterwards take notice of the Irojan Wars CO, where I offer Reafons why I con- 
ceive thefe were contemporary with King Solomon^s Reign in Ifrael. The learned Sir Ifaac 
Newton Qd J fets them ftill later, in the Year before Chrift 904, or 76 Years after the Death 
Solomon^ which v.' ill be about the xsthYcivc JeboJJyc^hat Yilng Judah, But I dip 
no further in this Debate. The Poets have heaped together fo many Fables, that 'tis difficult 
to find out what is Truth in the Story- That which feems to come neareft it is. That the At^ 
gonants having killed Lao7i2cdon the Father of Priamns King of I'roy : When Priamus came to 
be of Age fit to make Enquiry after this Mifchief, he fent Antenor with a Fleet into Greece to 
complain of the Wrong had been done by murdering his Father : But he receiving no Satisfa- 
ction to the Demand (e^^Prinmns ordered his Son Paris^ or A!csoa7ider (for he is called by both 
Names) to do an In jury to the Greeks on Way or other. Whereon Paris enfnared, bebauch- 
ed, and carried away the lair PIclena the Wife o^. Meizelam (f)^ whom the Greeks required to 
be reftored. Which Suit being denied, they refolved to revenge themfelves by War : And 
having chofen Agamcmnony Brother of Menelms for their Captain, they failed to Phrygia^ 
with about twelve hundred Ships, aboard of which v/as a confiderable Land Army, They ar- 
rived at their deligned Port without OppoTition, plundered and wafted the Country 5 and af- 
ter ten Years fpcnt in the V/ar, took the City fT/'fj, which they burnt to Aft\es, putting Pri- 
mins and all the i'rojp.ns to the Sv/ord, and then returned to Greece. 

The chief Captains on the Grecian Side were, Agamemizon^ Achilles^ AjasCy Diomedes and 
Ulyjfes i and on the Part of the ^rojans^ HcHor^ Mcmmn^ Paris and others. To raife the 
Reputation of thefe I-lcro2s, Horaer^ and after h;m the Greek and Latin Poets and Mytholo- 
gies, have invented a multitude of Fables, too long to be here inferted 5 yet I <hall feledl a 
tew. They tell concerning Achilles^ That he was the Son of Pelens and Thetis : That his * 
Mother dipt him, when an Infant, all over in the River Styx^ to make him invulnerable j 
except the Fleel, which fhe held him by. Afterward he was put to the Centaur C^/roz/, to be 
taught Phyfick, Mufick, and the Art of War 5 who fed him with Lions Marrow, to render 
him couragious. .But the Mother being informed by an Oracle, that he would be flain at the 
Siege oiSroyy hid him in Womens Apparel among the Daughters oi Lycomedes j where he de- 
floured Deia72ira, Yet being difcovered by Ulyjfis^ by chufing Arms rather than Jewels, he 
was forced to go with the Greeks 5 his Mother having firft got him impenetrable Armour from 
Viilca72. Diigufted at Agameimio-n^ for taking Brifcis from him, he withdrew himfelf from be- 
fore STroj' i till hearing of the Death of his Friend Patroclus^ he returned, and flew He5for, 
and then dragged his Body after his Chariot three times round the Walls of the City, and ibid 
it to PridJizr^s. At lafl: Paris fhot him treacheroufly with an Arrow, in that Part of the Heel 
which his Mother held in her Hand when fhe dipt him in the Kiver Styles, 0£ Ajax the Son 
o[ Stela :uo72 the Poets lay, Tliat he was the ftoutefl; of all the Greeks ^ fo much admired by 
He6ior^ that after they had fought a whole Day, Heffor prefented him with a Sword, and he 
comphmented his Antagonift with a Belt : That the Sword was that whereby afterwards 
killed hinifcU, and tb.e Belt that by which Achilles dragged He6for round ^roy. Upon the 
Death Achilles^ when Aja^ claimed his Arms, as bequeathed to him, but. finding the Jud- 
ges had given them to UlyJfeSy whofe Eloquence made his Claim better { S)y Ajasc run mad, 
flew a great many Sheep, and a Ram confplcuous for its Beauty : But recovering his Senfes a 
little, he retired to a folitary Place ^ where he killed himfelf with He^or's Sword j and his 
Blood was turned into the Hyacinth Flower. Concerning Ulyjfes and Diotnedes^ who were 
among the Greeks that returned to their own Country, fl:range Stories are told, by Homer (b)^ 
Ovid ^2)3 and others. As to Vlyjjhs^ King of Itbaca ^ *tisfaid he vvandred ten Years by Sea. 
Uncouth Diflifters and flrange Adventures happened him j at laft he came to his own home : 
Ycc being alTured by an Oracle, that he would be killed by one of his Children, he refolved to 
withdraw : But before he could do it, I'elegonus^ his Son by Circe^ arrived at Ithaca j where 
being denied Entrance, he killed his Father without knowing him. Of Paris the 2" fojan^ Son 
to Priamns and Hecuba^ there is a Legend of Adventures to be had : As, That his Mother 
being with child of him, dreamed that fhe was brought to bed of a Firebrand ; which the South- 
fayers explained, that her Child ftiould occafion the Ruin of ^roy : Wherefore his Father or- 
dered him to be deftroycd as foon as born ; but his Mother being delighted with his Beauty, 
took care to have him brought up with the Shepherds on Mount Ida, Being grown up, he 
iell in love with the Nymph Oi:;;:;;;? C^) • by whom he had twoSons. Having acquired Fame

by his equal deciding C ont rover fies, he was chofen by Jtmo^ Palias and Feiins^ to determine 
vJhicb of thexn was mofl beautiful, and had beft Right to the golcien Aple, with the Infcri- 



pcion Detnr puIcbriorZy Let it be given to the faireflr. He decided for^^;^/.'j 5 who promifed 
him t'be moft beautiful Woman in the World. He won the Prize at the Wreftling Games 
from lienor himfelf 5 who therefore would have killed him, but he difcovered that he was his 
rivochcr. How he debauched and carried off the Wife of Menelans^ we have before heard. 
In thesVcy^^ War he fought Mcaelans hand to hand, till being almoft overcome, he was 
carried off by Ve'itns, Afterwards he killed Achilles^ by an Arrow in the Heel ; for which he 
was put to Death by Pyrrhns, 0£ Mevmon 'tis told. That he being the Son oi! Aurora and 
^itbo7Uis the Son of Laoiuedon^ and Brother ofPrzamiSy came with an Army of People from the 
Baft to help the irojans ^ but was killed by Achilles, When his Body was burnt in a funeral 
Pile' at his Mother Anrora^s Defire^ her icon's Afhes were turned into Birds, named Me^ 
mmni^^ and her Tears into Dew (ia). But I humbly conceive we have enough of thefe Fables, 
which are fung by the Poets in charming Verfc, to make Vice reign with Impunity, and de- 

bauch the Age. 

The Origin of Kingdoms through the World, and other civil Aflairs in this Period, area]- 
fo very uncertain, and mixed with many Falfhoods and Fables 5 yet, that I may not omit them 

altogether, I fhall offer a few Remarks on this Subjedl. ^roy was one of chefe antient King" 



doms, where fix Dcfcents are reckoned in the Royal Family, ^^1%. Dciirdanus^ Ericbtojnns^ 
Sl-oj, ////J, Laonwdon^ Priciinv.s. But the Heathen Nations, at leaft on this Side of Syria^ 
had no Chronology before the Perfian Empire 5 and whatever chronological Account we have 
of thefe antient Times, hath been fince framed by Reafoning and Con jedlure C^), computing 
three Generations at a hundred or a hundred and twenty Years j which is too long for theie 
turbulent Kingdoms, where iVIurders and Ufurpations did fo much abound. I^et the Calcula- 
tion then be reduced nearer the Courfc of Nature : Let the Death of PriamttSySXiA the taking 
oik'roy^ be ftated about the tenth Year o{ Solomon^ and thefe lix Kings be allowed to ha\ e 
reigned fifteen Years apiece, that is ninety Years to them all 5 the firft of them, at this rate 
counted backwards from the tenth of Solomon^ will be about the Beginning ofSaniiiel^^ or the 
End Eli's Government over IfraeL The Knowledge of Geographjr was ftill later among 
the Heathens ; There is nothing of that kind extant amor^ them till after the Perfian Empire^ 
unlefs we take the Catalogue of Ships and Forces in the Trojan War that is in Homer's fecond 
J/iad for 4 Performance of that Nature. To go on with the Hiftory : 

^yre was an antient City, yet it appears (O5 that it was tbe dangbter of Zidon^ repl€7itJJ3ed 
Ijy the merchants thereof 5 and Solomon^ in the Beginning of his Reign, calls the People oi lyre^ 
Zido7iia7is Strabo (e^ {ays that uyms and Aradns were Colonies of the Phwnicians, Jh-* 

ftin (f) owns the fame, and adds, ^bat tbe Zidonians being overcorae by tbe King of Afcalon, 
■retired in Sbips^ and built Tyre [ome Tears before the DefiriUJiofz of Troy. The Time of this 
Event the learned Sir Ifaac Newton Cg) places about the fifteenth or fixteenth Year David 
King o? Jfrael and Judah. Tor David having conquered Edojn^ bordering upon the Red Sea, 
about the twelfth Year of his Reign made fome of the Edotnites^ chiefly the Merchants and 
Seamen, to fly to the Pbiliftines^ on tlie Coaft o{ ihQ Mediterrajiean where they fortified 
Azotb or AJJjdod. Eeing grown ftrong by the Help of the Edomites and Shepherds, they in- 
vaded and took Zidon ; which made the Zido7zians flee by Sea to 'tyre and Aradus^ and to o- 
ther Havens in Afia minors Greece and Libya 5 where they by their Trade had been before ac-^ 
quainted. They went not to feek Europay as was pretended, but to enquire for new Seats, 
under Cadmus their Leader C^)> who firft brought Letters into Greece 5 and by this his Age 
may be known. They fent Colonies into Carthage^ and thence into Sici/y^ Sardinia^ Corfitct 
and Spain j and Strabo (i) fays that the Pbcenicians themfelves traded for Tin and Lead to the 
Ifles Cafpterides^ by which fome underftand thofe Parts of England where fuch Commodities 
may be had. Other Events concerning the Syrians may be found in the Sequel of this Hiftory, 
About the fame time when ^yre was founded, the Edomites who fled from David with their 
young K'mgHadad into Egypt ^ probably carried thither alfo the Ufe of Letters : For Letters 
■were then known among the Pofterity of Abraham^ in Arabia Petnea and upon the Borders 
of the Red Sea 5 the Law being writ there by Mofes^ in a Book, and in Tables of Stone, long 
before ; And Job ik) mentions the writing of Words as in ufe in his Days : And there is na 
Inftance of Letters for writing down Sounds^ before the Days of David (/), in any other Na- 
tion befides the Pofterity of Abraham. The Egyptians afcribed this Invention to ^hotb^ the 
. Secretary of O/r/j, which was a little after the Flight of the Edomites from David^ or about 
the Time that Cadmus brought them into Europe. 

Lydia in the LelTer Afia was an antient Kingdom, where the HeracUd<s reigned about the

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End of this Period 5 but there are only nine Kings o£Lydia noticed in Hifiory^ ^iz, Ardifins^ 
Haliates^ Melos^ Caitdatdes^ Gygcs^ Ardis^ Sardiates^ Haliates II. and CroeJuS. As to Cros^ 
fus^ we know that he was taken Prifoner in Sardis^ by Cyrus the Founder of thePerpan Em- 
pire, as lhall be afterwards obferved^ in the Year of the World 33995 before Chrift's Birth 
551 Years. Allow him and each of his eight Predeceflbrs fifteen Years to reign, the whole 
will amount to 135 Years. Count thefe backj and the firft of them will fall in the Year of the 
World 3264.5 before Chrift 686 5 which was about the 14th Year o{ Manajfeh King dijndah. 
There is little on Record about thefe Kings, except that Candattles^ Ihewing his Wife naked 
to Qyges^ was by her Contrivance jflain 5 and Gyges married his Wife, and fucceeded him in 
the Kingdom (-^). He is faid to have been a wife Prince, and to have had a Ring wherewith 
he made himfelf invifible \ which hath the Air of a Fable. The Life oiCtm[us Ihall be noti- 
ced in its proper Place. 

The true Hifiory of Qaul^ Spain^ QeYman% Scytbia^ Sweden^ Britain^ and Ireland^ arc 
all of a later Date than this Period. For Scythia beyond the Danube had no Letters till Upbi~ 
las their Bifhop formed them, about 600 Years after the Death of Alexajider the Great : Ger^ 
wany had none till it received them from the Weftern Empire of theLatmes^ about 100 Years 
after Scythia : The Hum had none in the Days of Prccopins^ who flourilhed in the fixth Cen* 
tury of the Chriftian ^ra : Sweden and Norway received them ftill later. Things faid to be 
done above one or two hundred Years before the Ufe of Letters, are of little Credit. And, 
as Sir Ifaac Newton (h) obferves, even the Origin of Agriculture, Navigation, Mufick, Arts 
and Sciences, Metals, Smiths, Carpenters, Towns and Buildings, was not much older in£H- 
ropethsin the Days of Samuel^ and David : Before thofe- Times this Part of the World 
was but thinly peopled, and much overgrown withjWoods. 

Some Travellers report ftrange Things of the Antiquities of Cbma 5 but the Chtnefe (^c) 
themfelves confefs their Antiquities are in great part fabulous 5 that their moft antient Books 
were in Hieroglyphicks, and their Numbers in Computation were miflaken, or Months put for 
Years. Of what Antiquity foever their firft Writers were, there is little Credit to 'be given 
to thofe now remaining, fince that general Deftruftion of all their antient Books by the JEm- 
peror Xi-Hoam-ti^ about 200 Years ^d) before Chrift,

I N G Solomon began to build the Temple in the fourth Year of his Reign, which 'tis 
like was a Sabbatic Year, that the People being difcharged from their Husbandry, 
might more eafily lend a helping Hand to begin this great Work ^ and the Time when 
k was finilhed, feven Years thereafter, being alfo a Sabbatic Year, they would have Leifure to 
attend the Solemnity of its Dedication. The Temple was Cxty Cubits (that is one hundred 
and five Foot) long, twenty Cubits ( or thirty five Foot ) broad, and thirty Cubits ( or fifty 
two Foot ) high, twice as large as the Tabernacle reared by Mofes In the Wildernefs. It had 
a Porcb^ running out before the Front of the Houfe, twenty Cubits in length, and ten in breadth. 
On the Out-fide were three Stories of Rooms^ with Stairs to go up to them. The timber 
Work was for mofl- part of Cedar, furniflicd by Hiram King of ^yre^ conform td his Ccntraft 
\^\x.h Solomon, The Walls were of fine fquare Stones, in the inner Side wainfcotted with Ce- 
dar from Top to Bottom. The Sand^uary was feparated from rhe reft of the Temple by a Ce- 
dar Partition, adorned with fine Carving, and ftood twenty Cubits from the End of the Stru- 
fi5lure. The Infide of it was covered with Plates of fine Gold. The Ark ftood in the midft 
of the Oracle,, or fpeak'ing Place, as the Word fignities, in the Holy of Holies. This Ark^ 
with its Mercy-feat and Cherubims, was the fame that Mofes made : For God's Prefence is 

• the 
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the f^me with his People, whether they meet in Tent or Temple. From th^nee God fpake 
to MafeSy and perhaps alfo to the High-prieft, when he codfulted with the Breaftplate of Judg- 
nient. Befides, li'o/owow made two Cherubims of Olive Wood, covered with Gold, ted Cubits 
bigli, and their Wings five Cubits long. They ftobd upright, Itretchlng out their Wings^ fd 
as one Wing of each Cherubim touched the Wall^ one on each Side, and the other two meC 
in the middle of the Saniftuary^ over the Ark. The Porch of the Temple was adorned v/ith 
a Brafs Pillar on each Side, eighteen Cubits high. . The one Pillar Was named Jachin^ that 
is. He wll eftahlijh j and the other Boa%^ In him is Strength : To teach all^ hot to look for 
Sufficiency of their own, but to depend on God alone for Strength and Ellablilhment in all re- 
Jigious Exercifes. When the People forfook Gqd^ this Temple and thefe Pillars were demo-: 
liflied ia) : But the Gofpei-Church leans on the Power and Providence of God, the Merits 
siind Mediation of Chrift 5 againft which the Gates of Hell can never prevail. In the Court: 
Momm made a large^ round Brafs-bafon, five Cubits higb^ ten Cubits in diameter^ ftanding oa 
twelve Oxen of Brafs, refting on ten Bafes^ each of which had four Wheels. ThisBafon was 
called the molten Sea^ which might contain above five hundred Barrels of Water. Belides; 
there were ten Lavers of Brafs, four Cubits high, flanding on their proper Bafes, for the Ufe 
of the Priefts, to walh themfclves, to cleanfe the Sacrifices, and to keep the Courts neat. In 
the Tabernacle there was but one Laver of Brafs to wafii in, but in the Court of the Teniplcj 
a Sea of Brafs 5 to intimate, that by the Gofpel of Chrifl there is fuller Preparation for our 
cleanfing, than by the Law of Mofes : For the Gofpel prefents us with a fountain opened 
the Blood of Chrift^ which cleanfeth from all Sin. The fame things were in the Temple as 
hdd been in the Tabernacle before, only finer and larger : For the Altar for Sacrifice was twen- 
ty Cubits long, twenty in height^ and ten in breadth ; the Altar for Incenfe was flili one, for 
Chrift and his IntercelTion are fo; In the Temple there were ten golden Tables (O? with a. 
hundred Bafons of Gold belonging to them. In i Kings^ vii. 48. therfe is mention only of 
■.bK 1 -Mo of Gold 5 which We may fuppofe larger than the reft, to which the others were as 
'y^ :<■'■{ -xjo-Avds. In the Tabernacle there was only one large Candleftick, but in the Temple, 
ihrrc were ten Candlefticks of Goldj five .on the right Side,. and five on the left of the Oracle,; 
with their flowers. Lamps and Tongsj all of the fame Metal 5 intimating the much great-i, 
er Plciir] of fi>irirual Food and heavenly Light thd Gofpel blefieth us with, than the JLaw o^ 
^Ivfes could ailord. The Cenfers, all tlie Veflels and Inftruments within were of Gold 5 tlief 
very Hinges of the Doors were of the fame, all being fplendid and magnificent. The Pots,; 
the Shovels, the Bafoiis^ and all the'Utenfils for. the Sacrifices,- were of . bright Brafs. Thei 
Brafier whom Solomon employed to mahage the Work^ was Hiram or Hiiram {e\ whb by 
the Mother's Side was an }[raeliteyo£ the Tribe of Naphtali^ but by his Father's Side a Maii . 
xt'iTyre^ that the good Affetflion of an Ifraelite to tfie Houfe of God, joined to the Skill of 
a ^yriaii^ might qualify him for that Work. As the Tabernacle was built with thfe Wealth 
o^ ligypt-^ fo the Temple with the Wit oifyre, God ferved himfelf by thefe common Giftd 
for good Purpofesi The Place where the brazen Vefi^els were caft, was the Plain o£ Jordan ^ 
bccauie there was ftiffClay fit fot Molds, and Solomon would not have dirty fmoky Work dOnd

What was fignified by the Levttical Service, and the Ceremonies of th6 Mofaic LdNv, hath 
been before confidered (f) 5 I lhall now only obfervcj that the Temple fignified Chrift the? 
true Temple ; He [poke of the temple of his body (g) ^ God prepared it (/^) ; in him dwells the 
fnlnefs of the Godhead Qi'). As the Shechinah in the Temple, all ^ the fpiritual Ifrael meet iri 
hiln, and through him have Accefs to God. Secbndly^ Every Believer is a living Temple^ 
where the Spirit of God dwells 5 we are not only Wonderfully made by divine Providence^ 
but created of new by divine Grace^ built upon Chrift as the true Foundation of our Happi-? 
nefi, and will be perfected in due Time. Thirdly, The GoJpcl Church is the myfticsl 
Templejj which grom up to a holy temple iH the lord .(k). It enriched dnd beautified with 
the Gifts and Graces of the Holy Spirit; not only "Jews but alfo Gentiles haveftee Accefs to 
it.

court of the vifible Ghurchj Which Men enter into by an dpen Prbfeffion bf . the Truth ^ and 
the Inner-court of the invifible Churchy to which we are admitted by true F^itlj uniting us to? 
Chrift. He appoints falvdtion for walls and hitlivarks : He enlightens the Houfe by his Word 
and Spirit; He covers it from Storms and Terapeftsj and he carries on the Building to, Per- 
feclion; ^thfyy Heaven is the everlafting Temple, whef-e the Church triurhphant will befix^ 
ed for ever.

JljaU belike bim 5 for we Jbail fee him as he is, fhere Sorrow and fighing fhall flee away, and 
Saints fliall fing everlafting Songs to him who hath redeemed us with his Blood, out oif every 
Tongue, Kindred, People and Nation. 
yi, M>. Soiomon having finifhed the Temple in the eleventh Year of his Reign (^^^5 all the Elders 
'inPc P^'i'^ces of the Tribes, and the Heads of the Families of T/r*?^/ aflemtled, at J ertifalem^ to 
2007/ convey the Ark of the Covenant into this new Habitation, about the Time of the Feaft of 

Tabernacles. The Aflembly was very great, to do Honour to God and the King, giving 
him publick Thanks for the Honour he had done to his Nation, and to teftify their univerfal 
Joy and Satisfiidcion in the Settlement of the Ark, which thePriefls carried into the Sanftu- 
ary; There was nothing in it but the two Tables of Scone, a Treafure exceeding all the de* 
dicated Things 5 the Pot of Manna, with Aaron's Rod were by the Ark, but not in it. The 
Lord teftified that he was well pleafed with this Service 5 {6t "when the ffiejfs were come out 
of the .holy placcj the cloud filled the honfe, fo that the priefts could not (iand to mmifieT he-^ 
eatife of the cloud 5 for the glory of the Lord had filled the houfe of the Lord (J?'), By this E- 
manation of Glory, the Lord put Honour upon the Ark, owning it as a Token of his Pre- 
fence. The Glory of this facred Symbol had been long eclipfed by its frequent Removes and 
mean Lodging , but now he will have it looked upon with as much Veneration, as when 
Mofes brought it into the Tabernacle. He teflified his Acceptante of the building and fur- 
nifhing of the Temple as Service done to his Name : He ftruck an Aw upon the Affembly, 
and fiiewed himfelf ready to hear their Prayers. The Priefts being aftonifhed at the Cloud, 
Solomon encouraged them 5 for tho' it was dark, the legal Difpenfation being fo, v;hen com- 
pared with the Light of the Gofpel, and muQh more, when compared with the Glory of 
Heaven > yet it v/as a Token of divine Favour. He alfo inftrufted the People in the Rea- 

fons he had for building this Houfe, and blclTed the Lord : Then he prayed (O. Though 
he was a great King, he did not appoint cue of his Priefts to perform this Piece of Devotion, 
but did it himfelf before the Congregation, as a Type of Chrift the great Interceflbr for all 
over whom he rules* The Prayer is plain, and moft fuitable to the Occafion, where he gives 
Glory to God, adoring his divine Perfeftions, intreats for his Favour, that God would hear, 
and gracioufly anfwer this and all the Prayers that fliould be made in or toward this Houfe^ in 
every Cafe, whether of national or perfonal AfHittion, of Strangers or tfraelites^ in the Day of 
Battle, or in the Land of their Captivity* Prayer being ended, Solomon ftood up, blelTed the 
People, and folemrily charged them to perfevere in their Duty to God. The Feaft of Dedi- 
cation v/as kept ■ feven Days fucceffively, during which Solomon offered two and twenty 
thoufand Oxen, and one hundred and twenty thoufand Sheep. The People blelTed the King, 
and went to their own Habitations joyful and glad of Heart. Thefewere Ifrael's golden 
Days. 

"A. M, After this Solomon fpent thirteen Years, which leads to the twenty fourth Year of his Reign, 
'^nV'c^ in building his own Houfe, and the Houfe of the Foreft of hehanon (rf}. His Father had 
P^'^. ' enlarged his Dominions as far as was promifedto If^aei ; he having Peace, Plenty, opulent 
Trade, with a Difpofition to ere£l- ftately Fabricks, thought fit to employ his Cares that way; 
He took Utcle more than feven Years to build the Temple j but being not fo intent abouO 
his own Palaces, and no fuch Preparations being made before Hand for tfaem^ nor the People 
under fuch Obligations to aftift, thefe took a longer Time. ^Tis not v/orth Debate, if the 
Houfe of the Foreft of hehanon v/as a Country Seat near yerufalem^ fo called from the 
Pleafantnefs of its Situation, and the Trees that encompafled it, as fome judge, or as others, 
that it was really a Houfe in the Foreft of Lebano72^ where he certainly had Buildings CO i 
and we read of the Tower of L^^^;/o«, which looketh toward Damafcus which feems to 

have been a Part of this Houfe. All his Houfes were rich, beautiful and magnificent. 

God had giv cn So lo m o?i a real Anfwer to his Prayer at the Dedication, of the Temple, by the 
Fire which came down from Heaven, and confumed the Sacrifices (g) ; but he gave him a 
more particular Anfwer, when he appeared to him a fecond Time Qh% where the Lord alTurea 
him of bis fpecial Frefence in the Temple he had built, yet tells him that this Houfe was de- 
figncd only to protcdl him and his People in their Allegiance to God, but not in their. Rebel- 
lion and Difobedience. The Ruin of the Kingdom wi>uld be the certain Confequence of his 
or his Childrens Apoftacy. Solomon having finifhed his principal Buildings, recompenfed 
Hiram King of fZ>'re for the kind Alliftance he had given him; He had made him a yearly 
, Advance of Provifions, conform to a Bargain that hath been before mentioned {i). 3 and over 
and above, he gave him twenty fmall Cities in Galilee. Hiram came to fee them^ but not be- 
ing ploafcd,he cali'd them Cabiil^2i ^henician WordjWhich Jofephus fays C'^),fignifies dffpleafing.

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wherefore *Vo/o??2o« took them back, repaired and caufed the Children of j^w/ inhabit them, 
and no Doubt gave Hiram an Equivalent in fomething elfe. The Cities themfelves Jay in the 
Border of the Tribe oi 4P^er ia\ and probably had continued in the Hands of the Natives, till 
iSolomon made himfelf Mafter of them, and peopled them with Ifraelites. Jojephns (Z')ghes 
ft further Account of the good Correfpondence between Solomoji .mA Hiram ^xova Mmander Hixid^ 
Dm, two Hiftorians who wrote thQU yrian Annals, which are now loft. 

Solo?non not only raifed up the Temple of the Lord and Palaces for himfelf, bnt alfo bnik 
J^li/lOy the Wall yeritfalciny Hazor^. ^egiddo^ Bethororz the nether, Baalab^ 3.nd STadmor lu 
the Wil^ernefs. ybjepbas fays (c) the Greeks call it Palmyra^ and Gczer : which Placo kfl- 
named Pharaoh King of Egypt took from the CanaaUites^ and gifted it to his Daughter^j 
iSolomon's Wife. He employed the Amorites^ Peri%%ites^ Hivites and Jebiijites left in the 
Land, about the more 11a vifh Part of thefe Struftures, making the V/r^^//rw of his own Na^ 
tion their Overfeers. All thefe Buildings required immenle Taxes, which the Wealth and 
Plenty of Ifrael^ and neighbouring Countries tributary to Solomon did afford j and his Riches 
\vere alfo increafed by an opulent Trade. King David began it 5 for he having conquered 
Edom^ and reduced it to a Province of his Empire, he thereby became JVIafter of twoSea-porc 
Towns in the Ked Sea^ Elath and E%ion-geher ( d^^ and thence carried on a Trade j for the 
three Thoufand Talents given to the Houfe of God, and called the Gold of Cpbir (e) feem 
to be what he had infeveral Voyages to that Place. Solomon improved and carried on the 
TrafEck to Ophir 5 and had from thence in one Voyage four hundred and fifty Tak-nts of 
Gold C/^a which may amount to 3,24.0,000 Pounds. In i Ki^igs ix. 28. it is calied four 
hundred and twenty Talents J thirty being deduced for the Expence of the Navy; And ic 
muft be owned. That he managed the Trade to the bell Advantage by his great Wifdom and 
Application 5 for not being perplexed with fuch Wars as his Father, he had inorc l^eifure to 
attend thereto. And for the better fettling thereof^ ho went in Perfon to Elcitb and E%o?i'* 
geber, where he took Care by his own Infpe^tion for the building, of Ships, fortifying thcfe 
Ports, and furnifliing them with good Seamen^which he might have from the Maritime Towns 
o^Paleftine^ and from his KWy Hiram King of STj-r^. The Ufe of the Compafs not being 
known in thofe Times, the Way of Navigation was only by Goading, whicli ot'teii made than 
a Voyage of three Years that may now be done in almofl: three Months. Yec the Trade fuc- 
ceededfofar under the Conduct of *5'£)/£)w/o;^, as he drew to thefe two Ports, and thence to 
femfakm^ the Merchandife oi Arabia^ Africa^ Perjla and IndiUy as a Fountain of thefe im- 
raenfe Riches, whereby he exceeded all his contemporary Kings ; for he made Silver to be at 

Jeriifalem^ '[cv its great Plenty, as the Stones of the Street, and brought hoine Gold, Silver^ 

Ivory, Apes and Peacocks (g). From what Part of the World he brought theic Goods., whe- 
ther from STaproha^y now called the Ifle of Ceylon in the Eaji Indies^ or from the Southern 
Part ol Arabia^ which did then furnifhthe beft of Gold in plenty, according to Eupolemus (Jf)^ 
feems not neceflary to determine. 

Thefe A£ts of Solomon already mentioned, may run to the thirtieth Year of his Reign ; about a. m: 
which Time, according toDodtor Lightfoot CO, he may be fuppofed to have wrote the Book 
of Proverbs^ vrh^n his Children were come to Age,capable of Inftrudtion. From the firfltothe"^"^gg*"* 
End of the ninth Chapter, he teaches his Son, and all who fhall read the Book, the Nature of 
true Wifdom, and leads them to our blelfed Redeemer, the Wifdom of God. From the tenth, 
to the End of the twenty fourth Chapter, we have Precepts of Wifdom, iit to condu(5t us in 
the various Changes of humane Life, which fhine like a Bundle of precious Pearls, without the 
golden Chain of Connection, in a Magnificence above Order. From the 2j:th Chapter to 
the End of the 29th Chapter, we have a CoUedlion of choice Sentences copied out of SolO" 
mon's Writings by the Men Hezekiab^ uadev divine Condudl and Infpiration. In the thir- 
tieth Chapter, we have the Words ofAgur the Son o^Jakeh^ of the like Argument and Ufc, 
In the J aft Chapter Solomon^ who is there called King Levmel^ that is, of or belonging to 
God, fpeaks of the pious Inftrudlions which his Mother Batbjheba gave him in his Youth, and 
commends her as a Pattern to every good and virtuous Woman. 

About the fame Time *SV?/off?o» having conducted his Wife PharaoF& Daughter into the 
Houfe which he had built for her C^) 5 perhaps into that of the Foreft of Lebamf^^penned that 
noble Book, the Sor^g of Songs^ where in a pleafant Strain of choice Metaphors, he defcribes 
the Intercourfe and Love that is between our blefled Redeemer the Lord Jefus, and the real 
Members of his Church, his efpoufed Bride j as is more fully Ihewn by Commentators on than 

Part of the facred Scriptures, and particularly by our learned and pious Countryman Air.

The Fame of the W^ifdom and Grandeur of Solomon fpread fo far abroad, that the Q^ueen 
of Sbeha came to pay him a Vifit C^). The Chriftians in AbyJJinia or upper jEtbiopta iAy

But the more coinmon 
Opinion of Interpreters, is, Th<Lt Sbeba lay in the Southern Parts oi' Arabia the happy : Hence 
our Lord calls her the Queen of the South (^). iS'i7/o;;io«'s Fleet failed near the Coafts of her 
Country, or perhaps traded there, by whom Ihe might hear the Fame of his Wifdom ; and 
nothing would pleafe her, but to go and receive Inftruftions from him concerning his Religi- 
on and civil Policy. She came with a great Retinue 5 and this magnificent Prince entertain- 
ed her fuitably to her Rank, gave her fuitrable Anfv/ers to all herQueftions, received her rich 
Compliments, returned her the likej Ihewed her all his Grandeur, with which fhe was much 
delighted, faying. It was a true report that I heard in rnuie own land of thy aCfs^ and of thy 
'wifdom^ and heboid the half was not told me and returned well pleafed to her own Country, 
They who apply themfelves to our Lord Jefus, will find him greater^ wifer, and more gracious 
than Solomo72y even willing to do above what we are able to ask or think. Solomon had a vaft 
yearly Revenue, of 666 Talents of Gold, which amounts to 2,997,000 Pounds Sterlings be- 
fides his Profit by the Spice-Merchams, and of all the Kings of ^r^r^i^^, and of the Governor^ 
of the Country. He did not hoard all this upjbut ufed it j for he made two hundred Targets^ 
and three hundred Shields ail of beaten Gold, he raifed a ftately Throne of Ivory, overlaid 
with the beft Gold 5 and had all his Drinking-veffels and Furniture of his Table, even in his 
Couniry-feat at the Foreft of Lebanon^ of pure Gold : And he made Money circulate in Plenty 
among his Subjects. 

But alas ! his Honour was darkned j for he took lb many Women, that at laft they a« 
nstsunted to feven hundred Wives, and three hundred Concubines CO? a thoufand in all, and 
not a good one among them, as he owns in his penitential Sermon C^).- No Woman of 
eftablilhcd Vertue would dcfire to be in fuch a Society. Divine Wifdom has appointed one 
Woman for one Man J and they who think not one enough^ may find unbridled Luft vyill be 
unbounded j tho* perhaps Solomon took fo many, rather for State and Magnificence than for 
Ufe * Yet to have a whole replenifhed with fuch Foreigners, MoabiteSy Ammonites^ 

ZidontafiSy Bdomites and //^V/i^cj, Women wa^ntonin Drefs, Air, and Converfation, was into-* 
lerable. Even Kings were forbidden by the Law to multiply Horfes and Wives (^). Solonw7i^s 
Breach bf thefe Prohibitions, and particularly of the laftj was of fad Confequence. His many 
Wives impaired his Health, and exhaufted his Treafure, made him lay heavy Taxes upon his 
Tcople ; and which was flill worfe, turned him cool and indifferent in his own Religion. His 
Heart was not perfect with the Lord his God , yea they difpofed him to join with them in I-* 
dolacry. This drew down the Anger of the Lord,fo as to threaten, that fmce the King had re-* 
voiced from God, part of the Kingdom ftiould revolt from his Family, tho' not in his Days,, 
yet in the Time of his Pofterity. Hence Adverfarjes were raifed up againft him, Hadad tho 
Edoinite^ Rezen the Syrian^ and Jeroboam the Son of Nebat^ an Ephraimite. ' "Tis not doubt" 
ed that Solowon recovered the Favour of God after his Fall, and penned his Ecclejiaftes^ or 
Coheletby as a publick Tellimony of his Repentance and Deteftation of all thefe vain and 
wicked Courfes to which ho had addiifled himfelf 5 which (/) thinks was wrote in 
the thirty eight Year of his Reign. In this Book he defcribes Man's true Happinefs, and the 
Way leading to it, proving that it is not to be found in worldly Wifdom, in fenfual Pleafures^ 
in Abundance of Riches, nor in a vain Profeffion of Religion, but that *cis only to be had in 
the Fear of God, and Obedience to his Laws, which alone can give a Man the contented 
chearful Enjoynnent of the prefent Comforts of this Life, and Affurance of everlafting Hap-' 
pinefs in the World to come. 'Tis obfervable^ that in the Book of Chronic If there is net 
Mention of Solo?non^s Departure from God in his latter Days, nor of his Father David's Sin 
in the Matter of Uriah j to fignify, that we are not to delight in repeting the Faults of others: 
^ Tho' they did fall, they were not utterly caft down- Their Sin was repented of, and pardon* 
tpyzl became as if it had never been. After all, Solomon died in Peace, when he had 

Ant, c. reigned in Jerufalemy over all Ifrael^ forty Years. 
^78. § 2. T HE Glory of the Kingdom was in its Perfeftion in the Time of Solomoit^ tsut it foori de* 

clined and began to fink ; for we find in \ Kings xii. that Kehoboam his Son and SuccefTor came 
to Shechem^ where ail the People were gathered to proclaim him King, where Jeroboam^ who 
was then newly returned from Egypt^ and the People of Ifrael asked the King to eafe them d 
the heavy Yoke his Father had laid on them. Rebt^boaj/^^ \nftead ofanfwering in a mild loving 
Alanner, as the old Men who had been his Father's Counfellors advifed, in great Weakncfsj 
took the Counfel of the younger Sort, and threatned not only to fqueeze them by Taxes, buc 
alfo to chafiife them with cruel Laws, and fevere Executions. Ten of the Tribes were fb in- 
ccnfedat this Anfwer, that they revolted from him, and ftoned to Death Adoram the Receiver 
of his Taxes. Re hob cam czinc to Jer /tf ale m, where he aflcmbled one hundred and eiglity 
thoufand Men of Judah and Benjamin^ with whom he defigned to go againli the Revoltertf:

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But the breaking out of the War was Y^VQVQntGdhy Sbemaiab the Prophet, telling them, Te 
Jljall not go up againft your brethren the children of Jfrael. ^he thing is from the Lord : Where- 
on every Man departed to his own Houfe. The Tribes that had revolted from this Time 
and forward, erected themfelves into a feparate Kingdom, and chufe Jeroboam the Son Nebap 
to be their firft King. He rebuilt Sbecbejn in Mount Ephraim^ which had been deftroyed by 
Abimelcch 258 Years before, and there fixed his Abode for fome Time ; and fortified 'Penuh 
on the other Side of Jordan, Being afraid that the People who had fubmitted to him, when 
they went to Jerafalem to worfhip, would again return to the Houfe of David^ he fet up two 
golden Calves i the one at Beth-el^ clofe to Jndah^ and the other as far North as Dan^ as 
ijymbols of that God who brought the People up out of the Land Egypt, 'Tis like he had 
learned this Sort of Idolatry among the Egyptians^ where they vvorlhippcd their Apis under 
the Similitude of a Bull or Calf! Wherever he learned it, it was a dreadful Sin, a Worlhip of 
his own Invention, not prefcribed by the Word of God, ThePriefts Aaronh Race would 
not go into it; and therefore he made Prieftsof theloweft of the People, who were not of the 
Sons of L/?ui,and offered Sacrifices on the Altar which he had made on the fifteenth Day of the 
eighth yionth^ the Month, which he had devifed oi\{i^o\vn Heart; For the Feaft at Jeraja~ 
lem was kept a Month fooner, conform to the Law CO- And the Thing became a Snare 
unto many in Ifrael, 

A Man of God who came from Judah to Beth^el foretold, that the Ahar which Jeroboam 
had eredted, ihould be deftroyed by one who was yet unborn, Jofiah by Name The 
Event anfwered the Predidion CO ' Which being above three hundred Years thereafter, plain- 
ly fliews the Infpiration of the Prophet by God, whofe Providence rules, and whofe Fore- 
knowledge reaches even to the moft: contingent Things ^ as JofiaFs Birth, and his Name de- 
pending on his Parents Will, certainly were. As a Prcof of the Truth of the Predidlion, the 
Prophet added, that the Altar fhouid be rent. Accordingly Jeroboam ftretching out his Hand 
over the Altar, his Hand withered, and the Altar fplit afunder. This fo alarmed the King, 
that he intreated the Man of God, whom he had before threatned with Death, to pray the 
Lord that his Hand might be reftored : Which the Prophet did, and had his Defire granted. 
Then the King defired the Prophet to take fome Refrefhment : But he anfwered, that God 
had forbid him either to eat or drink in that Place, or to return the fame Way by which he 
came. Yet the good Man was deceived by an old Prophet who dwelt at Beth-el^ who had 
heard what had palled, and very wickedly lied, faying God had ordered to bring him back to 
ear Bread at his Houfe. After eating, the Man of God, in his Way to his own home, was 
killed by a Lion, for having difobeyed the Command of God. The old Prophet, who had de- 
ceived him, took up his Body, and decently buried it. 'Tis like the good Prophet had repent- 
ed of his Diibbedience, and obtained the Favour of God ^ but the lying Prophet was referved 
to an after Reckoning. And all this did not make JeroOoajii ceafe from his idolatrous Pradlices- 

There are fome other Particulars concerning Keboboam in the eleventh and twelfth Chapters 
•of the fecond Book oi Cbronicles j as, that he fortified his Frontiers, and built many principal 
Cities in his Kingdom. Having no hopes to reduce the Tribes that had revolted, he thought 
it neceflary to fecure the Cities ftill in his Poflenion, and to furnilh them with gooci Store of 
Arms and Provilions. The Priefts and Levites among the revolted Tribes, iince they could 
not comply with the Worlhip Jeroboam had fet up, to be out of Danger of Temptation and 
Perfeicution, left their Suburbs and PoSeflions in the Country, and came to Jetiifalem^ where 
they might have the free Enjoyment of Ordinances according to divine Inftitution. Many pi- 
ous devout JJraeliteSy fuch as fet tbeir hearts to feek the Lord God of Ijrael^ followed their 
Teachers ; and were encouraged in fo doing : For, three years they walked in the ways 
vf David andSolomo?! (^). Which fome take as an Evidence that Solomon's Repentance was 
accepted of God, lince his Way is commended after he was dead y though his being a Penman 
of the facred Scriptures declares his fincere Piety, and his Ecclefiafies is alfo a Proof of his being 
a true Penitent. Kehoboam indulged himfelf too much in Pieafures, having eighteen Wives, 
and threefcore Concubines, by whom he begat twenty e^ght Sons, and threefcore Daughters. 
HisWii-es were not Foreigners, but moft of them were defcended of the Family David his 
Grandfather. Some of them he might have married before his Father's Death 5 for when that 
Event happened, he was forty one Years of Age : By which it appears that he was born in the 
laft Year of Ring David. The religious Part of his Reign foon expired : For we find, be forfook 
she law of the Lord^ and alllfrael with him (e^ ^ and, Judah did evil in the fight of the Lord^ 
and they provoked him to jealoufie %mth their fins uohich they bad committed^ above all that their 
fathers bad done. For they alfo built them high places^ ajid images^ and groves on every high hill^ 
and under every green tree. And there wcr^ alfo fodomites in the land^ and they did according 
to all the abomimtiofjs of the nations which the Lord £aft out before the children of Jfrael (/). 

Y y Though 
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Though Kehoboam enjoyed a religious Education under Solomon his Father all his Reign, yet 
it feems the Example of his Mother Naamab^ an Ammonitefs^ and the Defection of his Pa, 
ther in the latter Pare of his Life, together with his own corrupt Inclinations, led him into 
thefe wicked Courfos. Wherefore God foon fent Troubles upon him : For SMJhak King of 
Egypt^ in the fifth Year of Kehohoam^ came againft Judah • and^ either by Force or Surren- 
der, made himfeif Mafter oS^ Jeriifalem^ took away the Treafufes of the Temple and Exche- 
quer, of the Houfc of the Lord and the King's Houfe, plundered and carried off the vaft 
Riches which Solomon and Da'vid had laid up, with the golden ShloXds Solovion had made : In 
flead of which Keboboam framed brazen Shields, which his Life-guard carried before him when 
lie went in State. Whether SbiJJjak came up againft Judah upon fome Quarrel concerning 
his Daughter or Sifter, who had been Solomon^^ Wife, as Dr. Lightfoot (jf) thinks j or out of 
a covetous Defire after the Riches ^tjenifalem^ the Scripture doth not determine : *Tis more 
certain that SbiJIjak came, with twelve hundred Chariots, threefcore thoufand Horfemen, and 
People without Number, of Egyptia^zs^ Lubims^ Snkktms and Etbiopia7is^ againft Jerufalem^ 
bccaufe they had tranfgreffed againft the Lord (Z'). Solomon had taught the Way to his Goun-. 
try to the Egyptians (O, which now they improved to the prejudice thereof. Yet God fent She^ 
mat ah the Prophet, to Kchoboam and the Princes, to declare that God had fent this Foreigner to 
punifli them for their Apoftacy, and to call them to Repentance. Whereupon they humbled 
themfelvcs, and profefied fome Degree of Reformation. Wherefore God in Mercy prevented the 
Deftrutlion of Judah j but left them under fome Marks of his Difpleafure. It is the Opinion 
of Jofephus (^d)^ that this ShiJIoak is the fame King of Egypt whom Herodote (je) by a Miftakc 
calls Scfoftris. Of the fume Mind are many learned Men, as, Sl^ormel^ Scaliger^ Carpentarius^ 
Bochart^ Stillwgflcet^ Dr. Patrick and others j and it hath been not long ago maintained by 
our learned Countryman, my Friend, Mr. Jamijotty againft Peri%omns (/). Nor can 1 fee 
any folid Reafon againft it : For Herodote (g) himfeif owns, That there were many ^titles 
*wbich Sefollris Ki7Zg of Egypt bad ereSied iii many Countries^ *which for moft part were not then 

extant j yet there nvcre other Infcrzptions in Paleftine in Syria, which that Author had viewed 
with his own Eyes : Which is a plain Evidence that *SV/b^y/j, according to Herodote^ had been 
in Pclefti^iCj and may be the fame with Shijlmk^ and with Bacchus. Nor are we to expcft 
Matters fo plain, as to leave no room for any Controverfy, in fb confuled a Hiftory as that of 
the antient Egyptians , of which only Scrapes in antient Authors here and there remain. 
"u^. M. We have little more on Record concerning Re-^o^o^j^w, but that he reigned feventeen Years 
^ntfc, more in Jernfalem^ had continual Wars with Jeroboam^ at laft flept with his Fathers, and waa 
>^6u ' buried in the City David. 

Jeroboam the Son of Nebat furvived Kchoboam five Years. He continued in his Contempt 
of God and Religion, and therefore God proceeded in his Controverfy againft him. His Son 
Abijab^ who was perhaps the eldeft, fell fick ; and he fent his Wife in difguife to enquire what 
Ihould become of the Child, at Ahijah the Prophet, who lived little noticed at Shiloh^ blind 
lor AgCj and yet blclTed v-/ith the Vifions of the Almighty. God gave the Prophet notice of 
her Approach ^ which enabled him, fo foon as ftie entred the Door, to fay. Come in^ thoii 
wife of Jeroboam : why feigneft then thy felf to he another Qf) ? To her he delivered the Mef- 
f]ge of the Lord with great Boldnefs, upbraiding Jeroboavi with Ingratitude to God, who had 
made him King'j charging him with Impiety, Idolatry and Apoftacy, in fetting up other Gods 
and molten Images, to provoke the Lord to Anger ^ foretelling the utter Ruin of all the 
Males of his Houfe, that the Child then fick, ftiould immediately die, in Mercy to his Soul : 
He only of Jeroboam fJo all come to the grave^ hecaufe in him there is found fome good thing to* 
ward the Lord God of Ifrael in the houfe of Jeroboam. Adding, that another Family fhould be fee 
up to rule over y/jw/, Cwhich was fulfilled in JB^i^^a, of theTribe of T^c-^^^r) and that Judg- 
ments ftiould come upon the People Ifrael for conforming to the idolatrous Worfliip which 
Jeroboam had cftabliflied. After hearing this MelTage, Jeroboam^ ^ Wife went home, with a hea- 
\'y Heart, to ^ir%ahy a beautiful Place (O- So foon as Ibe entred the Threfhold of her Houfe, 
the Child that was fick died 5 and Ifrael mourned for him. And Jeroboam himfeif died foon 
tiiercafter : ^he Lord firuck him (k) 5 'tis like with fome fore Difeafe : So that he died mife- 
rabhs when he had reigned twenty two Years. 

In the Throne o^Judab^ Abijah fucceeded his Father Keboboam. His Mother is named 
Micbaiab^ the Daughter ofl/riely tzChron. xiii. 2. who was the fame with Maacbah the Daugh- 
ter of Abfalom^ 2 Qbron. xi. 21. For 'tis ufual for the Hebrews to have two Names : And Ihe 
might be a Grand-daughter o£Abfaloin by his Haughtev ^amar and a Daughter oiUriel 
■» as her immediate Father. Soon after he had afcended the Throne, a bloody War commenced 
between him and Jeroboam. Abijah had an Army of four hundred thoufand Men, and the 

other

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Other of eight hundred thoufand. Before the Battle, Abijah^ to encourapie his own People^ 
and to damp his Enemies^ made a Speech to the Armies from Mount Zonaraim in the I ribci 
^{Efbraim^ declaring he had Right on his Side, fincc God gave the Kingdom to Da-vid and 
to his Sons for ever 5 and he expe(^ed he had God on his iiide, for the Religion o'^Jerohocivi 
was falfe and idolatrous, but he and the Men of Jndcib had the pure Worfhip of tiie hving 
God his Temple and Ordinances among them. Jerohoam took little care to Liniwci-, but in 
the mean time prepared an Ambulh, to encompafs and enfnare his Enenjy. VViicrcupoi^ the 
Men Jndah cried to the Lord, gave a great Shout, and made a rcfolute Attack, fo as to 
obtain a complete Vidlory. Giving no Quarter, they put to the Sword five hundred tliouiand 
chofen Men : For the Lord chaftifed the Idolatry of T/h?^/, and owned the Houlb of Dc-vid, 
As a Confequenc of the Vidtory, Abijah took the Cities of Bctb~cl^ Jvjlodnah and Efbrain?^ 
with the Villages belonging to them. Jeroboam recovered fome of thefe Places afterwards, 
as appears by the Courle of the Hiftory, though this is not mentioned 2 Chron. xiii. Yet A- 
bljah had no hearty AfFedlion for*the Ordinances of God : Though he pleaded his PoirefTion of 
the Temple and Priellhood to make out his Argument againft "Jeroboani^ yet his heart Tcv-?i not 
ferfeSt with the Lord bis God ^ as the heart of David his Great-grand-fuher (^0- He walked in 
the Sins of Kehoboam his Father, and had daily Wars with "ycroboam^ by Incurfions and Re- 
prifals upon one another's Borders. He married fourteen Wives, by whom he had twenty 
two Sons and fn;teen Daughters, and died after a Reign of three Years ^ the laft of which 
was not complete, for he began his Goyernment with the eigteenth Year di Jeroboam^ conti- 
nued Che whole ninteenth^ and ended within the twentieth Year : In v.'hich his Son Afa^% Am, h. 

Reign begun. 

Afa was a religious Prince, who governed in Jernfalem forty one Years C^)- The Num- 
ber of the good and bad Kings in yudah was pretty near equal ^ but the Reign of the good 
was generally long, and that of the bad fiiort : Which makes the State of the Church not al- 
to£^ether fo degenerate as at firft it feems. Afa did that which was right in the eyes of the 
Lordy as did David his father. Thouf!;h he was neither fuch a Prophet, nor fuch a Pfalniifl 5 
yet he was hearty and zealous for God's inflitutcd Worfhip. He reformed that which was e- 
vil, took away the fodomites (or effeminate Perfons) out of the land, Thefe unclean and filthy 
Birds are more dangerous than Peft-houfes. He removed the idols^ even thofe that his father 
had made 3 alfo Maachah his mother (or Grand-mother) from being qiieen^ becanfe fhe bad made 
an idol in a grove ; or, as Jeroni (jT) and the vulgar Verlion (jT) hath ir^ that fJje might not 
he prieftefs in the facirifices of Priapiis, He brought in the Things which his Father had dedi« 
cated, and which himfelf had dedicated^ into the Houfe of the Lord, Silver, Gold and Vef- 
fcls 3 and he built many Cities in his Kingdom, to encourage and increafe his People. NC" 
verchelefs there were fome Blemiflies in his Reign : For the high Places v/ere not removed j 
and he took Gold and Silver out of the Houfe of God^ which he font to hxihQ Benbadad King 
Syria^ who dwelt at Damafcns^ to make him break his League with BaafJja King of Jfrael ^ 
that by making an Inroad into his Country, he might divert him from building Kamab, The 
ProjeA fucceeded 5 yet the good Prince was in the wrong, to take Treafures out of the Templti 
to tempt a Heathen to break his League : He ought rather to have asked coanfel of God, 
and put his Truft in him, who had often helped him ; and is therefore blamed by the Prophet 
Hanani We have a further Account of the State of Affairs in his Time in z Chron. xiv. 

XV. xvi. During the firft ten Years of his Reign the Land enjoyed Peace ff)- Abijab's Vi-» 
6lory over Jeroboam^ laid a Foundation for his Succeflbr's Tranquillity 5 which he improved 
fo well, as to carry on a Work of Reformation, and to put his Militia into fuch Order, as to 
be fit for War when called to it. The firft who gave him Difturbancc, was Zerah the Etbio^ 
^ian^ or Arabian 5 for fo the original Word Cuffj is frequently taken in Scripture {g^ i And 
tis more probable, that this mighty Hoft Ihould come from Arabia^ in the Neighbourhood 
o?ytidea^ than that they Ihould travel out of the Lower Ethiopia^ all the way through Egypt^ 
into a Part of the World fo remote from them. The Army was formidable, of ten hundred 
thoufand Men, with three hundred Chariots, encamped at MarefJjab^ in the Borders of Jn-' 
dab {by Afa marched againft them, making his Application to God by Prayer, faying. It is 
nothing with thee to belp^ whether with many^ or with them that have no power : help ns^ O Lord 
mr Godi for we reft on tbee^ and in thy name we go againft this mnltitttde : O Lord^ thou art our 
God^^ let not 7n an prevail agaifzft thee. And God gave him a glorious Vidlory : He ftruck the 
Ethiopians with Terror and Confternation j Afa and his Soldiers purfued thetn, took the Spoil 
of their Camp, carried away their Cattle, and fmote the Cities that were in League with them. 
Upon his Return in Triumph, Azariab a Prophet, the Son of Odedy met him with this Mef- 
■ lage : 3'he Lord is with you^ while ye be with bim 5 and if ye feek him^ be will be found of yon 5 
hat ifyeforfake biin^ be willforfake you CO- To teftify his Gratitude to God, he fummoned 
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(a) 1 Kings* XV. 5. (i) I Kings, xv, lo. {c) Hicronyuuuiii Holhcani, ix. 10. ^a} Vcrf. vuigata, m i Kings, xv. 
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a folemn Aflembly, and offered to the Lord of the ffoil they had taken^ [even hundred oocen^ oM 
fe-ven thou f and JJieep. And they entred into a covenant^ to feek the Lord God of their fathers imh 
all their hearty and 'uoith all their Jonl j that whofoe'ver would not feek the Lord God of Ifrael 
fmild be put to death^ whether fmall or great^ man or "woman. According to this Engagenienr, 
fo chearfully and folemnly made, they carried on a Work of Refornnation ^ in which many out 
of Ephraim^ Manaffeh and Simeon^ and ieveral Corners of Jfrael joined C^). 

In the fixteenth Year of the Reign of Afa^ Baafloa King of Ifrael came up ngainfl Jndah^ 
^' and built Kamah^ that he might fnffer mne to go in or come out to Afa King of J-nJab-^ 
'jint, c. isj to hinder any from the Tribes under his Command to go up to feritfalem to woidiip. 
P4i. There is a Difficulty to reconcile the Date in 2. Chron, xvi. i. In the fix and thirtieth year of 
the reign of Afa^ Baafia king of Ifrael came up againfi Judah^ with the Hiflory in the Book 
of the Kings ; for it is certain that Baafba began to reign in the third Year of Afa C^), and 
died in the twenty fixth Year of Afa (c^ : How then could he invade Jndah in the thirty 
fixch Year of Afa^ when he was dead ten Years before ? I anfwer. That in 2 Chron. xvi. i. 
tlie Years AJa are to be computed from the Time when the Kingdom of Judah was fepa- 
raced from that of the ten Tribes. Thus R^hoboaju reig/ied ieventeen, Ahijah thrGe, QndAfa 
iixteen Years, before this Invafion ; which make up thirty fix from the Time of Separation : 
And therefore in the Beginning of this Paragraph, this Inroad is dated in the fixteenth Year 
of Afa. 'Tis ufual in Scripture to make different Computations of the fame King's Reign ; 
as in 2 Saj7Z. xv. 7. Abfalom'^s Rebellion is faid to have happened after forty Years ^ whicii 
are to be reckoned from David's being anointed by Samuel^ and not from his entring into 
the PofTcflion of the Kingdom, as in other Texts. And it is frequent in profane Hiftory. 
Thus the Years of Augnftrts are fonietimes reckoned from the Death of Julius C^far^ at other 
times from his firft Confulate, or from the time of the Triumvirate, or from the Battle of J- 
dliian^ where he made himfeif fole Emperor. This hath been obferved by others (^^ ; and 
therefore I wonder why a judicious and pious Commentator (O ftiould lay he is at a lofs how 
to reconcile the Date of this Event with the Hiftory of the Kings. 

To go on, Afa obferving the Prejudice that might arife to Judah by the building of Rrr- 
mah^ hired Benhadad^ to go up againft BaaflM^ to oblige him to leave off that Undertaking, as 
hath been before obferved. Benhadad complied 3 for he fent bis Armies againft the Cities of 
Ifrael'^ and they fmote IjonyDan^Abel-^main^ov Abel^betb-maachahy and ail the ftore Cities of 
Naphtali^ which forced Baajha to give over building Kamah^ that he might defend his other 
Territories : And Afa carried offthe Stones and Timber left by his Competitor, with which he 
built Geba and Mixpah. Hanani the Seer reproved Afa for trufting in a Heathen Prince 
and not in the JLord, whofe kind Providence^ he had fo often experienced 5 and the King, 
was fo far difpieafed with the Charge, as to put the Prophet in Frifon, and to opprefs fome of 
the Peoples which was one of the Blemifhes of his Reign. About two Years before his Death, 
he was difeafed in his Feet, perhaps with a fevere Gout. Under his Illnefs, he is blamed that 
he fought not to the Lord^ but to the phyfzcians. The Help of Creatures ought to be ufed with 
Af. a due Dependence on the Creator. At laft he died after a Reign of forty one Years, and was 

.Am^c ^"^^^^ with great Solemnity. 

* In the Reign of Afa there were feveral Kings and Revolutions in the Kingdom of the ten 
Tribes. Jeroboam the Son o£ Nebaty of whom we have before heard, died in thefecond Year 
of Afa. NadabthQ Son ofyeroboam^ a Perfon who imitated his Father in all Wickednefs, be- 
gan to reign in the fecond Year of Afa^ and reigned over Ifrael two Years C/)- It ap- 
pears that thefe Years of Nadab were not complete, a part being oft put for the whole, as in 
the three Days and as many Nights our JLordlay in the Grave : For Nadab began to reign in 
the fecond Year of .^,and his Succeflbr in tne third C 5^) 5 as Dr. Lightfoot explains it (h), 
Jeroboamybelng fmitten with fuch Sicknefs, as rendered him unfit for Government (/), his 
ik)n afcended the Throne during his Father's Life, and continued two Years. 

Baafja thQ Son of Ahijahy of the Honk of Iffa char , confpired againft Nadaby and fmote 
him to Death as he befieged Gibbethon^ which belonged to the PhiliftineSy and reigned in his 
Head, So little Intereft had Nadab in the Affedlions of his Army, as they not only did not a- 
venge his Death, but even chufe his Murderer for his SuccefTor, So foon as Baafha had got 
the Government into his Hands, he fmote all the houfe of Jerohoam^ leaguing him none that 
hreathedy accordingto the faying of the Lord^ which he fpdke by bis fervant Ahijah the Sbi-^ 
lonite. To fecure himfeif and his ufurped Government, he did not banifh or imprifon, but 
put to Death all the Pofterity of his Fredeceflbr ^ in which, tho' God was righteous in puni- 
iliing the Sins ofjeroboam^ yet Baafha was barbarous and wicked, which further appeared by 
his continuing in the Sins of Jeroboam^ adoring the Calves, and forbidding his Subjedts to go 
and worfhip the Lord at Jerufalem. For thefe Things the Lord foretold the Ruin of hisPo- 

fterity

who about forty Years after this reproved Jehojhaphat (F)^ and wrote the Annals of thac 
Prince (c). Baajha having reigned over JJVdel twenty four Years, died. He was atflive, po- 
litick and daring, likely enough to have eftablifhed his Family: But he was an Idolater, 
which ruined all. Blab his Son reigned two Years \ and his Servant Ziinri^ Captain of the 
Half of his Chariots, Gonfpirdd againft him, as he was in ^ir^ab^ drinking himfelf drunk in the 
Houfe of j^^^i^ his Steward, and cut offall the Males of cheHoufe of Baajha^ with all who 
'could avenge their Q^uarrel. Thus the Sins of this Family, in provoking the Lord God of 
Ifrael to Anger^ with their Wickednefs and Idolatry,were punifhed^as had been foretold : And 
the Manner of Elab's Death, in s. Kings xvi. 8,- — lo. may be a Warning to Drunkards j fince 
they know not but Death may furprifc them in this Conditionj and throw them into the Pic 
of Perdition* 

Z^'wrz, who flew his MaUer^ had not iriuch Peace C^) J for aflet* a Reign of feveh Days, 
the Army encamped at Gibbetbon^ refenting what he had done, chofe Omri for their King ; 
who marched otf his Men^' and foon made himfelf Mafter of the City firrs,ab 5 whereon ZinZ" 
ri feeing all loft) retired into his Palace^ burnt it, and himfelf with it CO- Thus for the 
tranjgrejfioiz of a land^ many ard the princes thereof ffj. Omri being come to the Govern- 
ment had Wars with ^ibjii his Competitor four Years, from the twenty feventh to the thirty 
firft of Jfa^ till Slfto' being vanquiihed and dead^ Omri became the foie King in Jfrael^ with- 
out a Rival T^). He bought Samaria or Sbemeren Tvom Sbamer the former Owner, for two 
Talents of Silver, which comes to about feven hundred and fifty Pounds. There he built and 
fixed the Royal Seat forhimfelf, and the Kings ait Ifrael his SuccefTors. But he did worfe thaii 
all that ''joere before him. He was more fuperftitious, profane, and a greater Perfecutor, by 
iniquous Laws, of thefe that went up to worihip at "Jetiifalem^ than the Kings of the Houfe of 
Jeroboam or Baafloa, Hence we read of the Statutes of 0;«r/, in Micab vi. 16. Yet he reign- 
ed twelve Years, which are to be reckoned not from the Time when he governed without a 
Rival, upon the Death of^tbni^ but from the Death o£Zimri^ or from the twenty feventh to 
the thirty eighth Year of J^fa (h)^ and died in Peace j for he flept with his Fathers, and was 
buried in ^^?«*^J'/^. Ah ab the Son of Own fucceeded. He Was contemporary with King 
uf Judah for three, or a Part of Four Years j and was more wicked than his Pred-eceflors : Bun 
of him we fhall hear more afterwards. During thefe Revolutions Ifrael was as a reed fJ^ake^i 
in the water i as had been fortold in i Kings xiv. 15. For while Jfa reigned in Judah^ 
Israel was in the Hands of feven or eight feveral Princes, ws. Jeroboam^ Nadab^ Baafloa^ 
Elabj Zimrij 1'ihni^ Omri and Ahab ; yet in all thefe Changes they did not think fit to re- 
turn to the Houfe of U^^-zj^V, and the Worlliip at Jeriifalem, Their Hearts were hardened 
in. Sin and Idolatry : Perhaps alfo they feared the heavy Yoke and Taxes of the Kings of 
Judaby which made them at iirft feparate from Keboboaniy and continue afterwards in the 

lame State. 

It may be alfo remarked. That In the Reign of Afa we have the firfl: Mention of a King 
in Syria (i)^ Benhadadthe Jon of ^abrimon^tbe fofz of Hezion^ king of Syr ia^ that dwelt at 
Damafcus^ whofeemsto be of the Line of the Adads^ of whom there are feveral Defeents in 
facred Record. Athens was then under the Government of perpetual Arcbons^ who ruled dur-^ 
ing Life, asPhorbas and Megacles : But the Affairs of the Greeks and ancient at that 

Time arc very uncertain, and of them we fhall fpeak in a proper Place. 

JeboJIjaphat the Son oi^Afa fucceeded his Father in the Throne ofjndab j a good Son of a 
good Father. Grace then ran in the Royal Blood. So foon as he came to the Crown, he 
llrengthned himfelf againft T/j-^ff/ C^), not to a<5l offenfively, but to maintain his own, by for- 
tifying the Cities on his Frontiers^ placing ftrong Garifons in them, and in the Cities of £- 
phraim^ of which he wasIVIafter* By thefe Means he became fo formidable^ th^tAhab^ a war- 
like Prince, thought fit to court his Alliance, and proved more dangerous as a Friend, than he; 
could have been as an Enemy. But JeboJIjaphat' s Piety was ftill more valuable j He walkedifi 
the fir Jt ways of his father David ^ fongbt not unto Baalim^ but fought to the Lord God of bis 
father ^walked in his commandments^and not after the doings of Ifrael j took away the high places^ 
jandthe groves out of Jiidah 5 removed the Teachers of Lies, and fent forth Teachers of Truths 
^ho had the book of the law of the Lord with tbevtij and went through all the cities of Judab^ 
teaching the people^ who, 'tis like^ were generally ignorant j they knew not that they did e^ 
vil. But thefe itinerant Priefts and -Lfi;/>(PJ redified their Miftakes, and convinced them of 
the Truth, by the Law of the Lord. Fortheie things he was in favour with God, who efta- 
blilhedthe Kingdom in his Hand, and happy in the AfFeftions of his People^ who brought him 
Prefentsto fupport him in the Government, which was fo much for their Good; Yea, he had 
a great Intereft among the neighbouring Princes : None of them made War againft him. Th^ 
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Fear of the Lord fell upon them 5 even the Pbilifiiues and Arabians brought him- Tribute^ 
Silver and Flocks. He had confiderable Stores laid up in the Cities of Judah^ knd his nume- 
rous Militia, of eleven hundred and fixty thoufand Men, either of his own Subje<Jls or Fo- 
teigners, in a very goddPofturej under valiant Generals; One of the greateft Blemifhes 
his Reign, was, that when he had Riches and Honour in Abundance, he joined in Alliance 
vjith Abab King of Ifrael^ an Idolater, and a Perfecutor ; and married his Son Jehoram to 
his Daughter ^^^/^^^j/i^W-?, the worft Match that could be. He paid him a kind Vifit'in Sama^ 
ria^ v/here Ahab gav.e him a fplendid Entertainment, and prevailed with him to join in a 
L.eague againft the Syriafjs^ for the Recovery of Kamotb-Gilead^z, City in the Tribe of Qad^ on 
the other Side o( Jordan (^). Yet Jebojhapbat was not willing to go on that Enterprife, witiw 
out enquiring the Mind of the Lord j wherefore ^^^Z* aflembledJour hundred of his.Prophets^ 
who encouraged him to proceed, foi- the Lord would deliver the City into his Hands. But 
the King oijndah defired to ask the Queftion at a Prophet of the Lord, which made Ahab 
bring Micaiab the Son of Imlab, *Tis like he had him in Cuftody for feme of his former 
Admonitions or Predictions 5 and he owned that he hated him, becaufe 'be never propbejied gooi 
to him^ hilt evil. Micaiab being come, told that an evil Spirit had gone into the Mouths of 
thefe prophets to tell Lies, to entice Abab to go up and fall at Kamotb^Gilead. Zedekiab^ 
one of the falie Prophets mocked Micaiab^ and fmote him on thie Cheek j and the King of 
Jfracl ordered him to be put in Prifon, and there fed with Bread and Water of Afflidlion till 
he returned in Peace. But the Prophet replied, Jfthon return in peace^ thenhatb not tbeLord 
fpoken by me, llcarke?2 all ye People, Where we may obferve the Danger good Jebofiaphat 
run himfcll into by being in fo bad Company j even Abab was unhappy, to be cheated into 
his own Ruin, by flattering falfe Prophets, crying, Peace^ peace, wben there was no peace. By 
divine PermifTion Satan becomes powerful 5 one lying Spirit rpaymake four hundred falfe Proi. 
phets utter Falihoods. God in Juftice can give thefe up to ftrong Delufions^ who woUld not 
receive the Truth. Notwithftunding divine Warnings, the two Kings went up to Rrf- 
wtb'Gilead : The Syriajzs fent an Army againft them, with Orders to make an Attack on 
the Perfon of the King of IfraeL JeboJJjapbat went in his Robes to the Battle 5 but Abab, as 
had been concerted, difguilcd himfelf. 'Tis Uke^'Abab^ while he pretended Friendfhip and 
Honour, aimed at Jcbojhapbat^s Life, that he might have the fole Management of the Succef- 
for in J/idaby who was his Son-in-law ; if fo, he afted a vile Part, yet fell into the Pit which he 
digged for his Friend : For Jebojhapbat was affaulted j but the Enemy perceiving he was not 
the King of Ifrael^ prefTed no further : And a certain Man drew a Bow at random, whereby 
he fmote the King of Ifrael between the Joints of the Harnefs, The Battle was continued 
until the Evening j and about Sun-fetting Abab died in his Chariot; The Coach being waih- 
ed in the Pool Samaria, Bogs licked his Blood. No Art nor Arms can favethofe whoiU 
God has appointed to Ruin. 

Jcbcjhaphat returned to his Houle at Jernfalemi 'Jehu the Son of Ha7:am the Seer, went out 
to meet him C^), and told him, he had done wrong to join in Affinity with-r^^^?^, to belp the 
msgodly^ and lo ve them tbat bate the Lord 5 therefore is IVratb upon tbee, from before the Lord, 
God is difplcafed j thou muft repent and be reconciled to him. Yet he commends him for 
thefe Things that were Praife-worchy. STbere are good tbings found in thee, in tbat thou baji 
taken aivay the groves out of tbe land, and baJi prepared thine heart to feek God, The pious 
King took the Admonition very well, ftaid at home, promoted Reformation in his own King- 
dom, reclaimed thofe who had gone affray j and in order to keep them at their Duty^ let 
Judgtfs, Civil and Ecclefiaftical over them, charging them to deal couragioufly, to fee the 
Laws put in Execution, and to be a Terror to evil Doers. But he muft not enjoy conftant 
Tranquillity, the Moabites, the Ammonites, and their Auxiliaries made a formidable Invafion 
upon his Kingdom C0> Jebojhapbat conveened his Subjects, and made Preparation to op- 
pofc his Enemies; But his great Care was to obtain the Favour of God by Prayer, Humiliai- 
tion and Fafting* God gave him a gracious Anfwer ; before the Congregation was difinilTedj 
they had Aflurances that they fiiould be vi Glorious, The Spirit of Prophely came uport 
ha%iel the Son oi Zecbariah a Levite, who told themj that next Day they were to go down 
againft their Enemies 5 but they they need not fight, only fland JliU and fee the falvation ofGodi 
Which comfortable Intimation the King and his People received with Faith, Reverence and 
Thankfulnefs. Next Morning Jebojhapbat with his Army went to the Field of Battle, where 
he exhorted them. Believe in the Lord your God, fo JbaH ye be eftablijbed j believe his pro-^ 
phetSyJoJJyall ye profper. And appointed the Singers to praife the Lord, for bis mercy endureth 
for ever. The Succefs anfwered their Expe6lations 5 the Children of Amnion, Moab,a.nd MounC 
6'eir, were fmitten by Thunder or Hail,' or by the Sword of an Angel, as Bifhop -P^fr/Vjfe con- 
ceives, and every one helped to deftroy another, fo as when Judab looked, their Enemie* 
were aU dead bodies fallen to the earthy mneejcaped. jehojbapbat and his People had nothing 
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revolted Moahites (a) of which afcerwards. From the Divifion of Ifrael and Jndab^ Edom 
was poiTefTed by the latter, and governed by a Deputy Qy^ and Jebojhaphat carried on the 
Trade to Ophir^ that had been begun by his Predeceflors, from Elatb and Exion-geber. One 
bf his Fleets being in Parcnerlhip with Jbaziab^ a wicked King in Ifrael^ was broken cit it 
Ridge of Rocks that lay near Ezzo^i-geber^ in the Shape of the Back-bone ofaMan, from 
which the Name of that Place is derived 5 and -therefore he next fent out a Fleet from Bkub - 
in which he would not allow Aba%iab to have any Concern (O- He lived lixty, and reigned 
twenty five Years, ficpt with his Fathers, and was buried in the City o'[ David (d). He was 
a religious and gdod Prince, and a great Reformer, yet during his Reigri the People retained Inl c. 
a Kindnefs tbthe High-plates (e), Sjr..' 

While JeboJJjapbat was King in Jndab^ there were feveral Kings in Ifrael. Abah the Son 
t^Omri was his Contemporary fevehteen Years (f). This Abab was more wicked than any 
YiS\v\go^ Ifrael that had been before him. He not only continued in the \Vorfhip of the Calves 
which Jeroboam had fee up, but took to Wife Jezabel the Daughter of Ethbaal King of the 
Ziddmans^ worfhipped Baal f g\ feared up a Houfe and an Altar for him, and made a Gi ove, 
to provoke the Lord to Anger (Jf). One bf his Subjedls, Hiel the Beth-elite^ imitating tJie 
Prefumption of his Prince, adventured to build Jericho^ in defiance of the Curfe Jofoaa had 
pronounced, above five hundred Years before, againft any that fhould attempt it (j), Euc 
Hiel profpered very ill : The Predidibion was fulfilled : His eldeft Son died when he began, 
and his youngeft Son when he finifiied the Work. During this wicked Reign, IJrael was blef^ 
fed with an eminent Prophet, Elijab the S!ijbhite^ of the Inhabitants of Qilead^ on the other 
Side Jordan (Jt), He of all the Prophets had the Honour o^EHocb^ to be tranflated fo as noc 
to fee Death, and of Mofes^ to attend our Saviour in his Transfiguration. Though there be 
no WHting of his on Record, except one Letter ^ yet his Actions did cafi: a great Luftre oa 
his Name. He foretold to Abab and his Court a fore and grievous Famine, which continued 
tht-ee Years and a half (/). That fruitful Land was turned into Barrennefs by the want of 
Rainj for the Iniquity of thofe that dwelt therein. When the Prophecy began to be accom- 
plilhed, Elijab withdrew, to live near the Brook Cberitb ; where Ravens in kind Providence 
brought him Food, and he drank of the Water bf the Brook. The Rivulet being dried up^ 
becaufe there had been no Rain for a long Time 5 the Lord fent Elijab to Zarepbatb^ a City 
i^^Zidon^^ where he met with a poor, humble, induftrious and tharitable Widow. He asked 
of her fome Water to drink ^ and as fhe was going for it, he defired her to bring Ijim a Mor- 
fel of Bread. The Woman replied^ That fhe had only a Handfull of Meal in a Barrel, and 
a little Oyl in a Crufe, and was gathering fome Sticks to bake the Meal, that fhe and her Son 
might eat it for their lafl Meal., Elijab laid to her. Fear mf^ do as tboit baft faid ^ but make 
"/lie thereof a little cake firft^ andbring it to me j ajid afterivards make for. t bee and for thy fon. : 
for this faitb the Lord God of Ifrael^ Stbe barrel of meal fJjall not wafte^ neither fball the crufe 
of oyl fail^ until tbe day the Loird fendetb rain upon the eartb. The famie was fulfilled j and 
they did eat of it marty days^ 6ven two Years. The Lord^ who multiplies tbe feed fown 
can make a little, charitably employed, go far 5 can feed his Prophets by Miracles, when or-J 
dinary Means are wanting 5 and can, according to his Promife, keep them that fear him alive iti 
famine {fz). While the Prophet was at this Houfe, the Widows Son C perhaps her only Son^ 
ivho had been thus miraculotifly fupported ) took ficknefs, and died j which threw her into 
great Sorrow, making her to fear God was contending for her Sin. But the Prophet, by ear- 
heft Prayer, got the Child rniratuloufly reflored to Life, to the Glory of God. 

Elijah^ after he had been feme Years concealed in a private Houfe, wJis ordered to fhew 
himfeJf to Abab the King j ibr the Lord would fend Rain upon tbe Earth (p). There \va* 
then .one good Man in Abab^s Cburt^ named Obadiab^ who feared the Lord greatly j .and 
when Jezabel the Queen, that idolatrous perfecutihg Woman, cut off the Prophets of the 
3L.ord, he took a hundred of them, and hid them by fifty in a Cave, where he fed them with 
Bread and Water. The Prophet met him going t6 feek Grafc to maintain his Matter's Hor- 
fes and Mules, and defied him to go tell his Mafter^ Bebold, Elijab is here. Obddiab falu- 
tad him with great Refpeiflj biit craved to be excufed from carrying the Meffage : For he di'd 
not defire to deliver him up to the King, -who had caufed Search to be made for him every- 
where : And he feared, left when he had given notice of him, he would evanilh, or be co-i 
vered fay Providence 5 whereupon the King would put him to death for giving a falfe Report: 
Neverthelels, upon Elijah^ s alluring him that he would appear that Day before Abab^ he- went,

and told it to that Prince ; Who immediately came to meet the Prophet, and upbraided him^ 
faying. Art thoti he that troubkth Ifrael ? Elijah returned the Charge : J have not troubled 
Jjrael^ but thou and thy fathers honfe^ in that ye haie forfaken the commandments of the Lordy 
and followed Baali Jit. therefore fend^ and gather to me all Jfracl vnto mount Carmel^ and the pro* 
■pbets of Baal^ four Inmdred and fifty ^ and the prophets of the grooves four hundred^ xvhich eat at 
Je%abePs table. Accordingly Mab iffued out Writs to convene this Aflembly, either becaufe 
he feared Elijah^ and durft not oppofc him 5 or becaufe he hoped the Prophet would blefs the 
Land with Rain. At the iMeeting, Elijah reproved the Peopie for mixing the Worfhip of 
God and that of Baal together. It feems, not only fome worfhipped God, and others Baal ^ 
but even fome Ifraelites worfliipped God to pieafe the Prophets, and Baal to pleafe Jezabel^ 
and gain Favour at Court. He propofed the Matter fairly to them : " Since there can 
*^ be but one infinite, fupreme, all-fufficient and independent Behig, let us try who this is* 
You that are Worfhippers of Baal have all Advantages j the Favour of Court^ ibur hun* 
dred and fifty Priefts, four hundred Affiftants, (perhaps Zidojtians : ) The Manager of 
God's Caufe is but one poor banifhed Man* Let the Priefts of Baal have two Oxen 
brought i let them call on their Gods, after they have chofen their Ox, drefled it, cut it 
" in Pieces j and put no Fire under : And I Elijah will do the like with the other Ox, and 
" call on the Name of Jehovah : And let the God who fhall make it appear that he hath 

" heard the Prayers, by confuming the Sacrifice with Fire, be owned as the truea fuprerae, 
independent Being." This being agreed to, and done accordingly, the Priefts oi^ Baai 

drelTcd their Sacrifice, cried on their God, leap'd on his Altar, cut themfelves with Knives 
and Lancets, till the Blood gufhed out ^ but all to no purpofe : The Prophet mocked themj 
yet their Idol heard not. Then Elijah called the People, reared an Altar on Mount Carmel : 
For the Law concerning one Altar, upon fuch an extraordinary Commiflion as this Prophet 
had, was difpenfed with j in token that when the Thing fignified by the ceremonial Law was 
come, thofe Shadows would flee away. He cut the Bullock in Pieces, laid him on the Wood, 
poured twelve Barrels of Water (likely brought from the Sea) into the Trenches, and intreat- 
ed by a fhort pathetick Prayer, about the time of the offering of the Evening-facrifice, faying, 
Lord God of Abraham^ IfaaCy and Ifrael^ let it be hmvn this day^ that thou art God in Ifrael^ 
and that I am thy fervant^ and that I have done all thefe things at thy word. Then the Fire 
of the Lord fell, and confumed the Burnt-facrifice, and the Wood, and the Stones, and the 
Duft, and licked up the Water that was in the Trench. When the People faw it, they fell 
on their Faces, and faid, Jehovah he is God^ Jehovah he is God, Whereupon Elijah caufed 
take all the Priefts of Baa\ and carry them down to the Brook Kijbofg j where they were kil- 
led. No doubt he had the Confent of the King and the Princes for their Execution. They 
defervcd Death by the Law (a\ for committing Idolatry, and tempting to it. The Pro- 
phet h:id an extraordinary Commiflion for what he did, without which none may pretend to 
do the like. It was nccelfary to bring the People to repent and reform, before the Judgments 
they were under could be removed : Three Years and a half of Famine could not bring them 
to fuch a Difpofition 5 and therefore this Method was neceflUry. It may alfo be remarked, 
that even "Julian^ commonly called the Jpojiate^ owns the Truth of the Miracle at Moune 
Carmel : For, writing agdinft the Chriftians, he fcys, Tonjbttn to offer Sacrifices at the yJtar^ 
lecanfe Fire does not dejcend from Heaven to conftme the VicJi7nSy as iiz Mofes'j Days, But 
this happened only once in his 'itime^ and long after in that of Elias the Tiftibite (^}, 

Elijah having fo far obtained a Reformation, that the People acknowledged Jehovah^ the 
God of Jfraely to be the fupreme and only God, and confented to the Execution of Baah 
Priefts, he went to the Top of Carmel^ whence he might view the Mediterranean Sea 5 where 
he prayed for Rain, and fent his Servant feven Times to notice if he faw any Appearance > 
who at the laft Time reported that he law a little Cloud riftng : And in a ftiort Time the Hea- 
ven was black with Clouds and Winds. Whereupon the Prophet defired Mah to make ready 
his Chariot, and hafte home, left he fhould be ftopt by the Rain j and the Prophet girt his 
Loins, and ran before the Chariot. One would have expelled, that after fo fignal Service as 
Elijah had done, to the Convi^lion of all Ifrael^ they would have promoted a Work of Re- 
formation by the Advice of the Prophet. But it was quite otherwife. Abab informed his 
Wife Jezabel^ an imperious wicked Woman, of what had pafled, and of the killing of Baah 
Priefts ; Whereupon ftie vowed to put Elijah zo death immediately (O- This made him re- 
tire to Beerjl.y2(;a^ in the South Corner of the Land of Jndab 5 where he left his Servant, but 
himfelf proceeded a Day's Journey, to the vaft howling Wildernefs where the Children of /- 
fra^l had long wandered after they came from Egypt, There he flit down, faint and uneafy, 
under a Juniper-cree, deiiring to die. But an Angel brought him Meat and Drink, and bad 
him arife and eat, that he might be prepared for a long Journey. He did fo, and went, in 
ilie Strength of that> forty Days and forty Nights, unto Horeb^ the Mount where Mofes had 
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f he Law fiven him. There the Lord rrianifefted his Glory to him in a ftill fmall Voice, fay-^ 
inir IVbat doft thm bere^ Elijah ? Why fo far from home ? Might not thou^ ip great a 
ProDhec fo famous for Refolurion and Courage, ftaid fafe in the Land of Ifrael^ notwithftan- 
dins le%ahel ? To this Queftion.he replied, / ha'ue been 'very jealous for the Lord of b'ofis-; 
hecaiife the children of Ifrael have for fakeii thy covenant^ thrown dowh thy altars^ mid'jlain th;^^ 
prophets with th'e fword 5 aud /, even I only am left^ and they feek to take a^vay my life 



Men would chaftife degenerate Ijrael^ plead God's Caufe, and avenge tlie Quarrel of his Co- 
venant : And at the fame time God intihiated to him. That bi had left himjeven thonfand in 
frael who had mt bowed the knee tu JSaal^ md whafe months had hot kijfed hitn. For in the 
vvorft x)f Times, the Lord hath a Remnant of hidden ones, wherever he hath a Church, who 
wiil retain 'their Integrity againft an Inundation of Error and Profiinehefs". Soon after this,! 
the Prophet met with Elifha^^ and effedtually called him, from his Plough, to attend him in 
the Difcharge of the prophetick Office .3 who having made a Fareweli-feaft to his Family and 
Friends chearfuUy complied with the Call, notwichftanding the Dii?iculty of the Times. 

About this Time Benbadad King of Syria made a Defcent upon Abub\ Kingdom, and te- 
ficc^od -Samaria with a powerful Army, wherein were thirty two Kings, with abundance of 
Horfes and Chariots (jx)- This Benbadad was of the antient Race of the Adads 5 of whoni

18. atid then Benbadad the II. who at this Time made War with Ahah : Which is the moffc 
authentick Account of the firft Kings oi' Syria. This Benbadad is called by iojepbiis (^d% A-^ 
dad i by the Septuagiut. (e\ Ader 5 dnd by Juftin Adores. So different Names arc given 
to the fame Perfon by feveral Authors and Tranflators. He feht to Abab ah infolent Demand^ 
requiring iiim to become his Vaffal, and to hold of hini his Silver, his Goldj his WiVes and 
his Children. meanly fubmitted to all this. But Berthadad commanded further, that 

all tliofe Things flrould be put into his Harids immediately ; whereupon Ahab and his Council 
refolved to ftandtb their Defence. Then' the Syrian proudly fwore, ^batihe dnft of Samaria 
'fioottld mt fnffice for handfals to ail bis follower's. That is, his great Army wbuld turn all the 
City into an Heap of Dull, and be fufficient to tarry it all away^ though each Soldier fliould 
take but one Hahdful. Ah4b rebuked this Infolcnce, faying. Let hoi him that girdeth on bis 
harmfs boaft himfelf as he that putteth it off. I'hat is^ do not fing u Triumph before a Vidlo- 





refoiute Sally with the tew Men which he hadj (^chat is about leven tnoUland; with Aliu« 
ranee of a glorious Vif^ory. He did fo, and the Event anfwered the Prediction. The Syrian 
King, who was drinking himfelf drunk m his PaviUon with his Tributaries, at firft defpifed 
the Jfratlites 5 yet feeing many of his Men killed, and the whole Carnp put into Diforder, 
he and his numerous Hoft thought fit to riin for it. A Prophet of the Lord vvarhed Ahah 
to prepare for another Campaign j and the Syrian's flirrcd up their King to retrieve his Lofs^ 
^ faying, Their gods are gods of the hills^ therefore they were fironger than we : but let ns fight 
'Againft tb'em in the plain^ and furely wefiall he firohger than 'they: And take the kings away^ 
'and put captains in their fooms. The firft Part of their Speech was blalphemous Sgairift the 
God of Ifrael^ the Creator and Rulei: of all the World i though ij: is like thb Idolatry of the^ 
Jfraeiites gave them too tnuch Occafion to talk in this Strain. The bther Part of their Ad- 
vice is taken from a Maxim in War, not to intruft the Command of an Artoy to lazy idle 
Princes^ pretending to be Cdrnmanderis by Birth, biit to experienced Officers inured to Wari 
and raifed by Merit; According to the Advice, the Syrian provided a great Arrhy, and en- 
camped ^t -Aphek^ a City in the Tribe of Afl^er Qg^. The Jfraeiites lo6k*d like tw6 little 
Flocks of kids before them ; yet in the Day of Battle, to punilh the Blafphemy of the Syri-^ 
•^ns^ they were overthrown^ with the Lofs of ohb hiandred thoufahd Meii, and twenty fei'eii 
thoufand cruflied or killed by the Fall of thfe Walls of Jphek^ to vtrhich they had? tetired fofr 
Shelter ; which Fall rfiight be occafioiied by an Eiirthquake, or by the Miniftty of Angels, 
or by fome othef Way to punifh their Sin, and Benbadad himfelf fled into a (Jhamber within 
a Chamber. Upon the whole we may temark, that David fubdued the Syrians^ and made' 
thi;m Tributaries ; Afa teinpted them to invade Ifrael (Jj) y how they did it of thfcir own ac- 
cord 5 heverthelefs the Lord gave Ifrael a great Deliverance, to magnify his Mercy to the 
*Seed of Abraham^ though now evil and ianthankful, either to briilg them to Repehcance, or 
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leave them inexcufable ; and to humble the Pride, Infolence and Blafphemy of Benhadad^ 
and his Heathenifli Army. After the Vidlory Benbadad made a humble Submiflion ; and ^- 
bab^ on too eafy Terms, only requiring that the Syrians would reftore feme Cities formerly 
taken from Jfrael^ and allow him to make a few Streets In Daniafctts^ concluded a League 
with him. 'For which a Prophet of the Lord, by a Parable clofely applied, reproved him, 
faying, Becatife thou haft let go out of thy hand a man whom the Lord appointed to utter deftrn-^ 
Eiion^ thy life flmll go for his life^ and thy people for his people. The Syrian for his Blafphe- 
my deferved Deftru<fl:ion, conform to the Law C*^) 5 but fmce he had been let go, Ahab and 
his People Ihould meet with the Puniftiment that their Sin deferved. Upon hearing of this, 
the King of Ifrael wnt to bis houfe heavy and difpleafed ^ not truly penitent, but enraged at 
the Sentence paft againft him. 

After thefe Things, Ahab fet a covetous Mind on a Vineyard that belonged to one Na^ 
hotbj near his Palace in Je%reel (J?). The Owner would not alienate the Property of the 
Inheritance of his Fathers, knowing that if it were given to the King, it would never re- 
turn, no even in the Year of Jubilee. The King was very uneafy at the Refufal 5 but his i* 
dolatrous Wife checkM him, as if he had been unfit to govern, if he could fit with fuch Af- 
fronts from his Subjects, and wrote Letters in the King's Name, fealed with his Seal, to the 
Elders of Je'z.reel^ commanding them to proclaim a Faft, and procure two falfe Witnefles to 
fwear that Naboth had blafphenied againft God and the King, that he might be fioned to 
Death. This being done, Ahab took PoiTelTion of the Vineyard j but immediately Elijah the 
Prophet (of whom we do not read during the former War with the Syrians^ becaufe it. is 
like he had been retired inftru^ling the Sons of the Prophets) came by God*s Command to 
declare to him, that for this and his other Wickednefs and Idolatries, he fhould perifli and all 
his Race, and Jezal'el Hiouid be eaten by Dogs. Ahab being uneafy at the Sight of the Pro- 
phet, and much more terrified with thofe Threatnings, rent his Cloaths, put on Sackcloath, 
and humbled himfelf, nuking fome Shew of Repentance 5 wherefore God told the Prophet, 
that the Evils which he had denounced fliould not come in the Life of Ahab^ but fliould all 
fall on his Houfe in the Reign of one of his Sons. How Ahab was afterwards killed at -Ret- 
vioth-gilead^ we have before feen, when difcourfing of the Reign o^jehojhaphat, 

Abaziah the Son of Abab began to reign over Ifrael in Samaria in the feventeenth Year 
of Jehojhiiphat King of J^tdah (c). He reigned not full two Years, and did evil in the fight 
of the Lord ^ for he walked in the way of his father ^ and in the ways of his mother^ and in the 
'Way of Jeroboam^ the fon of Nebat^ who made Jfrael to fin : for he ferved Baal^ and worfhip^ 
fed bim, and provoked to anger the Lord God of IfraeL This is a very bad Gharafter s . though 
he had heard of the Ruin oijeroboam^s Family, the Fall of his own Father foretold by the 
Prophets of the Lord, and the Prophets of Baal often proved falfe Deceivers ; yet none of 
thofe Warnings did reclaim him, from foUowing-the evil Steps of his Father, and the Coun- 
fel of his wicked Mother, who was lUli alive to ftir him up to Mifchief. He was foon re- 
buked for cheie Courfes 5 Moab rebelled againft Ifrael (jf)^ throwing off their Allegiance and 
Subjection, himfelf fell down through a Latefs in his upper Chamber, and the Hurt received 
by the Fall threw him into Sicknefs. In this Diftrefs he fent Melfengers to Beelzebub^- the 
God oi Ekron (who feems to be the fame with the Pinto of the Greeks and Komans (e)y the 
Prince of Devils) to know if he would recover. Elijah the 5tijbbite met the Meflengers by 
Diredion from God, faithfully reproved the Sin of confulting with the Devil to know future 
Events 5 and at the fame Time read Aba%iaFs Doom, he fiitU furely die. The Meflengers 
having repeted this to the King, he asked them what manner of Man was he who came to 
meet you, and told you fo ? They anfwered, he was an hairy Man, and girt with a girdle of 
leather about his loins j and he faidy it is Elijah the ^ifi^bite. Which he might eafily conclude, 
becaufe he had feen him in that Drefs, and heard his awful Meffages at his Father's Court. 
But fo far was the King from making any good Improvement of the Warning given him, that 
he fent a Captain withltifty Soldiers to apprehend the Prophet, The Officer coming towards 
him, then on the Top of a Hili, faid, infulting him, 2lbo« vian of Gody the king bath faid, 
Come down. Elijah -anfwered. If I be a 7na7Z of Gody let fire come down from heaven^ ant 
confuive thee ajid thy fijty. And there came doz&n fire from heaven^ and confumed him atid 
his fifty. 'The fime happened to another Captain and fifty Men, whom Ahaziah fent a 
fecond Time. Elijah did nor this to fecure, nor yet to revenge himfelf 5 he could have 
done that another Way, but by a Mliacle, to prove his MifRon from Heaven, to reveal 
the Wrath of God aguinfl the Unrighteoufhefs of Men : Yet our Lord would not allow his 
Difciples to draw it into a Precedent againft the Samaritans For the Old ^eftament Di- 

.fpenfation was of Terror 5 but that of the Gofpel was of Spirit and Grace- The third Ca- 
ptain humbled himfelf (^though it doth not appear that the King had ordered him to do fo) 

and intreated the Prophet, Let my life.now be precious in thy fight. Whereupon the Officer 

was 
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was not only fpared, but Elijah^ at the Command of the Angel, went to the King and cold 
hiiri that he would furely die of that Difeafe. Neither the King nor any about him durft offer 
the Prophet Violence nor Affront 5 and Maziab died in a few Days childlefs, leaving the 
Kinedom to his Brother Jeboram, 

There are feveral Dates of the Reign oi Jeboram King o^Jndah : One m the feventeehth 
Year of Jebojbapbat^ when that Prince^ marching with Abab to Kaniotb-gilead^ appointed 
him as his eldefl Son, his Viceroy j and in cafe of Death, his Suctieflbr. Thus we under- 
lland Ahaziab diedy and Jeboram reigned in his flead^ in the jecond year of Jeboram the foii , 
of Jehojloaphat king of Jadah (a). For Ahah^ the Father of Abaziab, died in the feventeenth 
Year of Jehojbaphat C^) : And jlha%iah^s fecond Year was begun, and not complete in the 
eio-hceenth Year of Jehofloapbat (0- In the fecond Year then, from Jeboram the Son of 
J%oJbaphat being hi:i Father's Viceroy, began Jehoram^ the Son of Ahahy to reign at Sama^ 
ria. But his Father refumed the Government after he returned in Peace from Kamoth-gile^ 
ad'to Jerufalem, A fecond Date of the Beginning of his Reign was, in the twenty firft Year 
of his Father's Reign, four Years before his Death ; probably about that Time when Jeho-* 
floaphat^ going to aflift Jeboram^ the Son Ahah^ againft the revolted Mcabites (jT)^ thought 
fit to inveft his eldeft Son in the Throne, to prevent Difiention and Competition among the 
reft of his Brethren. A third Date of this jeboram^ the Son of Jehojhaph&t^s Reigo, is in 
the Beginning of the twenty fourth Year of his Father's Reign, while he was yet aUve, and 
was King oijtidab alfo 5 for it is faid. In the fifth year of fora m the [on of Abab king of Ifra^ 
el JehofJ^aphat being then king of Judah^ Jeboram the fen of Jehojhaphat king of Jadah be^ 
gan to reign CO- By thefe feveral Beginnings of his Government, all thefe feveral Texts 
do well agree, and this chronological Difficulty is removed. Nor is it unufual to alfume a 
Son as AiTefTor in the Throne during his Father's Life : Thus did David to Solomon (/) ; 
and many other Examples may be found. 

Mean Time it was a great Lofs to the Kingdom ofjudab, that Jeboram did not imitate his 
Father Jehoflmphat in Piety j for his Father having feven Sons, to fix of them he gave great* 
Gifts in Silver, Gold, and pretious Things, with fenced Cities xajtidah but he gave the 
Kingdom to Jeboram^ becaufe he w^s his Firft-born : And he was fo barbarous, as to flay all 
his fix Brethren with the Sword (g), pretending, 'tis like, that he could not be fafe in the 
Government, till they were out of the Way,or becaufe their Piety condemned his Wickednefs 5 
and with chem he flew divers of the Princes of Ifrael who had adhered to them, or were like 
Eo revenge their (Quarrel. He alfo rijined the Retbrmacion that his good Father and Grand- 
father had carried on 5 for be walked in the 'way of the Kings of Ifrael^ like as did the houfe of 
Ahah'^ for be had the daughter ofAhab to wife ; and be did that which was evil in the fight 
of the Lord. Elijah the Prophet being informed of the wicked Beginnings of his Reign, fent 
him a Writing, warning him, that fince he had murdered his Brethren, and departed from the 
Ways of God in which he had been educated 5 therefore the Lord would fmite with Punifli-* 
ments liis People, his Children, his Wives, and his Goods^ and himfelf with a fore Sicknefs 
and Difeafe in his Bowels. By this Letter it appears that Jeboram came to the Throne,.and 
Ihewed what he was, before Elijahs Tranflation to Heaven : But the Prophet finding he could 
not go inPerfon to Jndab^ 'tis like left this Letter with Elifoa to be fent by the firft Occafion, 
that it mighe either be a Mean to reclaim that Prince, or be a Witnefs againfthim. He flighted 
the Warning, and ail the Miferies foretold by the Prophet came upon»him 5 for the Edomites 
revolted 5 and having expelled his Deputy, choofe chem a King of their own, and were not a- 
ny more fubjeia to Jadah j and from that Time the Jewif J Traffick through the Red Sea^ be* 
gun by David or Solomon^ had an Interruption till the Reign of C/zzaby that is, about eighty 
fix Years. The City Libnab in his own Kingdom alfo revolted. Moreover^ the Lord (lirred 
np agaiizfi him the Arabians^ who were near the ^thiopianSy and the Pbiliftines ; and they 
brake in upon Judab^ and carried away all the fabfiance that was found in the king's boufey and 
his fonsy a72d bis wives ■ fo that there was never a fon left him^ fave Jehoahaz the youngeft. 
And after all this the Lord fmote him in Us bowels with an incurable difeafe ; fo that after two 
years his bowels fell out hyreafon of bis ficknefsy and be died. He that had no Bowels of Com-* 
paflion to his Brethren, was fo plagued, in his Bowels ; and he departed without being defir- 
edj yet they buried him in the City of Di^'Z'/-^, but not in the Sepulchres of the Kings, after 
he had lived forty, and reigned eight Years Qf^ ; but four Years being to be deduced for the J^^^ 

Time in which he governed with his Father, only the other four Years of his Reign enter in- 888, 

to Chronolgy. 

In Che Beginning of the Reign Jeboram King ol'^ndah^ Elijah the Prophet was tran- 
flated to Keaven (O- God had determined this Event, and had let him know fome Time be-* 
fore, that he was not to leave the World by Death, but to be carried in Body and Soul to 

A a a 2 Heaven 
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Heaven like £;?of/^C^D5 only undet-going fuch a Change as would be necefTary to qualify him 
to be an Inhabitant of the World of Spirits. 'Tis not for us tb fay why God gave thi. Ho- 
nour as an Exception in his fovereign Will to thfecdmmbn Rule, IVhat man ts be that liz-ctb 
and Jlmll not (ee death ? Only we mr.y obferve, that God looked on Elijah s ^-.aft Services, 
v/hich were extraordinary, and defigned this Recompence as an Encouragement to the Fro. 
nhets to witnefs faithfully againft the Corruptions of the Age, whatever it coft. In this de- 
Senei-ate State of the Church, he thought fit to give this lenfible Proof oi anotlicr Liie,to 
5raw the Hearts of the faithful up in Defires after it ; And he looked forward, fo as jn the 
Tranflation of this Prophet he gave a Type and Figure of the Afcenfion of the Mcffias our 
Saviour and of the opening the Kingdom of Heaven to ail Believers. Before his Departure^ 
he vifited the Schools of the Prophets at Betb-el and Jericho^ and tbok his Leave of them. 
Thev fufpefled by the Solemnity of his Farewell, that he was foon to be removed, and told it 
to Elijha \\^-\o determined not to leaVe his Mafterfo long as he was on Earth. In a tniracu- 
lous V/av he divided the Waters Jordan^ that he might go over it, and be tranflatcd in his 
native Country o{Gilead, By the Death of Chrifl^ the Waters of Sicknefs and Death are 
made a comfortable Way to carry us to Heaven. Being come to the Place bf his franflati^ 
or th^re appeared a chariot offire^ and horfes of. fire 5 and Elijah iveftt up by a ivhtrl-wtnd 
into beaucii^ being condu(fted in his Afcent thither by the Miniftry of Angels. Elipa law 
it as a Sien agreed upon^ that he fhould receive a double Portion, like that of the Firft-bornj 
of his Spi?ir,'^ibove that bf the Prophets Sons. And he pathetically lamented, faying, My fa* 
tber vro father^ the chariot of Ifrael^ and thehorfemen thereof: Where he reckons, that he 
h'ad'lorfthe Guide of his Youth, and was thrown upon the World like a fatherlefs Child ^ and 
thri*- //r^f/ had loft ItsbeftGuide^ who did more to keep off the Judgments of God by 
fravei's- Warniiiffs and Counfels, than all the Horfes and Chariots the King of //r^^/ had. In 
his Tranflation he dropt his Mantle ; being to be clothed With Immortality^ he had no more 
need of it Elifia took it up, as a Badge of his Office j and as a Manifeftation of the divine 
' Prcfence with him, he applied to Elijah's God^ and divided the Waters o^^ Jordan. The 
Sons of the Pi'ophets at Jericho gave him Reverence^i owning that the Spirit of Elijah did reft 
on him They propofed to make Enquiry after hisMafter 5 to which he, againft his Inclina* 
tibil confented : But their Search was to hoPurpofe, they found him nor. At the Defire of 
the People oifericbo, he miraculouflv healed their bitter Waters, and the Barrenneis of their 
Ground From thence he came to -B^r/>-<f/, where a Company of Children came out mock> 
ino-him. andfaid. Coup thon ha Id-bead^ go tip thou bald-head ^ perhaps reflecting on the Af- 
' fumptibn of Elijah. Thy xMafter is gdne ap, why doft not thou go up after him ? W^e arc 
cot free of him, why not bf thee too? 'Tis like their Parents, who worftupped the Cnlfs at 
Beth-el had taught them fo. She prophet turned^ and curfed tbem in the name of the Lord; 
and there came forth tmco fhe^biars out of thewood^ and tare forty and tivo children of them. Nor 
was the Punifhment too great for the Offence 5 for thefe Children fefihl tci have grown to 
fome Maturity : They mocked not only a venerable Prophet, but even God himfelf, who 
had in a wonderful manner tranflated JB/?;^/^ to Heaven. ' In them the Lord punifhed the Sm 

of their Parents, whd were training them up to Idolatry^ a Sin that defei vcd Death 5 ahd they

Jehlram the Son of Ahab reigned at this Time in Samaria • his Go^ei-nment continueft 
fwclve Years, from the eighteenth o£ Jehofljapbat, to the firft of Jhaziab,j /^j^^^g^}'^^^ Com- 
pared with IX. 24. which Texts do fatisfy me, that the four laft Years of Jebojhapbaty ate in- 
■dudedinthe four firft of 7<?/:?fr^2;?^ his Son, as before obferved, otherwife there would be 
niorcthantwclve from the eighteenth of y^^c/Z'^i)/:^^^ to the firft of Ahaziab. But to go on 
witli Jehora^n the Son of Abab^ He "Jsroitgbt evil in the fight of the Lor but not Itke hts }a- 
ther and mother • for U put aKsoay the iinage of Baal that bis father bad made 5 neverthelels 
he cleaved to the fins of Jeroboam the Jon of Kebat^ ivbicb made Ifrael to fin. His Refdrmatr- 
on was only pi^rtial : He put away the Image of Baal^ 'tis like, in Compliment to JehofioaphaU 
■^vho would not otherwife comeisito Confederacy ^vith him, more than with his Brother CO i 
but he did not break all the Images Baal into Pieces, nor deftroy that Worfhip among U% 
People • for Jehu found it ftill prevalent {^d) i and he adhered to the Worlhip of the Calves^ 
Th^t' State Engine, by which the Divifion between Ifrael and Judah was fupported. TftB 
Moabites had revolted from Jfrael immediately upon the Death of Ahab ; and we do not fintt 
that Ahaziab made any Attempt to reduce them^ the* they paid a eonfiderable Tribute oi a 
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hundred thoufand Lambs, and a hundred thoufand Rams with the Wool • But ho fooner had 
this Jeboram got thQ Sceptre into his Handj but he levied an Army, and prevailed with 5^^- 
hojhapbat King oijudah^ and the King of Edom then his Deputy to join in the War. The 
confederate Army was in great Straits ^ for by feven Days Journey through the V/ildernefs of 
BdortZj they wanted Water 5 whereoii Jehojhapbat made a good Motion, to ask Counfel of Godi 
Blip^ the Prophet was then in the Camp, and the Kings went to him. He dealt very pkin- 
ly with Jehoram. What have I to do with thee r get thee to the prophets of thy father^ and of 

thy motier. IVere it not that I regard the prefence of Jehojhapbat kingafjndah^ I 'would 

mt look toward thee. And after compofing himfelf to receive InH:rudl:ions from God, he af-. 
fured them that if they cut Ditches along the Valley, thefe ftiould without Wind or Rain be 
filled with Water in a marvellous Way i and God would deliver Moab into their Hands; 
The Predidlion was foon accompliftied ^ for next Morning the Waters came on a fudden a- 
long by the way of Bdom The Moahites being on their March, next Morning fkw the Wa- 
ter at a Diilance appearing by the Reflex of the Sun, red as Blood j whereon they fancied 
that their Enemies had flaughtered one another, and ran to plunder their Camp. But the 
Ifra^lites^ animated by the AfTurances EUjI^a had given them of Victory, fell upon their 
AdverHiries with the utmoft Fury, routed them, and purfued them into their own Coun- 
try, which they laid wafte, deftroyed the Cities, marred the Ground with Stones, flopped th^ 
Welis, and felled the growing Timber j only the Royal City, Kirharefeth ■\^as left landing, yet 
the Walls and Houfes thereof were broken by Stones caft out of Engines. This Chey got by 
revolting from IfraeL The King Moab feeing himfelf reduced to the laft Extremity, fal-t 
lied out with ieven hundred Men, to force the King o{' Edomh (Quarters i But being repulfed^ 
he took his own eldeft Son, that ihould have reigned in his Head, and facrificed him on the 
Wall i "'tis like to obtain Favour of Chemoflj his Deity, or rather a Devil that delighted in 
the Dcftrudlion of Mankind i fo barbarous was the heathen Idolatry 1 The Ifraelites feeing 
this brutiih Cruelty, were moved with Indignation, raifed the Siege, and returned to their 
own Country. 

^\\(^ Elijha had been the Mean of delivering the confederate Arftiyj ho Man remembred 
-or rewardeo his Services j but God honoured him to do many Miracles. A Prophet's Widowj 
f both Priefts and Prophets were then allowed to marry) complained that her pious Husband 
being dead, and fhe left very poor, the Creditor eame to take her two Sons and make Slaves 
of tliem (i^O- jE/z/l'i^ having Compaflion on her, and finding flie had nothing in her Houfti 
fave a Pot of Oyl, he ordered her to go and bbrrow Veflels of her Neighbours, to fhiit her 
ifelf up with her two Sons,and pour of the Oyl into the Veffels,for it would fill them all. Accor- 
dingly fhe poured out the Oyl, fold pdrt of it , to pay the Creditor 5 (for we can reckon nothing 
Tcomtorcably our own, till our juft Debts be fatisfied) and fhe with her Children lived on the 
reft. Ac iShimem^ a City in the Tribe of Iffachar in the Road between Samaria and[ 
Carmel^ there lived a Woman whofe Husband had a good Eftate, and was hofpitable 5 Ih^ 
having a great Efteem for this holy Man, mvited him to dinc^ and provided a quiet Room 
for him. In Gratitude for this Favour, the Prophet offered to do any kind Office for her or 
her Family, in his Power : But flie wanted no Preferment at Court, only his Servant told hini 
ihe had no Child to leave her Eflate to 5 whereon his Mafter promifed^ that within a Yearfh^ 
ihouldhave a Son. This being performed, when the Child was grown up, and paft the 
terilsof Infancy, he takes Ibme fudden Illnefs and dies. The pious but forrowful Mother 
believed the Child might be reflored to Life 5 and therefore without divulging her Lofs, asked 
Leave of her Husband to go to the Prophet. He wondered what vyas the Matter^ lince it 
was neither new Mo6n nor Sdhhatb^ on which fhe ufed to frequent his Meetings, yet with Al* 
lowance fhe went, and laid her Cafe before him; Upon heairing thei^eofihe lent his Servant 
<xeha%z^ with Orders to lay his Staff upon the dead Child. But the Mother having no Confi- 
dence that this would be a Mean of RecbVery, would not go without the Prbphet himfelf, who 
•chearfully went i and after earneft Prayelr^ obtained from God that the dead Child was reltored 
to Life, whom he gave to hisMother, to the Glory of'Gbdiand Comfort of all cdncerned. Ac 
<xi Iga I ^vj here the Sons of the Prophets dwelt, there being a Famine j £///7:?^ ordered Pottage td 
be prepared for the young Prophets 5 a Servant that was fenc to gather Herbs, brought in a 
wild Vine, or 'Colloqniutida (which if not qualified^ is dangerous) and Ihred it into the Port 
Upon taftingthe Food, the Guefts cried there was Death in it 5 but the Prophet preiently, in 
a marvellous Way, by a little Meal, turned the hurtifuiinto wholefome Meat, and fed a hun-i 
tired Men with a few Loaves. 

Naaman^ the K.iag of Syria's General, hearing of Eliflfo's Miracles, came to him to be 
cured of a Lcprofy, by which he was infeftedw He came with a Retinue fuirable to his Qua- 
3ity, with Gold, Silver, and other Prefents to his Phyfician (Oj iind Letters of Recommen* 
dution to the King of IfraeL On reading whereof the King was afraid that the Syrian was 
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feeking fome OccaHon oT Quarrel. But Elijha offered his Service : Let himcom^ to vie and he 



(baU know that there is d prophet in Jfraeh Then Naaman came with his Retinue to the Pro- 
phet's Door 5 who dif efted him. Go wajh in Jordan jeven times^ and thouflmlt he clean. The 
feeneral at firft flighted the Mean prfefcrlbed, faying;, Are not Abana and Pbarpar better than 
the waters of Ifrael ? Yet Upon his Servants Importunitys he dipped ffeven Times m Jor. 
dm • and to his great Surprife and Joy, found hinifelf fconnpletdy tured. Being by this con- 
^Sc^d S the P^^^ of th'e God oUrael, he offered Silver Gold and Raiment to the Pro. 
tohet i Who eeneroufly refufed all : For he looked on the Wealth of the World with Contempt' 
and defired the Syrian might have nb Reafon to fay he had made ElifJja rich. Then the Ge< 
iieral declared himfelf a Profelyte to the God of Jfrael j ioniy referving Liberty to bow in the 
Houfe of Kimmoft, in comt)laifance to the King his Mafter^ according to the Duty of his 
Place at Court, But there ought to be no Referves, in oUr cbvcnanting with God, to indulge 
bur felves in knmvn Sin 5 and no Countenance ihould be given to any Idol, fuch as Ktmmou-, 
^hich zhQ Septuazint Ca) call Kemman^ and the New Tefiamnt {b^}^ Kemphan, Naaman 
beine difmiffed. Geha%i, the Prophet's Servant^ withoiit his Maftfcr s Knowledge^ ran aftet 
himf and told him a deliberate Lie, bafely mifreprefenting his Mafter^, as jf, repeiinng of his 
Generofi'ty,- he Would a(51: contrary to his Oath, and fend a Servant after the Syrzak^ to lock 
a Talent of Silver ahd two Chahges bf Raimeiit for fome indigent Sons of the Prophets^ after 
the like had been foleninly refufed; Upon Gvba%i's Return^ his Mafter accufed him of Co: 
Vetbufnefs in brder to make an Eftatc to himfelf. He denied the Faa:; but was convia:^ and 

buhifced bv thfe Leprofy Naaman, being made tb cleave to him and to his Seed for ever;, 
^i^hich his heinous liiiquity deferved. Our Lord (O feeras to make Naainm s Cure typical of

Sons of the Prophets, who feem to have dwelt at Gilgal^ and as pbor, indunrjous, honeft 
Men* went to cut Wood to build to theflifelves more Hbufes (dT) 5 as one of thetn was felling 
ft Tree the tlead of the Ax fell into the Watfer. Eiifba feeing him contern d for the Left 
bf a borrowed Ax, bid him fhew the Place where it fell ; which he having done^ the Pro- 
phet threw in a Stick, and the Iron, contrary to its Nature^ fwimed : For the God of Na- 
ture is not tied to its LawS; *rhe King of Syria being then at War with //r^?/, refolded to 
Ex his Campi or fet an Ambufh in a certain Place; which Ekjbai by the Spirit bf Prophetyi 
forewarned the King of Ifrael to take care of; The Syrian finding himfelf difappointfed once 
and aeaim iudsed he Was betrayed j till one of his Officers told him^ that ElifJm the Prophet 
difcovered his moft fefcret Counfels; Whefeupon the Syrian ordered a Part of ^ his Army to 
CO to D'othaH^ where the Prophet then was^ and apprehend him. The Prophet s Servant, at 
Sight of the Army, Was mightily alarmed^ knowing bf no Force tb refift tliem : But the 
Pw>phet prayed the Lord to open his Eyes 5 and then he faw the Mountain full of Horfes and 
Chariots of Fife round about his Mafter, even aft Hoft of Angels^ to, protect him^ and work 
Wbndei-s; And ztEHjha's Prayers, the Syrians were all ftruck with Blindnelsi fo as m that be^ 
wilderMCafe they were led to Samaria j Where Was ah Army fufficient to cut them inPieteji 
©r make them Prifoners; thus the God of this World blinds the Eyes ol Mfen, to their own 
Ruih 5 but when God enlightens them^ they fee theinfelves In the midft of their Enemies; 
The Kine bf Ifrael asked what he fliould do with them 5 and by the Prophet's Advice, he gave 
them Meat and Drink^ treated them kindly^ and difmiffed them hahdfomdy. So the Bands 
X>£ Syria came no mbre tb the Land o^ Ifrael to take EliJ^:^a Prifoner. 

But aftera Beuhadad ^Gut up with his Army in open War^ and befidged Samaria - that if 
he could not take it by Storm, he hiight ftarve it into a Surrender. The Famine became 
very great in the City, until an dfs's head was fold for fourfcore pteees of filver^ (if thefe Piece* 
be common Shekfels, at fifteen Pence each in Value^ the whole will amount to five Pounds 
Sterling 5 for which fix of more Hvihg Affes' ihight in former Times haf e been bought ) aiii 
tbefourth part of a cab of doves dttUgfotfive pietes of fiver. Some by Boves Dnng here iin- 
derftand a fmail Cicer, or Peafe (tf) in the Doves Crops. Some take it for the Doves Ex-: 
cremcnts^ to be ufed for fattening their Grounds withih the City, for Fire of for Meat. But 
it was an unufual Rate^ to give fix Shillings and three Pence for a Scots Gill, or the fourch 
Part of an Englijh Quart of fuch Stuff. The Famine Was extreme 5 and thefe are many In- 
ftantes like it in Hiftory (/) ; And this had ftill fomething worfe, that Mothers did eat chcir 
own Children i which was one of the Judgments Mofes Qg) had denounced againft //r^tf/ lof 
Apoftacy. The Kingy as he was walking on the Wall to give neceffary Orders^ being appn;* 
ied of thefe fad Efledls of the Fainine^ vowed to take off Elifia'^ Head, and fent an Officer ttf 
fee it done. The Prophet knew itj and commanded to ftop the Melfenger : Hzs mafter ti 
coming^ who will prevent the exectitiah. This might come ffom the Mouth q\ Elifba by hi* 
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fextriiordinarv Office. And when the King came, not knowing what to fay^ he faid what can- 
hot be vindicated : ST'j&ii ievil is of the Lord : wbat^ JhouM 1 wait for the Lord any longer t 
But his Affliftion ihould hai^e made him pdtient, not outragious. 




for Jiis Infidelity^ he did fee thb Plenty^^ btit was never allowed to eat of it. That very Even 
ing the Siege was raifed^ not by Might or by Power^ but by the Spirit of the Lord ftriking 
Terror upon the Befiegers. Ac hearing a terrible Noife, they concluded the King of Ifrae^

had procured Afliftance from 

they fled in fche twilight, leaving thisir Tents^ Hbrfes^ AffesJ and their whole Camp as it was^ 
and efcaped for their Life. This was diffcovered by four Lepers • who being like to perifh for 
Hunger at the Gates of Samaria^ refolved td make a Vifit to the Camp of the Syrian 's. . Co- 
ining thither in the Evehing-twilightj when the Enemies were gone, they found the Camp 
empty of Meni and wiell provided of all Riches and Neceflaries for Life. Whereitpon they 
iacisfied t\\€iT A'g'pctitQS\ enriched themfelves with the Plunder, knd then told the good News 
at the Gate of the City. Upoh notice thefeof, the Ring of IfraU fent to difcover if thfe i5>" 
rtalts did not Jy in Ambufh, td take his People when they came out.^ The Party fent made 
Report; That all the Way to Jordan wds full of Garments and VelTel's which the Syrians had 
fcafl ^svaj? in theii* hafle 5 which made thfe People immediately rufh out of the City, and plunder 
the Camp : Whereby fubh infcredible Pl.tnty was made in Samaria^ that a Meafure of fine Flout* 
i^that is abblit an BngliJJj Peck and ii Po.^jtie, or the third Part of a Bufhel) was fold for a Shekel^ 
br fifteen Fence| and two Meifures of parley for a Shekel. The incredulous Lord, having the 
tiiafgt? to keep the Peace it thie Qatt, did fee the Plenty 5 biit did never eat thereof; being 
trod to Death in the Cr<3wd ; And ^11 was fulfilled that Elipa had foretold, thefe and the 
iike iVliracles were done, to prove the Sy'ridns and to all the World that the God of Ifrael 
was the only true God, ^hd to ehcotirage a linall perfeicuted Remhdht in that Ldhd, who adi 
hercd to the Interefts of trlie Relig ion under mafay Difficulties; 

Sfeven Years Famine was infliftecj ori the Land of Ifra'el ^ which i)k Ltghtfoot C^) reckoris 
to have been from the firfl to the fivehth Year o^yehordm King of Jndah^ Jehoram the Sort 
bf Mab then reigning In Jfrael^ th.bugh for the Connexion of the Hiflory the whole is put to- 

getherj and the leveral Years not Wiftinguilhed in the faered Text, 2 Kings,^ viii. i, 6. 

During the Minifti'y Elijah^ thfcre were three Years and a half of Famine : Now the Time 
bf the Calamity is doubled, becai /fe the People were flili oblHnate and incorrigible, under ma- 
Judgments, And under the pcjwerful Miniftry of Eltjha^ who confirmed his Dodlrine wltfi* 
Miracles : And Mofes had decJ.4ried to Ifrael ih the Name of the Lord, If ye walk contrary 
unto 7ne^ JimUbrijhg Jev'en tini h more -plagues upon you'^ according to yonr fins (c). At the 
■Beginning of the Famine, £/i/ft?^2 mihdlng the Kindhefs of the Shimamite^ whbfe Son he had 
lellored to Life C^), warned lAer to pi-bvide foi: hier Family; by rfeitioving to fome other Coun- 
tryi where fhfe might find Pl.6nty. And ftie Wenb to the Land bf the Fbiliftiffes • biit ftaid 
ho longer than wis neceflkry i For there fhe boiild nbt enjoy her New-moohs and her Sabbaths; 
Jas fhe had done at hbme im i^ng 'the Sbhbbls bf the Prophets (<?). Upon her Return, ihe found 
herfelf kept oUt bf the Poflyiilibn of her Ellkte^ and applied to the King for Redrefs 5 who was 
then talking With G'eba%i t'/ie Leper, iconbel-ning the Mirafcles ihox. lllzJJm had done : And while 
ihe was telling how he h?Ai reftored a cie^d Childj this Woman coming in with her Petitiorii 
^ebazi faid, <tbis is the hiomah^ and this^ is her Jo^ j which they owned ; And this inade the 
King believe the Nat-ratine, arid tb caufe rcftbre tb her the Land that belonged to her,, with all 
the Fruits therebf, >s a/juft Grant rb one faVoiiiSsd bf Heaven: AbbUt this Tifiie EliJJ^a camfe 
tb the Territbry bf Ifamafciis. Bmbddad .the King being lick, aiid having notice that the

Prophet weep, tiazael asked the Reafori bf his Tears : And he replied, Becanje I know the 
evils thou wilt do to the childriu of IfrdeL ^beir firong holds wilt thou fet on fire, and tbeir 
young men wilt thou /lay iifitb tb& J^Soord^ Wilt dafii tbeir iTbildren^ and rip up tbeir 'women 
witb child, Rafael took this Prediftlon very ill : Wbat^ is thy Jervant a dog, Qfo vile a 
Creature ) to do fo wicked a thing ? But Elifim told him, ^be Lord bath jhewed me that tho^ 
fualt he king over Sy^za. Then he woiild hav0 it in his Power, and then he would find in his 
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Heart to do it. Ha%ael returning to his Matter, made a partial and unfaithful ReprclciJtation 
of the Prophet's Anfwer, faying he had told that he would certainly reco\er : But he foon 
burbaroufly murdered him, by ftifling his Breath with a thick Cloth dipt inWater^ fprcad up^ 
on his Face, and ufurped the Throne. This Change was before revealed to Elijah (^a)^ and 

was now accom plifhed.

^^7- the ivay of the houfe of Ahab^ and did evil in the fight of the Lord 5 for he was foJi 272 laiv of 
the honfe of Ahab (Ji), He fucked in Wickednefs with his Mother's Milk, following ^the 
Tootlleps of her idolatrous bloody Houfe ; And this was his Ruin 5 for going to vifit Joram 
King of Iftael^ after he was wounded at Kamahy while yehn was executing Judgment upon 
the Houfe of Ahab^ he killed Abaziah among the reft who belonged to that Family 5 yet they 
decently buried him, becaufe he was the Son or Grandfon of good Jehofcapbcit^ uuho fotight 
the Lord with all his heart (r) : He is called Jehoaha% (.i), but more frequently AbaZiah^ 
which is the fame Name, and of the fame Signification, only the Words of which it is com- 
pofed, are tranfpofed. But there is a Difficulty of greater Weight concerning the Years of 
his Life. How can Abaziah be forty and two Years old when he began to reign, as is faid, 
z Chroji, xxii. 2. when yet he is affirmed to have been only at that Timet wenty two Years old, 
2 KingSy viii. 26. and befides, Joram his Father died in the fortieth Year of his Age CO J 
How then could he be forty two Years old when he began to reign ? Anfwer^ The Words 
in the Hebrew^ a fon of forty two years (f)^ do not always fignify the Age of the Perfon j 
but may point out, either firfi: the Age of AthaUah this King's Mother; who being fo infu-^ 
mous for Mifchief in Jndaby it is not ftrange if her Age be here defcribed 5 efpecially fince fhe 
for a Seafon fwayed the Sceptre. But fecondly, I rather incline with judicious and learned 
Authors on this Q^ueftion, to conceive, that a Son of forty two Years fignifies the Time and 
Continuance of the Royal Race of Ow/ri ; from which Aha%iab by his Mother was defcend- 
ed. Omri reigned fix Years C^j) ^ Abab his Son reigned twenty two Years (0 5 Abaziah his 
Son two Years C^) 5 and Joram his Brother twelve Years (/). All which being put toge- 
ther, make up exadlly thefe forty two Years of this Kingdom. Such a Computation hath 
been before obfcrved (jn) ; nor is there any Neceffity to have Recourfe to an Error of the 
Trd.nfcribers, nor to a various Reading. 

To return to the Hiftory of the Kings of IfraeL UliJJja appointed one of the Sons of the 
Prophets to go to Ka mot b-gileady and call for the Son of ISHmJlji^ (who was there as 

Commander in chief, fighting for King Jehoram his Mafter) and privately toa noint him King 
over Ifraely to fmitc the Houfe of Abab^ and to avenge the Blood of all the Servants of the 
Lord at the Hands of Je%abel IJazael in Syria^ and Jebit in Jfrael^ were before ap- 

pointed for thib Service. Elijah was ordered to do it CO : But upon Ababa's Humiliation, » 
Reprieve was granted, and Elijloa was left to fee the Orders executed. We have before heard 
ot llazacFs ILlovation to the Throne , and now we may obferve this young Prophet delivered 
his CommilTion to Jebu^ with the Aflurance that became a Meflenger of God. Though the 
Officers who were with 'Sehti had a mean Opinion of the Prophet, looking on him as a Mad- 
man J yet when they heard that he had anointed him King over Ifrael^ they proclaimed hira 
with found of Trumpet, and immediately marched towards yezreel, where foram was noc 
quite recovered of his Wounds, and Aba%iab King of Judah was come to vifit him. Thefe 
two Kings went out to meet Jebn^ and found him in Naboth's Field. Joram perceiving by 
"^ehit^s Anfwer, U'hat peace^ fo lo7ig as the whoredoms of thy mother Je%abely a7td her witch^ 
crafts are fo many ? that he came in a hoftile manner to avenge the Idolatry and Wickednefs 
of his Mother who governed all, turned his Chariot and fled. At the fame Time Jehu drew 
a Bow with his full Strength, and fmote Joram with the Arrow in at the Shoulders through 
the Heart, fo as he funk down in his Chariot ; and his Body was caft out in Nabotb^s Field, 
the Place that his Father had unjuftly feized, that the Lord might be known by the Judg- 
ments which he executech. Abaziah the King of Judah feeing this fled, but Jebu^s Men 
fmote him at the going up to Gur^ in the Territory of Samaria ^ and the Clrcumflances of 
his Death arc more particularly narrated 2 Cbron. xxii. 9, Jehu went on to Jezreel where 
Je%abel who had caufed all this Mifchicf, .painted, and looked out at a Window, telling him> 
that he would have no more Peace than Zlmriy who flew his Mafter. The Cafe was not pa- 
rallel i for Jehu had a Commiflion for what he did, which Zimri could not pretend to. Js- 
hu^ without ftaying to anfwer, ordered Je%abel to be thrown out at a Window 5 which hef 
own Eunuchs did. The Walls were imbrued with her Blood, the Horfes trode upon her> 
and the Dogs devoured her Body, according to the Predidlion of Elijah

Tlie Brethren (orBro- 
h -s Sons of Aba%iab^ as they are called 2 Cbron. xxii. 8. his own Brethren being kil- 
^T Cb) by the Arabians) coming to make their Compliments to rhe^Pi'inces of the Houfe 
if Aljab to which they were joined in Affinity and in Wickednefs ; Jehu met them at the 
Pic of the Shearing-houfe, and flew them all, being forty two in Number, W hen he deparc- 
1 tlv^nce he met with Jonadab^ the Son of Recbab^ a good Man, and mortified to the 
WorM • as appears by tlie Charge he gave to his Polterity, which they religioufly obfcrved 
three' hundred Years after this {c). He invited him up to his Chariot, and boafted of his Zeal 
for the Lord : Then giving out that he had a great Sacrifice to offer to BacJ (meaning the 
Death of the "pricits who ferved this Idol, though he did not fay fo) he gathered all the Mi- 
nifters of this Deity to offer Sacrifice in his Temple, a large Houfe built by the lloyal Fami- 
Iv that would contain them alls for the Worfliippers of this Idol w^ere vaflly diminiiTied by 
the Miniftry of Elijah^ EliJIsa^ and other Prophets, and by Joravt\ Neglcdl oi' that IJi^d of 
Idolatry When they were convened and clothed in their Robes, he caufed his Guard 
to <:^o in and kill them all, deftroyed Baal's Temple, and burnt his Images. God approved 
thi? Extirpation oi Bml\ Service, and promifed that Jebi^^ Child-en of the fourth Generati- 
on fhould fit on the Throne Ifrael. Yet Jehu was partial in his Reformation 5 he depart- 
ed not from the political Worfhip of Jeroboam^s Calves, afid took no heed to -^alk in the hvio 
of the Lord God of Ifrael^ with all his heart. The People were carelefs, as well as the Prince,^ 
and therefore Ha%ael King of Syria was permitted to ravage a great Part of the Kingdom of 
Jfr wl as had been foretold by Mifloa {d). The Time that Jehu reigned over Ifrael in ^V;- 
' was twenty eight Years, extending to the twenty third Year of Jo^Jb King of Judab^

We muft now enquire into the Affairs of the Kingdom o^Jud-Jj : King Aha%tah being kil- 
led h\Jebiu as hath been already obferved, his Mother Athaliah^z Daughter of the Houfe of 
Ababi out of a wicked Spirit of Ambition and Revenge, that fhe might reign alone, cut off

fto^e away Joap^ her Brother's Son, of a Year old, and hid him in a Chamber of the Temple, 
with his Nurfe, fix Years 5 whereby fhe,with a pious Care, prefervcd tlie Lamp ot Daczd from 
beinff put out CO- Athaliah having tyrannised fix Years, in the feventh Year Jehojada the ^;;,.c 
Hiffh-prieft, a pious and zealous Man, entred into a folemn Concert, confirmed by an Oath aso. 
amon^ the Rulers and Officers of the Army, to fct this young King, whom he fhcwed to 
them upon the Throne C/)- To this End he divided his Men into three Bodies 5 one to 
e;uard' the Place where the King was, and the other two to take care of the Gates of tlie Tem- 
ple that none might come in, favetlie Priefts and Levites that miniared, upon painot Deaths 
and armed his Men with King David's Shields and Spears that were in the Temple of the 
Lord. He fet the Crown upon the young King's Head, ^^^^^z;^ bnu the tcfitmony^ in Token ot 
his Obligation to govern by Law, to make the Word of God his Ruie, which he muft read 
all the Days of his Life ; and anointed hinij in Token of his receiving the Spint, to qualify 
him for his Office: And the People, in fign of accepting their Prmce, clapped their 
Hands with Toy, and cried. Long live the king, Athaliah coming mto the Temple, criedj 
^reafon I But Jehojada ordered her to be carried out, and killed ; which Ihe deferved as an 
Idolater, an Ufurper, and a Difturber of the publickPeace. The pious High-prieft, to carry 
on a Work of Reformation, entred into a Covenant between the Lord, the Kmg, and the 
People, obliging them to become the Lord's People, to ferve him, and renounce Idolatry. 
The Multitudeentredinto -B^^/'sTemplej overthrew the Images ot that Idol, flew Mattcut 
thePrieft belbre his Akar^ brought the King into the Royal Palace, and fet him on the Throne 
of the Kings. 

Jehoaflj^ ovJoaJJj^ being thus invefted, reigned forty Years {g\ and did that which was ^. m 
right, though not with a fincere Mind, as long as Jehojada inftrudled him 5 but the high j^io^ 
Places were not taken away, the People ftill facrificed and burnt Incenfe f^^^^^- TJ^c y^-^^*: 
Temple being out of Order, and many Breaches in it, he ordered the Money ol the dedica- 
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ted Things, and the Half-fheke! a-head to be made ufe of for its Reparation ; Which not 
being efFe(!:tual for the End^ the Frec-wiil-offerings were put into a publick Cheft ; and the 
Money being afterwards counted, was given to thofe who did the Work'' and had the Over- 
fight thereof, Jebojada the prieft at laft diedy being one hundred asid thirty years old : and 
they buried him among the kijigs^ becaufe he bad done good to God and to his bouj'e. This good 
Gounfelior being gone, the Princes feduced the King unto Apoflacy : They left the Houfeof 
the Lord God of their Fathers^ and ferved Groves and Idols, Their Sin was aggr^^ated be- 
caufe the Lord fent Prophets to reprove it. Zachariah the Son pf Jehojada told them faith- 
fully, IFhy tranfgrefs ye the commandments of the Lord^ that ye cannot proffer ? But they 
confpired againll him, and ftoned him with Stones at the Commandment of the King, in the 
Courts of the Houfe of the Lord, This was barbarous, to murder the Son of good Jehojada 
for doing his Office. But the Judgment of God foon purfue^ this Wickednefs : For Hazael 
King of Syria^ having chaiHfed Ijrael^ as hath been obferved, went up againft Jndab^ took 
Gath^ a City that once beloi:ged to the Phi lift in es^ but was taken by David Qa^, and now per- 
tained to the Kingdom of yudah : From thence he intended to march againft Jernfalern, Jo. 
ciflo having neither Spirit nor Strength to go againft this Adverfary, when God was departed 
for his Sin, he gave his Enemy all the hallowed Things that Jehofhaphat^ Jehoram^ Aha%iab 
and himfelf had dedicated, with ail the Gold that was found in the Houfe of the Lord, to leave 
olT his Enterprize againft Jernfalem. At another Time a fmall Army of the Syrians made 
therafelves Mafters of Jernfalem^ deftroyed the Princes, plundered the City, and fent the Spoil 
thereof to Damafcus, And God fniote JoafJy with Difeafes of Body or Mind, or both ^ and 
his own Servants confpired againft him, and killed him in his Bed. 

In the twenty third Year of JoafJj King of Jndah^ J^^^h ^^"g c>ver the ten Tribes, died, 
and Jchoahaz his Son reigned feventeen Years C^)» He departed not from the Sins of Jevo- 
loam the Son ofNebat 5 and therefore Ifrael was fore opprelTed all his Reign, by Hazael King 
of Syria, and B&nhadad his Son, the third King of Syria of that Name. So low was Jftael 
brought by their Depredations and Wars, that all the V or cq^ J ehoaha% could bring to the Field 
were, fifty Horfemen, ten Chariots, and ten thoufand Foot : Yet in anfwer to this King's 
Prayers, the Lord gave Ifrael a Saviour 5 for Joafl:)^ his Son, had remarkable Suceefs againft 
the Syrians, 

In the thirty foventh Year of ^foafjj King of Jndah, began ^ehoajjj the Son of Jehoahax. to 
Telgn over Ifrael in Samaria^ and reigned fixteen Years, 2 Kings, xiii. 10. By which Ac- 
count, compared with the lirft Verfe of the fame Chapter, it appears that Jehoahaz had, two 
or three Years before his Death, made his Son Jehoafb King, being himfelf ftill in a State of 
War, and in Danger of Death, For if this be not allowed, there are not fixteen Years be- 
tween the twenty third and thirty feventh Year of the Reign of Joafb 5 but if this be granted, 
as is reafonablc, the Difficulty is removed. This Jehoafb did evil in the Sight of the Lordi 
for he kept up the Idolatry of the Houfe of Jeroboam. Yet he was not fo wicked as the Kings 
of the Houfe ofJbab^ for he vifited the Prophet £/i/&^ while he was lying fick, lamented the 
Lofs that Ifrael would have by his Death, and received his BlelTing and dying Counfel to 
fight againft the Syrians, with a Fromife and Sign of Suceefs, that he would defeat chem three 
Times. Blifba being dead, they buried him 5 and his Body communicated Life to another 

dead Perfon, as a Confirmation of his Miracles and Prophecies. He had been a burning and 
fliining Light, for about fixty Years, from the Time he was firft called to his Office (O : Yet 
we hear little of him fi om the anointing of Jehu to his dying Day j which was forty five Years, 
or thereby. All the Years of a Prophet are not alike famous^ His laft Predi£lions were foon 
accomplifhcd : For the Lord had compaf/ion on Ifrael 5 aizd Jehoafb took again, out of the hand of 
Benhadad ihe fon of Ha%ael king of Syria, the cities which he had taken out of the hand ofje^ 
hoaha% his father, by war : three times did JoaJJj defeat him, and recovered the cities of Ifrael 
v. M fecond Year of "foafh King of Ifrael, reigned Ama%iab the Son of JoafJj King of 7«- 

^^'^^ twenty five Years old when he began to reign, and reigned twenty nine Years 
Unt. c. in Jernfalem (jT), doing that which was right in the fight of the Lord, but not with a perfeft 

Heart. He began well, to keep up the Temple-fervice, and countenance Religion in his 
Kingdom, But the high Places were not taken away. He was not uniform, and did not per- 
fevere in doing good. He very juftly put to death Zahad and Jebo%abad, who had murdered 
his Father ; but not their Children, according to the Law Dent. xxiv. 16. Upon a Mufter of 
his own Forces, he found them three hundred thoufand Men 3 but thinking them not fuffici* 
ent for an Expedition he intended againft the Edomites, he hired a hundred thoufand Men out 
of Ifrael, for a hundred Talents of Silver. If a Silver Talent be reckoned, as commonly, at 
a hundred and twenty five Pound-weight, and each Pound-weight at four Pounds in Value, 
the wiiole will amount to fifty thoufand Pounds ^yfer/z^g; ^ which will be but ten Shillings to 
each Man, Officers included 5 and that is no extraordinary Wages. Others (O lay it at lefs- 
. A 
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A Prophet warned him not to take the Afliftance of thefe Jfraelites. God was not with rhem^ 
bccaufe they were Idolaters. Whereupon Ama%iab forfeited his Money, and difmifTed them : 
Which they taking as a mighty Affront, plundered feveral Cities that belonged tojndab in their 
Return. 'Tis like God permitted this to punifh the Inhabitants for joining wich/y'r^f/ in Ido- 
iacry. He did not profper the worfe that at the Command of God he fent away the mercnea- 
ry Jfraelites ^ for with his own Subje^lis he overcame the Edoraites^ ten thoufand being killed in 
the Battle, and ten thoufand taken Prifoners, whom he barbaroufly broke in Pieces, by throwing 
them over fome craggy PrecipiGes, But he made a bad Improvement of his Vitftory, when 
he ferved the Gods of Edom^ who could not proteft their own Worfiiippers. For wliich he 
was reproved by a Prophet 5 whom he mocked at, as impertinent : Yet the Wrath of the 
Lord foon appeared againfl: him 5 for he having without Provocation challenged J 0 aJJj of 
//r^^/ to Battle^ Joap^ after rebuking him for the Challenge, ronitdhh Army Oit Bet h-JJjeiheJb^ 
^ofephns (^a) fays that Jtmaziah's Men were ftruck with Terror, fo as they could not ftrike 
a Stroke, Him'felf was taken Prifoner, and the Conqueror marched to "Jernfalem^ where be 
broke down four hundred Cubits of the City-wall, and took all the Gold and Silver, with the 
Veffels found in the Houfe of the Lord, and in the Treafures of the King's Houfe, and Ko- 
ftages, and returned to Samaria. Aina%iah furvived his Conqueror fifteen Years, and was 
flain at Lachiflj by his own Subjedls, who killed him for his Male-adminiftration after his A- 
poftafy from God, yet burled him among his Anceftors. 

In the fifceeiith Year oiAinaziah the Son of Joajb King of "judab^ Jeroboam^ the fecond of 
that Name, the Son of ^oaJJj King o'c Jfrael^ began to reign in Samaria^ and reigned forty 
one Years C^). His Chara^^er is much the fame wich moft of the Kings who governed the 
ten Tribes 5 He departed not from the fins of Jeroboam the fan of Nebat : But his Reign was 
longer than any one of them. And he had confiderable Profperity 5 for, be rejiored the 
coaft of Jfrael^ from the entring of Hamatb^ (which was the North Border) tmto tbe fea of 
the plain ^ (that is, to the Dead Sea, or South Border) according tbe word of tbe Lord wbich 
he fpake by his fervant Jonah the fon of Amittai^ who ivas of Gatb-hepber ; which City lay in 
the Tribe of Zebulon (r), in the Diftridt of Galilee Qd^ : And therefore the Jews were mif- 
taken when they faid, Ottt of Galilee there ari/etb no prophet (f). We read more concefning 
Jo'dah in that little Book which bears his Name, which 'tis like he v/rote when newly initiated 
into the prophetick Office. God having forgiven him his Follies, he was here made a Mcffen- 
ger of Mercy to Ifrael. The Rcafon why God fhewed Jeroboam fiich Favour, wasj becaufe 
he faw the affii6iion of JJrael was iwry bitter : there was mne to help them j and the Decree for 
their utter Deftruflion was not yet gone forth. 

In the twenty feventh Year of Jeroboam King of Jjrael^ began Azariah^ (who is alfo called 
U%%iah in zChron. xxvi, both Names fignifying God's Strength or Help J the Son o£Amaziab 
King of yudab^to reign (/). There is a Difficulty to reconcile this with the Account we 
have in the foregoing Chapter 5 for \^ Jeroboam the Son o^joajh began to reign hi the fifteenth 
Year of AmaziabKlng oi^^Judahj as is faid in Kings xiv. 23. then Azariab or t/z%iab^ the 
Son o£ Amaziah^ immediately fucceeding his Father, who reigned twenty nine Years, could! 
hot begin to reign in the twenty feventh Year o£ Jeroboam^ but in the fourteenth. But this 
may be removed, if we allow that Jeroboam the fecond reigned with his Father full twelve 
Years,and afterwards reigned alone 5 and fo there was a twofold Beginning of his Kindgom,by 
his reigning with his Father the firft of Uz%iah^ was the twenty feventh o'l Jeroboam^ and by 
his Reign alone the fifteench. And we find many Inftances of the Sons reigning with the Fa- 
ther (g), efpecially when the Father was called abroad by WarSj from minding the Aifairs of 
the State, as was the Cafe with Joafb the Father of this feroboam. This Way of anfwering 
the Doubt, is in my humble Opinion better, than by allowing an Inter-reign of twelve Years, 
between Amaziab and his Son, who fucceeded, which would very much difturb and change 
the Chronology of this Period, without Scripture Warrant or Neceffity. 

U%ziah being fixteen Years old when he began his Government^ he reigned fifty two lifears 
in Jerzcfalem^ and did that which was tight in the fight of the Lord^ as his father Ama%iah ^i^i.' 
had done only he had not Zeal and Courage enough to take away the high Places^ He Ant. 
fought God in the Days of Zechariah^ who had tjnderftanding in the Vifions of God j and fo 
long as he continued in the Exercifes of Piety^ God made him to profper 5 for he had Succefs 
hi VVurs, triumphing over the P/-'/V//?/;/^j and thefe of the People of 

God, He built Elotb^ and reftored it to Judah ; from whence iSr. Prideaiix infers (-&), That 
he planted this City with his own People, and from thence renewed the Old Traffick into the 
Ked Sea^ which was carried on till the reign o^Jhaz, He erected Towers in Jeriifalem^ and 
fortified them, and raifed fineHoufesin the Country, tie got much by Cattle and Corn, had 
a confiderable ftanding Army, and a numei-ous Militia, Neverthel^fi he finned, when out of 
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the Pride of his Heart he intruded into the Priefts Office, attempting to burn Incenfe at the 
golden Altar within the Temple. The Priefts diffwaded him from it, as unlawful ; for the 

kingly and prieftly OfRce were feparated by the Law of Mofes^ not to be united again but in 
the Perfon of the Mejjiab and while he perfevered in his Purpofe, he was fmitten with an 
incurable Leprofy, breaking out in his Fore-head 5 wherefore thy thrufl: him out of the Tem- 
ple i yea he hafted to go out^ and continued to dwell in a feparate Houfe as a Leperj to the 
Day of his Death C-^). 

There are fcveral memorable Events to be found in other Parts of lacred Scripture, dur- 
ing the Reign of Uzzi^b^ which deferve our Attention. God had given to J/rael and Ju~ 
dah many Prophets to fupport his Remnant, to reclaim them from Apoftafy, and to ftir 
them up to Repentance and Reformation : But they did flrive againft both Prieft and Prophet, 
and murdered Zecbariab the Son of Jebojada C^), ftoning him to Death in the Courts of the 
Houfe of the Lord, or between the Porch and the Altar of Burnt-ofTerings (c)- Tho' his Fa- 
ther be called Jebcjada in the former Text, and Baracbias in the latter, yet thefe are of the 
llime Import j and it was ufual among the Jews for the fame- Perfon to have two Names. 
This was a Sin of fo crying a Nature*, as it was fortold, tbe Lord zvoiild look on it mid require 
it. Some Authors count it ijAJ the Source of the Rejedtion of xht Jews^ and others fay 
(Oj that the Captivity fcarce atoned for it. Chrift let them know it Itill remained on 
their Score. Thefe Means not being effedlual to bring them to a thorough Reformation, 
God vifitcd them with his Judgments. A terrible Earthquake was fent in the Days of U'zztah 
Y>.\ngoijHdab(f). Amos prophefied of it two Years before it came (^g^. After it there 
came a Plague of Locufts to eat up the Fruits of the Earth (J3\ which made the Land to 
mourn (f )• This Judgment behig removed by Humiliation, Patting and Prayer, God con- 
tended with them by a burning Heat and Fire(^) : And if thefe Judgments fhould not hum- 
ble and rc-lbrm them, God &tc\-diX(:dy^be higb places of Jfaac JJ:?aU he, defolate^ and tbe fan6in^ 
ries of Ifrael Jhall be laid 'wajfe Q), 

The Lord alfo inthofe Times and afterwards, raifed up a Succeflion of Prophets in Jfrasl 
and Jndah^ to give them Inftruftions, Theatnings and Exhortations 5 not only Warning them 
by their "VVordsjbut alfo committing their Admonitions to writing, that all after Ages might fee 
the abominable Ingratitude of that People towards their God, and learn to do no more fo 
wickedly. Of theie Prophets whofe Books are tranfmitted to us, Hofea is the firft in order of 
Time : For it is faid, ^be beginning of the %<oord of tbe Lordby Hofea, He prophefied in the 
Days of lJ%%iab^ "Jotbcin^ Aba%^ and Hczekiab Kings of "Jndab^ and in the Days of Jeroboam 
the Son ofj^o^jZ; King of Ijrael (jn) ^ confequently he continued a Prophet at leaft feventy 
Years. He foretold the Deftrudtion of the ten Tribes when it was at a Diftance, and lived 
himfelf to fee and lament it when it was over, for a Warning to its Sifter Kingdom. For that 
Captivity behig in the ninth Year of Hofljea King of Ifrael^ and fixth oi Hezekiab King of 
Jndab^ this Prophet might eafily be an Eye-witnefs to it. His Book difcovers the Sins^ 
and denounces the Judgments of God againft a People that would not be reformed, and in- 
timates gracious Fromifes to the penitent. Neither all that he, nor the other Prophets 
fpoke is committed to Writing, but only fo.much as God thought fit to be a Warning to thac 
and future Ages. 

Joel prophefied about the fame Time with Hofea and Amos j for he fpeaks of the fame 
Judgments of JLocufts, Drought and Fire that ^wwJ laments. He defcribes the Defolation 

made by nojilous Infects, calls the People to Repentance, and promifeth Mercy to the peni- 
tent ; that God will pour out his Spirit in the latter Days, plead againft his Enemies, and do 
glorious Things for his Church in Gofpel Times. 

The Time of the Prophefy of ^wojis plain from the firft Verfe of his Book, and from the 
fe\-cnth Chapter and tenth Verfe, that it was in the Days of Uzziab King of "Judah^ and of 7^- 
roboaraxh'^ Son oijocfb King of Ifrael. He is not the fame with Amos the Father of 7/^?/'^?-?' ; 
their Hei'vciv Narucs are writ with different Letters, of a different Signification, that o£lfaiab's 
Father fjgnifics y//o;/g;, robnfi^ but this Prophet's Name denotes 2^. Burden («^. He was one 
v/ho carried weighty Prophefies, called the Burden of tbe Lord 5 and their Families were of 
of a diffcrciit Charadler j for Ifaiab was a Courtier, and yimos a Country Farmer. He begins 
with 'i'hrcatnings againft the neighbour Nationsthat were Enemies to Ijrael'^ then reproves the 
People of Ifrael and Jndab for their Idolatry and other Sins 5 exhorts thein to Repentance, 
wirhoul: which their hypocritical Sacrifices would not pleafe God ^ fortells the Judgments of 
<iod comhig upon them ^ and concludes with Predidlions of fetting up the Kingdom of the 
Alcffiah, under which his People Ihould be happy. 

The Time of the Prophefy of Obadiab is uncertain, yet with Dr. Ligbtfoot (o^,' I conceive

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it probable that he was contemporary with Hofia^ Joel and Amos. He reproves the FMmites 

for the Mifchiefs they had done to. J^adab and Jeriifalem^ which might, be when chat City was

admonifties them, and Certifies chem. of God's Judgments, as many df the fubfequenc Prophets 
alio did, and concludes with Pjromifes of the Rellauration ahd Reformacion of Ij'rael ^ that 
they fhall be victorious over the Edomites^ and their other Enemies 5 diid that the Kingdom 
of the Mefiiah fiiall be fee up. by bringing in the great Salvation. 

The Book of 15 . rather a Hiftory than a Prppjiecy : But there js one Predidion in 

it Tit forty days, and NinivcbJIyall be overthrown, ^ifis probable th-^t J on ah ^ of whom we 
have before heard in the Reign Jeroboam II. (Oj whereby his Time is evident, was the Au- 
thor of the Book, where he mentions his own Faults^ after the Example o^Mofes^ and other 
infpired Penmen^ as an Evidence that in their Writings they, defigned God's Glory^ and not 
their own. The Story here recorded contaias remarkable Inftaiices of humane Infirmities in 
the Prophet, of God's Compaffipn to him, and a tioble Type of oiir Redeemer's Burial and 
Refurredtion out of the Grave on the third .Day (^J. ... 

The Prophet Ifaiah was contemporary with Hofea and the other Prophets above-mentioned^ 
or perhaps a little^ later, as appears by the firft Words of his Book, 2" bv vifion of Ifaiab the fon 
tf Amo%^ 'which he faw concerning Judab and Jertifalem^ in the days of lJ%%iab^Jotbam^ Ahasi 
and Hezekiab^ kings of Judab, He cdnciniied a long Tinie in his Office. We are not indeed 
told in what Year of U%'Ziiab he began : But if we. reckon from the fortieth Year of C/ii./i7^'d 
Reign^ to the fifteenth Year of Hei&ekiab^ .the Time of this Prince's Sicknefs, of which 
ifaiab doth write, theri he .was hear, fixty Years a: Prophet j and we are uncertain but. he 
might have been longer* It was agreat Honour to him^ and Happincis to his Country that 
he was fo long, ufcful in a declining Time. We may fuppofe that he began young, and held 
out to oid' Age : For Prophets were no.t .as the Priefts, pinned down to, a certain Period of 
their Life, for the Beginning and ending of their liiiniftration. His wlible Book is eminent- 
ly ufeful to the Church of God in all Ages^ for Convidtipnof Sihj Diredlibn in Puty^ and Con- 
folation in Trouble j and for clear Difcoveries bf the Perfon, Offices, and Sufferings of Chrift, 
with other Gofpel Myfteries. The Author may juftly be efteemed a great Prophet, if we 



conuderthe extent and Variety of his Predictions, the Sublimity of clie Truths revealed by 
him i the Majefty and Elegancy of his Stile, or the. incomparable Livciinefs of his Sermons. 
iSome hiftprical Paffages may be noticed from him afterwards 5 and ^cishot my Province to en- 
large dn the Book j this beloiigs to Commentatorsi . .. 
! There were feveral Changes in the Kingdom of the ten Tribes, during the Reign of^x- 
7.iak Jeroboam II. began his Reign with the fifteenth Year of Amax^iah^ and reigned 
ibrty one Years (Oa of whic.h, fourteen were in the Time of Amat^iab^ and twenty foyen in the 
Time o£iy'z.ziaby Kings oijudah. Zacbariab theSoji o'c Jeroboam reigned over Jfrael in 
maria^ in the thirty GlghiY^zrot Az^arsab^ ox Uz.z.iab King df Judab C/), whereby it ap- 
pears that between Jsroboam'a Peath,.and his Son's coming to tiie Government, the Throne 
of Samari^i was vacant eleven Years from the twenty feventh to the thirty eighth l&x^iab 5 
•and Zacbariab^ who, continued in the .Sins of liis^ PredetcfTors, ha& only poftefled .the 
Crown fix Months, when Sbaflim the Spn of jabejb tie^ him before the People, and 
reigned in his ft,ead. Thus.the_L,ine 6f J,ehu came to anEnd in the fourth Generacion, viz.. 
^ehoabaz^ Joajh^ J eroboam^ and Zacbariab, according co the Word of the Lord in a Khtgs 
X. 30. ShaUtm^'who killed his Mafter^, had no Peaces for Manahem^ the Son o£ Gadi, killed 
him, when he hact reigned only one Month* 31ef2 ^lhem y/ds z Moniicr of Cruelty 5 he not 
only ruined the City ^iphfaby which refufed toopen her Gates to him j but, forgetting all Hu- 
manity, he ript upclie Women with Gbild. By thefe Means he did jioc ftrerigchfeh hinifelf 5 
for Pul the King o't Affyria came againft him 5 and he.not daring to t?-,uft his 6<fsn SubjeAs id 
Battle, bought Peace of his; Adverfary by a I^refent df a thoufand Talents of Silver^to confirm 
him in the Kingdom. H$ exajaed the Money by military ErvCcutibn upon all the Men of 
>\'ealth among his Subjeclsjobjigihg each of tjiem tt> pay fifty Shekels. Thus he got free oi 
his Enemy at that Time ; and this iS the firft authentick Account we have of a King o^ Aj- 
fyrid, Menahem did Eyil in the Sight.of the Lord : He departed-riot from the idolatrouj 
Worfhip of the Calves fet up by jerohoam the Son of Nehqt ; yet. he reigned teri Years and 
llept with his Fathers. Intbe fiftieth year of Az^artab^ Cor Uzziah) king of Judab, Pekabtab 



"on of Menahem ^hegan to reign over Jfrael in tSamaria^ and reigned i^o years Qg'). He 
inued iii the Sins of Jeroboam the Son o£ Nebat, and was treachcrouUy flain In his own Pa- 
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Son of Kemaliah^ began to reign in thie two and fiftieths laft Year of U%iLiab King of Jiidah 
and reigned twenty Years: Of him we lhall hear. nioi*e afterwards 5 only we may here remail;' 
that the Sins of the ten Tribes were now fafl ha'flning that Kingdom to Ruin • their fata] 
Divifrons at Hoitie made Way for the Kings o£ JJfyria to make a Prey of them^ and carry 
them into Captivity. 

In the Year of the A\^6rld 3174, which coincides with the thirty firft of Uz.z.iab King of 
J/idaby the firft Olympiad began (^a\ a famous Epocba aftiong the Gteeks^ and over all the 
Heathen Worldj beyond which they have nothing but what is fabulous and uncertain, as the 
Chriflian fathers often told them j and therefore 1 have, during this Period, after the 
Example of the great and learned Primate Ujher C^), given asi yet very little of profane Hi* 
fto'ry. 

To return to the Kingdom Jndah^ Jotham was twenty and five years old when be began to 
reign j and be reigned fixteen years in ^erufalem^and did that which was right in the fight of the 
Lordy according to all that his father UtxAab did j biit be entred not into the temple of the 
Lord i and the people did yet corruptly (d J. He took Warning by his Father's Fate, not to 
do fo prcfumptuoiis a Thing, as to burnlncenfe in the Temple : But the People would not be 
reformed ; they ftill facrificed in the High-placesj notwithftandihg the good Example the 
King fet' before them.' He built the high Gate of the Houfe of the-Lofd, fortified the Wall of 
Ophvl^ cre6^ed Cities in the Mountains o^Jndab^ with Caftles and Towers to ftrengthen his 
Frontiers ; and he conquered the Ammonites^ exacted great Contributions of thcm^ even a 
hundred Talehts of Silver, ten thou^and Meafures ofWheatj with as much Barly, and be-, 
came mighty in Wealth and in Pbvier. fofepbtis (tf) gives him a great Charafter, faying, he 
was pious towards God,juft towards Men, and careful of the Corntnbn-wealth. At laft he 
flept with his Fathers, and was buried in the City of David. During all the Time of 
Jotham^ Pekab the Son of Kemaliab reigned in Samaria. Fie did Evil in the Sight of the 
Lord, for he departed not from the Sins of ^^roZ'o^);? the Son of N^hdt : Arid in his Days 
^iglath'Pilefer^ov Pilnejer^ King oi Ajfyria (/), whofeemsto be the Son ofP«/, took^ Jjon^ 
Abcl-heth-raaacha^ - Jandab^ Kedejh^ Hazor^ Gilead^ Galilee^ with all the land of Naphtali^ 
and carried them captive to Ajfyria (^). This was the Beginning of the miferable and long 
lafting Captivity of the ten Tribes, which is alfo mentioned in t ChroW. '^, 26. the Reuhe^ites^ 
the GaditeSy the half Tribe of Manaffeb^ oh the Eaft Side of Jordafi^ with the People in fome 
of the Cities in the Tribes of Naphtali and Zebnlon^ being then carried Captives. 

Micab began to prophefy in the Days o£ Jothatn^ Ahaz. and Het&^kiab^ Kings oi'J'udah Qy 
He was a Citizen of Marefijab^ which lies within the Territories of the Tribe of Jndah^ 
near the Borders of the Pbiliftines (i), and faithfully convinced the People of their Sins, 
charging both Ifrael and jHdab with Idolatry^ Coveto"u{hefs, Oppreflion, Coriterfipt of the 
Word of God, and their Rulers in Church and State with Ab"ufe of their Power j and for thefe 
Tranlgrcflions declares the Judgments of God reddy to break in upon them, piarticularly he 
foretells the Deftruftiori of yerufalem : Zionfor your fakeJhaU he pkiwed as a field^ y$rufalem 
fhall 'becoiNe heaps^ and the mountain of the houfe as the high places of the forefi (JC)^ (which 
is quoted by the Elders of the Laridj to ftay the Profecution of the C'our*t againft another (/) 
famous Prophet 5 ) prophefies concerning our Saviourj and the- very Place whei^e -he fhali 
born (w), which was. literally fulfilled in the New fteftameht («) j and comforts' 'tJhfe People of 
God with Promifes of Mercy, efpecially with the coming the M^ffiaby and tlie tSdipel-gracd 
through him, in the fame Words with Jfaiab who was for- {bm'6 Time his (Hontetnjpor&r/) 
though Micab began feveral Years after him. ■ ii . 




ving not made mention of 'Aba% in -z Kings^ xy. =30. thought it 'pto^erito date the Year of 
Jhea*s coining to the Kingdom from yotbam*s Government 5 wMthitvvfenitieth YiSat was really 

the fourth of Abac's Reign, and the twentieth after the Beginning of'yothath*s. 

Wo have a very bad Charadler of this King Ahdz : He was twenty years old when be higRH 




ci'hl facrificed and bitrnt incenje iii the high pl^ces^ a?id cn the Mlls^ and under every gT€6n 
rree ( p). He had no Concern nor Affection for the inftituted Worlhip of God^ for which 
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David and others of his- Predeccflbrs were famous j no Love for the Temple 5 made no Con- 
fcience of his Duty, nor had any Regard to his Law. Tiie Kings of Jfrael pleaded Polity 
and Reafons of State for their Idolatry, to dfetain the Peoi>Ie from Worlhip at JeYiifal^m,^ left 
thereby they fhould be led to revolt ; But Abaz, had no fuch Pretence. Yea he rejedled the 
God of his Fathers, and abandoned hitoielf to the worft Abominations of the Heathen Nations^ 
even to the making his Sons pafs through the Fire to Moi'och^ in the Valley of the Son of 
mm For thefe things the Lord ftirred up againft hirti Reziu King Syrsa^ and Pekab King 
ifraali who invaded his Land, wafted his Country, and fhut him up mjemfalem. Their 
Defisn w'as, on taking the Cityj, to have extirpated the Houfe of Damd^ and to have fee up 
ft new King over Judab^ the Son of ^aheai (ji). Who this Perfon was, we are not toldi 
Some C^) take him to have been a potent J^^^ who ftirred up this War againft his Mafter : 
Others (O think he was a Syrian^ of the Race of ^ahrimoft. But God defigning only to pu- 
nifh Maz and not to cut off the v/hole Family o£ David his Servant, fent the Prophet Ifaiab 
to Aba% to aflure him that they fliould not prevail againft the City : And for this he gave 
him two Signs. One was. That the Prophet fhould take a Wife, ^vho on that Marriage fliould 
conceive a Soni, and before this Child fhould be of Age to difcern between go<5d and evil, both 
thefe Kings fhould be cut off from the Land* Which accordingly came to pafs : For the Pro- 
phet immediately taking a Wife^ before Maher-J)jalal'bajh~ba%^ the Son of that Marriage {d)^ 
arrived to the Age of difcerning good and evil, both thefe Kings were flain, Ke%in in the third 
Year of Aba%^ and Pekab the next Yeah The other Sign was, That a Virgin Ihould con- 
ceive and bear a Son, who fhould be called Jmmaunel (e), that is, God 'with ns^ the bleffed 
MeSfiah our Saviour 5 to intimate that the People might take Courage, for God would not ut- 
terly deftroy the Houfe oi fiavid^ till the, M^ffiah fhould be bom of a Virgin of that Rac6. 
Soon after thefe Promifes, the two tCings were forced toiaife the Siege, and return home. 

But Aba% growing ftill more wicked, God brought again upon him the fame confederated 
Kings; who divided themfelves into three Armies, one under Rezi^i^ a fecond under Pekab^ 
and the third underZicbrr^ a mighty Mm x}( Epbraim. JR-^x/;/ King o£Syria having loaded his 
Army with Spoils, and taken tnany Captives^ returned with them to Dama/cus. Pekah with 
his Army marched diredrly againft Ab^%^ and overthrew, him with a terrible DeftrUff^ion, a 
hundred and twenty thoufand of his Men'being flalti in one Bay. Of which Vi(5lory Zicbri 
taking the Advantage, marched to Jerufahm 5 where He flew Maafeiab the King's Son^ with 
many other principal Men of the City. And both thefe Armies of Jfrael^ on their Return, 
carried away vaft Spoils, with two hundred thoyfand Men, Women and Children (f)y whom 
they defigned to fell for Slaves. But a Prophet of the Lord, named Oded^ feverely rebuked 
them for their Cruelty to thefe Captives. Whereupon the Elders ot'Ifrael, fearing the Wrath 
of God, would not fuffer thefe poor People they had taken to be tarried to but clo- 

thed fuch of them as were naked, gave them Meat and Drink out of the Spoils, and fent therK 
back to their own Homes. No fooner was Jndab delivered from thefe Enemies, but it was 
invaded by ' the Edomites to the South^ and ' by the Pbiliftines to the Weftj who did all the 
Mifchiefin their* Power. NeverthHefs j^jS^^s would not retut-n from his evil Ways, but pla- 
cing his Confidence, not in <3od, but in Man', pillaged the Temple of all the Ciold and Silver 
that was found therein^ and fent to ^igUih-filnefer King of 4JJyria^ to engage him to come 
to his AlSftaticCj promifmg thereon to l>ccome his Servant. Tiglatb laid hold of this Op- 
pbrtunitv, and tnarched a great Army into Syria 5 wher^ he flew Keztn in Battle, took Da** 

'and reduced all that Country under his' Dorijjnion .: Whereby he put an End to the 
Kingdom of tHe Syrians in I>amafcns^ after it had contiriued nine or ten Generations Cs\ ^"^ora 
the Time o£ Kctcin the Soh ofEIiadahy who firft founded it whWa Solo7no72 was King o^JfraeL 
But he aiHfted not Abat to recover aiiy Place' that had been taken from him by his Enemies, 
hut rather diftrelTed him : Vor'Aba% was'.forced to raife Money for the Service of t^iis Ally, 
by cutting ti>e Veffels of the Temple into Pieces, and melting them, down 5 and then the Af* 
^rii?// marched back to Z>^7z»<sr/c«^^ where he -and •his' Succelibrs were ill Neighbours to the 
.'Kings of Judab, One of the bad EfFedls of the Greatnefs was, that Ke%in having 

driven the from jB/i??j& th^ir advantageous Port for Trade in the il^^/ Sea ^ when 
^iglzab-pilmfer conquered Rezifi^ he feized Elatb^ and thereby put an Erid finally to that great 
Profit which the Jews had long reaped, from this Trade. Aha'z foiind .it lieceiTary to overlook 
all thefe Injuries, yea even to wait on the AJfyrian, as 'his prote^lpr and' Sovereign, at Damaf^ 
ens. While he was there, he faw an idolatrous Altar, which pleafed his Pancy extremely : 
Whereupon hieicaufed take a Pattern of it, which he fent to Urijab^ who' was Prieft, and tis 
like High-prieft, at Jernfaiem^ with Orders to make one like it, and place it in the room of 
the Lord's Altar. . Urijab ftraight complied with the Orders : Which he ought not to have 
done 5 for by his Office he was obliged to maintain God*s Inftitutions, and to witnefc againft 
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Innovations. And the King, upon his Return, facrificed on the Altar, filled Jertifalem and 
all '^iidea with heathenifh idols, and fliut up the Temple of the Lord, as if it had been in )iis 
Power to oppofe the Almighty, iiglath-plnefer King of Affyria died in the twelfth Year of 
Aha%^ according to Bujebins (a\ and Salmanefet his JSon, who is calied Shalman (^b\ reign, 
'A- Af. ed in his Head. Aha%^ being fmitten of God for his Sin, died in the fixteenth Year ot his 
3^-5^ Reign, and thirty fixth of his Age, and was buried in the City of David^ but not with a 

Royal Burial in the Sepulchres of the Kings, leaving the Kingdom to a better and more reii^ 
gious Prince, Hez^ekiab his Son^ who reigned in his ftead. 

Hojbea the Son of Elah killed Pekah the Son of Kemaliah in the fourth Year of Ab<iz.y as 
before (c) obferved, which was the twentieth Year from the Beginning of Jotbam^s Govern- 
ment 5 but he feerhs not to have been eftabliftied in the Kingdom fo foon : For in z Kings^ 
xvii. I. it is faid. In the f^elfth year of Abaz^ kwg of Jiidaby began Ho/bea tbe [on of Elah to 
reign o'Ver Ifrael in Saviaria fwse years. From the Murdef ol Pekab^ to the twelfth Year of 
Abaty the Government might be in the Hands of thfe Elders of JfraeL When he came to the 
Crown, Matters were in a very bad State. A great part of the Inheritance of the tehTribc?^ 
even tba:c on the Eaft Side ofjordany with feveral Cities Zebnlon ^nd Napbtaii to the Weft, 
•were in the Hands of the Kings of Affyrid. Their Sins had brought them lowj and Hnjbea was 
forced to become tributary id Sh aim ane [er for the reft (^d^s Neverthelefs he feems not to have 
been fo wicked as tjie preceeding Kings of Ifrael : He did evil in tbe figbt cf tbe Lord^ but mi 
like them. The Je^^ijlj Chronicle CO ^^ysj that the Kings of AJfyria having taken away the 
golden Calves at Dan and Betb^el^ Hajljea removed the Guards bis Predeceflbrs had fet to hinder 
their Subjects to go up and worlhip at "Jetnfalem^ and he allpwed them to go 5 and we find 
many of the ten Tribes joining with good King Hezekiab in his folemn Paflbver at fernfalem^ 
and on their Return concurring to deftroy aH the JVlonuments of Idolatry in their own Coun- 
try Cf)- But the Sins of the Kings of Ifrael^ and of the Body of that People had been fo great, 
that God faw fit no longer to delay their Puniftiment. Wherefore Sbalmanef^ry finding that 
Ilofiea had confederated with Sahacon ( g) or So King of Egypt^ that by his AiFIiftance he might 
throw off the Yoke of the Affyrian^ and therefore woutd pay hini no. more '^f'ribute, nor bring 
him Prefents, he marched an Army into the Heart of his Kingdofti^ and htHtgQiii SamaYid 
three Years ; at the find of which he took the City, and carried the People into Captivity, 
fixing them in Halaby and in Hahor^ by the River Gozan^ and in the Cities of the Medes, 
1 lhall have occafion, in the Sequel of this Hiftory (Z?), to give the moft probable Account of 
the ten Tribes, and where thefe Cities are to which they were carried j and therefore now pro- 
ceed to notice, that Ifrael being difpolfelfed of the Land of Canaan^ the King oi AJfyria tranf- 
planted thither luch as his own Country could well fpare 5 but thefe being too few to fill the 
Land, and very wicked, who feared not the Lord, Lions and other wild JBeafts were per- 
mitted to multiply againft them. The Cafe being reprefented at Court, the Ajfyrian fent thi- 
ther a Prieft: of Friefts to teach them the Manner of the GOd of the Land. He refided at 
Betb-ely and taught this Colony a fort of mungfel Religion y they wprfhipped their own Idols 
out of Love, and the God of Ifrael for fear of his Judgments : Every nation made gods of their 
ott'n : tbe men of Bahylo72 made ^itccoth-henoth^ tbe men of Cntb viade Nerg'al^ the men of Ik^ 
imtb made AJhima^ tbe Avites made Nibbaz, and i'artak^ and tbe Sepbarvites burin .theif 
cbildren in fire to Adrammelecb and Ananmeleeh the gods of Sepbarvaim, I have m another 
Bffiy more particularly enquired into what was fignified by thefe Idols, which I fiialJ not 
here repete. The Men Babylon obferved the profane Rites of their f'e?;?iJ,.,proftitticing their 
Daughters to Whoredom j the Men of Sepbarvaim factificed their Ghitdren to Moldcb^ and 
others >vor[hipped the Sun under feveral Names and Reprefentations. Tfius the People of 
this Country continued long^ bbferving a profane Mixture of Meatbenifm and judaifm. And 
what became o£ the Sasaari tans in fucceeding Ages, we fliall fee afterwardsj in other Parts of 

this Hiftory. ' \ ' ' , 

Here ended the Kingdom of the ten Tribes, after it had fubfiffced two hundred and 6fty fix 

Years and feven Months : Tor yeroboam the Son of Nebat reigned :22 Years, in which s Year^ 
oi'Nadab are comprehended, Bac^ja reigned 24. Years, Elab 2, Omri 12, in which 7 Days of 
2imri are contained, Abab 22, Abaz^iab 2, fehoravi 12, Jehu 28, Jehoabaz. x% Jpafls 165 
Jeroboam II. the Throne vacant 11, Zacbarzab 6 M,omhSy Shailtm t Month, Menahem 
10 Years, Pekah 20, the Kingdom adminiftrated by Elders 8 Years,, and Hq/Z'^i? the, Son of 
lab reigned 9 Years. The Particulars are evident from the above Hiftory^. and the "v^'hoJ^ 
makes up the Duration of this Kingdom 256 Years 7 Months. The Prediction,; }Vitbin ft^l^t-j 
five years J^jall Ephraim be broken that it be not a people (k\ may be computed from the Tim^ 
ofAmoSy who prophefied in the Days of UsLZ^iab King of Jiidab Q% and plainly foretold, that 
tbe bigb places of Ifaac Jlwuld be defolatey and the fanciuaries of Ifrael Jlmild be laid wafie {vi).

Thus Aba% might be near twenty one Years old 
when' he be^an CO reign, and near feventefen Years older when he died: And on the other 
Side HezeKzab when he began to reign, might be only twenty four Years complete, and er-w 
tered into his five and twentieth j and lb Aba% might be between thirteen and fourteen Years 
old when he begot Hezekiab which is in nowife incredible, confidering the iruitfulnefs of the 
'Jeivs and tiieraany PromifesGod hadmade to the HoufeofD^Ti^^ 5 yea, i:ho' his Father had 
beffot him in the eleventh Year of his Age, there are ff^me Inflances of thehkein credible Au- 
thors which thefe who quarrel with the facred Scriptures will not deny (/). He%€k.iab being 
come to the Throne in an Age fit for Bufinefs, notwithftanding his Defcent from a bad Fa-i 
ther and Education in a very corrupt Timej fobn (hewed that he was a religious Prince 5 
for in the very firft Month of the firft Year of his Reign, he caufed the Gates of the Temple 
Which his Father had fhut, to be opened, the Hbufe to be cleanfed, the Levites to be fandH- 
fied, (g), the Priefts to offer Sacrifices, to make Attonement for their own Sins, and for the 
Sins* ot the laft Reign^ and the LeviteS to fingPraifes to God in the Words David and of 
jlfaph the Seer. The Houfe being fan<5^ified, and the Priefts fcleahfed from all Monuments of 
Idolatry, the King ordered the PafTover to be kept at Jertifakm upon the fecond Month, 
S'vhich could not be done on the firft 5 and the Law had allowed fuch a Change of Time (^5 
in necciHiry Cafes. To this St>letnnity he invited ilot dnly his own Subjed^s mjitdab^ but alfo 
the Jjidelites in the other Tribes, exhorting them, //a? to he ftiff-necked as their fat bers^ but t6 
yield themfel^es to tbe Lordj, and enter into his fan^iuary^ to Jerve the Lord their God^ that the 
■fievcenefs of bis wrath may turn away from them CO- Accordingly there, was a great Con- 
courfe of People met toobferve the Peftival 5 f or tho"* fomein Epbraim^ Mahaffeh and ZeUii^ 
Ion mocked at the Gall, yet a confiderablfe Nutnber humbled themfelvesj and came to Jerufa^ 
lem. They doubled the ufual Time of their Conthiuance at the Feaft, and there was greac 
Joy i for finCe the Time of Solomon the Son of David^ there was not the like at Jernfalem. 
He%ekiab prayed the Lbrd height gracioufly pardon fuch as had been guilty of any Irregula- 
rity : The Lord hearkned and healed the People 5 and the Priefts difmiffed them with a folenm 
BlefTing. After the Paflbver the People went into all the Coafts of Jttdab and Benjamin^ 
broke the Images in Pieces^ tut down the Groves, and demolifhed the high Places, utterly de- 
ftroying all Monuments of Idolatry 5 ^nd thefe of Epbraitn and Maiiaffeh did the like in their 
Country C>^)i even the bragen Serpeflt thajt Mofes had made (/), becaufe the Children of 
Ifrael in thefe evil Times had burnt Incenfe to it,dnd abufeditto Idolatry^ Het^ekiab broke it 
to Pieces, and called it Nehuftan^ that is, a Piece of Brafs that cart do you neither Good nor 
Hurt ; and therefore no fit Objeft for religious Worfliip 0») : Wherefore 'tis great Impu- 
dence in the Papifts to fhew to their Devotees in the Church of St. Amhrofe at Milajz (■«) i 
bra;aMi Serpent for Adoration^ Which they pretend to be the fame thdt Mofes erefted in the

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Diflruft in God, on whom alone his People fhould depend for their DeUverance. Semiache-^ 
rib being informed of all chefe PreparationSj became inclined to hearken to Terms of Ac- 
commodation ^ and it was agreed. That upon i:/e2;f^/^Z?'s paying to him three hundred 1 a- 
lencs of Silver, and thirty Talents of Gold C^), which Dr. Prideaux (J?) reckons to have a- 
mounted to three hundred and fi^ty one thoufand Pounds Sterlmg^ there iliould be Peace. 
The JJfyy^an having received the Money, marched againfi: Egypt 5 and to open his Way 
into that Country, fent ^artan^ one of his Generals, to take AfJjdod or A%otus ; And after* 
this, the whole Army opprefled the Egyptians for three Years together, dellroying their Ci- 
ties, and carrying Multitudes of them into Capti\ity (O* At thsLt Time Sevecbns^ the Son 
oiSabacon or So^ the EtbiopiaUy was King of Egypt ; Herodotus Qd) calls him Sethon^ and 
reprefents him as a Prince of bad Condufl, who afiedling to be the chief Prieft of P'nlcan^ gave 
himfelf wholly up to Superftition, and opprefled the beft of his Subjetls, taking from them 
the Rights of their Lands 5 which gave them fuch Offence, that they would not fight for him : 
Whereupon he was forced to raife an Army of raw undifciplin'd Men, whom Sennacherib 
eafily overcame, and made what Defolation in the Country he pleaied. He feems to have 
brought that Defl:ru<5Uon upon iVbi7?«?«o;/, which the Prophet Nahimi (e) Ipeaks of, %ing, 
She Kveut into captivity : her young children alfo were dajised in pieces at the top of' all the 
ftreets : and they caji lots for her homttrable trieUy and all her great men were hound in chains. 
This City is the fame with ^hebes^ famous for its hundred Gates and many Inhabitants ; 
as our learned Countryman Mr. Jamefon (f) hath more fully proved. The Greeks called it 
DiofpoliSy or the City oijnpiter^ becaufe of a famous Temple built there to that Deity, who 
was called Ammon (j^) among the Egyptiaits. The Prophet Nahnm was one of the Comforts 
ers of the Jews againft the Terror of the Affyrians^ as his Name imports : Though his Fami- 
ly and Age are not on Record, yet he feems to have lived about this Time, and might have 
continued to the Reign oi ManaJJ'eb : He mentions the evil Imagination Sennacherib againft 
Jerufalem^ foretells his Death in an idolatrous Temple (^), and prophefies of the Deftru£li- 
on o{ Nineveh. All which were accompllfhed in due Time, as lhall be afterwards obferved* 
Sennacherib did not finifli the War in Egypt with the fame Succefs as he began it (i'^ i for 
having laid Siege to Pelv.fium^ he was forced to break up thence, becaufe ^irbakab King of 
Ethiopia was coming with a great Army to help Sevechus his Kinfman. Whereupon the Affy-- 
rian returned to Jndea^ and encamped again at Lachifb ^ where, contrary to his Agreement, 
he renewed the War againft Hezekiah^ and fent Startan^ Kabfaris and Rat/hakeh^ three of 
his chief Captains, with that proud blafphemous Meflage recorded 2 Kings^ xviii. 19, ■ 
36. Kabfhakeb who delivered the Speech, feems to have been the Affyrian King's chief Cup- 
bearer, as his Name imports j but by his ready fpeaking the Hebrew Tongue, he appears an 
apoftate few^ or one of the Ifraelites carried into Captivity, and chofe to fpeak that Lan- 
guage to make the Jews revolt j but failing of that Defign, the Mefl'engers returned to Sen-^ 
72acberiby whom they found befieging "Lsibnab : Where hearing that Tirbakab King of Ethio^^ 
pia, or of the C/iJbites in Arabia^ was marching after him, he led forth his Army, and gave 
him a great Overthrow 5 whereby he executed the Judgments foretold by the Prophet Ifaiab 
QC) againft Ethiopia and Egypt, Then he wrote a Letter in the fame biafphemous Strain 
with his former Meflage to Hezekiab^ defying both him and the Lord his God. The good 
King Judah went to Prayer, complainhig of the Blafphemy, and fpreading the Letter be- 
fore the Lord, who afllired him by the Prophet Ifaiab^ that his Prayer was gracioufly heard : 
S^he virgin^ the daughter of Zion defpifed the proud Affyrian, His impotent Malice was ridi- 
culous : He that fits in beaveu did laugh at hi??j 5 the Lord put a book in bis nofe^ a?2d a bridle 
in his lips. And this was given as a Sign, Though the Earth were devoured by the Ene- 
my one Year, and the next was a Sitbatical Year, wherein they rauft neither fow nor reap, 
yet they lhall be plentifully provided. According to the Predidlions, ^he angel of the Lord 
went outy a7zd [mote in the camp of the Affyrians^ an hundred foiirfcore and five thoufand men : 
and when they arofe in the mornings heboid^ they were all dead corpfes (f). Jofepbus {niy 
fays this was by a peftilential Difeafe bringing fudden Death. Others think it was done 
by a hot Wind, frequent in thofe Parts, deftroying great Numbers in a Moment; for the 
Prophet Ifaiab Qo) faid, I wiU fend a blaft upon bimi and Jeremiah (jp') fpeaks o£ a defiroying 
wind. However, it was a terrible Effeft of the Wrath of the Almighty God, whom the 
proud Affyrian had provoked in a high Degree ^ and he was lb terrified by it, as he fled out 
oijiidea in great Confufion back to Nineveh ^ where he dwelt for the Remnant of his Life 
in Difhonour. Herodote Qq\ from a difguifed Account of the Egyptian Priefts, hath the 
lame Story ^ he calls the Affyrian on whom this Judgment was inflidted Sanicherib or Sena-- 
cherib (r) j and the Time doth agree with that in the Scriptures : Nor need we wonder thac 
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Of the Kings of Judah.

tYie Fafl is not right reprefented by a Heathen, who from an Averfion to the Jezvs and their 
ReliEion never fpeak to the Honour of either the one or other. After this Blow tlie Affy. 
r/^?« was -mightily weakened i the Medes revolted from him, and chofe Dejojes for their 
Kincr Co) who enlarged and beautified the City Ecbatana^ Where he rejgncd ff ry three Yearii. 
iSenfjacherib after his Return to Nineveh^ became cruel and tyrannical in his Government, 
foecially towards the Jews and Ifraelites carried into Captivity 5 of whom he taiifed many e- 
very Day to be flain (^^5 and caft into the Streets. By this lavage Humour he became fo 
intolerable even to his own SubjeClrs, that his two eldell Sons, Adramelevh aiid Shc^rezer^ 
fell upon him, as he was worlhipping in the Houfe of Nifroch his God, and efcaped into the 
Land of Armenia (c), in the twenty feeond Year of He%ekiab^ and EJarbaddon his third Sou 

^^^^t^alykn Merodacb Baladcm^ or Mar do c Empadns having reigned twelve Years, died, and 
Jrkianns reigned in his Place five Years, beginning with the twenty firft of Hczekiab. Jr. 
kiamis having no Sons, there was an Inter-reign of two Years ; at length Belibus being ad- 
vanced to the Throne, he fat in it three Years. To him fucceeded Aprc7mdius^ who reigned 
fix Years 5 and there is no more concerning thefe Princes, but their bare Names in the Canon 

of Ptolewy. ^ ^ , . 1 - . , r ■ . , 

In E^ypt Sevschns or Setho7z having reigned fourteen Years, died in the twenty lecond Year 

o£ He%ekiah^ and was fucceeded by ^irbakah^ the fame who came with the Ethiopan or Oi- 

(foite Army to his Help. He was the third and laft of that Race who reigned in this Country. 

He%ekiah King of Judab being delivered from the Jjfyrian Army in the eighteenth Yesr 

of hisVeisn, governed for eleven Years longer in great Peace and Profperity, being feared 
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^ ^ 

fnYwrite out'copies of the holy Scriptures 5 and'^particularly of the Proverbs of Solomou(e)) 
Which they did by divine Condua. At laft he died at Jerufalem^ when he had reigned 
twenty nine Years, and they buried Mm in the chief efi of the jepulcbres of tbe fons of David : 
cij2d all Judah and the inhabitants ofjerufalem did him honour at his death (f), The Burial 
place of the Kings of the Houfe David is extant at this Day, about one Mile without the 
Walls of 'ierufaiem. There is a large Court, with a Gallery fupported by Pillars, cut out 
of a folid marble Rocks at the End of the Gallery there is a Door, now tnueh filled with 
Rubbiih by which Travellers with Difficulty enter into a large Room of about twenty Fooc 
fquare - 'within which are feveral lefler Rooms, and off from thefe fever'ai Niches^ m which 
the dcccaft Kings were depofited in marble Coffins. In the iowefl: of thefe Rooms at the 
upper End was the Body oi Elezekiah laid, to do him Honour. The whole Work cut out of 
a marble Rock is fo great, as it feems to have been done by the Orders^- and at the Expence 
of Kinr Solomon. About this Time the Si trjeomtes^ being ftraitned in their Habitations, much 
enlarced their Borders towards the South : For failing upon the Amalekites^ who dwelt iii 
Part of Mount Seir^ and in tlie rich adjoining Valley, they deftroyed them, and dwelt in

Though Hezekiab was a religious Prince, yet he was fucceeded by a v6ry wicked Son : 

"For afcer him reigned Maiiafjeh 5 who being a Minor of twelve Years of Age when he came 
to the Crown, fell into the Hands of fuch Guardians and Minifters as were Enemies to his Fa: 
ther's Reformation, and framed hitn fo as he proved the moft impious towards God, and moft 
tyrannical to his Subjeas of any that ev^r reigned in Jerufalem, For he went beyond Aba% his 
Grand-father in every Abomination. Aba7^ fhut up the Houfe of God ; but he fet up an I- 
maffe in the Sanduary, and built Altars for all the Hoft of Heaven in the two Courts of thti 
Houfe of the Lord {Jf) He made the Devil his Oracle, pra£iifed Witchcrafts, dealt with 
familiar Spirits, Conjurers and Fortune-tellers, made his Children pafs through the Fire to 
Moloch and filled all ^iidah and Jerufalem with his high Places, Idols, Groves and idolatrous 
Altars \ and made his Subjeitts conform to thefe Abominations, by a terrible Perfecutiorij 
whereby he filled the Land with innocent Blood. The Lord witnelTed againft thefe Evils by 
1-iis Servants the Prophets (0- Habakknk^ though the Time of his Prophecy, nor tiie Fami- 
ly he came of, be not upon Record 5 yet is thought to have exercifed his Office in the' 
Peien o£ Ma^xaffeb, He foretells the Deftru^rion coming by the Cbaldeam Qk% calls the 
People to live by Faith, and to beware of Apoftafy in fuch an evil Time. But Manaffeb 
llifrhced the Warnings, treated the" Prophets with Contempt : Some of them he put to death 
• and oarticularly, 'tis faid that in his Time Jfdiab fuffered Martyrdom, being cruelly 
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fawn afunder ^ which fome infer from Heb. xi. 37. 



By thefe Abominations God was fo juft- 
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kmong all the Iniquities. which drew down thefe heavy judgmentSj the Sins of Manaph are 
always particularly named {h). _ ^ 

In the feventh Year oi Mmaffeh^ ApYonadms King ot Babylon died ^ and was fucceeded hj 
Kegibiilii^y \yho. reigned only one Year. After him Mejfeffi^mordacns had that Kingdom^ and 
field it lour Years CO- I" the eleventh Year Manaffch^ died ^irhakab King E^ypt^ af-* 
cer he had reigned eighteen Years (^d). The Egypt ia7fs^ after his Death^ not being able to a- 
gree about the SutfceSioh, continued two Years .in a State of Anarchy ^ till at length twelve 
of their principal Men tonfpiring together COj feijged the Kingdom ^ and dividing it into 
twelve Parts, govei-ned it by a joint Confederacy fifteen Years. About the fame time the 
like Confufion happened at Babylon : V ox MeJfejJi-'moTdacits leaving no Son behind him, there 
followed an Anarchy for eight Years together (f). Of which Efar-baddon King o{ Affyria ta- 
king Advantage,, feized Babylon^ and reigned over both it and Affyrsa fixteen Years, beino- 
icalled in the Canon of Ptolemy^ AJfarad^ms ^ but he is named .in iacred Scripture^ ¥/je kiiig 
of -^ffy^'^^ (g)^ Efar-haddon and, i'he great and Hohh Afnappar being a Prince of 
more Vert ue and Worth tha^i hig Pre^ecelTbrs. 

In the tweiitjeth Year of Mahajfeb^ Efar-baddon Having fettled his Authority at Babylon^ re- jir 
folved to recover what his Father Sennacherib had loft in Syria and Palefiinc^ when his Ar- ,i^7^ ' 



ritories of the ten Tribes, and carried thence a multitude of the Ifraelites captive C'^) : And 
this Was juft fixty five Years after I{aiab CO prophefied in.the firft of Ahaz^ that within thac 
fpace Epbrdim Jball be broken that it bp 7toi a people. Having poffefled himfeif of the Land 
of Ifrael^ he fent a Part of his Army into Jtid'ea^ to reduce that Country alfo 5 who having 
overcome took him Prifoner in a Thicket of Thorns (;;0, and carried him ioBaby^ 

ion : Wherd his Fetters and Prifon brought tim to a due Senfe of his great Sin, fo as be be- 
fought the Lord his dod, and biimble4 himfeif greatly before the God of bis fathers ; who was 
iutrekted of him^ and hedrd bis fnpplicaiion^ dn'd brqngbt him again to Jeriifalem ijito his kmg^ 
dam i where he knew that the Lord he was God. He abolilhed thofe idolatrous Profanations 
of the Temple, and in other Parts of the Land, which he .had before introduced, and refto- 
i-ed in many thirigs the R,eformati6n otUezekiab his Father ; Wherefore God gaye laim a lono--. 
fcr Reign than any that ever fat on the , Throne of Dcz'i^/W • for he reigned fifty five Yea?s, 
^nd it is to be hoped, that in the Beginning of his Reign,. Matters wei,u well^ as his Father 
nad left therii. After his Repentance, he again favoured Religion ; And, no doubt, when 
Things were at the Wbrft, God had his kemriant in Judah who kept their. Integrity. 
_ To this Time may b.e referred the Accomplifhnierit of the Prophecy of tfaiah con- 
cerning the Removal of Sbebha the chief Rlinifter of State, and the Advancement of Eli a kim 
ihe Son of Hilkiab in his Place- iS'bibna being a very ^vicked Man,- was fit to ferye the cor- 
rupt Inclinations of MapiaJJeb in ;he wbrft part of his Reign j and therefore was made the firft 
IV^ini'fter of State : And Elzakim being a religious ^erfon, was quite laid afide. But when 
far^haddon invtided Jndea^ Sbsbna was taken Prifoner with his Mafter, and detained captive iii 
'Babylon to the Day of his Death \ and therefore Manaffeh^ on his Repentance, and Return to 
^eriijalem^ having refolved on other Meafures^. called for EUakim^ and put the Management 
of his Affairs into his Hands 5 who heihg a Perfoh of great 'VVifdom, Juftice and Piety, foon 
re-eftabliflied them upon the fame Foot as they had been in the Days of Hizekiub 5 and there- 
fore he is fuppofed to have been High-pneft, and hath the Charadler given him of a Father 
to the Inhabitants of Jernf a lejn,, and to thcHoufe.of Jadai : Yea burLorcl's Dignity is de- 
icnbed m the fame Terms that were given to Elzakjm. (o). 

In the twenty eighth Year of the Reign otManaffeb^ the.twelve confederated Sovereigns of^ 
■^^^'K, after they had joihtly feigned there fifteen Years, falling out among themfelves, ex- 
pelled PJcwwiiticus ont of his Share (py But he, flying to the fenny Country, hid himfeif* 
there, tiU he got together, out of the Arabian Robbers, and the Pyrats of Carta and tonia^ 

^ ' " ' With 
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as with the Egyptians of his own i'arty made a confiderable Army : 

•hich he marched againft his eleven^ Collegues ; whom he overthrew in Battle, flew 

of them, drove the reft out of the Country, and feizing the whole kingdom, reigned there 
ll.>' ^'^'^I'^ars; So foon as, he had fettled his Affairs at home, he entred into a War with the 
King ot AJfyna, about the Boiindaries of their two Empires, wliich continued many Years, 
in the Beginning thereof, he found AjJbdo'd fo ftrbng a Barrier, ihat it coft him a Blockade of 
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nine and twenty Years before he could make himfelf Matter thereof. While Part of his Ar-i 
my lay before this City, the reft carried on a War againft the other Parts of Palejline • which 
feems to have obliged Manaffeh to fortify Jernfalem^ and to put ftrong Garrifons in all his 
frontier Towns (ji) : For "tis hke, when he was releafed out of Prifon, he paid Homaee to 
the Jffyrians for his PolfelHons, and was obliged to ftand for their Side in the War againft thd 
Egyptiaizs, 

In the thirty firft Year of Majzajfeb^ dlcd E/ar-baddofZy after he had reigned thiri:y nine Yeai-^ 
over the Jjjyriaus^ and thirteen over the Babylonians^ and Sdofdncheiis his Son reigned in his 
jflead C^) twenty Years. In the twelfth Year of his Reign he fought a great Battle* in the 
Plains o^RagaHy with Dejoces King of Media j' whom he put to flight, and pui^fued to the ad- 
jacent Mountains 5 where he cut him off, witli all his Army, and followed the Blow^ till he 
made himfelf Mafter of all the Cities oi Media^ and particularly Bchatana^ the Royal Seat 
of that Empire, and then returned in Triumph to Nineveh j where he and his Army fcafted 
for one hundred and twenty Days. 

Here Dv. Prideanx (c) placeth the Hiftory Judith^ where the cruel Tyrahny, Pride and 
Luxury of Hoiofernes and his Army of Affyriam is defcribed ; and at the fame time the Vertues of 
the chaft, pious, prudent, humble and couragious Widow Judith are extolled, by whofe Con- 
du6l Hoiofernes was killed, th^Jewiflj State delivered, and fettled in Peace, But though this 
Story be entertaining, yet I cannot but join with orthodox. Pro?^7?<«;/f Divines, in their Opinion 
not only that the Book is apocryphal, being never owned by the Church of the JeivSi^ to whom 
licrc committed the oracles of God (jT)^ nor writ in the Hebrew Language, nor acknowledged 
by Ghvift or his Apoftles ^ but alfo that it is inconfiftent with true Hiftory and Chronology Qe') : 
I'or there is no mention of the Fafts therein related, neither in the facred Scriptures^ nor ia 
yofepbuSy nor in any other antient Monument. There was no fuch King as Nehuchadne%%aT 
then reigning in Nineveh^ nor an Arphaxad reigning in Media^ who was Founder of Ecbata^ 
na (/), in the Reign of Manajjeh. However the learned Arch-deacon pretends, that by. the 
former may be underflood Saofducbimts^ and by the latter Dejoces ^ yet this is faid without 
Ground. Befides, the Queftion oi Hoiofernes^ SiU me^ O Cananean^ what, is that" people wh^ 

hill-coimtry^ what cities do they inhabit ? what is the viultitnde. of their forces ? 
zjhereiu cojzjjjis their firength and power ? have they any king or captain of their army (g) ? 
is like that of one wholly ignorant of the State of the Country, not of a General^ who ftiould unw 
derflrand the Strength of the Kingdom he is coming to fubdue. Nor is the Anfwer ofJcbior (h^ 
very likely ^ How comes the chief Management of the publick Affairs of State to be repre* 
fcnted in the Book of Judith as only in the chief Prieft, without any mention made of the 
King or chief Governor j fince this is inconfiftent with the whole Jewijh Hiftory, not on-* 
ly from the Reign of Saul to the Captivity, but even for fome Ages after ? Finally^ 
"tis fi^id, Judith lived in the houfe of her husband an hundred- and five years - and in all the 
days of her life there was none that difinrhed the peace of. Ifraely nor for many days thereafter 
• CO- When Judith killed Hoiofernes^ {he is faid to have been a young Woman, able to charm 
that Prince with her Beauty 5 conlequently Peace muft have continued in Ifrael at leaft eigh- 
ty Years : Which they never enjoyed lince they were a Nation, nor fcarce any other People. 
This is an Obje<5lion which Dr. Przdeanx owns is not in his power to anfwer : And indeed it 
deftroys the Authority of the whole £ook. 

To go on with our Hiftory 5 in the fifty firft Year af 'Manaffeh died Saofdttchens King of 
Babylon and Affyria^ and Chyniladamts (^5 reigned in his Room, twenty two Years. Dejoces 
King o'i Media being dead, after a Reign of fifty three Years, P^r^or?^^. his. Son fucceeded, and 
governed Media twenty two Years. 

Majiajfeh King Judah having reigned fifty five Years, and lived fixty feven, died at Je* 
5507. rnfalem CO ; and they buried him in the Garden of his own Houfe. Nothing of that Honour 
c. ^vas done to him at his Funerals, as to his Father. Wicked Men,tho* Penitents, may recover 
their Comfort fooner than their Credit. 

To him fucceeded Avimon his Son, who gave himfelf up to iaU Manner of Wickednefs and 

Impiety ^ for he facrificed to the carved Images that his Father had made, and.ferved them* 

He exceeded the Wickednefs of the firftpart of his Father's Reign, and never imitated him 

in Repentance, Whereon the Servants of his Houfe confpired againft him, and wickedly flew 

him, after he had reigned two Years : But the People of the Land put. ail of them to Death 

who had murdered the King, and buried him in the Garden of U%%a (m), 

Jofiah his Son fucceeded him in the Kingdom, being then but eight Years old. His early 

J/itfc. I'i^cy, walking in the Way of David his Father, without turning afide to the Right Hand, or 

rf u. ' to the left OOj is rather to be afcribed to the fovereign free Grace of God, than to the good 

Con* 
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Condudt of his Guardians. The Lord made him, tho' born of wicked Parents, tho^ under 
tlie Influence of evil Example, who no doubt advifed him to tread in his Father's Steps, to be 
an eminent Sainr5and to perfovere in Holinefs all the Days of his Life, without going afide 
either to Superflition or profanenefs. 

In the fixth Year of Jq/z^/^g Pferor/jJ YJiV\go^ Media ^ having brought under him aii the 
upper to the North of Mount ^aimis^ and the River Halys 5 and alio having fubducd 
the Perfians^ marched againft the j^r/^awj, with aDefign to take Nineveh butther;3 had the 
Misfortune to be overthrown in the Attempt and both he and his Army periflied, when 
he had reigned twenty two Years. 

Jofiab in the eight Year of his Reign (h^^ being then fixteen Years old, began the Refor- 
xnation of his Kingdom, by purging out all Mohuments of Idolatry that had been introduced by 
his Father and Grandfather, and' fought the Lord his God with all his Might. 

Cyamres the Son of Phraortes fucceeded his Father in Media Q ^^^^and drew together a grcac 
Anny^ to be revenged on the Affyrians for the late Lofs, wherein his Father and his Army pe- 
rifiiedj and having overthrown them, laid again Siege to called hy Herodote^ Ni^ 

niis-^ but before he could make any Progrefs,he was called to defend his own Territories againft 
another Adverfary j for the Scythians^ under Ma dyes the Son of Prototbyas^ from the Farts 
about Pains Mtsotis^^ paffing round Mount Caucafus^ had made an Inroad upon him 5 and he 
had bad Succefs againft them j for they variquifhed him in Battle, difpoflefthim of aii the up- 
per Jfia^ and reigned there twenty eight Years, during which Time they enlarged their Con- 
queftsinto Syria^^.^ far as the Borders of Egypt. But Pfa^nniiticns King q£ Egypt prevailed 
on them with Entreaties and large Gifts, that they proceeded no further. .In this Expediti- 
on they feized on Be'thJIoean (i) a City in the Tribe of Manajfeh^ to the Well Side of Jordan^ 
and kept it as long as^hey flaid in Afia j wherefore from them it was nanied Scythopolis^ or 
the City of the Scythians, How far they ravaged Jtidea at that Lime, is hot on Record, only 
Herodote (js") tells us,Thatfome of the Scythian Scraglers robbed the Temple oi'Venus Urania ac 
Afcalon j for which tliey and their Pofterity \v<?re .afih^ed with Emrpds for a long while. 

'^ofiab in the twelfth Year of his Reign, being "twenty -Years of Age, proceeded to perfect 
that Reformatipn which he had begun 5 and to that End purged yndab and Jernfalem of the 
liigh Places and the Groves, broke down the Altars of ' Baalvn^ with the niolten and. carved 
Images, made Duft of them, which he ftrowed upon the.Graves of them that had facrificed : 
And when he had thus cleanf<?d Judab and yernfaleni^ ,he went into the Cities of Epbraim siv\<X 
Manajfeb^ which feem then to 'have been fubjtift to him, and did.tfie fame Cj^)- thir- 
teenth Year o^Jofiab^ Jeremiah (g) was'called to ,the prophetick Office, which he difcharged 
for above forty Years, warning yudabsLnA Jerufakm of the Wrath of God for their Iniqui- 
ties, and calling them to Repentance, in order to turn it away, till on their continuing obdu- 
rate in their evil ways, it, was poured out to their Deftruftion. The Prophet Zejihaniah did 
alfo execute his Office in the Reign of ^opah (Jo), He fortells the general £jeftrudlion of 
dab ;ind Jernfalem hy ihQ Chaldeans '{ov their Sins, which had provoked God, calls them to 
Repentance, threatens the neighbour Nations with the like Deftruftion, and gives encouraging 
Promifes of their joyful Return out of Captivity in due Time, with a Reference .to the Grace 

of the Gofpel. 

In the fifteenth Year o^Jojzah^ Chymladanns King of Babylon and AJJyria, having by h\$ 
effeminate Government for twenty two Years C rendred himfelf contemptible to his People, 
Nabopolajfar^ General of his Army, took the Ad vantage to fet up for himfelf i and being a£^T 
lylojuan by Birth, made ufeof his Intereft there, to feize that part of the utf^ri^w' Empire, 
and reigned there twenty one Years. 

Jofiab in the eighteenth Year of his Reign, took fpecial Care to repair the Houfe of God : A, JVf, 
To that End he font feveral Officers of his.Court to take Account of the Money collefted for 33^7- 
it, and to command Hilkiab the High-prieft. to fecit laid but. for doing the. Work. In Furfu- "^^1" f ■ 
ancc of this Order the High-prieft took a^TView of the Houfe, to fee what was neceflary to 
be done; and while he was examining every Place, he found an authentick Copy of the Law 
of the Lord, which, 'tis like, was hid in the Tinae Mahajfeh^ that it rnight not be deftroy- 
ed. EIcfTed be God, the Bible may now be in every Body's Hand : Tho' 'tis a Jewel, 'tis np 
Rarity. This Copy Hilkiab feat by Sbaphan the Scribe to the King, who read fome part of 
in Qi). The Place, as the JewiJJo Dodlors think, was the Threatnings denounced againft thofe 
vx'ho difobey the Law in Detit. xxviii. In hearing thereof, good J-ofiab rent his Clothes, 
l:no\ving how much the People and their Fathers had by their Sins deferved thefe Curies, 
To eafe his Mind, he fent Hilkiab the High-prieft, with fome Officers of the Court to Hnldab 
the Prophetefs, to enquire of the Lord. She anfwered, That the Lord would bring Evil up- 
on Jernfalem^ and the Inhabitants thereof, for thei-r Apoftafy, Idolatry, and other Tranfgref-

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iions, the Wrath of God would be poured out on them not to be quenched : But as to Jofiah^ 
hecaufe bii heart was trnder^ and he humbled bimfielfy the evil Jlsall not come in his day^s • 
f^all tome to his gi^ave in peace. For thb* he died in Battle, yef he died ixi Peace and Favour 
with God before the People were carHed into Captivity. However the good King, to ap- 
peafe the Wrath of God, and to carry on a Work of Reforipacioh, as flir as he coLild, called a 
folenin AfTembly dfjtU the Eldefsbfthfc People ; where after fHe reading of the Book of the 
Law to them for their Inftrudhioh'jboth he and the People pdblickly entered into a folenin Co- 
venahtj to walk after the Lord, to keep his Commands, Teftimonies and Statutes. After 
this he made another Progrefs through the Land to pu'rge It of all Abomihatidhs and Monu- 
ments of Idolatry i all which he rooted .out 5 particulaHy he deflroycd the Altar and 
high Plafce which Jerohoam the Sort o^K^eb'at had built at Bdh-el ; whereby he fulfilled what a 
Man of God had prophefied cT hirH by Name^ many Ages before (b') : Arid he made the fame 
Reformation in all the Cities o{ SamaYia. Ah"d \vhen the next Paflbver approached, he caiifed 
fhat Feall to h6 kept ^vith fo greait Solemnity as It nbt only exceeded chat iri the Days of Hen 
r^ektdb^\>\xt alfo all bther5i from\the Days of 6'a7nuH thfe Prophet'^ (jhto that Time (^). 

In the twehty fifth Yq^t o^joftah^ died Pfajjwiiticas King bi' Egypt (djy after he hacf reigned 
fifty four Years, and was fucceeded by N<fcns his' SOn^ \</h6 in holy Scripture is called Pba-- 
raob'Necbo, He made an Attempt to join the Nile and the KedSea^ by drawing a Canal from 
the one to the other 5 but after he had loft an hundred and twenty thou'fand Men in that 
Work, he was forced to defift from it ; but had better Succefs in another Undertaking ; For 
Sv*^ are told (ff), that he Having got fothe expert 'Phmticiait Sailors into his Sen ice, fent them 
out by the Cbafts of the KedSen'^ tb difcoVer the Coafls of Africa^ who having performed 
their Voyage in the third Year, came home through the Stteights oi^ Gibraltar^ called by Hi- 
rodot&y the Piliars of HcrcnUs^ and the Mediterraizean Sea to Egypt, This was an extraordi- 
hary Voyage in thofc Times : which was m&re tertainly pGrfofmcd by Vdfque:& di Gctmd^ 
bout two thoufandonc hundred Years after, in the Year of our Lord 14.97, when a Trade wds 
opened from Europe to the eaftern Parts of the V/orld, which hath Contifiued et^er fince. 

In the twenty ninth Year o^joji^b^ which was the twenty third Cyaicare^ King of ife- 
idiay Nabbpblaffar King of Bdbylon; hAving made a'n Affinity with Jlfiyciges (fj^ the eldeft Soni 
t){ Cyaxares^ by the Marriage ftf Nchiichadncz^d-i' his Son with Amytis the Daughter of Jfty-^ 
eigesy entred into a Confederacy with him againft the Affyrians j and joining their Forces, tliey 
befieged Niniveb : And after taking the Place,and killing the King thereof, to gi Citify the Medet^ 
they utterly deftroyed that great ancient City ^ and ftom that Time Babylon beeanie the fold 
Metropolis of the Affyrian Empire. Str^iho (g^ fays. That JV/Vz/^J, 01^ h^i^zeveb was bigger than 
Babyh7f - and Diodbrns Siintlus {h') affirms it was 486 Furlongs in Circuit, which makes fixty 
of our Miles. And this agrees wdl' with the Account given by the* Prophet yc;?^/j',iii. 3, that if 
was an exceedi;:^ gr^at city^ of three days journey : For twenty Miles is as fnuih as One' 
i:an well go in Circuit in one Day. Ih the' Deflrudlion thereof, the Prediftiohs of the Pro- 
phets JombWl 4. of Nabum ii. 3". and of lltpbamab H. 13, — 15. were all accomplilhed. 

Here ends the apocryphal Book of Tobit (O, Which befidcs the Argutn'enfs juftly D'fed n- 
^ainft thefe Books C^}, affords tnany Arganifents of it felf to prove that *eis not canonical 
nor any Part of the infallible Rule of Faith and Manners. For how comes an Angel, under the' 
Name of RiZpZ?^^/ there to pretend to be born of the Children of Napbtali^ carried Ca'ptiv^ 
tmto Nineveh (J) } To befure a good Ang61 would not tell fuch a falfe Stoi^y. lioW comes 
the Angel to be named KApha^l^ thfe Pbyfician of dod^ aAd the Devil to' be called Afmodmi^ 
Kjri) ? Thefe flrange Names couM proceed from nothing but JewiJJj Fables. The Story of arf 
Angel act&mpanying in a long JoUrney, under the Shape of AzariHs j the Account or 

Ragrcers Daughter j the frighting away of the Devil by the Smoke of the Heart and Livef 
of a Fifi^, with theCiire ofTobifs Blindnefs, by the Gall of the fame Fifh C;0> loo]!L more like 
the Fables of Horner^ than" the Writings of d facred Hiftorian. We know that Devils are caft 
out by Failing and Prayer C^), iiot by abominable Charms. The Speech of the Angel in 
2o^/V xii. 15. I am Kaphdely one of the holy Angels ivhich ft atid before the Lotd^ and offer the 
prayers of Jai?its to Gody pirfinly favours Idolatry and Angel-Worfhip, joining Creatures with 
our only Mediator, in the Performance of his Office. Thefe befides other Things obfefved by 
learned Men on this Subjeifl (^p% /hew that this Book Is not canonical ^ or, as a Jeztiflo Chro- 
nologer fpcaks iq)^ that 'tis full of idle fbolifli Sayings. 
'A. M. The Babylonians and the Medes having deftroyed Nineveh, as hath been told, their Neigh- 
■?540-_ bours became jealous of their Power 5 and to check it,' JSIecho King of Egypt in the thirty firft 

and laft Year of Jofiaby marched with a great Army towards EupbrdtdSy to make War, as 

Joje-^ 
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<jofepbus Qa) fays, tipon thofe who had dijfolved the AiTyrian Empire. Which Ihews that this 
War commenced immediately after the Deftru£tion of Nineveh^ as before obferved. Upon 
Jslechd's taking his Way through Jiidea^ Jofiah refoived to hinder his March j and to this end 
poftcd his Forces in the Valley Megiddo : Whereupon Necho let him know that the War 
was defjgned againft others, and delired him not to meddle in it, left it Ihould turn to hiai 
Hurt (^). Jofiab not hearkening t6 this Advice, was overthrown and fore wounded In the 
Battle j of which he died at his Return to Jeriifalem, 'Tis the Opinion of many, that JojU 
ah engaged ralhly in this War j but the learned Dr. Prideaiioo Qc) is of another Mindj and 
not without Reafon ; That from the Time oi: MauaJfeFs Reftitution, the Kings oijndab 
were Homagers to the Kings of Babylon^ and bound by Oath to adhere to themj'^and defend 
that Border of the Empire againft all their Enemies, efpecialiy againft the Egyptians : And 
in confequence of this Contracl:, Jofiah v/as obh'ged to venture on this War. To this end the 
Bahyloma72S had conferred upon him the antienc Inheritance of the ten Tribes, though the 
Conqueft thereof had been begun by ^iglath-pilefer^ and afterwards finifl3ed by Salmanefet 
and Efat'-haddon. It is evident that JofiaF^ Reformation went over Bethel^ Samaria^ and 
:tIJ the Tribes, as well as Jiidea y and that Megiddo^ where he fought, was in the Tribe of Ma^ 
mjjeh^ on the Weft, or this Side oijorda?! Qd) 5 which Territories he was obliged to defend 
by the faid Homage. Herodote (j) mentions this War, when he telJs, Stbat Necos King of 
Egypt fought with the Syrians at Magdolo, gained the Vidfory^ and after the Battle fei%ed the 
great City Cadytis, We fee in 2 Kiiigs^ xxiii. 31, — — 35. a plain Account of what Fha-^ 
raoh-nechoh did at Jeriifalem ^ and that Necos is the Heathen Name of this Egyptian King^ 
and Qidytis^ which is near of Kin to Kadejb^ holy^ is very applicable to that City, hath been 
more fully infifted upon by others (/). The Death of lb excellent a Prince was juftly lament** 
ed by all his Subjects, as being the Beginning of all their Sorrows 5 for from his Death they 
had no Time of Profperity, till after the Captivity. This was throughly feen by the Prophet 
Jeremiah^ who penned a Lamentation, now loft, upon this doleful Occafion (g^ i and which 
was diftindl from the Book of Lamentations ftill extant in the Canon of the Holy Scriptures^ 
which the Prophet wrote upon the Deftrudtion oi Jernfalem, Not only this Prophet, but ail 
the linging Men and Women fpake of Jofiah in their Sorrows : And it was mentioned long 
after this, by the Mourning oi Hadad Kimmon in the Valley of Megiddo This City was 

afterwards named Maximianopolis (z), and was near the Place where this pious 'Prince and 
great Reformer got his deadly Wounds. 

After the Death oi Jofiah^ the People of the Land took Jehoaha% his Son, who was alfo 
called Shallum Q.\ and made him King. He was unlike his Father, for he did that which 
was evil in the Sight of the Lord, and therefore was foon tumbled down from his Throne : 
For Pharaoh-necboh having defeat the Babylonians at the River Euphrates^ and taken Carche-- 
mifij CO9 ^ great City in thofe Parts, which he fecured with a good Garrifon. On his Re- 
turn to Egypt^ hearing that Jchoaha% had taken upon him to be King of Jiidab without his 
Confent, he lent for him-to \xx Syria where he put him in Chains, and fent him 

Prifoner to Bgypt^ where he died (m). BTefore his Captivity he reigned only- three Months ; 
whicli feem to be a Part of the laft- Year oi Jofiah ( n)^ and therefore enter not into Chrono- 
logy : And he feems to have been younger than Jehoiakim his Brother i for he was only 
twenty three Years old, when his Brother was twenty five yet the People of the 

Land chofe him upon his Father's Death. 

Jehoaha% being carried Prifoner into Egypt ^ Pharaoh^nechob made Eliakim King in his ftead^ 
changing his Name into Jehoiakim (p), and put the Land to an annual Tribute of an hun- 
dred Talents of Silver, and a Talent of Gold, Cwhich amounts to fifty feven thoufand five 
hundred Pounds Sterling') and then returned to his own Country. Jehoiakim when he began 
the Adminiftration of the Kingdom, followed the evil Example of his Brother Jeboaba^^ of 
his Grandfather Amon^ and his Great-grandfather Manaffeh j but defpifed the Reformation of 
his religious Father Jofiah. The Body of the People, who never heartily liked Amendment of 
Life, acceded to the corrupt Inclinations of their prefent Sovereign. Wherefore the Prophet 
Jeremiah (jf) went into the King*s Houfe, and there denounced Judgments againft him and 
his Family, if he did not repent 5 and after that went into the Temple, and there fpake to all 
the People (r) after the fame Manner. The Priefts who attended the Temple being offend- 
ed with this Freedom, fought Jeremiah to put him to Death 5 but Ahikam one of the chief 
Lords of the Council, fo far befriended the Prophet, as he got him acquit by the Vote of 
the Princes, and of the Elders of the People then prefent. Uriah^ another Prophet of the 
Lord, who had prophefied in the fame Manner, did not fo eafily efcape : For Jehoiakim 
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foueht to put him to Death j and though he fled to Egypt^ the King got him fei^ed there, 
and brought him up to Judea^ where he caufed kill him with the Sword, and made hjs dead 
Body to be thrown into the Graves of the common People C^) 5 which haftned on the Judg. 
ments of God againft the King and the Land. In the third Year of Jehoiaktm Nabopolaf. 
far King of Babylon findings that on the King of Egypfs taking Carcbe^mfi, all Syrza and Pa. 
i€(iv2e had revolted to him, took his Son Nebitchadne7:.%ar into Parnerfhip with him m the £in. 
pire and lent him with an Army into thofe Parts C^). From hence the Jewijh Computation 
of the Years oi Nebuchadve%%ar begin. To as the End of the third, or Beginnmg of the fourth 
Year ofjeboiakim^ was the firft Year of Nobuch adne%%ar (jf) ^ which was the twenty third, 
from the thirteenth of Jofiah^ in which Jeremiah began to prophefy C^) i but by the Baby. 
Ionian Account, the Reign of Nebuchadnezzar began upon his Father s Death, two Years af- 
ter this. Both Computations being found in Scripture, this ought to be noticed for reconci- 

^*"fn the^fourth Year of Jehoiakim^ Nehuci?adne^zar having defeated the Army of Pharaoh 
72echob. at. the River Euphrates^ and retaken Carchemijh CO 5 where Vengeance was taken for 
the Death of good King Jofiah-^ he marched towards Paleftine^ to recover thefe Provinces to 
the Babyio72iJI^ Empire. On his Approach, the Kechabites^ who according to the Inftitution 
of JonaAab their Father abftained from Wine, and had hitherto lived in Tents, retired for 
thcur Safety to Jetufaism (/). The fame Year Jeremiah Qg) prophefied of th»^ coming of 
Nebucbad72C%%ar againft Jernfalem^ and of the Captivity of feventy Years that Ihould enfue. 
But thofe Warnings having no Effeda fo as to bring the People to Repeiitanccj God com- 
manded the Prophet to write in a Roll all the Words of his Prophecies which he had fpoke, 
from the thirteenth of Jcfiab to that Time, when Jeremiah called Bamch the Son of l^eriah^ 
a ready Scribe, who wrote all that God ordered {h), and went up and read it on the greac 
Feaft of Expiation, September tenth, in the Temple before the People. Jeremiah could not: 
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all Places wherefoever he fhould go* In ]>40vember thereafter NehicbadnezA.ar laid Siege to 
Jernfalem, made himfelf Mafter of it ; and having taken Jehoiakim Prifoner, put him in Fet- 
ters to carry him to Babylon. But upon his Submilllon to become a Servant, and tributary to 
the Babylonians Qk^, NcbnchadnexAar marched from 7cr^//^/e;?ii to profecute his Victories againft 
the Egyptiafis, But before he removed, he caufed great Numbers of the Jews to be fent Captives 
to Babylon 5 and particularly gave Ot^zvs 10 A fph€na% the Mafter of the Eunuchs (/), to carry 
off fuch of the Royal Seed and of the Nobility, as he found to be of the faireft Countenance 
and beft Pares : Among whom were Daniely Hananiab, Mijloael and Jzariah 5 whereby was 
fulfilled the Word of the Lord fpoken by Jfaiab to He%ekiah King of Judah (m)^ above one 
hundred Years before. At the fame Time alfo he carried away a great Part of the Veffell 
of the Houfe of the Lord, to put them in the Houfe of Bel his Idol at Babylon (n). The 
People being thus carried into Captivity, the Son^of the Royal Family and the Nobility be- 
ing made Eunuchs and Slaves in the Palace of the King of Babylon^ the Veflels of the 
Temple being taken thither, the King made a Tributary, and the whole Land brought into 
Servitude under the Babylonians j from hence muft be reckoned the Beginning of the feven- 
ty Years of the Babylonijb Captivity foretold by the Prophet Jeremiah ip) j and the 
fourth Year of Jehoiakim muft be the firft Year in that Computation. And therefore here 
ends this Period, from the building of Solomofz^s Temple, to the firfb Year of the Captivity. 
Only we may obferve, that the Scythians^ who had for twenty eight Years (p;) held all the 
Upper Jfia^ comprehending the two Armenia's^ Cappadoeia^ Bontns^ Colchis and Iberia^ were 
this Year driven out of it. The Medes^ whom they had difpofTefled of thefe Provinces, had 
long endeavoured to recover them by open Force j but finding themfelves unable to fucceed 
this Way, they at length accompliJhed it by Treachery : For under the Covert of a Peace, 
they invited many of them to a Feaft j where having made them drunk QqX they flew them 
all. After which having fubdued the reft, they recovered from them all they had loft, and 
again extended their Empire to the River Halys^ which had been the antient Borders of 1: 

towards the Weft. f ^ n. i_ 

Having explained the facred Hiftory, removed and anfwered the Queftions thaf occur m 
the Chronology of that Time, and given a View of the Affairs of the World during this Pe- 
riod i k now remains to account for the Years from the building of the Temple to the Begin- 
jning of the feventy Years Captivity. I have before (O ftated them at 408 Years, from the 
Year of the World 2936, to the Year 3344, or from the Year before the Birth of Chrift 1014, 
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\ e Year 606. The particular Enumeration of the Years, "with the Scripture-texts to prove

J\ ^HO lAKIMy in ftead t)f being amended by thofe fad Calamities before related^ 
"T" which by the Hand of Gdd had been infli<fted upon him and his Kingdom^ rather be- 
came worfe under them 5 sindjudab and Jentfalem kept pace with him in Wickednefs, 
notwithftanding Jeremi&b the Prophet was conftantly exhorting them to turn to the Lord 
their God, that their Deftru<Slion might be prevented. They having on the ninth Month 
proclaimed a Faft, to lament the Miferies they had fuffered in taking Jenifalem the former 
Year, the Prophet fent Bar^cb again to read the Roll of the Prophecies and Warnings before 
them 5 which he did in the Chamber o£Gemariab the Son of Sbapban the Scribe, this being 
the Room where, it feems, the King's Council ufed to fit, at the Eaft Gate of the Temple. 
Micatc^b the Son of Gemariab went ftraight to the Palace^ and informed the King's Council j 
who fent for Baruch, and caufed him fit down and read the Roll (^). Upon hearing it, and 
being told that it was all dilated by the Prophet, they were much afraid, and deiircd him to 
leave the Roll, and that he and Jeremiab might go and hide themfelvcs, that none might 
find them j and went in, and informed the King of what had paft. Whereupon the King 
fent for the Roll, and caufed Jebiidi read it to him : But after hearing three or four Leaves 
thereof, as he was fitting in his Winter-parlour, he cut it out with a Pen-knife, and caft it in- 
to the Tire before him on the Hearth, till the Roll was all confumed, tho' fome of his Coun- 
cil advifed him not to do it. This was an impudent Affront to the God of Heaven, whofe 
MelTage this was. It declared that he was relolved to perfifl: in his Sins, that he could not 
bear Reproof, and that he bore an Indignation at Baruch and Jeremiab j for he iffued out an 
Order to apprehend them ; but they had hid themfelves, and could not be found. The Roll 
being burnt, another was writ from the Mouth of the Prophet, wherein was contained all that 
was in the former Roll, with the Addition of many like Words, concerning the Deftruftion 
of the Land o^Judab^ and the Ruin oijeboiakim and his Houfe, 

Nehivhad^ez.car departing from Jenifalem^ carried on for this Year the War againft the £■* 
gyptzans^ with fuch'Succefs as he drove them out o^^WSyria zndPaleJiim^ from the River 
fhrates to the River oi^ Egypt (n) : Where the River of Egypt is not the M/e, but a filiall Rivulet 
in the Defart, that was a known Boundary between Canaan and Egypt (x). Towards the End of 
this Year died NabopolaJJar King o£ Babylon, the Father Nebttebadnetxar, after he had reign- 
ed twenty one Years (jv). Whereupon Nebucbadn€z.t,ar, with a few Followers, made hafte 
to BabyloUj where he took pofTefTion of the whole Empire j which then contained Cbaldea^ 
Ajfyria^ Arabia^ Syria and Paleftine 5 over which he reigned forty three Years. In the fe* ^^ 
venth Year o^Jehoiakim, which was the fecond Year of Nebticbadnex.z.ar according to the Ba^ ^03. * 
hylQ72iJl3 Acconnty and the fourth according to the jewijb, Daniei revealed to NebHcbadnez.t.ar 
tiie Dream which he had forgot, and alfo interpreted it concerning the four Monarchies (z.\ 
the Babylonian, Pvrfian, Grecian and Roman : Whereupon the Prophet was advanced to Ho- 
nour, being made chief Ruler over the whole Province of Babylon, and chief Governor over 
the Wife-men i and at his Requeft^ his three Companions, Sbadracb^ Mejbacb md Abed-7iego, 
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were alfo advanced to Pofls of Honour- The fame Year Jehoiakim^ after he had lerved the 
YJvagoi Babylon three Years, rebelled agalnft him (ji) % and refufing to. pay him any more 
Tribute, renewed his Confederacy with Pbaraoh-necbob King of Egypt, Whereupun Nebn. 
chadneTLMY fent Orders to all his Lieutenants and Governors of Provinces in thofe Parts to 
make War upon him 5 which brought upon him Invafions ffom every Quarter, the Bands of 
the Chaldees^ Syrians^ Moahttes^ Ammonites^ and other Nations fubjecfi: to the Bahylonijh Ena. 
pire liarafiing him on every Side. Thus they continued to do for three or four Years together" 
till in the eleventh Year of his Reign, all Parties joining together againft him, they befieged 
him in Jerufalcm 5 and having taken him Prifoner, 'tis like in fome Sally or other, they flew 
c. him with the Sword, and call out his Body without one of the Gates of Jerufalem^ allowing 
it no other Burial, as the Prophet 5^fr^;/7/^?i? C^) had foretold, than that of an Afs ^ that is to 
rot and be confumed in the open Air. 

This Year died his Confederate, Pharaoh-necbob King of Bgypt^ after he had reigned fix- 
teen Years (O i ^i^d Pfdmnms his Son fucceeded in that Kingdom. 

Jcboiakim being dead, Jehoiacb'm his Son reigned in his ftead (i). He is alfo called 
tomab^ and Cof^iab (/), In s Kiugs^ xxiv. 8. 'tis faid he was eighteen Years old when he 
began to reign ^ but in the Chronicles 'tis only eight. Which Difference may be reconciled 
either, FirR, by granting that in his eighth Year he began to reign with his Father, who 
made him King as other Kings of Jfrael and Jndab in Times of Trouble, and in his eighteenth 
Year he reigned alone ^ or. Secondly, he is in the Chronicles called a Son of eight Years 
when he began to reign, becaufe this was the Year, not of his Age, but of the Bahylonijh Ca- 
ptivity, under which both he and his Father had been juft fo long ^ for from the fourth of 
""jehoiakim^ to the firft Year of Jcboiacbifi^ are precifely eight Years. Jehoiacbin doing evil 
in the Sight of the Lord, as his Father had done, this drew down a t)eclaration of God's 
Wrath againft him by the Prophet yetemiah (f). Which was executed ; For after his Fa- 
ther's Death, the Servants oi Nsbucbadm%%ary or his Lieutenants and Governors of Provinces 
continued to block up Jsrnfalem ; and after three Months, the King o{ Babylon himfelf came 
in Perfon, and vigoroufly attacked the City, Jehoiacbin finding himfelf unable to defend ir 
went out, with his Mother, his Princes and Servants, and delivered himfelf to the BahylL 
nian (g). But he obtained no other Favour, than to fave his Life : For he was carried to 
Babylon in Chains, where he continued Ihut up in Prifon till the Death NehiiGhadne%%ar 
tin'rty feven Years after this. He is writ childlefs ^er. xxii. 30. not becaufe he had no Children' 
for his Sons are named i Chron, iii. 17. but, as the Prophet exprelTeth it in the Place cited' 
becaufe m man of his feed did proffer^ fitting upon the throne of David^ and ruling any more 
in Jndab : For though Salatbiel his Son be one of our Lord's Progenitors yet he feems 
to have lived and died in a mean Condition, among the Captives at Babylon, Nehtichadnezzar 
having made Jehoiacbin Piifoner, foon made himfelf Mafter of Jertifalem^ and carried out 
thence all the ireafnrcs of the boufe of the Lord^ and the treafures of the kin^s boufe^ and cut 
sn pieces all the ^ejfels of gold^ 'wbich Solomon king of Jfrael had made^ in the temple of the 
Lord i a72d be carried away all tbe princes^ witb all tbe mighty men of 'valour^ even ten tboti- 
fand captives J and all the craftfmen and fmitbs^ with the king's mother^ and the king^s wives^ 
and his officers j none remained^ fave tbe pooreft fort of tbe people. And out of the reft of the 
Land he took feven thottfand men of mighty and of craftfmen and fmitbs one tboufaftd^ all that 
'^zcrc ftroizg and apt for war (i) ; befides three thoufand and twenty three which had been 
carried away the Year before out of the open Country. With the mighty Men of Valour A'f- 

bucb^dnc'2t.ar recruited his Army, and the Artificers he employed in carrying on his Buildings 

at Babylon. 

In this Captivity Ezekiel the Prophet, the Son of Bti%i^ of the Houfe Aaron was carried 
to Babylon j and f rom this Year he reckons throughout his Prophecies, as B%eK i. 2. and xl. i. 
The poorer Sort of the People being ftill left in the Land, Nebucbad72e%%ar made Mattaniah 
Son of Jofiah^ and Uncle of Jehoiacbin King over them, taking of him an Oath of Fidelity i 
and chaiiging ins Name to Zedekiab^to fignify tbe Jttftice of God^ that would be inflidled if he 
\ iolated what he had fworn toobferve CO- Zedekiah reigned eleven Years in Jerufalem^ but 
his Ways being as evil in the Sightof the Lord as any of his Predeceftbrs, this drew downttie 
Ueftrutlion of the City and Temple, and other Calamities with which his Reign ended, 

"Refore Nebuchadnezzar came upon the Expedition laft mentioned sigaini^ Jerrifalemy he was 
irnployed in fettling a Peace between the Medes and the Perfia7is, Thefe Nations had been at 
A V ar with various Succefs about the Boundaries of their Empire for five Years. In the fixth 
tliev engaged in a Battle i which they intended fhould be decifive: But while the Fortune of 
the Day feemed to hang in an equal Ballancejthere happened an Eciipie,which overlpread both 
Armies with Darknefs j which was foretold by Shales the Milefian^ according to Herodote (w).

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The Competitors being frightned, defilled from fighting, j and agreed to refer the Con" 
troverfy to the Arbitration of two neighbouring Princes. The Lydians chofe Siennefis Kine 
of Cilicia^ and the Medes^ NebuchadneZTLar^ whom Her odote Qa) c^Ws Lahyj2etns Tyxsint of 
Babylon-, who made up a Peace on Terms that jlfty^ge^^Son of Cy ax ares King of Media fhould 
take to Wife ^w;^^ the Daughter of Halyates YJm^ oi ih^ Lydians. Of which Marriage, 
within a Year, was born Qyaicares.^ called in the Book Daniel^ Darius the Median. Abouc 
the fame Time Aftyages gave his Daughter Mandana by a former Wife in ilarriage to QamL 
hyfes the Perfiaji^ of whom next Year, being, the laft oljehoiakim^ was born Cyrwj. the Foun« 
der of the Ferfian Monarchy^ whpfe Life and Alliens we fhall hear of afterwards. 

Zedekiah being fettled on the Throne at Jertifalem^ Jeremiah had in a Vifion fhewn unto 
him . the Reftauration, which God would give to them that were carried into Captivity with 
the Mifery and Defolation that would befai them and their King, who were ftiil in the Land, 
under the Type of two Baskets of Figs (b). The fame Year God foretold to Jeremiah^ xJix 
34—39- the Confufion that he would bring upon Elam or Perfidy a Kingdom lying Eaftward 
beyond the R-iver S/gw, and the Reftauration he would give thereto. All which came to 
pafs i for this Country was conquered by Nehichadne%%ar • but afreiwards joining with Cyrus 
it helped to fubdue the Babylonians 5 and Shufloan the chief City oi thac Province, beciJme the 
(0 Metropolis of the P^rj^iJ/i Empire. After the Departure of iV^W^^^^exiitfj- cut of Jiidea 
Zedekiah having fettled himfelf in the Kingdom,the Kings of the Ammonites^Moabites^Edomites 
Zidonians^ ftyrians and others, fent to congratulate him upon his Advancement, and to prOpofe 
to him a League agajnft the King of Babylon. Whereupon Jeremiah^ by the Command of God, 
made him Yokes and Bands, and fent them by thefe MefTengers to their Mafters to af- 
fure them that God had given all thefe .Countries to the King of Babylon 5 that they fjjould 
ferve him and his fon^ and hisfonsfon. If they obeyed hitri it ihouid be well with them,and with 
their Land i butif othei-wifejthey fhould be confuraedand deftroyed. He fpake to Zedekiah sifttv 
the fame Manner^ which had that Influence on him^that he did not then join in that League : 
But when it was afterwards ftrengthned by the Acceffion of the Egyptians and other Nations, 
he joined in the Confederacy, to the Ruin of himfelf and of his Country. 

Zedekiah^ about the fecond Year of his Reign, fent Eiafah the Son ofShaphan^ and demariah 
the Son of Hilkiab to Babylon^ on an Embafly to Nebuchadnezzar, By them Jeremiah the 
Prophet wrote a Letter to the Jews who had been carried Captives, warning them hot to be 
deceived by the falfe Prophets, as if their Captivity were to be but for a Ihort Time 5 for it 
was to continue fevemy Years: And therefore they ought to build Houfes," and provide for 
themfelves in the Country whethei; they were carried, and feek the Peace thereof: For thefe 
who remained in Jndah and Jerafalem fhould be fo far from being able to effe<5iuate any Re- 
ftauration, that themfelves would be confumed by Sword, Famine, and PefHIencc, and the 
reft fcattered over the Face of the Earth, as a Reproach among the Nations (O- And as to 
their falfe Prophets, he denounced a fearful Deftru<51:ion againft rhem 5 which was all accom- 
pliihedi ^ov Nehncbadnez.zar^ finding that they haddifturbed the People by their vain Predicti- 
ons, hindering them to make 5ettlements in the Places where he had planted them, caufei 
thefe Prophets to be feized and roafted in the Fire. Thefe Letters being read to the Jews of 
the Captivity, had good EfFed^s upon fome, but not upon the greater Part : For Shemaiah the 
Nebelamite wrote to Jernfalem complaining oi' Jeremiah ^ which being fignified to the Prophet, 
he denounced a fevere Punifhment upon Shemaiah for the iame. 

In the fourth Year of Zedekiah^ and fifth JVionth, Hdnaniah the Son of Ax.iir of Giheon (^f\ 
prophefied falfely in the Name of the Ldrd, that within two full Years,' all the Velfels of the 
Lord, with Jeconiahy and all the Captives, fliould be returned to Jertifalem. Whereon Je^ 
remiah by Commillion from the Lord, told that God had not fenc Hanaitiah to fpeak lb, but 
that falfe Teacher made the People truft a Lie j and therefore helhould be fmitten and die* 
And accordingly he died in the feventh Month of that Year, two Months after his Prediftion* 
The fame Year Jeremiah had revealed to him the Prophelies which we have in the fifty and 
and fifty firft Chapters of his Book concerning the Judgments of God, which were to be in- 
fiided upon Chaldea and Baby Ion ^ by th^ Modes and Perjlans ^ which Jeremiah wrote in a 
Book, and delivered it to Seraiah the Son of Neriab Qg\ the Brother of Barnchy who waa 
then feiK to Babylon^ commanding him, when he fhould come thither, he lliould read the fame, 
and bind a Stone to it, and cafl: it into the midftof the River, to fignify, that fo ihould Baby- 
Ion fink, and never rife any more ; which hath been fmce fully verified : For 'tis now abouC 
two thoufand Years fince Babylon hath been wholly defolate, as (hall be afterwards obfcrved. 

The Book of Banich is pretended by fome (^b^ to have been writ at this Time ; tho' if that 
Apocryphal Book confift with it felf^ it appears from Barttcb i. 2. In the fifth year^ the feventh 
^^y of the month^ at that titiie when the Chaldeans took Jertifalem and btifnt it ivitb fire^ 
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Chap. I 
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that the Book muffibe writ after the burning of Jeriifakm, which was in the eleventh Year 
. of Zedekiah. Jerom rejefts it wholly, and calls it j^A.ym"^, a falfe feigned Writing (.) 
of feme Helleneftical Jew. And indeed there are juftReafons to rejeft it, not only becaufe 
the Church of the Jew never received it j nor is it writ m Helrew, but alfo becaufe in Bamch 
i io. the Captives are faid to fend Money to '3eTu{aUm to buy Burnt-offenngs and Oblati. 
ons, to be offered at the Altar of the Lord, when there was at that Time neither T emple nor 
Altar at JeruCalem ; all thefe facred Things being then burnt to Aftes by the Babylomam. In 
Bamch i II, 12. Baltbafarh faid to be the Son of Nebttibadnezx.ar, whereas he was certain- 
IV his Gr^ndfon. And in Bamch iii. 4- he defires God may hear the Prayers of the Dead in 
Ifrael - which is fuoerftitious, and contrary to the Stile 6f the facred Scriptures. 

In the fifth Y Q J Zedekiah, whifch was the fifth oC^eboiachhl's Captivity, and the thirtieth 
from the great Reformation made in the eighteenth Y t^v of Yim^ Jofiah Ezektelvi^s called 
of God to be a Prophet among the Capfives by the River Chebar (^) The fame Year he had 
a Vifibn of the Cherubims and the Wheels^ declaring the Myftery of Providence, with other 
Inftruftions and Revelations, from the firft to the End of the feventh Chapter oi his Book. 
In thefixth Year he was carried in a Vifion to Jeiufalem, and there faw the feveral forts of 
Idolatry pradlifed by the Jews, with the Judgments God would mfiift upon thens for thefe 
Abominations, as recorded from the eighth to the twelfth Chapter. But at the fame Time 
God promifed to the Captives who mourned for thefe Abominations, and kept themfeves faith, 
ful to God's Service, Sfhat he would be d janSiuary to them tit aftrange land, and bring thm 
hack again to the inheritance of Ifrael CO- And all thefe Things he fpoke to them of thd 

"ibouTthefame Time died CyaxaresY^^^ of Media i,dy, after he had reigned forty Yearsj 
and was fuceeeded by Aftyages his Son. Alfo Pfammis King of Egypt having reigned 
Years died in an Expedition he made agaihft the Ethtoptans {e') j and Aprils his ^n, who irt 
facred' Scripture is called Pharaoh-hophra, fuceeeded hihi, and reigned twenty fiVe Years. 

In the feventh Year of Zedekiah, God did both by Types and Words of Revelation fhew 
iinto Etekiel the taking of Jerufalem by the Chaldeans, the Flight of Zedektah by Night, the 
putting out of his Eyes, and his Imprifohment and Death Babyloa, v/ith many Calamities 
thatfhouldbe infliftedon the Jews for their Iniquities j which is the Subjeft of the twelfth 
Chanter of his Book j and what is contained in the feven following Chapters revealed to hira 
the fatne Year, relates to the fame Affairs. Daniel at this Time became fo eminent in Rjgh- 
teoufnefs. Piety, and Holinefs of Life, that he is by God himfelf, in Ezei. xiv. 19, 20. equal- 
led with Noah and Job, for having great Intereft in .Heaven by his Prayers for others; and 
vet if we reckon him at the Time of his Captivity a Youth of eighteen Years of Age, he will 
now be but thirty four at the utmoft : But he imployed the Vigour of his Age in the Ser- 

^^'^Zede^at' having in the feventh Year of his Reign, fent Ambaffadors to make a Confederacy 
ivith Pharaoh-hophra King of Egypt, whereby he broke the Oath of Fidelity he had fworn to 
Nebuchadnezzar King of Babylon, and rebelled againft him (fj, which drew on him a War, 
that ended in his Ruin and that of his Country. Fo? in the ninth Year of Zedektah Qg), 
Nebnchadnez.%ar with a great Army marched againft him ; but on his coming into Syrta find- 
ing the Ammonites had entred into the fame League with Egypt, he was in doubt Which ot them 
firft to attack,the Ammonites or the Jelas. Whereupon he committed the Decifion of this Que- 
ftion to the Diviners* who unon ufing their heathenifli Arts, of confulting with the Entrails ot 
their Sacrifices, their Teraphlm and their Arrows C*) determined for carrying on the War 
againft the Jews. Therefore the Babylonian Monarch marched ftraight into Judea, and m a 
ffw Days took all the Cities of that Country^ except Lacbijh, Azekah and Jerufalem CO- The 
Js'.vs in thofe Places, and particularly at Jerufalem, Under the terrible Apprehenfions ot a 
Siege, to make fome fhew of ReformatiOTj refolved that every Man Ihould let his Man or 
his Maid-fervant, being an Hebrew or an HeWewefs go free_(^) : For it feems they had de- 
tained them without their Confent in Servitude beyond the feventh or fabbatigk Year, contrary 
to the Law (O- In the tenth Day of the tenth Month of this Year about the End of ouf 
Jiecember, Nebuchadnezzar laid clofe Siege to Jerufalem C«0 i «? Memory whereof that Day 
is kept by the 7.^c;^ for a Faft («), even tothisTiine. The fame Day this was revea ed 
to LelJel in Chaldea, under the Type of a boyling Pot ; and that Night his Wife die , 
and the Propliet was forbid to make any Mourning for her to Ihew that theLofs of the holy 

Citv fliould be dearer than the Death of any Relation C")- . , , , _, , . r. • 

In the Beginning of the tenth Yeaf of Zedekiah, Jeremtah declared to this Prince by 
Commiffion from the Lord, that the Bahylonians would certainly take the City, burn it with

Jeremiah being 
again fet at Libert]:, Zedekiab £ent to enquire what Ihouid be the Event of the War 5 and to 
defii'e him to pray for him and the People, . The Prophet aniwered. The Egyptians upon whom 
the Jeivs depended would certainly deceive them : Their Ariny -would return into Egypt and 
then the Chaldeans would renew the Siege, take the City, and burn it with Fire (f)* But it 
being the general Opinion of the. ^^22;^, that the Cbaldeans would , not renew the War againft 
them,every Man brought his Man and Maid-fervant again into Subjedtion, contrary to the En- 
gagement for Reformation before made. Wherefore Jeremiab proclaimed Liberty to the Swordj 
Famine and Peftilence to execute God's Wrath upon them (/), While the Cbalde^m were 
abfent from "jenifalem^ Jer'emiah intending to retire to Anathoth^ the Place of his Nativity^ 
to avoid the Siege^ which he knew would be renewed, pat himfelf on his Journey : But 
while he was paffing the Gate of the City,, the Captain of the Guard feized him^ as a Deferter 
falling off to the Chaldeans 5 whereon he was put in Prifon in a Dungeon, in the Houfe of 
gfo;;*^;;^*^// the Scribe, where he remained marly Days (^)i On the Approach of the ChaU 
deafi Army, the Egyptians thought not Rt to ftand it; but retired again to their own Coun- 
try, as had been foretdld (^), leaving Zedekiab and the Jews to periih .in that War they hud 
drawn them into. Whereupon the Prophet: Ezekiel reproached the Egyptians for being a ftaff 
of reed to thofe they had made to lean on tbSfn ; and denounced the Judgments of God againft 
them 5 which were executed in the War and Defolation for forty Years enfuing j and fore- 
told, that they /hould become a mean and bafe People, having no more a King of their own to 
reign over them (0» All which came to pais ^ for at the End of forty Years, ii^^^? was made 
a Province of the Perfian-'Em'pirp ^ and hath been governed by Strangers ever fince, be- 
ing fubjetfl in feveral Ages to the Macedonias^ KomanSy Sardcens^ Mamaiukes ^ and at this Day 
to the V 'irkijb Empire. 

Upon the Retreat of the Egyptians^ Nebnchadnezx.at returned, and renewed the Siege of 
Jernfalem. Whereupon Zedekiab fent for Jeremiah out of Prifon C^), to enquire of him wbac 
Word there was from God concerning the prefent Pofture of Affliirs. To which there was 
no other Anfwer, but that Zedekiab was to be delivered into the Hands of the King of Baby-^ 
Ion. Yet the King wis prevailed upon not to fend the Prophet back to the Prifon in the Houfe 
of Jonathan the Scribe, a moft noifom Place ; but he was allowed to be a Prifoner in the 
King's Courtj with an Allowance of a Portion of Bread out of the common Store, till the Ci- 
ty was taken. Zedekiab further fent Meflengers to Jeremiah^ to enquire of the Lord con- 
cerning the prefent War. To which he anfwercd, God. would fight againft the City, and 
fniite it 5 both King and People Ihould be delivered into the Hands of the Babylonian j thole 
who continued in the City during the Siege, ^hould perifh by Sword, Famine and Peftilence 5 
but thofe who would go out, and fubmit to the Chaldeans^ fliould have their Lives for a Prey 
(0- At which Anfwer the Princes about the King were offended, and defired that Jeremiah 
fhould be put to death, becaufe he weakned the Hands of the Men of War, and fought not 
the Welfare of the People^ but their Hurt. Wherefore he was delivered into their Hands 5 
and they threw him into a filthy Dungeon, Where he funk in the Mire. But Ehedmelech the 
Ethiopian intreated the King 5 and the Prophet was pulled out of the Dungeon by Cords, 
made foft under his Arm-pits with caft Clouts and Rags (jn)^ Zedekiab once more fenc 
for Jeremiah into the Temple^ and fecretly enquired what he Ihould do : And the Prdphet 
again told him, that if he would immediately deliver himfelf into the Hands of the King of 
Babylon's Princes, who commanded the Siege, he might fave himfelf and the City 5 and feri- 
oufly advifed him to do it. But Zedekiab would not. hearken to him, but fent him back to 
Prifon, and after that appears no more to have confulted with him. 

In the eleventh Year of Zedekiab^ God declared his Judgments againft Sfyre^ for their in- ^. m. 
fulting the calamitous State of Judah and Jernfalem : They Ihould be delivered into the 33^^. 
Hands of the fame Nebucbad?ietjzary as is fully defcribed in the 26th, 27th and 28th Chapters c. 
of Ezekiel ^ and the Egyptiaits fhould not efcape his avenging Hand 00- *^he ninth Day ^ 
of the fourth Month of this Year, Jernfalem was taken by the Chaldeans (0). Zedekiab and 
his Men of War broke through the Camp of the Enemy, endeavouring to make their Efcape j 
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but being purfued, he was rak^n in the Plains of "Jericho^ and carried to the King oi Babylon 
at Ribiah in Syria ; who caufed his Sons, and his Princes taken witR him, to be flain before 
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tlis Face, commanded this unfortunate Prince's Eyes to be put out, and then bound him 
ipecters oF Brafe, and fenc him to Babylon 5 where he died in Prifon, and hereby fulfilled the 
Prophecy o£ Ezekiel (^7), that he fiiould be brought to Babyloji^ and yet fhould not fee It. 
In the feventh Day of the fifth Monthj which is towards the £hd of our yuty^ Nebuzaradan 
Captain of the Guards to the King o{ Babylon^ cathe to Jerufalem 0^ ^ and after he had taken 
out all the VelTels of the Houfe of the Lord, and gathered togettier all the Riches that could 
be found, either in the King's Houfe, or in any other of the City, he did on the tenth Day 
of the fame Month, at the Command of his Mafter^ burn both the Temple and City to the 
Ground, overthrowing all the Walls, Towers and Fortrefles belonging thereto^ iill he brought 
the whole to a perfett Defblatiori 5 and fo it continued for fifty two Years together, till the 
Reftoration from the Captivity, In memory of this Calamity, the yews kept a Faft in the 
fourth Mdnth, which falls in our ytme, for the taking of the City 5 and another Faft in the 
fifth Month, which falls in our ynly, for the Deftrudlion of the Temple, which are mention- 
ed Zecb. v'nu 19. tlehu%arddan having deftroyed the City and Temple, made all the People 
he found tiiere Captives. Of thefe he took Seiraiah the High-prieft, who feems to have been 
the Father of Ex^a (jT^^ and Zephahiah the fecond Prieft, and about feventy others of the 
principal Men of the Place, and carried them to Kiblah, to Nebuchadn€%%ar ^ who caufed 
them all to be put to death. Of the reft of th.e People he left the poorer fort to drefs the 
Ground and the Vineyards, and m&dQ G^daliab the. Son ofAhikam Governor over them; and 
carried away others to Babylon. But as to the Prophet Jeremiah^ Nebuchadnex^MT gave par- 
ticular Charge to Nebn%aradait to look well tp himj and do him . no Harm C^)- Therefore 

fo ibon as this Officer came to Jernfalem^ he took the Prophet out of Prifon j and having 
carried him as far as Kamah^ he there gave him his Choice, whether he would go with him 
to Babylofs^ where he Ihould be well look'd to, and maintained at the King's Charge j orre- 
inain in the Land : And the Prophet having chofen the latter^ NebuMradan cave him Vi- 
£luals and a Reward, and fent him back to Qedaliab the Son of Jbikanfy with a fecial Charge 
to be kihd to him^. 

Here Dr. Lij^btfoot (j) doth place the'Book of the Lamentations of Jeremiah. Every Day 
frohi the fourth of Jeboiakim^ to this Time, which was eighteen Years, might give occafion 
for fuch doleful Songs. The Book in the Hebrew hath no Title, but is named, as the Books 
of MofeSy from the firft Word, £ c a h. How ? But the JewiJIs Commentators give it a Title 
from the SubjedV, D i n o t Lamentations ; and fo do the Greeks and moft other Tranfla- 
fors. We have therein Expreffions of Sorrow for the Deftrudtion of yndah and Jerujalem, 
Though Jeremiah foretold it, yet he was fincere when he protefted he did not defire that wo' 
fill day i but in the Profpe^l thereof, wifhed his head were waters^ a^id his eyes a foimtain of 
tearSy to lament it. TheCompofure is not only poetical^ but alphabetical, eaci^Verfe begin- 
ning with a feveral Letter of the Hebrew Alphabet, in the firft, fecond and fourth Chapters ; 
and in the third Chapter the firlt three Verles begin with Alefb^ the next three with Beth^ 
and fo forward, as a Help to the Memory, the like being ufed in fome of David's Pfalms. 
The whole Book is of great ufe, to furnifli the pious Jews in their Sufferings with fpiritual 
language to exprefs their Grief^ to prcferve the Remembrance of Zion among their Children 
in Babylon^ who had never feen it 5 to diredl their Tears in the right Chanel, to mourn for 
Sin, to pour out their Heart to God 5 and to encourage their Hopes that God would yet re- 
turn and have Mercy upon them ; And may be of ule to us, to affedt us with godly Sorrow 
for the Calamities of the Church and People of God, as becomes thofe who are living Mem- 
bers of the fame myftical Body. 

Nebncbadnezx^ar being returned to Bahylo72^ thofe yews who for fear of the Chaldeans had 
hid themfelves among Natioiis adjacent, or in Caves, Fields and Defarts, hearing that Geda-' 
liah was made Governor of the Land, reforted to him ; and he having fworn to protedt them, 
they fettled again in yadea^ and gathered the Fruits thereof. But Jfmael the Son of Netba- 
niab came to him on a treacherous Defign : For he being of the Seed Royal, reckoned tr 
make himfelf King of the Land ; and to accomplilh this, he formed a Plot to kill Gedalid^^ 
and feize the Government, Baalis King of the Ammonites being confederate with him. 7" 
hanan the Son of Kareab having notice of the Confpiracy, went and told Gledaliah^ offering 
to kill IJhmael^ and fo to deliver the Governor from the Mifchief intended (f), Gedaliw 
being of a kind Difpofition, could not believe fo bad a Thing, but flill carried on a friendly 
Correfpondence with his Adverfary. Of which Jjlomael taking the Advantage, in the feventu 
Month, which aiifwers to our September^ when moll of the People were fcattered to gather 
the Fruits of the Land- killed Gedaliab. and other Jews and Chaldeans with him, as they 
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were eating and drinking together at M^zpeb C^). Next Day, hearing of eighty Men who 
vere going with Offerings and Incenfe to the Place where the Temple had been, he Hew them 
alio and threw their dead Bodies into a Pit 5 excepting ten of them, who promifed him their 
Stores in the Field for the Redemption of their Lives. Johanan the Son oi Kareah^ and the 
reft of the Captains who were with him, hearing of this wicked Faifl, armed immediately as 
many of the People as they could get together, and purfued after Ijhmael ; and having over- 
taken him at Gibeon^ retook all the Captives, among whom were the Daughters of King 
dekidh : But JjJmael himfeifi with eight of his Men, efcaped to the Antmomtes. This Mur- 
der Q^Gedaliab haj^pened two Months after the Deftrudtion of the Gity and Temple 5 for 
which the J^^-J oblerved a Faft (^) in the feventh Month, becaufe it completed their Ruin. 
After this, Johanan the Son of Kareab^ and the reft of the Officers and People who were with 
him, fearing the King of Babylon would take vengeance on the poor Remnant of Jndea for 
the Murder of Gedaliabj whom he had made Governor of the Land, retired to Miz^peh^ to flee 
mtoEgypi^i and ccLvne. to Bet h-iehem, in their Way thither ^ where they confulted the Pro- 
phec Jeremiah^ whom they carried with them, defiring him to enquire of God concerning 
their intended Journey : Who having confidered the Matter ten Days, told them as aa 
Anfwer from the Lord, That if they would tarry in the Land, all fhould go well with them, 
God would Ihew them Mercy j but if they would difobey the Word of the^Lord^ and go into 
Bgypt^ then the Sword and Famine would follow them thither, and they fhould there be dc- 
ftroyed. AH this could not perfuade them : They faid this Anfwer was fuggeftcd by Barncb 
the Son of Neriah ; and in profecution of their Defign, they took all the Remainder of the 
People which ]>Jehm.aradan had left under the Government of Gedaliah^ Men, Women and 
Children;, v4\t\i Jeremiah 2Xid Bar uch^ and fettled in ^^^-^r till all thofe Judgments God 

had threatned for their Difobedience there overtook them, to their utter Deftru^:tion. 

The JewS'y who went into Egyp^ having fettled at Migdol^ at^abpanhes^ and at Nopb^ and 
in the Country of Patbros (e\ that is, at Magdahim near the Ked Sea, at Daphne near P^- 
lufiim^ and at Memphis in the Country of ^hehais (/), gave themfelves wholly up to Jdola^- 
try, worfhipping the Queen of Heaven, and other Heathenifii Idols. The Prophet "jeremi^ 
ah complained aloud ot this Impiety 5 but this had no other EfFedl, than to draw from them 
an exprefs Declaration that they would continue in their Idolatry : Wherefore the Prophet 
denounced Deftruftion againft them by the Sword and by the Famine, whereby all the J^^^-^ ^/^^ 
dwelling in Egypt would be confumed, except a few that fhould efcape to the Land of Judah : 
And as a Sign thereof it was foretold by the fame Prophet, that Pharaoh-hophra^ in whom 
they trufted, fhould be given into the Hands of his Enemies that fought his Life, as Zedekiah 
Kingo^Jiidah was given into the Hands ot^ Nebuchadnezzar ^ which came to pafs about eigh* 
teen Years afterwards. There is no more Account of Jerep^iab after this ^ it is probable that 
he died in Egypt about this Time, being then advanced in Age, having prophefied forty one 
Years, from the thirteenth of ^ojiah, to the Year after the Deftru<Stion of the Temple, and 
being much broken with the Calamities that he and his Country had endured. What fome 
of the Antients have faid of his being ftoned to Death by the Jews^ for his Warnings againft 
their Idolatry, or of his being put to Death for his Warnings againft Pharaoh^hophra^ are but 
mere Conjectures. 

The Captivity being completed, all the Prophecies of Ifaiah^ Jeremiah and Ezekiel rela- 
ting thereto, were fulfilled ; particularly that of Ezekiel (g), wherein God*s Forbearance to 
the Houfe of Ifrael^ is limited to three hundred and ninety Days, and his Forbearance of the 
Houfe of Judah^ to forty Days ; a Day being there put for a Yean For from the Idolatry of 
Jeroboam in the firft Year of his Reign, to the Deftrudtion of ^enifalem and the Temple, are 
juft fo many Years j for if 390 be taken from the Year of the World 3362, in which this Ca- 
ptivity happened, we will run back to the Year 2972, in which Jeroboam (h') made Apoftafy, 
and fet up the Calves at Dan and Beth-el i, and from the thirteenth Year of Jofiahy in which 
jeremiab began to prophefy (O5 complain of the Sin of Judab^ they being weary of 

that good King's Reformation, to this Captivity, are juft forty Years j fo that the Event ex- 
a6bly agrees to the Predidlioh in all Points. 1 know fome learned Men give a different Be* 
ginning and Ending to thefe prophetick Years j but fince what I have offered, makes the Pro- 
phecy to be fo punctually accomplifhed, and agrees with the Opmion of the greater Number 
of Authors I have feen on the Subjedt^ I infift no further upon it. 

Nebuchadnezzar being returned to Babylon after the End of the Jewijh War, out of the 
Spoils he had taken in that Expedition, made that golden Image, to the Honour of Bel his 
God, which he fet up and dedicated in the Plain Dura (Jl), The Image was fixty Cubits 
high, and fix Cubits broad. Diodorus Siculns (J) fpeaks of an Image of Jupiter at Babylon^ 
of forty Foot in Length, and a thoufand Talents in Weight, ftanding upright on his Feet 5 
which may be the fame with that In Daniel ^ for though fixty Cubits make ninety Foot, 
1 i i ycc 
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yec if we fuppofe the Idol ftood on a Pedeftal fifty foot high, the whole Height would be 
ninety Foot, and the golden Idol only forty Foot : And ninety Foot in Height, and fix Cu. 
bits in Breadth, would never make the Figure proportionable to the Stature o\ a Man. Be. 
fides, a thouiand BabyhmJJj Talents, computed at eight hundred and feventy five Ounces each 
Talent (^), will amount to three Millions and a h^li Sterling Money 5 but if we advance the 
Height of the golden Statue to be ninety Foot, without the Pedeftal, the Sum will be incre- 
dible. N€buchadne%%ar having fummoned all his Princes, Counfellors, Captains and other 
Officers, to adore this Image, and to be pi'efent at the Dedication thereof, Sbadracb^ Mejlmch 
and Ahed-nego^ three captive Je^ms preferred to Polls of Honour in Babylon^ were informed 

, for reiufmg to worfhip the image. They being called for, and with a holy Boldnefs 
refufing to be guilty of fuch Idohury, they were thrown into a burning fiery Furnace, in 
which they wci'C wonderfuliy prclerved free of any Hurt by the Power of God : For by faith 
they quenched the violence of fire (^). The King being convinced of the Truth of the Mi- 
racle, called them out of the Furnace, gave Honour to the true God, and promoted thofe 
faithful Worthies in the Province of Babylon. Daniel^ who was fo eminently faithful to 
God, would never have complied more than thofe threes but he feems at this Time not co 
have been accufed. 

Nehnchadne%%ar^ in the t\Vcnty firft Year of his Reign, according to the Jewijlo Accou 
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which was the nineteenth with the Bahylonians^ and the fccond after the Deftru(fl:ion of 
Tuj'alem^ came again into Syria ^ where he laid Siege to ^yre^ of which Ithobaal was then 
JG^^. ^ King (c) j and it coft him hard Work for thirteen Years together, before he could be Mailer 
. ■^>^•of it : For it was a ftrong \v\*akhy City, of great Fame in thofe Times for Traffick and Mer- 
chandize, whereby fcver;il of ks Inhabitants had made themfelves great as Princes, for Riches 
'jint, c. and Splendor {d'). While he lay at this Siege, Bebu^aradan the Captain of the Guards being 
^^4' , fent out with a Part of the Royal Army, hivaded the Land o{ Ijraely (probably to revenge the 
"Death oMQedaliab) and ieized all the^^w he could meet with, who amounted to no more than 

feven hundred and forty five Perfons t/) j by which the Defolation of the Land appears to have 
been very great, and this completed it. By the by we may obferve, that there are fome things 
in the lait Chapter of Jeremiaby particularly from the 29th to the 34th Verfe, that feem not 
to have been writ by the Prophet himlelf, becauie the Fa£ts there related were done after his 
Death , but they might have been added hj h%ra^ or fome infpired Writer, to keep thofe re- 
markable Ji vents in perpetual Rt-mLmbrance. After this Nebut^aradan marched againft the 
raonites^ and having deftroyed Kabbah their RoyalrCity, and made great Defolation in their Coun- 
try 5 he carried their King, their Princes, and the chief of their Land into Captivity, as fore- 
told JcrcvL xlix. I, 6. Ez.ek. xxv. i, 7. And this was done by way of juft Re- 
venge, for the Part they had acted in the Murder o^Qedaliah Governor oi' Ifrael. Alfo du- 
ring the Siege of Tyre^ th^: other neighbouring Nations y that is, the Bhiliftines^ MoahiUs^ 
Edomitcs and Zidon 'ums^ feem to have been harafled and broken by the Excurfions of the Ba-- 
hylonl/b Army j whereby tlie Judgments were executed upon them, that are denounced in the 
47th, 48th and 49th Chapters Jeremiah^ and in the 25th Chapter of Ez^ekiel. 
'f ■ In tlie fourteenth Year after the Deftrud:ion of Jernfalem^ which was the twenty fifth of 
Xit, c. the Captivity of Jeboiacbin^ were revealed unto the Prophet Ezekiel all thofe Vifions and 
574- Prophecies, concernirjg the future State of the Church of God, and other Goipel-inyfterieSj 
ne-:.Nfl?, ^^]-jich \vc have from the fortieth Chapter to the End of his Book. 

The fame Year, the Judgments that God had denounced by his Prophets againft P^^^r^o/;- 
hophrah^ or Apr ies^ K.ing oi Egypt ^ began to have their Accomplifiiment. For the Oyr^;;;- 
a Colony of the Greeks that had fettled in Africa^ having taken li-om the Libya72s a great 
Part of their I^and, the Libyans made a Surrender of themfelves and their Country into the 
Hands of Aprics for his Prott £lion. Whereupon Apries fent a great Army into Libya^ to 
make War againft the Cyrenians (f) : Which being overthrown in Battle, were all cut to 
Pieces. The Egyptians being of opinion that Apries had loft thefe Men of Defign, became 
fo inccnfed that they revolted from him, Apries being informed, fent Amafts to appeafe the 
Revoiters. But wliile he was fpeaking to them, they declared him their King j which increa- 
fed the Party. At which Apries being highly provoked, iemBaterhemis^ another Officer in 
his Court, to hr\x\^ Amafis to him : Which he not being able to accomplilh, on his Return 
had his Ears and Nofe cut off. This Injury, done to a Man of great Worth, fo incenfed the 
reft of the Egyptians^ that they almoft all joined the Revolters. Whereupon Apries was forced 
to flee into Upper Egypt 5 where he maintained himfelf for fome Years, while Amafts held all 

the reft of his Dominions. 

While this v/as a-doing in Egypt^ in the twenty lixth Year of the Captivity of J-ehoidchtn^ 

:i utltion of Jerufalem^ Nebucbadnezjzar made himfelf 
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Mafter ofSTyre^ after a Siege of thirteen Years OOj utterly deftroyed the Place, that ^- 
is the City on the Concinentj the Ruins whereof were afterwards called Pa/ ce-Tyms^ or. Old J^y^^ 
cfyre : For Nebnchadnez.^ar made a Fort againft it, caft up a Mount, and ere6led Engines to 57 ' 
batter down its Walls C^) 5 which could not be faid o^^yre in the Sea. But betbre he took ^c^.>><fi* 
the City, the Inhabitants had removed moft of their Effc£ls hue an Ifland about half a Mile 5*r' 
from the Shore, and there built a new City. Therefore the King Babylojz^ when he entrcd 
the Town he had fo long belieged, found no Spoils there to reward his Soldiers ^ which made 
him let his Anger fly, by razing the whole Buildings to the Ground, and killing all the In- 
habitants that he found there. And his Army having ferved fo long in the Siege, ivithont 
td^gcSy till every head was hald^ and every JJooulder -peeled^ God by the Prophet Ezektel (c) 
proraifed to him the Spoils of Egypt. Accordingly, the lame Year, NeOacbadrnzzar taking 
the Occafion of the inteftine Divifions in that Country by the Revolt of Amafis^ over-run the 
whole Land, from Migdol to Sycne 5 that is, from the one End of Egypt to the other ; redu- 
cing the Country to fuch a Dcfolation, as it did not recover in forty Years thereafter (JT) : 
And having come to Terms with Amajis^ he confirmed him as his Deputy in the Kingdom, 
and returned to Bahylosi. During this Ravage of the Land of Egypt^ moft of the yews who 
had fled thither after the Murder of Gedaliah^ fell into the Hands of the Babylonians. Ma- 
ny of them they flew, others they carried captive to Babylon ^ fcarce any efcaped, but fuch 
as fled out of Egypy and afterwards fettled themfelves in their own Land at the End of the 
Captivity, as had been foretold by feremiah Qc), 

]S[ebH€badne%%ar being gone out of Egypt^ Apries creeping out of his Hiding-places, got to- a, m.: 
wards the Sea-coafts ; where he hired an Army of Carzans^ lomans and other Foreigners, 
and marched agaln{}: Jmafis (f)^ and gave him Battle xie2X Memphis where Jpries being 
vanquifhedg and taken Prifoner, he was carried to the City Sais^ and there Wrangled in his Reg.Nti;; 
own Palace, Hereby was accomplifhed the Predidtion of Jeremiah (g). Behold^ I will give 35. 

pharaoh'hopbra king of Egypt i7ito the band of his enemies^ who feek bis life^ as / g. i ve Zede- 
kiab king ofj-adah into the hand of Nebuchadnczx.ar his e7iemy^ that fought his life. Jt is re- 
marked of him by Herodote (^h\ that he ufed to boafl that it was not in the Po%\ cr of God 
himfelf to difpoflefs him of his Kingdom 5 which is like his Pride fpoke of in E%ek, xxix. 9. 
^be river is viine^ and I have made it : Yet he was thus tumbled down. For the firil twen- 
ty Years oi' his Reign, he enjoyed a very profperous Fortune, having many Succeffes ngainfb 
the Sidonians^ Syrians Q\ and other Nations : But when he turned a Tyi-anc, lie iiiadc a 
mifcrable Exit. After the Death of Apries^ Amafis became poflelled of the whole Kmgdom 
Egypt J and held it forty four Years (^). 

Nebuchadnezzar being returned from Egypt to Babylon^ had there the Dream of a wonder- 
ful great Tree, and the cutting down thereof : Which Vifion, with its Interpretation, is ful- 
ly recorded in the fourth Chapter of Daniel. This King being now at refl: from all his Wars, 
applied himfelf to finifh his Buildings At Babylon. Semirarais is faid by fome (/), and Belns 
by others C?^), to have founded this City : But whoever laid the Foundation of it, Nebnchad'- 
nezzar mjidc it great, and one of the Wonders of the World. It was remarkable, Firfl:, for 
its Wails, which were prodigious j for Herodote (ji) tells us, they were in thicknefs eighty 
feven Foot, in height three hundred and fifty Foot, and in compafs four hundred and eighty 
Furlongs, (which make fixty of our Miles) in the Form of a Square, each Side being fifteen 
Miles in length, all built of large Bricks, cemented with Bitumen. On every Side there were 
twenty five Gates of Brafs, that is one hundred in all. Hence it is promifed to Cyrns^ That 
Qod would break before him the gates of brafs (0). The Walls were adorned v/ith two hun- 
dred and fifty Towers. From the twenty five Gates went twenty five Streets, in ftraight 
Lines, to the oppofite Gates, crofling each other at right Angles, and cutting the whole City 
into fix hundred and feventy fix Squares. The Country round was moft fertile, to maintain fo 
great a City j but it was never fully inhabited. A fecond great Work, was the Temple of Be-^ 
Ins ; where was a Tower of a Furlong on each Side, that is half a Mile in the whole Compafs 5 
and confifl:ed of eight Towers (f^y one built over the other, like fo many Stories one above 
another, each Story being feventy five Foot high 5 which makes the perpendicular Height of 
the whole Tower to have been fix hundred Foot. Therefore it is not without Reafon that 
Monfieur Bochart Qq") afiirms it to have been the fame that was built after the Confufion of 
Languages. Over the Top of the Tower was an Obfervatory 5 by the Benefit of which the 
Chaldeans advanced their Skill in Aftronomy above all other Nations : For when Alexander tho. 
Great took Babylon^ Califtbenes the Philofopher found they had Aftronomical Obfervations for 

a thoufand nine hundred and three Years before that Time. Nebucbadnexzar enlarged this 
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'Temple, by vaft Buildings round it, of a Mile in Circumferencej with feveral Gates of {oYii 
^rafs leading into the Temple 5 wherein he put all the facred VefTels which he carried from 
yerufalem (a) 5 and therein were alfo feveral Statues of mafly Gold. There feems to have 
been the golden Image defcribcd in the third Chapter of Daniel^ which hath been before {h) 
noticed, with other Images and facred Utenfils of Iblid Gold ; containing, as Diodorus Sicu^ 
tns CO ihenirions them, five thoufand and thirty Talents 5 whichj with the great Image, a- 
innount, according to Dn Prideaux Qd)y to above twenty one Millions Sterling ^ and we may 
luppole the Treafure and Utenfils much more, being a Colle€^ion of near two thoufahd Years. 
All this Xerxes took away, when in the Return from his Grecian Expedition he plundered 
V.his Temple of its immenfe Riches, and laid it in Rubbifh, fo as it was never repaired, as Ihall 
be afterwards obferved. l>rear this Tehiple ftobd the old Palace of the Kings t>i Bahykn 
being four Miles in compafs. Over agaihft it^ on the other Side of the River^ was the new 
Palace (je) 5 which Nehucbadnezzair built, being eight Miles in Circuit, furrounded with three 
Walls, one, within another, and ftrongly fortified according to the Way of thofe Times. Therfi 
Were alfo hanging Gardens, fo famous among antient Authors ffj. They contained a Square 
t>f four FJethra^ or four hundred Foot, on every Side 5 and were carried up aloft into the Aiv 
in the Manner of feveral large Terraffes, one above another, till the higheft equalled the 
Walls of the City. The Afcent was by Stairs, ten Foot wide from Terrafs to Tertafs : And 
the whole Pile was fuftained by vaft Arches, one above another, ftrengthned by a Wall of 
twenty two Foot thicknefs. On the Top of the Arches were laid large flat Stones ; over 
thefe, a Layer of Reed, mixed with Bitumeri 5 over thefe, two Rows of Bricks, well ce- 
mented t, over all, thick iSheats of Lead 5 and laftly, the Mould of the Garden fo deep, as 
Trees, Plants and Flowers had room to take root The whole was watered with an Engine 
out of the River. And this Work of Vanity was done to gratify Queen J7?2yjts $ who having 
beefi educated in the woody Country of Media fg)^ defircd to fee fomething like it at Ba< 
lylou. There were other Works of gi-eat Expence done in this City 5 as, a curious Bridge 
over a Branch of the River Eupbyates^ running through the Town from North to South, 
Gthe Bridge was of a Furlong, or the eighth Part of a Mile, in lengthy and thirty FooC in 
breadth, Iramed with wonderful Art, to fupply the want of a Foundation at the Bottom of 

the River, which was all fandy. The artificial Canals^ the Banks of the River, and the ar- 
tificial Lake made for draining in the Times of the Overflows^ and an Obelisk^ of a hundred 
and thirty five Foot in length, and twenty five Foot in breadth and thicknefs, were all pro- 
digious Works Q^b). But to go oh with the Hiftory : 

At the End of twelve Months, after Nehucbadtie%%ar^ $ laft Dream, while he was walking 
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iuigbt of m'j po'boer^ and for tbe homtitof my majefiy (j). But while the Words were yet in 
his Mouth, there came a Voice from Heaven to rebuke his Pride 5 which told him, that his 
- Kingdom was departed from him 5 that he fliould be driven from the Society ofMen, andfor 
5^87'. feven Years have his Dwelling with the wild Beafts of the Field. And immediately his Sen- 
'Jim, c. les being taken from him, he fell Into a diftraAed Condition, in which he continued for fevea 
^'^^^ Years, living in the Fields, and eating Grafs like Oxen, till his Hair was grown like Eaglei 
^^r. Feathers, and his Nails like Birds Claws. At the End of the feven Years, his Underftanding 

returning to him, he was reftored to his Kingdom, and to his former Honour. Whereonj be 
ing fully fenfible of the Almighty Power of the God of Heaven and Earth, he praifed hinlj 
whofe works are trutb^ and bis ways judgment 5 and tbefe tbat walk in pride be is ahU to ahafe, 
(^k). After this he lived only one Year and died, having reigned from the Death of his Fa- 
'Ant.c ther, according to the B^z^^/o>/?/2' Account forty three Years J but by the y^w/;^ Computation, 
' 551. ' from his firft coming into Palefiine forty five Years, and was one of the greateft Princes that 

ntg> 3^eb*hzd reigned in the Eaft for many Ages before. 
43' Upon the Death b{ Nekiicbadnetzar^ Evil-merodacb his Son fucceeded him in the BahyJo^ 
jtnt.c. ^t^^ Empire. So foonas he was fettled on the Throne, he releafed JeboiacbinKing of Jnddb 
$61. ' out of Prifon and promoted him to great Honour in the Palace^ admitting him to eac 
E-vil-men Bread continually at his Table, and fetting him before the other Kings and great Men of the 

Empire , and alfo gave him a daily Allowance for his Support, with an Equipage and all Thing* 
fuitable thereto. 7frow/(;») tells us, from an antient Tradition or Fable among the Jews, that 
Bvil-merodacb having had the Government of the Babylonijb Empire during his Father*s Diftra* 

^ion, adminiftred it fo ill, that fo Ibon as the old King came tohimfel^ he put him in PriibniR 

the 
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the fame Place with Jehozachm^ who had been Prifoner thirty feven Years, where he contra * 
aedfuch Friendfhip with himi as was the Caufe of the great Kindnefs he afterwards fhewed 
him. The only thing, that makes this Story probable, is, that fince E'vihmerodach carried fa 
ill after his Father's Death, tis^ like be behaved no better before 5 for he was a very profli^ 
gate and vicious Prince (^) 3 for which Reafon he is nsixncd^ E^il-irierodach ^ th^i is ^Uq 
fooliflj Merodacb, The fame Year Cra?/9/j fucceeded his Father Alyattes in the Kingdom of 
Lydia (Z'), and reigned there fourteen Years ^ and this Year was the aSth after the Deftruaioa 
Jerufalsm^ and the 46th of the feventy Years Captivity.

The fame Year thot EvU-merodacb was flain,died JftyagesKlng of Media j and to him fuc- m. 
ceeded his Son Cyakares II. in the Govprnnaetit of the Kingdom, and Cyrus his Grandfon by 
Ms Daughter iW^wto^? was fet at the UtM of the military AfHiirs. Cyaxares at 'this ^* 
Time forty one Yei^rs of Agej and Qirus forty 5 for CitSro fays (fj^ That Cyrus was forty Jrkiifs 
Years of Age when he began, to reign, ai^d lived tJll he was feventy. NertgliJJar on his 
AcceiTion to the Empire kt.Ba^yiofi^ made Prepjirations for a War againft the Medes. Cyaxa^ 
res called Gyms out of PerJIa to his AfTiftance (g^ ^ and on his Arrival, with an Army of thirty 
thoufand Perfians^ made him General of the Medes ^^Ij^o^ and fent him with the joint Forces 
of both Nations, to make War againft the Babylonians. This Cyrus was a very extraordina- 
ry Perfon for Wifdomj Valour and Virtuej^ and famous in facred Scripture, not only as a Re- 
ftorer of 7/r^<?/ put of the 5^^:y/d7«i/7j Captivity ih\ but aifo in being appointed for this Ser- 
vice by Name (O5 more than a hundred Years before he was born, which was a Honour given 
to very few,except to our Saviour (JC) and to Jofiah King of Jtidah (/) ; 'tis therefore fit to 
take notice of a few Particulars concerning him. The Account Herodote gives of him, 
feems to be fabulous 5 the Sum thereof is (jm\ ^hat Aftyages having married bis Danghtet 
Mandana rt> Cambylcs King o/Perfia : labile Jhe was with QhiU^ he dreamed that a Viize 
grew out of her Belly ^ that Jpread it felf over all Alia 5 which was interpreted^ that the Chili 
She fljould bring forth would Jubdue the Empire af the M.Qdes. ST^is fo troubled the old King^ 
that be refolded todeftroy the Child, Accordingly when Mandana was delivered of Cyrus, he 
fent the Infant to Harpagus his Servant^ with Orders to kill him, lie gave the Child to 
his Shepherd to execute the cruel Orders, ^he Shepherd's Wife being at that SCim'e brought 
to Bed of a dead Child^Jhe caufed her dead Jtifant to be expofed in the IVoods^ and the King's 
Grandchild to be educated injiead of her own ^ which ARy nges long after hearing, was fo in^ 
cenfed^ that he made Harpagus eat bis own Son 3 who, in Revenge called in Cyrus, who dc 
throned bis Grandfather. This Story is followed with fome little Alteration by Jnftin C«}, and 
after them by many others, perhaps becaufe 'tis a little amufing. Xemphon gives a quite dif- 
ferent Account in his Cyropisdid, That Book is indeed rather a Model for educating a Prince, to 
teach him true Politicks, and to Ihew what he ought to be, than a juft Hiftory : Yet the lear- 
ned Author haying lived long in the Court of Cyrus the younger, who defcended from this 
Cyrus^ might there learn the true Fa£ts that are the Ground-plot and Foundation of his 
Work. He obferves that Cyrus the Founder of the Perfiajs Monarchy^ was the Son. of Mdn^ 
danay the Daughter of Aflyages^ and ofCambyfes King of Per/ia : That for the firft twelve 
Years of his Life he ftaid in P^r/f(« with his Father, where he was educated after the Perfiau 
Manner jn Hardfhip, Labour, and in all fuch Esercifes, as would beft prepare him for the 
Fatigues of War (0), in which he exceeded ali his Gonteniporaries. The Name of Perfia then 
extended only to one Province., Afterwards when it had the Empire of the Eaft, the Name 
thereof reached much further 5 from the River i'igr 'is on the Weft, to the River Indus on the 
iiak^ and from the Cafpian Sea to the. North, to the Ocean on the South. Cjyr//^ be- 
ing twelve Years old, was fent for into Media by Aftyages his Grandfather ip\ with whom 
he continued five Years, where by his generous Behaviour, he fo gained the Hearts of the 

as did afterwards tend to obtaining the Empire he erefted. In the fixteenth Year of 
nis Age, BvtUmerodach being Abroad on a hunting Expedition, made an Inroad into the Ter- 
ritories of the Medes^ which drew out Aftyages with his Forces to oppofe him. There Cyrus 
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accompanying his Grandfather, behaved fo well Qa\ that the Victory then gained was thief-, 
ly owing to his Valour. Next Year he went home to his Father in Perjia^ where he continued 
to the fortietli Year of his Life. At which Time being called to aflift his Uncle Cfaxares^ he 
marched with an Army of thirty thoufand Men, as above-mentioned, and behaved himfeif 
wifely, as in the Space of twenty Years, he made himfelf Mafter of the greateft Empire that 
had ever been eredled in the Eaft ; which he eftablifhed fo,that it fubfifted above two hundred 
Years, tho' his SuccefTors were far from being poffelt of his Virtue. 

Neriglijfar undcrflanding that Cyrus v^as come with fuch an Army to affift the Medes^ fent 
Ambaffadors to the Lydians^ Phrygians^ Carians^ Cafpadocians^ Cilicians:^ and other neigh- 
^lil' bouring Nations, tb call them to his Aid C^), and drew them all into a Confederacy. The 
r^^'rigiifi. King of Jrmema^ who had to this Time lived in Subjedlion to the Medes^ looking on them as 

ready to be fvvaliowed up, refufed any longer to pay his Tribute, or fend his Auxiliaries to the 
War CO- To crufti this Revolt, Cyrtis marched with great Expedition, with the bell of his 
Horfe into Armenia^ where he futprifed the King, and took him, and all his Family Prifoners : 
And having planted Garrifbns in the Country, came to Terms with the Armehiam (d\ fo as 
receiving liom him the Tribute and Auxiliaries he demanded, he rellored him to his Kingdom, 
and rcturn^^d to Med^'a, Both Parties having been for three Years forming their Alliances 
in the fourth Year o£ Nerigliffar ^ Armies took the "Field, and it came to a fierce Battle between 
. them 3 wherein Nerigliffar being flain (Oj Chaldean Army was put to the Rour^ and 
' ' ' ''"''-^ ^^^^"^ ^^^^ Vi6lory. Cra'fns King o£ Lydia^ upon the Death of Nerigliffar^ being next in 
s^erilbh. Dignity to him, took the Command of the Vanquilhed, and made as good a Retreat as he 
^- could : But next Day Cyrus purfuing, overtook them at a Difadvantage, and entirely routed 

them, taking their Gamp and all their Baggage, which he effed^ed chiefly by the Afliflanceof 
the liyrcaniaiis^ who had the Night before revolted to him* Whereupon Crcefus made the 
beft of his Way to Lydia^ having the Night before fent thither his Women, and the beft of his 
Furniture. The Death of Nerigliffar was a great Lofs xo th& Bahfloniaus j for he was a very 
brave and excellent Prince,only he had to deal with Cyrn^y whom God defigned fot the Empire 
of the Eaft, and nothing was to withfland him; The Lofs of this Prince appeared the greater, 
by the fucceeding of his Son, whom cdls L^^^o/or^^^^^ who -Was given to all 

Mannet-of Wickednefs, Cruelty and Injuftice. Two Afts of Violence done by him againft 
two of his principal Nobility, Gobrias and Gadates(^g)y did. contribute very much to ruin the 
^^y/j'^o;*?/^;/ Empire. The only Son of the former he flew at a Hunting to which he had 
invited him, for no other Reafon, but that he had with Succefs thrown his Dart at a wild 

Bead, when himfelf had miffed it ; and the other he caufed to he caftrated, becaufe ont of 
his Concubines had commended him for a handfbme Man. Theie Injuries done to thofe 
Men of Quality, drove them with the Provinces which they had governed, to revolt to Cyrus j 
and the whole Empire fuffered by it. VovCyrits hereby penetrated into the very Heart of the 
Enemies Country, taking firft Poffeflion of the Province andCaflles of Gobrias^ and afterwards 
doing the fame with thele of Gadates, The Chaldean King endeavoured to be before him inre- 
Vengingthe Revolt of Gadates ^ but Cyms put him to theRout, and forced him to retire to -B^r- 
hylon 5 and after he had ravaged the Country,andfliewed himfelf twice before the Walls of that 
Gity,and fecured Fortrefles on the Frontiers,he took up his Winter Quarters in ilf^ii^, where he 
and Cyaxares confulted about the Operations of the War, Cyrtis being gone from before .Bii- 
hylon, Labofordac/jHs gsLve hmklf a 'Loofe to oXl his wicked and tyrannical Inclinations, by 
which he became fo intolerable, that his own People C^) confpired againft him and killed 
him, after he had reigned only nine Months. He is not mentioned in the Canon of Ftolemyy 
becaufe his Father Nerigliffar being killed in the Spring, the remaining nine Months of thac 
Year, are reckoned to him, according to the Method of that Author,

This ^^//^^zz^r hath the Gharadler in -Xi?;/oj>^(?« C^'^s of an impious 
Prince, w hicli appears more certain from the Account given of him in Daniel^ chap. v. But 

his Mother, whom Herodote calls Nttocris (}p\}nra$SL Woman of a mafculine Spirit, who while

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her Soti followed his jPleafures, took the maih Burden of the Government upon her. Cyrus-, 



portant Towns, that by Degrees he might become Mafter of the Bahylo-aiJIo Empire - and thus 
they imployed themfelves for feveral Years. In the mean Time N^'^oms did all fhe could to 
fortify the Metropolis, and perfetfi: the Works that NebiicbadnB%%dr had beg 
all this was to no Purpofe, when the City was taken by Surprife. 

In the firft Year Beljha%%ar's Reign, which was the thirty fourth after the Deftrudion 
dtjenifalem^ Daniel had revealed to him the Vifion of the four Monarchies, and of the Kincr 
dom of the Mejfias^ which was to fucceed them, as related in Dan, vii. In the third Year 
of the fame Reign, which was the thirty feventh after the Deftrudrion of Jerufalem^ Daniel 
faw the Vifion of the Ram and the He-goat 5 whereby was lignified the Overthrow of the ^JAU. 
Verftan Empire by Alexander the Great, and the Perfecution raifed agaitift the Jezm by A^itio^ 
elm Epipbams^ as more full}; in Dafs. viii. Where we find this was revealed to him at 
fiauthQ Palace, in the Province ofEtoz, while he attended there, as a Minifter of State 
upon the King of Bal^y Ion's Affairs : Which Ihews Sbujhan then to have been in the Hands of 
thR BabylQnia72S, But about three Years after, Ahradates^ the Viceroy of -^Z'z/jZ'^i^;;, revolcine 
to Cyrus {a\ it was joined to the Empire of the Medes and Ferfians-^ and the Elamites came 
with the Medes to befiege Babylon (h% and Elam was reftored to Liberty (O- 

Cyrus making great Progrefs in his Conquefts, by taking Fortreffes, Towns and Provinces 
from the Bahylomaus 5 to put a Stop thereto, Belfia:^%ar^ in the fifth Year of his Rei^n 
went into Lydia^ to King Crasfns his Confederate, and by his Afiiftance framed a formidable 
Confederacy againft the Medes and Perfia-as^ and with his Treafure hired a numerous Army •^"■'.'c 
oi' Egyptiam^ Greeks and ihracians out of all the Nations of the Leffer Afia-^ over whom he LJ'' 
appointed Crmfns to be General (^^), fent him to invade Media^ and then returned to Babylon. ^ ^' 
Cyrus having Intelligence of thefe Meafures, made fuitable Preparations to withfband^the Storm'. 
Crosfus was deceived into this War by the fallacious Oracles of the Heathens, which he fre- 
quently confulted, according to the idolatrous Cuftoms of thofe Times. One of their Re- 
I'ponfes told him. That he fhould be in no Danger, till a" Mule fhould reign over the Medes • 
Which he never underftood of Cynis^ who .had' a for his Mother, indn Ferfian his Fal 
ther. Another Oracle told him, That when he pafTed the River Halys^ he would overthrow 
a great Empire <e) 5 which he took to be that of the Perjiaus^ and not his own. Being cheated 
by thefe and. the like falfe Refponfes of Dsemons, he went on with the War, pafled the River 
Halys^ and took the City Pteria (fj. But Cyrus engaged with him In Battle, and put his 
numerous Army to flight. Whereupon 0"^/?;^ returned to Sardls^ and there difmifled his Au- 
xiliaries, ordering them to attend him next Spring j little thinking he would prefently ftand 
in need of them. But Cyrus purfuing his Vidtory into Lydia^ came upon him fuddenly 5 and 
the Perfian Camels fo frighted the Lydfan Hbrfe, that the Lydians were all foon put to flight, 
and forced to retire into Sardis j where Cyrtis immediately befieged them. While he lay at 
the Siege of this City, he celebrated the Funerals of Abradates Prince of SbziJhajZy and Pau^ 
thea his Wife. The Woman was very beautiful, and had been taken Prifoner by the Perfians 
in a Battle againft the Babylonians, Cyrus having treated her kindly, and kept her chaftly 
for her Husband, the Senfe of this Gerierofity drevr Abradates into the Service of Cyrus : And 
he being killed in the War, his Wife flew herfelf out of Grief, upon his dead Body : And Oy- 
rus took care Cg) to have them both honourably buried 5 and a'llately Monument was erect- 
ed over them near the KiverPa^foluSy ' which remairfed for a long Time. But the great Care 
of Cyrus wi^s, vigoroufly to pufh on the Siege 5 which he did with that Succefs, that Sardis 
was taken before Succours could arrive j and Crosfas being made Prifoner, and in danger of 
Death by a Soldier, his Son, who from his Infancy had been dumb in ipite of all Means of 
Recovery, feeing his Father in this Cafe, is faid to have cried out, do not kill Crosfus 1 
This King being brought to Cyrus^ wis ordered to be burnt on a Pile of Wood. On the fight 
thereof, he minded a Conference he before had with Solon^ a wife Athenian Philofopher, 
Cwho hearing him boafl of his Riches and Profperity, told him that no Man could be count- 
ed happy before Death ) and thereupon cried outj Solon ! Solon ! Solon ! Which being told 
to Cyrus ^ he allowed the captive Prince to repete the whole Story 5 and the compafHonate 
Conqueror not only fpared the Life ofCrafus but alfo gave him a honourable Subfiflence, 
and employed him as one of his chief Counfellors all his Lile, and at his Death recommended 
to his Son Cambyfes to follow his Advice. The taking of thii City is placed by Eufebius (JC) in 
the firfl: Year of the fifty eighth Olympiad, which was the eighth Year of Bel/&azzary and the 
forty firfl after the Deftrudtion of Jerufalem. 

After this Cyrus continued fome Time in the Le*fler Afia^ till he had brought the feveral 
Nations which inhabited it* fi-om the E^ean Sea to the Emoire of the Medes^ into throno-h 



un at Babylon^ but 
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Subjeftion. From hence he \%'ent into Syria zx)d Arabia where he did the faiiie, and then 
'A. Af. marched into the Upper AJia i where having reduced the whole Country under his pbediencc, he 
34IO- mai-ched to Bahylo^i^ as the only Place of the Baft \yhich then held out againft him. Having 
^T'o overthrown Beljhazzar in Battle; he fhut him up In his Metropolis^ , and there befieged him for 
Sttjft. eight Years^ after taking Sardzs. This Siege proved a very difficult Work : For the Walls oi Ba^ 

bylcH were high and impregnable, the Number of Men to defend them was very great, apd they 
were furniflied with all forts of trovifionS within for twenty Years C^) ; arid the empty Ground 
■within the City, both for Fruit, Tillage andPafturage, was fufficient to furnifli theip for much 
inore. Wherefore the Befieged mocked at Cyr/{s\ Army from the Top of their Walls ^ yet 
he went on, and drew a Line of Circumvallation round the City, making the Ditch broad 
and deep j and by the help of Palm-trees, which grow in that Country to the height of a hun- 
dred Poot, he eieiled Towers higher than the Walls. But finding the City was not to be 
taken by an AfTauIt, he endeavoured to ftarve it into a Surrender, and divided his Forcejj in- 
'^nt c. twelve Parts, that each in his Month might guard the Trenches with lets Fatigue. But 
5;p„ ' after two Years had been fpent this Way^ and nothing done, he fell on a: Stratagem, which 
hid/ if* with little difficulty made him Mafter of the City. For finding that a great annual Feftival 

was to be kept at Babyioi2^ to the Idol SheJJjach Qb^, at which the People ufed to fpend the 
whole Night in Revelling and Drunkennefs, he fent a Party of his Men up the 'Bciver Eupbrttn 
tes^ that runs through the City, to the Canal that leads into a great Lake ^ vi-bere, by break- 
ing the Dam, he let' fo much of the River in^o the Lake, as the Chanel that eritrtu the Town 
was fordable C^) i in the mean time fettihg oiie Part of his Army where the River ran into 
the City, and the other where it came out, he ordered his Men to enter the Town by the 
Chanel of the River as foon as poffible. Gobrias and Gddates^ who were Guides to the Medes 
and Perfians^ finding the Gates upon the River open that Night, entred without any Oppo 
fitioii, killed the Guards, and Went ftraight int-othe Palace ; where they flew the King, fight- 
ing for his Life, and thofe that were with him. Proclamation being made of Safety for Life 
to all fuch as lliould fubmit, and bring in their Arms, but of iSeath to fuch as Ihould re- 
fufcj all yielded to the Conqueror ^ and Cyrus became Mafter of the City, which concluded 
his Conquefts, after a War of twenty one Years.- This Account, given by Ilerodote and Xe^ 
f2opbo7i^ of the taking of Babylon, exactly agrees with the holy Scriptures : For we find. Ban. v. 
frhat Belfiaxzar made a feaft for a tbonfand of his lords^ for bis wives, and for bis concuhhies^ 

drinking in the golden VeiTels brought out of the Temple ac ^ernfalem, and praifing their Gods 
of Gold, Silver, Brafs, Iron, Wood and fltofie. That very Night Belfbazzar was flain, and 

Darius the Mede, that is Cyaxar^s.^ the Uncle of Cyrus^ took the Kingdom , for Cyras allowed 
him the Title of ail his Conquefts as long as he lived. That Night, divine Providence caufed a 
Hand to write a Sentence upon the Wall, Mene mene tekel PEB.fis uphar^in s intimating,, 
God hath nimbred thy kingdom^ a7id fijiifJoed it : tbou art weighed in the balances, and found 
^a^'itzng : thy kingdom is divided, and giveH to the Medes.and Perfians, The fcing faw the 
Appearance of the Hand j and being ftruck with Fear and Terror, called for his Wife-men and 
iViagicians to read and interpret the Infcription. liut npne of them being able to do it, the 
Q^ueenj who is fuppofed to have been Nitocris the Queen-Mother, caufed fend for the Pro- 
phet Daniel ^ who read and faithfully interpreted the Writing, as above exprefTed. That 
fame Night was the Palace taken, and the King flain : For Candles were lighted before the 
Hand-writing appeared C^) j an'd fome Hours mufl: have palTed before the Magicians were 
called, and after them Daniel, who made the Interpretation, which was accomplifhed in the 
End of the iSJight, or Beginning of the next Morning. 

In the taking of Babylo'a ended the Balyloniffy Empire, after it had continuedj from the 
Rcigti of Nabonaffdr, who firft founded it, two hundred and nine Years CO* -And here end*' 
ed the Power and Pride of this great City, fifty Years after the Babylonians had.deftroyed the 
City and Temple oljernfalem ; and many Prophecies of facred Scripture were fulfilled : For 
it was foretold. That the Lord would flir np the Medes agai7i(l Babylon 5 that Elam ( or the 
Men of Pi?r/J<^ 3 and Media fljould befiege it (f) ^ that the kings of the Medes fhonld execute 
the V€ngea7jce of God npon it, the vengeance of his temple Cs) > ^^^^ waters fhoiild be dried 
tip, her fea and her fprings made dry (Jf) 5 that it fliould be taken in the Time of a Feaftj 
*while her priiices^ her ivije men^ her captains, and her rulers were drunk j that they fJmdd 
fleep a perpetual Jicep^ and 72ot wake^ (?) j that the Lord would cut off from Babylon the name 
and revmant, the fm and 7iepheiv (^k\ or, the fon and gra7zd~foh ; for the Hebrew Word Neked^ 
GeSi. xxi. 2|. is tranflated, thejon^s fon, and may juftly be fo 5 and it appears from the above 
Hifl:ory, tmt Evil^merodach the Son Nebt{chdine%%ar, and 5^//&*?aj^<:r his Grand- fon, were 

both cut oiTby violent Deaths, and the \e& of them in the taking of the City. It was alfo 

fore- 
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foretold, that Babylon fhould be a pojfejjion for the bittern^ and pools cf water Qi) ; Which 
was fulfilied, when by breaking down the Banks at the Head of the Canal, the River was turn- 
ed into the Lake. And no Care being taken aftei-wards.to repair the Breach, all the Coun- 
try on that Side wak overflowed and drowned : The Breach became fo wide, as to be irrepa- 
rable, unlefs by a vaft Expence j which nong beflowed : And the Part of the River chat went 
up to the City" became fo (hallbw, as to be unfit for Navigation. So that not one Word of 
thefe Predidlions failed. . • , 

After the Death oi Beljha%%ar^ Darius the Mede is faid to have taken the kingdom Q/) : For 
though all was gained by the Gondua: and Valour of Cytns^ yet as long as his Uncle lived "^41'?' 
he allowed him a joint Title ; But the Power of the Army, and the Management of Affairs' Am."}:, 
being in the Hands oiCyms^ he only was Idok'd upon, as the chief Governor of the Empire^ 
which he founded 5 and therefore there is no notice taken, of jD^r///^ in t\\G Canon of Ptolemy : ^- 
But after the Death of BelJI:>a%%ar^ who is there called Natomdlns^ Cyrns the Perfian is pJal 
ced as his next SuccelTor, as he really was. Cyrus having fettled his AlTairs in Babylon went 
into Perfia (r), to rtiake a Vifit to his Father and Mother, who were yet alive. Oj? his Re- 
turn through Media^ he married the Daughter .of Cyi7:cr?m, with whom he had the Kingdom 
of Media in Reverfion, for Ihe was her Father's only Child : And Cyaxares accompanied him 
and his new Wife back to Babylon where they divided the Empire into one hundred and twenty- 
Provinces, over which they fet fo mqny Princes (d). Over thefe were appointed three Pre- 
fidents^ and of them Daniel was the firfl: 5 to which his great Wifdom and long Experience in 
Affairs gave him a juft Title 5 for he had now, from the leeond Year of Nebiichadne%%ar^ been 
employed full fixty five Years as a prime Minifter of State under feveral Kings Babylon] This 
high Station ftirred up fo great Envy againft him among the Other Courtiers, that finding his 
Fidelity in the Management of pubiick Affah's unqueft ion able, they framed an impious Law 
^bat 'UQbofoever jJmild ask a petition of any god or man^ for thirty days^ fate of king Darius a 
fhould be caji into the den of lions. 1 he Terror of ftich a Death did not make Daniel omit fo 
neceflary a Duty, as Prayer to his God : Wherefore his Enemies prevailed to have.him_ thrown 
into the Den. But God in a miraculous Manner delivered him : Faith flopped the mouths 
of lions C^) J to encourage Believers at all Times to perform their Duty, whatever it coft them. 
The Mifthief returned upon the Head of thofe who contrived it, and Daniel profpered as long 
as he lived. In the fame firft Year of Darius the Mede^ Daniel, as in the ninth Chapter of hia 
Book, reckoning that the feventy Years of Judah's Captivity were row drawing to an End 
learneftly prayed that God would remember his People, and grant Reftoration of Jerufalem. 
Whereupon he had AfTurance given him, by the Angel Gabriel^ not only of the Deliverance 
of Jiidab from their temporal Captivity, but .alfo of a tar greater Redemption God would givti 
his Church, in their Freedom from Sin and Satan by the Mefjftah, to be accomplifhed at the 



End of feventy Weeks ^/^^r /i&e ^omg /or^i^ of the coramandment to rebuild Jerufalem ^ thac 
is, at the End bf four hundred and ninety Years j which Prophecy Ihall be afterwards'more 
particularly explained. 

Cyrus on his R.eturn to Babylon^ muttered ail his Forces, which he found to be one hun- 
dred and twenty thoufand Horfe, two thoufand fythed Chariots, and fix hundred thoufand 
Foot (f) ; of thefe he diftributed as many into Garrifons,as were neceflary for the Defence 
of the feveral Parts of his Empire, and marched with the reft in an Expedition into Syria^ 
Where he fettled thefe Parts^ and reducing all under his Pdwer, as far as the Ked Sea^ and ,the 
Confines o{ Ethiopia. In the interim Cyaxares ftaid at Babylon, he is called in facred Scripture 
parius the Mede 5 and fcems about this Time to have coined the famous Pieces of Gold called 
Darics which by reafon of their Finenefs,were for feveral Ages preferred before all other Coin, 
tht-oughout ail the Eaft ( j). Suzdal (h^ owns that they were before the Reign 6f Daritis Hy^ 
flafpes • and there is no other famous Darius before him but this Median, They weighed 
two Grains more than one of our Guineas (O 5 and being all of the pureft Gold, they may 
be reckoned worth twenty five Shillings cJf our Money. About tWo Years after this Cyaxares 
'iyi^gi the Parents Cyrus being alfo dead in Perfia (k%Cyrus himfelf took on him the whole 
Government: of che Empire, over which he f*eigned, according to Xenophon feven Years (,1 J, 
Cicero reckons ^ frdm his firft coming out 6^ Perfia with an Army to aflift Cyaxares, to 
his Death thirty Years^ and Ptolemy (12), that from the taking of Babylon, when Nabonadius 
or Beljhazzar was killed, to the Death of Cyr/zj were nine Years, fo that Xenophon, and the 
Canon of Ptolemy do ytrell agree. 

In the firft of thefe ieveh Years thdt Cyrus was fole Moilatchof the Empire, he by a pubiick 
Decree gave Licence to the 'fews^ to return again to their own Country, and to build a Houfc to 
the Lord at Jerufalem (p). The Seventy Years Captivityjof which Jeremiah xxv. 11, 12. xxix. 
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10. had prophefied, were juft then expired. For the Captivity began in the fourth Year of 
Jeborakzm Yiiu^o^ Jndah^ a Year and two Months before the Death of Nabopolajjkr there- 
after NebuchadneZi^ar reigned forty three Years, EvtUmei'odacb^ two Yearsj Neiriglifar^ foyp 
Years, Nabonaditis or BeLjbatx.aT feventeen Years, and Daritts the Mediaiz^ two Years ; to 
which if we add ten Months of the firft Year of Cyriis^ as fole Monarch at Babylon^ and'puf; 
the whole together, we fhall find the fevency Years Captivity juft expired in the ninth Month 
t)f the ^ewiJI-J Year, which is the ISJovember of ours. AU the Particulars agree with the 
holy Scriptures, and the Canon Ptolemy ^ixs hath been illuftrated in the above Hiftory. 'l^jg 
very like that the Decree in lavours of the yews^ was obtained by the Prophet DanieL He was 
£1 Perfon of the greateft Wifdom, Experience, and Authority in the Province Babylon^ next 
to the King 5 and being thorougly acquainted with the holy Scriptures, and having a tender 
Concern for the Intereft of the Church, and of bis own Countrymen, as appears by his fervent 
Prayers (ji')^ he might fl^ew to Cyiras the Prophefies of Jfaiab xliv. 28. xlv. i* 13. where Cym 
is named for this- Service, more than a hundred Years before he was born ^ and it feems in^pJied 
in the Words of* the Decree C^)^ ^has faith Cyrus King ofPerfia^ the Lord God of heaven hath 
len rue all the kingdoms of the earthy and he hath charged one to build him an hoiife at JerufaUm 
';.vbicb is in fiidah , and it is affirmed by 'Jofephus (c\ that this Emperor had feen thefe Predi- 
ctions. Befidcs, in his hite Expedition into Syria and Palefiwe^ having viewed fo large and 
lb good a Country as that of Jndea lying defolate, he might juftiy be moved with a Defire to 
have it repeopled ; And who could be fo proper again to plant a defolate Country as its for- 
mer native Inhabitants ? But v/hatfbever fecond Caufes inclined him to it, the over-ruling 
Power of God, which turns the Hearts of Princes which Way he pleafeth, brought It topafs, 
that in the firft Year of Cyrus's Monarchy over the Eaft, he ilTued out his Royal Decree 

for the rebuilding of the Temple at and the Return of the yezujs into their own 

Country. And here ends this Period. 

But before I go to another Chapter, I (hall here give a fliort View of the Chronology of the 
feveral Periods from the Creation of the World to the Birth of Chrift.

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The Hiflory oj the Jews, from their Return out of the Ba« 
byloiiifli Captivity, to the End of the Perfian Empire^ 

where the Affairs of that Monarchy are alfo explained. 




TKUS King of Perfia having by remarkable Stratagems taken the City 2>atjy~ 
lon^ and being eftablifhed in the Go\'ernment there, iflued out his Decree ibr '5414. 
refloring th'e 'Jew^ tinto their own Luiid, and rebuilding the Temple of God -^wr, c 
{a) at "Jeriifalevz. They gathered together out of feveral Parts of the King- 'il^r. 
dom, to Babylon^ to the Number of Ibrty two thoufand, three hundred and 
fixty Perfons, with their Servants, who amounted to fcven thoufand three 
hundred and thirty feven C^). Their chief Leaders were Zernhabel^ the Son 
of Salathiel^thc Son of Jchoiachm or Jeconias King o^yndab^ and Jefina (f) the Son oijebo^ 
uidak the High-prieft. Zenibabel^ whofe BahyloniJIs Name was Shejhbazzay (d^^ was made 
Governor of the Land C'?)» under the Title of ^irjloatha^ by Commifiion from Cyrus : Buc 
'Jejhiia was High-pricft by lineal Defcentfrom the Pontifical Family ^ for he was the Son of 
Jeljo%adak(f)^ who was the Son of Scraiab^that was High-priefi: wJien Jerufalemwix^ deftroy- 
edj and the Temple burnt by the Chaldeans, Seraiah being then taken Prifoner by Nebuxara" 
dau^ and carried to Nebuchadnezzar to Kiblab in Syria^ was there put to Death by him Cs^ '> 
'Jeho%adak his Son being fpared as to his Life C^}, wa5 only with the reftled Captive to Baby^ 
loji^ where he died before the Decree of the Reftauration came forth j and therefore the 
Office of the High-prieft was then in Jejfona his Son i and under that Defignation he is na- 
med (0 next Zeritbabely among the firft of thofe who returned. The relb were Nehemicih^ 
<Seraiab^ Reelaiaby Mordecai^ BilJIjan^ Mifpar^ Bigvai^ Keham^ Baanah (JC)^ who were the 
prime Leaders of the People, and the chief Afliflancs to Zeriibabel^ in refettling them again in 
their own Land, and are by the yewiJJj Writers reckoned the chief Men of the great Syna- 
gogue. So they call the Convention of the Elderswhich they fay fatotyc/Yz/^^fe/^afLer the Re- 
turn of the yewSy and did there again re-eftablifli all Affairs both of the Cliurch and State. 

When Cyrus ilTued out his Decree for re-building the Temple at Jernfahm^ at the fame 
Time he ordered all the Veflels tobe reflored which had been taken from thence CO- ^^-^ 
buchadf2ez%ar^ on the burning of the former Temple, had brought them to Babylon^ and placed 
them there in the Temple of Bel his God : From thence they were, according to Cyrus's Or- 
der, by Mithredath his Treafurer delivered to Zerubabel^ who carried them back again to Jcrn^ 
falem. All the VefTels of Gold and Silver that were at this Time rellored, were five thoufand 
four hundred i bun all the Particulars are not enumerated In Ezra ix. 105 and the Remainder 
was brought back by Ezra in the Reign o£ jirtaxerxes Lofigrmams^ many Years after. Noc 
only thefe of yudab^ but alfo feveral Ifraelites of the other Tribes took the Benefit of this 
Decree, to return again into their own Land (j^O i forfome of them who were carried away 
by ^iglatb-FUefer^ Salmajiezar and Ezarhaddon^ ftiil retained the true Worfhip of God in x 
ftrange Land, and did not go into the idolatrous Ufages and Impieties of the Heathen among 
whom they were difperfed, buc joined themfelves to the Jews^ when by a like Captivity they 
were brought into the fame Parts. And fome after all the Affyrian Captivities were left- in the 
Land 5 for we find fome of them ftill there in the Time of iofiah (?/) 5 ^1"^ they fuffered in 
the BabylojiiJ/j Czptlvity as well as thejews^ till at length they were wholly carried away by 
Kebtizaradan (0), in the twenty third Year of Nebuchadnezzar. Many of chem had long be- 
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fdi-e lefr their Tribes for their Religion C a),Md incorporating themfelves with the Brethren 
of Jndab and Beujaii^in^ dwelt in their Cities, and there fell into the lame Calamities with them 
under the Babylonians, And of all thefe,agreat Nuhiber took the Advantage ot this De. 
cree ae-ahi to return and dwell in their own Cities. For both the Decree Ot Cyriis^ as well as 
tWisr of Artax^Txes^ is by Name to all the People of Ifrael (J?). And the Temple being built 
both fcr ifrael and Jndab^ both had a PJght to worftiip there i and therefore E%ra, when he 
returned in the Reign oiArtaxerxes Longimanus Qc\ fent a Copy of the King's Decree, where- 
by that Favour was granted him, thro' ail Media^ where the ten Tribes were in Captivity, as 
well as thro' all Cbaldea and Ajfyria^whQVQ the Jkws were in Captivity 5 which plainly im^ 
plies that both of them were included in that Decree,and that being a fenewing ot the Decree 
of Cyiv/J, both muft be underftood df the fame Extent.. And we are told in facred Scripture, 
that iiftcr the Captivity C^), fome of the Children oi^ Ephraim a.nd MafiaJJeb dw^lt m "jernjakm 
as well as thofc of Jn'dah and Benjamiji. And, finally, it appears from leveral T^xts of the 
New Teflament CO? That fomc of the ten Tribes wer^ ftill in Being among the Jews^, even 
to the Timeof their Difperfion, on the DeftruftiOn o£ Jernfalevt hy the Romans ^ the' then 
were comprehended under the Name o^Je^vs^ which after the Bahylomjh Captivity became 
the gericral Name of the whole Nation, as that of the Ifraelztes was before. This folves the 
DifTituIty which arheth fro* the Difference that is between thfe general Number, and the Par- 
ticulars of thefe that returned upon Cyrus's Decrees for the general Number both ixxEzrd 
siiid Nebemtab (f)^ is faid to be forty two thoufand three hundred and fixty j but the Particu- 
lars, as reckoned up by their feveral Families in E%ra^ amounts only to twenty nine thoufand, 
Gi^ht hundred and eighteen^, and in Nebemtab to thirty thoufand one hundred and eighty nine, 
the Meaning of which is, that only the Tribes of Benjamin^ Judab sind Levt^ are reckoned by 
their Families in both thefe i the reft, being of the other Tribes of Ifrael^ are numbred by 
their srofs Sum 5 which makes the grofs Sum fomuch exceed the Particulars in both the Com- 
putations. jBefides, as Mr. Pool well obferves fg), the Catalogue in Ez.ra differs in fomes 
Numbers and Names from that in Nebemtab^ which might proceed partly from this. That fe- 
veral Names were given to one and the fame Perfon, and partly becaufemany Changes might 
happen in the fame Families between the Time of the firft making of this Catalogue in Ex^ta^ 
and the making of it new, fo many Years after the former by Nebemtab 

Of the twenty four Gourfes of the Priefts that were carried away to Babylon, only four re- 
turned (b); which were, the Courfes of iminer^ PaJ/^^nr and Harhu, making up the 
Number of four thoufand two hundred and eighty nine Perfons : The reft either tarried be- 
hind, or were extinft. However, the old Number of Courfes, as eftablifhed by King David^ 
were ftill kept up 5 for of the four Gourfes that returned, each fubdivided themlelves into fix, 
takinff the Names of thofe that were wanting. Hence it is,- that after this Mattathh.s is faid 
ro have been of the Courfe of Joarih (i\ and Zacbarzas of the Courfe of Ahas (^k)- though 
neither of thefe Courfes were of the Number of fuch as returned. 'Tis a common Saying a* 
inonff the Jews CO5 t^^c <^^^Y ^^^"5 t^^at the Dregs of the People returned to Jern^ 
falem at the End of the Captivity, but all the fine Flour ftaid behind at Babylon. Tis certajHi 
that nbtwithftanding the feveral Decrees that had been granted by the Kings of Verfia^ for 
the Return of the "nws into their own Land, there were a great many who waved taking 
£iny Advantage of them, continuing ftill in Cbaldea, AJfyria, and other Eaftern Provinces where 
they had been Captives : And it is moft likelv, that thofe were of the beft and richeft of the 
Nation who did lo 5 for when they had got Houfes and Lands in thofe Parts, it cannot bii 
fiippofed that fuch would be very forward, to leave thefe good Settlements, to replant a Coun- 
rrv' that had lyen many Years defolate. 'Tis certain that many ftaid behind, who never returned 
a-ai,i to their own Land i and if we gucfs of their Numbers by the Family of ^^m/. they muft 
)Kive been many more than they who fettled again in Judea. Hereby it came to pafs, that du- 
ring all the Time of the fecond Temple, and for a great many Ages after, the Number ot the 
Jensjs in Cbaldea^ Affyria and Perfia, became fo great, that they were all along thought to ex- 
ceed the Number of the Jews in Palefiine, even in thofe Times when that was beft inhabited

and there betook themfelves to rebuild their Houfes, and again manure their Lands, attertney 
Jiad now C from the Deftruaion of •jerufalem, and the Flight of the Remainder ot the Peop 6 
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intoBgyft upon the Death of Geddliah) lien defolatfe and uncultivated two and fifly Yesrs ac- 
cording tb the Numbei- of the Sabbatical Years^ -rtrhich they haH negle^ed to obferve. *For 
flccofding to the Mdfaicdl Law C^zJ, they ought to have left their Lands falldw every iVventh 
Year : But attibrtg other Commands of God, they had alfd hegleifled this 5 and cher-fore 
God made the Landi lie clefolatej without Inhabitaiits or Cultit^atlon Q% till it enjoyed the 
full Number of its Sabbaths that it had beeh deprlv'd of: Which tells us how long the Jews 
had hegleded the Lew of the Sabbatical Year ^ fbr *tls certain the Land Was defolat^ only fif-i 
ty two Years, that Is, frbm the Death of Gedaliah until the End of the fe^ehty Yekrs Capti- 
vity, in the firft Year of the Erapii^ of Cyriis, Now, fifty two Sabbatical Years make fifty 
two Weeks, or fifty two Times fct^eh Years, which amounts to three hundred and fixty four 
Yearsj which carries up th6 Cdiiiputation to the Beginning of the Reign A[d. Therefore 
from that Time, xh^Jews hiving neglted^ed tb obferve xhe Sabbatical Years, till they had de- 
prived the Land bf fifty two of thehi; God haade the Land lie defoldte; without Cultivatiori 
or Inhabitants, juft fb many Years, till he had reftored to It that full Reft Which the Wicked*** 
nefs of its Inhabitants, contrary to the Ldw of thfeir God, had denied it. 

On the feventh Month, which is called ?V/r/i all the People, who had retu^ndfd to their 
feverai Cities, gatberfed together at jehifalem on thfe firft of that JMonth C^)^ and celebrated 
the Feaft of Trumpets. This Month began about the Time of the AutUmn^l Equinox,^ and 
was formerly the firft Mbnth of the Year, till ?t was chinged C^) at the Time of the coming 
of the Childreh of Ifrael out df Egypt. For that happening in the Month Abib^ afterwards 
called Nifan^ for this Reafon that Mohth had the Hoiiour given it ftorti thence to be reckon-i 
ed among the Ifraelites for the firft of the Year in all Ecclefiaftical Matters. Before this 
STi/r? was. counted the firft (Oj befcaufe from thence did commenbe, as was thought^ the Be- 
ginning of all things ; it being the genet-al Opinion among the AntientSj that the World was 

created and firft began at the Time bf the Aututonal Equinok. And fbr this Reafon, the 
^eivs do ftil), in their ^ra of the Creation of the Wbrld, as well as in that of Contrafts, cpm^ 
pute the Beginning of the Year from the firft of Tifri 5 and all their Bills £tnd Bonds,' a'nd alt 
their other civil Contracts, are. dated amohg them according to the fame Computation. Frbni 
this Month alfo they began all their Jubilees and Sabbatical Years (fj, Thefefore their £c« 
cleliaftical Year began from Nifan^ and their Feftivdls were reckoned according td it ; bud 
their Civil Year was ftill reckoned fi-om ^ijri : The firft Day of that Month was their New- 
year's Day i and for the ftiore folemn Celebration of it, this Feaft of Trumpets ktisxi to hav^ 

been appointed. 

On Che tenth Day of the feme Months when the High-prieft niacle Atonement for all the? 

People of Ifra^l^ was th^ great Day of Expiation • and on the fifteenth Day (S^ began thd 
Feaft of Tabernacles^ which lafted till the tweilty fecond inclufively. During all theft Sole- 
mnities, the People ftaid at Jemfalem^ einploying all that Time, to thef beft of their Powefji 
to fet forward the Reftbratibn bf God's Worfliip again in that Place: Towards which end^ 
all who had Riches contributed according to their Abilities : Arid the iPfee-wiU-bfrerings made 
on this Occafion, befides a hUhdi-ecl Vefthlents for the Priefts, amounted to fixty one thoufand 
Drams of Gold (b)^ dhd five thoufand Pbiinds^ or (as in ihb Hebrew ) Mina's of Silver 5 
which in all conies to fevehty five thbiifand five hUhdted Pounds Sterling t For evefy Dram£ 
of Gold is worth ten Shillittgs ift bur Mbneyj and evety Miha bf Silvei- hine Pounds Su^/wg ^ 
for it contained fixty Shekels (O5 and every Shekel bf Silver is worth in our MoSney thretf 

Shillings. Upon this Fund they began the Work j £ind a great Siiih it was, to* be ralfed by? 
fo fmall a Number bf People, on their firft Return from the Captivity 5 efpecially if they were; 
only of the poorer Sort, as the Rabbins fSy. But it muft be fiippofed, that thefe Offerings 
were made by the ^hble Nation of the Je-ws j that is, by thofe who ftaid behind at Bahyloiti 
as well as thofe who aiftually returned : Fbr all having dn eqUal Intereft iri the Temple,- ahd 
in the daily Sacrifices there offered, which were iri behalf of all, 'tis very reafonable to fup- 
pofe, that all did contribute to the building of it 5 ifid efpecially, fince as long as the Temple 
ftcod, every Jew annually paid half a Shekel Cthat id,* about eighteert Fendef of bur Mbney> 
towards its Repair (k\ and the Support of the diiily Service in itj iritb what Part foevet th&f 
were difperfed over the World. 

_ The firft Thing they did COs ^vas, to reftbre the Altar of the Lord for Burnt-ofrerings. 
This ftood in the middle bfthe inner Court df the Templei exactly before the Porch leading 
unto the holy Place ; and hereon were made thfe dtiily Oilerings of the Motning and Evening 
Service^ and all other Offerings, ordinary and extraordinary^ inade tb Gbd by Fire. It was 
a large Pile, built all of unhewn Stones, thirty twb Cubits (that id^ forty eight Foot) fquare 
at the Bottom. Frbm thencJe rifing one Cubit, it benched in one Cubit 5 from thence, being 
thn ty Cubits fquare^ it did rife five Gubit^ dnd benched ift one Cubit 5 and frbm thence j being 
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twenty eisht Cubits fquare^ it did rife three Cubits, and benched m twoi. from whence.it did 
rife one Cubit, which was the Hearth upon which the Burnt-offering were burned, and the 
Lnchinr- in of two Cubits breadth was the. Paflkge round it, on which .the. Pnefts ftood when 
ihey attended the Fire, and placed the Safcrifices on it So this Hearth wjis a Square ,of tvyen^ 
t-v four Cubits or thirty fix Foot, on every Side, and one Cubit high, all made of Brafs ; .and 
from hence it was called the bra%e7S Altar (a). But it is not to be conceived that; the \vhale 
Altar was made of folid Brafs : For to make up fo big a Pile all of that Metal, would coft a 
vaft Sum of Money 5 and if it were fo made, it would be agamft tnc Law C^), .commanding, 
wherever they made an Altar, other than the portable A tar of the I ^^ernacle, they fhould 
makp it of Earth, or elfe of unhewn Stone 5 and it would be alfo impradlicable for the Ule 
i^Lnded, becaufe if it %vere all of Brafs, the Fire continually burmng upon the Top of it, 
'vould fo heat the whole, and efpecially that Part next the Hearth that it Avould be impoffible 
for thePrieftsto itand on it, when they were to officiate, and offer the Sacrifices, efpecially 

v/hen they were to do fo bare-footed. n n * 

The Zeal of the Jews for the Temple being that which had brought molt ot them back into 
"^udea the rebiiildinrr thereof was what they had their Hearts moft intent upon 5 and therefore, 
having employed the firfl Year (0 in preparing Materials and cont^^^^ 
i. and Mafons for the Work, in the fecond Year W they laid the Foundation of the Houfe 
with Treat Solemnity. " For Zernbabel the Goveruor, and "Soflma the High-pneft, being pre^ 
fent wtth all the Congregation, the Trumpeters blew the Trumpets, and the Muficians founds 
ed their Inftruments, and Singers fung, to give thanks to the Lord - for he ts good for bis 
mrcy cnduretbfor ever towards Jfrael : And all the reft ot the People fhouted for Joy while 
the flrft Stones were laid. Only the old Men (who had feen the Glory of the firft Temple, 
and had no Expeftations that this which was now a-building, by a few poor Exiles, lately re- 
turned to their Country, could ever equal that which had all the Riches ot David and Solomon^ 
two of the wealthieft Princes of the Baft, expended in ereding it ) wept at the Remembrance 
of the old Temple 5 while others rejoiced at the laying the Foundations of the new. Indeed 
th^ Difference between the former Temple, and that which was now a-building, was fo great, 
thlt God himfelf tells the Prophet Haggai (ie\ that this latter, in comparifon of the former, 
v/a- as' nothing, fo far did it come Ihort thereof. This is not to be underfiood m refpett of 
its Bienefs 5 for the fecond Temple was of the fame Dimenfions with the firft, being built up- 
on the fame Foundations, and therefore it was exadly of the fame Lengni and Breadth.

But the Glory oi Solomon^ s Temple was not in the Temple it felf, far icfs in the Bignefs 
thereof • fof that alone was a fmall Pile of Building, as containing no more than one hundred 
and fifty Foot in Length, and one hundred and five in breadth, taking the whole together 
from out to out. The main Grandeur and Excellency of it confined, Fh ft, in its Ornaments 
and Workmanfhip, being every where exceeding cunous, and its Overlayings vaft and prodi- 
eious ' for the overlaying of the Holy of Holies only, which was a Room of thirty Foot 
Inuare* and thirty Foot high, amounted to fix hundred '] alents of Gold C/) 5 which comes to 
four Millions three hundred and twenty thoufann Pounds Sterling, . Secondly, in us Materia 
als Solomo7z's Temple was all built of new large marble Stones, hewn out m the moft cun- 
ous and artful Manner ^ whereas the fecond Temple was moftly of fuch Stones only as were 
diff^^ed out of the Ruins of the Ibrn^er. Thhdly, in its Out-buiidings. For the Court in 
whi>h the Temnle ftood, and that v.ithout it, called, ^he Court of the Women, were builc 
roared with ftately Buildings and Cloifters ; and the Gates entring ther<.unto, were very beau- 
tiful ?nd fumptuous. The outer Court was a large Square, encompaffing all the reft, o levcn 

hundred and fifty Foot on every Side, f.a rounded with a mod ftately and magnificent Cloilter,

no fuch Ornaments or Materials in this new ^I'c-.ple as there were in the former. In proceis 
of Time indeed all the Out-buildings were reftored, and fucli Ornaments and Materials adccd, 
on Herod the Great's repairing of it, as after that the fccond Temple came in fome Mealure 
nearer to the former in external Splendor, though never equal to it. 

But ftill, the extraoidinary Marks of divine Favour, which were the main Honour ot tnc 
SrftTemolc, were wholly wanting in the fecond: Particularly, Firft, the.Ark of the Covenant^ 
which was a feall Cheft or Coffer (Jj% three Foot nine Inches in Length, and two Foot three 
Inches in Height ; in which were put the two Tables of the Law, and there was nothing elic 
in it when it was brought into »yo/c?;/;o;A Temple (2}. The original Volume of the Law, wnt- 
tcn by Mojes's own Hand, Aaroiz's Rod, ana the x-^ot of Manna, feem to have been m aOoner 

or Coffers (A) at the Sides of the Ark. The Author of the Book of .O^fi juftly ^'e^gSj 
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Thac the Ark, with the Mercy-feat and Cherubinis, were the Foundation, Root J^eirr nnr^ 
Marrow of the whole Temple, and of all the Levitical Worfliip therein performed • ^ n.^ 
therefore^ had there nothing elfe of the firft Temple been wanting in tlie fccond but thr* 4 rl- 
ly, this alone would have been Reafon enough for the old Men to have wepr wh-n rh^v: 
..membred the firft Temple, in which thefe were. ^Tis true, that Defe^l fecms to have be^n 
fupplied in fome Meafure 5 for in the fecond Temple C^) there was alfo an Ark made ofVhL 
fame Shdpe and Dimenfions with the firft, and put in the fame Place But thoucrh ir 
there fubflitute in its ftead, ( as there was need that there fhould be fuch an one fo'^- th(^ 
vice that was annually performed before on the great Day of Expiation) yet it had none of 
its Prerogatives or Honours conferred upon it 5 for there were no Tables of the Law no da 
mi's Rod, no Pot of Manna in it, no Appearance of divine Glory over it no Orac^'es cii en 
from it. The firft Ark was made and confecrated by God's Appointment, and airthofe Pre 
rogatives and Honours given to it by him : But the lecond being appointed and fubflituted bv 
Men only, to be in the Place and Stead of the other, could have none of them ^ and the only- 
Ufe that was made of it, was, to be a Reprefcntation of the former on the great Day of Exl 
piation, and to be a Repoiitory of the holy Scriptures. ' 

A fecond Thing wanting in the £econd Temple which was in the firft, was, thQ SJjech-mJj 
the divine Prefence, manifefted by a vifible Cloud rafting over the Mercy-feat This Cloud 
did firft appear there when Mofes confecrated the Tabernacle 5 and was afterwards- on the 
confecranng the Temple by Solomort^ tranflated thither, and there did continue in the fame 
vifible iVIanner, till that Temple was deftroyed ; but alter that it never appeared more Its 
conftant Place was dlrea:Iy,.over the Mercy-feat 5 but it refted there only when the Ark 
was in ics proper Place, and not when it was in Movement from Place toPlace, as it often was 
during the Time of the Tabernacle. 

A third thing wanting in the fecond Temple, which was in the firflr, is the Urim and ^brm^ 
film. Wl:at this was the Scripture hath no where explained any further, than that it was 
fomething which Mojes did put into the Breaft^plate of the High-prieft. This Ereaft-plate 
was a Piece of Cloth doubled, of a Span fquarc ^ in which were fet, in Sockets of Gold 
twelve precious Stonts^ bearing the Names of the twelve Tribes of Ifrael engraven on them - 
which being fixed to the Ephod or upper Veflment of the High-pricft's Robes, was worn bv 
him on all lolemn Occafions COa with the Urim and tbummim. Among a Variety of Opinil 
ons id\ which learned Men have advanced on this Point, which do rather perplex than 
plain ir, it appears fifeft to hold that the Words Urim and ^hummim meant only the divine 
Venue and Power given to the High-prieft, who wore thisBreaft-piatc after his Conlbcration 
of obtaining an oraculous diftinft Anfwer whenever Counfel was asked of him j and that the 
Words, Urim and ^bummim^ were given to figm^:Y the Clearitej's and Perfe^iajs \vhich 
thefe Anfwers carried with them. For they were not like the Heathen Oracles, enigmatical 
and ambiguous, but always clear and manifeft, nor fuch as did ever fall fhort of Perfefiiion 
either of Pulnefs in the Anfwer, or certainty in the Truth thereof. The Prieft was to ask 
Counfel of God in difficult and momentous Cafes, relating to the whole State of IfraQl, la 
order thereto, the High-prieft did put on his Robes, and over them the Breaflr-plate, in which 
the Urzm and ^htimmim were, and then prefented himfelf before God, to ask Gounlel of him. 
But he was not to do this for any private Man, but only for the King and the Prefidenc of 
the Sanhedrim^ for the General of the Army, or for fome other great Prince or Governor of 
.IjTael^ and not for private Affairs, but for fuch only as related to the publick Intereft of the 
Nation in Church or State. The Place where he prefented himfelf before God, was before 
the Ark of the Covenant, not within the Veil of the Holy of Holies Cfor thither he never 
entred but once a Year, on the great Day of Expiation) but without the Veil in the holy 
Place ; And there ftanding, as hath been already defcribed, with his Face turned diretflly to- 
wards the Ark and the Mercy-feat, on which the Divine Prefence refted, he propofed the 
Matter probably with folemn Prayer and Invocation of the Name of God ^ and dire<5tly be- 
hind him, at fome Diftance, without the holy Place, perhaps at the Door (for further no Lay- 
man niight approach) ftood the Perfon in whofe Favour the Counfel was asked, whether it 
were the Kmg, or any publick Officer of the Nation, and there with all Humility and Devo- 
r{f"nT^^ ^^^^^^'wer that Ihould be given. But how the Anfwer was given, hath made 
tne IJiipute. To me the learned Dr. Prideaux's CO Opinion feems moft plau'fible, and beft 
to anlvvcr the Queftioni namely. That when the High-prieft appeared before the Veil, to ask 
v^ouniel ol God, the Anfwer was given him by an audible Voice, as an Earneft of God to be 
Jiiainteited in the Flelh (/) 5 which Voice was from the Mercy-feat that was behind the Veil. 
J.nere MoJes went to ask Counfel of God ig) in all Cafes, and from thence he was anfwered. 
tn nie iume Way God did afterwards communicate his Will to the Governors of Ifrael as of- 
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ten as he was confuked by them, only with this Difference, that \vhereas Mofes^, thro' the ex- 
traordinary IFavour granted to him, hacl immediate Accefs. to the Divine Prefence, and God. 
did Ipeakto him C'^O, it wqvq face to^fac'e^ as a man Jpea^etb to his, friend. Ho.-^otlier 
v/as admitted thither to ask Gounlel o£ God, but through ,the Mediation of the ,fiigh-. 
prieft C^), .who in bis ftead asked, Coufiiel fpr him by Urim 2i\\<^..i'hmmiin aod \vhen 
he prefented himfelf in the due Manner, aci^ording to the Prefcription ef- the divine Law^ 
<3od gave him an Anfwer in the fame Manner as he did unto. iWq/^j,, 'thiit Js, by an audiblt; 
Voice from the Mercy-feat. For in many Inftances recorded in Scripture. ( ^Oj.of God's be- 
ing c6nfulted this Way, the Anfwer in every one of them, except two (J^j is ulliered in with, 
'^he Lord faii. When God was confulted by Z/ri/wand uhnramim in the Camp, the Anfwer 
feeras to have been after another Manner j for it appearif by Scripture^ that eitlier the HijTh- 
prieft, or one deputed by him, went with the Annies of Ijrael to. the Wars ; and carried \vith 
him the Ephod and Breaft-plate, to ask Gqutifel of God in all .difficult Emergencies. Thus 
Phinebas went to the Wars againffc the Midianites^ with the holy Inftruments that is^ 
with the Ephod and Breaft-pfate 5 whicli, fey the Rabbins, were pat into an Ark or Goffer 
made on Purpole for it, and carried by the Le-vttes on their Shoulders, as the other Ark was; 
and of this they underftand that Text, where <Saul fays t;o Ahiah the High-prieft, Bring hU 
ther the ark of the Lord (f) which could not be the Ark ^ of the Covenant then at Kirjath'^ 
jearim ; but it fcems the Prieft anointed for the Wars had a Tent in the Camp on Purpofe, 
redded for his Ufe, in which a Part was feparated by a Veil in the fame Manner as tho 
Holy of Holies was in the Tabernacle and when he asked Gounfel of God in the Camp, he 
appeared there before the Veil, in the fame Manner as before the Holy of Holies in the Ta- 
bernacle; and the Anfwer was given him from behind it, tho* no Ark nor Mercy-feat was 
there. Tho' this Way of asking divine Counfel was frequently ufed during the ftanding of 
Mofes^s Tabernacle, and probably continued long after j yet we find no Inftance of it in the 
Scripture during the whole Time of t^ijtoow's Temple : And 'tis moQ: certain, that it was 
wholly wanting in the fecond Temple 5 for both £x.j'^ and Nehcmiah tell us as much (j;)* 
Hence is that Saying among the jcwJ, ^at the Holy Spirit f'^ake to the Children o/.Ifrael 
during the tabernacle by Urim andThuvavdwa^ under the flrft Temple hy the Prophets^ and lan 
der the fecond by Bath-kol 5 by which the Jews mean a Voice from the Clouds, like that 
in Matsk in. 17. Mattb. xvii. 5. .1 Pet. i. 17. 

A fourth Thing wanting in the fecond Temple which.was in' the fifft, was the holy Fire 
V/hich came down from Heaven upon the Altar C^)j ^rft at the confeerating of jlaron and 
his Sons to the Priefthood, and afterwards at the confeerating of Solomon'*% Tera^ple (j\ and 
was conftantly fed Night and Day without fuffering it ever to go out i and with this all 
the Offerings made by Fire were offered. For uftng other Fire Nadab and Jlbihn ivere 
confumed by Fire from the Lord. This was never reftored after the Captivity, infteaclth^e-^ 
of they held only common Fire in the fecond Temple. 

A fifch Particular wanting in the fecond Temple^ that was. in the' firfi, was the. >S0,tt. of 
Prophefy j but this was not- wholly deficient during all that Time, for the Prophets 
Zechariah^ and Malacbi lived after the fecond Temple was built, and prophefied .und< 
on thtnr Death, which the Rabbins fa^ happened all in one Year, the prophetick Spirit" whol- 
ly ceafed from among them, as is owned by the Jewijh Seder Olams at the Foot of 'thft 
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JBcfides, there was a fixth Thing wanting, that is, the holy d7tointing Oy/, which was made 
by Mofes for anointing and confeerating (I) of the King, the High-prieft, and all the facred 
Vt'fTels made Ufe of \v\ the Houfe of God 5 and for this Ufe it v/as commanded to be kept by 
the Children of Jfrael throughout their Generations; and therefore it was laid up before the 
l^ord in the moft holy Place. And as the original Copy of the Law was placed, there, on the 
right Side of the Ark of the Covenant 5 fo perhaps the Veffel containing this Oyl was placed 
on the other Side of it, and there kept .till the firft Temple being laid in Afhes, that alfo was 
dcftroyed with it^ Every King was not anointed, but only the firft of the Family : Biit every 
High-prieft was anointed at his Confecration^ and fo v/as the Prieft who went in his ftead.to 
the Wars. The Vcffels and Utenfils were the Ark of the Covenant, the Altar of Inctm 
the Shew-bread Table, the golden Candlefticks, the Altar of Burnt-ofierlngs, the Laver, ^ncl 
all other Veffels belonging to them. As they were actually thus anointed at the firft ereaing 
of the Tabernacles by Mofes (^ri) -^ fo if any of them were decayed, deftroyed oVloft, they 
could, as long as this anointing Oyl remained, be again reftored, by making and confecrdcing

ing wanting in the fecond Temple^ there wgs a Defect of Sandlicy in all things clfe belong- 
ing to it : For tho' 'on the R.eturnfrotn the Captivity^ and rebuilding the Temple, the Jews 
did anew rtiake thefe holy Veffels and Utenfils, put them aU in their former Places^ and applied 
them to their former Ufes ; yet. thro' want at] this Oyl to confecrace them, thefe were deieftive 
of that Holinefs in the fedbnd Temple they had under the firft 5 and their Fligh-priefi who 
did officiate ill that Temple was rto other Way confecrate^ than by putting on his Veflments, 

The Trial of Adultery by the Waters of Jealoufy alfp ceafed^, under the fecond Tempie" 
as we. ihall have Occafion to Ihew afterwards (d) 5 and other miraculous Inflances of the di- 
vine Prefebce. were removed. Upon the whole, aU thefe, and many other Particulars of the 
Glory of the firll: Temple, being wanting in the fecond j there was Reafbn enough for the ^z;- 
jr/V;;/ wen ivbo had feenthe firft tempie^to weep with a loud^oice'(b') at the rebuilding of the fe- 
cond. But all thefe Wants and Defet^s -x-ere abundantly repaired,_when the dcfire of all nations^ 
the Lord whtrnthey fotight (jT)^ came into this his Tempie-» even when Chrlft our Saviour, the 
trueft Shechma^ of the Divine Majefty, honoured.it with his Prefence ^ and in this Rcfped, the 
^lory of the latter hokfe did far exceed the glory of the former. And ihQ Vvo^h^^^\^s tor QteWing 
this. Event had their Accomplifliment. T.ogo on with the Hiftory : 

The Samaritans being intoriiiedj that the Jei^os began to rebuild the Temple at jernfalejh 
(d\ came thither, expreffing a great Defire to be admitted toworfhipGod at the fame Temple, 
oflering to join with them in building of it 5 and telling them. That ever fince the Bays ofcyn%. 
E^arhaddon YJm^oS. Affyria^ they had worftiipped the fame God as rhey did. But terti-^ 
hahel^ Jejhiia^ and the reft of the Elders of Ifrael made Anfwei: to them, that they not 
being of the Seed Jfrael^ to.whoni Cyrus's Commiffion billy was given, had nothing to do 
jn building a Temple to their God with them, The Reafon of this AntWer was, that the Jews 
faw tha^; ih.QSa7}iarita72S intended not fincerely what fhey faid,but came with an erifnaring Dii- 
iign to be admitted among them^ that they might do them Mifchiefl he^iics^ they were not 
of the fame Religion 5 fortho', from the Time they had been hifefted with Lions in the Days 
of E%arhaddQn^ they had worfliipped the God. of Ifrael^ yet It was only in Conjunction with 
their other Gods (j\ v/hom they worfliipped before ^ and fince they at the ilimc Time wor- 
flupped falfe Gods, in this refpeCl they were Idolaters i and this was Reafon enough for the 
true Worfiiippers of God to have no Communion with therli. At which Anfwer the Samari-^ 
r^;;x being incenfed, did all. they could to .hinder the Work ; and tho* they could not dlter 
the Decree of Cyr/^r, yet they prevailed by Bribes and under-hand Dealings with hIsMinifters 
and other Officers^ to put Obftruflions to the Execution thereof (/)jro as for Jeveral Years the 
Building was delayed.: Which the ^'eviyi relenting as it deferved, this became the Beginning 
of that bitter Rancour that hath ever fince been between them and the Samaritans ; and this 
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odjous Name ; and that which in the Height of their Angerjby way of Infamy and Reproach^ 
they beftow upon Chriftians, whom they abprainaie. 

The Work of the Temple being retarded by thefe deceitful Means, leerns to be the Cauft; 
that Daiiiel in the third Y<?ar of Cyirtis King ofPerfia, gave himfelf to fafting and mourning foi! 
three Weeks together (^?). On the twenty fourth Day of the firft Month of that Year, he 

faw a remarkable Vifion concerning the Succeflion of feveral Kings, the Empire of the Mace-* 

and the Conquefts of the Romans^ contained in the three laft Chapters of his Book ; 
And by what is written in the Concliifion of the laft of thefe, he feems to have died fooh af- 
ter. Indeed his great Age makes it not likely that he could have lived much longer 5 for the 
third Year of Cyn/j being the feventy third bf his Captivity, if wc fuppofe him eighteen 
Years old at his carrying to Babylo?:^ he muft at this Time have been in the hihty ^rft Yeac 
of his Age, which was a length of Years given to few iri thofe Days. He was d very, extraor- 
dinary Perfon both inWifdom and Piety, and was favoured of God, and honoured of Men be- 
yond any that lived in his Time. His Frophefies concerijing the corning of the Mef/idhy and 
other great Events in after Times, are the cleareft and fulleft of all we have in tiie Holy 
Scriptures ^ in fo miich thatPor^^^r^ Q'), a Heathen, in his O'bjedlions againft our Religion, 
^^ntends that thefe Predictions muft have been written after the Fa£ls were done ^ and ch^ 
Jews do not reckon him to have been a Pfbphet, plafcing him only [among the Hdgiograpba

Will of all 
Men y and the Event of fiich of them as were accomplijhedy procured to the reft- a thorough Be^ 
lief of their I'r lit h. But what proves the Point is, that our Saviour acknowledged D;?»;>/ 
to be a Prophet, and ftiles hiria fo in the Gofpel Qz). • Daniel's Wifdom reached . not only to 
Things divine and policical, but alfo to feveral Arts and Sciences. He had Skill even in Archi* 
tefture j for Jofephiis Qf) tells of a famous Edifice built by him at Snfa in the Manner of a 
Caftlca which he fays remained to his Time, and \tfas * finifhed with fuch wonderful Art, that 
it thenfeemed as frefti and beautiful as if it had been- newly built. Within 'this Edifice was 
the Place where the Perfian and Parthian Kings ufed to be - buried 5 and "for the- fake of the 
Founder, the keeping thereof was cbmniitted to one of the y^t^'/y^ Nation even to his Days. 
The Copies o^yofepbus nov/ extant, do indeed place this Buildirtg at-Ecbaf aua in Media 3 but 
yerom^ who gives the fame Account from fofephus^ placeth \t Qx. SuJa mPerfta CO^ which feeias 
to have been the true reading at that Time ; for the Scripture tells us that Da72i el had fome- 
times his Refidence there 5 and the corhmon Tradition for many Ages paft, is. That Dajii el 
died in that City, now called ^ufter where they fliew his Monument even to this Day. Pare 
of the Book of Daniel is originally wrote in the Chaldean Language, that is, from the fourth 
Verfe of the fecond Chapter, to the End of the feventh Chapter^ where the Prophet treats of 
BabyloniJJj Affairs : All the reft is in thtHehreiv. In the vuigate Edition, there is added-afte! 
the 23d Verfe of the third Chapter, tht^Song of the three Children ^ and 'at the End of the BoGk- 
the iJ/j^oj'ji' o/ Sufanna, Bel, and the Dragon, But thefe Additions wer-e^ never received into 
the Canon of the infpired Writings hyth^ Jezmfb Church, nor are they extiint in the Hebrew 
nor in thQ Chaldee 'Languages i nor is there any Evidence that they ever were' fo. ^mm 
Q) gives the Hiftory o? Bel and the Dragon no better Title than that of the Fables C^ Bei and 
the Dragon. By the Death of Daniel the Jews loft a powerful Advocate in the Perftan ^om 
which gave their Enemies greatier Occafion to fucceed in their Defigns againft- thftta. But 
tho' they prevailed to divert thefe Encouragements given by Cyrus to carry on the Work oi" 
the Temple, yet they could not put an open Stop thereto : So ' that as far as- -the Jews of 
themfelves were able they ftill carried it on, in which they were helped by the S'ynans and 
Sidonians (f)^ not only in furnifhing them with Mafons^ Workmen and Artificers 5 but alfo in 
bringing the Cedars which Cjyw had ordered them out of the Forreft of Mount Lihanm^ 

fromchence to 'joppa by Sea, from which Place chey were carried by Land to Jeritfalem: For 

the Syrians and Sidonians being wholly given to Traffick and Navigation, did very -little ad- 
dict themfelves to Olive-yards, Vineyards, or Tillage of^Ground 5 neither had they any Tef- 
ritory for either, but were furnifhedby their Neighbours for Money or Exchange of Goods, 
with Corn, Wine or Oyl, and chiefly by the "Jei^s (g^ • and therefore they readily affifted 
with their Mechanicks and Shipping, to be fupplied with other 'Nece(raries, Wherefbrd as by 
their Help Solomon had built the firft Teifiple, fo by their AfEftance the Jews were enabled 
to build the fecond. ^ 
''Am, c. In the feventh Year after the Rellor^ition of the Jews out of Babylon^ died Cyrus^ thdr 
530. great Benefaxflor, after he had reigned, from his firft taking on him the Command o£ the Per- 
fian awA Median Kxmvt%^ thirty Years, from his taking of 3ff^^/o» nine Years C^'S'X • and from his 
being fole Monarch of the Eaft, after the Death of Cyaxares^ or Dariits the Median^ his Uncle 
CO? feven Years 3 "being at the time of his Death feventy Years old. He was a Prince of great 
Vertue, and eminent Parts, who had founded the Empire of P^r/?^, and extended its Limits, 
according to Xenophon (Ji\ to th^ Ked Sea on the Eaft, to the JSttxin on the North, toCypm 
and Egypt on the Weft, and to Ethiopia on the South. Authors*give very different Accounts 
of his Death 5 for Herodote (/), yuftin Qii)<y and Valerius Maxz772ns Qz) tell us. That making 
War on ^omyris Queen of Scytbia^ he defeated a Part of her Forces, and killed her only Son; 
Tliat flie being bent upon Revenge, allatilted him fuddenly with a great Army, whereby Ihe 
defeated the Pcrfians with a great Overthrow 5 and Cyrus being found among the Dead, ihe 
cuufed his Head be ftruck off; and thrown into a Hogfliead of Blood, faying, Satiate'-tby felf 
"With that ivhicb thou long thirfted for. But the Account thzt Xenophon {0) gives, feemsmore 
probable. That after having given his Advice to his Friends and Children, -he died in his Bed; 
as fortunately as he lived, leaving the Empire in Peace to his Son 5 and was 'burled at Pdfdd' 
gerda^ hi Pofia ^ where his Monument, according to Strabo Qp\ continued to the Time of

Soon Q.{tQV Camhyfes came to the Thi'one, he refblved on a War againft the Bgyptzajis by 
reafon of feme Offence taken againft Amafis their King. The moft provable Account there- 
of is. That Amafis had. fubjedled himfelf to Cyrus^ and become his Tributary, but did with- 
draw his Obedience .from his- Succcfibn For carrying on this War, Camby/es made great ^T.^q^ 
Preparations by Sea and Land (^). For the Sea-fervice he engaged the Cypriots and the Pbss-^ ca^byfn^ 
uiciajts to help him with their Fleets : For the War by Land, belides his Ferfian Forces *? 
Jie hired a great Number of Auxiliaries, fr om Greece^ Ionia and ^Siolia^ who were the Strength 
of his Army. He had alfo great Affiftance from ox\^.Phanes^ Halicarmjfean ^ who being 
a Commander of fome Greek Mercenaries in the Service of Amafis King of Egypt^ on fome 
Difguft^ ' revolted to the Perfian^ and gave him fuch Dirciflion in his Aifairs, as did very much 
tend to the Succefs of this-Expedition : For by his Advice, Camhyfes contradled with an A^ 
rabian Kingi, who lay next the Borders oiPalefiine and Egypt^ to furnifti him Water while he 
fafled the Defarts between thefe two Countries j which accordingly was brought him on Ca- 
mels Backs, without which he could never have marched his Army that Way. On his Arri- 
val .on the. Borders, he found Amafis newly dead, and Pfammenitns his Son and SuccelTor draw- 
ing together a great Army to oppofe him. To open his Pa^rage into the Country, it was ne- 
ceflary to take Peltifinm^ this being a Key tb Egypt on that Side. But the Place being ftrong 
by Nature and Art, furniihed with a fufficient Garrifon of Men, was like to give him a great 
fieal of Trouble. : For preventing whereof, - 'tis fuppofed -by the Counfel o£ Pba?2es^ he placed 
on the Front of his Army a great Number of .Cats, Dogs, Sheep Q% and other of thofe A- 5^3 ' 
nimals which the Egyptians reckon as Deities : And the Egyptians not daring to throw a Dart 
or Ihoot an. Arrow that Way, for fear -of wounding fome of -thofe facred Creatures, he eafily 
made hin^felf JVLafter of the Place. By this time Pfammenitns came up wjth his Army ^ and 
a bloody Battle enfued, wherein the Egyptim Army was routed, and the greater Part of them 
cut to Pieces. . After this C-3W^7/^.r reduced the 42ity ilfm/i*&« 5 and RndingPfammenitus, his 
Prifoner, endeavouring to raife new Troubles, he forced him to drink Bulls Blood, whereby 
that Prince ended his Life. Hereupon all Z'^^/ir. fubmltted to the Conqueror. The Eilyans^ ^„f^ C?; 
Cyrenims and Barceai^s^ hearing of his Succefs, fent Ambafladors to make their Submillions jiy.' 
to him. From Memphis he went to Sais^ where the Egyptian Kings were buried, and there c^^hpK 
caufed the Body o{ Amafis > to- he digged- out of its Grave, and after all manner of Indignities 
done to it, burnt it to Alhes. 

Next Year he defigned Expeditions againft the Carthaginians^ Hafnmonians and Ethiopia 
ens : But the .Pbtrjiicians refuling to alfift him againft the firft, as being a Colony defcended 
of thejnfelTes* .he bent his Mind againft this Ethiopians^ becaufe they had mocked and male- 
treatijd his Ambafladors, Accordingly leaving the Grecian Auxiliaries to keep the Country in 
awe^ . hp iniarched in a mad Humour his Perfian Army, unfurnifhed with Neceflaries for fuch 
an Expedition. On his coming to Thebes , in Upper Egypt^ he detached fifty thoufand Men 
to go againft the Hammonians^ to deftroy their Country, and burn the Temple of fupiter 
Hammon, Thefe, after feveral Days March, by a ftrong Wind blowing from the South, as 
they. were at Dinner, were all overwhelmed with a mighty Torrent of Sand (0* Mean time- 
Camlfyfes went on, till his Army, in thefe Defarts wanting all manner of Provifions, had ate 
their Horfes, and were beginning to caft Lots to eat one another. Then he thought it high 
Time to march back to Memphis with the Remainder of his Ai;my 5 where he found the Egy^ 
ptians rejoicing, becaufe they had found the Bull Apis (jT)^ their God. He conceiving they 
mocked him for his bad Succefs, commanded Apis to be brought into his Prefence 5 and laugh- 
ing at fuch a fooli(h Deity, wounded him with his Sword on the Thigh, ordered the Priefts 
to be whipped, and the People who obferved fuch Solemnities to be killed. The poor Beaft 

languiflied and died in the Temple, and was buried privately by his Admirers : And the £- 
gyptians (e) fay^ that after this wicked Faa, Camhyfes was ftili troubled with Madnefs. But 
^e former Adtions of this Prince, as well as thofe after it, fliewed him to be no very wife Man. 
For having with him a Brother, the only Son o£ Cyrus ^ befidds himfelf, by the fame Mother, 
whom Herodote calls Smerdis 5 becaufe he was the only Perfon in the Army who could draw 
the Bow which Camhyfes^'s Ambaffadors had brought out of Ethiopia^ therefore he fent him 
home to Perfia^ and there caufed him to be put to Death, He killed one of his Sifters, be- 
caufe fhe pitied the Fate of her Brother- ASV»fir/fw ; though flie was his Wife, and then big with

At the fame time the 
City was brought under, the Country was deftroyed by an Inundation, caufed by turning the 
RiVer in order to take the PUce : Thereby, -as the Scripture C^) foretold, it hecam^ a pokef^ 
fiofifor the bittern^ and pools ^f water 5 and the fea /ball come upon Babylon^ andfhe was iove-* 
red with the multitude of the waves thereof Under wiiich Miferies it Janguilhed a while, and 
at length, accordihg to the, Words oi^ Jeremiah^ ended In a perpetual Defolacion. 

In the feventh Year of Darius^ which is the ii%th in the Jewifl^ Account, and on the third j 
Day of the twelfth Month^ tailed Adar^ the building of the Temple at Jerufalem was finifh- yT? ^■ 
ed (b')y and the Dedication of if was celebrated with great Solemnity and Joy. This Work ^iwV; 
was twenty Yeats a-^doing 5 lor fo many were ekpled from the fecond of Cyrus^ when it was 
firft beguh, to the feventh of Darius^ when it was fuUy finifhed.' The next Month after the 
Dedicacionj which was the Month Nifan^ the firft of the JewiJJj Ye^r, the Temple being now 
made fit for all Parts of divine Service, the PafTover was obferved in it on the fourteenth Day- 
of that Month (c\ according to the Law of God, and folemnized by all the Children of Ifrael 
v/ho were then returned from the Captivity, becaufe, fays E%ra the Lord had made them 
joy filly and turned the heart of the king of Jtffyria [that is," of Darius 1. for having taken Bahy^ 
lony he was really King o£j£j[/yria] unto them^ to firengthe^ their bands in the work of the 
houfe of the God of IfraeL 

The Samaritans ftill tarrying on their former Spite and Rancour a^ainft the fews^ gave 
thdai new Trouble on this Occafion. The Tribute of *5'-(2ff;^?*/<? had been affigned, firft by Oy- 
rus-(e\ and afterwards by Darins (f)^ for the Reparation of the Temple at Jerttfalem^ and i?Vr7i 8; 
furnifhing the Jews with Sacrifices, that Oblations and Sacrifices might be there daily offered 
up fot" the King and the Royal Family (g). This was a Matter of great Regret and Heart- 
burning to the Samaritans^ and was the Source and true Origin of all the Oppofitions which 
they had made againft them : For they thought it an Indignity, to be forced to pay thefe 
Tributes to the Jews 5 and therefore they, by Bribes and other under-hand Dealings, prevail- 
ed with the Minifters of State, and other Officers to whofe Charge this Matter belonged, du- 
ring the latter Part of the Reign of Cym, and all the Time of Catnbyfes^ to put a Stop to this 
Alfignment, and did all they could wholly to quafh it (h'). But the Grant being renewed by 
Darius (j\ and the Execution of it fo ftri'dlly enjoined, as hath been before related, the Tri- 
bute was from thence annually paid till this Year. But now, on pretence chat the Temple 
was finilhed, though the Out-buildings ftill remained unrepaired, and were not finilhed till ma- 
ny Years thereafter, theyrefufed to allow thQjews any longer to levy the Tribute (jfe), all ed- 
ging the End ceafed, now that the Temple was done. To right themfelves, the Jews fenc 
Zerubabel the Governor, and Ananias^ with two other principal Men among them, to com- 
plain to Darius of the wrong done them, by detaining his Royal Bounty, contrary to the £- 
di^^: he had made. The King, on hearing the Complaint, iffued out his Royal Order to his 
Officers at Samaria^ commanding them to take effectual care that the Samaritans obey his 
Edi6t, in paying their Tribute -to the Temple at ^^erztfalem^ as formerly, and no more, on 
any pretence whatfoever, to give the Jews any Caufe to complain of their Failure therein. 
And after this, we hear of no tnore Oppolition norConteft concerning this Matter, till the 
Time of Sanhallat^ which was many Years afterwards. 

As to the other Undertakings of Darius Hyfiafpes^ I lhall offer but a fhort Account of them, 
becaufe I defign afterwards a DigrelHon concerning the Affairs of Greece^ and have now the 
Hiftory of the Jews mainly in view. Darius^ after the Redudtion of Bahylon, made great Pre- 
parations for a War againft the Scythians (/), who inhabited thofe Countries between the Da^ 
mme znA the Tanais, His Pretence for it was, to be revenged on them for invading AJia^ and 
holdmg it in fubjedlion twenty eight Years in the Time of Cyaxares the firft King of Media, a 
hundred and twenty Years before this. In order to this Expedition having drawn together an 
Army of feven hundred thoufand Men Qm^ he marched with them to the S'hracian Bofpho* 
'nisj^ and having paifed over id in a Bridge of Boats, he brought all Sl^r^Zfi"^ into fubjedion, 
and then marched to the Ifler or Danube, where he appointed his Fleet, confifting mofHy of 
lommis and Grecians dwelling in Afia, to come to him. There he palTed over another Bridge 
01 Boats, into the Country of the Scythians ^ where having for three Months Time purfued

them, through defart and uncultrvated Countries, into which chey drew him by their Flight 
on purpofe to harafs and deftroy his Army, he was glad at laft to return with one halfofhi' 
Men, having loft the reft in this rafli and ill projefted Undertakuig : Aftd had not the lo^il 
ans^ by the Perfuafion of HfJiiauSy Prince or Tyrant of Miletus^ contrary to the Opinion of 
Miltiades and others, ftaid with the Fleet to afford him a Paflage back, the King and the reft 
of the Army muft have perilhed alfo. Being returned to AJia^ he wintered at Sardis tore- 
frefh his broken Forces, and refettle his Affairs in thofe Parts : And fearing Hiftimus^ Prince 
oiMilettiSy to whom he had given the Territory oiMyrcinus^ on the River Strymon in fhrace 
for his Services, would enterprize ibme JNdatter of Moment in his Abfence, he carried hiiQ 
along with him when he marched home to Sufa;^ in the tenth Year of his Reign. 
"Ant, c. Darius being defirous to enlarge bis Dominions to the Eaft, he thought it proper firft ta 
5x0/ make a Difcovery of them. To which end having built a Fleet of Ships at Cafpatyrusy a City 
psrii ij.on the River /ndiis^ fo far up as the Borders of Scythia^ he gave the Command thereof to 

Scylax a Grecian of Carta ; who according to his Orders, failed down to the Mouth of 
that River, and returned by the Streights of Bahelmandel up the Ked Sea, in the thirtieth 
Month after his fetting out from Cajfayms : He landed in EgyfiL at the fame PJace from 
whence Necbo- King of Egypt formerly fent out his Fbeenieians to fail round the Coafts of A-^ 
frica^ which feems to have been the Port now called Sues and then travelled toSufa, topive 
the King an Account of his Voyages and Difcoveries. After this Darius entfed India with 
an Army, and brought all that large Country under him, making it the twentieth Prefefture 
of the Empire C^) > ixora whence he yearly received a Tribute of three hundred and fixty 
Talents of Gold, being one for every Day in the Terjian Year. The Money was paid accor- 
ding to the Standard of the Enhoic Talent, which is near the fame with the Attic^ and fo a- 
mounts to one Million ninety five thoufand Pounds Sterling of our Money, 

The Syrians, after the taking of their City by Nebuchadnezzar^ bad been reduced to a 
State of Servitude, under which they groaned feventy Years. This Term being expired, Da^ 
Hus reftored them to their former Privileges, and to have a King of their own, in confidera- 
tion of the Services they had done him in his naval Wars. By this he accompliflied the Pre» 
diftion of the Prophet Ifaiab CO- But when the Styrians recovered their Power and Riches, 
they became proud, and were able afterwards to msdj;e a greater Stand againft Ale»andsr the 
Great, than ail the Perfian Empire befides. 

"Jint. c. In the twentieth Year oiDariush Reign, 502 Years before the Birth of* our Saviour^ Ari^ 
Jo». ftagoras the Son of Malpagoras^ Son-in-law and Coulin to Hiftieeus Prince o( Miletus^ to whom 
- ' ao.^je jjad committed the Government of his Country during his Abfence at Snfa ^4% with pri- 
vate Advice from his Father-in-law, formed a Defign to make all loma revolt from the Ptfr- 
Jians 5 and to make them ftick clofely together, he reftored ail the Cities to their Liberties. 
He went to Lacedamon^ to engage that City to his Intereft ; but they rejefted his Offers. But 
the Athenians^ being at that Time oilended with the Eerfians^ for promifing to fupport H/p- 
pias the Son of Pipftratus^ late Tyrant there, whom they had expelled^ gave Ariftagoras a 
more favourable Reception, engaging to aflift him. The War being declared, the lonianSj^ 
with their Allies the Athenians^ iSiled to Sardis j which they took CO- The Houfes being 
moftly of Cane, were very combuftibie j ib as one of them being fet on Fire by a Soldier, 
the Flames fpread, till the whole City was confumed, except the Caftle, to which Artapber-' 
ms the Perfian retired^ and defended himfelf. Among other Houfes, the Temple oiCyhek 
was deftroyed i for which reafon the Perfians pretend they afterwards demolifhed the Grema 
Temples. The Perfians and hydians gathering their Forces, repulfed the Jonians^ and over- 
threw them with a great Slaughter : Whereupon the Atbenians hoifted their Sails to return 
home, and would not concern themfelves any further in the War. But their having engaged 
lb far gave rife to the War between Perfians and Greeks, which was carried on for feveral 
Cenerations to the incredible Lofs of both, and at laft ended in the Deftru6tion o£ the Perfidii 
limpire. Darius^ on hearing of the burning of Sardis^ and the Share the Atbenians had there* 
in, from that Time vowed a War againft Greece ^ and that he might not forget it, he caufed 
one of his Attendants, when he was fee at Dinner, call, Sir^ remember the Atbenians. He 
having called Hiftixits, alledged. That though Arifiagoras was at the head of the Revolt, he 
was at the bottom of the whole : But Htfticeus dealt fo cunningly, as not only to makeD*** 
ritis believe his Innocency, but that the whole Caule of the Revolt was, that he was not at 
home to have hindred it j but if the King would fend him to his own Country in Ionia, he

from theiV CJourt. Having ertibalmed his Head, they fen t it to Darius ■ who expref- 
r^d"l)Tfpleafure at. the Authors of his Death, and caufed his Head to be honourably buried, 
a Man that hkd merited much from him. As to Artjlagoras, He finding his Affairs iii 
Ma in a bad Pofture, failed for the River Strymon in Itbrace ^ where he feized on the Terri- 
torv of Myrcinus, wljiich Darius had formerly given to Hifii(eus his Father-in-law : But the' 
n-xt Year thereafter,', .while he befieged the City, he was llain by the ^b^acians (^b\ and his ' 
Jiole Army cpt in pieces. The Perfia^i^ having prevailed with the CypH'ots and other Allies ' 
^f the lonians to abancion them, and return to their foriiier State, attacked Miletus^ the Head 
of the^ Confederacy, by SeA and Land, took it, and uttedy deftroyed it ^ and in a fhort TimeJ^^,^ 
the reft of the Cicies were reduced to their former Yoke. Thus ended the Ionian Revolt, in ' 497 
the tweilty feventh Year of the Reign di Darita^ 495 Years before the Birth of Chrift. ^^rii z^i. 

Then Darius lent Mardonitts the Son of QohHas^ a young Perfian Nobleman, who had late-^ 
Iv married one of his Daughters, to <:ommand in chief the maritime Parts of j^fia^ with Orders 
to invade Greece^ and revenge him on the Athenians and Eretrians^ for burning of Sardis. 
When this General arrived at the Hetteppont^ he marcJhed with his Lartd-forees through l^brace 
5nto Macedonia, ordering his Fleet to coaft it by Sea, that they might be near, ahd adt in Con-- 
cert with one another. On his Arrival inMacedonj the Country dreading fo great a Power, ' 
fubmitted to him 5 but the Fleet, as they were doubling the Cape of Mount AthoSy met witli 
fuch a Storm as deftroyed three hundred Ships, and above t\venty thoufand of their Men. Ac 
the fame Time MaHonius lying in a Camp not well fecUred, the ^hracidm broke in iipoil 
him in the Night Time, and flew a Number of his Men : By which Loffes he was obliged to 
march back again into Apa. Darius before he would make any further Attempt upon the 
Grecians fent Hefaulds to demand Earth and Water (j)^ which was the Form whereby the ^'"^-^^^ 
P^ryF^iffi tried who would fubmic to them. Several of the <ir^a*<«» Cities yielded to the He-Dar^^jg; 



taulds as was required 3 but when they came to Athens and Sparta, they threw one of them 
into a Well, and the other into a deep Pit, bidding them fetch Earth and Water thence Qd')^ 
tho* they repented of this when they came to a cooler Tempei*, as a Violation of the Law of 
Nations. Darius recalling Mardoni us, fent Datis a Median, and Artaphernes a Perfian to re-' 
Venge his Caufe on the^^>^??«/^^^^ and JS^-^/z/^/i^^^ Thefe Genel'als rendeVoufed in Ionia, ani' 
Army of three hundred thoufand Men, and fix hundred Ships on the Coaft*, with which they* 
invaded Greece, under the Guidance of Hippias late Tyrant o£ Athens. In the Plains of Ma-^ 
vatbon they were encountred by Miltiades, lately Prihce of the ^hracian Cherfoneftts, with 
ten thoufand Athenians^ and one thoufand PiatiBans, and overthrown by this fmall Niimber 
with a great Slaughter, and forced to fiil back to Afia with Difgrace. Jaftin (e^ fays. The Perfi- 
tins loft in this Expedition two hundred thoufand Men by Sword or Shipwreck ^ d72d among theni 
Hippias the Exciter of the War, the Gods of bis Country taking Revenge upon him. But Hero- 
dote (/), who lived nearer that Time than any Hiflorian extant, tells, T'bat there were only fiot 
thoufand afid forty Perfians flain in the Field of Bat tp, and of the Athenians one hundred and 
ninety two. Darius, wheii he heard of this Defeat, was now old, yet refolved to carry 6n the Ant.c. 
iVar in Perfon, with greater Vigour againft the Atheiiians. But aftet he had made Prejjara- 4.op- 
lions for three Years, the Egyptians revolted ; and before he could fefctle his Affairs at Home,^'*"' -''^ 
and have all Things in Readinefs for thefe Expeditions abroad, he was feized with Sicknefsr 
inddied, when he had reigned thirty fix Yeats, from the Creation of the World 3464.5 before 
the Birth of Chrift 486 Yedrs, He had Abundance of Succefs in all his Undertakings, ex- 
cepting thefe againft the Scythians and Grecians 5 and he not only rellored, and thoroughly; 
fettled the Empire of Cyrus, after it had been much fhaken by Ctemhyfes and the Magzans, but 
alfo added many large and rich Pk-ovin'Ces to it, efpecially thefe in Jnded, Thrace, Macedon, atid 
the liles of the Ionian Sea : And what renders him more confiderable, h6 was a Prince of 
Clemency, Wifdom, and Juftice, and hath the Honour to have his Name recorded in holy 
Writ, as a Favoufer of God's People, a Reftorer of his Temple (^) ^tjetufalem^ and & Pi-otho- 
ter of his Worlhip there. For all which Gbd was plcafed to mike him his Inftruttient, and to 
blefs him with a numerous IlTue, and a long Reign. 

§ jr. Upon his Death Xerx^j his Son afcended the Throne. While his Father lived there was ^"g*^' 
a Contro verfy between him and his elder Brother Artaha%anes, vvho pleaded that he was the "tl^xerxU i. 
deft Son i and therefore, according to the Cuftom of all Nations; 'ought to be prefei'i^ed in the 
Succeflion before the younger. To this Xerxes replied. That he \Vas the Son Of Darius by 
Atoffa, the Daughtel- of Qtwj, the firft Founder bf the P^r^^?« Empire 5 and therefore claim- 
fed in her Right tofucceed tO his Father : And he added,That it \vas t^ue Artabazanes yf,is-ih^ 
eldeft Son o£ Darius, but he was iheeldeftSbn of the King; for Aftabazanes way^Born whflfe 
his Father was only a private Perfon,Kand therefore could claim no' more but to bi^-Heir to his 
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private Fortunes. Hereon Xerxes was declared Suceeflbr to the Throne, tho not fo much by 
the Strenc^th of his Plea, as by the Influence which his Mother AtoJJa had over the Inclimui, 
ons of Darius C«), who was governed in this Matter by her. The friendly and amicable Man. 
ner in which this Conteft was managed was very remarkable 5 for during the whole Time ic 
lafted, all the Marks of entire Affeftion pafled between the two contending Brothers Q\ as 
mutual Feaftinp-, and fending Gifts. The one did not infult, and the other did not exprefs any 
Difcontent upon the Determination, but wifhed his Brother Joy in the Throne ; and without 
diminifhinghisAfre^-tion, ever after adhered to his Intereft, and at lalt died fighting in the 
Grecian War for his Service, which is an Example rarely to be met with, when fo great a 

Prize as that of a Crown is at Stake. ^ 

Xerxes employed the firfl Year of his Reign in carrying on Preparations {^c^ iov the Redu- 
ction oiEgypt^ which his Father had begun ; he confirmed to the 'jews at Jertifalem (d) all 
the Privileges granted them by his Father, efpecially that of having the Tribute of Samaria 
for furnifhing them with Sacrifices for the divine Worfhip in the Temple. 
'^nt. c. In the fecond Year of his Reign he marched againft the and having thoroughly 

484. fubdued thefe Revokers he reduced them under a heavier Yoke of Servitude than they 

were acquainted with before 5 and towards the End of that Year, having made Achamenes, one 
of his Brothers, Governor, he returned to Snfa 5 where, upon the Advice and Inftigation of 
Mardoiiins the Son oiGobrias^ he refolved on a War with Greece^ and in order thereto, made 
great Preparations for three Years together over all the Provinces of the Ferfian Empire. He 
entred into a League with the Carthaginians ; whereby it was concluded. That while the Per- 
fians invaded Greece^ the Carthaginians Ihould invade thefe of the Grecian Name in Sicily and 
Italy. Thus, as was foretold by the Prophet Daniel (/), by his ftrengtb^ and through his great 
riches befiallftir up all againfi the realm of Grecia-^ all the Weft under the Comniand of 
Hamilcar^ and all theEaft under his own. In the fifth Year of his Reign he fet out from 
to begin the War ; and having marched as far as Sardis^ he wintered there. 

Jejbiia the Son of Jofadak^ High-prieft of the Je-jos at Jertifalem^ died in the fifty third 
Year of his Priefthood, and Joiakimhls Son fucceeded(^) him in that Ofiice. 
^Ant. c. In the fixth Year of Xerxes Reign, he pafled his Army over the He/lefpont, in feven Days 
480. ^i^Q^ on two Bridges of Boats (fo great was their Number) to invade Greece. But the va- 
rious Events of this War wherein this great Prince was moft unfortunate with his vaft Army, 
I fliall difcourfe of in another Part oFthis Hiftory, when I come to the Affairs o( Greece : 
Mean Time we may remark, that Jofephus {if) telis us of a Band oijews that was in^fWis 
Army ^ and for this quotes fome Verfes of the Poet Charilus^ tho' thefe be queftioned by feme 
learned Criticks (^i\ yet 'tis very probable, that when Xerxes called all the other Nations in 
the Perfzan Empire to follow him to the War, the Jews did alfo bear a Part in the Expe- 
dition. 

Before Xerxes abandoned the Greek Cities, making Hafte towards Perfia^ that he might get 
as far as he could from his conquering Enemies, he omitted not to give Orders to burn 
and dcmolifh all the Temples of the Grecian Cities in Afia {k\ which was accordingly 
executed upon all of them, excepting that only of Dia7ia mEphejns^ which alone efcaped the 
general Devaftation. This he did not fo much from a Difpleafure to the Afiatick Greeks ; for 
he did the fame in every other Place he came to, deftroying all Images that came in his Way 
through his whole Expedition : But it proceeded mainly from his Zeal for the Magian Religi- 
on, in which he had been thoroughly inftru<Sted, and ir.ade a zealous Profelyte by the famous 
Zoroaflres (/), For that SeCl exprclTed a great Detcitation againft worfhipping God by Ima- 
ges, becaufe, fays C/m-o God cannot be included within Walls all things are opn hejm 
him^ and the whole World is bis Temple. To keep Xerxes firm to their Party, not only feve- 
ral Dod^ors of the Magians^ but alfo Oflanes himfelf, then the Archi-magiis (;;) or great Pa- 
triot of the whole Seit, accompanied him as his Chaplains wherever he marched, and by their 
Inftigation all thefe Temples were deftroyed. On his Return towards Siifa^ Xerxes ^mA 
thro' Babylon^ and there made the fame Defoiation of the Temples as he had done in Qrm^ 
and other Parts o{ Afia (0) as it may be fuppofed on the £ime Principle, that is 2eal for the 
Magian Religion, and his Averfion to that of the Sabians^ who worfhipped God by I^^S^Jj 
wl-iich thQ Magians abhorred. Forthe Babylonians were ^\Sahia72s^ and indeed the tint 
Founders of this SeB 5 for they firft brought in the Worfliip of the Planets, and afterwards that 
of Images, and from thence propagated it to all other Nations where it obtained. For this 
Reafon the Magians having them in Abhorrence above all other Sahians^ eafily P^*^^^*^^^

^vith Xerxes to take Babylon in his Way to Snfa^ on Purpofe to dcftroy all the Teiiiplcs chcy 
had there, and perhaps to recruit himfelf with the Spoils, after the vafl: Expence lie had been 
acin thcGrecia^i War. For the Wealth and Treafures of thefe Temples were veryf^rear, be- 
ing the ColledUon of the Riches of many People for a great many Ages. By the*^pillao-j,Tfr 
and deraolifliing all the idolatrous Temples at Babylon^ Was fully completed what the Prophets 
ifaiah and Jeremiah had fortold long before {a)^ ^bat Babylon is fallen^ and all the gravca 
images of her Gods he hath broken to the groimd. I will pitnijh Bel at Babylo?: • aud I wilt 
briTig forth out of his month that which he hath fivallowed np the days come that I isjill do 
judgments upon the graven images of Babylon, Bel is confounded^ Merodach is broken in pieces 
ioer idols are confounded^ her Images are broken in pieces. For when Xerxes deftroyed ail thS 
Temples in Babylon^ he took from them all their Treafures which they had been devouring, 
and pulling down all the Images that were in them, broke them to Pieces, converting the Gold 
and Silver of which they were made to all thefe common Ufes he had Occafion for. 

Xerxes finding no Hopes to retrieve the LolTes he had fuflained in Greece^ fpeiit the Re- 
mainder ofhis Time inPerfia^ where he abandoned himfelfto Luxury, Eafe, and all Manner 
of Vice ; adling feme cruel Tragedies on the Houfe q{' Mafiftes his Brother, and upon others, 
minding principally how to gratify his Lufts and Pleafures^and fo did grow into Contempt with 
his People. This encouraged Artabanus the Captain ofhis Guards, and one who had been long 
in prime Favour and Authority with him, to confpire againft him j and having drawn Mithrt^ 
dates his Chamberlain, and one of his Eunuchs i^ito thePlot,by his Means got into his Chamber, 
and there flew him while he flept in his Bed 0'): Then going to Artaxerxes his third Son, ac- 
quainted him that his Father was killed,and accufcd D^r/?/j his elder Brother as the Murdererjtell- 
ing him he had done it,to make Way to the Throne, and that he would next cut him off to fecunr 
himfelf in it 5 and therefore it M'as needful to look to himfelf. Artaxerxes being then yount^, 
believing all this to be true 5 and being irritated thereby, he went immediately to his Brother's 
Apartment, and there, by the Afliftance Art abaft us and his Guards, flew him 5 which he didg 
as he was informed,by Way of juft Revenge of the Death ofhis Father, and for his own iSafcty, 
beingdeceived by the Craft ot the Traitor who excited him. The next Heir was Hyfiafpes the 
fecond Son Xerxes ^ but he being abfent in Bad'lria^o^ which Province he was Governor, Ar-* 
tabanns took Artaxerxes^ as being next at Hand, and put him on the Throne 5 but with a De- 
ligntolet him fit no longer, than till he had formed a Party ftrong enough to fcize it for 
himfelf For he having been long in great Authority, had made many Creatures ^ and he had 
fevcn Sons, all Menof robuft Bodies, and advanced to great Dignities in the Empire ; and his 
Confidence put his Ambition on this Defign : But while he was hafting it to a Conclufion, Ar^ 
taxerxes having got a full Difcoveryof the whole Plot by the JVfcans of Megabyfes^ who had 
married one ofhis Sifters, was before-hand with him in a counter Plot, whereby he killed Ar^ 
Ubamis^ and arrefl:ed his Sons before their Trcaibn was ripened for Execution. Thus he fecu- 
red himfelf in the Poflefiion of the Kingdom, which he held forty one Years. Xerxes reigned 

twenty one Yearsj and was killed in the Year of the World 3486, before our Saviour's 
Birth 464. 

$6. ^RST^X^RXE^ being fixed upon his Throne, was by the Greeks called Mctxpo^^e^pj 
^nd by the Lati/2S Longimamcsy by reafon of the more than ordinary Length ofhis Hands 5 
for they were fo long;, that on his {landing upright he could touch his Knees with them. He 
had feveral Difficulties to llruggle with 5 for though Artabanus was dea^d^ he had left behind 
him feven Sons now at Liberty, and many Partizans, who immediately gathered together to 
revenge his Death, whereon a fierce ConflisSl enfued between them, and thofe who flood by 
Artaxerxes^ in which many noble Perfians were flain. But at length Artaxerxes having pre- 
vailed, cut off all thofe who were concerned in the Confpiracy ; and efpecially he tookfignal 
Revenge (c) of every one of thofe who had any Hand in the Murder ofhis Father, and particu- 
larly on the Eunuch Af/r^r/if^ri?j who had betrayed him, whom he caufed to be put to Death 
by cruel Torments. He had more Difficulty with his Brother i^j'/.^Z/j^j Governor Ba^ria^ 
who levyed an Army againft him, and in the firft Battle ftood his Ground. But Artaxerxes 
having the far greater Part of Perfia at his Devotion, drew together a much ftronger Army, 
and utterly overthrew his Brother in a fecond Battle C^). Then he removed all thefe Gover- 
nors of Cities and Provinces, of whom he had the leaft Sufpicion, and put in their Places Rich 
as he had a thorough Confidence iuj managing his Affairs fo as to eftablifti himfelf in the Af- 
JeClions of his People, which is the great Intereft of Princes. 

Having fettled himfelf in the full Pofleffion of the whole Perfian Empire, he appointed a fo- 
lemn Rejoicing on this account, and caufed it to be celebrated in the City Sbnjloan or Sttfa 4 
with Fealling and folemn Shews for one hundred and eighty Days CO - On conclufion of which 
he made a Iblemn Feaft to all great and fmall that were at Shujhan^ for feven Days ; and 
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V^-Jl3ti the Queen made the like fintertainftient for the Women- On the feventh Day,' the 
King'b Heart being merry, he comminA^&'VuJhsi to be brought, with the Crown on her JHeaii " 
to fhew to the Princes and People her Be'tfutiy :' But (he refufed to come: The King, bein^ 
incenfed, called his Counrellors to take Advice with them about it ; who -fearing this migl^ 
be of ill Example over the whole Empire^- to encourage Women to diibbey their Husbands 
advifed the iCing to put away Vajbti for evcr-from him, to give her Ro^yal State to another* 
and that every -Man Ihould bear rule in his own Houfe C^') 5 which was agreed toj and a De5 
cree concerning it regiftred^among the Laws of the Medes and Perfians. After this, Orders 
were given out over the whole Empire, for gathering together to the Palace at Shiijhan four 
Virgins in every Province, that out of them one might be chofen whom the Ring lhould beft 
like to be Queen in flead o^VaJIjti, 

At the time when this Colledlion of Virgins was made, there lived at ShuJIoans.c^tzwKjQw 
named Mordecai (^), of the Defcendants of thofe who had been carried captive to Babpi^fi with 
Jeconiah King of Jndab^ and, by his Attendance at the King's Gate, feems to haye^b'een Qne of 
the Porters at the Royal Palace. He having no Children, bred up Hadaffdh fthnt is.£/?ier] 
his Uncle's Daughter, and adopted her for his own. This young" Woman -being very beauti- 
ful and fair, was made choice of among other Virgins on this Occafion, and was carried to the 
Royal Palace, and there committed to the Care of H^g^J/.the King's Chamberlain, who was 
appointed to have the Cuftody of thofe Virgins 5 whom fhe pleafed fo well by her good Car- 
?, as he fhewed her Favour before all the other Virgins under his-Care, ailfigning her the; 
Apartment of the Houfe, and providing her firfl: with thofe things necelfary for her Puri- 
fication : Wherefore fee was one of the firft that was called to the King's Bed. The. King; 
'Ant* c. ^vas fo well pleafed with her, that he often called her by Name, which he ufed not to do buti 
'Armx thofe only of his Women whom he moft delighted in. From this Time Ihe feems to have: 

'had the Name of Eftber 3 for it is of a Perfiaiz Original, and the Signification thereof is not 
now known. 

It is moft probable, that it was this Bfther who was afterwards Queen to A^^tax6rxes Lofigi^ 
ma7ius : For Jofephns (j:^ pofitively tells it was fo ; and the Septuagint^ through the Book of 
.Efther^ where the Hebrew Text hath Ahafnerus^ tranflate it Artaxerxes ■ and the Apocry- 
phal Additions to that Book every where call the Husband of EJlber^ Artaxerxes ^ who could 
be no other than Artaxerxes hongimanus : For there are many Circumftances related con* 
cerning hiin, both in Canonical and Apocryphal Eftber^ which can by no means be applicable 
to Artaxerxes Mnemon j and the extraordinary Favour and Kindnefs which Artaxerxes Lough 
mamis Ihewed the Jews^ beyond all the other Kings who reigned in Perfia^ firft in fending 

E%ray and afterwards Nehemab^ to repair their broken Affairs in Jndab and Jerufakmj can* 
not be accounted for on any other Reaibn, but that he bad in his Bofom fuch a powerful Ad*- 
vocate as Eftber to folliclte for them 3 and 'tis no way agreeable to the Char SL&er o{ Hamefiris^ 
Queen to Xerxes, PredecelTor to Longimauusy that Ihe Ihould be the Eftber fpoken of infacred' 
;Scripture, notwithftanding the Similitude of their Names. For we find that this Hani^fif-k^'^ 
h^vin^ fome Jealoufy or Prejudice at the Wife of Mafiftes^ Brother to the King her Husbdndi^ 
and having got her into her Power, (he caufed her Breafts, Tongue, Nofe, Ears and ^L^ipsi 
to be cut off, and thrown to Dogs before her Face ; and fent her home thus mangled to her 
Husband's Houfe. Mafiftes being highly exafperated at this barbarous Ufage, made halle to^ 
get together all his Family, Servants and Dependents, and march to Ba^ria^ of which Proii 
vince he was Governor, purpofing there to make War againft the King, But Xerxes fufped*' 
ing the Matter, fent a Party of Horfe after him 5 who overtaking him on the Road, cut^him 
off, with his Wife, Children, and all that belonged to him, as is more fully related by ff^J'f-' 
dote Qd'). And the fame Author CO tells, that the faid Hatneftris caufed fourteen Boys, of 
the beft Families in Perfia, to be buried alive, as a SaGrifice to the infernal Gods. By^wbifeh- 
A€ts it appears that Hameftris was a cruel Heathenilh Woman, moft unlike to Efther a. Jewefsy 
the happy Inftrument by whom God was pleafed in fo fignal a Manner to deliver his People' 
from that utter Deftrudtion that was defigned againft them. To go on with our Hiftory-: - ' 
The Egyptians being very impatient of a foreign Yoke, rebelled againft Artaxerxes, making 
/;/i^wPrince of the Libya72s their King 5 and called in the Atbenians to their Affiftance.' 
Artaxerxes being informed of this Revolt, raifed an Army pf three hundred thoufand Men, 
w^Qm.'he committed to the Conduct o^ Acbcsmenides, one-of his Bretbren:.(yj - But the^- 
tbmians having defeated the Perfian Fleet at Sea, landed^their Army 5 and having joined the 
Egyptians^ defeated the Perfians at Land with a great Slaughter. Acbmienides himfelf being 
killed, the; remainder were befieged in Memphis for three Years, till at.length they were fuc^ 
coured by thofe fent for their Relief . . ■ r . . . . v r,^-.. ' 

.In the feventh Year of Artaxerxes^ Ezra obtained of this King and of his chief CounfeUors 




(rf) Etlherii.;Xi, — zt.. - (^).Efthar, ii. y, .17,- Jofeph. 'Anriq. iib. *i.Jc»|». (iij Herodo^ libi^»^'-9ir* 
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a very ample Gonirtiiflionj for his Return to Jernfalein^ with all of his Nation ^h6 werfe Wil^ 
Juoff to accompariy him, giving hitii fulJ Authority there to fi^ftore and fettle the State^ to re- 
form the Church of the Jews^ and to regulate and govern both according to their own Lav/s (^)- 
This extraordinary Favour not having been likely to have been obtained but by fome more 
than ordinary Means, feems to have been granted at the Soilicitation ofEJih'er^ whb wds now 
the beft beloved df the King's Concubines, tho' not yet advanted to the Dignity of a Queen. 
For it was ufual for the Kings Perjia^ on fome particular Occafions, to allow* their Wotneit 
to ask Favours (JO : And iipbn fotne fuch Occafion 'tis probable Efiher^ at the Diredlion of 
Mordecaiy asked this of the King. This E%ra was of the Dependents of Seraiah the Hi(>h- 
prieft, who was flain by Niilnichadm%%ar when he burnt the Temple and City of Jerufatem. 
Tho' he feems not to have been his iminediate Sbti, becaufe of the Diftance df Titne in which 
E%ra lived ; yet he rnight have come bf Seraiah in a ftraight Line. Thus A%a'riah Is faid 
to have been the Son k>{ M^raiotb^ though there were fix between them (O. As Ezra v/as 
St very holy Manj f6 he Wsis alfo Vefy learned, being particularly well skilled in the holy Scri- 
ptures i and therefore hie is faid to hdve been a ready [vribe in the laisj of God j for which he was 
fo eminent, that Artaxerxes takes parti'cular notice of it in his CommiiHon (d'). Ht be^an his: 



Tourney from Babylon on the fifth Day of thfe fii-ft Month, called Nifa>2^ which fnighc fall a« 
bout the middle of our Match 5 and having halted at the River Abava till ^the reft of his 
Company wete come up to him, he thete in st folemn Faft recommended himfelf and all that 
were with him to the divine Prdteftioni and o'n the twelfth Day fet forward tc5 Jerufakm (/) 5 
where they all fafelj^ atrived bh thefil-ft Day of the fifth Month (fj^ having fpent four Months 
i"n their Journey from Babylon thither. On his Arrival at the Temple, he delivered for 
the Service thereof all the Offerings that had been iliade td that end by the K-ing and hiss 
Nobles, and by the reft of the People of Ifrael whb ftaid behind, which amounted to one 
hundred Talehts of Goldi and fix hundred and fifty Talents of Silver j alfo twenty Bafons of 
Gold, of a thoufahd Drams ot Darics^ (which Dr. Prideatix (g) computeth to be the Value of 
one of our Jacobuses') and filver Veflels one hundred Talents : Ahd thfen having communicated 
his CommilHon to the King's Lieutenants and Governors through all Syria and Paleffline^ h(i 
betook himfelf to execute the Contents thereof, whereby he was fully impowered to fettle 
both the Church and State of the Jews accoi*ding to the Law of Mofes^ and to appoint Magi-. 
ftr£ites and Judges td ^uni{h all fuch i& fhouid be reftadtdry, ^nd that not only with Imprifonment 
and Confifcatioii of Goods, but alfo with Baniftiment and Dedth (b). All this E'zra did iaith- 
fuily perform for the Spate of thirteen Years, till Nehemiah arrived with a new Commiffion 
form the Perfian Court for the fame Woi-k. 

Efther growing further ftill in the King's Favour, and gainlilg his Affct^lion beydnd all 
the reft of his women^ ih the tenth Mbnth of this Year he did put the Royal Crown up- 
on her Head, making her Q^ueen in ftead bf VaJIni^ and then made a folemn Feaft for his 

Princes and Servants, which was called Efihe'r's Feaft 5 and in honour of her^ at the fime 
time made a Releafe of Tdxes to the Provinces, and g^ve Donatives arid PrefehCs to all 
that then attended accbrdihg td the Grandeur of his Royal Eftate. This gave E%ra the 
greater Encouragetnent under her Patronage to gd on \vith the Work of reforming and fettling 
the Church and State ih Judea and at Jeitufalem^ which he had then undertaken. 

From the Beginning oiE^ra^^ entring on this Wbrk, in the feventh Year b£ Artaxerxes 
Lojigimams^ cbinmencet^ the feventy Weeks, contained in that excellent Prdphecy concern- 
ing the Meffiaby which we have in the ninth Chapter of Daniel^ from the 24th to the twenty 
feventh Verfe. Seventy wveks are determined upon thy people^ and upon thy holy city^ tofinip> 
the trajjfgrej/ion^ aizd to make an end of fins^ and to make reconciliation for iniquity^ and to 
hring in dverUfttiig right eon fliefs, aHd to Jeal up the vijton afid prophety^ and to anoint the moft 
holy. Know therefore and underfiand, that from the going forth of the tomm'andment to rbftore 
and to build Jerufahm^ u'ntb the Meffldb the Prince^ jhaU be feven weeks ; d7id thYe'efcore a?id 
two weeks the ftreet JhaU he built again^ and the waUi, even ih troublous times. And aftet 
threefcore and two weeks fhali Meffiab be cut off^ hut mt for himfelf t and the pebple of the prince 
that JhaU come^flmU deftroy the city, and thefan^uaryj and the end thereof Jball be with a Jltiod^ 
rand utno the end of the war defolations are determined. And he JhaU confirm the covenant with 
fna72y for one week : and in the midfl of the week be fl^aU caufe the facrifice and the oblation to 
€eaje ^ and for the overfpreading of abominations, be JhaU make it defolate, eveit until the con^ 
jummation^ and that ^determined JhaU- be poured upoH the defolate. Many learned Men having 
writ at large upon this Prediftion^ a fe>V Remarks may fuffice at the Time td fet it in a true 
I'lght. Firft, It is td be obfetved, that the Prophecy relates efj)eeially td the Je^i^s ; for ic 
expreflech the Time that was determined upon the People df Daniel, (that is, the Jews') 
^nd upon the holy City, (that is, Jerufalem) the whole of which was feventy IPeeks j for this

as is already proved j and the Particulars may appear from the Chronological Tables of Helvm 
or Mr S-alents, Dr. Owen's Prolegomina or Exercitations prefixed to the Volume « 

Expfition of tb^ Epjilo fo ti'" Hebrews Cg\ and others. : And fince it fo exaftly co«e'P°;; 
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with this Calculation, it connot agree with the Beginning and End of thefe Weeks at any other 
Period of Time, as is at large demonftrated by the learned Dr. Prideaux C^), whom the curi* 
ous Reader may confult. 

As to the particular Divifion of the Time in thefe feventy Weeks : From the gowg forth 
d the cQYiimandment to reftore and build Jernfalemy there are [even weeks : and the ftree^ 
pall be built agai?2^ and the wall [or ditch] in troublous times ■ that is. Forty nine Years 
^liall be employed in reftoring and eftablifhing the Church and State of the Jews, And ac- 
cordingly, from the Commandment or Decree given by Art axer sees Longimaniis to E'z.ra co 
reftore and build Jerufalem^ in the feventh Year of the faid King's Reign, to the ending and 
perfe^ing of it by Islehemiah (b% in the laft A€t of his Reformation, were forty nine Years^ 
as fhall afterwards appear^ the Work being hindred and delayed fo long, by the Oppofition 
made by the Samaritans and other Enemies abroad, and by falfe Brethren at home. And ac 
the fame Jundture of Time where the Reftoration of the Jewijb Church and State ended, 
there the holy Scriptures of the Old teftament conclude alfo. After thefe feven Weeks, or 
forty nine Years, if we reckon fixty two Weeks, or 434 Years more, this will lead us dov/n 
ro the coimng of the Mefjiah : Fbr the Words of the Prophecy are, From the going forth of 
the commandment to reftore and build Jernfalern^ unto the Meffiah the Prince^ fhall he feven 
iveeks^ and threefcore and two weeks (t) 5 that is. There fhall be feven Weeks for completing 
and finifhing the Work for which the Decree was granted, and from thence lixty two Weeks 
more to the coming of the Meffiab here intended, that is, to the time of his firft Appearance 
in the Miniftry of the Gofpel : For if we reckon, from the Year of the Julian Period 4256, 
when the Decree was given, fixty nine Weeks, or 483 Years, this will lead us down to the 
Year of the Julian Period 4739, which was the Year in which our blefled Lord began the 
Miniftry of the Gofpel C*'') h and in three Years and a half more, that is, in the midft of the 
Week, the Meffiah was cut off^ and thereby did confirm the Covenant, fulfilling the End of 
the ceremonial Law, with all the Sacrifices, and making them of no more Uie. Then follows 
the laft Part of the Prophecy : And the -people of the prince that fhall come^ fJjall deftroy the cit^ 
gind the fandfuary^ — and unto the end of the ivar defolations are determined. — And for the over^ 
[preading of abominations hefisall make it defolate^ even until the confimtmation^ and that deters 
mined ftjall he poured upon the defolate. This, as our Lord CO f^ys, is the abomtjzation fpoken of 
by Daniel the prophet^ even the Roman Armies that Ihould invade Judah as a Flood, and by a ter«* 
rible confuming War Ihould bring utter Ruin upon it, confummating the fame in an abfolute De- 
ftrudtion ot the Inhabitants of the Land ; all which did accordingly come to pafs, as we fhall after- 
wards hear. Sir yohn Marjham (f) is here juftly to be blamed, for explaining this whole Prophecy 
without any Regard to our Lord 'Jefns^ and terminating the whole in the Perfecution railed a^. 
gainft thGjews by AntiocbttsBpipbafjes. He is followed by the Author of ^be Grounds of the ChrU 
ftiajz Religion ( g) j but his Notion is overturned by the Grounds we have already infifted upon ; 
Only I fear it be a wilful Miftake in that learned Author, to throw up fuch a Prediiftion, which 
our Lord (i?) himfelf hath applied to ISlew ^teftament Times, But what hath been advanced, 
niay fuffice at the time to fhew that this illuftrious Prophecy is accompliftied in our blefled 
tiord J^ftis^y who is the Meffiah proraifed in the Old ^eflament. To go on with the Hiftory : 

fern having found in the fecond Year of his Government, that many of the ^pk/j had ta-\rf»/. c: 
ken ftrange Wives contrary to the Law j and that many of the Priefts and Levites^ as well as 4J7.' 
other Men mjudah and Benjamin^ had tranlgreiled in this Matter 5 after he had by Fafting ^ 
and Prayer deprecated the Wrath of God for this crying Sin, he caufed Proclamation to be 
made, that all the People of Jfrael^ who had returned from the Captivity, might gather them- 
felves together at Jerafalem^ under the Penalty of Excommunication and Forfeiture of all their 
Goods : And when they were met, he made them fenfible of their Folly, and engaged them in 
a Covenant and Promife beft>re God to depart from it, by putting away their ftrange Wives, 
and all fuch as were born of them, that the Seed oflfrael might not be polluted with fuch an un- 
due (0 Commixture. And thereon Commiffioners were appointed to exataine into this Mat- 
ter, and to caufe every Man to do according to the Law. They fat down the firji Day of the 
tenth Month, to examine this Affair, and made an End by the firft Day of the firftMonthj 
fo that in three Months Time, that is, in the tenth, eleventh, and twelfth Months of the Jew-^ 
Year, a thorough Reformation was made of this Tranlgreffion J which three Months an- 
Iwer to January^ February ^nd March in our Year. This makes it evident that the Books of 
Mojes were then extant, and that Ezra could not have altered them ^ for E%ra himfeif in the 
Chapter of his Book, 2, — 5. does almbft in expi*efs Terms affirm that Jejbua the Son 
Jofidek znd Zeruhbabel hvonght vjith them the Writings o£ Mofes from Babylon, in the 
hrft Year of Cyrus j and we find in E%ra vi.

About this Time Bigthan and ^erejh QO, two Eunuchs in the Palacej entrCd ihto a Confpi- 
racv aeainft the Life of King Attaxerxes. 'Tis probable they were of thefe who had attend- 
Oueen Vafhth and being now out of their Office, by degrading their Miftrefsj they took 
Difelift fo as to refolve to ?evenge themfelves on the King i of whifch Mordee^t hzvmg got 
Knowledge, he made Difcovety thereof to Queen Efiher, and flie m MordBcat s Name to the 
KinP- • whereon Enquiry being made into the Matterj and the whole Treaion laid Open, the 
two Traitors were both crucified for it, and the Hiftory of the whole entred on the publick Re- 

cords and Annals of the Kingdom. 

Mezabyzus and Artabazns, who were appointed by Artaxerxes to corflmand iti the Egy}. 
tian War CP'), drew together into Cilicia and Pbenieia, an Army of three hundred tboufand 
Men for that Expedition j but wanting a Fleet, they tarried moft of this Year while it was 
nreoarinff, carefully inftrufting their Soldiers in the Art of War, which contributed not a little 
r to the Viftorv which they afterwards obtained. Next Year the Perftan Fleet command^ 
4rs ed bv Artabazh being ready, failed for the Nile ; and at the fame Time Megahyzus marched 
Arux. p.jjjg ^^rmy by Land to Memphis, raifed the Siege of that Place, joined the Befieged, and gave 

Battle to Ittants with his Egyptians and Athenian Auxiliaries, whom hcf overthrew with 1 
sreat Slaughter, which chiefly fell upon the Egyptian Revolters j for about this Time the 
luxiliariel capitulated upon Terms to return home j which the Perjians^ having experienced 
their Valour, eafilv pranted. The Remains of the vanquilhed Army retired to a Place ofSafetyj 
and the reft of the Egyptians, 9£t& this Blow, fubmitted all to the Conquerors, and returned 
to thzOhcAietite of Artaxerxes. mi c r\

'jiftaxit. Haman an Amalenite ot th&VoHin'itY of Jgag Y.mg o£ Amalek m the Time of JmiK'*;, 
' firowing to be the chief Favourite of King Artaxerxes, all the King's Servants were commas 
ded to pay Reverence to him, and bow before him. All of them obeyed the royal Order, ex- 
teot Mordecai the Jew, who fitting in theKing's Gate, according to his Office, paid not any 
Reverence td CO Haman. At which he was exceeding wroth j but fcorning to lay Hands oft 
one Man bltlVj fefolved in Revenge of this Affront to deftroy not only him, but alio his whole 
Nation. And for accftrfiplifhrng this Defign he called together his Diviners to find out what 
Day would be moft lucky for putting of it in Execution j who did deterrtime fbr the tweHth 
Month called Adar j whefein hfe vrent to the King, and told him there was a certain People 
difoerfed all over his Empire, who did not 6bferve bis Laws^ but followed Rites ot their owni 
different from thofe of other People, to the Difturbance of the good Order of his Kingdom, and

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at the fame Time laid the whole Plot open to the King. Whereon the King rofe in great 
Wrath from the Banquet, and walked out to the Palace-Garden ; which Haman perceiving 
he fell down before the Q^ueen on the Bed v/here fhe fat, to fupplicate for his Life 5 in which 
Pofture the King having found him on his Return, fpoke out before him in great PalTion, and 
faid IVill be force the queen alfo befote me in the boufe ? At which Words the Servants pre. 
fently covered his Face, as was then the Cuftom to condemned Perfons : Ahd the Cham^ 
bcrlain who had that Day called Haman to the Banquet, acquainting the King of the Gallows 
which he faw prepared for Mordecai^ the King faid, Haijg him thereon-^ which was according, 
ly done 5 and alibis Houfe, Goods and Riches were given to queen EJiher^ (^a\ who ap. 
pointed Mordecai to be her Steward to manage the fame 5 and the King took him into Favour, 
appointing him to be Keeper of the Signet as Hama7i had been before. 

But ftill the Decree for the Deftruftion of the Jews remainmg in its full Force, the Queen 
toetitioncd the King a fecond Time to put away this Mifchief from them. But according to the 
taws of the Medes and Perfians (h\ nothing being to be reverfed which had been decreed 
and written in the King's Name, as this Decree procured by Haman had been, it could 
not be recalled- All therefore the King could do in Compliance with her Requeftjwas, to give 
the Jews by a new Decree fuch a Power to defend themfelves againft all fuch as fhould af. 
fault them, to render the former Decree ineffe^lual, which was done in as ftrong Terms as 
Efiber and Mordecai could devife, and written by the King's Scribes, juft two Months and 
ten Days after the former 5 wherein the King granted to the Jews in every City of the P^r- 
fian Empire, full Licenfe to gather themfelves together, and Hand for their Lives, to deftroy, 
Hay and cauie perifh all the Power of the People that fhould aflauk them, with their little ones 
and Women, and take the Spoil for a Prey. This Decree being written in the King*sName, 
and fealed with his Seal, Copies thereof were drawn out, and fpecial Meflengers were dif- 
patched with them into all the Provinces of the Empire. The thirteenth of Adar drawing 
near, by Means (Oof thefe different and difagreeing Decrees, a War was commenced be- 
tween the Jews and their Enemies all over the Perfian Dominions. But the Rulers of the 
Provinces, and the other Officers of the King knowing in vfhzt Voy^etT EJiher ^nd Morde* 
caiwere then with him, thro' Fear of them fo favoured the Jews^ as they prevailed every 
where arainft thofe who rofe up againft them, and flew of their Enemies feventy five thou- 
fand Perfons i and in the City SbupaPi^ on that Day, and the next, eight hundred more {dj, 
among whom were the ten Sons of Baman^ whom by a fpecial Order from the King the/ 
caufed all to be hanged, perhaps on the fame Gallows on which their Father Haman had 
been before. The Jews being thus delivered from this dangerous Defign, which threatned 
them with no lefs than utter Extirpation, made great Rejoicing for it on the two Days follbw- 
ing, that is on the fourteenth and fifteenth of the Month Jdar : And by the Order of Efther 
and Mordecai, thefe two Days, with the thirteenth, were fet apart to be obferved in Comme- 
moration thereof C^), the thirteenth as a Faft, and the other two as a Feaft, both of which the 
Jews oh{evve every Year even to this Time. The firft they call the Faft of Efther, and the 

other the Feaft oi Purim, from the Perfiajz Word. Pnrim, fignifying Lots. This Feaftis the 
Bacchanals of the Jews, which they celebrate with all manner of Rejoycing and Mirth, indul- 
Pins themfelves in all manner of luxurious Excefs, efpecially in drinking of Wine even to 
Drunkennefs. This is the laft Feaft of the Year among them 5 for the next that follows is the 
PalTover, which always falls in the Middle of the Month which begins the Jewip Year. 
E%ra continued in his Government o{ Jiidea CD:, till the End of the nineteenth Year of ^r- 
'^m c. Longimamts 5 and by Virtue ot the good Hand of God upon him, and the Powers 

driaxi. eranted him by the King, he reformed the whole State of the Jewijb Church, according to 

the Law of Mofes, in which he was well iiiftrufted. The two chief Things he had to do 
were, to reftore the Obfervance of the JewiJI:? I-aw, according to the antient approved Ufages, 
which had been inPradlice before the Captivity, under the Direftion of the Prophersi and 
to coliea, tranfcribe, and fet forth a correct Edition of the holy Scriptures 5 in performing 
which, the Jews fay fg) he had the Affiftance of the great Synagogue, which, according to 
them, was a Convention of one hundred and twenty Perfons, under the Precedency o\ E%rs. 
Eut 1 do not now infift upon the Jewip Oral Law, which feems to have been invented alter 
iiar^'s Days, nor on their feveral Sorts of Doaors and Teachers, becaufe we may have a 
more proper Occafion to difcourfe of thefe Things, before we come to an End C^) of this Hi- 

The great Work then that Bxjra did, was to colletl, tranfcribe and fet forth a correft Edi- 
tion of the holy Scriptures, in which he laboured very much, and went a great Way to the per- 
feifline thereof. Many of the Ancients afcribe even too much to him in this Matter, as 
us {if, ^erttdlian (k), Jerom (J), and others i for they hold that the Scriptures were loft ana

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deftroycd in the Babylonifi Captivityjand that Ezra reftored them all again Ly divine Revelation. 
But they had no Ground for this, fave only the Authority of the fecond Book Efdras (aX 
a pock lb abfurd and fabulous, that the Rdmamfis themfelves blufh to receive it into their Ca- 
non. Indeed in the Time of Jofiah^ through the Impiety of the tv/o preceeding Reigns of 
Mana03 and Amon^ the Book of the LawofiWbyej was fo A^^xoyc^^ that befides that Co^ 
py which Hilkiab found in the Temple C^}, there was no other to be had i for the Surprize 
which Hilkiab is faid to have been in at the finding of it, and the Grief which Jofiah er.prclTed 
at hearing of it read, ftiew that neither of them had feen it before. But this religious Princ<* 
Jofiah cook Care that forthwith Copies were written out from the Original 5 and Search be- 
ing made for all the other Parts of the holy Scriptures in the Colleges of the Sons ol the Pro- 
phetsj and in all other Places where they could be found. Care was taken for Tranlcripts to be 
made of thofe alfo i and thence Copies of the whole became multiplied among the People j 
all thofe who defired to know the Law of their God, either writing them out themfelves, or* 
procuring others to do it for them. So that tho* within a few Years after Jofiah's Days^ the 
holy City and Temple were deftroyed,and the L aw laid up before the Lord was burnt and con- 
fumed, yet by the Time that this happened, or before it, many Copies both of the Law and 
the Prophets, and of all the other facred Writings were got into private Hands, who carried 
the fame with them into the Land of their Captivity. That Daniel had a Copy of the holy- 
Scriptures with him in ^^^y^;/ is certain, becaufe he quotes the Law and alfo makes 
mention of the Prophefies o't 'Jeremiah (d\ which he could not do, had he never feen them 5 
yea he underftood by Books the Number of the Years. And in E%ra vi. 18. 'tis fuid, "I'bat the 
^Tzefts and Levites were fettled m their divifions for the feirvice of Qod^ as it is '-doritten in the 
book of Mofes, How could they do this, if they had not the Copies of the Law among them ? 
And this was many Years before E%ra c^mt to Jerufalem. And in Nehemiah viii. — 9. 
when the People called for the Law of Mofes^ to have it read to them, which Ez.ra did, 
they did not pray E%.ra to get it a-new ditflated to them, but that he fhoitld bring the book of 
the la"^ of MofeSy which the Lord had commanded to IfraeL Thefe Things plainly demonflate, 
. h^Mes what hath been formerly faid (O on the fame Head, that the Book of the Law, with 
other facred Scriptures, were then well known to have been extant, and did not need fuch a mi^ 
raculous Expedient as that of a new divine Revelation for their Reftauration. Ali that Ezra 
did in this Matter, was to get together as many Copies as he could, and, out of them all, to 
fet forth a corre(ft Edition of the holy Scriptures 5 in Performance of which he took Care of 

the following Particulars. 

Firft, He corrected the Errors that had crept into thofe Copies through the Negligence or 
Miftake of Tranfcribers. Whether the Keri and Cetib that are in our Hebrew Bibles^ are of 
thefe Correftions, I dare not fay : Some of the Jewijh Writers (f) tell us they were done by 
Ezra i but it feems more probable that they had their Original after his time, by the Obfer- 
vations and Corredlions of the Maforites, 

Secondly, He collefted together all the Books of which the holy Scriptures did then confiflr, 
difpofed them into their proper Order, and fettled the Canon of the Scriptures for his Time : 
Yet Malachi is fuppofed to have lived after him ^ and in Nehemiah ( g) mention is made of Jad* 
dua the High-prieft, and o£ Darius Codomanms^ who was long after Ezra was dead 5 and in 
1 Cbron. ill 19, — 24. the Genealogy of the Sons of Zertibahel is carried down fo many Gene- 
rations as makes it to reach to the time of Alexander the Great : And therefore this Book could 
not be put into the Canon till about that time. 'Tis then moll likely, that the two Books of 
Chronicles^ with Ezra^ Nehemiah and Efther^ as well as Malachi, were afterwards added, in the 
time oi Simeon the Juft, and that till then the Jewiflo Canon of the holy Scriptures was not fully 
completed. The Divifion of the five Books of the Law into fifty four Sedlions is alfo by many 
afcribed to E%ra, It was made for the Ufe of the "Jewijh Synagogues, where every Sabbath-day 
one of thefe Setlions was read, for the better inftrufting of the People in the Law of God, A^is^ 
xy. 2 1 . where, of old time^ may well be interpreted, from the time of Ezra. Thefe Se£lions were 
divided into Verfes, which the 3fipwJ cb\1 Pejiikim They are.marked out in the iSf^r^^e; Bibles 
by two great Points at the End of them, called from hence Soph-pafuk 5 that is, SThe End of the 
yerje j that the Reader might know how much to read at every Interval, and the Interpreter 
how much to explain. But the Divifion of the holy Scriptures into Chapters, as we pow have 
A ^^"^i ^ ^^^^ iater Date. The Pfalms indeed were always divided as at prefent j for the 
Apoftle (^), in his Setmon stVAntioch^ quotes the fecond Pfalm. But as to the reft of the 

holy Scriptures, the Divifion of them into fuch Chapters as at prefent, is what the Antients 
knew nothing of. The true Author of this Invention was Hugo de San^o Caro, who being 
trom a Dominican Monk advanced to the Dignity' of a Cardinal, and being the firft Cardinal of 
that Order, is commonly called Hugo Cardinalis, This Cardinal Hugo^ who flouriflied about the 
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Year 1240^ and died in the Year 1262, laboured much in the Study of the h^/iy S-r; , 
and made a Commentary on the whole of them (^). The carrying on this Work, 
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occafion of inventing the firft Concordance that was ever made of the holy Scri]-iti .j---. 
for the vulgar Latin Bible. He fet a great Number of the Monks of his Order a-c; 11 
Words, under their proper ClafieSa in every Letter of the Alphabet 5 and by the Help 
Hands, foon brought it to what he intended : Which Work was afterwards much i. - . 
by others. To make it anfwer his Purpofej the Cardinal found it neceflavy to divide 
Books into Sedlions and Chapters, and the Seftion into Under-divifions, that he might 
exadlly point out in the Index where every Word or Paflage might be found in the Tex^ 
Tor till then each Book in the Latin Bible was without any Divifion at all : BUt the Cardi- 
nal's Way of fubdividing the Chapters, was not by Verfes, as now, but by Lettef's on the 
Margin, at proper Diftances ; as, ^5 C, About the Year 1430^ there 

lived among the Weftern Jews one Rabbi Ifi^c Nathan (^). He converfmg, and oft diipu- 
ting with Chriftians, came to know the great Ufe of the Cardinal's Latin Concordance, and 
fet about fuch atiother for the Hebrew Bible^ for the Ufe of the Jews^ which he finifhed in the 
Year 1445. There have been feveral Editions of it : That done at Bafil by Bnxtorfiht Zor^.^ 
printed in the Year 1633, is the beft, and is moft ufeful for underftanding the ScHptureg in 
the original Language. Rabbi Nathan^ lor the fake of his Concordance, firfl: intrcfduced the 
Divifion of the Verfes in each Chapter by Numbers ^ which is moft eafy and profitablej and 
therefore hath fmee been followed by Vatablus and others. Robert Stephamts taking a hint 
from hence, made a like Divifion of the Chapters of the New ^eftament into Verfesj and that 
for the fake of a Concordance of the Greek New Teftament which he was then cohipoling, 
which was afterwards printed by Hejzry Stephanns his Son; 

Thirdly, E%ra^ in his Edition of the holy Scriptures, added fome Claufes whkh appeared 
neceffary for the iliuftrating, connedling or completing of them ; wherein he was aftifted by Uid 
fame Spirit of God by which the facred Writings were at firft indifted; Of this fort we 
joiay reckon the laft Chapter of Deuteronomy^ giving an Account of the Death and Burid of 
Mofes^ where no man knowetb of his fepulebre unto this day^ and of the Succefiion of Jojhm^ 
after him ; which could not be written by Mofes himfeif, Who' undoubtedly was the Penwiiiri 
of the reft of that Book. It feems moft probable then that it was added by E%fa at this 
time^ for 'tis undeniable there are fuch Interpolations,. there being many Paflages in facred 
Writ which create Difficulties, that can never be folved without allowing of thenj, of whic!^ 
the learned Dr. Prideanx (c^ gives feveral Inftances. He alfo changed the old Names of fon!*=; 
Places that were grown obfolete, putting in ftead of them hew Name*, by which they were at 
that time called^ that the People might the better underftand what was written. Thus mGe- 
vejis^ xiv. 14. Mraham is faid to have purfued the Kings who carried Lot away captive a's far 
as Dan ; whereas the Name of that Place was Laijh^ till the tudfhites^ I'ongf ^fter the Death of 
Mofes^ pofTeffed themfelves of it, and called it ban after the Name of Dan their Father (4) \ 
And therefore it could not be named Dan in the original Copy Mofes ^ but this Name muft 
have been put in afterwards, in ftead of that o( Laijh^ on thi^ Review. And other like Ex-, 
amples may be given, whereby it appears that the Study of thofe who governed the Church of 
God in thofe Times, was to render the Scriptures as plain and inselligible to the People as the/ 
could, and not to hide or conceal any thing in it from them. Thefe Additions or Interpola- 
tions do not detract any thing from the divine Authority of the facred WritingSj becaufe they* 
\vere all inferted by the Direction of the fame Holy Spirit that dictated the whole. This as rtf 
Ezra is without difpute, he being one of the divine Penmen of the facred Scripture : For he wasi 

certainly the Writer of that Book of the Old ^eflament which bears his Name, and is uport 
good Grounds fuppofed to have been the Author of two morcj namely, the two Books of Clro- 
fizcleSy and perhaps alfo of the Book of Efther ^ and if the Books writ by him be of divine Au- 
thority, why may not every thing elfe be fo which he hath added to any of the' reft ^ fince 
there is all reafon for us to fuppofe, that he was as much directed by the Holy Spirit of God 
in the one as in the other. The great Importance of the Work proves the Point ; for as \t 
V/as neceffary for the Church of God that this. Work fhoutd .be done^ fo alfo was it neceflary 
that the Perfon called to this Work fhould be affifted by the Spirit of God in- the' completing of it. 

The laft Thing we lhall confider in Ezra^s Reformation is. Whether he added the Vowel- 
points which are now in the Hebrew Bibles. I think to have occafion to difcOurfe of this Que- 
ilion in another Part of this Work CO5 therefore fhall now only remark. That though 
fome Authors CfJ infift much upon this, that the Jews in their Synagogues have ftrll the fa^ 
cred Books without the Vowel-points, which, could not have happened if thefe had been ot 
the fame Antiquity with the Letters 5 yet thefe fame Je'jos all agree^ that the Reading, as 

xaow fixed and fettled by the Vowel-points in all the Books of the holy Scriptures, is the true,!

h "life of them was about this time introduced. The Je'ws taught their Children from their 
T r u ro read the Scriptures in the H^^r^jw Language 5 which Beginners could never do with-- 
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h Vowels. 'Tis true, as to thofe who thoroughly underftand the Language, the Let- 
^ Tone with the Context, are fufficient to determine the Reading ; For, cr.ccpting the 
^ihl ^ few other Books in that Language are pointed. All their Rabbinical Authors, of which 
h "^'are a ereat Number^ are unpointed 5 and yet thofe who well underftand the Language 
there them. But how they could ever be taught to read without Vowels after the I^ciprew 
vT" e a dead Language, is not eafy to conceive, wheii they were firft to read, in order to 
H^^ftand it. Nor can the Letters, Meph^ He^ Vaii^ Jod^ called Matres le^iionis^ ferve for 
els • for' there are many Words and Syllables, both in the Bible and in other Hebrem 
where thefe Letters ore not to be found C^). Befides, thefe Letters, as they are placed 
i^'fferent Words, have different Sounds and Senfes, according as they are pointed by diOerenc 
Vowels under them. All the Oriental Languages, for Example, the Syrzac^ Arabic^ ^urktJJy^ 
\l laWt have their Vowels to help the Reading ^ neither can we find that they were ever 
\out them' Why then fhould we think that the Hebrew, till five or fix hundred Years af- 
"^^^ Chrift did want'Vowels ? If it be impradlicable for a Boy to learn Latin by Books that 
if ^.h nothinff but Abbreviations^ two or three Letters for a Word, it is as impofiible fot" a Stran^ 
to the Hebrew to learn it by Books wherein all the Words are without Points or Vowels, 
and much more fo : For the Abbreviations in Latm are certain, fuch an one being always 
^^'t for fuch a Word, and no other ; but in the Hebrew^ when all the Vowels are left out, tht2 
'nine Letters as pronounced with different Vowels, make different Significations. Upon 
^h^ whole the Vowel-points beiiig added with the heft Care of thofe who underflood the 
La^nsuaee' and having undergone the accurate Review of many Ages, no Alteration is to be 
made in them, unlefs upon the moft folid Grounds 5 nor are the Books to be left to any arbi- 
trary and uncertain Reading, even though honeft and knowing Men will neither pervert nor 

^^^hou^ Ezra^'s Government over all Judab and Jenifalem expired with the ninteenth Year 
of Arta^ems Longimanus, yet his Labour to ferve the Church of God did not end here 5 for 
ftill he went on, as a Preacher of Righteoufnefs, and as a skilful Scribe of the Law of God^ 
to perfeft the Reformation which he had begun, by preparing for the People corre^: Copies 
of the holy Scriptures, and by bringing all things in Church and State to be conform to the 
Rules thereof: And this he continued to do as long as he lived, and was thoroughly aflifted 
and fupported 'by the next Governor, who came to Jerufalem with the fame Zeal to promote 
the Honour of God and W^elfare of his People. By their joining together, the Work profper- 
ed til! notwithftanding all Oppofiirion, it was brought to fome Perfeftion forty nine Years af- 
ter it had been begun by Ezra, Whether E%ra lived fo long, is uncertain ^ but what he did 
not live to do, was completed by the Piety and Zeal of his Succeffor, . r xi. 

Meantime I Hiall obferve, that we have but a very flight, and for the nioft part imperfett 
Account of the Ferfian Affairs after Xerxes's Retreat out oi Greece, where Herodote ends his Hi- 
ftorv • Only as we have before C^) obferved the Revolt of the Egyptians, and their being redu- 
ced by MeAly^ns ; fo we may now further notice,That Megabyzus having bi ought home /;/mv/j 
Kint^ of Egypt, and fome of the Atbeman Auxiliaries Prifoners from Egypt into Ferfin, under 
Promife of Safety for their Lives, Artaxerxes's Mother earneftly follicited thefe Priloners to 
be delivered to her, that (he might revenge on them the Death of her Son AcJmmemdes^ who 
had fallen fiehting apainft them in Egyp. Artaxerxes for five Years refifted her unwearied Im- - 
portunities 5 at laft he yielded to her Requeft 5 and the cruel W^omanj without any Regard to 
the publick Faith plighted for their Safety^ caufed Tftartis to be crucified, and the Heads ot fitty 
of the other Prifoners to be ftruck off (^r). At which Megabyzus was fo exceedingly offended, 
that he retired in difcontent to the Province of Syria^ of which he was Governor, and there 
raifed an Army^ and rebelled againlt the King, in revenge of this Wrong. To reprefs this 
Rebellion, Artaxerxes fent Ofiris with a great Army Imo Syria : But Megahyzus met him in 
Battle, wounded him, took him Prifoner, and put his Army to flight. The Kmg having de- 
manded him>> Megabyxus releafed him as foon as his Wounds were healed. Next Year, being 
the ninteenth Artaxerxes' s Reign, he fent another Army againft ^.^^^^'jKZff^, under the Com- 
mand Menoftaues, Son to Artarius Governor of Babylon, one of his Brothers ; but he had 
no better Fortune than the former General : Whereby Artaxerxes perceivmg that he could not 
prevail againft him by Force of Arms, he fent Artarius his Brother, Amytis his Siitcr, Wife

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to M3gahy:cns^ Artoxares his Son, a Youth of twenty Years of Age, with other Perfons of 
Quality, by v/hofe Incerpofition the Difference was made up : The King granted him his Par, 
don, and he returned again to the Court. But while the King was in hunting, a Lion raifed 
up hinifelf againft him 5 and Megaby%ns^ out of Zeal to extricate the King from this Danger 
threw a Dart at the Lion, and flew him. Artaxerxes laying hold of this light Pretence to al 
prefs his Difplcafure for his late Revolt, ordered his Head to be Uruck oif for prefuming to 
Itrike at the Beaft before hito : And it was with Difficulty that Amytis his Wife, and HaweJIrjs 
her Mother, prevailed to have the Sentence of Death changed into that of Banifliment. Where- 
upon he was fent to Cyrta^ a Place on the Red Sea, there to lead the reft of his Life under 
Confinement. But after he had ftaid there five Years, he made his Efcape from thence, and 
under the Difguife of a Leper, got fafe to his own Houfe at Su/a^ and by the Interccflion of 
his Friends, was again reftored to the King's Fa\'Our, in which he continued to the Time of 
his Death, fome Years after this, in the feventy fixth Year of his Age, and was muchlamenN 
ed by the King and all his Court 5 for he was the ableft Man, both in Council and War, in 
the whole Empire, who had prefervcd Artaxerxes^s Life, as well as his Crown, at his firft Ac- 
ccflion to the Government. After Megabyzus^'s Death, his Wife Amytis^ according to C/f- 
fiai {a\ led a whorifh Life with feverals, and alfo y^ith, Apollonides her Phyfician : But he ha. 
ving abandoned her, fhe complained on her Death-bed of him to Hameftris her Mother ; for 
which file punifhed the poor Phyfician by burying him alive. To return to the Hiftory of the 
"Jews : 

C' Nebc772iah fucceeded E%ra in the Government of fiidah. He came to Jerufalem in the 
44?* twentieth Year oi Artaxerxes Longimanits^ with a Commiflion from him. By an exprefs 
Claufe in his Inftrudlions he had full Authority given him to repair the Walls, and fee up the 
Gates of 7<?>v;/£?/m, and to fortify it ngain in the fame Manner as before it had been deftroyed 
bv the Babyloma7is, He was a Jew^fanA^vi^ Anceftors had formerly been Citizens ofJeyufaleWf 
for there, he fiith (Z*), had formerly been the place of bis fathers fepulcbres : But we know 
not of what Tribe or Family he was, only his Father's Name was Hacbaliab (O, who feems 
to have been of thofe 'jews^ who having got good Settlements in the Land of their Captivi- 
ty, chofe rather to abide in them, than return into their own Country. 'Tis likely he dwelt 
ixt Sbiiflsan^w'Kxch gave his Son an Occafion of Advancement in the King's Palace 5 for ha 
■was the King's Cup-bearer (^), a Place of great Honour and Advancement in the Berfm 
Court, becdufc of the Privilege it gave him of being daily in the King's Prefence, and of ask- 
ing any Petition even when the King was making himfelf merry with Wine. At fuch a Time 
he asked the Government ofjudea, and obtained it. By the like Advantage no doubt he gain- 
ed thefe immenfe Riches, that enabled him for fb many Years to live on his own private Purfe 
an his Government, without burdening the People. *Tis likely that it was by the Favour of 
Queen Efiher^ as being of the fame Nation and People with her that he obtained fuch Prefer* 
menc at Court. However, neither the Honour nor Advantage of his Place, nor the long Settle- 
ment of his Family out of his Country, could make him forget his Love to it j nor lay afide 
the Zeal he had for the Religion of his Forefathers: For when Ibme came from Jernfalem^mi 
told him of the ill State of his Country (e), how the Walls of their chief City were ftill in ma- 
ny Places broken down, and the Gates of it in the fame demolilhed State as when burnt with 
Fire by the Babylonians^ and by reafon thereof the Jews were expofed to the Incurfions of 
their Enemies, and to the Scorn and Contempt of their Neighbours : Nebemiab being a very 
religious Man, was moved with this Reprefentation, and applied himlelf to Fafting and Pray- 
er to God for the People of Ifrael^ and the Place that he had chofen for his Worfhip, begging 
that God would incline the King to grant himFavour ; and when his Turn came to wait in 
his Office, the King obferving his Countenance fad, which at other Times ufed not fo to be, 
asked him what was the Caufe ? After a Ihort Ejaculation to God for Direflion (/), he 
told the Ground of his Grief was. That the City of his Fathers Sepulchres lay wafte, the Gates 
thereof being confumed with Fire, and defired that he might be fent to remedy thefe Evils. 
Artaxerxes granted him his Petition, the ^leen fitting by i^g\ who feems to have been Efther^ 
■who doubtlefs would do any thing in her Power, to advance what was fo much the Intereft of 
her People the Jews. Accordingly the Decree was drawn for rebuilding the Walls and Gates 
Jerufalein ^ and Nebemiab was fent as Governor o^Jtidea to fee this put in Execution. To 
do him the more Honour, the King fent a Guard of Horfe to conduct him to his Government, 
and wrote Letters to all the Governors on this Side the Kiver EtiphrateSy to further him in 
his Work,and to Afapb the Keeper of his ForreftSjto allow Jiim as much Timber oftt of theni> 
asihould be needful for finilhing the Work, lih^ Anmomtcs^ Moabites^ Samaritans and 0- 
ther neighbouring Nations did ail they could to hinder him.

When they hadlinifhed the Walls a'-d fet 
iiptheGaies,apublickDedicationof them was celebrated frf) with great Solemnity bv the 
Priefts and Levites and all the People. ; / - ^ 

The Burden which the People underwent in carrying on this Work, and the inceflluit La- 
Lour which they were forced to undergo, to bring it to a fpecdy Gonclufion, being very gr^of . 
and fuch as made many of them to faint and groan under it, and exprefs a Defpair o*' "be' 
ang able to perfed: it: ^To relieve them from this^ Care was taken to prevent the Onpreillon 
of Ufurers, which they had Reafon to complain of ^ for the Rich taking the Advantao-e oi\ha 
poorer fort, e^cadted heavy Ufury, making them pay the hundredth Part of oil Monies ard 
Goods lent them f/A that is, one in the hundredth every Month, which amounted to twelve 
•per cent, in the Year 5 which forced the Poor to mortgage their Lands and fell their Children 
into Servitude, to have wherewith to buy Bread to fupport themfelves and their F amilies 
This being a manifeft Breach of the Law of God given by Mofes (g)^ Nehemiah to remove' 
fo great an Iniquity, called an AfTembly of the People, and caufed it to be enafted That e- 
very one fhould return to his Brother what had been exafted of hihi upon Ufury and that 
the Lands, Vineyards, and Oliveyards which had been taken from them on account thereof 

aving executed the main End for 
which he was fent to to build and repair the Gates thereof^ he appointed Hmani 

and Hannmttah to be Governors of the City, and returned again to the King of P^r/;.^ • For 
afliortTime had been fet him (/^) to do this Work j and when it was done, he form, to 
have found anew Commiffion necelfary, to go on to the other Affairs, for the well fettling of 
that Country, which he foon obtained ^ and the Shortnefs of hisAbfence feemsto be the Caufe 
that there IS no Notice taken ofitinthe facred Text. Nebemiab being returned from the 
Pe>itm Court, with a new Commiflion, fet himfeif to carry on the Reformation of the Church - - 
and State oi the Jews which E%ra had begun^ taking along with him the Advice and Direfti 
on of that learned and holy Scribe in all that he did. His firft Care was to provide for the 
Security of the City by fettling Rules for opening and {hutting the Gates, and keepine Watch 
and Ward on the Towers and Walls. Then finding the City but thinly inhabited Vofto make 
the Burden more eafy, there needed more People to bear their Share. In Order thereto he 
prevailed firft with the Rulers and great Men of the. Nation to build Houfes there, and dwell 
in them 5 and others following their Example, offered to do the fame. Of the reft of the 
1 eople, every tenth Man was taken by Lot, and obliged to come to Jernfalem there to build 
Houles and lettle themfelves with their Families. And now that the City was fortified and 
the Inhabitants fecured by Walls^ Gates, and Guards againft the Infults of their Enemies' and 
thelncurfionsofThieves and Robbers, whobeforemolefted them, it foon recovered its an-

did rM^v completed his Edition of the Law of God^and written it out fairly and corredlly, 
ceilr^^^^^ of Trumpets read ittd the People (O at Jernfalem, This Feaft 

^^as celebrated on the firft of r//r/(;;0, being the feventh Month ofthe Jews Ecclefiaftical 
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Year, and the firft of their Civil Ycilr, about the Beginning of out autumnal Equinox. Ezra 
afcended a Scaflbld or Pulpit in the largefl Street of the City, where moft might fland to hear- 
having with him thirteen of the principal Elders of the People 3 of whom he placed fix on his 
Right-hand, and feven on his left. Standing in the midft of them, he blefled the Lord th« 
l^reat God, and began to read the Law out of the LWmuText, and the Levites caulcd tho 
People to underftand the Meaning : Thus he did from Morning till Noon. But it being a i^fti- 
val Day, Ncbemtab, E%ra^ and the reft who were inftrufting the People, difmiffed them to 
their Dinner, to eat, drink, and rejoice the remaining pare of the Day, Next Morning thi^y 
alTembled again in the fame Place, where Ez^ra with his Affiftants, went on further to read 
and explain to them the Law of God. When they came to the twenty third Chapter of Le^ 
fviticHSy and had from thence explained the Feaft of Tabernacles, to be kept at that Time • 
thisftirred up in the People an eager Defire to fulfil the Law in that Point. Accordingly the/ 
prepared Booths made of Branches of Trees, and kept the Feftival feven Days in fuch folemn 
Manner as had not been obferved from the Days of unto that Time. E%ra continuing 
to read and explain the whole Law ; whereby the People perceived in how many Things they 
had tranfgreiTed the Commands of God through their Ignorance, and were terrified with the 
Fear of Divine Wrath which they had deferved 5 Nehemiab and Ezra finding them in fo good 
a Temper, endeavoured to make thebeft Improvement thereof, for the' Honour of God, and 
the Intereft of Religion : And therefore immediately proclaimed a Faft to be held the next 
Day fave one, after the Feftival was ended, that is, on the twenty fourth of the fame Month 
: in which they exhorted the People to make a publick and folemn Confeflion of their 
Sins before God j and alfo to enter into a folemn Vow and Covenant with God to avoid thefc 
for the future, and ftridtly to obferve the divine Laws 5 particularly not to make Inter-mar-

riages with the Gentiles^ either by giving their Daughters to them, or by talking any of thei 
Daughters to themfelves 5 to obferve the Sabbaths and fabbatical Years, to pay their annual 
Tribute to the Temple for repairing thereof, and for finding NecelTaries for the publick Ser- 
vice 3 and to pay the firft Fruits cothePriefts mdLevites. In ail which they had been hi- 
therto moft negligent. 

The Ignorance of the Law of God having led them into thefe Tranlgreffions, for prevent-* 
ing of this for the future, they got the moft learned of the Scribes and Levites to read It to 
them in every City , which at firft they did by gathering the People into feme wide Street of 
other, as Ezra had done : But finding this inconvenient, efpecially in Winter and ftormy 
Scafons, they ere<5led them Houfes or Tabernacles wherein to meet for this end ^ and thisv/as 
the Original of Synagogues among them : For they feem to have had none, or few of thefe 
before the BahykniJIj Captivity, the Scriptures of the Old ^eftament making little mention of 
them, and Copies of the Law being not to commonly had to be read in them. But foon after 
this, they increafed j and their Rule was, that a Synagogue was to be eredted in every Place 
where there were ten Batelnim (that is, ten Perlons of full Age and free Condition) always 
ac Icifurc to attend the Service performed in them Q') : For lefs than ten, according toifiem, 
did not make a Congregation, without which no Part of the Synagogue-fervice could b'tf 'p^r-^ 
formed 5 and where they were fecure of fuch an AlTembly, there a Synagogue was to be built. 
At firft thefe Synagogues were few, but afterwards they multiplied to a great Number,- more 
than Parifh-churches are with us j fo that in our Saviour's time there was no Town in J'tidea 

but v.'hat had one or more of them. 

The Service to be performed in thefe Syftagogue-afFemblies were. Prayers, reading of the 
Scriptures, and preaching or expounding them. As to their Prayers, thefe at firft were very 
few J but fince they are increafed to a very large Bulk, which makes their Service very long 
and tedious j and the Rubric by which they regulate it, is very perplexed, intricate, and in- 
cumbred with many Rites and ceremonious Obfervances, in all which they equal, if notexr 
ceed, the Superftition and Length of the Popifi Service. The moft folemn Pare of their Pray- 
ers is what they call Sbemoneb Epreb (c), (that is, the eighteen Prayers) which they fay were 
compofed by Ezra and the Great Synagogue. They are particularly to be found in Dr. P»> 
deaux^s Co7272efi2072 j tho' his Inferences from them do not conclude againft the Euglijb Diflenters. 
For where is the Force of Argument in this : The yews had a Liturgy, and conformed to it; 
therefore the DiHenters muft have one, and conform to it too ? Muft Chriftians have and 
do every thing they had and did ? as upon this way of arguing they muft. No certainly; 
for then they muft have Sacrifices too, and abundance of other Rites, which are ncedlefsto 
mention. Was there any Subfcription and Declaration going along with the Jewijh Liturgy, 
as yours in the Church of Er^gland ? Is it evident that cur Saviour, when he went into 
the Jeimjlj Synagogues, did always join with their Prayers ? He might poflibly not go til) af- 
ter thefe were over, fince his Defign among them was to teach and to preach, and to work

The Tinges of their Synagogue-fervice were three Days a-week CO3 belidcs their holy Dnys^ 
whether Fafts or Feftivais, and thrice in every one of thofe Days ^ chat is, in the Morning, 
the Afcernooii, and at Night. The Miniftration of the Synagogue-fervice was not coniined 
to the facerdotal Order j for the Priefts were confecratcd only to the Service in tlie Temple, 
which was quite of another Nature, as confining in ofTcring up of Sacrifices and Oblations : But 
to this in the Synagogue, any one of Learning that was qualified for it was admitted ; only, that 
Order might be prelerved, there were in each Synagogue ibme lix'd Miniflers, to take c:ire of 
religious Duties there performed, who were by foleinn Impofation of Hands inftalicd j fjift, the 
Elders, who in the Neiu ^eftament (J^ are called 'Apx'Wrt>®>«^ that is. Rulers of the Synii.i';t^gue, 
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How many of thefe were in each Synagogue, i^ no where laid ^ but it is certain there 
more than one : For they are mentioned in the facrcd Scripture CO ia the plural Number, hi 
refpeft of the fame Meeting ; and at Corinth^ Crijpns and Softheues are both laid to be chief ru- 
lers of the fynagogne (f)^ though it is not likely that there was more' than one Syna^roguc in 
that City. Next to them (or perhaps one of them) was the Miniftcr of the Synagogue, who 
officiated in offering up the publick Prayers to God for the whole Congregation 5 wijc^ bcraufo 
he was the Mouth of the Meeting, delegated as their Reprefentative, Meflenger or Angel, to 
fpeak to God for them, was therefore hi the H^Z'rffw? Language Q2i\^6. Sbeliach Zibbor^ thac 
'is, the Angel of the Church, Hence the Bifhops or Minifircrs of the feven Churches in Afict 
arc in the Revcla:ion^ by a Name borrowed from the Synagogue, called the Angels of thofc 
Churches, it being the highcft paftoral Office then known, to offer Prayers to God for the 
Congregation j and he was alfo a Meflenger of God to his People, in bringing them Meffi^ea 
of Life, Peace, and cverlafting Salvation, Next, iha Sbeliacb Zibbor were the Deacons or 
inferior Minillcrs of the Synagogue, in Hebrew called Cha%anim^ who had the Charge to keep 
the flicred Books of the holy Scriptures, the Liturgies and Uten/ils, and bring them forth for 
the Ufe of the Synagogue, and take them away when they had done. Thus it is faid of our 
Saviour fg), when he read the Leflbn out of the Prophets in the Synagogue at Nazaretb^ 
that after he had done, he gave the Book again to the Minifter 5 that is, to the Cba%an or 
Deacon of the Synagogue. The next fixed Officer was the Interpreter ; His Bufmefs was^ 
to interpret into Qhaldee the Leflbns as they were read in the Hebrew to the Congregation, 
which became necefTary after their Return from Babylon^ when the Hebreiv was a dead Lan- 
guage, and the Chaldee vulgarly fpoken. Skill and Learning in both Languages being n qui-^ 
fice for this Office, when they found a Man qualified, they retained him by a Salary, as a {land- 
ing Minifter of the Synagogue. When the Bleffing was to be given, if there was a Prieft pre- 
fent in the Cohgregation, he always did the Office j but if there was no Prieft pre^ent^ the 
6'heliacb Zibbor gave the Bleffing in a proper Form. The Synagogues, and pubhck Reading 
of the Law in them, was very ufeful to retain the Jews in Obedience to the Mofaic Precepts, 
and to hinder them from Idolatry : But by their oral Law, and unwritten Traditions, they 
foon made the coramand of God of none effe5i (Jo^. Thus far of the Synagogue-fervice : That 
Which they retain at prefent, is in many Particulars different from this. They that would be 
more fully informed in this Matter, may read Buxtorfh Synagoga Jiidaica^ Vitringa de Syna^ 
goga ^etere^ and Maiinosi'ides in his Trades, lephillah^ Cbagighab^ and Kiriath-fema. In 
their Profench:^^ the Jews prayed every one apart for themfelves : But I defign a particular 
Chapter afterwards concerning their Religion and Rites. 

'Nehcmiah^ after he had held the Government o^Jtidab twelve Years, returned to the P^r-*

feek a Subfiftence fome other Way. This Abufe he obferved, and provided efledtually for a 
J^emedy thereof 5 ibr he made thefe Dues to be again paid in to the Treafuries of the Temple ^ 
whereby a. Maincehance being again reftored for them who attended the Service of the Houfe 
of Godj all was again returned to its former Order, ^thly^ Ncheviiah alfo took Care that the 
^&Al^barh _fhpuld.be duly obferved 'f^J, making many good Rules for preventing the Profana- 
tion thereof i which he caufed to be efteclually put in Execution. Tho' ail thefe Things are 
mentioned in one Chapter^ yet they were not done at one Time, but che good Man 
bro.ught them about as Gccafions offered^ when he could' iiioft fuccefsfuliy make them effe-

V7e have little more confiderable in the Hiftory of the 'ie-Ss^ nor in that of the Pcrfum Em- 
pire, tUl the Death of ^r/r/zA;^rA'<?j Xt3;jf^m<?««j, which -happened three Months from the Be-* 
ginning of the forty firft Yeiirof his Reign, in the 3526ch Year from the Creation of the 
Worldj before. the Birth, of our Saviour, 424 Years. He was fuceeded in his Kingdom by 
Xerxes^ the only Son whom he had by his (^ueen Damaf-pia (e) ^ but by his Concubines he 
had feventeen Sons, arapng^whom were Sogdiams (called by Ctefias (f) Secnndiams') Ocbtts^ 
^ndjrfites, Sogdiams furprifed Xerxes whilche was lying <lrunk In his Bed,iind 'killed him,after 
^le .had.rejgaed forty five Days, md 'ufui^ed the Kingdom. Hagon^z^usy the moft faithful of his 
Father's Eunuchs^ having taken Care to bury his Father and the Queen-Mother fuitable to their 
JOigpky^ upon his Return from thefe funeral Rites was ialfo puc to Death. Still fiifpearing Oi:bus 
hjs. Bfother, Governor of Hyrcania^ he Tent for him to Court : But he being jealGus that his 
Dcac<i wa^defigned, prepared an Army^to which moft of the Nobility joined j and haviiig got 
his Brother Sogdiamis into his Powei',he caufed throw him from the lop of a high Tovver^into 
aPit fuil. of Afhes, where the Afliesw^ere continually ftirred by a Wheel, till he was fufibcated, 
which was a Punilhment ufual among the Perfians fg'). Ochus having thus obtained the King- 
dom, hp changed his Name into that of Darius 5 and by Hiftorians is commonly called Da- 
r^tsNotbui. His Brother -^o^^/^wz/j only held the Empire fix Months twenty Days C-&). j,^^'^i^^, 
During all thefe Pvevolutiohs Nehemiab continued ftill in the Government of Jndea, going on th. "l,

^f^rs Prophecy 5 for then the Reftoration of the Church aird Scare of the Jezvs in Jern/aJeni 
and Jndab was fully fmifhed in the laft Ad of Reformation, recorded m the thirteenth Chaj^ 
ter oi Ncbemiah, from the z^d Verfe to the End, juft forty nine Years after it had been begun 
by Ezra^ in the feventh Year of Artaxerxes Longhnanus. This laft Ae^ ot Reformation was 
the Removal of unlawful Marriages from among the People 5 for tho thcfe had been in part 
removed both by E%Ta and Nehemiab, conform to the Law of God, yet when their Bmldings 
and other Works were finifhed, the Abufe fprang up again, and came to luch a Height 
that the Pontifical Houfe, which of all others ought to have been kept Iree ot li^h Commix^ 
tures, was polluted therewith .: For one of the Sons of the High-pneft, whom Jofephns calls 
Mafiafjeh (O, had married the Daughter of ^^//Z'^//^^ the whereby an ill Example 

was eiventbr the Breach of the Law, by fuch as were moft concerned to fee the Obfer- 
vance thereof Jofephns indeed by a palpable Miftake in Chronoiogy, placeth him in the 
Reign of the laft King of P^>:^^, or o{ Darius Codomamns But the facred Scriptures fay 
exprefly CO, One of the foJis of Jojada^ the [on of Eltajlnb the htgh^pneji, zvas Jon /;/ law to 
Sauballattbe Horonite j which is fufficient Warrant to place him in the Reign of Larim 
Nothns. Nebemiab, with great Zeal, fays, / cbajed bim from me j that is, be forced him to 
part with his ftrange Wives, or leave the Country. Whereon Manajjeb being unwilling to 
quite his Wife, fied to -^^/w^r/^? i and others being in the lame Cale,. and ot the lame Mind 
\vith him, accompanied him thither, and fettled under the Proteaion oi SanbaUat^ who was

§ 8 The War being carried on between the Egyptians and the Perfians {dj^ each con- 
tending to enlarge and ftrengthen their Barrier, it feems likely that D^arins on this Oceafioil 
came in Perfon into Ebcenicia^ and that then Sanhaliat attending him, io lar inhnuated into his 
Favour^as to obtain a Grant to build a Temple on Mount Gms5Z/»/,near Samana^ like that at 
Jernfalem. and to make Manaffeh his Son in Law High-prieft of it. After this Samaria be- 
came the common Refuge and Afylum of refraftary ^ews{e)^, fo as if any -Jr^ was 
found guilty of violating the Law, by eating forbidden Meats, breaking the Sabhatb, un- 
lawful Marriages, or the lik-e Trefpalfes, and called to account for the fame, they fled to the 
^amaritans^ and there found Reception j by which Means the greateft Part of that People 
were made up of apoftate Jews and their Defendants. Tho' they did read the Book of the 
Law, and left off the Worftiip of falfe Gods, introduced by the King of Ajfyria (f)^ yet the 
Jews looking on them as Apoftates, hated them above all the Nations of the Earth, fo astd 
avoid all manner of Con verfe and Communication with them C^)* and to publifh a bitter 
Curfe or Anathema againft them, declaring all the Fruits and Produft of their Land, and e- 
very thing elfe of theirs, either eaten or drunk among them, to be as Swines Flelh, prohibiting 
every one of their Nation ever totafte thereof, excluding all that People from being ever re- 
ceived as Profelytes to their Religion 5 yea they proceeded fo far as to bar them forever from 
having any Portion in the Refurredlion of the Dead to eternal Life, as if this alfowerein their

The main Points wherein the ifflW7tf«f^r»j differ from the Jci^s as to theif* Religion aretheie 
following 5 Firft^ The Samaritans receive no other Pare of the facred Scriptures, but the 
five Books of ilfo/ffj, reje^ing all the other Books which are \nKh& Jewjlj Canon. ^Theifi 
five Books they have in th&^hanician Charadler; But this their Fcutateiicb is no more 
than a Tranfcript, copied in another Charailer from that of E^ra^ with fome Variations, Ad- 
ditions and Tranfpofitions ; for it hath all the Interpolations, of which E%ra is generally ac- 
knowledged to be the Author 5 whereas had it been antienter than E^ra\ Copy, it had been 
without them. And there are a great many Variations in the Samaritan Copy, manileltly 
caufed by the Miftake of fimilar Letters in the Hebrew Alphabet 5 which Letters having no 
Similitude in the Samaritan Character, this proves thefe Variations were made by theti'anl* 
icribing the Samaritan from the Hebrew^zrxd not in tranfcribing th^ Hebrew from theto^^"* 
tan. Upon the whole, it feems that when il^^?/^?:^i?Mied to the Samaritdns^hQ brought the

And dfter him Sancius Harley^ a Prieft of the Oratory at Parss^ afcer^ 
wards Bifhop oi.St, Mahy being Ambaflador from the Frefic/j King at Conjtcmtimple^ purchafcd 
a Copy, which xvas foon repofited in a Library belonging to that Oratory, and afterwards 
pubiiftied by Merinus with a Verfion thereof, which he had from Peter a Valle a Gentleman of 

: who having many Years travelled over the Eaftj brought it thence with him. That 

Work being done with too much Hafte, it had pafled the Prefs before fuch other Helps 
came from Perefcius^ Dr. Comber Btm oiCarlyle^ and others, as would have enabled them 
to make it more perfect : But what was wanting was afterwards redl:ified in the Lo72don Poly-^ 
glot^vfhGrQthQ Samaritan Tevit^vjlth the Samaritan Ycr£\QUy and the Latin Tranflation of 
both are publifhed much more compleat and corred than they were before, and the Variations 
marked at the Bottom of the Page. As to the Variations, Additions and Tranfpofitions 
whereby the Samaritan Copy diilers from the Hebrew j they are all enumerated in Hotti??ger'\ 
Exercitati()ns againft (^?; i and in the Collatidn rnade of both Texts in the laft Vo- 

lume of the London Polyglot, 'Tisnot to be fo much wondered. at, that there are Differences 
between thefe two Copies, as that there fhould not have been many more, after thefe who ad- 
hered CO the -one and to the oih^r^ had not only broken off a[J Communication^ but had beea 
in the bittereft Variance pofTible for above two thoufund Years : For fo long had pafled from 

- the Apoftacy of Ma72aJJeb, to the Time when thefe Copies were firft brought into Europe^ be- 
iides the Errors of Tranfcribers. 

The fecond Point of Difference of Religion between the Samaritafis and the Jews antient- 
ly was, and ftiil is. That the Samaritans rejeft all Traditions, and adhere only to the written 
Word it felf ; and in the Obfervance thereof, they are acknowledged by the Jews to be more 
cxa<ft than themfelves. For the Jeivs often make the law of noUeeffeSi by their traditions Uj) - 
whereas the Samaritans always kept themfelves ftridlly by the written Word, never admit* 
ting any fuch corrupt GlofTes to draw them from it. And becaufe in this they agreed with 
the Sadducees (who alfo denied all Traditions, adhering to the written Letter of the Law on- 
ly) hence the Jews hp^'Q taken a Handle to calumniate them (c\ as if they agreed jn other 
Particulars with the Sadducees^ and denied with them* the Refurreftion from the Dead ; whifih 
led Epiphanins (^), and Pope Gregory (e) into the Error of afferting this to b(j their Opinion ; 
whereas the Refurretfbion of the Dead bath been a Doftrine as firmly held, and as certainly 
believed among them, as by the j^^ie;j themfelves; 

The third Point of Difference between them, was about the Place of their Worfliip. The 
Words of the Woman of tf^w^zi^/ii ftatfe this Matter exaftly right : For fhe faith to our Sa- 
viour^ Our fathers worjhipped in this mountain ; but ye (meaning the Jews') fay^ that in Je* 
rufalemzs the place, where men might to woTpoip {f). TJie Law given by Mofes^ wasj That they 
Ihouid perform all their Sacrifices and Oblations in the Place C^) that God fhould chufe out of 
all their Tribes to put his Name there 5 and that Place was ^erttfalem : For there the Tem- 
ple, by the Dire^bion of God himfelf (^) was buik. There God confccrated it by the Habi- 
tation of his (7} Divine Prefence. The Samaritans plead that at Gerizzim Abraham and Ja- 
cob fet up their Altars (^), and offered Sacrifices on them j and that it was appointed by God 
himfelf to be the Hili of Bleffing (0- And y<2/2?ff^ entring into the Land o{ Canaan ^ had 
caufed the Bleffings of Gcid to be declared thereon : And on his pafling Jordan he built an 
Altar on it of twelve Stones (;«)j as God had commanded And this they hold to be 

the fame Aharon which .they facrifice to this Day. But to make out this laft Part of their 
• Argument, and to reconcile the greater Veneration to Mount Gerizzim^ they have been guilty 
\ ' of corrupting the facred Text : For whereas the Command of God in Dent, xxvii. 4. is, ^hat 
\ . theyJJmild Jet up the altar on mount Ebal^ they have put in Mount Gerizzim^ the better to ferve 
\^ . their Caufe, tho' ail Copies and'Tranflations of the Petztateucb make againft them. And they 
have alfo interpolate the Scriptures with the Corruption of another Text, that is, in the twen- 
; tieth Chapter of Exodus^ after the tenth- Commandment, they have fubjoined Words by way of 
an additional Precept^ taken oiit of the eleventh and twenty feventh Chapters of Dentero7207}iy 
to command the erecting of an Altar on Mount Geriz^^im^ inftead of Mount £^^7/ in theText^ 
and offering Sacrifice to God in that Plaee. And they having thus voluntarily made a corrupt 
^ Alteration in one Text, and a corrupt Addition in another, meerly out'of Defign to ferve a bad 
Caufe, this gives the lefs Authority to their Copy of Ehe Pentateuch in all other Places, where 
^ dther by Alterations or Additions it differs from that of the Jews, Thefe who are curious may

How long after this Ncbemiah lived at Jemfaiem is uncertain : 'Tis mdO: likely that he con- 
tinued in his Government tojhe Time of his Death 5 but when that happened is no- where 
faid 5 only it may be obferved, that nc the Time when he ends his Book, he tould not be 
much lefs than feventy Years old. Aflef him there feem not to have been any more Govcr; 
nors in J^idea^ o^thcjeiviflj Race, during the Ptfr/^;? Empire at ieaft, but that this Country 
having been added to the Prefeaure ofSyria^ was from Nsbemzalfs Time wholly fubjedtedco 
the Governor of that Province 5 and that under him the High-pHefts had the Truft ofreguU. 
tino- all Affairs therein. Hitherto we have had the Light of the Scriptures to follow ; hence- 
forth the Books the Maccabees^ Jofcpbus^ Pbilo Jud^tns, with fome Greek and Latin Wri- 
ters are the cnlv Guides that can lead us through the following Series of our Hiftory, till 
we come to the Times of the Gofpei of Jefus Chrift 5 and therefore we may be allowed to be

^ o A B o u T the End of the Pelopomzefiau War died Darzus Nothns^ -after he had reigned 0^ 
xQvPvrfia nineteen Years. Notwithftanding the Impoftunities of Paryfatis^ he left to his eldeft 
Son Ar faces, the Crown, f.nd toCyrtis^ the younger Son, the Government of the.Leffer^yi^i. 
Arfac^s on his af^ending the Throncj took the Name o£ Artax^rcces j and for his extraordii 
2iarv Memory, he is called by the Gr^i-^^, Mfzemn ^ that is, Remembrer. Cjym being dif; 
covered to have laid a Plot for the murdering of the King his Brother C^)j in the Temple of 
P^r^rfada, when he was to come thither, according to Cuftom, to be maugurated Kipgi was 
■Ar.:. c. taken into Cuftody for the Treafon, and ordered to be put to Death for it : But his Mother P.. 

rfr^tis was fo importunate for faving his Life, that by her Means he obtained his Pardonj^ and 
ii^^'T was fcnt again into the LelTer AJta to govern that Proyinte left him by his Father s Will j where 

his Ambitfon prompted him to contrive a War againft his Brother, in order to advance himfolf 
to th- Throne To this end he employed Charcbas^ ^ Lacedemomafz General, to raife an 
Armv Greeks^ under pretence of making War with the ^braciam ^ and in the mean time 
wrote a Letter to the King, with heavy Complaints againft ^ijjaphertt^s^ praying in the hum- 
bleft Manner his Proteftion againft him 5 whereby the King being deceived, thought all his 
Preparations were only againft ^iffapherms^ and permitted his Brother to go on j till he got 
sn Army on foot fufficient to put his Defigns in Execution. Then Cyrtis marched diredlly a- 
eainft his Brother, with the AfFiftance of thirteen thoufand Grenks^ who wcrethe beft Men 
%-i his Army, commanded by Clearcbus a Lacedemonian^ and a hundred thoufand Other Forces 
raifed in the Perfian Provinces in Afia. Artaxersces being informed of the Truth .of theie 
Defi-ns by ^ifTapbernes, who pofted to Court for that end^ prepared an Arttiy of nme huni 
dred^'thouiand xMen, with whom he marched to meet his Brother ^ and the Matter came^o a 
decifive Battle in the Plains of five hundred Fudongs irom ^^^'^/o;/ CO- There<^r«i 



rafhly venturing his Perfon, on a brisk mettled Horfe, into the Heat of the Battle, wasj in; 
afte/his auxihfry Greeks had in a manner won the Viftory for him. Th« put the 6. ^ m 
grea- Difti efs, being far from homci and every where furrOunded m an Enetiiy s Country .

This Lofs of his beft beloved and nioft beautiful Wife, great- 
ly afflii'/ted Jrtax'erx&s $ and haying nude difbovery how it camb to pafs, he baniflied his Mo- 
ther to Babylon^ and for fohie Years after never faw her ; But Time having foftned his Grief 
and Refentmehts, he permitted her again to return to Court ; where fhe made it her chief Bu- 
finefs to humour him in every thing, right or wrong, by whith flie maintained her Ihtereft 
with him to her Death. .

A wicked Fa(5i: of this JonathaU'^ feme Yedrs dftef- this, brought a great Oppreflion on the Am, c 
Temple at J6rufalem : For Jejlnta his Birother having much InfinUated himfelf into the Fa- 5^^- 
vour of Bagofes, then Governor of Syria and Phosnicia under the Perfian Kiiig^ obtained of "^^^^^^'^^r 
him a Grant of the High-priefthoodj with which 'johamn had been invefted, and came with 
this Grant to Jertt-faiem^ to take poflelHon of his Office^ and depfafe his Brdther from it. But 
obanan not fubmitting, the Matter tartie tb a great Contention between them, in which Jo^ 
anan flew Jejhna in the inner Court of the Tehiple (h^ 5 which was a wicked FadV, and ag- 
gravated by the great Profanatibn which was thereby brought on the holy Place where it was 
committed. Bagofes Yi'SL^xmg of this, tame in great Wi-ath to J'erufalem, On his going into 
the Temple, to fee the Plate where the Murder was tommittedj they would have hindred 
him^ all Gentiles being reckoned by them as impure, and forbidden to enter there. Where-. 
iipon he tried out with great Ihdignation, tVhat i am not I more pure than the dead Carcafe of 
him whom yon have flain in the Temple ? So going in without any further Oppofition, and 
taking a thorbugh Cognisance of the Fa6^, he irhpbfid a Mul?l bn the Temple for the Punilh°

therefore if the Muldt of fifty Drathms a-lamb w^s paid for them all, this would make the whole 
to amount to Mty five thoufand and fifty Drachmsj whith in our Ehglifh Money is ohe thou- 
fand feven hundred and twenty Pounds, fix Shillings and three Pence. But this Sum being 
too fmall for a national Muldt, and fdr fhort of what Governors of Provinces on fuch Occa- 
fions are apt to exadir^ it feems then likely that all Lambsj Whether offered for the publiek 
Service, or by private Perfons ifi any Sacrifice whatfoever, were taken into the Reckoning : 
And without this, there would be no fufficient Caufe for the Cbmplaint which 'jofephts ifiaked

Court, occafioned by the Contention of the King's Sons for his Succeffion 00 For he had three 
Sons by his Qucenj namely, Daritts^ Ariafpes and Ochus^ and one hundred and fifteen by

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bines. For ftilling of thefe Commotions, Artaxerxes declared Bqrius^ the eldeft of them, to 
be his Succeflbf, and allowed him to afTurae the Name King^ and wear the R.oyal ^iara even 
in his Lifetime. But this not contenting him, and there being alfo feme Difgull about one of 
the King's Concubines, narhed jlfpdfia^ whom he would have had, and his Father not con. 
fenting thereto, he fortned a Confpiracy againft his Life, and drew in fifty of his Erethrea 
into the fiiriie Combination. He was chiefly incited to this by ^iribaztis^ to whom Artaxer^ 
xcs had promifed one of his Daughters ^ but the old Lecher falling in love with her, he had 
iiiavried her himfelfi and to make him Amends, he prOmifed him another of his Daughters, but 
married this alfo. Such abominable Iticeft was at this time allowed \nP6rpa by the "Religion they 
Jjrofeffcd i ixndParyfatis^ the Queen-Mother, encouraged her Son to it C«). Thefe two Lid 
appointments greatly dlfcontenting Stiriba%7is^ to be revenged Artaxerxes^ he excited the 
t'oung King to this flagitious A£l. But the \vh6le being difcovered by an Eunuch, the old 
King retired to another Room, till he faw the Confpirators, after killing fome of his Guards, 
enter his Bed-chamber ; where they were all feized. Darius was cut oif in fuch a Manner 
as he dcferved, and his whole Accomplices with him. After the Death o£ Daritts^ Ariafpes^ 
OcbnSy and Arj'ames^ claimed the Poifeffion, the two forinQr being the King's Sons by thu 
Queen, and the other expected it, tho' born of a Concubine, as moft deferving in the Ooi- 
nion of hia I^-Jther. But the reftlefs Ambition of Ochns prompting him to all manner of ways 
to obtain the Crowh, he carried it from the other two by the wickedeft and worft of Means : 
Tor he fo terrified Arinf^es^ who Was an eafy and credulous Prince, by fuborning Eunuchs to bring 
him News that his Father was ready to execute fdme feVere Threatnings againft him, that he 
poifoned himfelf, to avoid the apprehended Danger, 'EMtArfames being in the Opinion of all 
others, as well as ofhis Father, the worthieft of the Throne ^ to remove this Obftacle, he cjiufed 
, him to be aiTaiTuiaLe by Harpatcs the Son oiStzribazns. This Lofs added to the former, and ag* 
gravated with the Wickednefs whereby they were caufed, fo overwhelmed the old King with 
Grief, that he broke his Heart and died, in the ninty fourth Year ofhis Age, and forty fixtli 
J^S" ofhis Reign, He was a mild and generous Prince, who governed with great Clemency and 
Juftice, and therefore was honoured thro' the whole Empire. 

§ lo. OCHUSy for his Cruelty, and particularly for killing his Brothers, was generally ha- 
ted J and he knowing this, concealed his Father's Death for about ten Months, that It might 
be believed that he governed by his Direfbion C^). But aflbon as it was known that the old 
King was dead, and that0<;^//5 had taken poiTellion of the Throne, all the 'Le^TerApa^ Syr/a^ 
'Vhobuicia^ snd feveral other Provinces refufed their. Obedience, and prepared for an Infurre- 
■£lion. But KheoiHztbres and others of their Leaders (d^ not agreeing among chemfelves, they 
put the Money they had been entrufted with ift their owh Pocket, and betrayed each other 
to reconcile themfelves to the King^ and by thefe means this formidable Revolt was all blown 
over, and Ochns fettled in the Throne firmer than he deferved : For he filled all Parts of the 
Empire with Alurdcrs, cutting off. the whole Royal- Family, that there might be none to fee 
up in his ftcad (^). He caufed Ocba his own Sifter, who was alfo his Mother-in-law, (for 
he had married her Daughter) to be buried alive CO 5 ^'^d havihg fhut up one ofhis Uncles, 
with a hundred of his Sons and Grandfons, in an empty Yard, he there caufed them all to be 
fhot to Death by his Archers. This feems to have been the Father of *5'//?^iz;«^iJ, Mother to 
' Dariits Codom^tmns ; for ^ Curtius (f) tells us, that Ochns flew eighty of her Brothers, toge- 
ther with their Father, in one Day. 

In the third Year Ochns was Alexandet the Great, who afterwards overthrew the Perfiait 

''^V-c^' Enipire, born at Pciia in Macedomay in the firft Year of the hundred and fixth Olympiad (g). 
' On the fiune Day his Father Philip had the News that his Horfe had won the Race ait the 0- 
lympic Games O^), and on the fame Day the famous Temple o£ Diajia at Bpbefns was wilfully 
burnt by one EroJlratHs. When he was put upon the Rack, to make him confefs his Induce- 
ments, he owned that he had deftroyed this great Fabrick to perpetuate his Name in after Ages. 
Whereupon the Common Council o? AJIa made a Decree that no body Ihould nam6 hitn : But 
this made liim the more to be remembred. Plutarch CO f^iys Dianct negledled her own TemplSj 
'being bufy in aiffcing the Part of a Midwife to the Mother of Alexajider the Great. 

'^::f. c. ' In the fifth Year of Ocbus happened the Death Mattfdlus King Cariay which was ren- 
Ji'^' dred famous by the gi'eat Grief that Artemifia^ who was both his Sifter and his Wife, expref- 
fed on that Occafion : For fhe having gathered together his Afhes, and bfiaten his Bones to 
Powder, took a Potion of them every Day, till fiie had drunk them all dowrt, to make her 
Body his G'ra\C3 and in two Years Time pined herfelf to. Death j but before flie died, toofi 
care'to caufc cvc€t that famous Monument for him at Halt car najfns^ which was reckoned iw 
mong the feven Wonders of the World C^) j and from hence all Monuments of more than 
ordinary Maq-nificence are called MaiifeoUittf

M ^ befides Women and Children C^). When this Calamity happened, there were vaft Trea- 
f^*^"'of Gold and Silver in 'Sidm j which being all melted down by the Flames, Ocbns the 
Afhes for pcreat Sums of Money. The terrible Deftrudlion of this City frighrned the reft of the 
Plosnicians fo as they all fubmitted on the beft Terms they could which the PevJJa^z did tht; 

e readily agree tOj that he might be no longer retarded from the Defigns which he had upon 
^ff-vtt Upon the fame View he compounded with the Cypriots^ who had revoked. There 
were then nine chief Cities in that rich Jlland, and. each of them had a King : They having 
fubmitted to Ochns^ and he having removed their Grievances, were confirmed by him in the 
Gov ernment of their refpea:ivc;Terricories. 

The je'-^s feem alfo to liave been engaged in this War : For after Ocbns ha-i taken Stdon^ 
Jie marched ijito jnden (J?) j where He belieged and took Jericho^ making many of the Jezvs 
Caocives. He led Part of them with him into Bgypt^ and fent a great Number oF others into 
Hfrcatiia where he planted them on thofe Parts of thac Country which ly upon the CafpiafzS^st, 

IntheriihthYearof his Reign, 0*;/j//^ marched againft i;;g7/>r, and encamped near P^//{/?/;?/v 5 ji„f. 8; 
and from thence fent out feveral Detachments to invade the Gounfry, fetting a Grecian and a J5<*\ 
Perjiau over each of them. Pelitpnm fubmitted ; and all the reft of the Garifons thro' the 
Country frightned with the Name of (Debuses Cruelties, and the Fate of Stdof^y yielded aJfo. 
tV^hereupon Neciauebas^ who then reigned in Egypt^ gathered together all the Treafure he 
could get, and defpairing to be able to defend himfeU^ went with \t into Ethiopia^ and ne- 
ver again returned f/> ^'^^^ recovered his Kingdom. by the Help of Jgefilans^ and prc-^ 
ferved it by the Condu^T: and Valour of Diapba^itns an Atbeniah^ and Lami us Si Spartan^ who 
commanded his Armies, and made him vi^lorious. But having difmifled thefe, and trufting 
too much to his own Condudt, he .was ruined : For he was the laft Egyptzm King that ever 
reicned in that Country, for fince his Time they have been ever enflaved by Strangers,- as^ the 
Perfuns^ Greeks^ Komans^ Saracens and 'tnrks whereby the Prophecy of Ezekiel Cd') is remark- 
ably lulfilied. That Egypt Jloall be the hafeft of kingdoms, Ocbns having thus made an abfolutc 
Conqueft of Egypt, he difniantled their chief Cities, and plundred their Temples 5 and be- 
caufe the Egyptians^ mocking, called him an Afs, he took the Bull jUpts^ their Deity, out of 
his Temple, and fucrificed him to an Afs, and then caufed his Cook to drefs him, and ate 
him at a Feaft with his Friends C^), and caiTied away all their publick Records, which were 
religiouriy kept in their Temples. Theie things being done, he returned in Triumph to 
Babylon^ loaded with vaft Treafures of Gold and Silver, and other Spoils, IcvLVingPbereudates^ 
one of his Nobles, Governor of the Country. Here Maiietho ends his Commentaries^ which 
he wrote on the Egyptian Affairs. He was a Prieft of Plelzopolis in Egypt^ and wrote, in the 
Greek Language, a "Hiftory of Egypt^ from the Beginning of that Kingdom to this Time; 
His Book is now loft, tho* often quoted by the Antients 5 only an Epitome thereof is prefer- 
ved by Syncetlns, He lived in the Time of Ptoletuy PMadelpbus King of Egypt ^ for to himi 
lie dedicated his Book. 

. Ovbus having finifhed the Egyptiajz War, and recovered Pbmnicia^ Egypt and other Places 
to his Crown, he rewarded J^^/yror the R/^o^i^^/?, the Betrayer of AS'/id?;/,and others who h^ddon(i 
him Service : But his Succeis being chiefly owing to Mentor^ he gave hirii an hundred Talents^ 
with other valuable Gifts i and alio made liitn Governor of all the Afiatick Co'afts^ to carry 
on any War that yet remained there (f), Meittor made ufe of this Opportunity to reconcile 
to the King Memnon his Brother, and Artaha%its^yfs'ho had married their Sifter^ by whom he 
had eleven Sons and ten Daughters, whom he advanced toconlzdefable Things in the World. 
After this 'Ochus gave himfelf up wholly to his Eafe, fpcnding the reft of his Life in Luxury,^ Ant.Q^ 
Lafinefs and Pleafure, leaving the Adminiftration of his Affairs wholly to his Minifters, the 
ehiefoft of whom were Bagoas his favourite Eunuch, and Alentor the Kbodian.

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Esfptian by Birth, and by Religion, redeemed the Records which had been earned away, and 
fent them back to tlieir former Archives : But for the Indignity done to his native Religion, 
he treacheroufly poifoned Ochas his Mafter in the twenty firft Year of his Reign Yea, 'ti. 
fait* that he carried his Revenge further j for having caufed another Body to be buried, he 
kept the true Carcafs of Ocbns, cut his Flefli into Bits, and gave it to be eaten by Cats («) ■ 
and made of his Bones Handles for Swords, to reprefent the Cruelty of his^ Mind 

<S II This Eunuch having now the whole Power of the Empire in his Hands, made Arfes 
the voun?cft oiOchtis's&ons King in his ftead, and put all the reft to Death, that he might 
fecure to himfelf the Authority which he had ufurped. But finding that Arfes began to be 
apprifed of all his ViUanies and Treafons, and was taking Meafures to be revenged on him for 
them ; for preventing thcreot; he came before-hand with him, and cut off him and all his Fa- 
mily ('i), when he had not reigned three Years complete. _ ^ . . - ,

came the Father oi Darius Codomannus. Bagoas finding that this Prince would not anfwerhis 
Purpofe, refolved to remove him in the fame Manner as he had done his Predeceflbr j and for 
. that End provided poyfonous Potion for him : But Darins being advifed of the Defign 
svhen it was brouffht to him, made Bagoas by Force to drink it all off himfelf CO, and fo got 
rid of the Traitor by returning the Mifchief on his own Head j and thereby became thorough- 
!y Settled on the Throne without any further Difficulty. He was for Stature and Make of 
his Body, the goodlieft Perfon in the whole Perfian Empire, of great perfonal Valour, with 
a Difpofition mild and generous ; but having the good Fortune of Alexander the Great to en- 
counter with, he could not ftand againft it. , p A A, I 
This leads us to the Overthrow of the Perftan Empire ; and upon that Subjedt we muft look 
a little backward and obferve. That Philip King oi Macedou h^jmg overcome the ^W^w 
and Atheui^ns in a great Battle at Charonea, he made himfelf thereby Lord of all that Coun- 
try; and calling to|ether an Affembly of all the Gr<xcian Cities and States (rf), he there 
caufed himfelf to be chofen Captain General of all Greece lo carry on a War againft the - 
nans, and obliged every City to fend their Proportion of xMen tp fupport him, _ in this Esp d 1 1- 
on The next Year he fent Parraenio, Amyiitas and Attains, three of his chiefeft Captains to 
besin the War, propofing foon after to follow in Perfon with all his Forces. But when he was 
iuft ready to fet forward in the Expedition, he was flain at home CO, while he was celebrating 
the MarL.eofhis Daughter C/^^^/^ with ^/.«««^.r the Prince of Epm,s.

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ruinations then abounding among the Perjtmz Princes Cnor do they feem from the Time of 
Jrtaxerxes Longimaiius to have been very good Friends to the Church ol' the Jeios^ might; 
call for a holy God to fend againft them fuch an Avenger, To go on with our Hiftory ^ A-^ 
lexander encountered the P(?r/?v'Z« Army at the River in the lefler Afia^ vvhere 

he gained a notable Vitlory, with little Lois on his Side, tho' his Enemies were ubovc five 
Times his Number : But their Numbers and Riches did them little Service in the JD.^y of 
Battle. This Victory put him in PofleHion not only oiDarzns^ Treafures at Sardis^ but aifo 
of all the neighbouring Provinces ; for all the Grecian Cities in thefe Parts declared for him. c 
The next Year he vtA\xcQ6. "Phrygia^ Lycia^ Pifidia^ Famphylia^ Faphlagonia tmACe^padotla ^~^^}\ 
under his Power^ and appointed fomeofhis Followers to govern them. Menmon ih^ Kbo:i:an ^' 
advifed Darius to carry the War into Macedonia^ where Laced^mou and other Greek States, 
who hated the Macedonian Power, would have joined him, which would have recalled AlBxan- 
der out of Jfi'^ to defend his own Territories. Tho* Darzns gave Way to this Advice, and 
committed the Management to the Author thereof^ yet the whole Project mifcarried and 
came to nothing by the Death of Memmn at the Siege of (a) Mityle72e. Then Darius ha- 
ving nothing to depend upon but his Eaftern Provinces, he drew ali his Forces together to 
Babylon (h)^ to the Number^ fays Plntarcb^ of fix hundred thouHmd Alen (c\ and inadeHafte 
from thence to meet the Enemy. Alexander being informed of this, marched through Cilicia^ 
to poflefs the Streights which lead from that Country into Syvla^ purpofii^g there to ex- 
pert: and fight the Ferfian Army : For within thefe Streights there not being Room to draw 
up above thirty thoufand Men in Battle Array, the Macedonians could there bring all their 
Men to fight, and the P^>y?(r;/Jlcarce the twentieth Part of theirs. Some of the Greeks who 
followed Darius^ feeing the Diflidvantage he would have by fighting in that Place, advifedhim 
to march back into the Plains of Mefopotamia^ where he might have Room enough to draw 
up his great Army, and bring them all to bear a Part in the Battle : But the Flattery of his 
Courtiers, and his adverfe Fate, the Ferfian Empire in Afia being then to be ruined by tlie 
Macedonians^ as Arrzan remarks C^), would not fufFer him to hearken to this good Advice. 
Being to fight in thcfc Streits, he was not able to extend his Front longer than chat of the 
Macedonians^ by reafon of the Mountains which enclofed him on either Side^ and tlserefore 
was obliged to Form his Army in miny Lines, one behind another. But the Valour of the 
Macedonians foon breakhig the firflLine, and that being made to recoil upon the fecond, and 
fo on, did foon put the whole Perjian Army into diforder. The Macedonians purfuing the 
Advantage, prefled on till the whole was driven to a Rout j and in the Flight of ib numerous 
an Army in thefe narrow Pafles, a vaft Number v/ere trampled to Death by their own Alen^ 
as they prefled toefcape. Darius himfelf fighting in the firft Line, with great Difficulty got 
off 3 but all his Camp and Baggage^ with his Mother, Wife, and Cliildren (who according to 
the Manner of the Ferfians^ were carried with Jiim into the Campaign) fell into the Enemies 
Hands, and above one hundred thoufand Ptf3^(««J were left dead on the Field of Battle. The 
Advantage of this Viftory at JJfns to Alexander^ was, that it fettled all the Provinces behind 
m Subjedlion to him 5 and added Syria to his former Acquifitions, the Capital whereof was 
Damajcus, Thither Darius before the Battle had fent his Treafure, and moft of his valuable 
Moveables, with his Goncubinesj and a Guard to protect them. All thefe with the Town it 
felf, the Governor^ as foon as he heard of the Flight of Darins^ betrayed to Alexander, Far^^ 
menio was fent to take Poflefiion of the Place j where, befides a vafl Treafure of Money and 
Plate, he found 329 of Daritts^'s Concubines, with a great many other Ladies, the Wives or 
Daughters of the principal Nobility of P^r/7<^, all of whom he made Captives. Among them 
was Barfena^ the Widow of Memnon^ who made Alexmder himfelf a Captive 5 for at firfl 
View he fell in Love with her, took her into his Bedj and had a Son by her, called Hercules^ 
who at the Age of Seventeen was called by the Macedonians to be their King j to prevent 
which Caffander and Folyfpercbon murdered him. 

While Parmenio took Damafctii and delejyria^ Alexander marched With the Main of 
his Army towards P/jccnicia^ where all yielded to him, and none more readily than the Sido-^. 
iiians. Eighteen Years before this Ocbas had iliiferably deflroyed ti^e City C^) i but fome Mer- 
chants then abfent returning rebuilt it^ the* they were flili glad of ^h Occafion to fhakc off the 
Ferfian Yoke. When he came near to fyre^ the Inhabitants fent him Prefents and Provifions, 
but refufed to fubmit to him as their Mafter j Which Alesaander refolved to force them to do by 
a Siege (f)^ They were encouraged to hold out by the Strength of their City, which flood 
in an Illandj half a Mile from the Shore, enclofed by a flrong Wall of one hundred and fifty 
Foot in.Heightj and the CarthaginiaHs^ then Mafters at Sea, promifed them Succours. But; 
this Conqueror purpofed at any -Rate to take the City j and to that End did make a Bank or 
Caufey from the Continent to the Ifland, which colt him feven Months Work. The Town 
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;*imber ; and from this Bank, as loon as hnilhed, ne itormed tne J Ovfti and cjtr- 
2 Remains of this Bank or Gaufey of the fame Length as before defcribed, is to 
is C^) Day, and it makes the City appear like a Peninfula. The Carthaginians 



of old 2yr^5 which he pulled down, furniftied him with Stones and Rubbifh, and Mount 
hanns vyith Timber ; and from this Bank, as foon as finifhed, he ftormed the Tovfti and car- 
tied it. The

having Troubles at home, were not able to help the Tytiajts^ who tho they chained the brazea 
Statue Apollo with golden Chains to the Altar of Hercules Q'^^wctq nothing the better. But 
the Scripture Predidlions muft be accompHihed 5 and at this Time what 7/^/^^ foretold. Chap- 
ter xxiii. and E^ekiel xxvi, xxvii, xxviii. -^erc all fulfilled ; For tho' they were in pafc 
Verified in the Deftrudfcion of old ^yre by Nehti5hadne%%ar^ yet more fuUy in the Calami- 
ties that now happened 5 for ^/^jc^w^tfr not only levelled the old Town, but alfo burnt the" 
new Town down to the Ground, deftroying or enflaving all its Inhabitants. He killed eight 
thoufandin the Sackage of the City, two tboufand Prifoners he crucified^ and thirty thoufand 
he fold for Slaves, only fomefew efcaped to Carthage and Sidon in Ships. He planted indeed 
the Town with fome new inhabitants from neighbouring Places, and thence would be efleem-! 
ed the Pounder of the City, tho* he was really the Deftroyer of it. He unchained Apollo^ and 
venAvitd. Thanks to him for his \nt&m\ons of coming over to him. He facrjHced to Hercules^ 
and did many other fuperftitious Follies^ reckoned in thofe Days as Adts of Religion^ and then 
marched to Jemfalem, 

§ 14. f'rR E being a Merchant City not acquainted wifih Husbandry,had been fupplied with 
Provifions from Gait lee jSamaria^ znd J ndea <ic) 5 and Jlexaftder (enthls CommiiTaries into the 
fame Quarters to command them to fubmit to him, and to fui^n'l/h his Army with all Neceflar- 
rics. The Jews pleaded their Oath to Darius^ by Which they thought themlelves not obli- 
ged to obey any new Mafters as long as he lived. This exceedingly provoked Jlesca^dey^ 
who in the FluHi of his Vi^lories, could bearno Contradi<5lion : And therefore^ as foon as he 
had done v^ith the Siege of ^yre (Os he marched againft Jenifalem^ with Intention to punifli 
the ^ews as feverely as he had done the Syrians for not obeying his Commands. In this Di- 

ilrefs Jaddiia the High-prieft, who had then the immediate Government of the People under 
the Perfiam^ and all JernfaletH With him, did feekfor the Mercy of God, and that he would 

deliver them from this Danger 5 and in order thereto, made their devout Addrefles to'him 
with Sacrifices, Oblations and Prayers. God in his great Gompaflion direfted Jaddlia in a 
Vifion of the Night, to go out and meet the Conqueror in his Prieftly Robes, with all the 

Priefts attending him in their proper Habits, and the People in white Garments. In Obedience 
hereto, hext Day yaddna went forth in the Manner directed, with the Priefts and People, in 
a folemn ProcelTion, all habited as commanded in the Vifion ; and advancing to a Place called 
Sapha^^n Eminence or Watch-^tower, which commanded a Profpe<ft round, as well as of Jd 
rnfalevt^ there waiited the coming of Alexander and on his Approach, met him in thi 
pompous and fblemn Manner. As foon as the King faw the High^prieft in this Manner, wicH 
the Mitre on his Head, having the Infcription, Holinefs to the Lord (fays Jofephns) coming 
to him, he was ftruck with a profound Aw, and haftning forward, bowed down, afid faluted 
him with a profourid Veneration, to the great Surprife of all that attended hini^ elpecially of 
the Syrians and Pbdeuieians^ who expected nothing lefi than that Alexander Ihduld have de* 
ftroycd the Jezvs as he had" the Syrians ^ and they came thither with an eager Defire, 
out of the hatred they had to them, to bear a part in the Execution, While all ildod a- 
"ina^ied at this Behaviour, Parmenio asked the King why he did pay that Adoration to the 
^e'mljls High-prieft ? To which he anfwered. That he did not adore him^ but the God whofe 
Prieft he was : For when he was at Dio in Macedonia^ there deliberating how he fhould car- 
ry on the War againft the PerJla^Sy this very Perfon, and in this very Habit appeared to him 
in a Dream, encouraging him to lay afide ail Care and Diffidence about the Matter^ artd paf^ 
boldly over into AJiay promifing him, that under the Condu<St of God, he Ihould certainly con- 
quer the Perfimz Enipife- Whereon turning again to the High-prieft, he \k\n6\Y e^nbraced 
him in a friendly Manner, and entred Jerttjalem with him, where he offered Sacfifices to God 
in the Temple. Jaddtia having {hewn him the Prophefies of Daniel Cf)^ which foretold th^ 
Overthrow of the Perfiaii Empire by a Grecian King, he went thence with the greater AlTu^' 
i-ance. Hot doubting but th^ he himfelf was the Perfon meant by thefe Prophefies. Thefd 
Things rendi-ing him favourable to the Jews, he called them together when he was to" leave 
them, and bid them ask what they had to defireofhim. Whereon they petitioned that they 
might enjoy thePreedom of their Country, Laws and Religion,and be exempted every feventh 
Year from paying Tribute, becauie in that Year they neither fowed nor reaped, according ttf 
their Law. Alexander granted them all thisRequeft, and that the Jews in Babylon and Me* 
dia fhould enjoy the fame Privileges. All which Favours were continued to the Jewijh Na-* 
tion for many Years ; and abundance oftheJ^ai/J lifted tbemfelves Soldiers in Alexander's Ar-* 
mies, refcrvingtothemfelvesthe Ufe of their- own Religion. 

Thtf 
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The Samaritans obferving the yews Succefs, did alfo meet Alexander in Pomp and Pa- 
rade near Jenifalem^ praying that he would honour alfb their Temple and City wicii Qi) his 
Prefonce. Thefe are Jofephns Words^ which imply that the Temple of the Sawarjt^ins was 
ah-eady built, tho* I don't pretend to reconcile the different Accounts that Jvfepbns hath of 
tliis I'empleinthe fame Chapter: Only 'tis likely that ^/£'5ff^777^^ffr came from Tyre to Jer/tfa- 
/^///^from that to Ga%a^ and from thence to Egypt ; for this was his ftraight Bod : iHowever 
the Samaritans thought they had then ftronger Arguments to urge in their Favours than what 
the Jewijh High-prieft could pretend to ^ for when the Jews refufed to obey the Summons 
which Alexander fent them from ^yre^ the Samaritans readily complyed (Jf) ^ and to ingra- 
tiate themfelves the more with the Conqueror, fent eight thoufand of their Men to aflift him 
in that Siege. Valuing themfelves upon this iVIeritj they invited him to their City. Alexander 
anfwered them kindly^ telling that he was haftning to Egypt^ and had not then Time cofparc, 
but that when he fhould return, he would comply with their Defires, as far as his Affairs would 
permit. They then requefted of him to be discharged from piiying Tribute on the feventh 
Year. Alexander asked of them if they were Jews 5 for to them only he had granted this Pri- 
vilege. To this they replyed. That they were Hebrews^ who obferving the fame La^v with 
the ^ews^'\-\€\t\i^v reaped nor fowedin that Year^ and he having granted the Jews this Immu- 
nity, they having the fame Plea, asked the fame Favour. Alexander not being at Leifure to 
make full Enquiry into that Matter, referred this alfo to his Return, telling them he would in- 
form himfelf as to what they propofed, and do therein what fhould be reafonable. 

Marching on to Qa%.a^ Alexander found that City ftrohgly garrifoned, under one of Darins^s ^' 
jEunuchs named Betis^ who defended it to the utmoft (0- This Place being an Inlet to i?- ^^'^ 
gypt^ Alexander could not march thither till he had taken it : A,nd it coft him and all his Army 
two Months Time before he could he Mafterof it. This Stop, with two dangerous Wounds 
which he got during the Siege, provoked him out of Meafurc : So that when the City was 
taken, he killed ten thoufand of the InhabitantSj and fold the reft, with their Wives and 
Children, into Slavery. He dragged Betis alive by the Heels behind a Chariot about the 
City till he was. killed, inftead of treating him for his Valour and Fidelity as a generous Con- 
queror ought to have done, boafting, that in this he imitated Achilles his Progenitor, who, 
according to Hoiner^ dragged He5for round the Walts of ^troy. PlntarcbQd') tells us, That he 
got fo great Spoils in the Sackage of this City, that befides other conliderable Compliments 
to his I'riends, he fent five hundred Talents Weight of Frankincenfe, and one hundred Talents 
Weight of Myrvhe C6 Leonidas his Governor^ bidding him no more be a Niggard to the Gods. 

As foon as he had finifhed the Siege o^Ga%a^ and fettled a Garrifon there, he marched di* 
ret^tly for Bgypt^ arriving at Pelufiim in feven Days, where that whole Kingdom being weary 
of the Ferfian Yoke, willingly fubmitted to him, Ma^cens^ Who commanded at Memphis for 
Darius^ feeing it in vain to ftruggle againft fuch a Power,fubmitted alfo, and opened the Gates 
of that City to the Conqueror. From Memphis he projected a Journey to the Temple of yttpitet 
Hammon^ which was fituated inthe Sands andDefartsof Libya^ two hundred Miles from £*. 
^ypt. Ham^ the Son Noah^ being the firft Planter of Libya and Egypt ^ foon after the Flood, 
he became the Erft Pattern of idolatry ^ and there being an liland of about Eve Miles breadth^ 
among thefe Defarts of Sand, there they built a Temple to him. Alexander's Journey to this 
Temple was upon a Defign very foolifh, vain-glorious and impious. For finding in Ho-mer-^ 
whom he frequently read, thatmoftof their Heroes were defcribed as Sons of fome God or 
other, he, aiming to be celebrated an Hero as well as they, would be thought the Son of a 
God alfo CO 5 and having chofen Japtter Hammon to be his Father, he fent Meflengers be- 
fore to corrupt the Priefts CfJ-s tocaufehim to be declared Son of that God by their Oraclej^. 
when he fhould come to confult it. On his Way to the lemple, he run great Hazards of 
being overwhelmed by Sands /g), and of perifhing for Want of Water. He efcaped the 
former, and was remarkably relieved from the latter, by a Shower of Rain$ when he and all 
who were with him were.juft ready to faint to Death for want of it. When he had paid his 
Devotions to the Temple^ the Priefts, according to his Expei5lation,declared him ynpiter's Son^ 
and he returned with that vain Title^ giving it out that Jupiterhtgaz him in the Shape of a Ser- 
pent on Olympias his Mother. Indeed Pride grew upon him with his Profperity fo far, as 
at length he affbdted to be called a God, till in Conclufioni when Providence had no more tof 
do with him^ his Death fhewed him to be mortal like other Men. 

In his W^ay to the Temple heobferveda Place over againft tke Ifland Pharos on the Sea* 
fcoaft, which he thought very converiient for a new City 5 there he built Alexandria {h') which 
foon aftervyards bcQame the Capital of that Kingdom z Fqr having a very convenient Porr^ 
w'ixh t\iQ Mediterrafiean S&n before it^, and the Atfi behind it, by thefe Advantages it get 

the Trade of both the Eaft and Weft, and became one of the hioft flourilhing Cities in the 

, , - . Y y y . ■ . • World-, 
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World, till inthefe laft Ages a new Way for Trade was opened by the Cape of Good Hope • 
and 'tis now degenerate into a poor Village called by the ^urks Sca^zderia. Alexander made 
ufe of Democrates (a') for his Architeft about this City, he having been famous in chat An 
by rebuilding the Temple of Diana at Ephefns^ that had been burnt by Eroftratus, In his Re- 
turn from the Temple of he took Care to people this new City, which was called 
by his own Name, with Colonics (J?^ drawn thither from many other Places ^ among which 
were many of the y^Wj to whom he gave great Privileges (0> not only allowing them the 
Ufe of their own Laws and Religion, but alfo admitting them equally into the fame Fran- 
chifes and Liberties Qd) with the Macedonians themfdves, whom he planted there* We l])a[| 
afterwards meet with Jews at Alexandria^ in the Progrels of this Work. Alexander depar- 
ting from thence, returned to Memphis^ where he wintered, and fettled the Affairs of Egypt^ 
intruftingthe Military Command only with the Macedonians^ but the Civil Government he 
placed wholly in Doloafpes m Egyptian^ that the Country might be ftill governed by its own 
Laws and Cuftoms, thinking a Native moft proper for the Charge 5 and appointed Clmnems 
Supervifor, to carry on his Work at his nev/ City of Alexandria, 

The Spring drawing on, Alexander having recruitcid and reinforced his Array, haftned to- 
wards the Eaft, to £nd out Darius. On his returning thro^ Palejline, he had an Account thence 
which much difpleafed him. On his going from that Country into he had made 

dromacbus^ his Fdvourite^ Governor of Syria and Paleftine^ on whofe coming to Samaria (/) 
to fettle Matters there, the Samaritans mutinied againft him, and, in a Tumult, fet Fire to 
the Houfe in which he was, and burnt him to Death. This 'tis fuppofed they did out of Rage 
and Difcontent that thefe Privileges Ihould be denied them which were granted to their Ene- 
inies the Jews j whereas by their Services, efpecially at the Siege of ^^re^ they thought they 
had merited much more from him than the otherj who then denied their Affiftance- Alexan-i 
der being exceedingly exafperated againft that People, as the Faft defer ved,caufed all who had 
a6ted any Part in this Murder to be put to Death, and drove all the reft out oiSamaria^ plan- 
ting inftead of them a Colony of his Macedonians^ and giving their other Territories to the 
ffj Jews. Thefe who furvivedthis Calamity retired to Shechem^ under Mount Gerizzim j 
and from this Time that Place became the chief Seat of that People, and the Metropolis of the 
Samaritan SeCty and fo dontinueth even to this Day. And whereas eight thoufand Samaritans 

had joined him at Tyre^ and followed his Camp everfince, that they might not create any new 
Difturbahcesj he fent them into fbehais^ the remoteft Province of Egypt: 

On Alexander'* s Return to Phxnicia^ht ik^id fometime at^^^r^ to order his Affairs there (^^^5 
and then marching in queft ofDarius^hQ paffed the Eupbrates^md proceeded towards the ^ygris, 
Darius finding all his Entreaties for Peace to have no Effeft,prepared for another Battle 5 which 
\Vas fought at Gdugamela C^), where Alexaizder with fifty thoufand Alen, defeated and routed 
Daritis\ Army of ten hundred thoufandj as Plutarch calls them j and others make them no lefs, 
for Arrian (0 f^ysj Darius had ten hundred thoufand Foot, fixty thoufand Horfe^ two hun- 
dred armed Chariots, and fifteen Elephants ^ and that in a plain Country, without having the 
Advantage of Sti-eights to fecure his Flanks, as he had at IJfzts two Years before* Alexander 
purfued Darius as far as Arhela^ where he took his Treafure^ with his Royal Equipage and 
Furniture, of vaft Value 5 but himfelf efcaped. When he had refted his Vi^^orious Army a 
few Days, he marched to Baby Ion j^YAch. Ma%ceus the Governor for Darius furrendered to 
him, as Bagbphanes did the Caftle, where another Part of Daritis's Treafure was kept. Aftef 
a Months Stay in that Place he marched to Sufa^ and fi-om thence to Perfepolis^ the Metro- 
polis of the Empire, where alfo great Treafures were laid up, carrying Vidlory with him 
to all thefe Places and Provinces. He gave this City laft named to be facked by his Army^ 
which they did with great Slaughter and Licentioufnefs, referving only the Caftle and Palace 
to himfelf. Having wintered there, after a drunken Bour, ^hais^ the famous Athenian Courte- 
zan, then Miftris to Ptolemy^yfjho was afterwards King oFEgypt^ in the Heat of their Caroufals, 
propofed to Alexander to burn to Aflies the City and Palace of Perfepolis^ to revenge Greece 
upon the Perfians^ efpecially for burning of Athens by Xerxes, The whole Company being 
drunk, received the Propofal with a general Applaufe, and Alexander himfelf^ in the Heat of 
his Wine, took a Torch, the reft doing the fame, whereby fetting Fire to the City and Palace, 
they burnt both to the Ground. Thus one of the fineft Palaces of the World was deftroyed. 
That Perfepolis was fuch, the Ruines thereof which remain to this Day, at a Place called Cbe" 
hel Minar^ near Sbiras in Perfia (k\ fufficiently Ihew. 

In the mean Time Darius having fled to Echatana in Media^ gathered together as many of 

his broken Forces as he could (i), deligning there to form another Army : But while he was 

pre- 
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preparing for it, Beffiis Governor of Ba£lria^ and Nabar%anes a Perfian Nobleman feized this 
poor Prince, put him in Chains, and fhutcinghim up in a clofeCarc, fled with him into Bakrza^ 
propofing, li Alexander purfued them, to purchafe their Peace, by delivering him alive j and if 
he did not purfue, to kill him, feize his Kingdom, and renew the War: But Alexander pur- 
fued them by very hard Marfches for many Daysj till at lafthecame near the Traitors; then 
they would have perfwaded Dariui to mount on Horfeback and flee Ipeedily with them 5 
ivhich he refufing, they gave him feveral Wounds, and left him dying in his Cart : Philiftra" 
tus one of Alexander's Soldiers found him in this Condition, but he expired before Alexander 
himfelf came up to him. At feeing his Corps he could not forbear fhedding Tears at fo me- 
lancholy a Sped^:acle. tiaving caft his Clock over the dead Body, he commanded it to be 
v-'rapped up, and carried to Sifigamhis at Sufa^ to be interred by her Orders, with a Royal Fu- 
neral, in the burying Place of the Kings of P^r/Jlir, and allowed Expences neceflary for that 
Purpofe, This was theErid of this great King, after an unfortunate Reign of feven Years, in 
the Year from the Creation of the World 3620, before the Birth of Chriit 3305 and with him 
ended the Perfian Empire, after it had continued from the firft of Cyras two hundred and nine 
Years i and with which I conclude this Chapter. 





^ JDlGRSSiSiONy concerning the jff air sand Learning of Greece i^- 
fore the Sit tb <if Chrtfii 

m 

Hough Greece hath been the principal Seat bf Learning in the Pagan World j from 
whence the Romans and bthers borrowed what was valuable artiong them 5 yet I anx 
humbly of Opinion, that tod many Writers of Hiftory have fo huddled up the Aifairs 
of this Part of the World with the Narratives they give of the Great Monarchies^ that this 
Matter needs to be fet in a clearer Light. I fhall confine my Enquiries upon this Subjedt to 

the following Heads^ Firft, Of the Origin of Greece. iSecondly, Of the fabulous Times of 
Greecei Thirdly, SbaU offer a few Remarks concerning tbe Extent and Antiquities of Greece. 
Fourthly, Of the State of Uearning^ and of the feveral learned Men and Writers in that ConU'* 
try before tbe Birth of Cbrift^ Laftly, I fhall give fome Account of the Affairs of tbe Greeks, 
mtb the Lives and Anions of their chief Captains, And 1 place this as a DlgrefHon, or Ap- 
pendix to the former Chapter, becaufe the moft ilourifhing Time of the Grecians was during 
the ftandlng of the Perfian Monarchy. 

§ I, T o begin with the Origin of Greece : The Word of God aflureth us, that the Sons of 
Noab were the firft Planters of all the Parts of the Earth j for by thefe were the ifles of the Gen^ 
tiles [or the nations^ divided in the earth after the flood (a). And Heathen Hiftorians have 
retained fome Fodtfteps of the Sons andGrandfbns ofNoah i Though they have either loft or* 
changed his own Name, yet 'tis probable that Lucian (b') points out Noah by the Name of 
Deucalion Scytha, The Name of yapheth is clearly difeernible in the Greek li-yr^Tof ^ as Ham^s 
Name is in Hammon or Cbemia^ or in the old Naaie of Egypt^ The land of Ham, Paufanias 
if) informs us, that Aras ot Arans was the firft Planter of the Country of the Phi lafians^ from 
whom the Region and a chief City among them was named Arantia^ the eldeft or firft Man 
he finds mentioned j and therefore he calls him^ ivi^A axtTix^oyitj a Mm fprung of tbe Earthy 
or whqfe Parents are not known. The learned Dr. Cumberland Qd) &Yh I Relieve this Arans 
to be the fame Name with Abraham^j elder Brother^ who by tbe Seventy^ Gen. xi. 26. is caU 
led Aran. Paufanias alfo tells us, that the Pbilafians had a very holy Temple, in which 
there was no Image^ neither openly to be feen, nor kept in Secret* which is a Mark of great 
Antiquity. The River that parted the Territory of thefe Pbilafians from the Sicyonians ia 
called Heiiffon^ and another River is called Jlifftts^ which brings to my Mind (fays the fame 
Dod:or) Eliflia, one of JaphethV Sons (e^ j and fo do EliSy Melius^ Helies or Hellen^ though 
I know the Greeks will not own any Petfon beyond the Son of Deucalion to be the Original of 
thefe Names. And I know no Reafon that Jon^ from whom the loneSy may not be a Name 
kept up in memory o^Javan^ the Radicals of which make "Javan. Dionyfius Halicarnaffeus 
(f) alfo reils us. That Atlas was the firft King of Arcadia, and that he came from Mount Cau- 
cafus. Now, we know this Mountain to be in the Northern Parts of Afia^ and to belong to 
that vaft Ridge of Hills among which the Ark refted, and vrherejapheth with his Family had 
their firft Habitation. For thefe and other Reafons, it may be granted that Greece was plant- 
ed by fome of Japheth^s Pofterity^ fome few Ages after the Flood, and that there was fome 
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traditionary Knowledge of their iirfl: Progenitors handed down to thenij which they afterwards 
mix-ed with many Fables : But they had no Hiftory o£ Greece till about the Time oi Hero dote ^ 
or the Beginning of the Perfian Monarchy. 

§ 2. As to t\iQ fabulous ^imes of Greece : There is Difficulty to write concerning this Sub- 
ject with any Certainty 5 and it is no plealing Task to me, to tire my Reader or ray fell' with 
fabulous Stories. Only in fo far as it is neceflary to fet this Matter in a true Lightj one thing 
1 obferve. That the mythic; Writers are none of them very antient. Jpo/lodornSy the fsfi of 
them, was an j^?^ewz^r« Grammarian, the Son of Jifclepiades^ and Pupil Arijtarcbns^ \0-^o 
lived in the Reign o£ Ptolemans Euergetes^ about the Year of the World 3710, and colie6^i'd 
his fabulous Hiftory, in a Book, intituledj 37?^ Bihliotheqiie of the Gods , the Abridgment of 
which, reduced into three Books, is yet extant ; but the whole Work was much larger. Mon- 
iicurDn-pin^ mh\s Library of Hijiorians^ hath an Abftraifl of it. jlrat7is ^o\jx\ihc6. inthei27ch 
Olympiad (a) j that is, about the Year of the World 3680. Julius Hyginns wrote his Afirommu 
con in the Angaftan Age : Eufebins (b^ placeth him only lb van Years before the Birth of Chrift. 
Paufaizias wrote in the fecond Century. Others who have managed this Affair are much later^ 
and derive their Authority mainly from the Poets, who divert their Pancy with any Pidion 
they pleafe. I lhall not then go upon the particular Detail of thefe Fables, which the Curious 
may find in the Authors juft now named, and 1 have difcourfed of feverai of them in another 
jBflay (^) i but fhall now only notice feme things concerning the fabulous Age o^Greece^ which 
feem to have fome Foundation, or may iiluftrate fome Fa^s in the Periods of this Hiftory. 
The Greeks then have aimoft no Story more antient than that of the Wars o£ Troy ^ and Ap^ 
plan C^) aflures us, fhat Carthage /// Africa was built fifty Tears after the Deftrndlioji of 
Troy i a7id fcven hundred Tears after it was biiilt^ the Romans took from the Carthaginians 
Sicily, and foon after it Sardinia, in the firCt Punic War. Now, the Romans took Sicily and 
/Sardinia from the Carthaginians^ not before the End of the firft Punic War, in the Year of 
ILome j:i3, which is from the Creation of the World 3710, before the Birth of Chrift 240 
Years. If from thence we reckon 750 Years backwards, then the Deftrudiion of ^roy^ ac- 
cording to Appian^ happened in the Year of the World 2960, which is the thirty fecond Year of 
Solomon KLing dijudah and Jfrael. And that this was the Time of the Ruin of ^roy^ or near 
it, I am the more convinced by the Teftimony of ^heopbil^s Bifhop of Antioch (e), a learn- 
ed Chriftian Writer in the fecond Century, who is of Opinion, that the Trojan War was a- 
bout the Time when Solomon built the Temple of Jerujalem : And Tatian C/) the Affyrian^ 
a learned Author in that fame Age^ and Clemens Alexandria (g)^ who wrote about the Be- 
ginning of the third Century, are all of the fame Mind. I know many learned Men Q)) fix 
the Date of the TrojanVfzr higher 5 but I have offered my Opinion, with the Grounds there- 
of, and ftiall be eafy though others differ from it, provided they do not rival the fabulous Hi- 
ftory of the Greeks with the facred Chronology of the holy Scriptures. This being fixed, it 
will be eafier to condefcend upon the other fabulous Times of Greece, According to Clemens 
Aleocandrinus (i), the Matter ftands thus : JFrom the Government of Mofes, to the Linndation 
0/ Deucalion, afid the burning o/Phaethon, i7z the Time of Crotopus, are reckoned four Gene* 
rations^ three Generation's making tip one hundred Tdars, From the Deluge or Iniihdation of 
Deucalion, to the burning of Ida, the Invention of Iron^ and the Idsei Dadlyli, are feventy 
three Tears^ fays Thrafyllus. From the burning of Ida, to the Rape o/Ganymedes, fixty five 
Tears. Whence to the Expedition of Perfeus, when Glaucias appointed the Ifthmian Games fot 
Melicerta, fifteen Tears. FromPQrkns's Expedition^ to the taking o/Troy, thirty four Tears, 
iTbence to the failing of the Ship Argo, fixty four Tears, Thence to Thefeus and the Mine** 
taur, thirty three Tears. Thence to thefe feven who overcdme the Thebans, te7Z Tears to tb& 
Olympic U^refiling, infiituted by Hercules, for Pelops, three Tears • to the Expedition of the 
Amazons againft Athens, and the Rape of Helena by Thefeus, ten Tears : Thence to Hercu- 
les'^ Tra3i[lation to the Gods^ eleven Tears : Thence to the ravijhing of Helena by Alexancier, 
four Tears, From the taking of Troy, to Mnezs'^s Defcent^ and building Lavinium, are ten 
Tears ^ to the Governmejzt of Afcanius, eight Tears ; to the Defcent of the Heraclidse, fixty one } 
to the firft Olympiad infiituted by Iphitus, thirty eight Tears, By this Reckoning of Clemens, 
we may obferve that Troy was twice taken j the laft of which feems to be the famous Siege of 
Troy defcribed by Homer ; and by this Reckoning it will come rather below the Time when 
Solomon built the Temple, if Mofes's Government here fpoken of begin about twenty Years 
before his Death : And perhaps the taking of Troy at two different Times, makes the great 
Difference among Hiftorians about the Time of that Event. But after all, thefe ane fabtilouS 
Times, concerning which the Grecians themfelves knew nothing of certainty, nor of any othet 
thing done before the firft Olympiad^ sis even Thucidydes (k) &nd Plutarch (/), very learned 
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Greek Hiftorians, do own, whdfe Words I have cited more fully elfewhere {d). Now, the 
firft Olympiad happened in the Year 3174 from tlie Creatibn j and beyond that, and perhaps 
for fome Time after it, there was nothing in the Hiftory of Greece but monlh ous Fables and 
tragical FiifHons : Not knowing When the World was created, nor what happened before the 
f=rft Olympiad^ they invented what Things, and gave them what Date they pleafed j and Sir 
Jfaac Newto7i^ in his Chronology, ftts them ftill later than we have done, 

§ -g. I llialJ next offer fome Remarks coTicemmg the Extent and Antiquities of Greece, This 
Country, once known by the Name of HeUas^ was inclofed between the Bay dfAmbracia on 
the Weft, the River Pemus on the North (b)^ and the Sea on thfe other Parts : But if we 
look on Greece as comprehending Macedon on the North, and Epirus on the Weft, it is much 
larger, being bounded on the £aft with the Propontic^ Heliefpoht and ^gean Seas, on the 
Weft with the Adriatic^ and on the North with Mount Hemtis ^ fo that it is in a manner a 
Penihfula ov demy-Ifland, furrounded on three Sides by the Sea, and on the fourth only uni- 
ted by Land to the reft of Europe. But if we obferve its Colonies, and the Extent o{xts Lan- 
guage, thefe fpread much farther : Fot Greek Colonies did extend to a great Part of 'fhrace^ 
up to By%mt$tm^ nbw called Qonftantimple^ and beyond it to the Ennchje Sea. They had ma- 
ny Plantations in the rich Wand of S/i^Sly, The Coaft of Itdly^ along the Tyrrhene Sea, and 
the Golfo di ^arentOy was fb full o£ Greek Colonies, that it was once called Magna Gracia (c), 
Moft of the Ifles of the Arcbipelagb^ as alfo Crete^ Kbodes^ Cyprus^ (concerning which M'enr^ 
pus (d) hath wrote learned Difquifitions) and other Iflands along the Coaft of Afa^ were plant-; 
ed with Greeks, and fpoke their Languge 5 as alfo many Countries and Cities in the LeTel-^- 
fia : Yea they had Colonies at Cirta in Africa, and in other Parts. Befides the I.ove of Phi- 
lofophy, their great Commerce, and the Conquefts of Alexander the Great, carried their Lan* 
guage very fair over the World, tlence in the New Teftament, the Greeks are fometimes ta- 
ken for all the Gentites ; Rom. ii, 9, 10. ^ tbe Jew firft, and alfo to the Gentile 5 \\\ the 

Original, laJ^a/V rs wp<3'Tof ka.\ eaahw- i Cor, x. 32- Give no offence, neither to the 'Jews, 7m to 
the Gentiles^ UyiAiots ka} EAA)i(r/, to .the Jews mr to the Greeks. They were very proudj de- 
ipifing and calling all others Barbarians except themfelves^ which is the common Stile of eve- 
ry Greek Author j and -wfi find the Apoftle ufing the fame Phrafe, the' not in the fame Senfe, 
Kom. i. 14. I am dehtor^ both to the Greeks and to the Barbarians,^ 

As tfc> the Antiquities of Greece : I do not defign here to fpeak of their* antient Caftoms^ 
whether concerning religiousj civil or military Affairs C^r. Potter (e) in our own Language^ 
befides others, having done very well on that Subjetl^ but fhall only obferve a few things con* 
earning their antient Kiiigs. We have Lifts of thofe of Sicyon, Argos, Sparta, Athens and 
Macedon-^ preferved by Eufebius (fj, from him copied hyVdllamorn fg)^ Dr. Hcylin (b), and 
abundance of other Authors, who carry up the Kings of Sicyon within three hundred Years of 
Noah*$ Flood, and inake the reft vei-y antient. I might eafily tranfcribe their Names, for they 
are but bare Names, but fhalJ not trouble my Reader with them : But I obferve that HerO'^ 
dote, ^hucidydes and Xemphon, the moft antient and beft Hiftorians of Greece, have none of 
thefe Kings. 'Tis true, Paufanias, in feveral Parts of his Xiz^mytiiTt% (i), or Defcription of Greece^ 
mentions their Names, but without giving any Charadler of the Year when they reigned, nor 
how many Years their Government did continue : jJ^r doth any other antient Greek Hiftori- 
an affix fuch Years or Diates to them. Monfieur Bii-pin {k) hath other Arguments to prove 
shat the Series of thefe Kings deferve no Credit. Upon what Authority Enfebius, in the fourth 
Century of the Ghtiftian Churchj and others who have copied after him^ have done it, 1 know 
hot 5 it feems done upon mere Conjefbure and Gueffing : For I reckon it a true Obfervatioa 
made by the learned Sir John Marjloam (I), who ufeth rather to truft too much to thofe an-* 
tient Stories, while he fays^. ^e Greeks were very late in conmitting their Affairs to Letters j 
ihey were ffiill later in fupitaiding QbroHology to any of their Books {m). In their puhlick lFri~> 
tings, tbi^re is nothing more antient than the Laws of Draco, enabled about the thirty nintb 
Olympiad : ^he moft antient of their Hiftorians were very little before the Expedition of th^ 
Perfians 5 that is, in the feventy fecond Olympiad, (which coincides with the Year of the 
World 3458, or 49a Years before Chrift : ) But Chronology, or an Account of the ^imes in- 
which thefe things happe7t4d^ is ftiU much later in all their Books. Hence, in the antient Ages 
there is nothing among them hut Darknefs, OonfufioH and Fables, For this reafon 1 have but 
little infifted on thefe traditionaryJS tones, which are for the moft part fabulous, in the former 
Part of this Work. They who defire to fee larger Treatifes about them, may confult, befides 
others, Nicolaus Gurtlerus (n)^ who in his Enquiries^ chiefly into thofe Matters before the Go« 
vernment o£Saul^ hath employed 915 Pages in quarto. What a Mercy is it, that we have 
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the Light of the holy Scriptures, which not only in Things that concern our Salvation, h\fi 
even in the dark Labyrinths of Chronology, from the Creation of the World to the Birth 

Chrifl, is the only true Directory, without which we would be left in inextricable Confufion 

and Darknefs > 

§ 4. 1 proceed now to confider the State of Learnings and of the fe'vetal Sorts of learned 
[Writers in Greece. 1 am humbly of Opinion, that it is the more neceflary to underfland this, 
efpecially to a Beginner^ becaufe we have no other Books extant before our Saviour's coming 
into the World, which is the Period I am writing upon, excepting the facred Scriptures and 
fome of the Apocrypha^ but what we have from the Greeks and Romans, If the Egyptians^ 
Chaldeans or Perfians^ wrote any Books during that Time, they are ail now loft, without aU 
moft any Hope of Recovery. Thefe that concern the Koman Affairs ihail be noticed after- 
wards. As to the Greeks^ 1 begin with their Hijiorians, 

Herodotus is the firft of thefe who Is tranfmitted to us, Cicero (a), eVeh ih his Time, calls 
him the Father of Hiftory, being the moft antient Hiftorian known to that Orator; He was 
four Years old at the Time of Xerxes^s Departure irom Greece^ which happened in the firft 
Year of the feventy fifth Olympiad (F) 5 that is, from the Creation of the World 34.70. He 
■was born at Halicarnaffm^ but compofed his Hiftory at Samos^ in nine Books^ which were fo 
rtiuch approved, that the Names of the nine Mufes were given to them^ after a publick Read- 
ing at the Olympic Games. He lived to the Time Artaxerxes Longimamis^ but his Hifto- 
ry ends with the Reign of Xerxes, His Stile is pleafant and eafy, in the Ionic Diale^l, and 
his Hiftory very ufeful, tho* in fome Points he hath been too credulous, and in fome of his Nar- 
ratives fabulous : From which Imputation Henry Stevens (jf) hath endeavoured to vindicate 
him 5 with what Succefs, the Learned may judge. He defigned to have wrote the Hiftory of 
the Affyri^Lus^ and of the Kings Babylon j but he lived not to accomplifh this. Whether the 
Book of the Life of Horner^ printed at the End of the late Editions of Herodote^ be done by 
him, or not, is controverted by the Learned j and I Ih^U not take upon me to determine chae 

Point. There are many Editions of this Author, whereof one printed at Fraiicfort in 1608^ 
and one at London by the Care of Dr. Thomas Gale^ in 1679, are counted the beft, 

^bncidydes^ an Athenian^ was born in the fecond Year of the feventy fixth Olympiad^ be-* 
fore the Birth of Chrift 475 Years. He was the Son of Olorus, by Hegijifyla Daughter to the 
King of I'traccy and was defcended of Miltiades and Cimon^ two noble Athenian Captains. 
The Hiftorian himfelf was General of an Army in ^race^ where he polTelTed the Gold Mines j 
and becaufe he was thought to have loft AmphipoUs by Negligence, Clean's Faftion prevailed 
to have him baniflied, in the eleventh Year of the Pehponnefian War. His Exile continued 
twenty Years. It is not known how long he lived after his Return, but it is affirmed he was 
buried at Athens, Having heard Herodotus recite his Hiftory with fo great Applaufe^ this 
moved him to write one like it j and in his Exile, he compofed that excellent Hiftory of the 
Telop&nnejian War, which began in the fecond Year of the eighty feventh Olympiad^ that is^ 
5n the Year of the World 3519, and continued twenty feven Years. But khucidydes went 
no further than the twenty firft Year thereof, in eight Books. The laft was not £niftied 
by himfelf ; Some believe it to have been done by his Daughter, by Xemphon^ ^eopompus^ 
or fome other, tho' in his firft Book, b^ running up his Narrative to theTitne o{ Xerxes^ the 
^hole contains the Affairs of fifty Years. He hath joined great Fidelity and Exaftnefs to a 
tranfcendent Sublimity and Purity of Stile. Cicero Qd) gives him great Elogies, faying, That 
^e fnrpaffeth all other Authors in his adfjiirahle way of writing : In his Di^ion there are almofi 
as mmy Phrafes as Sentences j his Expreffions are fo well cbofen^ that 'tis hard to difcern^ whe-^ 
tber the SnbjeSf has attra^ed a Lufire from the Words^ or the Words from it 5 he has a Spirit 
of Delicacy a7zd Brevity^ and as richly ahottizds in Sentences as in Words, It is not my Defign 
to multiply the Elogies nor yet the Criticifms which learned Men have beftowed on this ele- 
gant Author, which the Curious may fee in VaUamont (e\ and at the Beginning of the Edi- 
tion of ^bucidydes in 1696. But one of the chief Charafters of his Hiftory, is Trnth j for hi 
doth not defcend into the fabulous Age of Greece, but into Fafls of which he himfelf was Wit-* 
nefs. He keeps clofe to the Order of Time^ and feetns to write without Paffion or Partiality. 
One of the beft Editions of his Work, is that by Dr. Hudfony at Oxford^ in 1696 i and ther^ 
is ^nEnglifh Verfion of it by Hobhes^ printed at London in 1629- Good Hiftorians have imi- 
tated him as their Pattern, and the beft Captains in Antiquity have formed themfelves upon 
this Model. The Emperor Charles V. fet fuch a Value on him, that he always carried hia 
Hiftory with him to the Camp. 

Xenophon the Son of Gryllits was an Athenian^ of the Village Argeiis^ who pafled the fifft 
Years of his Life under the Inftrudlions Socrates ^ and became known to the y onngQV Cyrus 
by means of Proxenus the Boeotian, Being arrived at the Court of Cyrus at Sardis^ he acquired 
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a great Share in. that Prince's Favour, and accompanied him with ten thoufand Greeks in his 
Expedition into Perfia^ againft his Brother Artaxerxes M^temon. His Courage and Condudl 
appeared in the famous Retreat of the faid ten thoufand Greeks (a\ whom he brought from 
the Province of Babylon tb their own Country, being -vidlorious over all who oppofed their. 
PafTage ; the Hiftorj' whereof he hath himfelf wrote, in the Book he calls, 9!'he Expedition of 
CyrnSy which in fome Editions is named, ^be Ketreat of teit thoufand. He was obliged to put 
thefe Men into the Hands of the Lacedcemonians, This and fome other things rendred him 
fo odious to the Athenians^ that they banifhed him their Country : But the Lacedamonians 
protefted him, and he foon retired to Scilliintes in the Province of Elis-^ with his two Sons, 
Qrylliis and Dzodorns (^), where he pafled the Remainder of his Time in entertaining his 
Friends, in hunting, and writing his Hiftory. He flourifhed in the ninty fourth Olyjupiadj 
and to the firft Year of the hundred and fifth, (that isj to the Year of the World 3590, be- 
fore the Birth of Chrift 360) dying in the nintieth Year of his Age and excelled in very 
different Qualities, being an excellent Philofopher, a good Hiftorian, a brave Captain, and an 
able Statelrnan. By imitating Socrates^ he became an Antagonift to Plato ^ and is faid (^^) to 
have prefervecf the Hiftory of fbucidydes^ for which the iearned World are obliged to him^ 
His Books cohtain an Hiftory oif forty eight Years, The Titles of them are, Cyrcpeedta^ or, 
ihe InfiitiHion of Cyrus^ in eight Books 3 ^he Expedition of Cyrns^ in fevenBooks^ ^be Hiftory 
of the Greeks-^ in {even Books, which is a Continuation of Tbncidydes ; befides, a Panegyrick on 
Agefilaiis^ a Treatife on the Republick of the Lac€d<^mo72ians^ another on that of the Athenia^ts^^ 
an Apology for -i'orr^to j \\\%0 Economy^ or, Fi'VB Books of memorable things Hiero^ or. Of 
a Kingdom ^ PerriSy or. Of Imp'ofts 5 his Banquet 5 three fmall Trafts, Of Hmitiiig^ Of ELor-^ 
fiSj ^nd governing them ^ and fome Fragments of Epiftles. His Cyropadia is counted rather 
an excellent Model for forming a Prince, than a true Hiftory 5 however^ it is juftly efteem'd^ 
as all his Works are ; and by reafbn of the Sweetnefs of his Diction, he is called, S^be Attic 
Bee. Cicero (e) fays, Xenophon, a Socratic Philofopher^ hath not that Rhetoric^ Impetuofity^ 
mr perhaps Vehemence enough j hut he hath a great deal of Sweetnefs. ^bucidydes is faid to ex- 
ceJI in the fublime StilCa Herodote in the middle, and Xenophon in the moft fimple. Some 
Authors Cf) cblxipare him with Julius Ccefar ^ but defar is more grave, and Xenophon more 
agreeable. His Works have been printed by Henry Stephens in the Year 1581, at Francfort 

in 1596, and at Paris in 1625- 

Ctefias the Qnidian^ Phyfician to Aftaxertces Mnemo^iyViSis prefent it that great Buttle in the 
Plains of Qanaxa^ fought between this King and his Brother Cyrus the younger, he cured 
the King of a Wound which he got in the Fight C^^j and afterwards continued at Court for 
feventeen Years, where he wfote his Perfian Hiftory in twenty three Books, of which we 
have now only a few Fragments excerpted by Photius^ and which are printed in the lare Edi- 
tions of if-fro/^o^^. Plutarch gives this AuthorChJ the Character of a fabulous vain Man, and 
d great Liar, with which Henry Stephens (z) is difpleafed 5 tho' if we judge by the Fragments 
that remain about the Indian and Perfian Affairs, Plutarch is not far out of the Way, if he 
had expreft it moremodeftly : However it be, Ctefias is followed by Diodorns Siculus^ Srogus 
Pompeius^ ot yuftin his Epitomifer, and after them by abundance of others, 

Befides thele there are many Greeks who wrote the J^oman Hiftory, or fome Things relat- 
ing to it, whom I fhall notice in another Part of this Work. When Greece became a mean ito- 
man Colony, her learned Men reforted to the chief Seat of the Empire for fiupport and En- 
eourageraent. 

Ifaac Cafatihon^ at the End ofth^ Edition otPolyhitis in 1672, hath printed a Fragment of 
or\Q JBneas''s Book, entituled <!rdMopKnTtk^V, or of befiegirig Towns. The Publiflier conceives him 
to have been an Arcadian^and to have wrote about the fourteenth Olympiad : But this Author 
and this Fragment of his Book being little known, nor perhaps very valuable, I lhali make no 
further Enquiry about him. 

There are fome Greek Authors^ who the* they wrote long after thefe I have named, yet 
inay contribute very much to illuftrate the Grecian Hiftory, and therefore ought not to be 
omitted. Of this Kind are Claudius JElian^ who was born in Italy^ but wrote in Greek four- 
teen Books of various Hiftory in the Reign of the Emperor Hadrian^ and feventeen Books 
concerning Animals. Athe^t^us Naucratita^ in the Reign of Marc Amonin^ wrote fif- 
teen Books o£ Deipnofophifts or Table Difcourfes among Philofophersj where are feveral 
Things ufeful to an Hiftorian. The fame Author wrote fome other Pieces, which are now loft 
r^). Lucian oiSamofata^ in the fecond Century of the Chriftian Church, a bitter Enemy to 

the Ghriftians, hath aifo fome Remarks in his Works that are valuable. Biogenes Laertius in 
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the Reign ofj^«^o?«««^P?«^5 that is, about the Middle of the fecond Century of the Chrifti- 
an ySr^z, wrote his Lives of Pbilofipbers^vrhlch is a Book ufeful in its own Kind, efpecially 
becaufc we know little of many of thofe Philofophers, but what he hath there t-ecorded. 
bout the fame Time, or foon after the Reign o{ AnWiimis Pbilofopbus, Paufamas wrote his 
^jr«pi»yH(r«"E^\a<^0-5 or accurate Defcription oi Greece^ in ten Books, which ftill remain, and is a 
Work very ufeful, as containing not only the Situation of Cities and Places, but alfo the Anti- 
quities, whether true or fabulous, and leading the attentive Reader through every Part of 
Greece Foot by Footj and fhewinghim whatever in former Times was valuable there. We have 
a beautiful Tranflation and Edition of this Work at Leipfick in i6p6, with Kuh72Uish Notes. 

There are alfo many Grff^^ Authors of the Imperial Hiftory, as Zofimus^ Procopm^ 

Jgatbsas^ and all the By%antine Writers, to the taking oiConftaminoplehy the Uurks : But on 
thefe I do not infift, becaufe I promifed only to give Account of the Affairs of other Nations, 
before the Birth of Chrift^ and thefe run fo far down into the Ages of the Chriftian Churchy 
as not to fall under my Undertaking; and therefore I leave them,with the other Greek Ecclefi- 
aftick Hiftorians, as Enfebhts^ Socrates^ Sozomeft^ E^vagrius^ ^beodoret and others, to thofe who 
write the Hiftory of the Chriftian Church, 

But Ifhall further obferve, that there are fo many antient Gre^^ Hiftorians now loft intirely, 
that if 1 did difcourfe of each of them, I would exceed my intended Brevity. Arcbikchus is 
the firft of them in order of Time that we hear of: He fiourifhed, according to Tatian in 
the twenty third Olympiad, in the Time of Gyges King of Lydia^thAt is, in the Year of 
the World 3263, in the thirteenth o£ Mamjfeb King oi: Jndab. Tbeagenes the fecond of 
thefe loft Hiftorians, according to Voffi^ts {b\ wrote in the Reign Cambyfes King of Perfia 
(Oj that is, in the Year of the World 342a. Hecataus the Ahdente^ in the Reign of La^ 
Tins Hyftafpes^ Ml later. Heliamcas twelve ears only before Herodote id'). I Ihould per- 
haps tire my Reader rather than inftrudi; him, if I Ihould repete all the reft of the loft Hifto- 
rians of Greece^ for there is a conliderable Number of them. The Curious may find them ia 
the learned VoJJitis de hifioricis Gracis^ with feveral learned Difquifitions concerning them, 
and alfo in Dii-pin^s univerfal Library of Hiftorians,and other Authors in Fahricius^ who havei 
made large Collediions upon thefe Matters. But even the moft antient of them, do not touch 
exceed the Times of C^r/w, and Camhyfes Kings of Perfia, Of fome of them we have nothing 
but the bare Names, preferved by old Writers 5 as to others by the Titles we may under* 
ftand, that had they been preferved from the general Shipwreck, we might have had fome- 
thing more of the Origin of the Cities oi Greece^ and of the Genealogy of their Gods, but no 
Matter of Fadl of general Concern before the Petfian Empire. 

I proceed next to the Greek Poets ; they have no Author of any fort elder than Hornet 
1 {hall not go upon the feveral Opinions about the Age wherein this Poet lived, but lhall offer 
what I think moft probable to thisPurpofe. The Words of Atilus Gellius are temarkable (0. 
'3:is almofi agreed among all Writers^ tbat Homer and Hefiod lived about tbe fam^ Sime, or 
tbat Hoirier was a little older j hut both were before the Building o/Rome, in tbe fime when 
tbe Sylvii reigned in Alba, more than a hundred and fixty Teats after tbe Trojan IVar^ as 
Caffius writes in the firji of bis Amzals. Monfr. Dti-pin makes him (fj to have flouriflied in 
the 3807th Year of the Jidian Periody^hlch coincides with the fifteenth Year oVJebofaphat 
Kmgofjudab. This agrees with Pat ercnlns Qg)^ who writing in the Year of Ro;;7i? -JSj, 
makes Homer 950 Years before : But I rather incline to Vojpus^s <Ji) Opinion, That this Poet 
fiourifhed about the Beginning of the Olympiads, or foon after, about the Time of the Buil* 
ding of Kome^ that is, 753 Years before the Birth of Chrift, which falls in the Year 315^7 from 
the Creation of the World, the eight Year of Jotbam King of Judab. It was a very vain 
Conteft that feven Towns had in pretending to the Honour of the Birth-place of Homer^w, 
Smyrua^ Rbodosy Colopho72^ ^alamis^ Cbios^ Argos^Atbeiza ; for the poor Man while he li- 
ved had neither Houfe CO nor Home. The Author of his Life printed at the End of Hero^ 
dote^ is fo very fabulous as to deferve no Credit. But whatever Uncertainty ^e labour under 
as to the Time, Country, and Life o£ Horner^ *tis never queftioned that he was the Author of 
the Iliad and Odyjfee^ and that thefe Poems were for fome Time fcattefed into fevefal Songsy 
and afterwards gathered into one Book 5 which may be conlidered not only as the Refult oi 
the Poet's Invention, but as a Fund whence the antient Hiftory oi Greece might be digged^ « 
the fame could be ftripped of the Fable. I ftiall not enumerate the Commendations that have 
been given by great Criticks to this Poet, only may obferve with Horace (A), That the Iliad 
admirably defcrihes the foolijij Pa£ions of Kings a72d Nations^ and tells better 'mbat is honour'^ 
ahle^ fcandalous^ and profitable in humane Life^ than tbe Pbilofopbers^ Chryfippus and Cranton 
And Vellejus Paterculus Q) fpeaking of him, fays. At this Sime appeared Homer, that great 
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GeniiiSy which no Example can parallel, 3' he Subltmity of his Works ^ and the Beauty of his 
perfes have given him a title to the ISIame of P obi by Excellency : j^jm •what is more prpriji/i§ 
iU him^ that as there was no H^riter before him *uobGni be could imitate^ [0 mne pfice cont'd e'ver 
torae rtp to him. — lie that belic'Ves 6e was born blh^'d^ innfl he void all 'of his Sehfeh. Soriitj 
Antiehts have obferved Faults in his Works, but nonefave 2o/7//j ever veiicured to defpife him

,/EfchyluSy a Writer of Tragedies, and a good Soldiei*, floufilhed about the feventyfirft Olynt^ 
piad CfJ^ that is, aboiit the Year of the World 3454, in the Reign of Darias Hyftafpis. He waai 
the firft who taught Tragedians to appear terrible, and wear the Cothnmts, Being told by art 
6racle that" fie fhould be killed by the Fall of ah Houfe, he left *5y^/7/ to dwell in the 6 pent 
Fields 5 where an Eagle flying over his Head with a Tortoife in his Bill, took his bald Heac* 
for a Stonea 'and letting thfe Tortoife fall to break the Shell, beat but his Brains, in the fifty- 
eight Year'bf his Age . ' 

Pindar flourifhed about the fame Titiie with JBfchylus^ dnd lived tb the Tirhfe 6f Xetxes, Hd 
was a ^ebdny whb brought Lyric Poefy, arid writing of Odes tb great Perfedion, fo as feared^ 
6ny among the Greeks was able to ithitate him. Of all the Poems he wrote none remain, buc 
thefe Odes he riiade for the Vigors at the Olym^tck^ tftbtnidn^ Pytbiaft^ and Nemaan Garnet 
in Gr^tfC<?,Whichrequire fome Skill and Application duly tb urid'efftahd them. Alexander 
the Great had fuch Regard for him, that when he took and razed the City of ^^fi'^^^^, a hun- 

ared Years after th6 Death of Pindar^ he fpared the fioufe where this Poet had formerly 
lived.^

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Reien He wrote above fifty Comedies, of which there are only feven extant. He was con- 
temporary with Socrates, but bore a mortal Hatred to- that Philofopher, which appears^in the 
Inveaives he has againft him in his Plntus^ and in his^omedy of the Clouds. 

In the Reign of Alexander the Great Epic and Dramatic Pbefy began to deday among 
the Greeks vet there are feveral Poets among them after this Time who deferve to be noticed^ 
&articularlv%'^oc«^»-f the Syratuftan, who lived at the Court of Ptolemy Pmad^lpbtis King oi 
B^ypt, about the Year of the World 3670, 280 Years before^our Saviour s Birth. We have 
this Poet's Idyllia or Eclogues, which Virgil imitated m his Paflrorals j and they are indeed a 
Mafter-piece in their Kind. Mofcus oi Syracnfi, s^nd Biofi est Smynia, who lived under the 
Xie\^hot Ptolemi FbilometorAmit&tQdi^'heocritus i and their Poems are delicate, ingenious, 
arid natural. About the fame Time Aratns wrote his Treatife of Aftronotay^in Gr^.A Verfe j 
Pomtomus Mela fpeaks of his funeral Monument {a). After this the Spirit of Poefy declined 
amonff the Greeks^ m& paffed into Italy, where at firft their Poems were but ntdeatid unfor- 
med but by Degrees, did rife to Perfeaion, and catae to their meridian Splendbr in the 
JimtHan A^e as I fliall fliew when 1 come, to write of the Romau Affairs. 

From the Poets I go to confider the Greek Oratolrs. Eloquence could riot but flburifh in 4 
fiopufar State, where great Men .had their Interefts to maintain by the Art^of .Peffwafion. 
In the Hiftories of Tbucidydes and Xemphon, it appears by many Inftanees that Themtfiocles, 
Alcihiades, Critias, ^leramenes and feveral others, were eloquent Orators, as well as valiant 
r-ini-qins • But Ifocrates was among the fii ft who taught this Art by Rules. He flourifhed in 
thTShty fr^t^ Olympiad iP\ in the Reign of King of P«-^*. His .Father had gof an

Dmiofthenes for abandoning. the Intereft of his Country, and for taking Money to prolong the 
Tranfaftlon. u^'/tbiines smfwered for himfelf In a: long Difcourfe, but was at laft baniflied : 
Upon this he went to Mexander the Great at ^/fi^ffyJ/J, thence he retired to RbodeSy artdkft of 
all to SamoSf where he died. There are three of his Orations, and Ibnie of his Epiftles ftili 
extant.. After him Greece produced ieveral Orators, but ncine of that Elevation of Spirit with 
thofe already mentioned. The Kbodians came nearfeft to the Athenians in Reputation for 
Eioqueiace : Butwhen -Rowe^befcame Mlftris of the World, thefe noble Arts removed thither 5 
jtnd being well cultivated did thrive in that rich Soil. 

Greece 2i\{o produced- Men famous for their Skill in Medicine, I ihall not go upon the fa- 
bulous' Story oi Efciilapzus^ one of their Deities, nor on the poetical Accounts of Machaon 
and Podalirius' In Horner^ or others of that kind 5 but fhall only notice. That in'the Reign of 
;A.rtaxerX€5 Longiwmis. King of Perfiai^ Herodicus was the firft who taught the Art of Medi-^ 
cine by Precepts. The-fahiM Hippocrates^ .Native of the Ifle of Cos^ was his Difciplel His 
Father Heraclide3 y/as faid to be delcended from Efculapius^ and his Mother Praxithea deri- 
ved her Origih froni Hercules, Eufehius ^ay placeth him in the eighty lixth Olympiad ; that 
is, in the Year of the World 33^14. He foretold a Plague that was coming out of Illyria^ 
and hved to cure many fick of it j which made him fo famous, that the Grecians almofl ado- 
red him C^)' ^r^>iz;f^r;fej invited him, and ordered Hyfiafpes^ his Prefeifb in the Hellefpoht^ 
to offer him any Reward to come into Perfia during this Plague, and cure thole who were 
infected with it in his Armies (c). But his Anfwer was, That he would not leave the Gi'e-^ 
cians his Countrymen in this Diftrefsj to give his Help to the Barbarians ; which provoked 
the King fo far, as he fent to Cwj to command them to deliver to him Hippocrates^ to be 
punilhed for his Perverfenefij threatning to demolifh their City, and ruin the whole Ifland, 
if they refufed to comply. But the Cdans let him know, that no Threats fhould ever induce 
them to betray fo eminent a Citizen into his Hands. He hath left Aphorifms, and fome other* 
Works on Medicine, which are to this Day in great Efleem. But tho' two of his Sons^ ^hef* 
falus and Draco^ with many of his Difciples, followecl the. fame Bufinefs j yet none of them 
have left any thing to inftrudl Pofterity that now remains, except Theopbrafins^ a Sfcholar to 
ATtflotU-^. vvJio: wrote af Book: on. the ViVtiie of Plants j and Pedafitis Diofcorides^ who was born 
Am%arb.a- in Cilicray and flouriihed in the Time oi Mark Anthony and Cleopatra^ about thirty 
Yearsi before the Birth of Ghrift^ and hath wrote upon that Part of the Materia Medica which 
cohcerns the Remedies that may be had from Plants. But the molt famous Phyfician after 
Hippocrates^ and to whom Pofterity is moft obliged, is Cloitdihs Galen^ the Son of a learned 
Architeft at Pergamus in Afia who having fludied at Alexandria^ went to Kom'e^ where he 
flouriflied' in the' Reign of the Emperor ikT^ife ./ffiro/>/V/^, chat is, about the middle of the fecontl 
Century of the Ghriftian^ffira^ and thetfe WTOte his Books. After Antonine's Death^ he reti-i 
red to his own Country j wherej by Temperance and Skill, he prolonged the Life of a crazy- 
Body to a great Age. He is the Author of that Method of Medicine which is called by his 
iName, and hath been' much ufed. Many of his Booka W'erfe burnt in the Temple of Peace^^ 
in the Reigaof the Emperor Cowworf/w'i biit there are fome of them yet remaining^ which

(faid he) Peacocks^ Pheafants and Qocks ^ for their Beauty is natural^ yotir^s only borrowed 
And againj demanding whether he did not think him a moft happy Prince ; he inftanced meaii 
Men whom he thought more happy, and at lafl: told him none could be counted happy before 
Death. Anacbarfis faid Solon's L.d\vs were like Spiders Webs, which only catch filly Files 
but let Hornets and boifterous Infeds efcape. He died in the eightieth Year of his Age {a'h 
tnd ordered his Boned to be carried to Salamis^ there to be burnt to Afhes, and fown over 
the Ifland to frudlify the Field. He was either the Inftituter or the Enlarger of the Court of 
the Areopagites at Athens (^); He wrote»his Lawsj Speeches, Elegies and Iambics^ but ail 
thefe are now loft, 

Pittacus is counted the third of the feven Wife-men; He vvas Native Mitylette^ a City in 
the Ifle oi^ Lesbos, When the Inhabitants of his City had War with the Athenians^ Pittacus com- 
manded the Army ; who^ that he might fpare the Blood of his fellow Ci^izens^ offered to fight: 
fmgly with Pbrynan^ General on the other Side, who had often won the Vidlory dt the O/yz/M 
^/iT Games. The Challenge was accepted j Qnd Pittacus caught his Adverfary in a Net which 
he had hid under his Shield, and fo overcame him. Ffom this Pradlice rofe the Cuftom of 
the Roman Retiarii, The Mitylenians after this gave Pittacus the fupreme Government of 
their City 5 which he managed for ten Years ic\ and then religned it. He compofed many 
Verfes, containing the Laws which he enadled : But all thefe are loft^ except what is prefer- 

ved by Laertinsi He died about the feventieth Year of his Age, in the third Year of the fif- 
ty iecond Olympiad, 

Cbilo was counted aribtheh of thofe Sages. He died about the fame Time with Pittacus- as 
he was embracing his Son returning victorious from the Olympic Games^ being overcome witii 
Joy and the Infirmity of his Years. 

Bias Son oi^eutamis^ born atPriene, a Town of Caria^ is reckoned another of thofe Sages; 
Some Fifhermen finding a golden Tripod, with this Infcription, To the Wisest, the 
fame was brought to him 5 which he fcnt to ApollOy as wifer than himfelf Diogenes Laertins 
tells of himj That he wrote two thoufand Verfes, of the Affairs o£ lonia^ in Heroics 5 that h^ 
was an excellent Barrifter, and never pleaded an unjuft Caufe^ Being tired by declaimingj 
he expired at the Bar, leaning on his Nephew. 

Gleobnlus the Lindian was another of thofe Sages. He learned his Philofophy in Egypt {d)i 
compofed to the Number of three thoufand Verfes, which are loft, and died in the feventietK 
Year of his Age; 

Periander the Corifithian was the feventh and laft of thofe Sages. He was Tyrant of thaii 
Gity after the Death o'iCypfelns i And I wonder why he is placed among the Wife-men i fot' 
even according to Laertiits's (0) Account of him, he was a very wicked Man, wh6 threw 
his own Wife down Stairs^ and then kick'd her to Death, when big with, child ; baniflied his 
fiortj Lycophrm^ to Corsyra, for weeping at his Mother's Funeral i committed Inceft with 
his own Mother, and when eighty Years of Age, ordered fome young Men to kiH himfelf.- ■ 

I am not to give a particular Account of all the reft in the Catalogue of Philofophers in 
Greece, but only a Hint of the chief of them. Anacbarfis the Scytbi an. was a great Drunkard 3 
My/o the ^tean a Ploughman. As to Epimenides^ Laertins repofts ftrange things of him j 
as, that being fent by his Father to fetch home a Wedderj in the Heat of the Day . he entred 
into a Cave, and thtire flept on fifty feven Years. When he awakened, he went to feek his 
Wcddcr i but found him not. Coming home to hisHoufe^ no body knew him^.and he kneW 
no body. The fiime Author tells us, that this Philofopher purified Atbens of the Peftilence^ 
by offering white and black Sheep.- I fuppofe every one at this Tiftie of Day wHl look onl 
thefe Fables as they deferve. But I go to Pherecydes, He is faid to have got Reputati6>x 
by foretelling an Earthquake from the Waters of a WelJ^ which one of his Scholars, gave him 
to drink, and by fome other PreditSlions of the like kind, which they who pleafe may believft 
He ended his Days of the loufy Difeafe. 

After thefe Wife-men, the Ionic Philofophers eame on the Stage j sts^' Anaximdnder^ who 
was ^bales' s Kinfman and Scholar,, and was the firft Teacher of Geometry. Anaximenes the 
Milefian flourifhed in the fifty fixth Olympiad : He maintained,That the Air or Spirit is the Prin- 
ciple of all things, and that our Souls are of Air. Anaxagoras was born in Che firft Year of the 
feventieth Olympiad^ or rather ftouri&ed then,^ according taEufebius Qf^ ^ that i*, in the Year 

• ■ of 
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of the World 3450, the twenty fecond Year of the Reign o£ Darius Hyftafpis. He was born 
to a plentiful lillate, but quit the fame to his Relations for the Love he had to Philofophy. 
He was the firft who attributed to Matter Senfe and Realbn (a\ and affirmed the Sun to be 
a niafiy Plate of red hot Iron, bigger than Felopoiinefus, Strange Philofophy ! And the 
reft of his Doifcrines concerning the Nature of Things, recorded by Laertius^ in his Life^ 
are not much better. Archelms^ the Athenian or Miiefian^ was his Scholar. 

Soc fates the Son of SopbronifcHs a Stone-cutter. He was born In the fourth Year of the fe- 
vency feventh Olympiad (b\ which is the fcventeenth of Xerxes King of Perjia. He gave 
philofophy a new Turn^ dividing his Dodlrines into Metaphyfical, refpefting divine Specula- 
tions i and Moral with reference to the Converfation. From him his Difciples were called 
Socratics, *Tis faid that he had a familiar Daemon or Spirit that waited on him, and fcreen'd 
him from Danger (c). He ferved as a Soldier in the Expedition againft Amphipolis^ and alfo 
in the War againft Potideea by Sea, having a Body that could endure any Fatigue, being alfo 
moderate, fober, composed in his Behaviour, patient, and in a word poflelled of many Ver- 
tues 5 but valued Reft, Tranquillity, and the Enjoyment of his Friends, above PoHeffions, 
His common Saying was, ^bat he knew only this^ thitt he h2eiv nothing. Some Athenians 

preferred a Bill againft him^ for corrupting the Youth, and introducing new Deiries^ or^ 
as Xeuophon (t^) exprefleth it, for not efieeming thofe as Gods whom his Citizens accoime^^- fo. 
Many Defences were made for him, whereof we have one extant in Xenophon 5 but at Jaft 
he was caft by two hundred and eighty one Voices, He Ihewed a great deal of good Tem- 
per thefe three Weeks he lay in Prifon in Irons, and alfo when he made his Exit by a fatal 
Draught of Poifon, aditiiniftred to him by the Executioner, whom he ordered to facrifice a 
Cock to Efculapitis. Thus he died, in the leventieth Year of his Age, being the firft of the 
ninety fifth Olympiad Cf)^ the fixth of Artaxerxes Mnemon^^ 398 before the Birth of our Sa- 
viour, In his Life he argued fo nicely, that he could juflify either Side of a Queflion ^ and 
oftett debated fo warmly, as to beat himfelf, and tear his Beard. He married two Wives, 
whereof the firft was called Xantippe^ whom he chofe for her froward fcolding Temper (g)^ 
reckoning thofe the beft Riders that could manage the rougheft Horfe. His other Wife was 
named Myrto ; and they both furvived him; He wrote nothing of Philofophy himfelf, but 
feme of his Difcourfes on that Subjed; were committed to Writing by Xenophon^ Plato aad o- 
thers of his Scholars. After he was put to Death, the Athenians difclaimed the Fadt, recal* 
led his Friendsj and honoured his Memory. 

1 have fpoke of Xemphon already (^), under the Head of Hiftorians, and of Mfchines 

under that of Orators. 

I go then to AriftippuS^ a Cyrenian in Afric^ who was drawn to Athens by the Fame o^Socra^ 
tts^ and flourifhed about the ninety fixth O/j'iwp/^^?, 3 94 Years before the Birth of Chrift, and 
founded the Cyrenaic Se€t, Tho' he had a plentiful Eftate, yet he was the firft of all xht'So-^ 
cratics who taught for Money, and led a Cdurfe of Life quite different from his Mafter's Pre- 
cepts 5 for he was addifted to Luxury, Prodigality, Wine and Women, in all which he de- 
fended himfelf by the Praftice of the Heathen Deities. By the Magnificence and Liberality 
ofDionyfius the Tyrant, he was drawn into Sicily 5 where his nimble Wit, quick Repartees, 
and ioofe Way of living, procured him fome Reputation : But his Debauchery made him to be 
hated by Xenophon and other fober Philofophers 5 and he on the other fide laughed at them. 
He is faid to have compiled three Books of Libyan Hiftory, and fome other Treatifes, which 
are all loft. 

^beodotus^ firnamed ^be Atheifl^ was one of the Cyrenaic Sed:. Laertins CO ^ays he deni- 
ed all Opinions concerning the Gods, and wrote a Book out of which Epicurus borrowed all 
that he laid upon that SubjeA. He approved all Crimes, and maintained that none were in 
their own Nature Ihameful, but only in the Opinion of the People, whom he called a Multi- 
tude of Ignorants,' The fame X^^r//aj tells of other ftrange Opinions he advanced, even, 
^at it is lawful for a wife Man to fieal^ commit Adultery or Sacrilege^ when Opportunity of-^ 
fered {that he may pnhlickly^ without Scandal^ keep Company with common\Harlots^ ifhisjncli^ 
nations lead him to it, — May not a beautiful IVoman he made ufe ofbecaufejbe is lovely^ or a 
Toutb hecaufe he is fair ? Mojl certainly they may. No wonder the heathen World was de- 
bauched, when the Philofophers, the Oracles of thofe Times, taught them fo impious Lel^ 
fons. Bion was another wicked Philofopher, fo much given to male-Venery, even with his 
Scholars, that no one would acknowledge himfelf to have been his Difciple. 

Euciides inftituted a Sed: called firft the Megaric^ from the Place of his Nativity, and after- 
wards the jEr/^/^;, that is, the litigious or contentious i for he was a great Wrangler, and con- 
demned the Ufe of Allegories. Euclid the Mathematician was much later than he. After him 
there were feveral of the fame Seft, as, Euhetides^ Alexinus^ Eupbantus^ ApoUonius^ Cronus^

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Diodorns, Icbthyas^ and Cli'tiomacbus^ of whom there is nothing recorded worth our Notice. 
Stilpo was a great Lover of eifeminate Pleafures, but at the fame time a good Orator, and 
haftened his End with a lufty Draught of Wine. Menedemus founded the Eretrian Seft. He 
was of noble Extraction, but poor, and by Trade a Tent-maker ^ who fixed no Benches in 
his School, but diforderly Seats j yet came to confiderable Reputation, fo that he was honour- 
ed to perform three Embaflies, to Ptolemy^ Lyfimachns and DemetYius, At laft, when he 
could not prevail with Antigmtis Gonatas to fet his native Country at liberty, he abftaincd 
from all manner of Food for feven Days together (^), and fo ended his Life. His Death is 
placed in the third Year of the 125th Olympiad^ that is 276 Years before our Saviour's Birth. 
But I go to a greater Philofopher, 

PlatOy the Founder of the Academic Seft, which Was fo called from the Academy, a plea^ 
fant Place fhaded with Trees, in the Suburbs of Atheiis^ where he taught. He was an Athe^ 
nian^ the Son of Arifio and Peri6fione^ born in the eighty eighth Olympzctdy and died in the 
hundred and eighth (h\ in the eighty fecond Year of his Age, 346 Years before the Birth 
of Chrift. In his younger Years he ftudied Grammar under Dionyfius^ and learned Wreftling 
from Arifio an Argim^ in which he was fuch a Proficient, that he coxitmAQd at the Olympic 
Gaines. He applied himfelf alfo to Painting and Poetry ^ but finding his Epic Poeftis come 
fliort of Houier^ he burnt them, and alfo deftroyed fome Tragedies he had compofed. From 
the twentieth to the twenty eighth Year of his Age, he was a diligent Hearer of Socrates^ wri- 
ting down his Mafter's Difcourfes, and interlacing them with Additions of his own* After 
Socrates^s Death, he went to his Travels. Going to Cyrene^ he learned Geometry from tbt^^ 
odortis 3 in P-gypt he ftudied Aftrology and other Speculations, and in Italy the Tranfmigration 
of Souls, from Pythagoras, ^oxhjewijh and Chriftian Writers CO affirm, that he owes ma- 
ny things to the Law of Mofes j otwhich he might learn fome imperfeft Accounts in his Tra- 
vels. Hence 'Ntime-aius {dS called him Mofes fpeaki72g Greek. Clemetis Alexajidrimis (i) re- 
marksj that Plato owns, that he learned many things from the Barbarians 5 and in his Stimatis^ 
he brings in Solou learning from a Barbarian, faying. Ton Greeks are always Boys, there is m 
old Ma7z amo72g yon^ nor hanje yon any antient Learfzing. He borrowed other Things from Pbu 
lolaus a Pythagorean^ and from Epicbarmus an Epic Poet. Upon his Return from his Tra- 
vels,-, he fet up a School at the Academy 5 where he much improved both the Learning and 
Language of his Time i for he was the iirft who polifhed the Way of writing by Dialogues^ 
and brought it to Perfeftion. Befides, he contrived the analytical Way in Geometry, by re- 
ducing Things to their firfl Principles, and found out the Duplicature of the Cube. He made 
three Voyages into Sicily (/), where at firft he was in great Favour with Dio^zyfius the Ty- 
rant 3 but afterwards incurring his Difpleafure, was in Danger of loling his Life or Liberty ; 
Yet by the Interpofition of his Friends, he was returned fafe to Athens^ where he taught in 
his Academy, and died in Peace, leaving to his Friends (g) feveral rich Farms, with a good 
deal of Cafli, filver Plate, Jewels, Debts owing to him. Servants and houfhold Goods. His 
Works are extant, in one large folio^ where he difcourfes, by way of Dialogue, or Queftion 
and Anfwer, concerning Logics, Phyfics, Morals and Politics. In oppofition to the Dogma- 
tics, he purfues the Socratic Way of arguing, feeming to affirm nothing 5 but at the fame 
time, what he takes for Truth, is difcourfed under the Perfon of Socrates S^imauSy the Atbe* 
man, or Elean Gueft , and what he deligns for Error is brought in by ^brafymacbus. Collides^ 
Polns, Gorgias, Protagoras, Hippias^ I do not pretend to give any Summary of his Phi- 

lofophy : The fureft Way of underftanding it, is by a careful! reading of his own Writings. 
He held the firfl Principles of all things to be thefe three. Matter, Ideas, and God. Con- 
cerning God he taught. That he being the firft Intelledt, in himfelf immovable, moves the 
Intelleft of the Univerfe, as a delired Objeft moves the Appetite ; and there being nothing 
purer than himfelf and his own Notions, he is employed in contemplating them : He is eter- 
nal, ineffable, perf(i<5l in himfelf, at all Times, and in every Part, even in Divinity, EfTence, 
Truthj Harmony, Goodnefs, which are not. diftindl from one another, but do all make one. 
Origeu, and feveral other antient Fathers of the primitive Church, were too great Admirers 
of the Plato7izc Philofophy, whereby they introduced many Errors into tlie Chriftian Church. 

Plato had many Difciples who after him taught in his Academy, among whom were Speii* 
fippus, Xenocrates, Polemo, Crates, Grantor, Arcefilaus, Lacydes, Clitomacbns and Carneades^ 
which laft took a Draught of poifoned Wine to haften his End (^). All their Works and Wri- 
tings are loft, except their Lives and Sayings preferved by Laertius, There is more true Wif- 
dom in one of Solomon^ Proverbs, than in all their Apophthegms, and their Lives are no great 

Ornament to Hiftory. 1 then leave them, and go to 

Arijiotle the Son of 'Nicomachus defcended from one of the fame Name, Phyfician to Amp-^ 

tas King o£ Macedon. The Parents Ariftotle being dead, he wajj brought up under Proxe^ 

nus

an ^^^r;;^*^;/, of whom he learned Poetry and Rhetorlck. Ac the Age of feventeen he 
to Jtheiis^ where he became P/<^ro's Difciple and Auditor twenty Years f^) His Ma- 
fter called him the Intelleaand Soui of his^School, and his Houfethe Houfeof thep-reat Real 
der. Laertzns VQ^orts (ib\ That be was of a moderate Stature^ of a JlMll fqneakh:^^ Voice 
flendor Legs^ and pink ey'd 5 that he always went decently in his Clothes^ wearing Ki^i^rsupon his 
Fingers^ with his Garments of fine Materials^ and his Hair finely trimmed. He wichdrew'him-. 

felf in P/^ro's Life-time from the Academy, which made his Mafter fay, Ariftotle hath doue ''v 
ns^ like young Colts that kick againft their Dams j fecting up a School in the Lycceum^ wher'Ii 
he taught as he walked to and fro. He was from thence called the Peripatetick, or, the Wal^ 
ker. He had a Son called Nicoinacbus^ by Herpilis his Concubine. After Plato's Death he 
retired toAtarna^o. little City in llj):/?^, where his Friend //^rz/^/^r^ the Eunuch rcignedjWhogVve 
him his Sifter, (forae fay his Niece) Pythias in Marriage, whom Ariftotle pafHonately 
loved. While in this Country he fell acquainted with a jew of great Wifdom, Temperance- 
and Goodnefs, and learned much from him. This Jofephns Qc^ tells from a Book now loft- 
written by Cledrchns^ one ofthe chief of Ariftotle^s Scholars, and hence Arifiobiilas^ and ou* 
0? him Clemens Alexandrims (^^) oUcrvc^ That the Peripatetick Philofophy contains many 
things that agree with what is written by Mofes and the Prophets. Hermias being circum- 
veened by Mentor the Rhodian^ who commanded in thefe Parts for Ocbns KingofPerfia and 
fent Prifoner to the Perfian Court, where he was put to Death, Ariftotle retired to Myiilene 
the Capital of Lesbos^ where he ftaid till Philip King ofMacedon fent for him, to inftrudt 
his Son Alexander, afterwards called the Great, being then fifteen Years old. Ariftotle being 
well encouraged in Maccdon, ftaid with his Royal Pupil eight Years, teaching him Eloqueuct^ 
natural Philofophy, Ethicks, Politicks, and a kind of Philofophy called Acroaticks, concealed 
from the Vulgah He corredled the Text of i^o/«^r's ///^^cf, and gave it to Alex mder, who 
put a great Value on that Copy. Upon the Noife ofthe War in Afta, our Philofopb.:i returned 
to Athens, leaving in his Room Califthenes the Olynthiau his Kinfliian and Difciplc, to whom 
lie fiid, i'hat if he did not moderate his T'ongue^ it might coft him his Life. And fo it came 
to pafs s for being difcovered to have been in the Confpiracy of Hermolaus againft Alexan-^ 
derh Life, he was carried about in an Iron Cage j where being over-run with Vermin and 
Lice COj was thrown to a hungry Lion, and fo ended his Days. After Alexander thQ 
Great begun his Wars in Afia, Ariftotle taught at Athens thirteen Years. Alexander entertain- 
ed Correfpondence with him by Letters, and defired him to write the Hiftory of Animals j to 
which End he fent him eight hundred Talents, which amounts to 480000 Crowns, befides a 
great Number of Pifliers and Huntfmeh, to bring him all forts of Living Creatures ffJi and 
he wrote the faid Hiftory in fifty Books of which now only ten remain. Upon Ariftotlc's De- 
fire Alexander caufed rebuild Stagyra, the native City of this Philofopher, from which he is 
fometimes defigned the Stagyrite 5 and the Citizens honoured his Memory with a yearly Feaft: 
called the ^r//?or^//^7;/ Feaft. At laft he was accufed of Impiety againft the Gods by Enry* 
medon^ Overfeer of the heathen Myfteries 5 and fearing that the Athenians, jealous of their 
Religion, would deal with him as they had done to Socrates, after writing an Apology for him^* 
feif, he retired to Chalets, where he died in the feventieth Year of his Age. . As to the Man- 
ner of his Death, Authors give different Accounts ; fome Chriftian Fathers fay he threw him- 
felf into the Arm ofthe Sea, called Eiiripus, becaufehe could not comprehend theReafon of its 
ebbing and flowing feven Times in 24 Hours. Laertins Qg^, and Dionyfins Halicarnaffeus {h) lay 
he died of Sicknefs in the 63d Year of his Age j which is as probable : For it is faid of him, Thac 
he was of aweakly Conftltution, eat little, and that he might not overfleep himfelf, he lay with 
one Hand out of the Bed, with a Bowl of Brafs in it, which falling into a Bafon of the lame Me- 
tal, awakned him. Befides, he outwearied himfelf with exceffive Studies ^ for "'tis faid he wrote 
five hundred and thirteen Books, with Abundance of Epiftles, the greater Part of which is 
now loft i for he gave his Books to iheophrafttis his Succeflbr, who left them to Nalius, and 
he to his Heirs 5 who being Strangers to Learning, hid them under Ground, for fear they 
mould be feized for the Ufe of the Attalick Library at Pergamus, Thus they continued one 
hundred and thirty Years under Ground, much fpoiled with Wet and Worms,and were atiafi: 
feized by Sylla the Kumati on taking Athe^is, who conveyed them to Kome^ where many faulty 
Copies were taken. One of them was given by Tytannio the Grammarian to Ajidronicus the 
Rhodiaj2, y/ho firft made them publick. There ar6 many Editions of his remaining Works, of 
which that at Parishy Bn-Val isthebeft. In them are contained his Logies,Ethics,MetaphyJzcs^ 
OEconomics,Politics,Phyfics, Mathematics, ten Books Animals^ with his Books on H-^^/or/V 
and Poefy which two laft Monfr. Payle Q) counts the beft. A great Number of Commentators 
have writ upon them. Thefe done by the Nominals, ^omifts^ and Scotifts^from the four- 
teenth to the fixteenth Century of the Chriftian Church, when Ariftotle w&s the oiily Standarc 
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of Philofophy ; and in fome Places more regarded than the facred Scriptures, make hun- 
dreds of Volums ; but now their Reputation is much fallen. 

tioxiQ the Peripateticks who fucceeded ^ri/^or/^ had his Vertue orEfteem 5 the claief of 
them were ^beopbraftnsy Strata^ Lyco^ Demetrius of Pbalera^ Artflo and Critolaus. Their 
Works named by Diogenes Laertius are all loft, except it be ^heopbrafius Book of Plants^ which 
1 have before mentioned under another Head Qf), Perhaps the World fuffers no great Pre- 
judice by the Lofs : Tho' a few of the beflofthem might be defired by the Learned, I know 
not what we would have done with them all. 

I go now to the Cynic Philofophers. Antifthenes founded this Sedt 5 his Father of the fame 
Name was an Athenian : His Mother being a ^hracian or Pbrygian^he was often twitted with 
it i for llrange Women were infamous at At bens. He was a Scholar of Socrates^ by which the 
Time that he flourifhed may be known. From his Mafter he learned Patience, and an affe* 
£led Sedatenefsof Mind. He delighted in a mean Habit, fo as having turned the torn Part 
of his Garment outermoft, gave Socrates Occaiion to fay, ^bat he faw Vain-glory through the 
Hole. He with the reft of the Cynicks purfued only Ethics^ rejefting Logics^ Phyfics^ Geo- 
metry^ Miific^ and other liberal Sciences. They placed Happinefs in Virtue, allowing no 
Medium between it and Vice, ufing flender Diet and fordid Clothes ; to fome of them Herbs 
and cold Water was all their Food j Riches,Glory and Nobility were the Objedl of their Con- 
tempt a and they lived in forry little Shades, or in Tubes, Diogenes, Anttfihenes held his 
Difcourfes in the Place of Exercife, called Cynofatges^ a little without the Gates of Athens 5 
whence fomefuppofe the Cynic Philofophers had their Name (^). He feems to have been the 
iirft Author of the moft mafcuUne Sedl of xhsiStoics^ and died of a wafting Confumption. 

Diogenes the Cynick^ was the Son of Icefins a Banker, baniftied for ftamping of falfe Mo- 
ney 5 he was by Birth a iy/'wf?^*?/*?, contemporary with P/^^o, when he came to Athens^ where 
he ridicui'd other Mens Acftions, which feems to have been his main Talent. He carried his 
Victuals about with him in a Scrip hanging over his Shoulder, and made Ufe of all Places in- 
differently to eat, drink, or difcourfe in. Being once obliged to make Ufe of a Staff after he had 
been fick, he always ufed it afterwards, and did every Thing that belonged either to Food or 
Venery in publick View. But it was juftly obferved, that he trampled on Plato's Pride with 
greater Pride. He died in the nintieth Year of his Age COs the fame Day that AUmndet 
the Great died at Babylon. Moft of his Friends believed that he ftifled himfelf ; for going to 
vifithim in the 0*iz«(^/i?» where he lived, they found him wrapped /in his Clock and dead. 
The Grandees of the City interred him, adorning his Sepulchre with a Column, and a Dog 
upon it. MonimnSy OneJzcrituSy Crates^ Metrocles, Hipparcbia a Whore, Menip'pus^ who 
hartged himfelf, and Menedepins^ were all Cynic Philofopers, Difciples of Diogenes^ and as great 
Fools as their Mafter. 

Zenoy born at Cittium in the Ifle of Cy^r/Wjinftituted the Se£l of the Stoics, He came to Athens 
to trade 5 where having fold his Goods, he put his Money out at Intereft, and applied himfelf 
to Philofophy, became a Hearer of Crates the Cynick, but was endued with top much Mode- 
fty to go into all their fhameful Follies, and foon fet up as a Teacher himfelf in the miKihi 
rooJ, or painted JValky where near fourteen hundred Athenians had been put to Death, in the 
Reign of the thirty Tyrants C^}. From this his Difciples were called Stoicks. The Atbe* 
mans had a high Efteem for him, fo as they intrufted him with the Keys of their City, and 
honoured him with a Crown of Gold, and a brazen Statue. Antigonus Gonatas King of Ma-^ 
cedon invited him to his Court i but he declined it, being then very aged. In his Diet he was 
very fparing, and rarely made ufe of Boys. This was a Vice common among heathen Philc* 
fophers (O, when it was counted a Wonder that Zefio fo feldom pradlifed it. He was a lean 
tall Man, of a fwarthy Complexion, having a morofe, dogged, furly Look, and going lhabby 
in his Clothes. In the ninety eight Year of his Age, coming out of his School, he fell and 
broke his Finger 5 and finding Nature fpent, he ftrangled himfelf Cf) in the 143 Olymficid^ 
that is, about the 205th Year before the Birth of Chrift, having taught his School fifty eight 
Years. As to the Stoic Philofophy, we have not their own Writings now extant 5 and there- 
fore muft credit what Laertius ( g') and Plntarcb (J?) have faid concerning them. My intended 
Brevity allows me not to enlarge on this Subjeftj only we may obferve, that according to 
them, there were three Parts of Philofophy, rational, moral, and natural, or Logics^ Ethics^ 
and Pbyfics. They compared Philofophy to a Field, where Phyfics are the Soil, Ethics the 
Fruit, and the Fence J or, to an Egg, where Xo^/^r is the Phyfic the White, and 

Ethics the Yolk. They held fome Opinions that were very odd j lor Zejio in his Common^ 
ivealth (according to Laertius) maintained the Community of Wowen^ forbad the ere 6iing of 

SfempleSy Courts of fu^ice^ or Places of publick Exercife ; and ordained that Men and Women

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Jbonid go all clothed alike. He alfo held^S^ib^^ aU^rattfgreffioTjS'were equal that the Stars are 
intellethial Animorls^ cot^fiiJig^of pure etherial peUncid Fire ^batthe Soul is a hot Spirit^ by 
'Which we breathe and move ^ 'tis a Body by Nature 'corruptible^ either at Death^ or at the gene^ 
ral Conflagration 5 that the IVorld is God^ hecaufe zvbat produces rational Animals^ mnft he ra^ 
tional itfelf':, that virtuous People may be happy amidfi ^ortiients 5 that Fate is the taw or 
Keajonby which the World is ordered^ &c. What a Mercy is it that we have divine Re- 
velation to prevent thefe manifold dangerous Miftakesj which the wifeft of the Heathens fell 
into by the want of it. 

Zeno had many Difciples wTio maintained his Opinions, (belides feveral others) Chryjip^ 
pns^ Antipater^Fametius^ Fofikonius^Cleanthes^ which kft was fo poor^ that he ftudied by J^ay^ 
and gained his Bread in the Night by grinding Meal and drawing Water when he was very 
aged. Heftarved himfelf to Death (jt). Their Writings are all loft. 

Fytbagoras^ the Founder of the italick Se£l, was the Son of one Mnefarchus ^Samian Mcr^ 

chant. He wasborn at*5>^/o;MnP^iP«/V/tf i butby reafon ofhis Extraftion and fiducation* 
was reckoned a Samian, The Apprehenfions of Polycrates^s Tyranny hiadehim \e^veSanm± 
and vifjt Anaximander and Tbales at Miletus^ who admired his Converfatioi:, and coinmuni* 
cated their Learning to him. Afterwards he vifited Pherecydes his Mafter, and waited upon 
him till he died* Going to Sidon, he conVerfed with the Phoenician Priefts^and by them was 
initiated in theMyfteriesof From thence hepafled into jE^^/)^^ where being recommen- 

ded to the King by Polycrat^s^ he was by him recomtnended to the Prieftsj and by them initi- 
ated in their Rices, and acquainted with their Religion and Learning (b\ and alfo With their 
epiflolickj hieroglyphick and fymbolick Way ot* wricingi a Favour which they had not 
(hewed to any Foroigneis before. Hefawthe£^;'p//^7;> .^-iy/^?, ledrned their myftick Philo=. 
fophyi and for that End fuffered himfelf to be (tf) c^f**^"n^cifed. Havfrig leai*ned Geonietrv 
Aftronomy, and the other Sciences moft valued \n J^gypt^ upon Camby/es's conquering that 
Country, he was carried to iBabylon^vjhevQht converfed with the Perjian Magi^ and from theiu 
and the Chaldeans learned their Mufic, Aftrology, Arithmetic and natural PhiJofophy 5 and 
converfed alfo with the Jews^ many of their l3o6trines being interwoven with his own* A- 
bout the fifty fixth Year of his Age, he returned to Samos^ from thence he paffed to Delos 
vifited Delphi^ and other Places.famous for Oracles, acquainted himfelf with the Laws Crete 
and Sparta^ built a School at Samos^ and Jfludied Aftronomy in a Cave^ fiut finding the 
Samians cold Votaries to Learning, he removed to that part of Italy^ which from the Fre- 
quency oi^ Greek Colonies was called Magna Gracia^ where he had many Scholars at Metapon^ 
tim^ Crotona and other Places in the Bay of ^'arenttsfrtj among whom he founded his Seftt 
His Dilciples put their Eftates into one common Stock, and were obliged to keep Silence live 
Years, only hearing his Difcourfes thro* a ^een. His Name, his ipje dixit was fufficient 
Authority. To fee their Mafter was an uncommon Favour. He difclaimed the Title of 
co^^u a wife Man^ which Shales aiTumed, and afiefted that of ^>/Aoffop©-, a Lover ofWifdom 
(d). He is faid to have been a Scholar o? Zoro afire s (e). From him he learned to hide himfelf 
in a Cave, to procure the Veneration of the People, and to adl the Pal't of an Impofiof ; And 
from him he alfo learned the Dodlrine of the Immortality of the Soul, which he changed into 
that of ftm/:i4w?6"«f> or ever lafiing an fjjiigrat ion of it from one Body ifito another. Hence 
he enjoined to abftain from facrificing of Beafts, leaft the Sacrificer fhould dlfturb the Soul ot* 
his Anceftors. He taught alfo the Unity of God i and after living in Italy twenty Years^ 
he died in the fourth Year of the feventieth Olympiad (f)^ being the twenty fifth Year of Da^ 
rius Hyftafpis King of Perfia^ before the Birth ofChrift 495. He was of a beautiful Counte* 
nance, and of an awful Afpeft. He married and had Children. Some Authors affirm he left: 
nothing in Writing; But Laertius (g^ and others afcribe feveral Treatifes (now loft) to him^ 
Only his %putr^ I^h, or r^r/^j, yet remain, which contain good moral Precepts 5 h\xt 

whether compofed by Pythagoras or not, I fhall not determine. As to his Philofophy, aftet 
he had purified his Bifciplesby a long Silence, andfevere Abftinence^ he taught them Mathe- 
matical Sciences as preparatory, particularly Arithmetic^ Mnfic^ Geometry^ Afirommy 5 then 
Ethics^ Politics^ Metaphypcs^ natural Philofophy^ fome Medic ine^ and JymhoUc theology. But 
what feveral Authors antient and modern have faid concerning thefe Heads of Pytbagoras^s Do*- 
^trine, is fo dark and aimofl: unintelligible, as I do not think it needful to trouble my Readet 
with it, but fhall rather remit the curious to the Authors named at the Foot of the Page Qh"), 
What Senfe is there in fuch Sayings, as. Poke not over the Fire with a Sword^ Stride not ove'^ 
the Beam of a Ballance^ Bat not the Hearty Abftain from BeafiSy At a Sacrifice pare not yottt 

Nails ? ^c. It requires a Commentary larger than the Text, to give any tolerable Mean*

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Pythagoras had many Difciples and Followers, as Empedocles^ born at Agrigentttm in Sicily 
of a noble and rich Family. He is laid to have been well skill'd in natural Fhilofophy and 
Medicine 5 but fo foolifh as to caft hlmfelf into the Flames of Mount jEtna^ as was difcover- 
edby his brazen Sandals, which the Fire threw up, expecting that People would afterwards 
believe him to have been immortal : But even a heathen Poet fays (j^y^ If Empedocles 
eould have lived again^ he would not have done it a fecond ^ime. Epicharnius of Cos^ 
Archytas Uarenttmiy Alcm<ison oiOrotona^ Hippafus o£ Metapontziin^ Pbilolans of Crotona 
Cput to Death for affecting Tyranny) and Eudoxas of Cntdus were all zealous for Pythagoras^ 

Opinions. 

Out of this /if^/?V^ Se£l there fprang four Branches, 'vi%, the Heraclitan^ the Ehativk^ the 
tScepticki, and the Epi'cnrean. Heraclitus the Author of the firfl: was an Ephefian^ who treated 
learned Men with Contempt. When he appeared iti publickj he bewailed with Tears the 
Wickednefi and Mifery of Men : But for moft Part he retired ftokn their Society^ feeding up- 
on the Mountains on Grafs, and became a Man-hater. This Way of living threw him into a 
Droply ; which obliged him to return to the City, and tall for the Help of Phyficians, who 
not being able to cure him, he told thern that he knew more than they, and ihut himfelf up in 
an Ox-ftall, hoping that the Heat of theDung^ ihv^hi«:hhe rolled himfelfj might draw from 
him the hurtful Moifture : But he found no Benefit by the £xperlment,and died in a few Days^ 
in the fixtieth Year of his Age. He wrote a Treatife of the Univerfe, which is loft. Socra^ 
tes feeing his Book, faid it required a Delian Diver^ that is^ an Expounder of the Oraclesj 
to explain it. He afierted, ^hat Fire the Principlt of all things^ every thing is made of it a 
md win at iaft refolve into it C^) : I'be Sun is juft as big as be appears^ and is eclipfed 
^ben his hollow part is turned npwards, O rare Philofophy ! 

Xenophanes the Colophonian founded the Eleatic Sedl. He held, that Cod is One^ incorpore'^ 
aly eternal, all Sight, and all Hearings no tVay refembling Man j that the Stars are certain 
Clouds, fet on Fire when they rife, and extingii^ed when they fet, &c. Parmenides of Elea, 
Melifftis the Samian, and Ze7zo of Eled, with others, were his Scholars. 

Democritns of Ahdcra in ^race, was born in the firft Year of the eightieth Olympiad (/)^ 
that is, in the Year of the World 34.90. His Father was fo very rich> as he was able to en- 
tertain Xerxes in his Return to Afia, who to requite his Kindneis^ leit with him fotne Perfian 
Magians, of whom Democritus, when a Boy, learned theit Aftronotny and Theology. His 
Patrimony amounted to one hundred Talents, which he fpent in Travels thro' India, Egyft^ 
Ethiopia and Perfta. Upon his Return to Abdera, he read to the People his great Diacofmos^ 
the bell of his Books 5 whereupon he was acquitted from theRigout* of theLaw,which ordered 
thofe who fpent their Patritnony to be left uhburied 5 and the City prefented him with five 
hundred Talents, and erected brazen Statues to^is Honour. Then he retired to remote Pla- 
ces^ where he employed his Time in Studies, continually laughing at the Vanity of Men^ as 
.defigning a thoufand. ridiculous Things^ while he believed that all Things depended on meet 
Chance, and the fortuitous Cbncourfe of Atom3« The Abderites attributing his Retirement 
and his conftant Laughing to Madnefe, fent the famous Phyfician Hippocrates to cure him 3 
\vho after Converfe, admired his Skill inMedicinCj and in the Nature of Things, and laid he 
ivas wifer than the Abderites therafelves. At laft he died in the hundredth Year of his Age^ 
being never married. He was a Pore*-runner of Epicurus, teaching for moft Part the fam^ 
Syftem as he did aftet-wards. The Emperor Julian tells That Darius King of Perfia be- 
ing very grieved for the Lofs of his beautiful Wife, DmomY/^j offered to raife her to Life, 
providing he would write on her Totob the Names of three Perfons who had never fuffered 
any Grief or Affliction during their whole Life: But this Condition could not be performed, 

Protagoras was Gontempoi*ary with Democritus : For his Opinions about the Gods, he was 
baniihed Athens^ and bis Books burnt in the open Market-plate. Anaxarchus wsis contetxipo^ 
rary with j^/eK<^«^^r the Great, and lived at his ^Courti He was a great Enemy to NicocreoH 
King of Cyprus^ and being cafuallycaft upon the Shore of Cyprus^ after the Death of his great 
3Protedlor, Nicocreon caufed take him and pound him in a Mortar svith Iron Peftiis. 

Pyrrho an Elean, the Founder of the Sceptic Seft^ was the Son of one Pliftarcbus^ of fl rhean 
£xtra61:ion. He feems to have been born about the hundred and ErUt Olympiad, that is, about 
the Year of the World 3574. At firft he was but a forry Painter j but afterwards he applied 
himfelf to Philofophy, and attended Anaxarchus as his Mafter^ with whom he went with J-' 
Jexander the Great's Army, wherever they marched^ and had Occafion to converfe with the 
Perfian Magi and the (xymnofopbifls ot India, He introduced a new Way of Philofophifingj 
by alfertingnothingjbut leaving all Things in Sufpenfe, Hence his Doftrine was called 
tic, from its continual Infpeftion, ^nd never finding. Agreeable to his Philofophy was the 

Gourfe of his I^ife ^ for he took no Care to avoid Dangers i So that the Safety of his Perfon 

■was

a Ditch, he w*ent on without offering ro help him 5 for which his Mafter commended his Indif^ 
ference and want of Gompunttion, tho' others afgrm that thefe Things were devifed by Per- 
Ibns of no liitegrity, onPurpofe to ridicule him C^). He died in the nintieth Year of his 
Age, leaving no Writings behind him. Stmo^ a Pbilafiari embraced his Dodlrine, and pro- 
pagated the Sedlofthe Sceptics, The learned Feter Huet "Siitiop x>^ Auvrafgches;^ brings inmoft 
of the Heathen Philofophers C^) undet- this Denomination of D'ouhreys. 

The iaft of the Greek Philofophers that I ihall take particular Notice of, is Epicurtis the Soii 
'oiNeocks, He was born at Atbeiis^ in the third Year of the 109th Olympiad'^ 340 Years before 
the Birth of Chrift, but fpent moft part of his Youth at Samos^ with his Father and Brethren j 
which occafioned that of ^imon in Laertins^ That Epicurus wai the laft 0/ the Natt&ai Philo^ 
fophers that came out of Samos; There he Was a Schcolrnafterj and one of the two thoufand 
Athenians fent to Samos to fhare the Land by Lots. He began to ftudy Philbfophy about the 
fourteenth Year of his Age, but did not Creft his philofophic School at Mitylene till he waS 
thirty two Yeats old. At firft he profefled himfelf a Difciple of Democritus ^ but having after- 
wards added arid altered many things in that Syftem^ the Sedl afliimed the Title Epicurean j 
and their Mafter taught them in a pleafaht Garden which he purchafed at Athens-^ and fome- 
times retired to Meiite,^ where he had a Hbufe that belonged to his Anceftors. He iiVed ali 
his Days a Batchellor, ahd had Difciples flocking to him from all Parts bf Greec^^ And alfo from 

Afia and Egypt. His three Brethren, and Metrodorns of Ldmpfa'cum^ were his Affiftahts, and 
all lived in great Friendfhip. He is faid to have wrote above three hundred Volumes (c-)^ con- 
taining mainly his Own Thoughts^ without borrowing frbm other Authors : But all thefe are 
now loft. He was of a weakly Conftitutioh of Body j and m the fevehty fitft Yeir of his Age^ 
he died of the Gravel. The Succeflion of the Epicurean School continued J^-oin his Death t6 
the Time of ynlins Ceefaif, In Cicero^s Time this Sect was very numerous 5 and Jong after 
that, in the third and fourth Centuries of the Chriftian j^ira^ we find them fiouHfhing C^^)i 
When the Succeflion of other Greek Philofophers Was almoft extindt. Lucretius Cants, a ilo- 
wan Poet, who flourifhed while Ca/ar was Dictator, in his fix Bobks, Be rermn natura^ hath 
preferved the Syftem of Epicnms^s natural thilofophy, and hath tranfmitted the fame to Po- 

fterity in fine Latin Verfe. Peter Gajjendtis^ a Frenchman^ born in the Year bf bur Lord 

i$^z\i and who died in 1655, hath reformed, purged out many gi*ois Eri-ors out bf that Phi- 
lofophys revived it, and recommended it to the World by feveral Books whicrh hfe hath pu- 
bliftied on fchat Subject. His Inftitutio Phikfophia^ printed txEondonin i66b, now before tne^ 
might be ftill ufeful in the Schools. Mr. Charleton and others have improved it. I do hot de- 
figh to enlarge on Epicurus^s Syftetti : Thofe who define to be acquainted With it, nlay con- 
fult the Writings of Gajfeudus and Dthersj Who have managed and explained this Aifair at full 
Length and with great £xa€tnefs. I fliall only bbferve. That Epiamis ahd his Followers in^ 
fift but Vi^ry little upon the Logics j their main Bufinefs was about the Phyfics and Ethics;. 
As to the former, their darling Opinion was^ That the Univerle is compofed bf Bodies, and of 
^acHumy ot Place. A Body, according to them^ is a Magnitude, accompanied with Figui'e^ 
Solidity, Impenetrability and Grdvity : Whereas a vacuum is a Negation of all thefe. The 
Univerfe is immutablej immovable, and eternal, compofed by the yatibus Revolutions of A- 
toms ; which Notion I have refuted in the Entry of this Work, I'he feveral Phasnbmenond 
that appear in Nature, they folve by the Laws of Mattef and Mbtibn. Epibnrus's Notion 
fconcerning the divine Nature is to be detefted : tie affirms, That God is not fo much a Body^ 
as fomething like a Body, being neither troj^jitory^ generated nor perijhahley but poffeffbd of in-- 
•finite Biifs^ fo as neither to he difturh^d by Bufinefs himfelf^ hor to trouMe any otheir. But the 
abfolutely perfect God is endowed with infinite Wifdoinj and fuch an almighty Powei* as cart 
admit of no Fainting nor Weahnefs i Confequently he muft by his perfe^ Wifdbin equally 
knbw^ and by his perfeft Power equally preferve and govern all thlilgs ^ith equal Cai-fe, the 
leaft as well as the greateft. The Creatures Which God hath made fcanlibt be one Motnent in- 
dependent^ but muft depend bn their Creatorj who knows all their State and Condition^ whd 
is ever prefent with them, perfectly good and benevolent tbwards thein, and of alrhighty 
Powef to protect them, if it were othferwifej he inuft be limited ahd fcohtraitedj which is 
fcontrary to his infinite Nature 5 his Perfeftioni muft be denied, and confequently his Being : 
But nothing is Unworthy of his Cafe which he hiinfelf thought ^brthy of his Creatibn. fiut 
bf the Being, Pei-fedtibn arid Provideilte of God, I have dilcourfed at greater length in ano- 
ther Eflay As to Epicurus^'s Ethies j he Maintained, That out* gt-eat tlappinefs confiftfed 
in-Pleafure; By which I do nbt find that he meant fenfual Pleafurfei, (for Laiertius and otheir 
antienfc Writers give no Notion of £f/V«r«i as a Senfhaliftj they rather vindicate him frbni

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this Calumny) buc in the Pleafure of the Mind. Hence Epz cunts and his Followers maintain^ 
ed inviolable Friendfhip : Tho'i> alas ! none of thofe Heathens knew the fupreme Happhiefs 
of the rational Soul, confifting in the Enjoyment of God our Creator and Redeemer begun 
m this Life, and the Hopes of the complete Fruition of him in the Life to come. As to tlie 
other Parts of his Ethics^ upon the moral and fecial Vertues, I do not Itay upon them, Blef- 
fed be God, we have a more Jure word of prophecy^ which teaches us not only true and excel* 
lent Piety, but alfo more refin'd Morality than any Heathen Moralift ever advanced. 

Thefe were the chief Greek Phiiofophers before the Birth of Chrift. 1 know there were o- 
ther Pagan Philorophersj in the fecondi, third and fourth Centuries of the Chriftian Churchj 
\vhofe Lives are writ by Enuapins : They were all great Enemies to the Propagation of Chri- 
ilianitys and as fuch, 1 have confidered them in another Effay C^). They make no fuch Fi- 
gure in Hiftory as thofe already defcribed : And at prefent 1 have only undertaken to notice 
the Hiftory of Heathen Nations before the Birth of Chrift. Thofe who defire to be further 
informed of thofe later Greek Phiiofophers may confult Eufsapius ; and I find him done into 
Englijlo by an anonymous, but who feems to be a learned and judicious Author, whom fome (^) 
take to be MovSiqut de Fenelon Archbifliop of Cami;ray^ in a Book now before me, intituled, 
^be Lives of the ancient Phiiofophers^ &c. with an Appendix, containing the Lives of later 
Phiiofophers, not confined to particular Setts, taken from Eunapius^ and an Account of Wo- 
men PhilofopherSj, printed in a large O^avOj at London^ 1702. 

§ 5. I proceed now to the Affairs of Greece, Moniieur Du^pin^ in his Univerfal Library 
cf Hifiorians before jilexander the Great^ hath given us an Abftradl of the Hiftories of Hero* 
dote^ ^hncidydes and Xempho72^ where feveral Things might occur that have been already 0* 
pened : I fhall not then follow that Method^ but fhall endeavour to offer a compendious Nar- 
rative of the Lives of their great Men and chief Captains^ which will lead us into the princi- 
pal Affairs of Greece that have not been before explained. 

To begin with Tbefeus : He was the Son o^Mgeu$ King of Athens^ and o£JEthra the Daugh- 
ter of P?V>&m. Plutarch hath vote his Life, but gives no exaft Charadler to difcern the 
Time wherein he lived ^ only he tells us, that it was a little before the Wars o^Troy^ that is, 
as I fuppofe, about the Beginning of Solojuon's Reign in "fttdea. The fame Author (^) af* 
fures us, STbat all before this is only firange Sayings^ fun of monftrons Fables^ contrived by the 
Poets^ which are altogether uncertain and mofi untrue : And he compares fhefeus with Ro?nu^ 
JuSy becaufe both were Bajiards^ reported to be the Seed of the Gods , both were of ftrong BO" 
dies J the one of them built Rome, and the other Athens, the two moft noble Cities of the WorlL 
Greece was then full of Depredations and Robberies ^ but ^hefetis being grown up to a Man's 
Age, killed and drove away many of the Robbers, and freed the Country from Monfters. 
Then he went on to deliver it from foreign Slavery. The Athenians having barbaroufly mur- 
dered AndrogeuSy the Son of Minos King of Crete^ were obliged by the old King to fend a no- 
vennial, or a feptennial, or, as others, an annual Tribute of feven young Men and as many 
Virgins into Crete 5 where 'tis feid they were (hut up within a Labyrinth, in which they wan- 
dred about, till finding no Mean of Efcape, they perifhed with Hunger, or elfe were devour- 
ed by a Minotaur, a terrible Monfter, compounded of the dreadful Shapes of Man and Buili 
or, as others C*^) think, thefe young Men were given to be Slaves to one Taurus an adulte- 
rous Oilspring of Queen Pafiphae^ a great Wreftler, and commonly Victor ac the publick 
<james in that Ifland. At the Time of fending the Tribute, fbefeus was put among the Youths 
doom'd to go to Crete j where being arrived, Ariadne the Daughter of King Minos fell in love 
with him, and gave him a Clew- of Thread to conduft him through the Windings of the La- 
byrinth, by which Affiftance he efcaped out of it, having firft killed the Minotaur, or, as 0- 
thers, defeated Taurus the great Wreftler. Then he returned with his fellow Citizens 5 but 
an an Excels of Joy, fbrgat to hang out the white Sail, which Ihould have been the- Token of 
their Safety, whereupon JEgens^ who fat expedling them on the Top of a Rock,-afroon as 
their Ship came in view, with a black or mourning Sail, knowing nothing of their Succefs, 
threw himfelf headlong into the Sea, and lb made way for his Son's more early Acceffion to 
the Crown, ^hefeus^ upon his Advancement, finding it inconvenient to have his People di- 
iperfed in Villages canton'd up and down the Country, framed a Projeft to gather all the Peo- 
ple in Attica into one Town, encouraging them by the Promifes of a Commonwealth, where- 
by the Government fhould be in the Hands of the People 5 which they all agreed to. He difTol- 
ved diftindl Courts of Juftice, Council-hails and Corporations, and built one common Prytaneim 
or Council-halJ, which remained for a long Time C^. Out of the old and new City he made 
one called Athens^ ordained a common Feaft and Sacrifice to be for ever obferved,. called P^n^ 
^then^ea^ or, ^be Sacrifice of ail the united Athenians, To enlarge the City fui:t,her, he invi- 
ted all Strangers to enjoy equaf Privileges with the Natives, and then laid down his Charge,

But I find Plutarch Xvdm Ariftotle^ takes him to have lived ,5n the Time o£ IpMtus^ and 

that by his Advice the Regulations were made concerning the Olympic Games ^ and therefore 
1 conceive it likely that he Houriflied about the Beginning of the Olyinpi(id-s 5 that is, in the 
Year of the Woiid 3 1 74, the thirty eighth Year of U%%iah King of Judab. Indeed 'tis hard 
to be p'ofiti've as t:6 thofe antient Times of Greece 5 for, as Plntarcb (^) ajfo obferves^ there is 



fuch a Contrariety aiiiohg.Hiftorians, that one knows not well what to fix upoa: And if it 
was fo in PlntarcFs Days, 'tis much ii^pre io in ours, wheli mariy of the Gre^k Authors he 
had feeh are now loft, without hope of Recovery, Lycurgiis travell^cj over the Cities of Greece^ 
t^ret'e, and feveral Parts of ^fia and Jftic^ to learn Wiiciom 5 and returning to Laceda??wT^^ 
gave Laws to that Common wealthy ordering the Senate to cpnfifk of twenty eight Perfbns^ 
who \Vith the two Kings made up the Jfumber of thirty. He made an equal Dlvirion of 
the Lands among the Citizens, forbad all Coins in Gold or Silver to be current CfJ^ whereby 
he prevented Luxury, foreign Merchahdiccj Encouragements to Orators^ Lawyers, Poets, 
'an'd others 6f that kind. He appointed all the Citizens to keep a commbn Table of ordinary:

bis own ; and if Pa'/e^hs found their Children deformed^ rriif-fiaped^ lea7i or pale^ they Jhould 
throw them into a Pit^ it hht l^eihg fit for the 'Cdmmonivealtb that fuch jhould live fg^. He 
aliowed Children to fteal, if they could do it fo as hot to be difcovered. He taught the La-^ 
'icedcemomaji^ to bring hi their Pdfdhers, when drunk to exceis, into their common Hallsj that 
Children might abhor IhtemperancCj and to fihg imhiodeft Songs^ and adt ugly Dances^ un- 
fit for holieft Men. Lycnrgiis did not commit his Rules to Books, nor to any \V.ritihg j but . 
eltablilhed thehi in the Form of Government, ^ivhi'cb no Man ever before (fays Plntareb) i;;- 
^ented^ nor could the like 'ev'et after be followed. At laft, beiiig old, and having got his Laws 
authorifed by the Delphic Ofacle, he ftarved himfelf to Peath j and the Lacedamonians did 
great Honour to his Memory. 

I have difcoUrfed of Solon the Atheitian tawgiver under the Head of Philofophers (If) 5 and 
now that Republick being jjretty well eftabiiihed, did produce many noWe Captains and mili- 
tary Meni of great Valoui" and CoridUdl ; iiniong whom Miltiades the Son of Cimon^ of an e- 
minent and noble Dfefcent, deferves the firft Place. The Athenians S>eir\% to fend a Colony to 
the fhraciaiz Cberfo'nefns^ where they might meet with Oppofition C^), were adyifed by the Del^ 
pbic Oracle to employ Miltiades to toihmahd in thefexpec'itionj which he performed with fuch 
Succefs, as to bring thdt whble Country, and alfb, as He returned^ feveral liles of the Cyclades 
into fubjeftion to Athens. At that time, Darius Hyfiafpis King of Perfia bfeing highly offended 
at the Part which the Athenians aiid Eretridns had aa:ed* in burning df Sardis^ a rich City iii 45 
the Lefler Afia-^ ffene ^ great Arhiy, under the Command oT Datis the Median^ and Ar^^apher^ 
nes the Perjian^ his Brbtber*s Sdn, late Governoi" of Sardis^ giving them particular Charge 
to execute Revenge on the Athenians and P^retrians, On their Arrival in the Coafts of lonia-^ 
they drew together an Army of thfee hundred thoii&hd Men C^), with, a Fleet of fix hun- 
dred Ships i and in the Beginning df the Spring, haviiig fhipped their Army, they rendez- 
voufed their whole Fleet at Sam^s^ and thence failed to Ndkits ; where having burnt clie chief 
City in the Ifland, with all the Gfetian Temples, they fhaped their Courfe diredlly for £r^- 
tria^ and after a Siege of feveh Ddys, tbbk that City by the treacfiery of Ibme of its Inhabi- 
tants, and burnt it to the Ground, mslkihg the People they found in it Captives : Then paC- 
Cng oVer into Attica^ thby were led by tJippids^ late Tyrant of Athens^ into the Plains of Ma^^ 
Tatbon, The Athenians having little Time to prepare agaihfl fp fdrmidable an Enemy,, lent 
to Lace'damvn for Help 5 biit lione cahie ift Tlifie- Miltiades advifed them hot to confide iri 
their Walls, but to venture a Camp by Larld ; arid he being again cliofen Comfnander^ ren- 
dezvoufed teh thoufand Athenians^ with one thbufand Men from Pldtea^ and with this fmalt 
Army routed the huhierous Hoft of the Perfians^ Ih the Field of Maraibofz^ with great Slaugh- 
ter 5 forced the Remainder to retreat to their Ships, and fail back to Afia with Dilgracej hi- 
ving loft in this Expeditiori a great Number df Men Miltiades returned to Athens vvith

Victory 5 and all the Honour that was done him, was only, that the Battle of Marathon ^vas 
painted over a Porch, and he was rcprefented among the reft of the Officers encouraging his 
Men to the Fight (<^). After this the Athenians gave Miltiades a Fleet of feventy Gallies 
to make War on thofe Ifles who had a/lifted the Ferfians. With this Force he punifhed fonie' 
made others fubmit, and belieged the chief City of the Ifland Paros^ for refuiing the Terms of 
Peace that were offered. While he was carrying on this Siege, a great Fire was feen in the 
Nighc-time in a Wood on the neighbouring Land, which being miftaken for the Perfian Fleet 
coming to alUft the Parians^ Miltiades burnt his Machines employed in the Siege, and fail- 
ed off. Upon his Return, the Athenians accufed him of Treachery. His Brother defended 
his Caufe, himfelf being then fick of ibme Wounds he had got : And the' he was acquit from 
a Sentence of Death, yet he was fined in fifty Talents, that is, about thirty thoufand Crowns j 
which he being unable to pay, was caft in Prifon, where he died. Perhaps the Athenians 
feared that the Reputation he had gained by the Vidlory at Marathon might encourage him 
to affedt Sovereignty over their City, which they took care to prevent : But this was a bad 
Requital for fo fignal Services. 

The next famous Grfi^i^w Captain who comes on the Field, \s ^heinzftocles ^ a Man more 
renowned for his Vertue than for his Birth. He was fb wild in his Youth, that his Father dif- 
inherited him C^) ; but inftead of daunting, this did rather raife his Wit and Courage ; For 
he gave early Difcoveries of his great Genius even when a Boy at School (c\ and when a 
Youth at the Battle of Marathon. Soon after this, he was often employed to judge private 
Affairs i and his Advice wasalfo taken about the publick Safety, becaufe he was found to have 

a great Dexterity, both in Contrivance and Execution. Being created Praetor for managing 
the War againft Corcyra^ he rendred the Athenians not only fit for that, but alfo for future 

Expeditions, by putting them on building a Fleet of a hundred Ships, out of the publick Stock 
arifing from the Silver Mines, formerly diftributed among the People. By this Fleet they 
cleared the acJjacenc Seas of Pirates, and rendred Commerce lafe. But a greater Cloud was 
gathering againft Greece : For Darius Hyftafpis not having been able to the Day of his Death 
to execute his Revenge on the Athenians^ for the Hand they had in the Burning of Sardis^ 
and for the Affront he had fuftained by them at the Battle of Marathon^ left this to be perfor- 
med by Xerxes^ his Son and SuccelTor 5 who entred into a League with the Cart hagimans, 
whereby it was agreed, ^hat while the Perfians invaded Greece, the Carthaginians flsouldfall 
on all thofe who were of the Grecian Name in Sicily aitd Italy, that thereby they might be divetU 
ed from helping one another. The Carthaginians made Choice of Hamilcar to be their Gene- 
ral 5 who raifed what Forces he could in Africa ; and with the Money remitted to him by 
Xerxes^ hired others out of Spain^ Gaul and Italy^ to prolecute the Defign of the League, 
to the Number of three hundred thoufand Men with a proportionable Fleet. Thus 
Kc-J, as foretold by Daniel^ by his firenth and great riches^ fiirred up (almoft all the known 
World) againft the realm of Qrecia ^ and in the Tenth Year of his Reign, . which was the 
^Ant, c. Tenth after the Battle of Marathon^ fet out from Siifa to begin the War j and having marched 
48i« as far as Sardis^ wintered there (/'). Early next Spring he fet out for the Hellejponty over 
which two Bridges of Boats being laid, one for his Army and the other for his Carriages, he 
paffed over in feven Days. Thence marching to Dorifcns^ at the Mouth of the River Hebrus 
in 3'hrace^ he encamped his Army, ordering his Fleet to attend on the adjacent Shore j where 
he took Account of both. At the fame Time he wept on the Thoughts that in lefs than one 
hundred Years all thefe muft be gone C^). His Land Army on the Mufter was found to be 
One Million feven hundred thoufand Foot, and fourfcore thoufand Horfe (h\ befides Chari- 
ots and Camels, which might make twenty thoufand more. His Fleet con£fled of twelve 
hundred and feven Ships of the Line of Battle, befides GaIlies,Tranfports,Vi^lualIer3,and other 
Ships, which were three thoufand more ^ on board of which were reckoned five hundred fix- 
teen thoufand fix hundred and ten Men. After paffing the Hellefponty the Nations on this 
Side, that fubmitted to him, added to his Land Army three hundred thoufand Men and 
two hundred and twenty Ships to his Fleet, on board of which were 24,000 Men 5 all 
which being put together, make up two Millions, fix hundred and twenty thoufand^ fix hun- 
dred and ten 5 and^the Servants, Eunuchs, Whores, Women, Sutlers, and fuch other People 
as followed the Camp, may be computed to no lefs than as many more. So that the whole 
Number of Perfons of all Sorts that followed Xerxes in this Expedition, feem to be no lefi 
than five Millions. This is Herodote^s Account of them 5 Plutarch (i) and Ifocrates Qk) agree 
with him ; Diodorus Siculus Pliny (jn)^ Milan (n% and others fall much fhort of this 
Number. But Herodote being the moft ancient Author who hath written on this War, and 
having lived in the Age wherein It happened, and treated of it with more exaftnefs than any 

other, his Computation feemeth moft likely to be true j efpecially, fince it is the general Opi- 
nion

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nion of gll the Ancients, that this w^s the greatcft Army that ever was brought into the Field ^ 
tho' at the fame Time I own, that Herodote tells odd ftraiige Stories about it ; as that they 
digged thro* Mount Atbos^ drank Rivers dry, and that when the Sea broke fome oi^ Xerxes' s 
Bridges, and drowned fome of his Ships by a Teinpeft, he commanded to fcourge the ftormy 
Waves. All yielded to the Ferfian^ till he came to the Streights o^i Therinofyl<x where 
nidas^ King of the Lacedemonians^ with three hundred Spartans^ and as many Greeks as made 
up a Body of four thoufand Men, defended the Pals againft him. For two Days they made 
it good againft all the numerous Army of the Enemy, repulfing them in every Aflault with a 
great Slaughter j but on the third Day, being ready to be furrounded by the Perfians^ thro' 
the Treachery of a certain Greck^ whom Diodoriis Sicnlus Qa") calls ^racbimis^ but Herodote 
(F) names him Epialtes-^ who led them by a fecret Way over the Mountains to fall on his 
Countrymen in the Rear, the greater Part of the Greeks retired, fave Leomdas with his 
three hundred Spartam, and a few others, who chufed rather to die than defertchem : Thelb 
refolutely abiding by their Poft they had undertaken to defend^ were at lengtJi ail llain upon 
the Spot. But the Perfians paid dear for this Victory, having loft in gaining of it twenty 
thoufand of their Men 5 and among them two Brothers o£ Xerxes^ named jibrocomes and lly^ 
peranthes. 

After this Xerxes entred thro' Boootia Into Attica^ having fpent in his March (c\ lince 
he paft the HeUefpont^ four Months, deftroying moft Places in his Way, and particularly all 
the Grecian Temples. The Athenians not being able to defend themfelves againft fo great x 
Force, deferred their City, putting all their Men and befl Effefts aboard their Fleet, and fe- 
curing their Wives and Children in Salamis^ ^gina and i^ra^ene which by the Sea inter- 
vening, were out of the Reach of the Enemy : So that on Xerxes^s coming, he was Mafter of 
Athens •s^ithoMt Oppofition. In the mean time ^hemiftocles^ Admiral of the Athe^iians^ ha- 
ving perfwaded them, by pretending an Oracle, to i*ave themfelves in Walls of Wood j and 
the Perjian and Grm^7» Fleets lying near each other at Arte mijzum above Eubisa^ had feveral 
Encounters with one another, in each of which the Grecians had the Advantage, their Ships 
being low built, fnug C^), and more fit for the War than thofe of the Perfians. Thcfe Ad- 
vantages ferved to flicw, that the Enemy was not invincible. But the Athenians having their 

Ships ihattered, they were obliged to come into the Streights o^Salamis to refit 5 where they 
were reinforced by Ships fent from other Parts of Greece to their Afiiftance, till at length they 
made up a Fleet of above three hundred Sail. The Streights of Salamis was the moft advan- 
tageous Place for the Greek Fleet to fight the numerous Ships of the Enemy i for the Perfians^ 
by Reafon of the Narrownefs of that Sea, not being able to extend their Front beyond that of 
the GreekSy could there have no Advantage from their Numbers j but the* their Fleet was 
four Times as great, muft in that Place light upon equal Terms : Which 3'hemifiocles having 
wifely obferved, did by his Prudence and Dexterity bring it to pafs, that there it came to a 
Battle between them , wherein the Grecians^ by the Advantage of the Place, gained the Vi- 
ctory, and gave their Enemies fuch an Overthrow, as wholly dafhed all the Defignsof this pro- 
digious Expedition ; which was one of the greateft, both for Expence and Number of iVfen^ 
that ever was undertaken : For they having deftroyed two hundred of the Perfian Ships, befides 
thefe which they took, the reft fled away to the Afian Coaft, and having fet in at Cyma C0> 
a City of JEolia^ they there laid up for the Winter, and never came again into Greece. And 
Xerxes being frightned with an Apprehenfion that the Conquerors would fail to the Hellefpont^ 
demolifh his Bridge of Boats, and obftrudl his Return, (which ^hemiftocles of Defign caufed 
C/) be told him; fled with all Hafte and Precipitation. Having left Mardonius with three 
hundred thoufand Men to carry on the War in Greece^ who were afterwards defeated in the 
Battle of Platea^ as fhali be narrated in the Life Patifanias^ the King himfelf marched back 
with the reft to Sardis^ and there took up his Winter-quarters for the enfuing Year. And it 
is remarkable, that at his coming to the Hellefpont^ finding the Bridge of Boats which he had 
left there broken by Storms, he who had paft over that Sea but a few Months before with fuch 
Pomp and Pride, was forced to repafs it in a poor Filhcr-boat in great Diftrefs ( j;). 

About the fame Time the Carthagiitians^ then confederated with the Perfians^ met with as 
great an Overthrow in Sicily ; for Hamilcar their General tranlported his numerous Army in 
two thoufand Ships 5 and having landed them at Panormns a Port in Sicily^ laid Siege to Hi- 
mera. Gelo was then King of Sicily^ a Prince of great Wifclom, Conduct and Valour, who 
haying drawn together an Army of fifty thoufand Foot, and five thoufand Horfe, marched a-; 
gainft the Enemy. Finding by intercepted Letters that Hamilcar was to celebrate a Feaft to 
Neptune With his Marines next Morning, and had ordered his Selinnntine Horfe then to wait 
on him, Gelo fent in a Party of his own Hprfe, who being received for Selinuntfnes, firft 
flew Hamilcar^ and then fet his Fleet on Fire. Having Notice of the Succefs C^) of this Strata- 
, ' D d d d 2 gem 
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gem by an appointed Signal, he gave the Enemy Battle. In the Time of the Adtion, the 
C^rr,^?^agi«2^«j feeing their Fleet on Fire 5 and a Mellehgfer at the lame Time trihging them 
Account of the Death "of theii' General, they were £b confounded that they were foon put to 
the Rout, and Gel'o fleW of them One hundred and fifty thbufand, and took as many ti ironers 
as he pleafed. The Defeat was fo entirej that few returned to cari-y the difmal News tb Qay^ 
'thage : And it happened that the fame Day Lepm'das waS flairi iit ^hermopylcs. 

When the War with Xersces was ended Tbemifipcles took Care tb rebuild the Walls of 
the72S^ and to hiake their PircceiMumdrQ fcoilveni^ht Portthaii formerly. Butjby (advancing 
the Interefi: cif the 'Athe fit art's ^ - he drew Upori himfelf the bitter Enmity of the Lacedemonians 
who were jealous of the flourifhirig of their nvai State; And at laft they prevailed to have 
3him bariiihed fbt- five C^) Years by an 0/?r^?^//}?/, wJiiich was a Way whereby the Athcmans^ 
forfeeurihg their Liberty, ufed to fuppi-efe thofe -^ho vVere of great Power. He went to Ar~ 
gos ; arid the l/^2£^^^mo»/^f/j taking the Advantage of his Abfence, prefehted an Acciafatioh a- 
gainft him before the general Council of Greece^ then rnet at Sparta, He not daring to truft 
his Cauf6 where his Ehismies prevailed, retired firft td Admetus King of the MoloJJians^ thence 
to Cyma in the leller ^fia ; where hearing that Xerxes hsid put a Price of two hundred Ta- 
lents oil his Head, which amounts to 3^500 ft^^^- ^nd fearliig that fome body or other 
would hunt for the Reward, to avoid this Danger, he fconv^yed himfelf to SiiJ'a in a clofe 
Chariot 5 where being introduced by ArtabajUts into the Prefence of Xerxes^ he frankly told 
that he was ^hemiftocies the Atbenidu ; and tho' he had done the King great iHurc in the Wars, 
yet he had in many things alfo ferved him 5 particularly by hindering the Greeks after the 
Battle of ^^/7;^i7i/from pUrfuing him, td obftrtidl: his Retreat over the HeliefpoJit j for which 
he was now driven out df his dwri Country, and had fled to hitn foi* Refuge. Xerxes at firft 
laid nothing to him^ but wis \vfell jsleafed to fee fo gt^eat a Man as Hbemifiod'es come to him 
for Protection. At the hext Audience the King told he owed him two hundred Talents, the 
Price fet on his Head, and defired to hear him concel'ning the Affairs 6^ Greece but heexcufed 
himfelf till he had learned the Perfian Language^ that he might fpfeak without an Ihterprerer^ 
"%'hich in a Year*s Time he attained, and grew ib far in the King's Favour, that he afUgi^eci 
him in Equipage and Servants, with the yearly Revfenufe of threfe Cities, Magjiefiay Myrns 
Lampfaciis^ fbr his Maintenance, amounting td one hbndrdd and fifty Talents a-year, which 
is little Icfs than thirty thoufand Pounds Sterlwg, Here he lived in a fplendid Manner till 
the Death of Xerxes^ arid for fdnri6 ^ears of the keign of Artaxerxes hongtmanus his Son; 
At laft Artaxerxes ordered ^bemiftocleS to tommand an Expedition againft the AtMmans, 
He not knowing how to refufe the Ofders of a Prince to whom he \vas fb much obliged, 
iihd being alfo unwilHiig to bring d War upon his own Country, invited his Friends together 
to an Entertainment j and having facHficed a Bull, drank a large Draught of his Blood, and 
fo died, in the fixty fifth Year of his Age (t>\ before our Saviour^s Birth 458 Years. Corned 
lins Nopos (0, from ^bncidydes^ fays that he died of Sicknefs i but the above Account, given 
"by Plutarch^ is as generally gone into by Hiftoriaris. 

Ariftid'es^ the Son of Lyfimacbns the Atbeniau^ ivas cOhterhpof-ary %vith ^heinifiocles, or a 
little elder than lie i fovAriftidcs was Archon or Mayof* of Atbens^ at the Time of the Battle 
of Marathon (i^), whgn thfe forlnet \i^as Only a Youth. He has the Charaftef of an impartial 
and very juft Man, both in publick and private Affairs. ^hemifioblBs wds hid cohftarit Enemy^ 
and prevailed fo far, as to have him banifhed Athens by ah Oftraciftn fof" ten Years. Tlie 
Manner of inflifting this Cenfure was thus : The Body of the People wrote the Perfon*s Name 
they had a mind to condemn <>n a Shell, and" threw thofe Shells into a railed Place of the 
Street appointed for that Ule : The Magiftrates counting the Shells ; if they found the f*er- 
fon complaint of had fix thoufand Votes of the Citiiiend againft him, by his Name marked 
on thofe Shells, then lie was declared ai banilhed Man by Sound of Trumpet. But Xerxei 
having invaded Greece three Years after Ariftides^s Banilhment, the Athenians fbund it necef- 
fary to recall him ^ and indeed he proved a very ufefiil Citizen to them during the whole Times 
of that War ; Por he was a faithful Counfelior and Affiftiint to thmifiocles at the Sea-fighc 
in the Streights of Salainis^ and had the Command of the Aiheiiiaiz Arrhy in the Battle of 
Platcea 5 where his Authority, Equity and Conduit did help to compofe and prevent Diffeten- 
ces among the Grecians^ and did not a little contribute to that great Vidtory. Notwitihftand- 
ing his ptablick Employments, he was fo poor, that he was buried at the publick Charge 5 and 
the Athenians took care fo marry his Daughters, and to give his Son a Maintenance. He 
died four Years after ^hemiftocles' s Banilhment CO- 

Paufanias King of Lacedcemon flourilhed about the lame Tim^ with ttbemiftocles and Ari-* 
fiides. The moft memorable Action of his Life, was while General of the confederate Army 
of Greece againft the Perfians at the Battle of Plataa, On Xerxes^s Departure out of Gteete^ 

'Ant. c. aij-er his Fleet was defeat in Che Stfexghts of Salamis^ he left Mardohuis his Lieutenant to car*

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Mardolmis having wintered his Arniv in ^ber- 



jaly kr\^ Matedqnia-^ early next Spring Inarched with it into IBmtia, From hence he fenc 
Alexander King of Macedcn to ^Athens with Propofals df Accommodation^ < 



(i^Perfia's Name to rebuild at his Ghai^es whatever had been burnt or demolilhed in Attic^ 
the former Year C^)i and to permit them tb live according to their own Laws. But the^- 
ffjeniam could not be induced at any rate to defert. the Intcreft of Greece^ nor to make a 
League \Vith the Barbarians, who had demolifhed and.burnt the Temples of their Deities Cb') - 
^nd therefore refufed to hearken to their Propofals. WhereUpon Mardofzius beinc enrai^ed 
marchecl with all his Army into Attica^ deftrbying every thing wherever he came -lind en! 

tVing ftajiding after .the forriier Year's 

Devaftation : For thfe Athmrans not bemg ftrong enough .to refift iuch a iTorrenr; had for a 
fecond Time withdrawn to Saiatiiis^ '^gtna and ^r^a^;/^, and left their own City empty In 
the mean time the joint Forces of all Greece being drawn up at the Jfibmu^ o£ Cormt b Mar^- 
domns thought fit to march back again to Bce'otia : Fbr that being an open level Country was 
by far fitcer for him tb fight in than Auica ^ which beihg rough, craggy- and full of Hilfs and 
Defiles, toUld nbt aflbrd him room, to draw up his numerous Forces^ nor Ground proper for 
his Cavalry. Befidesj if he fhould be put tb the worfe in Attica^ he feared his whole Arm v 
Avouid be cut off before they could pafs the Streights of 3'bermopyla. The Greeks marched 
arfccr him> under the Command of Pmtfamas and Ariftedes: They confiO-ed of a hundred and 
twenty thoufand M6n, and the Perfians of three hundred ^nd fifty thoufand, faith Herodcte (dy 
of five hundred thoufandj Hiys Diodorus Siculm (^). Maydonius finding himfclf ftrakned for 
Provifibns tb fo great an Army, refolved to fight.next Day 5 which was intimate to Panfafrar 
General of the Grveks., in the Nights-time^ by Aie^sander ,¥img of Macedon^ one bf Alexai^d^r 
the Great's Predecefibrs (fX So both Sides prepared for a decifive Battle 5 in which Mar^ 
donitis was flain, and the Perfian Army cut in Pieces. Plutarch (g) fays^ That the Greeks 
loft dnly thirteen hundred and fixty Men, and that the Battle was fought on the. fourth Day of 
the Motith BoUiromton^ which correfponds with our July. But as to the Perfians only Ar^ 
tabazui-^ whb was aware bf the Erent, from the ill Conduft he had obferved in Mardomul- 
ifiiade an early Efcape with foi-ty thoufand Men he commanded C>^) ; and by his Speed out * 
Inarching the Fdmt of the Deteat^ got fafe to Byxaritium^ and there pafled over into Afia' 
Befides thefe, nbt four fhoufand (0 bf all the reft efcaped the dreadful Carnage of that Day' 
but wet-e all flain or cut in Pieces. Their rich Tentsj the Utenfils of their Table^ made of 
Silver and Gold^ their Baggage and Treafures were all taken by the Greeks (k^ : And thid 
quite delivered them from all further Invafions bf that People ^ for from that Time a Perfiau 
Array \Va5 never more feen on this Side the Hellefpotst: 

On the fame Day the naval Fortes of thfc Greeks if) got a m^morsiye Viftory over the Re-^ 
ihainder of the Perfian Fleet in Afia : For the Greeks being rendezvoufed at ^gma under 
the Command bf Lentyvbides the Lacedernvman^ and Xaittippus the Athenzan^ there came to 
them ArtibafTadors from the Imians^ to invite them to delivei; tYiOi Greek Cities in Afia- and 
acquainting them ilfoj that the Perfi.an Fleet was then tzitSamos^ and might there feafily bfe de- 
ftroyed., Whereupon the Grecian Fleet, eonfifting of two hundred and fi£iy Sail, fteered to- 
ward Samos ipt), The-Perfians hearing of their Approachj retired to Mycale^ a Promontory 
cin the Continent of Afia;^ and there drew their Ships on Land, fortifying them with a flrong 
Rampart. The Greeks following them^ by the Affiftante .of the lonians vdnqui/hed their Ai^ 
my at Land;, deiftroying forty thoufand Men 5 tobk their Rampart,, and burnt ail their Shlpsi 
Here ends the Hillory of Herodotus^ and here endeth all the , great Defigns of Xerxes againfb 
Greece, in a great Difappointtnent. And hereby we have a fignal Inftance^ that whatever the 
Pride of Man may defign, br the Power bf Man think to efreftj ^tis ftiii, the Providence of 
God that governech the World j and turnech ail the. Affairs. thereof whdt Way foever he plea- 
fethi After thh Battle iit Mycahi^ the Grecian Fleet failed tb the H€mfpo7it^ to feize the 
Bridges Xerxes had laid over thofe Streights : But they .found them all broken by Storms. 
Then Lentycbides with the Lacedemonians failed home ^ but Xantippu^^ With the Atbenianl 
and Allies of loma^ made themfeives Matters Ki£SBfittS and of the Tbracian Cberfonefus. where 
they took much Spoil and many Prifoners ^ and finding the Materials of Xerxes'^ Bridge ac 
Cardta^ they carried Part of the fame with them to Atbeiis^ as a Memorial of their yidlpries ^ 
dnd after this they failed to Cypms^ V?herfe they freed feveral Grecian Cities from the PerfiM 
Yoke- 

Paufanids afcribing to himfelf the Hdiiobr bf the great Viftory at Plaiea^ became exceed-, 
ing infolent; and having taken feveral Perfians bf , eminent jvloce^ fome of the Kindred of 
Kernes^ Priloners at By%antiiim^ he entred into a Treaty with them to betray Greece Qi\ upon 
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Condition Xerxes would give him one of his Daughters in Marriage 5 which being agreed to 
by Xerxes, Paufanzas. took on him to live after another Rate than fortnerly, affe^ing the 
Grandeur of the Perfians^ and carrying himfelf haughtily to his Allies 5 which they not being 
able to bear, put themfelves under the Athenians j who thus gained the Command at Sea,which 
they held for many Years. The Lacedemonians having received an Account of thefe Mif, 
tarriages, depofed P an fa^zi as ivom his Command ; and recalling him home, tut him under a 
Pine and publick Cenfure. Notwithftanding this^ next Year he went again to the Beliefs 
without any Commiflion, in a hired Ship, pretending to ferve as a Volunteer againft the 
. Ferfians^ but really to carry on his treafonable Defigns with Artaba%us, Whereupon the Atbe^ 
niam accufed him, and drove him thence. The Lacedemonians fummoned him home by a 
■publick Officer 5 and upon his Return one of the Epbori would have made him Prifoner, buc 
he fled to the Temple of Minerva^ where they immured Qi) and put him to Death, in the Year 

475 before the Birth of Chrift. 

About this Time Cimo7: the Son of Miltiades did notable. Services to the AihenzaHs. ^Jig 

Mother's Name Hegefipyle^ Daughter oiOlorits ; which Olorus was Father to ^bucydzdes- 
theHiftorianC^. His 'Boithcv Miltiades died in Prifon, as we have already heard (0> and 
his Son Cimo?z being alfo detained there till he .paid his Father's Fines which he was unable to 
do, he was relieved in this Manner : JS/;)/;/zV^, dmoH^s Sifter and Wife (fuch Marriages of 
Children born of the fame Father being then ufual among the Atheniaizs ( J, being asked in 
Marriage by Callias a rich Man, who had gained immenfe Treafures by the Metal Mines, 
\vith an Offer to pay the Sum for which her Husband was detained, fhe embraced the Offer, 
for fhe could not bear it, that the Son of the famous Miltiades Ihould languifh in a publick Pri- 
fon. Cimon being thus fet at Liberty, by his Eloquence and great Wifdom foon got into 
publick Employments, and being well acquainted with the Politicks o£Atbezzs^ and expert in 
military Affairs, he became very confiderable both among the Citizens and Soldiers. About nine 
Years after Xerxes had fled from Greece fiimon commanding an Athenian Fleet, conquered Eion^ 
on the River Strymou^ with fome other Parts o^'l^^brace^ and then took the Ifles Seyms and 
Naxns^ which had revolted. While they were affaulting the laft of tht^Q^^bemiftocles pafled 
5*«f. C. by them CO5 as he fled to Afia^ and with Difficulty efcaped falling into their Hands* The 
^1®- next Year O'?«o« failing from At be f zs vjkh a Fleet of two. hundred Sail, paiTed over into the 
Coaftof AJia^ where being reinforced with a hundred Sail more, he took the maritime Towns 
ofCaria and Lycia^ driving the Perfiajis out of all the Cities they were poffelfed of in thefe 
Parts 5 and then hearing that his Enemies had a great Fleet oathe Coafts oi Pamphyliay and 
v^ere drawing down a confiderable Army by Land for fome Expedition, he haftned thither 
with two hundred and fifty Sail of his belt Ships in queft of them 5 and finding their, Fleet of 
three hundred and fifty Sail at>Anchor in the Mouth of the River .Etirymedon^ and their Land 
Army encamped on the Shore hard by, he firft affaulted their Fleet j which being put to the 
Rout, and having no other Way to flee but uptheRiver^ they were all taken with twenty thou- 
fand Men in them. While his Forces were thus fiufhed with Succefs (7^, he put them a/here^ 
and fell on their Land-Army, which he overthrew with a great . Slaughter, whereby he got 
two great Victories on the fame Day; and having got Information that thefe ^ve^e eighty 
more Phosnician Ships coming to join the Perfian Fleet, he furprifed. them In the Harbour be- 
fore they had any notice of the iate Defeat of their Friends^ and deftroyed every one of them* 
Then Cimozz returned Home in great Triumph, and very much enriched and adorned Atbens 
with the Spoils got in this fuccefsful Expedition. The next Year he failed to the Hellefpoitt^ 
where falling on the Perfians^ who had taken Polfeffion x)a& ^bracidn Cberfonefus^ he drove 
them out thence, fubje^ting that Country to the Athenians, the* he had as good a Title to it 
himfelf, as being the Principality that belonged to his Father Miltiades. After this he fub- 
dued the ftbafiazzs^ who had revolted from the Athenians j and landing his Army on the 
oppofite Shore of ^hrace^ he feized all the Gold Mines on thefe Coafts^ and brought, under 
. him all that Country as far asMacedon^ which he might alfo have gained, if he had purfued 
- his Opportunity 5 for omitting of which he was condemned by the Ofiracifm sit Atbens into 
Baniriiment for ten Years, as many great Men had been before him. But a War being like 
to arife between the hacedemozzi azis and the AthenianSy the latter found it neceffary to recal 
Cimon^ in the fifth Year of his Baniftiment (g)- And indeed he did them fignal Services 5 
he fettled a- Peace between thefe two Cities for five Years-: And being fent to command in an 
Expedition againft Cyprus^ after he had reduced a great Fart of that Ifland, he died there at 
Cztizm, He was a Man who had acquired confiderable Riches, but was very charitable in the 
ufe of them ; for he kept an open Table, clothed the naked, fed the poor, allowed them to 
pluck Q?) the Fruits in his own Inclofures, and fometimes buried them at his own Charges. 

Pericles, contemporary with Cimon, was a noble Athenian, the Son of Xantippus and A' 
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^arifta^ a great Captain, a wife Man, and a good Orator. To fatisfy "his Inclination for Lear- 
ning, heftudied Philofophy under Zeno and AnascagoraSy and was a great Proficient. Porfonae 
Time he declined to meddle in the Affairs of State or War. But after Ariftides was dead, 
0jemiftocles had fled into Ferfia^ and 0"»^d» was'imployed in the Wars abroad C^), then he 
began to manage publick Affairs, but fo cautioufly, as to court the Favour of the common 
People, for fear of the Oftracifm, When he appeared in the Pulpit to make any 
Oration to the People, he delivered what he had diligently prepared, in which he was very 
elaborate 5 but all his Speeches are now loft* He was a defclared Enemy to ^thitcy^ 
dides the Hiftorian^ and to Gimon the famous Captain of the Athenian Fleet and For- 
ces, and was a main Inflt-ument in the Banifhment of both j yet was willing to recal the 
latter, when the Exigency of the State required it. In Times of Peace he encouraged pu- 
blick Games and Feafts, lent Colonies abroad, and made fumptuous Buildings at ^^^i?;^^ : But 
is blamed for plunging Athens into the Pelopofjnefian War, to prevent his being called to Ac- 
count for a great Sum expended on publick Works. However, having got the Command of 
the Army, he obtained a Victory over the Sicyonians^ plundered Acarnaniay made a War up- 
on the SamianSy and took their City after a Siege of nine Months, where Arteinon an Engi- 
neer, who was lame of a Leg, invented the firft battering Ram. When the Plague broke out 
at Athens the People began to quarrel with him 5 and to divert them, he undertook an Expedi- 
tion againft Epidaurum 5 which proving unfortunate, they laid all the Blame upon their Lea- 
der, and fined him in fifteen, orj as others fay, in fifty Talents, and laid him aiide from pubiick 
Bufinefs 5 but foon found Reafon to defire hiin to refume It, At laft he had the Mortification 
to fee feverals of his beft Friends and his own Children die of the Peftilence ^ and he himfelf 

was infeftedalfo, and died in the Beginning of the ti^ty eUghth Olympiad^ 428 Years before 
the Birth of Cbrift. 

TChe Pelopo7ineJian War^ wherein all Pe^oponn^fus^ahd efpecMly the Lacede7nonianSy combined 
againft the Athenians^ began in the eighty feventh Olympiad^ in the Year from the Creatioa 
of the World 3519, before the Birth of Chrift 431, three Years before Pericles^s Death, and 
continued twenty feven Years. Stkicydides and Xemphon^ two of the beft Hiftorians Greece 
ever produced, have adorned it by their Writings, It was now about fifty Years lince 
X(?>;^w departed out of Grtfe^Ti?, during which Time the Athenians had grown very powerful 
by Sea and.Land, at Home and Abroad. This made their Neighbours jealous of them, and en- 
ter into an Alliance to humble them. I do not defign to give all the Events of this War, but 
only to offer a fhdrt Actount of the Lives of the principal Captains concerned in it. 

To begin with Nicias the Son of Niceratus he was a very wealthy Athefzian^hnt timorous, 
who got himfelf into confiderable Offites among his Citizens, about the Time of Pericles^s 
Death. Being General of their Army, he took the Ifle of Cytbera from the Lacedemonians 
ib\ and from thence molefted their Coaft. He recovered feveral Cities that had revolted 
from thid Athenians in Thrace^ took the Ifle Minoa and Nicaa^ defeated the Corinthians ^ and 
would have concluded a Peace, but was difappointed by Clean and Brafidas, However, in the 
tenth Year ofthe War^ he got a Peace concluded between the Athenians and Lacedemonians 
for fifty Years j which is commonly called the Ptf^<?^ o/iVifVm. But this Treaty, as many o- 
thers lince, was not duly obferved ^ the War revived in a few Years. The, Athenians being 
jealous of the Power of their great Men, defigned by the Oftracifm to banilh either Nicias^ Al^ 
cibiadeSy or Pbaaoa, But thefe three managed the Matter fo cunningly, that the Votes fell 
upon an obfcure Fellow, one Hyperbolus^ which ruined the Reputation of the Ofiracifm^ fo 
ias it was not afterwards ufed. When the War kindled up again, the Athenians^ moved by 
AkibiadeSy refolved on an Expedition againft Sicily^ to add that Ifland to their Conquefts ; but 
they did not well cpnfider the Force requifite to effedtuate that End. Tho' Nicias with all his 
Eloquence difwaded the Defign, yet they intrufted him with the Command. In executing 
whereof, he landed his Men, laid Siege to Syracufcy and obtained feveral Advantages- But up- 
pon the Arrival of Gytippus the LacedemoniafZy to conduft the Sicilians^ the good Fortune of 
Nicias began to chmgQ, The indeed, at his Defire, fent hini a confiderable Re- 

inforcement, of about eight thoufand Men, under the Command of one DemoJiheneSy whofe 
Rafhnefs helped to ruin the whole Affair : For Demoffihenes^ Men, with himfelf \vere taken 
Prifonersj and being fick, and his Army diftreffed for want of Pi-ovifions, were alfo o- 

vercome- The Sicilians ufed the Prifoners very barbaroufly, which made Nicias and Bemo^ 
fihenes both to kill themfelves 5 and almoft none of the Athenians ever returned to their own 
native Country. Plutarch compares this Overthow to that oi Marcus Crajfus with the Komafz 
Army in Partbia, This Calamity happened to the Athenians in the nineteenth Year of the Pe^ 
loponnejian War. 

Alcibiades the Son of CliniaSy was of an ancient Houfe amon^ the Athenians^ a very come- 
ly Perfon, but given to his Pleafures, a Scholar, and favourite ofSocrateSy eloquent, and who 
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made a fine Appearance at the 'Oly'rapick Games. When he came to aft a Part in the Com-, 
^onwealth, he fooh prevailed to have the Peace made by Nidas broken, to get himfelf cho- 
fen General, and to gain the j^rglves^ 'Eleans and Marithieahs to join in Ledgtie to fupport 
the :i^th'ej2itiii Intereft C^), and to give Orders for fortifying Jthehs by Sea ahdi.ahd. Being 
thofeh CO command in the Expedition ^gdlnft Sicily^ in Conjundtioh with ISJi'cias aihd Lama^ 
cbuSy he went 5 but being accufed for- breakirig the Images o£ Mercury ^ profaning the ikcred 
iMylleries, and ridiculing the GoddeflesC^w and Proferpzna^ he was foon recdliedi and find* 
ingthe Charge like to be proved againO: himj he cbncealed himfelf, and was condemned in Ab^ 
fence, had his Goods cbnfifcaced, and the Priefts and religious Wortibn were ajDpdinted to 
fcurie hini. Whereon he retired to Sparta% where he cbhformed himfelf to the Laws oFLycur^ 
gns ^ for Chamaelebn-like he could turn himfelf into any Shape. While he was there, head- 
vifed the Latedemoniaits to court ah Alliance \(rith the Ring P^rfia^ and perfwaded Ionia to 
revoR from t\\QAthe7zid7is. During the Cdurfe of the Pelopomefidn War^ bdth Parties had en- 
deavoured to engage the Perfla?2 to their Side * But the Policy of the Pi^rjiah was foihetimes t6 
help the one and fometimes the other, that the Matter being eqlially ballanced between thein, 
neither n^jght be atJjeifure to trouble that Empitky which had been fo long Enemies to both. 
'^::u c. ^" '^^^^ twentieth Year of the Wdr^ Darius Nothns th&n King of PerJIa, obferving the 

\'iz ' thenians lb have the! Afcendant, efpetially on the Jfian Coifts, where they highly provoked 
hay. iiTo-him, he entred intban Alliance with the Lacedemonians againft thfem, v/hith was treated of 
m> 11, jjy ^iffapbtrms (b\ and at laft agreed to by both Parties 5 Whereby th^iPerJiaiis wei-e obliged 

tofurnifii to the Laced'emdssians large Subfidifcsfor their Fleet, and the Lac^edemmiahs inConfi- 
deration thereof, yielded that the PerfiaH fhould have all thele Countries and Cities, which he 
Or his Ahceftorshad at any Time pofieffed j which was afterwards hmited to the Afian Provin- 
ces. To return to Alcibiades : Notwithftanding the Services he did to the Lacedemonians^ hei 
Ibiind they did not truft him^ and that King-%/.y had a particular Quairel with him for de^ 
bauching hi3 Wife 5 and therefore apprehending himfelf to be in Danger among them, he put 
himfelf Under the Prote<5lion of TiJJ'apberhes^ Governor of the LefTef Afia ^ where he lived afl 
iinagnificently as the Perfiani theinleives. But hearing of the Misfortunes of his dear Cbuntry*^ 
inen the Atheniam^ by their Ldfs of Nicias and his Army in Sicily^ ahd feveral other Waysj 
he pitied their Cafe , and they finding the Want df him, his FriferidS eafily procured to recak 
Che Sentence againft him, with an Qrder aiithorifing him as their Captain General, and an In-^' 
Citation to return. He knowing the FadliOns that were in his City, ahd the NecelHty 6f their 
Aifairs, thought it moft to advantagcj to perform fome fignal Service for them before his ReJ 
tuh) J Jtnd therefore by his Intereft with Tiffaphernes^ he endeavoured with good Succefs, that 
the Reinfortement oiPh^nician Ships which the Pa-r/J^r^ had proinifed to the Lacedemo7nans^ 

fhould not be fent them : And finding the Athenians and LacedeniomafiS engaged in a Bat- 
tle at Sea near AbydoSy he came in feafonably ^ith eighteen Ships^ whereby he hot only fup- 
ported the former, but alfo gave them the Vidtory. By the By^ we may obferve,. that their 
Engagements at Sea in thole Days^ when they wanted all Fire-arms, was almoft (except irf 
fome Engines for finking Ships) like a clofe Battle at Land, with SWord^ Pike arid Target; 
But in fliort, Alcibiades vi/on five Battles by Land and three at Sea againft the Lacedemonian^ 
wherein he deftroyed two hundred of their Ships (c) : And haVing recovered Ionia in Afia^ witH 
By%antiiUu in Europe to his Country, he returned, a;nd was received with great Joy Sit Athens i 
Every Body flocked to fee him 5 his Goods were reftored, ahd the Priefts relaxed him fronl 
the Curfes they had before laid tiponhim. Being feht out" ^gaiih'to thfe Wars, as Captain Ge- 
neral of their Forces by Sea and Land, he found hirhf^lf ftfaitned for Money to fubfift and pay 
his Navy^ of which Lyfander his Adverlary had plenty from the Ptrfians j which made him 
fail to Carta to provide Yivaxklf^ ordeHhg Aiztiochiis his Lieiltenant not to fight before h?S Re-i 
turn J but he rafhiy engaging, loft feveral of the Athenian Ship's, dh'd w^s hfmfelf killed; 
Whereupon one Sbrafyhulus the Son of sn&r^?yo»,acctifed Alcibiades at Atbens^fov neglefting his 
Charge to follow his Fleafures 3 and the fickle Multitude took aV/ay his CbmrnifHon. Soon af^ 
ter this, Lyjander the Lacedemonian^^ ruined the Athenian Fleet at JEgos-potamos or Goats Ri* 
ver, and brought many Miferies upon them, as.fl-iall be afterwards narrated, Alcibiades ht^x^ 
ing of thefe Calamities, and having gdt a Sum of Money in T'brace^ went to Pbarnaba^us tbd 
Perfian 5 and pitying the Cafe of his ungrateful Country, refol^'ed oh a Journey to the Court 
of Artaxeroces Mnemon^ hoping there to make fuch Difcoveries 6f the Plots, which Cyfus^ thafc 
King's Brother, and the Lacedemonians were hatching^ as might merit his obtaining fuch Af-^ 
liftance as Would fet the Athenians as high as nov^ they were low. But the Lacedemonian^ 
fearing the great Genius of the Man, acquainted Lyfaiid^r^ That their Affairs could not long 
ftand, nnlQis he were cut off. Whereupon Lyfander fent to Pharnabavcus to have him put td 

death, wlio employed Mageteus alnd Sufamit hires to effeft iti who falling upon Jkibiades^ 
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at his Lodging in a Village in Phrygia^ fet the Houfe on fire C^). IAq cfcaping haJf naked, 
his Enemies kiUed him with their Darts. Thus died Alcibiades^ in the 4ojd Year before the 
Birch of Ghrift, being the fecond o£ jirtaxerxes Mnemonh Reign. 

hyfafzder was contemporary with Akibiades. Being entrufted with the Command of the 
j^acedemonian Fleet, he afted a very cunning Part : For having got Money in abundance 
from CyTUS^ Brother to Artaxerxes Mnemon King of Perjia^ at Epbefus he increafed the Pay 
of his Navy, whereby he not only pleafed his own Men^ but alfo made many of the Athenian 
Seamen revolt to him, and the reft turn mutinous 5 and taking the Advantage of Akibiades^s 
Abfence, he foiight with Antiochus his Lieutenant, and took ^^t^tn Gallies from him. After- 
wards he gained the City Lampfacus and watching his Opportunity, when the Athenian Sea- 
men were afliore, at Mgos-pot amos ^ or Qoats Kiver, he attacked their Fleet, taking and de- 
ftroying every one of their whole Navy, eJtcept one Galley called Paralos^ and eight Ships C^) 
that fled with Conon. Three thoUfand Athenians were taken, and all put to death. Athe72s 
it felf being blocked up by Sea and Land, was compelled to fubmit to very hard Conditions : 
For they were obliged tbemfel'ves to pnU down the ktig Wall by which the City was joined to the 
Pirseeum or Harboat % to deliver up aU their naval Forces^ excepting only twelve Ships^ aud to 
follow the Liacedemonians wherever theyjhottld lead them. Yea there was a Confultation held, 
U^hether the City JJodnld be wholly defitoyed^ and the Lands about it laid wdfte P and Agis the 
Spartan had carried it in the Affirmative, had not Lyfander oppofed him, urging, ^hat one 
cf the Eyes of Greece ought not to be plucked out. However, he forced them to change their 
Democracy into an Oligarchy, or the Government of the whole People into that of a few^ 
this being the Form which the Lacedemonians affefted- And here ended the Peloponnefian 
War, the Government of Greece being vefted wholly in the Hands of the Lacedemonians : Buc 
it continued fo only for 3 little Time* The Conquerors impofed upon Athens thirty Gover- 
nors, commonly called Thirty Tyrants * who at firft feemed to proceed with fome Form of 
Juftice, putting to death only fome troublefome Fellows ; but afterwards, by a Guard obtain- 
ed from Sparta^ they dilpatched the principal Men of the City, who were like to make any- 
Head againift the new Government ; yea put to death all the rich Men of the City, that their 
Money might fall into the Hands of the Tyrants 5 who were fo tranfporced with Cruelty, as 
every one named his Man whoie Goods he would feize upon, the Owners being killed. Hence 
Plutarch compares this Inhutttanity to the cruel Profcriptions o^SyUa at Kome, Lyfander him- 

felf became very proud and imperious : And the Money carried to Sparta was like to corrupt 
the Lacedemonians^ and make them depart from the Laws of Lycurgtts ^ and therefore they 

laid it up, that it might ferve only for the Exigencies of the State. At length, the Remain- 
der of the Athenians^ the Tiebans, Argives and Corinthians^ entring into a League to oppoffe 
the Lacedemonians^ Lyfander being cbofen to command in chief againft them, was killed by 
the ibshans at Haliartus^ 3^4 Years before the Birth of Chrift, or thereby. 

^hei Athenians being dreadfully haralled by their thirty Tyrants or new Governors, feventy 
jMen, who had fled to TbeheS to fecure themfelves from their Oppreflion, entred into a Con- 
fpiracy to deliver their Country. They chufe ^hrafybzilus^ the Son of Lycus an Athenian, a 
Man of good Fidelity and Courage, to be their Captain, who had done many lighal) Ser- 
vices to their State in the Time of Akibiades (c). He feized upon Phyle^ a ftrong Caftle in 
the Territory of Athens • and encreafing in Strength by little and little^ fo far prevailed a-f 
gainft the Tyrants, that they were forced to retire to ^Sp art a and then all their Laws were 
repealed, and that upftart Form of Government utterly diflblved. Thus the Athe^tians re-» 
gained their Liberty, four Years after it was loft, and were re-eftablilhed in the peaceable Eh- 
joymcnt of their Lands and Fortunes, about the End'of the ninety fourth Olympiad^ 398 Years 
before the Birth of Chrift : And to prevent Quarrels among themfelves in Time coming, they 
proclaimed an A61 of Oblivion, wherein all who had been concerned in the Barbarities com- 
mitted during the Reign of the Tyrants were admitted to Pardon. SChrafyhulus was crown*d 
with Olive, with which he thought himfelf highly honoured. Afterwards, when he command* 
ed the Athenian Fleet in Cilicia^ his Men not being careful to keep ftri£): Guard, his Enemies 
came upon him, and killed him in his Tent. 

Conon the Athenian further reftored and confirmed the antient Condition of his native City- 
If we take a more particular View of his Anions, we may obferve that he had done feveral 
fignal Services to his Country in the Time? of the Pekponneftan War : *Tis true, at the Battle 
of Aigos^potamos^ when he faw their AfTaii^s defperate, he fled with eight Ships to Cyprus Cd% 
where he contracted a Friendfhip with Evagpras King oFSalamis^ and thus referved himfelf 
for a better Occafion. Artaxerxes Mnef/ton King oiPerfia being about that Time vexed with 
the Incurfions of Agefilaus the liacedemonion^ was advifed by Pharnahaxais to equip a great 
Fleet, and to make Otmn the Athenian Admiral thereof, as being the beft Commander in his

■At.t, G. taiKcrxes confented to the Propolai, and gave neceffary Orders and Supplies for preparing the 
Si'?' faid Navy i and to/>(?;/, then an Exile at Cyprus^ having willingly accepted the, Charge, JaileU 
with his Fleets whereby he prote<51ed the Rbodia,ns from t^ie Infults of the Lacedemo^iiaus 
and v/ould have done greater Services, had not his Men proved mutinous for want of Pay, which 
the King's Minifters fraudulently^ deprived him of Whereupon Conon complained of thi^ by 
Letters ; But .thefe not having tlie defired Effedl, he went himfelf to the Fcrfian Court, then 
at Babylon (^). ^ijjaphernes was found guilty of the Fraud, and loft his Head for it : Buc 
Gonon^ tho' he refufed tp adore 'the King after the Perjia72 Manner, yet obtained a Redreis of his 
grievances, for upon bis return he brought Money enough to pay his Soldiers and Seamen all 
their Arrears, and to fupply them with every thing that was wanting. This being done, taking 
P harnabtiOi^is on board, he fet fail to feek the Enemy 5 and finding their whole Fleet riding near 
Cmdhs^ under the Command o^Pifander^ he fell upon thenij and obtained a complete Viftc 
ry, havhjg flain Pifander in the Figl^t, and taken fifty of his Ships*, which did put an linci to 
the Empire of La'cedemo72 in thofe Parts, and fet Athem and all Greece at liberty (b^. ^ftef 
this Vi^lory, Gopwn and Pharnabazns failed round the Ifles and maritime Coafts of Jfia m the 
Medite-nanean^ and took in moft of the Cities which rh^i Laeedemonians had in thofe Parts j 
only Sefitis and Ahydtis held out againft them. Then Pbarnaha^us^ being on his Return home 
to his Province, gave Conon leave to go with eighty Ships of his Fleet, and fifty Talents of 
Money to rebuild the Walls oi Athens^ being well informed, that nothing could conduce more 
to the bringing down the Pride of the Lacedemonians^ than to put Athens in a Condition to 
rival their Power. As foon as Conon arrived at Athens^ he fet about the repairing of the 
Yiseim^ CThis is the Harbour of that City, of which Joannes •Menrfiiis^ according to his Way, 
hath made a learned Colledlion of what antient Authors in Greek and Latin fay concerning it.) 
making not only Workmen, but alfo all that could be fpared from on board his Fleet, as well 
as the People of Athens^ to fet to their helping Hand. He caufed rebuild both the Walls of 
the City and the Port, with that called i'he long Wall^ leading from the former to tlie latter, 
and diftributed the fifty Talents which he received from Pharnaha%us among his Citizens j 
whereby he reftored that City to its antient State, and oh that account may be reckoned the 
fecond Founder thereof. For thefe Adliions the Lacedemonians hated Conon^ and accufed him 
to the Perfiam for purloining the King*s Money, and of Defigns to retake Aiolis and Ionia 
from Perjza, and fubjctl; them again to the Athenian State. Whereupon Stirib<jzus fen t for 
iiim, clapt him up in Chains (O i and by Orders of the King he was put to death* , 

About this Time Agefilans the Son of Arcbidamus King of Sparta^ makes a great Figure in 
the Grecian Hiftory, he not being born to thcKingdom,was taught in his y.ounger Years how to 
obeVj which made him in his riper Years tp be mild and courteous to his Subjects. When 
Lyfander had the chief Command in Lacedemonyht fecluded Leoiycbides^ Son ofAgis the former 
King,as being a Baflard, and preferred Agefilans his Unclej as next Heir to the C'rown^' One 
PJerod a Syracnfan^ coming frotn P/>i^7//V/<a, informed the Lacedemonians that a great Fleet was 
preparing on the Coafts of Phoenicia^Syria and Ciliciaywkh which the Perfians defigned to attack 
them 5 whereupon X^/i?;/^tfrpropofed that the Spar tajss {hould {^ud Agefilans ^one of their Kings, 
into Afia with an Army, that by making a ftrong AfTauIt therej he might at leaft divert the 
Storm' that was threatned by Artaxerxcs Mnemon King of Perfia, This Advice being approved 
(^e\ Agefilans was accordingly fent 'to command the Forces that Dercyllidas had in Afia^md. 
to carry over more with him, and Lyfander with thirty principal Lacedemoniam were fent to 
affilt him in the Expedition. The whole Matter was difjaatched with that.Seerecy, that AgS' 
filaits arrived at Epbefus with his Troops, before the Perfians had any Notice of his coming: 
So that there being no Preparation made to obftruft him, he took the Field upon his Arrival 
with ten thoufand Foot, and two thoufand Horfe, and bore all before him. Whereupon ^ijpt' 
phemes the Perfian fent to him to know for what End he came ? To which Agefilans anf^ered, 
To reftore the Grecian Cities in Alia to tbeir Liberty. Wherefore the Perfian defired a Truce 
till he ihouid fend to the King and receive his Inftrudtions 5 which was accordingly concluded 
for three Months. But S^^^^^r/^ffJ made no other Ufe of this Concelfion^ than to write for 
more Forces and to ftop the procedure of his Enemy till they Ihould arrive^ and then the War 
was declared. Agefilans not moved at this Condudl, faid,jF/^ was obliged to TifTaphernesj w;^'' 
. by his Perjury had made the Gods his Enemies^ and Friends to the. Grecians : And thereon 
drawing his Forces together, made a Feint as if he defigned to invade Carta j but aflbon 
as he underftood that he had drawn all the Perfian Forces into that Province to defend it, he 
turned fhort, and marched into P/^O'gZi?, a Province under the Government Pharnabazus^ 

and where he refided. His coming thither being unexpefted, he over-ran a great Part of the

Next Spring Agefilms coming out of his Win- c;'- 
ter Q;uart:ers, prepared to invade the FerfiaHs^ and gave Orders ior his March towards Sar-^ 3?r- 
dis. ^iffd^hernes thinking the. true Defign was on Caria^ marched liito that Province - but 
Jgefilaus led his Army into LycUa, Upon \Nh{cl^ i'ijfapb-srnbs recalled his Forces • and becaufe 
'Cariais a rugged Country, unfit for tlorfe^ he had gone thicher only with his Foot leaving 
his Horfe behind him • and therefore when he marched back to relieVe Lydia^ his Horfe be- 
ing far before his Foot, Agefilaus took the Advantage of falling on the fbrmer;, before the lat- 
ter could come to their Alliftahce i whereby having got a great Viclork he became abfo- 
lute Maftei- of the Field. Whereupon he 6vei:-ran all the bpeh CoUritrV, and brought back 
great Spoils, with which he enriched himfelf and all his Arrhy. The Lofs of this Battle in- 
tenfed King Artdxerxes againfc Sr/^T^Z-^m/^j efpVciklly becaufe dt the fame Time Conoiz com- 
plained that he had deprived his Navy of their Pay, and Thahiabazus with iithtauft'es made o- 
ther Remoriftrances againft hirti • wherefore he feiit immediately ^ithranfies'^ with Orders 
to take off Tijapbern^sh Head, and to govern ih his Room the Maritime Provinces of 
the lefler Afia, Titbrauft^s hdving executed his Or<3ers, Und entred upoii his Government* 
Tent to Agefilaus., fignifying, that he being jiuniflied who had bccafiohbd the War, he oueht 
to return home, pr6mifing, chdt if he vVould do fo, the Greet a72 Cities in Afia ^-ioxAd be per- 
initted to live accordiilig to irheir own Laws, paying their ufuiil Tribute, As to this P<5int A^ 
gefihins referred him to the Milgifti*ates of However, for thirty Talents advan- 

ced in ready Money, the Storm was diverted from the Provinces under Tzthraufies's Go\'ern- 
rnent Qa)^ and the Lacvdemoiua72 Army ordered to march lb Phrygia. Mean Tih^e a new 
Commilfion cailie to Agefilaus from Sfarta^ making hitn Commander in chief of their Fleer. 
This drew him to the SeaCoaft, Where hdviiig put Che Navy in Order, he mdde Pifajzder his* 
Wife's Brother Admiral thereof. Having fettled Sea Affairs^ he invaded Phrygm ^ where ha- 
ving taken feveral Cities, he parted on tb P<«^^;^^o//irV, being invited thither by SpHbridate'i 
XJOy a ndble Ferfim^ who had revolted from the King : Where having itiade a League with 
Xlotys King of the Country, and hiarried a Daughter Spit hri dates tb him, he returned into 
Phrygian taking Dafeylfnni the fine Palafce of PMYhahd%tis^ in which he wintered Q:% and fed 
his Army with xht Spoils of the ndghbourlng CoUntry. 

^ithraufivs finding Agefilaus intended to carry on the War in Afia:, fent Emiffaries to Greece 
with gl^eat Sums of Money, tb divert the Storm 5 \vhifch had this EfFedl, that ^behes^ Atbens^ 
Argos^ Corintb^ and fome other Cities o£^rehci^ eritred into a Confederacy hgainil: the Lace- 
demojiian^s^ to deliver themfeives from their Servitdde. In the Entity of this War Lyfahd'er 
was killed, as hath been before obferved (^d% \vhlch fdon brought Agefilaus hbme to defend 
his native Country. In the Beginning of the next Spring, when Agefilaus was ready to take th^ Ant, c: 
Iidd^Pbarnal^dZHs defired a ConiFerente with him • which being gtank'edyPbamaba'ZHs told hini 394*. 
of the gredt Servi'ces he had done to thd Lacedemonians during the War which they had with the 
Athenihns j and indeed if he had not fiipported and fupplied them with Money ,thcy had neither 
been able tofubdue the Atheni^uS-^ nbr iittack the Perfiajis^ as nbw they did j and therefore he 
had juft Grbtind to reproach them with Ingratitude, for fpoiling his Palacei Parks, Enclo- 
fures. Gardens, and all his paternal Eftate at Dafcylinm^ not leaving him lb niuch ds dne 
Supper at his own Lodgings (O : And Aghfilafls with his Lacedemoma^js were fd alhamed, as 
'they had nothing to anfwer, but that they would not moleft his £flatd,ndr any thing thiit be- 
longed t6 him ihTimc coming. This Goriference being oVer, Agefilaus projecled to invade 
the upper Provinces of Pktfia : But while he was fdrming this Deligh, a Meiiage cande from 
the Epbori of Lacedemmt^ ordering that he driti his Army ihould return home dnd defend his 
own Territories agaihftthe Confederacy of the Grecian States, formed by the Perfian Moriey. 
Plntarcb (f) highly comibend^ Agefilaus^ that He upon this Meflage returned with his vidlo-^ 
rious Army, and t)articularly defcribies his March by the HeUefpont homeward,' the feine tload 
that Xerxes took when he invaded Greetk, 

About this Time the Peace o£ Antakid&s had corihderable trifluerice on the Affairs of thii 
Couhtry . The Occafibh theredf was thus \ the Laced'emomahs finding themfeives hardly preft 
with the above Confederacy bf the Gtvciak CifcieS, became defirbiis of a Peace Witli the Per^ 
fian King, that they might not have to deal with two powerful Adverfaries it once ; ahd to 
this End appointed Antalcida^ their Ambaflador, whom they made Admiral of their Fleer, 
to go ihtb Afia , and treat with ^ir%iba%its about it. bh his ArHval at 'Ephhfus^ Having appoint 
ted his Lieutenant to take Caire df the Fleet, he weiit to *$V?r^fw, where he communicated his 
Commiflibn to ^ribaxjis, Buthfe haviftg nb Powers to enter into fuch a Treaty, tliey wenti 
both to the Perfian Court togetherp where the Mattisr was fobri ended. For Artdxerxes de- 
fired it as much as the Lacedeikbnians^ that he might be at Leifure tb profeciite the Cypri» 
i«;/War. Accordingly the Peace was concluded on thefe Terms (g), ^bat all the Greciatl

their own Lazvs^ except the Iflands of Scyrus, Lemnus and Imbrus j 'which halving hecn 
anciently [uhje A to the Athtnlansyjbonld Jii/l contimie fo 5 and thai Artaxerxes fimild join 
with the Lacedemonians,*^;/^^// others 'who accepted of the Peace^ to make all the refi of Greece 
(iibmit thereto. This Peace being ratified, under the Seal of King Artaxerxes^ ^i'^ibaz7{saii^ 
Antalczdas returned with it, and caufed it to be proclaimed in all the Cities of Greeoe. The 
Greek Cities in Afia^ finding themfelves betrayed by the hacedemoniaiis-^ were Ibrjced to fib- 
mit ; and fcarce any of the Greek States in Europe were pleafed. It was difadvm tagious to 
hioft of them, and dishonourable to all. The Athenians and ^hehans were moft diliatisued • 
but not being able to debate with the Perjians and Lacedemonians^ now their Allies, they were 
forced to a'cquiefce. Nay the Lacedemonians tti^miitXvQ^^iQXQ not long content with it • tor 
after the Blow they received from the ^hebans at needing the Affiftance of the Per- 

fiaiz Power to fupporc them ; and being made to believe that Antalcidas could do every thing 
At that Court fince the making of the Peace, they fent him thither to follicit for Money to 
bear them up in their Diftrels : But King Artaxerxes finding his Intereft no Way concerned 
in that Propofal, as in the former, rejected it with Contempt. Whereupon ^«ri«/aVi^j being 
fent away without Succefs, either out of Shame for being thusdifappolnted, or out of Fear of 
Refentment from his fellow Subjects, fl'arved himfelfto Death. This Treaty is generally con- 
cluded by ancient Authors C^Oj have been made the fame Year that Ro/;/^ was taken by the 

which coincides with the Year of the World 3562, before the Birth of Chrift 388 Years 
and from the Author thereof, is called^ S'he Peace of Antalcidas. ' 

Agefilans upon his Return, found the Lacedemonians at Cbceronca ready to engage the States 
of Greece confederatied againft them, and he joined the former j but found fighting, againft the 
Greeks another Thing than againft the Perfians in Afia^ for he got feveral Wounds in this Con- 
flidl:, and had many of his Men flain, and after all made little more of it than a dravfrn Battle, 
fo as neither Side could boafl much of a Vi^lory. After this he was at the Head of many 0- 
ther martial Enterprizes in Greece^ with various Succefs for feveral Years, and defended tr/';2r- 
ta from being taken by the Aflault o( Epaminondas, The laft Aftion of his Life v^aisinEgyft j 
-where King STiSC^oj gathered together all the Strength he could to defend himfelf againft the 
^ King of P(?r//^r. To ftrengthen his Army he fent to Gr^^ff^ to raife Mercenaries, and prevail- 

'Au'u c. yvith the Lacedemonians to aid him with a good Number of their Troops under the Com- 

niand o1 Agefilans ^ who cither out of Fondnels to be at the Head of Armies, or out of a gree- 
dy Defire to gain Riches, accepted the Charge, tho' it neither fuited with his Age, which was 
above eighty, nor the Dignity of his Perfon, to become a Mercenary to a barbarous King. 
Machos had i'^deed promiied to make him GeneraliHimo of his Forces Q") ^ but when he land- 
ed, and the Egyptians found him to be only a little old lame Man (for his one Leg was ihorter 
than tJie other) ill cloathed, and without Ceremony, refufing their Confediions' and Perfumes, 
and accepting only Meal, Geefe, Calves, and fuch coarfe Things, for himfelf and his Men, 
they defpifed him : And Machos would allow him no Command but that of the Mercenaries 
by Land, committing to Chabrias the Athenian^ the Charge of the Fleet, and referving to 
himfelf the chief Command over all. When he had joined the Grecian Mercenaries to the reft 
of his Army, he marched with his whole Strength into Pbenicia^ thinking it better to meet 
the War there, than to wait till it fhould be brought home to his own Doors. The' the old 
Grecian King advifed him againft this, telling, that in this unfettled State of his Kingdom, ic 



Agefllaus piviizd the Revolters, who drove Machos out of the Kingdom ^ whence he fled toSl 
don^ and thence to the Perfian Court. And he was no fooner gone, but another from among 
tlie Mendcfians did fet up sLgsdn^ Neclanebns^ and got together an Army of one hundred thou- 
£md Men to fupport his Pretenfions. Algerians advifed to fall on them immediately, before 
they were difciplincdj but he would not hearken to that Opinion: And in the mean time the £- 
nemy gathering Strength, Ihut up Neaianebus in one of his Towns, and began to draw Lines of 
Gircumvallation about it. Then NeSianebiis feeing his Danger, would have Agefilans to en- 
gage the Enemy 5 but this he refufed, till the Lines were f9 far drawn round the Place, as on- 
ly to leave an empty Space for the befieged to form their " Army.

Pains, he returned, home the. enfuiiig Winter : But being driven by contrary Winds to the 

Shore, at a Place, called fhe Hay^n.of Menelaus^ hQxh^ fickned and died, beine 
full eighty four Years old 5 of which he had reigned forty one as King Sfaha (a). His 
M^n anointed his Body, with , Wax^ and brought it home fo their own, Country, 

In the Time ulgefilaus^ flpurifhed Epaminondas a ^bvban^ .the Son oi Poly 722ms 
was taught Mufic and Philpfophy by Lyfis a Pythagorean Philoifophei', and was learned' mo- 
deft, prudent, fober,. skilful in War, Ijtout in Aftion, couragious, arid fo great a Lover of 
truth, that he would not tell a Lie ihjeft. Tho' he was fell poor,, yet he would take nothing 
from his Friends, nor even from the Ptfr/^«j for faving .the Liberties (Greece ^ and was lf> 
kind a .Frieijd, that he ventured his Life to t^{c\x<^ Pelopidas^ after tie had got .feven Wounds 
in Battle; By his great Eloquence and good Addrefsi he perfwaded Wi^ Qrecidn States to, arm, 
and deliver themfelves from the Yoke of the Lacedemonians^ then wreathed about their Necks - 
and in order to that End, he began with feizing the Caftlc oi Cadmea in tljeiies : Which be- 
ing done, a Bloody War enftied between the Lacedemonians on the one 2Siiie, aiVd the kbehans 
wich their Allies on the other J in which £2!)^?»«V/offi£?j gav^ the former a terrible Overthrow 
at the Battle of Len^ra^ killing their King Qieombtotiis and about fdiir thoufand of his Alen, 
■whereas ou the Part of the ^bebans^ there were only about three hundred found dead.. This 
happened in the fecond Year of^the 102 Olympiad^ that is in the Year of the World 3579 (^r), 
before the Birth of Chrift 371 Years. He purfued the Viiftory To far as to plunder and lay 
wafte all the.CpUntry of Laconza^^hlch had not been done for fix hundred Years before ; arid A- 
gefilaus himfelf could do no more than defend the City o^Sparta (dy^ and admire the Couragts 
oi' Bpammo72das. The Fower of the Lacedemo7Jians by Sea being broke by Conoh the Athenian a- 
bout this Tinie,this Vidory fo weakncd them by i4and,as .they never were able afterwarcis to be a 
terror to the States ofGreece, He fought afecbhd Battle again{itheLaced'emmans&tMa7tti' 
vaa-^ wherein fighting refolutely, more like a fingle Soldier than a Commander in Chief^ after 
ieveral Wounds, he got one that was mortal, by a Dai-t ftruck into his Breaft 5 which he would 
not fuffer to be taken out till he had killed hjs Shield, and heard that the fenemy was quite de- 
feated 5 and then tearing the Iron out of his Body, hfe. expired in the pidft of joy and Viaory, 
Xo a Friend of his who bewailed his Dying withbut Iflucj he feid, Tm are deceived^ i leave 
two Daughters behind the Vi^orzes at Leuflra and MAntirtaea; The ^hehah Glory and 
Greatnels, as it was raifed and maintained by him and Ptf/i?pxW^?J, fo it allb perilhed with them. 
So great Alterations may the Wifdpm and Courage of a few.iWen bring to pafc in a whole 
Kingdom. With the Battle of Mdhiinaa^ Xemphon ends his Hiftory of Greece. 

Pelopidas the ^heban^ was contemporary with, and an intimate Friehd of Epaminondas\ 
He was banilhed his Country by a Fa<flion of the LacedernQma7is^ who feared his Cpiiragel 
In the meantime Phabidas^ their General, took Cadmaa the Citadel of the ^h'ebans. Pelopi^ 
das^ alTifted by Epamihohdas md bthers, retbok ifc about four Years afeer^ furprifing and kil- 
ling feveral Lacedemonian Officers by a Stratagem in the Night time". . Afterwards he was 
with Epdminondas in the chief Exploits of the Bcsotick War, to deliver his Country from the 
Power of the Lacedemonians, He .commanded three hundred feleft Men, cillled 5'h 'i Hol^ 
Band at the Battle of Leuiira^ where he did fignai Services, and alfo in invading Laconid. 
The fhebansknt him AmbalTador to the King ofPerfia^. who honoured hihi yery much^ Ha-^ 
ving after this received fome Affront from ^/eA:^;;^?fr Tyrant of Phixres Qie\ tie perfwaded 
the Uhebajis to make War upon him 5 wherein he was. made Genferal, and won fche Battle ; 
but m the Heat of the Adion, having ventured himfelf too far before his Meh; he was found 
Ham among the dead^. the Tyraiit Alexander w^s afterwards killed by a-Cohfpiracy carried 
on by (/) his own Wife. Phitarch ieems juftly to blame Pelopi'das and MafceUus Cg) (arid thc^ 
fame may be faid of Epaminondas') for fighting fo refolutely as private Soldiers, without taking 
any prudent Care of their own Lives, as becomes thofe to do, who have the Hbhoui: to com- 
mand an Army in Chief^ in whofe Safety the publick Good is iioncerhed. 

■ Befides thefe already mentioned^ there were other Grecian Captains abbiit th^ lame Timei 
who gained great Reputation 5 as Ipbicrates an Athenian 0% very famoiis fdr martial Bifci- 
pline and good ConduCl:, who made War with the Thafians, eftablilhed Seutbes an Allyofthe^ 
Athenians m his Kingdom^ and trained a great Band of Men in the Perfian Arniy in the Keigii 
of Artaxerxes Mnemon. , 

Chahrias an Athenian (i), affiifted keSian'ebus King of Egypt, and EvagorastAngm Cyprns'^ 
His Stratagem in the Battle of ^ebes, when he fupported the Badtians sigQ:mtk Jgejtlaus^ god 
him great Efteem.5 for when he faw the Mercenary Troops give <5rpund to. the Enemy, hh 
ordered his own Battalia to keep firm after they had thrown their Darts j and then putting one

Which fucceeded fo well, that Jgefilaus^ furprifed with the Novelty, dared not venture fur- 
ther, but ordered a Retreat 5 and therefore Chahrias chufed to be drawn in this Pofture, in 
a Statue the Athenians eredted for bin) in the- Market Place- He was afterwards killed in a 
Battle at Sea. 

^imotheus the Son of Co72on the Athenian added to the Honour his Father had gained ^ for 
he was eloquent, and a good Captain id). He fubdued the Olynthians and By%anti7ies^ 0- 
\'ercame the City Samos^ the Siege whereof in former Wars had coft the Athenians twelve 
hundred Talents ^ but he delivered it to them without any Charge. He made War with King 
CotySj and brought of the Spoil into the Treafury twelve hundred Talents. He raifed the 
Siege o£ CyziCHj}2, joined Critbote and Sefius to the Seigniory of Athens^ invaded Peiopomzefns^ 
and fpoiled all the Territories of Sparta by Sea, chafed their Navy, and reduced Corcyra : Ali 
which Vidlories made the Lacedemonians yield to the Athenians the Command by Sea. 
The Athenians were fo well pleafed, that they built an Altar to Peace^ and painted that God- 
defs leaning on a Cufhion 5 yea they alfo erected a Statue to I'imothens in the Market-place, 
near to one that had been done for his Father, When i'imothens grew old, and had left off 
dealing in publick Affairs, Samos and fome other Ifles in the Hellej'font revolted, and Philip 
King of Macedon laid a Project to overturn the Liberties of Greece. The Athenia72s fcnt Cha-. 
res with a Fleet againfi: the Revolcers ; but thinking him not fufficient, they made Meneftheusy 
the Son Jphicrates^ Son-in-law to ^imotheus^ Prator, and gave him his Father and Father- 
in-law for his Counfellors. As they paffed Samos by Sea, a great Tempeft arifing, the old 
Men thought fit to draw in to a flife Road till the Storm abated , but the young Men con- 
temning their Advice, flood to Sea, and after the Lofs of many of their Ships, were forced 
to the fame Place from which they had departed. Thence they v/rote to Athens^ Sthat they 
bad eafily taken Samos, z/Timotheus and Iphicrates had not forfaken them. Whereupon thefe 
old Captains were fummoned to appear, and Hand their Trial as Betrayers of their Country. 
So fufpicious, fo full of Ingratitude and Envy was this popular State of Atheizs^ that many of 
their chief Captains cared not to flay at home with them C^^, for fear of being fo ill rewarded. 
Old Stimotheus was condemned to pay a Fine of one hundred Talents 5 which made him re- 
tire to Chalcis. After his Death, the People were fo fenlible of the Iniquity of their Sentence, 
that they remitted nine Parts of the above Sum, and ordered his Son Conon to pay the remain- 
ing ton Talents to repair a Breach of the Wall, Thus he repaired out of his own Pocket the 
Walls which his Grandfather had built out of the Spoils taken from the Enemy. This was 
the lafl Age of Athejiidn Captains ; for after the Death of Iphicrates^ Chahrias and ^imothensy 
that City did never produce any commanding Officer worth the naming, fays Nepos (c), tho' 
perhaps (in my Opinion) Phocion or fome others might have been excepted. 

Nor mufl we forget fome other Greek Captains before we conclude this Digreffion, parti- 
cularly Dion the Son oi Hyparinns o£ Syracnfe^ which was a Colony from Greece. This Dion 
was a Platonic Philofopher, a rich Man, and a near Relation of Dionyfius the Tyrant j but 
hated his Manners : For the Tyrant, from being General of the Syraci{fa?2Sy having defeat- 
ed the Carthaginians^ and ruined Rheginm in Itafyy raifed himfelf to be King over Sicily^ 
where he reigned thirty eight Years j and in the latter part of his Days gave loofe Reins to all 
Vice, efpecially Cruelty, killing fome Thoufands of his Subjed^s, and many even of his near 
Relations, hating thofe particularly who would not commend his Poems, tho' they deferved 
no Applaufe. Dion having fpoke freely againft thefe Vices, was obliged to f3ee to Corinth. 
In his Abfence, the Tyrant feized his Eftate, gave his Wife Arete to another Man, and did 
him many other Injuries. Dion being well apprifed of thefe things, and knowing that the 
whole Ifland hated the Tyrant for his Wickednefs and Cruelties, had the Interefl to levy a 
great Army of Horfc and Foot, whom he imbarked in five hundred Ships, which being landed 
in Sicily Qd^ on the third Day after their Arrival he entred Syracufe^ in a little Time chafed 
the Tyrant out of the Country, and was in a fair Way to have reflrored the Sicilians to their 
Liberty. But a Dilference arifing between his Friend Heraclides and him, for which the for- 
mer was cut offj upon this new Plots were laid againfl Dio72 himfeltj as -if he had aifecfled Ty* 
lanny ; and he was treacheroufly murdered in his Chamber, by his Friend Calippus and other 
Conlpirators, in the fourth Year after he had from Corinth made a Defcent into Sicily. After 
his Death, the Sicilians lamented the Lofs of him, blaming themfelves for Ingratitude to fo 
virtuous a Man, who defigned to have been their Deliverer ^ and Calippus his Murderer was 
killed by Leptines. This happened in the io6th Olympiad f ej^ 354 Years before the Birth 
of Chrifl. 

The Siczliam being flill opprefTed by terrible Fadlions, and by the Tyranny of Dionyfius the 
younger, who was Heir to ail his Father's Vices, they lent to the City Corinth^ from which

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they owned themlelves to be defcended (^z), for Aid againft the Tyrant. The Corintbiaiis 
granting their Requeftj made choice of ^imoleon the Son of ^imodemns and Bemareta to com- 
niand the intended Expedition. His Brother ^hmpbams had made himfelf Maftcr of the 
Army of their City, and in order to ufurp the Sovereignty, had put feverai honeft Men to 
Death. Timoleofz remonftrated the Danger of thefe Pradtices to his Brother j but when he 
could not be prevailed upon to delift, confcnted that Satyrns and Ibme others Ihould put him 
to death j for which he had an uneafy Life of his Mother, Having confulted the Oracle at 
J)elpbos^ he imbarked about twelve hundred Men for Land-iervice, and landed (when the 
Cnrtbagiiiians^ who then fought to add that Ifland to their Territories, were not aware) at 
^auronieniim in Sicily ^ where Andromachiis ^ who was Lord of that Place, and had fent for 
ctimoleon^ joined him. With this fmall Army he defeated Icetes^ and Mamsrcus Tyrant of 
Catam. Dionyfius Tyrant of Syracnfe feeitig himfelf hated and abandoned by his People, 
yielded up his Caftle to ^imoleou fifty Days after his landing 5 which the Conqueror having 
taken into poffellion, he afterwards razed it to the Ground, that it might no more be a Habi- 
tation for Tyrants. He fent Diojjyfitts himfelf Prifoner to Cori72thy where he lived as a poor 
contemned Eiiile (h^ to the Day of his Death. Having taken the reft of the City Syracnfe^ 
jiJago the Carthaginian was fo terrified, that he fhipped off his Army, and failed homeward y 
where, finding he could not anfwer the Accufation that his Countrymen had to lay againft 
him, he killed himfelf. ^imohon £in6\ng SyTacnfe and other Parts of that Ifle in a manner de- 
folate, by reafon of the Tyranny of their former Mafters, wrote to Corinth to fend him new- 
Colonies 5 and that City, by a publick Proclamation, invited all baniflied Sicilians to return, 
with Promifes of Liberty and great Encouragements. Whereupon ten thoufand People ol- 
fered themfelves, who were fhipped off to repeople that Country, About the fame time 
mokon took Leptines Tyrant of JpoUonia^ and fent him Prifoner to Corinth^ and wrote for a 
Reinforcement of Soldiers. Accordingly the Corinthians fent him two thoufand Foot and 
two hundred Horfe. This was but a fmall Recruit, if we conlider what was to do with them : 
For Plutarch (jT) tells us, That th'e Carthaginians landed at Lilybeeum in Sicily feventy thou- 
fand Men, under the Conduct of Afdruhal znAHamilcar but ^imoleon^ only with five thou- 
fand Foot and one thoufand Horfe, gave them Battle at the River Cmnefus ; where he watch- 
ed all Opportunities : For he attacked a Part of the Carthaginian Army when new pafTed the 
River, before the reft could form or join with them. The Day blowing a Tcmpeft of Thun- 
der and Rain in the Faces of the Carthaginians^ and the Ground being full of Marflies on the 
Rivcr-fide ; when the heavy armed Men fell, they were not able to rife again : So that 
mokon got a complete Vidlory, killing ten thoufand of his Enemies, and taking their Baggage 
and Spoils 5 a great Part whereof he fent to Corinth. After this he made Peace with the C?r- 
thaginians^ whereby they were obliged to live on the other Side of the River Lycns • and ha- 
ving defeated, taken and put to death /fff^j, Hipponj ilf-!7wwmw and other Tyrants, he quiet- 
ed the whole Ifland in eight Years Tim« from his firft landing. Thus Sicily had Peace ia 
the iioth Olympiad 338 Years before the Birth of Chrift. Stimoleon lived at Syracnfe 
to the Day of his Death. He afcribed his good Succefs to the Favour of the Gous, and is 
highly commended for his Vertue, and Moderation in Government (O- l^is old Age he 
became blind 5 yet the People had fo great a Veneration for him, that he was commonly brought 
to the Marketrplace in his Litter, where his Opinion was asked upon any difficult Cafe that 
occurred, and his Judgment acquiefced in. He died of Infirmity and old Age, had a ftateiy 
Monument erefted for him called ^imolonteum^ and his Memory honoured. The Peace and 
good Conftitutions he gave to the Syracufans continued about twenty Years after his Death, 
till the Reign of Agatbocles the Tyrant. 

About this Time the Grecians generally fpeaking,and particularly the Athenians gave them- 
felves to Idlenefs and Luxury ; they flighted the Virtue of their Anceftors 5 their hardy and 
thrifty Way of living they laughed at: The publick Revenues that ufed to be employed in 
paying the Fleets and Armies, they expended upon Sports, and lavifhly threw away in fum- 
ptuous Feftivals. They took greater Pleafure in going to the Theatre, to hear the infipid Jefts 
of a Comedian, than in the manly Exercifes of War, and preferred a Mimick or Stage-player 
before the moft experienced and valiant Captain 5 nay they were fo befotted with their Plea- 
furesjthatthey made it capital for any Man to propofe the re-eftablilhing of their Army, as Li~ 
hanius (f) obferves. This degenerate Difpofition of theirs gave Opportunity and Leifure to Phi-- 
lipy who had been educated under the Difcipline of Epafninondas and Pelopidas^to raife the Ma-^ 
cedoniarts from a mean underling Conditionjto the Empire of all. Greece f g) : And his Son^Jlexan^ 
der the Great, advanced their Dominion alfo over Afia. The Athenians and the reft of the 
Greeks made fome Refiftanceto the victorious Arms ofPhilipybnt were overthrown in a pitch- 
ed Battle at Cheronaa^ in the third Year of the noth Olympiad^ before the Birch of Chrifl 
^ G g g g g 336 
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3.36 Years. This Vidtory put an End to the Qrecian Liberty, which they had preferved for 
fo many Ages, againft the moft puiflant Monarchs in the World, and they were never again 
able to recover it. However Bhiii-p^ to llrengthen his Ariliy by the AccelHoh of their Forces, 
ajtid that he might be declared Captain General of .G'r^^^:^ againft the PerfianSy without Trou- 
ble, did forbear any further Attempt upon the Jltbemans^ and permitted them to cDjoy a 
Shew of Liberty. No fooner was Philip dead^ than they revolted, and eiideavoured to free 
themfclves from the Macedonian Yoke, but were eafily brought into Siibjetflioh by Alexa'tider 
his Son, and as eafily obtained Pardoti of him,- he being then very keen to \x\\zd^ Perfia j jiroin 
which he was unwilling to be diverted by taking Revenge on thefe petty States. During his 
Life they continued quiet, nqc daring fo much as to move th'c\^ Tongues againft him. 

In the Time of Philip o{ Macie don ^^nd Alexander his Son, flouriftied Phocion General of the 
Athenian Army. He had been Scholar to Plato and XenovYates^ and became a great Orator^ 
a valiant Captain, and awife Citizen. Demoftbenes was fo afraid of his Eloquence^ that when he 
faw him ftanding ac the Bar to anfwer, he faid. Here is the Ox that, vnll cut ine in pieces • 
that is, the Man who will convincingly anfwer all my Reafonings. He moderated the Fore- 
wardnefa of C^^^^r/^.f, when joined in Command with him, recovered fom& ftrong Holds to 
the Athenians in the Hellefpont (^a\ and joined Megiira to Athens, Philip of Macedon had fo 
great an Efteem for his military Condudt that he dreaded him. At the Death of that King^ 
ihii Athenians would have made Bonefires, and Sacrifices to the God^, but Phocion would not 
fufler thcm-j f^iying. It was a Sokefz of a ba(e Mind to rejoice at any Manx's Death ^ a^d they 
Jboitld co72fider^ that the A^my uoitb which they had Hen overthrown at .Cha&ronea, had loft only 
one Man. When Demojihenes fpoke publickly opprobrious Things againft AleH^ander the Great, 
Phocion faid to \{\m^lVhat I when thou fees fo great a Fire kindUd^wilt thon throw the City into 
it ? Being fent Amballador to Alexander^ that Prince was greatly delighted with him 5 for he 
told hiniy^hat if he defired ^liet he Jlmild leave off IVar ^ if he took pleafure in the Name of a 
Conqueror^ be ought to make War upon the Barbarians, and not npon the Greeks. This great 
Prince finding his Counfel very good j by the fignal Succefs'that attended his Enterprifes in 
fia^ fenc him a Prefent of feven hundred Talents, after the laft Vi<^lory that he won over Dari'^ 
us. Phoci an declining to accept the Prefent, asked Harpalns who brought it, for what 

Reafon his Mafter did diftinguifh him by fo great Liberality ? Harpalns anfwered, *That he 
looks on y OH as the only honejl Man in Athens. To which the other replied, 5then he Jhould 
have left tne fo. And yet in the mean Time his Wife was baking Bread, and himfelf draw- 
ing Water out of the Well. In a Wordj no Money could corrupt him. When it tvas told 
him, that his Son might have Occafion for the Moneyj he faid. If he he virtmus^the little Spot 
of Ground that I leave him^ will afford him Bread, and t don^t dejign to provide a Fund for his 
Luxury (py. After Alexander the Great's Death, Antipater, one of his SuccelTors offered P^o-' 
cion alio great fSums of Money j but he would never take any. When he became old the Pi-^ 
raens^ or Harbour of ^<f^i&ff;7J, without which the City could not well fubllft, being in Danger to 
be taken by Nicanor, Phocion faid there was no Hazard, truftirtg too much to Nicanor^s Word : 
But when, contrary to his Promife, he had feized that important Place^ then Phocion would 
have led the Athenians out againft him, they would not obey him^ giving it up for loft. Yea 
Phocion^ being then Governor of Athens^ was accufed of Treacheryi caft in Prifon 5 the O- 
rators pled againft him 5 the People condemned him with fome of his Friends 5 and he fuffe- 
red Death in the eightieth Year of his Age, 315 Years before the Birth of Ghrift. Soonaf* 
ter his Death, the Athenians found their Want of him, became fenfible of their Error, erefted 
a Statue to his Memory, and cut off Agnonides his Accufer^ 

A little after this the Athenians being defeated by Antzpater^\^eTQ forced to entertain a Gar* 
rifon in Miinychia^jTyj and fubmic to what Conditions the Conqueror pleafed to irapofe upon 
them. He changed their Form of Government, and inftituted an Oligarchy, depriving ati 
thofc who were not worth ten thoufand Drachms of the Right of voting; and the better to 
keep them quiet, tranfported ail mutinous and dilaffefted Peffons into Thrace, Upon Anti^ 
patefs Death, this City fell into the Hands o£ Caffander his Son: From him they endeavour- 
ed to ii*ee themfelves, and recover their beloved Democracy or popular Government, but 
were in End forced to fubmit to the lame Terms Antipater had impofed upon them. He ap- 
pointed Demetrius the Phalerean to be their Governourj who ufed them with all poffible Kind- 
nefs and Moderation,eniarged their Revenues, beautified their City with magificent StrOdtures, 
and reftored it almoft to its former Luftre 5 and they in Requital of thefe Favours, beftowed 
on him all the Honours which their poor Condition was able to afford, ereding to him three 
hundred Statues. But all this was an Effedl of Flattery and Diffimuiation, for they ftili ha- 
ted him. This was manifeft, v^hen Demetrius Poliorcetes^ i. e. the Overcower of Cities, the 
Son of Antigonns, took up Armsjas he pretended, for the Liberties of Greece : For they received 
him with loud Acclamations, compelling the Phalerean to flee 5 and in Abfence condemned him 
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to die ; And when they could not apprehend his Perfon, they demoUfhed his Statues, ib as 
fc'arceone of them remained. Demetrius PoHorcctes having gocPofteiHon of the City, refio 



red to the Athenians their popular Government, retook Manychia^^^t^t^dth.^ Garrilbna pro- 
niifi-'d to them 15000 Bufhels of Wheat, and as much Timber as would enable them to build 
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ted Priefts to theni, appointed Lodgings to Demetrius in the Temple Miuerva^ and erci^^red 
an Altar, where he fim lighted from his Chariot, calling it the Altar of Demetrius tbeAligbter^ 
and added many other Inftances of fulfbme Flattery. The Attemarzs having forgot how 
to life their Hands, made up this Defedlwith their Tongues. But when^Demerrins's Fortune 
began to decline, he was no more their God, they bafely deferced him, and denied him En- 
trance to their City ; the' upon his Approach they were again forced to fubmit. After De* 
metrius\'DQ3.th^ A?2tigonns Gonatas King of Macedou put a Garrifon into which was -^^i'S 
continued by his Succeflbr. 

After this Cieomeries King of Sparta gained confiderabie Reputation as a warlike Prince, 
and a valiant Captain. His Predeceflbr King Agis^ for endeavouring to reft ore the Laws and 
ftritft Difcipline of LyairguSy was hurried by the Lacedemo7iicw Epborz into Prifon, and there 
ftrangled. His Mother and Grandmother coming to enquire for him, were alfo put to Death. 
CleonieJies w^on his AccefUdn to the Crown, abhorring this Murder, cuufed four o( theSc Epbo^ 
vi (h^ to be killed. This being doncjhe marched againft the Achxaus^ and defeated them in 
a piccnL'd Battle 5 whereon being jealous of Cleoiuenes'*% Succefs,and of his being an un- 

eafy Neighbour to the rifing Achxan Republick, flirred up Antigoitns the Tutor of Alaceclon 
againft him, who fought feveral Times with him. At laft Cleorricnes^ wanting Money to pay 
his Men, was forced to fight on unequal Terms, and was entirely defeated at J^to/zV? (r) : 
Whereon hs fled to Ptolemy Energetes KlngofBgypty and was kindly received by him; Buc 
that King dying, he enjoyed not the fame Favour from his Succeflbr. However, being look- 
ed on as a Perfon of great Wifdom and Sagacity, SofibiuSj who was Ptolemy Pbilopator^^ chief 
Minifter of State, thought fit to communicate with him his Mafter*s Defign to cut o^x Magas 
his Brother j which Cleomeiies diffawded him from for weighty Reafons, with which Sofibins 
being difpleafed, Occalion was taken from fome other pretended Affair, to caft the Spartan 
King into Prifon; from whence having got loofe, with fome Friends he had brought from 
Lacedcmo7t^\\c took the Advantage of Phzlopatof% Abfence from Alexaitdria (jT)^ to excite the 
People to take Arms for their Liberty, and to free themfelves from the I'yranny under which 
they at prefent groaned ; but not fucceeding in this Attempt, he flewhimfelfin the Streets of 
the City, as did alfo all the reft of his Friends and Followers that were with him. His Death 
happened in the 221ft Year before our Saviour's Birth. 

The Achceans in the declining Times of Greece had fome famous Captains, particularly 
Aratus the Son of Clintas^ General of the Achaans from his Youth. He had a great Hatred to 
Tyrants, and an Inclination to Liberty. Accordingly,with fome Aflbciates, he, bya Stratagenj, 
feizedthe City of Sicyon^^nd^ expelled thence Nicocles the Tyrant without Bloodfh-jd. This 
being done he recalled thofe who had been banilhed ; Buc among them there aroie great Con- 
fufions about the Reftoration of their Lands, which was like to ha\'e put all into Diforder, be- 
caufe moft of thofe Lands had been transferred to other Proprietors, and by Purchafe and Sale 
had gone through feveral Hands before the Exiles werereftored. There being no other Way 
to fatisfy the Demands of the Poircffors, but by refounding them their Money, Aratus made 
a Voyage to Ptolemy Philadelphtis King of Bgyp^^ to whom he offered a valuable Colle- 
ftion oY'Pidtures, which that Prince was very fond of, and evidenced the fame, by be- 
ftowing on Aratus One hundred and fifty Talents COs with which Money he returned and fa- 
tisfied all the Demands of his Countrymen, and reftored Peace to Sicyon. Several Years after 
this, he furprifed the Caftle of Corijith^ called Acro-Corintbns^ expelling the Garrifon of Anti-^ 
gonns Gofzatas King of Macedon, He delivered ^r^«7^ from its Tyrants (X^, and fettled the 

Commonwealth Cfome Way refembling that of the D«^^^ in our Times) being made 
out of the Confederacy of feveral States and Cities in Pelopomiefns^ united together in one 
common LeagCie. He did many fignal Services to Philip the fecond King of Macedon (the 
fame who was afterwards defeated by the J?Lo/»/?ff^^ for which that ungrateful Prince caufed 
him to be poifoned in the 540th Year of Kome^ two hundred and eleven Years before the 
Birth of Chrift. 

Phiiop£emej2 Prstor of the Aehcsausv'jQ.s another who raifed that Republick to Reputation. 
He had been educated by Ecdetnus and DemophaTies, Philofophers of Plato's Academy : But 
his beloved Study was the Difcipline of War, wherein he brought his Men to have great 
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Skillj and gave Proof of his Courage and Condudl, when his Country was invaded by Cleome^ 
vies the S^arta72. Being chofen General of the Acljceans-^ he defeated the Ldgedemonians^ and 
killed MachonUas the Tyrant in a Battle near Mantm/xa in Arcadia. His Name made the 
Bosotidus to flee ia'). He delivered the City Meffina from I^ahis the Tyrant of Laaedemon-^ 
who fucteeded Machoiii'das. Nabls indeed defeated him by Sea, but he revenged himfelf up- 
on him by Land , for he overcame him in Battle, and afterwards razed the Walls of Sparta 
to the Ground, took away moft of their Territories, abrogated the Laws Lycurgns^ and 
Inade the Ldc€demo7tia7/s fub'^ci to the Acht€a72S. Being chofen General of the Ac a 72s (or 
the eip-hth Time, when fevency Years of Age, and finding that Di'nocrateSy Tyrant of Meffma^ 
had made his City withdraw their Subjeaion from this P^epubiickj PbUopcsmen marched againft 
him 5 and tho' he put his Enemy to the Rout, yet Dinocram having got a Recruit of five hun- 
dred Men, purfued the Conqueror as he was going home, where Philopxmen fighting in the 
Reer of his Men>, catched a Fall from his Horfe, ahd was taken Prifoner, carried to Meffma^ 
\vhere he was fhuc up in a Pic, and the Executioner fenc down to him with d Draught of 
Wine poifcned by Hemlock (an ufual Way ofkilling thofe who were condemned in Greece) 
which he drank off and died, in the 556th Year of 195 Years before our Saviour's 

Birch. Ly cartas the Father o^Polybins the Hiftorian being then Praefcor of the Acbeeam^ re- 
venged his Death upon Meffina^-^ taking their City^and putting the Inhabitants to the Sword: 
Dinocrates to avoid publick Infamy killed himfelf^ and the Achaans brought home PhikpX'^ 
men^^ Afhes, and gave them a honourable Burial. 

About this Time the Komajis commanded by St. ^tmtias Flaminius^ having fubdded P/;;- 
iip II. King of Macedon^ proclaimed Liberty to the Greeks^ to live according to their 
own Laws (as fhall be more fully related in its pwh propet" Place;) But thb' they gilded their 
Condition with the fpecious Name of Liberfyj they were no further free than it pleafed 
thofe under whofe Power they were 5 their Laws were of fmall Value when they feehied 
any Way to oppofe the K'oma72 Intcreflr. Hence, without any Charge oi- Sufpicion of Trea- 
fon, the Romans^ becoming jealous of what this growing CoiUmonweakh of the Achaans 
might come to, carried off a thoufand of their beft Men {by, making them live in Italy af- 
ter the Manner of Hoftages, that this little Republick being deprived of its principal Sup- 
porters might fink and come to nothing. Of thefe Hoftages Folybius the Hiftorian was 

the chief. ^ 

But of the State of (xr^rci?, after it was conquered by the Koraans^ and made fubjecl firft to 
the Emperors at Rome, then to thefe at Qonftantinople^ and now to the iurks, who polTefs 
this Country to this Day, and of the State of Ghriftians thete, 1 have no Defign now to dif- 
courfe. Having then given a compendious Account of the moft famous Captains in the Qn» 
cian Hiftory before the Birth of Chrift, befides thofe named in other Parts of this Work, and 
of other Things I promifed in the Entry of this Digreflion COs I ^ere put an End to it. 
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CHAP. III. 



The HiBory of the Jews under the Grecian Empire of A» 
lexaiider the Great and his Saccejfors, ejpecially in the 
Kingdoms 0/ Syria and Egypt, where the Affairs of thefe 

Nations are alfo explained. 




N Che former Chapter I have carried on the Hiftory Alexander the Great to the 
Death of Darius Codomannus^ and the End of the Perfian Empire (^) ^ I fhall now 
go on and particularly advert to the Affairs of the J&iS3s^ and fche Accoaipliflimenc 
of Scripture Prophelies. 

Alexander fending that he could not overtake the Traitors who had killed Darius^ 
returned to Partbia 5 and having i-egulated his Affairs there, marched toHyrcania^ 
which fubmitted to iiim 5 and then he fubdued the Mardians^ Drangians^ Arza72s^ 
Aracanfians'^ and feveral other Nations, over which he flew with Viftory fwifcer than others 
can travels often with his Horfe purfuing his Enemies upon the Spur whole Days and Nights. 
Jn PurfuicofD^riraj for eleven Days together, he jirofceeded at the Rate of forty Miles aDay j 
fo that he came upon his Enemy before they were aware of him^ and conquered before they 
tould be in a Pofturb to refifthim. Which iexa<5liy agrees with the Defcriptioh given of him 
by the Prophet DaUzel^ fome Agi3s before he was born ^ who defcribes him (Z*) under the 
Similitude of a Panther or Leopard with four Wings 5 for he was impetuous and fierce as a 
Pantliel* after his Prey, and came Upon his Enemies with that Speed as ifhe flew with a double 
Pair of Wings. And in the fame Prophecies, he is compared to a He-goat coming from the 
Weft (c\ with that Swiftnefs upon the King of il^g'^f/Vz ^nd Perfia^ that he feetoed as if his 
Feet did nbt touch the Ground^: And his A<fliOns fully verified thefe Prediftions. 

While Alexander was among the Drangiafis^ he caufed Pbilotas the Son oi Parme72io to be 
put to Death for a Confpiracy againfl his Life (^), with feveral other Accomplices, and fenc 
for Pdrmehio from Echatajsay and caufed him alfo to be put to Death ; which brought great 
Envy upon him, this old Officer having beisn his chief AfHfirant in icondUdling his Armies to 
tnoft of thofe Vidlories which he had hithisrto obtained. After this he fubdued all in his Way 
Northward as far as Mount Caucdfus-^ and having there built a City which he called Alexandria:^ 
he terminated the Adtions of this Year. About this Time begins oiir Hiflofy o{ Scotland^ iri 
the Reigh of FEKGUs, the firfl Kineflbf our Gouricty 5 but bur Affairs being fiilly dedu- 
ced by Fordouy BoetiujSy Major^ -i-Wr BticMnan and bther Hiflbrians, aiid the Antiquity 
©four Royal Line as well Vouched as moft Mattel's of fo old a Date, as is proved by Sir George 
Mavkenzie and other Sdots Antiquaries, I go on with the Hiftory of the World. 

The next Springs Alexander drove Bejfns the Triiitbr out of BaSiria^ and having fettled '-^nt. c: 
that Provmce^ he followed him into Sogdiand^ where he lialted the River Oxns by ftuffed 55^- 
Skins and the like Devicesi which was thought impraaicable. Bejfus's Followers defpairing ' * 
bf his Caufe, delivered him up to Oxathres the Brother oTBaHns^ who now followed AIexa;u 
der^ and by him hefuffered as his Treafon deferved: Segdiana breeding a great niariy Horfes^ 
Alexander there remounted his Cavalry Qs)- T^^® Province found him VlTork a whole Year. 
At the Capital thereof, then called Maranda'^ now Smaracand^ he in a drunken Fury murde- 
red QliUis one of his beft Friends, for which he afterwards condemned himfelQ as did e-

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very Body elfe. Then he took up his Winter Quarters at Nantaca^ where he refrefhed his 
Army for three Months. While he lay there, he fell in Love with Koxana the Daughter of 
Oxyathres a noble Ferfian^ and married her, and encouraged many of his chief Officers to 
marry other Ferfian Ladies who were Prifoners in the Camp C*^). 
'Anu c. While thefe Things were a-doing, Alexander's Head was bufy in projedling his Expedition 

into India. His main Motive to this dangerous Entferprize, was an Excefs of Vanity, f^g 
^^^y-' 3. j-ja^ ^^^^ t^^g Grecian Fables^ that Bacchus and Hercules^ twp Sons of Jupter^ and he 

pretended CO be another, had made that Expedition. He then in Emulation of them would 
db the fame. Yes, about this Time, he required divine Honours to be paid to him, and that 
he fliould be adored by every Body whoaddrelTcd him, as formerly the Perfian Kings had been. 
This difpleafed all liis old Friends, and none more than CaUifthenes the Philofopher, who was 
a Kinfman to Ariftotle his Matter, fent to give him gpod C.ounfel : But he not being able to 
bear the Freedom wherewith he exprefled himfelf in this Matter, deliberately caufed him to 
be put to to Death C^) ^ which bears very hard upon the Reputation of this Conqueror. 

By the Time he did march into India^ he had augmented his Army to one hundred and 
twenty thoufand Mun, Grecians and Perfiam^ befides fifteen thoufand left in Ba5iiria^ under 
the Command of Amyatas-^ to kefep thofe Palrts quiet, 1 have no mind to follow him in all his 
Rambles in this Expedition, but (hall only obferve, that he fpent a whole Year in fubduing 
Nations on this Side the River Indus. Cleopbis Q)ueen of the Affaca72s redeemed her Kingdom 
by proftituting her Body to the Conqueror, and had by him a Son named Alexander, Next 
Yut, c, '^P^^'^to ^"^^ pafTed the River Indns on a Bridge of Boats, and marched to the Hydafpes. King 
^ay. ' I'axiles fubniitted to him. Portis and his Army, after a Fight of eight Hours, were vanquifli- 
Akx. 4. ed, and himfelf made Prifbner. Alexander asking him how he fhould be dealt with, he an- 

fwered, in a princely Manner ^ under which Expreflion he comprehended all that he could 
delire (c). Accoi^dingly Alexander was fo generous, as to reftore to him his K.Ingdom, and 
augment it. He went no farther than to this Side of the River Ganges^ his Army being wea- 
ry of thofe Wandrings ; and therefore, having erefted Altars on the Side of that River, and 
given Orders to build one City which he called Niccua^ in memory of his Vi6lory over Pq» 
rus^ and another called Bncepbala^ for his Horfe which died there, he returned. While he 
befieged one of the Cities.of the ikf^z/Z/^/WJ, he was in danger of lofin g his Life : For being the 
firft who fcaled the Walls, and raftily leaping into the City before others were ready to fup- 
porc him, he was near wounded to Death C<^). In his Way through the Southern Provinces 
$z6. of Perfta (^), where the Country is overfpread with barren £zndY Defarts, many of his Ar- 
-rf't'x. J. .my loft tlieir Lives, by Sands, want of Water and othernecefiary Provifions, and by the ex- 

cefTive Heat of the Climate. Nearcbns his Admiral, with his Fleet, having coafted from the 
Mouth of the River Indus to Ormus in the Bay of Perfia, he gave Alexander an Account of 
his Voy;ige. With which he was exceedingly delighted (/), and propofed no lefs than toe- 
quip a Fleet that might fail round Arabia and all Africa^ and return by Hercules^ s Pillars, 
now called S'be Streigbts of Gibraltar^ into the Mediterranean Sea : But this he never ac- 
conipliflied. At Suja he married Statyra^ the eldeft of Darius's Daughters Cg% and perfua- 
ded his principal Officers and Followers to marry the reft of them, to the Number of about 
one hundred. He paid their Dowries, gave liberal Gifts and Rewards to his Favourites, and 
cleared the Arrears of his Army. At laft he returned to Babylon ^ and finding it a great and 
very pleafant Place, well fupplied with all things necelTary, he refolved there to fix the Seat of 
his Empire, to add all Improvements to it that it was capable ofy and projefted many other 
Defigns which were never executed. 

That which he chiefly fet his Heart upon, was, to repair' the Temple of Jupiter Belus (b\ 
which Xerxes had ruined in his Return from Greece This he propofed to make more magni- 
ficent than it had been before. In order thereto, he cmnmanded the Ground to be cleared of its 
Rubbifli • but finding the Magians^ to whom he had?fommitted the Care of this Work, to go 
on flowly with it, he employed his Soldiers to affift them : But the* ten thoufand of thetti la- 
boured every Day in the Work, for two Months together, to the Time of his Death j yet 
they were forced to leave it imperfetR", the Ground being ftill uncleared : So great were the 
Ruins of the Building. When it came to the Turn of the Jezus^ who then ferved Alexandet 
among his Afian Recruits, to labour in this Work, they could not by any means be induced 
to put the leaft helping Hand to it 5 for which they gave this Reafon^ ^hat their Religion dC' 
daring agaznft Idolatry^ forbad them to do any thing towards the building of an idolatrous 
temple iJC) : So that tho' feveral Punifhments were infliaed upon them for their Refufal, not 
one of them could be brought to recede from it. W hereupon Alexander^ admiring their Con- 
ftancy, difmifled them from his Service, and fent them all home to their own Country.

BiiC the greate(l Part of the Time that J/exa^^der lay in Bahylosi was fpenc in gratifj^ing him- 
felfwich the Pleafures and Luxuries of that Place, efpecialJy in drinking, whicli he carried to 
the utmofl P-xcefs, fpending fometimes whole Days arid Nights in it, till at length he drank 
himfelf into a Fever, of which in a few Days he died. Some Authors report many Omens that 
did prognofticate his Death, which I do not infiit upon : Others fay that he died of Poifon- 
or that this was an Ingredient in th(t Beradem Cup he drank. The Son^. .oi Ant i pater are 
charged as guilty of this Treafon (^a\ that Caffo.nder brought it out of Greece^ and that lolas 
his Brother gave it to the Conqueron Alexander haying at?out this Time difmifled Crateras 
with ten thoufand Veterans into Greece^ with Commiffion to fucceed Jntipater in his Govern- 
ment of Greece^ Macedo'a^ Thrace and Thejjaly , and ordered Antipater to come to Babylon^ 
he fearing that he was called to Account for JVlale-adminiftration, took this Way to prevent it. 
l^anfamas- (b') tells us, and Straho (jT) agrees with him, of a Fountain in Arcadia called Styx^ 
^vhofe Water is fo cold as to be poifonous 5 that this Water is diftilled from the Rock ISJonacris- 
in fmall Quantities^ and is of fo piercing a Nature, that it breaks through any Velfel except 
a JVIule's Hoof : And therefore they fay it was carried in fuch a Hoof from Greece to Babylou 
for executing this Murdei*. But Alexander having fat one long Drinking-bout, was invited to 
another , where having drunk to great Excefs, he called for. the big HerctUeau Cup, which 




'^itA Alexander the Great, in the firfl Year of the i^A^hplympiad (c), wi;iich fell in the Vear ^-nt c 
before the Birth of Chrift 324, when he had reigned fix Years in the £af> aiter the Death of 5^*3- 
J)arms, And hiere ended all the Defigns of this great, tho' vain-glorious Prince. Never bad 
any Man a greater Run of Succefs than he, for twelve Years and a half together j for ib long 
he reigned from the Death of his Father Philip : And In that Time he lubjeded to hiinfolf 
all the Nations and Countries that lay from the Adriatic Sea to the Ganges^ the greater Pare 
of the then known habitable World. And tho'' moft of his Aiflions were carried on with a fu- 
rious and extravagant Ra/hnels, yet none of them failed of Succefs, God having ordained him 
to be his Inftrument for bringing to pafs all that was by the Prophet Daniel foretold cpiicern- 
ing him : He did by his Providence bear him through in all things, for the accompiiihing of 
it, and when that was done, did caft him out of his Hand , for he died in the prime Vigour 
and Strength of his Lifc^ being thirty t\yo . Years eight Months old Cf)^ and was afterwards 
buried by Ptohmy at Alexandria in Egypt ( There might perhaps a more accurate Ac- 
count of his Life and A^ftions be given^ If we had any contemporary Hiftorian remaining j 
but the antient Authors tranfmittcd to us, who wrote his Hiftory, lived all at a great Diftance 
from his Time ; Por B i odor us Si cuius vfvotG. about the fixticth Year before ChriTl, that is two 
hundred and iixty four Years atter Alexander's Death. The reft are much later ; Jttfiin^ whd 
compendized the Hiftory of ^rogns PompeiiiSy flourifhed in the Reign ofAfztomnns Pius^ that 
is, in the fecond Century 5 '%ti)2tHS Cnrtiiis in the Reign of Vefpafian^ in the firft Century 5 
Plutarch in the Reign of Trajan 5 and Arrian^ Jbe expeditione Alexandria which iii my humble 
Opinion is one of the rnbfi exadl Hiftories of his Affairs^ in the Pwcign of Hadrian and AntO" 
'ninns Pius mdPMlofopbtis (h\ that is in the fecond Century of the Chriftian j£ra, 

§ 2. After his Death, there arofe great Confufibri among his followers about the Sue- 
ceflion Sut after feven Days Conteft, it came to this Agreement, ^haP Aridaeus, a ha^ 

fiard Brother cf Alexander, Jhould be declared Kwg • a7td that if Roxana, tjoho was then g07ze 
•eight Months with childy fi?ould bring forth a Son^ hejhould be joined with, him in the throne ^ 
iind Perdiccas Qto whom Alexander, when dyings had given his Ring) jlmild have the Giiav" 
■dianfloip of both : For Aridans being an Idiot, needed a Guardian as much as the Infant., 
After this, the Governments of the Empire being divided among the chief Commanders of 
the Army, every one of them went to take poflenion of his Part, leaving Perdiccas at Baby-- 
Ion, to take care of Aridaus^ and to fecure dnd dir^€l for him the main Affairs of the whole 
Empire. For fome Time they contented themfelves with the Name of Governors^ but at length 
took that of Kings^ as they had the fovereign Authority from the firft. As foon as they were 
fettled in the Provinces to which they were fent, they all fell to leaguing and making War a- 
gainft each other, till thereby they were in a few Years all deftroyed to four. Thefe were 
Cajfanderj Lyfimachns^ Ptolemy and Seiencm ; who thus divided the whole Empirfe between 
them : Caffander had Macedon and Greece-^ Lyfimachus^ ^race^ and thofe Parts of Afia that: 
iy upon the Hellefpont and the Bofpborus ^ Ptolemy had Egypt y Libyan Arabia^ Paleftine and. 
Cmlefyria , and Seleucus had the Provinces from Ccelefyria Eaftward, to the River Ganges^ or 
as far as Alexander'^ Gonquetts extended. Thus the Prophecies of Daniel were fulfilled, which

flood lip for it (ji). Four kingdo7ns Jloall fiand out of the nation^ but not in his power ^ nor to his 
pofterity^ nor according to his dominion which he ruled. All which was literally accompliHiecj 

Syjiga7nbis the Mother of Larins^ tho" flie had born with great Patience the Death of her 
Father, her Husband, and of eighty of her Brothers llain by Ocbus (b^ in one Day^ and fmce 
that the Death of her Son, and the Ruin of the Perfian Monarchy with his Family ; yet could 
not bear the Death of Alexander QT), He had Ihewn great Kindnefs to her 5 and not know- 
ing where to expedl any more, flie took the Lofs of him to be the finilhing Stroke of her Ca- 
lamities : And therefore, on hearing of it, fhe refufed to take any more Suftenance, but \n 
five Days famifhed herfelf to Death. This was accompanied with the Death of her two Grund- 
daughters (i^), St atyra theVJ idow Alexander^ and Drypetis the Widov/ o{ Hephc^efti on : por 
P^oxana^ having by the Concurrence of P^r^icct^J craftily got them into her Po\vcr3 catifed 
them both to be caft into a Well, and murdered. She feared Staty^a might be with child 
and if that proved to be a Son, the fame might difturb the Settlement made in favour oi'Jier 
Son, in cafe fhe had one ^ and therefore fhe took this cruel Way to prevent it. 

Aridceus being placed on the Throne, they changed his Name into that of Philip (e) 
Hence the Philippic JEra hath its Original, which the Egyptia72s computed from the firft Day 
of that Year wherein Alexander the Great died- In a few Months Koxana was delivered of a 
Son, who was culled Alexander ^ and his Name, with that oi Aridans or Philip^ was after- 
wards joined in the Government of the Empire , tho^ neither of them had any more than a 
Name of it, the Authority being wholly ufurped by thofe who had divided the Provinces a- 
mong them. 

Tho' Alexander'' Conquefts in a few Years after his Death refolved into four Kingdoms, 
as hath been obferved 5 yet at the firfl: Divifion among his Officers, there were a great many 
more diffcrenc Governments : For we find in Diodoms Sictilns (f) and Jnfiin ^"g). That P^o- 
lemxHs Lagiis got the Government of Egypt 5 Pithon had Media ^ Enmenes^ Paphlagonia and 
Cappadocza 5 Antigoitus^ Pamphylia^ Lycia^ and the Greater Phrygia ^ Cajfander had Caria j 
Meleager^ Lydla ^ Leonnatns had Phrygia at the HeUefpont ; ^hracia and Pontus were given 
to Lyfunacbns - Laomcdon had Syria and Mitylene ^ Antipater had Macedonia 5 Perdiccas had 
the Government Aridceiis and of the Iniant Alexander ^ Selenctis had the Command of the 
Horfe and the Allies j and Craterus was fent into Macedon with ten thoufand Veterans to fuc- 
ceed Antipater. But moll of thefe great Men were foon deftroyed, and the Provinces afiign- 
ed them were fcized by others : 'Eo^ Leonnatns going to Aizti pater Governor ol MacedoUy 
sigainfb the Greeks in the Laman War, was flain in Battle C^) 5 Meleager was cut off bv Per- 
diccaSy rather to fatisfy a private Grudge, than for anyjuftCaufe CO 5 Cratents md fjeoptom 
iemiis were killed fighting againft: Enmc;ivs (^). Perdiccas finding that Eiimenei the Qardian^ 
to whom Paphlagonia and Cappadocia were affigned, could not get poffellion of thofe CountrieSj 
by reaibn that Ariathes King of Cappadocia held them, they never having been thoroughly 
fubdued by Alexander the Great 5 he then marched, with thirty thoufand Foot and fifteen 
thoufand Horfe, taking Aridmis^ and Alexander the Child with him 5 and having defeated A- 
riathes in Battle, in which four thoufand were killed, and fix thoufand taken Prifoners (Oj 
he then marched againft Ptolemy InEgyptj whom he hated, and would fain have ruined. But 
Ptolemy having by his Benignity and Juftice gained the Affedlion of all Egypt^ abundance of 
Perdiccas's Men revolted to him 5 and Perdiccas tired the refl by hard Enterprizes without 
Succefs. At lall he endeavoured to pafs a Branch of the ISJile over againft Memphis^ where 
the Water was fcarce fordable ; yet he eflayed it, by placing his Elephants above the Paft 
i\vj^c to break the Current, and his Horfe below, to take up the Foot in cafe they fhould be 
carried down. The foremoft got over, but thefe who were behind them could find no Groufld, 
aud fo were obliged to return ^ and thofe who were got to the other Side, to fwim back for 
their Lives, with the Lofs of two thoufiind Men, who were either drowned, or devoured by 
Crocodiles. Ptoleray with great Civility ordered to bury the dead Bodies that were caft upon 
the Shore, and ail this raifed fuch a mutinous Spirit among Perdiccas^s Men, as, being head- 
ed by Pithon^ they went into their General's Tent, and murdered him (w). Pithon carried 
back Arid^ns and young Alexander to Macedon, Antipater died there, when "he was eighty 
Years old i and after fome Difficulties was fucceeded by Cajfander. Thus many of thofe Ca- 
ptains came to an End, and of the reft we ihall hear afterwards. 

Enmenes^ after feveral fuccefsful Enterprizes, at the Head of the Argyrafpides (who were 
fo called becaufe Alexander the Great had honoured them with Bucklers adorned with fih'cr 
Bars) invaded S'elettciis^ and advanced againft Antigo^zns^ over whom he gained the Vidlory : 
But the Duft raifed by the Army, in a fandy Field, was fo great, that nothing could be feen ;

In the Year before the Birth of Chrift 321 the High-prieft of the Jews bcinr dead

,r itTrnp? t^''' had a pretty eafy PolTeffion Egypt (.). He was a virtuous and 
aifo a earned Man ; for we are told that he wrote the Hiftory of A'.exanci^r, wiiich had been 
valuable, in regard he was Witnefs to all his Wars, and had a great Share in then, : Bu^ 
\is oft. ^nv^« C^) owns that he had feen it, and that he for moft part foU.nvs him Vl J 
Vtolemy J^A^Amgt\,^t Syrta, Phmii^^^^ convenient for him to del-end of 

which he was already in PolTeffion, and alfo in Order to make a Defcent upon the iTw o F 
Cyprus which he had in his Eye, refolved to make himfelf Mufter CO of thefe Provinces, la 
the firft Partmon of the Empire, they were granted to Laomedon the Mitylencean and he rc- 
fuied on any Terms to part with them. Ptolemy therefore fent ^icamr one of his Gantain- 
with an Army into J>-«^ to gain them by Force, while he with a Fleet invaded Phwi^icia. 
mcanor having vanqu.flied Laomedon in Battle, and taken him Prifoner, foiled all the Inlcnd 
Country and Ptoleray had the like good Succefs on the Coaft. But when all other p 'rt 
dily yielded to P^o/^;;.^, the Je-^s alone rcfufed to fubmit (f). They having, a iuft Scnfe of 
the Oath which they had fworn to the former Governor, would comp^ with^notlS contrary 
to It. Whereon P/o/«;/y marched into 5f-''rf^«, and laid Siege to Jernlalem. The Place be- 
ing ftrongly fortified Doth by Art and Nature, might have held out a long Time againft him- 
Buc the 7.-^.. had then fuch a fuperftitious Notion for the keeping of their Sabbatlf, Sat theV 
thought It a Breach of their Law even to defend themfelves on that Day ^ which Ptoleviy oh- 
ferving made Choice of their Sabbath to ftorm the Town, and took it in the AfTuult, becaufe 
none of them would on that Day defend their Walls againft him. Jofepbns bein? unwilling to 
cxpofc his Nation to the Contempt of the for fo ridiculous a Folly, tells the Story o- 

therwiic, as if PtoUjuy had taken the Place by breaking Articles of Compofition. But other 
HAorians, even thefe whom Jofep^^.s quotes CO, give the Account wx> have now related. 
And It leems to be true j for it appears from the Book of the Maccal>ees Qb ), that till Matta- 
thtas and thele with him made a Decree to the contrary, it was the ftated Opinion of the 
pws to do nothing on the Sabbath Day, even for the ftving of their own Lives againft thofe 
who came to deitroy them. 

When Pifo/^ffy- had thus made himfelf Mafter of 7fr«/rt/^w and aU Jadea, at firft he dealt 
very hardly with the Inhabitants j for he carried above 100,000 of them Captives into E- 
gypt : But afterwards refiefting on their Steadincfs to their Oaths to former Princes and Go- 
vernors (0, he thought them proper for the higheft Truft ; and therefore bavin? chofen thir- 
ty thoulana of them, whom he thought beft qualified for military Service, he committed to 
them to garrifon and keep the Towns which were of greateft Importance, and appointed the 
left to be with them at their Defire, and affift them with all NecelTaries. And whereas he had 
lately brought under him Qy>-eOT and i/^-jrf, he placed feveral of them alfo there j and from 
them defcended the Cymiisu Jews, of whom was Jafon QkX who wrote the Hiftory of the 
jaaccabees m five Books, of which the fecond Book of Maccal-ees, which we now have, is an 
Abridgment ; and of whom alfo was Simon who bore Chrift's Crofs at his Crucifixion CO, 
and others that are mentioned in the jliis (;» of the Apoftles. 

3 1 7, a great Change happened in Macedonia ^ for Olympias Cii) 
the Mother ol Alexa7ider having formerly fled out of £p/>«j,with Alexander her Grandfon, and 
^oxma his Mother, for fear of Antipater, now after his Death fhe returned j and having got 
I ! m^,^^" '^f ^'"S'lom into her Hands, put Aridaus the nominal King Cwhom they qA- 
iedPMtp-)to Death, with Eurydice his Wife, after he had born the Title of King fix Years 
ana leven Months j and with him alfo fhe flew Nicanor the Brother of Caffander, and one hun- 
npt'J v'^''^ P'''"cipal Friends and Adherents. Which Cruelty was retaliated upon her 

next \ ear j tor then Cajfajider coming upon her with an Army, befieged her in Pydna ; and 
naving torcod her to furrender, firft fhut her up in Prifon, and afterwards caufed her there to 
J/Z", y x^a ' ^^^''^h flie endured with a manly Courage. After the cutting off Aridxiis^ 
Miexanaer the Son of Koxa7ia alone bore the Title of King, till at length he was alfo in like 
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Manner cue off by the Treachery of thofe who ufnr.ped his Father's Empire 5 and almoft aii 
the Time he bore the Title alone, he bore it in Prifon ; For Caffander^ after he had taken 
Pydna^ fhut him up and his Mother in the CJaftle of Amphi-polis^ till at length he murdered, 
them both, to make Way for himfelfto be King of Macedon, 

When Antigonns had got Eawenes into his Hands, and put him to Death, as hath been be- 
fore related, he looked on the whole Empire of Afva as his own. For the better fecuriiig of ir 
he oiade a Reformation thro" all the eaftern Provinces, putting out all fuch Gox'ernors ashedif- 
trufted, and placing others in whom he had greater Contidence, in their Stead ; and fuch as 
he tiiought dangerous he cut off. As to the Argyrafpides^ who had betrayed Eumenes into his 
Hands, he fent them into Arachofia^the remotelt Province of the Empire' (^) with Orders to 
^ibyrttits Governor there, that by all Means he fliould caufe them all be deftroyed, fo as not 
a Man of them xhight ever return to Greece 5 for tho*he had Profit by the Treafon^ he hated 
the T 



In the mean Time Seleucns got imoEgypt^ where he fo effedlually rept-efehted tb Ptokmy 
the formidable Power of Antigomts^ as he alfo did to Lyfimachus and Cajfander^ by MefTengers 
that he drew them all three into a League againifl hini. But Antigonus^ with his gallant Son 
Demetrius^ whole Life and Aftions are well defcribed by Plutarch ib\ gave them all for fe- 
yeral Years enough to do* Antigonus had by this Time cut off Pithon^ Governor Media, 
(jc) and feized his Country. He had taken Joppe and Gaza^ and reduced Tyre after a Siege of 
fiiteen Months : Tho' Alexander the Great, nineteen Years before thiSjhad ruined this City, yet 
having a great Trade both from the Eaft and the Weft, it had now (j^ fo far recovered 
Strength, as to be able to endure fo long a Siege. Ptolemy with his Fleet having brought moft 
of the Ifland of Q/>r//J under his Subjedlion, by the Advice of iye/c/zc/^-r he marched into P^(y. 
nicia and Syria^ and at Gaza found Demetrius ready to obftru6l his further Progrefs. This 
brought on a fierce Battle between them, in which Ptolemy gained the Vidlory, having flain 
five thoufand of /)^?/;^?r/«/sMen, and taken eight thoufand Captives 5 which forced Lemtx 
trills to quit all Phmiicia^ P^.lefti'fW ^nd Cxlefyria to the Conqueror. Upon his asking Leave 
to bury the Dead, Ptolemy not only granted this, but alfo fent him all his Equipage, TentSj 
and Furniture, with all his Friends, Family and Servants, without any Ranfom ; Which 
Kindnefs Hemetrius had occafion to return, when he afterwards gained the like Advantage, 
All the other Captives Ptolemy fent to Egypt, and there employed them aboard his Fleet. All 
the Coaft of Phosnicia furrendered to him, excepting ^yre^ which alfo in a little Time muti- 
nied againft Andronicus their Conqueror, and delivered the Place to Ptolemy^ and him with it. 

Seleucns \vj.\mg obtained of P/()/tf/;^j a thoufand Foot, and three hundred Horfe, mardhed 
eaftward with him to recover Babylon, out of which he had fled for fear of Antigonus. With 
fo fmall a Force did he undertake fo great an Enterprife (f), and yet fucceeded in it. On 
his coming to Carrhx in Mefopotamia^ all the Macedonians who were there in Garrifon joined 
with him: And as foon as he drew near ^^z^jj'/i?;/, great Numbers of the Inhabitants ofthaC 
Province flocked to him. Remembring his mild Government, and the Severity of Antigonus^ 
they were glad of his Return : And therefore on his Approach to the City, he found the 
Gates opened ^ and he wad received into the Place with the general Acclamations of thePeo-^i 
pie. Thefe who were on the Part dt Antigonus retired to the Caftle^ of which Seleueus fooni 
made himfelf Mafter ; And with it he received his Children, Friends and Servants, wh6m, on 
his Flight into Egypt, Antigonus had fhut up in Prifon 5 and then applied himfelfto bring 
together fuch an Army, as might enable him to keep Pofleflion of what he had gotten 5 
which he efledlually did ; For having met with Antigonits^s Army at an Advantage near the 
Tigris^ he flormed his Camp in the Night, and put his whole Army to the Rout. Whereupon 
many of the conquered joined him J whereby he was enabled to feize Media, Snfiana, and 
fome neighbouring Provinces 5 and fo fixed his Intereft by the Clemency of his Government, 
that at length he became the greateft of all Alexander's SucceiTors. 

From the Re-taking Babylon by •Selencns^ began the famous j^ta of the Seleucida, made 
ufe of all over the Eaft, by Heathens, Jeivs, Chrifiians and Mahometans. 'Tis called by the 
Jexvs the Aira of Contratts^ becaufe after they fell under the Government of the Syro^Macedo- 
nian Kings, they were forced to ufe it in all Contraas^ and other Inftruments about Civil Af- 
fairs. And it afterwards grew fo much in Ufe among them, that till a thoufand Years after 
Chrift, they had no other Way to compute their Time^ fave by this ^ra of Contracts : But 
when about the Year of our LORD 1040, they were driven out of the Eaft, and fettled here 
in Europe, they learned from fome Chriftian Chronologers to compute the Years from the 
Creation of the World. Seleucns made himfelf Mafter of Babylon chat Year Polymon was 
Arcbon oi Athens, \whexi the 117 Olympiad as celebrated, at which Parmenio of Mytekne 
was Vidlor 5 L. Papyrins being then the fifth Time, and C. Junius the fecond Time Komaft 

Con- 
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Confuls id) j which Characters do agree to the Year of the Julian Period 4402, from the 
Creation of the World 3638? before the Birth of Chrifl: 310, according to Helvivus\ Chrono- 
oical Tables. And 'tis the more necefiary to underftand this Epoi^ha^ in regard 'cis frequent- 
h/ made ufe of in Jofephus^ and the Books of the Maccabees: And if you add the Number 
3638 to the Year there given, the Product will be the Year from the Creation j- and if you 
take the Year there given from the Number 3105 the Remainder will fhow the Year before 
the Birth of Chrifl:, only this does not exatflly agree with the Years before Chrill in Pr/"- 
deanx's Conne6iiQn, The Arabs call it 2lrr/V DilcarnaiUi^ e. the JEra of the t-Wi) horned, ; Which 
:Defi£^narion Dr. Prideaux C^) takes to have its Rife from what is faid of Seleucus^ that, he was 
of fo'great Strength, that taking hold of a Bull by the Horn, he could flop him. in his full C-i-* 
reer ; and therefore the Statuaries made his Statues ivith two Bulls Horns on his Head. 

Ptolemy being at this Time Mafter of all Phosnicia^ fndea and Crehfyria^ fent Cilles^ one of 
his Generals, to take PofTeflion of the upper Syria alfo, which Demetrius then held. But CVV- 
/^j defpifing his Adverfary, as already baffleda and miking his Encampoiehts with too little 
Care, Demetrius came upon him by a fyccdy March in the Night Time before he was aware^ 
and got an abfolute Victory (O5 nearthe City Myns^ taking his Camp, and making 7000 of 
his Men Priibners of War, among whom w as Ci l/es the General: B\At Dej^jetri^es fcm back the 
Men wlthdut Ranfbm, as Ptolemy had done to himj after he had defeated his Forces at Ga%a- 
(d ). Jjitigcfms hearing of this Victory, joined his Son in upper 6yria^ and Ptolemy fearing 
that he would not be able to encounter the joint Forces of Father and Son, difmantled Ace^ 
Joppa^ Samaria and Gaza^ and retired to Egypt : Whereupon all Jndea^ Pbmnicia and d^le^ 
{yri.a^ returned under the Power of Antigomts, 

A great Number of the Inhabitants of thefe Cotintri&s followed Ptolemy^ rather out of 
Choice than Gompulfion, and efpecially many of t.\\'d.Je'ws COj whom he planted at Alescan^ 
dria. By which Means there having been many of that Nation encouraged there by Alexan-^ 
^er the Great, as hath been already (f) related^ the Jewijh Quarter in that City encreafed 
to feveral thoufand Families. Many Samaritans as well as Jews^ between whom were fre- 
quent Debates about their Temple, upon the like Encouragement became alfo Inhabitants of 
that Cityj where they multiplied to a great Number. Among thefe who ibllowed Ptole^ny 
mto Egypt on this Occafion, there w^as one Ezekias aPrieft, of eminent Note, of iixcy Years 
of Age CSi)' 'Hecatansthe Ahderite^ an Hiftorian quoted by ^ofeplms^ (for his Book is now 
loft) takes particular Notice of him, as a Perfon of great Wifdom and Prudence, aneloquenj: 
Speaker, and one who thoroUgly underfirood the World : And further fiys, Sthat he having 
€0fttra6fed Acquaintance with him^ they bad frequent Conferences together ^ by which he learned 
what was the Religion^ Policy^ and manner of living among the Jews, wherein they differed from 
ether Nations. "Tis likely from this Ezekias^ Hecatceus was induced to have fo favourable ail 
Opinion of the Jews oxid their Religion j and that froiii him he received Information of moft 
of thefe Things he wrote concerning thert) : For he compofed a very particular Hiftory of 
the Jews Qhy^ therein treating of them from ^/'r/^^^^w^, down t6 his Time 5 in which hefpeaks- 
fo honourably of them and their Religion^ that Origen (?) tells us, that Heremiius Philo, a Hea- 
then W'^riter, about the Tirtae o^^rajan^ did for this Reafon queftion whether it was the ge- 
nuine Work of iiipfiz^ie«^ or not, inferring that either it was compofed by fome Jew, under thp 
N aniQ c£ Hecatteas^ orelfe, if he were the true Authcfr thereof, he was coi-rupted to the 
^ew2fi Religion when he wrote it. Jofepbns tells us of another Jew called Mofallam (^), who 
about this Time followed Prt^/tfwy, and had lifted himfelf a Horleman in his Army^ and from 
the fame Hecatceiis gives this remarkable Story ofhim^ faying. As I was travel Img toi^ 
the Ked SesL^ there was in company with us a jQwnained MoidiXavny one of a Jewilh Troop of- 
Horfe fertt to be our Convoy^ a valiant Man^ remarkable for bis Skill in Archery. As fever al of 
ns were travelling .together^ a Sooth fayer bad us aU ft and fliU^ and we did fo. ^his Jew asked, 
"what we flood for ? Look yoy anfwered the sunning Man^ and p^ewed him a Bird^ if thai Bird 
fiandSy you are to ftandy and if it rifeth and flees on^^ you are to go forewards : But if it flees 
the contrary IVay^ yon ntuft all go back again, STbe Jew, with out f peaking a IVord^ lets flee an 
Arrow^ and kills the Bird, Whereon the Diviner fell on him in moft autragious Terhts, IFhy^ 
fays the Jew, are ye all mad^ to make fucb a Buftle about a filly Bird! How could it forefhew 
us our Fortune that knew nothing of its own? If ii could have fort old Good pr Evil to come:^ 
it would have kept out of this Place for fear of being killed by the Arrow of Mofallarii the Jew. 
Thus far Hficataus^ who tells this Story of Purpofe to expofe and condemn the Superftition of 
the Heathens v/hich then obtained concerning thefe Matters, and to extoU the Wifdom of the 

Jeivs in defpifmg and reje(51:ing all thqfe Follies. 

Demetrius made a Peace with the Nabatbaan Arabs^ with which Antigonus his Fa- 
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Father was not well pleafed ; for thefe wandering Robbers cannot be bound to ArtK 
cles C-^^ ■ But he was better fiitisfied with the Difcovery that his Son had made of the 
Lake AfpbaUites or Dead Ssa , from w^hich he expefted to make Profit, by gathering the En 
tumen the Sulphur, or Jeivs Lime, which is there to be had in Plenty, and fent inimediatelv 
JerorJthe C<^r^^V?;^, an Hiftorian of that Time Cwhofc Works are now loft) with a Party of 
Men and Boats to gather it. But as foon as they had got together a confiderable (Quantity of 
the Bitumen, the Arabians came upon them, to the Number of fix thoufand, who deftroyed 
the Boats, killed the Men, and put an End to this ProjeCl:. . . , r 

Antip-ouHs being informed of the Succefles of Sekucns at Babylon^ and in thefe eaftern Parts 
of the World, fenc his Son Demetrius with an Army to recover Babylon out of his Hands. Se^ 
lencHs hQ'mgthQn abfenc m Media^ De^iietnus <tntVGd that City without Oppofition : For 
trochs whom Seleucns had left his Lieutenant, finding himfelf not ftrong enough to encoun- 
■ tcr fo powerful an Adverfary, retreated with his Forces into the Fens 5 where being furroun^ 
ded with Ditchea, Rivers and MorafTes, he protedlecJ himfelf by the InjiccelTiblenefs of his 
Camp and ordered all his Friends to flee out. of the City ; which they did, and faved them- 
fclves dll the Enemy retired. Demetrius took one of the Caftles in Babylon^ and expelling the 
Garrifon of '"^'eleucns^ he placed there one of his own of feven thoufand Men. But being recal- 
led bv his Father, he plundered the whole Province C^), and left only a thoufand Horfe, and 
five thoufand Foot, to carry on the Siege of the Caftlethat flood out. The Plunder aliena- 
ted the Hearts of the People from Antigonus ond his Party, and united them to Selencus ever 
after. So that on Selencns's returning to Babylon^ after the Retreat of Demetrius^ he foon ex- 
pelled the Forces the other had left there, recovered the Caftle, and fettled his Intereft in thefe 
Farts upon fo folid a Foundation as it could never after belhaken. 

Demetrius on his Return to the lefler Jfia^ T^\kd PtoIe7uy from the Siege of Hahcarnajfus^ 
which brought on a Treaty among the furviving Captains of Alexander the Great,who fucceed- 
ed him in his Conquefts 5 whereby it was agreed (0^ ^-^^^ Caffander Jlmild have theCoimnand 
of Macedonia, till Alexander the Son of Roxana (Joould be of Age ; that Lyfimachus JJjould 
bave ThxiiCQiV to\emy fioiild enjoy Egypt^ with the adjacent Parts 0/ Libya and Ax^ihin 
that Antigoxms JImild have all the lejfer Afia, and that the Grecian Cities Jloould enjoy theit 
own Laws, But this Agreement did not laft long ; Alexander the Son o£Koxana being now 
fourteen Years of Age, Caffander caufed him and his Mother to be murdered in the Caftleof 
Ampbipolis. Polyfpercho?^^ who governed in Pelopo^mejus ^yxtttndQd to be very much difpleafed 
with this cruel Attion done by C^J/7^«rf^r 5 and that he with an Army would fettle Hercules 
the Son o^ Alexander hy Barfina^ the Widow Memmn^ in the Throne of his PredecefTors : 
But Polyfprchon having got all from Caffander that he wanted, this Son, then feventeen 
'AM. c. Years of Age, with his Mother, was alfo cut off Qd). Thus were the Heirs of Alexander the 
5°^' Great trcacheroufly deftroyed, that thefe Ufurpers might (hare the Inheritance. And Cleopa' 
patra the Sifter of ^/^:c^;/i^i?>* was murdered in like Manner by Antigonus. 

In the Year before the Birth of Chrift 306, Demetrius went to Athens, to reftore, as he 
pretended, the Liberties of Gr^^cf, but in reality to expel thence the Garrifon of Caffander^ 
and deprefshis Power in thefe Parts 5 which he fully effefted, by driving Demetrius Pbalereus 
out of that City, as hath been obferved when difcourling of the Aifairs o^ Greece (O- Upon 
Dcmetrins'sKQiurUj his Father fent him with a great Fleet, and an Army aboard the fame, 
to difpolfcfs Ptolemy of the Ifland oi Cyprus (f) 5 which he did with great Succefs : For hav- 
hiJ^ taken i^w/i^, he belieged il^^wtoJ in Salarais^ the chief Town of the Ifland 5 wherc- 
npon Ptolemy failed with a great Fleet for his Succour. This produced a Fight at Sea, where- 
^- 1 i i:)^^wenv/^5 obtained a fjgnalViftory, and P^o/e?^;' was forced with eight Ships only to take 
his FHo^ht into Egypt^ leaving all behind him in the Power of the Conqueror; Whereupon the 
wholelftand oiCyprns^ with all the Shipping, Forces and Magazines that Ptolemy had there, 
fell into his Hands. Antigonus being very much puifed up with this Succefs, affumed the 
Title of King, and wore a Crown, and fent another to Demetrius^ giving him the Tick ot 
King alfo, which from this Time they ufed in their Epiftles, Decrees, and publick Writings (gh 
When the Egyptians heard of this, thzx. Ptolemy ^ to whom they bore a great AfTedlion, niighc 
not feem leflened by his Misfortunes, they gave him the fame Title, The Example vva^ lol- 
lowed by LyfiruachnSj Caffander^ and Selencus, who about the fame Time ufurped the Tjrle ot 
Kino-s in their Territories, tho' they had exercifed regal Authority for fever al Years before. 
Jim c Seleucits was grown very great in the Eaft : for having defeated Nicamr^ who was lent a- 
3oy. ' gainft him by Antigonus, he not only fccured to himfelf Affyria, Media, and Babylon, duc 
cpn-vino- his Arms iurther, reduced under him Perfa, Ba^lria, Hyrcania (Jo), and all the other 
' "^ 's on this Side the River Indus, The Mildnefs of his Government, and the Sweetnei^ 
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of his Temper made him much beloved by his People j wYitxQzz Antigonus was rather na^a 
for contrary Q ualities. — 
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Antigonns^ to puriue the Blow that Demetrius had given to Ptolemy at Cypr/is^ gathered 
an Army of one hundred thoufand Men for invading Egypt^ while Demetrius pro^jared with 
a ftrong Fleet to make a Defcent upon the fame Country by one of the Mouths of the Kile. 
jiut all Places were fo well guarded, that they had no Succefs 5 and AntigonHs.\ Army being 
weakned by Sicknefs and Defertions, and their Provifions fpent, he was forced to rccurn to 
Syria, Whereupon the King o£ Egypt was more firmly fettled in his Kingdom than ever here-* 
tofore 5 and therefore Ptolemy (^) the Aftronomer here begins his Reign, giving ic a new £« 
pocha, which commenceth with the feventh November^ nineteen Years after the Death of 
/llexander the Great. 

The Khodians fubfifting by the Trade of Egypt^ adhered to the Interefl of Ptolemy j and 
therefore Demetrius endeavoured by his Fleet and Army to bring them to his Obedience. But 
J^hodes being fupported by Ptolemy^ after a Year's Siege Demetrius was not able to take it, 
but was content to make Peace with them on thefe Terms C^), ^b/it tbeyjhould affbciate imtb 
Antigonus in all his Wars except againft Ptolemy. And the Khodians^ flirther to flicw their 
Gratitude to Ptolemy^ made for him a Grovej and gave him divine Honours, according to the ^^'f^' " 
profane Flattery of thofe Times, and aifo gave him the additional Name of Swthp, or Savzonr^ pelilli^c 
by which he is commonly called by Hiftorians, to diftinguifli him from the other Ptolemies who ^f/. z. 
reigned in Egypt. 

Seleucus ha\ing fecured himfelf in the PoflelTion of all the Countries from the Euphrates to yi^t. c\ 
the River Indus^ refoived to make War upon Saudrocotttts for makiiig himfoJf xVIafter of y^/- 
dia alfo. This Safzdrocotttis was an ludian^ of mean Original, who under pretence of freeing 
his Country from Tyranny (O? had expelled the Macedoniaiis out of thoie Indian Fi'ovinccs 
that had been conquered by Alexander the Great, and fei^ed them for himfelf Seleucas ha- 
ving paffed the River Indiis^ when he found that his Adverlary had an Army of fix hundred 
^houland iVfen, with a great Number of Elephants managed for War, did not think fit to run 
the Risk of a Battle, but chufed to conclude a Treaty of Peace, whereby it was agreed, ^fbat 
SelGucusJbonld quit his PrctenfiotiS to India, aitd Sandroconusjhonld give him five hundred of his 
Ulepbants, This being done, Seleucus marched into the Wcftern Parts to make War with Au~ 
tigomiSy the Neceflity whereof haftned on this Peace ; For Demetrius having ended the War 
with the RhodianSy failed with a great Fleet into Greece^ where he difpofTcfled Ptolemy o{ Si~ 
cyoftj Corinth, and moft of the Places he held in that Country, and prelTed hard upon CciJJaU" Ant,Ci 
ier inMacedon This with many other things made Seleucus, hyfimachus, Cajfander and 30i. 

Ptolemy, to look upon Antigonus with his Son Demetrius as defigning to fupprels aiJ the other 
SuccclTors Alexander the Great, and to ufurp the whole Empire to themfelvesi and there- 
fore they all confederated to mine them. In order to this End, while Antigonus was abfent 
in the Lelfer Afia, and Demetritis in Greece, Ptolemy recovered all Judea, Pbosnicia and QcjIC'- 
fyria, excepting only 3jre and Sidon (/). But as he befieged the latter of thefe, being in- 
formed that A72tigo7zus had defeated Seleucus and LyfimacbnSy he was lb far impol'ed upon by Ant. c: 
this falfe Report, that he made a Truce with the Sidonians^ and returned into Egypt. Here 301. 
ends the twentieth Book of Diodorus Sictilus, and we have no more of the other twenty he 
wrote, but fome excerpted Fragments. And by the by we may obferve, that in thofe frequent 
Revolutions Judea was oft the Seat of the War ^ and the Jews to be fure had but an uneafy 
Life. 

Seleucus and Lyfimachus having joined their Forces, made up an Army of feventy four thou- 
fand Foot, ten thoufand five hundred Horfe, four hundred Elephants and fix icore Chariots 
of War (fj. On the other Side, Antigonus vnith. his Son Demetrius Iiad feventy thoufand 
Foot, ten thoufand Horfe and feventy five Elephants. Between thefe great Armies a fierce 
decifive Battle was fought near Ipfns, a City ofPhrygia, where Demetrius^ who commanded the 
Horfe, defeated the Son of Seleucus ; but purfuing him too far, before he returned his Father 
Antigonus, who was then above eighty Years of Age, was killed, his Foot entirely overthrown, 
and the confederate Kings gained an abfolute Viftory. This Battle is placed Helvicus (g'y 
in the fourth Year of the 119th Olympiad, which falls in the 4413th Year of the Julian Pe- 
riod, from the Creation of the World 3649, after the building of Rorrie 452 Years. De7}ie- 
irius finding the Battle loft, and his Father flain, made his efcape to Ephefus with five thou- 
fand Foot and four thoufand Horfe, which were all the Remains he could pick up of the great 
Army which his Father and he had led into the Field of Battle. With thefe he went aboard 
his Fleet he had left there 5 and fliifting from Place to Place, fometimes met with good For- 
tune, fometimes with bad : But the* he ftili retained fome Territories in Gr^^t-^, and afterwards 
for fome Years reigned in Macedon, yet he could never recover his Father's Empire j and ia 
the feventeen Years which he afterwards lived, met with Difappoint men ts in all Attempts he 
made towards it. Among the Territories which he retained for fome time after the Battle, 
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were ^yre^ Sidon^ and the Ifland of Cyprus ^ from which he made an Inroad into the Teiri-, 
tories xhc Samarita72S Qa)^ and did them great Damage. 

After the Death of Antigonns the four confederated Princes divided his Dothinions betwceh 
them, wherebv the whole Empire of Alexander the Great became parted into four Kingdoms. 
Ptolemy had Bgyp^^ Lihya^ CoBlefyria and Falefiine Cajjander^ Mac'^don arid Greece Lyfi[ 
vtacbns had ^brace^ Bithynia^ the Bofphorns^ with fome Provinces beyond the Hellefpont 5 and 
Scleucns had all the reft. Thefe were the four Horns of the He-goat mentioned by the Pro- 
phet Daniel (b')^ whigh grew up after the breaking of the firfl Horn. There v/ere indeed for- 
mer Partitions of the Empire into Provinces in the Time of the Brother and Son b£ Jlexajzdey - 
but this lafl was a Partition of.it into Kingdoms among Kings : And therefore of this thefe 
Prophecies arc to be underftopd. .There were indeed five Kings who in a precarious Way afTu, 
med Crowns to themielves three Years before the Battle at Ipfns ^ but A^ztigonus not being 
King above thi'ee Years, and his Kingdom abfolutely extinguifhed by his Death, thefe Pro, 
phecies take no Notice of him, but Confine the Succeilion of the great Horn to thefe four who 
fubducd ban. Bur, after this Battle, there being a League between the four who conquered in 
it, whereby euch of them had their Dominions let out in fo many Kingdoms, and were autho- 
rif:d by Confent of the whole to govern them as Kings, independent of ail Superiors, from 
this Time only can their refpedlive Divifions be properly reckoned Kingdoms. And in all their 
Contcfts wliich they or their Succefibrs afterwards had about their Limits, they appealed to this 
League as the original Charter by which they reigned over thofe Kingdoms. 
'A'-t c '^^^^'^'f the ftrft of that Name, High-prieft of the Jews^ being dead, he was fucceeded in the 
300. ' High-priefthood by Simon his Son CO i who from the Holinels of his Life, and the Righte^ 
^/^/.A'tf/.^.oulhefs of his Anions, was called Simon the Jafi. He was the firft High-prieft of that Numcj 

and lived in that Office nine Years. 

SelencHs^ after his Victory over Antigonns^ having feized the Upper Syrzit^ he there buiK* 
AntiQcb^ on the River Orontes (jT) ; which for many fucceeding Ages became the Q^ueen of 
the Eafl r For here the Syrian Kings had the Seat of their Empire, and here the Koman Go-i 
vernors who prefided over the Eaft had their Refidence ^ and when Chriftianity prevailed in 
the World, it became the See of the chief Patriarch of the Afia92 Churches. It was fituated 
on the River Orontes^ at the diftance of about twenty Miles from the Place where it falls into 
the Mediterranean Sea, and is reckoned mid-way by Land between Co«/?^/i?/;;o/)/tf ahdAiexafi^ 
dria in Egypt^ being about fcven hundred Miles diftant from each. He called itAntioch^ fay 
ibme, from the Name of his Father ^ others, from that of his Son 5 and others, from that of 
both, they having the fame Name. It was called letrapoiis^ becaufe it conlifted of four C^uar- 
i:er5, as of fo many Cities. The firft of them only was built by this Seleuctis Nicator^ or the 
Conqueror 5 the fecond, by thofe Xvho flocked thither on its being made the Capital of the 
Syro-Macedonian Empire ^ the third, by Selencus CaUinic7is ^ and the fourth, by Antiocbus 
pipbanes. Each Quarter had its proper Wall, and one common Wall encompalled the whole. 
The Place was very fubjedl to Earthquakes : However^ it continued for near lixteen hundred 
Years to be the chief City of the Eaft, till at length, in the Year of our Lord 1265, it wa4 
taken from the Weftern Chriflians by Bibars Sultan o{ Egypt ^ and utterly deftroyed by him j 
and now it is remarkable for nothing but Ruins. Aleppo hath fucceeded in its ftead to be the 
Metropolis of the Eaftern Parts. Daphie was counted a Suburb of this City, tho' at the di- 
Hance of four or five Miles from it; There Selencus planted a Grove ten Miles in compafs, 
and in the middle thereof he erected a Temple, and confecrated both to Apollo and Diam^ 
making it an Afylam or Sanctuary, as it indeed proved to be to lewd and effeminate People (J)* 
Selencus built fixteen other Cities, which he called by the fame Name, whereof one was in P/- 
fidia^ mentioned in Scripture (fj. But he razed Aistigonia to the Ground, ^hich Antigonns 
defigned to have made the Seat of his Empire. He built alfo feveral other Cities, whereof 
three were of fpecial Note, which for their good Agreement were called Sifters CS^ • Cne of 
tlicm he termed Seleiicia^ from his own Name 5 another Apamia^ from Apama his Wife 5 and 
the third L^odiceay from Laodice his Mother. 
'Jir.t. c. Lyfimachns^ to ftrengthen himfelf in his Kingdom, made a ftrift Alliance v/ith Ptoletnf 
^t)9' King of ii^^p^ i and for cementing thereof^ m^vned Arjiizoe ouq of his Daughters (^^, and 
'^"^ ■^"'^•7- fometime after took another of them 10 Agatbocles his Son. Selencus following this Example> 

married Stratonice the Daughter of Demetrius^ whom he had by Bbila the Sifter of Ci?/- 
fander. Demetrius willingly accepting the Offer, carried his Daughter with him from Greece 
in his Fleet to Syria, In his Way he made a Defccnt upon Cilicia^ which Plijlarcbns^ the Go- 
vernor of the Country, complained of to Selencus 5 bun feems to have received no Redrefs J 

For Deinetritts^ when he heard of the Complaint, marched to %iinday where fome of hi*

Father's Treafure yec lay, and carried off thence twelve hundred Talents to his Fleet j and 
then failed to Or^ffus^ where he delivered to Selencns his Bride ; and after Feafts and miitua?. 
j^ntertainments failed ofF, and made himfeif Mafler of the whole Province of 07;V^7. Thus jir.t^Q^ 
J)emetrius beg^in to become again confidefabie in thofe Parts 5 for he had the Province of C/- zy£, 
Ucta^ the whole Ifland of Gyfnis^ and the rich Cities of and Sidon. Seiericits offered him^'^'-^'^"'*^' 
a Sum of Money for CiHcia 5 which Demetrius refufed : Whereupon the former would have 
pick'd a Quarrel with him 5 but he faid, S^bvngb he fijotild he defeated never fo ofty bo "jvould ne- 
ver buy a ^Qii'tn^law at fo dear a Kate : And Plutarch (^) blames Seleucus^ tliat ha\ ing fo 
lar'^e Cominions, from the River Indus to the Mediterranean^ he would not fuffer his Father- 
in-law quietly to enjoy the Remuins of his broken Fortunes. About this Time flourifhed Me^ 
gafthenes^ who wrote the Indian Hiftory j for he was tTt\^\6jG.d by Seteucns in his Tranfac^u- 
ons with Sandrocottus C^). His Book is now lofl, except feme Citations pick'd out of it by 
feme antient Writers. 

Ccffander having governed Macedoh from the Death of Afitipater his Father nineteen YearsJ 
died of a Dropfy C'^), leaving behind him, by ^hejfalonice his Wife^ one of the Sifters of ^- 
lexander the Great, three Sons, 'Philip^ Antipater and Alexander, Pbilipy who fucceeded 
firftj dying foon after, left the Crown to be contefted for betvveen his two Brothej-s that fur- 
vived C^)' I^^tnetritis having forced th6 Athenians to furrehder by Famine,, re&lved next to ^.^^ 
fubdue the Lacede^nonzans CO i ^"d having overthrown them m two Battles, would in all a^; 
likelihood have taken the Gicy^y/J^r^^z : But a MefTage came to him, that iaad taken 

from htm all his Cities in Afa^ and that Ptolemy had taken Jrora him the Ifland. ofCyprus • which 
drew back Demetrius froxa Ldcedemon to look after his other Affairs. In a little Time he had 
an Account that Salamis vizs alfb loft i but Ptolemy^ like a gfeherous Conqueror, fent him 
back his Mother, Wife ahd Children^ without Ranfom, with ail their Servants and Ef^L-ch, 
adding other magnificenc Prefents. 'Tis probable that at the fame time alio ^yre and .Sidon 
fell into PtQlemfs Hands> and Cilieia into the Hands of'iSehHCttS^ it being no longer in £>emc» 
triiis^s power to defend them. 

The Conteft going on between Antipater and Akxaizder^ the Sons of Caffander^ about the 
kingdom Macedon ffji ^heffalonice^ the Mother of both;> favouring the younger Son, 
thisfo exafperated-<f«^ff^/'^r, the-eldeft of them, againft her, that in a moft inhumane Man- 
ner he flew her with his own Hands (g)^ tho' fhe intreated him by the Breafls that he had 
fucked to fpare her Life. This Parricide made him fo far to be abhorred by all Men, that 
fo foon as Demetrias^ Army came to the Borders of Macedon-y he w^s abandoned by his 
People, and forced to flee into T%race^ where he died. Alexander^ who furvived, laid a Plot 
to kill Demetrius at an Entiertainnient, which being difcovered, Demetrpis was before-hand 
with him, fo as to cut off Alexander at a Feail, and reigned as King of Macedon for feveri 
Years, till another Turn of Fortune threw him alfo out of that and all his PofTeffions, as fhall 
be afterwards related. Thus the whole Royal Family Philip King oi Macedon, and of-f- 
Uxandvr the Great his Soh*, who had rUiiied many other Princes, was utterly extinguifhed j and 
the Cruelties which Caffa'ftder had exercifed oh the Offspring iahd Kindred Alexander thei 
Great Q>) were alfo recompenfed ; Which Retributions of Provideiice ought to be remarked. 

About this time Selencns built Seleucia 0n the Tigris], at the diftance of forty Miles from Akt^c. 
Babylon. It was fituated on the W^eilern Side of the River^ ovei' againft the Place where 29.?. 
Bagdad now ftands on the Eafl^ and it foon encredfed to be a very great City : For Pliny CO ^sftTiZ 

tells us, that it had in it fix hundred thoufand Inhabitants. By reafon of the breaking down of " 
the Banks of Euphrates-^ the Country near Babylon being drowned, and the Branch of that River 
lyhich paired thro' the middle of that City being fhallowedi ^tid rendred innavigable, this made 
fehe Situation of Babylon by this time to be very inconvenient j and therefore this new City foon 
drained the other of all its Inhabitants : For Seleucia being fituaced more commodioufiy, and 
by the Founder made the Metropolis of all the Provinces in the Empire beyond Euphrates^ and 
his Relidenee when he came into thofe Partsj and befides he having honoured it with many Pri- 
vileges beyond ail the Cities df the Bail, as bearing his own Name ; all thefe things invited the 
Babylonians to tranfport themfelves to it. By thefe means old Babylon became whblly defo- 
late 5 nothing of it was left remaining but the Walls : And therefore Pliny C^) tells us, ^bat 
it was exbaufted of its Inhabitants^ and brought to Defoldtzon by the Neighbourhood of SeJeucia 
on the Tigris^ which Seleucus Nicator had built for thai ^r} End. Straho CO faith the fame^ 
and Panfa72ias Cn2\ who wrote about the middle of the fecond Century, afTureth us, ^that Ba- 
bylon, once the greateft City that the Sun ever fhive'd upon^ had at that ^im'e when he tvrote no^ 
thing left but its IValls, Thfcfe remauied long after this : For the Space within the City being 
made a Park by the Parthian Kings, for keeping of wild Beails for Hunting and Pleafure, 
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the Walls v;ere kept up to ferve for a Fence to the Inclofure 5 and in this State Bahylojz was 
in Jeroi'fi^'s Time, who lived in the fifth Century : For he tells us, ^bat except the Bricks 
"doafls^ that "josrc repaired for inclofi^tg the wild Beafis^ all within was Defolation and Solitude. 
And in another Place C^) he fays. That ^zr Babylon there are ail Szgfis of Deuaftation a72dSoli~ 
tnde : So 'wo^iderfuiiy is that o-nce powerful City depopulated^ that for the multittide of Dcemons 
and Btafls^ no Shepherd^ nor any that loves a folitary Life^ dare enter there. And (he adds) 
/ have learned from an Elamice Brotloer^ who came out of thefe Bounds^ and now lives as a 
.Mo7ik at Jerufalem, that the King's Htinting is now imthz7Z Babylon, and only all Sorts of mid 
Ecafts are kept within the Circuit of its Walls. In yeron^% Time, the Parthians being extin-^ 
guifhed, there reigned over thofe Countries a Race of Perfiau Kings, who continued to the 
Time'that they were conquered by the Saracens, But when or how thefe Walls of Babylon 
became demolifhed, as they have been for many Ages, is no where faid. Benjamin (c\ a 
yew of ^adela in iNavar^ who wrote in the twelfth Centuryj for he died in the Year 1173, 
tells, ^hat being upon the Place where the old City Babylon formerly flood^ he found it ivhoUy 
defolate^ only fome Knins of Nebuchadnezzar's Palace were thenflill remaining 5 but Men were 
afraid to go near them^ by reafon of Serpents and Scorpions that fill the Place. The fame may 
be confirmed by the Travels of Peter ^ ^.xeira ^d) a Portuguefe^ and Kawolt C<?)Ja German^ who 
paficd that Way in the Year of our Lord I574- All which put together, fliew how fully 
and exactly hath been fulfilled every thing that the Prophet Ifaiaby xiii. 19,-' 22, fore- 
told concerning this Place, where he fays, Jnd Babylon^ the glory of kingdoms^ the beauty of 
the Cbaldees excellency^ floall be as when God overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah. It Jhail never he 
inhabited.^ neither fhall it be dwelt in from generation to generation : neither Jhali the Jrahiau 
pitch tents therSy neither floall the fl:>eph€rds make their fold there. But wild beafls of the deferts 
Jball be there ^ and their boufes JJjall be full of doleful creatures^ and owls fhall dwell there^ and 
fatyres Jljall danc6 there. And the wildbeafis of the i [I and.s floall cry in their de folate boufes^ and 
dragons in their pleafant palaces : and her time is near to come^ and her days Jhail not beproiougm 
cd CfJ, Thus the Defolation oi Babylon was begun in the Time of Seleticas Nicator^ and ad- 
vanced by degrees to the Pitch we have heard. 1£ Lncan^ or fome antient Author about the 
Angnflan Age, fpeak of Babylon as remaining j Poets are allowed a Licence, or it is to be un- 
derftood of Selencia^ which was called Seleaeia^hahylonia^ or SeUucia in the Province of Ba^ 
bylon. 

Seleuctis built many other Cities, both in the Greater and Lefler Afia^ fixteeft of which he 

called Antioch (g)^ from the Name of his Father ; nine Seleucia^ from his own Name j fix 
Laodiceay from Li3£)^^zV<? his Mother j three, Apamea^ from ufpi^/w^ his firft Wife 5 and one ^y^c^- 
tG7iicea^ from Strato7sice his laft Wife : In all which he planted the Jews^ giving them equal 
Privileges and Immunities with the Greeks and Macedonians Qf) - elpecially at Antioch in J> 
via^ where they fettled in great Numbers, and became almoft as confiderable as at Alexandria, 
being allowed to ufe their own Religion, and to enjoy many Immunities ; And hepce they 
became difperfed over all Syria and the LelTer^^^?. In the Eaftern Countries beyond the£«- 
phrates they had been fettled before, even fince the Affyrian and* Babylonian Captivities, and 
raulciplied there \n great Numbers. But it was Seleucus Nicator who firft gave them. Settle- 
ments in thofe Provinces of Afia which are on this Side the Euphrates : For they having been 
very faithful to him in his Wars, and other Trufls committed to them, he therefore gave 
them great Privileges in all the Cities which he built. And it feems moft likely that they 
were defcended of the Babylonijb Jews^ who were very numerous, and where Seleucus firft 
laid the Foundation of his Power, who prevailed with him to be fo favourable to all their Na- 
tion J for the yews in Palefiine^ who were under Ptolemy^ were not in a Capacity to do him 
fuch Services* 

•Simon the Juft, High-priefl: of the yews^ dying after he had been nine Years in that Of- 
fice (i), left behind him a Son, called Onias ; But he being an Infant, and therefore inca- 
pable of fucceeding in the H igh-priefthood Qk% Eleazar the Brother Simon v/a.s fubftitute 
High-prieft in his Head. This Simon^ for the Uprightnefs of his Adlions, merited the Sir- 
name of yufi 'y and he was in all refpefls a very extraordinary Perfon, which the Charaftfif' 
given of him in the fiftieth Chapter oi Ecclefiafticus does declare. Dr. Prideatioc (J^ conceives, 
tiiat he put the laft Hand to the finifhing of the Canon of the Scriptures of the Old ^eftament^ 
putting into the Canon the two Books of the Chronicles^ with E%ra^ Nebemiahj Efther and 
Malachi, If he did fo, he was infpired by the Holy Spirit of God in this Work. After this 
Ibllowed the Mifmiical Times 5 that is, the Time of Traditions. Hitherto the holy Scriptures' 

were the only Rule of Faith and Manners ; but after this, oral Traditions began to be too 

much 
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much regarded, till in our Saviour's Time, they made the law of God of 72one effeef (ji). Eut 
of the Jewifio oral Law, of their Mijhnah^ wrote a hundred and fifty Years after Chrifl, and 
their Doctors, I fhall have occafion to difcourfe more particularly before I have done with 
this Work. 

Blea%ar the Brother of Simon the Juft fucceeded him in the High-priefthood at Jernfalem 
(h^ where he executed this Office fifteen Years. But whereas Simon the Jufl had been alfo 
prefidcnt of the Sanhedrim, or national Council of the Jews^ in this Charge he was fucceed- 
ed by Antigonus of Socho Qc) : To which he was recommended by his great Learning ; for 
he was an eminent Scribe in the Lav/ of God : And he being the iirft o£ the 7'a 7m aim or Mijh^ 
nical Doftors, all thofe who were afterwards called by that Name had hence their Origin, 
in theGofpeis they are called Scribes^ Lawyers^ and ^befe who [at in Mofes feat^ which diHc- 
rent Titles do all denote the fame Profeffion, Out of the Number of thoie Dodlors were cho- 
fcn all the Members of the chief Courts, as. of the Great Sanhedrim of Seventy two, which 
was for the whole Nation, .and of the Sanhedrim of Twenty three, which was in every City 
^{Judab. Such -wqvq Nicodepitis^ 'Jofepb -o^ Arimatbea^ and Gamaliel ^ in refpedl whereof 
they are called Elders^ Connfellors and R.pJers^ becaufe being of the Number of thofe who were 
chofen into thofe Councils, they did there declare and execute thofe Laws by which they go- 
verned the People. The Jews tell of. great Alterations that happened, on the Death of ^7- 
onon the Juft, in fbme Parts of their Worfhip, and in the Signs of divine Acceptance which 
had till then appeared, but now were wanting : For it is faid in the Jerujalem Talmud Qd^^ 
S'bafat the Slime- of Simotiy the fcape Goat had fcarce come to the middle of the Mountain from 
whejice be was cafi down but be was broken into Pieces 5 hut when Simon the Jnfi was deady 
be fled away alive i?2to the Defert^ and was eaten by the Saracens: 

Leaving the f-ews^ii we look into the Affairs of other Nations, we may find that Demetrius -^nt.c: 
having reigned in 'ikfartf^ff . fcven .Years, thought he had thoroughly fettled his Affairs there p^^'^^^^g; 
for he had reduced the City of .that had revolted, after a long Siege (O5 had defeated 17, " 

Pyrrhns Vvlnce o£ Efirus^and brought many Parts of Gwff^ to fubmit to him ^ and therefore 
3?e fet his Mind yet-once more to recover his Father Antigonus'^s Empire in Jfia, To this 
End hegoE togetheran- Army of above one hundred thoufand Men, and a Fleet of five hun- 
dred Sail of fl:roi>g:Ships. Thefe Preparations alarming Ptolemy^ Lyfimacbus and Seleucus^thcy 
all eatred into a League to prevent the Defigns of Demetrius^ and drew in Pyrrbns King of 
JBpir/iS to join with them. . In confequence of which AUiance, while Lyfimacbus invaded him 
on the one Side, P^rrto did the. fame on; the pther; which obliged Demetrius to ftop his 
Jfian Expedition, and go back for the Defence of Macedon : But before he arrived, Pyrrbns 
having taken Ber<^a^ where many of Demetrins^s Soldiers had their Families, Friends and 
■ Effeif^s, this made them ail, mutiny, and declare they would follow him no further, but return 
and defend their own Country, Accordingly they revolted to Pyrrbns^ and the Macedonians 
eafily fubmitted to him. Perhaps Deinetrins^s haughty Temper, and refufing to hear the Pe- 
cicions of this People, of .which Plutarch {f J gives many Inilances, made. them fb ready to ac- 
cept of his Rival. V^kx^VQM^on Denletrius fled into Grc^r^ ; and having there ordered .his 
Affairs the beii Way. he c.ould» and comtnitted the Conduct of them to Antigomis his Son, he 
with eleven thouftnd-Men failed to Afia to feek his Fortunes. There he took the City Mih" 
tus and fome others, ,and married Ptolemaida the Daughter of Ptolemy King of Egypt : But 
not being able to fland againft Agatbocles. the Son of Xyfimacbus^ who came with an Army a- 
gainft him, he w^s forced to quic^lL His Army -being troubled with Sicknefi, Want of Fo- 
rage and Defertions, and pent.up between the Forces. of [i^«^<«ffj&ffj on the one Side, and of 
Seleucjis on th& other i and being himfelf taken with a dangerous Illnefi, which lafted forty 
Days, during which Time many of " his Menleft him : Upon his Recovery he found himfelf 
in gre^t Diftrefs,-and his.Froje6ts ail turn to nothing : And therefore he furrendred himfelf 
into the; Hands of >S'i?/tf/4ff//j, who being^his So^ In Law, by-marrying his Daughter, 

lie expedled he would- be kind to him. . .But all Tyes of Relations among Princes fignify little, 
when they crofs their Interefts.and; politick Views. Wherefore Seleucns^ thinking he had got 
his dangerous Enefny into liis Hands, fent him -under a ftrong Guard to the Syrian Cherfonefus 
near Laodicea^ where he allowed him the Freedom - of Ibme Enclofures to hunt in, and all o- 
ther Accommodations -for. the. Pleafures and Necef&ries of Life ^ ' md ' Demetrius gave himfelf 
lip to eatingj drinking, gaming and Lafinels, and fb paffed away the Remainder of his Life, 
till at length he fed his . Body into exceflive Fatnefs, whereby he fell into Sickneis of which he 
died in the third Year of his Confinement, and fifty fourth of his Age, after he had under- 
gone as many Turns of Fortune, as moft Men. 

About, this Time A-atiocbus^ the Son of Selencus^ fell in Love ^\xh Stfatonice hh Father's 
Wife, and hot daring to own his Paffion, fell defperately fick of it ( j:). Erafifiratus a Greek 
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Phyfician who attended him, found out his Trouble ; and by a cunning Difcdurfe, prevailed 
with his Father to give her to his Son to Wife, in order to reftore him to Life and Health 
Thus Stratonice^ alter /he had born Children to the Father:, became Wife to the Son, and fiie 
with her Husband Antiochits were crowned King and Queen of upper Afia^ and fent thither 
to govern thefe Provinces. Of this abominable inceftuoiis Marriage, fpfungall that Race of 
Syrian Kings, who aicerwards fo grievoufly perfeciited and opprefled God*s People in Judah 
and Jernfaleta, 

'^hn, c. PtoUmy Soter ha\ ing reigned In Egypt twenty Years, from the Titne bf his afluming t]ie Title 

of King, and 39 i'tom th^ T>Q2Lth Alexasider (^a) the Great, Y>^Siced Ptolemy Philadelphus 
one of his Sons by BerniCG^ on his Throne. His Mother Beruice had corae into Egypt only 35 
^ Companion to Eitrydice the firft Wile of Ptolemy Soter : But tlie King falling in LoVe with 
her, married her j and ihe by her Beauty and Charms had gained fo mighty ah Afcehdant 0- 
yer the old Prince, who was now paft the eightieth Year of his Age, and appreheiided the 
Day of his Death not to be far off, that he determined j:6 trbwn this her Son in his oWn Life, 
that there might be no Contention about the SuccelEon after bis Death i and perhaps he 
thought him the moft defcrvlng of any of his Children. Ptolemy Ceraums, dr^ tJbe STbmderer^ 
Son of the fume Father by Enrydice the Daughter of Antipater of MacedoUy nbi: bearing the 
Preference of his younger Brother before hlmy Brd ^ed to Ly^7/zacbiiSy whofe Ston Agatbocks 
had married his Sifter 5 and upon Agat bocks^ s Death^ went to Seleucus^ who received him with 
great Kindnefsw 

In the firft Year of Ptolemy Pbiladelphus^ was finiflied the great Tower or LigKt-houfe in 

the Ifland of Pharns^ov^v againfl Alexandria QF) which was reckoned by the Ancients among 

rtd, p/;;. the ieven Wonders of the World. It was a large iijuare Pile of Building (0> ^1 cif white 
/,^ief^h. r. Marble, which had conftant Fires oh the Top of it, for the Direftibn of Seamen, The Build- 
ing thereof coft Eight hundred Talents ; which if computed by Attick Tklehts, amounts to 
Cnchundred and llxtyfive thoufand Pounds i^/fr/fff^jbut iihy Akxa72drian Talents^ itwill come 
to twice as much. The Tower it lelf was both large and high, fo as it might be feen at a 
hundred Miles Diftance. The Architedi: was Sofiratus of Cnidns^ who ehdeav£)ui*ed to ufurp 
the Honour thereof to himfelf by this DeViee. Being ordered to infcribe upon it. King Ptolemy, 
to the Gods the Saviours for the Benefit of tbofe who pafs by Sea j he did write this upon 

Plaifter-vvork, but in the folid Marble below the Plaifter, he had his own Name engraven j fo 
that in a Coui fe of Years, w hen the Plaifter was worn off by the Weather^ the Infcriptiori 
appeared thtjs, Soflratus the Cnidian, the Son of Dexiphanes^ to the Gods the Saviours fo^ ths 
Benefit of thofe who pafs by Sea. Which lafted as long as the Tower it felf ^ but is many Ages 
ago utterly demolifhed, as is alfo the Heptafiadiitm^ or the Bank of feven Furlongs in Length 

Joining the Pharus to the main Land, built at the fame Time with the Tower fay DeXiphanes 
ihcVathcr of Sojlr at tis. 

Towards the End of this Year died Ptotevty Sohr, He was the wifefl, befl:, moft juft 'and 
merciful Prince of any of his Race, Who brought intd a flourifhing Condition; But his 

Succcflbrs improved the Plenty of the Country asi a Fund to their Luxury. A little before 
his Death was brought out ofPontus into Alexandria the Image of SerapiSj, after thf'ee Years 
Pains in feeking of it Qd^y which was not worth all this Pains and Exp^nc'ej th6* Ptolemy gave 
to che City of Sinope the Loading of a Fleet of Corn, when they W^re perifhing by Famine, 
before they would part with their Deity : But I have elfewhere C^) given an Account of the 
Overthrow of this Idol, and of the Temple built in the H6tiour of it^ when Chriftianity pre- 
\ :iiied over the, World in the fourth Century, and therefore now leave it, 

W ithin the Verge of the Temple of SerapiSy there was a Library of great Fame in after*^ 
Agesj both for the Number, and alfo for the Value of the Books it was replenifh'd with. PtO" 
lehty Soter being a learned Prince, as appeared by his Hiftory of Alexander the Great v'^* 
luable Workj tho* now loft, as has been already (fj obferved ;) From a Love to Learnings 

founded a Mufcf-iun at Alexandria^ or College for improving Philofophy (g), and other ufefut 
Parts of Literature. And for this End he got together a Library of Books (Jf} s which be- 
ing augmented by his SucceHbrs, gre\v to a great Birlk. Ptolemy Phtladelphui his Son left in 

it at the Time of his Death, one hundred tboufand Volumes. Thefe wh6' reigned after iiini 

of thacRaco^ ftil] added more, till the whole amounted to feven hundred thouland Volumes. 

Every Bouk cliat was brought by any Greek or other Foreigner into Egypty was feized, and 

there copied out by thefe employed for that Purpofe. The Tranfcripts were fefnt to the Ow- 

jitns, and the Originals laid up In the Library. Thus Ptolemy Euergetes botro^ed from the 

yltheuians the Works of Sophocles^ EuripideSy and JEfcbylus ^ and having caufed tranfc'ribei

On the Death of Sekucns Nicator^ Antiochns Sirnamed iSoter Qa) fucceeded hitn in the Em- 
pire of Ma^ and reigned over it nineteen Years. ' 

About this Time (for it was the Year after Pyrrhus pafied into C^) Italy'^ the Gauls being 
overftocked at Home, fcnt out avaft Number of their People to feek new Habitations. One 
Company of them marched into Pam7272ia^vioyj called Himgar.y ^he'mg commanded by Brewms ; 
the letond went into Thrace under Geretteriits j the third under the Command of Belgins^ in. 
vaded illyriiim and Macedon: And by this laft nftiiied Party Ptolemy Getmhns Was flain. But 
they having difperfed themfelves into Coitapanies to plunder the Country, Softbenes a Macedo- 
nian got fome Forces together, and killed a great many of them (0> and forced the reft to 
retire out of the Country. Brerzizus came in their Stead,who after feveral Marches and Lofles, 
went to the Temple o£ Delpbos^ in order to plunder the fame of its vaft Richesj ordering 
chorus to follow and Hiare of the Spoil. But thefe Barbarians met there with a wondcN 
ful Defeat 5 for there happened a terrible Storm of Thunder, Lightning and Hail, which dco 
fl'royed great l^umbers of them (dT). And at the fame Time there was a dreadful Earthquake 
which rent the Mountains, and threw down whole Rocks uponthehii by which thQ.Ganh 
being difmayed, they were feized with fuch a pannick Fear, that every one killed another. The 
Greeks who came to defend the Temple fell furioufly upon them 5 and Breimus himfelf having 
received feveral Wounds, at laft killed himfelf with a Dagger. Acichorhis led back the bro- 
ken Army ; but many of them being deftroyed at iherraoj^ylce^ and others killed with Famine^ 
and Want: of Neceffaries (Oi vet-y few of them returned- Thefe of the Gauls who remained 
in itbrace^ making War on Antigonus Gonatas^ the Son of Demetrius Poliorcetes^ who on the 
Death oi Soft hems reigned in Macedou^ were almoft all deftroyed (f) by him.

The Sum of his Account is as follows C^) : Ptolemy Pbiladelpbns^ being in- 
tent on gathering a great Library at AlexandriayCOTCiwXtt^A the Care of that Affair to Dejnetms 
the Phalerean^ a noble Atheniajt^then at his Court, direfting him to fearch all Nations for 
Books of Note. In the Search that he made> he heard of the Book of the Lawof Mofes^^ 
mong the Jews^ and acquainted the King, wholighified his Pleafure that the Book fhould be 
fent tpr from Jernfalem^ with Interpreters from the fame Place, to render it into Greeki Am 
Jieas^ Sojlbzns of Tarentum^ and Andreas^ three Nobles at King Ptolemy^s Court, who had 
a Favour for the yevjs^too^ this Opportunity to move the King in Behalf of thefe of that Na* 
tion, who had been taken Captive by Ptolemy Soter^ and v/ere then in Bondage in Egypt (i). 
The Kinggranting their Requeft, ordered their Releafes and that twenty Drachms a Head 
fhould be paid out of his own Treafury to thofe who had them in Servitude^ and thq like fot* 
their Children, and Mothers who bore them. This made the whole Expence to amount to fix^ 
hundred and fixty Talents, which proves the Number of thofe who were fo ranfomedj 
to have been one hundred ninty eight thoufand Men, Women or Children j for fo many might 
have been ranfomed at the rate of 20 Drachms a Head. This being done, Arifteas propofed 
that a Letter Ihould be writ to El^azar^ High-prieft of the Jews at Jerufalem^ to fend from, 
thence a true Copy, of theHebreiv Original of the Law i and with it fix Men out of each Tribe 
oi^Jji'tiely to tfanflateit into the Gre^^ Language. Which was accordingly done^ md. Arifteas ^ 
the pretended Author of this Hiftory, and Andreas were, fent with the Letter, whc* Carried 
with them from the King feveral Gifts for the Temple, aiid Money for the Sacrifices there ;o 
be offered, and for other Ufes of the Sanfbuary, one hundred Talents 5 in Utehlils of SilWj 
twenty Talents, and of Gold fifty Talents. The precious Stones that adorned thefe Utenfils, 
were twice the Value of the Gold. On their coming to Jeriifalem^ they were receiyerf . witii 
great Rcfpedl by the High-prieft, and .all the Je-jos^ and had thefe Things granted, them they 
were fent for. And having received from the High-prieft a true Copy of the . Law MofeSi 
all written in golden Letters, and fix Elders out of every Tribe, which is fevency two in allj^ 
to trai?flate it into Greek^ they returned with them to Alexandria, On their Arrival, the King 
calling thefe Elders to Court, made Trial of them by feventy two Queftionsco each in Order; 
and approving their Wifdom difcovered by their Anfwers^ he gave to eacli of them three Ta- 
lents, and fent them to the Ifland PbaruSy adjoining to Alexandria, to perform the Work they

Furlongs in I-ength, which joined that Jfland to the Continent) into an Houfc there provided 
for them, they forthwith betook themfelves to the Bufinefs of the Interpretation : And as they 
agreed to the Verfion of each Period, by common Conference together, LiGinetT'ius wrote it 
down. And thus in the Space of feventy two Days, they performed the whole Work ; where- 
on the whole being read over, and approved of in the King's Prefence, the King gave to each of 
them three rich Garments, two Talents of Gold, and a Cup of Gold of a Talent Weight, and 
then fent them home into their own Country. Thus far Arzjieas, 

Ariftobidiis an Alexandrian Jew^ and a Peripatetic Philofopher, is the next who makes Men- 
tion of this Verlion. There is a Letter written to him by the ^ews of Jernfakm and Jn^ 
dea Qa) in the 1 88th Year of the ^ra of Contrasts^ by which it appears that he flourifhed in the 
J22d Year before our Savibur^s Birth. He is faid to have wrote a Comment on the five Books 
oi'MofeSy dedicated to Ptokmy Phiiomtor Q\ to whom he had been Preceptor 5 and therein 
to have fpoke of this Greek Verlion, made by the Care of Ptoleiny Pbiladelphus, AH that re- 
niains of him now, is fome Fragments quoted by Clemens Alexandrimt^ Q:^ and lEnfebins Qd') * 
in which having afferced thatPlato^ Pythagoras and others, had borrbwed moft of' their Philo- 
fophy from the Hebrew Scriptures j to make this feem more probable, he teJls that the Scrip- 
tures had been tranflated into Greek before the Time of Alexander and the Perfians (j) j but 
undel* Ptohmy PhiladeVphts zvaox^ exaft Tranflation was made of the whole. But that there 
ever was a Verfioh of the holy Scriptures into Gr^^^ before that in the Time of Pbiladelphns'^ 
I cannot affirm. 

Philo the 'Jeiv^ is the next who fpeaks of this Verfion. He was an Alexandrian^ contempo- 
rary with our Saviour, and agrees with Arzfideas^ only with this Addition Xf)^ That the Inter- 
preters all fo well agreed, as not to differ in a Word, and therefore were divinely infpircd : 
And the Jews in Alexa^idria kept an Anniverfary Day, feitftihg and rejoicing in the 
Ifle Pharns^ and giving Praife to God for affifting thefe JVIen in fo wonderful a Manner. Jo' 
fephus^ who wrote about the End of the firft Century of the Chriftian >£ra^ abridges A'rffiasas 
{g)i and Enfebius who flouriHied two hundred and twenty Years after him (Z?), doth the 
fame : Only J-ofephus makes the Sum given to ranfom the Captives greater (O than Arifteas^ 

ynftin Martyr (J€)^ who flourifhed in the middle of the fecond Ceiituryj hax'ing been at^- 
texandria-^ and there difcourfed With the f ews concerning this Matter, tells of the wonderful 
Agreement of the Interpreters in making that Verfioh ; and adds. That they had diftiu6i Cells 
hi 'Which they were JIj lit npy one by one in a Cell arid that therein each of them made a dijlmdi 
Verfion by himfelf^ and all agreed together to a U'ord. JremmS (/^, Clemens of Alexandria O'Oi 
Hilary Qn\ Augufizn (0)^ Cyril o£ Jer^ifalem (^py^ and the Generality of the antient Fathers 
after Jnjiin^ follow him in the Matter of the Cells, and the wonderful Agreement of all the 
Verfions made in them : And fome Moderns alfo contend for the Truth of the Story. 

pbanius^ who was made Bifhpp of iSalamzs ih Cyprus in the Year of our Lord 3683 has im- 
proved, or rather corrupted the Story,: Foi* tho' he quotes Arifteas^ yet he gives a di^renc 
Relation from him and Jnftin both (^q\ tellingj That the Jews fent Ptolcrdy twenty two Ca- 
nonical Bboks, with feveral Apocryphal ones, all v/ritten in Hebrew^ (of which twenty two 
v/ere tranflated.) But Ptolemy not being able to read them in that Language, fent a iecond. 
Bmbafly, for InterpreterSj to make a Verfion of them Into Greek, On the Receipt of this^ 
the Jews fent feventy two Interpreters, according td the Number o^Mofes's BXdev's^ iix chofon 
but of evei'y Tribe. Ptolemy fent thefe Interpreters to the Ide P barns ^ and there fhut then! 
up in thirty fix Cellsj with two" Servants to afford them Neceflaries, and Writers to let dowa 
their Verfions. Thefe Cells had only Sky-lights. The Interpreters were carried every Even- 
ing, in thirty fix Boats^ to P/o/ff;;^yV Palate, there to fup with him, and lodged in thirty fix 
Bed-chambers, and returned to their Cells next Morning. To each, Interpreter one Book 
was given, and fo went round the Cellsj till each Book had been tranflated into Greek by each 
fair. When all was finilhed, the Kipg fitting upon liis Throne, thirty fix Readers came be- 
fore him, with thirty fix Tranilations ; and while one did read, the reft attended, one having, 
alfo. the original H^ebrew in his Hdnd j and no Variety or Difference ,was found in any one of 
them. 

Upon the whole^ there was without doubt a Verfion made of the Hebrew Scriptures in the 
tleign oi Ptolemy Philadelphnu 5 but tie Jiisos being then much given to religious Romances, 
this Narrative oi Arifieas appears to be* one of that kind, writ by fome HeU'eneflical J&w at 
other .:,For th(i' the Author pretends to be a Heathen Greek^ yet he eVery where fpeaks as a

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Verfion, which Dr. Prideaux (^a). computes to near two Milllohs Sterling Money, which is 
ilDore than the whole Library was worth. The Queftions propofed to the feventy two Incer- 
preters, and their extemporary Anfwers, feem very much to tarry the Air of a Fiction. The 
making of feventy two Elders to be fent to Alexandria from Jerufalem^ and thofe to be cho- 
fen fix out of every Tribe, looks like a Jewifii Invention, \Vith refpedl to the JewiJIj Sanhe- 
drim, and the Number of the twelve Tribes, it not being likely that a Heathen Greek ftiould 
know any thing ol them 5 for the Names of the twelve Tribes being then funk into that of 
Jewj, few knew them by any other Defignation, How cotnes all this to be done by the Advice 
ri^ Dentetrins Pbalerens^ when it appears from Hiftory COa that by the tline this Verfion was 
made, he was banilhed, imprifbned br dead ? Nor is it probable, that fix of every Tribe in 
the holy Land fhould be found fo skilled in both Languages as to rhake ah exad^ Verfion out 
of Hebrcio into Greek, Neither can any probable Reafon be given, why feventy two fiiould 
be fent, when feven were fufficieht for that Work. Many dther* Grounds are given to prove 
the Spurioufnefs and Fitlion of Arijleas^s Book by learned Men j as, Dn-pin^ in his ////?(?ry 
of the Writers of the Old aud New 'itefiament ; Kichard Sinion^ iti his Critical Hifi'ory j Dr. 
Hoddy^ Profeflbr of Greek at Oxford^ Ds Bibliortiin textibns originalibtis^ "verjtofie GriXCci^ y 
IjCitiiili vulgata ^ Dr. Prideanx^ in his Con72e6iton, Befides, the Curious may confult Arch- 
bilhop UJloer^s Syjnagma de fepttiaginta inter-prettiin verfime ^ Morini Exercit at tones Biblicce^ 
parte pri}i?a ; IVonwer^^ De Gr^ca & Latina Bibliornm interpret at ione ; IVdltohi Prolegomena 
ad Biblia Polyglotta^ capite mm ^ Voffiiis^ T>e feptuaginta interpretibus^ and others. 

As to thofe who have continued the Story oi Arifteas^ Arifiobulus is faid to haVe lived in 
the 1 88th Year of the ^ra of Contrafts CO5 that is, 155 Years after tnaking this Verfion; 
which was long enough to form the Story, and gain Credit to it among the yews. What 
Philo adds, was from fuch Traditions as had obtained among the Jews o£ Alexafsdfia in hlS 
TimCj CO gain the greater Authority to that Tranflation, then fo much ufed. Where Jofe" 
phiis ((^) differs from Arifieas in the Price paid by King Ptolemjy for Redemption of the captive 
^ews^ there is a manifeft Error , for the Sum total doth not agfee with the Particulars. The 
Number of the fews ranfomcd from Slavery, according to JofephnSj was one hundred and 
twenty thoufand ; and the Redemption of thefe, at twenty Drachms a Head^ as Arzfteas lays it, 
comes to four hundred Talents j but ^ofepbns lays the Redemption-money was one hundred 
and tv/enty Drachms a Head, which is fix Times as much, and yet he makes the total Sum 
no moi'e than four hundred and fixty Talents. The Miftake then lyes in the Price given for 
each Perfon to be ranfomed. As to Jnflin Martyr^ and the reft of the Chriftiah Writers who 
followed one after another, thefe good Men told what they wifhed to be true. Jufiin find- 
ing thefe Traditions among tho Jews at Alexandria^ was eaflly perfuaded to believe them, and 
to make ufe of them in his Writings againft the Heathens, to gain Credit t6 the Verfion that 
was then commonly ufed. But Jerom COa who was a Perfon of far greater Learning, being 
well skilled in the Hebrew^ Cbalaee and other Languages, and alfo far more judicious, rejedls 
the Story of thefe Cells with Scorn and Contempt, faying, / know 72ot what Author it waSj 
who by his lying firft built the feventy Cells at Alexandria, in which the femnty Elders being 
divided zvrote the fame ihings^ fince neither Arifteas, who was one of Ptolemy'j Guards^ nor 
Jofephns, who lived long after him^ fay any fuch ^bing ; hut write that they conferred together 
in one and the fame P^oom^ and did not prophefy ^ for to be a Prophet is one Things and to he m 
Jnterpyeter is another. As to Epiphanins^ his Account differs from all the reft, piclc'd up, t 
know not where, from fome Fiction of the Jews in his Time, which weakens the Authority 
of the whole Story; 

That which feems to come nearer to the Truth in this Matter is. That Alexander the Great, 
on building Alexandria^ a City called by his own Name, and Ptolemy Soter after his Death' 
having .fixed the Seat of his Government there, both thefe Princes fet their Hearts much on* 
enlarging and adorning that Place, and for that purpofe brought mznyyews thitherj to whom 
they gave the fame Privileges with the Macedonians and Greeks, as has been already (/) re- 
lated. Thele Jews foon grew to be a great Part of the Inhabitants of that City, and their* 
conftant Intercourfe with the other Citizens, among whom they were mingled, necei^tated 
them to learn, and cpnftantly to ufe the Greek Language ; and by this, as before at BabyloHy 
by accuftoming themfelves to a foreign Tongue, they forgot their own : And the^'efore, no 
more underftanding the Hebrew^ in which the holy Scriptures were originally writ, nor the 
Chaldee^ in which they were interpreted in every Synagogue, they had them cranllated into 
Greek ■ which Verfion, from the Story of Arifteas, is called the Septtiagint, At firft the Law 
feems only to have been tranflated ; for Arifteas, Ariftobulus, Jofephns Atid Philo Cg) 
re(;tly tell us. It was done at Alexandria^ as appears by the Alexandrian Dialedl through the 

whole Verfion. Afterwards the reft of the Books of the Old i^eflainent were tranflatcd j ^^'^

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the different Stiles, and the diflerent Ways in which the fame Hebrezu Words ftnd Phriifes are 
rendred in various Places, and the greater Accuracy -with which fome of the Books are tr-ini^ 
Jdted above others, plainly difcover this.. Ptolemy PhiladclphHs having been intent upon aug- 
menting his Library with all manner of Books, 'tis not to be. doubted but that a Copy of tte 
Verfion was put there, and kept till that noble Repofitory of Learning was accidentallv burnt 
by Julhs Geefar's Wars againft the Alexandrians. However, none of the Qreek or Latin Hea- 
then Authors now extant fpeak one Word about it : All (/z) of them that write of the Jcii:^ 
give Accounts of them vaftly wide of what is contained in the holy Scriptures 5 lb as they fccm 
either not to have read, or not to have credited them. The Je'^jos^ who were the firlt Com- 
pofers of this. Verfion^ kept moft of the Copies for their own Ufe^ both for their Synagot^ues" 
and at home in their. Families and Clofets. Dr. Ligbtfoot C^) is of opinion that the Jew^ ne' 
ver had any Efteem for the SepUiagint. 

But when the Gofpel was propagated to all Nations, . this Septiiagtnt Verfion of the Otd^e^ 
fiament went abroad up and down the World among ail Chriftians who ufed the Greek Tongue, 
yea to every body who defired it. Hence CelfiiSy Porphyry^ the Emperor Julian and othez' 
Heathens, read the Scriptures, the' they made no good Improvement of them. Tlie Evan- 
gelifts and Apoftles, who were the holy Penmen of the New ^eft a7ne72t ^ all quoted it, and fo 
did all Che primitive Fathers after them. All the Greek Churches ufed it 5 and the Latius had 
no 'other Copy of the Stefiamer^t till after Jm^i's Time (that is, the Beginning of the 
fifth Century) but what was tranflated from it. Whatever Comments were written* on any 
Part of the Old i'eftamint^ this was always the Texti and we may expedl the Explications 
were made according to it. When other Nations were converted to Chriftianity; the Verfi- 
ons they had of thefe Scriptures were alhfrom the Septfiagitit as-, the Iliyriau^ Gothic^ Ara~ 
hic^ Ethiopic and Syriac. There is indeed another bid Verfion in Syriac of the holy Scri- 
ptures (Oj tranflated immediately from the Hebrew Original, which is ftiil ih being, and 
at this Time made ufc of by the Syrian Churches;, called Maronites^ in the Eaft. Th^Syriac 
Verlion from the Septuagint vvas not made till fix hundred Years after Chrift, and is ftili ex- 
tant in fome of their Churches. But the old Striae Verfion of the Maronites feems to be made 
in the firft Century of the Chriftian jEra (J% and had for its Author fonie Chriftian of the 
fewijb Nation, who was thoroughly skill'd in both Languages, Hebrew and Syrzac. It is at:cu-< 
rately done, and exprelTeth the Senfe of the Original with greater Exadtnefs than any other Ver- 
fion of the Old^efiamenty before the Revival of Learnihg in thefe laft Ages ; and excepting the 
Septtiaginty and the Chaldee Paraphrafes oiOnkelos on the Law, and Jo7mthan on the Prophets^ 
is the oldeft Tranflation that we have of the Old Iteftament^ and the beft made by the Anti- 
ents in any Language, and this laft Character belongs to it in refpedt of the New ^cftament as 
well as the Old, To this purpofe the.,very Nature of the Language dbth contribute 5 for it: 
leaving been the Mother-tongue of thoife who wrote the New ^eftament^ and a Dialedl. bf that 
?n which thS Old was firft given to us, many things of both are more happily expreffed in it 
than can be done in any other .Language. The learned Charles Scbaaf^ ProfelTor of Oriental 
Languages at Leyden^ has pubiiftied the Syriac New Teftamentj with a Latiiz Verfion, (the 
Copy before me is printed in the. Year 1717 ; ) and has wrote to Maba Tbome^ Bifliop of the 
antient Syrian Churches in Malabar in the Eafi Indies (e\ for other Syrian Books. But I go 
on with the Septuagiitt, 

As this Verfion grew in ufe among the Chriftians, it became out of Credit with the Jezvs 5 
for they being pinched by the Chriftians out of this Verfion, they entred into the fame Defigit 
againft th^ Septuagint as thQBngliJJj Papifts at Do'way and Kbeiius did againft our E72gliJ?y Ver- 
fion 5 that isj, of making a new one that might better ferve their Purpofe. The Perfon.who 
undertook, this, was one Aqnila^ a yew of Sinope in Pontus^ bred a Heathen, addidled to Magic 
find Aftrology 5 but who became a Convert to ChHftianity (f)^ as Simon Magus befoi-e him^ 

be able to do wonderful Works ; tiut not having attained to thisGiftj he went oh with his 
Magic to bewitch the People. For which Pradlices, the Governors of the Church, after ma- 
ny idmbnitiohsi excomm^unicated him j and he apoftatifed tothsjews^ and was circumcilcd, 
Becoifling a Difciple of Rabbi Abiba^ he thought he had got fiJfficient Knbwledgc for this. 
Work f|r)^ and ventured to publifii his Verfion in the Year of our Lord 128, the. twelfth of 
Hadrian'h Reign. Afterwards hfe made it more correft, atid publiflied a fecond Edition ; 
which the tUlleniftical Jews receivedj and ufed for a long Time in ftead of the Septiiagint. 
But when tht Talnmds were written, the Notion grew among them, that tlie Scriptures 
ought to be reao in the H^bre-Ji;^ and by way of Interpretation in the Chaldee. Thfe He/lenifii^ 
cal Jews could not come eafily into this^ which caufed great Difturb^nces among them. For

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Quieting of which> the Emperor Jnftinian publifhed a Decree^ ordering the Jews to read the 
Scriptm^s in their Synagogues, either in the Seftmgint Verfion, or in that of Aqttila 
But the JewiJIa Doctors determined otherwife 5 and the folehin Reading of the Scriptures 
5n their publick AfTemblies hath been fince ufed in the Hebrew and Cbaldee Languages {b\ 
Not long after the Time oi Aquila^ there were two other Greek Verlions made, one by ^hm-^ 
dotim ip\ who was educate a Samaritan^ but afterwards became a Chriftian, of the Se£t of 
the Ehionites ; and another by Syramacbus^ a Man of the fame Stamp. Thefe Ehionites pro- 
felTed to believe in Ghrift as the true Mejfiah (^), but held him to be no more than a mere 
Man and thought themfelves under the Obligation of the Law of Mofes^ and therefore were 
circumcifed, and obferved the Rites of the Jews ; for which Reafon the antient orthodox 
Chriftians called them fometimes "jews, Thefe Interpreters took different Ways of making 
their Verfions. Aquila rendred Word for Word as near as he could, whether the Idioms and 
Property of the Language would bear it or no. Hence his Verfion is faid to have been a good 
Diflionary rather than a good Interpretation CO- Symmachus run into a contrary Extreme, 
endeavouring only to exprefs what he thought the true Senfe of the Text^ without having 
much Regard to the Words 5 whereby he made his Verfion rather a Paraphrale than a Tranl- 
lation. ^heodotion went the middle Way, to exprefs the Senfe of the Text in fuch Greek 
Words as could beft anfwer the Hebrew^ as far as the different Idioms of the two Languages 
could bear 5 and therefore his Verfion had the Preference with all, except the JewSy who ad. 
hered to that Aqiiila as long as they ufed any Greek Verfion at all. 

All thefe four different Verfions the learned Origen^ who from his Diligence was called 
Adavtantiur^ that is, laborious^ coUefted together into one Volume, called ^efrapla. In the 
firft Column of this Edition was the Verfion of Aqnila^ in the fecond that of Symmacbns^ in 
the third the Septuagint^ and in the laft that o^Stbeodotmt. Afterwards he added two other 
Columns, and called it Hexapla^ and afterwards QSfapla^ that is, ^he eightb-fold Edition, 

In the firft Column was placed the Hebrew Text in Hebrew Letters ffj^ in the fecond the 
fame Text in Greek Letters, in the third the Greek Verfion of Aqtiila^ in the fourth that of 
Symmachits^ in the fifth that of the Septuagint ^ in the fixth that o£ i'beodotion^ in the feventh 
that Which was called the fifth Greek Verfion, and in the eighth the fixth Greek Verfion. 0- 
rigen alfo laboured to clear the Septuagint from the Errors of Tranfcribers, and by comparing 
it with the Hehre'w^ to vindicate it fr*om the Errors of Compofers ; and in order to this, he made 
life of Marks, called AfterifcSy Obeli fcSy Lemnifcs and Hypolem7iifcs ^ which I need not particu- 
larly defcribe, this Book cXOrigen being loft : The Curious may find them fully explained 
by Epipbanitti fg) and ^erom and from them by Dr. Prideaztx (i). He feems to have fi- 
niftied it in the Year of our Lord 250, which was four Years before his Death. The origi- 
nal Copy of the whole Work was laid up in the Library of the Church of Palefizne^ where 
yerom (JC) many Years after confulted it. Pampbilus and Eufebius wrote out Copies thereof^ 
"and it was difperfed over feveral Churches 5 but it being troublefome and expenfive to write 
out fuch a bulky Book, and difficult to find Scribes among Chriftians fit to copy the Hekm 
Text, there were not many Tranfcripts of this Book made, and thefe not very cOrreft j yet it 
was confulted in publick Libraries. But at length, about the middle of the feventh Century^ 
the Inundation of the Saracens deftroyed like a fweeping Scourge all Libraries wherever they 
came in the Eaftem Parts of the World, and this great Work of Origen*s was never more 
feen. About the fame time two other Editions of the Septuagifit Bible came abroad, one by 
LnciaUy a Presbyter in Antiocb^ and the other by Hefycbius^ a Bifiaop in Egypt (/). Thefe 
Authors having fuffered Martyrdom in the tenth Perfecunon^ their Books obtained great Re- 
putation in the Greek Church. Hence Jerom (jn) fays, Sftzxr Alexandria ajzd Egypt appme 
Hefychius'j Verfion ^ Antioch and Conftantinople, and tbe Countries lying between tbem^ mke 
life of the Edition o/Lucian j and aUfrom Antioch ^o'Egypt tbat 0/Pamphllus : So tbeWom 
is divided into a tbreefold Variety, 

Thus alfo among the Moderns there are three principal Editions of the Septuagint^ napie- 
ly. That of Cardinal Ximenes^ printed in the Year of our Lord 1515, in his Polyglot F^l^j 
by the Care of the Spa7tifb Divines at Alcala and their Aflliftants. Secondly, the Aldv^ Edi- 
tion, publifhed at Venice in the Year 1518, which by collating many antient Copies «nd Ma- 
nufcripts, was prepared for the Prefs Ajtdreas Ajulanus^ Father-in-law to the Printer, and 
according to it have been printed many of the German Editions. Thirdly, the B,oman Edi- 
tion, which hath obtained the Preference in the Opinion of many learned M^n. It was let 
on foot by Cardinal Montalto^ afterwards Pope by the Name of Sixtus %iinpis ; and was pu- 

bliftied in 1587, moftly from an old Manufcript in the Vatican Library, writ in capital l^et-

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ters without Accents or Points. According to this hath been publifhed many Septnagints in 
England^ as at Londo7i in 16535 that in Walton'^ Polyglot in 163-7, and that at Cambridge in 
J 66^5 with a learned Preface by Bi/hop Pearfon. In the Opinion of many great Men, the 
Alexandrian Copy in the King's Library at St. Jameses is the moft anticnc and beft Manu- 
Icript of the Septnagi72t now extant. It was font as a Prefent by Cyrilius Lncaris^ then Patri- 
arch QiConftantinoph^ (who had been before Patriarch Alescandria^ and brought the Manu- 
icript with him) to King Charles I. Dn Er72efi7ts Grale^ a learned PrnJJiajx^ had under- 
taken to publifh it, and accordingly gave us two Parts thtxto^ j but Death prevented him from 
proceeding farther. So far concerning the SepUtagiiit. To go on with our Hiftory : 

§4. AN^IGONUS GONATASy the Son Demetrius Poliorcetes^ having defeated Ar,t. c, 
his Competitors, at this Time reigned in Macedon^ where he continued near thirty fix Years ; 
and his Pofterity enjoyed it, till Perfens^ the laft of the Race, was defeated hyPaiilns ^mi^'^'^^^- 
iius^ and the Country made a Province of the Komafi Empire. The Romans having lorced ^' 
Pyrrbns^ after a lix Years War, to leave Italy^ and return again to Epinis with Difappoint- ■^^^•^^ 
ment, theii- Name began to grow famous among foreign Nations. Whereupon Ptoleray Phi^ 
Jadclpbns, King of Egypt-i fti^c Amho.i![2idQTs to deiire their Friendihip, C. Fabricius Lnjcii2us 
and Claudius Cinna being then Confuls (a). The Komans were fo well pleafcd with this Of- 
fer, that next Year they fent Fahius Gurges, C//. Fahiiis Pi^or and Ognliims^ their Ant.ci 
Ambafllidors into Egypt, They werp kindly received Alexandria i where King Ptolemy *73' 
prefented them, after aii Entertainment, with Crowns of Gold i with which next Morning 
they crowned his Statues. At taking their Leave, he gave them other rich Gifts ^ which 
they accepted, but as foon as they came to Rome^ they delivered them all to the publick Trea- 
fury This was not the Praftice of after Times, when Men ferved the State only in or- 

der to plunder it : But this fhews what was the publick difinterefted Spirit of the Romans at 
that Time, which the Senate rewarded with Gifts fuitable to the Service. 

PyrrbnSy the valiant King of Epirus^ after many great Actions abroad and at home, being 
flain in an Attempt he made upon the City Argos 5 Antigonus Gonatas^ I^ing of Macedon^ 
having much enlarged his Power, and made himlelf very formidable to the Greciau States, 
the Lacedemonians and Athe72ia72s entred into Confederacy againft him, and got Ptolemy Phila-^ ^^^^^ ^, 
delfbns to join with them (d). Whereupon A}2tigo72!ts befieged Atbe72s 5 for the Relief of which, ' 
Ptolemy fenc a Fleet under the Command of Patroclus^ one of his chief Officers 5 and Arens 
King of the Lacedemo7zians fent a Land-army thither for the fame purpofe. But the Provi- 
Jjons of the Eacede7no72ia72s being fpent, Areiis thought fit to retreat, and march home : And 
Patroclus was obliged to do the fame, without doing any thing for the Relief of ^/Z'^^/J, which 
loon fell into Antigo72us*s Hands, who placed a Garifon there- Magas^ Governor of Cyrei2e ^nt. c„ 
and Libya for King Ptole772y (e\ reS||Hed againft him, and made himfelf Sovereign of thofc xtfj^ ' 
Provinces. This Magas was Half-brother to Ptolemy^ being Son of Berejtice^ by Philip a 
Macedo72iany who had been het Husband before ihe married Ptolemy Soter ^ and he had mar- 
ried Apame^ Daughter to Antiochus Soter King of Afia j and in confidence of this AWiiincCy he 
thought to difpoffefs his Brother of 5 but being recalled by an Infurredlion in 

was not able to effeftuate this wicked Defign. 

Towards the End of the Year before Chrift 263, which coincides with the Year from the Cre- 
ation of the World 3687, died A72tigo72us of Socho (f)^ who was Prefident of the Sanhedrim at 
Jerufaletn^ and the great Mafter and Teacher of the Jewijb Law in their prime Divinity 
fichool in that City, where he had been in both thefe Offices, fay the ^ews^ from the Death of 
^imn the Juft^ who was the laft of thofe who were called the Me72 of the great Sy7tagogne,^ Thefe 
taught the Scriptures only to the People; they who fucceeded them, added the Traditions of 
the Elders, obliging their Scholars to the Obfervance of the one as well as the other, as if 
both had proceeded from Mount Si72az. They were called the ^anaim^ or Mijhmeal Do^ 
tlors. The firfl: of which wzs Antigonus of Socho ^ who being now dead, was fucceeded by 
"^tfeph the Son ofjoazer^ and Jofepb the Son oFJohn, The firft of thefe was Nafiy or the 
Prdident of the Sanhedrim, and the other Ab~hetbdin^ or Vice-prelident ; and both taught to- 
gether in the chief Divinity School ztjerufalem. At that Time began the Seft of the Sad^ 
duceesy to the Rife of which this Antigonus gave Occafion : For having in his Leftures often 
inculcated to his Scholars, ^hat th^ ought not to ferve God in a fervile Ma7iner witbrefpeGi to 
the Reward^ hut oi2ly out of filial Love and Fear^ which they owed to him j Sadocand BaithoSj, 
ewo of his Scholars, inferred from thence, that there was no Reward after this Life ^ and fe- 
parating from f.ie School of their Mafter, taught there was no Refurredlion or future State 5 
ut that all Rew2.rds that God eaveto thofe who ferved him, were in this Life only. Many

Mei^. ^4. rj^j^jg jliitiochns in a few Years afiutnedthe Title of Tbens^ cr Divine^ by which he is ufuallj' 

d illinguifhed from other Kings of of his Name. He was born of the Daugh- 

ter oi Demetrius^ who had been fir ft his Father's Mother-in-law, and afterwards his Wife, as 
hath been before C^) obferved. He had to his Wife Laodice his Sifter (O, by the fame Fa- 
ther. The Name oitheiis was firft given him by the MthfiaHs^ on his delivering of them 
from the Tyranny id) of I'tmavchns, 

In the Beginning of his Reign lived Berofns the famous CW^tf^// Hiftorian 5 for he deditatcd 
his Hiftory to hini. So fays Rattan ie ) : Berofus the Babylonian^ iv bo was a Priefi o/Bcius 
at Babylojj, a7>d lived in the ^tiim of Alexander, dedicated to Antiochus, the third after him^ 
his Hifiory^ wbicb be wrote in three Books^ of the Affairs ofthv Chaldeans, a^td the ASiiom of 
their Ki72gs. Now the third after Alexander was certainly Antiochns Sthens 5 for Seleacus 
cator was the firft, ^/^?/Wj//j A^ofer the fecond, and Antiochns Thens th^ third : And therefore, 
according to ^atian^ it muft be to him that this Dedication was made; But it being faid by 
Rattan that Berofns lived in the Time of Alexander^ who died fixty four Years before Amio" 
chiis i'lkns began to reign, the Age of the Hiftorian makes St neccffary to place this Dedication 
in the firft Year of his Reign : For fuppofing Berc/wJ to have been twenty at the Deai:h ot'^- 
lexander^ he muift have been eighty four, in the firft Year Antiochns Theus, Several valu- 
able Fragments of this Hiftory are preferved hyjofephns and Enfebins^ which give Light to 
fome Pafiages of the Old ^efiammt^ and help to make out the Series of the Babyloniflo Kings:

Ptdemy Pbiladcl-phns being intent to advance the Riches of his Kingdom, contrived to bring 

all the Trade of the Eaft that Way by Sea. It had hitherto been managed by the ^jrians^ 

who carried ic on by Sea to Elatb 5 and from thence by Way of Kbinocorura toTyre • Elmh 

fceing on theEaft Side of the RedSea;^ and Rhi^wcornra at the Bottom of the Mediterranm^ 

between Egypt and Faleftine^ near the Mouth of that which the Scriptures call the Kiver of 

Egypt, To draw that Trade into Egypt^ Ptolemy built a convenient Port at Myos Hormns^ in 

the Confines of jEthiopia^ to which the Merchandice of Arabia^ Jndia^ Perfia and Ethiopia 

were carried by Sea ^ and from thenee on Camels Backs to Copttis on the Nile 5 and thence 

down that River to Alexandria ^ from whence they we||^ difperfed all over the Weft, and the 

Commodities of the Weft carried back the fame Way to the Eaft, which continued for feven- 

teen hundred Years, till Vafco di Gama^ a Portuguese difcovered a Wdy to the Eaft Indieshy 

the Cape of Good Hope^ about the Year 1493. The Road from Coptus to the Ked Sea, being 

thro' dry Defarts for fix or feven Days Journey (f) 5 to remedy this Inconveniency, Ptole- 

iny caufed draw a Ditch from Coptus^ which carried the Water of the River Nile all alon^ 

that Road, and caufed eredt feveral Inns for refrefhing Men and Beafts to all that pafled 

that Way, and built a great Fleet in the Red Sea^ and in the Mediterranean to protect his 

Trade- 

Maga's King o£ Cyrene and Libya^ gtowing old and infirm, exprefled a Defire of compofing 
-^nt.j:, ]D5fferences with King Ptolemy his Brother 5 and in order thereto, propofed to marry Bermc^i 
PfoL^phi.his only Daughter to Ptolemy's eldeft Sonj and with her to give the Inheritance of his King- 
<iel/. 17. doms after him. Which being accepted of by Ptolemy ^ Peace was made between them on 

thefe Terms : But Magas in the Year following died, before the Treaty was executed, after 
he had governed his Territories fifty Years, In the latter part of his Life he gave himfelf If 
^' much to eating, drinking^ Eafe and Luxury, as ic haftned his Death. He being gone, Apdvis 
his Wife, whom JnfiinCg^ calls Arfime^ did all fhe could to hinder the Marriage contrai?ted 
between her Daughter and the Son of Ptolemy. To this End ftie invited BemetHils t\f haU 
Brother o{ Antigonus Go72atas out of -Macedon^ to marry her Daughter, promifing him the 
Kingdoms of Libya and Cyrejie with her. Upon this Invitation the young Man willirgly came; 
But he being very beautiful, Apaine fell in Love With him her felf 5 and he complying witii 
Iier Humour, behaved himfeJf with great Infolenee towards the young Princefs^ and all thG 
Courr, whereon they confpired againft him and murdered him as he was in B^d <vith Ap^^^^^^ 
This being done Berejiice went to Egypt, and confummated the Marriage; which her Fa- 
ther had contrad:ed for her ; and Apame was fent to the Court of Antiocbm ^beus her Brother, 

whom file fo far exafperated, as he entred into a deftruftive War againft King Ptolemy^ which 

lafted

vyonian being one of his Agents in Gr^ffr^^fo far merited his Favou'r,as for a valuable Collef^-i" 
on of Pitfluresjhe gavehirii one hundred and fifty Tafents^ with whith ^r^mreftored his Ci- 
ty. to Liberty and Peace, hath been before (Ji^ obferved. 

While Antzochtts was carrying on this War againft King 'Ptolemy^ there happened a trreai 
Dcfeffion from him, in the eaftern Provinces of the Empire 5 which he hot being atlLei-p,^//°^/,;. 
fure to fupprefs imniediately, it grew to that Height; as to be too hard for him and his ^nc-Ud-^p. ^f. 
ceflbrs; For Ar faces about this -Time killed ^^(^^/■^fj^/^j Goverhor "o^ Part hi a (j^^ to refcue 
<tirid^^tes from his unnatural Luftj and gathering ^ Company to defend hinifelf, expelled the 
Mac.edoma7ss^ and fet upforhirafelf asKing of Partbza. The fame Year ^heodotnS revolted in 
Baiiricty where from being Governor under Antiochus^ he declared hlnlfelf King of that Coun- 
try id)-i and got a thoufand Cities there to fubjedt themfelves to him. Which Example being 
followed by othef Nations in thefe Parts, Antiochiis loft almoft all the eaftern Prov inces that 
Jay beyond the Tigris (;ej. This happenedjaccording to Juftifz (f)^ while L. MaulizisViilfo^znd 
M. Attilins Kiegulus were Confuls at Kome - that isj hi the fifteenth Year of the BrfiFimick 

War. .... 

At the fame Time, 6ft the Death of Mamffht^ High-priefl: of the Jo'ws^ Omas the fetond 
i)f that Name (^5 futceeded him in fchat Office. He was the Son of Simon the Jnft x, but hav- 
ing been left an Infant at his Father's Death, Eiea7»ar the Brother of Si Dion was made High- 
prieft in his llead. And he alio dying before Omas was of Age capable for executing thac 
Office, ManaJJeh the Son of'ydddiia^ and Uncle of Simon the Jzift^ was called to it ^ and now 
he being dead, Onias came into that Office : But being a, Man of an heavy Temper, and of 
a very fordid SpiriCj he behaved himfelf very meanly in that Station, as we ftiall fee afterwards. 

The Revolts which happened in the E^ft, making Af2tioci?us uneafy, and weary of the War 
with King Ptolejriy^ i^eace \vas made between them on thefe Terms (hy.^ ^bat Aiuiochus 
divorcing Laodice bis former Wife^Jhotild marry Berenice the Daugbt'er of Ptolemy PhiladeU 
phus, and entail his Crown tipon the Male-iffu^ of this laji Marriage. This being ratified on 
both Sides^, Antiochiis put away Laodice^ tho^ Ihe wSs his Sifter, and had bdrn hint twb Sons 5 
and Philadelphus carried his Daughter aboard his Fleet froiii Pelnfium td Seleucia^ a Sea-port 
Town near the River Orontes in Syria^ where the Marriage- was celebrated with great Solem- 
nity. Thus, as the Prophet Daniel xi. 5, 6. foretold^ ^be kiztgs daughter of the South 
Jball come to the king of the North 5 and, by virtue of thac Alarriagej the two Kings fJsall joifi 
themfelves together. For by the King of the South, the Prophet underftands the King 6f i?« 
gyptj and by the Xtlng of the North, the King of Syria , both being fo called, in refpcft of 

Jndea 5 which lying between thefe two Countries hath Egypt oh the South, and Syria 6ri the 

lN"orth. ... 

Arfime thQhc\6ve^ VJif^ of Ptolemy PhzlaMphus Ay^^^ all he fcoiild for het* Ho- 

nour, calling feveral Cities he hdd built by her Name, and erefting Obelisks to her Memory : 
But he himfelf, tho' he once imagined th^t he would nevfer dye (i\ did not long furvive her • 
for being of a Tender Cbnftitution, arid having further we^kned it by Pleafures fi^, he could 
not bear the AppfOach of bid Age, nor the Grief Which he fell under ori the Lois of his belo- 
ved Wife 5 but linking away under thefe Burdens^ died in the flxry third. Year of his Age, af- Ant.^c, 
ter he had reigned over thirty eight Years; He left behind hirh two Sons and one-p^^^'^''^;,^^.. 

Daughter, which he had hy Arfime his firft Wife. The eldeft of the two Sons vi^as '^^olemy i^deipl 
EnsrgeteSj who reigned after hini 5 thfe other \<^as c^Wed Lyfimacbns^ who was put t<3 Death by 
his Brother, for fome Infurre6lion agairlft him. . The Daughter was Bereizice^ lately married 
to Antiochiis T'hens K'mg 'of Syria. This Phileidelphiis Was not only a great Colle<flor of Books, 
but alfo a great Patron of Learning CO- Marty of thefe who were eminent for any Part of 
Literature reforted to him frbm all Parts, to partake of his Favour and Bounty, Seven cele- 
brated Poets of that Age are faid to have lived in his Court C^»)i four of Which ^heoorittis^ Cal-- 
Izmacbns^ Lycopbron and Aratus ha,ve fome of their Works yet remaining: And , the firft of 
them hath an Uyllium^ the fecohd aft Ily'mnin his Praife; Manetho the Egyptian dedibated 
his Hiftory, which is now loft, to him. Even Zdiius^ the fnariing Crltick, came to his Court; 
fie had written againft Homer (7/)^ whdiii all other Men valued^ and had barked agairift many 
valuable Authors, in a detr^«5ling Stile, . Ptolemy would give hini nothiiig, and he died mi- 
ferable. This King alfo had built many new Cities^ and repaired old ones^ giving them new 
Names Qo). Two of this Sort were in Pahfiine^ namely Jlce-^ a famous Port which he called 

O o a 6 P^o- 
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Ptolemais Qa\ and Kabbah^ of the Children of Amnion^ which he named Phtladelphta. And 
he left fo many other Monuments of his -Sumptuoufnefs and Magnificence behind him in Ci- 
ties Temples and publick Edifices, that it - after w ards grew into a Proverb, when any Work 
of that Kind was eretled, to call it Pbiladelpbimz. Notwichftanding all this, and that he 
had p-reac Fleets by Sea, and Armies by Land, he died poflelTed of vaft Riches 5 for he left in 
his Treafury feven hundred and forty thoufand Egyptian Talents ; which fhews how vaft his 
Revenues were, and that he had the Art of gathering and improving them. 

Antiocbus theus^ when he heard of the Death Ptolemy Phtladelphiis his Father-m-law, re. 
moved Berenice from his Bed, and again recalled Laodice and her Children. But fhe fearing 
his fickle Temper, and that he might bring back Berenice^ and fettle the SuccelTion of her 
Son as had been contraaied with Ptolemy^ did procure her Husband to be poifoned (O, after 
he had reigned fifteen Years : And on his Death put one Anemon^ who was very like him, in- 
to his Bed. to perfonate him as fick 5 who adled his Part fo weli, that the King's Death was 
not known, till by Orders counterfeited in his Name, his Son Selene us Callinic its by Laodice ^fi^^ 
fecured in the Succeflion ; and then his Father's Death being publiflied, he afcended the Throne, 
'A^.t. c. ^j^jj on it twenty Years. But LWw, .not thinking him fafe in the PoHellion, while J5tf- 
b'^LEtter' renice and her Sonwere alive, defigned alfotocut them off ; which Berenice being informed 
leu I. of fled with her Son to Daphne^ and there Ihut her felf up in the Afylum : But being cir- 

cumveened by the Fraud of her cruel Rival, flie and her Son were both flain, with all the 
gyptian Attendants who came with her. Hereby was exaiftly fulfilled what Daniel xi. 6. had 
foretold, ihat neither he^ (that is Antiochiis^beiis King of the ^oxt\i)JhaU ftand^ mrjhe (thac

(that is Berenice^ being deprived of him that Legat ber and fire72gtbned her j that is, of her 
Father, who died a. little before thefe Calamities, he given up with thefe that brought 
her -, that is, thefe v; ho came with her put of Egypt, who with her Son were all cut off and 
deftrdycd ; And thus the Prophefy was accomplifhed. . 

While J9?w«V^ was Ihut up in Daphne, the Cities of the lefler AJia, ftnt an Army to An-- 

tiocb for her Relief, and Ptolemy Eiiergetes her Brother haftned thither with a greater Forcej 
but they came too late. Therefore they turned their . Defigns into Revenge 5 and Ptolemy^ at 
the Head of them, not only killed Laodice id% but alfo made himfelf Matter of ^\\ Syria 
and Cilicia, and brought all the Provinces as far as Babylon under his Power, and would have 
fubdued other Parts, had he not been recalled to fupprefs an Infurreftion in Egypt. Leaving 
his Lieutenants to carry on the War, he carried with him. into his own Kingdom, vaft Trea- 
fures got by the Plunder of the conquered Provinces, even forty thoufand Talents of Silver 
(<?) v;ith a great Number of precious Veffels of Silver and Gold* with two thoufand five hun- 
dred Images, among, which were many of the Egyptian Idols, that Camhyfe^ on his?conquering 
that Country had carried into Perjia, Thefe Ptolemy reftored to their former Temples, 
for which the Egyptians gave him the Name of Eiiergetes, that is. Benefactor. Thus 
was accomplifhed another Part of the Prophefy of Daniel xi. 7, 8, 9. ibat there {hmU 
one arifc out of ahra7tch of her roots,in hisEftate (that is Ptolemy Euergetes, Brother to Bere^ 
mce by the fame' Father and Mother, fucceeding his Father Philadelphns in his Kingdom) 
and be JJjonld come with an Army, and enter into the fortrefs of the king of the North, and pre^ 
vail agaznft him : and jhotdd carry captive into Egypt their gods, with their princes, and with 
their precious ■veff'els offilver and gold, andfofhoiild return i?ito his own kingdom, and his own 
land and that' the king of the [outh Jlmtld contitme more years than the king of the noYth : 
For Ptolemy Euergetes outlived Seleucas CaUiiiictis four Years. 

Puergetes on his Return from this Expedition came to Jernfalem on his Way (f), where, 
He did 7Z0P facrifice to the Gods 0/ Egypt,./;/ teftmo7zy of his ^hankfnhiefs for the Vtclory, hut 
did offer Vi6ti7us after the Man72er of the Jews.to God, and dedicated to him the mofi excellent 
Ornaments of bis Vi^ory. Upon this Paflage of Jofepbus, Dr. Prideaux (g\ remarks That 
the Reafon of this Conduct probably might be, that being Ihewn the Prophecies oiDafnel^ hQ 
inferred from thence, that he owed his Viftories only to that God, whofe Prophet had fo ful- 
ly foretold them. ' -ci f 
'^■7 c When Ptolejny Euergetes was returned to Egypt, Selene us Callinicus prepared a great tieec 
z^u ' on the Coafts of A^a, for reducing the revolted Cities j .but by a violent Storm C^) he lolt 
all nis Ships, and fcarce any thing remained but himfelf, and a few of his Followers, who elca- 
ped almoft naked afhore. The revolted Cities hearing of this Lofs, whereby they thought tne 
Murder of Bere?jice and her Son fufficiently revenged on Selencus, returned to his Obedience 

CO. And he provided another Army to recover his other Dominions from King Z'^f/^^)' i

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but he was overthrown in Battle, and loft the greateft Part of his Army, himfelf eicap'm^ to 
Antioch. In this broken JState of his Affairs, he invited Antiocbns his Brother (who then tho' 
but a Boy of fourteen Years of Age, commanded in the lefler AJia) to join his Forces with him : 
And he accepted of the Propofal, not fo much from a Defigri to fa ve any Part of the Empire 
to his Brother, as to gain it all to himfelf: For he was of a greedy catching Difpofuion, taking 
all he could get right or wrong 5 and therefore was called Hierax (^), that is, the Hawk^ 
The Cities of Smyrna and Magnefia in • the lelTer Afia, out of AfFeclion to Seleucus^ entred into 
a League to join all their Power tofupport his Intereft , which they caufed to be engraven on 
a large Column of Marble, now ftanding in the Theatre Yard at Oxford^ in Greek Capital Let- 
ters very legible ^ which, with other Marble Infcriptions brought home by the Earl o£ Arnn-^ 
del^ and gifted by Hemy Duke oiNortbfolk^ his Grandfon, to that Univerfity, in the Reign of Ant.c. 
Charles II. the learned Mr.Selden hath printed in a Book now before me. Euergetes hear- ^41. ' 
ing of chefe ThingSjthat he might not have to Debate with both the Brothers at oncejcame to 
an Agreement with Seleucus^ whereby a Peace was concluded between them for ten Years (O* 
But the two Brothers, Seleucus and Antiocbns continued in War ^ the latter claiming the So- 
vereignty of the lefler and the former refufing to give it him. Whereon the Matter came 
to a bloody Battle nezr ,Ancyra in the lefler Afia^ in yfjhich Seleucus being overthrown, hardly 
efcaped with his Life. And it fared little better with Antiochus ^ for having won the Vidlor/ 
by the Affiftance of the Galaaans or Gauls of Afia^ thefe Barbarians, on a Rumour ipread thac 
Seleucus w^s flain in Battle, plotted the Death of the other Brother alfo, reckoning that if both 
were cut off, all Afia would be theirs 5 and Antiocbus having no other Way to flive himfelf, re- 
deemed his Life (<^), by giving them all his Treafure. Plutarch tells (5), That when Anti- 
ochus heard that his Brother was killed^ he put on Monrningj and caufed his Gates be Jlmt : But 
when he imderfioodtbat be was ali'ue^ he came abroad^ gathered nezv Forces ^ facrificed ivith 
^haukfgivingj and ordered all Cities under bis Dominion to keep holy Day. In the Frogrefs of 
this unnatural War, Sekucus had at length the Advantage , Antiochus Hierax being broken, T^^" 
and finding no place where he could be lafe in the ^fyw;; Empire, fled to Ariatbes King of PtoL EHer-^ 
Cappadocia^ whofe Daughter he had married. But he foon grew weary of an Exile $ and An- s*'' 7- 
tiochus finding he was in Danger to be cut ofl^ made his Efcape to Ptolemy Euergetes King of 
Egypt i where as foon as he arrived^he was clapped up in Cuftody, and there kept feveral Years, 
till by the Help of a Courtezan, with whom he had been familiar, he got out CfJ ■ But when 
he was flying, he fell among Thieves, and was llain by them. 

This War feems to have been carried into Mefopotamia^ where *tis likely happened thac 
Battle in Babylonia^ which Jndas Maccahmis makes mendon of in his Speech to his Army, 
in 2 Maccah, viii. 20. wherfi he fays eight thoufand Babyloniflj ^wj, joining with four thou- 
fand Macedonians^ vanquifhed the QalatianSyZnA flew of their Army One hundred and twenty 
thoufand Men, 

But while thefe Brothers, went on with Wars between themfelves, their Father's Kingdom 
was torn in Pieces by others, who were Enemies to both. Eurnenes fet up a Kingdom in Per-- Anu c. 
gamns (g)^ which continued for four Defcents, till it was added to the Ao;;^/?;/ Empire. Ar-- ^s^' 
faces feized on Hyrcania^ and Partbia in the Eaft 5 and S'beodotus upon Ba6iria. Seleucns^ 

fo foon as he was at leifure after the Troubles created to him by his Brother, marched to re-^'^' 
duce Arfaces j but was unfortunate in two feveral Expeditions, and in the laft of them was de- 
feated and taken Prifoner (F) ^ which Day the Parthians dbferved for a long Time as a fo- 
lemn Feftival, for recovering tlieir Liberty. Arfaces being encouraged by this Victory, took 
on him the Title of a King, and from him his Succeflbrs were called Arfacidce ^ and their 
Kingdom became fo great and powerful, as to be a Terror even to the Romans themfeh'es, 
who terrified all the World, 

In the mean time Ptoletny Euergetes having full Peace, applied himfelf to advance the Libra- 
ry which his Father had founded at Alexandria. Zenodotns was the firft Library-keeper there 
CO 5 and after him Eratofihenes was invited from Athens to take this Charge. He was a Man 
of great Reputation for Learning and univerfal Knowledge. We have had already (^) occa- 
Con to mention his Catalogue of the Kings at ^ehes in Egypt^ preferved by SynceUus^ which 
is of Angular Ufe. 

Qnias the High-priefl: of the Jews ^xjerufalem growing very old, encreafed in Covetoufoefi Anu c: 



With his Age 5 and being a weak inconliderate Man, neglefted to pay to Ptolemy Euergetes the 
ufual Tribute of twenty Talents, which had been paid annually by his Predeceflfors to the Kings^^^*"^ '^^f- 
of Egypt C^), The Arrears now growing to a great Sum, the King fent Athenion to demand * " 
the Money of the -Jews^ threatning, that if it were not Immediately paid, he would fend his 
Soldiers to difpoflbls them of their Country, and divide it among them. By this Meffage Je~

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rufalem was put into a great Fright, not knowing what Courfe to take. But at this Time there 
happened to be a young Man named ^ofepb^ Onias's Sifter's Son, of great Reputation among the 
'Jeiios. He coming to Jernfatem*, leverely upbraided his Uncle for bad xVIanagement of the pu-^ 
blick Intereft, and told hiiii there was no Remedy for the prefent Danger, but that the High- 
prieft fhould go to the Egyptian Court, and there by Application to the. King to make up the Mat- 
ter., Onias wantine; Vigour for fuch an Undertaking^ utterly declined it : Whereupon ^o[e^b 
offered to go in hjs.ftcad 5 which being agreed tc5^ and chearfuliy approved by the People, this 
prudent and generous Youth invited Athenian^ theiij^^yp/z^??^ Ambaffador, into his Houfe, where 
he. entertained him with a fplendid Hofpitality, prefented him with valuable GiftSj engaging him 
to reprefent the, Aifair to the King as favourably as poflible, and aiTured him that he would foon 
follow him to Alexandria^ and there give the King full S atisfatl: ioii . Athemon^ on his Return 
to Egypt^ reprefented yofeph^s Cbndudt ahd Charadier to fo great Advantage, that the King 
rvas very defirous to fee him-, and prepared to receive him with all manner of Refpedl ; And 
"Jofeph having borrowed from the Bankers in SamaVia twenty thoufand Drachms, which a- 
mounted to about feven hundred Vounds St eriiiig^ he thereby prepared for himfelf an Equi- 
page to appear at Court, and fet out iav Alexandria. By the Way he met with feveral of the 
Nobility of Coslefyria and Phoenicia travelling to the fame Place, and went, on with them. 
Their Bufinefs was, to farm the King's Revenues in thofe Provinces : And they having pro* 
vided themfelves in fplendid Equipages, laughed at Jofepb^ as far inferior to them : BUt he 
obferving their Difcourfe with one another about their Bufiiiefs, got fuch a View of it as en- 
abled him to liiugh at them ever after. On their Arrival at Mexandria^ they found the King 
gone to Memphis, jofepb alone haftned there after him, and had thfe good Fortune to meet 
him on the Road returning, Athe'nio?2 and the Queen being with him in the fame Charioti 
As foon as Atbenion had pointed him out as the young Man, Nephew to Onias^ of whom he 
had fpoken fo much, the King called him, and took him into his own Chariot where he 
difcourfed him of the bad Conduft thatO«/tfJ was guilty of, irl nbt paying the Royal Tribute i 
which Jofepb excufed by reafon of his Uncle's old Age and Weaknels, in fo handfome a Man- 
ner as raifcd in the King fo good an Opinion of the Advocate, that he ordered him to be lod- 
ged in the Palace;i and maintained at his own Table. And^Jojepb aifterwards did him that Ser- 
vice as made him fufficient Recompence for the Favour : For when the Day was come that 
Rhe King ufed to farni the Revenues to the higheft Bidder,, and the higheft which the Syrians. 
and Pbosnicians^ yofepb's fellow Travellers, would offer for the Provinces o^ Coslefyria^ Ju^ 
dea and Samaria.^ being nb more than eight thoufand Talents, Jofepb offered fixteen thoufand 
Talents for the fame Provinces, over and above the Forfeitures j for he propofed to give fo 
much for the ordinary Revenues only, and to return all the Forfeitures into the King's Trea- 
fury, which uled before to belong to the Farmers. Ptolemy lik'd very well the advancing of 
his Revenues, but asked what Security he would give him for Payment. Jofepb facetioufly 
replied, he would give him Security of Perfons beyond Exception 3 and When defired to tell 
who they were, he named the King and the Queen. The King was fo taken with the plea* 
fant Aniwer, that he trufted him upon his Word, without any other Security. Whereupon 
Jofepb having borrowed five hundred Talents at Alexandria^ with which he paid his Unele*s 
Arrears, was admitted to be the King's Receiver-general of all his Revenues in the Provinces 
above mentioned ; and having got a Guard of two thoufand Men for fupporting him in the 
Execution cf his Office, he immediately left Alexandria to enter on it. The City Askekn 
refufed Payment^ and gave him opprobrious Language ^ whereupon having commanded his 
Guard to take up twenty of the Fiingleaders, he .executed exemplary Juftice upon them, and 
lent their forfeited Eftates, amounting to a thoufand Talents, into the King's Treafury ; And 
having done the like zt Scythopolis^ another City dtPalefiine^ where he was refifted in the fame 
Manner,' thefe two Examples fo terrified all the reft, that after this in every Place the Kings 
Dues were paid to him without any Oppolition, Of which he having given the King a full Ac- 
count, the Steadinefs of his GonduA met with fuch thorough Approbation^ that he continued 
his Office, under Ptolemy Euergetes and Ptoleviy Philopator his Son, two and twenty Years, till 
Ptolemy Bpipbanes^ the Son oi^ Pbilgpator^ loft thofe Provinces to Antiocbus the Great, King 
Syria^ in the Beginning of his Reign. 

6'eleiicits having continued a Prifoner in Partbia till this Time, Athenceus (li) fays that^^/^" 
ces maintained him royally during his Captivity 5 and Jnftin tells us, that being fpoiled o« 
his kingdom, he died in Banifhment by a Fall from his Horfe. , By his Wife Laodice^ Sifter 
to Andromachus one of the Generals of his Armies, he had two Sons and oi^e Daughter Tn® 
Sons were Seleuens and Antiochiis j and the Daughter he married to Mitbridates King otP^^" 
ttts^ and with her he gave him Pbrygza. , ... 

'Ant. c. Selenciis being the eldeft of the two Sons, fuccecded his Father Callinicus in the Thronej* 
„ and took the Name of Cermmis^ that is, S^te Thunderer : A Title which very little became

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h"m • for lie was a very weak Prince in Body and Mind, in Purfe and Eftare. . His Reign was 
{hovt about two Years, and his Authority low both, in the Army And in the Provinces- 

ain'support was Achau's^ Son of Andromachts his Mother's Brother 5 who being a wife and 
^^liant Man, guided his Affairs as well as the fiiatter'd Statq that his Father left them in would 
Idmit Andro^mchiis himfelf being detain'ed Prifoner \n P^nhia^ Attains King Pergajriiis 
having; poirefTed himfelf of all the Leffer Afia^ from Mount '■Taurus to the Helief-pont^ tiiis J"^- 
leiiCiis Ceraimis marched with an Army againft him. But Money being wanting to pay the 
Army and the Weaknefs of the King rendring him contemptible to his Soldiers^ Nicanor and 



Apatimiis^ two of his chief Commanders, confpired againft- hina while he lay ac Pbrygia^ and 
bv Poifon'put an End to his Life C^^). Achaus being then in the Army, revenged hia Death, 
by cutting off the Traitors and all that were concerned in the Treafon, and managed the Ar- 
xiy with that Prudence and Relplution, as prevented Attains from reaping any Advantage : 
Yea tho' the Army offered to make Aab^ns himfelf King, he Utterly declined it, but took care 
to have the next righteous Heir fct on the Throne. 

This was Antiosbus fecond Son to Callwicus^ and Brpther to Cerannns lately decea^'d. He was 
afterwards, '{or his ^VQixt AEiion^ and long Reign, of thirty fix Years, called iT/^.? Gr.?^/-, Ac 
this Time he was only fifteen Years of Age, and was at Babylon^ or rather at Selencia in the 
Province 6£ Babylo72j for his Education. Thither they fenc for hini to yhittocb^ where he a- 
icended the Throne C^). Being invefted in the Government, he fent Moiou and A/excWdcr^ 
two Brothers, into the Eaft, making the former Governor Media^ and the other oi Perfia. 
The Provinces of the Lefler Afta he committed to Acbans ^ he made Epigmes General of the 
Forces and retained Hermi as the "Cariau to.be chief Minifter of State, as he had been under 
his Brother. Alei^ander and Molon^ when they were fettled in their Provinces, delpifsng the 
Youth of the King, fet up for themfelves, declaring they. were Sovereigns. 

While thefe things were a-doing, there happened a. violent Earth^quake in the Eaft, which 
made great Devaftations, efpecially in Caria^ and in the Ifland o^Khodes ^ where the great Colol- 
fus or .Statue oSTBrais erefled to the iSun, of one hundred and five Foot in Height, and every- 
thing clfe in proportion, was overthrown (O- Chare's of LiTzdhs had been twelve Years in com- 
pleting that Work, and fixty fix Years after, it was thrown down by an Earthquake. Thus it 
was finifhed in the Year zBS before the Birth of Chrifl:, and thrown down in, the Yeaf 222^ 
smd was never afterwards rebuilt. It lay in Ruins till the Year of our Lord 672, wijen Mo-^' 
awias. Caliph of the Sar^tce^is^ having taken Rhodes^ fold the Brafs to a Jezv j with which he 
loaded nine hundred Camels : And allowing each C^mcl to carry eight hundred Pound-weight; 

the whole Brafs, after the Lofs and rnibe2i:Iements of fo many Years, amounted tofeven hun^ 
ired and twenty thoufand Found-weight. 

Towards the End of the Year before the Birth of Chrift 222, which is from the Creation of 
the Worid 3728, died PtQletny Euergetes King of Egypt (^), atter he had reigned twenty five 
Years, being the laft of that Race that governed himfelf with any Temper or Verrue (O5 ali 
that fucceeded him being Moniflers of Luxury and Vice. Ptolemy Pbihpator his Son entrcd 
neyt upon the Government of Egypt : A moft profligate :^nd vitious yqung Mai), who was 
fuppofed to have made awiy his Father by JPoifon.5 and he had. not been long on the Throne, 
ere he added to that the Parricide of his Mother ffj^ of 3fagas his Brother 5 and by the like 
wicked Meafures, the Death of Ckommes of Sparta was accomplifhed, as hath been before C g^ 

related. . . , . , „ ^ rr 

A72tiochus^ taking the Advantage of Energetes's Death, and the Succeflion of fo vcJl uptuous 

a Prince in Egypt^ thought it a proper Time to attempt the Recovery Syria 5 andlJermtas 
his prime Minifter prefied hard for it. But tho' the King marched his Army that Way, after 
marrying Laodice the Daughter of Mithridates King of Fotztns 5 ypt he found, the Pafles of the 
Mountains fo well fortified, and fuch Refiftance made in them by ^beo^otns the jEtoli-dn^ who 
commanded there for Philopator^ that he was forced to retreat 5, and the ill News he had re- 
ceived of the Lofs of his Army in the.Eaft, acling againft Alexafider and Molon^ haften'd 
his Return. Next Seafon Amocbus himfelf with his Army paired the Tigris^ and forced Mq^ Ant. c; 
Ion to a feattie, wherein he gbt fuch an entire Viftory over himj that the Rebel iipding l^^s 
Caufe abiblutely jofl, out of Defpair flew himfelf . Alemnder was then, abfent in Perfia 5 but^. ' 



Nzcbolasy another Brother, efcaoing from the Battle^ brought him the ill Nevvs ; Whereupon 
they flew firfl their Mother, then their Wives and their Children^ aiid lall of all themfeives (i?}, 
that they might not fall into the Hands of the Conqueror. This Rebellion being thus ended, 
the Remains of the conquered Army fubmitted to the Kings who fent thein xntoMedia.^ He 
himfelf returned to Seleiicm on the River ^TVgrij, and there regulated his Afiairs- H'ertfiias h\s

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prime Minifter being turn'd very infolent, and having by a feigned Plot procured the Death 
Epigenes General of the Forces, the King caufed him to be cut off, to the fatisfa£lion of all 
the Provinces of the Synan Empire (jC), 

Antiochus had ftill two dangerous Enterprizes to undertake, namely, to recover SyHo. out 
of the Hands of Pbilopator^ and to regain the Leffer Jfia from Achans. He being Governor 
there, and envied at Court for his Succefs, was accufed of Treafon ; and he found no Way to 
defend himfelf, but to fet up as Sovereign of thofe Provinces. After Deliberation, the King re- 
folved firft to reduce all that belonged to theSyriajz Empire on that Side Mount ^anrus^ and 
'Mint c march againft Ach^ns. Accordingly he firfl took Seleiicia^ on the Mouth of the River 

* Oront^s^ from the Egyptians^ (which was the more necelTary, becaufe it could hinder Provi- 
fions from coming up to AntiocF) and then haften'd into Cosiefyria, ^eodotus the ^tolwi 
had before valiantly repulfed Antiochns in his lafl: Irruption into that Country : But this was 
not enough to pleafe thofe who then managed at the Egyptian Court 5 they expe<^led more 
from him^ and called him to Alexandria to anfwer for it at the Peril of his Lite. Tho' he was 
acquitted on the hearing of his Caufe, yet he refolved to be revenged on them who brought a- 
gainft him £iich an injurious Accufation j eipeciaJly becaufe he could not bear the Luxury and 
Beftiality, and other Abominations which he obferved in Pbilopator and his Court, where A 
gatboclesy Agatboclea^ and ^inanthe their Mother, Whores, Pimps and Bawds, prevailed ; 
and Sofibins the prime Minifter cherifhed their Wickednefs to fecure his own Intereft (J?), 
S'heodottis not liking to be obnoxious to fuch a Set of People, purpofed to feek for a new Ma- 
iler, who might be more worthy of his Service 5 and therefore on Return to his Province, ha- 
ving feized S'yre and Ftoleviais^ he declared for King Antiochns^ and on his Arrival in that 
Country, delivered thofe two Cities to him 5 where he found great Magazines of War, and 
alfo a Plect of forty Sail of Ships, which he employed all for his Service. After this Antiochns 
took DainafcHS^ and put his Army into Winter-quarters. 
f^y,^^ thefe Circumllances Ptolemy offered his Adverfary a Truce for four Months 5 which was 

si3. accepted of: Which being expired, both Parties prepared for War. Nicholas the .^2M- 
PtcK Pki-^ji being made Commander in chief for King Ptdlemy^ feized the Straights between Mount 

Libamis and the Sea, through which the Enemy was obliged to pafs. Antiocbus made anAf- 
fault by Land, and the Fleets encountered by Sea at the fame Time. The Sea-fight ended 
on equal Terms CO 5 but at Land Antiochns had the Advantage, and Nicholas was obliged to 
retire to Sidon^ with the Lofs of four thouiand Men. This being done, Antiocbtis made hira- 
felf Mailer of all Galilee^ and went over Jordcm into Gilead ; where he obliged Kabbah of the 
Children of (yj\\\€ciPolyb2m (J^ c^Us Rabbatammt^') by flopping its Water-courfe, 

to a Surrender, and then took up his Winter-quarters. 
^it^t. c. Next Spring Ptolemy put himfelf at the Head of a great Array, of feventy thoufand Foot, 
^'i7» five thoufand Horfe, and feventy three Elephants, and encamped at Rapbia^ between Rbi- 
^jocarnra and Ga%a, There Antiochns met him, with llxty two thoufand Foot, fix thoufand 
Horfe, and one hundred and two Elephants. After feveral Skirmilhes, the Matter came to 
a decifive Battle 5 wherein Antiochns commanding his right Wing, routed his Enemy's left 5 
but purfuing them too far, the right Wing of Ptolemy'^s Army having defeated his left, they 
then fell upon his main Body, which was left naked, and utterly broke them before he could 
come to their AfTiftance. This obliged him to retreat, firft to Kaphia^ and next to Gaz^t^ 
with the Lofs of ten thoufand of his Men flain, and four thoufand taken Prifoners Qs) : After 
which, being no more able to make Head againft Ptolemy in thofe Parts, he quitted them to the 
Conqueror J and having gathered together his broken Forces, returned with them to Antiock 
When Antiocbus had retired, the Cities of CwleJ'yria and Palefiine were at Strife which of 
them fliould firft yield themfelves to Ptolemy their old Mafter 5 and his Coutc was thronged 
wnth. AmbalTadors to make their Submillions, and offer Prefents to him 5 among whom were 
thefe from the Jeivs^ and they were all kindly received. Ptolemy ha.ving thus regained thefc 
Cities, made aProgrefs through them 5 and, among others, he vifited JerufalemCf). On his 
Arrival there, he took a View of the Temple, where he offered up many Sacrifices to the God 
of 7/i*^7i?/, made Oblations at the Temple, and gave valuable Donatives to it. But not being con- 
tent to view it from the outer Court, beyond which 'tis not lawful for any Gentile to pafs, he 
would have preffed into the Sanftuary itfelf, and into the Holy of Holies,, where none but the 
High-prieft once a Year, on the great Day of Expiation, was to enter. This made a great 
Uproar all over the City. TheHigh-priefi: informed him that theLaw of God forbad his£n- 
trance into that holy Place, and the Priefts, Lcviles^ and all the People gathered to deprecate 
•and hinder it. But the King became refolute^ and prefled in to the Inner-Court i but as he 
was going further in to the Temple, was fmitten with fuch a Terror and Confuiion of Mind,^ 

•as he was not able to fpeak a Word C^)^ and was carried out of the Place in a Manner halt 

• ■■ dead.

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dead. Whereon he departed ^xom'jcrafalcm mcd wich great Wrath againfl the whole Nati- 
on of the S'^a/J', and venting many Threatnings againfi: them. Simo/i the Son of 0;i/as (^) the 
fccond was then the High-priefl who withflrood Ftoietny. He was a wilcr Man than his Fa- 
ther who knew nothing but to heap up Money 5 and hence the JeiviJJj Affairs were C^) mir- 
nianaged in his Time. The >Samaritans^ from their old Enmity, took Occafion of the prefcnt 
Circumflanccs, to ravage and plunder the 'Jcws^ and carry off fome of their People whom they 
fold for Slaves. And during ail the Time the War lafted between Antiocbas and Ptolemy Pbi^ 
hpator the ''je'Ws fufiered very nuichj their Country CO being often the Seat of War. 

Antiochus fo foon as he returned to Antiocb^ fent Amba/Tadors to Ptolemy to move for Peace 
(^;) ■ which was agreed to, on Conditions, that Ccelefyria^ containing that Part oi Syria that lay 
between the Mountains Lzbamis and Antilibamis ^ Paleftiue^ containing all the old Inheritance 
of the ten Tribes oi' Jfracl and the Sca-port Towns called by tlic Greeks^ PbcsJiichi^ fliould be 
yielded to Ptolemy. To all which Antiochus^ in his prefent Circumflanccs, wilJingly con- 
fenced. By this Peace AntiocJms was at Leafure to proiecute tJie War againll Acbxns^ 
that he might recover the leller Afia from him ; - and Ptolemy got leave to return to hii brutal 
PJeafures Alexaudria. Buc the £gypti^t/s were difplenfed, being of Opinion, tliat if their 
King had purfued tlie Blow which he gave to his Advcrfiu-y at Rapbla^ he miglu have depri- 
ved him of his whole Empire : And thefe Difcontents procured a RebcJJion in l'c:y/>t next Year. 
Jiifiht fpeaking of this Affair, fays, Ptolemy bad [poiled Antiochus of bis ^Kt^igdom^ if bis 
ViTtm bad been equal to bis good Fortune : but content imtb tbe Recovery of fome ^ozvas be bad 
loft^be gave up bi^nfelf to Lnxnyy^ killed Eurydice, lobo was both his Wife and bis Sifter^ and 




caufed it to be engraven on a Jt'iliar at tne Oiates or tnc x'aiace {jj^rori^zaaiiig an t o cjuen ucre 
who did not facrifice to tbe Gods. He depfi'ved tbem of tbe Privilege of Macedonians, "^ho 
had built the City^ redttced tbem to the Ntmiber of common People : And ordained That all of 
them ivbo fljoiild come to be enrolled^ fl^ould have tbe ALvk. of an Ivy Leaf tbe JS.-rdge of bis Cod 
Bacchus, by an hot Iron impreffed upon tbem^ and tbefe ^jjbo refnfed fbonld be made Slaves^ 
but that as many of them as iverewilkng to be initiated into tbe heathen Religion., fhonld retain, 
their former Privileges. Of the many*" thoufmd Jeim who dwelt at Alexandria^ only three 
hundred forfook their God, to gain the Favour oftheir King. The rc{k Ikood firm, choo/ing 
rather to fufier any thing than fbriake their Religion, and would iiavc no Communication 
wich thofe who apoflatifed. This fo enraged him, that he rcfolved to dcfkroy all the Jews in 
his Dominions (^), and ordered all of them in Egypt to be brought to Alexandria., that they 
nnght be there deflroyed by his Elephants. To this End lie lliut up th^xjcvos in the Hlpp^ 
drome which was a Jarge Building without the City, where the People ufed to alTcmbie to 
fee Horfe Races, and other Shows (-6). Chermon the Keeper of the Beafts is iliid to Jiavc had 
five hundred of them prepared, all drunk with Wine mingled with Frankinccnfe (J) i and the 
King himfelf was to come on the Day appointed to fee this Tragedy adlcd. But the firfl: 
Day fixed for it, the King had been fo late at a drunken Caroulal, that ho could not be got 
awake next Morning in Time for it 5 and -the fccond Day he minded nothing of the Stoxj^ 
but thought them mad who fpoke to him of it. Upon the third Day, the King being pi eicnt, 
the Elephants were brought forth, prepared as before, and Jet Joofe upon the Jcivs i who ail 
this while, and particularly E/tf^.':2i.7r the PricO:, had been praying in the Hippodrome Ibr Dclive- 




their Religion , wliich was accordingly done. 

'Jofcphns j^ivcs no Account of this Matter in Iiis Antiquities. There is a Hint of it in luV; 
rccoiid noik -Mi^lnn Appiou^ hut tliat only in the Latin Edition of Rajums^ where it 
is fu"d to Ije done in tlie Rm'i^w of Ptolemy Pbyfcon : But 'tis afcribcd to Phihpator hy the 
iliird Book oftiio Maccabees^ where the Story, of wJiich we have given the Abflrat^i-, ^ more 
fully narrated. Tiideed the Credit of the whole depends upon tiiatBook, whicli cojnes to 
ibjuctlujig in a romantick Drcfs ^ for tho' it may be true, that Pbilopator perleciited th\z Jvivs^ 
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yet 'tis hard to believe every Circumflance here related. For as the learned Hezdeggsrus obfcrvcs 
'cis not very probable that Ptolemy could let loofe live hundred Elephants againft the Jc-jl^s 
■when all that he produced at the Battle of was only feventy three, ils Polybius f^jtiiat 

accurate Hiftorian alTureth us. Nor is his Feeding of them with Wine and Frankincenfc-, 
With Other Things here related, very like!y. And vvc may further cbferve, that the' this be 
called the third Book of the Macca'hees^ yet in order of Time it Ihouid be the firfl j for the 
Things therein narrated are about fifty Years before thefe Paul's recorded in the firft and fccond 
Bod^ Maccabees vfQTQ doxiQ. It feems to haVe been writ by {otne Mexajidrian J^zu, per;, 
haps by Philo^zs Heideggerns (t) and 'Jtmius^ from the Similitude of the Style do conceive. 'Tis 
eitant in Syriack ^ but the Author of that Verfioii feems not to have underflood the Greek 
Orieinai. 'Tis to be found in the moft of the antient Manufcript Copies of the Septnagint^ 



as in the Alexandrian Copy in St. James's Library, and in the Vaticafz Manufcript at Komc-^ 
and in thefe publifhed from them. Jerofn never thought it worth his while to tranflate it j 
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nor was it ever inferted in the vulgar Latin Verfidn of the Bible. The firft authenticK Men^ 
tion vjt have of it is in Enfebiztsh Cbronicon ijd^. 

To go oh with theHiftory t>f Antiochus the Great ; After the P&acehe made with P;;?/;?);//' 
he turned his whole thoughts upon making War againft .^i^te/^j, for Recovery of the lefTer 
Afia, To promote this Defign, he joined liimfelf in a Lfeague with Attains King of Pergo.^ 
9)ius (O i by Virtue of which, he fo diftrefTed Achmis^ as he forced him to quite the Field, 
and befieged him IxiSardis. The Gicy being taken after a Year's Siege^ Achcens was forced to 
retire to the Caftle 5 where and Camhylns^ two crafty G'^^isy^j, after they had engaged 
'Anuc. to Sofibiits Minifter to Ptolemy Philopator^ to deliver Achi^ns out of the Caftle by a pollein 

Gate, took another Reward from to deliver him into his Hands. And having got 

^^t^. 7.'" into the Caftle, under Pretence of making a Way for poor Ach<eiis\ Efcape, they betr:iyed 

him into the Hands of Antiochus^ who imlnediately caufed him be beheaded. Whereupon 
the Caftle furrendred^and all the ^yJ^z;^ Provinces fubmitt&d ; which put an End to the War.. 
'idm, c. About this Time the Difcontenta bf the Egyptians againft Philopator broke out into a Civil 

War. Polybins tells usCfJ chat there was fuch a War ; but no Author gives any Account of 
what was done in it ; only Philopator feems to have maflered the Difficulty, The yezvs who 
then bore a great Bulk in Egypt j feem to have joined that Side that loll: : For Enfebias tells 
USj That about this Time fiicty thoufand of them wei*e cut off and dcftroyed. 

Antiochus having fettled his Affairs Ih the leffer -(^£7^ made an Expedition into the jGaftj 
agaihft .^r/^i^t'-rthe Son of Arf aces^ who firft founded the Part Man Empire In which 

.P/o^^/'^i-Expeditiohj after fome Years War, feems to have had a good deal of Succefs : For 
ii>lfat, 10. after feveral Vi6ldries gained, it was agreed that Arfa'c'es fliould hold Parthia and Hyrcam^ 

bn the Terms of becoming a Confederate co Antiochus^ and allifting him in his Wars for Re^ 
covery of the Provinces revolted from - him. He alio fettled a Peace with Entbydemus b. 
'An c -S<^t'?ri^ (0, and brought many other Provinces, as Arachofia^ Draitgiana^ and CarmnanU 
aoy. ' under his Obedience 5 and after feven Years Abfence, returned to Anti^och]. 

He had not been long there, till he had an Account of the Death 6f Ptolemy PhilopaU^ 
ICing of iii^^i)?. This PHftCe did wear out a ftrong Body by his Intemperance and Debauche- 
ries, v/hich brought hirn to Death ih the feventeenth Year of his Reign, and thirty feventh 
of liis Life. After him fucceeded Ptolemy Eptphanes his Son, a Child of five Years of Age. 
None but Agathocles and Agatboclea^ with fuch Pimps and Whores were about Philopator at 
his Death ; and they concealed it as long as they could, and in the mean time plundered the 
Palace of any Treafure (A) and Riches they could get into their Hands, and then framed Fro- 
jedls for cutting off ^lepolemns^ th^n the Prime Minifter, and continuing themfelves in the 
<iovernment. Bilt the People 6( Alexas^tdri a minding their Mifdemeanours, rofe againft them j 
ahd having taken the young King, and placed him oH the Throne in the Hippodrome^ the/ 
caufed Agathocles^ Agathoclea and ^na^itbe their Mother, with feveral of their Friends anci 
Creatures, to be pUt to Death as by his Orders^ and all torn to Pieces 5 and then fent t6 the 
Senate of Rdme^ praying that they would protecl their young King and his Kingdom, fromi 
dangerous Combination that was forming againft him j which the Koraa72s^ having then put an 
End to the fecond P/fw/V;^ War, willingly confented to^ not fo much ffom a P^egardto the In- 
tereft ol the Petitioners, as from a View to extend their own Dominions^ as afterwards ap- 
peared. For 

Antiochus the Greit, and Philip King i>f Maceddn^ thinking to ferve themfelves by tht 
Death of Philopator^ and the Sucfceffion of ^n Infant King, entred into a League CO* 
vide his Dominions between them, agreeing that Philip fhould have Cafia^ Libya^ C^reiie and 

Egypt ^ ^ni Antiochns C^lefyria, Phosnicia^ Palefiine^ and all the reft. According to this De- 

fign,

In the Year 356'6 of tho Jewifi A^ra^YOxn the Creation^, which.is the 3749 Year of the P'^^- 
World (jiy^ and the4i'i3 of the Jiilia?i Period^^ (fox the JcwifiA^ra begins with the 
Year of that Period, and differs 189 Years from the common "Compi^tation after the Creatioa 
f» of the World) the JewiJJj Writers fay ic')^ That JoJJsua the Son ot'Pcrachia^ was admit- 
ted Prefident of the Sanhedrim, and Nathan the Arbelite his ViccrPreiident, and both togc^ 
ther were Re(ftors of the Divinity School at Jemfalem. They tell nothing particular of die 
latter, neither is what they fay of the former confaftent with the Time in which they place 
him, or of any Truth in the Matters related.. For they fay of him, thai when Aleooander the 
Jfmonaan King of JndabHQ^ the Doctors of the JLaw at Jerufalem^ for teljing him that he 
ought to be contented with the Crown, and not hold that and the high Prlefthood together, 
Jofljua then efcaping from his Wrath, fled into EgypT^ and that Jcfns Chrift being his Scholar, 
accompanied him thitherj, tho' the Year the J-ewzJh jEr a above mentioned, be two hundred 
and one Years before Chrift's Birth^ ancj many Years before the Reign oi Alexander the Afmo^' 
ncean in Judea, But to be wrong two or three hundred Years in Chronology, is notJaing with 
the Jews': They are the moft wretched Hiftdrians and Accounters of Time that ever pre- 
tended to either. .... 

The Romans having taken on them the Tuition of the young King of Bgyf^t^Cent Ambafladors 
to Philip King of Macedon^ and Antiochus King of Syria^ to require them to dbfift from invading 
the Dominions of t"heir(^) Pupil, otherwife they would be obhged to make War tjpontiiem for 
his Protedlion : And M. Emilias Lepidus went to Alexandria to afTume the Name of the 
young King^s Tutor 5 and ifter having appointed Arifiomenes the Atmiian to be his chiefMi- 
nifter and'Guardian, he returned to Kome, On the other Side, Antiochns having paiTcd into 
the Lelfer j^^ft, and there engaged himfelfin a War with Attains^ King of Pergamus^ the 
JVIiniflry at Alexaj/dr-ia look the Advantage Co fend Scopas with an Army, into Palefiiiw and 
C^lefyria^ for Recovery of thefe Provinces 5 where he managed the War with that Suc- 
^efsfej, that he took feveral Citiesj reduced all ^iidea by Forcej and put a Garifon iiito the 
Caftle at femfalem ; and on the Approach of the Winter, returned thither with Honour and c: 
great Riches, which he had gathered from the Plimder ofthat Country. But it fooh appear- p/J^'^. 
ed that his Succelles in this Campaign, were moftly owing to the Ablence of Antiochus ^ for ^/^^r-.V.'" 
after he, on the Jnterpofition of the Romans (f^^ defifted from the War againft Attains^ and 
was come in PerJbn into Ccele-fyria^ this brought the Vittory on the other Side. For tho' Sco'^ 
pas returned again with a great Army into th,efe Parts, yet being encountred by Antiochus at 
Paneas^ near the Fountains of the River Jordan^ he was there overthrown with a great 
Slaughter C^), and forced to flee to Sidofi^ where being fhut up Vvithten thoufand ofhisIVleni ^Kt.a: 
Antiochus befieged himj till by Famine he was forced to furrender on Terms of tife only^ i^'s* 
and he with his Men were fent thence ftripped and naked to return to Alexandria^ for Cloaths 

and Arms for future Service. AtrttQchiis marched to Gaza 5 and finding there a Ilefiflance 
that provoked his Anger^ he gave up the Place to be ravaged by his Soldiers, after He l^ad ta- 
ken it ; And having iecured the Pafles againft the March ol' any new Forces out of Egypt ^ to 
difturb him in his Conqueflrs, he marched back, and took in Betania^ Samaria^ Abila^ Gade-^ 
ray and all other remaining Cities (i^) in Paleftim and Ccelefyria, 

The ye-ws were at this Time very much alienated in their Aiiedlion from the EgypH^tny hy 
Reafon, as feems, of the former bad Treatment their Nation had received from his j7athcrj 
and by the Ravages and Robberies committed lately by Scopas in taking yerufdlcm j who be- 
ing a very covetous Man, laid hold 0) on every Thing he could get ; And therefore on 
tiocJjtiS^s marching that Way, they willingly yielded up all Places to hiip ^(and on his coming to 
Jeritfahm-y the Priefts and Elders went out in a folemn Proceflion to meet him, received hirrj 
with Joy, and entertained him dnd his Army in their City, provided for his Horfes and , Ele- 
phants, and affifted him with th.eir Arms for reducing the Caftle where Scopas had left a Ga- 

rifon. In Gratitude for theft Favours, Antiochus^ by a Decree direded to. Ptolemy^ one of

their Temple or Porches, permitting them to live all according to the Cuftoms and Laws of 
their Country, and remitting to their. Senators, Prieflsand Scribes, and Singers hi the Temple, 
any Tribute that ufed to be paid. .4"*^ another Decree, he ordained that no Stranger 
ftould enter within the Sept of the Temple , which feems to have been provided with refpeft 
to the Attempt which Philopator made to put a Force upon theiti in this jSlatter. And it is 
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alfo to be noticed, that Aiitiochus in his Eaftern Expeditions, having found the Jews of Bahy^ 
Ionia and Mefofotamia very ferviceable to him, he therefore (ji)^ on fome Coinmotions that 
happened in Phrygia and Lydia^ by a Decree direfted to Zeuxis, an old Officer of hisj and 
then his Commander in thofe Parts, ordered two thoufand Families of the Jews of Babylonia 
and Mefopotamia^ with all the Goods belongihig to them, to be fent thither on the King*s 
Charges, for fupprefUng of thefe Seditions j and that they (hould be placed in the ftrongeft 
Fortrefles for defending the Country, and have Lands and PoffelTions there divided to them 
for a plentiful Subfiftence, and that till they fhould receive the Fruits out of thefe Lands, they 
fhould be mantained out of the King's Stores : Becanfe (fays the King in the Decree) / a7ii 
pcrpwadcd they" II take a faitbfjtl Care of my Affairs^ both becanfe they poiifly worjlnp the Qod 
of 'Heave'7^ and alfo their Fidelity and Duty bath been approved by my Predecejfors. From 
thefe Jeivs^ who were on this Occafion tranfplanted from Babylonia into thefe Parts, were de^ 
fcended moft of the yews whom we find afterwards fcattered in great Numbers all over the 
Lelfer Jijia^ efpecially in the Times of the -firlt Preaching of the Gofpel. 

A^ttiochtis having brought all CalefyHa and Palejiine in Subjedlion to him, projedtcd to do 
the fame in the Lefler Afia: But to quiet the Egyptia?2S^ that they might not renew the War in 
his Abfence,he {entEticles of Rhodes to Alexandria^ with Propofals of Marriage between C/f£?« 
patra his Daughter and King Ptolemy Epipba?2cs^ to be confummated as foon as the King fhould 
be of Age for it, promifmg the Reftauration of C(^lefyria and *3^idea\ox\ the Day of the Nuptials 
by Way of Dower. This Offer being accepted, the Egyptiajzs no more renewed the War, 
but left him wholly to purfue his other Defigns. Jerom tells us (^), that the Contraft was a- 
greed to in the fevcnth Year of the Reign of EpipbafieSy (which was in the Year 3753 from 
the Creation of the World, 197 before the Birth of Chrift, the twenty fevcnth Year of the 
P^i^\gno^^Jntiocb^ls the GreatJ but the Bride was not delivered till thfe thirteenth oi Ptolemy Ei, 
piphdnes^^ Reign. 

Antiochns having fecured Peace behind him, early next Spring he fet out with a great Fleet 
by Sea, and an Army by Land, to carry on his Defigns in the Lelfer Afia, At this Time, ^J. 
tU5 ^lintins Flaminius the Roman General, was in Greece making War with Philip King of 
Macedon 5 Attains King of Pergamiis^ and the Khodians being confederated with the Komm ; 
and Antiochns being in League with King Philip^ ever fince the Death of Ptolemy Pbilopmr 
CO5 well underftood to have come into thefe Parts to give Philip what Affiftance he was 
able. Thus ftood Matters when -^w^^ot^to firft ■ let out on this Expedition: But he had not 
proceeded far till they were confiderably changed 3 for Attains at 7'bebes^ making an Oration 
to the Bceotzans to excite them to join with the Kojnans againft Philip^ fpake with that Vehe- 
mence that he fwooned away(^), and foon after died, having lived feventy two Years, and 
reigned forty four. Fie left behind him four Sons : Ermenes the eldeft of them fucceeded, and 
founded the famous Library at Pergamns (O : He and his three Brothers, Attains^ PhiletiS- 
TuS and Athernxus^ became a rare Example of Brotherly Love (f \ for all their Life they car- 
ried as if they had but one Intereft. As to Philip King of Macedon^ he was defeated by theitf?*- 
mans at Cynocephalce^ and obliged tofuefor Peace (^) ^ which the Romans granted, that they 
might have more Leifure to deal with Antiochns ; Who in the mean time failed along the 
Coafts of the LelTer Afia^ and took many Maritime Cities. But Smyrna^ LampfaettSy and 0- 
ther Greek Cities, which then enjoyed their Liberties, finding his Scheme was to reduce them 
all to the fame Subjedtion to him as they had been to his Anceftors, refolved to ftand out a- 
gainft him, and fent to the Rdrrians for Protediion i which they readily granted, and fent Am- 
biifTadors to AntiocbuSy requiring him to reftore the Cities he bad taken from King Ptolemy, 
thofe that bad belonged to Kz72g Philip, permit all the Grecian Cities in thefe Parts to enjoj 
their Libert ieSy and that he fhould not pafs iitto Europe j and if be 'wonld not make Satisf^i^i' 
072 in thefe Points^ they would make War upon him. But before the Ambaffadors came, he had 
laid Siege to Smyrna and Lampfacns^ with the reft of his Forces he had palTed over the Hclle' 
fponty feized all xhQ^braczan CberfonefuSy and fet himfelf to rebuild Lyfimacbia, where hede- 
figned to ereO: a Kingdom for Seleucns his fecond Son 5 and when the Ambafladors of the Ro* 
raans came, Antiochns and they could not agree upon any Thing, fo all Matters tended to- 
wards a Breach between them. 

\yhile thefe Matters were treating of there came a Rumour that Ptolemy Epiphaues 
^'196^' was dead in Egypt 5 which made Antiochns hafle on board his Fleet, and make all the Sail 
vtoL 'u. he could towards Egypt^ which he reckoned to be his own. But at Patera in Lycia^ finding 
fi^h, ^. this Report on good Evidence contradicted, he returned, and on his Way met with a violent 

Storm, in which he lolt many of his Ships 5 and therefore put in at Selenciay to repair his 
LoiTes, and wintered at Antiocb. The Occafion of the Rumour of Ptolemy's Death, was a 

treuibnable Plot formed againft his Life, by Scopas General of the Mercenaries, in order to 

make 
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make himfelf Sovereign o£ Egypt, But while helateat home, confidering how to manage the 
Matter, Ariftomenes the chief Minifter got Notice of the whole Defign, convicted Scopas 
and his Accomplices of the Treafon, and put them to Death, and cafhiered his Mercenaries. 
At his Death he was found poffelTed of vaft Riches, and no Doubt u great Pare thereof was 
got by the Plunder of Jadea and Jerufalem^ when he was vidlorious in Palejiijie. 

In the Year before the Birth of Chrift 195, Simo72 the high Prieft of the Jews being dead, 
his eldeft Son Onias^ the third of that Name fucceeded in his Stead (Z*), and held that Office, 
reckonhig from his Entering ion it to the Time of his Death, twenty four Years. He lived in 
bad Times, but had the Character of a good Man. The fame Year Antiochns fet out from 
Antiock to return to Epbefns, There Hm272ihal the Carthaginian being recalled out of Italy.^ 
and expelled out of Africa by ^cipio Africaizus^ came to him, and the King was mighty 
fond of hifti, thinking that a General who had beat the lb often in Italy^ could not fail 

to be ufeful to him ; and therefore he determined on the War, and Ipenc a Year or two in ma- 
king preparations lor it. 

Next Year Eratojlh'enes^ the ^'tconA Library-keeper at Alexandria^ died, being eighty two Ant. c. 
Years old CO? and was fucceeded by ^o/^;/m. Author of the ./fr^o;.'^^^;:^^ 5 who had been ^^4- 
n Scholar o£ CaUmacifUSy but hiving offended him, he wrote a bitter Invective againft ^'^^h ohff^/ 
called I^is^ from the Name of a Bird in Egypt, v/hich ufed to foul his Bill by cleanfing its' ' " " 
Breech, intimating, that he was a foul-mouthed Perfon. HcnccO'vid^ writhig a fevere Inve- 
dlive, calls his Adverfary Il^is. ApoUoszins^ tho" he had lived at Rhodes^ and was therelbre 
called Khodius^ yet he was a Native of Alexandria^ and died there. 

Antiochns^ in order to prepare for a War with the Romafjs^ Itrengchned himfelf by AUiilnces 
with neighbouring Princes. To this end he went to Kapbia, in the GonHnes o^PalffJiine :ind 
gypty where he married his Daughter Cleopatra to Ptolemy Epipbafies King of Egypt • who be- a».\ c. 
ing, now out of Minority, was folemnly inthroned, and had the Government put into his Hands. ^i'S* 
As long as he managed by Arijiomenes his prime Minifler, Matters went weil ^ but when he 
put that able and faithful Servant to Death, the Remainder of his Reign was turned into Dif^ 
order and Confufion. Antiochus gave to Ptolemy with his Daughter the Provinces of O/^"- 
fyria and Paleftine^ upon condition of lharing the Revenues equally between them (ff) : But 
the Surrender of thole Provinces feems never to have been faithfully executed. Upon his Re- 
turn from Raphia_ to Antioch^ he married Antiocbis^ another of his Daughters^ to Ariathes 
King of Cappadocia ffj 5 and would have given a third to Euraoies King of Pergamtis^ buc 
that King, being in League with the Romamy declined theO^r ^ for which he gave this Rea- 
fon to his Friends, ^hat if he married the Daughter 0/ Antiochus, he vitifi engage ixjith him ift 
the (Var againft the Romans 5 and if they were Cof^iierors^ as he had Reafon to think they 
would^ he muft he tmdone and if Antiochus had the better ^ under the Notion of bis Son^in-laisj 
he mtift he his Slave, When thefe Marriages were over, Antiochus haften'd to Ephefus, Han^ Ant, c; 
nibal was for making neither Greece nor any other Part the Seat of the War againfl the Ro^ 
9:ia7js-y but only Italy j becaufe there only he thought they could be conquered. But an Em- 
baffy from the ^tolians determined Antiochns to begin the War in Greece : For it was repre- 
fented:, ^hat not only the JStolians, hut all the Principalities and States of Greece 'would join 
him in the War 5 and- that the Romans having gone home ivith their Army^ and left Greece 
empty^ it was notv the proper ^ime to take pojfeffio7z of it. This prevailed fo far, that he went 
headlong into a War with the Roimns^ going over into Greece only with ten thouland Foot 
and five hundred Horfe, that were fcarce enough to take pofleflion of the Countxy, IJis For- 
ces from Syria and the Baft were not come up 5 and he left Lampfactis^ Stroas and Smyrna^ 
three powerful Cities, behind him unreduced. ' While he lay in his Winter-quarters at Chakis q- 
in Etibcea^ he fell in love with the Daughter o£ Cleoptolemus ^ at whofe Houie he lodged, and i.-ji. 
married her tho' he was then fifty Years of Age, and fpent the Time which fhould liave been ^' 
employed in preparing for fo great a War, in nuptial Feailings (g). But he was roufed up^'^^' 
by the News that M. Acilius Qlahrio^ the Roman Conful, was in a full March into Stheffaly a- 
gaimr him. All that he could do on this Alarm, was, to feiiie the Streights of ^hermopylee 
with fuch Troops as he had, and fend to the Aitolians for more Forces. But before any of 
the JBtolians could come to him, Cato the Cenfor^ one of the Roman Generals then with the 
Conful C^^), having with a flrong Detachment got over the Mountains, Antiochus"^ Men fee- 
ing themfelves in danger of being encompalTed, threw down their Arms and fled ^ and nioft 
part of them were cut to Pieces, excepting only five hundred, with whom Antiochns efcaped 
to Chalcis^ and then got aboard his Fleet with his new married Wife, and pafied ovi^r to J2- 
pbefus 5 where he relapfed into his Dotage with that Woman, even to a total Negledl of his 
Affairs. Hannibal roufed him out of this Stupidity, fo as he took care to haften the March of 
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his Forces from the Eaftern Provinces, and equipped his fleet under the Condu6t of Polyxe-^ 
nidas. But his Fleet was defeated near Mount Corycas in Jo7/ia^ with the Loli of ten Ships 
funks thirteen taken, and the Remainder forced to retire to jE^^^/z/j, C. Livitt's the R0771 an A^- 
miral being Conqueror. Antiochus took all pofTible Care to refit his Fleet, and feht Hannibal 
to Syria to bring up the Syrian and Pbmzician Navy to his Ailiftance. 
'^nt. c. Next Year the Komans fent X, Scipio their Conful, with Scfpio Africams his Brother, to 
't>o» <:ommand their Army by Landjand L.jEmi litis Khege litis to be Admiral of their Fleet by 5er, 
Polyxenidas.^ who commanded Antiochus^s Fleet, furprifed the Khodian Navy in the i-ort oi:* 
^Samos 3 where he killed Pmfiftratiis their Admiral, and deftroyed twenty nine of their Ships. 
JJut the Khodians fet out a ftronger Fleet to join that of the B^omans^ which relieved Eiimenes 
King of Pergavins^ and defeated Hannibal^ now out of his proper Elernent, with the Syrian 




,j umi, lit, might hinder the Konian Army irom paanug miu -o//^* uy. mt: n.t;ut;jymn^ or any 
other Way. Theretbi-c he again equipped as g,ood a Fleet as he could at Epbefns^ under the 
Conduift o'l Poly %eni das who foon encountered with the Enemy ; But the Roman Admiral 
foon defeated him, with the Lofs of twenty nine Ships funk, .^nd thirteen taken (^). Thefe 
Loiles put AntiQcbits into fuch a Gonfternation, that -he Very abfurdly recalled his Forces out 
oWLyfiviacbia and other Towns of the Hettefpont^ where he might to beft Advantage have hin- 
<tr^d tlic Paffdge of the Energy : Yea he did this in fo great Hafte, that his Troops left all their 
Frovifions and Stores of War behind them, fo as the Komans found the Paffage of the Helkf^ 
font free, and all Frovifions and Neceflaries ready, as if they had been prepared for them. 
Ajitiochns then began to diliruft his Succefs, and was willing to accept of Peace 5 but fince he 
could not have it but upon Terms of quitting all Afia on this Side Mount ^aurus^ and paying 
the Romans the Expence of the Warj he refolved to hazard a Battle. His Army is faid (;/) 
to have confided of feventy thoufand Foot, twelve thoufand Horfe^ and fifty four Elephants. 
On the other Side all the Roman Forces are faid to have amounted to no more than thirty 
thouftnd. Both Armies engaged in a decifive A£l:ion near Magjiefia-^ under Mount Sipyks; 
u-here Antiochus received a total Overthrow^ lofing fifty thoufand Foot, and four thoufand 
Horfc flain, with fourteen hundred taken Prifoners. He himfelf with Difficulty efcaping to 
SardiSy gathered up in his Way fuch Forces as he could, and at Ceierns joined his Son Selena 
cns^ making all the Hafte poflible over Mount ^aimts into Syria. Hannibal and Scipio Afn* 
canus were both abfent from the Battle, the former with the Syria7t Fleet being pent up in 
Pamphylia by the Kbodians^ and the other detained by Sickncfs at Elea, So foon as jdntio^ 
cbns arrived at Antiocb^ he fent from thence Antipater his Brother's Son^ and Zsuscis^ whd 
had been Governor of Lydia and Pbrygia^ to defire Peace of the Romans (e)^ They found 
the Gonilil at Sardis^ where his Brother Africanas^ now recovered of his Sicknefs, was with 
him. After Confultation, Africanns delivering the Senfc of the Council, told the Ambafladorsj 
ffbat as the Romans did not Jink low when vanquiJJjed^ fo neitber would, they carry tbemfekes 
too higb wben Conquerors ; and tberefore would defire no other Terms of Peacis after their Vt^o- 
ry^ than tbofe that were demanded before it : That is^ ^bat Antiochus Jhotild pay the 'wbolS 
Expences of the U ar^ eftimated at fifteen thoufand Talents of Euboea ; qtiH all his Poffeffwns in 
Europe, and like'wife all Afia on this Side Moimt Taurus j deliver up Hannibal the Cartha- 
ginian, Thoas the jEtolian, uuith other Incendiaries • quit his Ships and tara^d Elephants^ 
and keep no more of either of tbcfe thaii fuch a Number asjloould be agreed to" This being 
concludedj and afterwards ratified by the Senate at Rome^ five hundred Talents were paid 
prefently, two thoufand five hundred at the Ratification of the Treaty, and the reft was to be 
advanced in twelve Years Time, at the Rate of a thoufand Talents a-year, and Hollages gi- 
ven for the Payment 5 one of which was Antiochus^ one of the King's Sons, who afterwards 
rcigticd by the Name oi AUtiocbus Epiphanes, Hannibal and Stboas made a Shift to get out of 
the Way. Lucius Scipio got the Sirname of Afiaticns^ becaufe he had the Honour of ending 
this War ; which was done in lels than two Years Time, about twelve Years after his Bro'- 
ther Africanns had ended the fecond Punic War. The Romans reftored the Grecian Cities in 
Afa to their Liberties, gratified the Rbodians with the Provinces of Carta and Lycia^ an^^ 
gave Eiimenes King of Pergamus other Countries^ which had before belonged to Antiochus (f)i 
l^tit. c, ^ Reward for their feveral Services. Manlius Vnlfo^ who fucceeded Scipio Afiaticus in the 
I £9. Confulfhip, and was next Year Proconful, fubdued the Gauls in Afia ^ reduced them to live 
1*101, orderly, and fo quieted all things, that the Roman Empire became thoroughly fettled in that 
^ ' Fart ofAfia^ as far Eaft as the. River Halys on the one Sid^ and Mount T'aurus on the other j 

and Antiochus and the Syrian Kings who fucceeded him were eafed of the Care of governing it-

This Prince not iindlri^ Ways and Means ho\y to advance ic at Jlntivch^ niarchtd into 
ins Eaflern Countries to gatjhet .itj. leaving his SonSeleacuSy whom he had declared his Succef- 
ibr, to govern ^yr/^ during, his Abfence. On his coming to the Province of Elymais^ hPar- 
ing that there was a great Treafure in the Temple oi^ Jupiter Belns^ he feized the. Temple by 
islight^^ntl fpoiled it oF the Riches there fto.red up. Whereupon the People of the Country -^^ 
rifing upon him^ for revenging this Sacrilege^ kiUed.hiin and all that . were with him. So 
^Jnfiin CO. arid Strabo ^d^ relate, the Manher of his Death : But Anrelins vmor (^) fays he lii^^' 
v/as flain by fome of his own f dllowe'rsi whom he had beat from an Entertainment in. a drun- 
ken fit. y^row applies the eleventh Chapter of the Pro^heiies Daniel^ from the tenth 
Verfe to ih^ mnctQQnih-^ to t\ie K€t:ioi\^ this '^mg:^ ii.nd fo does the Bulk of Gri ticks and. 
Commentators,. 1 have.alre^dy ihewn how ,the former.Verfes of this Chapter dre fulfilled in 
the Hiftory of iSyfo^ Macedonian, Kings^ his Fredeceflbrs jf/J 5 and the Verfes how named, 
in their obvious Senfe^ are accompliflied in the Aftions Antiochns the Great ; For in v. lo^ 
the Prophet ikys^HisfoTisJball he ftirr^d up^^andJIsaU affentbh a miltititde of grcjtforcesi^ 
me ftoall certainly come^ and oveyflgw and pajs thtotigb. We have already fcen how 6'elencus 
CaliimcHs v/as overthrown and made Prifoner in Partbia. His fons^ that is^ Sel^ucns Cerauntts 
affembled a great Army to recover what his Father had loft. 5 but being a weak Prince, was 
poifoned, after }je had reigned two Yearti.. . Then the Prophet reftridls his jpredid^ioris to one 
Son, who was Antiochns the Great, heJJjall gome and overflow and pafs throngb. Eur, Vdrft: 
I r. i'be king of the [oitth Jlsall he moved with choler^ aiidjhall come forth and fight dgaii>fi him '^ 
even with the king of the north 5 and he floall fet forth a great inultitnde : hut the multitude! 
jhail be given into his hand. v. is. And when hatb taken away the 'multitude^ bis heart fijall 
be lifted Hp 5 and be-all eaft down many ten thoufanis^ htit flyW not be ftrengtbm4 by it\. 
Here Ptolemy Pbilopator is prophefied of^ moved with the Indignity done hirh by Antiochns 
the Great : He fJj all fet forth a multitude^ even feventy thoufand Foot, five thoufand Hbrfe^ 
and feventy three Elephants j and the Army o{ Antiochus fhall be given into his .Hand at the 
"^^xxXt Kaphia : B\xt his heart fball be lifted up ^ for after his Vidlory he; became very 
infolent, and went into the Temple of God at Jerufalem in Defiance of the . Law C^) 5 ^^'^ he. 
fiall not he firengtbned by it-. For, v. 13$ 14, ST^he king of tb& north jhatl return y and flmll 
{et forth a mult it tide greater than the former ^ andfhali certainly come after etytain years ^ with 
a greater army^ and 'with much riches. And in thefe times there floali raahy fiand tip agatnft the 
hug of the font h : alfo the robbers of the people, fhall exalt themfelveSy to.^fiahlifb the .vifiou^ 
hut they fioall fall. Accordingly Philip of Macedon confederated with Antiochits the Great, 
routed Scopas^ General for Ptolemy EpiphaneS Ring of Ugypt (/j). And tho' the RbbberS;^ 
the Violators of the Law^ or apoftate "fsws^ did appear for Ptolemy^ yet they did alfo . falh 
Whereon tixQ-yews willingly yielded to Antiocbus, and helped him to befiege Ptoleray"'^ Gar* 
rifons, or fenced Cities in Judea^ Syria, and Samaria, Thus the Prediilions in Verfes xSy n^- 
were alfoaccornplifhed. In Yerfe 17, 'tis further foretold. He fhall alfo fet his face to enter 
with the fflrengtb of his whole kingdom^ and upright ones with him^ ^hiis Jhall he do ^ and be, 
fhall give him the daughter of womeni^ corrttpting her : but fhe fhall not fiand by his fide^ neither^ 
be for him. That is, Antiochns fhall do all he can to rnafter Egypt y when Ptolemy was young: 
Many pf the religious Jews, or righteous ones, fhall joih .with hitn^ but not being able to 
efre*51:uate his Purpofe by Fpree^ he fcall give Cleopatra, his Daughter^ called the Daitghte'r of 
Wome'tz, for her Beauty and rare Partsj to Ptolemy^ deiigning that fhe fhould be a.Snare to her 
Husband : But fhe clave to her, Husl^arid's Interefl, dnd riot to her Father*s. . Then as to the 
i8th and 19th Verfes, After thii he floali turn bis face unto the Ifles^ and fhall take many: but, 
a prince for his own ^ehalf Jhall cattfe the reproach offered hy him . to ceafe i witbottt his own 
reproach he fhall caiife it to tarn upon h^m, Then fhall he turn his fate towards the fort of. bis 
o-im la?2d : but he JJsallftumble dndfally and nop be fotind. Here is the J aft Part of the Life 
Q^ Antiochns the Great foretold : For after having finifhed-the War in Coelefyria and Palefiine^ 
he fenc his Sons with an Army to Sardis^ and he himfejf at the iariie Tithe failed, with ix great 
Fleet ijuo the ^Sgean Sea, where he to&k many .of the. Iflands, rill the Prince of the People 
to whom he had offered Reproach, by this Inv.aCon,' that is, the Koijians and their Cdnful^, 
made the Reproach return upon him, by overthowing him at the Battle of Mount Sipylns, arid 
driving him out of all the iefler Afia 5 which forced him to rfetUrn to thQ fort of bis own land^ 
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that is, toAntioch the chief Seat of his Kingdom. From whence going into the Eaftern Coun- 
tries, to gather Money to pay the Komans^ he fiumbled and feU^ and was no viore found j for at- 
tempting to rob the Temple in Elymais^ he failed in his Defign, and was cut off and llain. 

In the fame Year in which Jntiochus die^^ Cloepatra his Daughter Q^Lieen of Egypt^ bore 
iiUto Ptolemy Efiphaiies a Son, who reigned after his Father in Egypt^ by the Name of Ptole^ 
rriy Pbilometor, Upon this Occafion, the Nobility of C<^lefyria and Paleftine haftned to A.- 
lexandna to congratulate the King and Queen-, and make them. Frefents, as then theCuftom 
obtained* But Jofeph the Jew^ of whom we have before heard (4), (who upon thefe Frovin- 
tes being reftored to the King of Egypt by Contrad^, was again put into his Office of collefting 
the King's Revenues^ being now too old to take on him fuch a Journey, lentC^) Hyrcamish\% 
Son to make the Compliments in his Stead ; who, tho' the youngeft Son of his Father, yet was 
beft qualified for that Employment. The Hiflory of his Birth, as recorded by J ofeph us (jf) 
is remarkable 5 for he tells us. That Jofeph having Occafion to go toAiexaudria^ as Gatherer 
of the King's Revenues, in the Reign of Ptolemy Epiphaizes^ one Solymitis^ Brother to Jofeph 
accompanied him, with his young Daughter, whom he defigned to marry to fome rich Jem 
there. Jofepb after his Arrival at Alexandria^ being at Court, and at Supper with the King, 
fell defperately in Love with a young Damfel he faw dancing before the King, and told it to his 
Brother, defxring him in a fecret Manner to procure him the Enjoyment of that young Lady. 
Whereupon Solymins put his own Daughter to Bed to his Brother, inftead of that fine Dan- 
cer, who having drunk well that Night,perceived not that it was his Niece : But fhe being fre. 
quently v/ith him in this Manner, he was fo charmed with her, as he vented his Paflion to his 
Brother, telling, that he was vext that the Lady being a Heathen, and an Alien to the Jewijb 
Law, would not permit him to marry her, and the King would never grant her to him* Then 
his Brother difcovered to him the whole Matter, and confented to marry his Daughter to him, 

and of this Marriage with his own Niece next Year was born Hyrcanns, Jofepb had by ano- 
ther Wife feveii Sons, all elder than Hyrcamts ^ to each of thefe he oiFered the Commiflioti 
of going to the Egyptian Court, but they refufed it 5 whereupon Hyrcamts undertook' it, tho' 
not then above twenty Years of Age. He obtained Letters from his Father upon Arion his 
Banker, who advanced the King's Taxes at Alexandria^ and had all that Time three thoufand 
Talents in his Hand, to advance him what Money he called for, to buy Frefents for the King 
and Queen. Hyrcanus taking Advantage of this unlimited Order^ inftead of ten Talents 
which his Father thought would fuffice^ demanded a thoufahd 5 and forced Arton^ by cafting 
him in Chains, to pay him that whole Sum, which amounted to above two hundred thoufand 
Pound Sterling. With this he bought a hundred beautiful Boys for the King, and as many 
handfomc young Maids for the Queen ^ and when prefented, they carried each a Talent in 
their Hands, the Boys to the King, and the Girls to the Queen. Some other Part of the 
Money he expended in valuable Gifts to the great Men about the Court, and kept the Remain- 
der for his own Ufe. yofephns (^/) tells fome other pretty Stories of Hyrcanus. But by his 
Liberality alone to the King, Queen and Court, wherein he exceeded all others who came 
from Ccelefyria and Paleftine at this Time, whofe greateft Offers were not above the Value of 
twenty Talents, he procured fo high a Favour of the j%>'/'??f77/ Court, that he returned with 
a Commifiion to be Colledlor of the King's Revenues in all the Country beyond Jordm. 
This exceedingly offended his Brethren, who were before ill affeclcd to him 5 and now they 
confpired to way-lay him, and cut him off as he returned : And *tis alledged they had their 
Father's Connivance. But Hyrcanus coming well attended with Soldiers to aflift him in the 
Execution of his Office, got the Advantage in the Affault, leaving two of his Brothers, and 
fome of their Attendants dead upon the Spot. On his coming to Jerttfalem^ he found his Fa- 
ther exceedingly exafperated againft him, both for his Conduft in Egypt^ and for the Death 
of his Brothers on his way home 5 'and that for this Reafon, no Body there would meet him 
by the Way, nor own him when he was arrived, he palTed over Jordan^ and there entredon 
colledling the King's Revenues in thefe Parts. Soon after this Jofepb died, who had been Col- 
ledlor of the Revenues in Syria^ Phoenicia^ and Samaria two and twenty Years, and had gi- 
■ven Occafion for the poor needy Jews to live more handfomely than before (e). Upon his 
•Death a War commenced between Hyrcantts and the furviving Brothers, about their Futher's 
Eftate, which for fome Time difturbed the Peace za^ernfalem. The High-prieft, and the Ge- 
nerality of the People taking Part with the Brothers, Hyrcanus was forced again to retreat 0- 
ver Jor^^z;/, where he built a very ftrongCaftle of white poliflied Marble, adorned with Fi- 
gures of more than an ordinary Size, with Vaults of feveral Furlongs in length, cut through 
the Rock of an adjacent Mountain. Within the Caftle were fpacious Rooms, Variety of 
Fountains, large Courts, and ftately Gardens. He gave it theNartie o£^yre : And it being 
feated upon the Borders of Arabia and Jitdea^ he from thence made War upon the neigh- 
bouring Arabs for feven Years together. This was while Seletictis Pbilopator the Son of An- 
-' - ' tiochus 
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tiocbus the Great reigned in *5>/v^. . But when Antiocbus Epi'phanes fucceeded his BrQCher*?^- 
leiictis^ and had inflated himfelf in Coslefyria and Falefime^ as well as in other Provinces of the 
6'yr2a7i Empire, Hyrcamts being threatned with his Difpleafure for his Gonduft in this and o- 
ther Matters, laid violent Hands on himfelf 

To return to the Affairs Syria and Egypt: After the Death of Antiochns the Great Se- 
Uncus Philopator his eldefl Son, whom he left at Antioch^ when he departed thence into the 
Eaft, fucceeded him in the Kingdom ^ but made a very poor Figure in it, by realbn of the An^ai 
low State which the Komans had reduced his Father to Q\ and the heavy Tribute of a thou- 
fand Talents a Year J which through the whole Time of his Reign he was obliged to pay ^^^^ 
them. In Egyp Ptoleiny Epipha7i€s \iz.Ato tYiisTvaiG. managed the Government with Ap-^''"''" 
plaufe, being directed by Anfiomenes the chief Minifter : But not being able to bear his 
Freedom, he made him away by a Cup of Poyfoit (O i and then gave up himfelf to all vi- 
cious Pleafures in PraClice, and to Tyranny and Cruelty in the Condudl of his AiKiirs. The 
'Egyptians being dilfatisfied, began to combine againfthim; but by the Means of Polycrates^ a 
wife and valiant Man, then his chief Minifter, thefe Difficulties were a little removed. Af- 
ter this Ptolemy pro]e£ted BL War Bga'mD: Se/eucHs King of Syria : But as he was laying his 
Defigns, one of his chief Officers asked him, where he would have Money to carry it on ? '^"l' 
To \vhich he anfweredy ^bat bis Frie^sds -cijere bis Mc^ey. Hence many of his chief Men in- ^ 
ferred that he defigned to take their Money (i^) from them for carrying on the War : For pre- 
venting whereof, they procured Poifon to be given him ^ which did put an End to his Projed^: 
and to his Life, after he had reigned twenty four Years, and lived twenty nine. Ptolemy Pbilo- 
inetor his Son, an Infant of fix Years old fucceeded him in his Kingdom,' under the Guardianfhip 
of Cleopatra his Mother, 

It is not eafy to. fix the Time when the Letter {sad hy y of ephns (g) to be wi'it by Are^is 
King of Lacedxmon to Omas the High-prieft of the Jews^ is to be placed. In the firfl: Book 
of the Maccabees xii. i o. it is faid, Tbere was a kng^i7ne pajfedfince it had bee7z fent to tbem. 
Hence Dr- Ptideanx (f)^ from Scaliger conceives that it was writ in the Time when Onzas 
the iirfl", the Son of Jaddna was High-prieft j for then was one Aretis King of Laced £x:vw7i : 
But upon what Ground it is iaid by Jofepbits^ ibat it was found in a certain IVriting that the 
Lacedsemonians and the Jews were BrethreUy and that tbey were both of tbe Stock of Abraham, 
1 confels is ftiil more liard to underftand. There is fomethlng in this Story that looks very 
fabulous, and like an Apocryphal Writer. 

Si^mnvi Benjamite^ being made Governor or Protedtor of the Temple at Jernfalem (^g)^ 
who feems to have been one ofyofepb^s Sons, a Difference arofe between him and Ojjias 
the High Prieft j and when he found he could not prevail, he with others fled from Jem/a' p^oVl^hU 
Urn to Apollonins the. Son of^hrafeas^ who was Governor of Ccclefyria and Palefiiue for Seleti- loiu^s, y. 
ens King of Syria, and told him of great Treafures laid up in the Temple at Jenifalem : Where- 
upon ApoUofiins informing the King, Heliodorus his Treafurer was fent to make Seizure of it. 
On his coming, the 7*?^^;^ made great Lamentations, and prayed that God might turn away 
fuch a Stroke j and the Hand of God appeared in a miraculous Manner, againft the facriJegi- 
ous Attempt of this Treafurer, for he was ftruck down, loft his Speech and Senfes, and did 
not recover till the High Prieft Onias prayed for him, as is more fully naarated in the third 
Chapter of the fecond Book of the Maccabees, But Simon Ml carried on his Malice againft 
Onias^ and Apollonins encouraging him therein, Onias went to the King to Antioch to make 

Complaint of thefe Violences s but he had not been long there C^}, till the King died. 

When Antiochns the Great made Peace with the Komans, among other Hoftages he gave 
for performing the Treaty CO? was Antiochns his own Son, the younger Brother of 
Seleiicns Philopator. He having been now thirteen Years at Kome^ Seleucus had a Defire to 
have him home Qk\ and for redeeming him, he fent Demetrius his^only Son, then about 
twelve Years old, to ftay therein his ftead.- While both the next Heirs of the Crown were 
thus abfent, Heliodorus the King's Treafurer, the fame who had been fent to rob the Temple 
of God at Jerufalemy thinking this a fit Opportunity for him to ufurp the Crown, tp this End 
treacheroufly gave Poifon to his Mafter CO Seleucus, of which he died. It appears from 
what we have juft now related, concerning Simon the Benjamite, from the fecond Book of 
the Maccabees, znd alfo from Jofephus (yfi), that Seleiicus was in PolTeflion of Phoenicia and Pa~ 
hjiine about the Time ol'his Death. The Treaty for furendring them to the King of Egypt, 
upon Ptolemy Epbipbams^s marrying Cleopatra Daughter to Antiocbus the Great, feems never 
to have been truly and fully C«) executed j tho' what Jo fephus tells us of the Nobility of Ga?/^- 
fyria and Palefiiue going to give Gifts to Ptolemy Epipbanes and his Queen, upon the Birth of 
Philometor, declares that at that Time, thefe Provinces owned the King of Egypf as their So- 
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x'ereign. When they came undet the Government o£ Seleucus Philopator^ we afe hot to] d 
t'nly ^tis probable thit he feized them in the Time of PtoTemy Philometor^'s Minority, becaufe 
his Father had been making Warlike Preparations againft the Crbwn bf Syria^ and that tliey 
continued with him to the Time of his Death. The whole Reign of this Seiettcus Pbilopator is 
cxpr^ffed by the Prcph'et tianiel^ Ch. xi. 20, then fJ^ all fiand up bis eft ate (for he was 'the 
Son and SuccefTor of Jntiochus the Great, of whom the Proph'et had been fpeaking from i?. 16 
to 19, who inherited as much of his Father's Kingdoiu as the Komahs left him, that is, on the 
]Eaft Side of Mount ^anrus'^ a raifet of taxes^ buf&Jithin afeiv days heJhaU be deft'royed^ nei^ 
tlferin anger nor in Battle : Ahd the v/hole Bufiiiefs bf his Reign, \Vas to raife a Tax of a 
thoufand Talents every Year to the RdmpJjs 5 which by the Treaty of Peace which his Father 
xnadc^ he ^'C.s dbliged to pay td them for twelve YearS, and the laft bf thefe twelve was the 
lafl bf his Life : And he was d'eftroyed n'^ither in anger 'nor in Battle^ that: is^ neither by War 
abroad, nor by Rebellion at home, but by the fecret Treachery bf HeliodortiS. His Deijthis 
reckoned to fall in the Year from the Creation 3775^ before the Birth of Chrlfl: ly.j: Years.

S,vith a Party to fupport his Pretenfiions (a^ 5 and that there was another Party forming for 
Ptolemy King of Egypt^ in the Right of his Mother, Sifler to the deceased Kihg • and that 
both of them agreed not to g)ve Onto him, tho' the next Heir in abfence bf Dembtrtus^ the 
honour of the kingdom^ as the holy Prophfet D^wW Q>) foretold; He therefore applied him- 
fcJf tnEnvtienes King of Pergamns^ znAAttdUi his Brother 5 and by Flatteries^ and greafc Pro^ 
tnifcs t?:* Aippr^rt: them in cafe of a War with the Romans^ prevailed with them to alTift him a- 
gainft l-Ieliodoriis. By their Means the Ufurper being fupprefled, he was quietly placed on tiid 
Throne 5 and all fubmitted to hihi. So foon as he was fixed, he afllinled the Name of %i 
f banes (zr), (that is, illuftrions^ tho* ilbrhlng fcbuld be rhore alibn to his ti-ue Charadleri for 
he was a vile Perfon^ or as the Original C^) bears^ a dej^icuble Pe'rfon : For Atbenceus (?) 
informs us, out of the Hiftories of Polybins^ Heliodorus and Pbylairchtis^ (which Bboks are now 
\o^y except a Part of the firft) that he would frequently go out of the Palacej ramble aboufc 
the Streets, converfe with thofe who engraved in Silver and wrbught in Gold about the My- 
ifteries of their Trade, and debafe himfelf with the meanefl of Company 3 and would drink 

With Strangers and Foreigners, even with the vileft of them : That when hfe hedrd of any 

young People met together to feaft or drink, he would invite himfelf among them, and revel 

fl\Vay the Time in Cups and Songs : That in a mad Frolick he would put off his Royal Habit^ 

sind affume a Roman Gown 5 go round the City, and ask the Votes of the Citizens^ as ufed t6 

be done when he was at Rome : That he would fet up for the Office of u^idile av Tribune^ 

and go up to the Curule-chair, and hear petty Caufes in the Markets 5 whence niany tijok 

him for a Madman, and called him Antiochtis Epimanes^ that is^ mad : That he fpent a great 

Part of his Revenues in Revellings and drunken Caroufals ffj^ and in the Streets would fcat^ 

ter his Money ih HandfuUs among the Rabble, faying. Let him take it to whom Fort ime ^ives 

it : That he would wafh in the publick Baths among the common People, where he Would 

(do ridiculous A€lions : That at Antiocb he made great publick Feaftsj where he entertained 

his Guefls in golden VefTels, and had to the Number of a thoufand, ahd fometimes fifteen Jiun- 

dred Dining-rooms j would do the moll fervile Work himfelf, and dance with Comedians and 

Whores, ferom f g) alfo tells of him. That he was exceedingly given to LafciviolifnelSj and 

would proftitute himfelf with Whores in publick Company. Athen^iens (Z?) fays further of him^ 

That he was often drunk on the Bench when giving Juftice : That he had for Catamites ^- 

ri[fus and ^bemifon^ two vile Men^ Brothers, born at Cyprus : That at Daphne he exhibited 

publick Games with vail Expehce^ where he behaved to that Degree of Folly and AbfUrditVj 

as to be the Scorn of all that were prefent. 1 have been the fuller in this Account of him, to 

ihew that this Petfecutor of God's People deferves juftly the Charafter which the Prophet D^?- 

7siel gives him, of a defpicable or vile Perfon, 

When this AntioCb/is was fettled in his Kingdom, yafon the Brother of Onias being Sliititi- 

ous, applied to him for the High-prlefthood (O5 by an Offer of three hundred and fixty Talents^ 

and eighty inore upon another Account : Whereupon Onias was difplaced from that Office, 

■and he advanced to it in his flead. At the fame time he procured Onias to be called tO^«- 

tiocb^ where he continued to dwell to his Death : For the Intruder feared that Onias^ by reafon 

of his fignal Piety and Righteoufnefs (^) being of great Efleem among the People, he fhouid 

have little Authority among them j as long as fo good a Man, and lb unjuflly deprived, fliould 

continue at Jerufalem, Antiothvs coining poor to the Crown, the Treafury being exhaufled by 

The Tribute paid to the Roraa72s in twelve preceeding Years, and he having daily occ^fion for 

Money

In Egypt, after the Death of Ptolemf Epiphams^ Cfeop^iWa his Queen, Sifter to Antiochus 
Epfhanes^ had taken on her the Government,, and the Tuition of her Ihfant-fon 'Phihmetor 
(^) i which file managed with gfeat C^re and Prudence. But fhe dying this Year, the Con- ^ns, c; 
du6t of Affairs there fell into the Hands of Lennens a Courtier, and Bulcens ah Eunuch, who *7j» 
had the breeding tof the young King. Irt their Entry on the Adminiftration, they made a De- 
mand of C&fsfp'la and Paleftin'e frowi Mtiochts Bpiphm'es (J^ ; which gave rife to the Wat* 
between him and Pbilometor. ^ht Egypt ims^ in defence of their Claim, a'rgiied, ^hat in 
the lafi Fartitmz of the Empire of Alexander the'.Great^^ after the Battle at Iplus C^), thefe 
Provinces were ^JJigned to Ptolemy Sbtcr theiih King : ^hat he and his Succejfors eVer held 
them^ till Antiochus the Great weft'ed them 6nt of the Maftds 0/ Ptolemy Epiphanes 5 a7td that 
the faid Antiochus bad agreed^ 'ivbefz be marrfed bis Daiighrer Cleopatra to the faid Ptolemy, 
to reform bim thofe Provinces, But Antid'cbus Epi^banes denied both thoie AJJegations, and 
afierred, itbat in the f^ad Partition CdeieJyria rf^^d Paleftjrte lacre afjigned to Seieucus Nlcator^ 
'With the whole (?/ Syria, ,and uozv belonged to him as the rightful Stic ceffor to that Empire 5 anti 
as CO the Article bf the Marrilage-cbntraft, he faid there was no fuch Thing : And both Sides 
referred to th:s Sword to decide the Matter. Pbilometor being now fourteien Years old, was 
declared to be out of his Minority, and Preparations v/cre rnadc at Alexandria for his Ihthro- 
jiisation. Antiochus fent ApoUonitis to be pi^efeht at that Solemnity, and td congratulate the 
young King his Nephew (f) 5 but really to look what Meafurcs that Court was taking with 
refpecl to the contefted Provinces. And finding they prepared for War, he fcame by Sea to 
Joppa to view the Frontiers, to put them iii a Pofture of Defenbe in tafe the Egyptians fliould 
attack them 5 and in his Progrels he came to Jeriifalem^ where he was treated with great Ma- 
gnificence by Jafott and all that City. Thence he marched t6 Pbosnicta^ ahd returned again 
to Atrtiocb. ^ • . . . 

The next Yeai* jafo'n fent Mehelaus his Brother to Anticch^ tb pay the King the lifual Tri- Ani. t. 
butfe-tnoney, and fcd treat with him about other Matters fg"). But Menelaus treacheroufly fup- ^71. 
J)lanted his Bi-ofcher, and got into his Poft, by offering more than he by three hundred Ta-^|^';. 
lents : Whith Offer being accepted, JafoH was depofed, after that jh the Quaiity of High- * ' 
prieft he had been Gbverndi^ bfthe j'ewifif Nation three Years, andMenMatts put in his ftead. 
The Author of the fecbhd Book of the Maccabees (Jj) calls hirii Brother to Sipon the Benjct-^ 
mite^ who was of the Houfe ofSTobias, But this could not be 5 for hone but thofe who were 
of the Houfe of Aaroti w6re capable 6f the High-priefthobd ; Arid therefore vve rather give 
credit to Jofephiis in this Point, who tells us O"), that he was the Brbther of Otiias hhd "fafon^ 
the third Son of SiT^ioH II. High-prieft bf the jews. His Father arid elder Brother were both 
good Men, but he followed Jafon in Fraud and Wickednef^, and oUt-dld him in each of thefe. 
In cpnipiiance with the Heathens, arid ih ittiitatldn of his Brbther laft named, he abandoiied iili 
firft Name,. and took that of Menelaus from the Greeks. On hiis coming tb J'enifalem^ there 
was fuch a Party that ftood for Jdfon^ as forced Mehetaits with his Friends bf the Houfe of 
Tobias to return to Antiocb j whete having declared. That hfe woijid iforfake th^JeWip Reli-

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gion, and go in to the Worfhip of the Greeks^ Epipbafies affifted him with fuch a Power^ as 
Jafofz could not relift, but fled into the Land of the Ammonites (^a) ; and Menelaus took pof^ 
feflion of his Office, and endeavoured to bring as many of the Jews into the Impiety of the 
Greeks as he was able. That which made this Office lb defirable to this wicked Man and to 
his Brother and enabled them to give fo much Money for it, was the Temporal Autho-. 

rjty then joined to the Ecclefiallical ; a Thing that proves the Ruin of the Church, and fre- 
quently dangerous to the State : Tho' in Point of Hiflory 'tis certain, that iirft under the Per^ 
JtaUy and then under the Egyptia^z and Syrian Kings of the Macedonian Race, the High-prieft 
of the yews had the fole Temporal Government of that Nation, 
c. Mejtelaus having got into the High-priefthood by outbidding his Brother, took no Care to 
' P^'i- P*^y Money he had promifed for it C^). Whereupon he and Softrahis Captain of the Ca- 
^^w. JO- ftie, who was alfo Receiver of the King's Revenues in Judea^ were fummoned to Antkch, 

On their Arrival, they found the King gone to quell an Infurreftion at and yizr/aj, 

Cities in Cilicia : The Revenues of which being afiigned x.o A^ztiochis^ one of the King's Con- 
cubinfes, the Inhabitants rofe in an Uproar ^ which the King haflen'd to appeafe, leaving^;;* 
dronivus to govetn at Antioch in his Abfence. In the mean time Menelaus took care to raife the 
Money before, the King's Return. In order thereto, having by means o^Lyfimacbus^ whom he 
left his Deputy at Jeruj'alem COs many of the Gold Veflels out of the Temple, he fold them 
at ^yre and the Cities round about j whereby he raifed enough, not only to pay the King, but 
alfo to bribe Andronicns and other Courtiers to procure him Favour, Onias^ who was then 
conRned zt Antiocby having Notice of this Sacrilege, reproved il;ftf«ff/^?aj feverely for it 5 which 
the Apoflate not being able to bear, engaged Andronicns for a Sum of Money to cut offOnks^ 
who having got Intelligence of the Defign, fled to the Sandluary at Daphne : But AndronU 
Cits having by fair Promifes and falfe Oaths perfuaded him to come out of that Place, put him 
to Death, that he might gain the Money promifed by Menelaus (d^. This Onias having by 
his laudable Carriage, even at Antioch^ gained the AfTeftion both of Greeks and yews^ they 
joined to petition againfl the Murderer ; which prevailed fo far with the King, tho' a Tyrant, 

that Andronicns was convicted of the Murder, and put to Death for it in the Place where the 
Faft was committed. Onias is reckoned by the Cbronicon Alexandrinum to have been High- 
prieft twenty four Years. In the mean time there happened a great Mutiny ztyernfalem^ by 
reafon of the Veflels of Gold carried out of the Temple by Lyfimacbus^ and fold by Menelaus, 
The Multitude gathered together, and Lyjimacbus got about three thoufand Men, under the 
Command of one ^tyrannns^ an old Soldier, to oppofe their Rage ; But the Jewijh Mob fell 
on with that Furj^, that they wounded fome, killed othersj forced the reft to flee, and flew 
Lyjimacbus^ the facrilegious Robber, near the Treafury, within the Temple (O- 

Antiochns Epipbanes (/), flnce the Return of Apollonins out of Egypty had been preparing 
for War w^lth Ptolemy Philo7netory for the Provinces oi^Ccelefyria and Palefiine, He defpifed 
the Youth of that King, then but iixteen Years old, and the Weaknefi of his Minifters j and 
judged that the Komans^ who were then at War with Perfeus King of Macedon^ would notdi- 
flurb him j yet he thought fit to fend Ambafllidors to Kome to juftify his Undertaking fg), and 
then led his Army to the Frontiers o£ Egypt (Jj\ and came to a Battle with the Forces of P^/- 
lometoTy between Mount Cafius and Pelnjiamy where he got the Viftoryi and after it, took 
Care to mal^c his Border as ftrong as poffible on that Side, and then returned to his Winter 
Quarters at ^yre. While he lay there, three Delegates from the Sanhedrim of the Jews 
came to complain of the Sacrilege committed by Menelaus and LyfimacbnSy and of the Difor- 
. ders occafioned thereby. Menelaus^ to avoid the Sentence which he iaw was ready to be pro- 
nounced againfthim, bribed Ptolemy Macron^ the Son o( Dorymenes (i) with a great Sum of 
Money to befriend him, who taking the King afide, prevailed with him not only to abfolve 
Menelausy but alfo to put to Death the three Delegates of the ^ews^ as unjuft Accufers, whicli 
^vas fo manifeft Oppreifion, as the like would not have been done among Scythians ^ and the 
Syrians pitying their Misfortune, caufed them to be honourably buried. This Ptolemy Mit" 
cro7z had been formerly Governor oiCyprtis for Ptolemy Philometory and during the King's Mi- 
nority had kept the Revenues of that Ifland in his Hands 5 but when the King was enthroned, 
he delivered the whole to the Royal Treafury at Alexandria^ in a proper Sealon,to anfwer tlie 
Exigencies of the Government (k) j but afterwards being difgufted,he revolted from King ?to- 

lemy^ and went over to Antiochns^ and delivered the rich Ifland of Cyprus into his Hands. 

tiochns received him with great Favour, admitted him into the Number of his Principal Friends, 

and made him Governor of Coelefyria and Paleftine Q\ and lent Crates^ who had been before 

Deputy-Governor of the Caftle at yerufalemy to be Governor of Cyprus in^his Head (jiz)- 

bout this Time, for forty Days together, there were feen at yertifalem, very flrange Sights 

of 
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of Horfe and Foot in the Air and great Companies fighting and charging each other, as in 
Battle Array, as a Prognoftick of thofe Calamities of War and Defolation, which foon after 
came upon that City and Nation. 

Next Seafon Antiochiis made a fecond Expedition into by Sea and Land, and ha- ^ 

ving defeated the Army that oppofed him, took Pe/ufium Qi)^ the Key of the whole Kingdom, T/^ ' 
and from thence made his Way into the Heart of the Nation, When he had gained the Vi- 
ftory, he rode about and forbad putting any more to Deaths which fo far reconciled th^ E- 
gyptians to him, that they all readily yielded, and he made himfeif Mafter of Memphis ^ and 
all other Parts of Egypt except Alexandria. Philometor carried very meanly, without making 
any Attempt to recover or preferve his Kingdom, but did eat with the Conqueror at the lame 
Table, and converfed with him as a Friend ^ which may in a great Meafure be afcribed to his 
Education under Enlaus the Eunuch, who had trained him up to nothing but Effeminacy, that 
he might be ftili neceffary to him in the Government. Antiocbus indeed pretended to take 
Care of the Affairs of the King his Nephew ; but under that Cover, he made himfeif Mafter 
of the Country, miferably pillaged it, and vaftly enriched himfeif with the Spoils thereof. 

When Antiochus was in Egypt, a falfe Rumour being fpread that he was dead COa J^-fon 
thinking this a fit Opportunity to recover his Station, as High Prieft at Jemjalem^ marched 
thither with the Affiftance of a thoufand Men at leafl:, and having by the Help of the Party 
he had there, taken the City, and driven Menelans to flee for Shelter into the Caftle, he aded 
all Manner of Cruelties upon his Fellow Citizens, putting many to Death whom he thought to 
be his Adverfaries. Antiochus being informed of all this in Egypt, marched with all hafte into 
Judea (/) 5 where being told that the Jews rejoiced at the Report of his Death, he laid Siege 
to Jeritfalem 5 and having taken the City, he ilew in three Days Time forty thoufand Perfons, 
feized as many more Captives, whom he fold to the neighbouring Nations for Slaves ^ and not 
content with this Barbarity, forced himfeif into the Temple, where he entred into the mofi: 
inward and Sacred RecefTes, polluting by his Prefence both the Holy Place and the Holy 
of Holies, the wicked Menelans fhewing him the Way into both: And to affront in the high- 
eil Manner he could the Religion whereby God was worfhipped there, he facrificed a Sow 
upon the Altar of Burnt-offerings, and then facrilegioufly plundered the Temple, taking thence 
the Altar of Incenfe, the Shew Bread Table, the Candleftick of feven Branches, that flood 
in the Holy Place all of Gold, with feveral other Golden Veffels, and Donatives of former 
Kings, to the Value of eighteen hundred Talents ofGold, making the like Plunder in the City ; 
with all which he returned to Antioch, carrying thither with him the Spoils ofjtidea and 
gypty which amounted to an immenfe ill gotten Treafure. On his Departure, for the further 
Vexation of the yews, he appointed Philip a Phrygiaft (e\ a Man of a cruel barbarous Tem- 
per, to be Governor ofjiidea^ and Andronicus, another of the like Difpofition, to be Gover- 
nor of Samaria, with Menelans . to be ftill over them as High Prieft, to compleat their Sorrow. 
As to y^fon, he not daring to abide Afitiochus's coming out of Egypt, upon Notice thereof, 
fled from Jemfalem back again to the Land of the Ammonites $ where being accufed before ^- 
retas King of the Arabians, whole Kingdom reached into that Country, he fled from thence 
alfo : And being forced to fliift from Place to Place, and hated for his Wickednefs towards 
God, his Religion and Country, he was caft out, firfl: into Egypt, and then into Lacedcemonia 
(^f), where he perilhed in £xile and Mifery, without having any one to give him Burial, as a 

Punifhment for his Apoftacy and Wickednefs. 

The People of Alexandria finding Phi lojpietor their King under the Power of Antiochus, and ^, 
by him in a Manner deprived of his Crown, they put his younger Brother on his Throne, ' 
who took the Name of Ptolemy Euergetes II. but afterwards they gave him the Name of Phyf^Ptol. 'phi* 
€on, that is Fat Guts^ by Reafon of his big Belly acquired by Luxury 5 and by this Name he^omet. la^ 
is commonly mentioned. Cineas and Ctmamis were made his Prime { Minifters. Antio-^ 
cbiis Epiphanes laid hold of this Occafion to make a third Expedition into Egypt, under Pre- 
tence to reftore the depofed King, but really tofubjefl the Kingdom to himfeif 5 and having 
vanquifhed the Alexandrians in a Sea-fight near Peluf%tmCh\ he entred the Country and laid 
Siege to Alexandria, The young King, after advifing what was proper to be done, defired 
an Accommodation by Mediation of Ambafladors of the Grecian States, then at the Egyptian 
Court, and afterwards by the Khodians, "But Antiochus told them there was no Need of long 
Orations, for the Kingdom belonged to Philometor the elder Brother, with whom he had made 
Peace, and if they would recal him from his Banifhment, and reftore him to his Crown, the 
War would be at an End. This he faid only to embroil the Kingdom, and to put the two 
Brothers by the Earsj that when they had wafted their Strength, he might come upon them, 
and fwallow up (O both. With this View, having withdrawn from Alexufzdrza, which he 
_^ _^ S f f f 2 was 
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was HOC able to take by Porce^ he marched to Memphis^ and there feemingly reftored the 
whole Kingdom to Pbiloinetoy\ excepting only Felufittm^ which he ftili retained in his own 
Hands, chat by this Key he might enter Egyp when he pleafed ; and having thus difpofed 
Matters, he returned to Jiutioch. Ptolemy Vh'ilomefbr did how Fee what Aiitidchiis intended 
and to prevent the lame, fent to invite his Brother to an Accommodationa which by means 
r:i{Cleo-pfitTa^ who was Sifter to both, was agi^ee'd to, upon Terhis that the two Brothers fliouid 
jointly' reign together. But they being aware that Antiochus would return again upnn them," 
lent AmbalFadors into Qreece ijT) tor Auxihary Forces, and they had Reafon , lor Antiochns 
hearing of the Agreement^ and finding his Politicks difappointedj refolved on k War againft 
the two (F) Brothers. 

c. To that .End edrly next Spring he fent a Fleet to fecure Cyprus^ and at the fame Tmvemar-. 
thed d numerous Army by Land into "Egypt^ to maks ah abfolute Gonqiieil of that Kingdom. 
ptoL Phi- B^hinocoTum he met with Ambalfadors from Phlloinetor^ defiring that he would allow hini 

peaceably to enjoy the Crown which he wore by his Favour. But not regarding the Com* 
piiment-, he now declared himfelf an Enemy to both his Nephews, and fubdued their Country 
as far as Memphis^ where he received the Submiffion of rncft of the feft. The Bgyptians fear- 
jng what was now come up'on them) had fent Ambafladors to Kome who b'eiri'g iritroduced 
into the Senate^ did^ in a mournful Habitj and with a lamentable Oratioh fet forth their Cafe ; 
and proftrating themfelveS, prayed for Help : And the Sienate having confidered (0 that it 
>vas their Intereit not to fuffer Ajitiochns to become fo great, as the Annexing of Egypt to 
Ha vvould make him, decreed to fend an Embafiy into Egypt to put an End to the War. the 
Perfonb appointed for it were C«/>jP(?/tf7/«J X^7/<«ir, who had been Conful four Years beforej 
Cains Becimiis^ and X2ams Hoftilitis^ who were difpatched in all Hafte 5 fo as they cariie to 
Antiochus when his Army was within four Miles March of Alemndria^ in order to lay Siege to 
that Place 5 which he might probably have taken, if the Ambafladors had not flopped him, 
and fo reduced that whole Kingdom. On the Sight of Popilius^ with whom Afitiocb/is had 
contrafted an intimate FriendSip, while aHoftage at Rome^ he put forth his Hand to embrace 
his old Friend : But Popilins refufed the Compliment, telling. He muft firll: kndw if he were 
a Friend or Enemy to the Roman State, before he could own him as one to himfelf ; and theii 
delivered into his Hands the Tables, in which the Decree of the Senate v/as writteh, and de- 
fn-od him to read itt Antiochus having read the Detree, told Popilins he Would cbnfuk U*icii 
his Friends about it, and fpeedily give him an Anfwer. But Popilins infilling on an imme- 
diate Anfwer (ta?), drew a Circle round hitn in the Sand, with the Staff he had in his Hanii, 
gnd required him to give an Anfwer before he ftirred out of that Circle. Antiochus after a 
little Hefitation told that he would obey the Commands of the Senate. Then Popilins accep- 
ting his Embraces, a6lcd conform to his former Friencuhip with him. Thus, as Valerius Ma-* 
yjmus obferves (e)? -Row^z;/^ at the fame Moinerit ternRed Antiocl^us, ahd protedted E^jpt. 
The pfefent Situation of Affairs made the Romans more bold, ^nd the ^jyr/^;/ King more tame: 
I'or about this Time Patdus jEmylins had overtoine Perfetis King of Macedon^ ahd added his 
Kingdom to the Rofnan Empire, which now became a Teiror to the WoWd, and the Sp^i 
knew he couid notfland againfl therri. The Treaty being ratified, and Matters fettled be- 
twecn the two Brothers reigning in E^y;)?, and Oy/T/zj, which was reflored to them. Poplins 
land Jsis Collegues returned to Rome ^ and Ambafladors followed them from the two Pto/ems, 
to thank the Senate for the great Benefit they had received by their Mediation, and Antiochus 

rctunied to Syriit. 

§ 5. But being enraged that all hisDefigns againft the Kingdom of Egypt were how difap- 
pointed, he vented his Wrath againft the Jews^ who had ho ways oflended him : For in march- 
ing thro' Paleftim^ he detached off from his Army twenty twbthoufand Men, under the Com- 
mand of Apollonius^ who was over the Tribute, ahd fent them to J'ernfalem (f)^ to deiftroythc 
Place. He came thither wlthi his Army jufl: two Years after Antiochus himfelf had taken th6 
City, ahd fpoiled the Temple r^). On his firft Arrival he carried peaceably ^ but oh the 
next Sabbath, when thePeOpIe v/ere aflembied to celebrate religious Duties, he let loofe his 
Troops, with Orders to flay all the Men, to take Captive the Women and Children, and fell 
them for Slaves 5 which was executed with Rigour ; for he killed the Men, ahd filled the 
Streets with their Blood. Then he fpoiled the City of all its Riches, fet it on Fire in feveral 
Places* demoliftied theHoufes* nulled dbwn the Wails ; aiid Vvith theRuinfea of thedemolii^-

Garrifon - of Soldiers frequently fell on thofe who went up to the Temple i;o worfhip^ and filed 
their iBlood, defiling that facrcd Place with all Mariiiel^ of pollutions : S"o chat from this Time 
the, Temple became deferted^the daily Sacrifice was omittedp and none of the Servants ofGo'd 
clurft go thi'ther .to wprliiip, uW^udas^ three Years and a Half after thi?, having recovcre<i it out 
of the Hands of the Heathen, bya nqw Dedication reftorbd it again (^d) to its former Ufe j 
For all that efcapedthis Carnage hayit^ fled from J ernfaieih^ the Place was left: in the Hands 
of Strangers, and the City was defolate of its natural Inhabitants, At this Time Judas 
^accabeus (c\ with fomc other Jews vvho^accompani'ed.h'im, Sed Jii'to the. Wijdernefs, where 
they lived upon Herbs, and what el'fe the Mountains or Woods could a&rd them, till they 
eot an Opportunity to take up Arms for them'felves^ asfhall be herea'fter related. 

When 'Ahiibchtis Epiphams returned io Jhtiocb uTj^ he iflbed put a Decree, i'hat all Nati^ 
ms viithin Ms Dominious^ having their former Cajidms and Kites ^ flsoiM to the Reli» 

gion of the Kmg^ and worjbip the fame Gods^ in the fame Manner as he did. . Which wajs le- 
velled mainly againft the jews 5 and it was extended to all Nations in the Syrian Empire, fay 
h^iAce o£ Ptolemy Macro'n'f^^^ might not only cut off the jews in 

Paleftiney but all others of that Religion, fettled .within any ]part of Jlnt'iochts^s Dominions* 
For the more effedual EKCcution of this Decree f/), he fcnt Overfeers over all the jProvinces 
"of the Empire, to fee to the Obferv.ance thereofi and to inilrudi the People in all the Rites 
they were to conform to- All the Heathen Nations readily obeyed thcfe Commands, one fort 
of Idolatry being as acceptable to them as another f and hone more readily than the Sama^ 
Titans. As long as the Jeisis Were in trofperity, they ufed to claim Kindred with thera, pro- 
feiTing themfelves to be the Sons oif Jojepb : But when the jews were under any Cilamityi 
then they had nothing to do with them 5 they were then of the Race of the Medes iind, Per--- 
.j7(^;;j C*^), as they really were, and not oftlie Ifraelit'es. And at this Time they .prelented i 
Petition to thfe King, in the Conclufion whereof they reprefented, that fcho' their Temple hi- 
therto had been dedicated to no fpecial Deity, yec now they defired it might be made thQ 
Temple of the Grecian ^upifer^ knA fo called . for the future. Antiochas eafily granted their 
■Deiire, and gave Orders to iS?/r(i;>orj l^eputy-'Governor q£ Samaria^ to dedicate their Temple 
to the faid , and give them ho further Trouble. The Samaritans were not the only 

ApoHates 5 many jetius^ to avoid tiie Perfecution, or to curry tavour with the King and his 
OfEcerd, or from their own wicked Inclinations did the fame. So Daniel xL 32. had fore-* 
toldj Jnd fuch as do wickedly againjt the covendnti, Jhall ha corrupt by flatteries. liydQ^A ma- 
ny did fall away in Ifrael t, and thele who were guilty of to doing, joined the KSn^s Forces 
then In the Landjand became more bitter Enemies to their Brethren than the Heathens them- 
felves. The Overfeer fent to fee this Decree executed in Judea and Samarid^ was one At/je~ 
vtens (k) an old Man, who being well verfed in all the Rites of the Grecian Idolatry, wa^ 



thought a proper Perfon to initiate othei-s m them. On his coming to Jerufalem^ all the Sa- 
Icrifices were fuppreft, with all the Obfervances of the Religion ; the Te^ felf 

was polluted, their Sabbath^ arid Feftivals were , profaned, their Children ibrbidden to be cir- 
cumcifed, aiid their Law, wherdver it could be found, was taken away ordeftroyed ; and.e.ve^ 
ry one was put to Death that was difcovered in any of thefe Particulars to have counter-afted 
the Kuig's Decrees. The Jjy/i^« Soldiers were the chief Mimoharies to effectuate this Con- 
verfion, like the Method of the French King's dragooning JProteftants into Popery. Tlie7^w- 
ifh Worfiiip being expelled out of the Temple, they confecrated that Koufe to their heatheniih 
Deity, Jiipit'er Olympius Ql% and ereifted his Statye upon the Altar of Burnt-oflerings j and on 
the lefTer Altar before it they facrificed to liim. This was done oh the fifteenth of Ci/leu (jn% 
which anfwers to part of our Nove7nhe'r and Decemher j and on the twenty /fifth Day of that 
Month, they facriSced to their Idol. They did the like to the Samaritan Temple atMouijc 
Gerizzim confecrating it to Jupiter Hofpita 'lis^ that is, the Prote^or af Strangers, Buc 
this was done with Confent of the Samaritans, who were indeed Strangers in the Xjand, and 
not of the Race of Ifrael. And whereas two Women were found at Jerufalhn to have cir- 
cumcifcd their little ones C^') lately born, they hanged thefe Infants about the Necks of their 
Mothers ; arid having led them through the City, cafe thern headlong over the fteepeft Pare 
t)f the WalJs^ and killed all who had been \^ith them in the Performance of tjiis forbidden Rite. 
And with the fame "Severity they treated all others who were found to praftife any Part of the: 
Jewijh Religion, contrary to what Antiochus had comriiandecl. And to bting the, People more 
^\xddQn\y to contbrrii to Heathenifrii, they fet up Altars, Grbve5,and Chapiets for Idols in every 
City { /)) 5 and Officers were fent to force ^ll to oner Sacrifices to the Grecian Ccods^to eat Swines 
Flefh, and other unclean Beafts j particularly on the King's Birth-ciay : And when the Feaft of

Baccbns^ the God of Drunkards came (^),the Jews were forced to carry Ivy, as the reft of 
the Heathens did in Honour of that Day. 

When thefe Officers were fent about to make all conform to the King's Religion, one of 
them called Jpelles caiile to Modin (^),where d\vQ\t MaUathiaSy a Prieft of the Gourfe of yo;?- 
rib J the firft of the twenty four Courfesof the Priefts, who ferved in the Temple CO- He was 
an honourable Perfon, zealous for the Law of God, and was the Son of Johfz the Son of 
Siftiojiy xhc Son ou Afmonmis^ from whom the Family of the AfmQft(xans are denominated. 
With him he had five Sons, all valiant Men, zealous for the Law of their God, Johanan cal- 
led Kaddis^ Simon called I'bajfi^ Judas named Maccahceits^ Eleaxary named Avaran^ and ^o- 
nathan furnamed Appbus. Apell^s on his coming to this City, addrefled himfelf to Mattatbias^ 
to perfuade him to comply with theKing's Commands, that by his Example the People of the 
Place may be induced to do the fame. To this Mattathias anfwered with a loud Voice in the 
Hearing of all the People of the Place, ^hat no Coiifideration wbatfoever JJjonld perfwade him^ 
or any of bis Faintly to forfake tbe Law of their God ; but tbey would ftill walk i?2 the Covemm 
which be had made with tbeir Fore-fathers^ and no Commands of the Kitzgfhoiild make any of 
them depart froja it. When he had lb laid^ oblerving one of the Jews in that Place, prefenting 
himfelf at the Heathen Altar there eredled to facrifice, conform to the King's Commands, he 
was moved with a religious Zeal, like Phmehas^ and flew him ^ and fell alfo on the King's 
Officer ; and, by the Afliftance of his Sons, and others who joined with him, killed him and all 

that attended him. Then getting togethei; all his Family, and calling others who were zeaU 
ous for the Law, he retired with them to the Mountains ^ where, with many others who fol- 
lowed the fame Example, he led a folitary Life, whereby the Defarts of Jtidea became filled 
with thofe who fled from the Perfecution CO- One Companj^ of them, to the Number of a 
thoufand Perfons, being got into a Cave near y^r»yJr/m, Philip the Phrygian (fj^ with the 
Forces which he commanded in thefe Parts, endeavoured to perfwade them to come out and 
obey the King's Commands : But they all refolutely declared, 'ithat they would rather die than 
forjake the Law of their God. Whereon he belieged the Cave j and next Sabbath they refu* 
fingj out of a fcrupulous 2eal, to do any Thing for their own Defence, they were all cuto^, 
Men Women (^) and Children. Mattathias and his Followers being grieved at this ^ and 
confidering, that if they imitated this Copy, they muft all be deftroyed j after a full Reafoning 
of this Matter, they ail came to this Refolution (J))^ S%at tbe Law of the S^hhath infncba 
Cafe of Necefjity did not hind ^ and that whenever tbey fhotild be affanlted on the Sahhatb-day 
they would fight for their Lives ■ a72d that it was lawful fo to do. This Decree was received 
with general Approbation, and made a Rule in the Wars afterwards with their Enemies. 
"Ant. C. ' Antiochus hearing than his Commands did not meet with fuch thorough Obedience in 'jnM^ 
167. as in other Places, came thither himfelf to enforce the Obedience of them COa and executed 
PtoU P/j/- great Cruelties upon all the Jews who did not apoftatife. The moft remarkable Martyrs were 
Umet^ £tsazary an old venerable Man, who refuling to eat Swines Flefh, was ftripped naked, beaten 

and tormented, and at iafl: cafl: into the Fire, and ftinking Liquors poured into his Noflrils. 
All which he endured with Conftancy and Patience, till he was confumed in the Flames. Then 
was brought forth Solomona Cwhom fome later Jewijh Hiftorians call Hanna\ a venerable 
aged Woman, with her feven Sons, who could not be moved with the King's Promifes, nor by 
his Threats to forfake the Law of her God j tho* all Inftruments of Torture, as Wheels, 
Rods, Hooks, Cauldrons, Cages, Gridirons and the like were laid before them. Maccahm 
the eldeft Son was beaten, flripped and flretched on a Rack, round the Wheels, till his Si- 
news and Bowels burfled, and ac lafi: thrown into the Fire. Aber^ the fecond Son, was bound 
with Iron Chains, his Skin fleaed off to his Knees, and then cafl to a cruel Leopard, which 
would not touch him, and at laft died by the Hands of his Tormentors. Madir^ the third 
Son, endured yet worfe, being tied round a Globe, till his Bones went out of Joint, the Skin 
plucked off his Head and Face, his Tongue cut out, and then call: into a fiery frying Pan, 
whore he died, Judas^ the fourth Brother, defpifing the King's Commands, and the Perfwa- 
lion of Spedlators, being refblute never to forfake the Law of his God, had his Tongue cut 
out, was beaten with Ropes at a Stake, racked on the Wheel, and died. Achas the fifth Bro- 
ther was cafl: into a brazen Pot, and died by moft cruel Torments. Areth^ thefixth,had 
his Tongue cut our, and died in the Frying-pan. Jacob^ the youngeft, was put to Death by 
the like unfpeakable Torments,which he endured with incredible Courage. The Mother at Jaft 
having feen all her Sons thus put to Death, and having encouraged them all to Conftancy and 
Fortitude of Mind, by pious Speeches in the Hebrew Tongue, fuffered Martyrdom her felf, 
with the like heroick Spirit, under a thoufand Torments. The A£ls of thele Martyrs, and 
their dying Speeches, are more fully recorded by Jofepbus (Je^\ and in the Book of Maccabees

Names are written in thel.amb s Book ot JJife, and the holy Apoftie feem^ to make honour- 
able Mention of them, faying, //<?^r. xi. 35. Others were tortured^ not accepting deliverance, 
that they might obtain a better reJurre6iion, 

In the mean time Mattathias with his Company lay clofe in the Mountains, and a great 
Number, when Epiphanes was returned to Antioch^ reforted to them, who were called Chafidim 
or Afid^ans^ that is, righteous^ as the Hebrew Word ^fadikim fignifies. Mattathias having got 
a Company together that made the Appearance of a fmail Army, took the field ^ and going 
round the Cities oijndah id), pulled down the Heathen Altars, caufed all the Male-children 
who wanted that Sacrament to be circumcifed, cut off all Apoftates, and deftroyed all Perfc- 
cucors that came into his Hands, and again re-eftablilhed the true Worlhip of God in all Places 
where he prevailed. Antiochus having forced the Jeivs^ under Pain of Death, to deliver up 
many Copies of the Law, which he deftroyed or fupprelled, that he might more eafily per- 
fuade that People to go in to Heachenilh Idolatry 5 Mattathias recovered feveral Copies of it, 
and again reftored the Service of the Synagogues, and caufed the Law to be read therein 
as before it ufcd to be done, defacing tlie profane Piiflures which the Heathen had painted up- 
on it. When the Jews during the Perfecucion wanted the Law, or five Books ofMo/es^ they 
read Portions out of the Prophets, and this Cuftom continued even after the Law was reftored. 

This Reformation was happily commenced by Mattathias^ but he had not the Honour to 
finifh it i for being very aged, he was foon worn otic by the Fatigues of the War, and died the 
next Year after it was begun, in the i46ch Year of the Kingdom of the Greeks (c\ or JEra '^^^^ 
of the Sekccida, Before his Death he called his Sons together, and exhorted them to ftand Jud, 
up valiantly for the Law of their God C^0» and fight the Battles of If-ael againft their prefent^'*^' 
perfecucors 5 and having appointed Jiidas to be their Captain, and Simon to be their Coun- 
fellor, he expired, and was buried at Modin, being much lamented by ail the Faithful in IfracL 

"Judas Maccab<ztis flood up in his Father's ftead (O- Thofe who were zealous for the Law 
relbrted to him and his Brethren, till they made a little Army ^ of which he had the chief 
Command, and led them to fight againft the Heathen, who opprefTed and pcrfecuted them. 
The Motto he chofe on his Standard was taken from Exodus^ xv. l i. Mi camo-ka Baelim Je^ 
hovah ? that is, IP'ho is like unto thee among the gods, O Jehovah ^ which being formed by 
an Abbreviation, made up the artificial Word Maccabi (f). Hence all that fought under that 
Banner were called Maccabesans, and Judas, who was their Captain, was defigned from it by 
way of Eminence. And thefe Contractions have been fince frequently ufed among the Jews j 
as, Kambam, {or Kabbi Mofes hen Maimon ^ Rabbas, for Rabbi Levi be/2 Ger/bn : And there-* 
fore the learned Baxtorf hath writ a Book of purpofe to explain fuch Contraflions, which is in*' 
tituied, De Abbreviaturis Hebraicis, Not only thefe who fought under Judas and his Brethren 
were called Maccabees, but thofe who fufFered by Ptolemy Philopator, fifty Years before this, 
for a like Gaufe CS^ » "Books wherein their Actings and Sufferings are recorded arc 

called Maccabees, 

§ 6. I have already (h^ difcourfed of that which is commonly called the third Book of the 
Maccabees, but in Order of Time is the firft, and fbown the Account therein given to be li- 
able to juft Exceptions : I fiiall now offer a few things concerning the firfi: and fecond Book 
of the Maccabees, The £rll Book is a more exa£b and accurate HiAory than any of the reft. 
We are not certain who was the Author thereofi Some conceive it was John Hyrcamis the 

Son of Simon, who was Prince and High-priefl of the Je'ws near thirty Years, and began his 
Government at the Time when this Hiflory ends ; But whether it was compofed by him, or 
by fome other whom he employed, I lhall not determine. Jerom (j) fays he had leen it in 
the Qhaldee Language : But that Edition is now lofl, and the Qreek is the only Original there- 
of that we now have. Befides the general Arguments that flrike againft all the Apocry- 
phal Books, and Ihew them to be no Part of the Canon of the holy Scriptures, which 1 do 
not enter upon, there are fome peculiarly againfl this, to be taken from the Book it felf j 
as, that in Chap. i. Ver. 6, 7, 9, 10. this Author fays, Alexander the Great, while lying on 

his deathbed, called his chief minifiers, and divided amoiig them his kingdom ; who entred up^ 
€T2 the government every one in their place, and ajpimed crowns to themfelves after his deaths 
Which is nor true in Fadt, nor agreeable to any other authentic Hiftory. He, Chap, i. Ver^ 
II. makes Antiochus Epiphanes to reign in the Year of the Greeks 137 5 tho', from the Be- 
ginng of that Epocha, to the commencing of the Reign of that Amiochtis, there were feveral 

more Years. In Chap. vili. Ver. 6, 16, he hath a flrange Narrative concerning Antio* 

chus the Great ; fhat the Romans took him alive, and took from him the regioiis of India, Me^ 
dia and Lydia, giving them to king Eumejies ^ that three hundred and twenty Senators confnlt 
(It Rome about the affairs of that republick, and yet commit the whole power of adminifiration

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id (fue^inajT^ who governs but for one year^ ajsd they aU vhey him. Which is not true in Fa(ft. 
rior agr€re^ible to any other authentic Hiftory. His Account, i Mdccab, xi. Ptohmy pjji 
lometor\ Defign to add Syria to his own Kingdom, doth not agree \Vith what is related of chat 
Prince in that fame Chapter, and hyjofepbus (a) and other Authors. Thefe things^ befide^ 
others C^), arc unfuitable tb the Character of an infallible iinfpired V/rlter. * 
The fecond Book of MaCcaDees doth by no means e<Jual the Ei^a^lnefs of the firfl. Tj.g 
Author thereof IS uncertain^ only he owns, that with great Labour and Watching he com^ 
pendized the fiVe Boo^s o^Jafon the Cyrenian]^ and reduced the'm into one, Maccah. ii. 3/ 
— 27. And in Chnp, xv. Ver, 39. he feysi, If this mivpoftife be done exa6ily and iv^u 
ought to be^ this is what I defired : but if it be performed meanly and paorl^^ yet it is aswefl 
'.as J was able. Which is unfuitable to the Char^dVei- of an infpireU Writer, He commends 
the wicked Fadl of K&ziaSy who \Vich great Cruelty killed himfeJfi « Maccab, xiv. 37 -..^g 
Which one Thing is fuiHcient, according to 'Anguftifz to declare the whole Book not to 
foe canonical. He tells, that ^^^r^w/.^^ the Prophet hid the Tabernaciej the Ark, and the Al- 
tar of incenfe, and prophefied where they would be found again^ £ Maccab, ii. 5 --- g, 
\vhich is inconfiftent with J^remiah^ iii. j 6. And hath many other falfe and fabulous Thinej 
as hath been obferved by feveral learned Authors (i/). * 
§ 7. ANl'JOQHUS EPJPHANES being inforthed, that PautHi JEmilins the Koman 
General, after he had conquered Perfens King oi' Mace don y did celebrate Games at A^nphipo^ 
Us on the River Strymon^ he did th6 like at Daphne near Amioch^ with great Expence, Pro- 
fancnefs and Luxury, as we have before ip) obferved from Athenatis. Biit Jndas Maccabms 
Was ndlihg another Pnrt in Judea : For he went round the Cities of that Country f/J, deftroy- 
ing all Utenfils of Idolatry, cutting off Heathens and ApoftateSj ahd for fecUring of them 
who loved the Law, he fortified their Towns, rebuilt their Fortreffes, and placed Garifonj 
in them. Tb put a Stop Co his Progrefs^ Apollomns^ who was Governor of Samaria for An* 
iiochns^ got art Afmy together^ and marched againft him {g}- But Jndas having variquifted 
him in Battle, feized the Spoils of his Troops j among which he found Apollomtis'$ Sword 
-Which he took for his own Ufe, and fought with it afterwards. Scron^ Deputy-governor in 
fome Part of Coslefyria under Ptolemy Macron^ hearing of thefe tilings, rehdeisvoufed all iiis 
Forces-, and tnarched Into Judea^ expefting to gain great Honour by revenging the Blow: 
But he met with the fame Fate as ApoUvnius^ being overthrown by Judas^ and flairt in BacfcJe (b). 

^ntiocbus hearing how his Lieutenants in thofe Parts were once and again overcome and 
llain, was moved with great Indignation^ and gathered together a great Army^ refolving im^ 
mediately to deftroy the whole Nation of the Jews^ and give their Land to others. But he 
found his Treafury fo exhaufled by his profufe fpending^ that he had no Money to pay his 
Army (0- Befidcs, he was alarmed by Tidings out of the Eaft and but of the North that 
Artamas King Armenia had revolted from him^ and that in P^rfia his Takes were no'more 
dul^ paid. To remedy this bad State of his Affairs, he left Lyfias with one Part of his Forces 
to fubdue the Jms, and with the other he refolved tt> march into the Eaft in Perfbn to re- 
trieve his Intereft in thofe Parts. Lyfias was one of the Royal Family, fet over the' King's 
Bulinefs frotn Euphrates to the Borders of Egypt ik\ and had the Government of the King's 
Son, then a Boy of feveh Years of Age^ committed to him till the King fhould return. If- 
fias being very diligent to execute the King's Orders againft the Jews^ gave Ptolemy Mamn 
the Son of Dotymenes the chief Charge of the War, with Nicanor and Gorgias to aflift hira (/) j 
v^ho, with an Artny of forty thoufard Foot and feven thouffind Horfe, came and encamped 
near Emmaus^ with a great many Syrian Merchants with enough of Gold and Money to buy 
the Jews for Slaves, before they were vanquiflied. Judas and his Brethren feeing the great 
Danger they were in, refolved to ftand for the Defence of their- Religion, Lives and Liber- 
ties, tho' they were but fix thoufand Men againft all this Multitude 5 and in the firft Place he 
led tlicm to Mizpab, there to implore the divine Affiftance, (for they could not thert alTembie 
at Jerafalem^ which was troden under Foot by the Gentiles) and then led them into the Field, 
With Exhortations proper tO the Occafion. Having got IntelJigence that Gorgias was march^ 
ed out of the Syrian Camp, with five thoufand Foot and a thoufand of their beft Hoffe, to 
find out him and his Men, and to cut them off by way of Surprize, being guided by Apd- 
ftates i Judas refolved to attack the Enemy's Camp in the Night-time, while they were fe- 
ture : Which he performed with fo good Succefs, that he foon put them into Confufion, kil- 
led three thoufand Men upon the Spot, put the reft to flight, and made himfelfMafter of their 
Tents and Baggage. But Gorgias and his Detachment being ftill entire, Judas withheld his 
Men from the Spoil and the Purfuit till they were alfo Vanquifhed : Which he ealily accom- 

plifhed ;

ro buy up the y^a-J for Slaves. The next Day^ being the Sabbath, they foJcmrtized ic wit 



p^iflied 5 ^ovGorgias having in vain fought for the Je^t% on his Return finding tha Syrian 
Camp on fire, and the main ^rmy broken and fled, he could not keep his Men any longer to- 
gether, but they all threw down their Arms, and run fo^- it. Then "^i^dds put riiuileif on the 
Furfuit-, ai^d flew many of the Syrian Hoii:, fo as the Slain in the whole amounted to nine 
thoufand Men (^).. Whereupon Judas led back his Men to take the Spoils of the Camp 

- - t^h 

great Devotion, giving Thanks to God for this great and wonderful Deliverance i and being 

fiufli'd with Vi^lory, chey increafed in Strength b-y the Numbers of thofe who refoited to 
them. Therefore '3udas -dwd his Followers relblved to purfue the Advantage;, and under- 
landing that I'imotheus Governor of the Gounrry beyond Jordan^ and Bacchides^ another of 
■Jutiochiis^s Lieutenants, were drawing Forces together, they marched again/l: them j and ha- 
ving overthrown them in a great Battle^ flew about twenty thoufind oi' their Men, and took 
their Spoils 5 whereby the Vi<5lors were enriched^ and alfo provided with Arms and other Ne- 
cefTaries for carrying on the War Qcy, By this Vidlory they liad alfo octafion to cake revenge 
on two Tignal Enemies^ ^imotbcus^ who had done them great Mifchief, and CalUJihejies^ who 
put Fire ro the Gates of the Tempiej and burnt them down to the Ground. The flrfl: thi^y flew 
in Biitcie, and 'the latter in the Puriuit 5 for having driven him into a Cottage, .they fct Fire to 
it, and made him die iis his Crime deferve'd. Nicamr^ who had brought a thoufand Merchants 
irom Amioch to -buy the Je'-dos for Slaves^ expeCling thereby to raife two thouland Talents to 
pay the Pwcmainder x)f a JDebt due to the Komans^ elcaped himfelf in an ignominious Manner 5 
for finding his Army broken, he changed his Apparel ibr that of a Servant, and made his £- 
fcape to Antiocb {d') ; where he acknowledged the Power of the God of Jfrael^ who fbughc 
for thofe who kept his Law. 

Lyfuis hearing of the bad Succefs of the King's Army in Judea'^ was much confounded 




of the Jews. With this TieTign he marched into 'Judea^ and pitched his Camp at Betbfuray a 
Cizy to the South oi J ernf ale nt. There JndaS met him with ten thoufand iVTen^ ajici J^rf, ^ici 
placing his Confidence in God, engaged hini, killed five thoufand of his Men //), and put the Mb» 2. 
J-efl to Flight, and obliged him to retire with his bafled Arniy to Antiocb^ acknowledging chat 
Jiidas^s Soldiers fought as Men pi-epared either to live or die valiantly^ and refolVing to come 
againlt chem with a greater Force another Year, judas being, left jVIafter of the Country, 
propofed to go up to Jerufalem^ to recover the Sanctuary out of the Hands of tiie Heathen^ 
to cieanle and dedicate it for the Service of God, which all his Folibwersconfented to. Atje^ 
riifalem they found dll Things in a lamentable State ^ for the City Was, in Rubbilh C^)^ the 
Sanduary defolated, the Temple prof^ined^ the Gates thereoi burnt up. Shrubs growing in its 
Courts as in a Forellj the Frioffs Chambers pulled down^ the Altar unhallowed, and all the 
facred VeiFels facrilegioufly removed. In order to a Reformation, Jndas appointed Priefts of 
unqueftionable Reputation^ who took Care to fee the Sandluary cleaiifeidj the Heathen Altars 
and the very Stones of them born out to an unclean Place, a new Altar built of uhhewn Stones 
conform to the Law the Courts hallowed, and the Temple in all Things made fit for its 
former Service. And out of the Spoils he had taken from the Enemy, he cauled to be made ^ 
new Akar of Incenle of Gold, a new Cartdleftick with its Lamps ail of Gold, a new Shew-BreadL 
I'able all overlaid with Gold, with all the other V-effelsof Golddnd Silver necelTary for Divine 
Service^ and a new Veil to feparate between the Holy Place, and the Holy of Holies. Ail 
theie Things being removed by the Sacrilegious Covetoufnefs of ^vif/Vir^z/jj were now reftored,^ 
and they appointed a new Dedication of the Altar, upon the twenty fifth Day of the Ninth 
Month called Cijleu (Oj which is about the Time of the Winter Solflrice, juft three Years and 
a half after the City dnd Temple had been defolated by Apottontus (Jl\ and two Years aifcer 
Judas had taken on him the chief Command of xh^.'S^ws on his Father's Death, They heguil 
the Day of Dedication, with offering Sacrifices early on the new Altar^ conform tb.the Lawi 
having firfl: ftruck Fire, by dafhing two Flints (/) j (for lince the Temple wis deflrqyed by 
the Babylonians^ they wanted the Holy Fire that came down from Heaven at the Dedication 
'o['Sohfno7i"s Templej which had been ftill kept a burning) and from that Fire, they lighted 
tlic feven Lamps on the Golden Gandleftick, and went on with the Service, which coiiCinued 
to be there celebrated till the Romans finally deftroyed the Temple, and put .an End to the 
Ritual Worfhip of that Place. The Solemnity of the Dedication was cbhtinued for eight DayiS 
together^ with great Joy and Than/giving. The' it be granted that our Saviour was after- 

U u u u wards 
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wards prelent when that Feaft v/as obrcrved, Johfi x. 22, it cannot be thence inferred, that 
Feftival Days in Memory of publick Bleflings, inftituted by Perfons in Authority without a 
Divine Command, Ihould be obferved in Gofpel Days : For the Ceremonial Law was not a- 
brogated when our Lord was at that Dedication, nor the Laws concerning Gofpel Liberty gi- 
ven : And his being at the Paffover and other Jewijb Feftivals, will not prove that thefe So- 
lemnities are to be kept up in the Days of the Gofpel. 

The' the Temple was thus reftored, the Fortrefs that overlook'd and commanded the fame 
(^), was ftili in the Hands of the Enemy, garrifoned by Heathen Soldiers and Apoftate Jews^ 
the worft of the two, and they frequently fallied C^) upon thofe who went up to the Temple 
to worfhip, and killed many of them : For preventing of this, Judas at firft appointed Part of 
his Army to (hut them up within their Fortrefs (O , but finding that he could not fpare fo ma- 
ny of his Men as were necefliiry for this Blocade, he caufed the Mountain of the Temple to 
be fortitied C^^) with ftrong Walls and high Towers round about it, and placed there a firong 
Garrifon to defend it, and to fecure thofe who came thither to worfhip from all future Infults. 
'Ant,c. He alfo built Betbfnra to be a Barrier againftthe Idumcsans {^e\ who dwelt between the Lake 
^ oi Sodom and the Ked Sea. When the neighbouring Nations heard that the Jews had reco- 
2,^ 'f^''%'ered the City and T^n^);}\co^ J em fa lem^ they were moved with Envy and hatred, and refol- 

ved to join for their ^/J utter Extirpation. 

But "all their Meafures were broke by the Death of AntiocMs Epphanes, On his March in- 
to Perfia^ being told that in the City Elymais^ there was a Temple of Diana (g) renowned 
for its Riches, he marched with a Defign to take the City, and fpoil that Temple as he had 
done at Jerujalcrit. But the People round about having Notice of the Defign, joined in De- 
fence of their Temple, and beat him oif with Shame and Confuiion, which obliged him to re- 
tire to Echatana in Media^ where he heard of Nicanor and Stimotbeus his Lieutenants their be- 
ing defeat in Jiidca^ which made him haften to return, that he might execute his Wrath upon 
the Jei.i:s. W hen he came to the Province of Babylonia^ he was informed that the JewshA 
overtlirown Lyfias^ and recovered their Temple at Jemjalem (b\ and pulled down the Ima- 
ges and Altars which he had there eretted 5 at which he was fo enraged, that he commanded 
his Charioteer to drive fpecdily, that he might make Jerufalem a Place for the burying (i) of 
that whole Nation. Affoon as he had faid this, he was fmitten with an incurable Plague, a 
great Pain feizing his Bowels, and tormenting his inward Parts : His Chariot being overturn- 
ed, he was fore bruifed by the Fall, and forced to flop at a Town called ^aba^ where he fuf- 
fered horrid Torments both In Body and Mind : For in his Body a filthy Ulcer broke out in 
his fecret Parts, wherein were bred an innumerable Quantity of Vermin, and fuch a Stench 
proceeded from the fame, as neither he nor his Attendants could well bear 3 and his Mind was 
tormented with bitter Reflexions for his former Actions, fo as he was frightned into a fort of 
Madnefs, with his Confcience ftinging him by Accufations for his evil Deeds. Polyhinsi 
Heathen, the Books of the Maccabees^ and Jojephns^ agree in this Account in general j only 
FolybzHs fays, this was for his facrilegious Defign againft the Temple of Diana at Elymais^ but 
the Jewiflj Hiftorians already named lay the Caufe of his Suffering and Agonies with more 
Reaibn upon the horrid Things that he actually did againft the Temple at Jerufalem^ and the 
Perfecution that he railed againft them that worlhipped there : Which he is iaid to have ac- 
knowledged before his Death C^), with Vows that he would repair the Evil that he had done 
there, if he fhould recover. But his Repentance came too late 5 for being half confumed with 
Rottennefi, he gave up the Ghoft and died, after he had reigned full eleven Years. And thus 
God frequently punifhes Perfecutors of his Church even in this Life. 

This Antiochns Epiphanes is the laft of the Syrian or Egyptian Kings of the MacedonUn 
Race, pointed out by Danicl'^s Prophefies : And he having been a great Oppreflbr of the 
Church of God under the Jeisiijh OEconomy, and a Type of Antichrift, who was to opprefs 
tlie Ghriftian Church, more is prophetically laid of him by Daniel than of any other Prince. 
1 have already obferved how the Charadler given by the Prophet Daniel xi. 21. of a'vile 
perfon wbojhall come i7Z peaceably^ and obtain the kingdom by flattery^ doth agree to this Aii' 
tiocbiis - and fliall now further notice. That his Wat v/'ith Ptolemy PbilometorKingotEgyp^i 
or of the ^'j/.'?^, is plainly foretold in Dafiiel xi. 25, 26, He fhall Jiirnp his power a?d bis 
courage again fl the king of the fontb^ ivith a great army ^ and the king of the fouth fhall be fit'''" 
red Hp to battle %vith a very great and mighty army : but he floall not fiand , for they fhdl 
forecafh devices againfl him, Tea^ they that feed of the portion of bis meat fhall defiroy him 5 (^^^^ 
his army fhall overflow^ ujid many Jljallfall down flain. For we have already feen how Phlh" 
itietGr'^s Army was overthrown ("0? ^rid his Intereft betrayed by Ptolemy once his Ser- 

vant. V: 27, And both thefe kings hearts fljall be to do mifcbief ^ and they fhall fpeak lies at 

one 
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0J2e table. This was verified, when both of them did eat at one Table at Memphis C^), where 

pretended to take Care of the Kingdom for Pj&?7o?i^£'/tfr his Nephew, and Pbilovietor 
pretended to confide in 'Antiochus as his Uncle 5 both of which were falle. Verfe 28. Hejloall 
return into his own land with great riches 5 that is, with the Spoils Egypt and Falefiine {by 
In V 29, 'io. we have laft Expedition into i-^;)'/)^, hut It JJy a II not be as fuccefsful 

as the ioTxnQV iovtheJloipsofChittimfiallcome againft htm therefore he JJjall be grieved 
and return. This points out the Roma72 Ambaffadors landing in Ships, who were fo perempto- 
ry with Antiochtis^ that he muft either return and ccafe from aflliulcing Egypt^ or expetl the 
Koman Armies to come againft him : And he chufed the former CO5 tho' againft his Incli- 
nation. Verfe 31. And arms Jloall fiand on his part and they JIj all pollute the fan6hiary of 
firength^ and take away the daily facrifice^ andfhall place the abomination that maketh defolate. 
Here the Perfecution of thQ yews by Antiochns^ the I>efolation and Pollution of their 
Temple is plainly foretold, as alfo in Daniel vii'u 95-« — 14. Porphyry^ a learned Man, but a 
bitter Enemy to the Chriftians, born about the Year of our Lord 233, wrote a large Volume 
againft our KeWglon in fifteen Books, whereof the twelfth was againft the Propht^hQs of Da-- 
jziel i where he thinks the Predictions concerning the Perjian Kings ^ and alio thefe concerning 
them of the 3Iacedonian Race in Egypt and Syria^ lb plain, and fo conform to what many 
Greek Hiftorians, as Callinicus Sutorins^ Diodortis Sicnlns^ Hieronymns^ Polyhius.^ Pofidonins^ 
Claudins ^heon^ and Andro7iicHS Alyptns (which Authors are all now loft, except fome Books 
Poly bias and Diodorns Siculus ^ and Porphyry's Work, with many Anfwers to ir, is alfo peri- 
Uied) have wrote concerning thefe Times, that thefe Predidlions could not be wrote by Da~ 
niel^ fo many Years before thefe Things were done, but muft be writ by fome Body or other, 
who lived after the Time of Antiochus Epiphanes. But Jerom (^) who hadfeen thefe Books,as 
well as Porphyry^ tells us he might have inferred the quite contrary, that X)<^/7/>/ foretold thofe 
Things fo exaftly, to convince Infidels of the Truth of divine Infpiration. Jerom 3.pp\xQs moft 
of the Eleventh Chapter of Daniel^ from v. zi. to the End, unto Antichrift, tho* at the fame 
Time he grants, that thefe Prophefies had a typical Completion in Antiochus Epiphanes, In 
thisjofeph Mede^ and fome modern Commentators agree with him in the general, only Jerom- 
cakes Antichrift to be a Jew ; which is not ftrange confidering the Time wherein this lear- 
ned Father lived. He had not feen the Charadlers of Antichrift fo particularly fulfilled in 
the Papacy, as we who live after the Church of Kome has difcovered her Blafphemies, and 
cruel Perfecutions for fo many Ages. The Truth of the Matter feems to be (e\ That as 
much of thefe Prophecies in Daniel xi. as relates to the Wars of the King of the North, and 
the King of the South, was ultimately fulfilled in thefe Confliais between the Kings of Syria. 
and Egypt : But as much of them as relates to the Profanation and Perfecution which Antio'' 
chiis Epiphanes brought upon the JewiJJy Church, was all typically fulfilled in them 5 but they 
were to have their ultimate and thorough Completion only in thefe Profanations and Perfecu- 
tions, which Antichrift was to bring upon the Church of Chrift in after Times. • 

Antiochus Epiphanes being dead, was fucceeded in the Kingdom hy Antiochus hhSon^ a 
Minor of nine Years old Cf)- Lyfias as foon as he heard of the Death of the old King, took 
his Son, who was then under his Care, and placed him on the Throne, giving him the Name 
tii Antiochus MupatoT^ and alfumed to himfelf the Tuition of his Perfon, and the Governmenc 
of the Kingdom during his Minority 5 whereby he fecluded Philip^ to whom Epiphanes ^yfjhen 
dying had committed this Truft. Philip not being able to contend with Lyfias^ fled to 
gypt^ there to feek for Affiftance. At this Time Ptolemy Macron Governor of C(slefyria and 
Pbosnieia^ from being a great Enemy to the Je'-ji^s.^ became their Friend, fo as to endeavour 
to have Peace made between them and the King of Syria : But he was not able to effeftuate 
it i for his Enemies at Court accufed him as a Traitor at every Word fgX becaufe having 
been trufted by Ptolemy Philometor^ with the Government of Cyprus^ he had betrayed thaE 
Ifland to Antiochus Epiphanes and tho' they had Profit by the Treafon, yet they hated the 
Author thereof, and prevailed fo far againft him, as he was deprived of his Government, and 
Lyfias put in his ftead : And no other Station being appointed to fupport his Honour and De- 
gree, he could not bear it, but poifoned himfelf and died. 

In the mean time Judas Maccabaus was not idle ; for he being informed, that the neigh- 
bouring Heathen Nations had confederated to deftroy the whole Race of Ifrael^ and had 
already begun, by cutting off as many of them as were within their Power, he marched out 
with his Forces to be revenged on them (fiy The Edomites being moft forward in this Con- 
fplracy, joining with Gorgias to do the Jm/a Mifchief, he began with them 5 and f^^f^^^" 
to that Part of their Country called Acrahattene^ he there flew of them twenty thoufand Men 

(0. From thence he led them againft the Children of Bean C^), another Tribe of the Edo-^

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mites i and having beaten them out of the Field, fhut them up in two of their ftrongeft For- 
treffes > both of which he took after a Siege, and put all he found in them to the Sword. Ahi^r. 
this he pafll-d over Jor^/^zw into the Land oi\hc Ammonites ^ where he had many Gonflifcs with 
the Enemies the Jews {a) 5 and ha\ing flain great Numbers of thenr, took Jazar and the 
Villages thereof, and then returned to Judea. lirnotheus^ who was Governor ibr the King of 
Sy.-ia in thofc Fart;?, the fame whom Jiidas had defeated two Years before, being exafperated 
by this Inroad made into his Province, gathered together aJl the Force he was able, even a 
great Army, and with it invaded Jadea, Judas went forth to meet him, and after having 
with his Army earneftly prayed to God for his A.fliftance, attacked the Enemy with fuch Vi- 
gour as to overthrow them, killing twenty thoufund five hundred Foot, and fix hundred Horfe- 
men (O- StiwotJbeus retired into Ga^ara-^ a City in the antient Tribe oi Ephraim^ where his 
Brother Chcerecs commanded. Judas befieged the Place, and took ic on the twenty fifth Day 
of the Siege. Tiniotheus was dragged out of a Ditch where he had hid himfelf, and flain, with 
his Brother Cteftf^J, znd Apollophajies^ another great Man in tWi^Syriajz Army ^ and ihtjews 
gave Thanks to God for his Favour to Jfrael-, The Heathen Nations that lived in Gilead hear- 
ing of this, gathered together to cut off all the Je'-jLs in thofe Parts (^) 5 and failing on thofe 
who dwelt in the Land of 21?^, which lay to the Eaft of (^i/^^^, flew a thoufand Men of them^ 
took their Goods for a Prey, and carried their Wives and Children into Captivity, Many o- 
ther Je'ijos in thofe Parts fled to a ftrong Fortrefs in Gtlead called Dathema^ where they refol- 
ved to defend themfelves : Which the Heathen hearing of, drew thither in a great Body, un- 
der the Command of Timotheus-^ the SuccefTor^ and probably the Son of the former, to befiege 
licm. At the fame time the Inhabitants of "Tyre^ Sido7i and Ptoleuuiis^ were drawing tosc- 
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ther to deftroy the Jews in Galilee. Judas being lent to by Letters and Mellengersj by Ad- 
vice of the general Council of the Je'ws (d') divided his Aimy into three. He and his Bro- 
ther Jouathan marched with the firfl Detachment, tonfifting of eight thoufand Men, to re- 
lieve the Je'ws in Gilead, Simm^ another Brother, led another Company of three thoufand 
Men into Galilee j and the reft, under the Command of Jofeph and Azarias^ were ordered 
to ftay at ycrujaleu?^ for the Defence of the Place and the adjacent Country, with Ordeh to 
ftand on the defenfivc till Judrts and his Brethren fhould return. Judas and Jonathan pajfing 
over ^yordiW^ were informed of the Difli-efs of theli* Friends : Whereupoh imrhediately falling 
on BoJJora^ they furprifed the City^ and having flain all the Males, and taken the Spoils (0* 
they fi'eed the Jews who were tht?re imprifonedi and burnt the City with Fire 5 then march- 
ing all Night towards Dathevia^ came thither neict Morning juft as 1'imotheus and his Forces 
were ftorming the Place j and falling on their Rear, put them all to the rout : For being fur- 
prifed with the Affauk, and terrified with the Name of Judas Maccabaus^ they threw down 
their Arms and fled, and there were about eight thoufand Men of them killed in the Purfuin 
After this Judas took MaJ'pba^ Cafphon^ Maked^ BoJoti^ and other Cities of Gilead-^ treating 
them in the fame Manner as he had done at Bojjbra^ and then returned to Jerufalem. 

Simon^s Succefs in Galilee was not much inferior j for he had mahy Encounters with the E- 
nemy, in which he was victorious, and at length drove them to the Gates of Ftolemais^ kil^ 
ling three thoufand Men in the Purfuit (f)^ and taking the Spoils ; But finding that theJ^WJ 
could not be eafily protedled in that Country, where they had fd many Enemies, he brought 
all of them young and old, with their Stuff andSubftance, and planted them nearer Jernfalem^ 
where they might live in better Security 5 where they repeopled thofe Places that had been de- 
folated by Eptpbaiies^s Perlecution. The Party that was iei't at Jerufalem had not fo good Suc- 
cefs ; For Jf)jeph and Azarzas hearing of the noble Exploits of Judas and his Brethren, thought 
to gain Honour by doing the like ; and therefore they led out their Forces contrary toOrders> 
in an ill concerted Expedition againft Jamnia^ a Sea-port Town on the Mediterranean (g)^ 
But Gorgias^ who commanded in thole Parts for the King of Syria^ falling upon them, put 
the whole Army to flight, and flew in the Purfuit about two thoufand Men, 

Demetrius the Son o{ Seleueus Pbilopator^ who had from the Year in which his Father died 
been an Hoftage at Rovie (^), and was now grown up to the twenty fourth Year of his Age, 
hearing of the Death of Antiochus Epiphaiies^ and of the Succeflion of Eupator his Son in 
*ria^ which Kingdom of right belonged to hinij as Son of the elder Brother oi Epiphanes^ mo- 
ved the Senate for reftoring him to his Father's Kingdom j and to render his Affair more eafy^ 
faid, that he being bred in their Cicy, would always look upon Rome as his Country^ the Se- 
nators as his Fathers, and their Sons as his Brothers CO* -But the Senate judging jt Would be 
more to their Interefl^, to have a Boy to reign in Syria^ than a Man of Underftanding, as De-^ 
raeirlus^ decreed for confirming ^/f/f^^for in his Kingdom^ and fent Amibafladors to regulate Ai- 
fairs in Syria^ conform to Articles of Peace made with Antiochus the Great his Grandfather. 
Lyfzas having received Account of the Exploits of the Jews in QileM and Galilee^ was high- 
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ly exafperated againft them 5 and to be revenged, got together an- Army of eighty thouflind 
Foot, with all the Horfe the Kingdom could afford, and eighty Elephants j and with thia Holl To^. " 
marched to invade Jiidea^ refoiving to make J-erufalem a Habitation for the Gentiles, to plun- '^'Jc 
dcr the Temple, and to fee the High-priefthood to Sale ^ not confidering the Power of G.oA^^^' 
to fupport his peculiar People. Having entred the Country, he began the Operations of the 
Campaign \^ith the Siege of 'Bethfnra. But Jndas MdccaVmis and his Companions, sfter im- 
ploring the Help of God, fell upon this great Army, and killed. eleven thoufand Foor^ wirh 
fixteen hundred Horfemen, and put the reft to flight Qi). After thi^ Defeat, Lyfias orew 
weary of fo unfuccefsful a War, and therefore came to Terms of Peace \yith Judas ancf the 
'^eis)s ; which Antiochus Enpator ratified. ^ MemmzHs and ST. Manlins^ Ambaffadors for the 
Romans in Syria^ were friendly to the Jews^ and helpful in the Treaty;; by which the De- 
cree of Epiphams^ obliging this Nation to conform to the Religion of the Greeks^ wasxefcind- 
ed, and Liberty granted to them every where to live according to their own Laws. But this 
Peace did not iaft long : ^imothms^ Nicanor^ Jpolknius^ with other Govern6rs of the neigh- 
bouring Provinces, began to trouble the J^ws as foon ^%Lyfias was returned toAntiocb. The 
War was commenced by the Men of J-oppa : For they having drowned in the Sea two hundred 
Jews^ Judas took revenge on them by burning the Port of '3oppa by Nightj and Haying the 
iPeople who had efcaped the Fire : And being informed, that the People of Jamnia defjgncd to 
treat tlie Jews among them as the others had donej he burnt their Harbour, and all their 
Ships in it C^). After this he was called to help the Jews in Gilead againft ^imoth'ens, 0\\ 
his Way thither he was attacked by a Body of five. thoufand Arabian Foot, and five hundred 
Horfe 5 whom he defeated Xs\ and then made Peace with them ; took the Town of Qajpin'y 
and deftroyed it. By an Atffauk he made him felf Mafter of G6^7*Wi?, where Timothens had 
kft ten thoufand Men Sta iGEarrifon, whom he put all to the Sword. Snmotbe/ts having drawn 
all his Men together, with many from the neighbouring Nations, even a very great Army of. 
Foot and Horfe, fent the Women and Children who followed the Camp, with the Baggage, 
into Camion (^^), a flrong City in Gilead^ and pitched his Tents not .far from it, at a Place 
called Kaphan-^ on the River Jabhoc. There Judas found him^ and pafling the River^ fell up- 
on him, gained the Vidlory, and in the Battle and Purfuit killed thirty thoufand of his Men. 
^imotbeus himfelf, as he fled^ fell into the Hands of Dofit'hens and Sofipater^ two of Judas''^ 

Captainsi, and wds taken Prifoner by them (^); But he having promifed^ if they would give 
him his Life, that he would releafe many of the Jews thfeir Brethren and Relations, who were 
Captives in Places under his Command 5 on thcle Terms they gave him both his Life and Li- 
berty. A great Part. of the vanquifhed Army fled to Carnion or Carnaim^ where Jndas pur- 
fuing them, took the Place , and whereas many of thern retired to the Temple .0^ Atargatis or 
DercetOy which fecms to be the fame with Dagon (f)^ thinking there to find Safety, he fee 
Fire to ir^ and burnt it and all that were therein (g)^ defolating the reft of the City^ where 
in all twenty five thoufand Men were deftroyed. Then gathering t6gether the whole Jews 
in Gilead^ he carried them near JeYufalevi^ where they might live in Safety, and planted them 
in Places that had been defolated. In his Way thither, being obliged to pafs Ephron^ which 
was well garrifoned by Lyfias's Orders, they refufed him Paflage, the' he fought it peaceably. 
Whereupon he ftortned the Place j and having taken it, put all the Males to the Sword, tq* 
the Number of twenty five thoufand Men (^) 3 took the Spoils, and razed the City 5 and 
marching over the Bellies of the Slaln^ repaflfed Jordan into the Plains of Betbfan^ then tailed 
^cythopolis^ and returned to Jerufalem ; where he and all his Company Went up to the Temple^ 
and there gave Thanks for the great Succefs God had given them;, and that they were all. re- 
turned in Safety without lofing a Man, This Return happened about the Time of Pentecqfi. 

When that Feftival was over, Judas led his Forces to make War on Gorgias and the Idu« 
mieam^ who had given him great Trouble. In the Battle that he fought with them, feveral 
of the y^o^J were flain, but in the Bj^^iAt Judas got the Viftory, Gorgias /with Difficulty efca- 
ping to Marejha, The next Day after the Victory being the Sabbath^ Judas retired to Odol- 
lam^ there to obferve the Duties of the Day. The Day following the Jews going forth to bu- 
ry their Brethren, who were flain in the Battle, found about every one of them fomething or 
other that had been dedicated to the Heathen Idols of Jamnia (/) 5 which tho' they were 
Spoils of the War, were forbidden by the Law ik) to be kept 5 whereby perceiving for what 
Caufe God had given them up to be flain, Judas and his Company, after giving Praife to God 
for the Vi(5lory, offered up their Prayers for the Pardon of their Sin : And then making a 
Coiledtion thro* the whole Campj amounting to tv/o thoufand Drachms^ they fent it to Jern^ 
jdlem to provide Sin-offerings to expiate the Offence, that Wrath might not full on. the whole 
Gongregatibn of Ifrael^ as in the Cafe of Achan, After this Judas carrying the War into the 
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fouthern Parts Jdiimcea^ £xnox.Q Hebron ^ and the Towns thereof- And then pafling into the 
Land of the PJnliftines 5 where having taken AzoUts (ji) formerly named Ajhdod^ he pulled 
down their Heathen Altars, burnt their carved Images^ and took the Spoils ; and having done 
the like to fome other Cities of that Country, he led back his Men loaded with Spoils of their 
Enemies into Jndea. 

The Garrifon of the Syrians ftili holding the Fortrefs of ^i-m in Jernjalem QJ 5 this was 
a Tl:iorn in the Sides of the Je-ws ^ for they often fallied upon them, as they palled up to wor- 
fhip in the Temple. To remove this Mifchief called the People together, and laid 

Siege to the Place, providing all Manner of Engines of War for that Purpofe. But fome Apo- 
Hate Jews in the Garrifon, knowing that there was no Mercy to be expected, if the Place Was 
taken found Means to efcape to A^nioch^ and there made known to the King and Council their 
Diftrefi 5 and moved fo effedlually for Relief, that a great Army was drawn together of one 
hundred thoufand Foot, twenty thoufahd Horfe, thirty two Elephants, and three hundred ar- 
med Chariots of War C^^). The King in Perfon, with his Tutor Lyfias on the Head of them, 
marched into Judea^ and began their Campaign with the Siege of Bethfnra, Judas having 
got his Forces together, thb' far inferior to the Enemy, fell on them in the Night j and ha- 
ving llain about four thoufand of them, before they could fee whereto oppofe him, here- 
treated : But as foon as the Morning was light, both Sides prepared for an open Battle. 
Jndas and his Men began the Attack with great Fiercenefs : But after having flain about 
fix hundred of the King's Army, finding they muft be overpowered at length (^^5 they with- 
drew, and made a fafe Retreat to Jerufalem, In the Fight, Eleazar^ firnamed Averm^ one 
of Jndas's Brethren, was loft, in a defperate Attempt he made upon one of the King's Ele- 
phants : for obferviiig it to be higher than the reft, and armed with Royal Harnefs, he fup- 
pofed the King himfelf was upon it : And thinking, that by killing the Elephant he might 
caufe the Death bf the King, deliver the Jews^ and gain himfelf a perpetual Name, he ran fu- 
rioufly on the Beaft, killing many in his Way, got under its Belly, flew it with his Spear j 
but was himfelfcrufhed to Death by the dead Elephant falling upon him. Antiochus returned 
tlo the Siege of Betbfura j where, tho"* the Befieged made a gallant Defence, fometimes bur- 
ning the King's Engines ; yet at length their Provilions failing them they were obliged to 
furfender upon Terms of Safety to their Perfons and EfTedls. Thence he marched to yerufcim 
leiUy and befieged the Sandluary : And when the Jews within wefe almoft reduced to a Necef- 
fity of furrendringjbeing ftraitnedin Provifions, this being a fabbatic Year, they were relie- 
ved by an unexpe<fced Accident (X' ' Lyfias having received Account that PM/p, (of 
whom we have already (g) heard) had, in hisAbfence feized Antiocb^ and taken upon himfelf 
the Government of the Syrian Empire, he found it hislntereft to make Peace with the 
that he might have Liberty to return to Syria^ and expel the Intruder his Rival. According- 
ly Peace being granted C-^) upon honourable Terms, that the Jews might enjoy the Liberty of 
their own Religion and Laws, and fworn to by Antiocbtts^ he was admitted within the Forti- 
fications of the Sandluary : But when he faw how ftrongthey were, he caufed them, contra- 
ry to the Articles of Peace to be pulled down, and then returned to Syria. 

Menelaiis the High-prieft CO Expeftation of his Recovery of the High-priefthood, and 
being made Governor at Jerufalemy accompanied Eapator in this Expedition, and was fore- 
ward to ofier his Service againfi: his own People. "But Lyfias finding the Inconveniencies of 
the War, and that this Wretch was the Author of all the Mifchief, he accufed him before the 
King, and got him condemned to Death C^) i and being carried to Berbaa^ now called Aleppo in 
Syria^ he was there caft headlong into a Tower of Afhes, and miferably perilhed, as he juftly 
deferved. On his Death the Office of High-prieft was granted to Akimns^callcd alfo Jaci?uus QJ, 
'a Man altogether as wicked, Onias^ the Son of that Onias^ who by the Procurement of Mem* 
laus was flain at Antiocb whofe Right it was to have fucceeded in the High-priefthood, 
not being able to bear the Imuftice whereby he was difappointed, retired from Afgtiocb^whQ'^Q 
he had to this Time refided fince his Father's Death, and went into Egypt 5 where having in- 

finuated himfelf into the Favour o{PtoIe??2y Fbilometor andCleopatra his Queen, he abode there 
all the reft of his Life, and obtained of them Leave to build a Temple in the Government of 
IleiiopoliSy like to that at ^ernfalem^ of which he might be High-prieit 5 and we fhall hear 
more of him afterwards. On Antiochus Eupator"*^ Return to Antiocb^ Fbilip was driven 
tlience. He had got no Affiftance from Egypt^ as he expedted 5 but had gathered fome Forces 
out Media and Perfia^ with which he feized the imperial City in the King's Abfence C ^Oa 
was foon expelled chence on the King's coming home, and feems to have perifhed about this 
Time ^ for we hear no more about him. 
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§ 8. L, E A V I N G the Affairs of the Jews a little, to take, a View of what was a doin? ino- 
ther'Pk'r,ts of the World: We have f'ormtY\y£o\xnd Ptolemy Phi lomet or ^mA Ptolemy Pbyfcm two 
Brothers reigning C<^) together in Egypt : But by this Time Pbyfco^z had driven his eider Bro^ 
ther Philometor out of the Kingdom 5 who taking Shipping for Italy^ landed at Brimdiifium 
and thence travelled to Kome on Foot, in a fordid Habit, and with a mean Attendance to prav 
Help of the Senate for his Refloration. Demetrius the Son of Seleucus Philopator^ who was 
then a Hoftage at Kome^ having got Not ice, provided a Royal Equipage, which he prefented 
to Iiim z6 Miles from Rome C^). He thanked him for the kind Offer, tho* he would accept 
none of it ; but went on in this fordid Habit, and took up his Lodgings with a mean Alexan^ 
dmn Painter then at Kome, When the Senate he^ird where he was, they fent and excufed 
themfelves, in not providing for him, his coming being fo private, and. ordered Lodgings 
and all other Things to.be made ready for him according to his Dignity. On a Day appointed 
he made known his Cafe ; and the Senate decreed his Reftoration, and ordered ^lintins^ and 
Camtleius, two of their Body, to go with him to ^/f:«^^«^rf^, and fee it executed. On their 
Arrival they compounded Matters between the two Brothers Qc^ afligning to Phyfcon the 
YJin^diomo^hihy<^^^d.CyTene^^nAto Philometor ^Egyp ^xiA reign apart, without 

interfering with each other in the Government. Pbilometor^ tho' he carded with great Ci- 
vility to the Ambaffadors, yet was not willing to part with Cyrene ; and the Cyrenians under- 
llanding how ill Phyfcon had behaved himfelf while he reigned at Alexandria^ had fuch an A- 
verfion againft having him for their King, that they rofe in Arms to keep him out of their 
Country, tho' they afterwards accommodated the Matter, and fubmitted to him. 

This'' Year Cn. 06ian)iiis^ Sp. Lucretius^ and L. Aiirelius^ Roman Ambaffadors, came to Sy~ ^„t. c 
fiay to regulate Affairs there, conform to the Articles of Peace made with Antiocbus the Great i^^-^. 
(^i), after the Battle near Mount Sipylus. They found that the King had more Ships in iiis 
Navy, and more Elephants in his Army than that Treaty allowed (e), and therefore caufod*^'*^' ^' 
the Ships to be burnt, and the Elephants to beflainthat exceeded the limited Number; and 
fettled all other Things according to the Intereft of the Romaiis : Which the Court and 
People at Antiocb not being able to bear, one of them called Leptines fell upon OSia^vius^ 
v/hilehewas anointing himfelf in the Gymnafitmy and there flew him. ThhO^avius had 
been a little Time before Conful at Rome 3 and from him defcended O^favins C^sfar^ after- 
wards Emperor, by the Name of Augnjlns. Lyfias was thought underhand to have excited 
this Aft J but affoon as it was done, he took Care that Ambaffadors were fent to the Senate 
at Rome^ to purge the King from having any Hand in it. The Senate heard them, without 
giving any Anfwer, expremng their Refentments by an angry Silence, Mean Time they 
took Care to ere£l a Statue to the Memory oTO^aviits their deceafcd Ambaffidor. Deme^ 
triiis^ Hoftage at Rome (f)^ thinking this Murder would have alienated the Senate from An^ 
tiochas Eupator^ addreffed himfelf to them a fecond Time, for Liberty to return to Syria (^), 
but got no favourable Anfwer. His Friends, and particularly Polybzus the Hiftorian, advifed 
him againft this Addrefs ; and told him, that there was no Way to get out of their Hands, 
but by making his Efcape, which this fecond Repulfe prompted him to : And therefore he 
went fecretiy out of Town, and got to Ofiia^ where he embarked in a Carthaginian Ship 
prepared for him, and railed to Syria, Before the Senate could meet to advife on the Affair, 

they reckoned he was fo far gone as he could not be overtaken ; only they appointed fonie 
Ambaffadors to go to Syria to oblerve what Effedt his Return had into that Country. In tiie 
mean Time Demetrius landing at ^ripolis in Syria made it to be believed that he was fent by 
the Roman Senate, to take Poffeflion of the Kingdom C^), and that he would be fupported 
by them in it. Whereon Eupator's Caufe being given for loft, every Body deferted from him to 
Demetrius ^ and Eupatory-with Lyfiashis Tutor,beingfeized by their own Soldiers,were delivered 
up to the new Comer j and by his Order, were both put to Death, after he had reigned under a 
Tutor two Years 5 and thus all the Race of the perefecuting Antiocbus Epipbanes were deftroy- 

ed, and Demetrius ^vixxhont any further Oppolition,was fettled in the whole Kingdom of Syria^ 
One of the firft Things jDm^?rniJ did, was to deliver the Bahylojiians ixom the TyvsLnny 
^imarcbtis zxi^ Heraclides (j), Thefe being two Favourites of Antiocbus Epipbanes^ he 

made the firft of them Governor, and the other Treafurer of that Province. Tiinarcbus ha- 
ving added Rebellion to his other Crimes, Demetrius caufed him to be put to Death, and the 
other he drove into Banifhment. This was £b acceptable a Deliverajice to the Babylonians^ 
^hoia thefe two had oppreffed, that they from hence called him Soter^ that is, the Saviom\ 
Which Name he ever afterwards bore.

accufing tiieok of flaying many 
Edi6ls of Antiochus Ep'ipha72es 
tation, that he ordered Bacclndes Goverhor Mefopota77ii'a immediately to march again"fr?7 
d\ts with an Army : He confimed Alctmiis in the High Priefthood^ and ordered him to affi> 
ifj carrying on the War. On their firfl coming to Jiidea^ they thought to have circumvened 
yttdas atid his Brethren, and taken them Prifonersj but they were fo wife as to keep out of 
their Reach : Others hot being fo cautious, fell into the Snare, among whom werefixty Afii^^ 
anSj and feveral Scribes and Dolors of the Law, who being fond of a High Priell of tip 
P.a'ce of Aaron^ took his Oath of Peace, and trufted themfelves to him, but he no fdciUTm 
them into his Power, than he put them all to Death, which hindred others from COnfidinlin 
him. After this Bncchides returned to the King, leaving with Alvhiin's Part of the Forces to 
kfeep PbiTefTibn of the Country 5 \vho drawing many Deferters to him^ much difturbed'che 
Pca'ce of Ifrael : For Remedy whereof, Judas and his Forces took again the Field and exe- 
cuted Vengeance on fchofc who had revolted from hira, fo as Alcimus and his Partv were not 
able tb ftiaiid agahift him C'^). Wherefore that Difturber went again to the King * and ha^ 
ving prefented him with a Crown of Gold and other Gifts, renewed his Complaints againft 
Jndas and his Brethren, tellings that as long as he was alive, neithef his Authority, nor the 
Jafting Peatc of the Count* y could ever be fettled. This being confirmed by others, DemetrU 
us was foincenfed, that he fent another Army agaihft the Jews^ under the Command oiNicd' 
my tht'ir old Enemy. Nicanor knowing how good a Captain Judas was, having been van- 
quifhcd by han formerly, endeavoured to com pofe Matters by a Treaty 5 and accordinply 

Articles of Pfeace were agreed to, and then Jadas and Nicamr converfed in a friendly Man- 
ner together. But Alcimns liked not the Peace, thinking his Intereft was not well provided 

for C^), and therefore went the third Time to the King, and fo pofTefled him againft it, that he 
refufed to ratify what Nicamr had dohe, but lent pofitive Orders tt) go on with the War, and 
not to ceafe till he had flain Jndas^ or fent him bound Prifoner to Antioch, Nicamr was then 

':Ant. c. obliged, tnueh againft his Will, to renew former Hbftilities^ and came to Jernjalem^ where 
itfi. he thought by Craft and Treachery to have got Jndas into his Power : But he fmoaking 

>i^.^tfc-out the Dcfign COj kept out of his Reach. The War being begun, the firft Aiflion thereof 
'« was at 'Cepharfalama^ where Nicano^ loft about five thoufand Men, and retreated With the reft 
to Jernfaiem^ where he vented his Wrath on Kf^is^ an eminent Perfon in the Saiiiiednm, 
fending out a Party bffivc hundred Men to take him in order to put him to (/) Death. Ka- 
%is being at a Gaftle of his own, defended himfelf againft them with great Valour i but findin" 
that he could hold but ho longer, he fell upon his own Sword i but the Wound not killing 
him, he threw himfelf headlong over the Battleiiients,and being yec alive, he plucked out hisoun 
Bowels, putting in his Hand by the Wound made by his Sword, and caft them upon thofe 
Who affaulted him and fo died : Which A€c of Razis is rather praifed than difapproved by 
the Author of the fecond Book of Maccabees^ I. c. but is juftly condemned by St. Augnftin (^) 
by unanfwerable Arguments. And this fome think to be fufficlent to declare that whole Book 
hot to be canonical ; But thete are other Reafons alfo for rejedling it, fome of which I have 
already C'^-^) noticed, and may now add^ That the Author of the fecond Book o£ Maccabees^ 
i. 10. produces a Letter from Judas Mace abcvus in the i88th Year of the JEra o£Co72tra6is (/), 
which is the Epocha ufed all over the Books of Maccabees. Now Jzidas died in the ij2d Year 
of that ^ra, i Maccab, ix.. 3. and could not write a Letter thirty fix Years after he was dead. 
This is a Knot too difficult for Popifif Commentators to unloofe, as the learned Chamier (k) 
hath fully made appear. Befides, there are other things too fabulous like for a canonical Wri- 
ter in the two Epiftlcs recorded in the firft and fecond Chapters of that Book. To go on with 
our Hiftory i 

After the Dedth of R^rss/j, Nicanof \^ent up to the Mountain of the Temple, where he 
demanded that Judas and his Army might be delivered to him, threatning that unlefs that 
were doncj he would on his Return pull down the Altar, burn that Houfe, and in ftead of it 
build a Temple to Bacchus^ with many other Blafphemies againft the Temple of God, and 
thofe who worfhipped there j which feht all that wifti'd well to Ziojz to their Prayers againft 
this Man. And they were remarkably heard : For immediately after Nicamr marched with his 

forces againft Jiidas^ and coming to a decifive Battle, was llain in the firft Attack ^ where- 
upon

upon his whole Army, confifting of thirty fivethoufand Men, threw down their Arms and fled 
(^). The whole Country rifing againft them, cut them off as they endeavoured to cfcape, fo as 
chore was none left of them to carry News of their Overthrow to Antioch. Judas and his 
Men returning from the Purfuit, feized the Spoils, and cut off the Head and right Hand of 
X^icanor, which they hanged up on one of the Towers of Jerufalem, This Victory was ob- 
tained on the thirteenth Day of the Jewijh Month Adar^ which was kept afterwards as a Day 
of Thankfgiving in memory of this Dehverance. And here ends the Hiftory of the fecond 
Book of the Maccabees, Judas having a ihort Breathing-time of Tranquillity after this Vi- 
aory*, fent Jafon the Son of Elea^^ar^ and Eupolemns the Son o^John (Jb\ as Ambafladors to 
the Romans^ to make a League for Protection and Relief of the Jews againft the Oppreflions 
of the Syrians. At Rome the Embafly was kindly received by the Senate, a Decree was made 
that the Jews fhould be acknowledged as Friends and Allies of the Roman People, and a Let- 
ter was writ to Demetrius^ requiring him to defift from vexing the Jeivs^ and threatning him 
with War if he did not comply with their Defire. But before the Ambafladors returned with 
the Decree of the Senate, Judas was dead. Indeed this Alliance with the Roman Republick 
was never to the Advantage of the Jews^ as is remarked by our learned Countrymen Mr. 
Baillie (O and Mr. Jamifon Qd'). It feem'd too like a diftrufting divine Providence, which 
had hitherto remarkably fupporced them : And joining in Covenant with the Heathen is for* 
bidden to the Je':x)s by the Law (O- 

Demetrius having received an Account of the Defeat and Death of Nicapior (f)^ fent Bac^ 
chides with Alcimtis a fecond Time into Judea^ at the Head of an Array of twenty thou- 
fand Foot and two thoufand Horfe. On the Approach of this Hoft, Judas had no more 
than three thoufand Men j who being terrified with the Strength and Number of the Ene- 
my, deferted their General all to eight hundred Men : Yet with thefe few, out of an Ex~ 
cefs of Valour, Judas dared to engage the numerous Army of the Adverfary : He routed their 
right Wing 5 but being furrounded with their left, was flain in the Battle. All Judab and Je^ 
mfakm made great Lamentation for him : Jonathan and Siimn^ his Brothers, taking up his 
dead Body, buried him honourably at Modin in the Sepulchre of his Fathers. The Apoftates, 
and others who were ill affeifled to the true Intereft and Peace of the Jews^ took occafion from 
this Lofs to lift up their Heads again 5 and a grievous Famine happening at the fame time,- 
the prevailing Fadlion having got moft of the Provifions of the Land into their Power, many 
reforted to them for Bread (g\ which caufed grievous Revoltings in the Land. By thefe 
means Alcimm and his Party got almoft the whole of the Country into their Power. Search 
was made for the Adherents of the Maccabixans^ and fuch of them as were found were brought 
to BacchideSj and put to Death by cruel Torments. This occafioned very great Diftrefs in 
Ifrael ^ for the Remedy whereof, all that wifh'd well to Zion flocked to Jonathan^ and made 
him their Captain in place of Judas his Brother. 

Jonathan having taken upon him the Command, and knowing that BaccMdes fought to kill 
him, retired to the Wildernefs of S'ekoa Qf)^ where he was furrounded with a Morafs on the 
one Side, and the River Jordan on the other. That he might the better fecure his Baggage 
and Goods againft ail Events, he fent off the lame to the Care of his Friends the Nahath^sans^ 
under the Guard of a Party conduced by John^ Brother to him and Simon, But the Jam* 
hria-fis^ then living at Medeba^ fell upon John^ killed him and thofe who were with him, and 
took all that they had. To be revenged for the Death of their Brother, Jonathan and Simon 
being informed of a Marriage to be folemnized at Medeha^ between a chief Man of the Jam* 
Irians and a Daughter of one of the Nobles of Canaan^ way-laid them in the Mountains, and 
killed them all except fome who efcaped, took their Spoils, and returned to their former 
Camp, When BaccMdes heard of this, he marched againft them, and having mattered the 
Pafs that led into their Camp, allaulted them on the Sabbath-day. But they being convinced 
that it was their Duty to defend themfelves even on that Day, made a Stand againft the E- 
my, of whom they killed about a thoufand Men : But feeing, that if they fought longer, 
they would be overpowered with Numbers, they fwam over to the other Side of Jor- 
dan and efcaped. Baecbides returned to Jerufalem^ where he gave Orders to repair ftrong 
Holds thoughout Judea^ and efpecially the Fortrels of Mount Acra in the capital City, and 
picked up the Children of the chief Men of the Country, whom he kept as Hoftages for the 
good Behaviour of their Relations. 

Next Year died Alcimis the great Troubler of Ifrael. Among other evil Things he did, to jint. c, 
bring the 5^^^^/?? Religion to a nearer Conformity to that of the Heathen, he ordered the Wall 160. 
ot" Partition to be pulled down, that the Gentiles might pafs into the Inner Court of the Tem-^''"'*^^- 
pie, as well as the Jews. But while this was a doing, he was fmitten with a Paiiy, and fud-

"denly died of it. When Baccbides Ciw that Alcimus was dead, for whofe Sake he had conie 
\\\x.o'jHdea^ he returned wich his Army to Mtiocb^ and the Land had reft.from the. Opprcilions 
of the Syrians for two. Years. 'Tis probable thfit De3?i'etrht's Soter had by this Tin-^e received 
the Letters from the Romam not to moleft the Jews , arid to pieafe that powerful RcpuLiick 
who had not yet acknowledged him as King, nor renewed the League with him thac they had 
with his Predecefibrs, which about this Time he got done (a^ hc had ordered Baccbides to 
'J>7i,c, withdrawL Next Year Demetrius £er\t Menochares with others in a folemn Embafiy to Rome 
„ ^ to cultivate the Friendfhip of the Senate : They carried thither a Crovvn of Gold to the Value 
"'''''*^^'*"<j)ften thoufand Gold Pieces of Money for a Prefent C^X ^ Acknowledgement ofthe kind and 

f ree Entertainment which their Mafterfaad received while he was an Hoftage at Rome^ and 
they alfo brought with them Lepti;2es and J foc'rates 'to be dellyered up for the Death of Ocia-. 
'*vius (c'). I/ocrates was a talkative Greeky who undertook to fpeak in Juftification of the jpaft; 
and Leptines owned that he had done it, and was not afraid of any Hurt from the Romans , 
So it happened j for the Senate te'ceived the AmbafTad'ors 'dnd,the'ir Prefents with due Refped, 
but wbul(jl not meddle with the Perfons they had trought. They thought to take Vengeance 
on two Men, was too final la Satisfaction for the Murder of an Ambuflkdorj and therefore re- 
ferved the Matter for a further Enquiry* 
'jSKt.c. _ Jonathan having had two Years Quiet had brought his Affairs to Ibme Settlement in 
r^l)^'. 'fudea. *irhe contrary faftion being thereby excited with Envy againft him, ifent to the *Syrm 
jo-iat jif^tiec'fj^, and there procured that Baccbides was again ordered to come into their 

Country, The Authors of the Plot defjgned to feize Jonathan^ and all thofe of his Party in 
one Night afToonas the Party fliould arrive^, and all Things were accordingly laid. But the 
i)efign being difcovered, yonathangot his Forces together C^^), feized fifty of the Confpirators, 



and having put them to Death, all the reft fied, and fo the Mifchief was defeated. But not be- 
ing ftrong enough to ftand againft fo great a Force as Baccbides brought, he retired to Beih^ 
hafiy a Place ftrongly fituated in the Wildernefs j where having repaired its former Fortifica- 
tions, and furi)ilhed it with all Neceflaries, he refolved to make a Defente againft the Enemy. 
Baccbides marched thither with the Syrian Army, calling the Jews alfo who were in his in- 
tereft to aflift him. On their Approach, Jonathan left his Brothenfmo;; to defend the Place, 
and he took the Field to harraifs the Enemy j where he fometimes cut ofFParties of Foragers, 
Imote others who adhered to the Syrians^ and frequently made Impreffions on the Skirts ofthe 
Befiegers, fo as to diforder the whoie Army. At the iame Time Siino7t boldly defended the 
Place, and^made frequent fuccesful SaiJies, wherein he burnt the Engines of War provided a- 
gainiii; it. By thefe Means haccbides became weary ofthe War, and difpleafed with thofe who 
had brought him into it, fome of whom he put to Death. Joiiathan having Notice of this 
Difpofitionof his Adverfary^ fent MelTengers for an Accommodation^ which Baccbides chear- 
fully embraced, and a Peace was concluded, whereby ail Prifoners on both Sides werfireftorcd, 
and Baccbides promifed never more to do harm to the 'fcm aS long as he lived j which he 
made good, leaving the Country with his whole Army, and never returning. Jonathan Jived 
in Peace at MicbmaJJj^ nine Miles North of Jeritj'alem^ where he reftored Juftice and Righ- 
teoufiiefs to the Land, and as far as he couldj reformed what was wrong in Church and Stare. 

,^Ptolemjy Fhyfcon King of Lib^a and Cyrene (e^, having by his bad and cruel Management 
of the Government and by his vicious Condutl difpleafed his Subjedls, it happened that 
Jonath, 5". fome of chem lying in wait for him, fell upon him and woiinded him in feveral Places, thinking 

to have flainhim C/)- -All this he charged upon Pbilomstor his Brother, and aflbon as he was 
recovered, went to Rome to complain to the Senate. Tho' Pbilometor was a Prince of ib 
great Benignity and Clemency {g% that of all Men living, he was the moft unlikely to be 
guilty of fuch a Fadl, or giving the leaft Countenance thereto , yet the Senate laeing difguH- 
ed at his refufing to yield Cyprus to his Brother upon their Defire, they would not hear 
what his Ambaffadors had to offer in his Defence, but fent five Perfons to conduct Pbyfcouto 
Cyprus^ and put him inPofleflion of that Ifland, and required their Allies in thefe Parts tofur- 
hifh him with Forces for this Purpofe. But when Pbyfcon had gathered his Troops, he was 
vanquifhed in Battle by Philomctor^ and forced to flee into the City Lapitho^ where he was 
befieged and taken, and delivered into the Hands of Pbilometor his Brother ^ who out of great 
Clemency, pardoned all his Crimes, and alfo reftored to him Libya and Cyrene^ and added 
ibrne other Territories to compenfate the detaining of Cyprus from him. Thus the War be- 
tween the two Brothers ended, and was never again revived, the Romans being alhamed, 
feems, to oppofe fo generous a Clemency ; for there is no more mention of their iuterpofing 
in this Matter. Pbilometor on his Return to Alexandria^ left the Command of Cyprus to ^f- 
chias^ who had been with him at Rome in hisDiftrefs, and in whom he had great Confidence, 

but he was deceived ofthe Man j who had not been long in his Province, till he fold it td 
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Chap. ill. Demetrius arid Alex. Bdas conte't^d for Syria. 

Denietrhis King of ^^-ri^-, p.rdmifing for fiv^.hundred Talents to bptray^the Ifland.(^) to him„ 
Jiuc the Treafou being difcoyere'd before it was executed, he hanged himfeU, to avoid the Pu- 
wifhrneht .that his Crime 'dererved, , ; 




jiiid Jiaie j lor navmg ouiic a uaitK 
clofed himfelf i and calling ofl' all 
drinking to ExcefsC^); So that no Pedtions being heard, nor Grievances redrefled, the Go- 
vernment was at a Stand j which irritated his. Subjects fo fiir^that,they entred into a Confph acy 
to depofe him. Tho' fome Steps of this Defign were difcovered and difappointed, yet it wa,s 
fupported by very great Perfons-, who. were tlilgufted with Demetrius n^an different Accounts. 
Bbilometor King of £gypi_v/&s incenfed with his late Attempt upon Cyprus ; jnal/ts King of 
Ee/ga?mSy and Ariaratbes ^Xxig oi Cappadocia were offended with the Wars he, had made upon 
them^ aind H eraclides^ fometjme Treafurer in Babylonia^ being ftripped of that great Truft by 
'Demetr'iusy and forced into Sanifhment, having taken, up hisRefidence at Khodes^ .had ad,eep 
Share ii> the Piot. There he found a Youth of mean and obfcure Condition called i^^'z/^rj', 
whom be,<ireffe4 up and equipt to counterfeit himfelf the Son .of Antiocbus Epiphatiss^ and un- ■ 
der that Title to claim the Grown of Syria, The Impoftor being owned by the tfiree Kings 
above-mentioned, Hetaclides carried hlfti alon^ with himfelf to Kome^ with Laodice^ really a j 
Daughter of Autiochus Bpiphanes^ to colour the Fraud. Thereby his fedulous Solicitation he 
obtained a D.ecree .of the ^c) Senate^ not only allowing his Return to Syrta^ but iikewife 
to have thei.r Afliftan<;e to rccov'er his jCrbwn ; which was the more eaftly granted, bccaule 
they were difgufted with ^Demetrius. By virtue of their Decree, he raifed Forces, and .with 
them faUt^d to Ptoieraais iq Palefiine^ feized that Glty.X^J i and there by. the Name of 
hscafJd'er the. Son of AHtiocbus Epiphafies^ took upon him to be King oiSyria^ and great Num- 
bers of People^ difaffedled toDemefrius^ flocked to him. This brought Demetrius out of his 
Caftle COa- hoth. Parties armed and gathered Forces as fall as they could, ^he AlTi- 
fiance Jonathan^ who commanded the '^Feas^ being like to be of great Moment, both Par- 
ties courted him, Dem'etrius wrote a Letter to him, conftituting him the King's. Qencral in 
Judea^ impowering him to raife Forces for hisAfliftance, and comnjanding the Hoftages in 
the Fortrclb at 7m^yi7/^;>^ to be delivered to him ^ which was done : An<i 'Jonatbhu gre\y to 
fuch Power, that thefe Forces \w\\\c\\ Bdccbides\iz.ii placed all over the Country, not. finding 
themfelves ftrong enough to hold out againft him^ left their Garrifoh (fj^&nd fled away ; on- 
ly Bethfura^ the Fortrefs at ymi/ix/m held out. . Thefe Places being garrijfoned by A- 
poftate J-ewSi^ had no where elfe to flee to. yonathan fixing his Refidence at yeriij'ahjn'^ 
caufed repair the City, and fortify it new on every Side, and made the Wall round the. Moun- 
tain of the Temple, which had been pulled down by Autiochus Enpatvr^ to be again t-ebuilt.

ient him a Purple Rob, and a Crown of Gold^ asEnOgns of iprincely (g) pigmty. t)emetriusi 
underftanding this, refolved to outbid Alexdnder for gaining ifo valuable an Ally, and therefore^ 
fent a fecond Meffage. to J^flw^/'&i?^ offering all that -wtfi[e;fi2«^es^d and many other extraordl7 
nary Grants and Privileges, both to him and to the Jews^ offering to frpe tfierti from Taxes 
formerly paid to the Kings of -kfyr/ij (Jf)^ if he would come to his Aflillanc^. But it feeing 
remembred what Mifchief D^w^^Wfj had done to the Jews in the Time of his Profperity, they 
durfl: .not now cruft him, fearing^ that affoon as his Fortunes fliould be reftored, he. would recall 
what he had granted. Therefore Jowi^^te^ concluded a. League with Alexander^ and accep- 
ted of the High-prieft's Office, for which he had the Confent of the People. And on the 
Feaft of Tabernacles, which foon approached, he put on the Pontifical Robe, and officiated as 
High-prieft., after that Poft had been vacant from the Death of Alcipms for feven Years. 
IFrom this Time the Office of the High-prieft of the jews continued in the Faniil.y of the Afr 
monccansy till the Time of Herod thQ Qreat> who changed it . from an hereditary Office to ari 
arbitrary one, at Will and Pleafure. For from his Time thefe whp had the chief Pqvver in 
the St;ate put in and out High-priells as they pleafed, till at length the Offipe was extinguilhed 
in the Deftru6tion of the. Temple by thQKoTuajzs^ as will more fully appear irj the Sequel of 
this Hiftory. . From the Return out of the Babylonifo Captivity, the. High-priefehood had 
been in the Family o'L Jo%adack(^i'), We do not ^nd that^the were of that ta.- 

niily • but 'tis e.xprefiy laid (^k.\ that they were of the Courfe oi yoarib^ which was the firft 
Clafs(/) of theSons,of ^'^m/, and therefore on the Failzure of the former pontifical Family, 
\yhich then happened on the Flight o£0/uas the Son oiOmas into Egypt y they had the belt 
Right to fucceed.

The two Contenders for the Grown of Syria^ having drawn together all their Forces, i)^. 
inetrifts^ who wanted neither Courage nor Condudl, when not drowned in Senfualicy (^)5in the 
firft Battle hud the Vidlory ; but he gained no great Advantage by it : For Alexander Balas^ be- 
ing recruited by the three Kings who firft fet him up, and ftrongly fupported by them j and ha- 
ving the Komans and Jonathan on his Side, was enabled ftill to maintain his Caufe j and the 
Syrians^ out of their Averlion to Demetrius^ made great Defertions from him. Therefore Le, 
metriits^ fearing where all this might end, fent his two Sons, Demetrius and Antiochtis Q\ (wiio 
'Av.t, c. i^oth afterwards reigned in Syria) to Cnidiis^ where he committed them, with a great Treafure, 
'-^onath the Care of a Friend of his, that in cafe the worft might happen in the War to him, the 

Youths might be referred for a future flivourabk Turn of Affairs. Then Matters were com- 
mitted to the Determination of a Battle, which proved decilive. In the firft Onfet, Demetri. 
'Mt, c. ns*% left Wing put the oppofite Wing of the Enemy to Flight : but purfuing them too far (j 
^InTh ^""^^ ^^^v which hath lofl: many Vi<5lories ) by the Time they came back, tlie right "U^ing 
' sk' ' ii^ \^ihxc\\DcriietTins fought in Perfon, was put to the Rout, and himfelf flain (0* As long as 

he could face the Enemy, he omitted nothing for obtaining better Succefs ; But in the Retreat 
his Horfe having plunged Jiim ii] a Morafe 5 the Purfuers killed him with their Atxo\v$^ after 
he had reigned in Syria twelve Years. 

By this Vidlory Alexdudcr Balas having made himfelf Mailer of the whole Syrian Empire, 
fent 'to Ptolemy King o£ Egypt ^ deliring that Cleopatra his Daughter might be given to him in 
Marriage; a Lady who did no Service to the Kingdom of Syria (rf). To which Propofal 
her Father confoncing, carried her to Ptolemais^ and there the Marriage was folemnized with 
great Joy. Jonathan being invited to the W edding C0> was received with great Favour by 
both Kings, efpecially by Aleocander^ who to do him the greater Honour, caufed him to be 
clothed in Purple, and inrolled among the chief of his FriendSj to take place among the firft 
Princes of the Kingdom j conftltuted him General of his Forces in Judea^ and would hearno 
Acculiitions agalnft him, which his Enemies intended to offer. So they were obliged tore* 
turn afhamed, but Jonathan was clothed with Honour. 
' Ant, Co §ix. About this Time, Onias the Son of Onias^ who being difappointed of the Prieff- 
lijp, " hood, had lied to Egypt ^ as has been already (fj mentioned, there fo far ingratiated himfelf 
^onath, ^vith Ptokmy King of Egypt^ and Cleopatra his Q^ueen, that he gained the chief of their Con- 

fidence in all their Affairs j for he was a great Soldier and a good Politician, and thereby ad- 
vanced himfelf to the higheft Pofts both in the Army and in the Court : And having by the 
Strength of his Intereft introduced another Jew called Dofithetis into the like Favour, thev 
two had the chief Management of the Government during the latter End of Philometon 
Reign (g). By this Influence Onias obtained of the King Licence to build a Temple for the 
Jeivs in Egypt^ like to that at Jerufalem Qh\ with a Grant to himfelf and his Defcendents to 
be High-prieflrs thereof. He pretended that it was for the King's Intereft, that the Egyptm 
jeivs might no more go to the Temple at Jernfalejn^ which was in the Territories of the King 
Syria ^ but rather that many of the "Jewijlj Nation might refort into Egypt ^ to inhabit and 
enrich that Country, where they might peaceably have a Temple and Worlhip of their 
own : An Argument like that Jeroboam for the Calves of Dan and Beth^eL But the main 
-Difficulty was, to reconcile the "fet^us to this new Invention, fince Jerufalem was the only 
Place God had chofcn for his Worfliip. To fatisfy them in this Point, he produced to them 
the Prophecy of IJaiah^ xix. 18, 19. In that day Jhall five cities in the la^id of Egypt fpM 
the langftage of Canaan^ and fwear to the Lord of bofts : om Jloall he called^ The city of deftru- 
riion, Jn that day there fhall be an altar to the Lord in the midfi of the land of Egypt ^ and a 
pillar at the border thereof unto the Lord, This Predi6lion was fulfilled by the great Harveft 
of Souls gathered to the Lord by the preaching of the Goipel of Chrift in Egypt^ and could 
not be applied to the Temple of Onias^ which the pious Jews juftly look'd on as a great Ir- 
regularity, and an AfTront to the Temple at Jerufalem, But Onias made ufe of it to his own 
purpofe : For by reading the Word Cheres, DeJirti£fion^ Qn Jfaiahy xix- 18.) He res, 
the Snn^ he ftrengthncd his Argument for a y^w/^ Temple sit Heliopolis^ the City of the Sun : 
And accordingly he built his Temple at a Place, called by the Greeks The Prefe6fure of HeliO' 
poUs^ but by the Egyptians it is named, The City on twenty four Miles from Meinphis 5 where 
had formerly been an old Temple of Bnbajiis^ another Name of Jfis the Goddefs of the Egy-^ 
fiians. Out of the Ruins of this he built his new Jewifb Temple, conform to the Pattern of 
that at Jerufalem^ tho' not fo high nor lb fumptuous. Here he placed an Altar of Burnt- 
ofierings, an Altar of Incenfe, a Shew-bread Table, and all other Utenfils for the Jewifh Ser- 
vice ^ only he had not a Candleftick with feven Branches, but only a Lamp hung down by a 

golden Chain from the Roof of the Houfe. And to favour this Temple inEgypt^ the Sept u^f'

•^U^oA/^, chat .is. One city Jhall be called the city Afedek^ i. e. C//> of Kighteoufnefsl 
Hence it is inferred", that the Grdek 1 Vanflation of the Old feftament which we call the 
Sepnagint^ was made by the Jews who worihipped at this "Ternple of OHias^ at leaft that 
the Prophets were then tran'flated into Creek. However, divine Service was carried on lix 
this Place in the fame Manner as at the Temple at Jerufalem^ till at length, after the De^ 
ilru(rrio"n Jemfalem arid its Teinplej this Temple of Onias was firft fhut up by Paulinus 
and afterwards wholly demolilhed and deftroyed, with the City of 0;//o;/, in which it ftood, by 
the Command of the Ernpetor Fe/papa^. Jofepbiis (jCy fays J 33 Years', tut I rather joiii^ 
with Dr. Prideaiix Qb% as nabre agreeable to Chronology, 224 Years after it was biiilc. A- 
bout this Xii^ie CO ^l^o there arofe a great Sedition at Alexandria^ between the Jews and Sa^ 
piaritans of that City, the former hol&in^ J ernfalein'^ and the latter Mount G€ri%%iin to be the 
Place where according to the Law God ought to be AVorlhipped : And this Contention ran fo 
liigh, that they cam'e to Arms about it. • A Day was the'refcre appointed to hear and determine 
thisDifpute before the King and his Council ; Advocates were appointed on each Side to plead 
the Gaufe. But the Saindntans failing in the Proof they pretended to, their Advocatea were 
puniflied for making the Contention, and fo the Diforder then cealed. 

§12. ALEXANDER ^^fL-tfAy having got the PbiTelTion of the Crown of Jyr?^?^ as ha^^^^ AmX. 
been mentioned, thought he had nothing elfe to do but to give himfelf up to the vicious Pieafures 148. 
of Luxury, Idlenefs and Debauchery, particularly with lewd Women;, with whom he fpent moft 
of his Time C^) ; .committing the Government wholly to one Ammonius^ who managed it with 
great Infolence and Cruelty, putting to Death the whole Royal Family Demetrius Soter^ who 
had been left behind when his Sons were removed toCmdus 5 whereby he made both his Maftcr 
and himfelf odious to ail the People. Demetrius^ the eideft Son of Demetrius Soter^ how a 
Youth, thought this a propet Time to recover his Right j and thereforti having by ,the means of 
l4ufibenes^ his Hoft, hired a Band oi Cretans ^\ he landed with them iii Cilicia ^ where by 
Degrees he got a great Army, and took poffeflion of all that Country. This i-ouaed Alexander- 
from his Sloth, and forced him to leave his Concubines, and Ibok .after his Affairs. Having; 
therefore committed the Government of Antiocb to Hierax and Dicddttts (fj^ who was alfo 
called gryphon fS^s W)ok the Field with his Forces 5 and hearing that Apollomus, Gover- 
nor of Caslefyrta and PhmiicTa^ had declared for Demetrius^ he call'ed in King Ttole?iiy his Fa- 
ther-in-law to his Afliftance. This Afollonius was the Soii of Apollonins^ the Son ofk'hrafeaSj^ 
Governor. of the -fame Provinces in the Time of Seleticus Pbzhpator j who having been c-- 
ducated with Demetrius while he was an Hoftage at Roiite (jy^ upon that Prince's recovering; 
the Crown of Syria^ he gave him the Government of Ceelefyfia 5 ii\ which he continued in the 
Time of Alexander Balas^ (called , alfo Veles') but now revolted fro'm him to the Son of his 
old Mafter. Apollomus having embraced the Party of DemettiuSy his firft Atteih'pt was, to x^-^ 
duce jonatban, who held firm to the Intereft of Alex^nder^ according to the League he had 
made with him ; And therefore having drawn together a great Army, he encaftiped with it at 
Jamnia (JO^ and, thence fent Jomtban.a proud Melfage, challenging him to cotee to a Battle 
with him in the Plains. Whereupon Jonathan marching but of Jerttfalem with ten thoufandf 
Men, tOQ^aJoppaxn the Sight of Apolloniits ^ and after joining Batcife with him, vanquiflied 
him in the open Field, and. purfued his broken Troops to ji^otus I Which Town he took*, let: 
on fire, and iDurnt dbvvn to the Ground^ With the Temple of Dagon^ and all thofe who had fled 
thither : So that therb perifhed on that Day. of the Enemy's Forces about eight thbufand Men. 
After this he treated other Towns belonging to the Enemy in that CGuntry in the fame Man-' 
ner, and returned to Jerufalem with the Spoils. Alexander hearing of this Vi(fi:ory gained for 
his Intereft, fent Jonatban a Buckle of Gold, fuch as Ufed to be givfen oiily to thbfe to wear 
who were of the Royal Family 5 aad he gave him alfo the City ot Ekron-^ with tlie Territory 
thereto belonging. , . 

Ptolemy PbilonJetor having been called td the Affliflrahce of his Son-in-law Alexander King -^^^ ^. . 
of Syria^ marched into Palefiin'e with a great Army As he pafled, all the Cities opened 146-.'" 

their Gates to him, being ordered by Alexander fo to do j and he left Soldiers in each of them ^onatb^ 
to ftrengthen the Garrifons. At Joppa he itiet Jonathan. Tho* great Complaihts were made • 
againft him, for burning and fome neighbouring Places, after his latCv Vidlbry 5 yet 

Ptolemy would take no notice of any bf thenaj 'but received Joftatb^n With great Kiridheis, and 
niarched with him to Ftvldmais, There he was informed of Snares laid lor his Life by Am-' 
vwmusy the great Favourite of Alexander his Son-in-Jaw j but he efcapingi went forward^ and 

demanded the Traitor to be delivered up to him. ^07zatbah attended him as far as the Ri\ er

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'BlcHthcnis in Syria, Thence Ftolemy marched to Selmcia on the Orontes where finding that 
Alexander would not deliver up AmiHomus^ he concluded him to be privy to the Treafon^ 
and therefore he took his Daughter from him, and gave her to the young Bemetrins his Cotii- 
pctitor, and made a League with him for reltoi-ing him to his Father's Kingdom. The Giti-* 
sens o? Afitiocby who hated Amvio-aitCs^ took this Occafion ?fo rife againft him and l;ill him, as 
he endeavoured to efcape in Womens Cloaths, and declared againft Alexaizdcr Balas^ bpcn-^ 
ino- their Gates to Ptotemy 5 whom they offered to make their King : But he declaring 
Ibimfelf content with his own Dominions, only recommended to them the Reftoration of I)e* 
iAetriiis the true Heir. Which is a plain Proof that he had no Defign upon Syria for hinafdf^ 
tho' the contrary be afTerced x Maccab. xL i. Whereupon Dtfw^?r/«j was received Imb the 
City and plated on the Throne of his Anceft'ors j and all Antioch declared for him. Ak)<aiu 
dcr 'who was then in Cilicia^ coniing thence with his Forces, wafted the Country with Fire 
and Sword. This brought the two Armies to a Battle ; in which Alescakder being defeatedj 
fled only with five hiindred H'orfc to Zahdi^l^ an Arabian Prince 5 but was there flain by the 
Arabian ib% in whom he confided, and his Kead fent to Ptolemy ^ who was pleafed with the 
Sight thereof. But his Joy did not laft long j for his'Horfe "being frighted with the braying of 
an Elephant, threw him in the Time bf the laft Battle^ and he received fev'eral dangei-bus 
Wounds, of which he diffd in a fe>y Days thereafter. Thus Aiei^ander Balas King <fiSftn^ 
and Ptolemy Philomator King of Bgypt^ both ended their Lives about the fame Time, the for« 
mer having reigned five, and the other thirty five Years ^ which Event is placed in the Year 
from the Creation of the World 3804, before bur Saviour's Birth 146. Deraetriits fucceediiig 
in Syria by virtue of this Vidlory, from hence called himfelf Nicator^ that is, th& Cofiqtt'mr: 
Biit the SuccefHon in Egypt wiis not fo eafily determined. 

The fame Year was rendered famous, by the Deftruiftion bf two celebrated Cities, Carthci^ 
arid Cori-nt'h. In the burning of the latter^ all their Brafs being melted dbvvn, joining with 0- 
ther Metals, made the C^) famous Corinthian Brafs of the Ancients. BUt I will have Occa- 
fion to write of the Coin of thefe Cities more partii^ularly in the Seiquel of this iFliflory. 

'Ckopatra Queen ofEgypt^ on the Death of King Phzloinstor her Brother dnd Husband (i\ 
'endeavoured to fecure the SuccefRonfor her Son : But he being then yoUng, others fet up for 
Ph'yfcon King of C^r^;/^,Brother to the Deceafed,and called hlmto Alexatidiri^ ^ which bbiiged 
'Cleopatra to provide for her felf and her Son, Oiiias and Dofithms 'csitan k^SonMy tbher^ with 
an Army of^ews for her Affiflante: But ^h'ermus a Roman Ambaflador being then at Almn' 
dria^ Matters were compromifed, upon Tierms that PhyfcoH ihould take Cleopatra to Wife^ 
and breed up her Son under his Tuition^ as the apparent Heir of the Crown, and in the mean 
Time fhould reign himfelf till the Boy came to be of Age. The Perfidy of Pbyfcon tnadea!! 
this of no Advantage to Cleopatra 5 for fo fbon as he had married her, he murdered her Son 
in her Arms, on the very Day of thfe Nuptials. Such inceftuous Mixtures a r^ often attended 
with a Curfc. This King is commonly called Ptohttiy Phyfcon, fat bellied j but he afTefted 
to be named Encrget'es^thzi is, tbe Benefa^or j which the Atexandfians turned into Kakergetesj 
that is, the MalefaClor 5 for he was the moft wicked and cruel of all the Ptolemies Qs) that 
reigned in ^gypt. He put many to Death almoft every Day, fome upon groundlefs S\}(^k\' 
t)ns5 fome for fmall or no Faults,, and fome thafc he rnight fcize all that they had. Even 
thefe v/ho v/ere radft forward to call him to the Grown, were inany of theth the firft who 

fuffered by him. 

Matters went not much better in jyWi^, B'suietrins h^lng young and unexperienced^ com^ 
mitted the Management of his Affairs to Lajibenes ( fj^ who had hired thefe Cretan Merce- 
naries, who had brought him to the Crown 5 and he being a wicked dnd i-afh Man run into 
thefe Meafures that alienated from hisMafter the AfTeiS^idns of thdfe who fhotild have fuppor- 
ted hirti. One of the firfl falfe Steps Demetrius made was, that he cut off thofe Soldiers whbnl 
Ptolemy his Father-in-law had left In themaritim Towns of Syria and Phoenicia C^) 5 whicfi 
fo difgufted the reft bfthe JBg:)'^??*^/^ Army that were \n Syria}, and had placed him dri the 
Throne, that they all left him and returned again to Egypt, Then he pi'oceeded to it\?kt a 
fevere Inquifition after thbfe who had been againft him or his Father in the late Wars, and 
put all of them to Death whom he could get into his Power j and thinking he had no more E- 
hemies to fear, he disbanded the greateft Part of his Army, referring none in his PayC^) but 
the Cretatss^ and fome other Mercenaries 5 which fo offended the Veterans who had fervedhis 
Father, and fuppbrted him on the Throne, that they made him feel it In the Revolts and Re" 
volutions that after happened. In the mean Time, Jonathayz finding all qUiet in Judea^ fet 

himfelf to befiege the Fortrefs which the heathen ftill held in Jehifalem {i\ that by expelling 

them,

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them he might deliver the yews from the Infults which they fufTered by them. Accordingly 
he befet the Place w^ith an Army, and Engines of War, in order to take it ^ of which Com- 
plaint being made to Demetrius^ he went to Ptolemazs^ and fiimmoned Jonathan to give an 
Account of the Matter. Jo72athan having ordered the Siege to go on, went himfelf to Ftole-^ 
maiSy taking with himfome of the Priefts and Elders, with many rich and vahuiblc Prefcnts 3 
and fo prudently managed the Miitter, as to gain great Favour with the King and Court 5 for 
he confirmed him in the High-prieft's Office, admitted him into a chief Place among his 
Friends 5 and.agreed to add to yudea the three Prsefed:ures of Lydda^ Apbercma^ and Rama^ 



which formerly belonged to Samaria ; and to free the whole Land of all Manner of Ta- 
xes for three hundred Talents to be paid in lieu of them ^ and then returned to Ant iocb^ 
where by his Methods of Cruelty and Raflinefs (ji) he alienated the People more and mora 
from him, till at length he made them ready for a general Defeftion. Diodotus^ afterwards 
called ^ryphon^ who had formerly.ferved Alexander Salas (^), as Ciovernor of Antiochy in con- 
iundion with Hierax^ obferving this Situation of Affairs, thought to play a Game for his own -In- 
tere^:, aiming at no lefs than to piic the Crown o£ Syria upon his own Head: To this End he 
went to Zahdiel in Arabia^ who had the. Education oiAntiochns the 5on of Alescander Balds^ and 
laid before him how favourable an Opportunity now offered for reftoring AntiocbUs to his Father's 
Kingdom 5 and with feme Difficulty prevailed with the Arabian to truft this young Prince in 

his Hands. ■ • . , 

in the yuean Time Jomtda^ prefTed hard on the Siege of the Fortrefs at jertifaleinj but find- 
ing no Succefs (e), he fent an Embafly to Deiuetrius to delire him to withdraw the Forces 
out of that Garrifon. Demetrius being then very much embarafled with the Tutnults of the 
Autiochians^ propifed to j-onathan that he would do this and much more for him, pro- 
vided he. would fend hiih fome Troops agaii)ft the prefent Mutineers. Whereupon Jy?^c2- 
difpatched away to him three thoufand Men. jD^zr/i?;r//i^ confiding in this Recruit, or- 
dered ^\ x.\i^ Ant iochz aits to lay down tlieir Arms 5 which they refafed to do, but rofe in a 
Tumult, to the Number of one hundred and twenty thoufand Men^ and befet the Palace, de- 
figning to flay the Tyrant. The ^ews coming to his AlTiflancejfell on the difcontented Citizens 
with Fire;ai>d Sword, burning, a great Part of the City, and killing of the Inhabitants about 
a hundred thoufand Perfons. This brought the reft to pray for Peace j which being grantedj, 
the .Tumult ceafed : And the ykws having paid them back for what Injuries they had done to- 
jiidah and Jeriifalem^ returned ladeh with Spoils. But Demetrius^ by his \yonted Methods- 
of Cruelty and Oppreffion, fo offended the whole People, that they were ready to execute Re- 
venge on him. And he broke the Bargaih he had niade with Jonathan and the Jews : For 
t'hoTie had recei\^ed three hundred Talents t6 freie their Country from Taxes, y6t his demanded^ 
themj threatning them with War Unlefs they wcrb paid. Mean Time STr^'/s^ow laid claim to the C 
Crown, Syria^for the Son of Alexander Balas an Infdnt,whom he had with him,and a Num- ^^j^^th, 
ber oif Soldiers whom Demetrius had disbanded, with others whom he had made his Enemies, x^,' 
flocked to him, and marched s^gzlxx^ Demetrius^ and vanquifiied him in Bmle^ forced hiiu 
into Scleucia^ toOk his Elephants, and made themfelves .lV4afters-of Antioch j and there placed 
Antiochus-xxpon the Throne, giving him the Name o^Theos^ or the Divine, In his Name an 
Embafly w^s fent to Jonathan-^ with Letters, whereby the High-prieft's Office was confirmed 
to him, the' Grant of the three Toparchies renewed^ and. a fourth added to them. He was 
allowed to we^r a golden Buckle, and to have place among the King's Friends (jT) ; And Si^ 
his Bj*0ther wasmade chief Commander of the King's Forces from the Ladder^ or Moun- 
tain lying between , ^ire and Ptolemais^to the Borders of Egypt^ on Condition that thefe two 
Brothers ftould deds^re for .hikn ^ which Jonathan readily, confented to, having juft Reafon 
from the Ingratitude of Detnetrzus towards him. A Commiflion being fent him to raife For- 
ces for the Service of Antrocjbiis through all Coilefyria ^nd Palefiin^-^ he got together a great 
Army, api marched round the Country as far as Damafcus, But the Forces which Demetrius 
had in thofe Parts, invading Galilee^Jonatban mar'ched thithef to oppofe them, leaving Simon 
to command, in Judea (e). On his firfi: coming into Galilee was drawn into an Ambufti, and 
was like to have been ruined 5 for molt of his Forces fell into a pannic Fear, and fled, excep- 
ting a few -valiant Men : But thefe few making a refoluteftand, the reft rallied and gained the 
Viftpry, ^ Simon in tb6 mean Time laying Siege to Betbfura^ forced it to furrender, and ex- 
pelled the Heathen thence, who had been long hurtful to the Country. ■ ^ 

Jonathan on his Return to Judea^ finding all things there in Quiet, fent Ambaffadors to the 
Romans to renew the League which they had made with y^i^^j his Brother : And on their Re- 
turn, he ordered them aifo to renew their Leag^ue with the and they fe-* 

turnedto jerufalem with full Succefs in all theie Negotiations. 

Demetrius'^ Captains encreafed his Forces in feveral Places after the late Defeat, and Jofta^

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than went out to meet chem as far as Amathi^^ in the utmoft Confines Canaan, Having 
learned by Spies, that their Defign was to ftorm his Camp in the Night, he fecured hirtifelf 
welL as they did not think fit to attack him, but retired over the River Eietitherits Qa\ and 
Jonathan led his Army againft the Nabathi^an Arabs. Having fmitten them, and taken their 
Spoils he turned his Courfe towards and fupprefTed the Adverfaries of Antiocbns 

every where ; and Simon his Brother at the fame Time made all the Land of the P'hilifiifif,^ 
fabmit, took Vof^^, and placed a Garrifon in ic, expelling the Heathen, who did great MiA 
chief to the Country. After this the two Brothers being returned to Jerufakmy called the 
iianhedriEn C^), and gave Orders to repair and fortify the Walls o£ Jeriifalem^ Where they 
were decayed or broken down ; and that where they were too low^ they Ihould be built high, 
er which was accordingly dones and a Wall or Mount eredted between the Fortrefs and the 
reft of the City, that the Heathen who were in Garrifon there, might' receive no Provifions ; 
which afterwards forced them to furrender. And at the fame Time ^yiwo^ took Gare to re* 

pair the flrong Holds in the Country. 

gryphon thinking his Plot for making away the young Antiochus 
Crown Syria tohimfelf now ripe for ^Execution, rQ£o\vtd upon it: Only he fdre/aw that Jc* 
nathan would not bear fo great a Villany, and therefore he determined alfo if poffible to take 
abim offCO* To this End he marched a great Army into ^udva, Ac Bethfan Jonatbanm^t 
him with forty thoufand Men^ whom Gryphon durft not encounter, but prevailed with ^ona^ 
thanhy flattering Words, and perfidious Oaths, of'puttin^ Ptolemais into his Hands, to dif- 
mifs his Army, except three thoufand Men, of whom he fent two thoufand to Qalile&^ and 
with the other thoufand came to Ptolemais^ where gryphon with great Treachery caufed Ihuc 
the Gates, made Jonathan Prifoner, and put all his Men to the Sword. He alfo fent Forces 
to ciat off the two thoufand in Galilee ^ but they joining clofe" together, put themfelvfis infuch 
a Polture of Defencej as their Enemies durft not attack them, but fuffered them to march olf 
to Jernfalem^ where there was great-Lamentation for the Cafe Jonathan, The Heathen 
were ready, when the j^K/J were deprived of their Captain, to deftroy them 3 and Sl^'^i'o;; re- 
ibived on their Ruin (jf). 3ut Simon called the People to ftand to their Defence 5 and they 
making Choice of "him for their Captain, he led forth an Army againft ^rypbon^ which 
durft not engage CO 5 only fent him a deceitful Mellage, iignifying that he had feized Jona- 
than^ becaufe he owed a hundred Talents to the. King, and if he would fend the Money,' with 
Jonatbatt's two Sons, Hoftages for their Father's Liberty, he would fet him free. Thb* 1??- 
mion perceived all this was nieer Fraud, yet left he fhould be blamed in not interpofeg forfo 
worthy a Brother,, he fent both the young Men and the Money. BUc the Traitot having got 
his Demands, refufed to perform his Promifes, invaded the Land again, tho' wherever he 
came, Simon baffled his Deligns. The Heathens in the Fortrefs at Jerufalemy being ftraitned 
by the Blocade, prefled £?r)'/»i'o« for Relief, which he promifed ^ but a great Snow fallitig,- 
made him decamp, and in his Retreat, he put Jonathan to Death at Bafcatna in the Land of 
Gikad^ after he had governed Judea from the Death of his Brother Jiidas feventeen Years, fe- 
ven Months (/), iind had been High-prieft nine Years, with a Month or two. STrypbofi hi- 
ving cut off Jonatba72y he next caufed the young Antiovhns^ Son to Alexander Balas^ whom he 
iiad taken into his Protedion, to be fecretly murdered , and alTuming the Grawnj- declared 
himfelf King of Syria Cg^y and that his Pupil had died of the Stone. 

When Szpwn heard of his Brother Jonathan's Death, and that they had butied him at 5^/- 
cama^ he fent and fetched his Bones thqnce, which he buried in the Sepulchre of his Father 
at Modin^ over which he ere<Sted a famous Monument, all of white Marble, curloufly wrought^ 
fo high as it was feen far off at Sea. Near it he placed feven Pyramids, two for his Father 
and Mother, four for his Brethren, and the feventli for himfelf^ and encompalfed the wlioie 
with a ftately Portico Qb')^ fupported by Marble Pillars, each ofa whole Piece. Jofepbus tells 
us it was remaining entire in his Time 0) 5 anci Eufebins^ who lived above two hundred 
Years after Jofephus^ fpeaks of it C^), as if it had been in Being in his Days, 

^yypbonj who had ufurped the Crown o£Syria^ deliringto have himfelf acknowledged by 
the Romans^ to obtain thrs Favour, fent a fplendid Embaliy to the Senate, with a Prefent of 
a Golden Image of Viiftory, to the Value often thoufand QlJ Pieces. But the Rot^^^wj elud- 
ed his ExpetTcationsj for they received the Image, and wrote on it the Nknie of ^ Antiochus 
whom he had lately murdered. But the Ambaffadors from Simon^ Gox'ernor of the JeivSywetc 
received with more Refpe(5l 5 for the Senate declared themfelves forry for the Death of Joftd' 
tha}2^ but glad to hear that his Place was fo well filled. They fent out of the City to meet 

his Envoys C^'^)> received them with Honour, renewed their Ibrmer Leagues with them j

their), and overwhelmed a great m-any of the'r Men 5 nnd- the S'ea flowing back with ■c.s iad 
den an Ebb, left the dead Bodies on the Sand, with a Multitude ofFifhes mingled v. ich theia 
(^^. *5'^?*/)r^^(??i's Men returning, without nieddhng with the dead Bodies, took up the t'lfh, 
and offered them in SOiCVi^coto NeptHjic^ in the Piacc where the Battle had been beibre fought, 
as if they gave Thanks- to that Deity for taking Vengeance en their Enenncs. But while 
J')erd^triiis^s Soldiers were thus fighting for him, he l^.y idle at Laodicea (Z?), .indul^3:::g him- 
lelf in Luxury and Lew'dnefs. The Je'-jus being fufficiently provoked by f'rypboUj and find- 
ing him to be a mere UfUrper, Simon fent a Crown of Gold to Demetrius^ and Amballlidors 
to treat with hiiVi ic^ about Terms of Peace and Alliance^ who returned with JLctce:;s under 
his Royal Signature, confirming the PVinCipalky and High-pi'iefthood to Sipi07i^ with the Re- 
leafe of ali Taxes and Tributes to th6 Land, and an ObUvion for all pafl: Acts of iHoftility', 
This being confirmed by the Simon was invefted with the .Government, and the Land 

declared free from a foreign Yoke ; And therefore the Jcws^ infcc:^d of dating their Writings 
flnd Contraitls by the Years of the Syrian Kings^ as they had hitherto done, in Time to come: 
they dated them by the Years of Simon and his SuccefTors : And thus it began to be done in 
the J 70 Year of the Greeks (^), before olir S:U'iour's Birth 142 Years. . 

Simon having thus obtained the Sovereignty, made a P'l^grels over Jndea^ ^-o provides 
for its Security, and took particular Care to repair the Fortifications of Bcthfnra and J^^VV^ 
ij). The former he made a Place 'of Arilis, and poc a ftrong Garrifon in it, the larr.cr he 
made a Sea-porc to Jerafahm^ being liioft tonvenieht for the M<:dit€%'ranean T'rade. He al- 
fo reduced Ga%ara*{fy-i Which had r'evolted after the Death Jonathan^ but he cafl tii0 
Heathen out: ofTr, and planted it \choliy with fews^ and built a Houib there for himfeiii, 
when he ifhould have Occafioti for it. •

The Heathen in the Fortrefs at Jernfatem'^ fince Jo'iathmihxxilx. a Wall round therrj, which 
cut them o/f from all Gottimunication with the reft of the City, were brought to great Diflrefs 
and Famine, thro* Want bf Pr'ovifions and other NecelTaries, which obliged them to furrendet 
the Place (^), and depi^.rt the Larld. Simon immediately took Poideifion of this Strength, 
which h*id been a grievous Thotn in the Sides of the 'J'eivs for twenty fix Years, even fjnce 
the Time that Antiochns Epipbaues fb) firft biiilt it. That it might be no more uleful to any- 
Enemy, Sim-d72 took Care to demolilh not only the Fortrefs it felf, but alfo by the Advice of 
the People, he caufcd leVel the Mountain on which it flood, which coft three Years Work 5 
and while this was a doing;, he i-epaired the Outer Wall of the Temple, making it ftronger 
than it V/as before, and provided Habitations within it for hihifelfj -and bis Attendants, pro- 
bably in the Phice where the Caftle Antmia was afterwards built. And Simon finding that.hi^ 
tJon "Jobn^ afterwards called Hyrcanas^ was a Man expert in Military Affairs, he made hira 
General of all the Forces in Jude.a^ and fent him to live at Gazara a Frontier Garrifon. 

Dtf;«^/r///J was rowzed from his Sloth by fev&ral Mell^ges calling him into the Eafly be- _^„g^ 
caufe the P^rr^ii7»^ had fubdued the whole Gountryj from the iliver Indus to thxi Eupbr at e^, i^i.*" 
Thefe of the Macedonian Race in thofe Parts, could not endure fuch new Mafters, who ruled ^jwa/* 3. 
them with Rigour, and therefore promifed to aflifl: Demetrius i ^ And he,.tho' Tryphdn was 
at that Time in PofTeflion of a great Part of Synu^ ventured to go agaihft the Farthiaffs,^ hop- 
ing if bnce he had overcome themj he would focn expell the Ufurper. At firll he defeated 
them in leveral Conflicts CO i at length being drawn into a Snare, by the Pretence of a 
Treaty of Peace, he was taken Prifoner, and his Army cut in Pieces. By this Blow, the 
Fartb'iai: Empire was fo eftablilhed in thofe Parts, that it became a Terror to all within their 
Reach, and even to the Komam themfelves. Mitbrida'tes^ tho .Son of .Priapatius^ ,the. Son 
o£Ar/aces II. the Son of At faces I. then reigned in Partbia-, and becaufe he was of the Race 
of the Arfacidce^ hd is called by fome Authors Arfaces, He was a wife and a very fuccefsful 
Prince ; for he fubdued the Medes^ Perfiaus zx\A Ba^rians^ extended hia Dominions ; beyond 
Alexander the Great Conquefts in India^ and finally added Babylonia and Mefopptajnia to his 
.Empire 5 fo that he Md-E/tpbrates on the Weft, and Ganges on the Eaft^ for the Limits of 
his Dominions. He is faid to have gathered frpm every Nation which .he conquered, what, 
he found beft in their Cbnftitutibn, and out of thefe to have made good Laws for the (^) Go- 
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vernment of his Empire. After he had got Demetrius into his Power, he led him round the 
revolted Provinces, that they feeing C^^) their King a Prifoner, might more eafily fubirjit to 
the Parthian Yoke. When this was over, he allowed him Maintenance fuitable to the Srr:te 
of a King, fent him to refide In Hyrcaniay and gave him Kbo'daguna his Daughter in Marri^ 
age, but flill detained him Prifoner. 

Cleopatra^ Queen to Demetrius^ hearing of her Husband's Captivity in Parthia^ antl of 
hss Marriage, was in great Grief, and ftiut herfelf up in S-ehucia on the Orontes • where 
many o^irypbo^z's Soldiers reforted to her: For he being of a brucifh and cruel Temper, had 
concealed this as long as he was courting the Favour of the People j but when I^emetms 
was made Prifoner in Parthia^ and he pofleifled of the Crown, he gaVe loofe Reins to his natu- 
ral Difpofition, which many of his Army could not bear, and therefore deferted to t:ieopatra. 
But her Party was not yet fufficient to fupport her 5 wherefote fhe fent to Antiochns^ after- 
wards called Sidetes Brother* to Demetrins her Husband, inviting him to join his Intereft 
with hcfs^ and o^fering him the Crown and herfelf in Marriage 5 for hearing that her Husband 
had married Rhodaguna^ fhe threw off all Regard to him. Antiochns accepting the Offerj 
took upon him the Title of the King ofSyrza^ and wrote a Letter to SJmm Governor of Jn. 
dea^ dated from the Ifles of the Sea (jc) ; which feems to be Rhodes^ (for thither he was lent 
for Safety in the Wars with (d) Alexander Balas^ in which Letter he complains of the unjuft 
Ufurpation of and tells that he is coming to Syria^ to take Vengeance of that U- 

furper, and recover his Father*s Kingdom, and defires Afijftance from Sivion^ makhig him 
many Grants^ and prbmifing him more when he fliould be fettled on the Throne. 

Next Year this Antiochus landed in Syria with an Army of Mercenaries, married C/«i 
patra^ joined her Forces to his own, and marched againft ^rypho72, Moft of this XJfurper*s 

Troops weary of his Tyranny went over to AntiochnSy which augmented his Army to a hun- 
dred and twenty thoufand Foot (0> and eight thoufand Horle. Sryphmz not being able to 
keep the Field againft this powerful Hoftj retired to Dora^ a City near Ptolemais 5 where be- 
ing befieged by Anti-r^chtis by Sea and Land, he efcaped to Ortbojta in Phmncia-^ and thence to 
Apamia his Native City. On the Way he is faid to have fcattered Money in Handfuls, to de- 
tain AfitiochHs^'s Soldiers in the C/) Purfuit. However he was at laft taken and put to Death, 
aftei' he had governed three Years. And was poffefled of his Father's Throne, on 

which he fate nine Years. He being much given to Hunting (g), had the Nartie Sidetes^ that 
isj ^he Hunter^ given him from Sida^ a Word of that Signification in the *5jyri^tc,Language, or 
frotn the City Sidim Qt) from which he went to befiege Gryphon, 

Simon having the fovereign Command of Judea by the general Confent of that Natloi?) 
thought it would be much to his Advantage, if the Romans would acknowledge him, and re- 
new their former Leagues and Alliances with him under the Stile and Title which he then 
bore, of Higb'-prhft and Prifzce of the Jews ^ and therefore he fent Numsmns and others us 
Ambafiadors to them, with, a Prefent of a large Shield of Gold, weighing a thoufand Mttii^i 
which, according to the lowefl: Computation of an Attic Mz7my amounted to the Value of fifty 
thoufand Pounds Sterling Money. Both the Prefent and the Embafly were acceptable^ and 
the Senate not only renewed their Alliance with Simon and the jews in the Manner defired Q% 
but alfo ordered L, Cornelius Scipio^ one of their Confuls, to write Letters to Ptolemy King 
of Bgypty Attains King of PergamnSy Ariatbes King of Cappadocia, Demetrius King ofSpk^ 
Mitbridates King o^ Part hi a ^ and to ail the Cities and States of the IaQ&v Afia^ and the Ifles, 
then in Alliance with the RomanSy to let them know that the Jews were Friends and Allies to 
the Roman State ; and therefore they Ihould not attempt anyjthing to their Damage, nor pro- 
tedl any Fugitives or Traitors of that Nation, but deliver them up to Simon^ High-prieft and 
Prince of the Jews. The Letters to the Syrian King were delivered to Demetrius^ then Pri- 
foner in Partbia^ becaufe the other Contenders for that Crown were not acknowledged by the 
Romans 3 and therefore thefe Letters were of no Benefit to Simon nor the Jews. Yea AntiO'^ 
thus Sidetes took the iirft Opportunity to quatrel with Simon t For tho' he had fent him two 
thoufand chofen Men, with Goldj Silver, Armsj and other Engines of War, while he was be- 
lieging Strypbon at Dora (^), yet that was never minded 5 but Antiocbus^ refcihding all that he 
had formerly promifed, fent Athenohius with Demands to reftore Ga%ara^ Joppa^ and the Fof- 
trefs at Jerufalem^ as belonging to the Kifig ot Syria^ or elfe five hundred Talents in lieu of 
them, and five hundred Talents more for the Damages done by the Jews within his Dominionsi 
When this- Meflage came to Jerufalem^ Simon anfwered^ ibat for. Gazara dnd Joppaj 
was content to pay tbe King a bimdred Salents 5 but as to the refi^ they bad been tbe Inheritance 
of bis Forefathers (/), and be was refolved not to patt with them. Athenobius returning in 
great Wrath to the King, made report of what Simon had faid, and added, ^at he was fer* 
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^•ved m Tlate of Gold and Silver^ and lived hz as great Splendor and Glory as a [o^ereign Frince, 
^hereupon Antiochus refolved on War, and having niade Cendehmis Governor of the Sea- 
icoaft of Falefiiite^ fent him with an Army againft the ^ews (ji). He marcheti with his Forced 
into the Parts near Jamnia and Joppa 5 and having fortified Kedron^ he from thence began to 
make Inroads, to kill and to plunder the J-ews {b\ and to commit Hoftilities in their Land. 
^ohn the Son of Simon^ who lived at Ga%ara in the Neighbourhood, went and acquainted his 
Father : And Simon got together an Army of twenty thoufand Foot, with fome Horfe 5 
but becaufe he was old and infirm, he committed the Command of them to Jndas and John 
his Sons, who entamped at Modin againft Cendehmis. There foon happened a Battle between 
them 5 in which the Syrians being overthrown^ loft two thoufand Men, and v/Ith the reft fled 
to the neareft ftrong Holds poflefled by their Friends, yndas being wounded, was iForced to 
ftay behind 5 but John purfiied them as far as Jz-otns-^ where he took their FortrefTes and Towers, 
which he burnt with Fire : And the two Brothers having driven the Syrians out of thofe Parts 
and fetti'ed Matters, returned in Triumph to Jernfalem. 

If we look into -Egypt C^), Ptolemy Phyfcon had by this Time reigned there feven Years ^ ^. 
during which Space we find notKmg oh Record conterning him^ but monftrous Vices and de- 13S. " 
teilabie Cruelties C^), and a great many ridiculous Things that he was guilty of. Hi'erax \\\^^iwon! 
chief Minifter was the Man who kept the Crown on his Head ff) i for he commanded his Ar- 
mies, and managed all his Affairs, and to this Time kept all things in quiet. 

Antiochus Si detes having vanquifhed and )s.\{\e\i Gryphon ^ and wholly broken his Party, did 
next betake himfeif to recover the Syrian Empire in all fuch Places and Cities as from the late ^' 
Diftradlions that followed upon his Father's Death had revolted from it (g^ 5 and having full ^■ 
Suocefsi, he fettled all things in his Kihgdotti upon the fame Foot on which they were belore^ ^' 
thefe Troubles began. 

But in Egypt alii-chings went worfe and worie. Hieraso Teems to have been dead, or elfe his ^ 
wife Counfels were overborn by the Cruelties and Mifmahageinents o£ Ptolemy Pbyfcon his i'/^/ 
Mafter 3 who without Caufe cut off all thofe who had called him to the Throne on his Bro- stmcft^ 
ther's Death, and by his mercenary Soldiers^ whom he Ifet loofe to commit Murders and Rob- 
beries, terriiicd the Alexandrians to that Degree, that moft of them fled to other Countries 
to avoid his Cruelty, leaving their own City in a manner defolate (Jo^* But^ that he might 
not reign over empty Houfes, he invited Strangers to repeopie the Plate 5 who in Multitudes 
flocked thither^ and he gave them the fame Privileges that the formet* Citizens had enjoyed. 
Among thofe who fled out oT Egypt 6n this Occafion, there were many Philofbphers, Geome- 
tricians, Phyficians, Muficiilns, and other Maftei-s of the liberal Arts and Sciences, who had 
been encouraged by fome of the former Ptolemies : And their Banifhment at this Time became| 
the Means of reviving Learning in Greece^ the heffevjAfia^ the Ifles, and other Places, where 
the Wars of Al&xander the Great ahd his Succfeflbrs had in a manner extinguiihed it. Thefe 
^Alexandrian^ teaching for a fmall Matter, drew great Numbers of Scholars tO them ; And 
thus leveral Branches of Literature began to revive in the £aft and Weft 3 and ih like Man- 
ner the Greeks^ after the taking oFConftantznople by the 2»r^r, in the Year bf our Lord 1453^ 
helped to difperfe valuable Books, and to reftore Learning in the Weft when it was very low. 

Ac the fame time when Foreigners flocked to Alexandria to repeopie it, there came thither 
P. Scipio Afritanus junior^ Sp. Mzmmiiis^ ahd L, MeteUns (j)^ in an EmbalTy from the Ko-- 
fnans. Their Commiffion was, t6 pais through Egypt^ Syria^ Afia and Greece^ to fee and ob- 
ferve how the Affairs of each Kingdom ftood^ to take account hbw bhe Leagues they had made 

with the Komans were obferved, and to fet Things to rights they found amifs among them : 
Whith Truft they difcharged honouirably and juftly. At Alexandria^ tho' they were received 
with great Pomp ; yet Scipio^ then the greateft Man at Kome^ had no more in his Retinue 
than bne Friend, Panetitts the Philofopher, and five Servants 5 and they would take nothing 
of the fumptuous Fare offered them j but only Neceflaries. With this Moder-ation the Komans 
rofe to a great Height 5 but when their Wealth degenerated into Luxury and Corruptipni 
their Ruin faft advancied. They failed up the Nile^ and obferved the Fertility and Situation 
of the Country, and faw that it wanted nothihg to make it a potent dnd formidable Kingdomj 
but a Prince capable to form it for that End. Phyfcon wanted evefy good Quality^ and had 
niany bad ones : For he was a Mbnftet- bf Cruelty, Barbarity, Luxury, and polluted with 
every other Vice 5 he was of an unpleafant Countenance^ Ihort Stature, and moft prorhinent 
Belly 5 and over his Body he wore a Garment fo thin and trahfparent, that every thing that 
fhould have been concealed was feen through it. tte never almoft came abroad, but when 
ventured but to faiute Scipio. The Romans then had nothing to fear from fuch a Man. 

A a a a a 2 Simon^ 
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^Daughters* being Goverrio^ of the Place, invited therrt tb the Caftle to an Enterraininent • 
.Which theVj fiifpetling no evil Defign, accepted of. E^jt the perfidious Wrcfch^ haying fonnl 
ed a Oefign to ufiarp the Government oiyudea tO himfeif, and concerted the Matter 'with An* 
liccbiis Sidetes King of Syria ; when his Guefts had drunk liberally, h'e brought forth Afi^ai]^nc's 
who treacheroufly murdered his Father-in-iaw tSV/z/tj;;, and his two Brothers-in-law, with their 
v.'hole Attendants ^ and thinking immediately to fecure Jndea to himfelf, fenfc a Party to 
'Ga^ara^ where yobu refided, to flay him alfo j and wrote Letters to the Officel-s of the Ar* 
rny in thofe Patts, with Promifes of Rewards to draw them into his D'efigns. But Johu^ cal« 
ied Hyrccmns^ having notice at Ga%ara of the Murders tommitted ac yerzcbo^ fell upon the 
Party, and ct.it them off as foon as they approathed the Place, and then haftenM tojernfakm 
to lecure that City and the Alountuin of the Temple againft: the Traitor ; and he being de« 
4;lf.red Bigh-pneft and Prince of the y^'H's in place of his Father^ took cure evei'y where of 
the Peace and Security of the Country. By theie means Ftokmy Abnbus being defeated ofhij 
I.xpefflations^ had nothing left to do^ biic to fend to Anttpthns^ to come with an Army and 
-•rccoir.pliJh them by open Force j without which not being able to fupport himfeli'againft Joh^t 
in ynden^ he fled to Zeno firnamed Cotyla^ then Tyrant Philadelphia^ to wait tili the Kin? 
of *5^?VfT Ihould arrive. What became of him afterwards is uncertain ; for the* Amiochus cmii 
to ''jitdeni^ and a bitter War thereon enfued, yet no more mention is made of this Abuhns, 
TIio' the Treafoh iiiight be acceptable, he c<^'Ad not but abhor fuch a wicked .Traitor and Par« 
ricidc, and perhaps dealt with him as he defl-rved. Here ends the whole Hiftory of the MaC'> 
cabecs contained in the Apocryphal Becks of that Name.

n.s, its above related, came Into yudea with a great Army ^ and having over- 
-y, and driven Hy reams out of the Field, fnut him up with iil his Forces (b) in 



yenijakm^^ and there befiegedhim with a great Army divided intoieveri- Gamps, whfei"cb/he 
enclofed him all round, and iiivironed the whole with two deep Ditches of Circumvallation and 
ConcrAvallation, foai; none of tneBefieged could efcape 9 nor could any Body bring any Re- 
lief in to theni : So that when yohn Hyrcanas {cnt fome unprofitable Mouths out of the City, 
which co!J,ld Only confume the Stores, but do liothingfor the Defence of the Place, they were 
fo pent up between the Town-wail, and thefe Ditches, that he was forced to take them in a- 
gain, to prevent their periHiing by Famine. Thus the Siege went on^ till the Time of the 
^ewFeafl: of Tabernacles^ which was always kept ill the Middle Cf the firft autumrial Moon, 
At that "Tl'mG Hyrea7ms fent to A72tiocbns to ask a Truce during Che teftival 5 which he not 
only granted, but alfo font Beads, Gold and Silver, Cups full of Spices, and other Things for 
the Sacrifices. liYiisg^vQ Hyrcanns fuch a Proof of thegood Nature of the King his Adverfc 
ry i and chat he was not like, for Impiety, to Antiochits Epiphams-^ who by all Mean:; en^ 
deavoured r.b put Contempt (c) on the I.aw of Mofes^ as yofepbus^ /. c. obferves, that he took 
Occafion to fehd another Meflage for a Treaty of Peace j which was agreed to. And there- 
in i^yr<r^?;///i having yielded, that the Eefieged' ihould lay down their Arms 5 t\\zxym[akn 
ihoMld be difmantled i and that Tribute fliould be paid to Antjocbiis for the other Tt»wns he 
held out Jndea, On thefe Terms Peace was concluded. The fcing alfo demanded that 
tlie Fortrefs at Ihould be rebuilt, and a Garrifon received into it: But Hymnvs 

minding what Mifchief the Heathens had formerly done there, would not agree to this,but ra- 
ther yielded to pay the King five hundred Talents in Room thereof. So much of thefe Terms 
a'; could be prefently executed being fulfilled, and Hoflages giv6n for performing the reft, 
one of which was a Brother of Hyreantts^ the Siege was raifed^ and Peace reftored to thfc 
.v/hoie Land nine Months after the Death" of Simon, That which moved tiyrcann 's to agree 
was the Necellky that th^Jews were reduced to by Want of Provifions ; which being known 
to- the Beile^ers, many of them advifed theKbg to extirpate the whole Nation whoni they 
called a wicked People, fepirate from all others (d^i But it was owing to the Clemency an<J 
l^\^x^j o)^ Aniiocbus Sidetes ^thax Peace was agreed to upon the Terms mentioned/ 

Ot the live hinidred Talents promifed by the Peace, three hundred were paid down prefent- 
ly 5 and for the other two. Time was allowed. Jofephus tells an improbable Story COjThat 
llyrcanns got tiiree hundred Talents out of the Sepulchre of D^r-y/W- and that ibfe^i)^ the Greatj 
long after this, digged out of it a great Treafure (f). But 'tis not likely that fo much dead 
Stock fliould have reniained during all the Calamities that had paffed over Che Jews for nine 
hundred Years, without being touched nor that when the Temple was plundered and burnty 
-Aich tlie Git}-, in the Time of Neb iich adne%%ar ^ and afterwards Ipoiled by Amiocbus Efhipha- 
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-ij^j, that ihould never have been meddled with. Nor is. the. Story that Jofephns tdls in the 
preceeding Chapter much more probabJe, as the learned -Primate ^/'i'r and others^ have 
pbferved. The Sum thereof is (Z'), ^hat Hyrcanus hsfieged Ptolemy Abubus in tbe Cajila 
t,/Dagon not far. from Jericho. Upon his Approach Ptolemy expofed Hyrcanus'^ Mother and 
his Brethren nporz the Battlements^ whipping and tormenting them^ and threat fiing to kill the^tz 
iinlefs he isjould ralfe the Siege. His Mother^ without Regard to her own. Suffer iu^s entreated 
her Son to take Vengeance on. this wicked Man 5 hut at lafi hts^ Co??ipaJJion to his \^lotbar made 
protra^ the Siege till the Sabbatical Tear came on , in 'which Abubus having reft killed 
tbe Mother and Brothers 0/ Hyrcanus, and. then fled to Cocyla. But 'tis more likely^ he kilk-d 
the Father Simo7Z and his two Sons at the fame Time, as hath been already related. 

Inthefirft Year of Hyrcanus^ Matthias Jlphlias^ a Prieft of the Courfe of Joarib^ married 
a Daughter Jonathan^ the late Prince of the Jews^ of whom was born Matthias Cnrtns 5 of 
this Matthias was born Jojephns^ who .was the Father of another Matthias^ of whom was born 
Jofephns the Hiftorian CO9 t^^c firft Year of the Roman Emperor Caligula^ being the 
gych after ChrilFs Incarnation. 

Scipio Africanus junior^ going to the War o{ Nnmantium _ in Spain^ Antiochus Sidctes fent ^ 
chither to him very rich and magnificent Prefents, which he received publickly (ji')^ while Ti.y/ 
fitting on the Tribunal, in the Sight of his Army, and ordered them to be delivered into the j'^- ^^V: 
Hands of the %£cfior orTreafurer of the Army, for defraying the publick Charges of the War/*""* 
It being then the Temper of the Romans to do every thing in their Power for the Intereft of 
the Common-wealth, without relerving any Thing to themfelves, but the Honour of faithful- 
ly ferving it. While this Difpolition continued they profpcred in their Undertakings, but af- 
terwards, when every one plundered the Publick for Self-lntereft, Tyranny, and all Calamities 
came upon them. • . • . . , . . 

.§ 14. Af^A L US King of Pergamm going on in his foolifti and wicked Anions (f)^ took 
a Fancy of employing himfelf in the Trade of a Founder.; and projedling tq make a Brazen „ 
Monument for his Motherj while he laboured in the melting and working the Brafsj in a hot can. 5. * 
Summer's Day, .he conrrafled a Fever^of which he died (/Jin the feventh Day ^ whereby his 
People had the Happinels of being delivered from a horrid Tyrant : For we have this Ac- 
count of him CgJyThiit (oon after he had pofleffed the Throne he llained it with the Blood of 
his near Relations and befV Friends of his Family, on Pretence that they had caufed the Death 
o£ Strato^nce his Mother, who died of old Age,or the Death of Berenice his Wife,who died of an 
incurable Difeafe. Others he killed upon grouncilefs Sufpicions^cutn'ng oif their Wives, Children^ 
and whole Families. Which Executions he did by the Hands oi'Mercenaries, whom he had hir- 
ed out of barbarous Nations. After this he withdrew from publick Appearances, and putting 
on fordid Apparel, without trirnming, behaved himfelf like one condemned for fome o-reac 
Crime ; and negletfling the Affairs of the Government, he becooh himfelf to his Garden, where 
he digged the Ground himfelf, and fowed it with poyfonous and wholefome Seeds, fo as the 
bad infedted the good j and fent them in Prefents to his Friends. In chefe wild. and cruel A(fti*. 
ons he wore out the Remainder of his Life. At his Death he left the Romans Heirs of all hii! 
Goods C-^). By virtue of which Will they feized the Kingdom, and reduced it. to the Form of 
a Province called Proper Afia, But Ariftonicus the next Heir did not tamely fubmici and ic 
coft the Romaics the Lofs of Licimus Crajfus^ one of their Confuls, and an Army with him, 
and four Years War, before they could thoroughly fettle themfelves in the PoHe/Hon of the 
Country. And here ended the Per^amenian Kingdom, which included once the greater Part 
of the lelfer Afia^ after it had continued during the SuccefTion of fix Kings. 

§ 15. I N the thirty eight Year of Ptolemy Eiiergetes \\, C0» called ^\fo Phyfcon^ Jefii's ^'^-^ • 
the Son ofSirach^ a Jew of Jerufalem^ coming Into Egypt., and fettling there, wrote or tran-jo^Jvr 
llated outof H^-^r^w into Gree>^, for the Ufe of thei/^?//f///7?/^^^ the Book of Jeftis hi%ca'n, 4/ 

Grandfather, named in the Apocrypha Ecclefiafiicas ^ which is a Colletaion of Sayings made by 
Jefus the Grandfather, Sirach the Son^ and Je/us the Grandfon in Greek ^ for the Hebrew 
Original is now loft. Tho' there be many, valuable moral Sayings and Precepts therein, yet 
there are fuch Errors alfo, as plainly prove the Book not to be canonical, nor of divine Autho- 
rity ; particularly in Chap. xxiv 10. this Author renders that, Text, Prov, viii. 22. ^be Lord 
popjjed me in the beginning of his way j the Lord cfeated me^ taking Uriio-s for tAXiVe- In 
Chap. xlvi. 23. he makes the true Samuel after his.D$ath to fpeak to Sanh^ whei'eas it was 
only an Apparition, or the Devil called up by thac.wicked Woman at Endor^ to reprefent ^^7- 
muel. Alfo by a very dangerous Error the Book of £r£-/e/-!7//>ai* xlviii. 4, — 10. expoundeth 
the Prophefy in Malachi iv. 5, 6. of Elias himfelf to conje befpre the Meffiah ; whereas 'tis 
evident from the New Teftament, Luke L 17. Mark ix. ii, — 17, That this Prediaion is to 
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be undevftood di John the Baptift^ who cameiw the fprit and power of Eli as, Befides, v/hat 
fafe Senfe do thefe Words admit of? Ecclejzafticns Tiszxviil 15. He that fimietb agai7tft his 
■Makei'y let him fall into the hands of the phyficians. And finally, this Author, in his Preface, 
"V. 6, craves Pardon, if he ha've not attained the fenfe of fome Words which he endeavoured to 
tranflate ; U'hich is unbecoming the Authority of a canonical Writer. The Jeivs have now 
a Book among them called, ^he Book of Ben Sira (^) 5 but any Body who will compare it 
with that o'L Bcc/efa/licnSy will fee no RJefemblance between the two, except in the Authors 
Names. 

c 1 § 16, D £ ME ^R. lUS NICA^O K having been feveral Years detained as a Prifoner in 
\/ " Hyrca72ia by Order of the King o£ Partbia^ Jntiochits Sidetes his Brother, under Pretence of 
■f^J^'-effedtuating his Deliverance, marched with a powerful Army into the Eaft, againft (^) 
^" Fhraates the Parthian. The Army confifted of above eighty thoufand Men appointed for 
War: But the Inftruments of Luxury that followed them, as Sutlers, Cooks, Confefi: loners, 
Muficians, Stage-players, Whores, &c, are faid to have been three hundred thoufand, which ac 
lafl: caufod the Ruin of the whole. At firft Antiochns had full Succefs ; for he overthrew 
PhraateSy in three Battles, and recovered Bahylonia^Media^ and fome other Provinces that for- 
merly belonged to the Syrian Empire, excepting Parthia only, which remained with Phm.' 
tes. Hyrcaniis Prince of the Je'ws, accompanied him in this Expedition C'^) ; and having had 
a Share in ail the Victories that were obtained, returned with tlie Glory of them In the End 
of the Year. But the reft of the Army wintered in the Eaft 5 and by Reafon of their nume- 
rous Train, were forced to difperfe all;;over the Country, opprefling the Inhabitants in every 
Place : And therefore the Partbians gathered together, and in one Day cut their Throats in 
their feveral Q^uarters, before they could gather to fupport one another. Antiochns with the 
ForcGs about him, haftning to help his Men that lay next him, was overpowered and flain; 
and his whole Army and Attendants were deftroyed or made Captives. In the mean Time 
Demetrius was returned to Syria 5 where on his Brother's Death he recovered the Kingdom : 
For Phr antes being thrice vanquijfhed by Antiochns ^h^d releafed him from his Captivity, and 
fent him back into Syria^ hoping that by railing Troubles there, he might force Antiochns to 
return for fupprelHng them : But when the Syrians were cut off, he fent a Party of Horfeto 
bring him back again, tho* Demetrius being aware of them, was got out of their reach : And 
having recovered his Country, he made great Rejoicings (d% when all the reft of Sph 
was in great Sorrow for the Lofs fuftained in the ^Eaft, there being fcarce a Family [in the 
Country that had not a Part in it. Phraates caufed the Body of Antiochns to be taken up 
from among the dead ^ and having put it in a Silver Coffin, fent it into Syria to be buried a- 
mong his Anceftors. And finding a Daughter o{ Antiochns among the Captives {e\ he was 
fmitten with her Beauty and took her to Wife. Being puffed up with this Victory, bethought 
to have marched his Army into -^jy/it?, but found himfelf entangled with a War againft the 
Scythians, He had called them to affift him againft the Syriam (f) j but the War being ended 
before they came, he denied them their Wages, and therefore they turned their Arms againft 
him. 

John Hyrcanns Prince of the Jews^ took the Advantage of the Death of Antiochns^ and 
thefe Difturbances in Syria, not only to enlarge his Territories, by feizing Madeba, Smegs^ 
and fe\ eral other Places in Syria^ Phosnicia and Arabia^ and adding them to his Dominions, 
but alfo after this Time, to make himfelf abfolute and independent. For after this, neither 
he nor any Prince o^Jndea that defcended from him (g), owned any further Homage or Sub- 
jeftion to the Kings oiSyria, 

In the mean Time Ptolemy PbyfconKmg oiEgypt, went on in his Luxury, Cruelty and 
Tyranny (/j). He defiowred Cleopatra his Wife's Daughter by Violence, and then married 
her, having divorced her Mother, to make Room for her (ij. Having by his Cruelty driven 
out the old Inhabitants of Alexandria, and repeopled it with new ones, by his Wickednefs he 
made himfelf as odious to them as to the former 5 for he ordered his Mercenaries to furround 
the young Men in the Place of publick Games, and put them all to Death. The People be- 
ing exafpcrated, rofein a Tumult and fet Fire to his Palace to burn him in it ; but he made 
his JEfcapci to\Cyprus^ with the young Cleopatra his Wife, and Memphitis his Son, On his Ar- 
rival there, hearing that the People of Alexandria had put the Government of the Kingdom 
into the Hands 0*1 Cleopatra his divorced Wife, he hired an Army of Mercenaries to make 
War againft them. While he lay at Cyprus, fearing that the Alexandrians [would make his 
Son, whom he had appointed Governor of Cyrene, King in his flead, he fent for him and put 

him to Death : By which Barbarity the Alexandrians being further provoked, pulled down 
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all his Statues in their City 5 which he interpreted to be done at the Inftlgation of Cleopatra. 
his divorced Qiieen ; and to be revenged, he caufed Memphitis a hopeful Son he had by hcr^ 
to be killed belore his Face, and cutting his Body in Pieces, put them in a Box with the 
Head, to fhew to whom it belonged, and fent it by one of his Guards to Mexaiidria^ order- 
ing him toprefenc it to Cleopatra on the Anniverfary of her Birth; which was accor^dinfrly 
rione 5 and the Sight turned their Mufick into Mourning, but excited the People to raiie%n 
^rmy ; over which the Q_ueen made Marfyas Generai^to defend the Country againft this Tyrant. 

Hyrcamis Prince of the Jeivs having taken Shecheyn the Prime Seat of the Samaritans^ de- 
ilroyed their Temple on Mount Geri%%im ia\ which had been there built by Sanhailat. But 
they had ftill an Altar in that Place, on which they offer Sacrifices according to the Leviti- ^i^. 
cal Law, even to this Day. After this, Hyrcaniis conquered Edomit e s or Idiimceans (/j), ta-I/*?. ti^rc^ 
king from them the Cities of Adora and MariJJa ^ and reduced them to this Neceflity, either to 7. 
embrace the 5^OTfy7^ Religion and be circumcifed, or leave their Country. They chofe the 
former, and became incorporated with the Jewijb Church COs and reputed one People with 
them : So that about the End of the firft Century, the Name of Edomites or Jdnmcea^zs^ was 
fwallowed up in that of Jeivs. 

Phraates the Parthian having drawn upon him a dangerous War with the Scythians Qd\ 
committed a great Overfight in the Management thereof : For having taken great Numbers 
of the Grecian Mercenaries, who had followed Antiochns Sidetes in his Expedition againft him, 
and ufed them cruelly, on the breaking out of this new War, he lifted thefe very People a- 
niong his Forces. When they had got Arms into their Hands, remembring with v/hat Tyran- 
ny and Infolence Phraates had ufed them, they went over to the Scythians in the Day of 
Battle, and fo cut off Phraates andmoftofhis Parthian Army. The Grecians and Scythians 
having plundered the Country, contented themfelves with this Revenge, and both returned 
to their own Land. On their Departure, Artabanits the Uncle Phraates^ took the Crown 
of Parthia ^ but he being in a few Days llain in Battle by the S'hogrians^ another Nation of 
the Scythian Race, was Tucceeded by Mitbridates^ who for his remarkable Actions was called 
^he Great. 

Ptolemy Phyfcon having got together an Army, fent it againft the Alexa72dria7zs under the Ant, c; 
Command of Hegelochns his General j who in a Battle got the Vidlory over Mar J'yas^ Ge- 128, 
neral for the Alexandrians^ whom he took Prifoner, and fent in Chains to Phyfcon ^ who, g^^'"^' 
contrary to every body's Expeftation, pardoned him ; for now he run upon an Extreme of 
Clemency. Cleopatra^ the divorced Q^ueen, being diftrefled by the JLofs of her Army, fent 
to Demetrius King Syria^ who had married her eldeft Daughter by Philomezor, for his AA 
iiftance CO? promifing him the Grown of Egypt ior his Reward 5 which Propofel Demetrins 
chearfully accepting, marched into Egypt with all his Forces, and there laid Siege to Pelnfimn^ 

About this Time Hyrcamis fent an Embaffy to thQ Komans C/)j to renew the League made 
between them and Simon his Father ; which was confented to by the Senate ; And whereas 
Antiochns Sidetes had made War upon the Jews, contrary to what the Romans had decreed, 
befieging "Jerufalem^ and forcing them to a difadvantageous Peace j they ordered all this to 
he made mill and "void : ^hat the Cities of Gazara, Joppa a72d others^ taken from the Jews, 
JJsonld be reftored^ free of Homage^ Strihnte or other Services : Sthat the Syrians JJsould have no 
Liberty to march through their territories : Sfibat Reparations fljould be made to them for what 
Damages the Syrians had done contrary to the League with Simon : And that Ambajfadors fJ^oald 
he fent to fee all this executed. And it was further decreed, that the Prcetor Fannius JJjonld 
pay the Jewifh Ambajfadors the Expences of their 'Journey homeward^ and that Letters fjonld 
he writ to all Princes and States confederate with the Romans, to give them a fafe and honour^ 
able Eaffage in their Way, AH which was done : And this rcjoyced Hyrcanus and the "Jewifli 
Nation. 

And therefore the next Year they fent to Rome another Embafi}--, by Alexander the Son of 
fcifon^ Numenius ihQ Son Antiochusy and Alexander the Son o£ Dorotheas^ to return their iz7. 
Thanks for the faid Decree, and in acknowledgment thereof to prefent them with a Cup and ^^y^i-. 
a Shield, both of Gold, to the Value of fifty thoufand Gold Pieces of their Money ; which ^' 
was kindly accepted of, and a new Decree granted, ratifying all that was done in the former 
War in their favour. Jofephus (g) reciteth the Decree at large, but by fome ftrange Mil- 
take it is placed in the Time of Hyrcanus II. in the Time ofynlius Ccefar^ after the Walls of 
yeriifalem had been pulled down by Pompey 5 which could not be, as hath been obferved both 
by the learned Primate VJl:fer (Jf) and Dr. Prideaux CO- For Nnmenius^ one of the AmbalTa- 
dors mentioned in the Body of the Decree, was the fame Man who had been fent to Rome by

§ 17. DEMEi'KIUS King oi Syr 2 ay having by his tyrannical Government- and vicious 
Manners which he had learned in Parthia (^), rendred- himlelf as odious to the Syriansi^ as Phy^ 
{con was to the Egypt ia72Sy. they took Advantage of his Abfence at the iSiege of Pelufiiim to rife la 
Hebeliion againft him. The Antiochians^ the :Afam^.ans^ and then other Cities joined in the 
Revolt 5 which obliged Dejnetrins to haflen out ofEgypt^ and look to his own Intereft at home. 
Cleopatra Queen of Egypt being deprived of his Support, put her Treafure into Ship^,^ and fled 
to Ptolemais 5 where fhe met with Cleopatra Qiieen of Syria^ her Daughter by Pbihmetor her 
firfl Husband, Who refided there. Upon her Flight out of Egypt , P.tol.einy Phyfcoh returned 
to Alexandria^ there being no Power then to oppofe him. When he had, fettled himfelfin 
Egypt, to be revenged on Bemetrins, he fet up an ImpbHor againft him, who was called A- 
lexander Zebeima^ a Son of a Broker in Alexandria^ who feigned hihiieU to be the Son oiA^ 
Uxandnr Balas ^ under which Title he claimed the Crown of Syria, and Multitudes joined 

■Jnt.c, hirn out of the great Averfion they had to Demetrius. At length, the Controverfy was brought 

to the Decirion of a Battle^ fought mzv Damafcus in Ccele/yria ^ whers Demetrius being over* 

Jo. Hyrc. ^Yirown-y fled to Ptolemais to Cleopatra his Wile. But fhe, retaining Refentments againfl him 

for marrying Kbodagnna while in Parthia^ took this Opportunity to be revenged, by Ihutting 
the Gates of the City againft him : Whereupon he fled to Tyre^ and was there flain, four Years 
after his Return {\ova Parthia. . After his Death Cleopatra retained fome Part of the Kingdom, 
and Zehenna reigned over all the reft j for fome of the Syrian Coins (O yet retain his Name. 
He feems to have granted the Syrians their Liberty, as an Acknowledgment for killing De^ 
metrins ^ for fiom this Year (^) they commence a new Epbcha. To fecure himfelf in the 
Government, he made a ftri^t League with John Hyrcamis Prince of the Jews (ff) ^ and John 
toade all the Advantage of thefe Divifions which might be expefted from fo wife a Man, for 

eftablilhing the Intereft of his Countty. 
^hi. c. A grcr.t Flood of Locufts coming into Africa about this Time, deftroyed the Fr.uits of th 

^ Earth (fj 5 and afterwards thefe InTedls being by the Wind driven into the Sea, and drownedj 

^'''^•^^' '^'and being by the flowing of the Tide again caft up on the Land, caufed fuch a Stench as poi- 

foned the Air, and produced a moft terrible Peftilence, which in Libya^ Cyrene, and other 
Parts of Africa^ deftroyed above eight; hundred thoufand Perfons. 

'Jlnt. t, SelencHSy the eldeft iSon of Demetrius Nicator by Cleopatra^ being now about twenty Years 
ia4' of Age^ took upon him to reign in Syria in his Father's ftead, contrary to his Mother's In- 

Ih. ■^3"'c« clination ; and therefore, ftie having catched him within her Power, ilew him with her own 

Hands, by thruflhig a Dart through him ( g), after he had reigned only one Year. 

Ainipater, Clonias and Airopns.^ three ofZebemia's chief Officers, having revolted from him 
to Cleopatra, feized Laodicea, and there endeavoured to maintain themfelves againft him : But 
he having foon reduced them, out of his great Clemency pardoned them all j for he ms 
a Perfon of a very mild Temper, which made him be beloved by thofe who liked not the 
Cheat whereby he ufurped the Crown. 

I'his Year died Mitbridates Energetes King of Pontus, being flain by the Treachery of fome 
of thofe who were about him C^ )> waslucceeded by his Son the famous Mithridates Eu- 
pator, who maintained a War with the Kovzans for the Empire of Afia, for about thirty Years; 
of which more particularly in the Sequel of this Hiftory. He was about twelve Years old 
when he began to reign. He lived leventy two Years (j^), and reigned Sixty ^ arfd is fa id to 
have been defccnded from a long Series of Kings,who reigned in Pontus for fixteen Generations 
before him^ down from the Time of (/) Darius Hyftafpls. At the Time of his Birth there ap- 
peared a very great Comet for 70 Days together and the like again fiiined at his Acceffiort 
to the Crown 5 the Tails thereof feemedtobe fo great, as to take up one Quarter of the He- 
iiiifphere, and difplayed their Rays fo bright for four Hours together, as the Heavens feemed 
all to be in a Flame. This feemed to portend that this Prince would be a gr^at Incendiary in 
the World : And fo it proved 5 for he begun his Reign with the Murder of his Mother and 
Brother, and the reft of his Aftions were of a Piece ^ for he was a Perfon of great Abilities^ but 
employed them to the Ruin of Multitudes of People. 

Clcop'atra the Rcliifl of Demetrius having killed her eldeft Son, as hath been related, found 

it necellai-y to liave one with the Name of a King to countenance her Authority j and there- 
fore

Upon being vanquiflied and Jlaln, A'ntiochns Crypns coming to Maturity of Age, 

began CO cake on him fche Auth6rity,as well as the Name of a King^whereby thePbwer of C/^o- 
pat'ralnthe Government became very much eclipfed,which Ihe could not bear • and to recover 
che fatiie, Ihe refolved to fcufcoff her Son Grypns (J)^ as (lie had done Selen'cns^ and to call lOcaL^J'sC 
the Crown a younger Chilcl whom flie hiad by Autiochia Sidefe's^m whdfe tender Years fhe rnighc 
iix her felf ill the Adminiftration ifoirall.the following, pare of her Life. To execute this 
Wi'dkednefs, ihe provided a ftrong Ciip ofPoifon for Grypns^ as he came home hot and wcar^ 
from Exefcife. But He. having Notite of the Defign, forced her fe!f to drink it off, which put: 
an End to her wretched Life. She had been the Wife of three 6f th*e Syrian Kings, namely^,

He left behind him three Sons 5^'^^'^^'"'' 
the eldefi, named Apiofs^ he had by a Concubine ^^ie) ^ the other two by Cleopatra his Niece, 
whom he married after divorcing her Mother Cf)- ^heeldeft of thefe was called Latbyrtiit '^ 
and the other fk^ Alexander, By his Will, he left the Kihgdttm of Cyrtm tc Apion^ and 
that of Egypt to Cl'eopcttra^ in Conjunfliori with one of het- Sons whord ihe fhduld niake 
Choice of C^).

r^. §18. While thefe two Brothers in Syria were baraffing each other in War, or wafting 

xxo, ' themfelves in Luxury, JoJm Hyrcanus enjoyed in Peace the Fruits of the Land o^Judea {e\ 
^0, Hyj-iT. whereby he encreafed in Riches and Power, Whereupon he refolved to reduce Samaria^ and 

^^t to this end fent Ariftohulus and Antigonus^ two of his Sons, to beliege that City 5 which obli-. 
ged the Inhabitants to fend to Antio'chns Cyzicemis^ King of Damafcus^ for Relief ^ who co- 
ming with a great Army, was encountered by the two Sons Hyrcanus^ who defeated, and 
purfied him as far as Scythopolis^ where he hardly efcaped. The Victors returned, and preffed 
the Siege fo hard, that the Samaritans were forced to fend a fecond Time to Cyzicenm fof 
55«f- c. Support. But he not having Forces fufficient for fuch an Attenbpt, defired the AiSftanceof 

loi?. Ptolemy Lathyrus King of Egypt 5 who fent him fix thoufand Auxiliaries, contrary to the In- 
^^0. J^yf'clinations of Cleopatra his Mother. Upon their Arrival, Cy%icemis joined them with what 

^•^^ Force he had j yet durft not bpenly face his Enemy, but ^ent his Time in harafiing the open 
Country, hoping thereby to draw the Jetsss from the Siege. But this failing, and finding his 
Army, by Surprizes, Defolations and other Cafualties, much diminilhed^ he retired to ^^JV/icZ/j 
leaving Callimander and Epicrates to purfue the War : The former of which rafiily venturing 
on an Enterprize too hard for him, was cut off with all his Party 5 and the latter coming id 
an Agreement with Hyrcanus^ for a Sum of Money delivered to him Scythopolis^ with other 
Places the Syrians had in that Country. Samaria being thus deprived of all further Hopes 
of Relief^ was forced, after it had held out a Year's Siege, to furrender into the Hands of 
Hyrcanus 5 who entirely demoliftied the Place, not only pulling down the Hotifes and Walls, 
but even drawing Trenches crofs the Ground, to be filled' with Water, that it might never be 
rebuilt. This v/as not done merely from the Hatred which the yews bore to the Sc<ft of theiy^i- 
^naritafzs ^ for the Inhabitants of that City at this Time were of the Syro-Macedonian Race^ 
find of the Heathen Superftition. Alemndet the Great expelled CfJ the Samaritans who wor- 
ihipped God in Mount Gmzzww, and they retired tc^Shecbem^ which hath been the chief 
Seat of their Se<51: ever fince 5 and the fame Prince planted Samaria with a Colony oi Mm* 
€hmans^ Greeks and Syrians^ and they were of their Pofi:erity when Hyrcdnus took the Place. 
From this Time Samaria continued in its demoliflied State, till Herod the Great rebuilt it, and 
gave it the Name o^Sehafte^ in honour o£AugtifiiiS, After this Viftory, Hyrcanus became Ma- 
^.Qx of all Judea^ Galilee and Samaria^ and of other Places in the Skirts of the adjacent Couni 
try ; whereby he made himfeif lb powerful a Prince, that none of his Neighbours durft debate 
with him, but he enjoyed the Remainder of his Time in quiet from foreign Wars. Jofsphns (g) 
alfo informs us, that at this time Providence favoured the Jews not only in their own Countryj 
but they were alfo prolperous in Alexandria^ in Egypt^^ and in Cyprus : For Cleopatra Queen of 
Egypty not confiding in her Son Ptolemy Lathyrus^ had two Jews^ Celchias and Ananias^ Sons 
of that Onias who built the Jewijh Temple in Egypt, as her chief Favourites^ who command- 
ed all her Forces, and directed all her Counfels, and for their Sake flie favoured their whole 
Nation*

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Chap. III. Affairs of the Jews. 

In the latter End q£ Hyrc anuses Life, he met with forae Trouble from the Pharzfecs^ a bu- -^ru. c. 
fy and mutinous Se€l. They, by their Pretences to more than ordinary Striftnefs in Reli<yion 
had great Intereft among the common People 5 and therefore Hyrca^ms endeavoured to*gain^'''4^^'''' 
them to his Side. He had been bred up in their Difcipline, profefTed to be of their Se&: and 
had always given them great Encouragement 5 and to ingratiate himfelf further with them he 
invited fome of their leading Men to an Ehtertainmcnt, where he told them (^), Stbar the fix" d 
PuYpofes of bis Mind had always heen^ to he jnft in his A6iions towards Men^ and to do all 
tbi'iigs towards God that JIjqvM be well pleajlng to him^ accordiiig to the Dot'tri-ac i<uhioh th- 
Pharifees taught 5 and defired^ that if they faw any thing wherin he faihd of his Duty^ they 
might give him their Inflri'Mions^ that he might amend it. In anfwer to this Speech, the Vha^ 
rifees all approved his Condudl 5 only one ill-natured Perfon, named Eleazar^ ftood up, and 
addrefling himfelf taHyrcanus^ faid. Since yon defite to he told the ^ruth ; if yon would approve 
your felf a jnft Ma7?^ quit the High-priefthood^ and contejit your felfivith the Government of the 
People. Hyrvams asking what Reafon there was for this, Elea%ar replied. Since you defire to 
be told the Irntb, it is hecanfe we are affnred^ by the Ueftimony of the Jntients^ that your Mo-^ 
ther was a Captive taken i7t the Wars 5 a7?.d therefore^ as horn of her^ yon are incapable of the 
High^priefihood^ and cannot hold it by Lait}. The Law which this Pbarifee pointed at, leems 
to beLevit, 3ixi. 14, i^- -D^/^if. vii. 3. But the Matter of Fad, asjofephas C^) alTures us, was 
falfe, and a notorious Calumny ; and therefore the Objedlion was diQpproved by all that were 
prefent. But it occafioned great Difturbances ; For Hyrcanns not being able to bearj that his 
Mother fhould be defam^'d, and his Birth and Capacity for the High-pricflhood called in que- 
ftion, was much provoked. About the fame time, Jonathan^ o. ztolons Saddacee^ Co^' which 
Sed: we fliall have occafion to write in the next Part of this Eflay) and an intimate Friend of 
Hyrcamis^ obferving how far he was difobliged, fet himfelf to draw over the Prince to his own 
Party. To tliis end he affirmed, thvLt Elea^ar fpoke out this faife Story as the Mouth of his 
own Faftion 5 and he might only ask what Punifliment the Calumniator deferved. Which 
Hyrcanns complying with, the chief Pharifees anfwered, ^hat Calumny and Defamatio7i were 
no capital Crimes^ and could he ptmiflsed no further than by Whipping or Imprifonment. Where- 
upon Hyrcanns became a bitter Enemy to the whole St€t of the Pharifees^ abrogated their tra-* 
ditionary Conftitutions^ and renouncing their Party, went over to that of the Saddncces, 

Hyrcamts did not live long after this 5 for he died the next Year, having been irom the 
Death of «5'mo« his Father, High-prieftand Prince of the yezvs twenty nine Years. Jofephns • 

makes him alfb a Prophet, telling us, That he foretold that Jriftohnlus and Antigcmis his two 
eldeft Sons would not live long after him, and that the Succefiion of tlie Government fhould ^^^i^. zp,} 
come to Alexander his third Son, as accordingly happened 5 and alfo, that when his two eldeft 
Sons vanquifhed Antiochus Qy%icemis in Battle, it was made known to him that very Moment in 
which the Victory was gained, tho' he was then at JerufaleiHy at a great Diflance from the Field. 
Granting that he guefled truly at fome of thofe Things which concerned his own Family, about 
which his Mind was much employed, I do not fee that this makes him a Prophet, or one divinely 
infpired. But 'tis more juftly fpoken to his Honour, thathewasthe Founder of the Caftle Ba-* 
ris (if) J which was the Palace of the Afmonasan Princes at Jerufalemy as long as they reigned 
there. When Simon his Father had deftroyed the Fortrefs on Mount Acra, which an Heathen 
Garrifon had kept therefor feveral Years CO, he built Fortifications round the Mountain of the 
Temple, and within thefe he ere6led a Houfe for himfelfi which feems to be the fame which 
Hyrcanns afterwards built into the Caftle Baris ; It ftood on a fteep Rock fifty Cubits high, 
or fcventy five Foot, without the Outer Court of the Temple, and was a Square Building of 
two Furlongs in Compafs, that is, of half a Furlong C/^a three hundred Feet on every Side. 
Here Hyrcanns and his Succeflbrs of the Afmomsan Family dwelt j and here they laid up the 
Pontifical Stole or facred Robes of the High-prieft, to be ready on every Occafion. Thus it 
continued to the Time of Herod the Great j who being made King of ^udea^ and obferving 
the Convenience of the Place, new built it, cafed over the Rock of feventy five Foot high 
rvith poliflied Marble; whereby he rendred it impofilble for any to climb up that Way ; and 
on the Top of the Rock he erefted a Tower called Antonia^ in Honour Mark Anthony x.\i^ 
^rinmvir^ who then governed in thefe Parts. We have frequently in the New Teftament 
the Captain of the Temple mentioned C^) * For he commanded a Garrifon at this Caftle, 
till at length the Temple, this Fortrefs, and the facred Robes there laid up, were all deftroy- 
ed in the Conflagration and entire Defolation of the City Jerufalem by Titus and the Ro- 
nans. After Hyrcajzus broke with the Pharifees^ he loft the Aifetlions of the common Peo« 
pie, which created great Troubles to him and his Pofterity, as we fliall afterwards hear. 

Hyrcanns dying this Year, left five Sons behind him : The firft was named Ariftobulus^ the 
fecond Antigonus^ the third Alexander^ and the fifth AbfalomQf)^ what was the Name of the

To effedluate this Purpbfe, fte 
caufed fome of her favourite Eunuchs to be wounded, and bringing chem into the publlck 
AlTembly of the Alemndriam^ pretended that they had fuflered in Defence of her Perfon a- 
gainft Lathyrut^ \vho had made an Atceitipt againft her Life, which fo incenfed the tebplej 
that he Was obliged to inakc his Efcape aboard of a Ship for his own Safety. Cleopatra lia« 
ving fo far gained her Delign, called Alexander her younger Son, who had for fome Years reig- 
ned in Cyprus^ and having made him King of Bgypt^ forced Latbyms to be content with Cy- 
i^rns^ which j-I/>«:^?;;^^^r had left. 
'Xiii. c- Arifiobnlns having'fettled his Authority iit J ernf ale made V^^r upon the ItHrieans(d\ and 
Eok fubdulng the greatcll: Part of them, forced them to become Profclytes iothQ Jewijh Religion, 
'i^-ijhif, I. or elfe to leave their Country : And thus did the Afmonaan Princts often deal with thofe 

fchey conquered, ftntisa^ whiich \vas afterwards called Anmiitis^ lies on the North Eaft Side 
of the Land o£Jfraely oppofite t6 Samaria, and was named from Itnr (cj, one of the Sons of 
Jfmael. Ariftohulns returning fick tO 'Jcmfalemy left his Brother Antzgoiuis to fmilh the War 
an Itnr^a. While he lay ill, the Queen and her Favourites were ftill telling Jiim Stories a- 
gainll this Brother 5 who having finifhed the War in Jiurady returned in Triumph to 5^^rH/ii- 
jufl: as they were celebrating the Peaft of Tabernacles ; and that he might perform his 
pevotions at that folemrt Time, marched with his armed Guards about him ftreight to the 
temple. Ariftohulns then lying fick at the Palace bt' BatiSy adjoining to the Temple, was told 
that Jiis Brother came to execdte fome evil Defign againft him. The fick Prince fent Orders 
to his Brother Antigomis to put off his Armour (/), arid come immediately to him ; at the 
fame Time he caufed place his Guards in the Way thro* whlfch his Brother was to pafs, and 
tordered them if he came unarmed, they fht>uld let him go, biit ifotherwife, ciicy fliould kill 
him. The Aleflenger, inftead ofdefiring Antigonus to come unarmed, being corrupted bythe 
Queen and her Party, tcild hirii, that ihe King heating he had > very fine Suit of Armour on^ 
defired to fee him with it : Whereon he pafled thro' a fubterrahean Gallery armed as he was, 
and the Guards according to their Orders, fell upon him and flew him. This Fa£l was no 
fooner done, than Arzftobnlns grievoufly repented of it ; and minding alfo how guilty he \ns 
of the Murder of his Mother, his Cbnfcience flew in his Face for both, and brought on hm a 
vomiting of Blood. While the Servant was carrying out the vomited Blood in a Bafon, he

he died, having reigned only one whole Yetir. Jofephus Qg') tells us of or\Q Judas an^^^^^j 
who foretold that A'atigoiiiis would be killed at Stratoji^s Tower that very Day. He took this for 
the City afterwards called Cc^farea^ two Days Journey from yeriifalem , and therefore. was vex- 
ed 'when he faw him fafe in the Temple : But when the News came of his Murder, he found 
the Gallery where it was done Was juft under Straton^s Tower in the Entry of the PaUce. 

Ariftohulns^ who in his Infancy was called Judas^ was in his Lifetime a great Favourer of 
the GreekSy and therefore culled Fbilelle/Z ^ and the Gr^^^j had as great a Value for him ; ^ot

io tbe Jews ^ for be augmented their territories ^ ingrafting into the Jewifh State Part of the 
Nation of the Iturseans, ajid binding them to it by the Bo7id of Circnmcifion, But J:is Actions

§ 19. If we look into other Parts of the W orld, v/e may find the two Brothers, Antiovhas Gry.. 
pis and Cy%ice72us^ the one reigning at Antiocb^ and the other at Damafcus ■ and flili haraOinrr 
each other with Wars C^). Some Cities that had been formerly under the Syrian Empiroj took. 
Advantage of this Situation of Affairs to affert their liibcrties ; as Tyre^ Sido72j Ptoloviais^ G^rza 
and others ; And Tyrants tbok PoffefTion of other Places ; as., ^keodorns of Gadara and ^unatbus 
beyond Jordan^ and Zoilus o£ Dora^ and Strato7/^s Tower, afterwards called C^farea. At the 
lame time C/ffo|)^?r(^ and Alexa^ider her youngefl Son pofleircd_i:'^^j/.'r, ^ndPtolewy Latbyms her 
eldeftSon reigned InCyprns, In this Condition were neighbouring Countries \yhoA\ Alexander 
Ja7272£eiis hQCtime King off ndffa. ■ . . 

Alexander^ when he had fettled his AfJ^iirs iit home, lid fortli hh Forces to make War with 
the People o{ Ptolemais^ and having vanquiflied them in Battle, Ihut them up within the Walls i 
of their City ^ who thereupon fent to Ptolemy Latbyrns^ then reigning in Cyprus^ to come ro ''^-'^-J^* ■ - 
their Relief 5 but fearing this might draw Forces out oi E^ypt againft them, they refolved to 
defire him to delay his coming. But Latbyrus having fliipp'd thirty thoufand Men aboard his 
Fleet, landed them in Phoenicia ^ and finding than the City Ptolemais did not feek iiis Help, lie 
refolved to luccour Zoilv.s Prince of Dor*^^ and the City Ga%n^ whole Territories Alexander wall- 
ed, while with the main Body of his Arniy he cat-ricd on the Siege, ynitjikns thinking it dan- 
gero 
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his Territories^ with Intention to have delivered him up. But finding Alexander '''fa7mix:ns 
was at the lame time treating with Cleopatra-^ bring ht^r uport him with all her Egyptidu Forces^ 
he refolved to be revenged both upon Alexander and the City Ptole^ucns^ for tije ill UAgc lie 
had received from them (O* Which he found occafion to do next Year j for he befieged Pto-^ ^ 
letnais with one Part of his Army, while with the other he marciied to invade the Terricoi ies 'l^^'" 
o£ Alexa7ider in Judea, He took Aj'ochis^ a City in Galilee^ and in it got ten thoufand QsO.- aUx :j <ih 
ptives, with much Plunder 5 and aftei' this he laid Siege to Seppboris^ another City oi' Gali-^ 
ke, Alexander underflanding all this, prepared an Army of fifty thoufand, or as otliers fay, 
of eighty thoufand C^), to defend his Country : Which brought on a bloody Battle between 
them near the Banks of Jordan^ where Alexander being vanquilhed, loft thirty rhouland of his 
Men, befides thole who were taken Prifoncrs i and Latbyr/is having got theViclory, purfued 
h to the utmoft. Yea yofepbns (c) tells us an odd Story of his Cruelty, for which he quotes 
Strabo and Nicolans for his Authors : That finding fame Villages near bis Ca^np full of IVoiuen 
Childre72^ be canfed them ail to be killed^ and tbeir Bodies cut in Pieces^ and put i7:to Cal" 
dro72s over the Fine to be boiled;^ to leavie an Opinion in the Country that bis Men fed upon .bu^ 
7na72e Fleflo;^ to create Dread and terror. After this Defeat, Alexander being in no Condition 

CO refill his Enemy, he mull have been undone, had he not been relieved next Year ^ which 
was ordered thus : 

; Cleopatra Queen of B^yft'^ apprehending that if her Son Ldthyrns King of Cyprus fhould 
make himfelf Mailer of Judea and Plmiiicia^ he would foon be able to invade Egypt^ and re-^ lo',," 
cover his Kingdom from her^ flie thought it proper to put a Stop to his Progrcfs. To this -^^^v. 
end, without I-ofs of Time ihe prepared an Army, under the Command of Cfc'/^/-v^^ QAidA7ia-^ . 
nias-^. two Je'-jos before (f) mentioned, and with them failed to Ph&micia ; where ihe landed 
her Army, and by the Terror thereof made Latbyrus quit the Siege Ptoleinais^ and retire 
to Ccelefyria. After him flie fent Celchias with one Part of the Army, and with the other flic 
demanded Entrance into Ptoleraais 5 which being refufed, flie invelled the Plage Cg)- While 
Celchias was purfuing Latbyrus In Coslefyria, he died,- which defeated the. Defign of that EXf 
pedition ^ and Latbyrus took the Advantage to march his Troops into Egypt^ hoping that in 
his Mother*s Abfence he might find that Kingdom unprovided to refill him, and foon become 
Mailer of ir. But he was difappointed .:. For the Forces Cleopatra had left there made, good

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rrypt^ to return to Paleftme^ and winter at Ga%a. While this was a-doing, Cleopatra took Pto^ 
"^lemais Alexander J amicsiis zzm^^ and made her many Prefents ; But his Enmity 

with Lathyrus her Son was the Thing that made him moft acceptable. There indeed wanted 
not fome, who advifed her to feize Alexander^ and to fubdue Jtidea, But the Opinion of 
nanias her General, ^hat ftich treacherous Dealing to an Ally "would make her tiniverfally hate^. 
and efpecially by all the Jews fcattered np and do'W'n the Worid^ diverted her from this Defign^ 
So Alexander returned fafe to Jernfalem^ where he recruited his broken Forces, and made up 
a good Armyj with which he befieged Gadara, 
Vini c Ptolemy Lathyrus finding that he was able to do no more in Pctlefline^ returned back tcQK-i 
lo'r. ' prus^ and Cleopatra failed back to Egypt. Thus fiidea was happily free of both. She on her 



^an- Return to Alexandria-^ underftanding that her Son Lathyrus was carrying on a Treaty at ba-^ 
' mafciis with Antiochiit Cy%icenns^ for obtaining his Afliftance again to invade Egypt^ and re- 
cover that Kingdom, gave Selene her Daughter, whom fhe had taken from Lathyrus'^ to 
tiocbns GrypHS to Wife 5 and with her font him many Troops of Auxiliaries, and large Sums of 
Money to enable him to renew the War upon Cyzicenns his Brother. Whereupon Civil 
Wars breaking out bet^veen rhem, Cyzice/Uis was able to give no AiTii^mce to Lathyrus againft 
Egypt ^ and thus the Defign became abortive. Ptolemy Alexander her other Son, who reigned 
in Egypt with her^ being terrified with the cruel Ufage with which fhe perfecuted his elder 
Brother, taking away his Wife by Violence, and giving her to his Enemy 5 and obfervingthat 
{hQ ftuck at nothing that ftobd in the Way of her Ambition, left theKingdom, chufing rather 
to live in Banifhment with Safety, than with fo cruel a Mother In Danger of his I-ife. But 
with Difficulty he was perfwaded to return i for the People would not allow her to rcigii 
without one of her Sons fwaying the Scepter by the Name of a King 3 dnd indeed this was all 
fee allowed them as long as fhe lived. 

jf/i?;v*^«^^r y^«;/iC«J"5 after a Siege of ten Months, took Gadara and from thence itiarch* 
ed to Amathus^ one of the ftrongeft FortrefTcs beyond Jordan^ where ^heodorus the Son 
of Zeno^ Prince of Philadelphia^ had laid up his Treafiire (1?^, This Place he took in 
lefs Time than Gadara^ with all the Treafure. But ^heodorus fell upon him with a power- 
ful Army fuddenly ; and having overthrown him, and killed ten thoufand of his Men, 
tecovered all his own Money, and alfo all the Enemies Baggage. Thus Alexander returned 
to y er iif ale VI ^xth confiderable Lofs 5 which his Enemies, efpecially the Pbarifees^ improved 
to his Difadvantage. Notwithftanding this, the Jewijh King underftanding, that on U- 
I3«r. Ci thynis\ Departure for Cyprus^ the Phoenician Coaftwas left without Defence,- he marthedthi- 
^^^°S"^^j^ther, and made himfelf Mafter of Kaphia and Anthedon^ within a few jSliles of Ga^a^ where- 
mus by he in a Manner blocked up that City : For the Ga%ea72s having called in Lathyrus^ and 

helped him to gain that Battle near Jordan, where fo many Je^vs were killed, Alcxajider re- 
"jlnt.C. folvcd to be revenged on them, and therefore laid clofe Siege to their City. Apo/lodotitSy who 
p8, " commanded the Place, defended it with great Valoui' for a whole Year, and made feveralfuc- 
lAU Jan- cefsful Sallies. In one of which he made the yewijh Army to think that Lathyrus was com- 
^* ing againft them with a great Force, which ftruck them with pannick Fear ; But when Day- 
'Ant a ^^g^^ appeared, and they faw the contrary, they drove the Gazedns into their City, with the 
57], * Lofs of one thoufahdMen. At length Lyfimachus laoik. treacheroufly killed his Brother i/f//fJ- 
'M^ Jan- dotusy who made a gallant Defence, and delivered the City to Alexaizder. At his firft Entry 
nAHs 5, j^g carried with Clemency j but when he had got thorough Pofleffion,he let loofe his Soldiers 

to kill, plunder and deftroy ; which produced a great Scene of Barbarity ; For the Gazmns 
ftanding to their Dfence, the Je-ws loft almoft as many Men in the Saccage as they killed of 
the Enemy. But at laft Alexander ruined the City and returned to yernfalera. 

This Year died Antiochus Grypns King at Antioch, being llain by the Treachery of //f?'^- 
fl:/f o;?,. one of his Dependants, in the twenty feventh Year of his Reign, and forty fifth of his 
Life C"^)- He left behind him five Sons, namely y SeleneziS who £ucceededyPbilip and JDSmetrins^ 

Twins, Demetrius EucaruSy and Antiochns Didnyfins, All thefe reigned or at leaffi attem- 

^ pted to reign in their Turns. 

jfnt^C. Ptolemy ApionyKing of Libya and Cyrene, the Son o£ Phyfcon King of Egypt ^ dying without: 
laL Jan- Iftue, gave that Kingdom by his Teftament to the B.omans, who gave all the Cities their 
mus 10, Liberties CO > and this immediately filled them with Tyrants, which brought all the Country 

into Confufion 5 which was in fome Meafure compofed by Lucullus Cf)^ on his coming thither 
in the Mithridatic War 5 but could not fully be rc^noved, till the Country was at laft reduced 
to the Form of a P<.oman Province. 

Antiochns Cy%icenus Seized Autzoch (^g\ and endeavoured to make himfelf Mafter of the 
whole Kingdom, to the Exclufion of the Sons o£ Grypus his Brother; but Seleucus bavins pof- 

fefled

Jlexander Jajsjzkus entvlng into the Temple at JerufalenZy to officiate as High-^pricfl at the c 
Peafb of Tabernacles, had an Affront there offered him by the People 3 fome pelting him' with ^"i- 
Citrons C^), and giving him opprobrious Words 3 which enraged him. to that Degree, tJiac 
with his Soldiers, moft of whom were Mercenaries, he killed fix thoufand Jcl^js ^ and to fe- 
cure himfelf from fuffering any more the like Affront, he furrounded the Court of chcPrifcfts 
within which flood the Altar of Burnt-offerings, and the Temple, with a wooden Partition! 
His Father i/jyr^^jw/^j having diflered with the P^^r//^i?j, and joined the Saddncees ^h^ ^ and 
this Prince having followed his Father's Footfteps, became the Occafion of this and many o- 
ther Difturbances : For after this he durft not trufl: the Jews to guard his Perfon, but cailed in 
foreign Mercenaries to this Purpofe out of the Ciciliaiis and .Fijidians^ of whom he had fix 
thoufiind about him (r). Withthefe and twenty thouCmd Jewsoi his 

own Sefl;, he pafJbd ovor 

'Jordan^ and made War upon the Arabians^ whom he overcame infeveral Conflidls, and made '"^Jan 
the Inhabitants of the Land of Moah and Gilead Tributaries to him. . 

Seleucns growing powerful \n Syria^ Anthcbits Cyzicefzus marched out of Antiocb againfi: 
him 5 but being vanquifhed in battle (d\ he was taken Prifoner and put to Death. Where- 
upon iye/^ww made himfelf Mafter of and of the whole Empire, but was noc 
able to keep it long : For Antioclous Eufebes^ the Son of Cy^icenus Qi) having on Selcucns's ta- 
king Antioch^ by the Afliftance of a Courtesan, made his Efcape out of that Place, and come 
to At ad us ^ he was there crowned King. And having got his Father's Soldiers and others a- 
bout him, made up a confSderable Arniy, with which he marched againft •SW^.'ft^^f^ • and having 
obtained a great Vidlory over him, forced him to flee to Mopfneftia^ a City in Cilicia^ for Re- 
fuge, where having oppreffed the Inhabitants w^ith intolerable Exactions, he provoked them 
fo far that they rofe in a Tumult, and befetting the Houfe where he was, put Fire to it, and 
there burnt him to Death. Antiocbas mdPhilipy the Twin Sons of Grypns^ to revenge this^ 
inarched flraight, with all the Forces they could get, towards Mopfueftia j and having taken the 
Place, razed it to the Ground, and facrificed all they found in it, to the Ghoft of their murder- 
ed Brother. . But in theii: Return from this Exploit, they were fallen upon by JEfty^^^-j, near 
the River Omztes^ and put to the Rout. Antiochiis^ one of the Twins, endeavouring to fwim 
ahe River with his fiorfe, to make his Efcape, was drowned : But Philip the other Twin, ma- 
king a fafe Retreat, kept moft of his Forces together, and recruiting them with fi*clh Men, 
was able to keep the Field. So the Conteft for the Syri af 2 Emp'wc was now between AmiO'' 
chas Eufebes^ the Son of Cyxicewis^ and Pbilip the third Son of A}2tiochus Crypns^ each of thele, 
having great Parties on Foot, miferably haraffcd the Country in their continual Wars. „ 

In the mean Time, Alexander Jannc^ns purfuing the good Succefs which he had in the laft p.'. 
Year's Expedition beyond Jordan^ carried on the War further on that Side, and invaded the ^^an- 
Territories of fbeodorns the Son ofZefW Prince of Philadelphia, His chief Dcfign was to take"*^"^ ^5- 
the Fortrefs of Amathus^ with the Trcafure and fine Things there depofited, \\\x\ch Alexander 
bad taken about feven Years before C/)j and 5r^fi3i^or//j had recovered theni. But at this Time 
Alexander's Name was become ib terrible by hie many late Succefles in thefe Farts, that TheO" 
dorus durft not ftand his coming; but carrying off his Treafure to Gerafa^ and withdrawing 
his Garrifbn^ he deferted the Place (^) ^ whereupon Alexander took the Fortrefs without Op« 
pofition, and razed it to the Ground. 

In Syrza^ Antzochus Eufebes^ the Son of Qy%ic€i2iiSy to ftrengthen himfelf in the Kingdom, ^nt.c. 
liad married ^Selene the Reli6t of Grypns, She being an adlive Woman, had, taken Pofleflipn 9. 
of fome Part of the Syrian Empire on her Husband's Death, and had cot Forces to maintain 
her felf in it. . This Marriage offending Lathyrus King of CypmSy whofe Wife fhe had lirfl: ' 
been, he fent to Oizdits!^ where Demetrius. E72C£ertf,s the fourth Son of C?rjy/)/^j had been for 
his Education (Jf)^ and fettled him on the Throne at Damafcus, Enfebes and Philip being at 
War againft each other, could not hinder thi§ : For tho' Enfebes received Accellion to his 
Strength, by marrying Selene^ yet Philip purfued his Quarrel againfi: him i and at length ha- 
ving drawn him into a decifive Battle, gave him a total Overthrow, which forced him to fly 
to Farthia f6r his Safety (7) : Whereupon Philip and Demetritis became poflefled of the Sy-» 
Tiajz Empire. . , 

Alexander King of Judea making an Expedition IntoGaulomtis^ a Country lying on theEaft 
Side of the Lake Genefareth^ and there engaging in a War againft Obedas an Arabian King, 
was drawn into an Ambulh j wherein he loft moft of his Men, and himfelf hardly efcapedC^), 
near Gadara a City in Gilead, Alexander fled to Jernfalem j where the People, who before 
did not love him,' were now fo exafperated as to rife in Rebellion againft him, hoping to com - 
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pafs his Deftru6Vion : But he foon got together Forces fufficient to oppofe themi and this pro; 
kiuced a civil War between him ^nd his People, which lafted fix Years, and brought great 

'Gaiamities upon both. ■ . ■• 

I might here give fome Account of the Rife and Proigrefs ^olth^Mithndatick War^ between 
Mithridates ET'patorK.mg of Ponttis^ fupported by digrams King of Armenia on the one Sirie; 
and the Rmiatis on the other. But 1 defign a compendious Hiftory of the Romafi Affairs^ 
from the Building of their City to the Birth of our Saviour in the next Part of this Eflay. 
where the Actions of Mithridates will come in our Way : And therefore, I now haften to pue 
ia Period to this Chapter, if once I had brought the Syria72 Kings of the MatedmHan Race to 
their End, and obferved what happened to the Jews during that Time, and to the Egyptians, 
'Ant, c. Cleopatra Queen of Egypt being weary of her Son Alexander^ and of the joint Auchoritj^ 
8^ ' which he held with her in the Government of the Kingdom, laid Defigns againlt his Life, that 
'M: Jan^ i^gjj of him, Ihe might reign ilone. But he being informed, prevented the Plot by cut-i 

tino- her off, making the Mifchief return upon her Own Head (^?). She was a Monftet of Wick- 
ednefs, as her Atftions declare, and deferved Death, had it come from any other Hands than 
thofe of her own Son. When the Alexandrians heard that the Mother died by the Parri- 
tide of her Son, they drove him into Banifhment, and fenc to Cyprus for Ptolemy Latbym.^ 
to whom they reftored the Kingdom^ as by Right belonging to him j which he held without 
Interruption to the End of his Life, about eight Years after fl^J this. Alexander ihe next Year 
lafter his Banifhment, got fome Ships together to attempt a return into Egypt^ but was encoun- 
tred at Sea by S'yrrhns Admiral to Lathyrus\ Fleet 5 and being vanquifhed by him-^ fled to 
Myra in Lyfia 5 from whence afterwards, failing towards Cyprus^ for executing fome Delign 
that be had upon that Ifland, he was met by Chareas-^ another Sea Commander for LatbyriiSy 
and being overborn by him perilhed in the Fight. 

In the mean Time the Civil War went on in "^udea between Alexander Janneetis and H 
Jews his Subje^s j and tho* he had.the better of them in all Encounters, yet he could not 
bring them to fubmic. To procure Peace, he offered to grant therh any Thing they fhoiild 
defire : They all anfwered, then let him cut his own throat Qc). But becaufe they wanted 
Forces able to revenge their Caufe againft their Native Prince, they fent to Damafctis to call 
Demetrius Encarns^ who then reigned there, to their Affiftance 5 and upon their Invitation^ 
Jjie came into Jndea with an Army confifting of three thoufand Horfe, and forty thoufand 
Poot, tSyriaiis ana Jews, Alexander encountred him with fix thoufand two hundred Gree^ 
Mercenaries, and twenty thoufand Jews^ but was overthrov/n with fo great a Slaughter, that 
he loft aU his Qreek Mercenaries, and the greater Part of his other Forces ^ and was drivefi 
with the poor Remnants of his broken Army to the Mountains 5 whe^e he was relieved by an 
unexpedled Turn of Forturie : For the Jews^ that had been his Enemies, had fuch Gompaflioii 
on him,that fix thoufand of them went over to him. Demetritis fearing that the reft would revolt 
too, departed out oijudea : And foon after marched againft his Brother Philip^ and having 
taken Antiocb from him, forced him into Barrhea^ now called Aleppo^ and there beficged him 
with an Army of ten thoufand Foot and a thoufand Horfe. But Straton Prince of Banhea 
and Friend to Pbilipy called thither Ziz^us an Arabian King, and Mithridates Sinaces a Pat^ 
thian Commander 5 who having vanquilhed Demetrius^ and taken him Prifoner ^d\ fent him 
to Mithridates King of Parthia^ who entertained him kindly till he fell lick and died. After 
this Vi«ftory, Philip releafed all the A7itiochia7is who were taken Prifoners in the Fight and 
Defeat, and fent them home without Ranfom j which fo far ingratiated him with that City, 
that on his Return thither, he was received with the general Acclamation of the People i and 
for fome Time he reigned over Syria without a Competitor, 
r^^/. c. Alexander Jaw2cei>s^ having got together an Army after the Retreat of Dm^^m^j, vanquiihed 
88.' the rebellious Jews in all the Conflidls he had with them, yet could bring them to no Term^ 
'jiU Jan-Q£ Peaces But next Year he gave them a terrible Blow in a decifive Battle , for he cut off 
18. ^j^^ major Part of them in the AdtiOn, and drove thofe whofurvived Into Betbome (Oj^^'^'^® 
he befieged them 5 and foon after having taken the City, and all thofe who fled thither fbrRe- 
^Ant,c, fuge, he carried ei.9;hc hu ndred of them to J erufalejn^ and there crucified them all in one 
86. Day.;^ and caufed their Wi\ and Children to be llain before their Face, while they hung dying 
'M. ^'^"'qxi theCroifes 5 which wa^ a caeverity not to be juftified. While this was a doing he made a 
n^tis io. jpg^f^fQj. jjis ^ives and Concubines near the Place of Execution f/J, the Sight whereof was 

a main Part of the Entertainment. From hence Alexander had the Name of ^hracidas^ot 
the ^bracian ^ thefe People being mofl: infamous for barbarous Cruelties 5 and indeed this waS 
a mofl: inhumane Adlion. However it had this Effect, that the Remainder of the Rebel Par- 
ty being terrified by it, fled the Country. And after this Alexander had no more Difturbance 
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at home to the Day of his Death. Thus ended this Rebellion, after it had iafted fix Y^ar^ «nrf 
had coft the Lives of 50000 Jews (^) who oppofed their King, ^ * 

About this Tiine j^pma the Prophetefs, the Daiightef o^Vhamiel^ of the Tribe of AfloBr 
came a. Widow; and, without lurrying any more, gave her felf up wholly to the Service of 
QoA-^Luke^ II. 36, 37- the Temple, with Falling and PraVer Night and Day ^^^'^^ 

Antiochtis Dzonyfius, the youtigeft of the five Sons 6f Grypus while his Brother PhiHf, 
wasimployed in the northern Parts of Sj^ria^ feized Damajctts^ and reigned there ■ But Pbihl 
rtmxnmg^ vihth Amzocbui Dionyfius was making War Upon Aretas fine of ^r^^i.j PetZ^ 
got agam into Damafcns^ by the Help of MH^ftns the Captain of the Caftle. Philih not re 
warding Mtlefius as he expeftedi^ he took the' Opportunity while his new Giieft was abroad to 
Ihut the Gates againft him, and keep the City fot :-f;///o£:to, who hearing of the Invafion 're- 
turned out of Arabia and had his capital City reftbred to him again. Whereupon Pbilip 
retreating, AnUochus made another Expedition agaihft AlretasLviith an Army bf eight thoufand 
Foot, and eight hundred Horfe, taking his Way through Jn&a^ being the beft Rod A^e^sm^ 
rf^r jealous of his Defigns, for t\venty of our Miles, between jeppa and Am/pairh - 

drew Linesj which he fortified with wdoden Towers at a convenient Diftance from each ol 
then But thefe proved of noEffeft.v For Antiochta coming the fame Way- burnt the 
Towers 5 and breaking through the; Lines and Ditches, pafTed into Arahia 5 where he was fur* 
prized at a Difad vantage by AreUs^ flain in Battle, arid had moll of his Forces cut off, and the; 
reft -who efcaped, got into a Village called Cana>^ Where they periihed for Want of Bread 
Whereon Aretas became King of Coslefyria^ not by Conqueft after this Viarory, but by EleftJ- 
on of the People Damafcus, in Oppofition to Ptolemy the Son o£ Mefwatts Prince of CbaU 
as^ whom they liked not; So foon as Aretas was fettled in the Government, he made an Ex- 
pedition into Jndea agaihft Alexander^ and had the better of him in a Bdttic near Adida • buc 
a Treaty being commented betWeenthem, all further Hoftilities were fuperfeded by the Peace. 

Many Places on the Borders of Arabia having revoked froiii Alexander^ while he was en^d- 
ged in Wars with the Jews his rebellious Subjects, he being now free of thefe Troubles, march- m 
ed ovel- Jordan to reduce them j and havihg taken PeU& and Dia^ fat down before 'Qerafa Cd\ ts^ns 
to which Place Theodorus the Son of 2£?;/i>-had removed his Treafure, upon deferting AmathnL 
as already CO related J which -^/e^f^w^tfr taking the City gained. And after this he enlarged 
his Coniquefts beyond Jorda?!, where he took Ganlafid^^ Selencia^ and other Places, and made 
himfelfMafter of the Valley of and ftrong F ortre fs of Ga ma/a. One JDeweMus 

was Matter of thefe, wht5m AUxa^jder turned out arid made him Prifoner. And at that Time 
the Jews were poflefTed of many Parts of Phmiicia^ ^sStratojzh Tower, ApoUoina^ Joppa^ JanU 
may Azotiis^ Ga%a^ Anthedon^ and Khinotorura. They extended their Conquers in Idamcsai^ 
md over Advray Marijpiy Samaria, and over to the Mountains Carmel and Tabor, alfo to 
^cytbopolis mdGadara^ to the Towns of ifefd^?^, Hejhbon^ Medeba, Lemba^ Zara and P'elta 5 
which laft they defti-oyed, betaufe the Inhabitants would not receive the Jewijb Rites. M 
iexander returning to- Jemfaletn, after he had been abfent from it three Years on this Expedi- 
tion, was received \vith the joyful Acclamations of the People for his great SuccefTes CfX 
Then enjoying full Eafei hegave himfelf up to Luxury and Drunkennefsj whereby he contra- 
fted d quartan Ague, which he could never get rid of as long as he lived j but died of ic 
three Years after this^ as (hall be obferved in the Sequel of this Hiftory. 

The Syrians being weary of the continual Wars made in their Country, by the Princes of 
fche Race of Seleticus^ debating about the Sovereignity, arid not being able to bear the Deva- 
Itations, Bloodftied, and innumerable Calamities which they endured upon thefe Occafibns, 
refoived to rejedl them all at dnce, and to call in fome fdreigri Prince to rule over them, who 
might deliver them from thefe Miferies, and fettle their Country in Peace. Some were for 
Mithridates King of Pontns 5 but he was already engaged in a War with the Romans, in which 
they did not defire to be concerned. Others were for Ptolemy Latbytus King of Egypt : But. 
he had been a conftant Enemy to their Country. At iaft they all agreed- on Tzgrafzes King of 
Armenia, who befides the great Power he had in his own Dominions, was confederated with 
Partbia, and in a near Alliance to Mithridates^ by marrying his Daughter. Aflbon as this 
was notified to him by Ambafladbrs, He came tb Syria, and took PoflefBon of that Kingdorn, 
and reigned thefe eighteen Years (^^), till he was fubdued by and the Kingdom ta- 

ken from him by Pompey, and added to the Roman Empire.. Here ends the Syrian Kings of 
the Macedonian Race, who had any Shadow of foverelgn Power, ih the eighty third Year be- 
iore our Saviour's Birth 5 which is the 3867th Year from the Creation of the World, and of 
the Jiihan Period 4631. And here I cohclude this Chapter.-

The H 'lBWy of the Jews under the Rbiiiati tlmptr&, from 

the Conquefi of Judea hy Pompey, to the DeJiruBion of 
Jerufalem and Defolation of that Country^ hy the Empe- 
rors, Vefpafiaii, Titus and Hadrian ; 'Where the Ro- 
man Affairs, from the huilding of the City to the Birth 
of Chrtji, are alfo explained, 

H E Study of the Koman Hiftory, from tile ahtient and firft Writers thereof, 

is a very large Subjedl, and requireth good Skill in Greek and Latin Authors. 
It is no eafy 1 ask to read and underftand the Hiftories of Diodorus .Siciiha^ 
Diohyfius Haiieamaffeus^ Polybius^ Dion Caffms^ Appian and Plutatch^ all o- 
riginally written in Grffeife; vJxthLivy^ iSallnfi^ Ctsfar^ S/ietomns and Comlks 
^acitnSj who wrote in Latifs ^ befides the Compendizers of the Roman Story, 
as, FloTHS^ Velleius Patl^rCttltis, Eutropius^ Aiirelius Vz^ior^ J^^ft^H Comlitis 
Nepos^ Paulus Diacoms and others. , There are alfo many othet* ancient Books tiiat my 
give Light into their Affairs, as, Plinyh Natural Hi fi or y^ S^e M&morable Examples of Valeriits 
Maximus^ Gellins^s No6fes Attica^ Macrobins^ ^he warlike Stratagems written by Frontiniis 
and Polyt!e72USy AthenaeHS^ Deipjiofophijls^ or, Table-difcotirfes of Pbilofophets^ Coltmella &d 
other Writers of their ruftic Affairs ^ their Orators, as, Cicero and %iintilian ; their Poets, 
as, Plautusj ^erence^ Virgil^ Horace^ Ovidy CattiUits^ PropHrtitts^ and others of a later Date. 
I^or will the reading of any one of thefe Hiftorians give a complete View of the Roman Affairi; 
for many of their Writings are tranfmitted to us mank and imperfedV^ the greater Part of them 
being loft in obfcure Agesj wherein Learning fuffered a great Shipvvreck. Hence we fometimes 
are obliged, for want of better Authorities, to make ufe of the Epitomies or Contents of Huff 
where his Books are lofi-^ the Prologues of STrogns Pompeius^ and the Collections of the /earn- 
ed Pbotius^ who had feen many of thefe Authors which are now perifhed. From thofe Wri- 
ters Frenfljemiiis and Dujatins have fbnie Years ago made a Supplement to Livy^ which is a 
Book ufeful in its kind. It is true, there may be a ihorterWay of reading the Roman Hiftcp- 
jy, tho' not fo fure nor fo inftrudting, by perufing Moderns who have done it in Englifiy 
Edcbard's Roman Hifiory^ the Abbot de Vertofs Revolutions of the Roman Republic, writ 
riginally in French^ and rendred into Englifls^ Howel\ General Hifiory^ Roman Hifiory by Fa- 
tliers Catron and RoniUe, and feveral others. 

§ -s. I might, if the Nature of this Perfofmanee did allovVj offer fonfie critical Remarks up- 
the principal Roman Authors, and the Time wherein they wrote 5 but in this I fha'll be ve^ 
ry compendious. Diodorus Siculus was born at Agyritm in Sicily, from Whence he had the 
Name of Siculus, and is the Author of the general Hiftory called his Bibliotheca : In eolleft- 
ing and writing of which, he employed thirty Years, travelling over moft of the Countri^ 
whofe Affairs he was to defcribe. For this purpofe, he tells us (^1)^ he went into Egypt in the 
<irft-Year of the. 180th Olympiad, which was the fixtiech Year before the Birth of Ghrift^ -r^f- 
lemy, firnamed Dionyfius Neof, or, ^be new Bacchus^ then reigning there. His Bibliotbeca Ht^ 
Jiorica contained forty Books^ of which only fifteen are now remaining^ and fome few Fra^ 
nients and Abftradls oi the reft in the Works of other Wnters.. , , It begins from the ancJ^ntett 
Times, mentioning fome Affairs and Fables before the ^Irojan War, (for which, as he 
owns C^), there was no Certainty) and was continued to the Wars carried on by ynlins C^e- 
far a^ainft the Gattls. The five firft Books are all entire, but the ne&t five are now all waftt- 
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ing. The other ten remaining are from the tenth to the twentieth incliifiv% where ail that ii 

now ?xt3nt of that Author ends, in the Ytar ht'Rome 4552, M, Livius DeHter and M, ^mf^ 
luis Panlits being then Confuls. Of the othisr twenty five Books we have nothing but Frag« 
jnents ; Had they been lliil entire, fo valuable an Hift'ory would havfe been very ufeful to the 
Learned. The five firft Bookff, tho' intermixt with Fablesj do contain' feveral valuable Par- 
ticulars which may afford fome Light to the holy Scriptures 5 and the next five would have 
vielded'mofe, and a greater Difcovery of the Variity and Wickedhfefs of Heath^nifnij (as we 
Lay guefs by the Contents of the fixth Book) had they been extant : For which Reafon the 
Lofs 6f thofe five is to be more iamented than of all the other twenty. This Author lived to 
a very great Age 5 for.he continued to the middle df the Reign of Auguftus, 

Dmiypiis Halicarmjfens began to write his Komajz Hiftbry feven Years before the'Birth of 
Chrift, and continued it down, in twenty Books, to the Time of the firft Ptmic War 5 wherfi 
Polyhins commenced : But of thofe twenty Books, only eleVeh now remain entire^ wherein 
he is as full and accurate as any who writes df the Roman Affairs in that Period. lie c^me to 
Kvme twenty two Year's before he began his Compofure^ a great Pare of Which Time he fpenfc 
in gathering Materials foi- it. Befides his Hiftory of Koinan Antiquities, he hath fomfe valuabl^i 
Difcoarfes,on Rhetoric and Criticifm extant at the End of his Works. 

Of Polyhitts I lhall difcourfe afterwards, and therefore I now gb tb Appidn of 'Ale'xitndri'a^ 
who flourifhed in the Reigns of irajan and Hadrian^ that isj in the fecohd Century of the 
Chriftian JEm, He had been a Lawyer for fome Time at Kome^ iand ^rbt6 his Hlftory in 
twenty four Books (ji)^ beginning with the pretended Defcent of the Komani frbm Aineaf^ 
and continuing it down to the Reign oi AugtiftttSy with fome Occurrehtes to the Tiriie df 2l-^r™ 
jan. But of this great Wot-k there remains no^ only his Treatifes of the Carthaginian^ 
fiali' Pafthidn^ Mtthtidatic^ Iberian^ Illyrian and Hanniballic Affairs^ With five Books df 
the Civil Warsj and a Fragment concerning the Germans. He is faid to have borrowed ma« 
hy things from Polybius and Piuttirch However, in myJOpinion^ Appiaiz may be vfery ufeful 

to an Hiftodan. . . 

Diofi CaJTms lived in the Timfe of M. AtmUtts and Memndef Sev&rus Kman Emperors : 

We find him Conful with the latter A, D. 229. He was born at Ntte in Bithynia-^ but lived 
for a great Part of his Time at Kome^ where he enjoyed feveral honourable OlHce^. In his 
told Age, with leave of the Courtj he retired to his native Country, where he wrote his Hi- 
llorv of Koman Affairs, from the building of the City to the Reign bf Alemn^er Severus^ irt 
eighty Books 5 of which thirty four^ and a Pare of the thirty fifth are Ibft; Itt the great Ship- 
wreck which learned Authors fuflrained in the dark Ages. Twenty five of his Books are ftill 
remaining^ beginning with the A<^tions of LuetiUtis^ and ending with the Death of the £rbpe^ 
ror Claudius. The following Part of his Hiftory is alfo loft, but we have folne Cbmpend 
thereof by Xiphilin. He is a valuable Author, imitating ^ucydides in his Speeehesj tho* ift 
a mbre plain eafy Stile ; Only he is blamed by Voffitis (h^ for too ftiarp ReHexiorts Againft fome 
eminent Romans^ as, Cicero-^ Brutus-, Cajfius and S^mcd: 

Plutarch was born in Cberonaa^ a City o( Bseotia^ in the Reign of the Emperof Claudtus i 
and began to be much noticed in the Reigns of Bomitia^i Nerva and ^tajan;, by \^'hom h6 
was advanced to feveral Honours, Eufehius (0 placeth him in the third Year t>£ Hadr^au^ 
that is, A. D. ii2,z. His eminent Skill in Heathen Philofophy;, Philology and Hiftory, ma}^. 
be feen in his Lives and Morals, which are both very ufeflil in their kind. By the firft of 



thefej I mean his Lives of the iUuftHous Men of Greece and Romt, he deferves the Charaaer 
of one who hath given excellent Memoirs for making lip the Greek and Roma^z HiftorJesj ^nd 
hath left an excellent Pattern to all Biographers who fhall fucceed him. 

I am not to go upon the many Greek Hiftorians who have wrote bf the Roman Affairs, but 
are now altogether loft, which thd.Curibus ihay find In the learned Gerard Vofftus, DeHiftortctS 
Greeds ; but fliall proceed to thofe who have writ the Roman Hiftory in Lattn. In en t ring 
upon this Subjedti it may be obferved, that foon after the founding of Romr, the P^>7f//??& 
Maximus ufed to recoi-d the moft memorable Things that happened In his Time by wayot 
Annalsj without any Ornament^ as Gieero (/O tells us, being rather a Regifter of the Fatlsi 
than any finifhed Hiftory : But whatever thofe Annals were^ they all perifhed when th^ City 
was burnt by the Gauls Ce% The Poets Ennzus and Nxvius wrote fome Part of the Romah 
Hiftory in Verfe 5 Fahius Pi^or, Cincim Aiimentus^ Scribonius Liho, Pifo, arid fome otheri 
fA wrote in Profe * But all thefe being loft, I ftiall hei-e only offer fome Charafter^of the 
ancient Latin Hiftorians that remain in whole or in Part, and bf fdme other ancient Author^ 
that may give Light to thofe Affairs. Among whom Titus Livms deferveth the fibft Room: 
He was born at Padua^ and began to write his Hiftory after Angufius's^^\ecovY at ASfzum Cg)^ 

which was in the Year of Rojne 725. He furvived that Eropetori and is recorded by £»/^- 

' - hzns 
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hitis C^) to have died in the fourth Year otStiberms^ the fame Year with Ovid' the Poet. He 
wrote the Koinan Hift6ry from the building of the City to the War in Gvrma^ty^ by Bnifits^ \x\ 
140, or rather iii i4.£ Books 5 Jof which thirty five now only remain, for the lecond Decad 13 
all ioflr, and all after the forty fifth Book .: As to the reft, we have bnly the Concents 01* Epi„ 
tomes. This Author excells in a plain elegant Latin Stile, and is very full and bojDious in his 
iNarrati'od. Tho' ^ome have tenfured him as a little too verbofe and cirtumftantial, and too 
much given to Prodigies and Patavihity, I chufe rather to forbear paffing any Judgment a- 
gainft fo valuable an Hiftbrian. 

Sallufi^ or as his Name more fully reads, Crifpus SaUuftins-^ was born in the Year of Kms 
6684, and died four Years before the A6f i ac V IdiOTY C^). He enjoyed the Praetorfhip CO, and 
fome other honourable Offices at Komis ^ was made Governor of Nnmidia by Julius Cafar^ 
which Province he piundred to enrich himfelf C^), and with the Money bought fine Houfes 
and Gardens at Rome : So that any Praife that is due to him is not for his Lifej but for his 
Books. He wrote a large Koman Hiftory ; of which there now only remains, his Treatifes of 
the Catzlifiarian Cbnfpiracy and of the Jugtirtbim War, four fhorc Orations^ two Epiftles^ 
and a fe\V fcattered Sentences and Fragments gathered out of feveral Authors. He is blamed 
for his Preface^ whifch is large enough if he had been to write the Hiftory of the World, and 
might ftand before any other Book as well as his. 

The Life and Actions ofyiilins Ctsfar lhall be afcel'wards narrated. His Comdieritiries of 
his War with the Gatils are exceedingly well writj fuitable to the Genius of fo great a Man, 
andfo good an Author. Appian (^ej cells usj That Mark Anthony made fome Alterations in 
them after Cafar's Death. Aulus Hirtins^ who was Conful at Kome with Vihius Panfa^ did 
write the eight Book of Cafar^s War with the Ganls^ and alfo the Alexandrian and Jfrkm 
Wars^ in an elegant Stile; 

C. Cor^ielius S^acitus flourilhed In the Time of the Emperor 3raja^^ that is, about the Begins 
tiing bf the fecond Century^ and wrote thirty Books of Hiftory C/35 of whifch only five are 
how remaining, fo that from the lE^eign of Galba to that of Cocceius Nerva^ is now wanting, 
which is the Space of twenty one Years. He wrote alfo fixteen Books of Annals from the 
I>eath bf Augtifius to N&ro ^ where four Books are alio loft, from the feventh to the ekventh, 
We have his ihort Tfeatifes of the Manners of the Germans^ and bf the Life of Julius Agrko* 
la his Father in Law. He was a great Man, a good Orator, an excellent Politician j and 
writes in a fine contife Stile, which few tan imitate; 

Suetonius ^ranquiUns^ who wrote the Lives of the twelve Cafars^ A^as a Pefloft ehiployed 
to write Letters for the Emperors Trajan and Hadrian (^); He is a very lincere Author, 
who doth not fpare the Faults of great Men j but is rather a Biographer than an Hiftofian. 

As to the Compendizers of the Kojnan Hiftory : L. Aiznceus Florus wrote four Books of the 

Komau Hiftory about the Time oUStrajan and Hadrian (b). He is an elegant Author, only 
his Stile is too florid and Poetical, ibr an Hiftorian, nor is he accurate in his Chronology. 
Velie ins Pater cuius wzs of a noble Koman Family of the Senatorian Rank. His two Books 
that remain, are in an elegant Stile, where we may meet with curious Charadlefs and fine Re- 
marksj hot to be found in other Koman Authors i but when he comes near his owti Timt, 
he flatters a little too much the Auguftan Family, and the Houfe of Sejamts, Eutropius an /- 
talian^ hath writ a Breviary or Compend of the Koman Afl!airs, in a plain eafy Strain, from 
the Building of the City to the Reign of Valens^ to whom he dedicates his Book, about the 
Year of our Lord 365. Sesctus Aurelius Vi^or- wrote his Books of iliuftrious Ketnans^ and 
of the Koman Emperors from Julias Cajar^ to Julian called S^e Apoftate : To which is fre- 
<|uently prefixed a Treatife, entitled Origo Gentis Komance 5 which feems to be done by tlie 
iame Author. P aulas DiacomiSy hathcontinued this compendious Hiftory twci Centuries lower. 

Long before any of thefe Compendizers, did Cornelius Nepos write his Lives of twenty twc 
eminent Captains among the Greeks^ and of Atticus a Koman : For he wrote in the Time of 
Cafar^s J)iftatorlhip. There were feveral other Treatifes done by him C O9 which are no^v 
loft. In the Reign of Antoninus PiuSy flourilhed, as fome think, Juftin j who is' Author of 
the Compend of Hiftory called by his Name : It is in an ealy Stile, but there is little good 
Order or exad Chronology in it.. If the Hiftory ofSrogus Pompeias^ writ in the Time of 
■Ccvfar and Pompey^ had been extant^ which Juftin abridged, this had been a more ufeful Work. 

Be/ides thefe Hiftorians, there are many other antient Authors that may give Light inttf 
the Roman Affairs, and into the Hiftory of thofe, and perhaps alfo of elder Times ; as parti- 
cularly P//»ys Hiftory of the World which he wrote in Afero's Reign 5 and contains natural 
Hiftory, antient Geography, and many other valuable Things. Valerius Maximns wrote nine 

Books of memorable Actions and Sayings both of Romans and Foreigners, and feems to have 

flouriflied about the End of sn^^mj's Reign, tho' his Stile does not'refemble that Age, when

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Latin was fo pure. GeUi'uS his No5fes Attica^ and Athenmis Biipnofophifts in fifteen Books 
'contain many Obfervations 6n the Learning, Manners, and 'Cuftoms of the Ancients" very 
ufeful to an Hiftorian, artd feem to have been comjpbfed about the End of the fecond Centiirv 
^Sextns Julius Frontiniis a Praetor in the Gity, in the Reigns of VeJ^afiaii and iiuis QC) wrote 
jhis Warlike Stratagems, The fame Ai^umerit is "managed F^otycemis aBarrifter'in the 
Time Antoninus Fius^ in Greek^ in eight Books. Abobt the fame Time Mlian an Italiah 
\^toX.Q\nGreek his various Hi'ftory, and his Books o'^ Animals, Qoltimellct wrote upon ruflick 
Affairs, in the Reign of the Emperor Claudius. His Book is extant, and may be ufeful, Aa-^ 
•feline Macrohius lived about the End of the fourth Centuryi being one of fclie Emperor' theo~ 
dofiush ehamberlains. He tompofed fome CoAimentarles upon that Piece of Cicero called 
tScipio's Dreamy and his Saturnalia^ where is a pleafanc Mixture of Criticks and Antiquities. 
There is alfo extant a Fragment of Julius Obfequehs de pr6digits. He lived in the Reign of 
Jfoworf/^Jjltiear the End of the fourth Century. 

Straho is an Author tfaatdeferves tnorfe p'articularly to be conlide'red*. He was bofn at Ama- 



fia in PdJztuSyknd became a Feripamic Phflofopher (^), and publifhed his Geography in Greek 
in the fourth Year of theReign of Slf^^r/V/i-, being then avery old Man. The Antientshave 
fcar'ce left any Work liiOre valuable 5 for 'tis done with great Judgment and Care, hti having tra- 
velled over almoftall the Places which hfedefcribes ; and his Atcbuhts are fo exa<n:,^hatthefe 
Parts may be known by them t6 this v^ry Day. . He alfo wrote a Hiltbry \yh\chJofephus quotes 
and hath fome PaflageS out of it i but excepting a few fuch Fr'agments difperfed in feveral Au- 
thors, that Hiftory Is entirely loft. Po'mponius Mela a. Spaniard h^th alfo wr<5te three Books 
of Geography or of the Situation of the World, about the Time of the Emperor Claudius j and 
there are. three little Tomes of ancient Greek Geographers^ but moft of thbfe relate to the 
Times of Alexander the Great, ^nd the Greek Monarchy. 

Alfo Pafilus Orofins^^ by Profeflion v Ghriftian, and by Nation a Spaniard^ when R.d7ne was 
taken by the Gotbs^ in the Beginning of the fifth Century^ atld the Gf;;h7(?j aHedged thac 
Chriftianity brought on bhefe Calamities, at the Defire bf Augujlin^ Bifhop of Hifpo^ wroc 
feven Books, which He enticuled, AUverfus Paga72os^ fliewing that <1l amities did always hap- 
pen in every Age, fmce the Creation of the World, asiiiuch ^s fince Chriftianity prevailed. 
This Book, containing a general Hiftory^ and iefpecially of the Kdma/z AiTalrsj niay afford 
fome ufeful Hints tb iuch as are inquifitive after thefe Matters: 

. The Ro7nan Orators are hot to be heglefted; In popular C'oriamohwealths,,£loqUenc^ 

became moft neceffary for thofe that would gain the AffeiflioiiSj or manage any Ihterefb with 
the People 5 and it was the particular Care of aii the great Men ih Kome^ to be Mafters bf this 
Art. Moft of their great Captains were gdbd Schblarsj ahd fufEciferit Orators, if we excep£ 
MarinSy a rough cruel Man^ and fome few others. Yet there are nbt many of them who havd 
left: any Writings of this kind on Record, ^lintus Honehfius^ dnd M, Tullius Cicero'^ were 
two of the moft eminent Orators of their Time. We havfe fcarce aiiy Thing of the firft no>y 
iextant. As for C/^er^)^ I fhall have Occafion to take Notice ,bf his Life and Death in it^ pro* 
per Plate : And as to hisWorkAon Philofophy, Law, and Oratory^ thele are fo well known^ 
fhat they need no Character from me. When he retired from publick Bufinefs in the Time of 
C^efar^s Didlatorfhip, he wrote his t*hilbfophical Wbirks for moft Part by Way bf Dialogue^ 
wherein he rendered this Study nibre fweet and eafy thari had been done by ihe Grebks : And 
the whole of his Works are ufeful tb the learned and curious. Fabius ^tiijtilian v/as ano" 
|:her excellent Oratory born in the Time bf JWo, brought to Rowe by ixalba 5 where he 
lived in the Time o£ Vefpajian and Domitian^ having a great Share in their Favout*. He taughc 
Eloquence ih that great City, oxvdi Domitiaa committed to him the Care of the Edlicatidh of 
his Nephews. His Inftitutibns of Rhetorick are extant, and to this Day deferve the Nam6 
of a complete Piece. 

I go now to the Romofz Poets. iThe firft Writers of Roman Hiftory ^cbmjDofed their.Books 
in Verfe (cy. Thefe are now loft, as are alfo the moftantient of their Poets, as, Livius An-^' 
dyoniciis^ a Writer of Ti-agedies, about the Year of Rotn^ 5 14, before the Birth bf Chrift, d^ol- 
iV<«z;?'»j who wrote dramatic Pieces, in the Yfearbf Row^ 515. Soon aftfer \\\vs\.M,P'acthitis and 
I/. Attius compofed fome Tragedies'. But M. Plautusis the firft Roman Pbet bf whom any 
thing entire hath been tranfmitted to us. He was born at Sarfina ih Utiibria ; and taking him- 
felf to Merchandizing, he Ibft^ all his GoOds^ and Was obliged to live by ferving a-Baker : fiut id 
fpare Hours he applied himfelf to wt-ite Comedies^; whereof twenty remain. He died in the 
YcarofRo?^.?570 5 Claudius Pulcher and Ptibfius Licinius being then Cbhfuls C^). There 
Is ^ great deal of Spirit and Art in his Works. , . . . , 

Publius ^ srentiuSy born at Carthage in Afritra^ Slaire tb 3*erentius Lucahtis it Rome^ where 
by his Wit and good Mien he foon obtained his Liberty, and became the next comic jPoei;^ tie 

F f f f f , - happily 
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happily hit upon the Strain of a Comedy, and left fbme Pieces of that kind, which few have been 
able to imitate, and is fo elegant in a pure Stile and neat Expreffion, that Cicero^ a eood 
Judge, frequently Qz) commends him for it. We have fix of his Comedies. He died in the 
Year of Rome 595. About that Time C Lucilius a Roman Knight, great Uncle by the iVlo^ 
ther's Side to Fompey the Great, wrote Satyrs, being thefirll of that Kind among the Romans 
as %tintilian and Pliny allure us: His Books are loft- * 

^iUis Lticretzus Cams was the firft at Rome who turned natural Philofophy into Verfe. Hq 
had ftudied at Athens^ where he drunk in the Principles oi^ Epicarus. He killed himfelf in the 
44th Year of his Age, in a Rage, which he had been caft into by fbme noxious Liquor (J?) a, 
bout the Year of 700. His fix Books of the Nature of Things, according to the PrinI 
tiples oi Epicurus^ in fine Hexameter Verle ftill remain. Mr. Creech hath made an excellent 
Tranfiationof them into with proper Caveats againft his dangerous Principles, 

CCatuUuSySL very polite Poet (^),was born at Verom^'m the feventh Confulat of Marins and 
fecond of Cinna^ 86 Years before the'Birth of Chrift, and died aged 36. Of his Epigrams there 
remain 117: His other Works are loft. His Stile is native and elegant, foft and tender, tho* 
in his Amours with his Lesbia^ he is fbmetimes a little Imutty. The Limits I have confined 
my felf to, will not allow me to make any. Enquiries about the Latin Poets after this, which 
are loft C^^s but lhall only give Ibme Ihort Remarks upon thofe which remain. 

The beft of the Lati7i Poets flouriflied in the Reign of the Emperor Augnfius^ as particul* 
ly Piiblitis Virgzlius 2Iaro^ who was born in the Territory of Mantua in the Year of Rome 68iL 
when he went to the City, his great Merit gained him foon the Friendfhip of the beft Wits aiid 
greateft Men of that Age, efpecially o£ Angufius^ Mxeeuas and PoUio j and no Wonder, for 
he raifed Latin Poefy to the higheft Degree to which it ever arrived. Hence he is called the 
Prince of Poets. He compofed his Eclogues in Imitation of ^beocritus^ his Georgics in Imi- 
tation of Hefiody and his ASneid like Homer* s Iliad, 'Tisfaid he laboured on this laft Work 
eleven Years, and yet left it unfiniflied. He died nineteen Years before the Birth of Chrifl in 
the fifty firft Year of his Age, and 735th of B^ome. ' 

^iintus Horatius Flaccus was born at Vemifia^ in the Territory of Naples^ and died in the 
fifty feventh Year of his Age, nine Years after Virgil^ to whom he was an intimate Friend. 
He fought at the Battle of Philippi for Brutus and Caffins, His Wit .and Poetry made him a 
Favourite to Auguftus and Macenas j and indeed he excelled in two kinds of Poefy, which are 
very different. Lyric and Satyr, Of the firft we have five Books of Odes^ and of the fecond 
two Books of Satyrs and two of Epiftles. His Art of Poetry is a Mafter-piece in its kind. 

Seictus Aurelius Propertztis was a Native of Bevagna in Umhtia. Lofing.the greateft Part 
of his Eftate at the taking ofPenifa^ he came to Rome^ where he had the Favour and Eftecra 
of Macenas and Cornelius GaUus, He excells in Elegies, in which kind of Verfe he infifta 
much upon his Love to a Maid called Hofiia^ to whom he gives the Name of Cynthia, He 
is thought to have died after Virgil^ and before Horace, Albins ^ihulltis^ a Roman^ lived a- 
bout the fame time, and wrote the fame kind of amorous Verfes, which were then well recei- 
ved. There are fix Elegies laid to be writ by of Cornelius QaUus^ printed with fome Editions 
of ^ihuUus and Propertius : But the Learned now agree that they were really compofed by 
Corn, Maximianns, 

Ptiblizis Ovidius Nafo was born at Suhno^ a City of the PeUg72i^ in the Year of Rom^ 711, 

in the Confulihip of H?Vif?«J and Pa72fa (c). In his Youth he bore Arms under Marcm Vau 
TO (f). By his Father's Importunity he was obliged to ftudy the Laws ^ but his Inclination 
from his younger Years leading him to Poetry, after his Father's Death he wholly devoted him- 
felf to that beloved Art 5 and was much admired at the Court of Auguftus for the natural Eafi- 
nefs of his Verfe, and Sweetnefi of his Expreflion. For a Time he was in good Efteem with 
that Emperor, who afterwards banilhed him to the Province of Pontns in Europe ^ fome fay, ibr 
making Love to Julia^ Auguftus*s Daughter, whom he courted under the Name of Cofinna j 
others prefume, that it was for being too familiar with the Emprefs Livia^ and that for her 
fake he wrote his Books, De Arte amandi^ Of the Art of loving. In his Exile he fpent fix 
Winters Cg\ and in the Beginning of the feventh Year of his Banifhment he died, being the 
feventeenth Year of the Chriftian JEra^ and the third of ^iberizis's Reign. We have flill of 
his Works fifteen Books of Metamorphofes, fix of Fafts^ the other fix being loft : Alfd we 
h^vthxs Elegies^ his Epiftles^ his Books of Love^ and of the Art of loving^ with hlslhis. His 
Srile is fweet, agreeable, and no way forced. 

Phadrus^ a Native of ^hrace^ an enfranchifed Servant of Auguftus^ wrote his Fables under 
the Reign of Tiberius, and excells in Purity and Delicatenefs of Language. Manilius wrote 
his Aftronomy in fine Verfe in the fame Age i for he dedicated it to Auguftus (fi). His Work 

ftill

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Hill remains in £vc Books. j^uIus Perfms Flacctis wrote Satyres, of which there are fix re 
maining, a little obfcure, but full of Flame and good Senfe. He died in the Reiffn oFNero 
the fixty fecond Year after the Birth of Chrift, and the twenty ninth of his Age. 

About the fame time flourifhed Annans Lucanus^ born at Corduba in Spain Nero eil 
vied him the Glory he gained by his Poetry, in which he wrote very much, tho' nothing no J 
temains of him but his Pbarjaka^ or ten Books of the Civil Wars between Cafar and Pompey 
inelegant Hexameters ^ and becaufe this is a Subjeft more proper for an Hiftorian than for a 
Poet, Gerard Voffius (^z) puts him among the Number of the Writers of Hiftory. 

The only tragical Poet we have in that Age is Seneca^ who we conceive is not the fame 
with Annans Seneca the Philofopher ; However^ his Thoughts are fublinie, and his Stile is 
good. Petronius Arbiter^ a Satyrical Poet about that Time, was a Favourite of Nero and 
paints his Vices in too plain Terms. ' 

C. Silius Italicus^^ born at Old Sevile in Spain^ called Jtalica^ was Conful at Rome when 
Nero died i and being pretty well advanced in Years when he wrote his Poem of the fecond 
Ptmic War in feventeen Books, there is, as the younger Pliny obferved, more of Pains than 
Wit in this Performance r Yet there are fome valuable Hints.which are not to-be found in o- 
thers who write on this Subjedl (h). He was a rich Man-> having a Country Farm which for- 
merly was Cicero's^ and another which contained Virgil's Tomb : Yec he is faid to have ftar- 
ved himfelf to Death when aged feventy five. His Books were not found till the Council 
of Bajily that is, about the Year of our Lord 1431. 

a Valerius flaccus^ born at Sezza in Campagna di Koma^ flourifhed under the Emperor Domt^ 
tian. He hath wrote eight Books, of the Expedition of the Argonauts^ in Hexameters. The 
Fafts are more curious than the Poefy. P. Papimus Statins of Naples had a great Share in Do- 
9nitian's Favour and Friendfiiip, to whotn he dedicated his Poem called Thehais in twelve Books 
his Achilleis in two, and his Sylva in five Books. He died at Naples^ not long after Domitiai 
his Patron. Decimusjiiniusfftivenalis^ born at Aquinium in Italy^ flourifiied under Nero and 
is faid to have lived to the twelfth Year of the Emperor Hadrian. His Satyres are very ele- 
gant, being writ in a iharp biting Stile, againft the Vices of that Age, and the Manners of 
Kome^ which he was well acquainted with. 

Valerius Martialis was born at Bilhilis, a Town of the ancient Celtiheria^ came to Rome 
at the Age of twenty one^ lived there 35 Years, and died in the Reign of Trajan. We have 
fourteen Books of his Epigrams, of which many are witty, and others mean and fcautty. 
Nor are we to forget Claudian^ an eminent Poet in the Reign ofArcaditis and Honorius^ about 
the End of the fourth or Beginning of the fifth Century, in whom Pagan Poefy then declin- 
ing did for a fiiort Time revive. I have given fome Account of the moft confiderable Ro- 
•man Authors now extant in Hiftory, Philofophy, Oratory, and Poefy, till the fecond Centu- 
ry, and fome of them beyond it* The Pagan Writers after this, are not fo confiderable, not 
do they fall within my prefent Undertaking. 

Notwithftanding the Multitude of thofe Authors, there are about five hundred Years 
of the Koman Hiftory very uncertain for want of fufiicient [Vouchers, acquainted with the 
Times whereof they wrote. It is certain we have no prophane Hiftory now extant (J. 
don't fpeak of the facred Hiftory of the Scriptures) written before the Time of Julius 
Cafar^ that is, about fixty Years before the Birch of Chrift, except thefe four, Herodotus^ 
Tbucydides^ Xenopbon^ and Polyhius. As to the firft three, I have difcourfed of them for- 
merly, when treating of the Affairs and Learning of Greece They do not touch the Ro- 
man Affairs : In their Time Rome was but an obfcure Place, little noticed in the World. As 
to Polyhius^ he indeed wrote his Hiftory at Rome^ deducing his Narration from the ErUPzimck 
War, or more fully from the fecond Pufiick War to the End of the third, for the Space of fif- 
ty three Years : And becaufe I referved to fpeak of this Author 1 fliall obferve, that of 
the forty Books Polyhins wrote^ theFe are now only five remain entire : All that we have of 
the reft, is only Fragments and Abftrad:s. His Difcourfe concerning Vertue and Vice, print-* 
ed at the End of his Works in a late Edition ( e), is not properly a Part of the Hiftory j he 
was by Birth of Megalopolis in Arcadia^ the Son of Lycort as ^ the famous Supporter of the Am 
chxan Commonwealth. The Romans being jealous of what this rifing Republick might come 
to, refolved to fupprefs it, and in order thereto, they forced from them a thoufand of the befb 
of their Men, to live in Italy in the Manner of Hoftages, of whom this Hiftorian was the 
chief. In his Confinement he had leifure to write this Hiftory. He was highly efteemed by 
Scipio Africanus junior^ who carried him with him to Africa to the third Punick.War ; where 
it was in great Meafure owing to his Counfel and Advice, that Scipio ended that Affair fo foon^ 
and with fuch Succefs 5 with the^ End whereof, Polybius ended his Hiftory, much grieved 
that at the fame Time the Acbtean Commonwealth came to its fatal Period, in the Deftrufti- 
onof Qorimby and fub jetting the Cities and States of which it did confift to the Roman Yoke.

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But fmceTolyhmSy the firfl: Writer of the Komaji Hiftory extant, comnienc^th his Narration 
only Irom the firfl Pmzck War,, or rather frbm the Beginning of tlie fecond, which was in 
the Yearof Rowi? 536, that isj from the Creation of the World 3735? before thii Birth 6l 
Chrift fii5, we can have no Light from him toncerning Times before this. 

§ 3. i T is now Time to give a Ihort View of the Roman Affairsj from fuch Helps as re* 
roainrng Authors do afiord. In the Entry we may notice; that the Story of the Ahorige72es^ of 
■^neas and his Defcendants in Mha^ is generally looked upon as fiiftitiousi or as a proper Sub. 
...^£c for Poets to divert their Fancy with ; where they may amufe themfelves and others, with 
-jF-ables concerning Times of which they hadno diftin^l Knowledge from any plain Hiftorical 
Documents. Strabo^ one of the moft judicious Writers among the Ancients, alTures lis 
h'hat Mncasjiazd in the Qoimtr<y of the Trdjans, and that he and his Pofterity fucceeded to that 
Kingdom^ becaufe the Offs-pring f/Priamus wasintirely cut off. And the learned Bochart hath 
made it very probable O), that Aiiwas never came into Jtaly^ nor were the Romam defend- 
ed frdmthe ^rojam., the former having no Affinity either in Rites or Language with the latter. 
But leaving thofe fabulous Timesj the Date of the Building of Rome is comrtaohly reckoned 
on the firft Year of the feventli^O/y/^/V^/, 753 Years before the Birth of Cbrifi. Now if we 
compute our Lord's Birth, with very good Chronologers, in the Year 3950 from the Creation 
the building of Rome by Romulus^ (with which their Hiftory commenceth) will be in the Year 
of the World 3197, the fixth Year of the Reign oijotham King of Jiidab^ and the feventh of 
Pekah King of JJrael (O- Tho' this be no ancient Record, when compared with the Chro- 
nology and Hiftory of the Jeuos 5 yet even as tci a cbhfitlerable Part of that Time, namely 
from the Building Rome to the expelling of the Kings, and erefting the Gonfular State, 
■which is computed two hundri^d and forty four Years, they had no certain Documents (i/)- 
as Plutarch dwns : Th^y Had no Evidence for their Hiftory and Chronology before the Cen- 
fors Tables, and the FaJ}i Cojjfnlares, which eould not be till thefe Offices wefe erefled after 
the Expulfion of their Kiflgs. 

Romulus was their firft King. He is fa id to have been born of Rh^a^ a Veftal V\r^m-^ 
the Daughter of Nnmitor^ and that fhe was got with Child by iJiii/'^ the God of Warj 

that flie brought forth l\vins called Kbiimliis and Remtts^ who were caft Into the River t'^het^ 
by Order of Amnlitts their Uncle, to be drowned, but the Wind and Streiim were fo favourable^ 
that at the Fall of the Water they were left alive lipOn the dry Ground, and there found by 
Laurentiiis the Herdfman of Jmnlitts:^ and fuckled by a Wolf, or rather by the Herdiiiati*s 
•Wife called Lupa 5 that thefe Boys were educated among the Shepherds, and wheil they were 
tome to Age, being informed of J^;««/««*s Defigns to have them killt;d, they murdered him 
and fet up their Grandfather Nnmitor on his Throne. Afterwards, by the Advite of Romu- 
litSy they built the City Rome upon the Palatiiie Hill, and furrounded it with a Ditch 5 \VhicH 
ivhen Remits defpifed, he was killed, and the Foundations of this Warlike City confecrated 
with his Blood. Thus Roranlns became fole King of this fmall City, m which he built an A- 
fylnm^ to be a Receptacle to Malefactors and difcontented Perfons, who tame thithe^ in great 
Numbers from neighbouring Parts; He divided the People into three Tribes, and made lome 
Patricians or Nobility, others Plebeians or Commons j he chbfc a Seliate of a hundred Men of 
the firft kank, called Patres Qonfcriptis^ Ctheir Number was aftervVards increafed) and ap- 
pointed three hundred Celeres for his Guard, dnd twelve Liftors or Serjeants, who wentbe- 
•ibre him with their Bundles of Rods and Axes, called Fafces^ fignifying the different Punifc- 
ments which he might infli^'i:. When he confidered that his new founded City wanted Wo- 
men to incfeafe Pofterity, he appointed a folemn Feaft and Game in honour of Neptune^ to' 
which all Sorts of People reforted from the Neighbourhood, and efpecially from among thef 
Sabijies 5 and out of this Flock^ the Romans^ with drawn Swords, fufprifed and carried off 
fix hundred and eighty three Virgins, to whom Husbands were appointed. This odcalioned 
feveral Battles with the Sabines^ wherein the Rojuans for the moft part were Vidlors. They 
alfo conquered Fidenee and feme Places among the Veii ; for having no Trade ntt Territory 
of their own fufficient to fupport them, they lived by robbing and plundring their NeighbourSi 
After a Reign of thirty feven Years, Romulus died, or was deftroyed by the Senate (O 
Tvi'anny^ and is laid to have been deified. 

After a Ihort Inter-regfznm^ Nnma Po7npi litis was called by the Senate, from Ctifes in the 
Territory of the Sabines^ when he was forty Years old, to be the fecond King of Rome, He 
contrived their B^eligion to anfwer the NecelHties of the State^ that their So6thfayers with 
their Vidtima and Auguries might excite Hope or Fear as the Neceility of their Affairs did re- 
quire 5 and provided, that the Priefts might be chofen from among the feeft of the FeopJei 
that they might be the more regarded. The Roman Idolatry which he taught was no other 

than the Greek Heathenifm ^ for ainioft all Italy was then planted with Colonies from GY&eC6 t 

And 
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And therefore the Komafis^ as v/ell as the reft of the Italidh Cities, look'd on Delphos as the 
t?rincipal Place of their Worfliip, vvlth the fame Veneration as the Greeks^ and had frequent 
B_ecourfe thither on rfeligious Accounts. Nnma^ while, he lived among the Sahines being ac- 
curately vers'd in this Religion, and a diligent Pra(fi:ifer thereof^ and finding the Kmnans before 
his Time had minded little elfe but Fighting; he judged it heedful to inftrudt them therein, and 
framed ftveral Rules and Conftitutions for the regular Praftice of the fame : All which he pre- 
tended h6 had received from the Goddefs Egeria^ ^bat (as Florns (ay fpeaks). the barbarous 
People might the hmvr entertain thei^i^ and manag^e with Religion ajtd Jnftice the Empire 
^jhicb they had gotten hy Force aiid Kobb'ery, But I have difcourfed elfewhere C^) con- 
cerning the Idolatry of the Heathen "World, and particularly of that of the .Gr^^yfe^ and Ro- 
fnaus^ to which I lhall not now add. Numa had only one Daughter, named Painphilia. Af- 
ter a Reign of forty three Years^ being above eighty Years old, he diedj and was buried with 
Honour. He forbad his Body to be burnt^ as was ufual in thole Days, and therefore wds bu-- 
Wed in a ftohe Coffin 5 and there was laid by him, in another,, the Books of his Geremoniesj 
being twelve writ in Latin^ and as mdny in Greek. . Thefe.were taken Up about /our.hundred 
Years after 5 and befcaufe it was thought a Piece of Ihipiety to communicate fuch Myfterie 
to the Multitude-, they were burnt by Order of the Senate.. 

^iiUtis Hofiilius Was treated King after Nnma by univerfal. Confent. He was of a bold fiery 
Temper, and one who fought and greedily embraced all Occafions pf Waf . He gave feme 
Portion of Land to the poorer Sortj and inclofed within the Walls of the City the Hiil C^^ti/is^ 
where he had his Palace. His firft War was with the City Alba'^ .in which Cluilius was Di- 
ctator, and after him Stiffetius, The Armies being drawn out, it was agreed, stbat for the 
Safety vf both Nations', the "^laYrel Jhouid be decided by a Combat ofthre^ Per fans pjz each Side ^ 
'mid that the conquering Party Jbould obtain the Pre-eminence and Command over the other. Af- 
ter Enquiry for Combatants, they found, that one Sequinius of Alba had fometime ago two 
Daughters, one married to Curiatius an Alban^ and the other to Horatius a Koman ^ who being 
both With child at the fame Time^ each Daughter was delivered of three Sons at a Birth. . To 
thele two Ternions of Brothers was this great Combat, committed, as being of equal Yearsi 
Strength and Courage, and ail Matters of private Affeftiott were di/penfed with.. In. the Fighu 
the Cnriatii or Albans were all three wounded, and two of the Horatii or Kon/ans killed : The 
other furviving Brother, pretending to retire,idrew out his Adveffaries .one after another, and 
flew them all 5 whereby Rome became Conqueror. At his Return to the City^ his Sifter met 
him with reproachful Words for embrewing his Hands in the Blood of his Coufms 5 for whicli 
he killed her, and was acquitted by the People : And the Koman King triumphed for his Vi- 
<ftory over the Albans, Soon after this, the Fidenates and Vejentei broke out in War j , and 
the Romans and Albans joined againft theih. But when the Day of Battle came^ Suffetins 
drew off all the Alban Troops. ^nlluS Hofttlius obferving this Conduct of his Ally,, that his 
Men might not be diftouraged^ cried Out th^t it was done by his Order j and in a little Time 
put his Adverfaries to the Rout. But after the Vi^lpry, he feverely punilhed Suffetins for hi^ 
Treachery, by caufing him to be torn in Pieces by Horfes 5 and fent Horatius to Alba^ who 
utterly demolifhed tliat^City, tranfplanting the Inhabitants to Rome, that a City fo nearly al- 
ly'd to the Romans fhould not feem to have perifhed, but to return again to its own Body C<^). 
uuHus fought alfo profperoully with the Sabines^ and died after a Reign of thirty two Years. 

Ancas Marcus was after him chofen King,- in .the Year of Row^ 115. He was Grandlbn to 
Nnma Pompilius j and being much of the lame Terdperj he rebuilt the Temple of Jupiter Fe^ 
iretrius^ and fortified thb Hill yaniciiliim on the other Side of the ^iber^ uniting that River to 
the City by a wooden Bridge. He alfo enlarged the Rloman Dominions^ by addiijg to them, a 
greater Part of EtYuria^ gained from the Vejentes^ and a much bettef Footing in Lathm • 

and reigned twenty four Years. . . ... 

After him farquinins Prifcns was the firft who obtained the Kingdom by his own ambitious 
pretending to it, in the Year of Rome 138. He made the Number of the Senate to confift of 
three hundl-ed^ and increafed the Vefial Virgins from four to feven. He took from the Latines^ 
Collat'ia^ five Miles North-eaft of Rome, over which he placed his Nephew Aritns Sarquiuius 
Governor. He alfo fubdued the Sabines, and took from them a Crown of Gold^ an Ivory 
Chairi a Sceptre with an Eagle on the Top, a purple Coat wrought with Gpld, and fome 
ther Badges of Royalty, which after this the Romans ufed i and, he was the firft who triumph- 
ed in a fine Chariot drawn with Horfes, He alfo adorned the Forum at Komb with ftately 
Portico's, Galleries and Shops 5 made Cloac^Ci or common Sewers, to tarry off the Naftiiiefs of 
the City into the ^ibh, And feveral. other Buildings. After a Reign of thirty eight Years, he 
was killed by tWo Sons of Ancas Marcius^ who oWed him a Grudge becaufe he was preferred 
to their Father's Throne befoire them. 
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Servitis T'ultzus^ Son in Law to ^drqnimits^ fucceeded. He was born of one Ocrifiay who had 
been taken Captive SLt Coruiculnm in Lati!i?n^ and in Remembrance of his Mother's Bondage, 
had the Name S6rviiis, But he was royally educated by ^anaqail^ the Wife of Stay qui 7! ins 
'pyifcHs 5 and her Husband came to have fo good an Opinion of him, that he gave hiiri his 
Daughter in Marriage, and committed to him the Management of moft of his Affairs duriiif? 
his old Age. He divided the publick Land among the poorer Sort, diftinguifhed the Peo- 
ple into Tribes or CuricC ; And that the Cenfns or publick Tax, might be the more eafily ga, 
thered, atcording to the Riches of each Citizen, he ranked the People into lix ClalTes, that tlie 
Affairs of the whole City might be governed as regularly as thofe of a private Family (^a) j and 
ut the Lujlrum^ which was once in five Years, the Cenfns was made up according to the Cir- 
cumftanccs of the People. At the firft Lufirtm^ there were found above eighty thoufand Ci- 
tizens at Kome ; and that their Number might be encreafed. Orders were given for manumit^ 
ting Slaves, or making them Freemen in the Common-wealth. He alfo enclofed the %imml^ 
Vimiual^ and Efquilin Hills C^)j within the Precincts of the City. This King had two Daugh- 
ters, whom he married to Ltict Its and Ariins ^arqitiiiitis^ Grandfons to ^arqziimus Prijcns, 
The firft being of a proud tyratinical Nature, had a n7odeft Wife j but the laft being of a 
mild Temper, had a haughty wicked Woman. Lucius envying StnUius for poffefling his Grand- 
father's Throne, contrived with his Brothers Wife to difpatch their Conforts 5 which they did : 
And thofe two wicked Perfons married together. . This being done, they raifed Factions a- 
gainft the King, claiming the Crown to zhemfkXvcSyZS^Qixs to ^ar qui musPri fens ^ And at 
Lucius going to the Senate-^houfe, with fome Friends, took PoflelTion of the Throne. ^uU 
litis going to turn him out, was thrown down Stairs, and carried home in great Diforder. 
Mean Time Ii/e««j'*s Wife came, and faluted her Husband King: And, by her Advice Ruf- 
fians were fent who killed her Father ^nllius ^ and fhemoil: inhumanely cauled her Charioteer 
drive over his Body weltering in its Blood- Thus died Servius ^iiUius^ after a Reign of forty 

four Years. 

Lucius ^ayquinitis after this Murder obtained the Kingdom by meet Force and Violence in ■ 
the Year of Kome 220 ; and by his tyrannical imperious Carriage,foon got the Name of •S'k^n 
has. He would not permit the late King's Body to be publickly interred, alledging that Ro- 
miilns died without Burial, and murdered fuch as he fufpefted to be of 2l'///m^s Fai^ion. Fear- 
ing the COnfequences of this Tyranny, he kept a ftronger Guard than ordinary about his Per-^ 
fon, by whom he killed many of the firft Rank, feizing their Wealth for his own Ufe, and 
chofe iio more in their Places, that their Power might decreafe,and in a little Time be worn 
out. When he had wearied himfelf and Others by thefe Cruelties, he begun his Wars, wherein 
he took OcricHlum^ Gahii^ and Snejfa Pometia from the Latines-^ which Cities were all, within 
thirty Miles of Ro?«e. Out of the Plunder of thofe Places, efpecially out of the laft of them, 
he got Riches, which enabled him to build a ftately Temple. When the Workmen were 
digging to lay the Foundation of this Fabrick, 3 Man's Head was found very frefh and lively, 
which gave the Name of the Capitol to the Building. Fioms (c) and Livy Qd^ tell us. That this 
portended that there fhould be the Seat of the Empire of the World. The People being fome 
Years employed in this Building^ began to complain 5 and therefore Sarquifi, to fatisfy them 
and to recruit his own Coffers, proclaimed a War againft the Kutili^ pretending that they had 
entertained ^ovn^ Roman Exiles. In the Beginning of the War, he invefted Atdea^ the Me- 
tropolis of his Enemies, a City lying fixteen Miles fouth-eaft of iloF»^, While the Army lay 
before this Place, Sextus the King's eldeft Son, with Sarqutfgius CoUatinus^ and fome other 
Courtiers, were drinking in the Camp, and happened todifcourfe about their Wives, each Man 

praifinghis own. Co//i7r/;z«j told them their Eyes might foon convince them how much his 
Lucretia excelled the reft. Upon this they took Poft Horfes to Kome^ and thence to Colla- 
tia^ where they found Lucretia^ not indulging Idlenefs, like the reft of the Wives, but hard at 
Work 5 whereon they all admiring her Goodnefs, Modefty and Beauty, gave her the Prefe- 
rence. Upon xX^x^'SextHs refolved to enjoy her at any rate 5 and to obtain this End, within a 
few Days came to Coliatia^ where being lodged at her Houfein the Night Time, he came to 
j icr Bed with a<lrawn Sword, threatning the poor Lady with Death if ftie offered to ftir; But 
finding her inflexible either to Threats or Promifes, even of enjoying a Share of a Crown, he 
told her, JfJJje would not yield be wouM kill her^ and then lay his Slave dead by her Side^ and 
report it •was for far prizing her in Adultery with him. By thofe Means he obtained his End 
and departed. Lucretia being enraged with this Injury, lent for her Husband and her Father, 
defiring them to bring fome fpecial Friends along with them, for a fignal Mifchief had befallen 
her. With her Father came Pnhlius Valerius^ and with her Husband L, Junius Brutus^ be- 
fore whom fhe told the \^hole Matter, -conjuring them to avenge her Caufe, and then ftabbed 
her felf with a Knife to the Heart, as a Proof of her Chaftity. While they ftood amazed, 
Brntns pulled out the bloody Knife, and fwore by all the Romau Gods to exterminate 
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qidn^ with his impious Wife and Progeny C^), and never to fuffer any of them to reign atRome^ 
the reft doing the fame. As for this Brutus^ his Father Marcus Junius^ tho' one of the fiift 
Komatt QuaUty, had been murdered by this King 2lzr^«/»,and his Eftate feized. Lucius J mi us 
counterfeiting himfelf a Fool, whence he had theSirname of Brutus^ was taken into the King's 
Family to make Sport ; and when the King fent his Son Sextus and ^itzis to Delpbos^ to con- 
fuk the Oracle in the Time of a great Peftilence, he went with them ; and they laughed to fee 
him prefent a wooden Staff to ApoUo ; but they knew not that Gold was within it. When thev 
had done their Bufinefs, they enquired at the Oracle which of themlhould be Prince atilo«;<?? 
It yNCis zn£\\QTedyHe who Jhouldfirfi kifs his Mother, When they landed in Italy ^ Brntris 
pretending to fall down by Chance, kifled the Earthy the Mother of all Men. Atterw ards 
be kept his Refentment 5 but foon threw off the Mask 5 and, in an elaborate Speech, declared 
the Wickednefs of the i'arquines^ expofed iwt^f/^Vs Body, and enflamed the .People to afierc 

their Liberty. The Multitude ran to Arms j and in a publick AiTembly held in the Camptis 
Martius^ Brutui md CoUatimis 'w^TQ nominated to exercife the Regal Power. be- 
ing informed of what had happened, haftned to Komey where the Gates were fliut againft him. 
When he returned to the Camp, the Army refufed to admit him ^ and £0 he was forced to 
retire to Gabii, This Revolution happeiiied after ^arqniff had reigned twenty iive Years, 244 
Years after the Building o£ Kome^ From the Creation of the World 3441, before the Birth of 
Ghrift509 Years. The Roman Dominions were then about forty Miles long, and thirty broad 5 
a Spot of Ground not much larger, than is now the Commonwealth of Lucca. 

5 4. Here begins the Confular State % but the Name of thofe Magiftratesj and the Li- 
mits of their Power, were not lb foon fixed. Starquin after his Expulfion^ fent Ambafladors 
to the City, {Jtomifing a more regular Adminiftration if they would receive him as their King, 
but the People rejetfted his Offers : Only fome young Men being educated at Court, in Li- 
cence and Pleafure, entertained Defigns to re-eftablifh the Regal State. Among them were 
^itus and -^iberinSy two Sons of Brutus^ three of the ViteUiiy Nephews to CoUatinus the Con- 
ful, and two of the Aqitilii, One Vindtciusz Slave, having concealed himfelf in the Room 
where the Plot was formed, revealed the whole to Valerius Poplicola (h\ who fecured the 
Slave, and then with his Friends and Clients feized the Confpirators with their Letters, and 
brought them into the Forum. The Confuls having taken their Seats, VinMcitis was fent for, 
who narrated the whole Story, and the Letters being publickly read made the Confpira^y evi- 
dent. The accufed Perfons being aftonifhed, could plead nothing, only the Tears and Pity* 
of CDllatimis gave them fome Hopes of Mercy. At laft Bmtus with a ftern Countenance la-id 
to his Sons thrice, can you make no Defence againft thofe Crimes laid to your Charge f And u- 
pon their Silence j he faid to the Lifters and Executioners, now it is your Part to perform the 
refty and with an unftiaken Firmnefs, beheld his Sons fcourged and beheaded, and then left the 
AiTembly. The People being offended with CoUatinus''^ Backwardnefs to punjlh the other Pri- 
foners, he thought fit to refign his Place, and Valerius Poplicola was chofen Conful in his 
Room i who gave Vindicius the Privilege of a Roman freed Man, (hence a full Manumiinon 
was afterwards called Vindi&d) and the reft of the Confpirators were beheaded. Sarquin'a 
Goods were divided among the People, his Palace demolifhedj and the Campus Martius which 
he had enclofed for himfelf, laid open for the Benefit of the City, 

^arquin now finding that all his Prayers and Politick Views for Reftoration were in- 
effectual, drew together an Array of ^ufcans^ with which he advanced to Komey and 
the Confuls led out their Forces tooppofe him. Armts the Son of ^arquin^ and Brutus the 
Conful fingled out each other, and fitting with more Zeal than good Condud-, were both 
llain. A very bloody Battle followed, which » Tempeft parted, fo as neither Party had Rea- 
fon to boaft of the Viftory : But in the Night Time an extraordinary Fright is faid to have 
feized the ya/ir^/i Army, foas they abandoned their Camp, and five thoufand of them were ta- 
ken Prifoner5 by the Romans with the Spoil. Next Day the Bodies of the dead being number- 
ed, there were found 11300 ^ufcanSy and of the Romam as. many fave one (O- ValeritHf 
PoplicQia the remaining Conful had a more noble Triumph than any before him. Having re- 
ftored the Peace, he made a funeral Oration for his Coilegue, and his Example was followed 
byPofterity, Pc^Z/Vo/^z delaying the Election of another Conful till Affairs were fettled, and 
mean Time dwelling in a ftately Houfe on Mount Velia^ the People feared he would prove a- 
nother Starquin. But he £bon ihewed them the contrary, by pulling down his Houfe, and 
bowing fo courteoufly to the People in publick, that he was called, Th^ People pleafir : And 
to ingratiate himfelf further with them, he made feveral Laws for retrenching the Confular 
Powers by allowing Appeals from the Conful to the People 5 by making it Death for any 
Man to take on the Office of a Magilirate without the People's Confent ; and to relieve poor 
Citizens from Payment of Tribute. He alfo made Laws for punifljing Difobpdience to the 
Confuls, and for creating two Quaeftors or publick Treafurers to take Care of publick Moneys 
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tud Contributions, and appointed the Temple of Satnrft for the Mrarin'm or Treafury. Then 
W held an Aflembly for elecling anothef Conful, where Lucretius the Father of Lucretia. 
Svas chofen, and the Precedency yielded to him. But he dying a few Days after, his Crearioni 
Marcus aF?om^/KJ was chofen in his Room, inwhofe Time the Capitol was iiniilied and dedicat- 
ed. In Toplicola't fecond Gonfulftiip, which was in the Year of Rome 2465 Uarquin niade a 
hew EHbrt to recover his Kingdom : For gaining Porfenna^ King of Clufium^ one 'oF the £, 
truYtan Princes to efpoufe his Quarrel, he came with an Army, feized the Jamculim^ and 
laid Siege to Kome. In an Attack Foplicola was Wourided and carried oft" 3 upon which the 
'Romofis flying were purfued to the Bridge, and the Enemy might have entred the Town, had 
hot Hdratins Cocles^ and a few Men with him valiantly defended the PaflTage, till the Romans 
broke the Bridge : Then X:ocles thve^ himfelf in his Armour into the River, and fwam over 
ijnto his Friends, tho* he received a Wound in the Hips while on his Way. Foplicola rt. 
Kvardei him, by beflowing upon him i Piece of Land, and by eredtitig to his Memory a Sta- 
tue of Brafs in the Temyjle ofViilcai^. Mean Time Porfe;ma, by carrying on the Siege, re- 
duced the City to great Straits by Famine. But Foplicola in his third Confulfhip ftole out of 
the Gity, and overthrew And killed five thoufahd of the 'S^ufcans ( a). However the Siege 
continuedi ^\\\ Mutins k Koman^ but wearing the ST/z/r^^;^ Habit and fpeaking their Language, 
broke in upon their Camp, defigning to have killed For[enna^ but inftead of him flew one of 
his Courtiers ; whereupon being apprehended, he thruft his Right Hand into the Fire topunifh 
it for fo grofs a Miflake. The King obferving his Refolution, reached him back his Sword 
find dilbiifTed him with Applaufe. Mxitius taking it with his left Hand, whence he had the 
Name of Sccevola^ told the King, ^hat three hundred Romans in the Camp now waited to take 
(tzvay bis Life^ hut that he was Jatisfied he had miffed killing a Ferfon^ whofe Mag72anzmity en^ 
titled him to the Friendjbip of the Roman 'Natim. Whereon Forfemia admiring the Romau 
Courage, abandoned the Intereft of ^lar^?/^;/, and came to an Accommodation with the E.o. 

upon Terms, that they Ihould quit the i'ufcan Lands which they had formerly taken, 
iand that Prifohers and Defercer^^fhould be returned on both Sides. ■ 

A Year or tv/o after this, the Sabines being very troublefome by their Incurfions intorlie 
' Rdw;tf7« Territories, M. Valerius^ the Brother o£ Poplicolay And Fojlhnmius S^nbertus hemgQoxi- 
fuls, they v/ere twice overthrown, and many df them killed, with little Lofs to the Romm. 

The Year following Foplicola being Conful a fourth Time, the whole Nation of the Sahim 
joined with the Latines againft Rome, But Appius Clanfus^ an eminent Man among them, be- 
ing much againft the War, retarded the Preparations, and afterwards came over to the Ho- 
mians with five thoufand of his Friends C^), who had large Privileges and Poireflions allowed 
them in the City, efpecially Claufus himfelf, who was made a Senator, and the Claufi^ after- 
wards called Clandiij became as great a Family as any at Rome. The reft of the Sahines were 

foon defeated. In a little afterthis Foplicola diedj and Was buried with Honour on the publick 

Charge. " 

^arqui^i being ftill reftiefs and unfatisfied, by the Affiftance of Mamilins OSiavius his Son 
in Law, ftirred up the whole Body of the Latines to make War againft Rome^ and alfopro* 
fcured Fidence to revolt. He endeavoured to foment Jealoufies between the richer and poorer 
Sort of the Romans 5 the latter complaining of Ufury, and that the Creditors ufed their de- 
bitors wof fe than Slaves^ Snlpieins one of the Gonfuls puniftied the Mutineers, and the City 
Fiddnce yielded to Largins Flavins. The reft of thQ Latines enraged at the Lofs of thisTowni 
began to complain of their principal Men 5 which Opportunity ^arquin and Mamilins fo far 
improved, as to obtain all the Latin Cities, being twenty four in Number, to declare War a- 
gainft the Romans^ engaging them by dreadful Oaths, that none of them Ihbuld forfake their 
AlTociates, nor make any feparate Peace. This Confederacy obliged the Romajis to prepare 
•^^ for War; but when they began to levy Men, the poorer Sort refufed to lift, except their 
'Debts were remitted by a Decree of the Senate CO- The Patricians endeavoured to pa city 
the Multitude by gentle Words, but all in vaih : At length it was refolvedi that ail Suits and 
Proceffes concernii7g Debts, fhould ceafe till this War was finiftied. The Senate alfo found ic 
necefTary, upon the Account of the Wars abroad, and Troubles at home, to create a P^^"^"* 
lar Magiftrate from whom there Ihould ly no Appeal, and who for a limited Time, ftiouW be 
fole Governor, by the Name of Dilator. Largius Flavins C^) was the firft created by thebe^ 
nate into this Office. This was the firft Intermiflion of the COnfular Power; which long f * 
terwards in the Time of C^efar^ proved the Ruin of the Commonwealth^ and the Means of in- 
troducing Monarchy. The Didlator appointed JJ). Cajfius his Mafter ofHorfe, and bega^ 
a Cenfifs - whete fear of loling their Freedom and Eftate fo far prevailed, that Abundance 0 
People lifted themfelves, and he got the Lati72es to make a Truce for one Year. This being 
done, he laid down his Didlatorfhip, no Man having fiiffered Death or Banifhment in his ^i^^^" 
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Nor was this ektraordinary Office much abufed to the Prejudice of the Republick till the Davs 
of *S>//^. ... ^ 
The Truce being at an End, both Parties prepared to take the Field. The Latznes beins 
very ftrong, the Senate nominated Virginins Pofihzmius Dilator, who chofe Ebutius Elva for 
his Mafter of Horfe, and encamped at the Lake RegiUns^ fourteen Miles Eaft of Rorae - 
where a bloody Battle was fought- . Flortti C^)fays, 2%^? Pofthumius threw one of the EnCizns 
among the Enemy ^ that his Men might he the more eager to fall upon them and recover it %2d 
that GolTus ordered the Bridles tote taken off the Horfes^ that they might charge with the Ireat^ 
er Violence and Fury, At laft the Viftory fell to the Side of the Koniaus^ who fought with 
fo much Bravery, that Florus Q') fays. No Body doubts but Caftor arid Pollux were prefent 
on Milk white Steeds^ and the DiSiator 'vowed to build them STcmples. The Latines loll: Ma^ 
raitius and Sextus '^arqiiinitis^ and were fo broken, that fcarcc a fourth Part of them efcaped" 
and therefore they begged Peate 5 which was granted. . Thus ended the Wars upon Account 
of the ^arquihsy after they had continued for thirteen Years I And the old proud S'arquiu be- 
ing the only Perfon left of all his Family, retired to Cnmie^ where he foon died, being abouc 
tjjnety Years of Age, and the lalb King, bearing that Title, that ever Rome iaw. 

Upon finiftiing this War, PoJihtimiuS'laid down his Diclatorlhip, and Appiiis Claudius the 
tSahine^ v/ith Servili us Pri feus were tnside Cohfuls for the following Year, being the 258 of 
Kme, The Severity of the Creditors made new Complaints among the People ^ which occa- 
iioned M. Valerius a Popular Man, to be next Year chofen Dictator 5 who pleafing the Peo- 
ple with fair Promifes, lifted ten Legions, and with thofe marched againft the Volfciy 
qui and Sahines^ then all up in Arms, and having reduced them^ he divided moftof the Lands 
of the Volfci among his Soldiersj but was not able to fatisfy their ^Demands concerning their 
Debts. And therefore, when he had laid down his Office, and Peace was reftbred. Debates 
and Humours between the Patricians and Plebeians came to a great Height, fo as the People 
retired and encamped in Mons Sacer^ and would join in no War till their Grievances were re- 
dref?ed C^). There werfe diflerent Opinions in the Senate about the proper Method to fa- 
tisfy thofe Cbriiplaints. Appitts Claudius^ a venerable Senator, pleaded that by complying w itJi 
the Multitude, they had impaired the Dignity of their own Order, and that nothing ought to 
be granted to the Rabble. . Menenius Agrippa on the other Side urged the great Necelfity of 
Compliance with the People, fmce the Dominions could neither be preferved nor in- 

(creafed without the Affiftance of thfe inferior Sort, and in this he was feconded by Pofthumius 
the laft Didtatof and feveral others. At laft it was agreed, that the People Hiould chufe 57 r/- 
Mnes to preferve their Privileges and fccure their Liberties. The Authority of thofe Tribunes 
was fo great, that they could aHemble the People, propofe what they pleafed, hinder the De- 
liberations of the Senate, annull its Decrees, fummon other Magiftrates before the People ^ 
yea fometimes they imprifoned the Confuls. They were to keep their Doors open Night and 
Day, to hear Complaints and relieve the opprefled, and had no Power to be abfent from the 
City. They were at firft only five in Number (O s but thirty feven Years after this, five 
more were added, and this Number long continued. They were at firft chofen from among 
the common People j but afterwards the Senators and Patricians looked on this Charge as ho- 
nourable, and the Emperors themfelves after Auguflus^ did not difdain the Title of Strihum 
Plehis, This Remarkable Change happened in the Year of Rome a6o, from the Creation of 
the World 34 5 75 before the Birth of Chrift 493 Years. 

The Commons having obtained from the Senate a Confirmation of the Tribunelhip, they 
got another Privilege fuperadded, even to chufe yearly two out of their Body to aflift'thefe 
Officers; They were called ABdiles^ ah adibtts curandiSy becaiife one Part of their Bufineft 
was to take Care of the publick Buildings : And befides, they were, by Permiflion of the Tri- 
bunesi'tp^punilh exceffive Ufurers, to reftrain Tipling and Gaming-houfes, to eorrefl falle 
Weights-and Meafures, and to provide, Bread, Corn and Oyl in Time of Famine. The Com- 
mons having obtained thofe Grants, readily lifted (which before they had refufed) againft: 
the Volfiiy under Pofihumins Cominius the Conful, who took- Longnla^ and Polufiia^ and then 
invcfted Ci?3*/<?// their Metropolis. When the ilc37?;^?«J attempted to ftorm this Town, the 
Befieged received them with fo much Courage as to drive them back to their Trendies : But 
Vaius Marcius a Patrician ftood the Shock, and forced the Befieged back to the Town, fol- 
lowing them fo clofe at theHcelsj that he entred the Gates with them, overthrew the Enemy, 
and took the City. Whereupon the Conful gave Marcius great Praife, and offered him the 
tenth Part of the Spoil, before the Divifion of the reft among the Soldiers : But he generoufly 
refufed all^ except one fingle Horfe, and the Relief of one fingle Perfon he had a Favour for 
among the Prifoners. Which being granted, he was honoured with the Sirname of Coriolamts 
(f)y and a Peace was granted to the Volfci upon their Submiffion. 
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IsFext YiSar there was a Famine in the Gity^ occalioned by the Want of Tillage ii> the Time of 
the 'iate Gonfufions between the Patricians and Plebetam ^ which obliged the Senate to fend to 
'^'icily, and feveral Parts of //-^/y for Gornj^ a great Q^uantity whereof ttras bought at ah eafy 
JCate, or half given by G^/oj^ K.ing ofSicz/y. When the Senate came to confult how to dili 
pofeofitj Corzolatziis advifcd to keep it Hp at a high K^ate^ and tojhewm Favour to the lufo^ 
lence of the ^ribnneSy and of the K&hhh^ but to tnke away the ^rihnnefhip^ as th^ only Way u 
remedy the Diforders of the State (^a). Upon which he was indited belpr'e the Tribunes, and 
Sicinius one of chat Number pronounced againft him the Sentence of Death, ordering their 
JBdiTes to feize him, and call him headlong over the farpezpM Rock, But a Tumult arlBngj 
he was refcued by the Patricians out of their Hands 5 and the Tribunes themfelves granted the 
third Nnndin^e^ or ninth Day thereafter fbr his Trial. When the appointed Day cdme. Com- 
la^iiis was accufed for afpiring to be King, and uling tyrannical Power ovel* K'ome • but when 
they found this Charge could not be proved, they accufed him of hindering the Corh to be dii 
ilributed among the People at a njean Prjce j and that he, had not made a Diftribution con- 
form to Lawj, of the Spoils taken IhtHfe ^Territory bfthfe Antiatii. For thefe Things the Ma- 
jority ^f tiie Tribes gave tlaeir Sentence that he ihouJd be banifhed the City for ever. -Accor- 
dingly having taken Farewell of his weeping Family, he left the City, accompanied only by 
fome few Friends, retired to Antimn in the Territory of the Fo//^/,and fac down in the koiile 
of Julius Atti/is^ the principal Man in the City^ a great Enemy to the Romans^ to whom 
he reprefented his Cafe 5 and he chearfully engaged in his Quarrel. Coriolajtiis having got an 
Arhiy together, plundered the Romafi Territories, taking T-olerinm^ Laviti^ Pes, and Bok : 
And uriderftanding the great DifTentions that were at Rome, he marched all the Way to C//«- 
liits's Ditchjwithin five Miles of the City j which put all the Citizens in a Fearjcfpecially when 
he refufed, at the Defire of their Ambalfadorsj withthfeir Priefts and Sooth-fayers^ fo much as 
to treat of a Peace. At lafl his Mother Feturia^-^kh his Wife Volimnia^ and fome other La* 
dies, made their Add relies to him in favours of his Country j and after a moving Speech of his 
I^other, which is pathetically reprefented by Plutarch he told herj- O Mother^ you have 
gained the Vi^ory^ moft fortunate to my Country ; hut mortal and unhappy foir yottr Son. ' And 
upon this withdrew his Army from the Roman Territories; ^tUlns Attitts reprefehted this 
as the higheft 'treachery to the Volfci^ and got poor QoriolantiS to be cut in Pieces by them^ 
without allowing him to fpeak a Word for himfelf^ in the Year of Rome z6s> The Roman 

Senai^ decreed the Temple of t^ortune to be built ibrthe Women, and allowed them to mourn 
ten Months foi- the Death of CoriotahkSi 

Soon after this Pitginitii and Qaffms overthtew the Volfci^ and killed their General : 

if et equal Privileges Were granted to them with the Latines^ by the M^ans Of Jp. Cajfius 5 
which together with his Triumph lately obtained, without performing any thing that deferved 
it, procured him much Envy, efpecialiy when he became proud by his three Gonfullhips, and 
two Triumphs, atid feemed to affect a Continuation of this Power to himfelf as fole Gover- 
nor. Nor did his granting the People the Agrarian Law, by which the conquered Land was 
divided among the Commons, excluding new Allies and Ailbciates, who could not expe£^ to 
fhare of what was gained before their Time, mend the Matter : But at laft CaJJms was accu* 
fed of affefting Tyranny, condemned and executed for it (j^). 

. In this fummary Account of the ito«?^« Affairs, 1 don't pretend tO take Notice of the 
^ranfaftions of every Year, but of the more remarkable 5 and therefore may here obferve> 
that when Ccefo FabinSy and ^itus Virginius were Confuls, in the Year of Rotne 275, the Ve^ 
jmtes engaged In War with the Romans^ and were oppofed by the Family of the Fabii, The 
Vejentes not daring to attack them in their Fortrefs^ drew thetti out by a Stratagetoi and thfe/ 
fell in an Ambufcadef ; where that whole Family, confiftihg of three huhdred and fix Men^ 
faith Livy (^dj^ and Anrelius ViSior Qe\ or of three hundred^ according to Eutropius (f), were 
all cutoff", fighting valiantly, and killing many of their Enemies; Only one Boy^ not fiC for 
the War, remained ; of whom afterwards iprung Fahius Maximtis, But the VejenteS we're foon 
fo dverpovyered, as they were forced to beg Peace of the Romans 5 vrhich was granted them 
for forty Years (^g). A CS?/////^ belnj; kept at Aotfi^, a hundred and nineteen thoufehd Citi^ 
zens were entred in the Tax-Roll (fi). The Romans ftill continued to have War with th6 
^qiii^ Sabmes^ and Voljci^ wherein they generally had the Advantage.- From the Vol[ci 
they tdok a confiderable City on the Sea-coaft, twenty eight Miles' South-eaft of 
Rome ^ which was made a Row^?;; Colony. Nor had any of thofc People any confiderabte 
Advantage over the Rotnans for nine Years together, tho" in the midft of thefe Wars there 
happened a moft grievous Plague in the City, which fwept away a great Multitude both of

Accordingly three Envoys were . fent fey . Sea on the piiblick Charge ^ \vBoj. after t'hrfee Years 
Stay) returned^ and brought a Syftem of Lawsi called t^^ firft.oF the Ten, ahcl after- 

wards of the Tsyelve Tables, concerning ifacred, publick. and private Rights; which is how for 
nioft part loft, except fome Firagments ex.cerpted out oF various Authors (ii]). When the 
Anabafladbrs returned, the Tribunes required that Magittrates might bie npniiiiated to execute 
'thofe Laws. And after a grave Debate in the Senate, it was agreed, that: ten Men of the chief 
^ienators ifhould be elefted, whofe Power continuing only for a Year, Ihould tie the fame with 
tha't of Kings or Confulsj without any Appeal ; And that other Magiftrates fhould lay dowii 
their Authority, till the.ir CommifTion ftjould be renewed according to the Laws. This being 
done in the Senate, and confirmed by the People, the Confuls eledlj, reFigned their bfficCj^ ^nd 
were made part of the Decemvirate. As alfo the Tribunes, ^dile's, Quaeftors, were, di- 
verted oF ail Power and Authority This remarkable Change of Government, and fecond 
Sore oF.intermiifnbn of the Confular Power happened 303 Yeiars after the iuil4ing of Kome^ 
3499 Ye^rs from the Creation oF the World, and 451 Years before bur Savioiir's Birth. 

§ 5. The Decemvirs began their Government with Moderation : The. linking pF the Of^ 
fice of Tribunes of the ii^eople Was acceptable to the Senate, and the Equity of tne new 
Laws wis pleafing to.i;he People^ and hence they had ihe Ihtereft to have their Power conti- 
nued for about three Years, fiut when they began to a£t in ah arbitrary Way, and tyrannize. 

over the People, the Scene changed 5 particularly when -^ppins 'Claudius^ the firft and chief 
of the specemviratci formed a.i)efjgn to make their Power during Life 5 when, contrary to 
the Advice bf C. Claudiii's his Uncle, he tyrannized over the iSenators, and commanded the: 
Clerk to draw d Decree, Whereby the fole Power bf levying Forces and commanding them was 
\,iven to the Decemvirs 9 when he and his Collegues were forced by the^<7«? to flee fharheful- 
,y, and abandon their Camp ][ wiien he'caufcd mxxrdQV Siccins behtattis and finally^ wheri 
he feized Virginia^ the beautiful fjaughter bf Virgmhs a Plebeian, for his own Luft i whoni 
her Father killed in tiie Market-place ,with a jSutcher's Rnife, and crie<J out, Jppius^ thou ^yl 
ra72t^ with this Knife 1 doom thee to Dedth^ and with the fame bloody Knife lii his Hand raii 
through the City, calling to the People to regain their Libetcy, and the fame way ran to th^ 
Camp, perfuading the Army to revolt from the ST^/i, and redeerb their finking Country : 
j['hen the tower pf the Deceriavir^te came to an End Cf)- . ^ppi^^s^ the chief ol them^ was 
completed to Prifon , but before his Trial, iyas found dead. Oppins, the next to hirti, was 
accu'fed and condemned 5 but died the fame Day in Prifdn, by his own Hands. The other 
eight went willingly into Baniftiment. ^ This was done in the End bf the thitd Year after th^ 

■Decemvirs were nominate, being the Year of Ro«?<? 3c>^-, 

§ 6. The tower bf the Decemvirs being abrogate,^ the Government of the Cit ^6113^64 
to its former Channel.. Valerius and tio^a^ius wef-e chofen Confuls, and Virgwins^ who had 
fo adlive a Hand in this t^evblurion, was cl>bfen one of the Tribunes' of the Peopled Th^ 
Confuls took the field agajnit the -^'^«/' and.r^//cf., ib fuccelsfully as tb deferve k Triumph 5^ 
which thb' the Senate reUifed^ yet by the AfHftahc^ of. .the Tribunes, they pi-oCured a Law tof 
" lafs by the Votes of the People, granting them fhe Hphour they dernancied: Thus th^ Ple- 
eian Power did daily increafe. In the Year of Aorae, 309, the fame Enemies of the Stat^ 
made Incurfions and Ravages, eveh to the Walls of tUe Giiy, till ^lintius and FiHtts the Con- 
fuls gave them a fignal bverthrbw. . , ... 

The Tribunes of the People became ftill liiore infolentj and nothing would fatisfy the Cona- 
mons but to have a Share in the higheift Offices and Places of Tt^ft j for -which end they pro- 
jpofed two Laws, bhe, to permit the Marriage of the Plebeians wtfh ihe Pat ri eta ft s^ ihd the o- 
ither, to make Plebeians capable of tie Confulfl^ip. The Senators tOok thbfe I)em4nds in iU 
tart ; but, to prevent Commotions In the ^fcate, the^ pafled the Lav; aTaout Marriages. This 
pacified the Commons only for a ftiort Space 5 for wlieti fche ^qui and Sahines taidc Ravages 
iin the Koman Tetritoriesi they refufed to lift th<iihrelvfes ih the Warj till they Were rbaae tar-

After fome Conferences Among the Senators, Claudius propofed this 
Expedient, hy no mtmts to (nffer tte 'Confuljhip to coine into the Hands of the Plebeians^ hut to 
create certain Governors in the room of the Confnls^ -jfioc or eight in Number, - whereof one half at 
teafi Jhould he Patricians ; for by this means they fhould feem not to take too mtich Power to theni^ 
f elves, and yet retain their Prerogative, And he added, ^hat when the Senate Jhould affemhk^ 
he would fpvak againft the Demand of the Plebeians as nnreafonahte, with fome elder Senators ; 
hut that Genucius, the Confu fs Brother, with fome yoimger Members of the Sefiate^ fhould of-, 
fer this Mean of Reconciliation, and the reft- fhould go in to it C^). When the Meeting of 
the Senate came, this Method being taken, the Plebeians were pleafed with the Offer ; and 
tho^ fome of their Number ftood for the Offi'ce, they beftowed it upon three etainent Patrici- 
ans, being fatisfied with the bare Novelty of the Thing. This was the third Intermiffion of 
theConfuIar Power, thb* the Authority was (equivalent, which happened in the 310th Year of 
Rome, 443 Years before our Saviour's Birth. And here ends the eleventh Book q£ Diojiyfius 
Halicarnaffetis, which is the laft of his Rofnait Hiftory or Antiquities that is tranfmitted to us, 

the reft being loft. 

§ 7. These new Magiftrates were called Military Tribunes ; but within three Months after 
their Eledlion, the Augurs Found fome Flaw in it (b\ and the Government returned to its for- 
hier Channel. Next Year the Confuls, to eafe themfelves of a Part of the publick Bufinefs, got 
two new Magiftrates created called Cenfors Xc), being fo namfed becaufe the overfeeing of the 
Cenfus wa^ a principal Part of their OiEce, whereby an Eftimate was made of the Romans E- 
ftates, diftributing them into Clafles and Centuries, and taking their Numbers. They ^^ere cho- 
fen once in five Years, when the Lujlrum ^vas tt> be performed, and continued only a Year and 
a half. In procefs of Time they became Perfons of great Dignity and Power, being Infpedlors 
of Mehs Lives and Manners, taking upon them to degrade Senators^ to take away the Horfe 
and the Ring from the Equites or Gentlemen^ and td turn Plebeians from a higher tp a lower 
tTribe, and to do other things of the like Nature 5 and were for a long Time chofen out of the 
Patricians. About the fame time, Geganius the Conful relieved Ardea, and triutnphed over 
the Volfci, leading Cluilius their General a Captive before his triumphal Chariot (^^j. About 
three Years after this, in the Time of a great Faminej Sp, Malius a RomaH Knight, ^t^ho waj 
very rich, diftributed a confiderable Quantity of Corn to the Poor at his own Charge, where- 
by he affe<£ted to be popular, and to raife himfelf to the Sovereignty, ^tintius CincinHatus^ 
an aged Man, being then chofen Didlator, and Servilius Ahala his Mafter of the Horle, tiie 
3Didlator fummoned Malitts to appear 5 who being back'd by the Mob, refufed to obcj^. 
Whereupon Ahala fet upon him in the Forum, and killed him 5 and was juftified by ^lintius^ 
who ordered his Goods to be fold, and his Houfe to be demoliflied. The Tribunes of tbe 
People being enraged at the Death bf their Friend Melius, caufed Military Tribunes to be 
5*«».t?:Ci created for the following Year j and three Patricians were elected j to the difappointment of the 
us' Plebeians : But Confuls were chofen next Year* 

For fome Time the Romans had Wars with the Fidenates and Vejentes^ the Voifci dnd is- 
qui, their Neighbours j who being fubdued, a more dangerous Enemy did arife, I mean the 
Gauls J who finding their own Country too narrow for them, and defiHng a Remove intonewr 
Habitations, under the Condudt Brennus theit* King they broke into Btruria^ and irirefted 
Clufiim, a City in alliance with Rome, Thefe were the QaUt Senones^ a numerous and war^ 
like People, inhabiting that Part o£ Italy which is now called Lo7nbardy, a People vaft in Bo^ 
dys rude and barbarous in their Mann'?rsj who wandred as Rovers over many Countries. 
Sftfff.tr.c.The Inhabitants of Clufium, affrighted at their Numbers and dreadful Looks, fent toRome (f)i 
35a. begging the Republick to Interpofe by Ambafladors to difiuade thofe unjuft AggrelTors from 
their Enterprize. Accordingly the Senate difpatched three of the Fdbii, whom the Gauls re- 
ceived courteoufly, and in a Conference the Ambafladors demanded the Reafons of their pre- 
fent Undertaking, lince the Clufians had done them no Injury. To which Brennus anfwered, 
That the Clufians bad refufed to part with fome of their Lands to him, when they bad mire th&n 
they could eafily manage 5 and this was the fame kind of ^larrel that the Romans bad with ths 
Albans, Vejentes and others, with whom they bad cofzftant Wars. Thefe Anfwers fo enraged 
the Ambaffadors, that they ftraight ftirred up the Befieged in Clufium to make a Sally againft 
the Befiegers (g), they themfelves heading them. Fabius Ambuftus, one of thefe ^nvo^s, ir^ 
the Fight killed a Gaul of huge Bulk, and was difcovered while difarming him. This pro* 
voked Brennus, to fee Ambaffadors a6ling fb contrary to the Duties of their Office, and made 
him break up the Siege, and march diredfly toRome. Butj that he might not feem to do any 
thing un juftly, he demanded the Men to be delivered up who had broke the La^ of Nations ; 
which the Senate and People not only refufed, but alfb created the fame Perfons, in conjurifti" 

on with three others. Military Tribunes for carrying on the War, Brennus, on hearing this,

The Roviam met h'lni 
at the River Miay eleven Miles from the City, with an Army of forty thoufand Foot j bue 
fbr mbft part they were i*'aw unskilful Soldierst, and'^ which was worfe, -under the. Conduct, of 
feveral Tribunes equal in Command. Hence they were foon defeated : Their left Wing .being 
driven into the Rivet" Alliai, and- there drowned or cut: in Piefces, . their right fled 5 and. the 
Day was ever after marked as bnlucky in. the Jovian Kalcndar. Rome was in great Confter-. 
nation at the News of their X-ofs, and the fudden Approach of the Enemy^ nothing being heard 
but Howlino-s i fo that the City was left abandoned .and open.; Only a Part of the Citizens, r^r 
tired to the*Capitoly and refolved there to endure a SiLge. Some of the Priells.aivi ancient: 
Senators, who had been honoured with Confulftiips and Triumphs, could not quit the City ; 
but placed themfelves in the For?fj» in their Robes and .Ivory Chairs, refolving, C.nce .they 
had lived in Honour, to die in State. BrepimiSj^ the third Day alter the Vid^ory, entred the 
defencelefs City,, and. inarched on to the /or/(W2 5 where, he wondred to foe . fo .many grave 
Men fitting like^Statues, and thought them to be an Aflembly of Gods. Ar . f^c.\A\^^ 
{troKed Papirins's Beard ; but the old Man not bearing this^ gave the Ffe 
Ivory Staff, till the Blood came ; Whek-eupon the. Soldier killed the Senator with a Sword, 
and the reft of the Gauis did the like to all the Romans-^ without Mercy or Diftinaion^ that 
camfe in their Way C»)i many Days piundred the City, and then burnt it down to the 

Ground. Thus all Rome was burnt, except the Capitol, .j.64 Years after it was built, from 
the CreatioTi of the World 15561 Yearsj before the Birth of Chrifl 389. . . . - . 

Mean time the Capitol was clofely befieged by .the G&itls^ and the Country round about ra- 
vaeed and deftrbyed by tht§4r. Army (b'). At this Time M. Furius Camillm was a.c Ardea, 
Upon mentioning this noble Roiit^U, who afted a very generous Partj .in .delivering hi§ Coun- 
try it is not out of my Way to give a Ihort Account of his Life : And therefore we. may ob" 
ferve, that heraifed himfelf by his Merit and great Skill in military Affairs. For. at the. Sieges 
of Veiii which lafted tori Years^. he was twice a Military Tribune; , He being chofen DitUtbr^ 
and finding that the City wis hot. to be taken by Storm, he carried on a Mine 5 which .beingr 
finiflied, he made a general AffaUlr, which obliged the Befieged to ftand ,to the t>eftoce olT 
their Walls ; and in the mean time the RomAn Soldiers broke opeq the Mine, lea.ped into the 
City, and opened the Gates to the Dictator 5 where he ^ntringj took great S-poilsj and- parti- 
cularly Jum's Image, which he carried to Rome (O 5 and obtained a mo.re noble Triumph, 
than any of his Predeceffors. When thb Tribunes of the People propofed a I-aw, to dividt^ 
the Senate and People into two Parts;, whereof one fliould ftay atR(?w/^j and the other remove, 
to VeiL Camilliis oppofed the Motion, and got it put off, as what might tend to the Ruin oi" 
their ancient City. In the Year of Rome %6o^ he \vas made a third Time Military TTibunQ 
againft the Fali/ci whom he Ihut up and befieged in their City Falerii^ \yhich was ftrongi 
and well provided for Defcncej and therefore not eafy to be taken. During the Siege, tha 
Schoolmafter of the Town feveral Times led out his Boys to Game^ and at laft, .thinking to 
merit a great Reward from the Roman General, delivered his whole Scholars to the Befiegersi 
as a Pledge whereby they might gain.theCity. Bnt Cammns'y abhOrrijig this bafe Treapheryj^ 
fordered.the Schoolmafter to be ty'd^^ and whipji'd by his Scholars into the Town and the 
Befieged were £6 taken with this noble Generofity^ that they yielded to Camllus i Vvho.tool? 
them and the Faif/eri into Friendfhip with the Ronmm^ only fining them ir^.a fium of Money* 
Notwithftanding thefe good Setvicesj CamiUus was indidted. by the.TribuneS of the PeoplCj^ 
for fraudulent Pra(flices with refpeft to the Plunder obtained }rt the.Wafsi and for npf:. giving 
the tenth of the Spoil to Jpol/d conform to -his Vow, and fined In fifteen thoufand Affes^ which 
amounts to about fifty Founds St'eriwg. CatnilUis ioking this in ill Parti elpecialh^ bec^ufe he 
found the Multitude exafperated againft hira^ retired to Ard^a^, prayiog* That jfjj.e w<is..t7i^ 
Kiocent^ bis Gotmtry might find the Lofs of him. . In this Retir^iment:; he was moved with Com^ 
paffioni when he heard of the Saccage and b.urniilg o^t^ome by the Gauls-i and findiijg, thef<f 
Enemies went about .in Parties plundering the Country, and. frequently Uy at, Niglit.. drunk 
in thcFields, hfe perfuaded the Men of Ardea, who were able, tp bear Arms, to join him.^ 
and fall upon them j which they.fo effea:ually did^ as to ciit off a great Partyi fcarce leaving 
a Man to carry News to Rotne of .the. Defeat. . The Farfie. of this.Viftory Fpviyed .a little , th? 
fainting Spirits of the Romafxs^, .and thdfe of then? who fled to.,re/i afte? the late, O^erthrpw 
at Allia^ fent to Camiilits to be their General. But h.e.refufed to aa unlefs l^e obtained a Com- 
miffion from thofe ftiut up in. the, Capitol, . whom he.xonfidered.as, the furv.iying.^low^??^ State, 
Now, it was very difficult, to have any Cortefpondenc& with the Befieged in the.Capitol ^^^ow-. 
ever, P o;jt ins Co wjm us undertook xhls Service; and, putting on a popr .Gajmept, with.a Bundi?: 
of Corks under it^ he fwam.the RiV.er ^yi^cr upprt the. Cprks^ .and.fera,nibled up fhe Rock, 



where he foon got his Inftruftioos fromi.the Befifeged-i .ape) retu.cnipg .tlie fame Way,, deliyerr 
ed to Qamiiliis an Order of the Seriate eonilitutiog him Diftator^ who chole Vakrtus Potttius 
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bis Matter of Horfe ; and getting together a confiderablc Army, relblved to march againf?. 
the Bnemy. 

In the mean time the Gauls difcovered that fome body had fcrambld up to thie Capitol^ and 
told the fame to Brenmis 5 who ordered a Party in the Night-time to climb up the fame VVaj^ 
and furprife the Place. The Attempt was made with great Secrecy, not fo much as a I}©' 
barking j only fome Geefe, faid to be facred to J^if^Oy by gaggling, and clapping their Wingf 
difcovered it. Whereupon the Kovta)2s fnatched up their Weapons ; and particularly Manlm 
a noble Patrician, throwing down two of the foremoft of the Gaul's^ and others doing the like 
thefe by their Fail overthrew others who were behind them 5 fo as the whole Defign was dif- 
appointed. After this the Affairs of the Gauls were in a worfe Condition by want of Provifions 
and the Plague raging among them ; which made them offer to capitulate upon the foliowing 
Terras, ^hat npo7z the Romans paymg a thotifand P oiifi d-mei ght of Gold^ they JIaoiild leaze the 
'City. The Gold being brought forth, the Gauls pulled bafck the Balance as they thought fit • 
which the Komaus complaining ot^ Brenims caft in his Sword and Belt into the Scales, crying^ 
viSiiSy IVo to the Vanquifhed^ which became a Proverb. While they were thus difputingj 
Camillns arrived with his Army, and told the GattlSy ^hat it was the Cnfiom of the Romans /<? 
deliver their Country with Iron^ fiot with Gold and that he difan7mlled the Compa^^ as being 
made without his Coftfent^ who being Di&ator^ had the fole Power of making Peace, Where- 
upon they went to Blows ; and next Day^ in a bloody Battle the Gauls were entirly overthrown, 
their Camp taken, and fuch Execution done in the Purfuit that the Territories were in 

'3. fliorc Time cleared of them. Thus Kosne was as remarkably recover*fed as it had been before 
lofV, after it had continued feven Months in the Enemy*s Hands 5 for they entreci Kom'e on the 
fifteenth o^July^ and were driven out on the thirteenth February following (^2). For which 
Viftory CaMllns triumphed, the People all rejoicihg, and calling him their Savibur and fe^ 
cond Founder. 

This War- being fjniftied, the Tribunes of the People once more began to urge for remoi 
ving to Veiiy which made the Senate to order Camillas to hold his Didtatorihip for a whole Year 
(Jp\ which was fix Months longer than the ufual Term. He declared to the People how dif- 
honourable it was, to forfake the Seat of their Anceftors to inhabite a conquered City^ and 
ordered Koine to be rebuilt ; whic^ was done with greater Diligence and Hafte than good Or^ 
c.der. Next Year Military Tribunes were chofen 5 who' being, blocked up by the ^qni^ Folfci^ 
and Hetruriansy CamiUtts was made Didlator a third Time, who chdle Servilins Mala fot his 
Mafter of Horfe 5 and they forced then- Enemies to fubmit, after feveral of their Cities had been 
taken : For which CamiUus triumphed a third Time-- Three Years after this, he being then 
a Military Tribune, overcame the fame People againj together with the Hetrtmans and La'' 
tines. In the Year of Kome 369, four Tribes were added, which made the whole Number 
twenty five. Manlius^ for his good Service in preferving the Capitol, had got the Sirname of 
Capitolims : But being proudj ambitious, and feeming to aim at the SoVeteignty,. by plesSmg 
the People ^ CoJfuSy then Diftator^ accufed him 5 and he being found guilty, was thrown o- 
ver the farpeian Rock. So jealous was .Ro;Kff then of her Liberty. 

In the Year of Ro;;/^ 37a Camillns was chofen a military Tribune the fixth iTitiie, again/f 
his own Inclination 5 but it was found neceflary to condu6t the Army againft the Prxmfiimi 
and Volfcz 5 and he marched to oppofe them 2 But at the Time of the A^lion^ being confined 
with Sicknefs, his Colleguei««a5 Farius^ too eager for the Glory of a Vi6tory, engaged with- 
out him, and was defeated. This made Camillns venture abroad on Horfeback ; his Soldiers 
feeing him, rallied, and flopped the Enemy, and next Day attacked and overcame them. In his 
R.eturn he deftroyed fome d^ufcans^ who had killed the Inhabitants of the City Stitrinm^ and 
cametoRo»/ff, loaded with Spoils. Next Year, ^ifff/ax Gf«a«»^^?fj being Dictator, took 
PT(zncJli}^ and eight Towns thait were its Dependants, by Surrender. In the Year of Piom 
375, there were fuch Combuftions in the City about making one of the Confuls out of the 
Plebeians^ that for five Years thereafter there was no fupreme Magiftrate chofen, but only 
^Tribunes of the People, and -^S'^/V^J. When Ma^zlins was Dictator j he chufe Licinius Stoloi 
'Mafter of the Horfe,being the firft Pleheian thzt ever obtained this Honour. Stolo^ to gratify 
thofe of his own Rank, preferred a Law, ^hat no Citizen f/Rome Jhould pojjefs above five him' 
dred Jugera CO5 that is, about three hundred and thirty of our Acres. This being difadvan- 
tagious to the Pi7/r/V/i7«j,was in the Event found alfo fo tohimfelf 5 for poffeffing more than 
the Law allowed, he was the firft who was punifhed by Virtue of his own Conftitution. 

While Parties were thus contending. News were brought that an Army of Gauls was maf- 

ching from the Adriatick Sea towards Kome. This made them lay afide their private DifTe^ 

rences, and think of the common Safety : For they feared the Gauls fo much j that a Law was 

made,that the Prieftsfhould be excufed from Wars,except in cafe of an Invalion from the Gauls* 

And all Parties agreed to make Camillns Didlator a fifth Time j who the' now he was eighty 

Years

Years of Age, declined not the Charge in this dangerous Junfture, but prefently chofe 
tins Cincinmtus for his Mafter of Horfe j and, confidering that the Force of the Gauls lay 
chiefly in their Swords, he caufed his Men to be furnifhed with light Iron Helmets, binding 
their wdoden Targets about with Brafs 5 and teaching them lb to handle their Swords, as to 
blotintthofe of their Enemies. By fuch Means, and by a fteady regular Condu^l^ he over- 
threw the Gatils at the River Af2io j and, in his Return had the City Velitri^ furrendred to 
him. While the Koinaizs were thus vi^lorious, the Commons renewed their domeftick Coi>" 
tefts iniifting to have one of the Confuls chofen out of their own Body 5 and the Contention 
was fo hot, that the Tribunes of the People charged ^Camillns the Did:ator to rife from the 
Chair, andanfwer before their Tribunal. Whereupon a Tumult arofe 5 and the Meeting was 
adjourned to the Senate-houfe, where a Law was agreed toi, that one of the Confuls for the Fu- 
ture might be chofen out bf the . From this Time the military C^) Tribunes were 
for ever laid afide, which was feventy one Years after their firft Creation. The People and the 
Senate being reconciled, a Temple was built, and dedicated to Copscord'. Camillus died of 
the Plague. Plutarch remarks concerning him^C^), That he was never once Conful, tho' his 
great AQ:lons raifed him to be i5ve Times Didlatbr, wbn him four Triumphi,^ and gained hiria 
the Name of a fecond Founder of Kome, ' . . 

§ 8. The Patricians deliring that a Prsetbr Ihould be chbfch out of their Bddy, for admin 
firing Juftice 5 this was immediately granted Qf^ : Alfo two Patricians were made Mdiks% 
who from the Ivory Chair wherein they far, when giving Juftice, were called jUdlles Curiiles. 
In the Year of Ro??ie 392^ the Ground deleaving afunder in the Forum to a vaft Depth, 
Ciirtius-^ a brave yoUng Soldier, to deliver his Country Qxs he imagined) rod into the Gulph in 
his Armour, and was there fwdlowed. up C^). The Enemy of Mankind did frequently cheat 
the blinded Heathens to perform fubh inhumane Sacrifices, which we are now delivered from 
by theLight of the Gofpel. The Herhici hQ\ng up in Arms Genucius th^ Plebeian Conful 
inarched againft them, but himfelf was flain, and his Army put to the Rout. This threatniiig 
IJanger made the Senate create Clandins Cajfwus Didlatorj v/ho gained fo much Advantage 
over the Enemy^ that he obtained an Ovation, or an inferior Sort of Triumph. Next Year 
£he Ganls^ in great Numbers, m^jriched within three Miles bf^ Roj/ie ^ whereupon %tV2tins Pen-* 
ms was created Diftator. The Armies being drawn up, a Ganl of vaft Bulk and Height, 
challenged any of the Ro?«iZ«i to meet him in a firigle Combat i which Majili us accepting, 
(by Leave of the Dictator) he killed his Adverfary, and taking a golden Chain from his Neck^ 
had the Sirname o^d'orquatus given him, which he and his Pofterity for a long Time en- 
joyed. With this Action the <?<?/;/j were fo difcburaged, that they fled by Night into the 
Country of the yV^/irri;/^^', and the Dilator returned in Triumph. Afterwards, when F.iri^ 
^ts Caiiiiiins was Conful j in the Year of Kome 405, this Gatds being up in Arms againft the Ko» 
mam, and the Armies within Sight cJf each other, a Ganli remslrkable for hisScatUre, and the 
Richrtefs of his Arms, challenged any one of the Romans to 1 fingle Combat 5 which was ac- 
(cepted of by M, Valerius^ with Leave of the Conful; ahd in a Ihort Time he flew his Adver- 
fary, being affifted in the Fight, as was imagined, by a Crow : Whence he had the Sirname 
bfCorvus^ and hi'; Pofterity o£ Corvini (f). This Combat brought both Armies to a Battle, 
in which the Gaals were intirely routed j and neJic Year this Valerius Corviis was created 
Gonful, which was very extraordinary^ in regard he was then only twenty three Years of Age. 
JFbr a fhbrtSpace after this the Romans had Peace abroad,and Concord at Home,which was not 
their ordinary Privilege. And by this Time their Dohiinions contained double the Extent of 
what they enjoyed at the Expulfion of the Kings Cgy. Notwithftanding, they did not yet polfcfs 
the fourth Part c£ Italy ^ no^ when their Power had continued fourhuhdred and ten Years, a« 
bout fourteen Years before the Fall of the Perfian^ and beginning of the MacGdo?2za7t Empire. 

The Romans before this Time had their Wars, nigh their own Gates 5 but now their Re- 
publick being encreafed in Powerjithey ventured Abroad againft the watlike Samnites, a Peer 
pie who lived about one hundred JMiles Eaft ofRome^ in that part of Italy now called Ah'iizzo^ 
near the Territories of Naples^ ..For the Cdmpanians^zn eifeminate People, being vexed with 
the Incurilonsofthe*y<iw/«/>w, fentto Rome for Aid, imploring it with Tears,^and offering 
both themfelves and their Country into the Hands of the Roinans ; which the latter accepted 
of (J3^ 5 and upon the Sam^zites refufing to defift from ravaging the Territories of CapUa and 
Campania^ the Romans did undertake the War 5 and the Confuls Valerius and Cornelius began 
their March with two Armies 5 the one to Capua^ and the other to Samnium. Valerius after 
a moft obftirtate and bloody Fight, overthrew the Enemy, and became Mafter of their Camp : 
The other Conful unwarrily led his Army into a dangerous Place, where P. Deczus^ a Tri- 
bune or Colonel of the Army, ventured himfelf to break through the Throng of the Enemy, 
and thus became the Mean of obtaining a great Viftory/for which the Conful triumphed, and

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Ductus was highly honoured, and nobly rewarded. The Kotnafz Soldiers taking up their -Win- 
ter Quarters in Capua^ were lb charmed with the Pleafures of that Pla'ce^ that they refolved 
at n.ny Rate to take it for themfelves; ■ Their Defi'gn being difcovered, they began to rebel • 
but upon the Approach of Vdl&fius Corvns^ who was clidfen Di^tatori they yielded^ and wore 
rsteived into l=''^vour, . . 

lUr.n.xr.c. Next YeAt* the Latwes and Campafziizns revolting, Manlins ^m-quatus^.tiow Gonful the third 

Time, and his CoWc^wq Dec ins Mas ^ were fentby the Senate to chaftife. them, if they would 
not fubmit on reafonabie Terms. Bui: the -Latines would be Hitisfied with- nothing lefs, chun 
that one Half of the Senators Ihould be chofen out of their own Nation, which could not be 
granted : Wherefore the War Went ont But before the Battle^ the Confuls agreed that one 
of them, if the Army Ihould be difti-effed^- fhould devote themfelves to the Gods, and die for his 
Country 5 and that no Man upon Pain of Death fhould fight without Orders. Before the En- 
gagement D*?fW had folemnly devoted himfelf 5 the Ceremonies whereof are defcribedby Li* 
i^y ia) : And In the Timeof the Aftion, finding the Latines preffing hard upon that Wing of 
the Army commanded by him, he rufhed violently into the midft of the Enemies 5 where, af- 
tferd great SlsiXxghttT^ he loft his Life. Tho' Livy^ and Florns (c\ fpeak oi^hh Fahof 
DecinSy as a noble Adl of Religion, I find Cicero is of another Mind f d") ^ for he fays^ Loes 
thoH think that the Gods werepleafed with the DeOii devoti^tg themfelves to Death ? Was their 
Wickednefs [0 gTBat that the Deities Could not he [atisfied^ tinlefs ftich Men were deflroyed? 
Nay^ it was a Stratagem of the Generals^ to make their Men jight ijoith Intrepedity^ thinking that 
if the Commanding Officer rnfied upon the Enemy with his Horfe at full Speedy his Army would 
follow*, ai they did. And indeed after this A€t of Decius^ the Romans fought with fuch Cou- 
J'^ge, that the Latines were foon overthrown. At the fame Time the Difcipline of the Con- 
iul JW^w/zV/j was remarkable, if not too rigid and fevere. His Son Manlins pafiing with his 
Troops before the Battle^ was challenged by Geminius Metius^ Captain of the infctilam^ 
whom he engaged, ftripped and killed : But upon his Return to the Army, his Father eaufed 
the liiftor ftrike ofThis viftorious Sons's Head (O5 becaufe he had fought without Orders, 
The Latines being defeated, begged Peace 3 which was granted them. The Coniul Manli us re- 
turning in Triumph, was met only by the old Men, the young ones refufing to do him that: 
Honour, becaufe of his Son'sDeath. In the Year of Roff/ff 422^ about one hundred and feven- 
ty Women were put to Death, for their exquifite Skill in the Art of Poyfoning j which was 
difcovered by a She-flave ^ and this was looked on as fuch a Prodigy, that a Didlator was ere-* 
atod to drive a Nail into Jupiter's Temple (/), in Order to remove the Danger that this 
threatned. 

Various were the Evehts of the War with the Samnites : Fot after they had been overcome, 

they renewed their Infurredllons with fuchVigour^ that the Roman Senate found it neceflaryto 
create Cornelius Arvi7ia Dictator j who appointed Fabius Amhttftus his Mafter of Horfe : And 
they gave the Sa7nnites a great Overthrowj fo as they of their own Accord fent their Prifoners 
and Plunder to Rome^ together with the dead Body of the Author of the Revolt^ who had 
killed himfelf, that he might not be delivered up to his Enemies^ and all this to purchafe a 
Peace. But the Senate receiving the Men, and fuch Goods as the Owners particularly chaJ- 
leiiged, denied them Peace. This provoked Pontiits the chief Man among the Samnites, to 
fuch a Degree, that he vowed to do the Romans a Mifchiefj and in order to thisEnd drew out 
his Men to a Place called Caudinm^ and putting ten Soldiers in the Habit of Shepherds, fent 
>iw?>.u-.c.them to Calacia^ where the Confuls, ?! Vetttrius Calvinus^ znd Sp, P oft humiu^ then lay (5)1 
43** with Orders to report, that the Samnites were now in Apulia^ and had almoft taken Liicem, 
The Confuls believing the Report, made all the Hafte they could to relieve the Town, left 
their Allies the Apulians might be obliged to join with the .Samnites. In this Hurry thei^f- 
^nans taking the neareft but the molt dangerous Way thro' the Straits of Caudiim^ a Pto 
encompafled with high Mountains, where they being blocked upon ail Sides by Pontius^ could 
neither get out nor Hay there for Want of Victuals. Th^Sdmnites having got the Romans in 
this Nec^ fent to Herennius the Father of Pontius^ a wife old Man, but difabled from fight- 
ing, for his Opinion what to do 5 who advifed either to difmifs the Romans free and untouch- 
ed, which would lay a. perpetual Obligation upon them j or to put them all to the Sword, which 
U'ould fo weaken them for a long Time, as they could not have a powerful Army tooppreft 
their Neighbours. Pontius would not hearken to either of thefe Advices, but impofed upon 
the Romans the following Articles 5 7'hat their whole Army fhould march away only with their 
Garments^ having firft in ^oken of Slavery pajffed under the Jugum or Gallows^ that theyM^^'^ 
wholly quit Samnium, removing all their Colonies^ and that hoth the Romafis and Samnites 
JJjQiild live in ^erms of Confederacy and AUiance, To thefe hard Terms, the Confuls in their 
prefent Circumftances confemed, which, fo far as at'prefent they could, were inftantly per- 
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formedj and fix hundred Hoftages given for performing the reft. , Upon th^ Soidier^ Return 
to Romey difarrned and half naked, there was nothing but Sorrow and Gonfufion, for this Dif- 
after and' fhameful Treaty. Poflhuniius 'offered that he and his Collegue would deliver them- 
felves to the Sainmtes^ iince they only Were obliged to obferye the Arciblesj, which the Romc^n 
State knew nothing of. But Pontius refufing this Oifer, and exclaiming againft the Romans 
for Perfidy, they oh the other Hand raifed a powerful Army under the Conduct of Papiritis Atm.v.c 
Curfor the Conful j who revenged fornier Affronts, overthrew the Samuites in/leyeral I-iij- 
Battles, making them all pafs under the Jugum^ took feveral Towns frpm . them, recovered 
the fix hundred Hoftages, and with Difficulty granted them two Years Truce. In ll^orr, as 
'Floras Qd) tells lis^ Romans in fifty Tears Stiwe^ hy the Fabii and, Papirii and their liiuns^ 
ruined both ^own and Country pf ^^e Samnites, fo as fcarce any Footfteps of them remain^ 
does it eafily appear where there Jbould be Matter for fqiir and twenty Triiintpbs. 

The Sdmnites drew the Hetrtiriaiis into the Quarrel but the Force of the former was 
well brolcen before th^ lattbr began to ftir, fo as both became at length Tributary to Rome. Ixi 
the Year from the Building of the City 441, Appiits Claudius one of the Geijfors, tnade the 
famous Cawiey^or High Way called l^/Vz Appia C^) ; and alfo brought a Channel of frefh Wa- 
ter into the City"; which were very great and ufeful Undertakings. The City became ftill 
inore populous : tor in the Year of Rome 460^ there were entred into the Cenftis two 
hundred fixty two tHoiAfatid, three hundred twenty two free Citizens (O- And.here ends the 
lirft becad of Xf-yj? ; the febond bemg wamingp makes it inbre difficult jcb pi^ce.up the Rq^ 
man Hiftory between this and the feconid Punick War, where Livy^s thiird Decad begins. 

The 'Parent i ties and their Adherents were the laft of the Italian's who made Trial of ch^ 
Roman Arms. They had interpbfeH themfelves as Mediators between the Romans and Safn-^ 
nites^ with a peremptory Denunciation of War to that Party that iliould dare to refufe the 
l*eace they offered. The Romans having their Hands fi;*ee of other Wars^ made thoie Words 
Ground of a new Quarrel : They alfo complained that fome Ships of theirs were robbed^ and 
lent AmbalTadors to uareittiim demandmg Reltitution ^ and lome Wrong being pretended to 
be done to thqfe Envoys C^), this was a further Hahiile.to begin the Controverfy. 2are7itunt 
lieth on the South'Eaft Part of Ita^y, on the Sea which is now f fUed Golfo di Tar'ento., The 
People finding a War approaching, got the Lucanians^ Mejpxpldfis^ Brn'tians and Apulzans their 
Neighbours to join with them, and alfo procured the Samnites^ and ibme other Subjects of 
Rome to rebel and take their Part. But. Experience of the Roman Sti-ehgtli haying taught ail 
thefe People their own Weakhefs, they thereiforq fent for Pyrrbiis King of Epiriis^ by whofp 
Help, being a Qrectan^ as the ^arentines alfo were, tlopes were conceived that the Domini- 
ons of /lo>?2e Should be "cb.nfinecl to narrower Bound's^. 

Pyrrbns was XheSon of ^abides iKing of the illyrians^ and isfald ife) to have been defcend- 
ed Achilles. Being left of his Father very young, he was taHen Care pthy 'G I and as ^ whc> 
fecured him from thofe who would have killed himj, , and .re-eftabiilhed him in Spite . of his .E- 
Jiemies, and defeated Neoptolemus his "Competitor to the Crown... \yhen he came to be of Age^ 
he proved an ambitious Man, but always "richer in Hope than in PofleiHon. .He ,gaye Proofs 
of his Valour at the Battle of .ffX defeated Demetrius^ and made himfelf intirely Ma7 
'^eT'6^ Macedonia but about feven Months after his Conqueft, he was expelled , out of that 
Kingdom, "the Fall of Demetrius having encreafed the Power oF m 
and Pyrrhus being unable to deal with him, he >yas forced to live, in Peace,; which he abhor- 
red as much as a wifer Prince would have done War. In thefp .Circumftances the Ambafl^- 
dors 6Y the ^arentines came to him with Compliments and Prefents, telling how much they 
defired ^ General of his Conduft and Reputation in, their Wars againft the Romans^ offering 
Ships t6 carry his Men into liaiy. Pyrrbus's Army being then iile^ ,he immediately complied Ann.v.c: 
with the Propbfals made to him j and lent over with Cineas an excellent Orator and Scho- 47j.' ' 
lar of Demhfihems^ three thdufahd Men to STarentum 5 and Ibori after he embarked ^himfelf 
with twenty Elephants, three thoufand HorJfe, twenty thoufand iFoot, and five "hundred . Bow- 
men and Slingers. Meeting with a Storm his Ships were much difperfed 5 however upon.his 
Arrival he rendezvoufed his Troops, and being created General oiF the Tarentines^ hp began to 
aft : And firft of all he reftrained thefe People from Drinking, Games apd idle Shows, to 
%^hich they were immoderately given. tJpon Notice that the Conful, was approach- 

5lig with the Roman Army, he lent an Herald to enquire if the Conful would accept of his Me- 
diation between the Romans and the (xrecidn Cities iq Italy ? To which Lavintis anfvvered^ 
ubat be neither eft'eemed bim as a Mediator, nor feared, 6im as an Enemy : .Whereupon the Ar- 
haies came to ah Engagement i in which both Sides fighting valiantly, .P^rr;&«f had, his Horfc 
flain under him, and was obliged to change his Armour and Cloak with. Megaclesy who being 
taken for the King was killed. Biit at laft the Roman Horte being frighted with the Noife and 
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Smell of the Elephants, broke their Ranks, and Pyrrbtis charged them fo warmly, as to give 
them a total Overnhrbvv, taking their Gamp and thirteen hundred Phfoners. 

The Komans with great Hafte recruited their Troops^ and fupplied their Legibns withfrcft 
IMen i which Pyrrbits underftanding^ difp'atched Qimasz. cunning Man, and eloquent Orator 
to Kome with Prefents and Oflers of Peace 5 who indeed prevailed with fome Members of the 
Senate to hearken co his Propofals, tho' theyrefufed his Prefents. "Bnt Apptits Claudius then 
blind with Age coming to the Senate, fo warmed the Houfe with his Speech, 'as Cineas got 
tio other Anfwer than this, ^bat //Pyrrhus expeSfed tJJe Friendjhip of ^fi?^ Romans, he mnfi 
firfl leave IcaJy mth his Army^ and then treat of Peace (Ji), Fabricius one 'of the Prifoners, 
refufed Offers of Gold made by Pjjt^//^, and appeared nothing damped by the Fear of his 
great Army, and mighty Elephants. The fame Fabricius being releafed, and made Confulac 
Kome^ Pyrrhns^s Phyfician wrote him a Letter, ofiering to kill his Mafter j, but this noble 
Jio;;;-^;^ defpifed fo bafe an Offerj and wrote 'in Conjundlion with his Coilegue, giving a Dil- 
covery of the Treafon i which being found true, the Traitot* was put to Death : And to re- 
quite this KOi of Friendfhip, Pyrrbtis difmilTed all the PHfoners without Ranfom. The Kq. 
man Army being recruited, came to a fecond Engagement near Afculnm j where after two 
Days fighting, the Romans with cbnfiderable Lofs were forced to retire to their Camp. Fyr- 
rbns himfeif was wounded, and when his FHend congratulated him upon the Vi61ory, he faid, 
If we gain anothct at tbis Price^ we are utterly zmdme. Mean Time Ambafladofs came out 
o£ Sicily^ befeeching him to come and drive tho Car tbagi72ians out of that Ifle, and ofleringto 
put feveral of their Cities into his Hands : And other Letters came from Greece, telling that 
Ptolemy Ceraunns was killed in a Battle againft the Gauls, and that he might return in a lucky 
Time, for the Macedonians wanted a King. Thefe Things made him uneafy what Cburfe to 
take. At laft he relblved to go into Sicily, whither he went with the ^eater Part of" his Ar- 
my, and in lefs than two Years had conliderable Succeis 5 but turning Tyrannical in his Go- 
vernment, he was hated of the People, and his Fortune began to decline. In the Time of 
his Abfence, the Ro7nans, having recruited their Armies fore diflrelTed the ^arentiim 
and their Confederates ^ whereupon they intreated Pyrrbus's Return, and he came back to 
5i^;>?;tr. c. them with an Army of twenty thoufand Foot, and three thoufand Horfe. The Roman Ar- 
^7^' my under Cnrius Dentatns and Cornelius Lentulus the Confuls foon engaged him and hij 
Allies. By this Time they had learned not to fear the Elephants, but attacked them vigo- 
roufly with Darts and with £red Pitch and Hemp ^ which tnade the'Beafts turn back and do 
great Hurt to their own Party, ib as the Romans gained a notable Viftory, Pyrthus having 
loft tsVenty thoufand Men, had his Elephants killed, and his Camp tak6n (2'), which learned 
the Romans the Art of encamping. He himfeif with the Remainder of his Forces embarked 
and returned to Epirus^ having fpent fix Years In this Expedition ; which in the End proved 
unfuccesful. He would have been a better General under fome great King, than a Prince 
with abfolute Command, being rather valiant in War, than prudent and fteady in.his Conduift. 
Pyrrbus being gone, the Romans foon made themfelves Mafters of all thefe Italians who had 
confederated againft theili ; their Dominions being thus extiended over the whole of ancient 
Italy^ five hundred Miles in Length, and one hundred ahd thirty in Breadth. This was the 
5tate of their Affairs in tne Year of their City 489, which we reckon 3686 from the Creatioir 
of the World, and before the Birth of Chrift 264 Years. 

§ 9. About this time Carthage was a powerful Republic, that had fuhififted above fix hun- 
dred Years, being of Phoenician or CanaanitiJJj Extrad:. The learned Bochart (jc) hath given 
lis a curious Colledlioh concerning its Antiquities, and alio of the Punic or G^r/^^^/^/^ff Lan- 
guage (^), and its Correfpondente with the Hebrew : But I Ihall only notice, that Carthags 
once commanded moll pare of Africa that now goes by the Name of Barbary, extending about 
two thoufand Miles in Lengthy along the Mediterranean, belides great Acquilitioris in Satdi* 
nia, Corfica, Sicily, and other icflcr lile^, as alfo in Spai77. The Romans began a War with 
this Republic upon account of the Mamertines, Lords Meffana 9 who being attacked, by Hi- 
ero King of Syracufe and the Carthaginidns, asked Succours of the Romans, which they- wil- 
lingly granted. This War continued twenty four Years, namely, from the Year of 
to 513. Polybius hath a large Accjiunt of the Tranfaftions of that Time 5 but my intend- 
ed Brevity alloweth me only to touch ; u ;i few of the moft material Events. In the firll Year 
of the iirft Punic War, as thia is comaionly called, Appitis Claudius the Roman Conlul tvas 
lent over to Sicily with a fmall Fleet j wJio railed the Siege of Meffana^ and afterwards defeat- 
ed both Hiero and the Canhaginians in two feveral Battles. JSTotwithftanding the great W^ft^ 
of Men by continual Wars, there was tijjs Year entred into the Cenfus 2g2,Z2^ free Citizens 
of RtJw/^ (^fj. The following Yea: both rhe Confuls were ordered forSicity with all their Le- 
gions 3 where they managed the War fo fuccefsfully, that going to invelt Syracufe^ Hiero 
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was glad to make Peace with them on thefe Terms, STo reftore all Prifoners without Kanfom^ 
mil to fay a htindred talents of Silver ^ which the Koma72S willingl)^ accepted, becaufe the 
Carthaginians being Mafters at Sea, Hierd's Friendfhip was ufeful tOjlupply their Army with 
Provifions and Neceflaries. Next Year they fent only two Legions to' Sicily^ and took 
Agrigmttm^ overthrowing Aunihal the Cartbagiman^ who came to relieve it by Land. But 
ftill the Carthaginians being entire Mafters at Sea, relieved all the maritime Towns in Sicily^ 
and fadly molefted the Goaft o£ Italy ^ their own Intereft in Africheiug out of all Danger. 
The Romans then refolved to have a Fleet ; but how to come by it, was the great Difficulty 5 
for till this Time they had neither any Ships of War^ nor Carpenters to build them. But ha- 
ving thoroughly viewed a Carthagimau Veflel or two driven aihore, they fet about building a 
pleet of a hundred Ships of five Banks of Oars a Side, and twenty of three Banks, as well as 
they could, teaching their Men in a llrange Way to row upon Land Qa')^ knowing that their 
Courage muft fupply ail Defeats. The Confuis Cornelius and Dnilius^ in the fourth Year of 
the War, boldly ventured aboard thefe Ships, and proceeded to engage the Enemy. Cornelia 
with feventeen Veflels parting from the refl, was furprifed and taken by^the Canhaghzians : 
But Duilius with the reft of the FJeet defeated fifty Sail of the Enemy, and by the Help of a 
new grappling Engine boarded their Ships, fighting as on dry Land, till they were taken. Pur- 
fuing his Vidtory, he raifed the Siege of ^gefia^ and took Marcella by Storm. And the fol- 
lowing Year, the Romans invaded the Iflands of Sardinia and Corfica with fo good Succefs, 
th^t Hanno the Carthaginian General was there flain, and his Army cut off by Cor«e/?"?iJ Sczpio 
the Gonful. This Victory was followed by another, over Annibal^ whom they furprifed at 
Sea, newly recruited from Carthage : For which the unfortunate Admiral was crucified by his 
own Soldiers who out-lived the Defeat (Z'). 

After the War had continued eight Years, the Romans finding themfelves fo flrong as well Ann-v.c. 
by Sea as by Land, refolved to remove the Seat of the War into Afric ; and accordingly put w» 
to Sea with a Fleet of 330 Sail, under the Command of Regu I us and Manlius the Confuis. 
The Carthaginiausy to keep the Wars fi-om their own Doors, oppofed them by a Fleet of 
350 Sail 5 and a threefold Battle was fought on the fame Day, in which the Roma72S^ by thdr 
great Courage, and by the Help of their grappling Engines, became Conquerors, taking fifty 
lour Ships, finking thirty, and lofing only twenty four of their own. In purfuic of this Vi- 
flory.they made a Defcent upon AfriCy taking Clupsa upon the Promontory Hermea, This 
being done, they marched into the Country, laying wafte all before them. Manlius returned 
to Romey and Reguliis was continued in Afric with a Proconfular Power 5 who encamping on 
the River Bagrada^ was obliged to engage a Serpent of a monftrous Bignefs , which with his 
Sngines and Darts, as if he had been affaulting a City, he killed, and font thel Skin thereof 
being a hundred and twenty Foot long, to Rome (c), where it remained as a Monument in 
one of their Temples till the War -wkhSpaiu Qd')^ which was 115 Years after this. The-Ctar- 
tbaginians ordered a confiderable Army againfl the Roma?2S ^ but RegtUuSy by chufing an hil--' 
!y Place for the Field of Battle, where his Enemies had no Advantage" by their Elephants nor 
by their Horfe, foon defeated them. Afterwards the Carthaginians chofe Xantzppus^ a brave 
JLacedemoKiany for their General ^ who engaging Reguliis in a plain Field, where the Horfe 
and Elephants had Liberty to aft their Part, gave the Ro7uaus a great Overthrow, the Pro* 
conful himfelf with a confiderable Number of his Men being taken Prifoners. his Army cut oiTy 
and only about two thoufand efcaping to Clupea (^), where their Enemies befiiiged them. When 
this Overthrow was heard of at Romey the Senate caufed equip a ftrong Fleet of 350 Sail, 
under the Conduct of M. Mmilins and Servius Fulvius the Confuis ^ who encountered the 
Cartbaginiansy and defeated them near their own Coafts, taking 114 of their Ships with all 
that was in them ffj. This Jbeing done, they took in the Garrifon of their Friends in Clupea, 
But in their Way homeward, they met with fuch a Tempeft, that of 363 VefTels only eighty 
efcaped being loft. Next Year they equipped a Fleet of czo Sail ; but of thefe, failing thro* 
the Streights, 150 were caft away in another Tempeft. Such redoubled LoiTes difcouraged 
their naval Preparations, and made them place their Hopes in their Land-forces. However, 
Cacilius and Metellus the Confuis were fent with fome Legions to Sicilyy in fixty Tranfport- 
veflfels. When they came by Land to engage the Enemy, they ordered their Front to retire 
before the Elephants of the CartbagimanSy into fome Ditches 5 where they fo plied the Beafts 
With Darts and Javelins, that they recoiled, and made great Havock among tlseir own Party, 
and the Ro7nam gained a notable Vidlory fg^. The War had now continued fourteen Years 5 Ann.v.c: 
and the Carthaginians being weary of it, {^nt AttiUus Regulus their Prifoner, with ibme other 
AmbalTadors, to fue for Peace, obliging him by Oath to return, if Peace was denied. Yet, 
contrary to their Expediatibn, he openly in th? Senate difcovered the Weaknels of the Cfizr- 
thaginians^ and advued the Senate to make no Peace i and according to his Oath, returned 
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to Jfric i where his enraged Enemies are faid to have put him to a mofl: tormenting Death • 
Tho' fome learned Men C^) are of opinion that he died a natural Death^ and that the other 
Report was only raifed by the Wife ofReguIus^ to excufe her hard Ufage of the Cm W/;/;^^ 
Prifoners, Bofiar and Jinilcary committed to her Cufto'dy, as a Pledge for the Redemption of 
her Husband. Indeed the Silence of PolyhinSy a diligent and faithful Hiftorian, and next t 
that Time of any extant, makes me to queftion the Story of Kegnlus^s Torments. Next Yea^ 
the Komans loft their Fleet, by the Mifmanagement of Claudzm Pulcber and other Misfortune 
and for about five Years after that they abftained from Armaments by Sea, elpecially becaufg 
the publick Treafury was exhaufted. But the Carthagmi&ns being very troubiefome on the 
Coafts o{ Italy^ made the Komans once more to fit out a confiderable Fleet out of their private 
Purfe.s, under the Command of Lntatins the Conful ; who befieged Drepamm in Sicily. X^ij 
made the Carthaginiaiis in great Hafte to vldtual and man their Ships, under the Conduft 
of Amilcar ; who came to an Engagement with hntatiuSy where the Carthagiizians near 
the Ifles jEgates^ got a great Overthrow, having fifty of their FJeet funk, and leventy taken 
C^). This Victory brought on a Peace^ which was concluded on the following Terms That 
the Carthaginians J/jo/i Id quit all Sicily : ^bat t.hey jhonld make no War with Hieroj mr dgainli 
the Syracu^ns, nor their Allies : ^bat they Jljould relieve all Captives and Prifoners without 
Kajifom : And thai they Jhonld pay two thotifand two hundred Euboic talents to the Romans 
twenty Tears ^ime. The Senate narrowed the Time of Payment, and added a thoufand Ta- 
lents to the Sura CO- Thus the firft Punic War ended, in the Year of Pi.ome 513. During 
the Gourfe thereof, the Komans are faid to have loft feven hundred Veilels, dnd the Canht^ 
ginians .five hundred. 

This War being concluded, two new Tribes were added, the Veline dnd %tirine (d\ 
v;hich made up the whole Tribes to be thirty five i and this Number .was never exceeded. 
The Komans at this Time began to be a little more polite ; and the firft Tragedies and Co- 
medies were made by Liviiis And^onicns^ about the Year of the City 514. 

The C«rri^^j:/«/<^;^i" foon after the Peace fell info a bloody War with their Mercenaries ^ 
which is at large delcribed by Poiybins (e) ; where we may find^ that above forty . thoufand of 
them were deltroyed at one Time. And this may Ihew ho\v dangerous fuch an Array of 
hired Soldiers may pcove^ when they turn ihutinoiis for waht of Pay and Employment. The 
Carthaginians were alfo obliged to quite the whole Ifle o£ Sardinia to the Kontans^ and topaj 
twelve hundred Talents over and above their Compact f fj. 

For five Years fucceflively the Temple of was Ihutj and in the fixth it was opened 
by Reafon of a War with the Illyrians^ a People dwelling nigh Greece^ in that Country which 
as now c&.UQd Dalmatia. ff^«?(^,Queen of that Nation, allowing her Subjefts to rob by Sea, 
they happened to fall upon fbme Italian Merchants, whom they ufed barbaroufly. Ambafla* 
dors being fent from Kome to demand Satisfaftion, the Queen took their Freedom fo ili^ that 
.ttClbe fent after them, and flew one of them. This fo provoked the Romans^ that they proclaira- 
'4* ed War, fending the Confuls Fidvius with a Fleet, and Pofthumius with a Land-Army to be 
revenged on the Illyrians (g)^ Fulvizis had Corcyra furrendredto him ; And the Armies ha- 
ving joined, moft of the lUyrick Towns yielded to the Confuls 5 which obliged the Queen to 
fend to Kotne for Peace j which was granted on Condition, ^hatfiejhould quite all Illyricumj 
except a few Places^ for which fhe fbould pay a yearly tribute j and that her People fhonld not 
fail beyond the Kiver LilTus ivitb more than two Barks ^ and thefe unarmed. By this Peace 
the Komans enlarged their Territories, the Grecian Cities were free of Neighbours that had 
been very troubiefome and were fo pleafed with the generous Behaviour of the Rf- 
'inans^ that the Corinthians made them free of the Jfthmian Games, one of the four folemn Ek- 
ercifes of Greece, At Kome the Praetors were encreafed to four, one of which was fent to the 
Province o£ Sicily^ and another to that of Sardinia, 

The G«2a/J defigning again to attack the Koman Republick, called for the Affiftance of their 
Neighbours called the Geffatce^ dwelling on the other Side of the Mountains near the River 
Khofne. This being granted, they came into Etrnria^ with an Army of fifty thoufand Foot, 
and four thoufand Horfe CO- The Komans made the greateft Preparations poffible to op*- 
pofe them ^ which was the more neceflary, becaufe the Enemy had come all the Way to Cltt" 
finm^ three Days Journey from Kome 5 and being loaden with Plunder^ hadThoughtsof retur- 
ning home with the Spoil. Alean Time the Koman Army attacked them before and behind; 
which obliged them to Form two Fronts^ and fight with great Difadvantage, elpecially the 
Geffatce^ who had the Vanity to fight naked j fo that in End they were overthrown with 
a great Slaughter, forty thoufand of them being killed, and ten thoufand taken Prifoners, aff<^ 

among the refl: Concolitanus^ a King of the Geffat^e. Ppr which Viftory,- the Confuls obtain- 
ed 
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ed a moft fplendid Trjumphj fcarce^ any being mor? reaiarkable, tpr the Number of the Pri/bn- 
ners or Variety and Value of the Spoils. The next Year great Inroads were made into the 
Territories of the G^2«/i-5 and they were feveral Times,;, overthrown^ which made thcra beg 
Peace on any Terms. But Claudius Marcellus^ and Gorpelitts Scipio b^ing then Confuls^ in the 
"S'ear of 53^5 perfuaded the to continue the War. . Whereiipoii the txau/Sy re- 

folvine to make their laft Efforts, to that End procured thirty thoufand Auxiliaries froin the; 
Qeffaue. The Confuls opened the Campaign with the Siege of. ^c^rr^s i and .the i^anls in-, 
vefted Claftidium a confederate Town of theKomajis. Mar'cs/his, with twq thirds btthe Ca- 
valry and a Detachment of light brined Men, tnarched Night and JDay. towards the Enemy j 
and notwithftanding the Inequality of their Numbers, and the Fatigue of his iong Marchess 
fell upon them, and after a bloody Battle, pverthrew them C^)- .

§ ID. The fecond Jpff»^^ ^ar, which began fooh after the <?.^//?V/: was concluded, proved 
the moft dangerous of any that ever the Koman State was engaged in, And 1 go. now in as 
few Words as 1 can to confider the Rife and Progrefs thercoK The Carthaginians being 
vexed that the Komam had taken from them the rich Ifles of Sicily and Sdrdinya^ and impo- 
fed a heavy Tribute upon their State ^ particularly A^nilcar Barca^ the Father of Ha7mihal^ a 
Man of great Authority, who had faved Cartilage in the War with the Mercenaries (f), think- 
ine thefe Articles ol" Peace in the Cohtlufion of the firfl Pnnic War had Seeri too eafily gran- 
ted to the Romans^ vowed Revenge. To this End he embarked with a cdnfiderafale Army 
(or Spam, taking with him his Son Hamiihal^ then a Boy of nine Years old j whom he made 
fwear a ? the Altar, never to be a Friend to the Romans, JmiJcar^ after i:onfiderable Sue- 
cefs in Spai72 died, and Jfdruhal his Son-in-law was entrufted with the Cbigmand of the Army. 
Upon his JDea'tb, Hannibal being much beloved by the Army, was made Lieutenant Generalj; 
tho' then bi^t twenty fix Years of Age. He having reduced moft Part Spain on the other 
Side of the River iberus^ attacked Saguntumy a Citj^- in Alliance with the Komaiis • from which 
theydefired him to defift, as contrary to the Treaties with them : But he went on with the 
Siege, till he had reduced and ruined the City C^).

Ambaffador, holding iip the Skirt of his Robes, {zxdy Here %^e bring you fVdr or Peace chiife 
which : And the other Side replied, iFhicb you wiU (^). Whereupon Wdr was declared and 
accepted of. Hamzihal having left Hanno with fome Troops to fecure the Peace in Spat-.f^ mar- 
ched over the Pyrencean Mountains 5 and in fome few Days arrived at the Foot of tUc Alvs:^ 
with an Army of fifty thoufand tpot, and hine thoufand Horfe, and thirty feyen Elephants (f)^ 
Sending fome of this Number home, hibfelf with the Remainder pafled the .Mountains in the 
Winter Seafon, not without great difficulty, and cohfiderable Lols,fcarce ever an Army hav- 
ing paired that Way before, tho'many have .done it fiiice. Coining to the Country of the In- 
fubres^ on the Jialiau Side of the Mountains, his Army iconfifted, according to Polyhins 
(who gives the fuUefl:, and perhaps the bell Account of the Rife and Beginning of this War) 
of twelve thoufand ^/V'^^^^":* eight thoufand Spaniards^ and fix thoiifand Hprfe The Conful 
Scipio hearing of H^7/«iWs Approach, hafthed to rheec him, bfefore his Mfett >Vere well re- 
freihed j and both Armies engaged at ^icinmn, now Pavia, where the Conful was wouh-;^^,^ ^ 
ded, but faved from Death by his Son, afterwards called ^/r/V^w//^ i and, in a few Hours the j^y, 
Romans were defeated, efpecially bv the Nnmidian Cavalry, .who unexpeaedlv fell m upon 
their Reer. After this Sffm.promHs' the other Conful joined Scipio at the River frebia^ and eh- 
clined to give the Enemy Battle, before too many of the Gauls had jpihed Hamtbal^ as they 
generally enclined to do. Sciph, who was now under Cure of hi^ Wbijnds;_\vasagaihft fightj. 
ing at that Time : But Hannibal was glad of it j and Sempfo^ins^was fo keen, that he caufed 
his Men to pafs the River to their Arm-pits. In this Condition Hannibal attacked them; 
while the Romans were wet, weary, andalmoft ftarved with Huriget-and Cold^ arid gave them 
a great Overthrow, twenty fix thoufand being either flain, taken or dfowned in the River, and 
ten thoufand are faid to have efcaped to Piacentia X)y). The Carthaginians after the Purfuic 
returned to their Camp, almoft ftupified with Cold 5 for it was a rough fnbwy Day, which kil- 
led mai^y of their Men, and alinoll all their Elephants. 

•Theie LofTes made the Ro77tans more diligent in their Preparations for the next Campaign, 
for managing whereof C. Flaminius^ and Servilius Gemimis were Chofen Confuls in the Yeai- 
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Rome 536. The former of thefe had a good Faculty of fpeaking, buc no great Skill ia 
War. Hajmil^al mitched to Etritrza : The River mo at that Time had overflowed all its 
Banks C^) ? and he palTing that Way through the Fens^ as the neareft and itioft unexpedted 
Road, marched three or four Days and Nights through Water^ without any Sleep or ref^. 
which forely diftrefled his Men and Beafts ; and himfelf riding upon an Elephant, which was 
the only one left, lofl: one of his Eyes. Being at laft arrived upon dry Ground, he wafted the 
Country with Fire and Sword, to provoke the fiery Temper of Flamzniiis • which had the de- 
fired Effe6l 5 for that Conful became refolute upon a Battle, without waiting for the AfTiftance 
of his Collegue's Forces. The Place of Eiigagment was near to the Lake ^brafyme^ius^ where 
Flarainins lolt his Life, and had his whole Army routed^ before they could fee who attacked 
them, by reafon of a Mift rifing from the Lake. About fifteen thoufand Komans were killed, 
and fix thoufand efcaped to a Village^ where they were obliged to yield themfelves Prifoners. 
6ervllms the other Conful, upon Notice q{ Han7zihal\Mzrch. into Etrnria,{ent four thoufand 
Men to fupport his Coilegue: But they coming too late, were environed by the Enemy, and 
forced to fubmit. Hannibal dealt courteoufly with the Prifoners, difmifilng them without Ran- 
foir, to gain the Affedlion of the Country, tho' he fhewed more Severity to thofe who fell 
into his Hands C^) afterwards. The Romans being under great Confternation "by reafon of 
their prefent Circumftances, thought fit to eleft Fabius Maxmus their Didlator, with abfo- 
lute Authority, who chufe Miuutins Knfns his Mafter of Horfe. The Dictator was a Man of 
Caution andBoIdnefs CO? who by keeping his Army on higher Grounds ftraitned Hafjmballn 
his Quarters, cut ofl' his Provifions, gave him continual Alarms 5 fometimes cut oif his Reer, 
but never came to a general Engagement. HencQ Vtrgil (^), fays, T'bat be refiored the Ro- 
man Affairs by Delays. 

When the Didlator's fix Months wet-e expired ^milius Paulus^ and ferettthti Varro were; 

chofen Confuis j the former being a prudent experienced Perfon, the latter a fiof, rafli, and 
anconfiderace Man. Thefe gathered together an Army of Sodoo Foot, and 6000 Horfe,who 
met with the Carthaginians at a Village in Apulia c^Wt ACanms 5 where Varro refolved to en* 
gage againfi: the Advice ^milius. Hannihal^s Army, tho* inferior to the Komans in Num- 
bers, were fuperlor in Horfe, which gave them great Advantage in a plain Field, which their 
Captain with great, military Skill chofe, fo as the Komans had the Wind, the Sun, and the Duft 
all in their Face. Befides, he placed the befl: of his Men in the right and left Wing, and for- 
med the Center like an Half Moon 5 which, when attacked by the Komans^ gave Way 5 and 
his Wings almoft furrounded his Advcrfaries, aflaulting them both in Front and Flank (e), 
Livy alfo teiis us, SThat the Conful JEmilius beifig fore wounded^ was obliged to difnmatt (j\ 
and quite his Horfe ^ the Roman Knights taking this for a Signal^ all difmounted j 'which 
Hannibal obferving^faid^ I would rather he had delivered them to me hound Hand and Foot 5 
meaning he was as fure of them as if they were fo. In fine, the Conful JBinilins was killed, 

and the Komans got fo great an Overthrow, that Livy fays, there were forty thoufand Foot, and 
two thoufand Horfe killed. Plutarch tells us, that Bky thoufand were flain in the Battlei 
and Polybins (Jf) makes the Number of the Slain feventy thoufand. By the by we may notice, 
that we have no continued Series of the Koman Hiftory after this ^vom Poly bias ^his fourth and 
fifth Books being taken up for moft Part with the Affairs of the Greeks 5 and nothing remains 
of him after the fifth, but fcattered Fragments. In this terrible Battle, the Komans loik^two 
Quseftors, twenty one Tribunes, eight of the Senatorian Order, and fo many Equites or Gentle- 
men, that *tisfuid three Bufliels of Rings, pulled ofT their dead Bodies, were font to Carthage, 
^erentiiis P'arro faved himfelf by flying to Venufa. Polybins (J) fays, Hannibal loft onlyfour 
thoufand Ganls^ fifteen hundred Africans^ and two hundred Horfemen. 

No Wonder fuchXofTes as the Komans had in four Battles,at Ticiinm^ i'rebia^ ^rafymemis 
and Cannce^ brought their State to the Brink of Ruin. They could do little more now than de- 
fend their Walls, and encourage rheir Citizens almoft finking with Sorrow. But divine Provi- 
dence had referved this State fot greater Matters,and therefore it was recovered out of this Con- 
on. Maherbal told Hannibal^ if he wbtild pufo this Victory, he might in five Days feaft at 
the Capitol. The General faid, this required more Time. 'Tis likely he thought he wanted 
Moneys of which he was ftiil ill provided, and other Neceflaries for befieging Kome : AUh 
faid the other, the Gods have not givejt all ^Imzgs to one Man, thou kmwefi O {Jannibal to 
*vercome, buc not (Ji) to improve the ViSiory ! But inftead of going ftreight to Kome^ Hannt' 
bal went to Capua, where he wintered, and the Luxury and PleaUire of chat Place debauched 
his whole Army, fo as (/) Capua became a Cannes to his Carthaginians. 

In the Mean Time the Komans began to gather Courage. Fabius Maximus and Marcellns 

were chofen Confuis in the Year o£ Rome 530. The Ro^nans called the firfi: their Shield^ and

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the latter their Sword 5 and Ha^mzi^al hlmfeir Qa") faid, he feared Fabius as bis Governor^ and 
Marcellus as his Enemy^ becaufe the one kept him from hurting others, and the other did 
Hurt to hiiM. Ha72J2ih af s Fortune began to change. Marcellus gave him a Repulfe nigh 
2<Iola^ where the Gartbagiuiam loft five thoufand Men, and the Roma?is only five hundred 
according to P/ff^^r^^ C^). In Spam thQ Roman Scipio's had great Succefs, overthrowing 
Hanpw and Afdriihal^ whereby their Defign ofafTifting Umnihal in Italy was difappointcd (c)* 
In Sardinia^ 3^. Manliiis defeated a Carthagi^iian Army (f^), taking a great many Prifoners, 
among whom were Jfdrubal^ Hamo and Mago^ Men of Renown. In Smiy by the Death of 
.Hicro King of Syracufe^ and the Murder of Hzeronymtts his Grandchild, Affairs took another 
Turn. The prevailing Fadlion declared for the Carthaginians ^ whereupon MarceUv.s was 
fent thither with an Army, who took the City of the Leontifies^ and befieged Syracufe by Sea 
and Land : But was not able to ftorm it by Reafon of the Machines of that noble Mathema- 
tician Archimedes^ who difmounted the battering Engines of the Romans^ caft prodigious 
Stones and Beams upon their Ships, overturned them and hoifted them up in the Air. By 
which Means he became formidable, Marcellus calling him Qf) Briarens. However, after 
three Years Siege, Marcellus^ when the City was obferving a Feftlval to Diana^ furprifed it 
at an ill guarded Tower 5 but this noble Roma7z was grieved at the Deflrudtion his Army- 
made in fo great a City, and particularly vexed that Archimedes^ who was fo intent upon his 
Mathematical Projefts, that he heard nothing of the Noife of taking the City, was killed by a 
Soldier, without allowing hirti Time to finilh his Mathematical Demonft ration. From the 
Ruins of this City, Marcellus carried to Roine the moft beautiful Pidlures, Tables and Statues 
that had been ever feen there before. When Conful a fourth Time in the Year of Rome 543, 
|ie vindicated himfelf from feveral Reproaches, drove Hannibal out of Apulia ; "When Pro- 
conful, he fought feveral Times with him. At laft Marcellus being made Conful a fifth 
Time, in the Year o'l Rome 549, and fixtieth Year of his Age, feeking an Occafion to fight 
with Hf/;;;///'^/, he was flain in an Ambufcade which his Adveriary had laid for him, and honou- 
rably buried by his own Men. He was the only Roman that to that Time had defeated this 
Carthaginian^ and was the Man in the World whom he moft feared. Polybins fpeaking of 
Marcellus's Death (^f), cenfureshim fortooraih perfonal Adventures, unbecoming a General; 
which Hamjibal always took Care to fhun. 

The narrow Limits I have prefcribcd to my fdf, do not allow me to recount all the particu- 
lar Events of this War ^ butfhuli only nonice feme of the moft remarkable that had Influence 
on the happy finilhing thereof. As, that when Afdrnbal was fent by the Carthaginians into^- 
taly to ainft his Brother Hannibal^ Li'vins Salinator^ and Claudius Nero being Gonfuls, in 
the Year of 546, they having joined their Forces, led into a dangerous Place 

near the River Metaurnm^ where they cut him off with all his Elephants, and his whole Army, 
•to the Number of fifty fix thoufand Men (g) j which they fignified to Hannibal next Day, 
by fctting up his Brother's Head on a Pole near his Camp. 

The Romans were now in a more profperous Condition, having reduced Spain and Sicily 
to their Obedience j only Hannibal^ being yet in the Bowels of Jtaly^ was a great Curb to 
them. To remedy this Evil, Scipio, called afterwards Africajzns^ being chofen Conful in the 
Year of Rome 548, being then only twenty nine Years of Age, offered to go to Africa ^ where 
he hoped fo to manage Matters, that the Carthaginians would be forced to recall Ha7772il-'al out 
of Italy for the Defence of their own Country. Fabius Maximiis oppofed this Motion with 
fome Heati yet it was gone into. Scipio was a Man of excellent Qualities, and univerfally belo-* 
ved. He had followed the Camp fince he was feventeen Years of Age. After the Battle of 
Cai272Xy obferving the young Ro77zans confulting to forfake Italy^ he drew his Sword, and made 
them all fwear never to abandon their Country C^). His Father and Uncle were flain, command- 
ing the Armies in Spain ; Himfelf was chofen ASdilis when very young, and at twenty four 
Years of Age \v\^ made Vice-conful to carry on the War in Spain, with a Force too fmall for 
fuch an Undertaking Neverthelefs he had great Succefs : For he took New Carthage^ 

won the Battle of Befula and feveral others j prevailed with Sypbax King of the Maffylia72s in 
Afric (who afterward proved treacherous) to join in League with the Romans ^ protedled the 
Innocent 5 was court eous even to his Enemies, liberal to his Soldiers, fo as they all loved him, 
and never difputed his Commands : Whence the Romans could not have chofen a fitter Per- 

fon to command in fo important an Expedition. Scipio having got his Gommiflion, in forty 
live Days got an Army and Fleet ready to go into Afric j with which he failed firft into Si-^ 
cily^ where he increafed his Army, and fet in Order the Affairs of that Country ; then im- 
parking, he failed for Afric^ where he defeated Ha7272o, killing him and three thoufand of his 
Men. Thereafter he cut to Pieces an Army of forty thoufand Carthagi72ia72Sy taking abundance

Svhich he lett^ after he had (laid fixceen Years in it, curling his friends who. had npc fenc him 
SuppHes of Men and Money when he was fo fuccefsful ia\ and him.felf for not pufhing his Vi^ 
Tories. When Hannihal landed in Afric^ he had an interview with Scipio about the, Terms 
of Peace : But they coming to no Agreement^ next, Day the Armies came to a general En- 
gagement at Z^ff/^i, .to Ihew whfether Kottte or €artbage fhould give Laws to the World. Iri 
this Battle the Carthaginians were entirely routed^ twenty, thouland being killed, ^as many ta- 
ken Prifonersj sind Hannihal himfelf put to flight. Carthage fubmitted to fuch Terms as the 
Conqueror inxpofed C^), namely, ^bat the Carthaginians Jljotdd enjoy their Territorits in 
fric, and the Romans JhoiM hold Spain, naith thejjles ip the Mediterranean ; That all Rctels 
and Deferters JImild delivered to the Rpman? : That the Carthaginians fi?onld give np aU their 
JjealCd Ships^ with their tant'd Elephants^ and ta7ne m more That they Jhotdd make no IVar^ 
in Africa or elfewhete^ without Leave from ^i&^.Romans : 2o whoni theyjhould alfo pay ten thoti^ 
fandtaknts of Silver in fifty Tears Time^ and give an hundred Hofi ages for Performance of the 
whole. This being ratified by theConfent of the Senate of Konm and Carthage^ and perform- 
ed fa ifar as could be.at prefent, five hundred Carthaginian Ships being burnt in their Harbour, 
Sr^ipio returned in Triumoh to Rome^ and was called j^fricanus. Thus was the fecond Punic 
War ended, feventeen Years after it was begun, 553 after the building of Korae^ 3750 from 
the Creation of the World, and soo before the Birth of Chrift, 

This War being finifhed. Arts and Learning, Riches and Luxury increafed at Kome^ and 
with thefe a boundlefs Ambitibh to.increafe their Dominions all the World over. The Mace-^ 
donian War was already begun; The Romans alledged they had been provoked to it by the 
Gondudl ofthe Macedonian : For Philip King of MacedoUy the tenth after Mexandcr the Great, 
hearing of the Battle of Ca7m<3e^ and of the many Vidlories ofthe Cartbaf.ini ans^ difpatched 
Ambaffadbrs for his own Interefl: to make a League with HannibaL Tlieie Ambafllidors fal- 
ling into the Hands of the Romans^ wh6n examined, told a Fahliood, even, they ivere 
fent to offer the Help of their King to the Senate and People of Rome : Whereupon they were 
honourably difmifled. But in their Way home, they went to Hannihal^s C^mp, and there 
concluded a I-eagiie with himi the Import whereof was, ^hat King Philip fhotild conie to I- 
taly, with all his Forces^ to affift the Carthaginians in the Roman IVar^ Until it werefinijhed^ 
md the Conqtiefi Jhould.be left to the State of Carthage j and that afterwards Hannibal Jhotiid 
fnarcb into Greece, arid affift Philip againft dll his Enemies^ halving to him the Pojfefficn ofthe 
Comtry. Sovereign Providence, that ruleth the^World, difappointed thefe Projects : For the 
Ambaffadors were intercepted and feized at Sea hy the Romans ^ the League was found a- 
bout theiMj and themfelves fent Prifoners to Rome. However, a new Embafly concluded that 
Affair much upon the fame Terms (O- The Roman Senate judged this Cbnjundiioh very dan- 
gerous, and that it was eafier with a fmall Force to detain Philip in Greece, than with all their 
Strength to refill him and Hannibal^ if they fliduld unite their Troops in the Heart o£ Italy: 
And therefore they lent M. Valerius the Praetor by Sea, to raife Commotions in Greece, and 
detain Philip at home 3 which he did with fogood Succefs, that he obliged the Macedonian to 
fue for Peace 5 which the Romans, confidering their prefent Circunbftances, eafily granted. 

§ II. The fecond Punic War being ended,the Ro??/i^»J obferving that nothing but the Mace-- 
d^ni^n Kingdom hindred them from extending their Dominions into Jfa, refolved that this 
Obftaclemuflbe removed out ofthe Way. And to this End they fobn ipund Occafions of War 
againft King Philip, They remembred the League he had before concluded with Hannibal : 
The Athenians complained that he tyrannized over them, and had violated their Temples, Al- 
tars and Sepulchres (jd^. The Senate then decreed to relieve the Athenians and make War 
againft Philip. P. Sulpieius the Conful was fent againft him { e) 5 who being affifted by At- 
tains Y^mg o^Pergamus, and the Ships of the il^o^''^^wJ, had good Succefs. Next Year a. 
^iiintns Flaminins being Conful, in the Year oiRome sSSi liad a Conference with Phihp 
about Peace 5 but that taking no Effea: (/), the Conful being endowed with a Martial Spi- 
rit, capable of great Adtions fgX tho' he was but then thirty Years of Age, refolved to pufti 
the War : And having got a brave Army of twenty fix thoufend Men, whereof the A^toUans 
made fix thoufand Foot and three thoufand Horfe, he paffed the Mountains that lead mto 
Macedo7iia, and followed Philip into ^beffaly, where he gave him a great Overthrow at Cyno- 
cepbalts, killing eight thoufand and taking five tlioufand Prifoners. This brought PMip to 
feek for Peace ^ which was granted him on thefe Terms, i'hat hejhould retain the Kmgdom 
of iVIacedon, but Jbould quit all that be held in Greece, flsotdd pay a thoufand T'alents to the Ro- 
mans, and retain only ten Ships by Sea. Flaminius being continued for another Year m his

Poly-;- 
linsQc') {peaks fully of the joyful Acclamations, but not of the falling down of the Grows. Thefe 
Thines being done, Flamimus returned to Rome^ where he had the Honour of a Triumph. ; 

Tt^next War of any Moment that the Roma7Js had, was with AJitiochns the Great. But £ 
have given the Hiftory of this already C^)j to which I now refer the. Reader. By- their. Vi- 
£tory over Antiochtts the Romans ^ot a great Footing .in Afia yea extended thcvr Dominions 
there as far as the River. Ht?/y^ on the one. Side, and Mount Taurus on the other- . 

The Romans had now little Employment abroad, befides chaftifing the JBtolians in Greece. 
They were a People dwelling on the North-weft Side of the. Bay of Corinth j who having 
alTifted Flamimus in the Wa^r. againlt Philip of Macedon (as has been already obferved) (Oi 
boafted too much that tbeir Forces were the chief Caufe of the Viaofy (/; > and not being 
pleafed with the Reward the Romans gave them, endeavoiired to bring Antiocbus.the Greac 
iiKo Europe, and to form a dangerous League againft the Roman State, but were fufficiently 
chaftifed by Coniul, in the Year o{ Rome $6 4. The.. fume Manlius did.alfo 

undertake an Expedition againft the J or.,Gi?/iJ?z^z//^ in Afia^ with good Succefsr 

Only the Afian Luxury ^iid Idjenefs was bt-ought to Rome by his Army (^). The fame Year 
5158,328, free Citizens were entred.into the Cenfus, 

Scipio the African about this Time was accufed before the.Xribunes of the Pwple, for de- 
i irauding the Publick Treafury of the Spoils taken in the Wars wherein he commanded, and 
I of Correfpondence with ^^^r^e^^lto the Qreat. He publickly . anfwered his Accufefs^ faying 
^Ihis very Day I overcame Hannibal, and .therefore it is pro pet I go to .the Capitol, and gtv& 
Shanks for the ViSiory^ and producing his Books of Accounts, tore them in Pieces before them 
all, Tiberius Gracchus one the .Tribnites defended his Caufe, arid the Accufation came to 
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nothing. However after this, he retired from publick BuAnefs, and lived quietlv at Lmter 
numQ3\ 3i Sea. Tov/n. In Campania. Scipio Afiatzciis his Brother was alfo accufed (0> but 
came off without Punifhment. Porcius Cato the Cenfor had a chief Hand in thofe. Accufati- 
' ons (A). He v/sls a Maii very frugal, both of the pubJick Moneys, and of his own, but neither 
i fpared Senators nor others in his Pleadings. . When the Roman State was free of Danger a-

For about the Space of twelve Years, the Romans were employed in Wars with their Neigh-^ 
hours, the Ligurians and fftrians, ihd Sardi7nans and^Corficans ^ and alfo with the Celtiberians 
CO in Spain^ all whom they forced into a Submiffioii. ■ 

§. 1:2. T H E N the fecond Macedonian War came to- be a Mattel* of Concern to the Roman 
State. Philip, of whom we have before heard, was yet alive tho' he was allowed the Name 
of aKing, yet he found he was only a Slave to theilo/;2^?f^j, who made ftill one uneafy Demand 
uipon him after another 5 and therefore as privately as he could he prepared for War, by iay-^ 
ing up Arms, Provifions arid Monies In the.beft Cities, which he had. in the Heart of his Coun-i 
try. But in the latter End of his Life, he turned tyrannical iiihis Government. .The Greek 
Cities made many Complaints of his Opprefllon to the Roman Senate C"0- He put Demetrtus h\i 
fecond Son, of moft promifing Parts, to Death, upon fchefalfe Accufation of Perfens his eldelt 
Son. When his Eyes were opened to fee his Error in this Matter, he was deeply affliaed, 
and refolvedto revenge it on Per feus, but was prevented by Death C«> Perfens. Succeifor 
1 inherited his Father's Malice againft the Romans, but had not Shoulders to bear the ,Weighc 
G of the War they declared againft hini 5 thb'.in the Beginning thereof he wanted neither Men 
nor Money^andhad confiderable Succefi : For he overthrew Pnblius Licimus,ahd after him H(5- 
fiilius, bothConfuls. The Romans then began to look for a Confulthat .was fit -to mandgefuch 
a War 5 and for this End chiife Paulus AEmilius. .He was the Son.of Lucius Panius the Con- 
ful, who was killed at Canme, and had. before this ferved in feveral .great Oificris at Rome. 
When Praetor he defeated the Celtiberians in .Spain 5 and, when Conful,.he overcame the Lz- 
gurians (0).

with an Army of one hundred thoufand .Men. .Perfens his Adverfary bad alfo a very great 
Army of very good Soldiers, and Abundance, of Riches to pay them ; but had neither Heart; 
to beftow Money upon his Men^ nor Courage to fight. When, he cam.e to the Battle at Pydy 
7^^, he fled out of it, fhifting from Place to Place, till he was taken at Samo-^Thraaa by Cneu^

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ns OEiaviiiS, On the other Side^w«7/«j did every thing proper for a Commander in Chief 
and gained a notable Vidlory ; wherein 'tis faid there were five and twenty thoufand of P^j-! 
feast's Men flain. After the Victory, the whole Kingdom of iWiz^^^^oz/ fubmitted to the ilo, 

uEmiliiis made a Progrefs through Greece^ where he redrefled Diforders, and gave 
Gifts 5 only utEpirrts^ that State having joined wit h Perfeus^ he committed a horrid Outrage 
on them ; For 'tis faid hy^ Plutarch (ja\ i'hat he i^de o»e hundred and fifty thoiifand Perjmis 
Slaves ^ mtd fpoiled and jacked threefcore and ten Cities ^ out of which he gave his Army eleven 
filver Drachms apiece. However the Soldiers having got little or no Plunder in Macedonh 
nor any of the King's Treafure, which was very great, denied their General a Triumph : 
he obtained it, and that a fplendid onetoo, fuch as Koine fcarce ever faw before. Pcrfens h'm" 
felf and his Sons were led before the Triumphal Chariot, znd ^'miiiasy who himfelf died poor 
(^^3 is faid to have brought fo much Silver and Gold into the publick Treafury, that the com- 
mon People were not obliged to contribute for any Thing (c), till the Wars of Augiifins and 
Mark Anthony. Rome flouriftied fo much^ foon after this, that 337^1.52 free Citizens were en- 
tred into the Cenfns (d^. Here ends the forty fifth Book of ^zttis Livius j which is the lafl ot' 
that excellent Author tranfmitted to us, the reft being loft. And thus the Kingdom of Mu~ 
ccdon ended 3 and the Glory thereof, that fometimes had filled all the Parts of the then known 
World, was carried to Kome^ 156 Years after the Death of Alexajider the Great, in the Year 
of the World 37853 before the Birth of Chrift 165. The third Macedonian War was rather 
like the Infurreftion of an Impoftor called Andrijcus. It was quelled by MeteUns the Conful 
(c?) 5 and for fo doing he obtained a Triumph. 

§ 13. These Commotions being finifi-icd, the ilo«^^?;7J found a Pretence to begin the third 
C^?rr^^s^/;;/V« War, becaufe that City was in Arms againft MaftiziJJa^ a Roman AWy, Marcus 
Cato being fent with fome other AmbalTadors, to enquire into the State of the Controverfy, 
he found Carthage^ after fifty Years Peace, rich and flourilhing, full of lufty Men, and their 
Stores well provided for Wars C/) ' And therefore, upon his Return, he urged that Car* 
thage muft be ruined : In which Affair he was fo warm, as he concluded all his Speeches wich 
delenda eft Carthago 5 and was often anfwered by Scipio Najica^ who alledged. That upon the 
Removal of fo powerful a Rival, Security would caufe the Ruin and DilTolution of the Roman 
Commonwealth. But Cato prevailed ; and the Senate ordered a War to be proclaimed againft 
the Carthaginians^ and fent the Confuls to profecute the fame 5 even tho* Carthage offered a- 
ny Terms to pleafe the Romans^ as the Curious'may find their Cafe very pathetically repre- 
fented by Appian C^). Neverthelefs the Confuls told them, k'hey muft not difpute on keniL 
hut muft entirely ahandon their City j '^johich they had [fecial Orders to level with the Ground 
and might build in any other Place of their own territories^ providing it were ten Miles fmn 
the Sea, This the Carthaginians declined todoj and would rather fuffer any Extremity than 
leave their antient Habitation to utter Ruin. They chnk A f drub a I for their General, and 
were fo keen in their own Defence, that, as Florus tells us ih\ ^hey pulled down their wooden 
Honfesfor the Ufe of their Fleet ^ and where Brafs a7td Iron was wanting^ made life ofQM 
and Silver j and even the Women gave the Hair of their Heads to ferve for kow and Flm. 

The Confuls found fuch vigorous Refiftance, as gave them enough ado, and were like to be 
great Lofers, had not Scipio qaVl^A ^^iQvwards Africanus yimior dr^wn Pharjiaces Mafterof 
the Carthaginian Horfe unto his Side. MafiniJJa who had occafioned the War,died When ninety 
Years old, leaving his Son to Scipio^ Protections andCato^ who had prompted the R» 
Senate to it, died in the eighty fifth Year of his Age, both in thcfecond Year of the War, be- 
fore they had feen what they had begun finifhed. Next Year, being from the Building of ilo/w 
606, Scipio Son oi P aulas M'milius^^2i^ created Conful. Polybius^ whofeems to have been 
prcfent in the V\^ar, and of whofe Hiftory concerning it we have fome Fragments (Oj 
doth frequently highly commend Scipio (^). He reftored the Difcipllne of the Army, and foon 
took that Part of Carthage called Megara^ driving the Inhabitants into the Citadel called 
fa. Then fecuring the Ifthmus^ which led into the City, he cut off all Provifions from the Coun- 
try, and blocked up the Haven : But the Befieged with incredible Induftry, cutout anew 
Pafllige into the Sea j whereby at certain Times they received Neceflaries by the Help of the 
Army without the Walls. Scipio then in the Beginning of the Winter fet upon their Forces 
in the Field, and defeated them, killing 70000 CO and taking 10000 Prifoners, cutting off all 
their Communication with the Sea, foas the Befieged could have no Relief^ and were in a de- 
fpairing Condition. In the next Spring hetook the Formn^ where was a miferable Speftaclfi 
of flaughtered People. Still the Citadel held out : But an Offer being made that all who would 
come out to the Romans^ Ihould have their Lives, fifty thonfind yielded, and among thefe 
Afdrnbal himfelf. The Remainder finding their Condition defperate, fied to the Temple of

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JEfculapius (jT)^ which was fo large, 3350000 People concealed themfeJvcs there feven Days 
(b\ and at laft they fee Fire to it, and burnt themfelves with it, even Afdriibars Wife threw 
her felf with two Children into the Flames. Then was this magnificent City of Carthage that 
had been renowned in the World for feven hundred Years, and Rival to Kome one hun- 
dred Years, altogether laid in Afhes- It was twenty four Miles in Compafs, and fo large, that 
the Burning continued fcventeen Days together. And all this was done for no other Caufe, 
as Drofius Qc') long ago obferved, but to deftroy the Memory of a Place that had be«n fo long 
a Competitor to Rome, The News were received by the Ko2nan Senate v. ith great Joy, Car^ 
tbdge was ordered to be utterly deftroyed, and Curfes ^denounced againft them who fhould e- 
ver rebuild it. The Cities who had joined with it had the fame Fate; and their Lands were 
given to the Friends of the Romajs People. Thus this War ended in the fourth Year after it 
began, 608 Years after the Building o£ Kome. If we had any Cartbaginiafz Author extant, 
perhaps we might have other valuable Particulars concerning their Affairs: But thefe are all 
lofl. 

§ 14. CAK^HAG E was not the only City that was thus ruined by the Komans : In the 
fame Year Corimb had the fame Fate. The Acbaans^ having affronted the Roman AmbalTadora 
fent to difTolve their Confederacy, and having joined againft the Lacedamoniam, who were Al- 
lies to Rome 5 for thefe Reafons the Ro^nan Senate decreed War againft the Achceans ^ which 
Metelltis^ then in Macedonia^ undertook to manage. He overthrew Critohuis^ took Thebes 
and Megara 5 and L, Mimmins the Conful fucceeded him In his Province. This Mnnwiius o- 

Di^Hs the Acbisan GenersLl Qd')^ and then emredCorwtb^ where the Ambaffadors had 
been affronted ^ and there, by Order of the Senate, firfl: plundred that rich City, which had 
been like a Shop for all kind of Tradefmen, and the Refort of Merchants from both Europe 
and Afiay and ordered by Sound of Trumpet, that the whole City ihould be burnt to the 
Ground, and utterly deflroyed ; which was accordingly done. Mnmmzus brought many fine 
Things from the Ruin of this Place to Rome^ and had a fplendid Triumph, with the Sirname 
o£ Acbaims^ becaufe he had reduced thofe Tarts with all Greece and Epirus Into the Form of 
a Roman Province, called afterwards by the general Name Achat a, 

Nnmafitia had the like Fate. It was now feventy four Years flnce the Romans entred Spain 
in a hoftile Manner, where they had many Wars to deprive that People of their Liberty. A- 
bout this Time Vzrzatiis was up in Arms. From a Shepherd he became a Robber, and from 
a Robber he became a General over a numerous Party fuch as \iim£Q\i^ vjhxch created the Ro-* 
mans a great deal of Trouble for fe vera 1 Years, he having defeated ieveral of their befl Officers. 
But the mofl difficult and dangerous Part of the War was at Nnmantia (/)^ a Town of no greaC 
Bulk 5 for it contained only about eight thoufand fighting Men : But thefe were of fo great 
Valour, that they defeated ^ Pompeius the Conful, and alfo Iiis SucceHbr MancianuSy forcing 
him to make a dilhonourable Treaty with them j which the Rotnans found a Pretence to break, 
and to deliver up Mancianns naked and bound at their Gates ; whom the Nitmantifies would 
not receive, Orofins (f) juflly obferves, ^hat this was tuifazr Dealing in the Romans, to 
hreak a League which their Conful by the Circutnftances be was thejz in had been obliged to con^ 
clude^ and to deliver up bimfelf to an infamous PnnifJwient. After this Brutus defeated many 
Thoufands of the Lufitaniaizs^ and overthrew the Gallecians. But Lepidus the Proconful was 
not fo fuccefsful : For fetting upon the Vaccai^ an harmlefs and quiet People in the hithermoft 
Part of Spain^ he was entirely defeated by them. Thefe Misfortunes terrified the Rojnaiz Sol- 
diers, and obliged the Senate and People to create Scipio Africanus junior^ who had ruined C/r- 
thage^ Conful a fecond Time, in the Year o£Rome 619, looking upon him as the Hope and Bul- 
wark of their Country. Scipio reftored military Difciplinci but coming to engage, he found the 
Courage of the Nu?nantines fo extraordinary, that he refoived only to lay a ciofe Siege to their 
City. At lafl the Befieged were fo flraitned, that they offered to yield upon any reafonable 
Termsj or to fight if they might be allowed a Battle, notwithflanding the Inequality of their 
Numbers. But neither of thefe being granted, they drank heartily ftrong Liquors, and at- 
tacked the Befiegers with fuch Fury, that the Romans had fled. If any other than Scipio had 
commanded them. The Befieged finding there was no Way to efcape being made Prifoners, 
and led as a Trophy before their Conqueror's Chariot, fired the City over their own Heads, 
fcarce a Man, or not fifty, fays Appian fg\ remaining to be led in Triumph. This Madnefs 
of the Nttmaj2tinesy Florns Qj'^ in my Opinion very fooliflily commends and approves 5 But I 
rather incline to cry out with Orofius ^^^y ^"^'5 Romans, falfely claim to your felves 
the great Names of Juftice^ Faitb^ Fortitude an4 Mercy^ when your A6iions declare the con^ 
trary ? The Barbarities they committed on Carthage^ Corinth and Nnmantia^ where they

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■were pleafed yrith no lefs than the entire Deftruftion of thofe once flourifhing Cities and their 
inhabitantsj deserves fuch a Cenfure. .However^ Sci'pio razed Nn7na72tia to the Ground, in 
the Year of Rome 6205 after a Siege of fitteen Months. The Ruins of the Place are flilJ to 
be feen in Old Cziftile not far from the Borders o^ Arragon^ about a League from Sm-ia. 

5 15. The 'Roman Republic had by this Time extended her Conquefls over many Parts of 
the World; In Europe, the whole of /f^/y. Spam, lilyria t6 thQ Daszube, ^hracza^^ Macedonia^ 
Greece ^ mjlfrtca^ the whole Coaft of ir^^^ 5 andin^^? all the Provinces o{ Afia the LtfTer 
fubmitted to her Dominion. The Luxury, as well as the Spoils of the Eaft^ were carried to 
Komc \ the Manners of the Citizens changed with their Fortune (Z') ; The Profits of the great 
Officers of the Commonwealth increafed with her Bounds, and this made more briguing and 
iplliciting for thofe Pofts 5 yea Seditions, Jealoulies and Contentions arofe about themj even 
fometimes to the ifhedding of Blood- A remarkable Inftance ^vhereof we have while Tihms 
Cxraccbies was Tribune of the People. His Father Settipronius Gracchus had been Conful, and 
had enjoyed the Honour of two Triumphs. His Mother Cor^wHa was the Daughter of Scipio 
Africamts the elder, who overcame Hamiibal', and was herfelf eminent for Chaflity aiid Learn- 
ing, k'iberhts himfelf was a Man of rare Parts and admirable Eloquence (O5 fo fond of 
popular Applaufej that he forfook the Nobility, and took Part with the comrtion People, re- 
viving the Agrarian Laws, whereby any Citizen was forbid to pofTefs above five hundred Jii^ 
gera, that is, about three hundred and thirty Acres of Land (*^), and adding to the Lex LU 
cmia^ ^hat if any bad more than the Law allowed, it JJjould be divided amojtg the. Poor and 
5triumvirs^ or three judges, were appointed to fee this executed. Thcfe things fo exafpera- 
ted the Senators^ that they rbfe againft Tiberius, and killed him in the Capitol, with abouc 
three hundred of the Commons with him : And this was the firft Civil Infurreflion among the 
Komans that ended with the EfTufion of Blood COv Thefe Confufions were not finiflied by 
the Death o?Stiberius Gracchus : His Brother J being thofen Tribune of the People, two 
Years fucceilively purfued the fame Meafures, preferring new Laws 5 which the' they grati- 
fied the Commons, yet the Senators reckoned themfelves injured by them : And therefore 0- 
pimins the Conful raifed a Tumult againft Cains j who finding his own Party too weak,' fled; 
and made his own Servant to kill him ; who thereafter killed himfelf, falling down dead upon 
his Mafter's Body : Yea the Severity of the Conful was fo great, that no lefs than three thou^ 
land o^Gracchnsh Faction were put to Death, being the Year of Rome 6iz> About the ferae 
time there happened a dreadful Peftilence, that deftroyed near two hundred thoufand People 
on' the Mediterranean Coaft of Afric (f), the Plague arifing from an immenfe Multitude of 
Locufts, that deftroyed the Country, and then were killed. 39^^39^ Citizens were encred 
into the Roman Cenfus. ... ^ . 

§ 16. For fome Time the Romans had nb confiderable Aftion abroad, till the War occa- 
fioned by Jugurtha arofe. To underftand what he was, we may obferve, that MafjiniJJa, whom 
the Romans had made King of ISJnmidia^ becaufe he had been their firm Friend in their Wars 
againft the Carthagtnia7ts, had a SuccelTor called Micipfa', and two other Sons, MamftM 
and Gitlaffa, by one of his Coiicubinesi. The former of thefe Was the Father of Jugnrtk, 
He had his Education in the Gourf of his Uncle Micipfa ; where upon feveral Occafions he 
gave ilgnai Proofs of his Wit and Valour, as alfo when he ferved under Scipio Africa^mthe 
younger, at the Siege of Niimantia ( g). That War being ended, he was fent home : And M" 
cipfa dying, left his Sons, Adherhal and Hiempfal^ under the Guardianfhip of this yugiirthn', 
who, after he had caufed the younger of .them to be put to Deaths purfued the elder, till he 
fled to Rome, and there fought for Help. Jugurtha being fenfible hov/ much Avarice and In- 
juftice had crept into the City, fent his Ambaffadors well inftrucled with rich Prefents ^ which 
did fo operate upon the Senate, that they decreed to give him the half of the Kingdom, and 
fent Commiffioners to divide it between him and Adherhal. But he being ftlll reftlefs, fell 
fuddeniy upon Adherhal, routed and befieged him in Cirta for the Space of feveral Months; 
and upon the Surrender of that City, having got him into his Hands, contrary to his Faith and 
Promife put him to a violent Death. Whereupon a War \vas determined -againft him, and the 
Condudl thereof committed to X. Calpurnins Beftia Conful, in the Year oi Rome He in- 

vaded Nnmidia with great Vigour 5 but was flopped in his Carrier by the golden Weapons fenc 
by yugurtha, * Scaurus the Quseftor being corrupted by the fame Means, a Treaty of Pe^ice 
was fet on foot. Thefe things making great Noife in the City, the People got Cafflus Longings 
the Praetor fent to Africa^ with Orders to bring Jugurtha to Rome upon the publick Faith 01 
the State : Which he did. But the Ufurper fo cunningly managed his Affairs, that when he Ipc 
the City, he declared ^hat Rome was to be fold, and any body that would go to the P**'^^ 
■ anight have her. Ncverthelefs ^ Ccecilius Metellus being Conful in the Year of Rome 

*3^//ffKr^j??i2 was defeated. Caius Maritvs was then*JLieutenant to the Roman Army. He\Vas^

rcrfon of mean Birth and of a rough .Temper C^) 5. but of great Frugah"cy, Cunning and Ek^ 
perience in War, in which he was trained under Scipio Jfricanus the younger, at the Siege of 
l^amantia. Being very defirous to gain the Confullhip, -hVj .blamed Metelhis for prolonging the 
War, faying/He might with the half of his Army have taken Jugurtha Frifoner • and having gofc 
Leave to go to Kome^ he there obtained the Confulfhip, in the Year of the City 646, and had 
the Management of this Affair committed to him. This being done, he overcame 'Jugurtha 
in Battle^ and prevailed with Bocchits King, of Mauri tarn a y.h\& Fatherrin-law, to deliver him 
bound Hands, and Feet to Sylla j who gave him to Marias^. whenConfui the fecond Time (^^^ 
in the Year of Kt^me 649^ by whom he was brought to the City, and there led as an Ornamen*: 
to the Conful's Triumph, with great Riches and Spoils got in the War .(c)- When the Tri- 
umph was over, Jtigtirthd was caft into a nafty Prifon, almoft naked,, where he ended his Life 
in the Space of fix Days. Pli^iy (rf) tells usj that Marius^ in his fccond Confulate, firft made 
the Eagle to, be the Enfign of the Roman Legions, . , 

§ 1 7. The yugurthine War was fcarce ended, when a more . dangerous one^ called the Cim-> 
Iric and- ^eiitoniCy arofe.. A great Band of P.eople from the Cimbriajz CherfoiiefuSy now called 
Denmark^ and from the Northern Parts o^Germdiny^ broke in upon the Roman Empire. Plu« 
tarcb calls their Number three hundred thoufand fighting M.en well armed,, and with them 
a great Number of Women and Children. They had alreiady defeated fome Roman Legions 
(f). C. Marius being thought , a proper Man to cohduft the. War againfl: them, he was to 
this end chofen Conful a third Time 5 and next Year, being that o^.Rohic 6siy he. was .made 
Conful a fourth Time. He led his Army over the :^lpsj, and fortified his Camp near the River 
Rhofne^ obferving ftrifl Difcipline. He cleared the Mouth of the River, for bringing in Vef- 
fels with Provifions, and there waited for the . Approach of the Enemy, and a proper Time to 
fight them 5 which he .found near the City Aix, The Romans being affliCled with Thirfi-^ 
found that the teutons and lay between them and. the River ; Neceflity then compel- 

ling them to engage, they fought with the Enemies two Days fucceffively, wherein they de« 
flroyed above a hundred thoufand of them. The General raifed a Pyramid in memory of this 
Victory, the Remains whereof are ftill to be feea on the Road to Aix (g). Marias being, cho- 
fen Conful a fifth Timcj and joining with Catnlus^ was challenged by the Enemy to Battle, 
Whereupon he fell upon their numferous Army, July 2*7 C'^j),:and gave them a di:eadful O- 
verthrow, their Wives all the while making a wonderful Refiftance from the Waggons and 
Carriages. But when they faw all things in a defperate Condition, they in a great Fury firft: 
killed their Children, and then themfelves. About lix fcore. thoufand are faid to have beeii 
ilain in the Battle, and as many taken Prifbners-, which ended the War , and Matins obtain- 
ed a fixth Confulate in the Year of Rome 653. He was not fo fteady, calm and prudent iri 
his Government in the Time, of Peace, as fuccefsful iii the Camp j and hence fcveral Difor-* 
ders were committed in this Year of his Magiftracy, Apiileiiis Satitrninns^.onti of his Friends, 
Itandlng for one of the Tribunes of the Pebplcj and being chofen, murdered Nonius his 
Competitor. Being in Power, he preferred, a Law for the Divifion of .thofe Lands whicht 
Marias had conquered in Gauly, and coilipelted the Senate to fwear to it : Which Ostxh Metel^ 
Jus Nnmidiciis ([who had been Conful, and very fuccefsful in the ^ugnrthine War) refufing^ 
he fet. him a Day to anfwer before the People ; bur^ to prevent further Confufion, Metellus 
te,tlve(i X.O Rhodes (f)^ and there. fpent, his Time in.reading Books, and in hearing the great 
Teachers .of that Age * and Marius-^ the Author of all this Diforder, caufed him to be decla- 
red a Rebel to the State, The fame SattirJiinns obtaining the Tribunefhip a fecond Time, 
»nd finding Memmitis a . Candidate for the Confulate, he alfogothim murdered, to make Way 
for Glaucias one of his own Party. Thefe bafe Practices raifed. Commotiohs in the City, and 
the Senate refolved to make Saturmnus to anfwer for them. Whereupon Marins^ a change- 
able Man, withdrew. his Friendfliip^ and even fet Upoahim in the piiblick Affembly, and for-* 
ced hini with his Followers into the .Capitol ; \^herei .foir want of Water, they were obliged 
to yield. And thp' Satnrmms znd. Glaucias depended upon Marins, and would not difcovet; 
that they were only Aftors in his Defigns ; yet, by his Connivance, they werexut to Pieces 
by the Equites in the Forum^ and iWef^to recalled with, the general Applaufe of the People. 

§ 1 8. But that which in en^i ruined Marias^ .and caufed. innumerable Murders and Mifchiefs 
jn the Roman State^ was the Emulation between him and if. Cornelius Sylla, This Sylla was a 
Patrician of noble Birth^. who made hirtifelf mpre. eminent by his Adions, a Man.of Letters, 
having writ twenty two Books of GoRimentarics on the Hiftory of his. own Life and Aftions, 
mentioned by Plutarch (Jt\ but now. loft 5 a beautiful and comely Perfon, but much given to 
his Lufts and Pleafures, and did no^ ftick at. cruel Aftiops when they ferved to advance hif^ 
Purpofes. He had ferved as Quaeftor Under Marius in the Jugurthiue War, and had the Coxn-

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niand of a thoufand Men in his third Confulfhip 5 but upon fome Difgult or other, he never 
ferved under Marias any more. 

Ac this Time Mitbridates Enpator King of Poattts appeafed upon the Stage (^a\ 35 ^ 
dangerous Enemy to the State ; for he was a Prince of great Knowledge and Learning 

knighty in Riches and Power, of boundlefs Ambition, and a Former of vaftJDefigns. He pro! 
cured i'igranes King of Armenia to join with him, and had taken from the Komaf2s and their AU 
lies Afia the Lefler, with Bitbynia, Cappadocia and P'ergainus (^) 5 had made feveral Inroads 
into Greece^ and, which was very provoking, had taken ^ Oppius and Aquilius^ and killed the 
latter by pouring melted Gold down his Throat, upbraiding the Ko7nans with Avarice and 
Ambition. Upon ail thefe Accounts, the Roman Senate proclaimed War againft him, which 
continued many Years. L. Syila and Pompeius being chofen Confuls in the Year of Kom^ 
665, the former, being then fifty Years old, was fent againft Mitbridates. But C Marm^ 
being ftirred up either by the Defire of Profit or Honour, perfuaded Snlpitins^ one of the 
Tribunes of the People, to prefer a I-aw, transferring the Management of the War ^vovaS^U 
la to hinifelf. This was carried on with great Strength of Parties, Tumults and Bloodflied {c\ 
Sylld hearing of thefe Commotions, haftned to the City with fix Legions, whom he eafiiy per. 
fuaded to fland by him, having been very liberal to them. With thefe, after fome Bloodfhed, 
he entred the City i where he caufed fome Houfes to be fet on fire, but did no other Hurt to 
the Citizens in general 5 only he and his Collegue reverfed the Laws oi Sulpitins^ regulated 
the Senate, and got Marius and Snlpitins^ with ten othet leading Men, to be declared Ene- 
mies to their Country, making it lawful for any Perfon to kill them, and to put their Goods 
to open Sale. Marius with his Accomplices were fbrced to betake themfelves to Flight. He 
hid himfelf in the Fens of Mimurmm^ and got fo deep into a Marilh, that only his Eyes and 
Nofc were feen above the Water (jf) ; where being difcovered, and put in Prifon^ a Ganl who 
was fent to kill him, became fo aftonifiied at the Nobleneis of his Prefence, that he could not 
execute his Orders. WJiereupon Marius^ being conveyed out of that Place^ efcaped to Afric^ 
and there pafTed through a thouiand Hardihips in his old Age, particularly defcribed by Pk" 
t4rtb (/), Sulpitiits the Tribune was taken and killed : And SyUa returned to profecute the 

War againft Mitbridates, 

About this Time there were abundance of Confufions at Rome^ and over all Italy, The 
Commomvealth was bought and fold. The Farmers of the Revenues were both Judges 
and Parties. Livitis Drufns a Tribune, gave the People of Italy Hopes of making them 
free Romah Citizens. By their Affiftance he renewed the Agrarian Laws, and ordered that a 

proportional Number of Knights or Equites fiiould be added to the Senate- But he not being 

able to perform his Promifes to the Allies of the Romans in Italy^ they conipired to aflert their 
Privileges another Way : And Drufns being hated by the Senate, was killed C/D in his own 
Houfe. Upon his Death arofe the Social or Italian War. The feveral States of Italy^ that 
•were fubje^ to and allied with the Romafis^ taking it in ill Part that they were denied the 
Freedom of the City, after it. had been fo oftpromifed to them 5 efpecialiy lince they manrain* 
ed the Commonwealth by their Valour, fending almoft in every War, double the Number 
of Troops to what Rome itfelfdid afibrd : Therefore the LucanianSy Aptilians^ Marjiam^ Pe* 

lignians^ Savifiites^ and others entred into a Confederacy to aflert their Privilege by Arms, 
Their TieUgn being difcovered, they broke out into open Rebellion. The War continued 
three Years, and was very dangerous and deftruftive. Florus fays itbrougbt on gmtet 

Calamities than either the Wars t?/Hannibal or Pyrrhus : But this I dare not affirm. Howe- 
ver at laft the Senate thought fit to give the Freedom of the City to fuch of the Italians as had 
not revolted, which eftablifhed thofe who were fomething wavering in their Minds, abated the 
Courage of others who were already engaged, and in a little Time induced the Romans to give 
all the reft the fame Privilege. Thus the Social War ended, after, as Paterculus (b') fays, ic 
had confumed three hundred thoufand of the Youth of Italy^ and had been managed by the 
greatcft Men in Rome^ as Cn, Pompeius^ the Father of Pompey the Great, C. Marius^ L, SyU 
lay and Metclius Pius, 

^19. The Calamaties of Rome, by the cruel Emulation of Marius and Sy/la^ were but yet be- 
ginning. Cornelins Cinna, and Cn, avi as being ConMs inthe Year of Rome 666, CinnaxQ' 
called ^<r7rz7^j- with the reft of the Exiles i which was fo violently oppofed by his ColJegue, 
that Cimza was by Force driven out of the City, and Mernla put in his Place. Marius having 
efcaped many Hardfhips and Dangers in Afric^ and being informed of this Situation of Affair'* 
at Kome^ got together about a thouiand Vagabonds, with whom he landed at^'elamon'm Ef^l^" 
ria^ where he proclaimed Liberty to all Slaves and Bondmen that would come to him^^), 

and then fent to Cinna^ lignifying that he would obey him as Conful. This Offer being 

cepted,

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cepced, they took Oftia^ putting the Inhabitants to the Sword, fhut up Ro?/2e, and feized the 
Hitl Janzculim^ thro' 06iavins^s Negledl. In thefe Circumftances, the Senate invited them 
into the City, only defiring that they would fhed no Blood i to which Matins gave no encou- 
raging Anfwer, but only ftern Looks and glooming Brows, Upon their Entrance to R.ome^ 
thefe banlflied Princes foon verified the Proverb ( aj^ by filling the City with Blood. 05iavi^ 
ns the Conful refufing to refign his Charge, had his Head cut off, and fee up on the Rojira. 
Marms having got the Law for his Banlfhment abrogated, fliewed his Refentment by horrid 
Cruelties: For he had a Company of Ruffians called £<?r^//ic^?wj waiting upon him, who acthe 
leaft Nod of his Head, or twinkling of his Eye, killed as many Men as he pleafed. They flew 
Anchatiii 's a Senator who had been Prsetor, only becaufe he did not falute their Maftef, and 
continued killing all thofe he did not falute C^) 5 and he himfelf fpared none whom he in the 
leaft fufpedted. J£ Jftfouy the Orator, after he had defended himfelf by a fine Speech, was 
killed. The dead Bodies were torn and abufed, none daring to bury them. All the Friends 
of Sy/la were flaughtered without Mercy, his Houfe demolifiied, his Goods fet to Sale, and 
himfelf declared an Enemy to Rome. Marius^ tho* now paft the feventieth Year of his Age^ 
had the Ambition to procure himfelf to beeledied Conful the feventh Time, with Cinna for 
his Collegue, in the Year o£Rome 667. But upon hearing of Sylla's coming with an Army 
from the Eaft, to be revenged on him for the Mifchief he had done, he took Sicknefs^ and 
died foon after his Election, being as much abhorred for his fraudulent Condud: and abomi- 
nable Cruelty in Peace, as he was efteemed for his Succefs in War : For the Commonwealth, 
which he preferved in the Field of Battle (O, he deftroyed at home, firft by Fraud, and then 
by barbarous Executions as a cruel Enemy, 

Sylla at this Time was in the Eaft, carrying on the War againft Mithridates 5 who not 
long before his Arrival, had commanded in one X>ay eighty thoufand, or, as fome Authors fay, 
an hundred and fifty thoufand (^) Romam and ItalianSy then dwelling in Afia^ to be murde- 
red in cold Blood. Upon the Arrival q£ Sylla^ the nioft Part of the Cities Greece fubmit- 
ted to him ^ only Athms being compelled by the Tyrant Anfiion to join with Mithridates^ 
made a vigorous Refiftance (O • And therefore he befieged it with all his Might, cutting 
down even the Trees of the Lycaum and Academy, to ferve for his Engines of Battery, and 
compelling the Prieftsin all the Temples ofGreece to fend him their facrcd Money, which no 
Ro7nau before this had ever meddled with. But Sylla gave fo great Donatives to his Soldiers 
as required Mountains of Money j which, tho' it brought in a bad Cuftominto the Roman Ar- 
mies afterwards, yet in the mean Time it made his Men very fteady to his Interefts, and ne- 
ver to difpute his Commands. Athens held out for feven Months, even to the laft Extremity, 
being reduced to the greateft of Straits by Famine. In fine, Sylia having made a great Breach 
in the Walls, entred the City at Midnight ^ where he cut off the Bulk of the Inhabitants by 
Che Sword, gave the Spoil to his Army, levelled the Harbour of Pirceeus^ and burnt the great- 
er Part of the Buildings, among which was the Arfenal and Armory. This being done, he 
marched againft the Armies of Mithridates^ which were very great : For 'tis faid that he had 
fent into Greece^ under the Command of Archelaus^ an hundred and twenty thoufand Men 
C/)j and under the Command of Staxiles^ another of his Generals, an hundred and ten thou- 
fand, and after that eighty thoufand, under the Command of Dorylans ^ Numbers tnongh to 
have carried all before him, if Numbers would have done it. Yet SylJa with a Roman Army 
only of fifteen hundred Horfe and fifteen thoufand Foot, overcame them all in three ieveral 
Battles y the firft of which was fought at Cberonaay and the other two at Orchomene^ where- 
in he is faid to have flain an hundred and fixty thoufand Men. In the laft of thefe Confli^s, 
twenty thoufand were pulht into a Marifh, and there killed, imploring tSjy/Z^y's Pity, whoftiew- 
ed none ^ as many were deftroyed in a River, many by other Means, and the whole forced 
to fly out o( Greece, The next Year Mithridates was as much diftreffed in Afia : For Fm- 
^ria^ who there commanded another Roman Army Qg\ having vanquilhed the beft Remain- 
der of his Forces, purfued thofe that fled as far as Pergamns^ where Mithtidates himfelf then 
refided 5 and having driven him from thence to Pat ana a Maritime City of MtoUa^ followed 
him thither, and laying Siege to the Place, blocked it up clofely by Land ^ but not having 
Ships to fhut It up by Sea, a Paffage lay open : Whereon Fimhria lent to Luctilkis^ who was 
then in the neighbouring Seas with a Roman Fleet, to enclofe him 5 and had he done fb. Mi" 
thrzdates muft have been taken- But Fimbria being of Marius's Fadlion, LucuUtis would 
have nothing to do with him, and fo Mithridates efcaped, to the great Prejudice of the Ro- 
man Intereft, as we fhall afterwards hear. The like often happens when Minifters and Officers 
of the Government are divided into different Factions. But tho* Mithridates thus made his £f^

chelaus then in Greec^^ on any Terms to make Peace with Sylla, . Whereupon Sylla Jr 
chelans meeting in the Ifle Delos, agreed (^), ^hat MithridatesJ^^«/^ depart from Afia tb, 
LefTeu a72d from jPaphlagonia ; ^hat be jJjould refiore Bithynia to Nicomecies, ana ^appadocia 
to Ariobarzanes ^ ^hat be fiould.give back ail Places to the Romans whtcb he_ bad taken from, 
tbem fince the War began 5 ^hat beflDOuld pay tixjenty thou f and patents to tipe Romans for the 
€harxes of the IVar^ and yield to them feventy of his Ships : Afzd upon tbefe Terms Peace jljoidd 
he granted^ and all Mts of Hoftility being forgotten^ Mithridaces 7^o«W he received into the 
Number of the Friends and Allies of the Roman State. 

Syfla Ad Mithridates having afterwards had a Meeting at ^ro^JJ in :Afia^ there ratified thefc 
Articles, upon which Peace was publifhed and declared. *S>//^z would not have confented to fo 
eafy Terms, had not the Divifions of the Komans at home obliged him. to return, which many 
of the Roman Senators who had fled to his Camp from the Fa^ion of Marzus earneftly entreat^

where he feized the Library o't Apellico the "teian^ in which were the moft Part of Arifioile 
and i'beophraftHs'-Q Works (^) j and carrying it to Rowe^added it to his own Library. One ryran- 
nion. a famous Grammarian of thefe Times, refiding at Kome^ obtained Leave of Sylla\ Li. 
brarV Keepef to write them out. This Copy he communicated to Andronicus Khodzus^ who 
made the Works of Arifrotle publick 5 and to him the learned World CO lis obliged for the 

valuable Writings of that Philofopher: 

The Roman Senate dreaded the Effefts of Sylla' s Return, and therefore offered their 
ISndeavours for his Satisfaftion : But he returned for Anfwer, ^hat he would never he reconciled 
to fuch wicked Per fo32s as Cinna i^w^f Carbo. Having landed at Brhndnfium with a FleeC 
of idoo Ships, and 60000 Men; and being joined by Metelius Pius^ and Pompey afterwards 
called the Great, he defeated the Conful Norbamis^ killing 6000 of his Men, and making 
^^"'^•^■c.himfelf to flee to Capua for Refuge. Next Year he defeated the younger Martus kilJing 
Jnt% 20000 of his Menp taking 8000 Prifoners, andmaking himfelf flee to Pr^enefie C^), where he 
■ became his own Executioner. Carbo fled to Africk^ and Pompey purfuedhim. At length ^y/- 
la having defeated his Enemies in the Field, entred Kome by the Gate CoUina^ fighting his Way 
againft Carinus and Marcius, The Romans then found, thattho* they had change4 the Ty* 
rant, the Tyranny wds greater than before: For while SyUa held a Council hi the Temple of 
Beliona <5ooo Men were killed by his di*der in the Place where they ufed to run their Horfesj 
and many thoufands were butchered in a moft inhumane Manner. Men were flain in the Em-^ 
braces of their Wives, and Children in the Arms of their Parents. When one asked hira, 
When JJpatt tbefe Miferies end ? iP'ho are they that Jl^all die f Sylla immediately pofted up 
the Names of eighty Perfons whom he would have put to Death. Next Day he fet up two 
hundred and twenty, and the third Day the double of that Number : Befides he publilhed Ta- 
bles ofProfcriptionagaihft particular Perfons, which were the firft of that Kind that were 
ver known at Kome. Of thefe but-lawed Perfons, feme were killed in their Houfes, fome in 
the Streets, others when begging Mercy at his Feet. Their Goods were confifcated j and their 

Names declared infamous. Nor was this Wickedhefs and Inhumanity only done at tonih 
butwasalfo extended to feveral Towns in Italy^ 12000 Men being fhut up in Pr^xjufie^ and 
all put to the Sword, Neither the I'emples of the Gods, nor any Sandluary could afford Pro- 
tedion. This was inhumane Cruely ! yea fcarce ever the like was heard of among Heathens 
to their own Country. After all, SyUa had a noble Triumph for his Viaories over Mtm- 
dates : And then he ordered the Senate to create an Jnter-r ex (both the Confuls being deftroy- 
ed) and they chufe Valerius Flacciis for this Truft. l^hen he delired a Didlator to be made, 
til! the publick Grievances were redrefled (O'. f his Office V/a"s conferred on himfelf, with- 
out any Limitation of Time, after it had been interrupted 120 Years; For the Senate durlt 
not retufe any of his Commands. When he had exercifed this Office three Years^ he rellgned 
the fame, and retired to Cimx^ where he died of a nafty loufy Difeafe. If he deierves to be 
praifed for his Victories, he ought to be as much hated for his Cruelties. His Death happen- 
ed in the Year from the Building Koine 678, from the Creation of the World s'Syijandbe- 



fore the Birth of Chrift 75 Years. 



newed the War againft Mitbridates, without a fufficient Caufe : However he earned jc 
three Years. At the End whereof, Sylla being then Dictator, and difliking the Proceedings 01 
Mareua^ recalled him, and refetcled with Mitbridates the fame Articles of Peace, which he naa 
before made with him (j:^. Thus ended the fecond Mithridatick War, and Mttrena^ on nis 
Return, trumphed C^) for his Exploits in it.

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§ 26. The War wicfa SerPorins i>i Spaw^was a Legacy of the PiSofcriptions eqafted by SyUa 
^a), Sertorius himfelf had beeh trained up in the Camp from his Youth, having ferved in le- 
veral Stations in the CimbYic^ 1"etitbnic\^ and fev6ral other WiirS in which the Komaiis- were enga- 
ged. He joined the Party of Matins and Cinna^ tho' he always abhorred the Murders of 
Roman Citizens which they committed., Vpon Syila'^ Return and entring the City, he made 
his Efcape. into SpaifTy v/hete he gained- the Affearibhs of the People, and gathered a fiuall 
Force (^) thinking this would be a Refuge to thofe of His Party that fhbuld be banifhed out of 
their Country. . Befides his great Skill in warlike Affahs, he was very chafle and temperate 
and accounted by his own People very l-eligious, having always a white Hind about him ' 
which he pretended to be jD;>».7^ advifirig him in^ all his Undertakings. Being chofen Com- 
mander in Chief by the iMttfit aniam ^ he, with about 7200 Illen, according to Vlntarcb(jr)\ 
defeated thebefl: Captains that Rome could fendagaihft him, who had the Condutl: of fix Score 
thoufand Foot, befides Archers and Slingers : For. he .overcame Coita^ and Aufidias Governor 
oi Hifpania Betica^ and Lticiiis X>omitiit5^ Pro-confiil in tlie other Province iSpdif:. His Ar- 
my afterwards encreafing, he defeated (3ne MeteUns^'s Lieutenants, and difbrefll-d 
MeteUus himfelf. At laft after he had ieveral Tim&s valiantly re/lfted Povipey calleci the Great^ 
he was treacheroufly murdered at Supper, in a Cohfpiracy carried on by Perpe?ma, bne of his 
own Party. Perpenua did not long enjoy any Benefit by this Treachery 5 for he was Over- 
come and taken Prifoner by Pompey : And jcho' he dehvered up the Letters fent by inany noble 
Komans^mviilng >^€^orins to come into Italy vjith his Army, Po/^^/j^^' firft burnt the Letters' 
and then put Petpenna to Death. For this Viftory Po^npey triumphed^ when he was non 
twenty fix Years bf Age complete. ; 

§ 21. Having now given a compendious Account of th'e Affairs of Kome^ from the 
building of that City to. the Time of Pompey^ I proceed to where I left off in the former 
Chapter of this Work, with the Hiftory of the 'jews under the Koman Empire; where I- ffiaU 
not forget the Affairs of the Romans^ and of fome other Nations before the Birth of Chrifl, and 

particularly in £^^jpfj till chat Kingdom was toade d Province of the Koman Empire by th<i 

Emperoi* Auguftus\ 

Near the End of the former Chapter id\ we left PtoteUy X^/;?!)'^* reigning in Egypt ^ and 
flaatl now go on with him. He having for three Years laid Siege to "thehes. in the upper JB- 
gyft.i at length took the Place. They hdd rebelled againft him (O 5 and being beaten out of 
the Field, they were fhut up within their Walls^ and there forced to bear the Siege, till they Am. c: 
were now again reduced. Lathyrns oh taking the Place handled it feverely for this Rebellion ^ Sr. 
fo as from being the wealthieft City of Egypt y he reduced it to fo Idw a Cbnciition, that it he-"^^' ^'^"^ 
yer after made any Figure. And hot long after this he died, having reigried from the Death 
of his Father thirty fix Years, of which he reigned eleven with his Mother in Egypi^ eighteen 
in Cyprus^ and feven dlone in Egypt^ after his Mother's Death. He was fucceedcd Chopa^ 
tra his Daughter, and only legitimate Child; Her proper Name was Berenice 5 fo Paufatiias 
calls her (fj. For 'tis to be obfei ved, that as all the Males of this JFamily hjid the common 
Name of Ptolemy^ fo all the Females of it had that of Cl^opatra'^ krid- befides, had other pro-^ 
per .Names to diftinguifh them from each other, which may remove feveral Difficulties in the 
Egyptian Hiftory. Aiexauder^ the Son of that Alexander King of Egypv who murdered hiS 
Mother^ being fent into Egypt by Sytta to fucceed in the Kingdom dftet- the Death of 
Lathyrns his Uncle, as neXc Heir to him of the Male Line^ cldimfed the Crown. But the ^- 
lepoandriaiss having put C/^opi?/ri^ on tHe Throne fix Mbnths befote his Arrivilli to avoid dil« 
pleafmg Sylla^vfho at this Time, as perpetUal Didlator^ abfolutely governed the Ro7nan Stated 
agreed that fhe fhould be given to him to Wife, and that they ftiould both reign jointly toge- 
ther. But -ff/e;ciz;;^er either not liking the Lady, or not being pleafed With a Partner in the 
Government, ac the end pf nineteen Days after the Marriage piit her. to Death, and then reign- 
ed alone fifteen Years. Th.is Alexander had been fent by Cleopatra- his Gi-andmother to Cooi^ 
there to be educated, and Mithridates took him- with all his Treafure which his Grandmother 
fent with him. But he having riiadehis Efcape from Mithridates^ fit^ to Sylla^ who received 
him into his Proteftion, carrying him with hirn toRowe • and from thence fent him totakej 
Poflefilon <yfEgypt^ exp.eaing Advantage by fo doing; . , 

In Jiidea Alexander Jannaus^ tho' he. was ftill afflicled with the Quartan Ague C-^), ye^i 
hoping by ftirring and Fxercife to wear it off, marfched with his Army over Jordan^ and be-^ ^ . , 
lie|ed Ragaba^ a Caftle in the Country of the. Q'efafens ; but by labouring herein^ having "^y^" ^' 
inftead of alleviating his Difeafe, exafperated it to a greater Height, he died of it In the Can>p; ^am 
At his Deathhe left two Sons behind hltp, Hyrcanus md.Ariftvbulns'^ but bequeathed the Go- *7. 
vernment of the Kingdom to Alexandra his Wife during her Life, and aftferwards to which of

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tbefe two Sons flie fliould think fit to difpofe it. Alexandra being with him at the Siege, on 
her finding him in a dying Condition was exceedingly troubled. She knew how much he had 
exafperated t\\QPh art fees ^ then a powerful Sedl among the yf^i'^ : And therefore faw nothing 
fhe had to expecfl at her Husband's Death, but that, to wreck their Revenge on him, they would 
fall upon her and his Children, and deftroy the whole Family : And on this Subjed: fhe made 
great Lamentations as flie fat by his Bed-ude. To eafe her Mind, he gave her the following 
Dired^ions, which he aflured her would yield Tranquillity to her and her Family. His advice 
was, ^hat Jloe JImild conceal his Death till the Caftlejhould be taken^ and then lead back the 
Army to Jerufalem in triumph for this Succefs^ carrying thither his dead Corps ^ a7id ajfoon as 
Jhe Jhould arrive there ^ JJoe floould call together the chief of the Pharilees, and acquainting then 
of her Husband^ s Death ^ Jhould lay the Corps before them, and tell them^ that Jhe refigned it 
wholly to their leaf are ^ either to be cajl forth with Ignominy^ in revenge of what they hai 
fuffered by bim^ or otherwife to be dlfpofedof as they Jhould think fit : And that then jhe JJjonld 
promife that Jhe would follow their Advice in all Matters of the Government^ and do nothing but 
what JJoould be agreeable to their Sentiments and 'Dire6iim2S, Follow this Advice^ (faid he) 
and you Jball not only gain me an honourable Funeral^ but aljo both for you and yottr Children a 
fafe Settlement in the Government. And fo it happened : For on taking the Caftle, ftie re- 
turned to Jerufalem^ and did as her Husband had directed. Her Promifes Rveetned the Pha^.- 
rifees to fuch a Degree, that laying afide all that Hatred to the dead King, which they had to 
the utmofl contradled, they turned it into Veneration for his Memory, commending him for 
his great Exploits, in enlarging the Dominions, and encreafing the Power, Honour and Inte- 
reft of the Nation ; whereby they fo far reconciled the People to him, that he was buried with 
a more fumptuous and honourable Funeral than any of his Predeceflbrs j and Alexandra was 
lately fettled in the fupreme Government of the Jewijb Nation. Matters being thus compo- 
jim, c. fed, Jlexandra made, her eldeft: Son Hyrcanus High-prieft, he being then about thirty three 
79. Years old C*^) j and, according to her Promife, did pucthe Adminiftration of her Affairs in- 
'Ahxan* to the Hands of the Pharifees. The firft Thing they did was to revoke the Decree oi'Joh 
dra 1, Hyrcanus ^ whereby in the latter End of his Government he had caufed their traditionary Con- 

ftitutions to be aboliflied. By this Revocation their Gonftitutions being reftored to Credit, 
they grew to fo great a Bulk, that the written Word was made of none Efleft by them. Next 
they releafedali out of Prifon who had been committed for being concerned -with them in the 
late Civil Wars ^ and called home from Baniftiment all fuch as for the fame Caufe had been 
obliged to flee the Country, reftoring to them their former PoiTelHons ; and thus encreafed 
the Numbers and Strength of their own Party, They aifo proceeded to demand Juftice a- 
gainft all thofe by whofe Advice Alexander had crucified the eight hundred Rebels above- 
mentioned C^), beginning with Diogenes^ a noted Confident of the late King 5 and having cut 
him of!', they went on with others on the fame Accufation 5 whereby they deftroyed all of tiie 
adverfe Party they mofl: difliked. Alexandra was forced much againft her Will to allow this, 
becaufe fhe could not otherwife preferve Peace at Home, tho' fhe had two powerful Armies 
on Foot on the Borders of the Kingdom, which made her a Terror to her Neighbours. 

S'igraneSy having built a large new City in Armenia^ which he called Stigranocerta^ that is> 
^be City of ^igranes (^), by the Inftigation of Mithridates^ invaded Cappadocia^ and carried 
thence 300,000 Inhabitants, to people this Town, and other Parts of his Dominions ; And 
he did the fame in other Places where he made Conquefts: For he is faid to have deraoliihed 
twelve Grecian Cities for peopling of ^igranocerta^ befides what he did elfewhere. For he 
tranfported thither great Numbers ^vom AJfyria^ Adiabene^ Gordiana and other CountrieSj for 
y^'^^' making this a great and populous Place. Next Year Nicomedes King of Bithynia dying, left 
'jtlexan" the K6man People his Heirs 5 by virtue whereof that Country became a Ro7nan Trovince (d)- 
dm $. Mithridates laid hold on this Occafion for reviving the War, and fpent the moft Part of this 

Year in preparing for it. Cyrene at the fame Time was reduced into the like Form ofai^f?- 
man Province, Ptolemy Apion the lafl King of that Country, having on his Death given it by 
his Will to the Romans (/) : Who, inflead of accepting it, declared all the Cities free, and left 
them to be governed by their own Laws 5 which was done twenty Years before this (f) ' But 
this Method caufing Seditions and Tyrannies ; to which the yews are faid to have contributed 
very much (jf), the Romans^ to fe cure the Peace of the Country, refumed the Grant, and 
made it a Province of their Republick. 

Mithridates feized Paphlagonia : And Bithynia and the Provinces of the lefTer Jfiafheing 
'jint,c. n^uch exhaufted by Roman Publicans and Ufurers, to be delivered from thefe OpprefEons 
75- revolted to him This occafioned the third Mithrzdatick War, , which continued near 

Alexan- twelvc Years.

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Sele7ie the Sifter of Latbyms put in her Claim for that Crown, and fent her two Sons Antiochiis 
Afiaticus^ and Selencus (a\ Whom fhe had by Antiocbns Eufebes^ to Kome^ to folicite the Senate 
for putting her in PolTeffion. But after two Years Ipent in this Matter, they were forced to 
return without Succefs 5 and had the Misfortune to be robbed in their Way homeward, by 
Vertes Prsetor ol Sicily^ as they pafled through that Ifland. The Koman Senators held them 
fo long in Hand with Hopes only to get more Money from Alexander King oi Egypt ^ for con- 
firming him in that Kingdom : And when they had fqueezed out of him all that could be had, 
they declared for him, fending home the two poor young Princes and their Mother with a 
Difapppintment. 

In Judea the Pharifees went on ftili to opprefs thofe that had Med with the late King a- 
gainft them. The Friends of the late King feeing no End of thefe Perfecutions, gathered in- 
to a Body, to addrefs the Queen, with Arifiobulus her younger Son at their Head, againft Ahxm. 
fuch Proceedings, fetting forth how bard it was^ that under hdr Adminifflratmz they Jhottld he ^^a 7, ' 
perfecuted to Death for their Fidelity to the late King her Husband Q') ^ and praying, ^hat a 
Stop might be put to fuch Proceffes j or if this could not be done^ they might ha^ve Lea oe to de^ 
part the Land, and feek their Safety elfewhere ^ or elfe that they might he)difperfed through the 
Ganifons of the Kingdom^ that by this means at leafi they might be out of their Enemies Keach. 
The Queen commiferated their Cafe i but fhe had refigned herfelf fo far into the Hands of the 
Pbarijees^ that Ihe durft do nothing but what they approved 5 and therefore fhe granted the 
laft Demand of the Petitioners, by placing them in the feveral Garrifons of the Kingdom : 
Which anfwered a double End , for when they were thus fettled in thofe Fortrelfes with their 
Swords in their Hands, their Enemies could no more approach to do them Hurt ^ and they 
were there as a certain Referve for the Service of theQiieen whenever Occafion fhould require. 

This Year was born Herod^ called fhe Great^ afterwards King of Judea^ C^or he was twen- 
ty five Years old when he was firft made Governor oi Galilee in the forty feventh Year 
before Chrifl.) His Father's Name v/as Antipas or Antipater^ a noble Idimxan. His Mo- 
ther was called Cyprus^ of an illuftrious Family among the Arabians (^). By Country there- 
fore he was an Idumceany but by Religion a "Jew^ as all the other Idim<sans were from the 
Time that H'yrcamts brought them to embrace the JewiJJj Religion (O- 

The Koman Confuls for this Year, being from the building of Rome 679, were Lucius L;/- 
cullus and M. Aurelius Cotta j who were appointed to go into Afia with two Armies, (jho iirft 
having AJia the LefTer, Cilicia and Cappadocia j and the other Bithynza and the Propontis af^ 
ligned them for their Province) and there to profecute the War againft Mithridates ( fj, 
Cotta being a Perfbh of no Skill or Experience in military Affairs, on his Arrival in his Pro- 
vince was loon vanquifhed by Mithridates^ at Chalcedon^ with the Slaughter of a great Num- 
ber of his Men j and at the fame time he lofb the befl Part of his Fleet which he had there for 
defending the Goafl. But LucuUus was a Man of another Gharadler : For befides that he was 
well skill'd in the Greek and Koraan Learning, (jSylla having dedicated to him ( twenty two 
Books of the Hifiory of his own Life and Adlions) he had been educated in the Wars, and had 
done great Services againfl Mithridates in Afia in the firft War, of which Sylla had the principal 
Command. He being made Conful, defired the Condudt of this War in Afia to be committed 
to him, being before acquainted with it 5 and was jealous left Pompey^ who was beloved of the 
People, but then employed in Spain^ fighting againft Sertorins^ fhould come and wreft it out 
of his Hand. Mithridates^ elevated with his Succefs againft Cotta^ laid Siege to Cyzicus^ a 
City on the Propontis^ which ftrenuoufly adhered to the Koman Intereft. Could he have made 
himfelf Matter of this Place, it would have opened him a clear Paifage from Bithynia into the 
LefTer j^^r. With this View he invefted it with three hundred thouland Men in ten Camps by 
Land, and with four hundred Ships of War by Sea. But he no fooner fat down before it with 
his Army, than LucuUus fat down by him with another j and without coming to a Battle, by 
obftrufting Supplies of Provifions, fo neceflkry to a numerous Army, by falling on his Foragers, 
cutting off Detachments, and taking all other Advantages, a Famine was raifed in Mithrida- 
tes^s Camps j and he was at length forced to raife the Siege with Difgrace, after he had loft 
the greateft Part of his Army in it. 

Mithridates fled to Nicomedia^ and from thence by Sea into Pontus^ leaving £bme Part of 
his Fleet, with ten thoufand of his choice Men behind him in the Hellefpont Xfi"). Lucnllus 
failing on thefe with the Koman Fleet, cut moft of them o^ in two naval Vidlories, the firft at 
fenedosy and the next at Lemnos ^ in the laft of which he took M, Marius^ a Koman Senator, 
fent by Sertorius out of Spain to aflift Mithridates. Having by thefe Viftories cleared thofe 
Coafts of his Enemies, he turned to the Continent, where he reduced Papblagonia and Bithy^ 
nia^ and marched to Pontus^ to carry the War near Mitbridates^s Doors 5 where he found his 
Enemy fore broken by Tempefts in his Return through the Enxin Sea, and only gathering new

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•Forces. Lucullus therefore took feveral Cities^ moft o'f them by Surrender * which bred Difcon., 
tents among his Soldiers, becaufe they miffed the rith Prey that they expedled : Only Amfiis. 
Etipatoria and ^Mmij'cyra were taken by Siege. , Mithrtdates having gathered hew Force/ 
ventured to give Battle to LticiiUus, In the firft two Conflidls "the former had the better, buc 
in the third he was utterly brokeny arid forced to fle'e to Armenia with two thoufund Horfc 
to pray for the Protedlioh and Affiftance of ^igrands his Son-in-law. But he ftaid there \ 
'Ant, c. Year and eight Months ere Tigr^ires took any Notice of him. Mean time all Places m^ontus 

yielded to LaciiUuSy t%CQ^t Ami fits ^ whrcfa held out till the Beginiiing of the next Spring, 
when moft of that rich City was burnt to Afties, contrary to the Will of the Conqueror. 

In Jnde^y Queen Alexandra finding that Ptolvmy the Son of Men^Hs^ Prince of Qhakis 
at the Foot of Mount -L/^^«//^5 was vexatious to his Neighbours, efpecially to th'ofe of Df?. 
pzafczts i Ihe fent Arijtobidus her younger lSoh to fupprefs hini (^z), and uiidet- this Pretence to 
feiae Damafcns, But Ariftobidus^ tinder this Cover, being more intent to make an Ititereft for 
the Crown againft the Time his Mother fhould die^ than to execute his Comknilfion, made 
ufe of this Opportunity chiefly to feirurb the Army for himfelf 5 and therefore having felzed 
Damafcus'^ returned without doing any other memorable Action, 

Selene the Daughter iof P'toieiity Phyfcou King of Egypt^ who had been the Wife of Ptole- 
my Latbyrus het Brothiei:, and being taken from him was married to Ajitiochtti G'rypus^ and 
after his Death to Antiochns Cyzicemis^ by whom fhe bad two Sons 5 finding that her Pre- 
tences to ^^jy^r could not fucceed, endeavoured to enlarge her Power in Syria ^ where Hie 
prevailed with feveral Cities to revolt to her (^b% and attempted to do th& fame to others. 
"Jnt, c. I'tgranes having received an Account of thefe Defedions, came thithef with a very great Ar- 
, my to fupprefs them ; and having ihut Up Setejie in Ptotemais^ and Dn his taking of it made 

'^raq'^' her Prifoner, cai-ried her with hitn as far as Sehucia in Mefrpotamia, ivherfe hte put her to 

Death. While ^igranes lay at the Siege of Ptolemais.^ Queen Alexandra^ fearing his Power, 
fent. Ambafladors to him with large Prefents, to court his Friendlhip 5 whom he received with 
all feeming Kindnefs, accepting the Gifts, and granting the Friendlhip that was defired, not fc) 
much out of Favour to the Queen, as to comply with the Exigency of his own Affairs j for the 
Progrefs of the Romans made his Prefence necelfary in Armenia, , ^ 

I'igrafies on his Return to Antiocb^ was there met by Appins Ciodins^ fent in Embafray 
from LncnilHs tb demand Mitbridates to be delivered to him, with Orders in Cafe of Refufal 
to declare War. fi'granes never having been ufed with any Body to feontradlft him^ 
was ofTended with the Freedom of Speech that Clodiusxxfedy and much tiiore with Lucnllni'i 
]Letter, directed only, 3^0 King STigranes, w^lthont thsT itle of King of Kings^ which he vain- 
ly ufed : For he having conquered feveral K-ings, hadfout* of them always attending hitn as Lac- 
keys when he rode abroad 5 and when he fat on his Throhe^ or gave Audience to Ambafla-i 
dors, he had the like Number of them fervlng him, or ftanding with folded Hands in Token of 
Subje^ion. In Refentment then of this Afrront5as he judged it, he diredted his Ahfwer, To Lucul- 
Insy without giving him the additional Title oi Jmperator^ or any other ufually given Cd Komm 
Generals. Upon hisRefufal tb deliver up Mitbridates^ Clodius dechred War againft him, and 
returned to the Commander in Chief to acquaint him of it. Lnvnlhts was by this Time returned 
out of Ponttis'mto the Province of Afia * where he found great Abufes committed by theiif- 
vtan Farmers of the twenty thoufand Talents, to be paid out of that Country, by the Peace made 
between Mitbridates and Sylla. They exadied U£ury upon Ufury, and reduced the People evert 
to fuch Straits, as they were obliged to fell their own Children (d'). Hereftfaifted thole excef- 
iive Ufuries, and reduced the Debts to fuch a Method, as the fame might be paid in four 
Years j for which he was highly efteemed and prailed by that People." But the Ufurers at 
Koine made fuch Outcries and formed fuch Plots againft him^ as were the'Occafion of his be- 
ing afterwards recalled from his Command- 
War being declared againft f?zgr^7W,^ Lucullus haftned to Pontns^ Sphere he took Si mp^i 
making it and Amijus free Cities ; and having left fix thoufand Men to keep Pontus ifi Order^ 
with twelve thoufand Foot and three thoufand Horfe^ he marched forward againft S^igranes^ 
all the Way to the Rivef Euphrates ; where having pafled' that River, he pfocee<fed t6 the 
Tigris^ and thence to ^igranocerta^ to vific his Adverfary in his Metropolis^- to which he was 
returned from Syria^ after concerting Meafures with Mitbridates, Tigranes was not a little 
furprifed to find Luaillns fo near him, and offended to that Degree, as he put to Death the firl!

Few Exceptions could be made againft her Government, but that ftie found it neceflary tci

.readv to declare for him, being weqry of the oppreffive Adminiftration of the Flarzfess. Bc- 
fides they had no Hopes of Hyrcanus his elder Brother,, who was bred in a thorough Devoti- 
on to that SeCt h being a dull, indolent Man, was of no Capacity to redrefs their Grievan- 
ces The Vharif.ees obferving how Ariftobuliis, prevailed, got Hyrcmtus at their Head to ad- 
dre'fs the. dying Q^jcen for her Direftion and Affiftance. . She only told them, ^bat no-.v Jb& 
ivas m m ^Condition to meddle in their Affairs^ hut left all to their oisju Coudti6i : And Ji;u ing 
named Hyj-^^^^w/^-y her Heir, Ihe died. The Pbari fees {qz. Hyrcanus on the Throne^ and goc 
ready an Army to march againft Ariftohulns ^ but when they came to a decifive Adlion, moit 
of Hyrcafius's ¥oxcQS went over to his Brother, and he with his Friends were {ovctd to retire 
xojerufalem^ and there fhut themfelves up. within the Caftle Baris, But being obliged to 
vie'ld it was agreed, ^hat^ Ariftobulus Jhould have the Crozvn and the High Priefihood^ and 
that H.yvc2Xin^ M?onld live as a private Perfon upon his own Fortunes ^ which he fubmicted to 
(a") being a Mm that, Ipved his own Eafe more than any Thing clfe. Thus he quitted the 
Government, after he.had. held it only three Months j and the Tyranny of the Phnrifees^ 
which they had exei:c;fe4 for nine Years, fmce the Death Alexander Janncetts^ ceafed

L/f^-z/to having cut off fevenils of his Troops, and inveftedhis City,. where was aMullitude oilus^ ii^ 2 
People and great Riches, carried frorn the Countries which he had . conquered. For Relief of 
this Place, Stigranes having aftembled a great Army of above two hundred thoufand Men, re- 
folved to give the Romans Battle .yvhifzh.L/icallns did not decline, notwithllanding the vaft 
Difproporcion of Numbers; but leaving Mitr/ena with fixthoufand Men to continue the Siege, 
he inarched himfclf with about ten thoufl^nd. Foot and two thoufand Horfe Qhy into the Field. 
When they came to Aiflion, tho' ^igraues\^ Men fhined in .their Armour, yet when they 
found the Romans flilling upon them with their Swords in good earneft, they turned Tiiil and 
fled in Diforder, without almoft ever ftriking a Stroke. P///f^?n;Z; tells us, S^hat 'tis tho'ighti 
there were (lain in this Overthrow above a hi^ndred thoufand Foot^ and very few of the Horfe 
iwerefaved^ and that of the Komdn^ there z<=Jere . only about one hundred hiirt^ and five /lain 
ff'^^if Antiochus the Philofopher faid^ the Sun uever fa'iM fuch an Overthrow^ and that Titus 
I-ivius declaretb, that the Romans -u.-ere never in aizy Batvle ivithfo fmall a Number of fighting 
Men againft fo many Enemies : For the Conquerors mre not the twentieth Part to tJje conquered'. 
The Diadem oi^igranes was brought to himfeh^.hardly cfcaping. Mithridates met 

him in his Flight, and comforted him the beft Way he could. In the mean time Lncullns 
took figranocerta^ with all the Royal Treafures laid up there (0> among which were eighi: 
thoufand Talents of coined Money. Out of the Spoils he gave eight hundred Drachms to each 
Soldier, and difmiffed the Greeks^ who had been brought by out ofCilicia and Cappa 



doeia, to plant this new City, allowing them to return home to their own Habitations ; - where- 
by he gained great Efteem 5 and he made the War maintain it felf Only Lncullus was com- 
plained of for not purfuing Mithridates rndTigranes clofe at the Heels, but giving them Time 
to recruit and ruile a new Army. This Omilfion difpleafed the Romans^ and the Riches the 
iSoldiers got, with the Luxury and Idienefs that they learned ztS'igranocert a, raifed in them a 
Spirit of Mutiny 5 which was attended with bad Confequences, as we lhall afterwards hear. 

^igranes and Mithridates having got together an Army of fevenpy thoufuid choice Menj; Ant, c; 
and having exercifed them in the ^oman Way of fighting, about the middle of the next Sum- .^s 
mer took the Field 5 but encamping in ftrong Places, LuctiUiis could not draw them to a ff^'^^^ 
Battle. At length he fell upon this Stratagem, to fit down before Artaxata^ the old Metro- ' - 
polls Armenia^ where ^igranes had left his Wives arid Children, with his beft Effedts and 
Treafures. The King could not bear fo great a Lbfs 5 and, to prevent the taking fo impor- 
tant a Place, both .Armies came to a Battle^, wherein the Romans again obtained a. very fignai 
Viaory.. Mithridates .could not bear the Cry of the Roman Legions, but turned and fled, 
which difordered the whole Army. Plutarch Qd^ writes, ^hat the Chafe continued the whole . 
Kight^ till the Romans, weary of [layings fell a taking Prifoners^ and packing up the Spoils i 
and that Titus Livius (whofe Books on that Subjedb are .now loft, the*- extant -in- P/«?W/s 
Time) faith ^ thfit though there was a greater Number fldin in the firft Battle^ yet there were 
greater Perfo72S_ killed and take'jz.PrtfonersJn this. LncHiltts inclined to have returned to the 
Siege Artaxata^ xhQ taking whereof might have ended the War ^ .but his Army would not 
Ibiiow him into fuch cold Regions in the Winter Seafon, and therefore he yielded to NecelTi-

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ty, pafled Mount ^aurtts^ and put his Army into Winter-quarters at Nifibis in Mefo'potamia. 
There the Spirit of Mutinity began to appear in his Army, which hihdred him to do any furJ 
ther Service. Publins Chditis^ the Brother of LncuUns^s Wife, was the prime Incendiary (^a) - 
and the Orators at Komey who managed a feparate Intereft, blew the Coal. In the iiDfean 
time Mitbridates with about eight thoufantl Men had returned to Po7ftnSy and there vanquifh* 
ed FabinSy one of LucuUus's Lieutenants 5 and -yr/^w^J having raflily engaged in Battle with 
MithridateSy was overcome, with the Lois of feven thoufand of his Men (J>\ among whom 
were one hundred and fifty Centurions, and twenty four Military Tribunes, which was the 
greateft Blow that the Romans had received for fome Years. Lucnllns found the dead Eddies 
lying in the Field of Battle, and negledted to bury them. After this his Army treated hini 
with all Infolence and Contempt : For tho' he weht almoft from Man to Man, befeeching 
them to go out againft Mithridates and 'itigraneSy who by this Time had recovered a great 
Part of their Dominions 5 yet they would not ftir. Thus the C^e ilobd, till Pbmpey was lent 
by the Roman People \Vith frefli Troops to take the Management of the War. IfLncu/ius's 
Army had not turned mutinous; and if he had not been oppofed by a Party at Rome (c)^ ^Jiq 
lludied to advance Pompey to wear the Lawreis which Lncitllus had won, he was in a fair Way, 
not only to have ended the War againft Mithridates and ^igraneSy but alfb to have extended 
the Roma-fi Dominions to Parthia and the remotefl Places of Jfiay which none of his Sue- 
cellbrs ever did ; Foi* having overthrown Tigra72eSy the Partbian Princes, who were fubjeft 
to this King, could not probably have flood before him. However, huciillus with a fmali Part 
of his Troops returned, and had the Honour of a rich Triumph^ adorned with the Spoils, Trea- 
furesj Cups of Gold and Silver taken from the Kings of the Edft, After his Triumph he loon re- 
tired from publick Affairs, and fpent the Remainder of his Life in making fumptuous Buildings, 
fine Gdrdens, magnificent Feafts, and in a very expenfive Way of living. He was a Lover 
of Philofophy^ and carried with him a great Number of Books, which he had gathered out of 
the Spoils during the War, and with them he erected a great Library, which was free for the 
Ufe of learned Men who reforted to it, where they found a kind and generous Entertainment. 

He died in his advanced Years, not without Sufpicion of Poifbn^ which crazed his Judgment, 

and hailned his End CO - -^.nd he had a fumptuous Burial. His quiet Retirement, and Con- 
tentment after his ViAorles, notwithftanding fome Difappointm&nts, was (in my humble 0- 
pinion) more commendable, than the truel Refentments oi MariUs^^xidi Sylla againft thofe who 
had oppofed them : And it had been happy for Pompey his Succeflbrj if he could have follow- 
td thfe like Method after he had won enough bf Riches and Honour. 

§ 23. POMPET fucceeded LucuUus in the Command of the War againft Mithridates and 
Sjgrafges : But before I narrate what Part he adbed therein, it may be proper, for a fuller View 
of the Roman Affairs at that Time, to look back to the Life and Actions of this great Man. 
Omns Pompezus was born at the fame time with Cicero, in the Year of Rome 648. His Fa- 
ther, who had the fame Name, had been Conful, and ferved his Country very faithfully in the 
Wars. He himfelf was much beloved by the Romans from his Youth, for his Temperance, 
Eloquence, Good-breeding ffjy and elpecially for his SkillJ and Siicceft in War. He joined 
Sy/Iay in oppofition to MariuSy and was fent with the Command of an Army againft thofe of 
that Party who had fled into Sicily and Africa ; where he overcame DotnitzuSy and fettled the 
Affairs of the Romans in thofe Parts, when he was fcarce twenty four Years of Age. For 
which Services, upon his Return SyUa faluted him by the Name of Magnus^ or, the Great, 
which Title was always afterwards given him 5 and he triumphed before he had been admitted 
to the Senate. His -fecond Triumph was for finifhing the War againft Sertorius in Spin^ 
which we have already (g"^ noticed. While he was in that Country, Spartacus the Gladiator, 
with feventy four of his Companions, having broken out of his Fencing-fchool at Cctpn^i 
wandring thro' the Country, and increafing in their Numbers, commenced a dangerous War 
in Italy Qb') ; For they had gathered together an Army of feventy thouland Men^ xnofily of 
vagabond Pretenders to Liberty, and had overthrown leveral Roman Captains, and two of the 
Confuis 5 till at laft they were conquered by Licinitts Crajfus the Proconful in ApuUay who 
killed twelve thoufand three hundred of thofe Fugitives. Five thouland of them fell intoPow- 
pey^'s Hands, that had fled from the Battle : Thefe he deftroyed in his Return to Roiney and 
wrote to the Senate ^bat Craffus had overcome the Gladiators, but he had plucked up that 
War by the Roots. 

Pompey and Crajfus being made Confuis in the Year of Rome 683, they never agreed in one 

Things and tho' Crajfus had more Authority with the Senate, Pompey had more Credit with- 

the People (^) j which he carefully promoted : For in a Lujirum performed at this Time, 

wiierein four hundred and fifty thoufand Citizens were entred into the Cenfus (1% complied 

with 
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with the Cuftom of leading his own Horfe into the Forum ; and fubmitting himfelf to the Cen- 
ibrs 00^ defired to be difcharged from the Wars. The fame Year the Pirates in Qiltcia^ who 
had been firft employed by Mitbridaies to rob by Sea, not being fupprelTed in the Beginnings 
"became very troublefbme j for ttiey hot only plundred and deftroyed Merchants Ships, but 
alfo feverai Iflands belonging to the Rotmm, Having gathered together about a^thoufand Shipsj 
they had robbed many Pagan Temples, had defeated feverai Romau Praetors (Z^), and had 
landed in /f-^/y and taken many Prifoners. Thefe Loffes and Affronts enraged the Romans ^ 
and to remedy them, Gahinms the Tribune of the People preferred a Law, ^bat a7i Admiral 
fhould be chofen with full Power againfi thofe Pirates for three Tears^ and that he fJmild have 
abundance of Forces^ and many Liezitenants, This Office fell upon Pompey, The Senate were 
indeed jealous of fuch an Enlargement of his Power 5 but the People being as zealous for him, 
allowed him, by their Decree, five hundred Ships, one hundred and twenty thoufand Foot, five 
thoufand Horfe, with Money out of the Treafury to defray the Charge, four and twenty Sena- 
torsj who had each of them been Generals of Armies, to be his Lieutenants, and two Quseftors 
or Treafurers. Pompey having got his Commiffion, diftributed his Lieutenants with their Ships 
and Forces through feverai Creeks and Bays of the Mediterranean Sea, that the Pirates might 
be chafed by one Squadron of his Fleet, and apprehended by another ^ he himfelf diretling 
the whole with fuch Succefs, that in forty Days he cleared the Coafls of Italy^ Libya^ Sardi-* 
may Coffica and Sicily of thofe Rovers, taking four hundred Ships, one hundred and twenty 
Forts, and killing ten thoufand Men. Other twenty thoufand that were taken were fent to re- 
mote Places, where they could do no Hurt. Metellus was more fevere to thofe Pirates he fei- 
zed at Crete ; for he put them all to Death, and fubdued the Ifland : For which he had the 
Sirname of Cret'icus Qc^, 

The War with thefe Pirates being finifhed in four Months, ManiHns the Tribune propofed 
a Law, ^bat Pompey JJoould he named Succeffbr to Lucullus, a72d that all the Armies which the 
3R.omans had in any Place^ together with the Government of aH Alia, and the Management of 
the ^ar againfi MithrldAtes and Tlgrahesyjhould he committed to bim alone. Catulus^ with 
fome other Senators, reafbned agiainlt this Law, as tending to make one Man a Monarch o- 
ver the Roman Empire : But the Orators, and particularly Cicero^ in an Oration ftill extant C^), 
fpcaking boldly on Pompey's Side, and th'e People being for him, when the Law came to a 
Scrutiny, it palfed with little Oppofitioh. C Julius Ca/ar, lately Quseftor, is faid to have fa- 
voured it, chiefly with Deligh that the People might be more eafiJy perfuaded one Day or o- 
ther to commit the like extraordinary Power to himfelf. 

Pompey having levied his Army, and made what Preparations he judged necelTary, .Ant. 
marched into Afia^ and met with LucuUns in Galatia^ where, after Compliments, ^^^Y^^j^l 
came to Ibme hot Words (Os but foon parted. Luculhis marched on to with 1600 ""'^^ 

Men to accompany his Triumph, the reft of his Army for moft Part joining with Pompey j who 
made a League with Phraates King of Partbia^ and finding that Mithridates declined the 
Conditions of Peace which he offered, went on with the War. Mithridates judged it for 
his Intereftto decline fighting 5 and to weary out the Romans by delays, and by cutting off their 
Provifions. But while he was doing this, he was furprifed by Pompey in a Night March, had 
ten thoufand of his Men cut in Pieces, and his Camp taken ^'f^ i and he himfelf was obliged to 
flee Northward beyond the Springs of to feek Safety, (ov^igrajzes his Son-in-law 

refufed to proteft him. ^igranes was then at War with his Son of that fame Name. He had 
put two SonSjWhom he had by Cleopatra the Daughter Mithridates jlo Death 5 and this third, 
not thinking himfelf fafe under fo cruel a Father, fled to Phraates King of Parthia^ whofe 
Daughter he had married, who fent him back into Armenia with an Army j whereby he laid 
Siege to Artaxata, But old Sigranes defeated his Soii, and drove him out of the Country C^) 5 
whereupon young refolved to go to iWifVi&r/i^?/'^5 his Grandfather : But hearing of his 
Overthrow, he fled to the Roman Camp, and there delivered himfelf to Pompey^ who was 
glad of fuch a Man to guide his Army in the right Road to Artaxata in Armenia, On the Ap- 
proach of Pompey^ old Sigranes thinking himfelf unprovided to refift fuch an Enemy, with an 
abjeft Mind furrendred himfelf to the Row^iwj, lighting from his Horfe, yielding his Sword, 
throwing his Crown at Pompey^s Feet, and falling down before him. Pompey rofe from his Seat, 
lifted him up, gave him back his Diadem, caufed him fit by him, and invited both the Father 
and Son to fup with him, and promifed next Day to hear their Caufe. But the Son refufing 
to come, and neglecting to fiiew his Father any RefpeCl, much ofl^ended Pompey Qf), However 
he decreed that the Father fliould abandon Syria^ Phoenicia^ Cilicia^ Galatia, and all upon 
this Side the River Euphrates^ which had been fubdued by Luculhis ; that he fliould pay the 
Rojnans fix thoufand Talents for making War upon them j but that he fliould R'dl reign in his 
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paternal Kingdom of Arn2e72ia the Greater : And that his Sonfhould govern Gordena and So^ 
fhcna(\ioTdtv\r\g on ^m^^i^) during his Father's Life, and, at his DeceaFe, ftiould Aicceed 
him in all his Dominions, referving to the Father the Treafure which he had depofited in So^ 
fhena^ that he might be the better able to pay the Jl£??«^«J. fr?^:^^?^^^ the Son being difpie;i, 
fed with thefe Conditions, made an Atc'empc to efcape, and raifc hew Difturbances ; Which 
'Povipey underftAnding, clapped him up in Frifon, referving him to be led in Triumph at Rome, 
But the Father being well pleafed with what was yiel'ded to him, not only paid the fix thoufand 
Talents, but alfo added d Donative to the Koumn Army ; to every Soldier half a Mina^ to 
every Centurion ten M^wa's, ahd to each rnilitary Tribune a Talent. Whereupon he was de- 
clared a iFriend.and Ally of the Komdn People. Potupey having thiis compofed Matters in Jr^ 
inenia^ marched Northward after Mithridates, On his coming to the River Cyrks^ he was op- 
pofedby the Albanians and /^erzi^;;j, powerful Nations that ly between the Cajpi aiz Q.n6. Euxiis 
Seas. Having overcome them, and forced the Albanians to ftie for Peace, he wintered Oi) 

among them. , 
Q Early next Year he marched againft the Iherians^ a warlike Nation, which had never yet 
' yielded to the MedeSy Perfians^ nor Macedonians (Ji), l-3owever Pompey forced them to fue 
'Ar!/2oi>*U. for peace. The Iberians and Colchians renewing the War, Poptpey overthrew them in Battle 
^' with a great Slaughter, where Cofis^ the Brother oiOrodes tlieir King, who commanded the 
Army, was killed. By this Victory he obliged Orodes to purchafe a Grant of the laft Year's 
Peace, by large Gifts andPrefents, and to fend his Sons to him as iloftages for the keeping 
thereof Mithridates having wintered at Diofcdrias^ a Place fituate between the Etixin and 
the Cajpian Sea;, next Spring fet oiit for the Ciminerian Bofphorus^ which is now the Countiy 
of the Crim Tartars. Macbares his Son who reigned there, having made Peace with the ilo- 
viafzs^ while LhchUhs lay at the Siege ofSimpe^ was fo afraid of falling into his Father's Hands 
that he killed himfelK 

Pompey having finifhed the War in the North, and finding" It imprafticable to purfue Mi^ 
tbridates any further that Way, led back his Army into the South-eaft Pares of Afia, In liis 
Way thither, having fubdued Darius King of Media^ and Antiocbus King of Comagena (c), 
he came into Syria 5 and having by Scanrus reduced Coslcfyria and DamafcitSy and by GdU 
nins^ all the reft of thefe Parts, as far as the 'Tigris^ he made the B^omans Mafters of all the 
Syrian Empire. Antiocbus Afiaticas the Son Antiocbus Eufebes^ the remaining Heir of the 
Ay^/^m'^;? Family, had by Permilfion of Lwc-ffZ/wj, for four Years reigned in fome Part of that 
Country : But Pompey refufed to yield him any Share of it (i), and reduced the whole of it in- 
to the Form of a Koman Province. Thus while ^igranes^ who had inade a long War againft 
the Komans^ was permitted to reign in Armenia^ poor Antiocbus who had. never . done them 
any Hurt, was ftripped of all his Pofleffions. The Reafons given for thisCoriduft^ are. That 
the Komans who had conquered thefe Countries from Tigranes^ were not to lofe the Fruits of 
their Victory ^ and fo weak a Prince as A^ztzocbns \yas not able to protefl them from the In- 

turfions of the 3^^«;jand Arabs, Here completely ended the Empire of the CO ^Gkucidi^ in 
Afia^ after it had continued there i2^8 Yeai-s., 

In the mean Time there happened fome Revolutions in Egypt : For the Alexandrians be- 
ing weary of Alexander their King {fj rofe in Mutiny againft him, drove him out of the King- 
dom, and called in Ptolemy Aaletes^ the Baftard Son of Ptolemy Latbyras to wear their Crown. 
He much valued himfelf for his Skill in playing on thePipe(^^), and therefore was called Ai" 
letesy or tbe Piper, and Diony/ius Mt©-, or, tbe new B^zcffto,becaufe he did imitate the Effemi- 
nacy of the Baccbanals dancing in a Female Drefs. Alexajider bh his Expullion fled to Pom- 
pey, offering him great Gifts, and promifinghim more C^),if he would afiift in order to reftore 
him to the Throne : But Pompey refufed to meddle in that Matter, as being without the Bounds 
of his Commiffion : Whereupon Alexander retired to Sjir^^ to wait a more favourable Oppof 
tunity, and foon after died in thdt City (0- 

§ 24. In Judea Antipater the Father of Her t)d, by his afpiring Temper, occafioried a remark- 
able Revolution. He had the Favour of /i^rff^;/ft^ the elder Brother of .^r//?o^/^to King of y^^" 
dea : But Hyrcanns being depftfed (k\Antipater faw no Way to advance his own Fortunejbut by 
reftoring him again to the Crown. In order to this End,he treated with ^r^fi^j King of Jrahid 
Petrxa to aflift Hyrcanns with an Army, and engaged a great Number of the; Jews to favour 
the Defign. But Hyrca^tns being an indolent Man, who had no Ambition for a Sceptre, he 
had great DifHculty to perfwade him to ftir (/)- -A-t length he made him believe that his 
Brother defigned to take away his Life, and he muft chufe either to reign or die. With this 

Argument Hyrcanns v/sls roufed up to flee to Aretas^ v/ho accofdirig to hts Agreeriienc with

.was let down oyer the Wall,, the Befitegers refufed to deliver the Sacrifices , whereby they 
iiot only falfified their .Promife^ but aifo robbed God of that Part of Worfhip which Vvas th'ert 
to be performed. . And to this they added another Pi^ce of. Wickednefs, by killing Qnias a 
Man of great Reputation for a holy Life, becaufe he jjrayed that God might hear thte Prayers 
pf, neither Party againft the bther. ^sV^z/w/sj one oFPoV/p^ysLieutenantis being at this Tkn$ 
icome ixito. D.am(i[cus vAt\i2,B^Qm&n Kxmy^ IdriJiohtduSy by the-Prbmife of four hundred Ta-- 
lents engaged .hiip on his Side^ Hyrmnus offered him the like Sum I but ScanriiS looking 'oi\ 
jrifiohiUus _Ms more able to pay^ and;- for other Reafons, liking him b'etter,<:hufe to embrace his 
Caufe ; and Ga^imus^ by a 'Sr^iQtxt of three hundred Talents wks prevailed on to do the fume ^ 
And therefore, they both fentito Aretds to withdraw, threatning to deqlarie him an Enemy to 
the Komms^ jn.cafe be refufed. ^refiiJ therefore raifed the Siege, and marcheid off to his 
pwn Country : Whereupon Ariftohulns coining out ofthe Temple, got together all the Forees 
he could j and having overtaken Aretas at a Place called Pdpyriofi^ overthrew him in Battle 
with % great Slaughter 5. in which, perifhed many of the Jews of Hyrcauiis^ Party, and among 
them Cepbalio ihQ Bxoih^.v. oS Afztifatisr. 

When Vompey himfelf tame to Damafctis;^ thfere refohed to hiiii Aitibafladot's from all the 
neighbouring Countries. Plntarch tells us C*:')^ Tbat ho fewer than twelve Kings were there 
attending him.. The Kings of Egypt and Jndea then reighingby the Expulfibn of their imme* 
diate PredecefTors, thought it their Ihtereft to get the Ro7na72 Pow^r on their Side to maintain 
their Pretenfions. For this Reafon the AmbalTadors of Egypt prefentcd P'ompey with a Crown 
ito the Value of font thoufand Pieces of QoVd ; and thofe from Jttdea gave him a Vine 6f Gold, 
to the.Value of five hundred Talents ; which was afteirwards depofited ii^. the Temple ofyu- 
fiter^ in the Capitol at Kome^ and there infcribed as the Gift of Aiexajzder King of the. yews 

Q'), It feems they would not owti Ariftobzilns s^s -Kingj and therefbre did inferibe his Fa- 
ther's Name upon his Gift. At the Audience conceiving the yeivif:> AWwHy Afitipater mz" 
naged the Cauie of Hyrcamis^ and Nicade'mus that of Ariftobulus, But the latter did Hurt t6 the 
Caufe of his Mafter, by complaining of the four hundred Talents- which Scaurus^ and the three 
hundred Talents which QabiHius had extortetl from him : ppr this made thefe.two great Meli 
Enemies to Arifiobulus-, fo as to influence Pon^pty againft him. ■ But in the mean Time he dif- 
miflfed both Parties with good Words, ordering the two Brothei's to appear in Perfon before 
him, anaproETiifing t© do themjuftice. 

§ 25. M A N y iftrong Places in Partus and Cap'pddovia ftill holding out for* Mitbridates^ 
Pompey found it neceiflary to march into thofe Parts and reduce them 5 which being- accqm- 
plifhed, he Cook up his Winter Qdarters at Afpi's in Po72tus, Atttong the Places he reduce4 
one called Yieuvh-^ or Newcafile^ was the ftrohgeft (O- There 'Mitbrid'ates had laid up a great 
Part of his Treafure and. beft E€ed:s, which fell into the Hands of the Conquerors; There 
were foiind the private Memoirs of this Prince C^)i which m44e a Difcovery of his fecree De- 
ligns and Tranfaftions. There alfp w€re found fevml Love-Letters, Treatifes - about the In- 
terpretation of Dreams, and his medicinal Commentaries. While Pmnpey, lay at Afpis^ hefettled 
the Affairs ofth^ adjacent Countries.: And finding he could not purfue Mithridates further, he 
having got into the Kingdom of Boffborus-^ pn the other Side of the £w?f/« Sea, he ordered 
Ships in their feveral Stations on that Sea, to.hinder kll Prdvifioris ahd Neceffaries to be car° ^4. . 
ried to him. Thus .the poor old Pi-ince had Fatnine to debate with^ the , worft of Enemies, ArljlobMi 
Pompey having pnded his Affairs in thefe Parts, fo far as he- could, returned into Syria^ where ^2 
he made Antiocb sLndSeleucia on the Qronfe^ fre6 Cities (e\ and continued his JVlarch tb D^- 
rfiafcus. On his Way he escamlned th^ Complaints df many petty Princes; who had fet up dn 
the Decljenfion of the i^yr/^// Empire. Mafty of theni h&d exercifed Tyrannjr oh their Siitw 
jefts, and Depredations oh their. Neighbours. Pottz^^)', . after Enquiry into their Affairs, . confir- 
med feme of them in their Pofleffions, under Condition of becoming Tributary tbthe Rdmaus ; 
others he deprived ; . and fome he. condemned to Death for Mal-adminiftration. But Ptolemy 
the Son of Menaus f/) thePrince 'o{ Chalcis^ the wickedeft of them ali, -efeaped 5 for having 
niade himfelf rich by Oppreffion^ he prefented Pompey with a thoufand Talents i whereby, he 
redeemed his Life and Principality, and continued in both, many Years thereafter. 

MithHdates had before this made Projj.ofkls of Peace, even that if he might be allowed to 
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keep his paternal Kingdom, as had been granted to i'igranes^ he would pay Tribute to the 
Rov7ans^ and quit all his other Dominions. To which Pi?/^/)^^ anfwered. He muft then come 
to him m Perfojz as Tigranes Ijad do7te. But Mithridates fearing above all Things to be Ciir- 
ried Prifoner to Kome^ would by no Means comply with this Offer : Which obliged Pcvipcy to 
march back again into Po^ituSj where he fixed his Relidentze at Ami Jus Qa)^ and tiiere pia^l!i!:jci 
the fame thing he had before blamed in Liicullns^ by dividing tlie Dominions of Mitby. -'rtes 
into Provinces-, and diftributing Rewards, as if the War had been ended ; For he ga\ c the 
Leffer Armemato Dejotarus^ one of the Princes of ti?e Galatians^ the fame Man for whom CV- 
r^rt? made an eloquent Oration C^) before y?///V;j vvhich is ftill extant. He made Ar^ 

cbehins High-prieft of the Moon, the great Goddefs of the Commanians in Pontns (ff)^ and to 
others he gave great Gifts. 

In the mean Time Mithridates died. Cbnterning this great Man we may obferve. That 
finding no Hopes of making Peace with the Komafzs on any tolerable Terms, he refolved to 
make a defperate Expedition, thro"* the Way of Pamionia and the '^rentifte Alps into Italy it 
felf, and there aflault them as Haimibal had before done at their bwn Doors. But this Under- 
taking containing a March of above two thoufand Wilcs^ fo frighted his Army, that for avoid- 
ing it they confpired againfl: him, and made Pharmces his Son their King, Whereupon the 
bid Man finding himfelf deferced of a!!, and his Son not allowing him to efcape, he retired to 
his Apartment , and having diftributed Poifon to his Wives, Concubines and Daughters then 
with him, he took a Dofe of it himfelf : But that not operating, he had Recourfe to his 
Sword. The Wound, through his own Weaknefs, not being fufficient tocaufe his Death, he 
tailed in'a Gallic Soldier named Biteeus (d\ or fome Soldiers debauched by his Son rufhcd iu 
who difpatched him^ after he had lived feventy two Years, and reigned fixty. As to his 
Chara6ter, he was a very extraordinary Perfbn, being acquainted with all the Learning ofthefe 
Times. Tho* he had 2,2, feveral Nations under his Dominion, *tis faid ^/^ he could fpeak 
to every one of them in their own proper Language ^ and did forfeeall the Plots forrned againfl: 
him^ except this by his Son, wherein he perifhed. Tho* he failed in the War he undertook a- 
gainfl: the Komam^ his Spirit never funk with his Fortunes, but he always found out fonie Ex- 
pedient or other to repair his Lofles. But his Vices were as gfeat as his Vertues j for his Cru- 
elty appeared in murdering his Mothei", his Brother, with a great Number of his Sons, 
Friends and Followers on flight Occafions- His Ambition was difplayed in invading other 

Mens Rights to augment his Dominions, and never flicking at Treachery, Mufder, or Perfi- 
dy to reach his End. And his Lull difcovered itfelf in the vaft Number of Wives and Con- 
cubines he gleaned up every where, whom he lodged in fortified Caftles, and when reduced 
to any Diflrefs, never failed to poilbn or cut off (^g) 5 as he alfo did his Sifters and 
Daughters, that none of chem might fall into his Enemies Hartds 5 only Hypficratid attended 
him in all his Wars in Man's Apparel. Pompey carried five of his Sons, and two of his Daugh- 
ters with him to Ropie^ and there caufed them to be led before him in Triumph. Thus ms 
the Mithridatick War finifhed, which continued from MiPhrzdates feizing Cappadobia^ to the 
Time of his Death, twenty feven Years. 

Pompey marched diredlly to Damafvus^ defigning from thence to march againfl Airetas the 
Sf«/.c. Atahidn^ who had made Incurlions mto Syria, While he ftaid ztDamafctis^ HyrcawfS and 
6^, Ariftobtilus^ with feveral of the Jews^ appeared before him to plead their Caufe. The^^w^ 
defired, ^bat they might not be governed by a King^ but by a High-prieft of their own Wfi- 
tiofs^ and might worJJjip God according to their ancient Cuftoms ^ and alledged, That the con* 
tending Brothers^ though they 'were of the facerdotal Race, yet had changed the Form of Go' 
'vernment^ to,fubje6i the People to Slavery, Hyrcanns urged, ^hat he vjas nnjuftly deprived of 
his Birthright by Ariflobulus his younger Brother^ who left him only a fmall Portion of hand 
for his Subfiftefice (Z?) 5 and that his faid Brother praSlifed Piracy by Sea, dnd Depredations by 
Land upon his Neighbours : All which he got confirmed by the Teflimony of about a thoufand 
"Jews, whom A72tipater had brought to that purpofe. To this Ariftobulus anfwered, ^bat Hjr- 
canus ^''Jas put from the Government merely for his hzcapacity to manage it 5 and that he was 
forced to interpofe, for preferring the Condu^i of the Governmejit from falling into other Hands j 
and did hear no other ^itle in the State than what Alexander his Father had before hiWi For 

verifying this, he adduced the Teftimony of feveral young Men in fplendid Appard^ who 

brought little Credit to his Caufe. Pompey^ tho' he did not approve the Violence of Afip^ 

hnlus, yet, left he fhould obftrudt him in the Arabian War, difmifTed both Parties with fair 

Words, promifing, that as foon as he had reduced Aretas, he would return in Perfon to 

dea, and there compofe aU Points in diflerence. Ariftobulus perceiving that Pompey's Inclina- 
tions 
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tions were againft him, went olT without taking Leave, and returning to Jitdea^ armed the 
Country for his own Defence j which provoked the Komafj General againft him. 

The' Aretas had contemned the K.oman Arms when at a diftance, yet v/hen he found them 
fo near him with their vidorious Troops, he fent AnibalTadors to make his Subniiifnon C<^). 
However, Pompey marched to Petra^ the Metropo!is of his Kingdom 5 and having taken the 
Phice, and Jretas in it, he put him under Cuftody 5 but afterwards releafed him, "on hSs com- 
plying with the Terms which the Conqueror required, and then returned to Bamaj'ciis, 

There he was informed of the warlike Preparations which Ar/fiohihis was making in Judek^ 
and marched into that Country to oppofe him. On his Arrival, he found 'Ariftobnlus in his 
Caflle oi' Jhxandrion 5 which was a ftrong Fortrefs lituated in the Entrance bf the Land 
on a high Mountain, and being hnWthy Atexafidsr J annceus^ the VnthcT 6^ Ari ft obn I lis. ^ did 
bear his Name. \J-ponPompey's Defire, Ariftobtilits came to the Roman Camp, and converfed 
with him. Ke and thofe \vho were about him thinking themfelves unprovided for a War with 
the Koinans^ judged it expedient to make this Compliance two or thriee Times, ftill expecting 
that he might gain the Koman General to decide the Controverfy in his fn'O ui* ^ but for fear 
of the worft, he was ac the fame time arming all his Caftles, and making all the Preparations 
for War he could. Of which Pompey being informed, in the laft Conference he had with hiru 
he forced him to deliver up all thofe ftrong Holds to the Romans^ and to Hgn Orders for this 
purpofe to all that commanded in them. Arift-obnltis refented this Force put upon him, andt 
therefore, as foon as he had efcaped out o'lPom^eyh Hands, he fled to Jernfalem^ and there pre- 
j.,ared for War. On his Flight, Pompey marched after him, and pitched his Camp ac Jericho 
where he had the News ol' Mitbridates's Death (O fent him by Letters from Pontus. His 
Arrhy being newly encamped, had no Tribunal made of Turfs for their General to afcend in 
order to fpeak to them, as their Guftom was : But they heaped up their Patk-fadles one upoii 
another, w^hich Pompey mounting, told them^ ^hat Mithridates having laid violent Hands 
upon himjelf^ was dead j and that Pharnaces his Son having feized the Kiugdom^ fuhmittei 
that and himfelf to the Roman State : And therefore the Wat was ended. For which welcome 
Ne.v/s the whole Army fpenc that Day rejoicing. 

§ 26. F R o 3\i jericho Pompey marched his Artiiy to Jerufdlem. On his Approach, Ariftohnluii 
repenting of what he had done, went out to Poi^ipey^ and endeavoured to reconcile JVlatters^ 
promifing a thorough Subniiflion, and alfo a Sum of Money if fo the War might be pre- 
vented. But when the Romans came to Jcrnfalem^ they found the Gates fhiit, and no Mo- 
ney to be had , but were told from the Walls, that thofe within would not ftahd to the Agree- 
ment. Pompey riot bearing thus to be mocked, ..iciapt Ariftobidus (whom he had retained with 
him> in Chains, and marched with his Whole Airtoy to Jerufalem. The Party who were for 
Arifiohulns refolved to defend the Place, efpecially by reafon of their Indignation at Pompey^^ 
making their King a Prifoneh But thofe who favoured Hyrtaims were for receiving. Pow/p^y 
into the City i and they being the greater Number, the other Party retired to the. Moufitain- 
of the Temple 5 where, having broke down the Bridges over the deep Ditches that furrbuhded" 
it, they purpofed to maintain themfelves. Pompey being received inxo the City, fet himfelf to 
beficge the Temple, into which moft of the Priefts had retired. Hyrcams and his Friends, 
took care to fupply the Roman Army with all Neceflkries. Being thus provided, and the Be- 
lieged having refufed Terms of Peace that were offered j the Romans began their Approaches 

at the Nbrth-fide of the Temple^ where it was weakeft. Pompey having got from ^yre bat- 
tering Rams and bther Engines proper for a Siege, applied himfelf to carry it on with greac 
Vigour. However the Plate held out for three Months, and might have done fo much long- 
er, had it not been for the fuperftitious Rigour with which the Jews obferved their Sabbath., 
which is noticed by Dion Caffius (e) a Heathen. Formerly they would not fo buch as defend 
their Lives on that Day {fj • but the Mifehief of this being found ih the Maccahaan Wars (^i)^, 
they refolved, that the neceffary Defence of ii Man's Life on the Sabbath was not prohibited 
by the fourth Command. But this bfeing underftobd.of an immediate Arfault, hot of hindring 
any Preparation in order thereto, they would not in the prefent Danger ftit a Hand for hin- 
dring the Befiegers Works, or deftroying their Engines on the Sabbath {h% as they did on o- 
ther Days. This being obferved, Pompey ordered that hb Affault fhoiild be made on that Day, 

but that then Care fiiould be taken to repair their Works and En^_ „ 1 ^ 

^ight do the greater Execution on the following Days of the°WeeIc : Which enabled the" 
Befiegers to fill up Ditches, and play their Engines fo effectually, as to beat down a ftrong 
Tower, and with it the adjoining Part of the WaU^ fo as Cornelius Fatiftus the Son of Sylla^ 
^ho had his Station there, mounting the Breach, the reft of the Army followed, and took the 
Place, makmg it dreadful Slaughter of thofe within 5 fo as it is reckoned there fell at that time 
twelve thoufand Men^ none adling more cruelly than the Jews of the contrary Faa:ion. Some 
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of the Priefts had their Blood mingled with their Sacrifices j who, to ftiun.prefent Death 
'■would not deferc the Service of t'he'ir 'Ciod, . Mfalom^ the. Uncle and alfo the Father-in-law of 
jlriftobnlus^ was taken Prifoner 5 but whether he fuffered Death among the Incendiarie^j of the 
War, we know not, only after this we hear no more of him. , 

Thus, after a Siege of three Months, was the Temple Jentfakm taken by the, Ronm^s 
in the End bf the fecond Yelrofthe 179 Olympiad^ M S'ullins Cicero and Cains Antmius be' 
ing Confuls, in the Year oT Rome 690, before the Birth of Chrift 63 Years, and of the Go*. 
vernment d Hyrcams II. the firfl: Year, in the Time when the Jezvs were obfcrving a folemri 
Fail C^a) for the taking of iernfa'lem by Nebuchadnezzar King of Babylof^^ which happened a- 
bout our .Mld-fummer. The Ro;;?£if;;5 having in this Manner taken the Tempiei, Porn-p^y with 
feveral of his Officers went into it, not only viewing the Outer Works, but alfo the Holy of 
Holifes, where none were permitted by the Law to enter, but only the High Prieft once a Year, 
^hich was a Prbfanatioh of that Place, not only complained of by Jofephiis (b\ but alfo by 
feveral Heathen Authors, as in their Words at the Foot of the Page (O- Tho* Pvmfey found 
in the Treafures of the Houfe of the Lord two thoufand Talents in Money, beiidesthe Uten- 
fils and other Things of great Value there laid up, yet he touched nothing of all this Qd)^ buc 
left it entire for the Sacred Ufes for which it was devoted 5 arid next Day ordered the Temple 
io be cleanfed, and divjrie Service to be there performed as formerly. But this, did not expiate 
his Prbfanatioh bf God's holy Temple. Thife WOiory over the Jews was the laft that ever he 
^oh. However, 1 fhall hot determine that all the Calamities which aii:erwards happened toPo?«- 
pey the Great^were the Effeifls bf Divine Vengeani:e,for the Impiety he committed in the Temple 
sit Jerufalem: God's Judgments are d great £)eep. The War being concluded, he demolifbed 
the Walls of Jerufalem^ and reflbred Ityrcaims to the Office of the High Prieft-^ making him 
J*rince of the Country under Tribute to the A.07nans^ but not allowing him to wear a Diadem^ 
lior to extend his Borders beyond the old Limits ot Jtidea^ depriving him of thofe Cities that 
had been taken from the Ccelefyrians and. Pbakicians^ of which Gadara was ohe. "Thus the 
iSteptre began to depart from Judabj to make Way for the, coming of the Meffiah. Pompey h?^-^ 

ving brderecl to rebuild G^7^i2r^2 in favour of Dm^^r/^i, his freed Man and great Favourite^ 

ahd having taken this City from ^ the Jews^ togethef with Hippon^ Scytbopoiis^ Pelia^ Dion^ 
Aaindriay MaHjfa^ A^otn^^ Jamnia and Jiretbufa^ lie rettored them to their former Pofleffors 5 
sSnd ordered Gatid^ Joppa and Dora, otherwife caWed Stratou's Tow tr^ to be made Sea Ports^ 
Q&^^addlng ail thefetbthei Province oFSyria, over which he made i^rfir/frwj Prefident, leaving him 
with two Legions to keep the Country in Order; Jpfephtts adds C/')^ that in a fhorc Space of 
Time, ihere were ieh thoufand Talents exadled bf the Jews ^ ^11 which Evils tfiey drew upon 
tbemfelves, by the unhappy Differences of Hyrvamis and Arijiobuhis, 

§ 27. PO ilfP£ 2" having thus ordered his Aflairs, returned towards ilowff, carrying with 
film AriftobtiluSy with Alexander md Jut igom(s his two Sons^ and two of his Daughters Cap- 
tives, tb be led before him in his Triumph. But Alexajtder, wliile on his Journey, made his 
Efcape, and returned intojtidea^ where he raifed new Troubles, as we ftiaU afterwards hean 
Pompey on his Return from Syrid^ came to Amifus in Pontus, where the Body , ot Mitbri da- 
tes was fent to hitti by Pbarnaces his Son, with many Gifts to procure Favour of the Conque- 
ror. The Gifts Pompey received C^) i but as to the dead Body hfe ordered it tb be carried cd 
Simpiy ahd tfiere decently buried in the Sepulchre of his Forefathers. At the. fame Time he 
took the remaining Fortrefles and Gaftles which held out there for Mitbridates. In fome of thera 
he found vaft Riches, efpeciailly at ^elaura, where was a Wardrobe and Storehoufe, in which 
V/ere two thoufand Cups made of the Onyx Stone fet in Gold^ with a vafl: Quantity of Plate, 
Houfhold Goods, Furniture for ]&Ieh andHorfes, fo great, that the Quaeftor of the Army em- 
ployed thirty Days in taking up ah Invehtary of them. Pompey, having granted to Pbarnaces 
the Kingdom Bojpborns, and declared him a Friend and Allie to the People, march- 
ed into Afia properly fo tailed 5 where be gave a liberal Donative to every Soldier of fifteert 
hundred Drachma, and prbpbrtionably to all the C^f&cers ^ ib as on that Occafion he expended 
lixteen thoufand Talents, and yet referved twenty thoufand Talents, which Is reckoned ^o a- 
mount to three Million feveh hundred and forty thoufand Pounds iSterling, to be carried into 

the publick Treafury on' the Day of his triumph, which he affe£led to haire very magnificent- 
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The iamfc Year, of Attia-^ the Wife of O^avins^ and Daughter of yulia^ thp , Sid cr of 

'Julins Cafar^ was born O^avins Ccefar (^a\ who was afcerwards. adopted by his Uncje y.'*"- 
liiis and became .Emperor of .the Komhus by the Name Augnftus, .Snetonius cell/qs^ 
quoting for ic the Teftimony of Man Angufins^s C^), who wrote 

his Lilei, that a few Mentha before the Birth of this great -Emperor, there .was an Oracle given 
out that Nature was at that Time .producing a Kii)g who fhould govern the Kommz Empire; 

After Pompey left Syria-^ Aretas King Arabia P^rr^y^?, began again to be troublefome.to 
that Province > V;hich objiged Scaiirusxo march out againft hii^i ; Byt he having gone too far 
into the Defarr, became ftraitned foY" Provifions till Hyrcanns from yndca fuppl,ied him with 
what he wanted J and y&/'/ft?^^'J^ by going in an limb^iiry to ^r^r^TJ,, induced him to buy his 
Peace o{ Scaurus ( ^r) for three hundred TalVnrs- of Silver, to the Satisfaftion of both Parties;. 

After this Scaimis being tecailed. Manias Pbiltppns (J^ was made Prelident oip Syria in his 

Room. . . ... . ■ . . ' ■ . ■ 

Pompey in . the Spring pafr^M froni Ephefus xhro* th^ Ifles. gf Greece, At Rhodes he heard 

the Orators declaim^ and gave every one a Talent. He did the like at Athens to the Phi- 
lofophers CO5 proceeded to Briajdiifinm in Jtaly^ and fo on to Rome y vi/liere ht? 

difraiffed his Army, defiring thetn again to meet on the Day of his Triumph, fixed upon the 
Day of his Birth in the following Year^ wherein he was -forty five Years old. The Magnifi- 
cence of his Triumph is defcribed at large by Plutarch (/), Pliny (^O, and. others (/O of the 
Ancients, and out of them b,y M, Du-Pin (i). I fiiall only notice that this Triumph continu- 
ed two Days ; That in the^lnferiptiops on this Occa/ion, Pompey boaiied.thac he had cver- 
corri'e Pontus^ Armenia^ Cappddocia^ Papblagojiia^ Media^ Colchis^ Pbanicia^ Paieftiue^ 7«- 
dea^ Arabia^ Iberia-^ Albania^ Syrza^ Cilicia. and Mefopotamia : That in thefo Countries lie 
had taken a thoufand Caflles, nine hyndred Cities^ eight hundred Ships of Pirates^ veplenifhcd 
thirty nine defolate Tow.ns with InhabirantSj, and greatly encreafed the Revenues of the Roma^i 
State, if we narrowly look into this Affair, we may obferve that, the Romans ac this .I'ipie 
had not only large Dominions in Europe and Africa^ but alfo Had reduced Afia even to tb^ 
Borders of EgypP^ and to the River Euphrates under their Obedience i. and the Government 
in many of thefe Gouncries was brought into Order by Pompey, But on the other. Harjjd he wa$ 
much obliged to thofe who had gone before him : For ^ylla had deftroyed the Military Force 
q£ Mithridates LttcuUus had in feveral Battles broken, both, Mitbridates and digrams 5. and 
I mind that Tiion CaJJins^ who "generally fjDcaks wqU of Pofnpey^ tells^ that Ltiaillns told Pom-^ 
pey on his coming to Afia (Jl\ ^bat he had nothing to do there ^ -for Mi'thridaces and Tigranes . 
were already overco7ne^ ajid were preparing to fend Ambaffadors to^ the Roman State 'Witi their 
Stthmiifions, Accordingly it happened : For this great Man ha^ no cohfiderabie Battle with 
Mitbridates but one, and that in the Night iTime COi .^"A ^sto ^igranes he made a. voluntary 
Submiifion without Stroke of Sword, The other Places were an eafy Prey to this profperous 
Conqueror- It was peculiar to his Triumph, that on his Entry to the Capitol, he did. not as 
others upon the like Occafion p.ut any of his Captives Oyho were very^ many) to Death, nor 
did he leave any of them in Prifon except Arifiobuhs and the young 1'igranes^ but fen t all thq 
reft home upon the publick Expence* the other fivcrits oF Pi?w/><?/s JLife SVill come to be 
noticed in the Progrefs of this Hiftory; 

% 28. While this grbat General was enlarging the Roman .Dominions abroad, Rov^e it 
felf was in great Danger ol'Ruih, by a dangerous Gonfpirapy. carried on by Serg^tts C^tiline^ ji 
Patrician by^Defcent, biit of a very profligate. Life .5 a Perfon daring in. his Attempt?, crafty 
in his Defigns, greedy of other Men's Properties, prodigal of his owhj which he had confum- 



ed upon his Lufts, and thereby run himfelf in Debt, putpf.whi<;h \ip faw no, Way .to^ extricate 
himielf, but by fome defperate Attempt. He had been. accufc4 ofdebaychipg a Veftal Virgin^ 
and fufpedled of murdering fw/j his own Son. He had twice received a Repulfe while ftancling; 
for the Co'nfulfhip, and at ihelaft of the;fe had it carried from him by M, Tuilins Cicero^. Up- 
on Mention of this great Man, I ihail take a little Notice of the. former Part of his Life; ,His 
Father was a Roman Knight, his Mothet- was riamed i^i^/w^f,. Fropi his. Youth h^ was addict- 
ed to the Study of Learning and Eioquenc^j. and foLlowed the \Yay of the Acadcmick Philo- 
fophers. -Travelling into Greece for his further Improycipenr^ he returned to Rome^^h^nSyU 
In had the ablblute Command in the Comt^TiGnwe^ith, and. did plead the. Caule of Rofcins who 
had been much wronged by 'SyJld's Proicription : . Th/o' he gained hi? Client's Suit,, yet being 
afraid of the Refentment of x^^/Z^^, who fpared .rio Alan,. he retired . again intp Gree'cej and 
there proiecuted his Studies under Aiitiochits of Afcalon^at Athens 5 and thence palled intp Afia^ 
where he frequented the Lellbns of Xenocles the Adrametitin^ I) iony/ius the Magnejian^ and 
Menippus the Carian. At Rhddei he ftudied under ApoUonias Molow^ the moft cioquenj. 
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Man of his Time; who wanting Latin^ defired OVwro to declaim in Greek^ which he willing, 
ly performed, and fo well as his Auditors gav.e him great Praife : But Jpollomus faid, J do 
indeed wonder at thee ^ only one I'bing lam [orry for^ that whereas Leamwg and Eloquence are 
the only valuable things left to Greece, tbefe by this young Man will be carried to Rome. O"- 
cero returning to Koine in the Time of a great Dearth, was made ^it^Jl or^ and had Sicily ioj^ 
his Province. Afterwards he declaimed with great Eloquence againft Verres who had oppref- 
fed the Sicilia?ts. He obtained the Office of JBdilis and alfo that of Pressor ^ and in both 
thefe Stations did acquit himfelfto the Satisfa<5lion of good Men. And therefore in this dan- 
<Terous State of the Commonwealth, by Reafon of G«^/7zV/^'s Confpiracy, and the Roman Le^ 
gions being abroad in Jjia under Pompey^ Cicero now being forty four Years of Age Qa\ in the 
Year of Korae 690, he and Cains jintonius v/ere chofen Confuls. Catiline being in great Rage 
againft them, did in Conjunftion with Cethegits^ Corjielius Lentnliis^ Sylla, C/«^^, and othersj 
confpire to kill the Confuls and Senate, to fet Fire to Rome in many Places at once, to plun- 
der the Treafury, and overturn the Commonwealth CP). Worfe Things than Hannibal ever 
attempted, and yet contrived by R£3;;2^!?/^themfelves, fealing their League with humane Blood. 
Tho' the Confpiracy was carried on with great SQcrecyy yet Cicero had Notice of every Step 
of it, by Fulviay Mifs to one of the Confpirators (c) 5 who afTembling the Senate^ laid the 
Cafe before them, with fuch eloquent Speeches againft Catilifze^ which are Hill extant, as 
made him fly from the City. Whereupon he was declared an Enemy to the Row^?;/ State. 
Many of the other Confpirators being apprehended, and convidled of the Crime by their own 
Letters and feveral Witnefles 5 when the Senate came to deliberate upon their Punifliment, Ju-^ 
tins Ccefar^ then a young Man of pregnant Parts, of whom we lhall hear in its proper Place, 
made an eloquent Speech j wherein he diffwaded putting the Confpirators to Death, but advi- 
fed to confifcate their Goods, and confine their Perfons to fome Prifons. Cato^ called after- 
wards UticenfiSy anfwered, That among the ancient Romans, Manlius Torquatus had caufed 
his Qwn Son to he put to Death^ only for fighting the Enemy contrary to his Com7nand ; and if 
that valiant Tonth was fo feverely chaftifed for his over hafiy Outrage^ fhall the prefent Genera-* 
tioH hefitate what to decree againft the moft bloody Parricides^ and the greatefi Monflers of Man^ 
kind ? Cicero alfo made an Oration^ which was his fourth upon that Occafion, wherein he 
inclined to Catd's Side. Whereupon the Senate determined to put the Prifoners to Death, and 
the Conful faw the Sentence executed before the Houfe rofe. As f^ov Catiline himfelfj he was 
foon after this overtaken by Cains Antoitius^ Cicero^s Collegue, nigh the -^^pSy as he was paf- 
ling into Ganl to complete his Levies 3 where engaging moft obftinately, he was flain in Battle, 
and his Men defperately fought it out to the laft, fcarce any of them remaining to be taken. 
Thus was this moft dangerous Confpiracy quafted, chiefly by the Vigilance of Cicero the Con- 
fuL Pubiick Thanks were given him for his great Care, and at the Defire oiCato he wasfirft 
called Pater Patrice^ The Father of his Country j which Title was afterwards born by the Ro- 
ma7z Emperors. 

§ 29. About this Time Julius Ccefar made a great Figure in the World, and therefore it 
is proper to take notice of his Rife. Ctefar was of an ancient Family, tie married CorneM 
the Daughter of Cinna^ who had been four Times Conful C^)- Of her was born Julia^ the 
Wife oiPompey the Great- While he was very young, he ferved in the Wars under the great- 
eft Captains that Rome then could boaft of^ and alfo applied himfelfto Learning, ftudying £- 
loquence under Apollonius Molon at Rhodes : And being both a good Scholar, and alfo having 
a natural Gift of fpeaking with a lively Grace before the People, he was counted the fecond 
Man in Ro9ne for Eloquence in his Time 5 but willingly gave place to the firft, becaufe he chu- 
fed rather to be the flrft in Authority in the State and in the Camp, than at the Bar CO' 
When he was at Rome^ by an open and plentiful Table^ and every other Way he endeavour- 
ed to make himfelf popular 5 which had this Effe£l, that by the Suffrage of the People he was 
foon made Tribunus militum^ or Colonel of a thoufand Foot, and in a little Time went thro' 
the Offices of Quaeftor, ^dile and Praetor f/> Upon the Death of MeteUus the PontifeX 
MaximnSy he after a great Competition prevailed to be chofen in his room. His Speech for 
Lenity to Catiline^s Aflbciates made fome fufpedl that the High-prieft was chief in the Con- 
fpiracy. About the End of his Prsetorlhip he obtained the Government of Spain : But ha- 
ving contradled extraordinary Debts by his too bountiful Way of living, was retarded in his 
Journey by the Profecution of his Creditors. Whereupon he was obliged to apply himfelfto 
CraffuSy a Man of vaft Riches, and alfo of great Wit and Eloquence, who became Surety to 
him for 830 Talents (g). In this Government, Ccefar viewing the Statue of Alexander the 
Great at GadeSy wept, to think that he bad done mthij2g great or tnemorahle in an Age when 
that Prince had co72quered the World. But in that fame Expedition he gave fufficient Marks of 
his Bi'avery and Defire of Glory ^ for he not only adminiftred Juftice, but alfo fubdued the

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Lnfitanians^ now called the Portugaefe^ and others who had not been before touched by the 
Komani-y penetrating all the Way to the Ocean : So as he returned fi-oiu his Province very- 
rich, and his Soldiers loaden with Spoil 5 who for the Love they bore to him^ gave him the 

Name of hftperator, 

Ccefar^ on his Return from Spain^ reconciled Pompey and Crajfus^ and they three entred Jint, hi 
into a Confederacy for the Support of the Commonwealth. This was the firft triumvirate^ . ^6, ' 
being a Combination of the three gteateft Men xnKome^ either for military Valour, Authb--^y'''*"^^''^- 
rity or Riches 5 and this laid the Foundation of the Civil Wars which afterwards broke oiit 
between Pompey and C^far^ which ended in the Deflrudlion of the old Ko7nan Government^ 
changing it from a Republic to a Monarchy. As long as Crajfns lived, he balanced the Mat- 
ter between the other two 5 but after his Death, neither of them being contented with a Part, 
each contended for the whole : The one of them would not bear an Equal, nor the other a 
Superior C^). 

The Time for which Marias Pbilippns was appointed to govern Syria being expired, Xd*;/- 
tulus Marcellinus was fent from Kome to futceed him C^). Both of them had a great deal of 
Trouble Created them by the Arahs^ who being a thievifh fort of People, living moftly upon 
Rapine and Plunder, much.infefted that Province during the Time of their Government. 

Julius C<Blar being Conful at Rome^ obliged Bibulus his Collegue to quit him tJie Admini- ^^j^; 
ftration CO 5 which he managed with great Application for his own Intereft : For he raifed , y^- 
vaft Sums of Mdney by admitting foreign States into Alliance with the Romans^ and by ^y^^'II-Ji 
granting to foreign Kings the Confirmation of their Crowns. Thus he extorted from Ptolemy 
Anletes near fix thoufand Talents, That King having only a contefted Title to the Crown of 
Egypt^ of which he was in poflefHon, ftood in need of a Declaration of the Roman Senate in his 
favour for ftrengthning him in that Kingdom. To procure this, he paid to Cmfar Qd') the Sum 
mentioned, and engaged to give him four thoufand more. By thefe and the like Means dcfar 
heaped up that Treafure which enabled him for his after Undertakings. His next Step, was, 
that he procured a Decree, S^at when the Tear of bis Confuljhip Jhotild he expired^ he jJsonld 
have Illyrium, apid hoth the Gauls, called the Cilalpin and Tranfalpin, for his Province^ to go~ 
'vern for five Tears He had affigned him an Army of four Legions to carry with him into 

his Government J and from his Entry on it begins his CommentaneSy or his Hijiory of the Wat 
with the Gauls.

being made Conful for the enfuing Year, obtained by the Means ofClodiaSy then Tribune of the J^- 
People, to have the Province Syria afligned to him. This Clodius was of the noble Family ^^'*'''*^'^» 

©f the Claudiiy a Gentleman of great Psirts, but exceffiveiy lewd. LuctiUus having married one 
of his Sifters, Chdius attended him in the Mithridatic War 5 where he loft his Favour by his 
MifHemeanours Cf)^ efpecially for corrupting his own Sifter, the Geperars Wife ; and there- 
fore he could not obtain fuch a Poft as he expedted. At which being difpleafed, he became 
the main Author of that Mutiny in Lucullus^s Army which made his laft Campaign inefied^uaL 
For this Clodius being obliged to get out of the General's Reach, he fled into Cilicia j where 
Mar'cfus Reoc^ Governor of that Province, made him his Admiral. But being vanquiftied on 
the Coaft, and taken Prifoner by the Pirates^ he fent to Ptolemy King of Cyprus for Money to 
pay his Ranfom. Ptolemy being a niggardly Frincej fent him only two Talents 5 which the 
Pirates defpiling, chofe rather to releafe their Prifoner for nothing. Coming to Rome^ he fol- 
lowed his old lewd Way of living j for he is faid to have corrupted two others of his Sifters, 
and alfo Pompeia Cafar^s Wife. Foi- which fhe was divorced. C^^fair would not have his 
Wife fo much as fufpedled of Adultery (g^, Clodius at laft was brought to a publick Trial - 
where Cicero was one of his WitnelTes C^^) • But by bribing the Judges, the Criminal eicaped 
Punifhment. After this, procuring himfelf to be adopted a Plebeiani he was chofen Tribune 
of the Pebple^ and in that Office very riiuch difturbed the Roman State : And that he might 
gain GahifHus^ a Man as wicked as himfelf he procured the Province of Syria to be afHgned 
him by the Suffrages of the People. Clodius refblving Revenge on Ptolemy King of Cyprus^ 
for hot fending him Money to pay his Raafbm, and alfb on Cicero for being Evidence againft 
him in his Trial, effected both. For he caufed a Decree to pals the People for feizing Cyprus 
(Oj and depofing Ptolemy the King thereof, baftard Son of Ptolemy hathyrns^ and confifca- 
ting his Goods, without any juft Caufe. 'Tis true, this Ptolemy was a vicious Prihce, and ib 
niggardly^ that he heaped up a great Treafure of Money, which was the chief Thing that 
made the Romans to feek his Ruin ^ which even V. Paterculus reckons a very unjuft A6V, 
Ptolemy being counted a Friend to the Romans^ who had never done any. thing to delerve this

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sk their Hands. However the Decree pafTed for Seizing Cyprus^ and all ch^t this Prince there 
had y and Cato^ tailed UticenfiSy was fenc to execute it. This Cdto was a vet-y ft'eady^ con- 
ftant and ufeful Man in the Commonwealth He had ferve'd in ieveral Stations, as Tribune 
or Colonel of a thoufand Foot, as Qu32ftor, and as Tribune of the People ; but never cam^ 
to be Conful : He attended the Senate very diligeJitlya fpoke frequently, and pretty long j but 
was always rather firm to his Opinion than to any Party^ being ievere in his Manners, and a- 
bove all things profeffed to hate BWbery and Partiality. Clodius was keen to fend hirh to Cy-. 
pritSy tho' againft his Inclination C'^), thftt fo juft a Man might give fome Reputation to this 
ynjutl AiSV, but efpecially that a Way might be made for Clodius with more £afe to execute 
his Revenge againft Cicero. He defigned to bring an Accufation againft. him before the People 
Tjpon this Fooling, S/hat 'While Cdnfnl he bad put to Death feveral who *were of Catiline'j Con:, 
fpiracy by the Order of^ the Senate only^ without bringing them to a legdl '^riaL But forefeeing 
that he would meet with great Oppofition from Cato^ he contrived to fend him on this Expe- 
dition^ and then obtained his Defign. For tho' Cic'ero fueci the People with a Meannefs be- 
low himfelf C^), yet he was deferted by the great Men of the Triumvirate, and baniflied by 
the People. And I bbferve, that Dion Caffius^ who feldom fpeaks well of C/Vm; here (c) 
takes a Liberty to rip up the Faults he tht)ught him guilty of ^ whith I need not repete, be-t 
taufe tbat Oratot gets a better Charadlef from other Hiftorians. Clddius^ not content with 
Cicero^s Bdniilimeht^ burnt his Houfes in the Cbuntry, and alfo his Houfe atRo;^^ in ri^e Mar- 
ket-place, on which he built a Temple to Liberty i and.caufcd his Goods to be fold by the 
Crier, but ho Man was to bid for them, Cicero went to<irml?j and there continued, till fix- 
teen Months aftet this he was again recalled, and welcomed by the Acclamations of rhe People. 

His Houfes were i-ebuik, and his Goods reftored ; So changeable is the State of Things. And 
Chdiiis the Tribune was flain by illf/y. 

Cato coming to Rhodes^ feht to Ptolejiiy King of Cyprm 16 perfuade him quietly to 
yield Up his Riches^ pfoniifiiig hini hereon the High-priefthbod of Veuus at Paphits (d^ ■ but 
tho' he Was unable to reflft the Romah Poweir, he would not accept this Offer. He defigned 
once to put his Riches and himfelf in a Ship^ and by boring a Hole ih the V efleli to have funk 
the whole tb the Bottom of the Sek. But he cciuld not bear fo to part with his Gods : And 
therefore^, returning to Land, he laid up his Treafure (Oi) ^ut poyfoned hinifelf, leaving all 
that he had to his Enemies. All this Cato the next Year carried to Rome^ amounting, accor- 
dihg tb Pl/itarchy to feveii thoufahd Silver T'alents. Such a Sum had fcarce been brought t6 
the Treafiiry by forae of the greatefl Triumphs. While Cato was at Rhi)des^m his Way tb Cy- 
prHi^ there came thither to hiih Ptolemy Aiiktes King of Egypt (f) Brother to Ptolemy of 
Cyprus. The Reafon of his Voyage' was this J iht Alexandrians hearing that iht Romans 
tended to feize Cyprus^ they prefled Aiilctes to demand the fame to be reftored to Egypt^ as an 
indent Appendant pf that Kingdom 5 or^ in cafe of Refufalj to declare War againft themi 
Which Ptolemy declinihgj the Alexandrians ^hamg opprefled with raifing the Money he dc« 
manded to latisfy the great Men at Rome^ drove him out of the Kingdom ; and he went to fo- 
licite the Afliftahce of the Senate for his Reftoratibn. Cato blamed him for quitting the Ho- 
hourand Happinefs hfe pblTefled in his own Kingdom, and expofing himfelf to the Difgrace of li 
banifhed Man t, telling him plainly, ^hat tho'* Egypt 'were to be fold^ the P nrch a f e-money iiicnld 
not fatisfy the great Men at Rom^ for affifting him in his Reftoration, Ahd therefore advifed 
him to return to Egypty and make Up all Differences, offering himfelf to go and help him. But 
Ptolemy hearkn^d td worfe Advice fg") ^ for he went to Rome^md there, after he had expended 
vaft Sums to make the great Men favour his Gaufc j when they found that there was no more 
to be extorted from him, they trumped up an Oracle out of the Sibylline Books, whereby the 
Romans wete forbidden to give him any Help in this Gafc. 

In the mean Time the Alexandrians not knowing what had become ot Auletes Q% placed 
JBerenicehis Daughter on the Throne, and fenc Meuelaus Lampon^ and Callimander mzn'Evcr 
bafly to Antiocbzis Ajlativus in Syria^ who by his Moih^T Selejze was the next Heir of the Fa- 
mily, to invite him to come into^^|>^, and there marry Berenice^ and reign with her. But the 
AmbafTadors when they came to Syria^ found him juft dead 2 And uncJerftanding that Selencns 
r^^^ ^ his Brother was ftill living, the Embafly was lent to him with the fame Propowls j which he 
* readily accepted of. But he being a \'ery fordid bafe fpirited Man (of which he gave Proof, 
Hyrca- by robbing the Sepulchre of Alexander^ of the golden Cafe in which his Body was depbfited) 
nmi\, 2, Berenice grew foon weary offuch a Husband Qi and put him to Death. In him ended the 

whole Race of Selencus^ none of it being any more left to furvive the Lofs of their Empire. 
Berenice afterwards married Arcbelaus^ Hieh-prielt of Comana in Pontusi

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^ ^i.AL EXAN D EK the eldell Son of Ariftobidus^ having made his Efcape while he wa? 
carrying Prifoner to Komehy Pompey^ returned into yudea Qa) 5 and having got together an 
Army of 10000 Foot, and 1500 Horfe^ and feized Mexandrion^ Macbcsrus^ Hyrcafiia^ and 
feveral other ftrong Caftles^ from thefe he ravaged the whole Country. idyrca7nts be- 
ing too weak to take the Field againft him, hewould have £oTti^QdJerufale?u^ and rebuilt the 
Walls thereof^ but the Komans forbidding him, he was forced to cad them to his Afliftance, 
Whereupon Gabinitis Prefidenc of Syria-^ and M, Anto^Hus General of the Horfe under him, 
came into Judea with a great Army for compofing thefe Commotions ^ and being joined by 
Antipater^ Pitbolatis and Malichits^ with the 'lews of Hyrca7tus'% Party, they came to a Battle 
with Alexander near Jerufalem 5 wherein Meocmaer being overthrown with the Lofs of three 
thoufand Men flain, and as many taken Prifoners, he fled to Alexdndrion^ where Gabinins 
ihut him up and befieged him. But that Caftle being naturally ftrong, as fituated on a Rock 
very high^ and alfo well fortified by Art, could not foon be reduced by the Engines then in ufe 
among the Komans^ when the Invention of great Guns and Mortar*pieces was not known. 
Gabinins therefore leaving a part of his Army to block it up, marched with the reft round the 
Country i and Bnd'mg Samaria^ Azottis^ Gaza^Kapbia^ Antbedon^ Jamnza^ Scythopolis^ 
poUonia^ Dora^ MariJJa^ and feveral other Cities lying in Ruins, as demolifiied in the Wars 
with the Afrnonxans^ he ordered them all to be repaired, and then returned to the Siege of 
Alexandfion j where repaired to him the Mother of Alexander^ a wife and dilci*eet Woman, 
who being folicitous for her Husband ^rz/^o^a to and her Children, who were Prifoners at 
Kome^ fhe fo favoured the Komans^ and fo far ingratiated her felf with Gahinins^ that 
Ihe obtained every thing of him flie dcfired. By her Means a Treaty of Peace being 
commenced, Alexander lurrendred Alexandrion^ and all his other Caftles : Which be* 
ing razed to the Ground, he was difmiffed with Pardon and Impunity for all that was 
paft. After this Gabinins going up to Jerufaleni^ reftored Hyrcanus to the High-priefti- 
hood, but made a Change in the Form of Government (^) : For he eretled five Courts inde- 
pendent of each other. The firft of them he placed at Jerufalem^ thefecond at Jericbo^ the 
third at Gadara 5 the fourth at Amatbns^ and the fifth at Sepboris : And under thefe five Ci- 
ties he divided the Land into five Provinces, ordering all to repair for Juftice to thofe Courts 
every one in the Province where he dwelt, and there to have every Thing finally determined. 

Towards the latter End df this Year, late King oijudea^ who was led in Tri- 
umph by Pompey^ and after that fhuc up in Prifon at Kome^ having, with his Son Antigonns^ 
made his Efcape thence (ff) returned into Judea, and there raifed new Troubles : For great 
Numbers reforted to him ^ and among them Pitbolaus^ who on forae Difguft left Hyrcmztis"^ 
Side, and went over to Arifiobulus with a thoufand Men well armed. Thus Ariftohuliis hav- 
iing formed a little Army, he firft rebuilt Alexa7idrion, and then marching with the reft of his 
Army, confifting of about eight thoufand Men, towards Macbxrns, a ftrong Place beyond 
Jordan, lately demolifiied, defigning to reftore and garrilbn It, as he had done at Akxandri" 
on. But Gabinins hearing of thefe Things, fent Sifenna his Son^ with A72t07iiu5 and Servilini 
his Lieutenants againft him i who having overtakeh him in his March, forced him to an En- 
gagement, and vanquiftied him, with the Slaughter of five thoufand of his Men. ArifflbbuUts, 
with about a thoufand of his broken Forces got to Macbcserus : But the Komans coming upoil 
them, they were foon overpowered. The Place being taken, after two Days Refiftance, and 
in it Ariftobulns fore wounded, apd Antigoniis his Son, who were both fent back to their for-i 
iner Prifon at Kome, But Gabinins having informed the Senate that he had promifed to the 
Wife of Ariftobulns, that upon her delivering the Caftles, her Children ftiould be releafed, ic 
was accordingly done, Antigonus and the reft being allowed to depart into Judea^ and Arifio* 
hulas only retained in Chains; 

^ ^z,OKO D and Mithtidates^Sons ofPbraates King of Partbia^hsiVing impioufly killed ^nt* c; 
their Father, could not agree among themfelves who fliould polfefs his Throne 0^). Orodes being ^f^ 
the elder Brother, firft filled it ; But he was difpoflefled by Mithrtdates, who having made him-^'*^ * 
felf odious to the Partbians by his Cruelty, Surenas, a Man of great Power in that Kingdom, 
replaced Orodes on the Throne. Mitbridates fled, and implored the Help of Gabinius, Gover- 
nor for the Komans in Syria j which he, from a Profpedl of Gain^ confented to CO ' But 
when he had pafl!ed the River Euphrates, Ptolemy Aiiletes, the deprived King of Egypt, came 
to him, with Leters from Pompey, offering him ten thou^and Talents to re-eftablifti him again 
in his Kingdom. ,The Reward being great, and the Enterprife much lefs dangerous, induced 
him to undertake the Matter j and therefore, quitting his intended Expedition againft the Par-" 

he repaired the £?/p(&r<?r^j, and marched thro' Paleftine diredlly Into Egypt, Where- 
upon Mitbridates iindhig his Caufe deferted, returned mto Babylonia^ and there feized Seleu^

furrendred himfelf, in hopes of having his Life fpared by his Brother C^). But Orodes lookirig 
upon him as his reftlefs Enemy, cauled him to be flain befoVe his Face, 

OnGabmias^s Arrival upon the Borders of Egypt^ he fenc Antony with a Body of Hor'feto 
feize the Pafles, and open a Way for the reft of the Army. This -was the famous Marc Jn^ 
tony C^), who afterwards as Triumvir governed one third Part of the Roman Etnpire forfevc- 
ral Years. His Grandfather was the famous Orator whom Marins killed ( Os becaufe lie 
was oiSylla^s Party. His Father was an honeft liberal Man : His Mother was called Jn'lia^ 
of the fame Family with Julius Ccefar. She after his Father's Death married CorfieNus ten- 
tuluSy who was put to Death in 'Cicero^'s Ccnfulate, for being in Catiline^s Confpiracy : Which 
feems to have been the Origin of the cruel Hatred between Antony and Cicero. As to this 
Antony J he was bf a comely Countenance : But in his Youth being led away into the Snare of 

luftful Pleafuresby Curio and Clodins^ he contracted a great Debt of two hundred and fifty 
Talents. Thereupon he left Italy^ and went into Greece-, where he ehiployed his Time in 
th^ Study of Eloquence, and afterwards he followed the Wars. His firft Appearance in them 
was under this Gahinius^ and he had a great Hand in this Expedition into Egyft^ from a De- 
fire of Glory, and to have a Share in the ten thoufand Talents. As he was the chief Advifer of 
the Bxpedition, fo he was the moft vigorous Adlor in it : For he not only fecured all the Paf- 
fes^ but alfo took Ptf//{/J««/3 which was on that Side the Key of Egypt ^ and the taking thereof 
became an Inlet to all the reft of the Kingdom. For this Succefs he was much obliged to 
Hyrcanns and Antifater^ who not only affifted the Romans in their March with all Necefla- 
ries C^), but by Letters prevailed with the Je'ws in the Country of Onion near Pelnjltm td be 
helpful to them. ArcJjelans was at this Time King of Egypt^ being called (O thither after the 
Death oi Selene us Cybiofa6fes^ to marry Berenice and reign with her. He having contrafted 
a Friendfhip with Gahinins^ while he ferved under Pompey, one of his Lieutenants in the 
Mitbridativ War, tame out of Pofhns ihto Syria^ to vifit him on his obtaining that Province 
ff) and Was there ufeful to himj and no Doubt it was by the Approbation of Gabinius and 
.C. A72tony that he came upoti this Invitation from Syria into Egypt. However dll this cbiild not 
yy* fecure him from the Invafion. GabinUts being acquainted of Antonyms Succefsj iharfched with 
li^nmfis j^jg ^j^Qjg the very Heart oi Egypt in the Middle of Winter ; for then theiV/7^be- 

■ ^' ing at the loweftj this Country was fitteft for an InVafion. Ar'chelans omitted nbthihg that 

could be done for his Defenlce: But the Egyptiatzs being an effeminate cowardly fort of People, 
he could make no Work of it with futh Hands : But being overpowered by the well difciplih;- 
ed droops o£ the R^omauSy was at length finally vanquiflied, and himfelf flairi in Battle (j). 
J^ztony took Care to give him a decent Burial : And by this and feveral other Favours done 
to the Egyptians^ fparing them on many Occafions^ he gained to himfelf the Efteetn of that 
Nation. Arcbelam being flain Egypt was foon reduced, and Ptolemy Auletes fettled on the 
Throne. Gabimus left Ibme Roman Fortes to be his GUard^ who were in a little Time cor- 
rupted by the Effeminacy o€ the Egypt iajzs. Auletes being reftored, put Berenice his Daughter 
to Death, for wearing the Grown in the Time of his Exile and cut off many rich Men 
of that Partyj that by the Gonfifcation of their Goods he might raife the Money proniifed tb 
Gabi7iius, 

The Defign of the Expedition being finifhed, Cr^^;;//«j found Octafion to return 

to Syriay where he had entrufted the Government in his Ablence with Sifefzna his Sbn^ a Youth 
of neither Age nor Experience, having only a few Troops under his Command. Whereupon 
the Thieves and Freebooters ravaged the Country, and Alexander the Sort of AHftobnlns 
raifed new Troubles in Judea 5 for having gathered together an Army, he ravaged the Land, 
and flew all the Romans he could find^ driving the reft to take Refuge in Mount GM%%im^ 
where he befieged them. There G^i^/»/ff^ found himj and obferving the Number of his £- 
iiemies to be great, he fent Antipater^ to endeavour by Promifes of Oblivion and linpunity t6 
reduce them, who prevailed with many of them to defift frbm their Revolt^ and return to 
their Houfes CO* Alexander having ftill about him an Army of thirty thoufand Men appoin- 
ted for War, refolved to encounter Gahinius 5 but after a fierce Battle near Mount iabor^ he 
was defeated with the Lofs often thoufand Men killed j and thefefl put to Flight. , After this 
Gahinius went up to "Jerufalem^ where having fettled his Affairs, according to the Mind biAU' 
tipater^ he led back his Army into Syria, and prepared to return to Rome,

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^^herever they fliould fee Caufe- Hereon Craffhs fent to receive the Government of *5>rz^ 
from Gahiniiis^ who did riot quite the Province till he was commanded to do it by the People 
and Senate of Rome. Gahmuts had been a verry torrupt Governor in his Province doing 
every thing for Bribes, and felling every thing for Money, This Clambur came to Kome^ 
•which exafperated the Senate againft hirn, knd efpecially becaufe he had undertaken the Ex- 
pedition into Egypt contrary to the Law forbidding any Governor to go out of his Province, or 
to undertake any new War^ without exprefs Orders from the Senate and People of Kome j 
and therefore upon his Return Adlions were commenced againft him for Treafon, Corruption, 
priber'y and other high , Mifdemeanors, He efcaped as to the firft ib% by bribing the 
Judges. Pompey and Crafftis flood his Friends ; blit he ^yas caft in the other Aftions (Oj 
and fent into Banifhm'ent, where he lived in Poverty, till C^/ar brouglit him back again in the 
Ti^e of the Civil Wars C^), in which he died. Moft of the Moheyj which he had raked to- 
gether by Corruption and OpprefHon, was fpent in bribing his Judges, that he mijghc . ^fcape 
the Punifhment he deferved. He having been Confui when Cicero \\'-\s banifiied, this Orator 
being now returned home, aggravated his CWmes to the litmofi-, in his Speeches both to the 
Senate and People. 

Pompey ftgid for moft Part. about Kotnie^ notwithftanding the, new ComhiiiEon given 
himi hixzCr^Jp^s was very bufy towards the- End of his Confullhip in lifting Soldiers, and ma^ 
king Preparations for his eaftern. Expedition', in v/hich he perifhed. But . before I bring him 
to his Death, ^tis proper to give fome Ihorc Account of iiis JLiife. Marcus Lfci7tsus CrqJJ'ns was 
the Son of a Cerifor, who had received the Plonour of a Triumph C^). He married his Bro- 
ther's Widow. His Father and Brother were killed by the cruel Orderjs of Mar ins ^ he him- 
fclf being then a young Man^ fled to ^jO^/«,where a Friend of his called Vthius kept him liid in 
a Cave eight Months. When he returned to Rome^ and began to fet up in the \Vorld, he was 
worth but three hundred Talents^ which comes to 286066 Growhs, btit was always .let on ma- 
king Gain, by buying Houfes confumed with Fire, building and letting them, keeping many 
Slaves at Work, and every other Way. So that in end he became very rich ; for when he 
took the Inventary of his Goods, before he lefcRome to go againft the Parthiarts'^ he found the 
Value 6f his Money and EfTedls amounted ito 7100 Talents, that is 4260066 Crownsj thinking 
no Man rich \Vho could not maintain an Army out of his own proper Bfi^dts. Adhering to tht^ 
Iiitereft of -Jy/^j he did hirii confiderable Servifce in Africa^ and fhewed military Valobr iii 

defeating Sparracus^ and the Ariiiy of Gladiators which he had raifed 5 of which before CfJr 
At Rome he affected to be popular, keeping an open TabJe : And having a good deal of £Jd« 
qiience to defend any Caulei and to fpeak in Publick, he obtained moft of the con/iderabld 
Pofts in the Commonwealth 5 but efpecially after he had joined in Friendfliip with Powp^^ and 
Ceefar, Being now Confui a felcond Time, and fijtty Years of Age, he liecame wonderfull/ 
fond of his eaftern Expedition, boafting among his Fansiliarsi that he would do more than ei- 
ther Lzicttiins or Pompey had done before him j for he would conquer the BaCirians and i^^i 
diansy and eXtehd the Hm^w Conquefts C^) to theeaftern Ocean. But when his Deflgn a- 
gainft the Parth'ian's was nbifed abroad, Atttsius^ then one of the Tribunes of the People, de- 
iiredto haVe hisCommiffion reverfed ; Bat not being able to eifeftuate it, . he turned his Eh-- 
deavours into Cur fes and dreadful Execrations 5 v/hich were foori verified. Crafflis was no 
fpbner gone into •yyrf^s, than he fet himfeifiipon- every Method of heaping iip Money. Be- ji^it. c: 
irtg told 6f the Riches irt the Temple at ^ehifalein^ he iii'arched thither with a part of his Ar- y^', 
my to make Seizure thereof. Eha%ar one of the Priefts, then Treafiirer of the Temple, had 
among other Things under his Cuftddy a Bar of Gold QT) weighing three hundred Minae, For^^' 
fecurlng whereof, he had enclofed it in a Beam of Timber,tiiade hollow wlthih, and placed the 
Beatti bver the Entrance to the Holy of Holies, caufing thfc Veil to be hiing th^eon. P,erceiv- 
ing Crafftis's Defign to pluncjer the Teiiiple,£/tfi^ji<?r pflereii to deliver this.Bar of Gbld to hima, 
oh Condition that he would fpare all the reft j which tStaffus by a fblemn Oath promiled^Co. do. 
Whereupon the Beam, with the Wedge of Oold Was delivcfred to hihii which he no fopner re« 
beivfed, then perfidioufly foi-^etting his Oath^he ftofe only feized the two thbiiiand Talents which 
Pompey hiri left in the Temple untouched^but alfo rbbb^fd the Temple of every thing elf^whFch 
he thought worth taking away, to the Valtie of eight thoufand Talents more 5 vvhicH ihrall is a- 
bove two Millions J*?^r//»g: Money. Jofe'pbus confirms the Truth of thisXO, by the Te'ftimo7 
ny of Straho the Cappadocian^ whpfe Hiftory is nbw loft, ahd fays,, ^^is no Wonder that the 
Jews bad fo great a [acted ^reafme^ fince allthbir Nation fiaWef^d in Afia, Africa, and Eu- 
rope fef2t their- (xifts . to the ^empib. 

Crajfzis with this Treafure, befides what he had before,- thifiking hinifelf fufiiciently furhiftt- 
ed for the Parthian War, caufed a Bridge of Boats to be made over th6 Eupbraies, and forth*

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with marched over it, having no other Caufe for the War, but an infatiable Thirft after the 
Riches of the Country C^), The Partbians not expefting fuch an Invafion, were at tliac 
Time not prepared to withftand it 5 whereupon he over-ran a great Part of Mefopotamia- and 
took many Cities without OppoCtipn, and might have made greater Progrefs j but the Sum- 
mer being fpent, he returned and put his Army into Winter Quarters in Syria, Whereas he 
Ihould rather have ftaid on the other Side of the Euphrates^ in Ibme of the Cities he had won 
to exercife his Army, and to hinder the Preparations of his Enemies. But CraJJns jn the 
Winter negledVed the DifcipHne of his Army, and rather afted the Part of a Gatherer of Tax- 
es than of a good Officer, ufingall Methods ofEsta<aion in order to enrich himfelf^ commit- 
ting Sacrilege on the Heathen Temples of his own Religion, as well as on that of the Jeivs 
particularly at Hierapolis^ where there was a great Treafure laid up in the Temple of the God' 
,int. c. defs JtargatiSy all of which he feized fpending a great deal of Time in feeing it told and 

weighed. In the Beginning of the Spring, he gathered together his Army for profecuting the 
War againft the Partbians^ who had by this Tir^e got ready a fufEcient Army for their own 
Defence- But before they entred on Aftion, Orodes fent Ambaffadors to Crajpts^ to fee for 
what Reafon he made War upon him : To which he gave no other Anfwer, to t/hat hewotdd 
tell him when be came io Sel^uciSL bis Capital City. Indeed it was hard to gi\e a fufficient 
Reafon : For neither had Crajfns a particular Order from the Roman Senate to engage in it, nor 
any juft Caufe. Vagifes^ one of the Ambaffadors fhewed him the Palm of his Hand, faying 
brisklyj Hair would fooner grow thercy than youjloall come thither (jT), While the Rowans were 
on their March, the Report of the great Army of the Partbians^ filled the Camp with fear ■ 
and Caffius (the fame who was afterwards an Adlor in the Murder of Jtilins Cafar^ and the 
fecond Perfon in the Army) exhorted the General to confider the Matcer^ before he would 
proceed further. At the fame Time Artavafdes King Ar7neniay who had lately fucceeded 
his Father ^igranes^ came to Crajfns with a Life-guard of fix thoufand Horfe, and told him 
he had ten thoufand Curiafliers, and thirty thoufand Foot more for his Service, and withall 
advifed him not to take his Way into the Parthian Dominions thro* the Plains Mefopotamia^ 
but thro' Armenia^ becaufe the Parthian Horfe, which was the Strength of their Army, 
could do him more Prejudice on the Plains than on a Hilly Country : Befides. in thefe Plains 
the Romans would meet with fandy Defarts ^ where they would be diftreffed for Want ofWa' 
ter and other Neceflaries. But Qrajfus having left feven thoufand Men in fome Towns ofMe^ 
fopotamia, would needs go that Way. As to Artavafdes' s Au^iiUsiTieSy tho* Craffus accepted 
the Offer, yet they never came to him: For Orodes having a great Army on his Borders, he 
judged it better to cover his own Country^ than to fupport the Roiuans^ whom he faw were 
devoted to Deftruftion. Befides an Arabian Captain^ whom Plutarch (^d^ calls Ariatnm, 
Florns names him (0 Me%ere5^ and Appian C/) defigns him Achams^ a cunning falfe Fellow, 
with flattering Speeches deceived Craffus^ leading him and his whole Army of fifty thoufand 
Men into a fandy Defart, and then acquainted the Partbians^ that they might have the beft 
Advantage in the World to deftroy them* Surenas General of the Partbians^ approached 
with his Army, and a bloody Battle was fought 5 wherein the Parthian Horfemen fometimes 
counterfeiting a Flight, drew out ^he Romans, who were unacquainted with their Way to the 
Purfuit, then returning, galled the Purfuers with Showers of Arrows, and foon defeated them. 
PubliusCraJfuSy the General's Son, „with great Numbers of the Romans were flain, the reft 
were forced to fly to Carra Cthe ancient Haran of the Holy Scriptures :) Thence Cri?j7/« en- 
deavouring to efc^pe, committed himfelf to the Condufl of another Traitor, who led him in- 
to the midft of Bogs and MorafTes, where he was overtaken by Surenas and killed C^)- This 
Defeat was the greateft Blow that xhzRomans had ever fuftained fmce the Battle oiCannx : 
For here they had twenty thoufand Men llain and ten thoufand taken Prifoners Caffim 
made his Efcape with about five hundred Horfe back into Syria.^ by a valiant and well condu<5l- 
ed Retifeat. The reft of the Romans who furvived this Overthrow, fled feveral Ways into 
Arme72ia'^'Cilicia and *$>ri<?, and gathered together an Army under CaJ/ius in Syria^ whereby 
he became able to preferve that Province from falling into the Hands of the Partbians, Arta^ 

l^azesKmg o^. Armenia^ ciiS^^d^ 2\,£o Artavafdes^ finding the Ro;Wi3»j on the lofing Side, com-^ 
pounded all Matters with Orodes, and gave one of his Sifters to Pacorus the Son of Orodes in 
Marriage. While they were at the Nuptial Feaft, a Meffenger, prefented Orodes with the 
Hqad and Hand o£ Crajfns, which much increafed their Joy 5 sind 'tis faid CO that they pour- 
ed melted Gold into the decollated Head by Way of Mockery, as if they would this Way fati* 
ate his Thirft after this Metal. However, Surenas did not long rejoice in his Vidtory : For 
Orodes envying him the Glory thereof^ caufed him to be put to Death, tho' he was the firft 
Man for Wifdom, Wealth and Authority in all his Dominions

marched into the Country of Jndea-^ and there beliegcti ^aricht^a-, a City on the fioutn m 
Shore of the Bake Gemfaretbi^ where Fit^Maus had fhut himfeif up with the Remninder of 
Ariftobultis's Fadiion, to which he had lately revolted (Z'). CaJJliis having taken the Place 
carried"the whom he found therein, to the Number of three thoufand, into Slavery 5 only 

he put to Death Pztbolaus^ by the Advice of Antipater. After this having forced Alexander 
the Son oi AriJhbHlus to Terms of Peaces he marched to the Eufbrates to oppofe the PiWibi-^ 
ans^ who were preparing to make another Invafion into Syrra. 

M. CaVpic^'nius Bibitlm had Syfria-^ and M. ^uliins Cicero had CHzcia afTii^ncd to them 
for their Provin'ces (O- Btbtdiis was the fame who had been Coiiful with "SnLius Cesjar. He 
went not foon to his Ghat-gCj but Caffins continued to govern Syri^ for him j and it w ?s well 
for the Eotnan Intereft that he did fo ^ for he was a more able Man for fuch a Truft. Cicero 
went foon to his Province with an Army of twelve thoufand Foot, and tWo thoufand five hun- 
dred Horfe^ according to PJutarcb fdj. He brought Cappadocia again to fubn^t to Ariobar^ 
zanes. In the Spring Pacorus^ the Son ofOrodes^ came into Syria with a Paritbiaf; Army 
condudled by O/^ces an experienced Geheral/who fhut up Coffins in Antioch. Cicat) Jia\ing 
Notice thereof by Anth'thns King oS: Cammngena^ marched with all his Forces to cov^^x Qappa- 
docia (e\ and alfo to affift Gajpus in Time ot^N^td. At the fame Time he fentcither Trbops 
to Mount Afnamis^ who fell in with a Party Parthian Horfe and clrt them off. The News 
ofthefe Things, encouraged <:ajfu[S and his Men, and fo frighted the Panhians^ that they rai^ 
fed the Siege of Antioch^ and fat down before Antigenia, where they had no better Siicccls^ be- 
ing very unskilful in befieging Cities", and thereforc mirched off. Caffins in their Retreat drew 
them into an Ambufh, and. gave them a great Defeat flaying great Numbers of their 

Menj and among others Ofac^s their General : Whereupon the Parthian Army repalled the 
Euphrates and returned home. In the mean Time Bibnlus being come into his Province 
Cajfms delivered to him the Government and rieturned to Kome, Cicero hearing of the Depar- 
ture of the Parthiavs^ fell upon the Inhabitants of Mount Avianus^ who had never fubmitted 
to the Governors of thofe Provinces, and. totally fubdued them^ taking their Gaftles ( ^) and 
deftroying their ftrong Holds. He alfo fubdued another Sort, of barbarous People called Er^ti^ 
thero^Cilic^s^ or free CiliciauSy to the great Satisfa<5lion of their Neighbours, to whom they 
•were a tonllanc Plague. Upon this CicerX)- was faliitcd Imperator by chfe AWny, and was ap- 
plauded by all the People of the Province, whom he reduced to a more juft and quiet Way 
of Living than had been done before. Then he prepared to return .to Rome^ by the VVay vi- 
fitlng Rhodes and A^henSi where many learned Men were fond, to wait on him. When he 
came to the City, a Triumph was offered to him : But the Civil Wars between Ccef^r and 
Po?r/pey being then ready to break ouCj he waved this Honour, faying, / woM rather^ on Con'* 
ditioji that Parties were agreed^ foUow Caefar's SViumphal Chariot^ than ride in one my felf.. 

This Xear.died Ptolemy Aidetes King of Egypt Q}\ leaving behind him two Sons and two 
Daughters. By his Will he ordered the eldeft of his Sons and the eldeft of his Daughters to 
be married together, according to the deteftable Cuft'oni of their Family, and both jointly td 
govern the. JSj^^'/ir/rf?; Kingdom : And b.ecaufe they wqre.^t clv's Time young, Cleopatra the el- 
deft of them being then but feventeen, he committed them to the Tuition of the Roman State. 
This was that Cleopatra who was afterwards, fo famous for her Amours with Mark Amcny the 

Roman Triuftivir. ' . 

. § 35- W E left Julius ^tefar when he had gbt ia Decree .of the Senate, in his favbur, affigning 
him Jllyricim, and both the Qanl's for his Province for five Years , (0 : I fliall now offer a fiiorc 
Account of what he did by virtue of this Gommiilibh before the breaking out of the Civil Wars. 
The Provinces allotted .to him, befidcs Illyricum^ or that Country now. c^Ued Dalmatia^ con- 
tained all that Spate of Land that is ilow called Fra^iciey with a- great Part of,the Low Couhtries^ 
and fome of Germany^ and th^ Cif alpine Gaul^ which comprehended a gdod Part Italy oh the. 
other Side oithaAlps, . Dion CaJJins (^fe), when entring on this Affair, owns, ihat.the whole of 
Gaul was then very qiiiett, but Caefar did not defign t,o let them live in Pmce^ and fo am War 
rofe out of another^ that he might have cccafion of Vi^ory, But to go on with our Hiflbry : 
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he purfued, attacked and entirely defeated them, fcarce one hundred and ten thoufand remain., 
ing alive of their whole Number, their Wives arid Children defperately fighting among the 
Carriages till they were all cut to Pieces. He crowned this Vi^ory with a more glorious A- 
flion, gathering all who had efcaped, and fending them home in Safety to their own Countries, 
The fame Year he fought with Ariomft'us^ a King of the Germans^ who had invaded the 'Scqua^ 
ftians^ dwelling in the Country now called Franche Comte, \^here they expelled the former In- 
habitants^ and committed horrid Cruelties. C^efar attacked and routed them, clofely purfuing 
them to the River Khtiic^ and killing a^ut eighty thoufand (^^), Arioviftiis himfelf narrowly 
efcaping in a Boat. This being done, he put his Army into Winter-quarters. The next 
Year, Ctsfar being informed of a Confederacy againft the Romam by the Beiges^ he marched 
into Flanders^ and there fought with them as they were plundring his Allies, and killed fo ma- 
ny of them, that Marfiies and Rivers were paflable to the Komans by the prodigious Number 
of the dead Bodies of their Enemies C^). The fame Year he defeated the Nervimis^ a war- 
like People in thofe Parts, tho' with confiderable Lofs and Danger to the Roman Army. Then 
he paffed into Jtaly^ and wintered in Savoy^ that he might more eafily over-rule the Ele^lion 
of Magiftrates and other Things "that were a doing at Kome 5 and the Romans complimented' 
him fo far as to order Sacrifices to the Gods^ and folemn Feftivals for fifteen Days together, 

upon account of his Vi^^ories CO- 

In his third Campaign, in the Year of Rome 698, Cesfar fent out Sergius Galha^ one of his 
I-ieUtenants, with the twelfth Legion and Part of the Cavalry, againft the Antuates^ Veragri 
and Sedursi^ Nations feated between the River Rhof?2e and the Alps^ in order to clear a Paf- 
fage, and fecure Traffick in thofe Parts. Galba in a fhort Time defeated a great Party of them, 
who were fo bold as to attack him in his Camp Q^). Ciefar finding that the Veneti^ and feve- 
ral others in that Part of Gaul called Celtica, had revolted, he turned his Forces againft them. 
But they gave him a great deal of Trouble : For by reafon of their naval Strength, they ihift- 
ed from Place to Place. At laft C^far having fitted out a Fleet, attacked the Veneti by Sea, 
and overthrew them. Crajfns^ one of his Lieutenants, ( I take him to be the fame Publius 
Craffits whom Cuefar fent to affift Crajfus his Father in the Eaft, and who was there killed (^e\ 
fighting againft the Parthians^ in the mean time fubdued the greateft Part o£ AquHaine. To- 
wards the End of the Campaign, Cafar marched againft the Morhii and Menapi^ a People 
near Calais j but the Seafon being too far advanced, the Rain and foul Weather fecured tijera 
in their Forefts and Marfhes, and the Romans went into Winter-quarters. 

In the fourth Campaign Cesfar was employed againft feveral Nations in Germany, who to the 
Number of about four hundred thoufand came over the Rbz7ie mtO'Ganl (/), After a Treaty 
with them, finding that their Engagements by folemn Leagues were not to be trufted, he fell 
upon them, and cue moft of them off. Then with incredible Induftry he caufed ere£l a wooden 
Bridge over the Rhine, over which he marched with liis Army into Germany', and having 
fettled his Affairs there, and terrified his Enemies, he' returned by the fame Way in eighteen' 
Days, breaking down the Bridge behind him. After this C(xfar crolTed the Seas into Britain 
(^), with fome of his Legions, being the firft of the Romans who ever ventured- fo far this 
Way. But he rather fhewed the Country to the Romans^ than fubdued it : For after burn- 
ing a few Towns, and defeating fome Parties of the Britains, he returned to take up his 
Winter-quarters in Gaul. Thence he pafled to JRo/Wff, where the Senate and People prorogued 
his Commiflion over Illyricmn and both theGanls for five Years longer, tho* Dion Caffists (by 

fays it was only three Years. ' . 1* 

In his fifth Campaign, in the Year o£ Rome 700, being fifty one Years before the'Birth of 
Chrift, Cafar refolved upon a fecond Expedition into Britain, and made neceffary Prepara-i*- 
tions for it, the Natives having given him a fair Pretence by breaking their Articles with him. 
Imbarking at Calais with five Legions and two thoufand Horfe, he landed in this Ifle wichout- 
Oppofition, arid marched againft CaJJivelan CO General of the Britijh Forces, wh^m he defeated 
after a bloody Battle j which fo terrified his Enemies, that they diirft not appear in a Body be- 
fore him 5 whereupon C^/izr advancing, ftill further, ^p^^Ced the Thames, CaJ/ivelau finding 
that feveral Towns had furrendred to the Romans^ fent to Ccefar for a Treaty i who received 
liis Submiflion, took Hoftages, and impofed a certain Tribute upon Britain. Theri obferving^ 
the Seafon to be far advanced, and "apprehending the Danger of Tumults in Gaul, he return-^ 
ed with his fuccefsful Army. AmbioriXy with a confiderable Number of Gauls, had fet upon 
Cotta and ^riarins, two of Ce^far's Lieutenants, and killed them j and was going forward to' 
attack the Garrifon commanded by ^ Cicero in Hainatilt, But Ccefar hvLving notice thereof, 
marched with great Expedition, rdieved CicerOy and put Ambiorix to flight.

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Depredations and Robberies, committed on the Gauls and BritoriSy who were no way 
jng the Romans ? And may we not obferve^ that Kome^ who by her rreat Alen aji 



Cafar in his fixth Campaign, underftanding that Gaul was difpofed to a Revolt, flrength« 
tied his Army with three Koman Legions, and as many Auxiliaries as he could procure 5 and 
in this and the two following Years reduced all the Revolters, defeated Vercingetorioc and a 
great Army of his Enemies, taking their Leader Prifoner. Thus having fubdued and fettled his 
whole Province, he prepared to march into Italy, Orofitis (d^ here cries out. How pale mifrbt 
Gaul he 'with the Lofs of fo much Blood for her dear Liberty ! "Tis true, Cafar hath a preat 
Charafter for his Actions given him by Heathen Authors : For asPltttarvb (p^ tells us, /77 Icfs 
than ten Tears IV %r i7i Gaul, he took hy Force above eight hundred ^ owfjSy conquered three hundred 
Several Nations^ fought with thirty hundred thoafand Meii^ of who^n ten biiudred thoufand i^ere 
killed^ as many taken Prifoners-^ and he was fo entirely belo'ved of his Soldiers^ that in bis Scrvica 
they were invincible. He was but of a tender Conftitution of Body,* of a lean, white, fofc- 
skinn'd Complexion, and fubjedb to fome Fits of an Epilepfy 5 yet endured incredible Fatigue. 
Moft Nights he llept in his Chariot, would dite Letters as he rode by the Way, and frequent- 
ly employed two Secretaries at once. But after al], what were thefe Wars, five only horrid

rious Armies fhed the Blood of fo many Nations, bereaving them 'of thei"r Liberties, was foon 
opprefled herfelf, lofing her own Liberties with much of her Blood ? 

§ 36. This leads me to the Civil Wars, which made fo great a Revolution in Che Koman 
Republic. Julia the Daughter of C^far^ and Wife ofPompey^ being dead, and alio her Child, 
the Friendfhip between Ccefar and Pompey began to cool. Crajfas^ while he lived, had kept 
a Balance 5 but he being killed by the Partbians^ as hath been already related, the Triunn U 
rate was difTolved. At Kovie Factions daily increafed, and all Offices were purchafcd with 
Bribes and Money, or elfe with Swords and Blows. Pompey^ fince his Triumph for his Vi* 
Tories in Jfia^ had remained during the Space of twelve- Years for moft part at Rome : Not* 
withftanding he had obtained a large Commiflion to govern the Provinces Spain and ^frica^ 
he liked better to manage Affairs in the City, where he affedlred to be perpetual Didlator. Be- 
fides, in the Time of his fccond Confulfhip, he got his own Province continued for four Years^ 
with an Allowance of a thoufand Talents out of the Treafury (c) j and he preferred two Laws, 
which were agreed to, viz. STo enquire into the Mifcarriages of Officers for fiventy Tears lafi 
paft J and, ^0 forbid all abfent Perfons to demand any pnblick Einployment. Both which were 
defigned againft Ccefar. And it was propofed to fend a Succcffor to him in his Go\CTnmQnt 
CO : Which he refufed to comply with, unlefy Pompey fhould alfo demit his Charge. Ca^fat 
had how raifed himTelf to an extraordinary Height, both as to Riches and Pv.epucation : His 
unbounded Generofity and noble Aiflions had entirely engaged the Affecfiion of his Soldiers al- 
moft to Adoration j a great many of the Senators alfo ftood obliged to him for Money lent al* 
moft without Intereft : Which' occalioned the Obfervation^ ^X'*^^ Csefar had conquered Gaul 
with the Roman Steely ofid the Romans with the Gallic Gold. His Army was a Receptacle 
to Criminals and infolvent Debtors, which made him many Friends, C(^far then finding that 
his Government was ready to be taken from him, and that the Coniijlfhip, which he had fued 
for, was denied him, he paft the Rubicon^ which feparat^s the Cifalpine Gaul from the reft of 
Italy^ and took Ariminum with his Army, refolving'to march to the City ; For now the Dye 
was caft J having pafled out of his Province without Orders from the Senate, he muft go for- 
ward CO- While he was on his March (f)^.P'or,ipey with ail his Party left Rome^ and haft- 
ned to BrundTifiiim and on the 3d of January^ in the forty ninth Year before the Birth of jf»t. CI 
Chrift, failed towards Epirns 5 where he refolverf to make a ftand : For which Cafar allowed ^9- 
him a whole Year's Time: Pompey being gone, C^e/^r having reduced all Italy in fixty Days 
Time, came to Rome. Tliere he comforted the^Pcople with Promifes of doing all things for 
the Good of the Commonwealth (^). He releafed out of Prifon Arifiobulus King of Judea, 
and fent him with two Legions into his own Country, to pfomote his Intereft there (Z?)* and 
in the neighbouring Parts of Syria^ Fbtsmcrd and Arabia. But thofe o£Pompey*s Party found 
Means to give, him Poifon by the Way, whereof he died» His Body was prefqrved with Ho- 
ney, and afterwards buried in' the Sepulchre of his Fathers hy Order o£ Mark Antony. And 
whGrt&s Aleixaftdcr' the Son o£ Ariftobulus had^ in expeftation of his Father^s Return, raifed 
Forces to join liim when he fhould arrive, Pompvy fent Orders to Scipio (who was Preii- 
dent of Syria aAer Brbulus') to put him to Death 5 who therefore caufed him to be taken, and 
brought to Antioch^ where in a formal Trial he was condemned^ and beheaded. 

Ctc/}zj; having now the Command at Row^, defired Money out of the publick Treafury in 
the Temple- of .y^rtsm-; which the Tribune reftifed, faying ic was forbidden by Law, 

To which the other replied, I72 the i'ime of War^ Laws muft he Jilent. But when the Tri- 
bune furtiier molefted him, Cc^j^ kid- hold oi^ his Sword-, feying. It is eafier for me to kiU>

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thee than to fay itQd), Whereupon the Tribune flirunk away with Fear j and the General 
caiifing break open the Locksj took what Aloney he law needful : And after that, had Acccf*; 
to the Trc^fury when fever he pleafed. The Provinces oi' Spai?i being in Powpcy^'s Hands ^ with 
leveral Troops there attached to his Intereft, Cafar not thinking it proper to leave luch a 
Country behind him in the Power of his Enemy, who might have Influence to m;-kc Qanl re- 
volt, marched through Prance thither. In his Way he invefted Idarfeilles - but did not reduce 
k till his Return (^). Having fubdued -^^y^i^^/Va, PetVezns^ and V^^.rro^ Pom'/l^'s Lieutenants 
in t5'_^^zz;/5 and fettled the wliole Country in his own Incereft_; lie returned again to Kome about 
the Beginning of Winter. On his Arrival thither he was declared Diclator ; But after eleven 
Days laying down that Office, he and Servilins Ifaiiricus were declared <v(infuls (c) for thcfo!- 
iowing Year. And immediately after that, hehaftned to Briindajiam^ where he had prepared 
a ticetp in which he h^d embarked feven of his Legions ^ and lately palling the Mrjatick^ 
landed them near the Promontory Ceratmium. He fent h^ck. Caleiius one of his Lieutenants 
with the Fleet tb bring over the reft j but feveral Months pafled before Mark. A^ztouy^ who hud 
the Command of them, found Opportunity of a fafe Paflage, ^ by reafon of Pompey's Shipsj 
which had iaefet all thefoCoafts to intercept them^ By thhl^lmQ Pompey had got together 
a confiderable Army out of Greece^ Jfia^ and all the eaftern Countries to fupport his Iniereft ; 
jSuc it being the Winter Seafbn^ both Parties lay ftilj in their Quarters; 

When the Spring approached, both Armies took the jpield, and encamped near Lyrra- 
;f. c. chiiim^ now called DHra%%o. In feveral Skirmifl-ies C^.far ha4 the better but in one he fu'* \ 
48- Ilaincd the Lofs of two thoufand Men fo as himfelf acknowledged he had then been un^ 
'''"^'^^'(ionej if his Adverfary had improved the Advantage. Revolving in his Mind the bad State 
of his Affairs, he faw that he had committed a great Error, by encamping againft Po;«pey near 
the Sea, where his Enemies had a ftrong Fleet to furnifh their Army with all NecefkrieSj 
which .he wanted , and therefore next Day he decamped, and marched .towards ^hejjaly^ where 
he had Plenty of all things. There he waited to give Pcmpey Battle, or to intercept Scipio ; 
\vhof& Daughter being now married to Pompey^ and he being Prefident of Syric^ (as hath been i 
told) opprefled that Country CfJ-> to raife Money in Order to equip a Fleet, and raile ForceSj 

\vith which he was going to aflift his Son in Law, But Ccejar did not meet with Scipio till 

the Decilive A^lonzt P barf alia, Pompey and Scipio having joined, they made up an Army 
of forty five thoulaiid FooCj and five thoufand Horfe : But they were molt of them raw un- 
experienced Men^ got together out of the efieminate Nations of Jlfi-ct^ and feme Koman Sena- 
tors and other Gentlemen, who knew very little of War. C(sfar on the other Hand had an 
Army of twenty two thoufand Foot, and one thoufand Horfe, for mofl: Pare veteran Soldiers, 
who had been trained the Space of ten Years with War and Vi^lory in Gaul, in Pompefi 
Army there were many young Koman tCnights, who obferving C^efar retire lo^hcffaly^ made 
an Outcry againft their General as a Coward, who would not fight his Adverfary. when flying 
from him. Pompey therefore marched, and both Armies engaged in the faxnous Battle ofPW- 
falia, Cafar^^ left Wing was commanded by Mark Antony right Wing by himfelf,and his Cen- 
tre by Domitius Calvums, Pompey placed himfelf on the right Wing, Dovihius ^72oharhiiS 
commanded the lefr^ and Scipio his Father in Law the Centre. . When the A<fl:ion began to be 
warm, the young ilo;/7i7;i Knights could not abide the Darts of their Enemies falling on their 
faces, but foon fled and difordered the whole Battle* Pompey h\m£e.\£ went off to his Tent; 
where finding his Camp loft as well as his Army, he put off his Robes and fled in difguife. 
There were fifteen thoufand on Pompey^'s Side flain, and twenty four thoufand made "Priibners 
of War, according to Ccefar^s Account 'mh.\sCommei2tnries Cg) But Plutarch Qj') and Jppid 
CO tell only of fix thoufand flain. Cafar^ after the Vidlory, fliewed Abundance of Difcretion; 
for he put moft of the Soldiers taken into his Own Legions. He pardoned Men of Note, of 
whom BrntusyNZs oncj who afterwards killed his generous (A) Conqueror 5 and he burnt .,^U 
the Letters and the like Papers taken from the Prifoners j by which, if he had pleafed^ 
might have difcovered (/) the whdle Combination at R^ome againft himfelf. 

Pompey fled very privately to the ^beffalian Shore, where took a little Boat ; and row^ 
ing along the Coaft, found a large Ship commanded by Peticins a Koman ^ who knowing Pom^: 
pcy, received him, and thofe who were with him into his Vellel. There he fent for Cornelid 
his Wife, and Sextv.s his younger Son, who coming to him, bewailed their hard Fortune; 
Hearing that Cato had gathered together a part of his broken Army, and putJthera aboard of 
his Fleet, which was ftill fafe^he obferved feyeral Errors which he had committed ih leaving 
his advantagiousCamp within Sight of his Fleet, and following C(Sfar into ^hejfaly.' Biit now 
there was no Remedy. He refolved once to land in Syria and feize that Province, hop- 
ing

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ing there for better Support, and particularly for the Friendlhlp o* Oru,ics K ii^g oT 'Pntibid. 
But he hearing oiFompy^^ Misfortune, clapped up his Aoibaflador 5 neither he nor the Syrian^ 
having any Inclination to engage in a loft Caufe. PoiHpey therefore ft'^ered his Courfe towards 




his own Wife and Sifter, near Peliifinm. When Pom-pey fenc MelTeWgers to dcriire hisProte^li- 
on, ^heodqtns of C^/'o. advifed that they ihould fuffer Pdmfey to come aA'ore, but immediately 
"kill him : For (faid he) this will make Csefar^o/^r Friend^ and prk:ve72t the at her from dofjigyon 
Hurt, Dead Men caiiuot bite. This being refolved upon, Achillas with Septi?fiius <i R.oma/i 
Officer, rhen in the Service of Egypt-^ and a few more were fent to fee it executed ^ who lb foort 
Pofiipey came vo the Shore, fell upon him, flew him with their Swords, and cut off his Head. 
His Wiie, with the People in P^//>z//J*sShip, beholding this fad Event, gave a fearful Cry : Butt 
feeing themfelves in Danger, hoifed Sail and v;ent off. Pompey's dead Body being caft upon 
the Sand, had no other Funeral, than what Philip an enfranchised Eondman of his, now » 
poor o\d Rommi,v/ho came there by Accident, could give, by making a Funeral Piie of the 
broken Pieces of an old (^) Boat. Thus ended the Life of this great Man, in the f^fcy ninth 
Year of his Age. No Perfon had ever greater Profperity, till he prophaned the Temple of 
God at Jernjalem ; after that his Fortune declined, till he v/as brought to this pitiful £nd« 
Achillas and PothimiSy the Executioners of this Murder, were afterwards put to Death by C<r^ 
'far : And ^hi.ui.^o^ns the Rhetorician who advifed. it, efcaping Ca:fcr^s Hands^ wandered up 
and down Egypl^ till Marcus Brntus met him in^<^, and there, after putting him to many Tor«. 
ments kilii:-:i him. Many ofPoj;2pey^s Ships were taken, and "all who were found in them were 
fljrueliy put to Death 5 among whom was Lucius Le^nulus (^), who had been Conful the for-* 
mer Year, and who was the chief Author of the War^ by obftinate rejefting ail thePropofalg 

made by C^cfar for Peace. - ■ ■ . . 

§ 37. CMSAK purfulng Pompey^c&me to Alexandria. Juft as the News arrived of his Deaths 
he was prefenied with the Head and Ringof tlie Deceaft. He received the Ring, but would not 
look on the Head yea, pretending to be forry for hi6 Deaths ordered it to *be biiried with 
honourable Solemnities. On his coming to Al-et<^,ndria^ Ccsfa'r. hid no more with him Qcy than 
eight hundred Horfe, .and three tboufand two hundred Foot^ having left the reft of his Arrays 
behind him in the Lefler AJta^ and in Greece. Thefe being fcarce fufficient to defend him from 
the Mutinies of that turbulent City* he narrowly efcaped peri/hing in them. Coming thitheir 
in the Beginning of 'fnly^ at which Seafon the £tirf:an or Trade. Winds blow in upon the Shorcj 
he was under a NecclHty to tarry that Seafon. In his vacant Time he employed hiriifclf in 
caliing in a Debt owing him by Ptolemy Aaletes^ and in determining the Controverfy between 
the preifent King and Cleopatra (d') his Sifter. We have before obf-v-od, that Auletes in Cc?- 
pir^s firft Confuifliip gave him fix thoufand - Talents C^):- ^^nd enguged to jpay him four thou-» 
fandmorejfor being confirmed in his Kingdom, and enroiicd among the Friends and Allies o£ 
the Roman State. C^fsxr now having Occafion for the Money, exad:\ed it with Rigour \ which 
Pothimis prime Minifter in Egypt made appear to be greater than it was, caufing the King 
and his Court eat in earthen and wooden Dif}ies, pretending that all the Gold and Silver were 
given to pay the Debt owing to Gcefar^ to irritate the People (f) againft him : But that 
which moft exafperated them, was, C(S[ar^s giving Orders to Ptolemy and Cleopatra to difmifi 
their Armies, and bring their Caufe to be judged before him, the Roman State being left Guar- 
dians to them C^) when Children. Cleopatra*, when her Caufe came to be heard, underftan-^ 
ding that Ctefar was given to Amours, refolved to catch him that Way 5 for Ihe prayed that: 
ihe might be allowed to plead her own Gaufc. Which being granted, Ihe caiifed her felf to be 
r,rufled up with her Bedding on the Back of ApoUodorns one of her Servants (^). The Ser- 
vant came ftraight toCafar's Lodging, laid down and untyed his Burden at his Feet, and up 
ftarted the fair Lady. Ccefar being wonderfully pleafed and fmitten with her. Beauty, "enjoy- 
^ed her that fame Night, and had a Son by her, afterwards caDed Ct^farion, . Next Morning 
he fent ifor Ptolemy-^ and defired him to receive his Sifter upon her own Terms. Ptolemy 
finding that Ctfi/iii^, inftead of being her Judge^ was become her Advocate^ and that fhc.was 
at that very Time in his Lodging, ran to the Streets, arid complained with .Tears and Cla- 
mours that he was betrayed, fo as tp raife the whole City in. an Uproar. Ccefar did every 
'JThing he could to appeafe the Peoples "C^ct Day he called a pubiick Afiemby, where 
rtoleniy and Cleopatra being prefenr, .he caufed their Father's Will to be read ; wherein it was

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Vidlory at Fharjalid) he decreed, ^hat Ptolemy the prefent King^ and Cleopatra bein^ th 
eldefi Daughter fljould reign in E^yptyand that Ptolemy the yotmger Sou and Arfinoe the othtc 
Daughter Jhoiild reign in Cyprus, This pieafed the whole Aflembly, except Pothi^ius^ uho 
being afraid Cleopatra's Return to the Government, to prevent the Execution of the Decree 
fowed new Difcontents among the People, and wrote to AcbzUas to bring his Army from P^- 
lufium to Alexafzdria^ and dnvcCcefar thence. 

Achillas having twenty thoufand Men with him (J?\ defpifed the fmall Number of C^/^;.', 
Troops ; but Ccefar fo well dlfpofed the fmall Force he had, in the Streets and Avenues of tlie 
City, that he fultained the Aflaulc. This Defign then failing, they carried the War intd the 
Port, in order to feize the Fleet and fhut up Cxfar^ fo as he might have no Succours nor Pro. 
Tifions fent to him by Sea. To prevent this, Cicfar ordered the Fleet to be fet on Fire and 
at the fame Time feized the Tower o£ Fbarns^ and placed a Garrifon in it. Some of the Ships 
communicated the Flames to the adjoining Houfes, which fpreading in that (Quarter of the 
City called Bmchium^ confumcd the noble Library there laid up (c\ Ct^/i?/ having a dange- 
rous War thus begun, fent for Succours to all adjacent Parts ( d^. Dornltius Calvinus his 
irieutenant in the proper fent him two Legions ; One by Sea arrived in Tim e*, but the 

other by Land came not to Egypt^ becaufe the War was over before they could reach it. MU 
thridates the Pergame7iian did him fignal Services 3 for being lent by him into Syria and Cilil 
/?/>, he brought him thefe Forces which extricated him out of all his Difficulties. In this he was 
iignaliy aflifted by Antipater the Idum^an 5 who not only joined him with three thoufand 
"Jews ( e)^ but prevailed alfo with Hyrcanus and his Neighbours in Arabia^ Coslefyriaznd PhoB^ 
mcia to fend their Aid. Cisfar in the mean Time fortified that Quarter of the City where 
he lay, and finding Pothinus by his Letters to Achillas ftirred him up to carry on the War he 
caufed Pothinus to be put to Death (// Ganymede^ another Eunuch of the Palace, being in 
the fame Interefl, and fearing the fame Punilhment, efcaped, carrying Arjinoe the King's Si- 
fter with him, and went to the Armyj where he formed an Accufation againft Achillds^ got 
him put to Death, and fucceeded him in the Chief Command of the Army, and prime Admi- 
niftration of Affairs ( g^. He was a crafty Perfon, finding out many fubtile Devices for diftref- 
fing Ccefat. By one of thefe he fpoiled all the frefh Water in his Quatters, by letting in Salt 
Water from the Sea into the Weils : But C<e[at ordered new Wells to be digged^ and by go- 
ing deep enough, he found Springs of frefh Water fufficientto anfwer all his Occafions. 

Csvfar hearing of the Arrival of his Fleet from Khodes and other Places, with the Legion 
that Calvinus fent him upon the Coafl of Lihya^ he went with his Fleet, to bring them to 
lexandria, Ganymede getting Intelligence hereof, fent the Egyptian Fleet to intercept his Re- 
turn. ^ This produced a Fight at Sea, wherein Ci?/^r got the Vldlory, and brought his Legi- 
on fafe to AlexaMdria, Gcmymede having recruited his Fleet from feveral Ports of iV/Vi?, enter- 
ed the Port of Alexandria. This produced another Fight, in which C<^[ar had again ^he Vi- 
ctory : But in Purfuit thereof, landing in the Ifland Pharns^ and attempting to take the Town 
and the Mole leading to it, -called Hept ajt adium^ he was beat off with the Lofs of above eight 
hundred of his Men^ and v/as in Danger of being loft himfelf : For the Ship in which he was, 
being too much crowded was finking 5 whereupon C^c/}^r threw himfelf into the Sea QS) and 
got off by fwimming to the next Ship j and while he thus efcaped, he carried fome valuable 
Papers which he had then with him in one Hand, and fwam with the other, and fo faved 
himfelf and them. 

After this, Ctvfar was perfwaded to fend King Ptolemy to the Egyptian Army, on a Pro- 
Bijfe made him, that when they fi-iould have their King, they would make Peace 5 but inftead 
of that they prefied on the War with greater Vigour, and by their Fleet- endeavoured to inter- 
cept Cafar^s Provifion by Sea. This produced another Sea Fight near Campus^ in which Cts- 
far had again the Vidlory. By this Time Mithridates of Pergamus with Antipater^ were near 
at Hand with their Land Army, They ftormed and took the CAty P elufmvi^ vfhQVQ Antipa'^ 
ter fii ft mounted the Breach of the Walls (J\ making Way to thofe who followed him to take 
the Place. Thence paffing towards Alexandria^ as they were to go through the Province of 
Onioji^ they found the Avenues feized by the Jews who inhabited that Part of Egypt^ and ob- 
ftrinfted their Proceeding further 5 but Antipater brought them over to defar^s Party. The 
People Memphis pm^d the fame Intereft, and Mithridates was plentifully fuppiied with 
Necefilu ies from both. Ori his coming to the D^/^/r, (where two Branches of the River Nih 
^orm an Ifland like the Greek Capital Letter Delta], whence the Place hath that Defignation) 
Ptolemy fent an Army to oppofe them. This produced a Battle, wherein the Egyptians were 
routed, Mithridates md Antipater driving them out of the Field with great Slaughter 5 and

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having taken their Camp, forced thofe chat elcaped co repali the Kile. Whereupon Proieho' 
inarched himfelf with his whole Army to opprels the Purluers, and far did the fanae ^or ^^^^^^^^^ 
their Support, who brought the Matter to a decifive A^tlonfaJ; in which C^^y'^r having ob-xi/iy* '' 
tained an abfolute Victory, Ptolemy endeavouring toefcape in a Boat, funk and was drowned 
in the Nil^. Then Alexandria and all Egypt fubmitted to the Conqueror. Gr/^r fettled the 
Kingdom under Cleopatra and the furvlving P^o/ff;?;jK her young-erBrothera which was in Effed: 
to put the whole into her Hands, this Brother being then only eleven Years old. Ccsfar^s A- 
niours with this Lady had plunged him into this War 5 and he made it turn as far as he could un- 
to her Advantage. For, as Dm^ Coffins obferves (p)^ he might have fubjeited ail Egypt even 
then to the Romajt Empire if he had pleafed- But his Love to this Woman having made him 
ilay there longer than his Affairs could well admit 5 (for he had ended his Bufincfs there in ya« 
mary^ and yet lingered in the Country till the End of April thereafter^ continuing there ii'ino 

Months in all CO9 ^^^^ J^^^y E"*^ following April Ci he was willing that 

Cleopatra fhould reap the Benefit of his Purchafe. Having taken Arjlnoe Prifoner3 he carried 
her to Kome^ to be there led in Bonds at his Triumph : But when that Show was over he 
di£taif[ed her. Only that ihe might not create new Troubles in Egypt^ fhe was confined to 
the proper AJia (d)^ where Antony found her after the Battle of Pbilippi^ and caufed her to 
be put to Death in the Temple of Diana at Bphefns at the Dcfire of her own Sifter C/<?o- 
patra. Before C(^[ar departed from Alexandria^ in Acknowledgment of the A/liSance he had 
from xh^Jews^ he confirmed all their Privileges in chat City, and ordered a Pillar to be there 
eredled whereon thefe Privileges were engravenj and his Decree for confirming ( thefune, 
§ 38. P HJKNACESy King o£ the Cimmerian Bofpbor us ^ Son o£ Mithridatesl^tt^sJm^ 
ofPojHus^ finding the Ko?nans engaged in the Civil Wars between C^far and Pompey^ took 
the Advantage to endeavour to recover his Father's Dominions in AJia 5 and in order thereto 
paiTed the Eimne Sea^ took PoflelHon of Colchis-^ of the lefler Armenia^ and of feveral Places in 
Cappadocza-^ Pontns and Bithynia, Cafar after the Battle of Pbarfalia^ fent jDomitins Calvin 
ms with Part of his Army againft him. But this Army being weakned by Supplies Doraztias 
had fent to Ccsfar in -^^gypt^ was at laft overcome by Pbarnaccs (/), v/ho being puffed up 
tvith this Succefs, carried with great Pride and Cruelty to all the Koyaan Interefi: in Afia, 

This obliged Ccsfar^ leaving Egypt^ where he ordered a Part of his Forces to ftay and fup- 
iporc Cleopatra^ to march with the reft into Syria, While he was in that Country, Antigonus 
the Son oi Arifiohnlus late King of the 'Jews^ came toiiim much l^Lxncntm^hh Father and Bro- 
ther's Death (g)^ the one of which had been poifoned, and tJic otiier beheaded for adhering 
to Csefar'*^ (i?) Caufc, and prayed him to have Compailion on him, and reftore him to his Fa^. 
ther's Principality ; and at the fame Time made heavy Complaints of the Wrongs he hadfufTer-^ 
ed by Antipater and Plyrcanus. But Antipatcr being then ^zi^ndm'g on Cccfar^ defended his 
own and Hyrcamis's Caufe fo well, that Ccsfar rejecting the Accufation of Antigo-aas as a tur- 
bulent Fellow, decreed that Hyrcamts ihould hold the Office of High Priell at Jernfalem^ 
with the Principality o^yndea-^or himfelf and his Family after him in Perpetuity, and appoint- 
ed Antipater to be Procurator of Judea under him, and ordered this Decree to be engraven 
(z) on Tables of Brafs, and to be hung up in the Capitol at KofnCy and in the Temples of 
^yre^ Sidon and Askalon in Phoenicia, All this Was accompliihed by Antipater, who was a 
Perfon of great Wifdom and Foreiight, and of fuch Intereft in Jadca and the neighbouring 
Provinces, that he made himfelf neceflary to all the "Koman Governors 5 and he was in a fpe- 
cial Manner ufeful to C(sfar\x\ the Alexandrian Wair. By this Time he had a ftrong Family: 
For by his Wife Cyprus he had four Sons, Men of Reputation for Valour and Wifdom. The 
eldeft of them was named (lC)Pbafaelus^ the fecond Berod^ the third Jofepb^ and the youngeft 
Pheroras^ and a Daughter called Salome, 

■Julius Ccefar^ afterafhort Stay in Syria^ made Sextus C<Bfar his Kinfman Prefident of that 
Province {l)^ and then haftned northward againft Pharnaces, On his Arrival he gave his 
Enemy no Refpite 5 for he immediately attacked him, and gained an abfolute Victory. Hence 
he \!(^rote to his Friend, Veni^ vidi^ vici^ I came ^ I ff^^^ I overcame j which Words he cau- 
fed be engraven, and carried before him afterwards in his Triumph O'O- Pharnaces fled to 
Sinope with a thoufand Horfemen and embarking his Men, failed to the Bofphoriis : But 
Afander his Lieutenant having got his Mafter into his PoWer (0), killed him and ufurped his 
Crown. C<xfar^ to reward Mithridates of Pergamus for the Service he had done him in £- 
gave him the Kingdom Bofphorus^ and made him one of the Setrarcbs of GalatiaQp'). 
The firft was but an empty Title, and feeking to poflefs it he was cut off by Afander.

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Antipater having waited on Ceefar thro* all Syria^ returned again into J.udea, And 
foon after gcing thro' that Country, fettled the Civil Government under Hyrccni is in e- 
very Part according to Cefar^s Decree, in. thefcne Manner as it had been done before QahJ^ 
72ius^s Alteration C-^) and appointed P h a/aH lus his eldeft Son to be Governor ot^ Jernfa/eif/ f^) 
and J-Jcrod his fecond Son to be Governor of Galilee. Herod being of a very adlive Genius' 
and then twenty five Years old^ was no fooner in his Government, but to fignalize hiinfelf he 
- ifell upon a Knot of Thieves who infefted Galihe and the neighbouring Part of Ccelefyria^ and 
having taken He%ekiah their Leader, with feveral of his Aflbciates^ he put them all to Death 
whereby he made his Name known to 6extm Ceefar, then Prefident of the Province, But 
thefe who envied the Profperity and Power of Antipater and his Family, accufed Uerod to 
Hyrcaniis for putting thefe Men to Death without a legal Trial, and prevailed fo far that 
Herod was cited to anfwer before the Sanhedrim ; where he made his Appearance cloatlicd 
in Purple and furrounded with his Guards : Which fo over-awed the Sanhedritn, that they all 
fat filent, excepting Sameas, who rofe up and accufed him for appearing in a Habit not pro- 
per fcr a Criminal, and of bringing fuch armed Force with him into the Court, as if he in- 
tended to make the Adminiftration of Juflice more dangerous i:cJ the Judges than to the 
Malefactor: Upbraiding tA^o Byre anus with Cowardice in permitting this, he prophe- 
tically told, 'that though they [pared VitroA for this Enormity, STme 'wonld he that he JJjould 
not f-pare them 5 hut that the jtift Judgrient of God by his Hands floould be executed upon them. 
And fo it happened: For when Herod came to be King of yudea^hc put everyone 
of them to Death (excepting this Sameas (and Pollio his Mafter) and even Uyrcantis him- 
felf, as fhall be afterwards related. However Hyrcanus at that Time did all he could to 
have Hero^? acquitted, being influenced by his Love to the young Man, and by a menacing 
Letter from Sextus Ca^far in his Favours. But the major part of the Court being inclined to 
condemn him, he adjourned their Meeting, and advifed Herod to be gone, who accordingly in 
the Night-Time withdrawing from Jcr^ifalem^ he went to Damafcns^sLnd there putting hiuif^lf 
under the ProteftiOn of Sextus Cafar defied the Sanhedrim. Yea Herod fo far ingratiated him- 
i(f?;;. c, feifwith this Roman Governor, that for a Sum of Money he gave him, he obtained of him the 
ihrf ll Government of Ccelefyria. Whereupon he got together an Army, and marched with it into 
- Vs. ' y^idea, intending to be revenged on Hyrcanus and the Sanhedrim: But Autipater his Father^ 

and Phafael his Brother interpofing, made him at that Time defift from the Attempt; 

§ 39. The P.emalns of Pompey s Fa6bion had retired to Afric. The chief of them were, 
MetellusScipio, who Powpey's Father-in-law, Petreins, AframnSj ^orquatns, S.Labiejms^ 
Fatifins SyUa and M. Cato (c'). In the Time wherein Cafar was employed in the V^'ars at 
Alexandria and in Pontns, and while he was fettling his Affairs in Italy, they had gathered 
Strength ^ and with the Affiftance of Jaba King oi Manritania had made ther^ifclves Mafterg 
of the whole Province, and had fent C;;. Ponipeius into Spain^ as a proper Perfon to bring rhat 
Country Cthat once had a great AfTedtion to his deceased Father) to the fame Interefij dc- 
figning alfo to enlarge themfelves further. Ceefar, to ftop their Progrefs>- imbarked from Iidi 
in the middle of Winter^ (it being his ufual Guftom to furprife his Enemies bv his Difpatch/) 
and about the Beginning of January in this Year he landed and rendezvoufed his Forces in 
Afric. Encamping near the Shore, he was ftraitned for Forage and Provifions, and met with 
confiderable Loffes in feveral Skirmilhes (ji^. But in the Beginning o^ February ht came up- 
on his Enemies unawares, and in one Day took three Camps, and killed fifty thoufand of bis 
Adverfaries, with the Lofs only of fifty of his own Men (0- CV??o had very refoluteiy adhe- 
red to the Caufe of Pompey hitherto. He was a Man v^ry ftedfaft to his own Opinion-, never 
changing with the Turns of Fortune (/) : And therefore, rather than implore the Conqueror's 
Mercy, or fall into his Hands, he chufed to kill himfelf at Utica with his own Sword, amidft 
phiiofophical Thoughts, and reading of Plato's Phxdon, concerning the SouL The Circum- 
ftances of his Death are particularly related by Plutarch (g), Appian (h'^ zhdDion Caffius (Oi 
even with too much Approbation. Gt^/^r having fettled the Province, returned to Rome, 
carrying with him Jnba the Son of King J^il^a, a Youth, whom he caufed to be led in Tri- 
umph in flcad of his Father. However, by this Captivity he had the Advantage of a Roman 
Education C-^), whereby he became a learned Man and a great Hiftorian. His Works now 
are all lofb. The mofl eminent of them were, his Roman Hiftory, writ in Greek, and his 
Book of the Affairs of Affyria, collected moftly from the Writings of Berofus Before 
far left Africa, he gave Orders for the rebuilding of Carthage Qni) ^ and the fame Year Corintb 
was rebuilt by the like Order : So as thefe once famous Cities were deflroyed and rebuilt iii 
the fame Year, juft a hundred Years after their Ruin Two Years after this Q)^ Rovian 

Co-i 
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Colonies were fent into each of them ; and from the new Colony at Qorintb were defcended 
thofe Corinthians to whom Paul wrote his Epiftles. 

At this Time Cacilztts Bajfns created Diforders in Syria. He had fought oli the Side of Poztf- 
pey at the Battle oiPhavfalia^ and after that Overthrow fled to ^yre^ where he engaged feveral 
R.Qrndn Soldiers. S^octus Ctsefar calling him to an Account for thele Practices, he fo perfuaded 
him of his Innocency, that he was difmifled. Afterwards he feized ^yrv^ and marched out againfi: 
Sextiis Cdfar^ and was vanquifhed by him ^ but feeing himfelf unable to accomplifli his Deiigns 
bv Force he-tried to do it by Treachery : For Sextn's being a Man addidled to PleafureSj when 
he went abroad upon fuch Views, he made his Army to attend him. This dilguftcd many ; 
yjijhich Bajfus underftanding, employed Soldiers to kill him 5 \vhich they did C'^}, and then 
loined BaJfiHs. But Antiftius t^arus put himjfelf at the Head of another Party, and with Af- 
£0:ance of the Sons Antfpat^r drove Bajfus out of the Field, and flnit hiin up in Apamea 5 
where he ^tkxiAeA, himfelf fo well, that they were not able to take the Place. 

After Cc/^r's Return from xh^ African Expedition, by the Help of feveral Mathetnaticians he 
reformed the Kximan Kalendar C*^), appointing the Julian Year in all Time coming to coniifl of 
gdj* Days, 6 Hours, which 6 Hours every fourth Year mdke the hijfextile or Leap Year, by 
adding one Day to February, The Year was never well lixed^and regulated in the Heathen 
World before this Time 5 for the lunar Year, which was in ufe^^'falUng Ihort of the folar by the 
Space of eleven Days, made the Calculation very uncertain. To re6ify this belonged to Oe- 
.far as High-prieft of R-ome^ which Office he enjoyed before he was either Didlator or ConfuL 
The- Benefit of this Redlification the World hath enjoyed ever fince. Pope Gregory^ in the 
Year of our Lord 1582, obferving by the Help of his Mathematicians, that there was yet a 
Defect in this Calculation, by reafon that the true folar Year confiflfs of '^6s Days, 5 Hours, 49 
Minutes, that is 11 Minutes lefs than the y/z/fV.*? Year, (which n Minutes in the Space of X30 
Years make up one Day, which from the Time of the Council of Nice^ anno 325, to Gregory 
Xlir. made 10 Days) decreed the New Stile to be obfefved 10 Days before the Old j and, to 
keep the Year right in Time coming, that there Jdibuld be the Difference of 3 Days more each 
400 Years, /. of one Day for every Century, except the fourth. But this hath not met with 
general Approbation, and hence the Old Stile is retained in Britain. 

In the Kalends of Jammry^ €<efar entred his fourth Confullhip, and thence began the firft -^w^. O 
Julian Year C^"). Unddrftanding that the Sons oiPompey had aiTembled a great Army in Spain^ mrV'w^ 
being the laft Remains of the Party, he went thither with Forces to fupprefs them, and brought 
the Matter to a decifive Battle near Munda ^ where Ct^far being in great Danger, cried out ro 
his Troops, 'Sfs a Shame to he overcome hy thefe young Men^ and at laft obtained v/ith difficul- 
ty a great Vivfloryj having killed thirty thoufand of his Enemies in the Field, with the Lofs only 
of a thoufand Men on his own Side. This was the laft Battle in all the Civil Wars C^^), and 
the laft. which Cafar ever fought. When he came to his Tent, he told his Friends, ^hat he 
bad o ften fought for Vi^iory^ bat this Day for his Life, Having quieted the Province, he re- 
turned to Rome 5 and looking on the Civil War is now fully concluded^ . he ifTued out an Aft of 
Indemnity and Oblivion to all who had adled againft him in the late Wars CO- Whereupon 
he was made perpetual Diftator, a Temple was built to Clemency in memory of his extenfive 
Pardon, and many other Honours and Powers were granted to him, whereby the whole Au- 
thority of the Koman -^tzte was put into his Hands 5 and fo he was made, tho' not in Name^ 
yet truly and in effeft the fovereign Prince of their whbie' Empire. 

On the firft Day of the next Year C<JsfaY entred on his; fifth and laft Confulfhip, Mark An- Ant.c 
torn being his GoUegue C/)- He then received a-Requeft from Hyrcams^ to permit ^^^^n to 44-^ 
repair the Walls o£jertffaIiemif which Pompey had caufed to be pulled down. This he readily ' 
granted, in confideration of the Services which the Petitioner had done him both in Egypt and 
Syria^ and a Decree was paifed at Rome for that purpofe 5 which being carried ro Jerufalemy 
Antipater fet about the Work, and the City was again fortified as in former Times. Jofephus 
(5) tells-US, that this was done in Cafar's fifth Confulfhip. About the fame time it v/as decreed, 
3'hat in honour of his Name^ the fifth Month^ hitherto called Quintilis, Jhouid he vailed Julius 
C^^), which is our EngliJJj July, 

C<sfar intending a War againft the Parthians for revenging the Death Crajffils, and 
having feveral- other great Things in his View mentioned by Plutarch refigned his Con- 
fulfhipi fubftituting in his ftead P. Cornelius Dolabella^ a young Man of twenty five Years of 
Age. But when all things wefe got ready for this Expedition, on the fatal Ides ofMarch, or 
the fifteenth Day of that Month, he was treacherouily murdered by twenty three Wounds C^)

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in his Body, given him by. the Senators in the Senate-houfe, in the fifty fixth Year ofhisAtjc. 
^hii's was a moft villanous Aftj and the more, becaufe the principal Authors and A^lors therel 
of were his fuppofed Friends, as Marcm Brutus^ 'Deczmns Brutus^ CaJJins^ ^ ■^ehonius and 
ihers, whom he had pardoned, and in the highell: Manner obliged ; And it is remarkabie 
that every Man of them was cut off in a fhort Time in a violent Manner, either by their own 
or other Mens Hands, and fome of them by the fame Swords with which they had perpetrated 
the Murder. Caefar was a very proper Perfon to have extended the Romah Empire over Par^ 
i/jm and thQ tiidies, which he leems to have defigned 5 and if this had fucceeded, Chriftianity 
would have had eafier Accefs to thofe Parts of the World. He was a Man of polite Literature 
and great Abilities in all Arts of War and Givil Government, and oi" great Diligence and Ap- 
plication in the turfuit of both. After his W^ars he triumphed five Times (.3) ; Firft, for his 
Vi<5lories in - Secondly, ^ot thok In Egypt Sind Alexandria ^ Thirdly^ for thofe in Po«to 
bver Pharnaces ; Fourthly, for thofe in Africa^ over Juha and others 5 and Fifthly,, for his 
Vidlory in Spain^ over the Sons of Pompey : The iaft of which did more offend the Koinans 
than any of the former, becauife it was not over Strangers, but for overthrowing the Sons di 
the befi: (Quality in Kome. To gain the Favour of the Feople, he feaflcd at One Time the 
J^orhan Citizens at two and twenty thpufand Tables;, and gave them the Diverfion of feeing 
many Sword-players, ihock BJlttles at Sea (b\ wicli other Games and Amufements^ yea alio 
of fome humane Sacrifices, as Dio7i Caffius (c) obfcrves. He often ventured on very hazar- 
dous Undertakings without any Profpedt of Succefe, but in a rafh Confidence of that which he 
tailed his good Fortune ; which did not fail him : For he fought fifty Battles with great Sue- 
cefs,. ahd. in thefe he is faid to have llain eleven hundred and ninety two thoufand Men (rf) ; 
which difcovers fcim to have been a terrible Scourge in the Hand of God for the Punilhmeni 

of that wicked Generation. 

§ 4.0. The Murder of C<x^faf, was followed with great Confufions all over the Roman En> 
jf)ire. The Confpirators ,for fear retired to the Capitol, where they were guarded by a Num- 
ber of Gladiators. The Senate being aflembled, after great Debates agreed to an A& of Obli- 
vion for all that was pail:, and to ratify Cafafs Ordinances, becaufe they were for the Good of 
the Commonwealth. Mark Antony being then Conful3 of whom we have before (O beard, 
he headed the Ccefarean Party j and by an Oration made at Ccefar'^s Funeral (7^, fo far exci- 
ted the People againft the Murderers, , that they were all forced to leave Ro7ne 5 v/here Afiton^ 
governed till O^avins arrived. Cafarh Will was publickly read before the People, whereby he 
ordered C g)^ 27:'^? Caius 0<5lavius, his Sifter's Son^ by Attia the Wife of Oiftavius, JJmld. be. his 
adopted Son^ and Heir to three ^larters of his Eftate 5 a72d that Pinarius and Pg^diusjhould have 
the other fourth Part. To the Roman People J^e left the Gardens which be had on the other Side 
of the TyheVy and to each Citi%eh three hundred Seft ere es, Decimus. Brutus and fome others 
who had dipt their Hands in his Bloody were navted among his fecond Heirs. Thefe Tokens 
of kindiiefs he had expreifed to the Roi72a7z Citizens moved them exceedingly, but Brutus be- 
ing named an Heir, raifed their indignation to a Pitch againft fo ungrateful a Perfon. Qs- 
far^'s Funerals were celebrated with great Solemnity, and chey proceeded afterwards to giv6 
him divine Honours. 

In the mean time OS^avitis was at Apollonia on the other Side, of the Adriatic^ for his Inftru- 
iXion in Literature ahd to head tl^e Army which his deceased Uncle had prepared therefor 
£he Parthian Expedition, till he birafelf fhould arrive. As ibon as he was informed of what had 
happened at Rome^ he imbarked for Brundiffiumy and thence marched to the City ; where he de- 
clared before the Prsetor his Uncle's Adoption, which was regiftred among the pubiick Adlsjand 
defigning himfeif Cains Jnlius Ccefar O^favianus^ he took on him to execute his Uncle's Will, by 
which he was conftitute his Heir. A Controverly arifing between him and Mark Antony (f) a- 
bout two thoufand five hundred Myriads of his deceased Uncle's Eftate, which the latter^ being 
^ Man who lived at a high Rate, had made ufe of, Cicero was employed to manage this Suit. 
But the main Gonteft was. Who fhould fucceed Julitts Ccefar in his Power and Intereft ? A 
great Number o{C(^farh Soldiers reforting to O^a'vins^ he was like to carry it againft his Com- 
petitor ^ which obliged Antony to quit Rome^ and to leave to 06iavins. ihQ Conduft both of 
Senate and People. This was a great Jnftance of Management, that when he was but entreti 
the ninteenth Year of his Age> he fhould be able to outwit one who had fo long Experience' 
in Affairs. In the mean time Cafar^s Murderers finding all things go againft them in Italyi 
retired : Brutus feized Greece and Macedon 5 Cajftus railed Forces in Cilicia^ Syria and the 
Eaft, where he had been acquainted while he was Lieutenant to Crajfus 'm the unfortunate P^*"^ 
tpjian Expedition Qi\ and afterwards when he commanded in Syria^ and faved that Country 
from the Parthiansi

clared by the Senate a publick Eneniyj chiefly by Cicero's Means^ whp n-jude many iinarc and 
eloquent Orations againft him C-^) ^ which in Imitation o£ Demofthems'^s Speeches againfi Phi^ 
lip of Macedo/iy he caWcd Pbilippicksy and arc .ftill exqant : For which j^;/?d/^> never forgave 

him 5 and in the mean Tlnie. made a pointed' AnAv.cr C^), to. him. However 

the War being d.ccreed, both the Confuls marched ag^unft A7itony^ who was. then beficging Be-^ 
cimus Brutus in Mutina^ now^ called Mode^ia, Xhe Siege being raifcd Dccimus was, {pared, but 
not pardoned. . He defigned ip^penetrate into Grc^^^^^-.to M. Brutus^fn^d Cciffius ^ but his Army 
d not follow him 5 and therefore be endeavoured with a few , Attendants to pafs into GauL

but was taken by Seqaanns Gov.^rnor; of Aqnileia^ who cue off his Head and lent .it to Antony 
(O. -A .Pa.ttle being fought between .the Confuls and Jmony^^ Hirtzus was killed^ and Panfa 
mortally Wounded (J^^ The Viflory being on the Side., of O^iavius^ .and he .furviving he 
reaped the ..whole .Benefit; For. he got the Army under bis fole Cpmmandj and fo far 
diftrefled A^ztony^ th^t he was. fbrceji. in ,a broken Condition tp flee over the . ^/px into 
Gaiil^ where he was ftraitned for Provifions But being received by xlhtKomcn Army which 
Lepidus comman.ded that Province 5 an.d the Senate refuling Odlaviamis the Hpaour of a 
Triumph, this brought the Matter to an Argecment. between thefe three great Men;. For 
Ottavianus^ Antony^ and Lepidus met ^t. Bologna^ whe,re they formed the ferond Triumvirate,, 
dividing the Ernpire between them (£■). for five Years.. They eafily agreed , about moft: 

of their Affiiirs i only when the Deftruftio.n of their. Enemies y/as determined, Oct avi amis dtr* 
fired to have CiccTQ_ fp^red : But Antojzy would conferit %o nothing, ynlefs he Aiould be dei«. 
ftroyed. Indeed . the Method the Triumvirate took to eftabliQi their Authority, by a Profcrip- 
tion of fo many, eminent Perfons, was very cruel and unjuftifiable. .They condemned three 
hundred of the chiefeft Citizens to be put to Death (f). Nothing was heard , but Ci'ies and 
L,amentations,in,eviery Corner of the Gitj^, by Reafon of .the Murders committed by the.Sol- 
diers. The JPretence was to revenge C^y/izrV .Death ; hyxt many iuffered who y/ete no Way 
coricerned in it 5 fome for their gre?t Eftates, others for pld Quarrels, and ibme that t heir Ad- 
verfarics might fcize their Fine Houfes and Gardens. .Money, was extorted from. Ladies, four- 
teen hundred of their Number .being. alfo profcribed tg^' ,Dion CaJJitis alfo oblerves {b)^ tJiat 
(Ja/ar w a$ the moft mi^rciful pf his, GoUegues, but Antony was the .moft cruel. Cicero hearing 
of Death being determined againft him^ refolved to flee, but had not the Courage norRefoluti- 
on to do it with that Difpatch and Secrecy which was .requifite. Ilcrenizius^ ^nd Popilius ■L(£7ias 
a Tribune of Soldiers, v/hpfe Caufe this Orator bad 4<^J«^ncled», were fent with a fmail Party qf 
armed Men to kill him. Having,found him on the Road, the .old Man flopped his£.itterj and 
reached out his Head, which they ftruck 0% with his Right . Hand j. and brought the fame to 
Antony CO5 who faid, iVoce; my Revenge is completed ; I have no farther Oacaflon for the Pre- 
Jcription 5 and cauled the Head and Hand,of-this gi:eat AJan to be put up in. the Kofira^ where 
he had often triumphed by the Force of his Eloquence.. .Thus died ^uUins Qicero,. in the fixty 
third Year of his Age. 1 have, already taken fome Notice of his Life before the breaking, ouc 
of the Civil Wars C^), I ftiall only further oblerve, That in tbefe.Cpmmotions he came toPom^ 
;)^ys Camp^ but had no Command nor Share in the War. VJhQn Julius Gee far h^d. the abfo- 
lutc Power at Rome^ .Cicero meddled not in Affairs of State, but pi'ivately ftudied PhilqAphy-j 
writing fevcral.Treatifes on that Subjefl, .which remain to ^hisfiay 5 gnd was the firft, WrP^u-^ 
tarch obferves CO? who brought the harfb; Terms of Art u fed by the Greeks in their Xogicks 
and Phyficks into elegant I^atin. His Philofophical Treatifes are moftly in the Form of Di- 
alogues.^ .He was not made privy to the Defign againft C^c/V^'f Life, the farty engaged in. that 
wicked Cpnfpiracy not thinking fit to truft.him 5. a pretended Friendftiip hoxn^ contracted ber 
tween him and OSfaviai^is^ they two obtained the Conful^te .after the Battle 9x Mittina^ the 
Gonfuls of that Year Hirtins and Panfa being dead of the Wounds they received at this Action : 
And while he bore that Office, .he was but ill rewarded,, by being givea up. as a Sacrifice to. the 

Revenge and F.ury of Mark Antony (jn) j tho* perhaps there may be fome Secret in this Affair 
we do not know, ■ , . 

§41. During al! thisTirne Marcus firnttts was preparing his Army in Greece j^nd Macedon^ 
and Cdjfius wa^tfioing the fame \v\ Cilicia^Syria mdPalefiine.^ Caius A7?t07uus the Bro'ther of the 
Triumvir having fubmitted to BriituSy he.fpared him for a, while.; But when he .heard thac 
Pecimu^ Bnaushis Kinfman, and Qcero his dear Friend were cu^ offjn Italy^ to. l^e,- revenged 
on the Triumvir, he put C») his Brother to Death. Ca£ius on his Arrival in Syria^ found 
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MurcHS and Marcius Crtfpns at the Siege of Apamea Qd). On his coming thither, they both 
joined him with all their Forces, and Baffits's Soldiers did the fame. The City was furrendred 
on Terms , and by this Addition Cdjftns naade up an Army of eight Legions. Being thus 
Itrengthnedjthe whole of *5)'r/iS fubmitted to him. Thence he palfed into Pbmni'cia and y?/. 
dea C^) without any Difficulty, fecuring all thefe Countries to his Intereft. While he lay there, 
^i^/VwfJ was marching through P^?/e/?/»^ with four Legions (Oa fent by Cleopatra Queen of 
Bgypty to ^fTii^: DolabeUa. Thefe C(«^?w furrounded, and obliged them all to come over to 
him ; by which Means his Army confifted of twelve Legions. For Maintenance of fo great 
a Number of Troops, he was forced to lay heavy Contributions on the whole Country. J^:^ 
dea being taxed at 700 Talents, Antipater^ for the Payment thereof^ ordered his Sons, Phafael 
and Herod with Malichus^ to raife it in their feveral Diftrifts C^)- Herod recommended him- 
felf to the Favour o^CaJfitis^ by being the firft in bringing in his Quota : But Gophna^ Ettms^ 
Lydda^ ^bamna and fome other Cities inyudva being found tardy, Caffins caufed all the In- 
habitants in them to be fold by Auftionfor raifing the Money ^ and Malicbus had like to have 
been put to Death by CaJJiits (who was a very paffionate Man (j\ tho'a good General) for 
his Failure in this Matter, if Hyrcanas had not fenc a hundred Talents to redeem him from 
this Danger. Brntus underftanding the Preparations made againft him at Rovie^ had an Inter- 
View with CaJJius at Smyrna^ where he perfuaded him to give him the third Part of the Money 
he had raifed in Syria ffj, becaufe his own was exhaufted on an Armament by Sea. After this 
they went on with railing more Money, and preparing for War. Plutarch fg) tells us. That 
when Brutus was befieging the City of the Xantiam^ wherein were the ftrongeft Men of ly- 
■€ia^ the Befieged made a Sally by Night, and fet Fire to the Engines of Battery. The Befieg- 
ed were foon beat in again : But the Flaihes they had raifed flying in upon the Houfes adjoining 
to the Walls, fet the City a blazing 5 and tho* BmtttS gave Orders to quench lit, the Lyciam 
Were fo mad, as to add Fewel to the Flames, deflroying themfelves with their Wives^ Chil- 
dren and Servants, as well as their Town. Patara fubmitted to Brutus, While he was fit- 
ting up all Night at Sardis to difpatch his Affairs, 'tis faid a Spirit appeared to him^ faying(^), 
/ am thy levil Genius^ thon.fimlt fee me again at Phiiippi. Cajfizis having taken Rhodes^ com- 
pelled the Inhabitants to give him all their ready Money in Gold and Silver, which amounted 
to the Sum of eight thoufand Talents 5 and yet he Condemned the City to pay five hundred 

Talents more, not fparing CO even the facred Things in, their Temples. 

§ 42. While thefe Things were a dolngy Malichus was afting a veiy wicked Part to- 
Mvards Antipa ter in Judea % where he and Antipdter had been long the chief Supporters diUyu 
canus^'s Intereft, againft Ariftohulus and his Sons : But Malichus being a crafty Man, and not 
content to be the lecond Minifter under the Prince, he afpired to be the firft C^). In order 
to this, he laid a Plot againft the Life oi Antipater : But that being prevented for a Time, he 
made fuch Proteftations of his Innocence, that Antipater and his Sons were reconciled to him. 
Notwithftanding this Obligation, he took the Opportunity, when -f^;;///)^ri?r was dining with 
Hyrcanus^ to bribe the Butler to give him Poyfon in his Wine, of which he died : And Malu 
c^ffj feized the Government of with armed Force j but ftill endeavoured to per- 

fwade Phafaelus and Herod that he was innocent in the Matter. Herod would by open Force 
prefently have revenged it 5 but Phafaelus advifed to execute their Refentment by a Stratagem, 
that they might not kindle a Civil War. Caffms the Komau General being advertifed by Let- 
ters JK what Malichus had done, ordered his Soldiers to aflift Herod in taking Revenge on the 
MulfKrer. And when CaJJius had taken Ldodicea^ Hyrca,nns^ H^rod and Malichus^ going 
with Congratulations and Prelents to him, while they were on the Road being to lodge at 
^yrey Herod fent ofThis Servants on Pretence to provide Supper, but with fecret Letters to the 
Commander of the Garrifonj who as delired fent ofFa Party of Soldiers who killed MalicbiU 
as he was approaching the City. Thus Herod prevented the Defigns of Malichus^ And his 
Wickedriefs returned upon his own Head. 

CaJJius had feveral Times fent to Cleopatra Queen of Egypt fdr her Afliftarice, being as dfr^ 
en refufed j and hearing that flie was fending Succours to the Triilmvirate by Sea, he refolved 
to make War upon her. Julius Cafar had made her Queen, joining her Brother, a Boy di 
'Ant* c. eleven Years of Age with her in the Government 5 but now this Boy having become fifteeft 
l?rt*"ll Years old, was capable of having fome Share in the Condudl of publick Aflairs, "to prevent 

* ^^^s ^® took him off by Poyfon COj ^nd reigned alone in Egypt : And fince ftie had received 
her Crown by Ccsfar^s Favour, ihe would not affift his Murderers : Wherefore Gafjius refol- 
ved to go againft her. But he was called back by Brutns for their mutual Support againft the 

Triumvirs i who having declared them Enemies to the Roman State, 'and left L^pidas tocom- 

mand 
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niand at Kome^ O^ia'vianus and Mark Amo7jy marched with a great Army of about a hundred 
thoufand Men againft them. Caffins and Brutus having joined , their forces,, made an Army 
not much inferior to' that of the Triumvirs, Both met.sit Ph:lippi In Maced(^^2ia (to . the In- 
habitants of which City St. Paul writes one .of his Epiftles C) vC'here the Army of the Triumvirs 
was commanded in Chief by Mark Antony^ Q^iavianus being 4t that Time lick an his Tent- 
K bloody Battle being fought, CaJTms was Ibon defeated, and retired to a Hill, there to wait for 
an Account of that Part of the Atmy commanded by JSr/z^ajj and thinking in the Confufzon 
and Dufi:, (th^at was fo gregt as he could not obferve what was.a doing) that he was overcome 
he caufed. his Servant Pindariis cut ofi his Head, Bnitus was fp fuccefsful the firft Day of the 
Battle as he took C^/^r's Camp 5 but a few Days thereafter coming to a fe'cond. Engagement' 
end being'entire'Iy routed, he retired to a Hill at Nightj and hi the Morning caufed his Friend 
Strata run his own Sword thro' his Body (a) ^ and. fo died, as fome oblerve, . by the lame 
Sword with Which he killed C<sfar. He was a Man that protefled great Love coftricl; Virtue 
a Hater of Tyranny, a great Reader and Student in Platonick Philofophyj who. had a confide* 
rable Share in the Affair's of the Commonwealth. Both h^ and Cajpus bad their Lives Ipared 
by JhHhs Cie/ar atier the Battle of PharfaHa^ yea thereafter he hesi^p^d Favours upon thenr 
and yet both of them were chief Contrivers and Adors inhis Murder : And whatever fome 
Heathen Authors fpeak of their Courage in caufihg kill themfelves,. I cannoc.buc efteem fuch % 
Death to be moft inglorious, and an infolent proud Attempt againft the God of Heaven who 
gave them a Being : For fo the Word of God, and the Light of Nature, teaches us to Judge of 
it. . The greatefl: Part of their Army fubmitted to the Conquerors ; And by this Victory the 
Trmmvirs eft&blilhed their AUthorityj there being now no fufficient Body of xMen to oppofc 
them. • 

% 4^ ' ^ N Jndea^ as foon as Ca^as was gone out of Syria., the Faftion of Malichns at Je^ 
Ttijalem h>fe in Arms to revenge his Death upon the Sons oi' Anti'patet (^l^) and having g.tin- 
ed Hyrcanus to their.Side, and alfb Felix^ the Commander of the Koina?z Forces at Jernjatem^ 
they aflauited Phafaeltis - and at the lame Time a Brother of Malichns took Pofleflion of Maj^ 
fada and fome other Caftles in Jtidea, Herodbeins then with Fabitis the Ko^an Governor \i\ 
Damafcus^ and there affixed to his Bed by Sickriels, Pbafa'e'lus was forced to ftand this Srorm^ 
and weathered it with Suiccefs : For he drove Felix and ail that Party out of Jeriijalem. And 
when Herod was retovered and returned^ the two Brothers recovered Majfada and all other 
Places taken from thehi 5 and , then juftiy upbraided Hyrcams •with Ingratitude, fince to Antipa*^ 
ter thdr Father he dived all that he had. But about this Time Hcrod^ tho' he had married 
one Boris before, by whom he had Antipattr his eldeft Son, concluded a Match v/ith Mari*^ 
mine the Daughter of Alexander the Son of Ariftobulus, . Her Mother was 'Alexandra the 
Daughter oi Hyrcanus fo that by her Father Ihe was Grand-Niece, and by her Mother 
Grand-Daughter to the prefent Prince of whibh Match then reconciled all 

Differences between Herod and Hyrcaisns, However Peace did not long continue 5 the Fa- 
ction revived under another Head : For they called to them Antigonns the .younger Son of 
Arijiobulus i and under Pretence of reftoring hm to his Father's Throne railed new Diftur^i 
bances fO. His Father and elder Brother being dead, as hath been related frf), he claimed 
the Kingdom ; and herein was fupporteci by Marion King of 7yre^ Fabins Governor of D.-?- 
mafciis^ and Ptolemy the Son of Menceits ^vinzo, o^Cbalcis, Thefirft engaged in the Caufeouc 
of Hatred he bore to Herady the fecondfor.the Money that was given to hire him into ir, and 
the laft by Reafon of Affinity^ for he had married a Sifter of Antigonus called Alexandra ). 
After ArificbtiUis was poifoned, and Alexander his Son beheaded^ this Ptolemy lent his Son 
Philippion to bririg the whole Family to Chalcis'^ for the Love he bore to Alexandra. Pbi^ 
lippion being fmitteh with her BeaOty, married hQr on the Way ; For, which his Father put 
him to Death at his Return, and then married her himfelf. ; By Reafon of this Affinity, he did 
all he could to promote the Intereft <£ Antigonus 3 who being thus fupported, got an Army 
into the Field to purfue his Pretenfions. But Herodw^oxi his firft entring Judea gave.him a 
total Overthrow - and then recovering what i1^izr/o» had taken in Galilee^ he returned to Je^ 
riifalem with Yi£\:ory. , ..... . 

§ 44. A F T E is. the Battle at Philippic O^a'vianus led thb old Legions into Italy, to put ^«/. c, 
them in Pofleflion of the Lands that were promifed them. Mark^Antony having given Brutus 41. * 
an honourable Burial (/), pafled into Cr^f r^, where he was courted with. delicate Flattery. He^^'''^' 
heard the Conferences of Philofophers at Athens^ and having made Lncins Ceufprinus Gover- 
nor over Greece^ he went into Afia^ where he raifed heavy Taxes ^nd. Contributions in every 
Place to reward his Soldiers j for he had. promifed to every one of them five thouiaud Silver 
Drachms. Befides he employed much Money to fupport his Luxury in Wine, Women, FealK

Ing, Mufick, and every other Thing of that Kind 5 >Vhich he gave himfelf exceffively to. 
Wherever he camcj he had his Lodging chroiiged at his Levee by KingSp Princes, and thcip 
Ambafladors to folicit his Favour j ievefal of them alfo bringing their Wives and fair Daugh- 
ters^ the better to obtain their Ends. Among others there came to him feveral Jews fenc to 
accu'fe Pbafael and Herod Qa) for ufurping the Government from Hyrcamis. But Herod being 
prefenr, by his Money and Intereft with the Triumvir, he fo far prevailed, that they could 
get no Hearing. Not long after, there came to him other Ambafladors out o^'judea^ praying 
that the Lands and Territories which Cajfius had taken from the Jews might be reftored 5 and 
that all of that Nation whom he had unjuftly fold into Slavery, might be let free 3 both which 
Petitions Were readily granted. 

Cleopatra Queen of Egypf beihg furfamoned to anfw'er For affiftihg Caffius^ Delli^'S^ who was 
fent with this Meflage, having told her the whole of Antony's weak Side C^), fhe determined 
to put on her beft Airs in order to catch him. To this end £he iinbarked in a Veflel, whofe 
Stern Was of Gold, the Sails of purple Silk, the Oars of Silver, which gently kept Time to a 
Confort of excellent Mulick. The Queen herfelf was laid under a Canopy of rich Cloth of 
Gold, adorned h'ke Venus rifing out of the Sea, with Children about her like Cupids gehtJy fan- 
ning her, and her Women like Nereids or Graces, with Perfumfes burning, that fent their fra* 
grant Savour at a good Diftance. In this Pofture Ihe arrived in the River Cydms^ all the 
People going to behold her, Antony upon Invitatioii went to fup with her, and (he drew him 
into thofe Snares which enflaved him as long as he lived, and in end ruined him, 

Antony^ on his coming to Syria^ depofed the Tyrants whom CaJJitis had made in that Coun- 
try CO- At Daphne near Antiocb one hundred of the principal Jews came to him in another 
Bmbaffy, with the fame Complaints againft the Sons of AUtipater as the former. He gave them 
a Hearing t But Hyrcanus being asked whom he thought fitteft to manage the Government 
under him, he anfwered, ^be two Brothers 5 and Antony being inclined to favour them, be- 
caufe he had been obliged to their Father when he was Lieutenant in Syria under Gabinins^ 
and alfo becaufe he liked them on feveral other Accounts, he made them both Tetrarchs 
and committed the Affairs dijitdea to their Management. Yet, on Antony's coming to ^yte^ 
there came a thoufand Jews to him with the fame Accufations againft the two Brothers. But 
Antony looking on this as a Tumult rather than an Embafly, caufed his Soldiers to fall upon 
them ; fo as many of thofe Jews were flainj and more wounded, Antony wanting Money to 
j>ay his Army, fent all his Horfe to Palmyra^ to take the Plunder of that City in ftead of their 
Pay (/), Some fuppofe thii Place to have been the fame which is called ^admor in holy Scri- 
ptures^ I KingSy ix. 18.2 Cbron, viii, 4. 3Jy the Greeks it was called Palmyra, In the middle 
of the third Century it became the Seat of OEdenathus and Zenohia (/). The Saracens again 
reftored it to the Name of ^admor. It is now ^mous for nothing but Ruins : Out of which 
feveral Monuments have been digged up ; concerning which the Curious may cofifult a Book, 
intituled, Ajitiqnitates Pahnyrem^^ printed at London in the Year 1696, in06iavQ, The Ci- 
ty ftands one hundred and twenty feven Miles from Damafcus^ at the Diftance of a Day's Jour- 
ney from the River Euphrates, The Palmyrenians having timely Notice of the Deiign, before 
the Troops arrived removed all their Families and Effects to the other Side of the Euphrates ^ 
where the Invaders not being able to come at them C^)> were forced to return without their 
Prey : And on their Recefs, the Palmyrenians returned to their Houfes j and being exafpe- 
rated with this Ufage, did from this Time put themfelves under the Protection of iht ParthU 
ans^ which became one of the Caufes of the fecond Parthian War. 

^ 45. CLEOPATRA having accompanied ^ff^ff/y as far as ?3'^^5 there took her Leave of 
him, and returned into Egypt C^) 9 but left him fo enfoared in the Fetters of Love to her, that 
he could not ftay long behind ; And therefore, having appointed Plancus to be his Lieutenant in 
the Proper Afia, and Saxa in Syria, he made hafte after her to Alexandria (i), where they i^pent 
the whole Winter in mutual Feafting, accompanied with fcandalous Lafcivioufnefs and Luxury, 
In the mean time all Syria and Paleftine^ being grievoufly opprefled with Taxes and Tax-gather- 
ers, joined with the Palmyrenians and thoie Tyrants whom Antony depofed (ife) for calling in 
the Parthians ; which put the whole Country in the utmoft Mifery and Confuiion s For the 
Partbiaj/s^ on this Invitation, pafled the Euphrates with a great Army, under the Command of 
Pacorus the King's Son, and Labientts a Roman General. This Labienus was the Son of ^* 
Labienns, who had been Ccefar's Lieutenant in Gatil, but upon fome Difcontent or other went 
over to Pompeyy and was flain fighting (/) againft Caefar at the Battle of Munda, His Son 
was fent by Brutus and Cajfius to pray for the Aid of the Parthian King j but upon the New« 
of their Overthrow and Death who had fent him on this MeiTage, he undertook this Command 
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againfl: the Triumvirs Qd). On the Parthians entring Syria, they vanquifhed Saxa in Battle, 
and forced him to flee Into Cilicia, After this, having divided their Army, Lahiems with one 
Part of it having purfued Saxa into Cilicia, and there flaih him (b\ over-ran all the Leflet 
Jfia ; and forcing Plancus to flee thence into the Ifles, brought all Places under him as far as 
the Heliefpofit and the JEgean Sea. At the fame time Pa'corus, with the other Part of their 
Army, fubdued ail Syria and Phoenicia as far as ^yr'e^ which alone ftood out againft him (O • 
for the Remainder of the Koman Forces in that Country having got thither before him, held 
iput that Place. 

In the mean time O^avianus in Italy was buly in dividing the Lands for fatisfying the old 
Soldiers. This exafperatfed many People who wefe ftript of their Pdlfelfionsj and brought ma- 
ny Complaints to Rome 5 but it muft be done, /ince the Treafury being exhaufted, there was 
no other Way to fatisfy the Demands, and anfwer the Promifes made to the Army. The 
Cities of Mantua and Cremona fuffered much in this Diftribution. There Virgil, the Prince 
of thQ Latin Poets, defending the Pofleffion of his fmali Eftate from Arrins the Centurion^ ve- 
ry narrowly efcaped Death by fwiming the River Mincius, which gave occaiion for the firll 
cf his Eclogf4es (d^. Thefe Contentions about the Divifion of Lands gave Antonyms Wife FuU 
mia, a Woman 6f a martial Spirit C0> an Occalion to execute her Defigns. Her principal 
Concern was, to bring home her Husband from the Snares of Cleopatra 5 which fhe believed 
nothing but a War could effedluate : And therefore /he applied to Lucius Ant ont us her Hus- 
band's Brother, then Conful, with Complaints againft 06iai}ianus, Kome and all Italy were Ant. 
then in Mifery, Provifions being very dear, by reafon that Simly being poflelTed by Sextus 4°- 
Pompeius, Ohe only furviving Son of Pompey the Great, his elder Brother Cneius being killed ^^'^'^^ 
at the Battle of Munda) the Army confuihed the Increafe of the Land, and fpoiled the tra- 
ding Cities. Thefe things ilTued in a War, wherein Lucius Antoizius (/) was fb hemm'd in by 
OSlavianus and Agrippa, that he was conftrained to retreat to Pertifia, a ftrong City in Hetru-^ 
ria, where by Famine he was forced to furrenden Hence the Proverb, Perufina fames (g*), 
Thefe Diforders in Syria^ in the Lefler Afia and in Italy, roufed Mark Antony out of that Le- 
thargy into which the Charms of Cleopatra (who excelled all Women Qf) in Flattery) had 
plunged him. He having got together an Army, and a Fleet of two hundred Ships, bailed 
firil unto ^yre. But on his putting in there, finding all the Country round in the Hands of 
the Parthians^ and receiving lamentable Letters of Complaint from his Wife Fulvia of her 
Sufferings by O^avianus, he neglected the foreign Enemy, and failed- to Italy againft his CoJ- 
legue. But on his Arrival, being informed that Fulvia was dead at SicyoUy to which Place 
ihe had gone to meet him, he hearkned to the Advice of his Friends, to make up Differences 
\Vith Oifavianus by marrying 05iavia, his Sifter by the Mother's Side CO On which Terms 
Peace being made up, they both went to Rome^ where the Marriage was Iblemnized with great 
Pomp, The Triumvirs made a Partition of the Roman Empire ; whereby Lepidus had the 
Province of Africa ^ O&aviams had Dalmatia, the two Gauls, Spain and Sardinia C^} ^ and 
Antony had all the Eaftem Provinces beyond the Adriatic Sea. The War againft the Partbi'^ 
ans was committed to his Charge, and that againft Sextus Pompeius^ who had feized Sicily^ 
to 05iavianus : And it was agreed, that Italy ftiould be common to them both for raifing For- 
ces to carry on thefe Wars. 

$ 46. While thefe Things were a doing in Italy,Lahienus ravaged all the lefler AJia (O? and 
Pacorus having taken Sidon and Ptolemais^ lent a Party to invade Jadea^ for making Antigo-^ 
7ZUS the Son of Arijiohulus King of that Country : For Ptolemy the Son of Menceus Prince of 
Ci'rf^/m dying this Year, X^y^»/^j his Son, who fucceeded him in that Principality, having a 
great Intereft with Barzapbarnes, a chief Commander in the Parthian Army, under Pacorus^ 
contradVed with him in favours of Antigonus, to whom he was allied, as already mentioned C*^)* 
that for a thoufand Talents, and five hundred Jewijh Women to be given to the Parthians by 
Antigonus, they fliould reftore him to his Father's Kingdom Qi), This being ratified by Pa* 
corus, he lent his Cup-bearer, who was alfo called Pacorus, with part of his Army from Ptolemais 
to fee it put in Execution. Antigonus having got together an Army of jews from about 
Mount Carmel and elfewhere, marched upon the fame JDelign into Jndea : And having vanqui- 
shed in Battle thofe who oppofed him, and purfued them to the Gates of Jerufalem, and goc 
into the City, many Skirmiihes happened between him on the one Side, and Phafael and He* 
on the other 5 in whiclrthe j^«r/g;o«/^;7j being put to the worfe, were forced to take Shel- 
ter in the Mountain of the Temple j and the other Party feized the Palace j from which Pla- 
ces many hoc Bickerings happened between both. Thefe HoftUlties continued till the Fealt 
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(a) Livii Epitome, lib. 127. Horus, lib. 4, cap. 9, (^) Plutarch, in Antonio, (c) Jofepii. Antiq. lib. 14. cap. ^4. 
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of Fentecofij when great Numbers of People coming to Jeritfalem from all Parts, fome join- 
iing. one Side,, and fome the other, produced a great deal of Bioodfhed. To. c'ompofe thofe 
Differences, A72tigomis cunningly propofed to call In.Pacoms the Cup-bearer to arbitrate the 
Matter, who being admitted with five hundred Horfe which he had without the Wall of the 
City, and himfelf lodged at Fhafde?^ Houfe, he prevailed with Phafael to go on an EnibaHy to 
Barzapbar;t€S^ who governed Syria under Pacorits, Accordingly Fhafael^ againfl the Opini- 
on of hiis Brother H(?r<?^j went taking Hyrr^ww along with him ; and the Cup-bearer condu- 
cted them on their Way, till another Guard met them, and then he returned to JeYnfalerfi, 
'Bar%apbarnes at firfl received them with ah Appearance of Kiridnefs ; bxit as foon as he 
thought the Cup-l?earel: was got to ^ernfalem to feize Herody he made both Hyrca72us and Pba^ 
fael Prifoners (a), . Herod having Nptice 'of this Treachery, got out of Jerufalem^ taking 
with him his whole iPamily and beft Effefts, and as many Prifoners as he had at Hand, in or- 
der to go to Majfada^ a llrong Fortrefs on a Mountain on the Weft Side of the Lake JJfhaU 
tites, in his March thither he repulfed feveral Parties, both of the Part hi am ^xxd Antigonians, 
At iLeJfa in Jdumaea his Brother yofeph met him with fome more Forces. Maffada not being 
capable of containing all hisCompanyjhedifmiflfed 9000 of them. Of the Remainder he put 80a 
into the Gaftle,with his Mother, Sifter, and other Women of (^uality^ whom he brought out of 
yndea : And having furniftied the Fortrefs with Provifions for ieveral Months, and left his Bro- 
ther Jqfeph to command there in chie^ Herod himfelf marched to Petra in Arabia : But not 
being received thcrej he went to Kbinocorara in Egypt ^ where he had Account of the Death of 
Pbafael : For the Pnrthians^ when they found Herod gone from Jernfalem^^iitcr plundering the 
Country, inade Antigoms King o^Judea^ and put Hyrcanns and Phafael in Chains. Pbafael 
knowing his Death to be determined, to prevent the. Executioner, beat out his Brains againft 
the Wall of the Pfiibn. The Life o^Hyrcawis was fpared : But to incapatitate him from being 
High-prieft, Antigonus caufeH cutout his Ears (for by the Law, LfwV. xxi. 163 — 24. none 
who had any Imperfection in his Body could enjoy that Office and afterwards he delivered him 

to the Panhians^ who carried him to the Eaft, whither they were obliged to go fooner than 
they intended. 

"Box Antony 2&tx\\\%K%xttrci<^r\t^\^^ one of his Lieutenants a- 

gainft the Parthtans^ who foon cleared all the Komau Territories of them. He came incb 
AJia with fuch Expedition (Jp% that he furprifed Labie'nns before he was prepared to withftand 
him : And therefore, not daring to ftand the Approach of. a Roman Army, he retired to 
iMount 2'^«r«J, and fent to P^jcorffi for Aififtance. Ventidiut foon tame upon them, and en- 
tirely routed them. jp/or//j tells us CO9 That the R(?w-2;;j engaged fo clofe Hand to Hand 
with the ParthianSy that the Enemy could make no Ufe of their Arrows as formerly they had 
done- Pacorus and Labiems were killed j and thus Crajp(s's Overthrow was compenfated by a 
Viflory at Mount AmanuSi Veittidius defeated another Body of Partbians^ killing their Ge- 
neral Pbaruahates j and then as Vlftor paffed into Syria, The Remainder of the Parthian 
Army was glad to retire over the Eupbrates^ lQ^ving all on this Side that River to the Ro- 
mans : And Plutarcb informs us (rf). That for thefe Viftories Antmy bbtained to Ventidius the 
jHonour of a Triumph, being the only Komau that ever triumphed over the Partbians to this 
liay, 

5 47. In thfe mean Time Herod from Rbimvornra went to Pelufinm^ and from thence to^- 
iexandria^ where taking Ship, he palled by the Way of Rbodes and Brtmdnfittm to Kome (f), 
where he applied to ^w/owj'jin forming him of the lamentable State of all his Affairs in yndea^an^ 
•praying for his Aid. Antony ^^ox the Friendlhip he had firft with his Father,and then with him- 
felf, and for the Sake of a great Sum of Money proraifed, undertook to aflift him, and did 
much more than was expected : For whereas the utmoft of Herod's Delign was to obtain the 
Kingdom for AriftehuUiSy the Brother o^ Mariamne his Wife, who being the Son 6^ Alexandra ^ 
the Daughter of Hyrcanus^ and of Alexander the Son of Ariftobulus^ had the Title of both 
thefe Brothers, propofing only for himfelf that, he might govern the Country under him, as 
his Father had done under this young Man's Grandfather, Antony managed the Matter fo 
as the Crown was given to Herod himfelf, tho' the Rotnam ufed not to pais the Royal Line, 
and give the Crown of a dependent Kingdom to an Alien. OSfavianus alfo favoured the De^ 
jGgn to gratify ; and in Gratitude to the Family o£ Antipater^ who had fo feafonably 

affiftedlhis Uncle Julins Ccsjar in Egypt (f). The Matter being thus concerted, Meffala and 
Arratinns^ two Senators, introduced Herod into the' Senate-houfe, where, they fet forth the 
Merits of his Father and him, and the evil Deferts of Antigomis^ who had brought in the V^r^ 
'thians upon the Koman Empire : The Royal Dignity was conferred on Herod^ and Antigonus 
declared an Enemy to the Koman State. Herod having fo good Succefs in this Affair, made 
hafte back again to i for he tarried in Knfue only feVen Days, and accompliftied his 

whole 
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whole Journey by Sea and Land in three Months. On his Arrival he took Care ^o reh'eve his 
Mother, Sifter, and Friends, who we're fhut up in MaJJa^da^ where Aniigomh ev^r iince his 
Departure clofely beiieged them : And at one Time thej^ vvere in fo great a Strait for Watcr^ 
that yofepb relblved to make his ££cape j but that very I^ight a plentiful Shower of Rain fil- 
led their Cifterns, and put them in Capacity oiT holding out x\\y Herod rcVicytd them. On his 
Return he raifed an Army either of Foreigners or y^?e;j as he could find therp 5 and with thefe 
and fome Auxiliaries which he had from •^P'^wr/W/V/J and Silo his Lieutenant, ,(ie made 

himfelf Mafter of all Galilee^ fome few Places excepced^took Joppa^ raifed the S\<^^ei oi MajJdda \ 
and from thence marched to. Samaria^ where having placed his Mpther, his Sifter, \yith his ^ 
<)ther FriendSjhe pafifed into Galilee^ where heredgfeed Seppboris^ and other Places which lield j^. 
for Anttgonns -'^ and then took Care to rid it of thoie Thieves that infelted i^5 ferretting xhtva Am'tgon\t . 
out of their Holes. This being done, he gave to each 6f^his Soldiers u Donative of 150 
Drachms in Moneyj.to the Oificers more^ and difmiiTed them into Winter Quarters. 

§48. A t Fi:ome Opaviamis and .-5?7/^o«y having agreed, came alfo to an Accommodation with 
Sextus Pompeiiis^v^ho poileiUng thelifles of Sicily ^Sardinia and Corfica^hy his ftrong Navy hin- 
dered Provifions from coming to the Cityj which put the People in Danger offlurvlng. This 
made a Peace more neceffary, which was at laft concluded on the following Terms (^), 27^^t 
the [aid jPompey fmidd retain Kic\\y and '^'^x^i^^^ obliged to rid the Se^ 

of Pirates^ that it might he fafe for Merchants and Paffengers ; andjhoidd pay to Rome the 
fame ^lantity of Corn as was nfiial out of Sicily ; a^/d that ail prafcribed Perfons^ except fncb 
0S were guilty of G^efar'^ peath^fbotiid have Liberty to return to the City^ and to enjoy a fourth 
Pan of their Eftates. this being done Antony with his Wife O^avia went to Athens^ where 
he kept a free Table for entertaining the Grecians ^ and after he iiad heard of the. Vi*51torics of 
his Lieutenant over the P^r^^/V^J, fjDent fhe Winter in Feafting,. Games and Amufements^ 
•pion t&JJius obferves Qy^ That Antony^ contrary to the Cuftom of his Country, allowed him- 
felf to be called Bacchus^ and to be married to Miiiervay but obliged the Athenians to pay a 
good Sum ibr her Dowry. Veniidius might probably have tarried his yidtories further into 
the Dominions of the Parthians, if he had not been afraid to offend Anrofry by doing too 

much: And therefore being content with the Honour of a THumph oflered tb him, after 
this he lived privately in the City to the Day of his Death tOj a piiblick Funeral 

made for him at the Charges of the Conarbon-weahh. 

Orodes King ofPartbia hearing that iiis Forces, were deifeated in j^yW*?, and his Son killed, 

was 'Overwhelmecl with Grief, that he turned almoft mad. For fey era 1 Days he fpoke nor_ 
a Word, nor cared for any MeatC'^) j and wherihe began to utter. Words, he cried diW^Pa^ 
corns ! exprefling his Lamentations with a Flood df Tears; Indeed this Overthrow was the 
greatefl that 'the P^z>"ifi^/W;ifj haci ever received irom 't\\Q Aovtans % and the i.o£s . Pacor us 
made it yet greater tb them; for he was a Prince of great Valour and tl|2raency. A.tcer his 
l>Q^thPhraates killed his Father Orodes Qe\ and reigned in his (lead, feveral Kojnan Gentle-r 

men who lived as Exiles in Parth^ia-y and fome Partmahs alfoj knowing his criiel Temper, ficd 

but of his Dominions. . .. ...... \. ■ 

. in 'Judea Herod carried on the War ^gainft Antigomis^ Macbxras a Roman General was 
fent by the Order of Antony with two Leg/ons, and a thoufand ^orfe to his Afliftance CfJ* 
Machssras approached feri^falem to conve'rfe with Antigonus : But h.e ifufpedling him to be 
corrupted by Herod^ cau&d the Archers and Slingers beat him back from the Walls 5 whiclj 
put the General into fuch a Rage;, that retiring from Emaus^ he killed all the J^ws who came 
in his Way, whether Friends or Foes. Herod having, fome of his Friends there cut off, could 
not bear it with Patience^ but went to Samaria ; and. thence haftned to Antqny^xo makeCom^ 
plaint of this Outrage. Macha&as went after him, and hav.ing overtaken hiip^ tjliey two patch- 
ed up an Agreementk , However Herod continued his Journey to Antonyy whom he foynd be- 
liegihg Sainofata^ which Antiochtis King of Ce^^^/g-tf;/^ held (^). Ferkidius had begun the Siege^ 
and Antiochus had offered Hirti. 3:000 Talents for his Peace. This not being accepted . of, becauie 
he defired it to be doiie by his Mafter j and Veniidius to \YhoiTi the Offer was made, being gone 
into Italy^ Antony continued the Siege : But the Beiieged gr9wing valiant, upon finding the beft 
Offers they could make i^jfiifed 5 and the iSoldiers finding thejr Captain gpne, under whom 
they had gained fo many noble Viflpries, relented of their Vigour, and .became mutinous ^ 
v^hich obliged for three, huhdrnsd TaleiitSj to remove and raife the Si.ege. Then Anto-; 

having appointed •yo/S'«i his Liedtenan the Army with 

him, failed to Athihss^ and thence, to fyrtmdujzutfty to^coniTej: with Ocfavianus : But hot finding 
him there, he returned to Athens^ and thence tb Alexandria i where he fpeht the Winter in 
5*ieafures with Cleopatra^ as he had done two Years before. 
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While Herod was abfent attending upon Antony^ 'Jofepb forgetting the Orders he had re- 
ceived from his .Brother, made an-Expedition againft 'Jericho^ taking with him his own Men 
and five Cohorts received from Macbceras 5 but being there circumveened by the Enemy, him! 
felf was flain, and moft of his Forces cut in Pieces. Whereupon thefe that were diflafftitled to 
Herod \n Galilee and Idtimccd^ revolted from him : Of which he being informedjas he returned 
from Antony j and having got at lAoyxnt Lib anus eight hundred Men, and one Koman Cohort 
Qa)^ he marched thence to Ptolemais^ where he received another Cohort 5 with which Afli- 
ftance he foon made the Revoltersin Galilee to fubmit. After that he went to Jericho to re- 
venge his Brother's Death : But the Antigonians in thefe Parts overpowering him with their 
Numbers, put his Army to the Rout, and wounded Herod himfelf in the Conflict. Ha- 
ving got more Forces, and finding that Pappus^ a prime General of Antigonus'*s Party, had 
taken the Fieldj he engaged him in Battle, and gained an abfolute Vidlory over him; 
and had it not been for the Winter Seafon, he had then taken Jerufalem 5 but his Soldiers 
being much fatigued, he put them into Winter Quarters, and delayed further Adlion till next 
Seafon. . 

'--fK/.c. §50- A N^O NT next Spring leaving Jlexaudria^ came to Athens ^ where having taken in 
38. liis Wife O^avia^ he paffed to Italy with a Fleet of three hundred Sail, and landed at ^arentum, 
'Anti^, a. jealoufies at that Time were like to arife between 06iavianits and Antony 5 but OSfavia media- 
ting between her Husband and her Brother, made up all Matters. Whereas the five Years 
for which the fovereigri Government of the Koman Empire was given to the Triumvirs by the 
People were expired, they prolonged it for five Years more by their own Authority (^). Af- 
ter this Antony returned to Syria^ to make Preparations fot* the Parthian War. O^avia ac- 
companied him as far as Corcyra j but, that Ihe might not be expofed unto Dangers, he fent 
her back to Italy till the War;fhouId be over^ committing her, and his Children, which he had 
either by herfelf or by Fnl'via his former Wife, to the Care of O^aviayms his Collegue. Up- 
on Antonyms Return into' Syria^ OSiaviams married Livia Dmfilla^ the Daughter of Livim 
T>rufHS, She was firft the' Wife ofS'iberius Nero (0> ^^d by her he had Tiberius Ca far, who 
fucceeded Atignftns in the Empire. O^avi anus had a former Wife called Scribo7tia^ whom he 
divorced for her intolerable Temper fometime after fhe had born him his Uan^iQV Julia. At 
the Time when he matched with this Livia Drufilla^ fh'e was fix Months gone with child to 
her former Husband yet alive. This Child was born in Anguftus^s Houfe j and being czlkd 
Drnfns^ was given to Tiberius the proper Father. OSiavianns kept Livia as his Wife as long as 
he lived j and tho' fhe bore him no Children, Ihe had always a great Intereft in his AfTedion, 
and a mighty Afcendant over him. . 

§ 51. In the mean time Herod hzying- made great Preparations for this Year's Campaign, 
marched with his Forces diredlly to theAA'alls oi Jerufalem 5 where he ordered the cafting up of 
fuch Works againft it as were then thought proper for taking the Place. While this was a doing, 
he went to Samaria^ and there confummated his Marriage with Mariamne, (jT). He had bc- 
. trothed her four Years before (e\ but his Troubles hindred him from marrying her till now. 
The Jews in thofe Days having generally a ^reat AfTedtion for the Family of the AfmonMits^ 
Herod expeAed by marrying this fair Lady that he -would eafily reconcile the whole Nation to 
himfelf. On his Return to his Army before Jerufalem (f)^ Sojhis the Governor Syria^^ 
being ordered to do his utmoft for fubduing Antigonus^ and putting Herod in full PolTefTion of 
the Kingdom of Jtidea^ he joined Herod^ and pulhed on the Siege with great Vigour. Both 
of them together had an Arniy of eleven Legions and fjx thoufanti Horfe, which would amount 
to above fixty thoufand Men. However the Place held out above half a Year. At laft the 
'jifit.c, Jew being beat out of ali their Places of Defence, the City was' taken.. The Enemies en- 
57. ti ing on e\ ery Side, made themfelves Mafters thereof 5 and being exafperated with the Lengcn 

^Great ^^'^ ^^'^^ Labour they endured in the. Siege, they filled every Place of the Town with Ra- 
pine, Bloodfhed and. Devaftation. Herod did what he could to hinder fuch a Saccage, but 
Svfins encouraged his Soldiers to it, alledging the Spoils were their Due ^ which obliged the 
Prince, who counted now the City to be his own, to rlede^iii it from uttei* Ruin by a Sum of 
Money. Ant igonus Ending all loft, caft himfelf at iVq/J/w's Feet, begging Compaflion. But 
Spji/is defpifing his womanly Cowardice, called him A7!tigo7sa^ and ordered hirn to, be caft 
Chains : And at the Defire of Herod he was put to Death with the fame Indignities as it he 
had been a common Criminal 5 for they firft whipt him at a Stake, and then killed him,. P^'(' 
tarch C^) and Dioji Ca£ius Qh') fay, that no King had before fuffered'the like Death by the i^o- 
i7!ans. Here ends the Reign of the Afmonasans^ when it had continued, from the GovernmenC 
o'i Judas Maccabcsus to this Time one hundred and twenty nine Years. 

On the taking of Jerufalem Herod was. put in the thorough Poflellion of aWJudea j but the 

greater 
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greater Part of the J^w-S as long as any of the old Afmonaan Tamiiy were alive, out of their 
Affertion to them, and out of Hatred to this Upftjtrt, could not be induced to own him for 
their King C^). But Herod having forced his Way to the Throne by a great deal of Blood- 
flied, he eftablifhed himfelf in the lame Manner : For in the firft Year of his Government he 
put feveral of the pppofite Fatflion to Death, and all the Counfellors of the Sanhedrinij ex- 
cept Pollio and *5'^?ww. m^Thefe two, during the Siege, had declared fbr yielding the City to 
H'eyody and for receiving him as their King, laying, Sins of the People were [0 great ^ that 
God 'mould deliver them to this^Mun for their Puntjlome^tt. But the refl: of the Sanhedrim cried 
violently, ^he temple of the Lord ! the I'em-ple of the Lord I as if for the fake thereof God 
would certainly protect the City (^), thus encouraging the People to an obllinate Defence : 
And therefore Herod having got them into his Power, put them all to deathj except Pollio and 
Sameas. Thefe two are called, by the Jewifh Writers HiUel znASchammai^ and their Names 
are of the greateft Note among all the ilf/^/z/V^/ Doftors ; that is, thofe who fuperad ded Tra- 
ditions to the written Word, from the Time Simon the Juft to the Time wherein Rabbi ^/z- 
dah HakkadofJs compiled the Mifo^za, But of the feveral Sorts of Do<5lors among the Je-ivs^ 
of their Mijhna^ Targnms and fahnuds^ 1 /hail have dccafion to difcourfe in the following Pare 
of this Work, and therefore now go on with the Hiftory. 

§ 52. SOS lUSy whom Antony had left Governor in Syria on his going to Italy^ finding 
that Ventiditis had loft his Favour by doing too much for him in the Parthian War, refolvcti 
that he would do no more CO- But he had done too much already, by placing Herod in the 
quiet Pofleflion ofjndea : And therefore, aflbonas Anto7iy returned to ^>t/^, he removed him 
from that Government, and put Planctis Governor of Afa in his Room, and fent C. Fim/ins to 
govern Afia in Planctis^s ftead. 

On the Death o£ AntigonnSy Herod made Ananelas High Prieft in his Place iS)^ tho' he Ant. c 
was only an oblcurePerfon refiding among the y^-wj in but being of the Family ^ 5^- 

of the Priefts, and formerly well known to Herod^ he fent for him and put him in tnat Office ^ " ^ 
for being a Man of no Intereft at Jemfalem^ he thought he never cQuld interfere with the 
Regal Authority. 

When Phraates came to poflefs the Crown o£ PaHhia^ tho* he iliewed Cruelty to his own 
Brethren by putting them to Death, yet he ex'preffed KindJiefs to Hyrca72ns the old captive 
Prince of the Jews : For he ordered him to be releafed from his Chains (e), and to live at Li- 
berty among the Jews in that Country, who refpefted him as their King. But when Hyrca-m 
ms heard that Herod did reign in Jadea^ whofe Life he had once preferved when arraigned 
before the Sanhedrim ( /"), nothing would pleafe the old Man but to return to his own Coun- 
try 5 and Herod^ tho' with another View, was as earneft to have him there ; For he fear- 
ed fome Turn or other might happen to bring this old Prince again to the Throne i and 
therefore he defired to have him in his Power, that he might cut him off if he fhould fee Oc- 
cafion. To this End he not only invited the old Man to come to Judea^ but alfo fent an Em- 
bafly to folicite the Permillion of Phraates j and having fucceeded according to his Wilh in 
thefe Particulars, the unfortunate old ^r^i^/wa, contrary to the Advice of his Friends, left 
Babylonia and returned to J^rttfalemi where' Herod' fov fome Time treated him with all feem- 
ing Refpedi, tiil'at leti^th he found 4 Pretence to put him to Death, -as fhall be afterwards ob- 
ferved. ' 

§ 53* PUBL lUS CANI D lUSy one of Antonyms Lieutenants, having overcome the -^r- 
fneuiansy Iberians and Albanians (,g\ and carried his viftorious Arms as far as Mount Cauca-^ 
fns J Antony being proud of this Succeis, refblved'to'profecute a War againft the Parthians^ 
to revenge the Death of Craffas^ and of the Kofnan's who perilhed with him at Carra, In his 
Preparations he made ufe of the Advice of one Moncefes a Parthian Gentleman, who had fled 
from Phraates's Cruelty. (^) ; And to engage him to his Service, he allowed him the Reve- 
nues of three Gitifes, of Larijfa^ Arethufa and Hierapolis^ promifing, that on conquering 
the Country, he would make him King thereof. But while thefe Projedts were a formings 
Ambafladors came from Phraates to invite Monafes home" to Part.hia^ with Offers which he 
thought fit to accept. A^Jtony fent with him Propofals of Peace, which ^adno Eiie<ft, There- 
fore Antony having gathered an Army of above a hundred thoufand Men, Romans and Auxili- 
aries, he marched from Syria into Partbia: Artabkzes King of Armenia^ one of the Auxilia- 
ries, led the' Army by a Way fo far about, that before j^?;?i5/;y arrived at the Place intended for 
beginning the War, the Army was fo fatigued, and fo much of the Year fpent, that the Ge- 
neral had not Timefufficient to execute what he Intended. . However, to make all the Expedi- 
tion poffible to- return to Cleopatra, with the Poilbn of whofe Love he- was fo bewitched as to 
ruin his beft Deiigns, he overmarched his heavy Carriage," leaving Statiantis with a Guard of

tenthoufand Men, to bring after him three hundred Waggons loaded wich Battering Rams, 
ol which one was eighty Fooc long,, and other military Engines for Sieges. With the reft of 
his Army he befieged Phraata the Capital of Media. But he could do nothing to Purpofe iu 
this Siege without the Engines-, which never came to his Hand : For the Parthians encoun- 
xx\xi%StaUamts^ cut off his ten thouland Men, burnt ali the heavy Carriages, and feizt^d the 
reft of the Baggage 5 which was a great Lofs to the Koman Army : Mox the Parthians dail^ 
harrafled them in the Siege, and cut off their Foragers j and x.\\o^ AnfUny endeavoured to bring 
the Enemy to a general Engagement, yet when he had done foj^ and put them to the Routj 
the Parthians being all liorlemen, fled fo fait, as there were only eighty of them liain, and 
thirty taken Prifoners. At laft Antony iox Want of Provifions was forced to leave the SiegCj 
and depart homeivard. In his Retreat he had three hundred Miles of the Parthian Country 
to go through, before he came to the Borders of Armenia^ where he was entangled with ma- 
ny Difficulties and Dangers, but was much ©bliged to a faithful il/^ri^^^;? Soldier who conduced 
him. Ifhc Parthian Army eighteen times (^) aflaultedhim 5 and tho'he as often repulfed . them, 
yet it was with greater Lofs to himfelf thanto the Enemy. Thritc he Was in Danger of being 
undorte by Ambufhes, but he had feafonable Notice of them twice by Monoifes^ and once by an 
old R()?;z*^?i! Soldier who had remained in that Country fince the Defeat oiCraffus, Palling 
through Armenia in the Winteij when the Country was covered with Sntow, tho' he had no 
pnemy to encounter, yet by the Rigour of the Seafon and Climate, he loft a great many Men^ 
fo as Florns tells (J?\ he.fcarce brought back the third Part of his Army which he had carried 
out of Syria. Velieius Patercnlus (f) fays^ fcarce a fourth. And if fo, tho' he met not with 
fuch afiiameful Overthrow as Crajfus^ wherein 20000 were killed, and 10000 taken Prifoners, 
yet i'^ Antony brought back only the third Part of his Army, he rauft have loft about 60000 
Men in this unfuccefsful Expedition ; which juftifies the Obfervation of fome Authors, that 
this great Man was more profperous when his Wars were managed by his Lieutenants, than by 

himleif, which 1 think will particularly hold^ after he was enfiiared with Love to the Queen of 

Egypt, 11 ■ ■ 

indeed the main Caule of* all his Misfdi'tuhes was his immoderaie Affeftioh to that lafi 
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Woman Cleopatra. He fent for her into Syria^ where fhe influenced him to put rhany of the 
Nobility to Death, that ftie might have their forfeited Eftates, among whom was Lyfanias^ 
the Son of Ptolemy MenaaSy Trince of Chalets and Itur^a id\ whom ihe ruined on a faife 
Accufatlon of confederating ^iththt Part hi an^mA had his Dominions granted to her. An^ 
#07;/sftaying with her retarded his P^r/^^V;/ Ekpedition^ which made him come fo late in 
the Year, that he had no Time for the Operations of the Campaign j and he haftned to return 
to her, before he had done any thing to Purpofe : So that coming over the Mountains of Ar^ 
fnenia^ when covered with Snow, he loft eight thoufandmore of his Men (O s which broughc 
them to a fmall Number, as hath been obferved. 

% 54. While thefe Things were a doing in the Eaft, great Changes happened in the 
Weft ; for Sextus Pompeius not performing the Treaty made with the Triumvirs (f)^ 05iavi-^ 
anii^ went to War with him ; wherein he and Lepidus fubdued him by Sea and Land. Agrif^ 
pa deftroyed his Fleet, his Land Forces furrendred to O^avianus^ and Pompey himfelf fled 
to Antony in the Eaft (g). Lepidus became proud of this Viftory^ but did not long enjoy the 
Fruit thereof^ for O^favianus had the Intereft to make the whole Army declare againft him 5 
which fo damped the poor Triumvirj that quitting the Marks of his Authority j he, in a mour- 
ning Gown threw himfelf it O^avianush Feet, only begging his Life, The Soldiers would 
have killed him ; but Ccefar only thought fit to banifh him into Circeii^ a maritime Town of 
theLatines (^), where he ended his Life in Obfcurity and Contempt. Fortune had raifed him 
to be one of the three Governors of the Konian Empire j but he had neither Wifdom nor Va- 
lor for that high Station. After this Antony and O^aviamts kept the whole Roman Empire be- 
tween them : The former held all the Eaft, from the Borders of lUyrieum^ and the Adriatic Sea 
to Bgypty and the latter all the weftern Part of the World , who tho* he was no more than 
twenty eight Years of Age when he attained to all this Power, yet he maintained it for many 

Years with great trofperity* 

When A72tony had returned from his Parthian Expedition into Sytid^ he fent for Cleopatra^ 
waiting for her with Impatience at Leuceeome^ a Caftle between Sidon and Berytus (i). Upon 
Sisr9d\ Arrival fhe produced great Quantities of Clothing for the Army, which was all fhattered 

and in Rags, after their Return from Partbia. Thefe Clothes, With a good deal of Money 
which came from Antony himfelf, was given as a Donative to the Army in the Name of C/^f- 
patra. This being done Ajjtony returned with her into Egypt^ and there fpent the Remainder 
of the Winter in Luxury and Pleafures. * ^

caniis^ who had been both Princes in that Country, flipuld be.feicluded ; and therefore fhe and 
her Daughter Maridmne,^ the beautiful Wife dlMerod^ were ftill teazing him about this Matter, 
ighe alfp by Letters to Cleopatra^ And by one Dellius her Meflkge-bearen, engaged Antony anel 
Cleopatra to favour this Incereft fo as Herod found it neceffary for .his Affairs to depofe A 
panelus-^ and, make Arifiobnltts his B^rother in Law, .a Youth then of feventeen Years of Age^ 
High-prieft in his ftead. This feerbed pleafing to the two Ladiesr^ and to the Generality of 



fet ^pie^ upon her to >vatch aU her Steps. . She refented this Confinement with great Indignati- 
on 5 and to remedy it, formed a, Plot to efcape with her Son unto Cleopatra Queen of i^gypt^ 
who had invited them thither. In order to this End^ a Ship was provided at the next Sea^ 
port 5 and th^ being put into two Coffins, were carried aboiarc^. . Herod knowing the whole 
Contrivanci?, leized, the Ship with Alexandra sind her Son^ but durft pot openly refent what 
wasdone^ for fear.pf i^^/oiKy.and Cleopatra '^ a^d therefore pretended to pardon that which he 
was afraid. to. punifh ^ but refolved to take th^ firft .Occalion to rid himfelf of ;(fry/?£»^»//^j. I^e* 
was right Heir to the Crowns^ which Herod by the Favour of the i\ opians had takert from him : 
And being a very beautiful young Man, the Ufurper feared, left by the Favour of fo great Pa-." 
tronsas A72tQny 2^r\d Cleopatra^ he tn\gi\t foon gain it. . Befidfes he pbferved, that this yoUng > 
Man became the Favourite of thePeopIe ; fo as when Jbe officiated as.High-prieft, he captivat- 
ed the Affedlions of the whole Aflembly. . This raifed . the jealoufy of the Tyrant, that he had 
po longer Patience to bear him : F.br after the Feftival he carried him to an Entertainment at 
Jericho ; where after Dinner Herod^s Attendants bathing themfelvcs in a Fifh-pond, Ariftobn-^ 
lus was perfuaded to gp iji with them j and when, he dipped under the Water, Herod^d Serw 
yants held him down till he was droWned to Death. . This was pretended to be done out of 
Sport, //^rc^ mourned for him, and gave him a fumptuo'us Burial ': But every Body fa\v 
through the. Hypocrify, and none more than Alexandra^ who. could not be comforted for the 

t,ofsofher beautiful Son^ the only furviving Male-Heii- of the Afmonizait Family. 

, All this while .-^?^^o>?> . lay idle at li^/^X^^^ fpendipg l;he y/hole. Year in Dalliances with 
'Cleopatra, Tho* Opportunities were ofiere4 of revenging the Koinan Caufe upon the Pa'rthi" 
ans^ yet he neglefted. them all for his Ple^fures : For Ar^tpfiy was no fooner returned^ irhanthe- 
Kings o( ;Medta and PartMa fell outjiboucthe Prey taken from Statiamis (^). The King of 
Media being deprived of his Share, feht an Embafly to Antony^ offering to aflift him with all 
ibis Forces againft the Parthian, This Offer Antony accepted of with good Reaft>n i for the 
Median Horfe would have been very ufeful to fight againft the Part'hi^ns-^ whbfe Strength con- 
lifted in Cavalry ^ and. the Parthians were then weakned by Corhduotions and Rebellions oc- 
cafioned by tl;ieir Ring's Cruelty. A rnore favourable Jiinftur'e than this could i)ot have hap- 
pened : But OSfavia being c6m)s as far as Athens in her Way to Antony, her Hiisbahdj Cleo'* 
fatra^ feared^ that if they ftould meet, ftie would be excluded from his Affeftion. To prevent 
this fhe let all her Arts to work, abftaining from Meat^ and prfetiehding his Abfence would kill 
her J and flie fucceeded fo lar^ that he laid afide the Expedition^ and wrote to 05iavia at 
thens CO proceed nO further ^ which became the iirft Rife of the Breach between him and O- 
€iavianns., . . 

$ 55- This Year did put dnEnd to the Family, and Faftiifin t^tPtjimpey the Great; He left 
cnlytwb Sons, Cneius arid Sexttts Cneizis the eldeft was llain in Spain after the Battle a.c 
Mnnda (tf), and Sextus the younger Son was expelled Sicily^ as hath been before obferved (^d^j. 
He had retired to Lesbos^ and there lived a while private among the Mityientans ^ but hearing 
of the bad Succeis of jf;;/of/>'s Expedition againft the Parthians^ he thought an Opportunity of- 
fered to raife hithfelf i and therefore palling over the Continent of the JLefler A/ia^ he there 
got a fmall Army, together^ with which hemade feveral delperate Pufhes for reftoring his-For- 
tune 5 but failing in tbem all^ he v/as this Year taken and put to Death by Sjt/ns^ one pf An^ 
tony^s Lieutenants. When Antony had Notice of his being taken; he wrote to Titius to pUC 
him to Death : But foon after repenting of this Order, he gave; a lecond to.fave hirii alive. 
The Meflengerwho tarried the Letters of Mercy arrived firft : But !Zlr>i«J executing his 



etters not according to the Senfe, but clccordihg to the Order of Time in wl\ich he received 
them, put his CaptiVe to Dedth.(i?) 5 whith rendered him ib. odious to the Roman People^ 
out of the Regard they had tp Pompey's Family^ that they ffj hifled him out of the publitk 
Theatre. Here ends Appian^s Account of the Civil Wars^ being the laft of this Author's 
Works that now reiHaitt; 
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Ant.c> 6 56. ALEXANDRA by Letters acquainted' Cto^^^/r^ of the Murder of her Son (ia\ and 

poffeffed her fo efieifcually with the Viiiany o^Herod^ that fhe never left foliiciting Antony till he 
ffifr^^^ 4- promifed to call him to an Account for it ; And therefore Anmiy going early this Year into Syrla^ 

in which Journey Cleopatra accompanied him, he cited Herod to appear before hifn, and anfwer 
this Accufation. But Herod^ by lair Words and large Promifcs, lb foftned Antony^ that no, 
thing could be done againft him 5 the' Cleopatra ufed all Arts to ruin him, not merely to gra, 
tify Alexandra^ but alfo out of a covetous Defire to have his Kingdom granted to herfelf But 
Antony fatisfied her, by giving \icx Ccslefyria Inftead oijudea^ and fo the Accufation was dropt. 
Berod^ on his leaving Jndea to go and be judged by Antony^ appointed Jofeph his Uncle to ad- 
minifter the Government in his Abfence, and gave him in Charge, That in cafe Antony 
Jhould put him to Death^ (as his Murder of Ariftobnltts deferved) he floould exit off his befi bek. 
njed Wife Mariamne. This he did, that none but himfelf, and efpecially Mark Antony^ vvho 
he heard had profefled a Paffion for his Wife, might ever enjoy fo great a Beauty. Jofeph^ 
during Herod^s Abfence, frequently waited on Mariamne^ and one Day told her, S^hat Herod 
had fuch an Affecfion to her, that he conld not live without her and upon feme- further Dif- 
courfe^ blabbed out the whole Matter. This exceedingly ojfended Mariamne and Alexandra 
her Mother J fo as on a flying Report t\m. Berod was put to Death, they refolved to put 
themfelves under the Protection of a Roman Legion. But Letters coming to hand, thati/f- 
rod was not only in Safety, but alfo in great Favour with Antony, and himfelf foon arriving; 
llopt this Defign. On his Arrival, Salome his Siftei-, the Wife of Jofeph, told him what had 
been doing in his Abfence, and filled his Mind with Jealoufy of Mariamne : But he foon found 
there was no Reafon for this Sufpicion, and therefore profefled great Affection to his Wife* 
Tes indeed (fays fhe) it is a notable Sign of your Love, to order to put your innocent Wife tn 
Death in cafe you JJmdd die your felf At thefe Words Berod ^eyi in the utmoft Fury, con- 
cluding that nothing but an adulterous Convcrfatlon could make Jofeph betray fuch a Secret 
to her : But being fatisfied as to her Innocence, he vented his Wrath by putting Jofeph to 
Death without allowing him to fpeak for himfelfi and clapping Alexandra into Prifon, as thci 

Root and Caufe of all the Mifchief 

Cleopatra following Antony into Syria^ was there continually foliiciting him for Grants of 
Provinces, fhe being as infatiable in her Covtetoufnefs as in her Luft. She had already ob- 
tained of him Cyrene, Cyprus (b\ Coslefyria, Ituriza and Phoenicia, and fain would aJfo have 
had Jtidea from Bcrodj and Arabia from Malchus, and defired thefe two Kings to be put to 
Death that fhe might have their Kingdoms for a Prey (c). But A72tony would not grant this 
laft Requefl : However, to quiet her, he gave her out of Malcbus^s Kingdom that Part of it 
which bordered upon Egypt, and out of Herod's the Territory oi Jericho, with the balfafti Gar* 
dens that grew there. By thefe Largefles ro fuch a Woman, he very much offended the Ro- 
wan People. From Syria Antony marched into Armenia. Cleopatra accompanied him as 
far as the Euphrates 5 from whence returning by the Way of Apamea and Damafcus, flie came 
to Jerufalem, where fhe was fplendidly entertained by Herod. While there, fhe pretended 
Love to him, and would willingly have drawn him into her Embraces (^). But he abhorred 
her : And no wonder ; for fhe had endeavoured to perfuade Antony to deprive him both of his 
Life and Kingdom: For which Reafon he had Inclinations to put her to Death, But his 
Friends dilTuaded him from fuch an Attempt for fear of Antonyms Refcntments 5 and therefore 
he entertained her with all Splendor while fhe tarried in Judea, and upon her Departure' wait- 
ed upon her to the Borders of Egypt. However, fearing her Malice, and the tumultuous Tem- 
per of the J^'iJOs, he made Maffada a very Itrong Place, as particularly defcribed by Jr>fephm 
ie), and furnifhed it with Arms for ten thoufand Men, that he might there havea fafeRe* 

'treat in cafe of any Danger. 

In the mean time Antony in Armenia having by Treachery drawn Artahazes King of th^t 
Country into his Power, made him his Prilbner, and feized his Kingdom. This Prilice had 
deferted Antony in the former Parthian War j but now he muft either go to him, or enter in* 

to a difadvantageous War againft him. Upon all the Securities that facred Oaths and folemri 
Promifes could give for his Return, he ventured into the Roraan Camp 5 where he was no foon- 
er arrived, than, contrary to all thofe Obligations (fj, he was clapped into Chains ^ which 
Paterculus (g) fays were made of Gold, to do him Honour. The Armenians refented this with 
Indignation, as it deferved 5 and having put Artaxias, the eldefl: Son of the captivated King* 
on the Throne, they marched with ail their Forces to revenge this Perfidy. But Antony ha- 
ving overthrown them in Battle, and driven Artaxias to take Shelter in Parthia, mod of the^ 
Country fubmitted to him, and the refl: were reduced by Force. But the Perfidy of feizing a 
confederace King was look'd on at Rome as difhonourable, and 06tavianus, in his Speeches both 

to the Senate and People f^), made this one of the Reafons of the War that afterwards broke 

out

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out between him and Antony 5 who after he had contracted a Marriage for Alexander^ one of 
his Sons by Cleopatra^ with a Daughter of the King of Media^ leaving the Grofs of his Army 
in Armenia^ he returned with the reft to Alexandria - where he entred the City in a triumphal 
Chariotj, caufing the Prey taken in Armenia^ with King Artaba%es^ his Wife and Children, 
and other Prifoners, to be carried before him in the fame Manner as ufed to be done in Tri- 
umphs ac Rvmej with this Difference, that rhe Proceffion here ended ac a Place where C/fo- 
patra was Seated in a golden Throne, on a Scaffold overlaid with Silver, furrounded by the 
People on every Side. The Romans^ looking on the Ceremony of a Triumph as peculiar to 
their City, took it grievoufly ill that Antony carried it to Egypt to honour a lewd Woman. How- 
ever Antony, when he had feafted the People sit Alexandria (^), cai ried them to tlie Place of 
publick Games 5 where, on the Scaffold already mentioned, Antony being feated on a Throne 
of Gold, and C/^^^p^/**^ on another, he made an Oration to them, declaring Oey^r/o;/, the fup- 
pofed Son of Julius Ccefar and Cleopatra '^ to be King of Egypt ^ Cyprus and of the 'L.owcr Syria, 
in conjundliort with his Mother (b'). And whereas he himfelf had three Children by the fame 
Cleopatra^ he gave to Alexander, the eldeft, Armenia, Media and Parthia ^ to Ptolemy, the 
youngefl Son, he gave Phesnicia, Syria and Cilicia, bringing them otic in Habits like the 
Princes of thofe Countries. As to his Daughter Cleopatra, he had already made a Match for 
her, as hath been obferved. About the fame time he gave to (^ueeii Cleopatra the; Name of 
Jfis, and to himfelf that of Ofiris, appearing often after this in the Habit of thofe Deities. By 
Sill thefe Aftions he alienated from him the Affoftlons of the Romans, 

§ ^7. Next Yezr Antony went Into Armenia^ with Defign to make War on the Parthi^ ^^^^ 
arts : But the War then commencing between him and O^favtanus, hindred him from doing a---* 55. 
tiy Thing againfl the Parthian, OCiavtanns had been preparing againft Antony^ and by {ttvQ^^erod 
ral Speeches had excited the Senate and People of Rome to declare War. On the other- Sicie 
Antony fent Canidius one of his Lieutenants to the Coaft of the Ionian Sea, with fjxteen Legi- 
ons j and after he had renewed a League with the Median--Kin^^. he himfelf "haft ned to Ephe-* 
fits ^ in which Journey he csivvlcd Cleopatra with him, which ruined all his Affairs. She would 
go, fearing (O left in her Abfence, a Peace fhould be made on Terms of Anto7zyh receiving 
06lavia, and excluding her felf Her ftrongeft Argument was, that fhe had advanced twen- 
ty thoufand Talents^ which comes to about four MilJions of our Sterli?ig Money, to the Ex- 
pence of the War, and therefore it was reafonable that at her Defire Ihe Ihould be prefeht. Ma-i 
ny Caufes were pretended for the commencing of thefe Commotions 5 as th'e Injury which Anto^ 
ny had done to Offaviahls lawful Wife^ by preferring C/(?o/)^?rm, tho* O^avta wsLsthe younger 

and more handibme of the two ; his declaring Julius C^tfar to have been married to Cleopatra^ 
and that Ccefarion was his lawful Son : For this was to bring an Heir over the Head oiOcfa^ 
'viantis the adopted Son^ to difpoflefs him of the Inheritance 5 and his giving* fo many Provin- 
ces, as hath been mentioned, to Cleopatra and her Children: But the true Caufe was, that nei- 
ther Antony nor O^avianus could bear a Partner in the Roman Empire 5 ' 'each of them would 
have the whole. Vrom Ephe fits, Antony paiTed to Samos, and thence to Athens, in- whlch tWd 
Places he and Cleopatta fpent the moft Pare of the Year In Luxury Qf), Miiflck, Games and 
Pleafures. 

Anto7ty next Year fent a Bill of Divorce to 06iavza (i), with Meflengers to Rome to drive ^, 
her out of his Houfe. He advanced in his Preparations tar fooner than 06favzanus, who was ^l, 
<ietained at levying Money, and with thefe Exactions all Italy was opprefled. If Anto^Htrod. 6m 

ny had pufhed the War without loCng of Time, probably he might have carried it 5 but his in* 
dulging his Pleafures at Samos and Athens proved his Ruin. Befides, while he delayed, fha- 
ny of his Friends deferted him 5 among whom were Planciis and ^itins, whom Cleopatra's ill 
XJfage drove away, to his great Prejudice ; for they being privy to all his Counlelsj dilclofed 
the uxciQ to O^avianns ^ particularly they difcovered that Antony had made an extravagant 
Will in favours of Cleopatra and her Children, to the Difhonour and Damage of the Romafi 
State, and lodged it with the Veftal Virgins ffj 5 which being produced and' publickly read^ 
did very much excite the Roman People againft him. O^avianus caufed the War to be de- 
creed only againft Cleopatra which ferved his Purpofe better than if Antony*^ Name had 
teen infert. Both Parties called all their Friends and Allies to their Help : 05$avianus had all 
the Weft^ md Antony all the Eaft. A}tt07!y^s Forces by Land and Sea, confified of one hundred 
thoufand Foot, twelve thoufand Horle, and five hundred Ships of War ; and Ociavianus had 
eighty thoufand Foot, twelve thoufand Horfe, and two hundred and fifty Ships of Wan Ca^ 
far rendezvoufed his Fleet and Army at Brundufitm, and Antofty came as far as Corcyra to^ 
nieet him j but the Summer being fpent, both Sides put their Armies into Winter Quarters^ 
and laid up their Fleet till the next Spring, 

§ 58. In Judea, Herod had provided an Army for Antony*& Afliftance : But when he was ready

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to inarch. Letters came excufing him from this. Expedition 5 and defi.nng ^im to turn his. Arms 
againft Malchiis King of Arabia Petraa C«), (tome Tranflations, of Jojephus call him Aretas.-) 
Cleopatra had extorted from Mtotiy a Pari of the Dominions of this Prince hording upon .£. 
s.nt While Antmy was in Power, the Arabian held thefe Lands for a yearly Tribute j but 
he being now engaged in a War, in which he expeaed him, to perifh^he^ Arabiafi refiifcd.to 
pay the Tribute any longer. For which Reafonj at the Inftigation of Cleopatra^ Antmy orde- 
k-ed Herod to make M'ar upon him, e'xpefting that one of thofe Rings would fall, and (he fliouid 
have his Kingdom for a Prey. Herod on Receipt of thefe Orders, marched with his Forces 
into jjr«k>, where after a ftiarp Figh't he obtained a fignal Viftory : But. in a fpeond Battle 
tit Canam Coelelyria, Athenion^ who was C/eopV^rrfl's Lieutenant in thpfe Parts, from Hatred 
to Herod loined the Arabian^ an'd overthrew, the fews with % great Slaughter, Herod himfelf 
hardly eibaping. Not Ibrig afterj another Calamity happened by a terrible Earthquake, which 
ihakina the whole Land oif judeir^ deftroyed abobt thirty thoufand of its Inhabitants in the 
• Ruins of their Houfes; Whereupon Herod fent to the Arabians to crave Peace i but they de- 
ibiiinE the Meflaeej put his Ambaidradors to Death and invaded his Cbuntry. Herod\ Forces 
'beine encamped in the Field, had fuffered . nothing by the Earthquake ; and therefore he ha. 
vine febt thein together, ehcouraged them by a Speech^ at large re«:orded by '3o{ephm ih\ tq 
encaee and in the firft Encounter he overthrew the Enemy with the Slaughter of five thou- 
fand of'their Men, and befieged the Remainder in their Camp j where being fore, diltreffed for 
want of Water in a hot Clitnatei they raflily ventured another Battle, in which he fle^v feven 
thoufand more, and forced the Remainder to yield themfelvea Prifoners. W hereupon the A. 
fabians were obliged to fubmit tb fuch Terms as Herod thought fit to demand : And thus hs 

returned with Victory to Jerufalem. . 

6 <Q i !>» the mean time Oliaviantis and Antony took the Field : While j*»fo«7 lay idle, 0; 
fiaviams imbarked at Brmiitfium^ landed in Greece, and took the City yorys before his Adver- 
farv well underftood that he had gone aboard his Fleet (O- This Aftion furprifed the Enemy, 
and made many go over lo OSidviama ; which rendred Antony fo diftruftful bf the reft, tliat 
•he was willing to purii the Matter tb a fpeedy Decifion. Thus came on the Battle of Aaim, 
fo called from a little City of that Name on the South-fide of the Ambracian Gulph of E'pms 
(d"^ whete the Caufe was defcided; The Flefeh anchored within a Mile s Diftance of each 
other and the Armies by Land \^ere within Viewj the one drawn up on the North Side, the 
tother'on the South Side of the Streights entring the Gulph, to wait the Eveht bf the Battle. 
Cdniditis who had the chief Command in Antony's Army, advifed his Matter to march his 
Army into TTjrace or Macedon, and there to try his Foirtune by Land. But Cleopatra s Opi- 
nion breVailedi to venture all by Sea^ tho* Antony's Fleet was nbt fo well provided for Aftiori 
as when they came firft into Greeci, many of thfe Mariners being dead 5 which forced him td 
caufe burn fome bf his Shijis for want of Seamen to navigate and row them, and the reft were 
heavy and ill manned j ^heteas the Fleet oWSiavianus was light, clean, well mann d^ and fit 
foT Aftlon. Both engaged on the fecond of September CO- The Fjght for fp^e Titne conr 
Ihiued doubtful, till Cleopatra, feeing affrighted with the Noife faf the Battlei which Ladies ufe 
not to be Sainted with, failed df, and with her fixty tall Egyptian Ships : Which Mony 
Serving, was not his own Man, proving (as Plutarch U>, fays) ^bat the SotU of a Lm 
tvThi^ another Mody, not in his own 5 fov he failed after her leaving the Viftory toO^.- 
Ziamis However he came not eafily by it ; for Antony's Ships fought fo valiantly for him, c- 
ven after he was fled, that tho^ the Fight began at Noon, it was Night before "..ended There 
lere five thoufand Men killed, and three hundred Ships taken. Next Morning OSiavram 
findine his Viftory complete, fent a Squadron of his Fleet after Antony zn<X Cleopatra : But 
find nf them to be out of Reach, they returned to the teft. Antony and Oeopatra got to ST^J 
SJr/on the ?oint of Peloponnefus : ^Tho^ he went aboard Cleopatra's Ship, yet he id not 
foeak to het nof to any body for three Days, but fat in the Poftui-e of a melancho^ .Man, 
Sunded with Anger and Shame for his ill Condudt. But when he was come to r*««mi 

Women frOught hitrt and her to fpeak, fup and ly together Cg). There 
£fd an Account that his Arrny was ftiU fafe, and fent Orde^ to C^«.rf.«^ » "tire v,.th 1 
through Macedonia into pUrpofing thei-e to renew the War C««.rf«. for feven Day 
continued his March as direfted ; but being then overtaken by OSiamanus, he fled bv Night 
tnXw;v The Army finding themfelves abandoned by their Generals, went over to to'- 
Sr^faTd weTe lifted b^y him fmong his R.,..« Legiohs! C^/.r failed towards_^.^.«.j whe« 
he divided the Corn left by Antonyms Army C^) to the Greeks, >^ ho were then m^great Stra ts< 
The foreign Auxiliaries that helped Antony in the War retired to their refpeftive Countries W,, 
and afSrds made their Peace with Cxfar as well as they could. He impofed on fonie^of 

» 
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them and alfo on the free Cities that had joined ^\x.\\ Antony heavy Mulfis, whereby he dis- 
charged theExpences of the War. As to the Komam who had been o^Ajitoity^s Party, fome 
of them he pardoned, fome he fined, as he judged their Condiiift defer ved. Caffins Parmenjis 
the laft Surviver o{ Julius Cafar^s Murderers, being overtaken, was killed by thofe whom G- 
ifaviantiS fent to execute Vengeance upon him (^a). 

From Tanarus Cleopatra failed to Alexaiidriay and Antojif to Libya^ where he had an Army 
lunder Sc^rpiis t But finding that this had alfo revolted to O^aviamis (J?\ he failed after C/tfo- 
patra to Alexandria j where he found her engaged in a very extraordinary Undertaking : For 
fearing fhe might fall into the Hands oW^avianus^ fhe projected to draw her Ships that were in 
the Mediterra72ean into the Red Sea (Oj over the Ifthmus of feventy Miles between them, and 
having joined them with other Ships already in the Red Sea, to put on board fome of her Trea- 
fure, and feek fotxie other Place of Habitation. But the Arabians having at the Inftigation of 
^. Diditis^ then Prefident Syria for O^aviamis^ burnt all thofe Ships (^), this difappointed 
her of that Defign. Antony^ ujaon his Arrival at Alexandria^ went not into the Palace, but 
Ihut himfelf up in a Houfe near the P^^r/^j, fecluding himfelf from the Converfation of all Men 
after the Example of 3!immz the Athenian^ called Mifantbropos^ or Man-hater But he 

did not long relifli this Way of living j for he was foon.found with C/ffo/>^?r^, fpending his 
Time in Luxury and Folly, as formerly i only now they feafted as thofe who refolved to die 
toeethen 

^ 6o. OCTAVJANUS having fettled the Affairs of Gr&fffftf and the Lefler .4/7^, repaired to 
Samos^ and there took up! his Winter-quarters, but did not long continue in them, by reafon 
that the Army in Italy proving mutinous for want of Pay, and Rewards after their Vidlories Am. c: 
Cf) h and Agrippa finding it too hard to quell the Commotion, acquainted Citfar thereof ^ 30, 
who^ in a ftormy Winter^ imbarked for Rome, On his Way he loft fome Ships that attended ®^ 
him, and efcaped feveral Dangers himfelf. However, being fafc, he ftayed only twenty fe- 
van. Days in Italy ^ where^ by giving fome Money to the Soldiers, and to others Lands and 
fair Promifes, he quieted them at prefent. After the Conqueft of £gypt he gave them feveral 
other Donatives Cg"), Having thus fettled his Affairs, he returned to AJta before Antony and 
Cleopatra had any Notice of his leaving it. 

Upon Cafarh coming to Rhodes^ Herod King of Jndea made his Addrefs to him (Jj), 
Herod did not leave off Friend/hip to Antony till his Patron's Aifairs were become defperacej 
and even then he offered his beft Advice, which was, ^0 kill Cleopatra, Jeixe her Kingdom^ 
mid with her t reafure to raife a new Army to carry on the War j in which Cafe he promifed to 
Itand by him to the Utmoft. But finding this Advice neglcfted, and Antony fallen inccy the 
Snares of Cleopatra as much as before, he thought it high Time to take care of himfelf, and 
make his Peace with OSlavianns on the beft Terms he could. Old Hyrcanns being ftill alivcj 
who had reigned in Judea under the Protection of the Romans till he was depofed by the Far^ 
thianSy Herod entertained a Sufpicion, that if any thing went hard with him^ this old Prince 
would be reftored to the Kingdom ; of which Alexandra his Daughter had iignified fome Hopes- 
To prevent this, Herod trumped up a fham Plot againft Hyrcaniis^ as if he held a treafonabie 
Correlpondence with Malchiis King of Arabia j and under this Pretence caufed him to be put 
to Death, after he had paft the eightieth Year of his Age. But ftilJ, to provide the beft h6 
could for the worft Fate that might happen, Herod lodged Mariamne his Wife, and Alexan* 
dra her Mother, in the Caftle of Alexandrian^ with a Guard commanded by Jofepb and Sohe- 
mus^ and fent his Mother and Sifter with the reft of his Kindred to Majfada^ the ftrongeft: 
Fortrefs in Jttdea^ committing them and the Government to Pheroras his Brother, ordering 
him in cafe he Ihould be ruined to aflume the Crown to himfelf. Having thus fettled Matters 
at home, he fet forward on his Journey to meet O^avianus • and having obtained Audience, he 
laid afide his Diadem, and in his Speech frankly declared, ^hat be had formerly entirely loved 
Antony as his Friend^ and bad furnijbed bim with fVbeat and Money for the IVar^ and would 
have affifted him in Perfon at the Battle of Adtlum, bad be not been detained fighting againfi 
the Arabians j and that after Antony was tinfortnnate^ he had offered him his heft Advice^ 
Cas above related-: ) But now^ fince Antony was wholly loft^ ;f/Oftavianus thought his Friend^ 
fflnp worthy of Acceptance^ he humbly offered with the fame Fidelity to ferve him. OSiavianus 
being pleafed with Herod^s frank Way of owning the Truth, and judging him a Perlbn capable 
to do him Service, ordered him to refume his Diadem. Whereupon Herod made large and 
niagnificent Gifts to him, and after this had more o£C€efar*s Favour and Friendlhip than any 
tributary Prince of the Roman Empire. Therefore he returned to Jerufalem with great Joy j 
but on his Arrival, his!beft beloved Wife Mariamne was mightily imbittered againft him, by rea-i 
fon fhe look'd on herfelf and her Mother to have been fhuc up as Prifoners in the Caftle of 
iexattdrioH during her Husband's Abfence, and had heard from Sobemus, that he had private 
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Orders to put theiii.both to Death irt cafe Herod Ihould mifcarry, and .to preferve.thfe Crown, 
to Fberoras, Herod's Mother^ and Salxme his Siftei^ who had ahvays been in ill Terms with 
Mariamne^.xook. this Advantage to exafperate him againft her, and at length prevailed witli 
hirn to put her to Death, as. (hall be afterwards told- / - >. 

6i. OC^AVlANUS from Rhodes marched through the lefFer Jfici (a)^ tb invade Egypt 
on that Side, while Cornelius Galltis his Lieutenant was to penetrate into it by the Way of'L/, 
hya and Cytefte. On C^far^s Arrival at Ftolemais^ Herod waited oh- him|, entertaining him 
and a-ll his Army with great Magnificence, and furniftiing him with NetelTaries tiii their Arri- 
val into Egypt ^ and over C^) and above prefented him with eight hundred Talents. By which 
toyal Munificence he. was in high Efteera with him and all his Fpliowers, In the mean Time 
;^«/(?;/>' thr.ee Times lent AmbafTadors (v^ to O^avi anus tbfue for Peace, offering to lead a 
private Life In any Place he ftjpuld appoihtj, only defiring the. Kingdom to the Children of 
Cleopatra : But no favourable Anfsyer could be obtained with refpeil to Antony himfelf. As td 
CleopatriZ^y Cte/^r clefiring to feize het* Treafure^ and to have her Perfort tb adorn his Triumph, 
fenther.l^nd Meflages, that fhe might not in a defperate Fit deftroy both, , She refufed indeed 

to kill Antony^ but Ihe betrayed him in eVery thing eife 5 particularly by yielding Pelitfium to 
O^avianns without Refinance 9 which was a Key to Egypt on the Baft Side, SiS Psritomum 
was on the Weft 5 which Ihe alfo betrayed to Cornelius Gallns^ Cisfafs Lieutenant {d\ where 
he had Occalion to deftroy Antony" ^VXttt, Antony hearing of thele LofTes, haftned to defend 
Ale^andria^ where he routed 0^<«w^w«j's Horl^ and boafted much of the Vidlory to C/co- 
^atra : But in a fecond Engagement^ he was entirely vanquiilhed by Cai/ar's Foot, and driven 
into the City with great Lofs. Next Morning Antony's Fleet furrendered to Ctefar^ and his 
whole Army revolted. Antony perceiving all this to be effefled by the Treachery oi' CI eo'patray 
fexpreffed his Refentments with loud Complaints. Whereupon fhe fled to a Monument which 
ifhehad caufed to be built of great Height, and wonderful Struftur'e, rieai: the Temple of Jfis, 
Thither fhe had removed the beft of her Treafure and Jewels ; and there fhe Ihut up herfelf^ 
V/ith two of her Maids^ and one of her Eunuchs, caufing it to be given out that fhe was dead 5 
which Antony hearing,, fell on hisSword^and gave himfelf the Wound of which he died. But liv- 
ing a few Hoursj and being told that Cleopatra was yet alive, he caufed himfelf to be carried to 
her Monument, where fti.e and her Maids hoifed him up, and there he died In her Arms, in the 

53d Year of his Age. O^avianns lamented his Death, and allowed Cleopatra tb oi-der for hirh 
an honourable Burial. He was a Perfon of great iGenerofity,elpquenti and a good Soldier;. The 
two great Viftories of Pharfalia and Pbtlippi were in a good Meafure owing tb his Valour: 
But he was corrupted in his Manners^ and efpecialiy given to Pleafures with the fairSexj 
which Cleopatra obfervlng, to promote her Avarice arid Ambition^ yielded her felf to i)e» 
bauchcs with him j yet when fhe could no longer ferve her Defigns by him, was content, for 
faving her own Intereft, to give him up to Rujn,but fucceeded not according to her Expedta- 
tibhs. For tho' O^aviams vilited her, and gave her fair Promifes, even after fhe was his Pri*» 
foner COj y^*^ well enough perceived that he had no Regard for her, but only to preferve 
her alive to adorn his Triumph 3 which above all Things fhe abhorred : And hearing that in 
three Days fhe was to be carried to Ko??ie^ to prevent this, fhe caufed her felf to be b'ittetJ 
with an Afp, and fo diedj after Ihe had lived thirty nine Years, and reigned twenty two ffji 
from the Death of her Father, whereof fourteeh with Mark Antony, She was a Woman of 
great Parts, as well as of great Wickednefs. She readily fpoke feveral Languages, being well 
skiird in Greek and Lati7i : She could converfe with Ethiopians^ Troglodytes^ Jews^ Arabians^ 
Syrians^ Medes, Perfians and others, iii their own Languages^ without ah Interpreter. She 
excelled in the Art of Plattery, and exceeded in Expences, Peafting and Prodigality. At one 
Supper fhe gave Antony an Entertainment to the Value bf 60000 Pound Sterling^hy diiffolying 
one of the Pendants of her Ears, a jewel of immenie Value, in flirong Vinegar 5 and drinking 
it off. Plancus fecured the other Pendant j which afterwards came into the Hands of defar^ 
•who caufed it to be cut afllinder, and made Into two Pendants for the Image Venus, 
thinking that Goddefs well adorned with Half of this prodigal Queen's Supper. In. her Death 
ended the Reign of the Ptolemies in Egypt, after it had continued from the Death oiAlexandet 
•the Great, 294 Years (g^. After fchis Egypt was reduced into the Form of a Aow/^z;/ Province, 
and governed by a Pr^feft fcnt from Rome. CorneUins Galliis (the fame to whom Virgil ih- 
Icribedhis tenth Eclogue) by the Appointment o£ Aiigiiftni^ was the firff who enjoyed this 
Prefecture j and under this Form of Government Egypt continued fix hundred and feventy 
Years, till it was taken from the Roman Empire by the. Saracens in the Year of our Lord 
641. 06iavia7iHS having made himfelf Mafter Egypt, put an End to the Civil Wars of the 
Romans^ and cut off fuch of the dppofite Party as might revive the fame j among whom were

jintyUns\^ Antonyms eldeft Son f>y Falvia X^d) ; Ciaefarion^ Son to Cleopatra by j/^^/z/j C(^far\ who 
-having claimed to be.lawful Heir to Julius Ccsfar^ could not "be bom with by the adopted 'Sow ^ 
^d Qanidins Antonfs General. . As to the reft of Antony's Children, Cafar fhewed thenj ail 
Manner 6f Favour. Antomus-^ the youngeft Brother of AntyUiis by the fame Mother, was a 
great FaVourite, till being tonvidted of corrupting y^/f^r, the only Daughter Aiiguftns^ hd 
was put to Death for it. Of ^wfoff/s two Daughters by O^avia-^ defcended Qlmi-^ 
^dius^ and iSJero^ who were all.three in Procefs of Time Roman Emperors. 

While O^aviamis ^'^s \h Egypt ^ ht 'v^cnt to the Sepulchre of Alexander the .Great j and 
Jfaw his Body {h% whit;h being er^balmed, was there preferved in i Cafe of Glafs. It had 
formerly been kept in a Cafe of Gold, ^ but that having been, taken aVvay (O hy Seleimis Cy- 
Mofa^^es^^ it was put in a Cafe of Glafs, In which 06iavzanns faw it, and paid ^^reat Reverence 
£0 the Remains of this great Conqueror 5 but would hot fee the Sepulchre of the Rtohmies^ 
nor the^OT^*"^'^ ^^Ph %in&> Heworjhipped ^ods^ not Beafts. C'afar came to Egypt, in. the 
Beginning oi Auguft ; an^ haviii^ fettled his Affairs there, towards the End of that Month he 
returned.by theWay of i5>r;>, the Lefler 4/7^, and Grfffr^j towards Rome, from this Con- 
queft of Egypt begun the ^J*^ of the A6iiac Vi6tory, by which .the Egyptians computed their 
Time to the firft Year of the Emperor Diocletian^ in the Year of oiir Lord 284 i which was 
by the Chriftians called th^;Mra cf the MartyVs. 

Herod King Judea heBving of the Death Antony^ and that 'Cafar had made himfelf 
Mafter Egypt ^ haftned thitherto him ; and on Caefar's leaving that Country^ accpmpanied 
him as far ah Antiocb. In this Journey he fo far ingratiated himfelf with this great Man,, that 
he i-eftored tb him the Territory of JmVi&iJj with the Balfam Gardens that had been taken 
from him by Antony^ to gratify Cleopatra 5 and gave him alfo^^^-^mj Hrppou ^ndSamaria (d) 
in the Inland Country, wjth the Towns of Gaza^^ Aiztbedon^ Joppa-^ and Stratoh's Tower on 
the Sea-coaftj which made a confiderable Enlargement to his Kingdom . , . 

Oeiavidnus on his Arrival at found there Stiridates waiting for him. He had 
been fet up tp be K?ng of P^yf^/^ in Dppofition to Pbraates (/) 5 and there alfo he found 
Ambaflldor? from P^r^tr/^J on the like Errand^ even to folicite Afliftance the one againft 
ithe other. He gave to each a friendly Anfwer, without defigning to help eitberj but ra- 
ther, to 'dafh the one againft the other, that thereby he might iveaken both, fo far as. to make 
t^he Parthian Nation no longer formidable to the Romans. With this View he gave Leave to 
Stiridates to continue in Syria till lie fhould be in a Condition to expel Pbraates out of Parthia^ 
and accepted of him a Son q£ Pbraates^ whom he Carried to Rome^ there to be referved ( g) as 
an Hoftage. After this C(Xfar having appointed Mejfala Qorvimis to be Praefetfl of i5>rM, 
inarched from Afia into the Proper Syria^ where he took up his Winter Qiiarters.. . . 

In theBeginhingof the next .Year, C^ep>- entred his fifth Cohfulfhip (-&;, .and had therbin ma- Anu 
iiy Honours decreed to him at Rome, In the Summer following, having fettled all the Afikirs of 
the feveral Provinces of the Lefler Afia^ and the adjoining Illes, h^ paflcd into Qreece^ and^'^"*^' 
from thence returned to Italy 5 where he arrived in the Month Sextilis^ afterwards from him, 
icalled Auguft^ entring Rome with thfee Triumphs (0 i the firftfor his Vittories over ih^DaU 
^atians^ Pannonians^ and forae other German and GaUiek jTatioiis, whom he had ovei conic be- 
fore his War with Antony began-, the, fecond for his Seia-Viftory at Acltim-^ and the third for fub- 
duing Egypt^ which was the mpft fplendid of all the three : In it there Were led before him the 
Children of C/^i?/)^??»-^?i and herfelf in with an Afp hanging by her Arm^ to fignify the 

Manner ofher .Death. There being now a profound Peace over the World, the Temple oVJa-^ 
-pus was fhut C^)j after it had ftood open 245 Years. Such immenfe Riches were brought to 
Rome {xomEgyp COjChat the Value of Money fell one hal^and.the Prices of Proyifions alid of 
all vendible Wares were doubled. The Triumph being ov^t^Si avimus had the Title of Impe-^^ 
rator or.Emperor conferred upon him f m\ not in the Senfe wherein the Rojnans formerly un- 
derftood it : For thus it imported no more than a Compliment given by the Soldiers to their 
General, after a Vidlory^bbtained 5 but it was given to bim in the fame Senfe in Which all that 
afterwards governed the Roman Empire Were called Emperors. 

5 62. If we look into what was doing in Judea in the mean, tinie, we may obferve, . that 
tho' Herod on his Return from his late Vifit which he made to O^avianus-^ had great Satisfa- 
ction in hisSuccefs, yet he found nothing but Trouble dnd Vfexation .in his own Houfe (ji). 
Alariamfie his Wife entertained her Refentrhe.nts for the cruel. Comnjiffion her Husband had 
given to Sobemiis againft her and her Mother (d)^ and carried them on fo fair as td treat with 
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equal Averfion him and all his Relations, efpecially Cyprus his Mother^ and Salome his Sifter* 
Them fhe frequencly upbraided with the Meannels of their Birch in relpedl of hers j and him 
flie as often reproached with the fevere Orders he gave to Jofepb his Uncle concerning herfelf 
(^a\ without mentioning the laft Injunctions for the S^k.eo^Sobenius^ from whom fhe had No* 
tice of the Secret, Herod bore this Humour for a whole Year after his Return from Rhodes- 
often his Wrath made him ready to run into Extremes, but this was as oft checked by the 
Love he had to her. One Day he called for her into his Bedchamber-: She obeyed fo far as 
to go to him, but would receive none of his Embraces or Carefles, yea upbraided him witii the 
Death of her Relations. This provoked thp Tyrant to fuch a Degree, that he had much ado 
to forbear laying violent Hands upon her for fuch an Indignity. Salome his Sifter underftand* 
ing how the Matter wentj fuborned the Buttler to accuie iWi?r/>«/«e of tempting him to ad- 
minifter unto the King a poyfonoua Cup. This adding to the Rage he was in againft her, he 
immediately ordered her favourite Servant, without whofe Privity ftie did nothing, to be put 
on the Rack ; but all he could extort from him was, that it was Ibmething which Sohemns had 
told Mariamne^ that put her into fo bad an Humour. Upon this Herod fell into a violent 
Rage- of Jealoufy, crying out that Sshemus could never have been induced to teli this Secret to 
her, but at the Price of an adulterous Converfation, and caufed him immediately to be put to 
Death. As to Mariamne^ Herod having packed a Bench of Judges out of his Creatures, 
brought her before them, to be tried for her Lifei who finding with what Vehemence he pro- 
fecuted the Accufation, paffed upon the poor JLady the Sentence of Death. Neither the 
Prince nor the Judges intended that the Execution Ihould be precipitated^ only that fhefhould 
be coiifined to fome of his Caftles. But his Mother and his Sifter were fo bitter againft her, 
for fevefal Womanifh Q^uarrels, that they urged, that if fhe was kept alive, the People would 
rife in her Behalf 5 and that there was no other Way to keep all Things quiet, but to cut her 
off. Herod being terrified by thefe Suggeftions, ordered her Execution. As (he was led to itj 
her Mother Alexandra fell on her with bitter Railings^ accufing her of being ungrateful to- 
wards an affe(flionate Husband, and feemed fo oiiended with her as flie was like to fly in her 
Face. She aifted this hypocritical Part, fearing her own Turn might come next : But her 
Daughter paffed on without anfwering a Word, going to her Execution with an intrepid Mind, 
■without changing her Colour, dying as ihe had lived, great, firm and fearlels to the laft. 
Thus ended the Life of this virtuous Princeis. In the Beauty and Charms of her Perfon^ flie 
excelled all the Women of her Time, and would have been an incomparable Lady, could fhe 
have carried with feme better Temper towards her Husband. But confidering that he had 

built his Fortunes upon the Ruins of the whole Family from which fhe was defcended, the 
noble Race of the Afmonxans 5 that he had ufurped from them the Grown that he wore, and had 
caufed or procured her Father Alexander^ her Grand-Father Hyrcamts^ her Brother Ariftohu^ 
Ins the High-prieft, and her Uncle Antsgoms^ to be all put to Death, as hath been already raeji- 
tioned in this Hiftory, and had twice ordered her Death in cafe himfelf had been ruinedj ic 
would have tried the Patience of the beft tempered Woman in the World, to be^r fuch an 
Husband with any Afiedlion or Complaifance. Aflbon as HeTod^% Wrath was allayed, inftead 
of Joy, Agonies of Sorrow and Remorfe for what he had done filled his Mind, and would not 
fuft'er him to reft Day nor Night, the Thoughts of Mariamne ftilj purfuing him C^). Thefe 
he endeavoured to ftifle by Wine, Company, Peafts andDiverfions j but no fuch Means' effeft- 
ing his Relief, he fell into Fits of Diftradlion, and would often order his Servants to bring Met" 
Yzamne to him, as if fhe whom he with incredible Cruelty had cut off, had been ftill alive. 

Soon after this, there happened a grievous Peftilence in Jiidea (c), by which great Numbers of 
People of all Sorts were deftroyed s which was reckoned as a Judgment of God for the Death 
• of the Queen, This added to Herod*s Diforder i fo that not knowing what to do he retired 

to Samaria^ where he fell into dangerous Sicknefs. Having got rid of it, with great Difficul- 
ty he returned to 'Jerufalein to take Care of his Kingdom, but never recovered his former 
Temper, afting ftill wich greater Rigour and Cruelty to the End of his Life. While he lay 
lick at Samaria^ Alexandra^ whofe active Head could never be at reft, thinking he would die, 
Jaid Plots for feizing the Government j and in order thereto, treated with the Governors of 
the two Caftles at Jerufalevi^ namely that of Antonia on the Mountain of the Temple, and 
the other in the City, to have them delivered into her Hands, on Pretence to fecure them for 
Herod's Sons by Mariamne, But the Governors of thefe Caftles liking neither Alexandra nor 
her Deftgns, fent an Account to Herod 5 who immediately gave Orders to put her to Death. 
Thus was her Hypocrify at her Daughter's Execution rewarded. 

§ 63. OC^aVi ANUS hii\\ng filled the Senate $x Rome with his own Creatures, whofe 
Fortunes entirely depended upon him, after feveral Confultations with Agrippa and Maecenas

Senate entreated he vvouM be pleafed to take upon himfelf the whole Condudl of the Empire, 
which he with a feeming Reludlancy agreed to for ten Years Qa). ;He would not accept ofi'^ 
for a longer. Term, pretending that in this Space, all Things would be fettled in Peace and 
then he would eafe himfelf of the Burden 3 ftill knowing that when this .Term. fliould end he 
could renew thel-eafe froni oneten Years to another, which he adlually did as long ashe lived 
Here ended the Republican Government of the R.oman State, aD.d. the who'l.e Power of Senate' 
and People was vefted in Ociavianiis^ and remained with him and his. SuccclTGrs as long as 
the Koman Empire continued. The Name of Augaftns\ fignifying facred or venerable, . was gi- 
ven to him ; and from this £ri>/i?he was called C. Jtilius q^efar Augitfius.(h^ ^ which Title we 
ihall afterwards give him. That lie might allow the Senate a Shadow .of tower with himfelf 
he divided the Empire into two Parts, grantingthe Senate, to govern the .Provinces.that were 
quiet and peaceable next Kome^ and the other Provinces which lay upon tht?. Skirts of the Em- 
pire, and were moft expofed to the Incurfions and Wars of the barbarous I^ations, he took un- 
der his own Condudl or that of his Lieutenants (O- Thefe were called xh^ Imperial ProviU" 
ces^ comprehending OV/V/'^, Syria^ Phoenicia-^ Cyprus-^ ^gypty befides others on t,he Borders of 
the Empire. By this Management, he fecured all the Armies and Military Fower in his own 
Intereft ; and thus he was fure to prevent all Difturbances. . 

§ 64. In Jitdeay Salo^ne {ailing out ^ith Cofiobarn's the Idttmceanhev fecOnd Husbsnd, fent a^i c 
him a BiU of Divorce, contrary to thje L?iw and Ufage of the Je'-jL^s Qd')^ for according there- 
to, the Plusband might, divorce the Wife-, but not the Wife the Husband 5 but Salome by 1^^^^^''°'^' — 
rod's Authority, made that go for Law which beft pleafed her. To make, hcrfclf more ac- 
ceptable to her Brother, Ihe pretended to.haye difcov^red Coftobariis to be confpiring againll 
the King ie\ with Lyfimachus^. Antipater and Dofitbeus^ all Men of Note in the. Country 5 
and that for this Reafon fbe abahd.one.d him. To gain the better Credit to he.r Accufarion, Ihti 
difcovered where' Co/?o^^r?^5 had concealed the Children of Babas, Sticklers for the A/inoHeafz 
kate, whom he was appointed to cut off. , Herod fent to the Place which flie named 5 and 
finding all to be true which £he tojd as to this ,Po}nt, believed her as to the refl, and there- 
fore immediately ordered not only them, but alfo Cqftobarus^ Lyfintacbus^ Dofitheiis^ andfeve- 
iral others accufed as their AccoiinpiiCes^ to. be puttb Death. . ■ . , 

Cornelius Qallus being recalled fr6m Egyp (J\ Petroniits .was tnade Prefeft in his Place. 
GaUns on his Return to Kome^ having fpoke too liberally againft Augufins^ was noted with In- 
famy, being forbid his Houfe and the Provinces under his Command. , Other Accufations 
coming againft him, of ConcufHons, Rapines, Extortion?, . and <3cher Mifdemeanor3 commit- 
ted by him while Governor of: Egypt, he w^s by vote of the Senate condemned to Banilh- 
meht ? but he prevented the Execution of the. Sentence, by falling on his own Sword, and kil- 
ling himfelf Cg^. He was an eminent Poet, and a great Friend to Virgil^ as appears by hi* 

tenth Eclogue infcribed to him. . , 

6S' HEROD having cut off all the A/?noftaau Party, thought himfelf now feciire againft 
Dangers, and therefore ventured in many, Things to depart from the Jewifi Cuftoms, by 
bringing in Rites 6( foreign heathepifh Superftition ; For he . built at 3eru{alem a Theatre 
iand an Amphitheatre^ and in Honour of Anguftns celebrated Games much difliked by the Ge- 
jserality of the Jews.^ ^s inconfiftent with the Relijgion of their Country. 5 particularly, they were 
difpleafed with fome Trophies he fet. round his Theatre, adorned -with Cafar's Titles, wicH 
Veftmehts and precious Stdnesj which they took for Images 5 and th^t. he encouraged and re- 
^^rded Wreftlers, Muficians, Chariot Races, fighting with Lions and other favage Bealls, ag 
ufed among the Romans. Thefe Things gav^ fo great Offence, that ten Perfons entred into 
a Confpiracy for cutting him offby an Allaffination, One o.f th^ Confpirators was blind (i% yet c 
^id much excite and encourage the. reft. They provided theihfelves with Daggers, under their ^i?. 
Garments, and went to the Theatre .when Herod \vas to come, "defigning there to Hay jiim.^^*^- 
But one of his Spies (of which Sort .he had a great many) haying got fome Notice of the Mat- 
eerj, made Difcovery of the fame to himj. as he. was goingto the Theatre 5 whereupon the Con- 
ipirators .being feizedj> ,they bpldly owned ,tl;ie Defign^ fi^ying, no Man would fiiffer his Religion 
to be nnolat&d iM it jhonld c&fi bim bis Life^ and were all put to Death by exquifite Torments. 
The Intelligencer having incurred the general Odium of the People, fome of them Meeting 
With him in a private Place, tore him in Pieces, Hero^ never left offlnquiry after thofe who 
had done this, tilf he got it^wroiight out of a poor Woman who had been Witnefs.tb the. Fa<flj 
vv'ho Upon Torments confefled * and then all the A^ors, with their whole Famil ies, were pu- 
nifhed by Death. To fe.cure himfelf againft all fuch T.umults for the f4ture, he built many 
Ihong Cities. in the Land, beginning with *5';?;;wr;>. It had^bpep. ruined in the Time o{fohU 
tiyYcauiis Qk^. Herod reftoredit to its former Splendor, and in Honour of Augujins called if 
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Sebajiey for Se^atra? in Greek is the fame with Augztfius in Latiu. This Place he planted wirh 
fix thoufand new Inhabitants invited thither from all Parts, and divided among them the Coi n- 
try round about it, which being a fertile Soil, when well cultivated, made the City rich ajjd 
populous, affording plenty to all its Inhabitants. He alfo put a Garrifon into Stratonh Tower 
ia\ which in Honour of the fame C^far Augiiftus was afcerv/ards called Ccefdrea^^ and he did 
the fame in Qabala^ where he kept his Horfemen. He built alfo the Fort Efthmonites in J^^. 
Txa^ and foihe others for keeping the Country quiet. This Year, being the thirteenth of the 
Reign of ffi?ro^?, great Calamitieii, thro' God's Difpleafure C^'), fell upon alongDroupht 
produced a Famine, and that Famine aPeftilence, which fwept away great Numbers ot ti]e 
People. Herod being deprived of the ordinary Revenues from the PrUits of the Eirth, and his 
Treafury being eXhaufted by building new Cities, did melt ddwn the Gold and Silver Plate in 
his Palace, and coining it into Money fenr it into J^^;'^^ j from whence Pi?rw//K.y the Piefcdi: 
fent him abundance of Corn to provide his own People, afid alfo feme of their Neighbours in 
Syria : And whereas moft of the Sheep were confuihed^ he took Care that fuch Quantitiei oi 
Wool were imported from foreign Countries, that every one might be provided \vlth Cloaths 
againft the cold Seafon. Thefe Atls of Generoficy did in fbme Meafure gain him the Affedli- 
bn of the People , but what he gained by fuch Means he loft by his Tyranny, which conti- 
nued with him as long as he lived. 

§ 66. The Roman Power protefted Herod^ and the Name of Angufins at that Time grt^ 
famous all the World over. The remoteft Nations of the North and £aft, that is the Scythi^ 
mSy Sarmatia72S^ the Indians and Seres (^), fent Arabaffadors humbly to defire his Friendfhip- 
and to offer Prefents of Jewels^ precious Stones and Elephants. Fkrus tells us (^d')^ that the 
Seres were four Years on their Journey, which is to be iuppofed coming and going. They 
were the remoteft People of the Eaft, the fame whom we now call Cbiuefey and had their 
Name from making of Silk, and filken Manufaftures. 
Anguftus with the Beginning of this Year entring into his tenth Confulate (O5 had t -Detrce 
""^Ht. c. of the Senate made in his Favours, which freed him from the Obligation of all Laws, fetting 
J him above all thefe, with an abfolute Power to do all Things in the Government of the £m-. 
* 'pirc according to his good Pleafure : And many other Things were decreed in Honour of 
him, thro' the Flattery of fome who courted his Favour, and the Fear of others who dreaded 
his Power. 

§ 67. HEROJb being no\v at Peace and in Profperity, fet himfelf to the building of a ftate- 
ly Palace on Mount 2io/V (fjj making it a Srufture of that Magnificence, that in fome Mea* 
furc it exceeded the Temple in fell, and was efpecially famous for two large Apartments, the 
one of which was called Cafaretm^ in Honour of AuguftuSy and the other Agrippemn for A-^' 
grippa his Favourite. The fame Year Herod furnifhed Auguftus with five hundred Men out of 
his Guards, for carrying on an Expedition againft the Southern Arabs. He having heard that 
they abounded in Gold, Silver, and other Riches, refolved either by Treaty to make them 
his Friends, or by Conqueft to make them his Subjefts. ABHns Largns^ ^ Koman oftheE- 
queftrian Order, was fent to command in this Expedition (g) j for which Angnfttts fumifliedten 
thoufand Men, Herod five hundred, and one thoufand v/ere fent by Sylltsus ivom Obados King 
of the Nabathisan Arabs. Syllmis informing Ldrgns falfely, that there wasnofafe Paffagethi^ 
ther by Land, this puG him on building a Fleet, and having provided one hundred and thirty 
Tranfports at Chopatris at the Bottom of the Ked Sea, he put his Army on board, and failed 
to Lencocome^ a Port of the Nabathcsdns, The Navigation being dangerous, by Reafon of 
Rocks and Shelves, and Syllc^iis guiding him the worft Way, he loft many of his Ships % and 
on his Landing, his Army falling fick under a warm Climatej he was forced to ly there the 
^JLnu c. Remainder of this Summer, and the Winter following, to wait their Recovery. Next Spring 
15- he fet out from Leucocome^ and after a March of fix Months Southward, came into thofe Parts 
Heroa intended, defeating in his March all who oppofed bim : But through the Difficulties of th^ 

W ay, the Heat of the Country, and Unwholfomenefs of the Air, Water and Herbs, he had 
by this Time loft the better half of his Army 5 and therefore was" forced to return without ef- 
fcdting what he defigned. The Treachery of SyUmts being difcovcred, Largus^ by the Con- 
du<5l of more faithful Guides, returned to the fame Ports from which he had been fix Months . 
in marching out 5 and imbarking at Negra^ landed in eleven Days at Myos Hormus in Bgyp i 
from whence he marched to Alexandria^ having fpent two Years in this Expedition. The 
?nifcari7ing thereof was owing to the Treachery Sylli^us 5 for which, among other Crimes 
(Jj^y lie was executed at Rome fome Years after this by the Rods and Ax of the Liftor. 



§ 6S. While Largus was on this Expedition,C^«//^i:^ Queen jEtbiopia^ Invadihg thePro- 

Tince of Tbebais in upper Egypt with a great Army, took Syena and other Places on the 

Bor- 
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Borders and carried the Garrifon Soldiers into Captivity C.ay, Whereupon Pet-mizas then Go- 
vernor of Egypt marched againft her, and having vanquilhed her Forces in Battle, and driven 
them out of the Country, purfued thera into Ethiopia ^ and having pierced above eight hun- 
dred Miles into that Kingdom, took Napata^ or^ according toCaJJitis^ 2a?iape^the Metropolis, 
which he deftroyed and fome other Cities, till not being able to proceed further, by Reafon of 
creat Defarts ofSand^ and the Heat of the Climate, he returned with many Captives, a thoU'- 
•^nd of the principal of them he fent to AugrtftnSy and fold the reft at Alexandria, 

PMates King o£ Farthia being again driven out of his Kingdom by 5?/>/V^/^j, prevailed 
with the Scythians to bring him back with a great Army. Whereupon ^iridates^ with the 
Chiefs of his Party, tx> Anguftus x.o pray for his Ailiftance (^}, promifing to hold the 
Kingdom in Homage of him, in Cafe he fhould be reftored by his Help. Pbraates hearing 
what Way his Adverfary was gone, fent Ambafladors to Kome after him, demanding of Augn-m 
flus to deliver up his rebel Subjedts, and to releafe his Son, whom Siridates had put Into his 
Hiinds as before obferved. Angaftns anfweredas he had done before ^tAntioch^ That he 
would not deliver ^iridates into the Hands of Pbraates^ nor afiift either of them againft the 
Other: But to gratify both a little, he allowed Tiridates to live at Komc^ with a Maijitenance 
out of the Treafury to fuppbrt him in Plenty and Honour 5 and he fent back to Pbraates his 
Son on Condition that he ihbuld reftore all the Roman Captives and Enfigns, which the Par-^ 
tbians had taken either from Crajfiis or Antony in their Wars. This was then promifed, buc 
not done till three Years after this, ^ih^w Aiigtifitis czmQ \mo Syria ^ and by the Threats of a 

new War induced them to perform it. 

\ 69. At this Time there being in JerufaTem^ very beautiful young Lady called Maria^nne^ 
the Daughter of Simon the Son of Boetbus, an ordinary Prieft of that Place Herod tell 

in love with hers and to make her a more fuitable Match for him, he depofed Je/us the Son 
<of Pkehes^ and made Simon her Father High-prieft: in his Room. After this he built a ftateljr 
Palace about feven Miles from Jernfalem^ on the Ground where he had formerly defeated the 
Partbians and Jews of the A[mon(san Party, This from his own Name was called Herodiiuu^ 
It flood on a very pleafant and ftrong Situation on the Top of a HiiJ, from whence there 
was a Profpeft of all the Country round, and at the Foot thereof was fucha Number ofHou-i 

ies as made a little City. 

Atigufius having been feiaed this Year with a dangerous Sicknefs, when other Means failed 
of Succefi, was cured by the Ufe of theicold Bath, and cooling Potions, prefcribed by Antonins 
Mtcfa(e')i for which this Phyfician was advanced to Honours, and well rewarded. A little 
after Marcellns falling fick, while Mufa endeavoured to recover him by the fame Method, he 
died, to the great Grief of Angnfins, For he was the Son of O^avia his Sifter by her firft 
Husband 5 and being a young Man of great Hopes, he had married his Daughter Jnliato him, 
and in his Sicknefs adopted him for his Son and Heir, and all this encreafed his Sorrow. Tiiis 
is the Marcellns whofe Death Virgil does lament in charming Verfe (fji fo as O^iavia his 
Mother, when hearing them repeated before Augnftus^ fainted away, and ordered 10000 Se^ 
•fierces to be given to the Poet for each Line on that Subjeft. 

Herod having finilhed Samaria^ which he called Sehafie fg), furrounded it with a ftrong 
Wall, fupported by the natural Steepnefs of the Place 5 and in themidft of the City there was 
a facred Place, containing a Furlong and a Half in Bounds, where was a Temple built fa- Herod ic. 
mous both for.Beauty and Bignefs, He began the Buiidingof another City at Straton sTozver^ 
on the Sea Coaft of Pakftine^ which in Honour of Auguftus he called Ccefarea. In building 
and adorning of it he fpent twelve Years fO, and expended vaft Sums of Money 5 whereby 
he made it a City of prime note, and the beft Pore in all the Coafts of Pbmnicia j whereais be- 
fore it was a very dangerous Harbour, fo as no Ship could ride fafe there when the Wind blew 
South-weft."" To remedy this, he raii out a Mole in a circular Form, which fenced the Port : 
both againft the South and the Weft, and encompafled Room enough for a great Fleet to ride 
fafe within againft all Wind and Weather, leaving a Paffage into it only by the North, where 
the Sea was lefs rough. This Work was built with Scones brought from far, and of a very 
large Size, being fifty Foot long, eighteen broad, and nine deep, fome greater, fome lelTer j 
and the Foundation was laid twenty Fathom deep into the Sea- The whole was fortified with 
divers Towers one whereof was called Drufus^ in Memory of Druftts^ Ctsfar^s Son in Law-, 
who died young. In the midft of the City there was a Theatre, and behind it an Amphi- 
theatre, both of Stone, pleafantlyficuated. When Judea was reduced into the Form of a Pro- 
vince, this City was ufually made the Refidence of the Koman Governor. Alexander tind Arz^ 
fiohulus^ Sons of Herod by Mariamne fwho had been executed) being now grown up, their 
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Father fent them to Kome for their Education C^), providing ft Reception for them in the 
Houfe oi^ PoUio : Bmz Angiiftns afligned them .Apartments in. his own Palace, and gave TuU 
Powi!:r to Herod to leave the Poffeffion of his Kingdom to which of his Sons he fliould thuik 
fit and at the fame Time added ^racho92itis'^ Anramtzs, or JPurasa^ anti Bata?;^a-^ 'Dldrlth 
that lay beyond Jordaii and the S^sl 'of Galilee to Hifrt^i's former Dominions, which was done 
on this Occafion. There was one Zeiiodorus Tetrarch of that Territory, who hot bring content 
V/ith the hone'ft Gain of his Farm, went Sharer with a Company of Thieves in the Mountains 
oihracbmitis^ permitting them to rob the Country round about to cntrcafe his Profit. This 
being complained of, Augnftns put all thefe .Provinces which Zemdorus had farmed into the 
Hands of Herod , who marching thither \Vith his ForccF, broke into the Dens of thofe Thieves, 
and by killing a great Number of them, and driving out the reft, foon cleared the Country of 
them all. Zemdorm went to JLome to make Complaints againft Herod. But no Ear being 
givcji to his Accufations, he excited the Gadam/es to complaih of hini to Agrifpa^ who then 
had the Government of the eaftern Provinceis beyond the Sea, to vvhich Augufins had 

fent him, to prevent fome Miftakesthat were like to arife between Agrippa and Mar ce litis ^Q^^ 
(ar's Son in Law. Herod hearing that Agrippa had taken up his Refidence at Mityhne^ 
'the Ifle of i^j/'OJ, failed thither, to cultivate the Priendfhip that had been before between 
them. After him came the G^^i/^m/^^ with icbeir Complaints ; but Agrippa was fo far from 
hearing them, that he fent them in Chains to judea., Herod to fweeten them, foon difmHTed 
therti^ which quieted the Troubles which they and Zenodoru's would have raifed againft him. 
c, § 70. AUG US^l/S intending a Progrefs into the Eaft,on his Arrival mSicily^ in his Way 
tr. ' thitherjfent for Agrippa 5 and having given him in Marriage his Daughter, now become 
.wvrc^ 17.^ Widow by the Death q£ MarceUns her former, Husband C^j fent him to Rome thereto take 

Care of Affairs in the Weftj v/hile he himfelf fhould be abfent iii the Eaft. While Augufins 
tarried in *5'*V?7j'5 there came Ambaffadbrs from Candace Queen o£ Ethiopia to fue-for Peace 
v/ho finding him at «SV?f;;w, obtained the Peace they deliredjand returned to ^tbiopia(^dJ, 
"Ant.c. i^ext Spring paiTed from Sa77ios into the leflef and having fettled all Matters 
r^-w.'i8.thcre^ continued his Pl-ogrefs till he came to Antiovh^ where Zenpdoriis^ with Delegates from 

the Gaderenes^ addreffed him with their old Compkints againft Herod^ for Tyranny, Violence 
and Rapine. Augufins appointed Herod a Day to make his Defence (O againft thefe Accufari* 
ons i but at the fame Time treated him with fo much Favour, that the Gadereries- defpairingof 
their Caufe, forae of them broke their Necks^ others drowned themfelves in the River, to pre- 
vent thcir'being delivered to H^ri?^^ and Zemdorns did the like: For having taken Poifon, 
it threw him into a violent Flux of Blood, of which he died. Atigufius looking on chafe Men 
as felf-condemned, abfolved Heir'od^ and gave him the Tettarchy bf Zemdorus^ joined him in 
Commiflaon with the Prefident of ^S^r/i?, ordering that nothing fiiould be done in the Province; 
without his Knowledge and Advice. And moreover, at his Defire, gave to Pberoras his Bio- 
ther a Tetrarchy in thofe Parts. In Acknowledgment of thefe Favours, Herod erefted iii the 
Territories which had belonged to Zenodorus^ at apleafant Place near the Mountain Panels,, 
from the Foot of which fprings the River Jordan^ a fumptuous Temple to Angitfttis^ of 
^vhite Marble; By which idolatrous Flattery, and the like Compliances with the Heathens, he 
further alienated from him all thofe Jews who were zealous for the Law of Mofesi 

Phraates King of Partbia^ on Augufius's coming intd Syria^ knt Ambafladors to him tC5 
pray his Friendfhip : For being then in ill Terms with his People, whom he had alienated 
from him by his Tyranny and Cruelty, he dreaded a foreighWar 5 and he had Reafon at that 
Time to fear it from Augtifins : For .whereas he had three Years before ffj releafed him one 
of his Sons, on promife that he fhould fend-back all the Prifoners and Enfigns Which the P^r-. 
tL'ia;^s had taken from the Komafts in their Wars with Crajfns mdAittony^ this was never yet 
performed : And therefore, that this might occafion no new War^ the Parthian not only fenc 
back all thofe Captives and Enfigns (g% hut alfo yielded to all other Terms of Peate then re- 
quired of him, and gave four of his Sons, with their Wives and Children, in holtage for the 
Performance. Thus, as Jnftin (JS) remarks, Angnftus did more by the Greatnefs of his Name 
than any other Commander could do by War ; And Ovid fings of it^ as in his Words at the 
Foot of the Page CO- At the fame time Augnfttts fettled Affairs in Armenia, . . 

Towards the End of Summer, Augufius returning out of Syria^ Herod attended him to hi^ 
Ship. From Syria he failed to Samos, and there refided all the enfuing Winter 5 and in cofl- 
lideration of the Accommodations the <5'^?«?>;?J afforded him, he gave them their Liberty, and 
made their City free C^)- Herod, on his Return to Jerufalem finding the People much oP* 

Icnded, beeaufe of the many Breaches he had made upon their Religion, by his frequent Com- 
pliances 
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pliaiices with the idolatrous Cuftoms of the Greeks md^Kflptam^ e^tcufed himfelf by the Nccof. 
^ty he was under to.pleafe Augitfttis x But this not giving S^tis^nftion, he prohibited the Meet- 
ings of they^i*y-y in Clubs or other Afle^pblies, and had Spies upon them, who gave him Intel- 
lieeuce how all went.; .Thiis, by frequently pupifhing the Guilty C^),. he made a Shift to fe- 
cure himfelf. He defigned, to.have impoftd ao Oath.qf Fidelity on all his Subjedh.j hut ili/kl 
SiVid Sbanmafy with the Fh^rifee^, and Bjjenes^ refufing t;o take it, he y; as forced to let ic drop j

. § 71, H E R O D hiving finiflied his Buildings zt Sehafte^ and far advanced thofe at Cafarca^. 
formed a Defign of new building the Temple at J^riifalem 5 whereby he hoped he ftiould noc 
<:>nly reconcile to him 'the Affeftloj!is of the Jews^ but. alfo ere^l a jafting. Monument to his 
town Name. The Temple bulk after th$, Return from tjie Babylonijh .Csiptlv'ity was f ar fhorc of 
Solomon's in many Particulars ; and being ete£ted 500 yegrs beifore. this Time, feveral Decays 
had happened, in it. For the Temple be.ing the ftrongeft ?art of the City, whenever the Inha- 
bitants were preHcd by War, they made their laft Refuge thither j and when they did. fo, fbme 
-of the .fiuildir^s fuffere.d by it. . To am^nd all.thefe Defe^is, Herod offered t.o the *j^ews to re-^ 
build the whole. Temple ; . But .finding thetp ftartled at the Prqpofai^. ht? told them be would 
not take down the old till he had all Materials, ready to eretfl a nevv one; its I^lacef ■ and ac-* 
cordingly he employed a. thpufand.

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prefent at the Games exhibited upon occafion of the ipxG: Olympiad^ in which he prefided (^7) 3 
and to reftore thefe Shews to their former Solemnity, the Poverty of the Elians not being able 
to fupport them, he fettled a conftant Revenue upon them. On his comiiig to Kbme^ he was 
received with great Honour and Kindnefs by Angufius 5 from whom he received his Sons, in* 
flrufted in all Koman Exercifes and Literature, and returned with them into Jtidea, The eU 
deft of them, he married to Glaphyra^ Daughter to Atchelms King of Cappadocia (b\ and the 
fecond to Berenice^ Daughter to Salome'tix^ Sifter. The young Men^ by reafon of their ex- 
cellent Qualifications, were efteemed of all the Jews j but Salome^ and others who had con- 
trived the Death o^Mariamne their Mother, fearing their Revenge, did work their DeftrudH-i 
on, as fliail be afterwards obferved. Mean time the Work of the Temple went on, and in a 
Year and a half the holy Place, the Holy of Holies and the Porch were wholly finifhed {c\ 
and after eight Years more all- the reft was built which Herod propofed. The Strud^ure was 
very magnificent, being an hundred Cubits in hngtb^ and an hundred and twenty in heighty the 
Foundations finking a Fart of the laft twenty Cubits, The Jews afterwards, in Nero's Reign, 
defigned to have raifed it to its former Height, but got it not done. It was built of large 
white Marble, each Stone being twenty five Cubits long, eight Cubits high, and about twelve 
in breadth. The Porches and Gates were very rich and ftately. 

Ciwf.C; Next Year Aitguftus having fent Jgrippa into the Eaft, as foon as Herod heard of his Arri- 
,^ ^J-^ val in the Province of the Proper ^^ he went thither to him C^), and prevailed with him to 
^^"come into Jtidea^ where he entertained him and all his Attendants with all Magnificence, ha- 
ving fhewn them all his new built Cities and Gaftles ; as, Sebafte^ Cefarea^ Alexandria^ Hero^ 
dinm^ Hyrcania and Jernfalem, At the laft of thefe he was met by the People in their feftival 
Apparel in a folemn Proceflion. . After fome Stay, he gave one hundred Oxen for Sacrifices 
at the Temple, feafted all the People, and then took Shipping for lonia^ both he and his 
Friends being honoured with very great Prefents. 
c. ^ 175, ASANDER King of the Cimmerian Bofphorus being dead, left the Kingdom to D>'- 
;;(^7///j his Wife, in whofe Right he had polTefled it, Ihe being the Daughter of P if arnaces the 

" ' *Son of Mithridatcs (e). One ScrzbouiuSy pretending to be a Grandfon of Mithridates^ took 

Dynamis to Wife, and feized the Country. Whereupon Agrippa fent PoJemon (whom the Ro- 
f?ta?is had made King of Po»^?^J-and of the LefTer Armenia') to make War upon him. But be- 
fore Polemou's Arrival, the Bofphorans had difcovered Scribonitis to be a Cheat, and put him 
to Death 5 yet would not fubmit to Polemon : Which brought Agrippa upon them with all his 
Army, and a dangerous War enfued. Herod hearing of this, haftned to help Agrippa with a 
Fleet and Army, whereby he exceedingly gained his Favour : For coming to him at Sinope 
in Ponttis when he was in fome Diftrefs, nothing could be more acceptable than the Supply he 
brought him (f), for with this Afliftance Agrippa foon reduced the Bofphorans to a thorough 
Submillion. Whereupon Dynamis being given to Polemon to Wife, he had with her the King- 
dom of Bofphorus conferred on him, and by the Favour of Augnjlus^ who confirmed the Grant, 
held it with Pont its and the Lefler Armenia^ which he had before. After Matters were thus 
fettled in Bofphorus y Agrippa returned through Papblagonia, Cappadocia and Phrygia^ unto£- 
pheftis, ■ Herod accompanying him all this Way, procured many Favours of him for the People 
of thofe Parts, who prayed his Mediation. At Ionia he had an Opportunity to folllcit Favour 
for the yews. Antiochns the Great had -long Time before this planted two thoufand Bal^l^* 

92iflj 'Jews in Phrygia^ Lydia^ and other Provinces adjoining Cg). Thefe being increafed to a 
greater Number, and fpread over all the LelTer Afia and the Ifles, they were maligned and op- 
prefled by the Heathens among whom they dwelt, who would not permit them to live accor- 
ding to the Law oiMofcs^ nor to fend their lacred Money to Jerufalem^ nor to enjoy the Pri- 
vileges granted them, firft by the Kings of Syria^ and afterwards by the Romans. Herod on 
their Application undertook their Caufe, and employed one Nicolmis to fpeak in their favour, 
v/hofe Oration is at large to be read in Jofephus Qf), Agrippa found their_Requeft reafonable, 
and for his Friend Herod*s fake granted their Demands, confirming them in the Enjoyment ot 
all the Privileges they had at any time polTefled. After this Agrippa pafled to Samos^ and He^ 
rod returned to fudea On his Arrival at JernfaJem^ he related to the Jews the Succef* 

les of his Journey, and what he had obtained for their Countrymen in the Lefler A^ia ; and 
then remitted to them the fourth Pare of their Taxes, which was accepted with great ThanK- 
fulnefe. . n.

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as the Title of High-prieft in the Heathen Rites. He firfl: refufed it C^), and others who fuc- 
ceeded him in the Koman Empire did the fame, tho' chat Title is fometimes given to them in 
ancient Infcriptions, As foon as Augufius entred on the OiBce of Pomifex Maximus^ he fet 
hinifelf to the reforming of many things which were thereby put under his Care. He reduced 
the Year to the Reformation made by his Uncle y alius C^efary which had for fome Time been 
ncsle^ed- He called in a great many prophetic or facidic Books, which iervcd only to raife 
vain Hopes and Fears among the People, and of thefe he burnt two thoufand Volumes 
referving only the Books faid to be writ by the iSibyls 5 and after having examined them, he 
rejedled thofe that were counted fpurious, and as for thofe that were counted genuine, he put 
them into two golden Cabinets, and laid them up in the Temple of Jpolio under the Pedeftai 
of the Image. Thefe Prophecies were all deftroyed in the Year of our Lord 399. Whether 
the eight Books called Sibylline^ ftill extant in Print, be all fpurious, or only interpolated, 
1 lhall not determine 5 only we ftand in no need of them to confirm our holy Religion, which 
IS attefted by a more fure word of prophecy, Thefe who defire a more full Account of the ^i- 
lylline Books may confult the Authors at the Foot of the Page C^)- 

^ 75. ALEXdlSlDEK and Arifiobuhs^ Sons to Herod by Marianme who had been exe- 
cuted, having on their Return from Rome lived three Years at home with their Father, at length 
fell grievoufly under his Difpleafure. In the Heat of their Youth they had let fall many rafh 
Wordsj expreffing their Refentments for the Death of their Mother, with Threats of Revenge 
Ejpon the Authors thereof At which Salome and Pberoras^ the chief Advifers of her Execu- 
tion, being alarmed, laid Plots for the Ruin of the young Men. In order to this end, they 
took care to reprefent all their hot Words on this Subject to Herod Cd% with all the malicious 
Interpretations that Words could admit : Which had this Effedl on their Father, that he 
brought Antipater^ his eldeft Son by Doris his firft Wife, whom he had divorced on marrying 
Mariamm^ to Court, and placed him over their Heads. This did not humble them, but ra- 
ther provoked them to more intemperate Language.' Anttpater brought his Mother Doris^ 
•who was ftill alive, alfo to Court 5 and they both with great Cunning and Malice improved every 
thing the Sons of the faid Mariamne did or iaid to inflame their Father againft them. Agrip'- 
being called out oi Afia^ Hsrod waited on him, carrying his Son Antipater thither, whom 
jhe introduced toAgrippa's Favour, and fent him to Rome with him CO » where, by Letters re- 
commendatory from his Father, he got into the Favour of Augujkis and of many great Men 
at Ko7ne. But while he was abfenc, having a View to pave his own Way to the Kingdom, 
lie ceafed not to write Letters to his Father againft the two Sons of Mariamne j but conceal- 
ing his Malice againft them, he exprefled only a Concern for his Father's SdS^ty, 

§ 76. AG KIP PA on his Return to Rome was fent againft the PanmnianSy who had revolt- ^* 
CfJ h but on his coming, the Rebels being frighted by the Terror of his Name, fubmitted to^j^-^^'j^^ 
fuch Terms of Fe^ce as were required. In his Return he fell iick in Campania^ and there died. 
He was the chief Favourite of Augufius ^ and having married his Daughter Julia^ bore a great 
Part of the Burden of the Government. On his Death Auguftns made choice of Tiberius the 
Son of Livia his Wife by her former Husband, as his AHiftant, tho' no way equal to that Truft, 
and married him to his Daughter Jtilia^ the Widow o^Agrippa (g\ caufing him divorce his 
former Wife, tho' then big with ichild by him. 

The Breach between Herod and his Sons by Mariamne ftill growing wider by Means of cr.l 
thofe who did ill Offices between them, Herod took them with him to Italy^, of Purpofe to ac- j^gf.J^/^^^ 
cufe them before Augufius^ and brought the Caufe before him at (^) Aquileia. He charged ' * ' 
them that they had carried infolently towards him, and fought to take away his Life by Poylon. 
yofepbus fets forth both the Accufation of Herod^ and the Anfwer of Alexander his Son at 
large, and in very pathetick Terms- Augufius Ending that of the main Accufation nothing could 
be proved, but only JeaIoufies,and groundlefs Sufpicions, and that the Heart of the Parent and 
of his Sons relented towards one another, '.acquitted the young Men, reconciled them to their 
Father, and fent them Home in Terms of FrlendHiip. He gave to Herod th& Half of the Re- 
venues of the Metal Mines in Cyprus^^ and the other Half to the Overfeer of the Work. On 
Jii?roi^'s Return to J^m^y^z/^wi, he called.the People together, and related to them the Evenc 
of his Journeys according to the Poiwer given him by Augufius^ he named Antipater in the 
firft Place to fucceed him in the Kingdom, and next after him the Sons oF Marianwe, 

After twelve Years Time employed in that: Work, Herod having finifhed Cajarea, dedicated 10. 
the Place with great Solemnity, <'and with iGames, after the Roman (i^ Fafhion. Next to Je- Herod, i&i 
rnfakm it was the moft large and Magnificent City in sli yudea. He built alfo feveral other 
Cities, as Antipatris^ after the Name of his . Father, Cyprofty to bear the Name of his Mother,

was greater than his Revenues could bear, and he deferVed an Empire as large as 6yria and. 
Egypt. . 

The yews of Afia and Cyreire being Cppreffed by the Heathens among whom they dwelt 
and not* permitted to live according to their Religiort and Liberties formeViy granted them, aci^ 
drefTed themfelves to ^//^/(/?<v^3 and obtained of him an Ediift in their Favours (.s), whereby 
k^jro/^p, ^^*^Y were allowed to fend their facreU Moricy to Je'ruf^lem^ not to be judge'd before an]- 1 ri^ 

bunal on their Sabbathsi to live according their Wh La\Vs^ ilntt had ev'ery other Thing 
granted which they defired. 

. § 77. HEKOD was a Prince of vafl: Expencc and Liberality jja's appears not only by the Temple 
that he built atjernfa/em^and other Cities, Palaces, artd iCaftles that he elretted thrblighout the 
Land of Jttdea^ feverals of which have been already mentioned ^ but alfo by his eiitenfive 
Gifrs^ Buildings and Reparations in many Parts of the Row^^ Empire, which if they were not 
recorded by fuch an Hiftorian as Jofephns^ might fe em incredible He tells UsC^), 7'bdt He-' 
rod, at Tripolis, Damafcus ^r/^i Ptoiemais^ built -publick Baths ^ that 'be evened the H^all at 
"B^hX^n^ the Seat's^ Porcbesi^ temples and Markets at Berytus, Tyrej Sidon, afid Damafcus: 
He built a theatre and an JqucednSi at Laodic'eaj n Sea-Town. At Alcalon te ere6ied jmpm 
tnous Batbs-^ with PlUars of very noble Work, Samtiny Cities be gave Fields^ as though they 
had been in his own Kvagdom. He gave a ^edrly Maznte72ance tv the Baths at Coosi to poor 
People he gave Gorny and to the Kodians Momy to build d Navy of Ships at his r)'x'n proper 
Charge, repaired 'Pyt)^\\xm burnt with Fire ^ he exteMed bis Li'beraiity to tbofe of Lycii 
and So^mcSy 'and gnve magnificent Gifts to thf People of Ionia. ^ yea the Athenians, Lacedemo- 
nians, the Nicopolitans, with tbofe of Myfia /z/>i^Pergamus received B-enefits at his Hands, He 
paved a large Street in Antioch, which before hadbetn very dirty^ with polifJsed MaYble;^ and a-* 
domed it with Galleries^ that People might go through it dry in rainy Weather, The doing of 
fill thefe Things without and withih the Kingdom^ required a vaft Treafure of Money, which 
no Wonder he was fometimes ftraitned to find. And hearing that Hy'rcanus had found Mo- 
ney in David^i; Sepulchre^ he. with a few trufty Friends ventured into the fame in the 
flight Time COi found no Money there^ only fome fine Garments and Ornaments of Gold 
vrhich he caufed carry away : And being terrified, to atcone for his Fault, he built afumpcuous 
Monument of white Marble at the Entrance bf the Sepulchre. . 

. $ 78> These Adlions. at home and abroad made him highly eftefemed : But he Ibfl the Com- 
fort of the wtole^by Difturbances in his own Family; Salome^ Pberoras and Antipater puX" 
fuing their Plot againft the Softs of theeXetuted Mariamn'e^ took Care that hiany falfe Stories 
concerning them were from Tiiiie tb Time carried to thS Ears of Herod j which £0 tormented 
him, that he could neither fleep by Nightj nor enjoy Quiet by Day. To make Difcovery of 
the imagined Treafon, he put his own Eunuchs and all the Confidents of the young Princes On 
the Rack 5 v/hich made them tell many Things true or falfe to be free of Torture: Where- 
upon Alexander his Son was caft into Prifon. He not knowing what to do, wrbte fdur Let- 
ters to his Father, telling him, that it was true there was a Combination againft his Life, and 
that ^y^z/o/^^ his Sifter, P^tfW^ J his Brother, with Ptolemy and Sapi wit us his iWcf Confidents 
were on the Confpiracy (^). This had the defigned EfFeftj,' the old fufpicious T5'rfint raged more 
than ever, even like a mad Man, truftlng to no Body, condemning many tb Death, and tor« 
menting others, becaufe they would not confefs what they knew nothing of , whereby his Pa-^ 
lace was turned into a Slaughter-houie i no Body durft come into his Prefence for Fear of 
Death or Torments, and all were filled with Confufion and Horror. While he Was Iri this Cafe^ 
g_^' tormenting himfelf and others, Arcbelaus King of Cappadocia came to his Court : His Daugh- 
mrod, 3o;te^' was married to Alexander. On hearing the Complaint againft his Son in Law, he putoa 

a feeming Rage againft him^ which outdid that o¥Herody threatning to take his Daughter froni 
him, and ufing many bitter Exprelfiofts ; which brought HBrod to plead for his Son ; Jrcbe^ 
Ims finding Herod in this Temper, by his good Addrefs procured another Reconciliation be~ 
tween the old King and his Sons (O- Herod being fenfible of the Kindnefs ArchUans had 
done him^ in making Peace in his Family, gave this Prince great Prefents 3 and bn his Rc^ 
turn accompanied him as far as Antioch^ where he.reconciled him to Titiis V^lumnius^ Prefi- 
dent of Syria : And becaufe Herod had acquainted Augufttii , vthh this fecohd Breach in his 
Family, bethought fit aifo tb go to Kome^ and give, him dn Account of the Reconciliation. 

§ 79. While Herod was abfent the Thieves of ^racbonitis taking the Advantage^ returned 
to their old Trade of robbing all Parts ofjudea and Cmlefyria that lay within their Reach (f)i 
which created this King a great deal of Trouble. Their Ring-leaders were entertained by Syl~ 

itetis^ who governed ^^r/i? under Obodas. This Syllceus hated Herod^tc^w^^ th6*he had 6btaiii- 

ed 
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ed the Confent Salome his Sifter for Marriage, yet Herod flopped tiie Match, unleft Sylictus 
^ould turn a Jew(^a% which he durfl not do for fear of the Arabians - whereupon fhe was 
married to a Confident Herod" Upon his Return from Rome into yitde a, Herod 

applied himfelf to punifh the ffV^7f^W«/tf Thieves : But not being able to come at thcni by 
reafon of the ProteiTcion given them in Arabia^ he ruined all their Families and Kindred that 
he could find in any Place o^^rachonitis. The Thieves being exceedingly exalperated at rhi6- • 
renewed their Inroads upon Judea in a defperate Manner, and did great Damage to the 
Country, 

The Re*edifying_of the Temple hy -Herod being finifhed at the End of nine Years and a Half 
from the Beginning of that Work, i/^ro^? celebrated the Dedication thereof with Solemnityj 
v;hich was the greater (Z^) becaufe it did fall on the fame Day of the Year on which he re- 
ceived the Crown. Jofephns fays, ""^is reported^ that durmg the building of the temple ^it ne^ 
n)er rained hy Bay^ hut only by Nigbty that the Work might not be interrupted. Such Reports 
the Reader may believe as he pleafeth, 

This Year died Horace (O that eminent Poet, and Maecenas his great Patron C^), who»nexc 
to Jgrippa was the greateft Favourite of and was always a true and faithful Go unfel lor 

to him. 

§ 80. HEROD being ftill vexed with the Tracho72tte Thieves, who had taken Shelter in -Ant.c: 
Arabia^ applied to Sat urni7ms and Vohimmns the Roman Governors mSyria^ with Complaints. ?• 
againft Syllmis for protedling them {e) i and at the fame Time commenced a Suit againft him,'^^'''"'' 
for a Debt of fixty Talents for the Service of King Obodas, Syli^us was forced to appear be- 
fore the Prefidents o^^ Syria at Berytus ^ and on Herodh making good his Allegations, was ob-' 
liged to pay the Debt in thirty Days, and to deliver up the Fugitives that were in the Domini- 
ons of O^o^i?j. Failing of both thefe Engagements, he fled td Ro;^;^: Whereupon Herod au- 
plied himfelf to the Roman Governors in Syria *^ and having got their Licence to right him-' 
feli" by Arms^ he marched into -/^ri?^/^^ with an Army, deftroyed Repta^ the Neft ofthofc 
Thieves, and flew as many of them as fell into his Hands, with Nacebns an Arabian Captain^ 
and five and twenty ofhis Men CfJy and then marched back into "fndea^ placing three thou-- 
fand Jdumaans in S'rachonitis, to hinder chefe Thieves from their Depredations. At Ro7?/e 
Syllaus having received Information of all this, put on Mourning, and went to Angnftns^ ma- 
gnifying the Injuries Herod had done to Arabia ^ that he had ravaged and ruined tht3 whole 
Country, pillaged Repta of a vaft Treafure, killed 2500 Arabians^ and with them Naceb/is his 
Kinfman Q g'). Angufins crediting the Truth of the Story, wrote a very fharp Letter to He- 
rod^ whoforfome Time, upon this Account, was out ofhis Favour, till at length the Emperor 
was better informed of the Truth of the Matter, In the mean Time died Obodas^ King of 
the Nabath<«an Arabs, Syilcetis had contrived his Death before he left the Country, and went 
to Rome to procure the Succeflion when it Ihould happen : But the Nabathceaus^ without ma- 
king any Application to Auguftus^ placed X)n»the Throne of the Deceaft one JBneas^ who by a 
Name common among the Arabian Kin'gs was called Hareth^ in Qreek Aretas, 

Atiguftns taking an Account of all the Inhabitants of Rome, found them to amount 
to four Millions, two hundred and thirty three thoufand People (/^). According to S/te-' 
tonius(i\ this Emperor three Times made aCenfuSi the firft and laft with a Collegue in 
the ConfuIfhip,and the fecond alone j- which feems to be this of which we are fpcaking. The 
Empire o£ Rome by this Time was become very great, comprehending the beft Part of En- 
rope^ Afia and Africa^ near four thoufand Miles in length, and about the half in breadth ^ the^ 
Revenues thereof amounted to about forty Millions Sterling, 

§ 81. ^tlBERIUS^ the Step-Sonand Son in Law to AHgztftus^ in fome Diftontent, cither 
becaufe he obferved Cains and Lucius^ Grand-children to the Emperor, preferred to him (^k ; 
or from Difpleafure with Julia his Wife, whom he durO: not accui'e, nor yet liked to bear ^n, ' 
or fome other Caufe, left Rome and retired to Rhodes^ on Pretence there to improve himleli 
in his Studies ^ where he continued for about feven Years in a private Life. He had a grcwr 
Difficulty to obtain Anguftus's Confent to his Retirement," but greater afterwards to gain his 
Permillion to return. 

At this Time Herod was involved in great Perplexities. His Quarrels with the Sons of the 
executed Mariamne revived ; Eurycles the Lacedamonian blew the Coal : And Herod being out 
of Favour with Angufins^ on Account oi^ SyiU&iis's Information, the Srachonites took the Ad- 
vantage and overpoweririg his Guards, began their Depredations again. Herod 
diirft not revenge himfelf on them for fear of offending the Emperor. He fent two Embaflies 

to Rome to remove thefe Prejudices i but none of them could obtain an Audience, which en- 
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'couraged the Thieves to great Infolencies. Ac length he employed Nicolans Damafcems the 
Hiftorian 5 who on his coming to Kmie, durft not diredlly apply to Anguftus^ but joining 
with the AmbalTadors of thQ Nabathxans^ fentto icompliraent the Emperor tor their new King j 
Accelfion to the Throne, and to accufe Syllans for killing OboAas their late King. He under- 
took to n^anage their Caufe, and refolved to bring in the Affair of Herod by a Side Wind^ 
But Aiignftns ^ oyAd receive no Compliments nor Letters in Name 'of Aretas^ becaufe he had 
entred on the Government without his Confbnt j yet he appointed a Day for hearing the Accu* 
fsttion againft Syllaus. Nicolans in Management of this Caule, declared the grievous Crimes 
that Syllxus had been guilty of, and that he had moft audacioufly impofcd on Anguftns himlelf 
in the Account he had given of the Affair of the ^rachonites^ which was all falfe. The Emperor 
being ftartled at this^ defired Nicoiaus to make out that Point : Which he having done fo iutly^ 
and proved his Allegations by the Sentences and Letters of the Koman Prefidents in 'Syfia^ fo 
that the accufed then prefent could not cobtradi^t one Article of what had been advanced j 
Augufiits gave Sentence againft SyUceuSy lhat hejbould be carried back into Arabia, (honld pay 
f>i5 Debt due to H6rod, and after that Jhotdd he fitt to Death Qa) 5 which was accordingly exe^ 
cuted upon him. 

By this Angtijins being again ^econclied to Herod {b\ and being grieved that, upon the Credit 
x>i Sy licenses falfe Accufations, he had writ fo feverely to him, refoived t'b niake him AmendSj 
by expelling AretaSy and giving to him the Kingdom of th6 Nabathcsan Arabs, But while he 
\vas thinking of this. Letters were given from Hefod^ full bt Complaints againft Alexander and 
AriftobulnSy his Sons by Mariammy and defiring thfe Emperor's Leave to proceed criminally a- 
gainft them. Upon perufing thefe Letters, AUgufiits conliderlng Herod^s Agej and his prcienc 
Misfortunes as to his Children, thought it not proper to burden him with the Affairs of a new 
Kingdom ^ and therefore changing his Defign, he accepted of the Prefents offered by the Nam 
hathaean Ambafladors, which Were very rich, particularly a fine Crown of Gold, and connrm- 
ed Aretas in his Kingdoni-. However he wrote a kind Letter to Herody wherein he condoled 
his Misfortune as to his Sbns, and gave him full Liberty to proceed againft them as their Crime 
Ihould deferve, advifing him to call a Council at Berytnsy and there with the AfFifiance of'ciie 
Governors of the neighbouring Provinces^ together with Archelaus King ot^ Cappadocid^ and o- 
ther Perfons of tlotour therein named, to hear and finally deterihine the Matter. 

Herod being \VeU pleafed with this Letter, immediately fummbned a Council to meet at the 

Place mentioned^ calling tb it Saturkinus and Folmnmusy Governors in Syria^ and all others 
Ivho were named in the Emperor's Letters, except Archelaus King of Cappadocia^ who being 
Alexander's Father in Law, feemed to be too much engaged by that Relation, to be an impar- 
tial Judge in that Affair. The Council being convened, Herod accufed his Sons with great 
Vehemence CO j and tho' there was but little true in all that he alledged, fave only that chey 
defigned to have retired oUt of Judea from their Father^s Tyranny 5 yet the Majority of the 
Council being overborn by Herody paffed a Sentence of Condemnation againft his Sons Alexan* 
der and Ariftobnlns^ leaving to HerOd to execute it as he fhould think fit : Whereupon lend- 
ing them to Sebafiey he caufed them both to be there flrangiedj yea^ he caufed ^yro and his 
Son, with three hundred others to be put to Deaths only becaufe they did plead for the Life of 
thefe unfortunate Princes. In this Tragedy, Salome the Sifter of Her'ody adled the chiefeft 
Part. She was a crafty and malicious Woman, ever bufy where any Mifchief was to be done^ 
and by humourihg her Brother, maintained her Intereft with him as long as he lived* 

G. $ 82. The Sons of Mariamne being now cut off, and Antipater hix\ing nothing to ftbphis 
Way tb the Crown but the Life Herod hisFathei*, he entered into a Confpiracy with i^^^ro^ 

5^'r^i5 his Uncle, to difpatch the old King (i) by Poifon. Tho' Pheroras had always found i/^- 
■rod a kind Brother to him^ yet he Was at prefent very much out with him on account of" the. 
Wife he had lately married. On the Death of Pheroras'' s firft Wife^ Herod offered him one of 
his Daughters by Mariamfw^ but he Vtras lb entangled with Love to a Maid Servant, that he 
rejedled the King's Daughter 5 whereupon Ihe was given to Pbafael (f), the Son of Pbajaely 
Herod's elder Brother- However, Herod after fome Time propofed to him anbther Daughter, 
and this Marriage he pfomifed to folemnize in a Mohth's Time, but when that Time was ex- 
pired j he refufed to perform his Engagement, being unwilling tb put away the Maid Servant he 
had married. This widening the Breach, Antipater took the Occafion to engage Pberorns in 
his Defigns. Another Occafion alfo contributed to this Difference : The whole Nation of the 
yews being called to fwear Allegiance to Augufins and Herod (f)^ the Pharifees>y to the Num- 
ber of fiic thoufand Perfons, refufed the Oath, tjpon a Notion that it was againft their Law 
to yield Allegiance to any Prince <vho was not of the Stock of IfraeL Herod impofed a greaC 
Fine upon them for this Contumacy 5 which Pheroras's Wife, out of her great Zeal for that 

Seft paid down, and they to requite her, pretended by a prophetick Spirit tb fortel. That God 

would 
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would transfer the Kingdom from the Family of Herod to that o/Pheroras. Herod having goc 
Notice of this by Salome^ feveral of the Fharifees were put to Death, and with tiicm 'Cams 
and hagoas the Eunuch 5 and Pheroras was Charged to put away his Wife, or the King would 
never fhew Favour to him as a Brother j but Pberoras told he would rather die than live with- 
out his beloved Wife. Herod relenting this Anfwer, forbad Pheroras his Houfe, and difchar- 
ged all his Friends from having any Correfpondence with him. Thefe Things made A^ztipateT 
and Pheroras yyiXi in Counfel to cut Herod by Poifon : Mean time Antipaier went to Kome^ 
and Pheroras retired to his Tetrirchyj where he took Sicknefe and 'died, 

Upoii his Deaths two of his freed Men made heavy Complaints to Herod^ that their Mafter 
had been polfoned by his oWn Wife (a), Herod making dHigent Enquiry into this Matter^ put 
feveral to Torture, and thereby came td the Difcovery of the Plot that was laid againft him- 
felf by Aniipater^ Pheroras and othersj, to cut him oif hy Poifon. The deadly Poifon was 
found io have been brought but o£ BgypPy from ^endioH the Brother of Dow, by AntiphUns 
the Brother of Antipater. Pherpras\ Reiift confefled that 'fhe had the Poifon delivered to her 
to keep, h\k that her deceased Husband repenting of the Plot on his Brother's kind vifiting 
him ih his Sicknefi, fhe by h^s Direiftion did caft the Poifon into the Fire, excepting a fmall 
Pare flie had referved for herfelf to make ufe of if thel-e ftiould be occafioh. By this it was 
made out, that Antipater having profcxired the Death of the tWo Brothers to make his Way to 
the Crown;, had for the fame End laid a mofl: wicked Plot for pbifoning his Father, and retired 
himfelf to i^onie till the Parricide, fhould be i'^fled. Upon this Difcovery, Herod fpoiJs Horis^ 
that had bten his Wife, bf her Ornaments, and thrufts her out of the Palace 5 pUts away alfo 

the Prieft's Daughter, his prefent Wife, as confcious of the Treafon 5 fcores her Sort 
out of his Teftabient, Ideprive'th 'SMon the iSon of BoMns his Brother-in-law of the High* 
priefthood, and placeth Matthias the Son of Stheophilus in his room. 

§ 83. At this TlmQ^achaVias faw the Vifion in the Temple mentioned by the EvangelifB 

Lnke^ i. ^2. Zavharias hQtng o£ the Convk o{ Abiah whfen itc/meto his Share 

to oifer upon the Altar of Incenfe CO, the Angel GahriH^ who tiiad before foretold the coming 

t\i^ Me£iasxo Daniel id\ appeared to him, and foretold the Birth of his Son, Chrift's Fore- 
runner, to cottie in the Spirit and Power of EUas^ to bie born of his Wife Elifabeth, tho* fhe 
had been before barren^ and a'dvanced in Years j which Promife Zacbarias not firmly believing, 
was iln'cken dumb till the lamb was accorhplifhecl. 

Next Year the Temple of Jantis was (hut at Kome, They ufed, to lay open its Gates in^;;^^^ 'a^ 
the Time of War, and to ftiut them up in Times of Peace. They had been only five Times'^ -t^ram 
fhut fince the building of the City : Fit-ft, in the Kiign ofNima if ^) ; Secondly^ after tht^^f-^^ 
S:nd of the firft Punic War (/) j Thirdly, 2![tQT Anguftus hUd vanquiihed^#^w/y arid Cl€opatra'^^rT£\% 
C^)i Fourthly, after ^/^^/(y?/^j's Return fronl the Wat with the Ct?w^^(^jv/7z/J in and 
Che Fifth Time was in this prefenc Year (?) 5 for at this Time there was a geheral Peace all 
iche World oVer for twelve Years together^ which Wis a projier Seafoh to ufliet* in Chrift our 
3Lord the PHnce of Peace. 

Fbr in the fixth Month after the Ahgel Gahriei had appeared to Zdcharias iii the I'emj^Ie, 
he was fent to NazaYeth, a City of Galilee, to Mary, a Virgin of the tldufe ofD'ttyid^ efpou- 
fed tofofeph, of the fame Lineage, to declare to her the ^dod'^Tidings^. that of her was to be 
born the Son of God, Luke, i, ia6, 36. by the H&ly Qhifi eomthg ttpoH her^ md the 
power of the Higheft overfbadowing her, 

C^far Au^ujhis at this Time ilfued out a Decree that all thie World fhobld be taxed^ and 
this Taxing was made when Cyrenius was Governor of Syria^ Lnke^ ii. i, z: This is the 
fame Cenfus that we hax^e before C*) obferved to have been begun three Years %b. But the 
Account being very particular, (for the Cenfors took notice, and rri^de Regiftrdtion of all 
the Roman Citizens, their Wives and Children^ with the Age, Qualities, Ti^adesi Officesi 
and Eftates real and perfonal (f) bf all of them) thi:ee Years were employed in this Work be- 
fore they came to Bethlehem^ to which Jofeph and Marj^ being of the HoUfe ahd Lineage of 
pavid^ originally belonged. SirtuUian (ot) tells us, that the Cextftis was inade under Auguftus 
by dentins Satmniiius Prefident bf Syria, Auguftus was then compofing a Book bontain-i. 
ing an exafl: Survey and Defcription of the whole Roman Empire 5 and in order xo this, it was 
necefTary that there fhpuld be an accurate Account of Jndea^ which was theh a Kingdom de^ 
pending upon the Empire as well as the Provinces that Were iindier Koinan iGovisrhors, thp* 
perhaps the Rotnans did hot leVy Money of the People in Judeii till ibout eleven Years ^fter 
this, when being banifhied, ^tirinius, czlltd in '&e'ek Cyrenius, was Gbvernbr or Proi 

curator of Judea. This makes the Afccount given by Jofepbas C») bf this Matter agi'ee ivicii 
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that of the Evangelift Luke (ji). And it needs not feem flrange, that fo exaft a Survey of 
the Roman Empire coft feveral Years Labour, when we confider that Joab was nine Months 
and twenty Days in taking up a Lift of the Men fit for War in the ten Tribes of J/rael 
And when a Survey England was made by William the Conqueror in that called Domefday^ 

hook CO5 it- was fix Years in making. 

§ 84. In the declining Part oiAtiguftus's Reign, the great Ambaflador of Heaven^ our Lord 

■Jesus, was fent into the World to publifh the glad-Tidings of Salvation, born in the Fulnefs 
of Time, at Bethlehem^ of the blefled Virgin Mary ^ and being wrapped in fwadling deaths,. 

"was laid in a Manger, becaufe there was no Room for him in the Inn C^). This was a Time 
tof univerial Joy. The Angels revealed his Birth to the Shepherds, faying^ Fear not : I bring 
yo2t glad tidings of great joy^ which Jhall be to an people. For- to you is born in the city of David 
a Saviour J which is Ch'rift the Lord. This was followed by a triumphatic Song of the heavenly 
Hofl:<> praifing God, and faying. Glory t'o God in the highefi^ peace on earthy and good^willto^ 
wards fjieyi. In the eiighth Day after his Birth he was circumclfed^ and his Name called Jefus (^). 
Wife-men out of the Eaft, following the Guidance of a Star, came and worfhipped Chrift at 
Bethlehem Cf\ prefeiltitig unto him Gold, Frankincenfe and Myrrhe. At the End of forty 
Days after his Birth, his Parents prefent^d him in the Temple to the Lord, offering, accord- 
ang to the Law (g), a Pair of Turtle-doves or two young Pigeons C^) 5 for being poor, they 
were hot able to give a richer Sacrifice. When they brought the Child Jefus to the Temple, 
Sivico7T^ a juft and xlevout Man, to whom it was revealed that he ftiould not die before he had 
feen the Lord's Chrift, took the Child into his Arms, bleffing God, and prophefying concern- 
ing Chrift and his Mother. Anna alfo, the Daughter ofPhannel^ gave Thanks unto the Lord, 
and fpake of him to all that waited for Redemption in Jerufalem. And when Jofeph and 
ry had performed all things according to the Law of the Lord, , they returned unto Galilee 

to their own City Nazareth. • ' ,v 

Herod being alarmed with the Birth of one who was to be - King of the JezvSy and thinking 
Jefus to be ftill at Bethlehem^ caufed kill all the children in that city^ and the coafis thereof ^f torn 
two years old and under (O. Which Faft is attefted by Macrobius a Heathen , (^). But of 
the Confirnvatidn of thefe PafTages of the New Teftament Hiftory by the Teftimony of Jem- 
and Heathens, 1 have difcourfed in another HTay (/) j and therefore (hall not infift on it here, 
nor on thefe remarkable Steps of divine Providence, which did promote the Overthrow of 
heathenifli Idolatry, and the Converlion of the Gentiles (jn). The holy Angels, who are Mini- 
fters to the Lord,took a tender Care of our Redeemer in his Infancy 5 for an Jngel appeared to 
Jofeph, faying^ Art fe, take the young child and his mot her ^ and flee into Egypt, and be that 
there until I bring thee word j for Herod will feek the young child to deftroy him («>. ^hen he 
'arofcy and took the young child and bis mother by nighty and departed intjo Egypt ^ and was thers 
until the death of Herod, 

§ 85. This leads me to go on with the Hiftory of the Jews. 1 have hitherto deduced a 

Narrative of Affairs in feveral Nations of the Heathens, fo far as Authors give us Light 
concerning them, as well as of the Tranfaftions of the Church of God before the coming of 
our Saviour to enlighten the G^w^zV^ World. But in the following Part of this Work, I de- 
fign as far as conveniently I can to confine my felf to the Hiftory odhe Jews^ leaving other 
Affairs to thofe who write the Hiftory of theChriijiian Church. 

We have already obferved how £Zi?rorf difcovered that his Son JntJpater hzd -prepared ^ 
deadly Poifon, in Conjundlion with others, to carry off his aged Father CO out of this World. 
Antipater returning from Rome^ and not knowing that, the Plot had been laid open in his Ab- 
fence, on his Arrival at his Father*s Palace at Jerufajemhe was there arrefted and taken into 
Cuftody. Next Day his Father accufed him before %{intilius Varus, HQwly arrived in thofe 
Parts, to fucceed Sentius •Saturninus as Prelident of Syria. Nicolaus Damafcenus profecuted 
the Accufacion in a large Speech (/>) j and Antipater not being able to purge him felf of what 
was aUedged, the Poifon was brought forth, and given to a condemned Malefaftor, whereby 
he was immediately killed. Antipater being caft in Chains, wasient to Augufius with an In- 
formation of the whole Affair, and Varus went to Antioch . to take Care of the Government 
of Syria. New Letters arriving from Egypt, gave a further Difcovery of the Treafon 5 thefe 
were alfo fent to Rome, having confidered the whole Affair, punifhed one j^cwe with 

Death for being confcious to the Crime, but fent Antipater back to "Sernfalem, allowing his Fa- 
ther either to banifh or put him to Death as he pleafed. Herod being at this Time under the Sick- 
nefsof whichhediedjrecovered his Spirits a little by. the Pleafure he took in Augu^us's 'Letters, 

and called for ^n Apple and a Knife whereby to pare it i and feeing no Body in the Room, he 
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defiened to have given himfelf a mortal Wound with the Knife, but was hindered ^by Achza^ 
his Nephew. Upon this a Noifc arilihg that the King was dead, Anti^atcr offered d 
Bribe tohisjaylor to fet hirti free, that he might feize the Crown- But the Jnyldr infor- 
mine H^ri?^?, the old Tyrant lifted himfelf upon his Elbow, and commanded one of his Guards 
prelently to kill AstPlp^tet and bury his Body in the Caftle of Hyrcamnh without any Ho« 
nour • which was actordlngiy performed five'Bays before his own Death. 

While Herod fick unto Death,^"^^^ the Son ofSariph^sks and Matthias the Son of Mar-* 
&alot bus ^Interpreters aVid Teachers of the La\V dmong the Jews^ inculcated upon their Scholars, 
and other young MeVi in the Place, how many things the King had done contrary to the Law^ 
which they ought to teftify againft, even with the Hazard of their Lives 5 and particularly^ 
that he had fet up a golden Eagle over the great Poi't of the Temple- Mean Time a Noife 
being fpread that the King was dead, the young Alen afTembled, pulled down the Edgle,. and 
hewed it all in Pieces. Herdd being acquainted of this, called the Governors of the Jews^ 
and expoftulated with them about this Commotioh, fpfeaking to thehi out of his Couch 5 and 
faying, the young Men had deftroyed thefe Things which he had dedicated to God. The 
Governors fearing the King^s cruel Temper, told thejr would not juftify the A€\:\on 5 it. was 
done without their Confent, and deferved Punifhmeht : And the King to Ihew his Refent- 
ment, caufed iJ^^^^-^^*^^ to be deprived of the High-priefthodd, as privy to, or not hindering 
what the young Men had done, £ahik\txxtmgJoazar the Brothef of Mariamne his Wife, Daugh- 
ter to Simon the Son of Boethus in his Room : And as to Matthias the Son of Margahtbns 
and his Alfociates (^), he caufed them all to be burnt to Death. 

§ 86. HER-OD^s Difeafe grew ftill more and more bitterly violcnt,God exacting Vengeance 
upon him fof his grievous Enormities. He had a flow Fevei* COa fhewing it felf fomuch to 
the Outward Touch, as more grievoufly burning him within. He had a vehement Bniimia or 
tanine Appetite for Meat, which nothing could fatisfy. Hii Bowels wefe ulcerated, efpeci-i 
alJy the Colon-Gut 5 from whence he fuffered grievous Pains. His Feet were fwoln^ whence 
iflued a phlegii^atick fliining Humour. The Difeafe alfo feized the lower Part of the iJeliy j 
and an Ulcer broke out in his Genitals, breeding Worms and Lice, with a filthy Priapifm.: 
He had a troublefortie Flux of Rheum, accompanied with an Afthma, with a ftinking un- 
favory Breath ; and the Patient not having Strength to bear all this^ there followed a Convul- 
fion of all the Parts of the Body. Thus he died in horrid Pain afid Torment, fmitten of God 
for his enormous Iniquities, which is the Fate bf many Ferfecutors. His Death happened Int 
the fevfentieth Year of his Age^ after he had reigned from the Time of his being declared 
King at Ro?T2e thirty feven Years, and from the Death o£ Antigofius thirty fburC^). 

In his ^Vhole Sicknefs he was of an uneafy Mindj apprehending that he became contemptible^ 
an the Eyes of the Jews^ and that the whole Natibn tookPleafure in any Misfortune that befel 
him. Tho' his Dileafe was inveterate^ he ufed all the Help and Medicines that his Phyficians 
cbuld afford hirh, went and bathed in the warm Waters of Callirhoe ; but all to no Purpofe. 
When he found himfelf a dyirtg^ he fliewed his cruel Temper by this Projeft : He fummon- 
ed all the principal Men in every Corner o^J-tidea^ commanding their Appearance at Jericho^ 
Where he then lay, on Pain of Death. On their Arrival heftiut them all up in the Hippodrome^ 
x>t Place for Tilting and Horfe Races, and then fending for Salome his Sifter, and Alexas her 
Husband he commanded them as foon as he fhould be dead, to fend hi5 Soldiers in upon 
thefe Men, and kill every one of them 5 Fortbii^ faid he, will provide Mouniers for my Fu*^ 
mral over Judea, and make every confiderahle Family to fHottrH wbetber they will or uo^ 
Havihg adjured them to do this, he gave up the Ghoft and died. But Saloiije ?Lnd Alexas ^^r^ 
not wicked enough to perform what they had promlfed ^ for affooh as Herod was dead, they 
opened the Hippodrome^ and permitted every Man fhut up in it to go home to his own Bufi- 
nefs. Thefe Cruelties which Herod praftifed againft his own Family, his Wife and Children^ 
and did and ordered to be done againft the beft Pfeople in Judea^ takes off all Manner of Ob* 
jeftion againft the Truth of his murdering the Innocents at BHblehmy and fhews that there 
could be nothing fo cruel akid barbarous but this great wicked Man was capable of doing it. 

Herod had nine Wives CfX ^"d by them many Children (^j^)- Three of his Sons he put to 
Death, vi%, Alexander^ Ariftohtilm and Antipater : Of the reft bf his Poftefity . 1 fliall only 
notice thefe who are mentioned in the New Teftament. Of Maltbace^ one of his Wives, he 
had Arcbelaus (j^), and Herod Antipds (i). By Cleopatra^ another of his Wives, he had Phi^ 
'lip (kX and by Mariamte^ the Daughter c£ Simon the High-prieft, he had Herod Philip CO. 
Arifiobuhts^ whom Herod had put to Death^ had by Berenice his Wife, Ring Agrippa^ who 
flew James the Brother of John^ and afterwiirds was fmicten of God at C(sfarea and He- 
rodias his Siflrer. She firft married Herod Philip her Uncle^ and afterwards eloped from 
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him to marry Herod AntipaSy his Brother. By her firft Husband flie had Salome^ who dan- 
ced off John Baptifi's Head» for reproving Herod Antipas («) for inceftuous Adultery with 
her Mother. Of thisKing Agrsppa I. called alfo Herod^ was born King Agrippa II. (^) before 
whom Paul pleaded his Caufe, and his two Sifters DruJiUa and Berenice ; the firft of which 
was Wife to Felir. (O Procurator o£ J ud&a^ znd the other was prefent with her Brother at 
Cafarea (d% when P^«/^sCaufe was heard before him. 

Herod hy his laft Tcftament (for he oftner than once changed itj on occailon ofcondem-. 
rting his Sons) left (&) Archelaus to be King of Judea^ Idimixa and Samaria^ Herod Anti-pas 
to be Tetrarch of Galilee ^nd Peraa j and to Philip he gave the Provinces of Gaulonitis^ Tr^i^ 
chonttis^ Batancea and Paneas, Thus was his Kingdom divided. He gave to his Sifter Sa-' 
lomCy Jamnia^ Axotus and Phafaelis^ with fifty thouland Crowns of Gold. He provided his 
other Kinfmen in Money and Revenues. To Attgitfius he gave ten Millions of Drachms in 
•Silver, befides a great Quantity of Gold and Silver-plate, with precious Moveables 5 and to 
Livia^ Oefar^sWife^ hebeftowedfive Millions of Drachms of thereby. Archelaus gave his 
Father a magnificent Funeral, where the Proceflion was made from Jericho to the Caftle of 
Herodiutn^ the Place of Interment. The Corps was laid on a gilded Litter, adorned 
with Gold and precious Stones, the Body lying on a Bed of Purple, with a Crown at the 
Head, and a J^cepter and Diadem of pure Gold in the right Hand. About the Bier were the 
Sons and Kinfmen of the deceaft, with his Guards; and after it the Soldiers, diftinguilhed by 
their Habits and Nations, and five hundred Servants carrying Perfumes. Herod^ Teftamenc 
was of no EfTeft till it was (f) confirmed by C(s[ar ; and the Emperor did not think fit to make 
Atchelans a King, but gave him Samaria^ J udea and Idumaa^ with the Title o£ Ethnarcb^ or 
Prince of the Nation^ only promifing to make him a King, if he made himfelf worthy [of it by 
his Virtue. This proves that Judea was then a Kingdom depending upon the Koman^m^ivQ, 
Indeed it was both depending upon, and tributary thereto, ever fince Pompey conquered y^r/^ 
falem^ which tho' it be againft the Notion of Harduift the Jefui^ (g), yet *tis evident froiu 
the whole Hiftory lince the Time of Pompey, Herod the Great durft not condemn any of his 
Sons, Alexander^ Arifiohulus^ nor Antipater to Death till he got the Emperor Anguftus\ Al- 
lowance 3 and in all the Procefles he made againft them, we have feen how careful he was to 
have his Confent. The made him a King ^ and becaufe he v/as careful and capable to 

advance the Intereft of their great Men Antony and OSavianns^ they continued him in the 
Pov/eras long as he lived, but could have deprived him as they did his Son Archelaus after- 
wards, if they had pieafed. In fhort the Sceptre had been departing from Jttdahy ever fince the 
Time of Pompey^ to make Way for the coming of the Meffiaby as hath been before obferved 
QT), The Curious who delireto lee the Notions of Harduin more fully examined and con" 
futed, may confult the learned M, Bafnage (/). I go on with our Hiftory. 

§ 87- After Herod^s Death, Jofeph being warned by an Angel in a Dream, arofe and took 
the young Child and his Mother, and returned out of £^^^ into the Land ofJfrael (A). He 
\yas afraid to return to Jerufalem^ left Archelaus^ who there reigned, fhould aft conform to the 
Hatred and Cruelty of his Father j but he turned alide to the Parts of Galilee^ and dwelt at 
Na%aretb. There none of Herod the Great's Pofterity were ; for Wrod Antipas^ who was 
afterwards Tetrarch of that Country, was then at Kome folliciting the Emperor to beftow the 
whole Kingdom upon him, according to his Father's firft Tcftament. 

Affoon as the Mourning for the Death of Herod was over, which continued feven Days, Af* 
feafted the People, and gave them Abundance offairWords^ and the Soldiers pro- 
mifed Fidelity to him. Mean Time there arofe a Sedition among the Jews^ complaining that 
Judas the Son of Saripbaus^ and Matthias the Son of Margalotbas^ with thefe who joined 
them, were unjuftly put to Death, for cutting in Pieces the golden Eagle, and demanding a 
new High-prieft. Archelaus endeavoured to pacify them, but in vain : For at laft Matters 
came to this Pafs, that he fehtin his Army upon them about the Time of the Paffover, who 
killed three thoufand of thefe Malecontents near the Temple, putting the reft to Flight (/). 
This being done, Archelaus embarked for Rome, lezving Philip his Brother to, govern Jude^ in 
his Abfencc, taking with him Maltbace a Samaritan his Mother (who died at K.ome') Nicolaus 
the t)amafcene and Ptokmceus his Father's Advocates, and many of them Friends. With him 
alfo went Salome his Aunt, Herod^ Sifter, and her Children^ with feverals 'of her Creatures, 
pretending to affert Archelaus's Right to the Kingdom, buc' really to a6l for themfelves, and 
to accufe him as Author of the Sedition and Murder lately committed in the Temple. At the 
fame Time Herod^ with his Mother Cleopatra^ ajewefs of Jerufalem^ failed for Kome, When 
their Caufe came to be heard before Augujlus^ Arvhalam meanly fell down at the Emperor's 

Feet : But he lifting him up again, allowed him to govern a Part ofjudea^ left to* him by his 
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Father*s Teftament, prornifing him Royal Dignity, if-he behaved himfelf virtuoufly (jT) ; And 
thus the Affah' ended. 

In the interim Sahinns came to Jtidea^ to feize for the Ufe of Aiig7iftus the Money that 
had been Jefc by Herod. He met with Archelaus at C<efarea^ and after his Departure, Sahinns 
marched with fome Koman Soldiers to JcruJ'alem^ to execute his CommiiTion, and to make 
What Gain he could for himfelf. At the Feaft of Fentecofi^ a Multitude of the Jews gathered 
together, who with armed Force oppofed him, A great many werekilJed 9 and the Tumult be- 
came fo dangerous, that Varus was obliged to come with two Roman Legions and fupporc Sa-* 
hinns. He quafhed this Commotion (^)j and puniftied the Authors of leveral other Infurre- 
aibns in Jiidea : One of thefe ieems to have been that of ^hcudas'^ mentioned in Gamaliel''^ 
Speech, J6ls v. 36. 

§ 88. About this Time, one counterfeited himfelf to be Alexander the Son of Maria?nne 
whom Herod the Great had caufed to be ftrangled at Sehafte (c^- He having got a Friend who 

was well acquainted in Herod's Court, pretended that the Executioner had fpared him, and 
that he had been privately educated by a Friend at Sfdoft to this Occaiion. The Jews recei- 
ved him and gave him Money ; and he affumed the Confidence to fail to Rome^ to have his 
Chara<Ster acknowledged by Angitftus : As he pafled Crete and Melos^ the Je'ws entertained 
him as a Prince of the Blood Roya], and gave him liberal Prefents (^?), which thofe of that 
Nation alfo did at Puteoli and at Rome, But he did not fo ealily deceive Augitftns^ who being 
well acquainted with Alexander the Son of Mariamne^ found this Pretender to be but a Cheat 5 
a Perfon that had been accuftomed to labour, as himfelf confefled on PromilL- oi his Life, and 
as appeared alfo by the Hardnefs of his Hands : And therefore the Emperor put him to row 
at the Oar in one of his Galleys, and caufed execute his Governor, who for Gain had carried 
on this Impofture. 

After this, Archelaus returned from Rome to Jerttfalein^ to take Poflellion of the Govern- 
ment allotted for him : Where he depofed 'Joazar the Son of Boethus from the High-priell« 
hood (^?), ellablifhing Eleazar his Brother in his Room, and repaired the Palace at Jericho. 

There is nothing more appears remarkable in the Hiftory of the Je'ws before the tenth Year 
of Archelaus when behaving committed many tyrannical Male-adminiftrations in the Govern- 
ment, Ambafladors came to Ro?ne both from the Jews and Samaritans (/) to accufe him be- 
fore Aaguftus : Whereupon he was called to anfwer for his Tyranny, and not being able to ju- , 
ftify himfelf, but being found guilty of the Charge, he was depoled from his Principality, had 
his Goods confifcated, and was himfelf banlfhed fg) to Viemie in Gaul. He feems to have 
been a Man of a mean Spirit, noway capable to ferve the Romans as his Father Herod had 
done i and therefore they took the Government from him, and reduced Jttdea to the Form of 
a Roman Province. Jofepbus tells us, (b\ That before Archelaus was fummoned to ap- 
pear before Ctsfar, he reported a ftrange Dreatn that happened to him, namely. That he faw 
ten great Ears of Corn devoured by Oxen. One Simon an BJfene interpreted the Dream thus. 
That the ten Ears fignified fo many Years, after which the Prince's Condition ihould be chan- 
ged to the worfe. Glaphyra his Wife had the like Vifion. She had been married firft to Ale^ 
xander the Son of Mariamne^ after his Execution ftie married Juha the King of Maurita-* 
niay and he being alfo dead, Archelatis divorced his firft Wife, and took her, tho* Ihe had 
been once his Brother's Wife. He feems to be the fame Son of Herod^ whom Sirabo affirms 
0") to have died in Exile among the Allohrogian Gauls. 

§ 89- Upon his Banifhment the Emperor Angnftus appointed Snlpitius ^iirimns^ who 
Lad been once Conful at Rome (A), (who according to the Greek Way of Writing, is called 
by the Evangelift (T) Cyrenius^ to be Prefident of Syria (m% fending him to take Pofleffion of 
that Country which Archelaus had governed, with Qoponius a Roman Knight to alTift him as 
Procurator of y/^^^^. T:hQY feiztA Archelaus^ s Qoods which had been confifcated, and in a 
great Meafure abolifhed the Jewijh Policy, eftablifhing the Roman in its ftead : For after this, 
the Power of Life and Death was taken out- of the Hands of the Jews and placed in 
the Roman Procurator 5 and the Taxes were paid immediately to the Colleaor and Farmers 
employed by the Roman Emperor. The Defcription and Regift ration of every M an's Pollelfi- 
on was made eleven Years before by Seutius Saturninits^ but the uplifting and levying of the 
Tax was not piit in Execution till the Country was reduced into the Form of a Roman Pro- 
vince by Cyrenms Governor of Syria. All this was a further Evidence of the Sceptre's departs 
?;/g;/ro;» Juda, and a Lawgiver from hetween bis Feet ^ upon Shiloh^ the blefled Mefftah^ our 
Saviour s coming. The raifing of the Taxes caufed great Difturbances, many oppofing it un- 
der one Notion or another 5 yet they fubmitted to it by the Advice of Joazar the Son of Boe^ 
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tJ^tis, who by fome Means was again reftored to the High-pnefthood. B ut there arofe a Jci, 
called '^uias the Ganlonite^ born in the City Uamala who having Sadoc the PPjartjce aflb- 
ciated with him, ftirred up the People to Rebellion, telling that this Tax was a Confcirion of 




of 

S"servitude7 and exhorting the People to maintain their Liberty. iThis is the Tanie Jndas 
of whom Gamaliel fpeaks, Acls, v. 37- ^fi^^ tins man rofe tip Judas of Galilee, the days 
of the taxinz ^nd drew away much people after htm. He alfo pnfloed^ and all^ even as many 
is obeyed him, were di/perfed. Tho* Judas and his Followers penihed yec both City and 
Country in Judea were full of Seditions, Murdefs and Robberies. The Publicans, who were 
emoloved by the Roraa^is in gathering the Taxes, were abhorred by the Jews, who look'd on

At the fame time that Cyrenius was in ^udea fettling the Tax, he depofed Joatiar the Son of 
Bcethits from being High-prieft (b\ and appointed Ananus^ oxAnnas^ the Son of Seth to fuc- 
ceed him in that Office, in which he continued feveral Years. ^ « ^ 

fi go Our Saviour being twelve Years of Age, went with his Parents to the PalTover, and 
there appeared Cas a Prelude of his exercifing the prophetic (t ) Office) fitting tn the temple in 
the mtdfi of the dodiors, both hearings and asking them qtiefiious : and aU that heard bi?n were 
iifiomhed at his nnderftanding and anfwers. Thus our Lord came to the Temple, and made 
the zlory of the latter houfe greater than that of the former, which was more fully ac- 
complifhed in the Courfe of his Life. At the fame Paflbver, w ,hen the Priefts opened the 
Gates of the Temple about Midnight, fome Samaritans who had fecretly erttred into Jerufa- 
lera as foon as the Temple was open, fpread the Bones of dead Men amidft the Porches^ and 
all over the Houfe, which obliged .the Priefts to keep a more diligent Watch than they

In his Time Salo%ne the Sifter of Berod the Great died at Kome, be- 
queathing CO Li^ia, the Wife Auguftns, Jamnia with the Territory thereof, Phafaelism the 
Plain, and Arthelais^ where are many Palm-trees bearing excellent Fruit. Amhzvtns being 
recalled, Amius Kitfus was made ' Procurator of Jndea in his room. In the Time of his Go-^ 
5tf.Z>. 17 vernnienc died the Emperor Augnftiis Cafar^ at liola in Campania^ on the ninteenth Day oi 

Ans:H/} fff), having lived feventy fix Years wanting thirty five Days, and governed fifty fix 
after the Mijjrder of Julius Cafar, from the Vlftory at Adfium forty four Years. He had hs 
Exit in the fame Room in which his Father Odiavius had long before expired. Scarce any Ro- 
vuvt Emperor after him enjoyed fo long a Reign, or fo great outward Profperity. His Grand- 
children, Cains and Lucius, by Agrippa, and ^ulia his Daughter, had been cut off before this 
Time j and Dion Caffius infinuates, that this Emperor's Death was haftfied by the Contri- 
vance of Livia his Wife, to make way for the Succeffion of her Son.

in the Command of the Provinces and Armies before, had now the whole Empire devolved 
upon him.

%''aleriHs'Gratns m^e' ftill more Changes 5 for he removed StmoH the Son of Cmith (0, 
and made Cajaphas Son-in-law to Annas to be High-prieft. Gratus being recalled, Fonttm 
Pilate was fent by the Emperor ftiberiUs to be Procurator of Judea in his ftead, a Man thoroug.i- 
ly prepared for all manner of Iniquity. Philo Judceus C"0 charges him of Rapines, Injuries, 
Murders, uniuft Tormenting, putting Men arbitrarily to Death without Proce^ or Sentence 
of Law, felling Tuftice, giving any Decree for Monfey> and of exceffive Cruelty through 
whole Adminiftration ; by which wicked Temper he was qualified for giving a moft unjuit 
Sentence againft the Prince of Life. *. t. n ^^^r 

The Egyptian znd Jewijh Rites were about this Time both forbidden by the -^^P^^r^ 
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Tiberius at Kojne C^), upon this Occafion t A young Man called Decius Mundus had a migh- 
ty Paffion to enjoy one Paulina a Roman JLady of (Quality. . She refufed to gratify him for Pricey 
Prayer or Reward. Whereupon he found Means to bribe the Pribft of the Tenjple of Jfis^^ 
•w ho perfuaded the Lady, (he being addifted to ihQ Egyptian Rjtes, that the God Annbis would 
that Night feaft her in the Temple, and lie with her. She thinking herfelf highly honoured 
with this Offer of a Deity, confented to the Propofal. But Mimdiis , being concealed in the 
Temple when the Lights were put out addrefled the Lady by the Name of Anubh^ and had 
his Defign, Three Days after this, Mundus told the Story to Paulina ^ which flie was migh- 
tily offended with, and threatned Revenge. The Emperor being informed of what had hap- 
pened, and having found out the Truth by a narrow Examination of the Prieflsj he condemn- 
ed them all to be hanged, the Temple t9 be demolifhed, the Statu6 Annbis to be caft into 
the ^yher^ and Mundus to be banifhed (^), . As to the Jews, A certain Fellow, for the Breach 
of the Laws in his own Country having fled from it to efcape Punilhmen^J came and lived at 
Ro7?ie where he fet up for an Interpreter of Mofes*s Law, aflbciating with forae others who 
were no better than himfelfi perfuaded Ful'via^ a noble Roman Lady, to be their Scholar, and 




chofe out four thoufand Men, whom they fent into Sardinia^ and punifhed divers of them who 
refufed to take the military O^th for fear of tranfgreffing the Laws of their own. Country; 
Thu5j fays Jofephus (dy^ by reafon of the loofe Behaviour of a few wicked Perfons, all the Jews 

were driven out of Rowf. . 

About the fame time there were amohg the Jews at Babylon t^Vo Brethren very famous^ 
tailed Afindtia and Amlaits^ dwelling at the Cky Iseerda'^ which is furrdunded with the Water* 
t)f the Enphrat€S^ where the Jczc/j kept, a School of great Rehowm Thefe Brethren having 
made the whole Country tributary to .themj and defeated an Array of one of the Princes ol\B^- 
lyhn^ Artahanus King of the ParthiansX/) mightily defired to fee them; and having given 
them confidetablc Gifts, and committed to them the Prdtc^Uon of the Province of Babylon^ A* 
7iil^us continued in this Authority fifteen Years^ having aii Mejopotamia at his Command'. 
But at length having married a Parthian Woman, who poifoned his Brother Afmms^ his 
Power began to decline, and he with fifty thoufand Jei^s were defeated and killed by the Ba^ 

hylo7izans.

Elias was a great Prophet • fo vyas John the 
Eaptift;, being filled from the womb imtb 'th^. holy Ghoft, Elias wa3 a Man of great Fervour and 
Zeal 9 fo was John, Elias h-^-d a Girdie .of Leather about his Loins ,5 Jo had John. If the 
one had a hairy Garment, the other had a Garment of Camels Hair. If the one was bold in 
rebuking Vice in AI)ab^ fo did the other in Herod, .And if the one was hated by Jezdbel^ fo 
was the other by Herodias, In a word, they wefe both burning and Ihining Lights, Contemn- 
ers of fenfual Plcafures, who. called Men to. Reformation to prevent their Ruin. Befides, John 
the Baptiji exactly fulfilled the Predii^lion Malavbi-^ being fent before the greap. and terrible 
day of the Lord^ to turn the heart of the fathers to the. children^ "and the heart of the children to 
their fathers^ leji the Lord- come 'and fmite the earth with a cnrje, For he Came .to turn the 
Jfraelites from Sin to God by Repentance, . to bring them off from Rebellion to Obedience', 
Matth, iii. i, ■ 9, Lttke^ i.

iii. i3»'' . '■ ■-X?. The learned Primate Ujber (by remarks^ that the, thirtieth and laft Jubilee 
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did coincide with the firft Year wherein our Lord began to preach the Gofpel, and open the 
Poor of Salvation to both Jew and Gentile, to proclaim the accepable year of the Lord, I (hall 
not defcend into all the Particulars in each Year of our Lord's publick Miniftry, which may 
fee had in many Gommentatorsj and others who wrote the Harmony of the Gofpels : But I 
humbly conceive it will not be unacceptable in a Work of this Kind, to notice the naoft naci 
morable. We may then obferve. That our bleifed Saviour, who always went about doing 
good, in the firft Year of his Miniftry (which was alfo the firft Year of the fevenrleth or laft 
of Daniel^s Weeks, Dan, ix. 27. wherein he confirmed the covenant with many) entring into the 
Temple, fcourged the Buyers and Sellers out of it 5 and to eftablifli his Hearers in the Faith of 
this great Article, ^at he wasthetrue Meffias^ declared. That his tody was the temple of God^ 
which he would raife ftp in three days^ John, ii. 13,-25. He converfed with Nicodemus 
upon the Myftery of Regeneration and faving Faithj John^ iii. i, ' 21. Then lea- 
ving Jerufalem, he came into Jtidea, and baptized many, John^ iii. 22- John the Baptifi 
being caft into Prifon, for his faithful reproving Herod the Tetrarch for his inceftuous and a- 
duiterous Marriage with his brother Philip'& 'Wlfe^ Marky Vi. 17, — 20. Matth, xiv, 3, — ^. 
our Lord leaves Jadea to go into Galilee^ and in his Way converts the Samaritan Woman and 
others at Sychar^ Jobn^ iv. 1,-42. Then he returns to Galilee^ where he healed the Son 
of a Nobleman who was lying dangeroufly fick, Johjz^ iv. 46,-^:4. Coming to Na^aretb^ 
he preached an excellent Sermon, Luke^ iv* 15, — 30. proving that he himfelf was the pro*, 
niifed Meffiah from ifaiah^ Ixi. i, — 4. Leaving Na&areth^ he came down to Capernaum^ 
where he taught on the Sabbath-days ^ and they were aftoniihed at his Dodlrine, for his word 
was with power ^ Luke, iv. 31, 32. There he caft out an unclean Spirit, healed Simon's Wife*s 
Mother of a Fever, and cured many of divers Difeafes, LukCy iv. 335 — 42. When the 
Pebple preffed upon him to hear the Word at the Lake o£ Gennefaretby he entred into Simonh 
Ship, and preached to the Multitude on ihe Shore, v- i,-*^4. When he had left off 

fpeaking, he ordered Simon to launch out into the Deep, and let down his Net j which being 
done, they inclofed a great Multitude of Fifties. His Difciples being aftoniftied at this, he 
promifeth to make them Fiftiers of Men, Luke^ v. 4,— 11. He cured a Man full of the 
Leprofy, fo that his Fame went through all the Country, and Multitudes came to hear him, 
and he healed many, Luke j v. il, — x6. Mattb. vlil 1, — 4. And again entring into G«/i«r-i 
ffauvt^ he healed a Man fick of the Palfy, called Matthew from the Receipt of Cuftom, and 
vindicated his eating with Fublicans, Lnke^ v. t6,-**39.

$ 9 3. In the fecond Year of our Redeemer's publick Miniftry at Jertifalemy he healed a Man 
who had laboured under an Infirmity thirty eight Years,and had lien long at the Pool of Bethefk^ 
and yet was not cured, and vindicated this good Work done oh the Sabbath Day^ He cureth 
inveterate Difeafes, healing our Souls that have fmned, as well as our Body that is difeafed, 
John v. 1,-47. Leaving Jertifalemy he entred into another Synagogue and taught, healing 
alfo a Man whole right Hand was withered, huke- vi» 6,— Mark iii. i,— 6. Matth.-^x^ 
— 14. He went into a Mountain to pray, called unto him his Difciples, and out of them 
chofe Twelve, whom he named ApoftUsy Luke vi. 12,— 16. Mark iii. 13, — 19. Coming 
down from the Mountain into the Plain, he healed many diftrefled People, Luke vi. i^:,— 19- 
And feeing ftili Multitudes refort to him, he went into a Mountain and taught, declaring tbe 
Charatflers of thofe who are truly bleffed 5 and particularly explained the moral Law, reftoring 
it to its juft Authority, and redeeming it from thofe corrupt Interpretations which the Matters 
of the Jewifh Church had put upon it, not contradicting the Law of MofeSy but opening the 
extent and fpiritual Meaning thereof ^ where there is more of folid Morality^ than in ail the 
Books of Heathen Philofophers, Matth, v. vi. viu.Lukexi, 20, — ^49. When he had ended 
this Sermon, he cleanfed the Leper ; and entring into Capernaumy cured the Centurion's Ser- 
vant, who was lying fick of the Palfy, Matth, viii. 5,— 13» Lukeviu — 10. And at ^'"f' 
he reftoredthe only Son of a Widow Woman to Life, as he was carried out to be buried,!"^ 
vii, iij— —I";. Jobnth^ BaptiftbQiug all this T ime detained in Prifon, and hearing of the great 
Fame of our Saviour's Actions, fendeth his Difciples to him, to whom he gives a clear Proof 
that he was the Mefjias, And after they were gone, our Lord commends John^ and reproveth 
theCities who would not receive the Offers of Salvation, Matth, xi. 2, — 30, L«^^ vii. iS,— 
35. While he fat at Meat in the Houfe of a PharifeCy z Woman wafhed his Feet with her 
Tears, and wiped them .with the Hairs of her Head ; whole Pradtice he vindicated. • She lov* 
ed much^ for much was forgiven her y Luke vii.

was of an ill Name. And their Talmud C«) reckons it an Infamy like Drunkennefs or Ufury, 
Befides our Lord only did the good Work to cure the Demoniac. The Devils deftroyed the 
Herd of Swine ; and Je[us^\^ not think thefe unclean Creatures worthy his Care. We do 
not accufe for Severity in deftroying a Captain and his fifty Men at a Timej and why 

fhould they blame our Lord for permitting Satan to deftroy thefe ugly Swine? To proceed j 
upon this the Gaderenes defired Jefus to depart out of their Coafts, and he returned to his own 
City Capernaum^ where he anfwered John's Difciples, ihewing why his Difciples did not keep 
frequent Fafts, Mattb. ix^ i4,-~i7. reftored Jairns^s Daughter to Life, and cured a Woman 
difeafed with an IlTue of Blood for twelve Years, Mattb, ix. 18, — 26. Luke viiL 41^ — 5^6, 
Mark v. 22,-43. On Jefus departing thence, two blind Men followed him, and he healed 
them, Mattb. ix. 27 — 31. and went about ail the Cities and Villages, teaching in their Syna- 
gogues, preaching the Gofpel of the Kingdom, and healing every Difeafe and Sicknefs among 
the People, Mattb, ix. 3^, andfent forth his Apoftles to preach the Kingdom of God, andheal 
the Sick, Luke Ix^ i, — 5. Mattb.x, 1,-^42. 

■ About this Time Sejams the Prime Minifter at Romey under the Emperor ^iberius^ 
being put to Death C^}, the Emperor underAanding that the Crimes which had been aiiedged 
againft the Jews (e) were forged^ he therefore ordered that the Governors of the Provinces 
fhould fpare thefe People, and allow them to live according to their ownRites^ which did not 
^i5?)difturb the publick Peace.

$ 94. 1 N the third Year of Chrift*s Miniliry, being the thirty third of his Age, and the 
third Year of the laA: of Daniels feventy Weeks, th^ Scribes and Pbarifees complaining 
that Chrift's Difciples did eat with unwafli^ Bands, our Lord told thefe Complainers, That 
they rejeSiedtbe Commands of God to keep their own traditions ^ Matk^ vii. i, — 23, Mattb. 
XV. — 20; Then departing into the Borders ofSTyre and Sidon^ he did caft the Devil ouc 
of the Daughter of the fc^/yro.Pi?<«»w^« Woman^ Mark, vii. 24,-30. Mattb, xv. 2r,~2S. 
At Decapolis he made the Deaf to hear and the Dumb to fpeak, Mark^ vii. 31, — 57. A 
reat Multitude having ftaid with him three Days in the Depart, he fed four thoufand with 
even Loaves and a few fmall Fifties, and they took up of the broken Meat feven Baskets^ 
Mark^ viii. i, — - 9. Mattb, xv. 32,-*^ 38. At Bethejda he.cured a blind Man, by touch- 
ing him, and putting a little Spittle on his Byes, Mark, viii. 22, ~- 26. After this we have 
the remarkable Hiftory of his Transfiguration, where we have a View of his Glory, Mattb, 
xvii. 1, — 13. Marky ix. i,— 13. Luke^ ix. 28, — 36. And his Sermon at the Feaft of 
Tabernacles^ Jobn^ vii, with another wherein he proveth himfelf to be the Light of the 
Worlds John viii. As he palled by, he obier^ed a Man who was blind from his Birth. Je^ 
/;/5 having Compallion, reftored him to his Sights and the poor Man was fo in Love with our 
blelled Saviour, as neither the Reproaches, nor Perfecutions of the Je-ijos could hinder him 
from worihipping and following him, Jobn^ ix. He recommends himlelf as the true Shep- 
herd of the Sheep, John x. He directs the Lawyer what to do to inherit eternal Life, and 
how to know who is his Neighbour 5 and commended Marjf for ctiufing the better Part, which 
Ihouidnotbe taken away from her, Luke^ x.

He reproved the ambitious Defire 
of the Mother of Zebedee^s Children, Matth. xx. 20, — 28. Mark^ x. 35, — 4^4 He re- 
ftored a blind Man to his Sight, who fate at Jericho by the Way Side begging, LnkG^ xviii, 
35, — 4.3. As he went out Jericho^ he opened the Eyes of two blind Men, one of them 
c^Wcd BattimdetiS xht Son oi ^imdsus^ Mattb, xx. 29, — 34. Marky it. 46, — 5z, He 
converted Zacchens^ calling him to come down from the Sycamore Ti'ee, for Salvation was corns 
to his Houfe, Luke^ xix. i, — 10, When his Difciples heard of the great Things he had 
done, and of his coming nigh to Jeru/alemy they expelled the Kingdom of God ihould imme- 
diately appear : But he declared to them by the Parable of the Pounds, the great Work that 
their Mafter had committed to them to do, and the Account that they muft make of the fame, 
Ltfkey xix. ii,— 27. The Pafibver of the Jews being near, many went up out of the Gouti^ 
try to Jerufalem to purify themfelves, Johz^ xi. 55, — 57. Six Days before the Feaft^ 
ftis came to Betbanyj where he was entertained ac Supper by La^artis^ Martbd and Mdrfy 
John^ xii. i,**- 11. He went up to Jerufalem in a Kind of Triumph^ riding upon a Colt 
the Foal of an Afs, the Multitude cryitig Hofanna^ bleffed is he that cometh in the Name of 
the Lordj Matth, xxL i, — ii. Mark^ xi. l, — it. Luke^ xix. 28, — 46. J<3hn>^ xii. 

18. When he came within View of the City, he wept at the Forefight of its approaching 
Defolation, which he plainly foretoldj Luke^ xix. 41, — — 44. Coming to Jerufalem^ he went 
into the Templej where he caft out them who bought and fold, Luke^ xix. 4.5^ 46. and o- 
verthrew the Tables of the Money Changers^ and the Seats of them who fold Doves, and the 
blind and lame came to him in the Temple and he healed them, Matth, xxi. 12, — ^tjr. There 
being certain Greeks among them who came to worfliip at the Feaft who defired to lee J^pi^ 
our Lord difcourfed to them bfhis Sufferings and dfhisGlbry, JoB»^ xii. io, — 50. On 
the Morrow as he returned from Bethany into the City, he was a hungred, and coming to a 
Fig-tree he faw no Fruit thereon, and he laid.

There is nothing in that Objeftion, that the Cur- 
ling of the Fig-tree Was unrcafohablej lince the Time of Figs Wis not yet, for that is onlyj the 
Time of gathering them was ndc yet 5 befidesj by this Cuffe is iignified the approaching Reje^lio^ 
of the Jews for their Earrennefs under the Means of Grace. Upon one of fhefe Days^ when the 
Jewifh Scribes and Elders endeavoured to enfnare him in the Temple by captious Queftions, 
he gave them fuch pointed Anfwers, as intirely diiappointed their Defign j particularly by the 
Parable of the Vineyard, \\ hereby he declared, that tho' he had given the Jews verygr^^^^ 
Privileges, yet by abufing the fame they had provoked God to caft off their Church dnd take 
in that of the Gentiles, Matth. xxi- 23, — 45- Luke^ xx. l, ™ 19. When they perceived 
that he fpake of them, they fought to lay Hands on him, but feared the 'Multitude, becaufe 
they took him for a Prophet, Matth. xxi. 46. Then he fpake to them another Parable of the

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give tribute, to 'Cefar ? To whom he anfwered. Render unto d^far^ the things that atie C^^ 
'fyr's: to Go^j the things that are God" Mattb. xxiL 15, — 22. Ituke, xx. 20, — 26. Al/irJcj, 
xii. 13 -T-iy. , He alfo reafoned againft the enfnaring Queftions of the to convince 

them of the Refurreiflion, Mattb. aatii, ia j-, 32. Lnkey xx. 27, 38. Finding that th<* 
Scribes and Pharifees were not reclaimed by all his Speeches and Warnings, he denounced ma- 
ny Woes againft them, and foretold the Defolation.'of 5Fer«/^/^w, Matth. yi:s\iu . He commend- 
ed a Widow's Charity in cafting in t\yo Mites into theTreafary, Luke^ xttJ.,.!,— :-■ 4. Coming 
out of the Temple, admiring this noble Scrudlure, as adorned with goodiy . Scones C*^). and 
Gifts, he prophetically foretold its Ruin, Luke-^ .y^y^u .5,-*. 19. Mattb. xxiv. ]r^.„.-.5i. Mark^ 
^iii. 37. And in the twenty . fifth Chapter of. Matthew^ he gives his Difciples a noble 

Sermon, .warning them by three Parables to make ready for his fecond Coming. 

§ 95. In the fourth Year of his Miniftry,. being the Year wherein he was crucified, and^ j, ^ - 
\n the m,iddl? of. the feyentieth Week Foretold by Da7nely ix. 27. in .the firft Day of unr ' ' 
leavened iSreadi .when they had killed the Paflbyer, our Lord told his Difciples, that with 
Defire he had defired to eat this Paflbver.with them before he fuffered, and then inflituted the 
Lord's Supper, Luke^ xxij, 14, 20. Mattb. xxvi. 17,-20. Mark^ xiv.. ist, — j6. Ju^ 
das*s Treachery being foretold, he went out in order to accomplifh it, and Supper being end^ 
ed, Jefns Toky laid afide his Gartnents, took a To.wel, igirded himfelf^ walhed: his Difciples 
Feet, and taughq, them both by Precept and Example the great Doftrines ofHisraility and 
Brotherly Love, Jobip^ xiii. Then preached a Sermon full of Confolation to. Saints,- ^obfz xiv, 
xv, xvi. which he concluded with an excellent and mediatorial Prayer,, John^ xvii. The reft of 
his Sufferings are fo particujarly recorded by the Evan^elifts that I need not here enlarge upon 
them. There we find howhewreftled in an Agony, fhed great Drops of Blood in theGarden^ 
furrendred himfelf Prifoner, was abufed and fpit upon in the. High-prieft's Courtj profccuced 
foefore -Pilate^ and had Barahbas .a Robber preferred to him. As alfo, there wfe Have Ac?- 
count of the Sentence naoft unjuftly given againft himj of his being fcourged^ of his carrying 
his Crofs, the Title over his Head, the Pajrting of his Garments^ the Piercing of his Side, his 
Tafting Vinegar and Gall, his dying Words, his finiOiingour Redemption, and giving up the 
Ghoft, all fully narrated ; For the Holy Apoftles, and Difciples of our Lord thought no Shame 
of their Lord and Matter's Sufferings j his Crofs is our Glory, and the Price whereby our Sal*. 

vation was pui'chafed. . ... .. .. 

$ 96. The Faith of this Hiftory concerning our Saviour is not only fecured by the Records 
of the Evangelic Hiflorians, juftified by authentic WitnefT^s, the Evidence of Miracles, arid 
the Cnnfent of all Agesj bu.t as to.thp .Subftance, is alfo confirm.ed by the plain Confeflion 
of Heathens and ^ews^ Enemies to Chriiftianity, as .1 have in another Effay (^) demonftatedj 
and fhall not here repete, but rather remit the Reader to what hath, been there advanced. 
The third Day after our Lord's Burial he rofe again, appeared, to, and converfed with his Dit 
fciples and Followers, and after he had comforted and inftrudted, his People;, taken care of 
his Church, and given a fuller Commiflion and larger Inftruftions to his Apoftles, he bJelTed 
them, and took his Leave of them, vifibly afcending up into Heaven, where he .(O fat down 
on the right Hand of God, as Head over all things to the Church, Angels, Principalities and 
Powers being made fubjedl to. him. What the Apoftles did and fuffered to propagate Chrifti-r 
anity oyer the World, and with what Succefs "this Work was advanced, I have alfo elfewhere

, I might herq confxder feveral Objedlions riifed by the Jews and otheirs againft the Hiftory 
of the Evangelifts : But many of them, are trifling, others have been already pbviated and 
removed, in feveral Places of this Work CO 5 ^^^^ curious to fee particular and 

CI hope), fatisfying Anfwers given to thofe. Difficultiesj may confult the learnQd. Spa^ikeim 
C/), and the learned Dr. Kidder (g), who have confidered many of them At. a great Length. 
There is only one Head of . Qbjedlions, I mean thofe concerning our.Lord^'s Genealogy, that 
1 think my felf briefly obliged to notice, becaufe they appear at firft View to be of fome Mo.-' 
menti, and alfo becaufe having confidered the biifiicuities in th'eO/^ 5?&/i37;;^«f Chronology C^), 
it feems proper to confsder thofe of the fame Kind in the Gofpel 5 arid I ftiall have further OcA 
cafion to difcourfe of the Controverfies with thQ jews near the End of this Work.. 

Since the Mejpas w^s to proceed, not only of the Trite, of Judahy but alfo pf the Family 
p^Davidy the Evangelifts found it neteffary tip prove .this Point : But tho* there ftiould be Dil^ 
ficulties on this Head, thefe afford no Ground to queftion the Truth pf the Chriftian Religion j 
for our Lord hath given fufficient Demonftrations .that he is Chrift .the Son of God, by the 
mighty Works which he did, ancj by his glorious Refurreftion from the Dead. There ar^ 
many thorny Queftions in the old Teftament, pai-ticuiary in .the Chronology, and yet both 

Je'-jos and Chrittians receive the Books thereof with great Veneration ; and the Difficulties Iti 
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the fecond the Grandfon of King Jdfiah^ the Difficulty will be entirely removed. Now. 
reafonable to own that it is fo : For we find in 2 Kings^ xxlv. 6, 8, 15. a particular Ac

this Genealogy are not fo great but the fame may be ealily removed. The Evangclift Mau 
thew Chap, i. reprefents the Pedigree of our Lord as A^an, in three remarkable Portions of 
Time etfch of which contain fourteen Generations. The firft of them is bounded within the 
lower' and growing Condition of the IfraeliteSy in the Age of the Patriarchs and Judges, till 
the Temple was built ; the Tecond contains their exalted State under Kings, and the third their 
declining State after the Bahyloitzjh Captivity. This leads me to the firft Exception, ^bat 
though St. Matthew reckons fourteen Generatimis in each oftbefe three ^ejjeradecades^ yet in the 
tb^d there are only thirteefz. To this it is anf\yered3 That if it be granted, that Jeconias na, 
med bv Matthew^ i. 11. is a diftina: Perfon from Jeconias in Ver. 12. the firft the Son, and 
- - - - ^ ="1- =--^1 -> Now, itia 

Tthis younger Jeconias^ called alfo Jehojacbin the Jon of Jehojakim 5 and there is no Reafon 
to think that he is omitted in the Genealogy, Befides, the Evangelift feetns to diftinguifh 
them j for in Matth. i. it. 'tis faid, Jofias begat Jeconias and bis brethren : Now, the young- 
er Jeconias or Jehojacbin had no ^rtthr&n. In the old Tranflation of our E7zgUJh Bibles, and 
in the Margin of fome of our prefent Bibles, it reads, Jofias begat Jakim^ and Jakim hegat 
jeconias. This was long ago the Opinion of '^erom Qa^ 5 and the younger Jeconias being put 
at the Head of the third Clafs in the Genealogy, thei-e is no Difficulty to own him to be a dii 
ftind^ Generation. And thus in each TefTeradecade there are fourteen Generations C^). 

A fecond Exception is, ^hat tbe Evangelifi Matthew, i. 12. fays Jeconias begat Salathiel, 
^bich is attedged not to agree with Jerem. xxii. 30. where tbe Prophet declareth that Coniah 
flootild he childlefs. ' To this I anfwer. There is no Difagreement at all j for it is faid exprefiy, 
1 Chroff. iii. 17. that jeconiab begat Salathiel. As for the Words of Jeremiah^ the Senfeof 
them is plainly given by the Prophet himfelf in the Text cited. Write ye this man cbildlefs-, 

fw man of bis feed Jball pro] per fitting upon tbe throne of David^ and ruling any more in Jadab: 
That is^ His Children fhall not fucceed him in his Throne and Dignity. 

Thirdly^ It is excepted. That Matthew fays Salathiel hegat Zerubabel, whereas it appears 
that Zerubabel was the Grandfon of Salathieij i Chron. iii. 19. by Pedaiah bis immediate Fa- 
ther, But it is very ufual in Scripture for Grandchildren to be called Sons or Daughters to 
their Grandfathers. Thus, in Genef xxxi. z8. Laban fays to Jacob^ S^oh haji not fnfferd 
rae to kifs my fans and my daughters ■ chat is, my Grandchildren. 

Fourchly, It is excepted, ^ hat the Evangelift M.BXXhtw^ i, 13. /^^^ Zerubabel ^^^tz^ Abiud, 
though in i Chron. iii. 19. where tbe Sorts of Zerubabel are reckoned np, there is no fucbht' 
fon as Abiud named. There is no Difficulty in what is here alledged : For it is very weil 
known, that many Perfons have different Names given them upon various Occafions in the 
Old ^efiament^ as, Dan. i. 6, 7. And we may fafely fuppofe, that AhiuA in i Chron, iii. 19. 
as mentioned under the Name Mefljullatn. 

Fifthly, It is advanced, 1 bat whereas St. M^ith^^^ i. 8. tells Jor^m hegat Ozizs^ thism* 
mt be J for it appears from the Old Teftament, that there were three Kings between Jorani 
€ind Ozias, -zj/ss. Ahaziah, Joafh and Amaziah, which will make more than fourteen De[cenM 
in that IntervaL Anfwer, The Evangeiift doth not fay that there were only fourteen De- 
fcents from David to the Babylonijb Captivity 5 for in Mattb. i. 17. he fays. All [tSUtai] the 
generations from Abraham to David are fonrTee7: generations ^ but when he comes to the fecond 
Interval, from David till the carrying away into Babylon^ he omits the Word *^%^a.t% all^ and 
fays only, ^bere are fourteen generations. But further, tbe Omiffion of thefe three Kings does 
no way difagree witl^ the Defign of the Apoftle, which is, to fhew that Ghrift was defcended 
of the Seed of David by Solomon and the reft of the Kings ofjudah of that Race, down to the 
Captivity : In order to make his three Clafles agree together, it was neceflary that fome 
fhould be omitted ; and it was as proper to leave out thefe three of the Pofterity o^Joratu, who 
had married a Daughter of the Houfe of Abab, zKings^ yliL 18. zCbron, xxi. 6,7. 
brought in Idolatry into the Kingdom of Jndahy as any other. 

Sixthly, It is excepted. How comes tbe Exaiigelift Luke, iii. 36. to infert a fecond Cainan 
between Sala a7td Arphaxad, when in tbe Hebrew i'ext of the Old Teftament there is no /«^^ 
Perfon in that Part of tbe Genealogy ? See Genef. x. 24. and xi, 12. Anfwer, As to this 
Point wc need only obferve, that the feventy Interpreters, who before our Saviour's Time 
tranflated the Old Tefiament into Greek^ for Reafons beft known to themfelves, inferted tiiat 
Cainan ^ and St. Luke writing among the Hellenift Jews and Gentiles, who underftood the 
Creek Language, was obliged to make ufe of that Tranflation which they had among their 
Hands, and therefore took it as he found it, citing the Words of thofe Tranflators without any 
Obfervation or Remarks upon them. Some Authors (^d^ add. That the Evangelift doth not 

oblige the wary Reader to conclude that this Cainan was really the Son oi Arphaxad^ for pro- 
pound- 
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pounding to hirofelf to Cet down our Saviour's Anceftors, were they really fo, or commonly /b 

reputed, he begins thus, {pe^k\ng.o{ Jefns^ Lnke^ iii. 23. heiug^ as was fitppofed^ [ui hoiAi^ij-o'] 
ibc [q7i of Jofcphj of Eli^ &c. But I have fpoken of this more fixWy in a former Pare 00 
this Work. 

Se^'entJily, It is excepted, umt the Genealogy of our Lord in Matthew and in Luke do not 
agree together. But the Reafon of any Differences that can be pretended, is, that Matthew 
goes no higher than AhrahaiUy but Luke brings the Genealogy as high as Adam, The Ibrnier 
dcligned to fhew, that Chrift was the Son of ^^r^Z?*?;;/, the promifed Seed, in whom all the 
families of the earth ate hleffed^ and that he was Heir to the Throne of David-, and therefore 
he begins with Abrahain^ and carries down the Pedigree to Jacob^ who was the Father of 'Jo- 
fepby an Heir-male of the Houfe o£ D^vtd : But the latter, defigning to fhew that Chrift was 
'the feed of the woman^ that ihould break the ferpe^ifs head^ traceth his Pedigree as Man up- 
wards as high as Adam^ beginning with who was the Father, not of Jofeph^ but of the 
Virgin Mary the Mother of our Lord. One reckons from Solomon to Chrift^ and the other 
keeps in the Family of Nat ha»^ another of Dautd^s Sons, and Brother of Sd/omon : So that 
by not keeping the fame Line there is a pleafant Diverfity, but no Contrariety between the E- 
vangelifts. If it be further urged, S*hat '*what the Evangelifts have done on this Head is ;.'o- 
tbi7ig to the purpofe^ hecanfe they give ns o72ly the Defcent ^jT Jofeph, 'ixjho was not the real^ but 
only the reputed Father of '^t^ws^ as all Chriftians grant ^ I anlwer. That it was fit that yt/i^r/Z?^2c; 
fliould give us the Genealogy of 'Jofeph^ who was look'd upon by the Jeivs as the Father of

out the Afliftance of any other Man, the Privileges that belonged to Jofepb did redound to 
him : And this was alfo neceflary becaufe the ^ewJ were not wont to draw Genealogies by the 
3VIother-fide. But beHdes, it is evident that the bleflcd Virgin was of the Family of David - 
for the Evai]gelift Luke^ i. 26, 27. tells us, That the angel Gabriel ivas fent from God to a city 
of Galilee named Na%arethy to a virgin efpoufed to a man whofe name was "fofeph^ of the houfe 
of Davzd^ and the virgin" s name 'mas Mary, And Jofepb went up from Galilee unto the city of 
David y which is called Bethlehem^ becaufe he was of the houfe &nd lineage of Davidy to be tax-^ 
edy with Mary his efpoufed. wife^ bcijjg great 'with cbildj Luke, ii. 4, 5, Thus our Lord, 
both by his real Mother and reputed Father, was of the Tribe of Judah and Seed oi David j 
and thefe Difficulties concerning his Genealogy do all dlfappear, nor have the Jews any Ground 
to triumph on that Account. But X proceed with pur Hiftory. 

$ 97. That which I have now in my View, is to carry on an Account of the Jews^ where- 
by it will appear that the Predi«5liohs of our Lord in Mattb. xxiv. and Luke xix., and the Dc- 
folation fpoken of by Daniel ix. v. laft, the Threatnings of the Law of Mofes^ and the Ven- 
geance they did imprecate upon themfelves, when at crucifying our Saviour, they cried, Mattb, 

xxvii. 25. His blood be on us and on our children^ were all fignally accompliflied in the Deftru- 
£iion of their City, Temple and Nation. But before I come to thefe Calamites, it will be pro- 
per to notice the Affairs of the yews after the Death of our Lord. . 

Philip the Son Herod the Great, who for thirty feven Years had been Tctrarch of Tra~ ^.x>, jj; 
shonitiSy Gauhfiitis^ and j9^7/i7«ir<^, on the Eafl: Side of J'^^rrfi?;/, died in the twentieth Year of 
^ibotius\ Reign (Ji). During all the Time of his Government he behaved himfeif very peace- 
ably, having his ordinary Refidence within his own Province, far from publick Bufineft. He 
expired at Julias^ where he was buried with Magnificence in a Sepulchre which himfeif had 
caufcd to be built. Leaving no Male-Heirs behind him, theEmperor fcized his Eftate, and 
annexed it to the Government of Syria,

§ 98. UEKOD AGRIPPAj who is mentioned in the New Tcflamcnt (^/), makes a more 

early Appearance iu the ^jcwijh Hiftory, tlian in thenicrcd. He was Grandlbn to Herod tho 
Great, by ylrijhbiilns the Son oi'Mariamne • and thus by his Grandmother was dcfccnded of the 
Jloyal R:ice oi^ the A fmonaans. His Father had married Berenice^ Daughter to Salome his 
Auni, who was fo wicked as to contrive and eftc61u;ice the Death ol" her Son in Law, becaufe 
he had ipokc to her Diliid vantage CO. Upon his Father's Death Agrippa y/i\s lelb 11 Minor, 
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under the Tuition of his Mocherjwho educated him at Ro;wf,whither fhe had gone with her Mo:« 
thcv Salome Cay, to maintain her Son's Right before t^he Emperor jdngnfins ^ who having an 
fteem for her, and fhe having there contrafted a Frie.ndfhip with Antoina. the .Wife of Lrufus 
this eave Rife afterwards to her Son's Promotion- Agrippa after his Mother's Death canic t(

where he married Cypro,5 his Coufin s but by his prodigal Way of hving, by great Gifts 
to the Emperor's freed Men at Rome^^nd by great jgxpences in Jfide^, he. had run himft;lfin. 
to areat I?ebts - for which being attacked by hisCreditorsi he retired to the Caftie of Mala^ 
thaih^ in Idmea, thinking there to cut himfelf cfi' : But Cypros his Wife did contribute as fur 
as fhe was able to relieve him. in his Straits, and to prevene any bad Defigns. In order to this 
Ihe wrote to HerotUas the W'iie oi Herod the Tetrarch, entreating her Affiftance, who by her 
Intereft with, her Hasband got a Lodging affigned to her Brother Agrippa in the City 
^ias with a fmall Revenue for his Support^ and the Honour 'of being Magillrate in that 
Town While Agrippa was at an Entertainment in ^yre, the Tetrarch Ipoke of his Poverty, 
and living at his Charge, in fuch Terms, as the former not being able to bear it, he retired from 
the Tetrarch 's Territories, and put himfelf under the Proteftion ofFIaccus^ then Prefident of 
Syria with whom he had been acquainted at Koj?.>e. But lofing his Favour, he went to Ptok^ 
mars ' where he obliged MarJ'yas his freed Man, to lend him 20000 AUtck Drachms, with 
^hich he refoived to gD to jR.o?«^ ; But wheh he was to take Ship at Antbedof2^ Herennhs 
Capito the Procurator of 7^»/;//^,there attacked him for 300000 Drachms he owed to C^far's 
Treafurer. He proniifed Payment, but not being able to perform, in the Night Thive he 
failed off to Alexandria^ where he applied himfelf to Alexander the Alabarcba for the Loan of 
aconfiderableSum-, AvhooutofRegardto his Wife gave him five Talents in ready Money, 

promifins himGredit for a greater Sum at PnteolL 

Agrippa leaving his Wife and Children in Judea^ failed t'o Italy-^ where A^ttofiia^ the Mo- 
ther of Germanicns and Claudius who was afterwards Emperor, lent him 300000 Drachms, 
with which he paid the Debt that he owed to Hereimiiis Capito 5 and by her Intereft he was 
alfo admitted into Favour with the Emperor ^//'mV/Jj then .leading a. wretched iuftful Life 
in the Iifle Caprea, Being admitted into the Friendifhip of Cains Caligula afterwards Empe- 
ror he lent him 1000000 Drachms, with which he paid the Sum he owed to Antonia, and li- 
ved merrily upon the Remainder. But one Day being in Coach, Agrippa faid rafhly, that he 
wifhed hberius would furrender the Empire to Cains as the better Man. This being told to 
the old Emperor by one Eutychus^ ^g'^ipp^ was bound with Chains, and made Prifoner for fix 
Months under theCuftody of one Macron. Antonia^ tho' fhe could not procure his Releafej 
yet hadVuch Intereft with his Keeper, as to make his Prifon eafy 5 and we Ihall hear of hira

Mean Time Herod the Tetrarch havirig offended Aretas Km^ of, AraUa PetViScr^ by put- 
tins away his Daughter, who for feveral Years had been his Wife, and making an inceftuous 
Match with Herodias^ his Brother PZ-'/Z/^'s W ife ; and there being a Contention between 
them about the Limits of their Dominions, the Cbntroverfy came tb. be decided by a War; 
v/herein Herod's Army Was entirely overthrown. Jojephus tells us (c\ That Herod's Om\ 
throw was in the Opi72io72 of feveral JcwSy^tbejiift Ferig^a72ce of God punijhing him for the Ex- 
ecution which he had caufed to be done on John fihiavied the Baptift, who being a good Miui^ 
■excited the People to ftudy the Virtues of Piety and Righteo/{f?2efs, exhorting them to be baptij'ed*^ 
a22d telling them, ^hat if they would pleafe God, they mnft abftain from all Iniquity, and parr 
fy their Soul and Body for his Service, And whereas many flocked to hear his Do6lrine, Herod 
fearing a Revolt'^ thought it better to prevent Mifchief^ by putting him to Death^ than to 
waitjor fme Commotion, which he might afterwards rJepent of

Caius Caligula being advanced to govern the Empire CO a few Days after his Acceiii* 
on fent for Agrippa out of Prifon to his Own Houfe, ordering him to be trimmed, and 
his Garments changedj he fee a Diadem upon his Head ff), caufing him to be made King of 
Philips Tetrarchy, to which that oihyfanias was annexed^ and changed his Chain of Iron into 
one of Gold of the fame Weight, and fent Marullus to be Procurator of Judea, In the fame 
Year, being the firft of a?//g«/^j's Reign, Jofephus thQ JewifJy Hiftorian, Son of Mattatbtas 

the Prieft Cg\ was born. , nU' 

Next Year Cypros the Wife of King Herod Agrippa did bear him a Daughter named Vrujw^f

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In the fame Yea^,. being the fecond 'of Caligula^ -Agrtppa asked leave to go to ytidea^ to 
s;:ve neceflary Orders concerning his Kingdom, promifing to return again ailbon as \\t had dif- 
patched fome important Aifairs j which being granted, he came home to his dwii' Country, 
where he was faluced King which few People in ch« Time of his Afflidion ever expe^tcti 
to have feen. 

Flacciis^ at that Time Koman Governor in Egypt^ having endeavoured to fet up Statues and 
Images oi the Emperor in the JenjtjiJJs Synagogues and Prajeucha^o^ which they had a great 
Number at Al-exandria^ and over the whole Kingdom, thereby occafioned a great Commoti- 
on ; wherein many of thefe Synagogues were burnt up or pulled down. Complaints of 
■pktccHS^ Infolence were fent to King Agrippa^ and by him to Koine : But more Noife of this 
Affair, and of another of the like Nature ill 'Judeait felf will offer next Year. 

§ ICQ. HEKODIAS the Wife t>i Herod the Tetrarch, and Sifter oi Agrippa^ could notbeaf 
it that her Brother, who had been under fuch Debt and Poverty, as to be fupported for fomfe 
Time at her Husband's Charges, fhodd now return from Roms honoured with the Digni- 
ty and Power of a King, while her Husband^ the Son of Herod the Great, was only a Tetrarch j 
■and therefore /he importuned her Husband Night and Day to provide Money to go to Rome 
■with, and there to follicite for the fame Dignity that Agrippa. had obtained : Which he a: lafl: 
confented to do CO? thinking he had as good a Claim for fuch a Favour as any other could pre- 
tend, to, having built Gicies-, even ^ibetias andjHlias^ in Honour of the Emperor's Family 5 
and having entertained Koman Generals at his own Charges. Agrippa underftandiijg the 
whole Projedr^ fent Fortunatns one of his freed Men to Kome^ with Letters and Prefents lor 
the Emperor. He having had a lucky Paffage, landed at Ptiteoliy at the fame Time with the 
Tetrarch and his Retinue, and had Audience of the Emperor foon after him. Agnppa^a. 
■Letters contained Accufations againft Herod^ That there had been ^ Confpiracy between hitn 
and fince the beginning of 7lf^m«5's Reigiij and that at prefent he favoured -tfr/^zZ'^- 

iitis King of the ParthianSy in Prejudice of the Emperor Caligula^ and had laid up Arms in 
the Ai fenals for feventy thoufand Men. The Tetrarch being examined upon this Charge, was 
not able to anfwer. Whereupon the Emperor deprived him of his Tetrarchy, annexing it to 
Agrtppa^s Kingdom, on whom he beftowed Heroc^s Eftate, banilhed the Tetrarch out of 7"- 
dea for ever, and confined him to Liofss in France, As to Herodias^ (he being Agrippa's Sifter^ 
the Emperor offered her Liberty to enjoy what belonged to her in Judea : But (he declining 
to forfuke her Husband in his Misfortunes, which indeed (he had brought upon him, her Eftate 
-was alfo confiicated and given to.King Agrippa. Thus Herod the Tetrarch with his Wife He^ 
^■orf/ijj were for ever banilhed their native Country, to which they^^never returned; and this 
was a juft Punifhment for beheading Job^i the Baptifi^ eight Years before this, becaufe he faith- 
fully reproved them for their inceftuous Adultery^ ^i^/'^i?. xiv. i,— 12. and for mocking cur 
Lord and Saviour amidft his fore Sufferings^ about fix Years before, Luke xxiii. 11. 

Pontius Pilatey who had condemned our Lord againft his own Confcience, declaring, / 
find no fault in htm, John xlx. 4. and had caufed great Commotions and Bloodflied among the 
Jews^ by bringing in Cic/£?>"*s Statues and Standarts into the City contrary to their Law, by 
making Water Conduits by the Help of the Money in their facred Treafury,and by murdering 
■fuch with his Soldiers as ftood in the Way of thefe Projedls C^), was this Year by the Empe- 
ror redacted to fuch Diftrefs, and was under fuch Torments of Body and Mind^ that 
to rid himfc. >*"tne fame in a prefent Life, he became his own Executioner, as Eujehius ■Qe'y 

and Orofi is (f) declare;, 

§ loi. The Emperor Caligula in the Beginning of his Reign ieeiiied pretty nioderate,but h6 
continued not long at that rate 5 for his Cruelty furnilhing him with Pretexts to punilh the In- 
nocent, he imployed himfelf almoft wholly in (bedding of Blood, defiling his Hands with the 
Maffacres of the moft famous Men in the Empire and Senate even of his own Kindred, wifh- 
ing that all the People of Kome had only o!ie Neck (g')^ that he might cut it off at one Blowi 
He dishonoured himfelf by committing Inceil with his own Sifters 5 and foon lavifhed awa/ 
the Treafure xhzt^iberiiis had heaped up ior many Years, and then made no Scruple of th^ 
nioft horrid Injultice to get Money. One of his chief Follies was. That he would pafs for a 
God C'^)j and would have the Heads taken off the Statues of the Deities, to put up his own in 
their Place. He called on the Moon to lie with him, when fhe was full, and boafted that h6 
had enjoved her^ and conferred the Order of the Priefthood on his Horfe; 

Among other of his Follies, he had an ardent Defire to have his Statue put up in the Temple 
at yernfalemj becaufe he knew that the Jews would be moft unwilling to render him an Ho- 
nour which their Law forbad them to do. To this End^ having ordered Petronins to fuc- 
ceed Vitellius in the Government of Syria^ he charged him.tq Place his Statue in the Temple

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at ^Jernfaiem, and if the Jews refufed, to oblige them by armed Force to fubmit (^d), Petro-^ 
Kins direiled moft excellent Artifts to prepare the Image at Sidm j and having gathered an 
Army, he wintered at Ftolemais^ intending next Spring to invade "fudea^ and compel the 
People to receive the Statue, as he fignified to- the Emperor by . Letters. Mean timethere af- 
femblcd feveral thoufandsof the Jews^ befeecbihg Fetronius not to conftrain them to comply 
with what was fo contrary to their Laws-, which they would rather fuffer the moft violent 
Death than difobey. A Controverfy at that Time arifing between the Greeks and Jezvs at ^» 
iexaudria about an Affair of the like Nature C^), the latter fenc to Cains five Ambafladorsj 
of whom Pbilo was the chiefs who hath left us a Relation of the Embaffy 5 but they received 
no favourable Audience- P^rro«/Vw calli^ig the principal Je'UL'Sy told them of the £mperor*s 
Orders to have his Statue dedicated in their Temple, and befeeching them as they would pre- 
vent the Ruin of their Country and Bloodlhed of their Friends, to comply j fot a ftrong Ar- 
my in Syria was ready to compel them to do it. All this- did not hiake them change their Pun 
pofe 5 they fell down at Petromus*s Feet in a weeping Pofture, tearing their Cloaths, pulling 
the Hair out of their Heads and Beards j yea offering their Necks to be cut off, rather than 
rj^jj^ yield to whac was propofed. Petronius being a little moved with their Cafe, wrote to the 
* 'Emperor that he was ready to execute his Orders, only the Artifts had not as yet finiihed the 
Statue, and till the Forage \v as ready the Army could not take the Field. King ^gri^/>/? be- 
ing then at Kome^ did very 2ealoufly interfcede for Mercy to his People. But Caligula being 
foon after this affaflinated at Kome by Cherceas (/) and other Confpirators, after a Reign of 
three Years ten Months and eight Days, this put aneffedluai Stop to the Calamities that were 

then like to come on the Jews. 
rff. ^. 4x0 § 1 02. ^ GKIPPA being at Kome when Cains was killed, he contributed very, much to « 

right Settlement of Mattprs between the Senate (J^ and the fucceeding Emperor 5 and there- 
fore Claiiditts^ the Son <^ Drnfus^ Grandchild to" Livia the Wife of Augufius^ being advanced 
to the Empire in the fiftieth Year of his Age (Oj fliewed great Kindnefs to this Jewish King i 
for he not only confirmed him in the Poffeffion of his Kingdom, which he had under Caligula^ 
but alfo added the Dominions that his Grand-father Herod the Great enjoyed in Jndea and Sa^ 
fitaria^ annexing to thefe Ahylene and the Country about Mount Lebanon^ that had belonged 
to Lyfdmas, To Herod^ Brother to King Agnppa^ he gave the Kingdom of Chalets x He 
freed the Jews at Alexandria of their Grievances ; and in favours of thole in Paleftine and in 
other Parts he gave the following Edidl (fj : Tiberius Caefar Auguftus Germanicus, High- 
prieft^ ^ribu72e of the People^ ele€ied Co7ifiil the fecoHd^ime, Since the Kings Agrippa ^^«^^ He- 
rod, my wnll beloved Friet^^ have defired of me that I might permit the Jews living in my Em 
pire^ to zife their own Laws as they did heretofore^ and as We have granted to the Jews *i5)h9 
live at Alexandria j IVe willingly grant their Defire^ not only in favours of thofe.who petition 
for it^ hut becanfe we think them worthy of fnch a Priviledge^ in regard of the Fidelity and 
Jfriendjhip 'whith they have always expreffed to the Roman People : IVe judge it therefore jufi 
that no Grsecian Cttyfhoiild deny them the Ufe of their Law^ which- hath been preferved ever 
Jince the Keign of Auguftus : And that itfhall be lawful in all ^ime comings to the Jews ^ho 
live fcattered in any Part of our Empire^ to ufe the Cufioms of their Fathers-^ and ordain that 
they life Our Clemency moderately^ not contemning other Religions^ they being allowed to ufe 
their own. And Our Will is^ that this prefent Ordinance be pablifhed by the Magifirates of Ci' 
ties^ Colonies and Countries of Italy, aftd be fent unto Kings and foreign Princes within thirty 
Days at leaft^ to be in fuch a Manner pofted upy as the fame may be read by any Perfon fianUng 
on the Ground, This Edi<ft being cut out in Brafs, was hung up in the (g) Capitol. 

The Decree being fent to Alexandria and other Places, Agrippa took his Leave of the Em- 
peror, that he might return and govern his own Kingdoni in Judea^ the Emperor giving him 
Letters of Recommendation to all the Prefidentsand Lieutenants of Provinces thro' which hc 
■was to pafs. As foon as he came to Jerufalem^ he offered Sacrifices and performed his Vowsj 
caufed Nazarites to be confecrated conform to the Law 5 and gifted the Golden Chain, 
%vhich the Emperor Caligula had complimented him with, as of equal Weight to that of Iron 
whereby he was fettered in Prifon, to be hung up in the Treafury Room in the Temple, as a 
Memorial of the changeable Condition even of great Men in this World. He put ^heopbslus 
the Son of Ananns from the High-priefthood, and beftowed that Honour on Simon firnamed 
Catithara^ the Son of Boethits i and created Silas^ who had been his Companion in many Dan- 
gers, General of his Army. 

Soon after this, forne young Men in Dora^ placed in one of their Synagogues the Image of 
Cixfar i with which Adlion ^^r/pp^^ was exceedingly difpleafed, fearing it would occafion feme 

lnfurre£lion among the People : To prevent this, he complained oi the Folly of thefe young 

Men 
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Uitn to IPetmjtus'Sv&^i&Q.ntoi Syria who was no left offended with it, as he declared in his 
Letter to the Magiftrates o£Dora ^ where he ordained the young Men who had done this 
contrary to the Emperor's late Order, to be fent to him Prifoners, and commanded that no 
Perlbn attempt the like in Time to come. 

§ 103. Next Year Jgrippa removed Simon Canthara from the High-priefthood-, and offer- a. v. 41 
ed to confer tljat Office upon Jonathan the Son of Ananus^ which he modeflly declined, in re- 
gard he had worn that facred Habit once before, but recommended Matthias his Brother, on 
■ivhoni the King beftowed it (J?). Vibius Marfus was fent to be Prefident of *Syria in the 
Hoom of Petromus. 

Silas^ the Captain General of -^'ifrzpp/j's Af my carrying too infolently to his Mafter, and 
at every Occafion extolling his paft Services, the King lent him Prifoner to his own Coui.try ; 
but after a little Time minding his old Friendfhipj he fent for him to celebrate his Biith-day ^ 
which Offer Silas refufing C0> was continued in Prifon. Agrippa now being at Eafe,.and 
abounding in Riches, let about furrounding the new I'own of Jernjalem with a ftrong Wall, 
which he would have made impregnable 5 but Marftis Vt^Udcnt of Syria having fenc Accounc 
thereof to the Bmperor Claudius^ he fearing left the yews were preparing for lome rommoti- 
©n, wrote to Agrippa to defift from that Work, which he complied with. Being thus inter- 
rupted in rebuilding the Walls of Jerufalent^ he beftowed great Charges at the City Berytus^ 
where he credled a fine Theatre and Amphitheatre, with Baths and Porches, which were de- ^'^'^^^ 
dicated with great Expence and Magnificence, exhibiting on the Theatre, Shews, Mufick, 
and all Kind of Recreations 5 and on the Amphitheatre he made Tournaments and Fights 5 
at one Time he gathered all the Malefaftors he could get, making two Companies of feven 
hundred a Piece, who fought and killed one another. From Berytushe proceeded to Tiberias 
in Galilee, ^hei e relbrted to him Antiochus King ofCommagena, Sampfigeran King of the £- 
viefenes^ Cotys King of Armenia the Lefler, and Polcf?7ouKingo{ Pontns^ with his Brother /^e?-. 
rod King of Cbalcis, whom he entertained all very magnificently ; But Marfus fearing fo ma- 
ny Princes might hatch fomething in prejudice of the Roman Intereft, ordered them all to go 
home to their own Countries, which was immediately done, tho' Agrippa was not pleafed 
with the Orders, He took the High-priefthood from Matthias^ and gave it to EHon<eus the 

Son Q^Cith^Eus, 

$ 104, Persecution feettis hereditary to the Family of the Herods^ as in the Dif^ich 
at the Foot of the Page id\ and Agrippa followed their Footfteps ; For the inlpired VI uter 
tells Us, Herod the king jhetcbed forth his hand to "vex certc^in of the church : he killed ^ nines 
the brother of "fohn with the fword j and hecaiife he fiiv it pleafed the Jews^ he proceeded fm'^ 

ther to take Peter alfoy Adls, xii. i, — 3. Divine Vengeance fuffercd not this long ; for the 
fame Writer affures us, that tipon a fet day, Herod arrayed in royal apparel, fat upon his throne^ 
and made an oration to them : and the people gave afhout, faying. It is the voice of a god, and 
f:ot of a man. And inmdiately the angel of the Lord fmote him, hecaufe he gave not God the 
glory ^ and he was eaten with worms, and gave up the ghofi, Adts, xii. 21, — 23. Jofephus 
the Jewifh Hiftorian, who might himfelf remember it, being then a Youth of feven Years of 
Age, lets down the Story with thefe Circumftances • Herod removed to Csefarea, having 
ended the third Tear of bis Government over all Judea. IVhile there, he -proclaimed folemn Fights 
and feftival Entertainments in honour of Caefar j to which flocked many of the Nobility, a7id a 
Crowd of People. On the fecond Das he came with great State to the theatre, to make an Or a'* 
tion to the People, clothed in a Kobe curionfly wrought over with Silver j which encountring 
tjoith the B^ams of the rijing Sun, refle^ied fuch a Lnflre as begat fome Veneration in the Mnlti^ 
tnd^i who cried cut, as prompted by Flatterers, that it was fovie Deity they beheld : Which 
imptotis Applaufe Agrippa received without a^ty Diflike, But a fudden Accident changed the 
Scene, Looking up, he faw an Owl fitting on a Kope over his Head; which he pre fent ly owned 
to be a fatal Meffenger of his Death, as before it bad been of his good Snccefs A deep Me- 

lancholy feized his Mind^ and ex quifite torments came on his Body. " Behold Clays he) the 
*^ Deity you admired I 1 am commanded to die ! A fatal Necefjlty convinceth you of Flattery 
" and Falfhood, He whom you faluted as immortal, is hurried to Death,'' Being removed to 
his Palace, bis Pains increased on him : though the People prayed for his Life and Health, yet 
bis acute Torments prevailed;^ and after five Days put a Period to his Life. Thus died King 
Agrippa, in the fifty fourth Year of his Age, and feventh of his Reign, reckoning it from the 
Time that Caligula brought him out of Prifon and put a Diadem on his Head. Before his Death 
was known among the People, Herod Prince of Chalcis his Brother, and Chelcias his Lieute- 
nant, fent Arifio to kill Sylas in Prifon, becaufe they judged him to be their Bnemy, pretend- 
ing they had been commanded to do fo by the King. . ' 

§ 105. AGRIPPA left behind him one Son of his own Name, then leventeen Years of 

I i i i i i 2 -Age, 
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Age, living at Ko7ne^ where he had been educated by the Emperor Clandhts, The Roma;ts 
did not think fit to give him his Father's Kingdom i but making it a Province of the Empire 
D. 44. under the Prefident of Syria (^)j fent Cufpins Fadus to be Procurator oljiidea^ ordering him 
to punifii the People oiF Cafarea and Sehafte^ who had ofTered fome Outrages to AgYi-ppa\ Mc>. 
mory C^) » And the Emperor appointed Cff£iHS Longimis to fucceed Marfns in the Govern-^ 
menc o'l Syria ^ whom he difplaced becaufe j^grippa while in Life had often defired it. Cnfpi^ 
ns Fadus being come into Jndea^ found that the Jews on the other Side of Jordan had taken 
Arms without Confent of their Magiftrates, and had killed feveral 'Philadelpbzam contending 
about the Limits of a Village called Nia^ full of valiant Men. Fadus was ofTendtd that they 
had not referved the Caufe to his hearing, but had revenged themfeives at their own HaKd : 
Having therefore apprehended three of thofe who had been Authors of the Sedition, he exel 
cuted one of them called'^m/ito, and banifhed the other two, whofe Names were Amram and 
Elca%ar, He alfo puni(hed with Death Soiomaus^ a great Robber, who. had done many Inju*, 
ries in Idumcea and Arabia 5 and cleared all the Country of Thieves. 
<f, D. 4j. Cajfins Longimis Prefident of Syria and Cufpins Fadus meeting at JerufaUm^ ordered the 

Priefts to deliver up the High-prieft*s Robes, to be kept by the Komatis in the Caftle of i^;;4. 
tonia, where they had been formerly depofited. The Jews durft not exprefly refufe thofe 
Commands, but defired Time to confider on the Matter, till they fent Ambaffadors to C(dfar^ 
and obtained his Anfwer j and upon Delivery of their Sons as Hoftages, this was granted; 
When the Ambaffadors came to Rome^ at the Intercellion of the young Jgrippa the Emperor 
Clandins granted them a Refcript, whereby he allowed the Robes and Mitre of the High-prieft 
to remain in the Cuftody of the Petitioners, as Viteiiius had before ordained 5 and this he did 
in regard of his own Piety, and to gratify Herod King o^Cbalcis and young Arijiohnlns, At 
the fame x\rx\i^ Herod oiCbalcis got the Care of the Temple and of .thofe Veftments commie* 
ted to him, with the Power of chafing the High-prieft i who accordingly depofed Camhm 
from that Office, and gave it to Jojeph (jT) the Son of Camis or Cormidas, 

A Magician called uheudas perfuaded many Jews to follow him to Jordan^ telling that he 
was a Prophet, who would divide the River into two Parts. Fadus would not permit the 
People to go on in this poUy» but fent a Troop of Horfe after them^ \yho flew a great many, 
and took others Prifoners, among whom was Thendas himfelf (d\ whofe Head was llriken off, 
and carried to Jernfalem. 

'jrf.D. 4.?. § 106. TIBEKIUS ALEXANDER being fent to fucceed Cufpius Fadns,zs Procurator 

oi'Jiidea^ a Famine then ravaged the Country, which feems to be that foretold by Agab.iis^ A^s^ 
xi. 28. who fjgnified by the Spirit tisat there Jhould be a great dearth throughout aii theworld^ 
'which came to pafs in the days of Claudius CeJ'ar, And this is fpoken of both by Jojepbus (e) 
and Dio7i Cajjius (/). Helejja (^etn o{ Adiabeua being then at Jerufalem^ H^e fent a grent 

Sum of Money into Egypt to buy Corn, and to Cyprus for Pigs j .and when the EfTetls return* 
cd, (he diftributed the fame among the Poor. Jojepbus Cg^ reprefents this Qgeen and her 
Children as Profelytes to the Jezvijh Religion , that her Son Izates^ the Heir of her Crown^ 
was circumcifed, and that he being touched with the Cafe of the Poor, . fent a conliderable Sum 
to the Governor at Jerufalem for their Relief C^O' 
47, Herod King of Chalets removed Jofeph the Son of Ca^nidas from the High-priefthood, and 

'put Ananias the Son Nebedaus in his room (0* 
A* V. 48. § 1*^7' VBN^IDIUS CUMANUS fuccecded Tiberius AlexcVider as Procurator of Jndea C^). 

'Herod King of Chalcis^ the Brother of King Agrippa I. died in the eighth Year of the Emperor 
Claudius J leaving behind him three Sons, Ai-iftobulus hy h\s firft yN\iQ Maria m^2e^ and Bernici- 
urns and Hyrcajius by Berenice his Brother's Daughter. Agrippa II, Son to the former, was 
made King oiChalcis in his Uncle's room The Sons did not then fucceed the Father^ 

but all things were managed according to the Will of the Romans, 

In the Time oiCuniajtiis^s Adminiflration many Tumults happened in Jndea, One of thefe 
was in the Time of the Pafchal Solemnity. The Rotnan Soldiers ftanding at the Porch of the 
Temple according to their Cuftom to prevent Commotions, one of them taking up his Coatj 
turned his bare Buttocks towards forae of the Jews Faces, with Words as unfeemly as his Po* 
fture. At which the Multitude began to murmure 0«)> and flock about Cumamis^.dQiinxig him 
to punifh the Soldier for this Infolence ; and fome of them reviled the Fellow, and threw Stones 
at him'. Whereupon Cumawis^ fearing the Multitude of the Jews would violently rulh upon 
him, called his Soldiers to Arms to the Porch of the Temple. The Je-ws being in great Fear 
fled and left the Temple, and there was fuch a Throng, that above ten thoufand People wero 
prcfled and trode to JDeath, whereby the Feaft was turned into woful Mourning. This Ca- 
lamity was increafed by another : For ne^r Bet horon^ one Stephanas^ Servant to Cafar, as he

carried fome houfhold Stoff, the Thieves took it away. To "refent this Injury, Cutna72iis. fcnc 
off fonie Soldiers to punifli the People of thofe Villageffj and put them in Bonds, becaufe they 
had not feized the Thieves 5 allowing alfb his Soldiers to pillage. In one of the Villages .a Ro^ 
infolently took the Book of the Law, arid tore, it in pieces, with Blafphemies againft the 
Law and bafe Reflexions on the whole Nation of the Jtws, . Whereupon the People affera* 
bled in great Numbers^ making loud domplairits of this Infolence .to Qumanus then in Ccefa-^ 
Tea • who fearing a fe<rond Uproar, ciit off the Soldier's Head Svho had done the Fa£l, and 
thus' quafhed the Commotion. ■ 

Jofepbus the jewiJJo 'l\\^ov\zr\ being now about fourteen Years of Age C^), made fb great .rf. U. yoj 
proficiency in all kinds of Learning, having a good Memory and quick Apprehenfion, that he 
was highly efteem'd 5 artd the Priefts and beft People among the Jews affembled about him to 
receive Inftr'udlions concerning the Ordinances of the Law. 

6 108. 1 N the laft Year of Cnmams^s Adminiftration, there happened a. Tumult between ^,D, 
the - fews and Samaritam on this Occafion. The People Galile'ff who reforted to Jerufa'' 
lent at thefolerhn Feafts, being obliged to pafs through Samaria^ John iv, 3^ 4. a Qiiarrel a- 
rofe between the Inhabitants of iV^/.y and the PafTengers;, wherein a great Number of the, Gali^^ 
leans were murdered. . The Magiftraces oiGalike having notice of this, they reforted to Ctima'^ 
mis for Joftice on thofe who had murdered their Countrymen : But he being corrupted by Mo 




y 

tiors ftudied to pacify them, but to no Purpofe 5 for the Multitude having chofen Eieazar the 
Son oi 'Din'isus-^ a great Robber^ and one Alexander to be their Captains, leaving the Solem- 
nity, went to Samaria^ and there killed every Body they met with, fparing no Sex nor Age'^ 
and burnt fome Villages. Upon notice of this Cnmams taking, a Troop of Horfe out of thefe 
at Sebafte^ and four Cohorts of Foot, marched againft them> Having armed alfo the Samari'^ 
tans^ he killed many of £/ei«!S^r*s Followers, .'and took more of them Prifoners.. The chief 
Men at Jentfakm fearing that Calamities might come upon their Country by this Uproar, put 
on Sackloth and Afhes, and. entreated the Jews, to lay down their Arms, with which the moft: 
part complied: But the Robbers went to the. Mountains* And from this Time the whole 
Country was oppreffed by Theft and Rapine. The chief of the Samaritans repaired to Ntmidim 
ens ^tadrattis^ Prefidenc of Syria^ then ftaying at 23'*'^i .td whom alfo the Leaders of the Jews 
made their Addrefs, with Jonathan the Son of Ananus the Higfa-prieft at their Head 5. but h© 
delayed to judge their Caufe till he cameto^their Country'^ as he promifed fopn to do. ^ladra* 
according to hisPrbmife coming to Cafdr^ay caufed crucify thefeWliom Ciimams had takert 
Prifoners. At JLj'i^^^? he beheaded eighteen. of the *y^r/Wi«r/V^»j, who had been acceflbry to th^ 
iRrft Murder; and then ordered the reft of the Complainei-s, both Jews znd Samaritans^ to 
go to Kome^ and have their Caufe judged by the Emperor himfelfi and .that Cumanns the Pro« 
curator o£jnded and Celer his Lieutenant, who had been veiry aftive in this Affair Ihould g<> 
•with them. Upon their Arrival at Rome, Agrippa. II, being then at Court ufed all his In- 
tereft in favours of the f cws^ and the fimperor Ending th^t the. Samaritians had begun the 
Quarrel, commanded three of their Nobility to be put to. Death, CiimaJtus to be baniflied, and 
that Cehr Ihould be fent to "Jmifalem^ whete the jews fhould draw him about the City, and 
then cut off his Head. 

This being done, the Emperor fent 'Claudius Pelipc^ Brother to Pallas^ to govern yndea^ Sa-' ^ ■ , 
mia^ia and Galilee Xc^^in the Room of Cumanns, To Agrippa he g^i^VQ Philip's Tetrarchy^ with ' ' 
Batanxa^ ^rachonitis and Abila-^ which ill Time paft had pertained t.6 t,yfa7tias^ taking frbm 
him the Province of CbakiSy. which he had governed for theSpace of four Years Qd'), . 

Felix-, Procurator 6F fudea^ having feen Dtufilla the Sifter, of Agrippa was fo fmitteh with 
her Beauty j that he fent Simon his Friend^ a ^^22; born In .Cyprus;^ called a Magician^ who 
perfuaded her to leave her Husband A::iizus King of the.Emefenes^ and marry Felipe^ pro- 
mifing her all Happinefs by this Match 5 whi'ch Ihe agreed to, thatlhe might, be free .of the En- 
vy other Sifter Berenice wh6 hated her for her Beauty , yea ihe cpnfented to forfake the 
yewijh Religion, that there might be no Inipedirneht to h'cirmarrying Felix, to whom fhe bore 

a Son called Agrippa. 

§ 109. TJh e Emperor Claudius^ after he had. reigned 13 Years, , eight Montb«j 20 'Days, 
died in the i3ch of O6loher of this Year, not without Sufpicion of toifon CfJi&^^ by his Wife 
Agrippina^^ in order to advance her Son Nero, to the 'Throne. Here ends the Cxtieth and laft 
Book that now remains of DioH CaJJins ^ of the reft we have only Compends done by Xi^ 
pbilin. 

The Charadler o^Neto is wfeU known, that hewds a. trinte of extra vagant Manners, of un* 
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bounded Pride» Ambition, Drunkennefs, Luxury, guilty of all Manner of Debauchery, yea of 
Sodomy and Inceft , which he attempted to commit with his own Mother ; But Cruelty was 
his predbminanc. He difpatched moft part df the Senate, put to Death his own Tutor S^^^eca 
hucan the Poet, and many others ; nay violated the Laws of Nature, being privy to, if not 
guilty of the Death of his Step-father Claudius : tie killed his two Wives Oifama and Pop^ 
■pi^-^', poyfoned his hx6th€r Britannicus^itnt an Aflaffin to difpatch his Mother ^gr//»/)/;;^. 
and to complete all perfecuted the Chriftians. But 1 am only now to confider what happen! 
ed to the Jews in his Reign. 
^ w In the Beginning thereof yudea was full of Robbers, and of Magi'ciahs Deceivers of 
" ' ' ^^'the People. Felix apprehended many of therh dailyi^ and 'caufed them to be put to Death 

(^).. He invited J&/^i/2iizr the Son of Dina^ Captain of thefe Tliieves, promifing that he 
Ihould be in no Danger, yet upon his Submiffion he feVit him f rifoner to R.ome. He contrived 
the Death of Jmtathan the High-prieft, for freely admoniftiihg hini to take better Care of the 
Government ; for he bribed one Dora^ born in Jenifalem^ to bring In certain Thieves to kill 
him', who being willing to gratify the Governor taiiie to the Temple, with their Swords un- 
^er their Garments, and murdered Jonathan, Thefe Villains beinj; connived at, came to the 
City on every Feaft Day^ and fot ^ fmall Sam of Money flew any Body they were defired, 
Inot only in the Town, but even ih the Teinple itfelf. Thus was the Place filled with 
Thefts and Murders, on which Jofepbtis hath this Rettiark C^), JPor my part^ fays he, 
/ think <xod hath defiroyed this oiir City m D^tejiation of fiich Impiety 5 accounting th 
^emple impure bv bath fent in the Kom^us to purify it by Fire^ and to make its with our 
Wives and Children Slaves^ that we might ledtn Wijdom by our Mi furies. As to the Magici- 
ans and Deceivers, they perfuaded the People to follow them into the Defart, promifing to fhew 
Signs and Miracles : But they fuffered for their Folly, for i^<f//^c recalled and puniihed them. 
At the fame Time an Egyptian caikie io yertrfdlem-^ who calling himfelf a Prophet^ excited the 
^ tommoh People to follow him rieir to Mount Olivet ^ telling them^ that thence he Wbuld make 
them fee the Walls of the City f^li to the Ground. This being told to FeliXy he marched a part 
tof his Army againft them,and flew four hundred of the Pebple^ahd took two hundred Prifoneis. 
Asfbr the EgyptiaHy he efcaped) ahd no Man kne\V what (O bebameof him. ^hls feems to 
be the f^me Egypti^n^ of whom the thief Captain fpoke to the Apbftle Paul^ laying, Jrt tboil 
that EgyptiafZy who before thefe days made an Uproa^^ and leddeft out i^t'o the HJilderHefs font 
tboufdnd men that were murdererf^ Atls xxi. 38. 
S*i>- yff. Jofepbus the Hiftorian having ffJent with otte Banns thriee Years ih the Diefan, rei 

'turned to Jerufalem^ and being nineteen Years of Age began to ihtertaetidle With publick Af- 
fairs (d)^ following the Seft of the PbarifeeSy which hfear irefembleth that of the Stoics imon^ 
the Greeks,

the Komans; dnd being difperfed over all the Country, rbbbed ahd plundered the Hbufes of 
rith Men^ killing fuch as oppofed therhj and burning the Village:*.

City as theirs, being founded and adorned by Herod the Great ; biit the latter alledged it be- 
longed to the Gentiles^ becaufe of the Statues and Shrines placed in (O it. 1 he Contention 
became fo hot, that feveral of them were flain^ and others wounded j yet had the jews the up- 
per Hand. Felix fearing this might breed a War, reiquired the Jews to defift, commanding 
his Soldiers to beat doWn thofe whb refuied to obey. In the Si:uffle many were killed, and 0* 
thers taken Prifbners ^ dnd the Soldiers took Liberty tb rob rich Men's Ubules. Agrippa gave 
the High-priefthobd to i/w^^/ the Sbn Fabi, A Difference arofe between the High-prieft 
and the inferior Prieflsjwhith tame to fuch a Height, that both Parties went to Blows, contend- 
ing about their Tithes fd violently that fome Prielh died for want of Necefliiries i for all things 
were fof^r out of Orderj as if there had been no Magiftrate to make a ReguUtion< Thus did 
the Violence of Seditions prevail above what Law and Right required.

Four Years before the War, which is the Year of which we are now writing, one Anmis 
& coftimon Countryman coming up to the Feaft of Tabernacles, cried out, IVo from the Eafi^ 
wo front the IFefi^ wo from the four Winds (Z*), ^eJ^) ^^-sirVi?/? Jerufalem and the i'emple^ wo a-, 
gainfi Men and Women newly married^ wo agaifzfi all this People ! This he cried Night and 
I>ay about all the Streets of the. City. Some of the Nobility took him and fcourged him, but 
he continued crying as before. Yea, tho' he was brought before the How^w Deputy, and beat- 
en till his Bones appeared, he, never wept, but ftill cried, 'iVo^ wo ia2to Jerufalem 1 Thus he 
did continualiys^ efpecially on Holy Days, for the Space of feven (fome Copies of Jofephus 
have it fix) Years and five Months, His Voice never wdxed hoarfe nor weary, till in the 
Time of the Siege beholding what he had foretold accomplifhed, he ceafed ; but on obferving 
t"he Koman Engines playing againft the City, he cried onte more, Wo^ wo to the City^ 2'emple 
and People^ and wo^ wo i& my fiifi Upon fpeaking of which W ords, a Scone ihoc out of a Ala^ 
chine fmote him and he died; . , .... 

1-*, ij, ^4*. § I ^ ^* K I isr G Agrippa conferred the High-prieflhood on Jefns the Son of Gamaliel^ turn- 
ing out "Jefus the Son of Danwaus^ but the latter did not willingly yield to the former. 
Whereupon a Conteft arofej and the Parties proceeded from bitter Words to Stones and Blows, 
Ananias^ by his Wealth and Liberality Qcy^ gained many Aflbciates, Coft'oh ariis and >Saul be- 
ing of the Blood Royal, by Alliance with AgrippUy gathered a Band of Rafcals and defperate 
Men, who fpoiled the weaker Sort, and from this Time the State of the City grew defperatej 
daily abounding in Wickedneis. Alhinus the Procurator forted away Men's Goods under the 
tolour of Juftice, burdened the whole Nation with heavy Tributes, atid fee Malefaftors and 

Robbers out of Prifon, if either they or their Friends would give him a Piece of Money (J)y 
iconniying at all the Injuries they did to the People^ and detaining only the poor in Cuftody 
who could give nothing foir their Ranfom. Thefe who defired Changes in yentfalem^ begaii 
f.o grow infolent; and thefe who were rich gave Alhinus Mohey for a Licence to carry on 
their feditious Praftices : The comiinoh People joined the ttiore powerful, and each had aCom- 
pany of Thieves after them : The Levitical Law was violated C^). The Procurator himfelfj 
eipecialiy when, he heard of a Succeifor coming to him^ became the chief of the Robbers, per- 
mitting his own Guard to plunder Houfes, and no Man durft truft one another; Thefe Things 
the Beginning of Sorrows, ^ 
For GeJJins F^orns^ who came in the Room of AlbiHus-^ exceeded his Predeceflbr: He \n% 
a ClaKomejzian born, and married to one Cleopatra^ a Woman as wicked as himfelf l but being 
a Favourite of Po/)j)iei2 Nero's Wife (^/J, iTie obtained this Province foi* her Husband. He 
behaved himfelf with fuch Violence in the GoVebnment, that the Jews praifed his Predeceflbr, 
as if he had been their Benefa^lor. Alhimis had concealed his Wickednefs, but Florns open- 
ly declared his^ omitting neither Rapine nor Injuftice^ puniihirig the innoicent as much as the 
guilty : For he was covetous without Pity, and not afhamed to be Partaket* ^Vith Thieves; 
which made many go into that Profeflion, being afTured of Safety when the Procurator was 
their Affociate, His OpprelRoh was fuch, as it forced fdme to leave their Native Country, 
and take a more commodious Place among Strangers, and made the Body of the Nation take 
'A, 2). tfy.Arms againft the Komans, The Outworks of the Tismple being about this Time finifhed C^)> 

eighteen thoufand. Workmen were paid off and made Idlej who helped on thefe fatal Comnio- 
tions. With thefe Things Jofephus concludes the twentieth and laft Book of his Antiquities. 

§ 113. Having thus deduced the Hiftory of the Jews to the twelfth Yeai* of thfe Empe- 
ror Nero^ when the War began which rendred theit Country defolatej I Ihall now obfervea 
lew Things, which in divine Providence concurred to help on the Ruin of that Nation, and 
conclude this Chapter (which a Multitude of Matters has rendred too long^ with a Ihort Nar- 
rative of the Events of the War^ and of the Defolation of that Country which thereon enfued. 

Firft, We riiay obferve that the fe-oyal Dignity was much decayed in Jildea^ the Princes in 
that Country^ eyer lince Pompey conquered Jerafalem^ being Vaflals to the K&mans^ who fee 
them up or puU'd them down at pleafure, or as it was judged for the Koma7i Intereft; H^^^^ 
the Great began his Reign thirty feven Years before the Birth of Chrift, and his Pofterity en- 
joyed fome Shadow of Power to the Time of the Deftrudlion of Jerufalam ^ and even after 

that, there were two Branches of the Family remaining in Armenia : For Herod the Great bad

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two Sons by the hth^Sidtd ' Mariamne j Ariftohulus the younger of the two, from whom 
Jgrippa I. and Herod King of Chalcis dQ£c&r\A^d i and Alexander the elder, married to C/^?- 
fhjra Daughter to Archelaus King oiCappadocia (^z), who by her had two Sons, Tigranes JLing 
of Armenia JciUed by Tiberins^ and Alexander who left Stigranes II. named by iVl?r<) to fuc- 
ceed his UncJe. But this Branch had two Misfortunes j one, that they forfook the Religion 
of their Anceftors, and being mixed with the Heathens embraced their Religion j and the o- 
ther, that it made a difmal End, yomg^igranes being beaten by ^iridates^ and forced to quit 
the Throne 2 And, as 'Jofepbus obferves, tho' Herod's Pofterity was very numerous, yet 
they were all extinguifhed in the Space of one hundred Years. The Herods were by Defcenc 
JdimaanSy but by Religion born in the Country, Herod the Great was a King depend- 

ent upon and tributary to the Kotuans^ and died foon after our Saviour was .born. But du- 
ring our Redeemer's Life upon Earth there was no King injudea : Archelaus the Son oiHe-m 
rod the Great was but only an Ethnarch, and after he had enjoyed this nine or ton Years was 
banifhed, leaving Jernfalem and all Judea under the Government of the Ko7nans^ in which Con- 
dition it remained at our Saviour's . Death- The other Sons of Herod were only Tecrarchs in 
Ittirea and Galilee^ having no Authority in the Territories oijerttfalem and Samaria, Agrip-^ 
pa I, became a great Man, but did not reign over Judea and Samaria till the Reign cf Claudia 
MS^ and our Lord died in the Reign ofTiheriiis^ leveral Years before thia Reign of Agrippo- 
commenced. Kings difappeared o^tjernfalem while our Lord made his Entry into the VJorld^ 
and the Jews ought to have been fenfible, that the fceptre was then departed from yudah, 
l^Gfid^s^ the Reign of the Herods was difadvantageous to the Jewifls Nation 5 for having only 
a Shadow of Authority, always depending upon the Row^??/ Empire, they became obliged to 
keep the People in a Ibrvile Dependence, and were the Leeches that fuck'd the Blood of that 
poor Nation to enrich their Mafter-s Favourites. They were bound to build Cities and Cita- 
dels in honour of their Benefactors, and to foften by Prelents and vaft Sums luch as ieemed 
exafperatcd, to contribute to their Pleafures and Expences, to bear the Burden of the Crown 
without enjoying the Advantage thereof, fince they ftiU groaned under the Koman Yoke. 

$ 114. -zdly^ The fame Decay is to be obferved in the Priefthood. Tiiis facred Dignity 
was weakned by degrees, till it was entirely aboliftied, being at the Beck either of the Komans 
or ruling Princes. The Jewijh Church, which for a great many Ages faw but one High-prieft 
depofed, had now a new Head almoft every Year. The High-priefts were deprived of their 
Office, others who bought it were put into their room, and even thefe who kept it iongeft 
had fo little Power, that they could not fupprefe the Diforders of the Robbers and Zealots, 
Thus the Church as well as the State by degrees went to Dellrutftion. To recount all the 
Changes in the High-priefthood, even from the Time of Herod the Great, would be to tran- 
fcribe the Hiftory we have already wrote. I fhali then only give a fliorc Catalogue of the High- 
priefts who lived, were depofed, reftored or killed, from the Reign of Herod the Great to the 
'DeHru^iion ofjerujhlem^ and we fhall find them twenty nine in Number, 'viz,, i. Annaneltts^ 
brought from Bahylo7i ^ 2. Ariftohulus the Afmoncsan^ drowned ^ 3. Annanelus reftored, and 
depofed a fecond Time 5 4. Jefus the Son of Phosbes^ depofed ^ 5. Simon Boethus Herod's 
pather-in-law, depofed j 6. Matthias the Son o'l I'heophzlus^ depofed a few Days before He-^ 
rod's Death. By Archelaus, 7. Joazar Son of Simon, Uncle to Mariamne II. depofed ; 8. 
Elea%ar Brother to Joazar ; 9. Jefus the Son of J/V, turned out by ^liriniits and Copojiins^ 
to make way for Joazar, who was reftored, and at the lame time depoled by the People's Re- 
quefti lo. Ananiis the Son of Set turned out by Gratus ^ 11. Jfmael Son of Fabi ^ 12. £- 
leazar Son of Annas ^ 13, Simon Son of Camitb ^ 14. Jofeph lirnamed Cajapbas, turned out 
hyViteUias^ 15. Jonat has the Son of Amtas. By Agrippa 1, 16. S'beopbilns Son of Jcttatbas - 
17. Simon Cantbara, Son to Simon I. 18. Matthias Son of A^m as ^ 19. Elionans. By Herod 
King of Chalcis, 20. Simon Canthara, Succeflbr to Elion^tus, depoled for a fecond Time 5 
SI. Jofeph the Son of Camy das. By Agrippa II, 22. Ananias the Son of Nehedmis, turned 
out J 23. Ifmael the Son of Fabi ^ 24. Jofeph Cabi, Son of Simon I. 25. Annas or Ananus^ 
the Murderer of St. James (c), who feems to be the fame Man who commanded thofe who 
flood by the Apoftle Paul to [mite him on the vtouth, who prophetically told him, God fJoall 
fmitetbee, thou whit ed wail, A<Els, xxiii. 2, 3. Accordingly we find in 5^0/^^^?^^ (jf), that 
Ananias the High-prieft was taken in one of the Water-conduits of the King's Palace, with 
his Brother Ezekias^ and killed by the Thieves. The 26th in this Lift was Jeftts the Son of 
Damnaus, But his Predeceflbr being unwilling to refign, the Matter came to Blows (e*)^ 
Thus Ecclefiaftics were in Arms to fight for an Office which God only could give. The 27th 
was Jefis the Son of Gamaliel : And he with the reft of the Combatants being turned out, 
the Priefthood was given, 28. to Matthias the Son of ^heophilus : And he being killed in the 
War (/), the 29th and laft High-prieft was one Pbanns or Bbanias, a ftupid ignorant Fellow, 
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^ot of the facerdotal Race C^)-, in whom ended the High-priefthood, God havhig no morfe 
pccafion for this Office when his own Son was come to be an high privji o^'er t'h'e hoitfb of God, 
Thus Xve fee fo many Changes in the High'-prieflhood without any Reigard to the family 
of Aaroiz^ as J-vfe.phus (b^ obferves-, but only to the Intereft of the reigning Party, and that 
\r\ a fi^ort Time of one hundred and ten Years : Whereas from th^ Tiine of Moj'es to the build- 
ing oi Solomon''^ Temple, which was 480 Years, there were only thirteen High-priefts. But 
now fo great and remarkable was the Decay of the ^^wifis Church, as a Forerunner of its ap- 
proachhig Ruin in the juft Judgment of God^ that the Authority of this f^cred Office fceni'd 
ro be aboli-fhed even in thofe who enjoyed it ; for they were the Game of lnconfi:an<;y and Ca- 
price, of Humour and Fadtion, fo given to Covetoufnefs, that they robbed the inferior Priefts 
of their ufual Food, minding nothing but td provide Money to bribe the Koman Governors, 
whole Protection they wanted j and whtti thisfailed^ they ftirred up the People to rebcU and 
enter into a War, which proved their Ruin. 

§ 115. Another Step that advanced the Calamities of the y^wJTj was ^ the Diforders and 
differenc Fadiions of the Peoplcjto which we may add the OpprelHons of the Jlow^« Soldiers and 
Governors. This is fb evident frotn the Hiftory^chac .J need not now enlarge upon it. By the Di* 
vifion of the AjTuoir^ans^ and the Exigency of Herod's Affairs, the Komajis wet^ called in to hii 
Affiftantejdr father to the Government of ^«//<?.5 ; and Religion fuffered very much by fuch A\\^ 
xiliary Troops and hard Mailers. The 'fews had fo great an Averfionto Images, that the iloi 
^na7i Eagles on their Standarts put the People in an Uproar ; yet Herod the Great, to complin 
inent the Kdmaiis^ ifet up a golden Eagle on the Gate of the Temple : The Zealots being per- 
fuadedthat this ought not to be fuffered, hewed down the Image. The old King, tho' lying 
on his Death-bed, had Malice enough to caufe thofe who adviled this Adtion to be burnt alive 
(^c\ and the reft to be beheddedi The People looked bn them as Martyrs, and asked Jufiice 
of his Son Arcbelans ■: But he wds fo far from condemning what his Father had done, that he 
caufed three thoufand ^'^w^ who complained to be murdered C^) '^^ the Temple. He was af- 
iraid if he forgave the Aflront done to the Eagle, Auguftus would think that he fuffered the 
^ajefty of the Empire to be trampled upon; Thus every thing was facrificied to the Rvwm, 
Publick Shews and Games, unknown in Jndva^ were celebrated to the Emperor's Honour. By 
a Tumult raifed on Occafion of one of the Soldiers (hewing his bare Breech to the J^ws^ ten 
thouiand of the People wete killed or cruffied to Death, and feveral other Tumults raifed by 
the impiety of thefe military Men, haye been already notieedi The Roman Governors did 
mo'CQ Harm than the Soldiers j moft of them were like fo many Banditi, who ftudied nothing 
clfebut how to enrich themfelves by the Spoils of the Government. There were fourteen of 
thefe Procurators one after another fent to Judea^ viz. i, Cop'omtis, z. Martm Amhivius. 3. 
jSmjfits Kufus. 4. Valerius Grattts, 5. Pontius Pilate, 6. MarcellitF. 7; MaruUns, 8. O'jpns 
Fa'diis. Tiberius Alexander, 10, Ve7tti dins Cnmanus. 11, Claitdins F^ltx, 12.-' Forcius lepis, 
13. Albzjzus. 14. GeJJliis Florus, The fucceeding one was ftill worfe than -he who had gone 
before him 3 and the two laft by their OpprefEons, .Exadtions and Severities turned the J^ty; 
quite mad, to venture, contrary to all Senle and Reafon^ upon a Rebellion againft the Roman 
Empire that had conquered the World* The Robbers in. Jndea^ the Magicians, ImpoHors, 
Zealots, and the various Sedls, of whoni we have noticed feveral Things already, and may in 
the Progrefs of this Work give a further View of them j all thefe helped to haften on rhe Ca- 
lamities which the Sins of this guilty People deferved. 

§ 1 16. But i proceed now to give a fliort Narrative of the Rife and Events of the War be- 
tween the Jews and the Romans^ and of the Defolation of the Country that thereon enfued. The 
"^^12;^ impatiently refented the Tyranny of the Rowz^z« Yoke J which feemed heavier to their 
ecksthan to other Nations, becaufe they looked on themfelves as a more free-born People, 
and weVe proud of thefe great Immunities which Heaven had conferred upon them. Being no 
longer able to endure the Tyranny of Qeffiiis Floras^ upon Cejiius GaUus Prefident of Spis^^ 
coming to Jertifalem at the Feaft of the Paflbver, a Multitude oijews^ to the Number of 
D. tfj?. about three Millions^ entreated him to help their afflifted Country, and banifh i^/or«J,who wasa 
Plague to their Nation CO* GaUus gave them fair Words^and returned to Antioch : Buttha 
Procurator laughing at their Complaints, every Day opprefled them with new Calamities. Ac 
Cxfarea forne Gentiles offered to build Taverns near the Door of the y^wj Synagogue ^ which 
vexing this People, they gave Flortis eight Talents to hinder the Work ; But he having got 
the Money, minded no more of the Matter. A Gentile having facrificed fome Birds at the 
Door of the Synagogue, this was counted a prophaning of the Place, which occafioned an Up- 
roar, and made the Jews carry away the Book of the Law (f) from Ccsfarea^ for which rh6 
Procurator caft fome of them in Irons. But his caking feventeen Talents out of the facred 

I'reafury at Jernfatem to carry on his Defigns, made the Jews heartily to revile and curfe him. 

Being 
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Being informed of this, he marched with a Party of his Forces to Jf.mfaler.h^ where he put 
fix hundred ani thirty Perfons to the Sword^and ordered .fonie of their beftOiiaiity cobe whip-, 
ped and crucified before his Tribunal. Berenice ^i^ox to King Agrippa in treated Florn^ to mo- 
derate his Refentments agaihft the. Jens)s - but fte w^snot only flighted, biit atfp put in Dan" 
ger of her Life. Agrippa beholding this melancholy tofture \oi Affairs, than the Pro 
curatortookallMethods toftir up th^ Jews to kebellion, which "they were ready to eo into

were there, killing them on the a%bath Da;r. fbis JS^ys (O Jojepbus-) made Wrath ban<r over 
the Gity, tho" there had been no /Danger from tbe.Ko^^tis.. The fame Day the Genti/es in Cce 
.{area maflkcred all the Jews who dwelt among the'm-j to the Num'be'r of twenty thoufand Per" 
fons (rf). Fhrtts took thefe who had efcaped and. put them in Irons. This made the creatpp 
Part of the whole Nation defperatc j fo that dividing chemfelves in Companies, and roarchme- 
through the Country, they deftroyed many Places with Pire and Sword, as nUadelphia, gTI 
i-ow/m, P^'/if.a, and feveral others. To re v^nge this ■ the . Jjymww murdered the "fews 

dwelling among them, whom they hated on many Accounts. At Scytbopoiis thcrfe were thir 
ieen thoufand Jews killed, at AfcaloM two thoufand five hundred, .and at Ptoieniais two thou- 
fand CO- The Egyptians at Aleicandra having an old quarrel with the jews in that Coun- 
'try i and having got the Affiftance of Tiberius Alexander the Koman Governor of that Pro 
Vince, with two. Legions under his Command, they fell upbn them, and in one Day killed fifl 
ty thbufand (f)> ■' 

Ceftius GalUis Prefideht oi Syria being infornied of theffe Comtnotions.thought fit to beftir him 
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?rtea oy tne innaoitants, nying intotHe Mountains, he feiized, plunderedi and then let it 
Fire. Having fpoiled the reft of tlie open Country, he retired to Ptolemaic, and thence to. 
Jarea. Frotn which Place he ,fent a Part of his Army agajnft Jcppa-, who attackine tiiac 
City by Sea and Land, took and fet it on Fire, killing eilht^thouf/nd four hundi ed lh 
tants. He fent Cxfenmus GaUus, the Commander of the twelfth Legion into Galilee where 
feveral Places fubniitted, to, him i but the Thieves and the.Seditious retired to the Mountains?, 
where they made fome Refiftance, but.were foon defeatedj with the LoFs of two thoufand of 
their Men Q\ Having fettled Peace in Galilee, Ceftius marched towards Jernfatem, w4iere 
the W were then obgrvmg the Feaft of Tabernacles: But they left the Solemnity to fiX 
V- th^y had afmall Viftory, killing five hundred and fifTeen mS 

Notwithftanding this Lofs Ceftius proceeded to the City. King Agrippa^ who was with 
him thought to have perfuaded the 5fwj to fubbit i but the Seditious m^A PticBbus. one of 
his Ambaffadors CO, without allowing him. to fpeak a Word, and the other being wounded 
made his Eftape. Then Cff/?«/* attacked yernfalem, and reduced the lower Part of the City 
with Betheza and Cxmpolis, and might alfo have taken the upper Part with the Temole' 
Vjhere many inclined to fubmit to the Komans 4 only the Seditious oppofed it. But at laft 
Cefttus fearing he would not be able to carry his Point, retired with his Army too indeiiberate: 
ly out of the City and tnarched off to his own Country. In his Retreat he was often way-laid 
and attacked by the y.w;^^ whereby he lolt Abundance of his Men,, with warlike Inftrument^ 
and f rovifions, which the Purfuers, picked up. The Heathens in Pamafcts hearing of this' 
filled of the ten thoufand C^). But^he Retreat of Ceftius h,d iiiany other^^iffeas a 

^udea; for thereby John oi Gt/calai Sifmn of Giora, and others of the Seditious aV wem 
fencouraged to raife ne^ Coihmotions : And fo fatal were their Faftions, thai they would have 
ruined themfelves,if the Remarks Md not done it. Jo/epbus the Hiftorian was tent to com- 
mand the upper and lower Gait lee, Eleazar the Son of Ananias into jduina:a, and AmJsSxi 
High-prieft undertook to govern Jertifale,n,^ the Temple, and the neighbouring Citade s 
§117. Om the Other Hand,C<?/?/«* informed Nero, then in Achaia,o{ the, bad St! te of his J

*,ith him his Son itttm^ and two Legions from Acbaia- Marching info J>*;/«, he caufbd 
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the Roman Forces in every Place with feveral Auxiliaries to join him, till he made up a formi- 
dable Army of fixty thoufand Men (^), with which he marched into Galilee. In the mean 
time the "^ews attacked Afcalmi^ but were repulfed with the Lofs of ten thoufand Men, among 
whom were two of their Leaders, yohn and C^) Silas. ^hd^'Jofephus the Jewijh Hiftorian^ 
who commanded in had a numerous Army of Militia, yet he did not think proper 

to appear with them in the Field, efpecially after he heard that VefpafiaH had taken Gadara at 
the firft AfTaultCOs but retired with them into Jotapata^ which he fortified, to ftop the Ene- 
my for fome time. The City was fituated on a Rock, well provided with all NecefTaries except 
Sale and Water, which were fcarcej but Jojephus husbanded them as well as pofiible. There 
he did all the Offices of a good Captain, except that he tells himfelf C^), when he faw the 
Place would be taken^ he defigned once to flee and leave it. This being prevented, he had 
feveral fharp Encounters with the Rofnargs, who during the Siege (which continued feven 
Months) loft a World of Men, even Vefpafian himfelf was flightly wounded : But being in^ 
formed by p.Deferter, that the Number of thebefieged was reduced, and that they flept in the- 
Night to refrefh themfelves to bear the Fatigue in the Day, the Roman General ordered his 
own Son ^itiis^ with another of his Officers, to make an Attack early in the Morning, where- 
in he was fo fuccefsful as to enter the Citadel before the yews awaked 5 and as foon as theilo^c 
fnan Army came in, they committed a horrid Slaughter, fparing none fave Women and Chil- 
dreni Forty thoufand Je'iscs perilhed, either during the Siege or at taking the City CO- Jo* 
fepbiis was found in a Cave, and fpared by Vejpafian j to whom, 'tis faid, he foretold that he 
ihould be Emperor (y ). Upon the twenty fifth Day of yune in the fame Year Trajan and 
Stitns took yapba in Galilee^ where in a firft and fecond Engagement fifteen thoufand yem 
were killed, and two thoufand one hundred and thirty taken Prifoners Qg). ycppa having been 
rebuilt by the Seditious after the fame had been deftroyed by Ceftins^ Vefpafian underftanding 
that the Jews from that Port defigned to exercife Piracies, he fent a Part of his Army to at- 
tack the Place ; and the Befieged finding that they were not able to defend it, betook them- 
felves to their Ships. But next Morning a violent Tempeft arifing drove them againft the 
Rocks, where they were all ftiipwreck'd and dafh'd in Pieces, fo as four thoufand two hundred 

of their dead Bodies were found caft all^ore next Day C^). 7'iberias fubmitted, and obtained 
a Pardon (0- The Mutineers got together at 1'arrich(sa^ and at firft fallied againft ^im 
when he came to attack them. But being beat back, Titus taking Advantage of their Difor- 
der, entred the Town, and put the Inhabitants to the Sword, where and on the Lake fix thou- 
fand five hundred were killed, twelve hundred killed going to Tiberias (A), fix thoufand fcnt 
to Nero^ and thirty thoufand four hundred fold. 

Gamala made a vigorous Defence. The City, tho* fituated on the other Side of Jotian^ 
avas reckoned a Part of Galilee, It held out a whole Month, and even after the Romans had 
entred it, they were driven out with confiderable Lofs. Vefpafian was there wounded with a 
Sling. But at laft the Town and Caftle were both taken, and the Conqueror did not fpare even 
the Children. Four thoufand Jews were killed Q\ and five thoufand in an aftonilhing De» 
fpair threw themfelves down from the Tops of Rocks. There was fuch a Slaughter of that 
Nation every where, and that even with fuch remarkable Circumftances, that there feem'd 
Reafon to believe that God had a mind to extirpate them, and not even to fpare their very 
Children- Gifcala was the laft Place in Galilee that held- out againft the Romans, ^itusfum- 
moned and intreated them to furrender : Which they all inclined to do 5 only John otGifca" 
l^^j a Magician, and a Ringleader of the Seditious, defired one Night's Time, it being the 
Sabbath, to confider the Propofal. This being granted, he with a Number of others made 
their Efcape to Jerufahm, But while it was dark, Gifcala deferted his Followers, leaving 
them to the Romans ^ who came fuddenly on, and deftroyed two thoufand of them (^rn) ; and 
tf«.I>. tfS.the City fubmitted. Thus the whole of Galilee vjas reduced in the fecond Campaign, and 

Vefpafian put his Army into Winter-quarters at Qefarea^ a City for moft part inhabited by 
Qreeks^ where there had been always a Roman Garrifon, and which was the ufual Refidence of 
t he Governors of Jndea. 

In the mean time all the feveral Gangs of Mutineers, Affaffines, Robbers and Zealots join- 
ed at yernjalem to defend the Place againft the Romans. The Zealots feized upon fome of 
the Royal Family, whom they accufed of a Defign to betray the City to the Enemy, and 
notwithftanding their Quality and Innocence took away their Lives. When they oblerved 
the People ftirred up by the High-prieft's rifing againft them, they feized the Temple and 
the holy Place, which from this Time and forward became the Theatre of a cruel Civil War 
00? ti^l it was burnt down to the Ground, yohn oi' Gijcala^ who had fled from the Place fa 
named, joined with the Zealots at Jernfalem^ to obtain the Honour of being their Command- 
er, and perfuaded them to call in the Idnmeeans to their Afliftance, much againft the Mind of 
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■^mmts and oth^r Trle&s: But one Day, while, it rained and thundered prcdigioullvj the Zen ^ 
lots mai'ched out of the Templej. and broke open wirfa.Ihftruments the Gates- of the.Citj/;, 
.whereby they le.t in twenty thou'fand Idnmi^ans who filled J.sri(falem with Blood and 

Slaughter : For at one Time they killed eight thouland five hundred People at another 

Time they fbut up, in Prifon the beft .Quality and Youths moil fit fojj.War, and. becsu/e they 
refufed to aflbciate in their Gang, they barbaroufly . murdered twelve thoufand of them (O*. -A* 
inong others tiiey killed -Anamis the High-prieft, to whom Jofephiis C^') gives, a good Ghara« 
^ter, fayingj /f he had been [pared^ be might have preferved the City. . Zacharias. the Son 
of Barmb was another whom they put to Death with ionie Solemnity C*^),. by reafon of his 
Merit, and Worth. After thefe Viliano.us Actions the Idumceafts left J.^ri^falem, .They. being 
goncj the Zealots raged agairifl the Citizens^ killing many and not allowing their Bodies 
to .be buried. ■ . 

Vcfpafian being informed by l!)eferters.oF thefe Diforders at yeirufidem^ opened :the third Cam?* 
jsaign 5 but did not think fit ftraight to march to that City, but went to Gadara, the Metropolis 
of Feraa 5 that is, the Prov ince beyond yordan^ which fell, to the Share of the Tribes o'C Ketir*' 
ipe^j and Gad. 'Dolej'uS'^ one of the. Inhabitants, ' introduced the E^omms .undifco\ ered : Bud 
the Inhabitants put of . Revenge killed him (g)^ and then fied out of the Town. Placidu^ 
b.eing fenc on the Turfuit, overtook them at the Paffage of Jordau^ where he kiiJed thirteen 
thoufand of them*, without reckoning a great many drowned in the River, then fweWed with 
Rain. He carried his Conquefts as far as the Dead Sez^ making himfelf Mai1:er of the whole 
Country. , Vefpafiitn then put himfelf on his March to yernfalem^ which he began to block up. 
He took Ji^ydda zx\d. 'Jamnia^ ravaged Idnmcea^ ten thoufand People being killed in the Villa- 
ges thereof. He put a Garrifon into Jericho QT)^ and made a Legion encamp at Etnmans^ 
three Leagues from yerufaleni^ . ,. . . 

§ 1 1 8. But the News of the Death of iV^ro, after a Reign of 13 Years eight Months, inter* 
rupted hi.s Defigns. . Vefpafian reckoned he was obliged to wait for Ordeis from the new Em* 
peror, or rather to fee. the Event of that Revolution^ in which he himfelf was .concerned j 
and therefore he fent ^itus his Son with King Agrippa the ^rzy towards Rome. . But as. they 
were pafling by Jchaia'^ they heard that Ga/i^a was killed (z), after a Reign of feven Month* 
feveii Da)^, and that Or^o was advanced, who only continued three Months ^ whereupon Titn^ 
returned to his Father at C^efarea. In the mean %lmc,Geraza was. taken by the i(.Dma7is. afi 
the firft Aflaultj and a thoufand Jews were there killed-.. ySimon-y a Captain of thcRobbers^ 
\ylthout the City "Jeriqaiem^ and John Gifcala within it^ with the Zealots, committed hpr* 
rid Diforders and Barbarities C^), and none were fo fafe as they who fied to the i^t'/?/^^ Army' ■. 

Vejpafian being informed oi Vit^lfius^s Advanterhent to the Kom^n Empire, who was a mere^. 2}. 
Epicures, and finding, the Army refolute to falute himfelf Emperor (Oi -he complied with the 
'pffer, promifing to free the Empire of tl?e Difprders and Scandals committed by thefe month* 
ly Emperors. Tiberius Alexander^ Governor oi Egypt being informed by Letters of this Rev 
volution, took the Oath of Fidelicyj and all the Army there followed his Example. .Vejpajia^ 
finding all Egypt^ which was the Granary o{ Konie^ firm to his Intereft ini\ caufed break the 
Chains of J oj epbus tht Hiftorian, reftorjng hjm to Liberty who had foretold his Advance**- 
ment j and having committed thiJ Conduft of the Jewifi War to his Son.Titns^ he proceeded 
from Judea to Antioch^ and thence to Kome j where Vuellias was . fiain, after a Reign of eight 
Months five Days, and Vefpafian was received Emperor to the great Joy of the City; 

§ 119. T i -i o «J' having gatiiered his Army together^ invefted Jetufalem when the 'Jcisos were ^J. 7&; 
preparing to celebrate the Paflbver. His Army confifted of four Kowan Legions 0?), whereof 
the Twelfth was very eager to be revenged on the y^wx for the Diigrace they had fuflained un- 
der Gf/?///J (o). Thefe made up a Body of twenty four thoufand Foot and two thoufand four 
hundred Horfe. Five thoufand Mejri >'ere added to them^witji twenty Regiments of Foot and 
eight of Horfe of Auxiliaries, beiides fhe Troops of Agrippa^ , Sohemis mid Autioebu^ with a 
Company oi Arabians, All thefe made a, confiderable Army. The City was, divided into 
Fadlions. iSimo7», whom they called .ini, . pofleiTed the upper Part of the City^ with forae of 
the lowers j<^hn with the Z-ealots had the .Tptnple md the otlier Part of the lower Town. 
His Party was again divided into two.. . Elea^iar^ who had been the firft Commander of the 
2/ealots, taking it ill that ^^oto was . preferred to. him; he with his Aflaci^tes feized the inner 
Parr of the Temple , where by the Situation of the Place he had great Advantage ; For thus 
John:^ who lodged his. Party in the outer Courts of the Temple and the Porches, was obliged 
to fight againft Eleazar and Simon. . Their patUes were very frequently bloody,. and in them 
they burnt the Stores of Co;*!! and. other. Neceflariesy whicli occaiioned a . grievous Famine in 

the Time of thfe Siege : For at the Feaft of the Paflbver there ufed to be gathered togetheir

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about two Millions feven hundred thoufand Perfons j a great many alfo had been driven thither 
by the Roman Conquefts all over Judea^ which made a multitude of Mouths j and when Pro- 
vifion's failed, this raifed a prodigious Famine, ^itus ftraitly blocked Up all the Avenues lead- 
ing to the Place, whereby he prevented all Poffibility either of coming in or going out. Then 
was literally accomplifiied what our Lord foretoldj Lukey xix. 41, — 44. when he wept over 
the City, faying. If thou had kmwn the things that belong to thy feace, but now they are hid 
from thine eyes. For the days fkall come tifon tbee^ that thine enemies fhall caft a trench about 
thee^ and compafs thee rounds and keep thee in on enjery Jide^ and fhall lay thee eten with the 
ground, and thy children within thee, becanfe thou knewefi not the time of thy vifitation. The 
City was very ftrong in Situation, and alfo by Art ; for the Temple on Mount Moriah^ the 
Citadel called Antonia^ and the King's Palace, were not only beautiful Struftures, but likewife 
ftrong Fortifications. A triple Wall C^), ftrengthned and adorned with one hundred and fix- 
ty four Towers of excellent Workmatifliip, inclofed the Vvhole Mountain whereon the City 
ftood. Befides, there were many fubterranean Canals^ through which the Jews did often pafi 
into the Country, and furprifed the Koman Foragers, 

y^\\\\e1*ittis was encamping, the Jews fallied out with fuch Succefsj as to diforder his Army 
Xb% and put the General himfelf oftner than once in Danger j but the Circumvallation and 
Entrenchments being foon finilhed,' the Befieged were more clofelv pent up. Terms of 
Mercy were offered upon Surrender, ^itus himfelf often exhorted them to it, even after he 
had taken the firft and fecond Wall, and their Cafe was become defperate. He fent Jofephns 
the Hiftoiridn^ their Countryman, who in a long Oration, and afterwards in a fhorter Speech 
in their own Language, ufed all Arguments pollible to perfuade them to a SubmilTion. 
But all being fcornfuUy rejected, the Romans were provoked to fall on with greater Vigour. 
Greftt Mounts were raifed j many Mines, Machines and battering Rams ufed to lliake ando. 
vetthrow the Walls^ which they did with Succefs. God and Man^ Heaven and Earth feeiued 
to fight againft them j the Roman Army without^ and irreconcileable Fafiions within. A 
Month after the Siege commenced, a Famine began, haftned by the vafl Multitude of People 
in the City, and raged fo horribly, that the Befieged took more Care to prey upon one ano- 
ther, and to plunder Provifions, than how to defend themfelves againft the common Enmj, 
Thoufands ftarved for Want of Food, who diedfo faft, that they were notable to periormthe 
laft Offices of Humanity, but were forced to throw them on common Heaps. Nay they 
were reduced to that Extremity, thatfome offered Violence to all the Laws of Nature. Mary^ 
the Daughter of Eleazar^ being undone by the Soldiers^ and no longer able to bear the Force 
of Hunger, boiled her own Son, a fucking Child, and eat him (^). So plainly were the Words 
of our Lord accomplifhed, Luke xxiii. 29. ^he days are coming, in which they fbaU fay, Bkffd 
ere the barren, and the wombs that never bare, a72d the paps that never gave fuck. Many killed 
themfelves to avoid the Fain of Hunger and Famine. Simon killed Matthias^ who had been 
High-priefl ie\ and many others of the Sacerdotal Order. From the fourteenth o£ Jpril, 10 
the firfl of ynly were carried out at one Gate x 15080 dead Bodies $ and a Nobleman Hying 
to reported, that there were dead in the City 600000 Poor, which they threw out at the 
Gates CfJ' Others who ventured out to the Roman Camp, were killed with Plenty. Another 
Accident encreafed their Miferies 5 thefe who came Out fwallowed.their Gold, which was obfer- 
ved by their fcratching into their Excrements 5 and the Syrian and Arabian Soldiers were fo 
cruel and covetous, that they rip/t open two thoufand Jeisis in one Night, that they nVighc 
come to the Metal (^). Titus caufed punifh fome of thofe with Death who had been guil- 
ty of this Faft j but their Number and Avarice was fo great, that they could not be all reach- 
ed. To terrify the Befieged into a Submiffion, he caufed crucify fome of their Number who 
liad fled into his Camp in their View. But. they reviled him from the Walls, and nothing 
would alarm the Seditious and Zealots, who were hardned to their own Ruin. 

At length I'itus being very defirous to put an End to the Calamities of the Jews, which he 
often protefled their own Obflinacy, and not he, had brought upon them. Having made hiol- 
felf A^fter of one of the Porches of the Temple, he attempted to fcale the Walls : But the 
Befieged overfet the Ladders when full of .Soldiers, and carried away their Enfigns. He then 
took another Methodj by fetting the Gates on fire, fo as the Silver Flutes that covered them 
melting, the Flame took hold of the Galleries f^). The Jews aftonifhed at the Conflagra- 
tion, did not mind to extinguifti it, or to defend themfelves, as they had done formerly. 2?- 
tns then caufed put out the Fire, reiblving next Day to give a general Ailault; and, if pollible, 
to fpare the Temple, But a Soldier, who waited for no Command, being helped up by his 
Fellow, threw a flaming Firebrand into the golden Gate, which entred into the Rooms of the 
'North"part of the Temple. The Flame prefently rifing, the Jews made a great Noife, and 

laboured to extingulfh it. Mean Time the Roman Army entring, the Soldiers killed aii their

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Bnemies who came into their Hands. Tho* the General ran, and commanded to put out the 
Flame, he could not be heard : And the Combuflion was fo fierce^ that icchreacned to pull up 
Mount Zion by the Roots, ^ttus only had Time to fee the holy Place, and to admire the Riches 
thereof. Our Lord's Preditlion muft be accomplifhed, ^hat there Jhould not be one ft one left 
upon another^ Luke xix. 44. The Romans made a dreadful Slaughter of the y^o/j, fo as the 
Stairs of the Temple ran with Blood. Some leaped into the Flames to prevent their Enemies, 
and a fe^iv efcaped into the Town, which ftill held out. Thus was the Temple taken and 
ruined on the tenth of Atiguft, A few precious Things that were taken out of the Treafiiry- 
houfe and the holy Place were preferved, and afterwards brought to l^itns ; as the Saceraotal 
Robe, the precious Stones of the Ephod, with Ibme other Spoils 5 of which afterwards. 

The Temple being taken, plundered and burnt to the Ground, the Army faluted their 
General by the Title of Imferator, He called the Seditious, who had fled into the upper i arc 
of the City, to meet him at the Bridge by which the Temple was joined to the Town, 
where he fpoke to them by an Interpreter, exhorting them to Submiilion, upon Promife to 
fpare their Lives. To which they anfwered, at they would never receive any Pardon ai his 
Hafids^ having vowed the contrary (a) ^ but de/ired Leave to paft by his Camp with their 
Wives and Children into the Wildernefs, leaving the City to the Romans, ^itus being en- 
raged with this Anfwer, threatned all Extremities, moft of which were executed % for he 
caufed burn the lower City and Acra^ of which he was in Pofleffion, and attacked the Palace 
and upper City lb vigoroufly, that on the eight of September^ being the Sabbath Day, he was 
Mafter of the whole (^). The ^Qhth^Simon and "Jobfi^ were l>ill in Pofleflion of three ftrong 
Towersjwhere they might have defended themfelves : But being frighted and abandoned by their 
Troops, they only endeavoured to fecure themfelves, by flying into the fubterrancan Canals be- 
longing to the City. The Viftors fpared no Body they found, the whole City was deftroyed and 
levelled with the Ground, except three Towers called Pbafae/us^jFIippicos and Mariamne^ and 

a part of the Wall on the Weflfide, which ^ittts allowed to remain as a Monument to after- 
Ages of what the City had been, yohn the Ring-leader of the Seditious, wanting Proviflons, 
came out of the Vaults, and furrendred to the Komans^ being allowed to live as a perpetual 
Prifoner. SimoK was concealed to the End of QSiober (^c). He thought to have efcaped in 
Difguife, but was feiaed, led in the Triumph at KomCy and there pu^ to Death- His coming 
out of the common Shores awakned the Greedineis of the Koman Soldiers to fearch thefe fub- 
terrancan Vaults, where they found fbme Treafure; mdfjQvevziyewSy who expedled to have 
faved themfelves there, had their Throats cut. During the whole Time of the Siege, Jofephus 
reckons 1 10000 dead and killed, and 97000 Jews taken Prifoners, whofe Cafe was ve- 
ry miferable : For the beft of their Youth were led in Captivity to adorn the Emperor^s Tri- 
umph ^x. Koine 5 others of them were fent to labour in Metal Mines 5 a great many were de- 
ftroyed by wild Beafls and Gladiators in the publick Shows, and others fold for little or no- 
thing. 

§ 120. Thus was 7ffr«/2?/^;;z deftroyed, a City remarkable for Wealth, Strength and An- 
tiquity, having remained from the Titneof David 1179 Years j once famous for true Religi- 
on, and even fince it became degenerate was by far the moft eminent City, not of Jndea on- 
ly, but of the whole Eaft, as even Pliny ^e^ confelfeth. The Jews had defired that our 
liord's Blood might be on them and 072 their Children^ Mattb. xxvii. 25, And this was a jiift 
Retiibution of divine Vengeance, as hath been obferved by Pra</^«//«J, as in the Verfea ac 
the Foot of the Page ffj* This is the Jbomination of Defolation fpoken of by Daniel th^ 
Prophet, Matth, xxiv. 15. 'Tis memorable, that this fatal Siege began a little before the Paft- 
fover, about the very Time of the Year that they fo barbaroufly put to Death the Son of God : 
So exaft a Proportion doth divine Juftice fometimes obferve in inflicting Punifhments. This 
ivas not only foretold by our Lord and his Apoftles, but alio ligniHed by immediate Prodigies 
and Signs from Heaven. A blazing Comet in the Faihion of a Sword hung diredtly over the 
City for a whole Year together. In the Feaft of unleavened Bread, a little before the 
breaking out of the War, a Light fhined between the Altar and the Temple, as bright as at 
Noon-day. The E.aft Gate of the Inner-Temple, all of mally Corinthian Brals, which twenty 
Men could hardly fihut,. after it had been fall: locked and barred^ was feen to open of its own 
Accord. Chariots and Armies were beheld in the Air, all in martial Poftures, as preparing to 
furround the City. At Pentecoft^ when the Priefts entred into the Inner-Temple, they per- 
ceived a Noife and Motion, and then heard a Voice faying, iA.zT<t^Aivui^iv tcriuOec, Let us depart 
hence, Amidft thefe Calamities 'tis obfervable, that the Ghriftians, by the Caution which our 
Lord gave them, IVbeu yefhall fee yerufalem compajfed with armies^ and, the abomination of

iitus having finiihed his Affairs at Jerttfalem^ rewarded his Soldiers, fa^nficed .for the Vi, 
ftorv, and difmiffed his Army-, ordering thp Tenth Legion to keep Guard in the delolated 
Place CO " -And conceiViiVg it was too Me in the Year, in the Stormy Scafon, to undertake a 
Voyage to Koni^^ iie made a Progrefs to t^far<xa, Berytas^ and feme other Places in 6yria^ 
wheriihe celebrated the Birth-days of his Father and Brother, and diverted himfelfby exhibiN 
ins Shews of Sword-Playersj with other Amufements, after the Roman F/frion. As he paiTed 
^erufalem to go to Alexandria^ he lamented with Tears the Overthrow of fo noble a City (i), 
and curfedthe Seditious who forced him to deflroy it. ..... 

6 121. Upon ^itus^s, Return to Kome his Father and he were both joined in one mag- 
" nificent Triumph for their Victory over Judea^ the Ceremonies whereof 1 nfced not defcribe. 
But it deferves to be noticed, that the Spoils cakcn from the Temple at J^rnjalem^ particular. 
Iv the Table of Gold, the golden Candleftick with its feven Lamps (in Honour of the leveiuh 
Jpay fays Jofephus^-mdt\\G Law of the Jews^ were carried before them C^). The Triumphal 
Arch of ^hus is 'yet remaining at Rome^ where the Reprefentation of the Table, the 
Candleftick with its Lamps, the Trumpets and Cenfers, are flill. to .be feen, concerning whjch 
the leai-ned Mrian Kelaud hath wrote ah elaborate Treatife (/) : .But thefe precious iMonu- 
jnents ore no where now to be found. Jofephus indeed tells us ig\ That Vefpafian placea 
Golden Vcffels and the precious Inftrtments of the. Jews^ for which he had a htgb Efteem^ tn tbs 
temple 0/ Peace j hut their Law and the Purple Vail of the San^inary he. ordered to be kept m 
the Palace This Temple of Peace was burnt to the Ground in the Reign of the Emperor 
Commodns Ch\ about the 187th Year of the Chrifti^n ^ and the Queftion is, whdtis bc 
come of thofe Spoils now ? Procopius informs us(i),. That when Carcafo m j^fnC v/as befie- 
eed, it was faid the Imperial treafures.were there, which Jlartck the elder m the former .4ge 
-had carried from Row^- when it was taken i and there were the precious Rarities of Solomn 
Kins of the Hebrews^ worthy to be noticed. We underftand by Anafiafms the Library Keep- 
er U> that thefe precious Monuments were carried from Rome into Africk^ in the Year of 
our Lord 4^0, Gezerick, (fays he) entred Rome without R efiftance^ the third Day after Maxi- 
nms fled from it^ and carried away ail the Money and teji things of that City in Ships^ among 
which were the Ecclefiafiical Karhies of Gold^ adorned with precious Stones^ and the Jewilh 
VefJeh which Titus the Son Vefpafian brought to Rome after the Sacking 0/ Jerufalem. In 
the Year 520, when Belifarins had overcome the VaUdals^ thefe Things were brought out of 
Jfrica Into Europe. Procopius (/) fpeaks of them when he defcribes Belifarius's Triumph: 
jimong thefe STrophies, fays he, were the Veffels of the Jews, 

^fterthe Deftrueiion q/" Jerufalem, carried to Rome, whscb when a Jew faw^ he j aid to one of 
the Emperor's Favourites^ « Jt is not expedient to carry the{e things into the Palace at Conftan- 
« tinople for they cannot he preferved but where Solomon King of the Jews place'^ itemi 
« Gezerick took Rome becauje iheje were laid upamongthe Gentile Nations^ and the Romans 
« feixed the Country of the Vandals.'' — If'hen this was told to the Emperor^ he was fo puck 
with Fear^ that he fent offtheje Spoils to the Steinpleof the Chriftians at Jerufalem. But what 
as become of them now, if they be extant, or if that Ship to which they were committed arri- 
ved in Paleftine^ we know not ; Only they are not now to be feen at Jerufalem^ nor, as iar as

Wemayalfo obferve, that on the Occafion of this Triumph feveral Medals were ItrucK, 

and Monuments erected. One Medal is common, having upon one Side Fefpafian's Head ana

rttfalem fo unknown at ^ome^ tiiat tKey could 'alledge a Thing fo falfe ? Had they forgot Jr orn^ 
/j^j)' who fubdued this City, and made Jnd^a Tributary to their Republick ? Did they not 
know the various Revolutions it had undergone under the Kings of Syria and Egypt^ fincc A* 
lexand^r the Great's Conqaefts ? This 'flattering Monument teaches us, that palpable Falfhoods 
are often fet down in I n'fcri prions, and therefore thefe Arguments which are deduced from 
them to prove fome Fa^ts-, are not always folid nor. irrefragable. 

'§ t2fi. After ?jrm'had triumphed at Ro;;/)?, Lucilius Baffus £ent Iwtoyndea to covk^ 
pleat the Conqueft "of .th:a£ Country.. There were three Gaflles. which the Seditious yec'^'^'"^" 
maintained there, x\dXnQ\y Herodion^ Macbarus 'jelM Maffada^ . Baffus fumliioried Herodion 
and immediately they within it fubmitted and were pardoned. Macheerns was a Place much 
ftronger by Art and Nature, and well provid'ed, and therefore the Garrifon adventured to make 
a Defence. But -S^j/T^^'j having caught £/<fi22Ji?r their Leader, threatned to crucify him before 
their Eyes, unlefs they fubmitted : Whereon they capitulated, and fgrj'ehdred upon Conditi- 
ons that they might have leave to depart with Safety^ and have Eleazar reftored to them

<0. Bkazara, Captain of the Robbers ftill held the Caftle of Maffada'^ a Place ftVongby Na-"^' 
ture, which Herod the Great had aifo fortified, and laid up there a great Store of Arms And 
Provifions, a Part whereof remained to this Time. The Kowans made regular Approaches 
and fummoned the Garrifon to furrerider 5 but the befieged made an obftinate Relift'ante 5 and 
there being no Accefs for battering Engines, becaufe of the high Situation of the Caftle, Syl-* 
*va refol'vcd to burn. the Walls, being nioftly of Wood j which the Wind favouring him, he 
did with Succefs. Theh Ekazar perceiving the Place would be taken next Day^ exhorted the 
befieged to be fo valiant as to kill themfelves rather than fall into the Hands of the Romans i 
wh?ch they at iaft did with grieat IrihUtbanity, murdering themfelves with their Wives and 
'Children ; fo that the Komans^ wheti they fei'zed the Place, found only there nine hundred and 
fixty dead Bodies, with one old Wife and five Children-j who having concealed themlelves in 
a Vault from the Maflacre^ told the Conquerors how the Tragedy had been afted. Thus all 
y«f!?<?<3 wa^ fubduL^d, and a great Part of it deftroyed. 

. § 124. Many of the Robbers havihg tfcaped Into ^^^'pr, there ftirred up their 

Countrymen to a Revolt i which, being dafcovered, fix hundred of them were apprehended C^^) ■ 
but tho* they were put to cruel Torments and Death^ not one of theni would call Cafar Lord. 
,The Governor of AkxaMria^ by Orders from Kome^ IhuC up the Temple, which Onias hai 
long ago Cas hath been before obferyed (ie\ built for the Jem irt Egypt ^ leavin* no Accefs for 
any P4rt of their Worfliip in that Place. 

The 'Je-jotfJy Sicdriam^ like fome infeaious Difeafei fp^ead into the Towns "about Qyrene (fX 
One Jolm a Weaver perfwaded a great many to -folloW him into the Wildernefs^ promifing 
there t6 fhtsw thern Signs and Vifions. Qmillus'^ 't\i^ Knman Deputy-, fent his Soldiers againft 
them, whoeafily furprifed them, being linarhled, killed many and broughc ih others Prifoners. 
^ohn or Jonathan their Leader, thb' efcaping at that Time, was afrel-wards fei'zed, and to ob- 
tain a Reprieve to himfelf, accufed many others, fome of them unjuftly ; Upon which Informa- 
tion j C<:r^«to put three thoufand of them to Deaths teized their Subftancc, . and boafted that 
he had ended the J^joifh War. After this C'dtnlltis brought Jonathdn 'to Rome^ where he accu- 
fed Jofephus the Jewifls Hiflrorian and others • but the Emperor difcoverin'g Jonathan to be an 
Impoftor^ taufed firft whip and then bum him alive. As to Catiillus^ tho' he efcaped- at that 
Time, yet he foon died of a tormenting Difeafe. Here "fafephus puts an End to his Hiftorv 
of the Jewifi War. - ■ 

§ 125. I T may be e^pefted that I fliould here give an Abftra^: of the.I^umbers that were 
killed and deftroyed in the feven Years cf this confuming War 5 and upon a fhort Review of 
what hath been already advanted, 1 humbly cohceiye the Account Hands thus. In the Begins 
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ning of the War, Geffius Floras killed at Jenifalem fix hundred and thirty Je-jos j from the 
innate Hatred which the Greeks bore co that Nation, there were killed at Cxfarea twenty 
thoufand i at Scythopolzs thirteen thoufand ; at A f calon \n Phtxnicz a t\wotho\x£^^nd five hundred- 
at PSohmaiSy two thoufiihd 5 at Alexandriiz in ii^^^, fifty thoufand 5 at Damafcus reh thou! 
fand ; at taking Joppa by Qalliis eight thoulaiid four hufidred 5 by him in the Mountains two 
. thoufand 5 at the Attack of Afcalon ten thoufand 5 deftroyed by Vefpafiau at the Siege and ta* 
king of 5^c??<^p^r<^ forty thoufand i at Japba In G^li/ee fifteen thoufand killed, taken Ciptives 
two thoufand one hundred and thirty ; at Jo'ppa drowned four thoufand two hundred 5 at '^cir. 
richiza killed fix thoufand five hundred 5 deftroyed in their Way to Tiberias twelve hundred; 
fent to iNero fix thoufand, befides others Who were fold, whom 1 fiiali not take into the Ac- 
counts at Gamala killed }bur thoufand ^ at the fame Place five thourand wilfully threw them- 
felves over Rocks and were flain 5 Gifcala being deferted, two thoufand were killed in the 
Purfuit 5 killed at jenifalem before the Siege, 'by letting an the Idam^eans^ eight thoufand five 
. hundred ; and foon after that twelve thoufand i at Gadara killed thirteen thoufand 5 in the Vil- 
lages of Idnmcea ten thoufand 5 during the Siege of Jcrnfalem^ killed and died of Famine ele- 
ven hundred ihow^^nd ^ taken Prifoners ninety feven thoufand 5 at Machcerns killed fevenreen 
hundreds ^tfardcs three thoufand ; zt Maffada^ who wickedly killed themfelves, nine hun- 
dred and fixty j killed by CaUiUus the Prefident at Cyreue three thoufand. The Total then 
deftroyed in this War, is fourteen hundred fifty three thouCand feven hundred and twenty JfiKjj. 
We have feen the Hiftory of thefe Particulars confirmed by Jofepbns already ; and yet there 
arc many of their Calamities at this Time omitted in the Account ; nor can all their jMiferies 
.by Famine, Banifhment, and a thoufand other Ways, be reckoned up, for thefe were innume- 
^rable. By their great Wickednefs they had provoked a juft God to inflidl all this upon themj 
for Cnce they crucified the Son of God our Saviour they never made one right Step ^ and there 
can be no Hope of their Retoi^ery, till they look upon him whom they have pierced, and 
anourn. I ftiaU only add one other Paffage of 7oy<?j)-&«J faying, I uiU m ceaje tojpd 

what Grief compeltetb me : I verily thmk, that if the komans bad delayed to come againftom 
People^ either the Earth wonld have opened its Month and devoured the City^ or it would hm 
been deftroyed by a Deluge^ or by Fire and Lightning as Sodom, for it was more -wicked tbm 
that Place 9 272 Jhort^' by Iniquity and Obftinacy^ the wb'oie Nation uoas. deftroyed, 
7i?. § I The Calamities of the Jews did not end with Vefpaftan's Reign 5 for ^ittis^ who at 
ccnded the Imperial Throne, afteir his Father's Death, in the Year of our Lord 79, continu- 
ed upon this Peopie the Taxation of two Drachms a Head, to be paid to the CapitoJ, uhich 
thfey counted a mighty Grievance, not merely for the Slim, but becaufe it was a Badge of Ser- 
vitude, and given for the Suppoi-t of the heathenifli Worfiiip of Jupiter Capitolimis, , 
D, pi. Domitiau who fucceeded his Brother Titus^ raifed a Perfecution againft the Chriftians^ about 
the ninety fecond Year oi' th& Chrifti an ^ra^ and did not fpare the yews^ for he command- 
ed all to be killed who were of the Stock of David in Jitdea Qf\ left any of that -Race fhould 

pretend to the Kingdom. 

Cocceitts Nerva^ Domitian^s Succeffor, was more favourable to the yews^ for he abfolvedall 

thofe who were accufed of Impiety (O5 and recalled the banilhed^ which had a Refpedl both 
to the Jeiius and Chriftians. He forbad for the future the Subjects of the Empire to be tor- 
mented for the Sake of Religion, Impiety ior yudaifm ; and he difcharged the Jews of thefe 
Impofts by which Do??;ir/^r^ had opprefled them. Hence on a Medal coined at that Time, 
thefe Words are engraven, Caltimnia fifci yudaici fnblata^ which is not to be underftood asif 
the Capitation Tax had been repealed 5 for the Didrachm was paid by every Head in Origens 
TimeC^^)» but the Calumny abolilhed, that is, the jews vv ere nO longer opprelTed by great 
Fines on falfe Pretences, as had been done in Domitian*^ Reign. About this Time lived the 
Poet Ezekiel^ who compofed the Departure from Egypt in Gr^^A Verfe : And at the kmQ 
Time is placed the Autiior of the Will of the. twelve Patriarchs j for he fpeaks of the Deftm- 
6tion oijerttfalemy of fome Adtions of th^ Mejfiab^ and of the Writings Of the Evangeli^sj 
like one who had feen them. 

§ 127. I N Trajan's Reign, which comtnenced with the Year of our Lord 100, and conti- 

^.23.ii8.nued to 119, the Calamities of the Jews increafed, or rather their Folly made them venture 

upon Mutiny and Sedition, and they coiild never hdve tim'd it worfe than in the Reign ot f(i 
brave and fo warlike a Prince. In the laft Year fave one of ^rajan*s Reign, the Infurredtion 
began in Cyrene^ a City of Libya^ where the Jews had a Settlement for many Ages. En[ebius 
(d*) tells us, that itz the firft Confli6i they bad fome Advantage over the Gentiles j hut thefe ^f^^ 
fled from them efcapi7ig to Aiexandria, fo alarmed that City^ that the Jews who dwelt therf 
were almoft all deftroyed, ^he Cyrenian Jews, being provoked by thefe Sufferings of their Coufj" 

trymeUy rofe tinder the Condu6i of one Lucas, and deftroyed all their Neighbours, Of which the 
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Tnanded Lucius Quintius to drive them out of that PrO'vince '^ who dejiroyed a great mnltitude of 
them in Battle : For which Service the Emperor made him Prejident of the Proijince. Tlie 
Compendizer of Dion CaJJltis gives this Account of the Matter (^) : ^he Jews who inhabite 
Gyrene under one Andreas their Captain^ 'killed both the Romans ajid Greeks : They fed upon 
their Flefh^ ate their Bowels^ befmeared tbemfelvcs with their Bloody wore their Skins^ c/U 
many a f under ^ threw others to wild Beafts^ or made them fight with one another^ ( I follow a 
Heathen Author, whom I have cited 5 but do not aflirm that the Jews were guilty of all 
thefe Barbarities) fo as^ our Author proceeds, they dejiroyed two hmsdred and twenty thoiifand 
People, Moreover in £gypt and Cyprus, under 072e Artemlon their Leader^ there was a 
like Slaughter of the Cypriors^ two hundred and forty t bo nf and of them being deflroyed. . But 
the Emperor fent Lucius bis Lieutenaftt^ who defeated and defhrqyed the Jews in every Flace^ 
and no Jew was fnffered any more to enter that If I and ^ md if any was but drive?z afJjore there 
by T'empeft he was immediately to be killed. This Order being put in execution, few Jews \v\ 
after Ages have been found in that Place. 

§ 128. MhlUS HADKIANUS^ the adopted Son oi'trajan^ fucceeded him in the Empire, 
He completed the Miferies of the Jews^ bringing , chem to fuch a wretched Poverty, that they 
were obliged to get their Bread by interpreting Dreams and telling of Fortunes C^). In this 
Prince's Reign, there was a great Infurredlion of near two hundred choufand Jews, TheOc- 
cafions of this Commotion are reprefented to have been. That the Bmperor Ibrbad them to be 
circu'mcifed CO i ^^^^ ^^^^ ^ Colony to Jerufalem^ and built a City upon its Ruins, calling it 
'^lia by his own Name (d\ and confecrated it to Jupiter Capitoltnus, Finally, Barchochebas^ 
Si cun'ning jewifh Impoftor, knew how to make his Adviantage of the Difturbance which thefe 
things created in the Minds of the People, in order to excite them to War, Ever lince the 
jews rejefted our blefled Lord Jefus^ the true Meffiab^ they have been eafily cheated by Im*- 
poflors and Deceivers COa Which leveral Inftanices have been given already, and others will 
come In our Way in the Progrefs of this Work, This Cheat called himfelf Barcochahh^ a rim 
fing Star^ alluding to Numb. xxiv. i7. But he was loon found to be Barcofabb or Cofiba (f)'^ 
a LiaY or falfe Meffiah. The ^ews diflembled their Refentments, till the Emperor had per« 
formed his Journey through Egypt and Syria^ 2x\di returned to Ro??ie ^ but then they gathered 
in great Numbers t Even their Rabbi Akiba followed Barcofabb with twenty four thoufand 
Scholars (g), proclaiming hith to be the true Meffiah. The ILomans at firft did not mind the 
Commotion ; but finding it like to draw to a Height, and that the World was fhaken by it, 
the Emperor fent ftinnins Kufns iagainft them, who was not acquainted with the Importance 
of the War 5 fo that even after he had received confiderable Reinforcements, he was often 
beaten. f3e therefore fent for Julius Sev'eruSy one of the greatell Captains of the Age, from 
Britain ; who not daring to give Battle to the over numerous Jews^ attacked them in Par- 
ties j ftraitned them in their Camp, cut ofF their Provifions, and by thefe Means becoming fii* 
perior to them he laid Siege to Bither^ to whifch they had i-ctired. The City was taken, 
and Barchochebas was killed. Five hundred and eighty thoufand are laid to have been flain in 
feveral Engagements (Jo\ and the Number that perifhed by Famine, Alifery, Fire and other 
Calamities, cannnt be reckoned. Fifty famobs Caftles of the Jews were demoliihed, nine hun* 
dred and eighty five Villages were plundered, deflroyed, and aftelrwards burnt • and thus al- 
moft all Judea was laid defblate. The Jews were baniflied out of the holy Land, and prohi- 
bited ever to return to it. This War is placed between the vulgar Year of our Lord 131 and 
136 5 and this put on the Capftone to the ^ip^e^J Calamities, and finifhed their Difperfion, and 
therefore I here put an End to this Chapter ; Only it may be obferved, that the Romans lay- 
ing the Country defolate, and not furnishing it with Colonies, hath been of bad Confequence 5 
for by this Door, firft the Perfzans^ next the Saracens^ and then the ^lirks have entred, and 
4riven the Komans out of the whole Houfe.

TH E unhappy Divifions in jndea hafthed its Ruin : The Way whereby God 
revenged the Death of our Redeemer did hot make thehi uhite^ but while 
they iOiould have joined their Forces igainft the comraoh Enemy, they ra- 
ther chofe to periih by their 'own DifTeren'ces. Mbft of the Sei^ls yet fub- 
fift ; and fuice the different Writers ahcl Tenets among the fpHngfrom 
them which we at-e todefcribe, as making up a 'confiderable Part of this Ki- 
ilory, and interwoven with the whole, 'tis propet- \*^e Ihould now give fome 
Account of them. 

§ t.To begin with the Samaritafis ^ I have already taken Notice bf the eredling of the Klrg- 
dom of the Ten Tribes (^ay, and of their feparate WoraUp, whith gave the firft Occafibn for 
tills Party. We have obferved the Differences which appeired between the Samaritans and 
Jeivs^ after their Return from the (Z^) Bai?yhmjb Captivity, andhaVe difcdiirfed of the J^wm- 
Hrafi Pentateuch C^^), and of fome other Difputes they had with ihejews^ in the former Far: 
cf this Work, which 1 rather chufe to refer the Reader to, than here repete 5 and therefore 
fhall only now confider the State bf the SafnaYitafis frbm our Saviour's fcoming into the World. 
From art inveterate Hatred to thie *fewi^ the Samaritans^ in the fevehth Year after our 
Lord's Birth, came fecretly to JemfaJ^m^ and threw the Bones of a dead Man near rhe 
Temple C^^), to defile the Houfe of God, and difturb the t)evocion of the Peftival which was. 
then celebrated. About twenty five Years after this, Chriift going through the TferHtory of 
the Satharitatis^ found a Woman drawing Water at Jacobus Well, of whom he asked Drink. 
She was furprifed at it, becaufe the Jew^ had no Cbrrefpbndence \vith the Saradrka^is (e^ : Yet 
our Lord, who "Ji'ds come to feek and fave thv loft Sheep of Jftael^ converted this poor \Vo- 
man, and by her Aleans feveral others. They had no Doubt a great Difadvantage in learning 
Chriftianity i for they only admitted the Bot>ksof Mofes^ ahd rejefted the W^ritings of the 
reft of the Prophets^ they werfe deprived of thefe Oracles whifch did mofl plainly characterize 
t\\QMeJJtah : However they might mind the Prdphefy ofjacol?^ Geu. Sclik. lo. and many 0- 
ther Things in the Mofaic Writings^ which did pdiht him out. About the" fame Time 
this poor People were deceived by an Impbftor, whopromifed to difcover to them the holy 
Vefleis which Mofes hid in fome Corner of Mount Gerizzim. Mofes never fet his Foot in the 
holy Land, only faw it afdr off 5 fo the fcheat was plain ; However the Impoftor drew the 
Mob after him (f)^ v/ho feized a large Village, where they expefted the reft of their Na- 
tion, to fee the Difcovery. Pontius Pilate theh Procurator of Jndea being informed of ic^ 
fent a Detachment againft this Croud, who put them to thfe Rout, and the Ring-leaders bf 
the Sedition were put to Death. VihUins^ Prefident bf Syria^ to whom Complaints were made 
tofPz'totf's Cruelty, thought a popular Error did not deferve fo fevere a Punifhment ; and 
therefore fent Pilate to Kome there to anfwer for his Condudl : But he did riot reach that 
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City till the Death of Tiberius and we have already heard What became of him (^r/) in Cai^:^ 
sriila\ Reign. Another Misfortune happened them in the Reign of Ciaudins^ while Cuvzanus 
was Procurator of about killing fome "^ews: Btit i have already noticed this whofe 

Story. 

Samaria Yclt the fad Effefts of the War, whrch the Nation maintained againft Nm -ntM 
Vefpafia?!^ being burnt at the Beginning of the Infurredlion. The Inhabitants thereof after^ 
wards retiring to Mount Geri%%im^ it was believed that they defigned to rife ; Whereupon 
Cerealis a Tribune was fent to force them to lay down their Arms and fubmic. He attempt 
ted but not being able to pevfuade them to comply, he blocked them up 5 and und^rftanding 
that manv of them died for Thirft (Os he advanced upon the Mountains^ and attacked them 
fo fuccefsfuily, that 11 600 were killed on the Spot. This Slaughter made them yield to Ne^^ 
ro, yea to worfhip him as a God, who killed them as a cruel Man, which is proved by a Me- 
'da'l in the FreJKb King*s Clofetjpublifhed by Cardinal Noris (^>, ftamped iov Nero^ In the fouri- 
teenth Year of his Reign. On the Reverfe is the Goddefs -AJiart-e^ with a Tower on her 
Head holding the Image of OfiYts in one Hand, with a Motto, as at the Foot of the Page (y\ 
fignifying, Samaria bath canfed this Medal to be ftawpedfortle aiignft and great Gods, After 
the Uf'ar fome new Inhabitants were fent thither to people and poflefs it again, who embraced 
tht.- Religion and Intereft of the Country, which expofed them as well as the Je%m to Hadrian^^ 
Hatred. The Samaritan Chronicle fays, lhat after this Prince had devioRjhed Jerufalemj 
he went to Napoloufle or Shechem, uwere he took aivdy all their Books^ not j-paring even thefe 
which contain-ed their Genealogy and Hiftory, ^ bey were forbid to circnmcije their Qhildrat^ yet- 
they Jent -ihem as they came^irto the World by Maid^Servants into Caves^ wbe)re they received 
the Seal of the Covenant j hut they could not fo edfily avoid eating Swines Fieflj^ 'xbich the Ro« 
mans mixed with their Meats, ^hey were fo hotly per fc'cuted^ that the Figure of a brazen Bird 
was Jet up on Mount Gerizzim, hi^zder them from wcrflnpping there^ and fome Forces iverc 
pofied at the Foot of the Motitrt^ to put all to Death who would attempt to go thither. Some e^ 
fcaping the Centinels wetit thither^ but were difco^vered by the Bird^ who Jpoke and named the 
Hebrews ; whereupon the Soldiers awakenings fell ttpofi tbofe that afcended^ and cut their 
throats ffj^ If the Samaritan Chronicle be all of a Piece with this, we have no great Hopes 
of any folid Information by it. In Commodus^s Reignj the Samaritafts^ to gain his Favour^ 
complied with fome Parts of Idolatrous Worlhip. When Niger revolted, they preferved their 
Loyalty, and fided with and therefoi-e this Prince fent a Colony thither to people 

the Country.- Benjamin of ^udela-^ who about the Year 1170 went thro' ali the Synagogues 
of the Jews in moft Places of the World^ found but about a hundred Samaritans in a poor 
wretched Condition at Shechem-^ where they continued to offer Sacrifices. . 

As to their prefent State, there ar6 yet {ome Satnaritam &t Napo/ouJJ'e^ which is old ^y/- 
ehemy fnuate between Mount Eb a I and Mount Gerizzim. They obferve the Law of Mofei 
more exactly than the reft of the Jews, There they have the Tomb oijofepb^ and the Bones 
of that Patriarch (as they think") that were brought out Egypt ^znd fome Priefts of the Houfe 
or Pofterity o£ Aaron. They offer Sacrifices upon Mount Geri%%im^ according to the ancient 
Rites, and have a High-prieft who refides there, who appoints the Day of, the Paffover, and of 
all other Feftivals to the iy^ywizr/riJAJ that are difperfed. In the Year 1686, they wrote to 
their Brethren itiEnglandy to give them Notice of the Death of their High-prieft, and to ask 
Alms for their Poor, who are doubtlefs thegreaceft Part of that ftnall Body. 'Tis remarkable^ 
that they have maintained themfelves in their native Country for fo many Ages, notwithftand-i 
ing the many Perfetutions they have undergone fxnce the Reign of Jeroboam. Mr. Ludolf^ 
a Man profoundly skilled in the Oriental Languages, at the End of the laft Century, kept a 
Correfpondence with thefe Siebimttes ; and in the Year 1688, printed a Letter which he re- 
ceived from them. Their prefent State may be further known by I>t. Htintingtotf^ Letters 
printed at in the Yeat 1704. This learned Gentleman tells us. That he had feeii 

them at Gairo and Napoloujfe^hzd correfpbuded with, and. examined them upon feveral Things 
which common Travellers omit fg) 5 That there are no Sdfftdritans nt Damafcus 5 and tho' 
thefe at Sichem boaft of their numerous Brethren at Cairo^ yet he faw there only one Samari-^ 
tan and his Wife, and thefe very poor. Their Synagogue is a little nafty obfcure Chamber^ 
where are kept two Copies of the Law, fuid to be five hundred Years old, .They have a 
Form of Prayer^and the Book of Jofljtia^ which contains a very ihort Chronicle from the Crfca-- 
tion of the World to Mahomet. This falfe Prophet is curfed at the End of the Book : But 
that Word is written in •S'-^^^-^J'/r^ff, that the may not underftand it. Laftly^ Tiiey 

keep in this Library fome Commentaries on the Law, written in Arabivk^ which is the Lan.; 
guage they commonly ufe, except when they quote any Paflkge of the Law^ or write the 
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Names ot* their High-priefls, for then they ufe Samaritmi Letters. Thefe of Sichem or NapGknjJ's 
^re for moft part farmers of the.Cuftoitis, and Colleftbrs of the Tr'ibute at Sichem^ Gaza^ 
Joppa^ or elfe Secretaries to the jB^j^^j which -gives thefn feme fmall Bufinefs. They walk 
in the Streets well enough dreffed, and are not fo poor as in other Places, Their principal. 
M^rcbih hen Tacohs wrote to Dr. Humingto7i at Jemfalem. The X.etters were figiicd by 
eighteen Perfons, which were almoftall who were of any ^Confiderhtion at Shhem, Thefc 
Samaritans boaft of a Copy of the Law written by the Hand of Ah'ijlm the Son of Pbimhas^ 
the Son of Eleazar^ the Son of Jarors the High-prieft. The Do£^or in a fecohd Journey to 
tSicTjem^ examined the Copy with his own Eyesj. but could not find any fuch Words 5 and the 
Samaritans confefledthac they were not now in their Copy, fome body had malicicuHy cxpun* 
gedthem: And 'tis quelHoned if that Copy be ancient. The fame Doiftor, who was u Cri. 
tick in Oriental Antiquities, has obferved C^)? "POJ^ examining many Samaritan Copies, that 
there is perhaps not any of them five hundred Years old. All the Samaritans mortally hate 
the Jews : They don't pronounce the Name JehoDah. Their Notions of the 2\'hjjiah are 
very confufed : But they always fpeak very honourably of. him, and don't much declaim a- 
gainft thofe who worlhip him. 'Tis probable that, their Hatred to the Jews makes them more 
moderate to the Chriftians. They formerly ufed th'e jEra of the SeleHcidjk^ as long as the Gre. 
'^ian Empire continued j but now that they are fubjeft to the MabometahSy they count by the 
^ears.of the He§ira, reckon 6130 Years from the Creation of the World to the Year 
i'690j when they wrote to our Author. They hardly underftand the old Samarita;^ Tongue^ 
sand are obliged when they read it often to recur to a Paraphraft. 

I fliall only add the Confeffion of their Faith", which their Higih-prieft Eleazar fent to Scit. 
Uger at his Utrir^^ in Name of the Synagogue o^Sicbeih ; tho', not coming til) ^ittr Scaligef 
wasdeadj it fell into Monfieur P^rVf/ir's Hands; where they inform us (^), i. i'bat'tbe Sq.a^z. 
ritans objerve the Sabbath witb all tbe Exa6ltiefs commanded ^ for 7ievera one of them fiirs out of 
the Place where he is on that Day, Jave only to go to the Synago gue ^ where* they read in tbe Law^ 
€if:d fz72g Fraifes to God, Ofz this Night they do not ly with their l-Fivcs^. and they mitbev 
kindle any Fire themfelves, nor employ any body to do it fof tbem : IVherea's the Jews hnak 
the Sabbath in all thefe Partimlars ; for they go out of ^own, have Fire kindled for them^ au^ 
ty imth tbeir Wives, without fo much as wajhing themfclves after they have ioucbed them. '2, 
S^ey look upon tbe Pafjover as the chief of all their Feafis ; they begin it at Snn-fet^ with tk 
Sacrifice appointed for it in Exodus ^ hut tbey never facrifice in a7iy Place except Mount Gcriz- 
Sim, where tbey read the Law aiid pray to God 5 after which the chief Prieft gives a BleJJing to 
the Congregation, 3. ^fhey keep alfo theFeafi of Harveft feven Days : But they do not agree with 
tbe Jews as to tbe Day on which it orfgbt to begin ^ for tbefe reckon from the Day after the So- 
lemuity of tbe Paffover j whereas ^ tbe Samaritans reckon fifty Days to tbe Beginui'ag of the Day 
before tbe Sabbat by which is the l^^eek of u'n leave f:ed Bread^ and the Day after the feventb Sab- 
bath following begins the Feaft of Harveft. 4. S'bey keep the Feaft of E;cpiation on the tenth 
Day of tbe feventb Month, ^Tbey fpend the whole twenty four Honrs in prayi7ig to God, andfing'* 
tngy- without eating any thing 3 for^ ex'cept the Cbi Id/en who are at the Brcafi^ all tbe rejl fajt : 
Whereas tbe Jews excnfe all from fafti'ng that are imder the Age of feven Tears. 5. ^be fifteenth 
of tbe fame Month tbey celebrate the Feaft of Tabernacles ^ upon the fame Mount Gerizzim. 5. 
^hey never defer Circumcifion beyond the eighth Ddy^ as is commanded in Genefis , whereas the 
Jews do fometimes pat it off longer. 7. ^hey are obliged to waflj themfelves in tbe Morning 
after they have lien with tbeir Wives^ or if they have fallen into any Impurity by 'Night ; 
forts of Veffels which are capable of being defiled^ become fo when they touch them before they have 
wajhed tbemfelves. 8. fhey take away the Fat of the Sacrifices^ and give the Priefts the ShouU 
der^ the Cheeks and the BeUy, 9. Stb'ey do not viarry their Wives ^ as tbe Jews do : Ahd th'sy 
have but one Wife^ whereas the Jews have more, i o. ^hey believe in Gody in Mofes tind in 
illo«ff^ Gerizzlm. Whereas (they fay'^ tbe Jews place their Confidence in tpje Commands of O" 
tbers^ we do not hi Jig but what is commanded in the Law of the Lord by the Miniftry of Mofes : 
^he Jews leave that which the. Lord bath cmmnanded in tbe Law^ to follow the Jnv^sntions of 
tbeir Fathers and Doi^ors." Eledzar added, That tbey reckoned one hundred and twenty tm 
High^priefts from Aaron to tbeir Time^ ofivhom tbey have d Catalogue and Succeffion, They helicDt 
themfelves to be of the Pofterity 0/ Tofeph by Ephraim, and that all of their High-pricjis an 
defc ended from Phinehas ; whereas the Jews have not one of that Family. T'bey hoaft that they 
mly have preferved the Hebrew Charadiers which God made ufe of to promulgate the LA^^ i 
whereas (jay they^ the Jews have a Way of writing from Ezra, which Js cur fed for Bver. 
Many Attempts have been made to convert them, but they are ftubbornly wedded to their 
Se€c. They have been opprefied in ftead of being rnade Chriftians, ^nd are reduced to aimall 
Number by Poverty and Mifery. 

§ 2. 
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Of the Sadducees. 
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2. I now go to the Sadducees^ who feem to have, taken their Riife in the Time of j^fitiga^ 
ms of Socbo, Prelidenc of the Sanhedrim at JernJaieTn C^) aboup the Year before Chrift 265, 
after the 'Creation of the World 3687 ; who having in his Ledlures often inculcated upon his 
Scholar^ ^bat they muft not feri-e Qod in a Jkrvile Majzner with refpeSl to the Rezvard^ but 
out of filial Love and Fear '■iphicb they owed to bim^ Sadoc and Baith'os (^), two of his Difci-

that all the Rewards <2od ga^ve to thoje piho firved him 'were in this Lije only. Many being 
perverted by them to this Opinion, they began that Sedt among, the Je'iPs^ which from the 
Kame "of Sadoc werp called Sadducees j who differed from Epicurus only in this. That tho' they 
denied a future State, yet they allowed the Power of God to create the World, and his Provi- 
dence to govern jt 5 whereas Epicurus, denied both the one and the pcher,^ Some, Authors are 
of opinion QcX th-^t at firil the Sadducees only differed from other jews as. to the Point of un- 
written Traditjohs, which the others approved of, but they ftuck to the written Word only 5 
and while they went no further, they were in the right.; When J-ohn Hyrcamis deferted the 
Se<5t of the PhaTifees^ and went over to the Sadducees^ no other Alteration is mentioned Qd^ 
then to have been made by him, but his, annulling 9I] the traditional Conftirutiohs of the 
rijees. Moreover Hyrcanus having the Charadter of a juft and religious P!;ince (je% ^tis not 
likely that he would embrace fo impious a Dodlrine as that of denying a.Refurre<5l:ion and a 
future State, efpeciaily in the latter End of his Life^ when this was done 5 and hence it may 
be fuppofed'j that this Impiety had not then ijifedted that SeQ:. 

But at whateveV precife Time thefe Opinions were ihtroduced, "tis certain that in the Time 
of pur Saviour the Sadducees were a very impious 5e£t 5 for we find by the infpjred Writings 
Xj% that t bey denied the refurre^iu;jy ,sind faid^ 5there is 7tq xe[urre5fiony neither a ngc}-^ 72ot 
jpiTTt ; The fame is owned by yp[epbus_.(^g). Wheii Men come to. lead wicked Lives, which 
they dare not avow before God, they are fond to embrace any Opinion that would feem to ex- 
empt them froni hisPuniihment, , This gave rife to the Impiety of j?pzV/«v/J, of x!tie Saddmees^ 
and of the modern Deijis, Un^er the Afmonaan Princes the "Jews grew profperous, power 
fui aird rich : iE'heir Wealth produced I^uxury ahd Vice • and tc) free their (Jonfciences from 



Fear.pf accounting for thefe Enbimities, they introduced this Dodlrine ; And Jofephus Qh") 
tells us, that they were Meiti of J^uality and Riches who were of this Se^.. A fecond Poinc 
of the Hcrefy maintained , by the Sadducees^ was about free Will and Predeftination ; For 
whereas the EJfenes held all things to be predetermined and fixed i|i an unalterable Concatena- 
tion of Caufes, and the Pharijees al.lowed a free Will in conjunction with Predeftination, the 
Sadducees^ differing from both, denied all mannc^r of Predeftination whatfoever their Do- 
iftrine being, TlMt God 7nad€ Man abjohit'e Mafter of all his A6iio7ts^ with a full Freedom to do 
■good or evil as he Jhould pleafe^ without any Ajjijiance as to the one^ or Keftraint as to the btberm 
A third Point is, ThAt the Sadducees rejected all the written V^'^brd, except the five Books of 
Mofes, But this is controverted. , Dr. Prideaux (ife) infers, from the IJifpute.that Chrift had 
with the Leaders o£ this $edl .in the Gofpel (Oj chat there can be no Reafon ^iv.en why, 
while there are fo many Texts in the jpfalms and Prophets that plainly prove a future Stape 
iand the Refurrcition from the Dead, our Lord took i3is Argument by a . Confequence frora 
Exod. ill 6. but that he knew that the Sadducees had rejefted the Prophets and Hagiographa^ 
and would admit no Argument but from i;he Law only. Other learned Men, particularly Scar 
liger X^rn^ and Baffmgf (Ji\ are of opinion, that it doth not appear the Sadducees rejefted any 
part of the Canon of the Scriptures^' but. only oppofed Tradition ^ for they taught and t)raye4 
in the Temple, where all the. Prophets were read : And ^^'^/^^'^^'-^ CO P^^i"^y ^wnS, that they 
received what was written^ Othprs contend. That tho' thq Sadducees did not ahfojutely re- 
jeft thefe. infpired Writings, yet thej^ did not . believe they were of the farne Authority as the 
La\y. q£ Mofes, I fhall not take, upon me. to. determine, this Queftibn ; T.o be fure the former 
Eri'prs, and this alfo of queftionihg the Authority of any Part of the iacred Writings, Were 
very dangerous and hurtful. . . .." • 

. The Sadducees were a powerfU) Seft be^fe the Deftruilioh of Jexufalem. Cajaphas^ who 
condekhned our Lord was of . their Number, A^ts:^ v. 17. and many of them were cruel Per-r 
fecutors : For we find another^ High-priefl of that Party named Ananus^ a bloody Man, who 
faking the Advantage of the Death .of 'Fejius and Abfence of he being on his Way to 
take PoITeflion of the Government^ put to Death James the .Brother of our Lprd, as hath been 
before (/») related. ..Sadducifm triumphed While he was High-prieft j but this was for a fjiorc 
Time. The Deftruiftion of J'^rufalem >eaknpd this Se^l extremely 5 their if umber being al- 
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ways interior to that o€ the Pbari fees ^ they found Difficulty after this'Galamity to appear again 
or to make any confiderable Figure in their Nation : Only we may find fome few l ootfitpsof 
them. Mmoniits^ who flourifhed in the fourth Century, is faid to have fecn them tcachiim jji 
Egypt (a\ and to have wrote againft them. But the "Works of this Author being loft 
dare not pofitively affirm this. 'Tis more certain that the Emperor Jiiftinian in the llxth Cen- 
tury fpeaks of them in his Novels, while he banifhed them out of his Dominions, and com- 
manded them who taught certain Tenets of Impiety and Atheifm, denying the RtfuireCtion 
and the laft Judgment, to be put to Death (Z')- This Law was a new Calamity to the Parry 
already very weak : They were obliged to forfake the Keman Empire, which was of v«fl 
tent, and found new Adverfaries in other Places where the Pharijees were fettled. A Jezv/Jh 
Hiftorian (O ^^^^s us of one A7272en or Anaf2HS^ in the eighth Century, who was Head of the 
Academy of i^or^/, and declared for the iS'^ifif/fc^tVx, confirming them in their Opinions, and pro, 
testing them as long as he lived. They are faid to have had another powerful Patron in tlie 
twelfth Century, who aflerted their Intereft ugainlt the Pharijees^ proving the Infignificancy 
of Traditions, which were multiplied without Number. But after all,' except in fome few- 
Places oi Africa^ there arc no Sadducees now found any where that meet in a Body together. 
Their fmall Number hath made them fo contemptible among the. reft of the Jews^ that they 
are not now tolerated j fo as none but fome loofe Fellows and pretended Wits cherifh thole 
Errors in private to keep up a, Succeflion of Sadducijm^ 

§ 3. I proceed next to the Caraites : They agree wich the Sadducees in nothing but in re- 
jecting all Traditions, and adhering only to the written Word ; Nor do they abfolutely tejeft 
Cl'raditions, but only refute to allow them the fame Authority that they do to the written 
"Word. 1 ihall not determine the precife Tirne when this Se£l did arife : They were in Be- 
ing in the Time of our Saviour, and are defigned in the Gofpel by the Name ot N^/zi^to/, L.TiXym 
erSy Lnke^ xi. 45. They afcribe to God fome efiential and infeparable Attributes, which are 
nothing elfe but <Sod himfelf. They exaft from the People an implicite Faith for the Holy 
Scriptures, and condemn all Doubts about the Divinity oi the Law. They have no PhylaCti- 
ries, nor Parchments with Sentences of the Law writ on them ftuck to the Doors of cl eir 
Houfes, They call the bridled AfTes when they fee them in the Synagogues with their 
Frontlets, and believe the Meaning of that Text in Denterqnomy^ where thefe fecm to be en- 
joined, to be that God fiiould be remembred by us at our coming in or going out. They pre- 
tend to a great deal of Temperance and pure Morality 5 are afraid to eat too much, or to.be 
too nice about it; They have a great Refpedt to their Mafters j and their Dod^ors are chari- 
table and teach for nothing. They are fo nice againft Tradition, that they do not allow tlic 
Intercalation of Months and Days to make the Lunar Year equal to the Solar, They worfhip 
no Idoh, no Images, no Angel nor Planet,, and quote the fecond Command againft it ^ and do 
not fcruple, as other Jbtjus^ to name the Name of God. The Silence oi JofepbuS' ought not to 
be advanced as an Argument againft the Being of this Seft. It is true this Hiftorian reck- 
ons only three different Se^ts of the Jews^ thus he omits the Herodians^ who appear too plain 
in the Gofpel to be difputed : And the Caraites having no peculiar Tenets, only teaching the 
Law according to its literal Senfe, and being ftili looked upon a« Doftors of the Law, this 
Author could not diftinguifh them by. the Name of a particular Sedt. 

But we have already heard of them in the Gofpel, and we find.feveral Footftepsofthem in 
Hiftory. Or/g^w puts the Difference between the Scribes and Pbarifees upon this Point 5 
That the Scribes do not deviate from the Law (i;?) 5 but theP^^rz/^ffj, who thought them- 
felves much holier, pretended to interpret it. ferom (e) feems more lull j Xor fpeaking of 
Scbammai and HiUel^ as of two Heads of feveral Sefts, he a flu res us, ^hat.from ibence fprnng 
the Scribes and Pharifees, to wbofe School jucceeded Ahibas, whom tbe Profelytes call the Ma^ 
Jier 0/ Aquila, af2d after bim Meir, to whom fticceeded Johanan, the Son 0/ Zachai, and to hint ^ 
Eliezer. HiUel, Scbanmai ^oxxxlihGd mihQ firft Year of Herod the Great, thirty fe^en 
Years before the Birth of Chrift . Now the Scribes were not Secretaries of State, nor 
Copyifts of the Lav/, who had been a long Time before Scbatmnai^ whom Jerom reprefents 
as their Founder : But they were the fame with the Caraites^ who in his Time vigoroufly op- 
pofed Traditions. In Procefs of Time the yews^ who were fond of Traditions, gathered them 
into that voluminous Book called ihQl*ahnitd^ to which they required the fame Veneration as 
to the holy Scriptures, founding all the Articles of Faith upoA its' Diftates, and pretending to 
regulate their Pratlice in all things according thereto. This - Book was publiflied in the fixt-h 
Century of the Ghriftian JEra j but when it came to be examined by Men. of Senfe among 
them, they not being able to conceive how fuch Tralh, Nonfence and Fables, as they found 
heaped up therein, could come from God, were fo fhocked as they could not give up their 

Faith to it 5 but referving that wholly for the written Word of God, received the other only 
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As a Work of humane Coinpofure. For fome Time their Diflent on this Point went oti 
without any Breach orSchifm among them, till about the Year of our Lord 750 Anaji a Jew 
of B^^yA>«^<j?, and *y^«/ his Son^ both learned Men in their Way, having openly declared for 
the written Word only, and publickly difclaimed all Traditions, excepting fuch as agreedi 
therewith ^ this produced a Rent and Schifm among them ia\ fo Jis they became divided into 
two Parties, the one ftariding for the 2l7/;«/^£? and its Traditions, and the other reje^Hngboth 
as containing in their Opinion the Inventions of Men, and not the Dodrines nor Commands 
of God. Thefe who ftood for the Talmud and its Traditions being chiefly the Atibbsm and 
their Scholars, this Party had the Name of Rabbinifis ; and the others who were for the 
Scripture, were called Cdraitts^ that is to fay Scripturarza72s^ from Kara^ which in t^e 'Bahylo^ 
m/kTor)guey fignifies the Scriptm-e. This Seifl is ililj in Being ; Be72ja7niu of STnde/a^'m thfe 
twelfth Century, found at ConftantiiJople fiVQ hundred of them CO, and others of them in o* 
ther Places, to which he travelled. They are Men of the beft Learning and Probity of all 
the Jewijh Na tion. There are few of them in the weftern Parts j molt of theni are to be 
found in Poland^ Ruffia^ and in the Eaftern Countries. In the middle of the laft Century 
there was an Account taken of their Numbers 5 whereby it appears that there were in Po- 
land about two choufand of them (Os ^t Cafta in ^artaria Crimeea twelve hundred 5 at C?/-» 
TO three hundred, at Damafcu's two hundred, at "Jerufalem thirty, in Babylonia one hun- 
dred, and in Perfia fix hundred. But all thefe put together make but a fmal] Party In refpedt 
of the great Bulk of the Jews who are on the other Side. They read the Scriptures and their 
Liturgies every where publickly and privately, in the Language of the Country where they 
dwell. At Conftanthiople they have them in Grcek^ ^tCafta in ^urkiJI^^ in Perfia^ in the Per^ 
fiau^ and in Arabick where that is the vulgar Tongue. The Hatred between them and theil^^- 
bznifts or Iradicmnfis is implacable : There is no Correfpondence nor Marriages between 
them 5 yea they imprecate Curies upon one another. 

§ 4. B u T the Pbarifees were the moft numerous of all the Sedbs among the Jews ^ for 
they had not only the Scribes and all the learned Men of their Party, butalfo the Body of the 
(f/) common People. I fhall not be peremptory about the Time of their Origin j we have no-: 
tice of them by Jofephits (?) in the Time of Jonathan^ onQ of the Maccabees^ and ever after 
this they wetea confiderable Party. They differ from the Samaritans fo far, that beiides the 
Law, they received the Prophets, the Hagtographa^ and the Traditions of the Elders 5 from 
thQ Sadducees^ not only in thefe Particulars, but alfo in their Dotlrines about a future State, 
the RefurrcClion of the Dead, Predeftination, and Free-will. The infpired Writings teli us, 
^hat 'whereas the Saddticees fay there is no refiirreStion^ neither Angel mr J'pirit^ the Pbarifees 
confefs both Cf) : that is, they own that there is a Refurrct^ion^and they confefs the Being of 
Angels and Spirits. But according to Jojepbus ( g)^ this Refurreftion of theirs is no more than a 
Pythagorean Tranfmigration j for he tells us. That the Pharifees fay that the Sonls of all Men 
are incorruptible ^ but only the Souls of good Men go into other Bodies^ and the Souls of wicked 
Men are fe7tt into everlafting Punijhment. For their Opinion was. That the Souls of the Wick- 
ed, as foon as feparated from their Bodies, were tranfmitted into a State of Mifery ^ but as to 
leffer Crimes, they were punilhed in their Bodies, which the Souls of thefe that committed therd 
were fent into. According to this Notion, Chriflr's Difciples asked him, concerning him that 
was born blind 0-^)9 l^'^bodidfin^ this man or his parefzts ? Which plainly fuppofes an ante- 
cedent State of Being, otherwife it cannot be conceived that a Man could fin before he waS 
born. And when the Difciples told Chrifl, that fome faid that he was Elias^ and others Jere- 
mias^ or one of the Prophets (/), the Meaning is, that they thought he was come into the 
World with the Soul of £//^7j oxjerernias^ or of fome other of the old Prophets tranfmitted to 
him, and born with him. But when our Saviour came to bring Life and Immortality to Light- 
he taught the true Refurrearion of the fame Body to be united to the fame Soul, and thereafter" 
Witjews learned it from the Chriftians. As to what the Pharifees hold concerning Predefti- 
nation and Free-will, Jofepbus, who was himfeif a Pharifee informs us ik\ That they afcribe 
Rllthiizgs to Fate^ yet do not takeaway the AJfent of Man's Will^ faying God governs all things 
hy his own Pleafnre^ yet fo as Man hath a free Will to go into Virtue or Vice, Still the main 
diftinguilhing Chardfter of this Sedb was ?^i?/r s^isZ/or the traditions of the elders (l\ which 
they derived from the fame FounUin as the written Word it felf, pretending both to have been 
delivered to Mofes at Mount Sinai ■ and therefore they afcribed to both the fame Authority 
i^n) till at length their traditional Lawfwallowed up their written Law, arid the Bulk of the 
7e^£;/> Nation propagated it. This Zeal for Traditions, without depending on the wfitreri 
Word of God, hath ruined the Church uponfeveral Occafions. Hence fpring the innumerable

Superftitions of the Church of 2lo;w^, and thefe dividing Ceremonies which break the Peace 
•and Harmony of other Churches. 

Some Authors derive the Name of a Fharifee from Paras a Reward <ia\ becaufe they main- 
tain'd againft the Sadduceffs the Re\vards of a future State: But others deduce their Name 
from the Word Fbards to feparate (^). They were Separatifts, and indeed feparated from 
■thofe whom they thought Sinners or profane, ib as not to eat or drink with them (fr). j^^. 

their chiefeft Separation was from the common People, whom they called Am Haaretz^ the 
People of the Earth, This our Lord frequently chargeth them with, and of making the Law 
'of noneEfre<5l by their Traditions teaching for do6innes the commandraents of men. 
go thro' all their Inventions, would be to tranfcribe the ialmtid^ a Book of twelve Volumes in 
Folio, The whole Subject whereof, is to didlate and explain thefe foolifhand fabulous Inven- 
tiony, which this Sc^t impofed. Yet this Party has devoured all the reft : For tho' they were 
WL^skned by the Deftrufcion Jerufalem^ yet they have always fubfifted : And rtioft of the 
Je^xifh Doctors to this Day are Pbarifees 5 and for many Ages they have had none to oppofe 
them among that People, except tliele few Caraites^ who have been before mentioned. 

§ ^. The EJJenes originally were of the fame Se£l with the PharifeeSyhxxt did fet up for a 
more fevere, and perhaps for a more unblameable Rule of Life than the other. As to 
Fate and Free-will C^), they were for an abfoluteSort of Predeftination, without allowing Man 
any Liberty or Choife of his A<llions. And as to a future State, they taught more clearly 
that the Souls of Men after their Death are tranfmitced to a State of Immortality, either of e- 
\erlafling Happinefs or Mifery, as their Actions deferved, without returning either to their 
own or other Bodies for ever. It may be enquired why our Saviour, tho* he often cenfuredthe 
other Sedl:s among the Jews^ yet never mentions the Effenes thro* the whole New Teftament? 
To this 'tis anfwered, his Silence might proceed from their retired Way of living. They abode 
tnoftly in the Country, and feid'om came to Cities : Nor were they leen in the Temple, nor 

In any publick Aflembly in our Saviour's Time 5 or they being an honeft kind of People, with- 
out Hypocrify, gave no Reafon for that Cei. fure which others deferred. 

Their Way of Living was very peculiar and remarkable 3 of which we niay give a View 
from the Writings of Jofephns and Pbilo^ the moft ancient and only contemporary Authors 
who had focn this Seel : But I fhall only give a Tafte of what thefe Authors fay concerning 
them. JoJ'epbns tells us f/J, ^he IL^cncs are Jews by Nation^ a Society of Meu friendly to 
each other beyond '•^hat is to be f 01112 d among any other People 5 they have an Averfion to Bleafnn 
hz the fame Manner as to that which is truly evil, To live continejitly and to keep their Pajjiom 
in Snbjet'iion^ they efteem a Virtue of the firft Kate : Marriage they have in no Efteem ; hut td' 
king other Mens Childre?z while they are yet tender aitd fnfceptible of any Jr?jprefJio72^ they treat 
them as if they were their owfi FieJJj and Bloody carefully breeding them up in the Jnjiitiitions of 
their Sedi : However they are not abfolntely againfb Marriage in others j for that would take a- 
way the 6iicceffion and Race of Mankind ^ bnt being aware of the lafcivioufizefs of IVomen^ thy 
are perjwaded that none of them can keep true Faith to one Man : ubey have Kiches in peat 
Conterdptj and Community oj Goods is maintained amongthem in a very admirable Manner \ 
mt any one of them is to be found poffeffing more than another^ it being a fixed Kule in tbeit 
Se£f^ that ex,-ery one who enters into it^ mufi give all his Goods into the fuhlick Stock of the So* 
ciety fo that among the whole Number^ none may be found lower tha7i afwther by Reafon of his 
po-zerty^ or aizy on the other Side lifted up above the refi by his Riches ; for every Mau's Goods 
heizzg cafi into common^ they are all enjoyed as if for one Manx's Ufe, they look on it as a difpiJ~ 
ragement to make Uje of Oil^ jo that if any one of them fboitld happen to he anointed againft his 
Hilly ihey wipe it off immediately^ and cleanfe their Body from it j for mt to be nice in the 
Care of themjelves^ they efteem as a commendable thing : And they always go habited ifj white 
Garments, yojephis further defcribes their Devotions, the Moderation of their Paffions, their 
eating at a common Table, their Rules for admitting Intrants, their ftrift Obfervation of the 
Sabbath or feventh Day, and other Things among them. 

Philo the yew is another Author who writes concerning thefe Effenes, Indeed he is the 
firft who hath left any Thing that is tranfmitted to us concerning them ; For Jofephns was 
born in the firft Year ol Calignla the Roman Emperor (^), in the Year of our J-,ord 373 at 
which Time Philo was a Man advanced in Years : For about two Years thereafter, he was 
fent by the Alexajzdrian Jews as the Head of an Embafly to that Emperor. Jofephns living 
in Judea^ was beft qualified to give an exaft Account of them in that Kingdom 5 and Philo was 
beft acquainted with thofe of them who were among the difperfed Jews at Alexandria^ and 0- 
ther Parts in Egypt. He diftinguifhes this Scet into thefe oijudea and Syria^ whom he calls 
Praifbical Effenes^ and thefe in Egypt and other Parts whom he calls therapeutic or ConteviipU- 

tive i and proceeds thus. Among the Tews who inhabit Paleftine and Syria, there are fonie

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whom they call Effseans, being in Number about four thoufand Men 5 according to wy OpiuiotT 
they have their Name by Keafon of their Piety ^ from the Greek Wo-rd Za-iosy which (Ignifieib Ho^ 
lY^ tbo* the Derivation from thence be not according to the exaSi Rules of Grammar ' A7;d 
whereas they are moft religious Servers and IVorJJjippers ofGod^ they don't facrifice to him any 
iiving Creature^ bnt rather cbufe to frame their Miizds 'to be holy, to be an exa6i Offering to him 
'S'bey chiefly live in Country Villages^ avoiding Cities, by Keafon of the Vices that are familiar 
among Citizens, being fe7ifible that as brcatbing in a corrupt Air breeds Difeafes, fo co72verftn^ 
with e'Zfil Covtpany often makes an incurable Jmpre£ion tipon the Souls of Men. Some of them 
labour in Husbandry, others follow trades of Manufa5iure, confitzing themfelves to the making 

fuch 'things as are the Utenfils of Peace, to benefit tbanfelves and their Neighbours, Mer- 

chaHdi%ing, STraffickiitg and Navigation, they never fo much as dream of, rejeSfing tbem titterL 
ly as Incitements to Covetoufnefs. — ^Jere is no fnch ^hingas a Servaizt amoitg thein but they 
all mttttially help and ferve each other, — As to Philofopby^ tbey leave Logic to fuch as quarrel 
about IVords, and do not meddle with Natural Philosophy, but about Etbicks or Moral Philofophy 
they are much converfaitt QC), The reft of his Account of them is too large to be here infertcd but 
may be feen by the curious in Philo himfelf; And as to thefe whom he C'^Wscont^m^Wivs^ lzffe7/es 
his Narrative may be feen in his Writings C^), or may be found traniflated by (c) Dr. Prideaux. 

Barottius, Bellarmin, and fome other Papifls affirm, that thefe £/7'^;/^j were C^v}?/^^;/ Monks 
formed into that Order by St. Mark, who founded the Chriftian Church at Alexafzdria. It is 
true -Eufebius Qd^ hath faid that the Effenes in Pbilo were Chriftian Monks i but he hath told 
feyeral Things without Judgment or Truth, of which this is one. For thefe nerapeutce or 
Effenes defcribedby Philo were Jews and not Chriftians, They were a Sed: of a long ftandlng 
in Egypt, who had Hymns and Writings of ancient Date, compofed by the Leaders of their 
Party, which could not be faid Chrijiians in the Time of Philo, who was an old Man when 
he went 6n an Embafly to Rbuie from the Jews in Alexafidria, in the Year of our Lord 395 
lix Years only after Chrift's Death 5 and his Book De vita coiztemplativa concerning thefe 
Effejies was writ before this : So there was no Time for fuch Societies of Chriftians to be form- 
ed and fettled in fo regular a Manner, as Pbilo defcribes thofe of the ^berapentce in Egypt, fo 
foon after Cbrift's Death. Befidesi if we more narrowly examine the Matter, Pbilo was born 
in the 723 Year of Rome, thirty Years before the Birth of Chrift. He fays that he was very- 
young when he wrote his Book, and that his Studies were interrupted : So that according to 
this Calculation, Philo muft have writ before the Birth of Chrift, and long before there were 
any Chriftians at Alexandria, But if we fuppofe Pbilo forty Years of Age when he wrote 
he was not then young, and yet Chrift was but then ten Years old, and had not begun to 
teach • how then cc;uld there be Societies of Chriftians at Alexa7tdria in that Time ? Add to all 
this, that the Characters which both Philo and Jojephus give to the Effeizes, do agree to Jews 
but not at all to Chriftians ^ as that the Effeizes obferved the feventh Day for their Sabbath, 
but Chriftians keep thefirft Day of the Week, The Effe7ies keep their Sabbath with fuch Ri- 
gour, as our Lord never enjoined. Jofephus tells us C?), 'They 7nnft tzot fo tnuch as kindle d 
Fire 072 that Day, 7tor jmve a Veffel out of its Place, 7ior fo much as go to Stool to eafe Nature, 
Our Lord never required fuch Aufterities 5 nay he tells us ffj, ^bat the fabhath was made 
for man, and not man for thefahbatb ; that is, the Sabbath is for the Benefit 6i' Man, to eafe 
him of his Labour and Toil, to give him Time to take Care of his Interefl in the World to 
come. Pbilo plainly fays, in his Introdudlion to his Book concerning thefe Tberapeutcs, that 
they were Difciples oi Mofes and Jofephus in every Place where he fpeaks of them, calls 
them one of the three Sefts of the Jews, They were then Jews not Chriftians. Monkifiri 
was not introduced into the Chriftian Church for fome Ages after them. 

The Infidels and Deifts of this Age make another wrong Ufe of what Jofephus and Philo re- 
cord concerning the Ef[e7tes • for they would infer, that Chrift and his Followers were no more 
than a Sedl branched out of the ^herapeiitae ov Effenes, But let them turn all the Accounts we 
have about them as oft as they pleafe, can any of the peculiar Dodlrines of Chriftianity be 
found in any of them ? Is there any thing of the Redemption of the World by the Meffiah, or 
of the eredling of his fpiritual Kingdom on Earth, or of the two Sacraments ever maintained by 
them ? Tho' they did eat at common Tables, as the Apofties afterwards did, yet this was 
never made a Law of the Chriftian Religion, as among the Se€t of the Eiffenes. It was only 
praiSlifed for a ftiort While, in the firft gathering of the Chriftian Church ; But when the 
Church increafed, that Cuftom was diicontinued, as wholly imprafticable. In thofe mo- 
ral Duties which the Effenes pradlifed, they agree with the Chriftians 5 and fo do other Reli- 
gions as far as regulated by the Law of Nature. Many Heathens carried moral Duties further 
than the Effenes : Will any therefore fay that Chriftianity is a Religion made out of Heathe- 
nifm ? Befides, almoft all the Rites peculiar to the Effe7zes are condemned by Chrift and his

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Anoftles in the Cenfures that he and they pafs upon the Pharifees ; for when he condemns 
the lower Degree in the latter, he certainly difapproves the higher Degree in the former. 
'Thus he condemns their fuperftitious Walhings their over rigorous Obfervance of the 
Sflbbath Cb^ their abftaining from Meats which God "created for Man s Ufe (O, their WilU 
^orlhip, the neglefting and voluntarily affliaing the Body, and the like fuperftitious Cuftoms 
xvhich God nevet required. Moreover, contrary to the LaWs of Chriftiamty, they forbad 
Marriase which God had ordained from the Beginning idj, and abfolutely condemned Servi- 
tude or being Servants, which the holy Scriptures C^) allow of : And they in effeft denied 
the kefurreftion of the Body, in which the Chriftiah Hope confifts, and abfurdly placed the 
Felicity of a future Life in corporal Enjoyments bf a temperate Air beyond the Weftern Oce- 
an where they allow the Soul no Body at all to partake of them, and further, pin down all 
Men to a fatal NecefTity in all their Anions. Now, when the Inftitutions bf this Seft carry 
with them fo great a Diftance and Difparity from chofe of Chrift and his Apoftles, how can 
the one fp ring from the othef > 1 have done with the EJfencs^ if 1 had once noticed, that He^ 
rod the Great had a diftinguifhing Favour for them, becaufe Menabem^ one of their Number, 
had told him, when he was a Boy at School, that he fhould be King of the Jews Qf^. And the 
fame Memhem living to fee him advanced to the Throne, he fent to know of him if his Reign 
ibould'he long. To which he anfwered, it might continue thirty Years, For this Prediftion 
Herod favoured the EJfenes as long as he lived. Th^Komafts^ on the contrary, hated them 
very much 5 but by no means could make them abandon their Sedl. They are faid to have fub- 
fifted to the Reign oijnftinian^ but now we have no Footfleps of them in any Place. 

6 6 T H E laft remarkable Stdc among the Jews is that of the Herodiaiis. They are twice 
mentioned in the Gofpel. In Matib. xxii. 16, 17. they combined with the Phalrijees to tempt 
our Saviour about a nice Point, Is it lawful to give tribute to Cefar^ or not f In the other 
PAlTaee our Lord charges his Difciples, to beware of the leaven of the Pharifees and of the lea-^ 
ven of Herod^ Mark^ viii. ijf. that is, of their pernicious Doftrine. It is in vain to look to 
Jofepbiis for explaining what this Seft was j for on all Occafions that he fpeaks on that Subjeft 
he mentions only three Sedls of the Je'ws^ the Pharifees^ Saddncees and Effmes. We have a 
Verfe in Perfius (g) that might feem to give fome Light ; but if we look into it, we may fee 
that the Poet fpeaks not of the Se£b of the Herodians^ but of fome Feftival or other, obferved 
probably for the Joy Herod A%rippa*s being promoted to the Throne in Judea by the Favour 
oi* the limperor Claudius^ as related in the former Chapter QP). But ftill the main queftion 
remains. What this 6^61 was ? and. Why they are called Herodians ? 'Tls probable enough, 
that Herod the Great might give Occafion for this Se<fl. He was a Prince of infatiable Am- 
bition ; and his Flatterers might carefs him with the Title of the Meffias, or Deliverer of the 
Jezvifi Church, while he was alive : But after he was dead, the Hatred of the People broke 
out againft him, for his intolerable Cruelties, even to his own Family, and againft thofe who 
brake down the golden Eagle in the Temple, and other Enormities. M. Bajnage (0 is of 0- 
pinion, that Herod the Tetrarch of Galilee and Peraa^ who reigned in bur Saviour's Time, 
might as probably give Rife to this Sect of the Herodians, He ^vas a Prince who had great 
Projeds, when he combined with Sejarms^ and prepared an Arfena! with Arms for fixty thou- 
fand Men. He was aifo a very cunning Man ; and therefore our Lord called him that fox'^ 
Luke, xiii. 32. For tho' he appeared zealous for gathering the Taxes for the Intereft of the 
Koman Emperors, yet he feems to have had fome fecret Defigns by his great Preparations to 
cafl off the Yoke of the Romans^ and to fet up for himfelf as the Deliverer of the Jews ; which 
Defigns being difcovered at Kome^ he was banifhed to Gaul^ as hath been before (^) related, 
and his Sedt ended with him. But I am humbly of opinion, that what Dr. Prideaupc advan- 
ceth, explains to as good purpofe the leaven of Herod^ or his pernicious Do£\rine. He ob- 
ferves (Oj ^h^t Herod the Great differed in Opinion from the reft of the Jews^ in that he held 
it lawful to fubmit to the Romans, to pay them Taxes, and particularly to comply with them in 
their profane, heathenilh, idolatrous Cuftoms, many of which he promoted, as we have heard 
in the Hiitory of his Reign 0»). Tho' Herod the Great was dead, yet fome of his Domeftics 
were alive who maintained his Opinion. Thus the ancient Syriac Verfion renders Herodians m 
Mattb. xxii. 16. the domeftics of Herod, Our Lord then might very juftly warn his Difciples 
to beware of a vile Compliance with Heathens in their profane Games, theatrical Shews, with 
other fuperftitious, idolatrous and cruel Cuftoms j and the rather, that the Princes of H^*'^?^* 
the Great's Race, being from his Time and forward educated at Rome^ inclined to introduce 
thofe abominabie Pradtices into Judea. And xhQ , Saddncees^ who denied a future State, leem 
to have come into the Opinions of this Sedl , for the fame Perfons who promoted the leaven 
of Herod in Mark^ viii. ijT- are called Saddncees in Mattb. xvi. 6. This Se6t after our Savi- 
our's Time evanifhed, and were no more heard of : And here I conclude this Chapter.

QT ihe Patriarchs who governed the Jews ; of the T'rinces 
oj the Captivity, and of the principal Orders of their Do" 
Bors jince the DefiruHion oJ Jerufalenii 

HE 'Jews whoefcaped the Deftruftion of ym(/^/ff;tf and the JDefolation of their 
Country in the Reign of Hadrian^ fought a Retreat in other Parts of the 
World. One they Ib.und Babylon^ where many of their Nation had re~ 
mained alrnoft from the Time of the Ferjiafi Empire, Another Sandluary 
they found if) Itgyfty where for a long Time there had been many Families 
of rich and powerful ^jews^ capable to fupporc their Brethren now in Mifc" 
,ry. Eut thefe Refugees carried with them a Spirit of Sedition and Rebel- 
lion, which became the Source of new Calamities. ^Tiseafy to conceive chat their Patriarclis 
coulihayeno great Authprity info aftoniflii^ig a Defolation. They .were a Parcel of poor 
Fugitives, whole Mifery riiadethem to be dighted .by the Komans . . But their.Pov;er encreafed 
as the People became more rich and numerous ; For the Patriarch decided Cafes of Confcience, 
and the important Affairs of their Nation : jFie prefided over the Synagogues, levied Tribute 
to defray the Expences of his Vifits, and had Officers under him, who executed his Orders in 
leveral Provinces, . In a Wprd, the difperfed Jews were proud, to acknowledge him as the^r 
Chief, and to depend, on him, thereby to maintain fome Shadow oif Union. This Patriarcji 
had fevcral Names given to him upon fcveral Occallons. He was called 'Naji^ as Prefident of 
fche Synagogue, Aixya.\aTdpx^^h H^^^ or, l?rince of the Captivity^ itead of the Fathers ^ an^ 
the Splendor of the JewiJ)j Nation : Yet he was not of the Houfe of David^ but rather d,Prieft 
of the Houfe of Ztfw. There are none of tbeife .Frinces.nor Patriarchs mentioned by facre'd 
nor profane Writers, hpr even by the Jeimflo Authors ^hilo or jofephus before the £)eftru- 
€lion of yernfalem ^ and we haye little Regard to what the modern Ri?^^/;/j have fancied con- 
cerning them. We muft leave to /the High-ppefts the Authority of gov^^ming ,the Churchy 
•while the Temple wasftanding, and own that there was neither Prince, nor Head of the Na- 
tion, nor Patriarch that prefided over the Sanhedrim in a middle Order, between the High- 
prieft and the ICing. I know a Jewijh Book, called, ^S'^^^r Olain Znta^ or, the little Chronicle^ 
now before me (a\ hath a Catalogue of the Succeffion of forty Heads of the Captivity, from 
the Ruin of the firft Tenjple by the Chaldeans^ and downwards, as follows, i. jecbo7iias^ car- 
ried away by Nebuchadnezhat , z. Salatbiel his !S on, under Be/fiazzar,, 3. ^erobabel. his Sotj, 
who brought back the People under Cyrus.

Concer- 
ining this Lift, 1 fhall only remark, that the firft thirteen in it are fitftitious ; for there was no 
Patriarch that prefided over the but the High-prieft or the King before the Deftrufton 
of *^€rttfalem^ as before ob'ferved ; others are dubious, and their Chronology falfe or uncer- 
tain 5 and therefore 'tis proper to feek for an Account of thefc Patriarchs that prelided over 
the ^ews fmce the Deftrudlion o^Jernfalem from other Authors. 

The Emperor Hadrian being in Egyp was informed That a Patriarch fom'etimes 

tame thither^ ^.nd that fome People importuned him to worfhip Serapis, others would have him to 
worfhip Jeftis Chrifi. This Man was not a Heathen, fince they would have forced him' to wor- 
fhip Serapis ^ nor was he a Chriftian, fmce he refufed to adore Jefns Chrift : Therefore lie 
fecms to have been a Jew^ and the Patriarch of that Nation, and the firft who ^njoyed that 
Office whom we can find. This was SimeoH III. the Son of Gatnaliel^ who lived in the Time 
Hadrian, He defcended in a Right Line from Hillel the bid : And this Dignity reradlned 
in his Family till the Year oi'our Lord 429, when it was abolifhed. His ufual Refidence was at 
^/^eyzVi, a City fituated on the Lake of G^j/zVeif, built by Herod the Tecrarch, who gave it 
this Name in Honour of Tiberius Caejar ; and its good Situation fobn i-endred it a confidcrable 
Phice. The greatefl Revenue of the Patriarchs was the Tribute or Import Which he levied 
upon all "the Synagogues under his Jurifdidlion. It was an antient Cuflom in that Nation to 
bring or fend every Year a Didrachm to the Treafureqf the Temple ^ which they founded up- 
on the Law of Mofes^ Exod, xxx. 13. and it was paid almoft to the Time of the Deftrudtioil 
of the Temple by all the Jews^ of -which we find frequent Iriftances in yofephiis. This the 
Patriarth exatled of all Synagogues under his Jurifdiction. He alfo nominated the Rulers of 
the Synagogues, who frequently bought: this Dignity of him j and by eredling new AfTembliesj 
and judging of Dilforentes among them, he encreafed his Salary. 

The Emperor ^beodofins II. was obliged to fe't Bounds to their Power. He by a Law (h) 
forbad Gamaliel, then the Patriarchy to build new Synagogues^ and commanded Aurelian to ds- 
TiicUfio thofe that were little frequented^ and that the Patriarch flsonld have no Po'mer to judge 
I>ifferen€es between Cbrifiians ^and Jews : ^hefe mtxft be decided hy the Goijernors of the Pro* 
'vifices. Nor muft any Jew difloonov.r a Chifiiany iihether he be a Slave or a free Man^ with 
the Mark of Jiidaifm, (.that is, Circumcifion) 7mder the Pain of P u^iifhinsjit conform to Law. 
The Date of this Dc-cree coincides with the Year of the Chriftian A:.ra 415. The Fathers of 
the Chriftian Church feem to have had no great Notit)n of thefe Patriarchs. Cyril of Jernfa" 
iem infulted their Extraftionj and maintained it would be a Shame to fearch into the Bafenefs 
of their Race : He denied their Defcent from David. Cbryfoftbm woi^ld not allow them to 
be of the Race o^Aarojz^ Othets accufed them of great Corruption in Manners, and infatiable 
Avarice. Their Power was mightily abridged by the Emperors Arcadius and Honorins^ in 
the Year of the Chriftian A^ra 399, who ordered (O9 ^^^^ Money that tifed to be levied, 
for the UJe of tho/e Jewifti Patriarchs^ by their Apoftles and Miffwnaries^ fhotiid in all fime co* 
■ming be paid to the Exchequer ^ and let the Jews kitow^ that this Office of Robbery or ExaStton 
was taken aiscay by Law. And the Emperors Tbeodojiiis 11. and Vdlentinian^ in the Year of 
our Lord 429, entirely abolifhed this Office C^). 

The Lives of thefe Patriarchs are full of Rabbinical Fables, and therefore a fhort Account 
of them may be fufficient. We have already fixtd their Origin in the Time of Simeon III- 
the Son o'i Gamaliel^ in the Reign of the Emperor Hadrian. . The modern Jews make hii^ 
Head of the Academy, Succelfor to Akiba^ and Collegue to Meir^ with whom he had many 

Controverlies. His Power extended over the Jews from the School of Tiberias unto Eg'^p'

(t?). He was born the fame Day that Akiba died j and they imagine this \v3s foretold by ^^^0- 
lomonj faying, ih€ fun arifetby and the fun gcstb doiscn, . He became venerable by the Repe- 
tition of the Law that he publifhed^ which is a Code of the Civil and Canon Inflitutes of the 
'Jews called Mi^onah , which he thought ablbiutcly neceflary'j becaufe his Nation being difptT- 
fed in fb many Places^ had forgot their Rites, and would have fwerved from the Rehgion and 
Laws of their Anceftors, if they trufted them only to theii- Memory. He divided this. Work 
into fix Parts. The firft runs upon the Diftin6lion of Seeds in the Field, as Trees, Fruits^ 
Tithes^ ^c. The fecond regulates the Obfervation of Feafts : The third treats ofWomenj 
and determines matlrimonial Caufes : The fourth turns upon the Suits that proceed, from Com- 
merce 5 to which is added a Tradl concerning Idolatry, becaufe ic is one of the important Ar- 
ticles upon which Judgment depends : The fifth Part refpe6ls Oblations r And in the laft i& 
exahiined ali that is neceflary to Purification (J/), . This Work hath been tranllated into LatifZ 
hy Syre72bnJitiSy \vith Maimomdes and Bar t'emrd*^ Notesy printed ox Awfierdam^ in fix Volumes 
infolio^ 1702. Here are the oral Ordinances of! Mofes on Mount Sinaz^ as the modern "^ews 
call them, which rhey receive with the fame Refpe<5t as thofe oh ficred Record, tho" there 
be no Proof that ever Mafes was the Author of them ; Here are the difTcrcnt Opinions about 
Ehefe, with the Maxims and Sentences of wife Men, calied the Hedges of the Law j and here 
are antient Ufages and Cuftoms, impofing upon Pofterity the Neceffity of following themo 
It is probable that he wrote this Book about the rSo Year of the Chriflian A^ra^ being then 
fourty four Years of Age, after that b) long Experience he had learned to decide the Queftions 
in the Law. By this Book he acquired fuch Reputation that he put himfelf above the Laws,; 
exempted himfelf from all Cenfure, and difpofed of all Offices. He carried this Pride to the 
Grave 5 for he ordered his Body to be carried with Pomp through the great Cities, and La- 
mentations to be every where made for him : And the yews (c) tell us, tliat all the Cities 
ran to his Funeral ^ the Day was prolonged, ^nd the Night retarded, till every one returned 
to his Houfe, and had Time to light a Candle for the Sabbath. The Dangbter of the Voice 
was heard pronounce, ^hat all who follcuCed the Funeral Powp floould be f 'avedy except one 5 
who fell into Defpair, and broke his Ntck. 

Gavialiel was chofen by his Father to fuccced as Patriarch. He confirmed ' the M'lfljnah 
which his Father had publiihed, and died in the Year 229. His Son Jnda fucceeded him, 
and lived till towards the End bf the third Century. Hillel II, the Son of Jnda did three 
Things which have been thought advantageous to his Nation. Firft, he fixed the Epoch a , 
from the Creation of the World, reckoning the Years from thence, and abolilhing the 
of the Seleticidcs^ and others that had been formerly in ufe. By this Calculation our Redeem-; 
er was born in the Year from the Creation 3760, whereas we. reckon ,3950 : This ^ra of 
the jews falls 190 Years Ihort of it. Secondly, Hillel compoled a Cycle of nineteen Years, 
by which he reconciled the Courfe of the Sun with that of the Moon by the Help of feven 
Intercalations C^^). He reiorrnQd the T'eknph as ^ or the Reckoning of the Equinoxes and Sol- 
llices. He was a Man of good Sufficiency ^ {or Origejz confultcd him upon important Occa- 
lions. His Con\ eriion to the Gbfpel made him to be beloved of the Chriftians, but hated of 
the f ewSy who fpeak nothing of this laft Part of his Life. However, their Silence doth not 
make this Affair doubtful, fince they have no hiflorical Monuments of that Time remaining 5 
and 'tis enough that Epiphamns relates the Faifl in a Manner not to be contefted 3 for he tells 
us (^), That he had zt from the Month of one of bis Apoftles'^ that the Patriarch Hillel 'was 
defcended from Gamaliel, 'mho had been alfo a Patriarchy and from that Gamaliel who foon after 
our hordes Death advifed the Jews to ahfiain from perfecutmg the Apoflles, Percei'viiig his own 
Death to approach^ he fent for the Bifljop of Tiberias, rmder pretence of confultiizg him for his 
Difeafe as a skilled Phyfician, 3'be Domeftics brought Water^ and they being dff miffed^ the 
Patriarch earnefhly defired to he baptized in the Name of Chrifi^ ^jshich the Bifloop immediately 

performed. This was done in the Reign of Qonfiantine the Great, and probably about the Year 
of our Lord 310. 

Hillel left his Son a Minor under Tutors, who educated him in the Principles of the Jewijb 
Religion. He became alfo Patriarch, and recOmpenfed one of his Tutors named Jofepb with 
Preferment. The 'Sews finding that he loved Chriftianity, and difTembled with theuias his Fa- 
ther Hiliel had done, treated him with that Violence, as obliged him to Complain to the Em- 
^€toT' Co72fiantiney by whom he was well receivedj and obtained the Priviledge of building n 
hy qhurclies for the Chriftians. By this Undertaking he enriched himfeif, fo that he was able 
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to rear up fine Houfes for his o^n Ufe ^vScytbppolis, where of F^rr^// beii>g then ba« 

•nifhed Ctor oppofmg the Arians^ . by tiie Emperor Conjiantins^ with Eptphantns ^aj u'ent to 
fee hiai. He was then an old Man, and he with another/conVerted 7^«; maintained the Or- 
thodox Faith m Oppofition to They.had with them the Gofpel o{John and the 
Sas of the Apoftles tranGated into. Hebrew, Jnda his Pupil, was Patriarch of the Jews 'v, the 
Vear • and by Epiph am us' s.Accoxxnty feem5.t0.have been a Man of a lewd Converfation. 
After his Death Julian the Emperor, called! the Jpoflate, writing to the Community of the Jc-^s 
m fpeaks of another Patriarch named Julins or Hillel : I'his was in the Year^f our Lord 
Jl This Hillel was the Son ofjnday ^pd Teems to have kept his Office to the Year 385 or 
thcTebv. Th^n appeared the.laft of the.Weftern Patriarchs named Gamahel: Jerom {p^^ks of 
Sm about the Year 392, as a w^^O then had long Controverfies with .^^/^^^^.^jf CO- He 
V>ra£tifcd Medicine, for many of thefe Je'it^ifi Patriarchs, and alfo the Chnftian Bifhops being 
tlien DOor. 'could not well liye on their Revenues, but were obliged to follow fome other lawlbl 
35ufinefs. Gamaliel held this Dignity in the Year of our Lord 415 : Then theJmperial Lavvs above 
■mmcd Ck.') lopt offa Fart of his Authority, and the Office it lelf wasaboliflved in the Year 429. 

62 The. difperiTed Jews refiding in ch'e Eaft. about Babylofi-^ had alfo fome Heads of the 
'Camivity But the jews themfelves are ignorant of the Events that concern their Nation in 
thofe remote iParts of the World 5 .and few Books have arrived from thence to ii^ftrua us. Re- 
fus-es feidom defire to write the Hiftory of their own Calamities. The firft Head ot the Cap- 
tivftv who appears among them, was one Huna^ about the End of the fecond, and Beginning 
of the third Century : i he Tyranny of the Parthians in the Eaft being broke under the Rejgii 
o{ Alexander Severits^ this Office was ere^ed, and Hum flouriflied till about the Year ot our 
lord nzo Thefe Princes were inftalled with a great Deal of Pomp and Ceremony. Tliei^ 
for fome 'time had their Refidence at Mabazia (0> but it was trinflated to Babylon or B^^ 
dad. there he is faid to have had ten Courts of Juftice overwhich he prefided 3 and there were 
iwenty eight Synagogues^ oif which one belonged to the Patriarch, fupported with Marble Fil- 
iars of all Colours Before the Cheft^ which contained the Law, was a Tribunal raifed with 
ten Stepsw on which was placed a Seat for this Head of the Captivity and his family. His 
Power extended over all the difperfed Jews in AJJyri a and Chaldaa^ and in the Kingdom of 
the Parthians, EJdras commonly calls them Orientals, in Oppofition to thofe who lived in 
Jndea and who'are often called Occidentals. He conferred Ordination on all the Heads 

of the Syna-o-ues of the Eaft, and received from them Contributions, neceffary to fupport his 
Dienity, and pay the Tribute exa€h:d by the Kings Perfia.^ The. Heads of the Academies 
did commonly partake with him in his Command. The Prince wAs to be of the Houfe ot 
'vid- But it would have been moft dil?icult, ifnot impoiTible, to bave qbferved this m a Phce 
where there were fofew of the Tribe oifudab and Little Benjamin. . It was ionly imagined, 
that they might not be in any Thing inferior to thofe who were continued \n Jud^a r, ^here 
the Patriarchs defcended from H/i^^/ traced their Pedigree, up to David to r^\k the Glory of 
their Nation. The Jews obont Babylon fubfifted in the eleventh Century j when they recei- 
ved a deadly Blow : Their famous Academies being fh.ut up, the People and Difciples fled to 
the Weft particularly to France where they taught fome Years with Reputation. The 
Heads of 'the Captivity loft their Power by the Defertions 

tof the Infidels i only their Name remained till the twelfth Century, fmce Bengamtn de Tnaelc^^ 
who travelled into thofe Parts found one ftill there i but we hear of no Pootfteps of themUnce 
that Time, this is a general Idea of them : They'll afterwards come in our Way when we 
difcourfe of the Difperfions of the Jews in the Eaft. Meantime 1 proceed to conHder the Suc^ 
ceffion of the Dodlors in Jfrael^ and the different Orders of Mafters, that we may the better 

know from what Fountain their prefent Religion^ and many Ceremonies which they obfervei

The Jews are perfvvaded that God gave two Sorts of Laws On Mount Stnat^y"^^ 

that Mo res wrote in the infpired Booksj and another which he trufted to his Memory, and was 
tranfmitted to Pofterity by the Miniftry of Doftors and Prophets. By the Help ot this ima- 
gination, they make God fay what they pleafej and the Peot)le.muft obey whatever they lan- 
ty. It is not difficult to carry down thefe Traditions and Oral Laws from Mouth to^ Moucn, 
while there were Priefts, Prophets and Writers on Scripture-Record 5 they can chufe in lacrea 
Hiftory the Saints that beft pleafe them. But the Confufion is greater from.^ssr^ 
Saint : However they have made up a kind of Succeffion^ thq' they do not all agree in it : ro 
they tell that after Mofes's Death, Jojbna delivered the Oral Law. to the Elders, and t"^/ 
the Prophets till it came to Jeremiah^ who delivered it to Barncb^ and he to E%ra^ ^j.ft- 
it was handed down to the Men of the great Synagogue, the laft of whom was ^^^.J; '

5r^« 
naaites or .Mijlmical Dodtors, who made it their Bufmefs to defcant upon Traditidnsj fo as c© 
make an intolerable Heap of theni. .The J^wj call thefe I'anaaiin-^ the Prefervers of Tradition 5 
and afcribe to them ,the Privilege of fpeaking to Angels^ of commanding Devils^ and refirain- 
jng Sorcerers.. They give them all Sores of Elogies, boldly faying, tYm. P., Elle%cr^ the Sont 
'<pf Harfum^ had a thpufand Cities upon Land^ and a thoufand Ships on .Sea ; They- teli 
that Jitdab the Saint: was not fo rich as his Mafter of tiorfe.- TheC; arelhocki.jg Hybjrbole's, 
ihat contain a Spirit of Falfliood^ fit to introduce Error. Be/ides they, ftick not at -.^roik Mi- 
ftakes in Hiftory and Chronology . in describing their I^ives, as may be feen in the Jewijlj Se^ 
derplam i in Abraham Zacuth\s^iichafin^ v/ho hath drawh ^e^c??/^ Genealogies doy/n to the 
Year of our Lord 15005 \x\ Gan7» ^femacb Davi vrho hath carried down the Hiftory to 
ijSS, and others of their Writerfl..

, Tho' Jiidah^'s Goiiedlion in the MiJImab feem*d to be a complete .Work, yet two confiderable 
jFaults were obferved in at > oncj that |t. was very Iconfqitedj. reporting the Opinions of different 
Doftors, without naming them^ and without determining which Opinion deferved the Prefe-* 
rence j next, that it was too fhort^ and refolved only a fmall Part of the Doubts and Quefti-r* 
ons that began to be debated among the "^jews. To remedy thefe Diforders, Johanan^ with 
the Affiflance of Rab and^Samuely two Difciples ^fndah the Saint, wrote a Comme.otilry upr 
oh their Maller^s Work, which is called. The Jeriljalvm Talmid^ or Dodlrine j whjch could 
hot be finiifhed before the Reign of Diocletian^ who is named in it ; confequently it was done 
about the Year of our Lord 300, or the Beginning of the fourth CentUryj and was publifh- 
*pd in one large Fcliq^ where the Mijbnah 1$ the Text, the Gemara is the Comment, and both 
together is what they call the Talmud, Still there was a. Deleft found in the Jernfalem Tah 
thud ^ for it reported the Opinions but of a fmall, Number of Doftors, and befides was writ iri 
a barbarous Language, fuch as was fpoken in "Judea when corrupted by a Mixture of flrang? 
J>Jations : tor this Reafon the Amoraira or Cbnimentators. began a new Explication of Tradi^ 
tions. R. A[a^ who kept a School at Sora near Babylon^ unidertook tfie WorH. Aftt^r h^ 
had taught fixty Years, he produced this Commentary upon ^udahh Mijlonah; His Sons and 
Scholars put the lafl: Hand to it ^ and it is called the Gemara or Stalmnd of , Babylon, It wag 
firll publifhod about the Beginning of the fixth Century, in the Year of our Lord 505. Since 
the Invention of Printing feyeral Editions, have been madq thereof; the lafl: publilhed at Am^ 
perdam is in twelve jPo//o* J, in the Year 1644. It is now tht Alcoran of thejfws^ into which 
chey have refolved all their Faith and. Religion, thp' framed almoft with the fame Impofture 
as that Mahomet^ out of bp6trihes falfely pretended tp be brought from Heaven. Here are 
iall Q^Lieftions concerning their Traditions j all tjbeir learned. Men place their Studies in thi^ 
Book i and none can be a Mafter in their Schools nor in their Synagogues without ibme JSkili 
both in the Mijh7tab and Gemara^ chat is, i^i the Text and Gornmencaries. , 
^ Tho* the Jews do not pretend that the T'almudifts were infpired, yet they prefer the ^aU 
pud tptyiQ holy Scriptures ; for they compare the Scripture, to Water, and Tradition to ex- 
cellent V\nne (O T'he Law (fay they) is the Salt^ the Mifhnah the Pepper^, and the T'dlrnu<i 
\he excellent Spice's. They maintain, Sthat foe who fins againft the Law may be forgiven, but 
he who cohtradi^s the Dolors deferves Death. But notwithftdnding this Veneration thefe mo«

it is a Heap of Rubbilh, Dirt and TraOi, There 'tis told, T'bat God^ to pafs the iinie beforp 
the Ci'eation of the Univerfe^ when he ^as alone, htified hiihfelf ,with building divers IVorlds^ 
'which he immediately deftroyed, tiU by different Effays be bad learned to make one fo perfedt as 
mrs. They relate ii Trick which a Rabbin put upon God and the Devil ; For be imreated 
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the Devil to carry hivi to the Gate of Heaven^ that having feeii the Happiuefs of the Saijits^ he 
mght die with more Tranquillity, The Devil granted the- Kabhin's Reqiiefi , who feemg xh^ 
Gate of Heaven open^ threw him f elf headlong in^ fwearing that he would never conie out agai?! : 
^0 that God^ who would not fiiffer him to be guilty of Perjury^ was obliged to leave bim there 
and the Devil being tricked^ Jneaked away in great Confufion, Adam ht^ie is not only made an 
JJermaphrodite, but 'tis maintained, That having tried to fatisfy bis Pafjiov wi, b alt t he Anhu-jh 
of the Earthy he found none but Eve would content him, Ihere are leniible Contradki ions 
found in it ^ and the "^ews^ inftead of being at Pains to remove them, introd uce a Vo:cc ii om 
Heaven*, crying out "that both the one and t'he other, tho' dire^^tiy oppofitc, proceed hom 
Heaven. Their iVlechod of Treatment appointed for the Chriftians is barbarous and cruel : 
For they think it lawful to tob them of their Goods, confidering them as brute Bealts ; to 
pufh them down a Prficipice when they are feen upon the Brink j and do make ff me terrible 
Imprecations againft them every Morning. Tho' the Hatred and Defire of Rcver,ge the Jf^j,-, 
Mafters are blinded with, had diftatcd fuch Leffons, yet *cis ftrange they ilVould have in« 
ferced in a Summary of Religion fuch Laws and Precepts as are not onlj^ oppofite to Charity, 
but even to VVifdom, Senfe and good Manners. Thefe who defire to iee Treatifes concern- 
ing the Talmud^ may confult the Authors named at the Foot of the Page (i?). Tho' there 
be fo many Fables and idle Tralh in it, yet Dr. Lightfoot and other great Men skilled in Ori. 
ental Learning, have digged out of it and other Jeuifls Authors many things that may tend 
to explain feveral Paffages in the holy Scriptures : And it is but an idle Fancy to think that 
thefe Books, of which there are fo many Editions and Copies, can be entirely burnt or deftroy^ 
ed 5 nor perhaps is it profitable to attempt to do fo. 

§ 5. The Talmud was received with general Applaufe, if we believe the Jews but there 
ftarted up a new Order of Dodlors who fhocked its Authority by their Doubts. They were cal- 
led Sabura^ans or Opiniators, and were look'd upon by the ^^^^-^ as fo tnany Sceptics, bctaufc 
they difputed without determininjg, finding only Probability on all Sides. R. Joji was a princ.,ial 
Man among thefe Doubters, tie appeared about the476ch Year of the Chriftian ^ru, and 
taught thirty eight Years Qb), He had fome Succeflbrs who became Heads of the Academies 
oi'Sora and Pundebita : But thefe being Ihut up by the King of Perfa'& Order, thii. lore of 
doubting Dodtors was extinct feventy four Years after their Eftablifhment. 

The Doubters were fucceedcd by other Mafters, called G^zo;?J, Sublime, or Excellcmss 
Which Titles were not acquired by them till they had given fome illuftrious Proofs of their Me* 
rit. The chief of them were Heads of the Academies, and others were difperled among the 
fcattered Jews in the Provinces. They were confulted upon any corjiidcrable C^ueftion that 
arofe, and their Decifidns were look*d on as Oracles. Cbanan Me%ikka was Head and firft of 
thofe ExceUents, He re-eftablifhed the Academy oi' Pundebita^ that had been fhut up for fifty 
Years, but appeared again with fome Luftre at the Beginning of the fixth Century. In the 
Lift of thefe Excellents is numbred one Jehuda^ firnamed Full of Light becaufe he was blind. 
He taught with great Reputation in the Year 763, and the Nation is indebted to him for cer- 
t), tain LefTons in great Requeft. Sherira one of the ExHellents appeared likewife with great 
.fP7. Luftre at the End of the tenth Century (0- He refigned his Employment to confer it on 

his Son Haai^ who was the laft of the Gaonsi, and was efteemed the moft excellent of thefe 
Excellents. He taught till the Time of his Death, which happened in the Year 1637 ; and 
with him ended the Order of thefe Excellent Doftors. The Academies at Babylon being ruin- 
ed about this Time, the Jews who remained conveyed themfelves into Spain and France^ 

where they made new Settlements, and their Dodtors fiouriflied under the Title of Kahhins. 
But I now proceed to 

§ 6. The Maforeths^ who were Grammarians^ and principally addifted themfelves to the re- 
vifing of the Hebrew Text of the Old Tefiament, They numbred the very Letters, to prevent 
any future Alterations. It has been queftioned, whether they carried their Diligence fo far. 
Father Simon^ a French Critic well acquainted in this Matter, affirms id^ that he had leen a 
Manufcript, wherein he found the following Part of the Majforah : Geiiefis was reckoned to 
contain 12 great Sed^ions, 43 Sedarim or Orders, 1534 Verfes, 20,713 Words, 78,100 Let- 
ters. They made alfo a Colledlion of all the different Readings that were known to thenij 
which was commonly put at the End of their Copies of the Bible, and afterwards was fublti- 
tute in the Margin, ^and at the Bottom of the Page, for the Readers Convenience 5 what 
could not come in there, was caft in at the End of the Book. Thus it was printed by Boin^ 
berg in his great Venetian Bible, by the Alliftance of Jacob ben Cajim^ a Jew oi^nnis^ who 
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had been forced to leave his native Country. Buxtorf revHcd what they had done, in the large 
Bible he caufed to be printed at Bafil Qa^. 

"Tis a Queftion of greater Importance, if the MaforeWs at Ttbertas added the Vowel- 
ooints CO the facred /a'^^^^^ Text of the Old Teftament ? Thefe Points were maintained to 
be of an elder Date by all the World, till Elias hevita a German Jew^ at the Beginning of the 
Reformation from Popery, in the fixteench Century, afcribed the Invention of the.n to the 
Mahtetbs. B//;cror/the'Father refuted hii» Arguments in ^ii^^iberias. hcuis Capell^ Prolelfor 
of Divir-ity at Saiimar a French Proteftant in a very elaborate Difcourfe, made an Anfwcr (b'^. 
BiOKtorfthc Son vindicated his Father's Opinion (Oj but not fo as to hinder many learned Merj 
from going in to the other Side of the (^ueftion. The 6tare whereof is this^ Whether the 
Vowel-pouitti were affixed by i;2;r^5 or Ibme other infpired Perfon, and fooftJie fame divine 
Authority with the reft of the facred Text ? or if the faid Points have been invented by the 
Ma('or€ibs five hundred Years after Chrift j und therefore being only of humane Authority^

It rfon, or the Penmen themfelves, affixed the Vowels to the lacred Text, and confcquently 
tiiat tney are of divine Authority. I fJialJ now offer Reafons to confirm this Anertion ; firfl", 
1 hat this IS the common Opinion of all the JewiJJj Writers, whether ^tahuudtjisy Cabbalzjls^ 
Pbflojophers^ Grammarians^ 'Criticks^ ox Htftorims^ all in one Voice, Cexccpting only Elias 
Levtia) declaring that the Points v/ere in the facred Text in the Time of E%rai And this Ar- 
gument is of mort; Force, when we confider, that totbcm were committed the oracles of Gody 
Rom. Ill z. If the Points had been but a modern Ihvention of Men, liable to lirror, fome of 
the Je'^jDs would have been ready to blame the Authors for mifjoointing fome Texts, which 
they never do, being Convinced that the Warrant for the prefent Reading is divine. 2.dly^ 
'Tis no WdVs probable that the AJajorites of Tib'erias invented the Vowel-points five hundred 
Years after 'Ciirift 5 for the Schools which the Jews had \njndea were before that Time dif- 
fipated and dilperft, and nolearnedMen left in that Country of fufficient Abilities for fuch a 
Performance, they being then removed to the Province of .S^^^/o//, where they had their A- 
cademies at Ndbdvrda^ and Pnndcbita^ nothing of Learning being left in '^/^^/^^z for fuch 

a Work in thefe Times. Nor do I fee any more Reafon for Mr. }idj7u]ge\ AHcrtion (t?}, thac 
Ben JiJIser and Ben Naphtali are the true Inventors of the Majforab^ and the Points : 'Bii^idts^ 
how can the Majorctbs^ whofe Work is printed with the great Bibles of Venice and Bafil be 
the InV'-nter,-. of chcfe Points, when a great Part of their Criticifms is upon the Vowel-points^ 
Which muft prove th^-m to have been a long Time before fixed^ fince none ufc to criticife upoa 
their own Works. %dly^ Our Lord feems to acknowledge the Points in his Time, while he 
fays, Mattb. v. 18. One title of the law iaU iit^Aia.^ one Apex ot Point ^Jljall not pa js awaytillall 
he JuiJiUedy ^wA to ei7gsge his providential Care for the Prefervation of them 5 which hath 
iindeed been verified in ail Age.s, fo as thefe Fountains of divine Revelation have been to this 
very Day tranfmitted pure and entire to us. ^tbly^ When the Hebrew Language ceafed to be 
the Mother-tongue of the "Jews (as it did after the Babylonijb Captivity) it was fcarce poflible 
to teach that Language to young and old, to Children of fik or feven Years of Age, as the

Hebrew oible Qb'^ with the Points 5 and this may be a fufficient Anfwer to thofe who inlift fo 
much upon feveral of the facred Books in the yezvijb Synagogues being without them. 6ttuly^ 
How lincertain would the Meaning of many Hebrew Words be without the Vowels. ^Tis eafy 
to obferve, that in any Language of two or three Confonants, any Body may make differing 
Words of feveral differing Significations, if he be at Liberty to fupply what Vowels he pleafeth 5 
and the fame is obferved in the Hebrew Tongue by Btixtorf (j)^ Hottitiger (^), Lenjden (/) 
and other learned Men. Befides, if fallible Men be Inventers of the Hebrew Vowels, the 
Senfe would ftili be fallible, and other Men by giving di/ierent Points or Vowels, might give a 
idiffijrertt Meaning of the Text. How uncei-tain and precarious fhould thus the infallible Stan- 
dart of Truth be ? I'm afraid to think of it. I know that they who are on the other Side 
bf the Queftion tell us. That the Punctuation was not made by the Sehfe of the Rabbins^ hnt 
according to the Analogy bf the Text, the Genius of the Hebrew T ongue^ and the Senfe that 
hath been for many Ages received among the jews^ who have almoft all their Books except 
the facred without Points. But even this does not remove the Difficulty, nor gives any luffi-

•dadon, and is attended with £b many dangerous Confequences. 
. § 7, 1 referved to this Plaxe to fpeak of the Jewifo Tdrgims (^) 3 and therefore ihall novv 
obfervei, that HiUel vyho flourifhed in the Reign of Herod the Great, is faid by the J^-'ii-if^ 
Writers to have bred up above a thoufand Scholars in the Knowledge of the Law of 
y/hkh eighty were reckoned to be of greater Eminency a:bove the reft ^ for of thein theyVay 
that thirty were vvcrthy, on whom the divine Glory fhould reft as it did upon Mofes^ and thir- 
ty for whom the Sun fhould ftand ftill as it did fgr Jojhaa^ and the twenty others were of a 
rnidcjiing Size. Themoft emine^it of them was Jonathan hen U%%i€l^ the Author of the ChaU 
]dee Faraphrafe on the Prophets, with whom was contemporary Ofikelos Author of the Chahle'e 
Paraphrafe on the Lav/: But whether he was a Scholar ofHiliel'Sy is not faid. The Cbaidee 
Paraphrafes ate Tranflations of the Scriptures of the old Teftament, made dired^ly out of the 
iiebrew Text into the Language of the ChaldeanSy which ^Vas anti.ently ufed thro' all JJfyria' 
JBdbyloni^^ Mefopotatnia^ Syria and Palefiitie-^ and is ftill the Language of the Churchel 
of the Nejiorian and Maromte Chriftians in the Baft^ in their facred Offices, as the La- 
tin is of the Popifh Churches here in the Weft ; and therefore thefe Par^phrafes were called 
^argums^ be'caufe they w^ere Verfions or Tranflations of the Wbrew Text into that Language ^ 
for the Word ^a'rgtm fignifieth in Chaldec an Interpretation of one Language into ano- 
ther. They were made for the Inftruflion of the vulgar Jews^ after their Return from the 
iBabyloniJb Csiptivity, For tho"* many retained the Knowledge of the Hebrew in which the 
holy Scriptures were writ, except a few Paflages in Cbaldee (O, yet the cornmbn People ha- 
ying fo long converfed with the Babylonians^ learned their Tongue, .and forgot their owji. 
This made thefe Verfions more necefTary, for to lock up from the P'?opie in an unknbwn Lan- 
guage the Word of God given to lead thetn to everlafting Lifcj was a thing thought then nei- 
ther agreeable to Reafon nor Religion. Hence it came to pafs, that there ^vere antiehtly nia« 
tiy of thefe fargnmSy and of different Sorts. 

The 7*argtms that now remain were compbfed by differeht Perfons : The firft of them is 
that of 0«jfe^/w on the five Books of Af£3/(?j-. The ^^^J fay. That this Author furvived Ga^ 
tnaliel the elder, P^«/'s Maftet-j who was Grandfon of and that , he died o.nly eghtecn 

Yciti-i; before the Deftruftion of Jernfalem: Tho' Dr, Prideauix; \s of Opihion Qd') chat Ouke^. 
Jos was rather before Jonathan ben U%%rel^ being writ in better Qhaldee^ and that V%%iel paf- 
fed by the Lawi becaufe Onkelos had done it before him. This S'argum on this Law is 
rather z Verfion than si Paraphrafe 5 for it renders the Word for Word, and. is 

in good Efteem. The next is that of monathan bmz Uz%ipt bh thfe Prophets. He takes 
the Liberty as a Paraphraft to make Enlargements and feloffes of his own upon the Text. 
The Books of Jopua^ Judges^, Samuel and Kings^ are with him called the former Prophets^ 
j/aiaby Jeremiah^ Ez^ekiel^ and the twelve ihinor Prophets dre the latter. The Jews high- 
ly efteem him, and tell, that if any Bird happened to light on his Paper v^hile he was . writing; 
the Bird was burnt with Fire from Heaven, without doing any Hurt to the Author's Perfon or 
Paper, , The third Sriirg/«« is that on the, Law afcribed to Jonathan ben Uzziel ^ hut that 'tis 
none of his, appears from the Stile, wholly diffei-ent from that of the ?<?r^«;w on the Prophets, 
■which all own to be his : Befides, the Enlargements, GlofTes, PableSj, proii^t Interpretations^ 
and other Additions, do no way refemblethis Author. But that which thoroughly cuts the 
Throat of this Pretence isj That there are feveral Things mentioned in this itargum^ Vvhich, 
had no Being, norno Name tUl after Jonatban^'s Time^ as the fix Orders of the Books of 
Mijhna^ ^argitm on Bxod, xxvi. 9. which could have no Being till Ri?^'^/ Jchuda \y rote the 
Mijima^ t\vo hundred Years after Jofiathan^s Time, There alio we find Mention of Co;i?/?£z;///- 
mpleon Numb, yiy^'iv. 19. and o{ Lombai-dy bn Nimb,k7i\v. 24, Whereas thefe Cities and Couhtriei 
were not called by fuch Names, till feveral hundred Years after beft £/^Z25/V/flouriflied (0. Who 
was the true Author of this ^argum is not known : It feems to have lien long in Obfcufity 
mong the Jews themfelves. Elias Levita knew nothing of It, neithei* was it taken Notice of^ 
\ till publilhed at Venice about a hundred and fifty Years ago, and the Name of Jonathan put to it 

to gain it more Credit. . • . , . 

A fourth yflyg/m is on the Lawi writteti alfo by an unknown Handj for no body pretend§ 

to tell us who is the Author, cr when compofed. 'Tis called the Jerttfaiem i'argum^ becauf^ 
written in that Dialefl, 'Tis not a continued Pdraphrafe, as all the reft are, but upon forae 
Parts here and there ; yea fometimes it (fj skips over whole Chapters, and feems by Us Di- 
aieftto have been compofed above three hundred Years after Chrifti The fifth Targmn li 
that on the Megiliqth^ that is on the five lefler Books, B^ntb^ Bfibeir^ Ecclefiajies, tbe Song of 
Solomon^ and the Lamentations of Jereviiab.

Of all thefe S'argums that otOnkelds .on the Law, and Jmathm on the Prophets, . are the 
*moft valuable, beijag as antient as our Saviour's Time, if not before it, and are. the moftantient 
jof any Books the Jews have next to the holy Scriptures. Nor can it be "concl udedj that be- 
Xaufe neither .yws?:, Origen nox.Epiphanuis^ nor any of the^ntient Fathers, make mention of 
them, therefore they are not of lb valuable Antiquity. This being only a negative Argu+ 
jnent proves nothing-, Or/^ffw and Epipbanius underftood not the Cbaldee, As to Jerom^ tho" 
Jaegoc the Help, of fome Kabbies^ to affift him in his Study, of the Hebrew Scriptures (^), by 
hiring then? With great Sums, yet all that thefe Kabhies did was only very privately. . They 
communicated no more to him than was necelTary to earn his Money 5 and he never attained 
to any confiderable Knowledge in the Cbaldee^ and that only when- he was very old (r). Be-*- 
3Gdes the Jews Ending many Prophecies in. the Old Teftament explained in the S'ar^ 
gnms^ and applied to the Mejjtah^ they thought fit, as. far as they could to; conceal them froni 
the Chriftians,. to prevent their Gaufe from being ruined by their own -Weapons.

Thefe STargumSy efpecialiy that of Owj^^/w on the Law, and Jonathan on. the Prophets, are 
pf ufe to vindicate the Hebrew Text, to prove it to be the lume that was -in ufe when thti 
^argim^ were made, contrary to the Opinion of thofe who think the 'j^ws^ corrupted it in oui? 
gaviour's Time j they help to explain many Words and Phr^fes in the Hebrew Original,, for 
the Meaning whereof we ftiould otherwife have been at a lofs ^ and they hand down to us ma- 
ny of thp ancient Guftoms and Ufages oi the JewSy which help to illuftrate the. holy Scriptures* 
They alfo help very much the Caufe of the Chriftians againft the Jews^ by. interpreting many 
pf the Prophecies concerning the Me£iah promifed in the Old "Teftament in the lame Manner as 
we do J as particularly Gen, iii. .i5. & xlix. 1,0. Nimb. xxiv. 17, If. ix. i6, 7. & "siu Hi. liii. Mic,. 
V. 2. Pfal. ii. xlv. & Ixxii. as the learned Dr. Prideaux Qd') hath illuftrated. The 7argums 
are publiftied to good Advantage in the fecond Edition of the great Hebrew Bible fet forth at 
JBafil by Buxtorf the Father^ in the Year 1620 j for that learned Man hath taken great Paini 
not only, of thg Cbaldee, Text, but alfo to reform the Vowel- pointings in it. At iirft the ftar-^ 
gtms were written^ moft of the Oriental Books, without Vowels 5 but at length ifome Jews 
^fttempted to add. them. This being done erroneouily, Buxtorf undertook to amend it .accor- 
ding to fuch Rules as he had .formed from the Pun6iuation of thofe Parts of the Books of Da^ 
fiiel and Exra which are written in the Cbaldee, Father Simon (O1 a French Critic, thought 
the Qhaldee in thofe two Books too little from thence to frame Ruleis for the whole Language^ 
and that therefore Buxtorf hzd done better to have let this Matter alonej and to have left fuch 
as read thofe Books entirely to be diredced by the four l^etters Alepb^ He^ Vatty.Jod^ called 
Matres leSiien^s, But the .great Busstorf knew what was fit to. be done in that Affair better 
than any whb hath .taken upon him to cenfure his Performdrtcej and .the, learned World is much 
obliged to him' for his judicious and accurate Works. Leaving the Sargums^ I proceed to giv6 
forpe Account of the Jewijb Cabbala, . •, . ...

ever they bonfulted the Sanhedrim, Neitlier does NeJyemrab nor Ezra mention the feftoring of 
ithis Coul"t. Neb'emidh caufed a Covenarit betvveeh God an'd the People to be iignedj but no 
biention of-the Shhhedrim. If we lobk to the Titties of fche Maccabees^ we'll. find that Courc 
reftored by Jndas Mac^ab'^tis-^ or t-ather by "Jonathan ^h\% Brother (^). . There we may noticQ 
^o>tdthan eledled to be Genferal by thfe Votes of his Friends fitting ih Council* . He called the 
'eople fevefal Times tbgethfer, and by 'their Advice and Confent refufed the OfTers- of Defne" 
'trins CO- When he fent Letters tb the Lacedkmonians^ to procure ah Alliance with thac Re- 
publickj he wi-ote in the Name of thfe Sehate, the High-f)rieft and> People. There is a Se- 
nate (d')i^ and an High-prieft iat the Head bfit, . The Kleefcing was made up of Pxiefts and Lay- 
inenj and as they made ichoiite bf tihofe that were diftiriguiihed for their t-earhing in the Law^ 
they ihuft have had a Right td fit tKereih. Thus the Evangelift Luke observes, that 
ivhen the Apoftle Paul w^s bt-pugHt before the SahHedrim,. che Scribed, who were there, 
SVith the P bar if e'es ^tid Sad ducees'^ declared for him; faj'ing^ We find /no .evil in this man.

Jewijh Parents, both on the Father and Mother's Sid?j pf whicl? the Apoftie Paul tells 
hepight boaft if he pleafed. Fourthly, At the Bieginning of Chriftianity the Pbdrifees com- 
paffed Sea and Land to make Pfpfelytes 5 but, tjiis was, only for ftrengthning their own Partyj 
for made them twofold more Cbiidreh of Hell than tbemfelves (b^, , W!e , ipay aifb ob- 
ferve, that when Chriftianity had niadefpm,e Progr^is in the Worid, Co)rneHtis the Centurion* 
■who had been ufed .to worfhip the true God in Jndea^ embraced piir Religipn 0)^ and alfp 
many y^w/^ Profelytes from Afia^ Egypt ^ and other Places C^), were Converted by . the D07 
jftrine and Miracles, of the Holy Apoftles, and they not only, continued, zealous (Ihriftian?, but 
alifo contributed to the Converfion of infidels J and thefe were the firft Fruits of , the general 
Converfion of this Nationj> which fhall be accompiilhed Jie^re the pnd of jh? World. ^

But 1 am not now to fpeak of Cirtumtifiori Undet the 
Old ^^fiamenty which hath been already C^) done, but only to explain the RiceS which the 
modern yews make ufe of in adminiftring this Ordinance. Leo o^Modef2a(c\ a learned 
gives us the following Account of this Matter : ^h'e Jews, when they czrxtimtifie^ may 72ot per-^ 
formthe Ceremony before the eighth Day 5 but if the Child be weak, they defer it tillb'eisrecovetn 
ed. fhe Night before the Cirmmcifion is catted the H^'Sttching-mgrn^ becanfe tbofe that belong to 

the Honfe watch aU Nighty to look aftier th'e Child ^ and that E'oesting the fat her* s Friends come 
and vifit him^ "and the tVomen go to the Mother^ and fpend the Evening in Merriment ani 
making good Chear, ^hey are provided bief ore-hand of a GodfatJ^r-^ who is to hold the Chili

provided he is expert in the Biififiefs, Th'ey reckon it a Matter of the greateji Merit j ani

ther (^fome fay"^ is for the Prophet Elias, whora they believe to be invifihly prefent^ as having 
4ieen jealous of the Obfervation of the Covenant of Ifrael, as we read in thle firfi Book of the 
kings, ^here are a great many People prefenty and the Ciretmcifer corned ^itb a Charger^ in 
whitb are his Inflrnments^ as the Kafor^ aftringent Powdeifs^ Lini^ and Oyl of Kofes, Som^

bad lived to fee him circumcifed^ fo he might live to fee him 7natrted" S7j0 Circumctfer 
go^s 'cnj and fucks two or three ^imes the Blood which flows plentifully fromthi WouM^ aiii 
puts it into a Cup of limine, ^hen be puts upon the Wound the Herb Dragons Bloody Powder of Co* 
raly and other things good to flancb Bloody and Lint dipped in Oyl of Kofes^ and binds it up 
i;lofe. After this he takes a Cup of IVine^ and having bleffed, . it ^ he fays another Bleffing forthb 
Child^ and gives him fuch a Name as the Father orders^ faying thefe U^ordt in Ezekiel xvi. 
I faid unto thee when thou Waft in thy bloody Live, and at the fame time wets the month of 
the Child with the IVine which h^ fpat the Blood into that he had fucked out of thb tVomd, Liift 
of all they fay the whole iizSth Pfalm. ^his done^ the Gddfdthdr returns the Child to the God'^ 
mother^ and they all teU the Father that they hope to fee his Son married tooy and th^n iht'^ go bomk 
Afterwards the Circumcifer fends Sweet-meats or fome other Prefent to the lying-^in U^omdn'i drii 
if the Parents of t'bt Child are poor People^ they fend them Money.' S'hat Morning, the Fatbey 
of the Child makes an Entertainment^ and treats the Circimcifet^ Godfather and Godmother^ 
the Relations and Friends^ in the befi Manner be is able. , After Dinner they add to this other 
Benedictions fome Prayers for the Child ^ that be may be great and profperotts^ and one that fears 
God, The Child is foon cured of his tVound received by Circumcifion^ at mdft in twenty font 
Hours.

We may alfo obferve. That the Circumcifer is obliged to keep a Regifter of the Na^Aefi of 
thefe he hath circumcifed 5 the Natnes of the Father and Child, of the Godfather and God- 
mother are interwoven in the Record- with fome Texts of Scripture. The modern Jews, 
when a Child is to be bofn, write upon the Chamber JDoors,- upon , the Walls, and about the 
Bed thefe Words, Adain, Eva, Chuts Lilit, that is, Adam, Eve, away hence Lilit ; which j's % 
kind of Prayer to God, that if he gives a Daughter, Ihe may refemble Eve rather than Lilii j 
and if a Son be born, that he may marry a Wife that's not ftubborn nor wicked as Lilit, but 
obedient and gentle likejBw ; for they tell that .-f//i??»*s lirft Wlffe called was veryltubborh 
and difobedientj a mere Scold j but Adam, by the Name Jehovah, made lier fly away int6 

the Air, and upon her refiifing to return, he got Eve^ who was more obedient C^)i and the

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like ^almndical Stories they telJ upon every OcGaiioni. TJje Mother, a£ter ChUdThenrmgy 
whether Ihe hath born Male or Female, niuft be purified forty Days before fhe can converie. 
with her Husband*, and after that wafhed in cold Water. 

§ 7. T H B Manner of folemnizing the pafcbal Solemnity^ while the yewzJJj OEconomy re- 
mained in iC5 Vigour, is plain from the Old ^eftavm2t>y^ hut the modern Jews having neither 
^emple. Altars nor Sacrifices, nor Liberty to kill the paichal- L,amb, have- changed their 
Rites. Their pre fcnt Cuftoms upon this Occafion appear from Leo de Modma^ who tells us 
(^a\ "The firft Day of the Feaft of the Paflbver, culled in Hebrew Pefach^ which is obferved in 
Commemoration of their going out oi! Egypt ^ is on the ijTth Day of the Month Ni fan which 
for moft Part anfwers to ApriL It is cotrinaanded to be kept a Week, but- thofe who are re- 
mote from y^rufalem make eight Days of it. The twofirft Days, and the two iail, are kept 
as a fbJemii Feaft, and on thefe Days they may not work, nor do any Bufinefs j but they keep 
chem in a manner as ItH'dl as the Sabbath, only they may meddle with the Fire, and drefs 
Meat^ and carry Thihgs from- one Place to another; as for thefe four Days in the Middle j 
they are only forbidden to work, but they- may handle Money. "Dnring thele eight Days^ 
they are forbidden to eatj ot* keep in their Houfe,' any Bread that is raifed or leavened, but 
are obliged to eat unleavened Bread only ^ upon which Account they begin the Paflbver with 
the utmoft Diligence, removing every Thing that had in it raifed or le^-ened Pafte, fearch- 
ing diligently their Cup-bbard s, and taking care to clean the Houfe aira whiten it, and pro- 
viding Utenfils for the Kitchen all new, or elfe of Metai^new caf): and fcowred, or fuch as 
are kept from Year t6 Year for the Ufe of the Paflbver only* The Evening before the Vigil 
of the Feaft, the Mafter of the Houfe goes and fearches ull about the Houfe, to fee if he can 
find any where any leavened Bt*ead. About the fifth Hour of the next -Day, they, burn fome 
Bread, in token that the Prohibition of eating leavened Bread now begins ;to 'be in Force ^ 
which A ft ion is accompanied With cetfain- Words, fignifying- they have -removed all Leaven 
out of their Ho ufes to the utmoft of their Power 5 immediately' after, they fet about making 
fb many unleavened Cakes, which they call Ma^^od^ as ftiall laft them all thefe .eight Days, 
taking great Care of their Meal, from the Time that it comes from the -Mill, that it be not 
wet nor heated^ for Fear it ihould rife they knead it vt^ith- Wat&» only^ and make it into fiat 
Cakes of feverai Shapes, bake it, and theh lay It up with great Nicety.- The firft-born of e- 

very Family ufe to faft the Paflbver-evej which is the t-^th of Ntfan^ in Remembrance that 
the Night following God fmote all the firft-born of Egypt, At Night they go to Prayers^ 
and when they come home^ they lit down' at the Ta.bley which every one takes Care to fur- 
nilh in the Day-time , and inftead of the Ceremony formerly -obferved, of eating the pafchal 
Lamb, as is written Exod. xii. they haVe iri a Bafon or little Basket, a Piece of Lamb or 
Kid and unleavened Cakes, and bitter Herbs^ as Parfley, Endive or Lattice, with a little Saw- 
cer of Pickle for Sawce,in Memory of the Chalk' and Bricks which their Fore-fathers wrought 
in, when they were in Bgypt^ and holding Cups of Wine » in their Hands, they repete the 
Hagada^ which contains a Repetition of the Miferies they fulTered, and the Miracles God 
wrought for their Deliverance. Then they praife Godfor all the Benefits they have received^ 
iand lay the cxiih with the following Pfalms^ to the cxix. which they call JtiaUel^ becaufe 
they begin with Halelujah, When they have made an £nd of thefe, with other Thankfgivings 
proper to the Day, they go to Bed, and next Evening do the fame. The Morning- prayers 
are the fame which are ufed on all other Feafts j only they add fomething proper to the pre- 
fent Occafion, with the aforefaid Pfalms ^ then they take out the Pentateuch, five Perfons 
read £xo^. xii. with the Inftitutxon of - the Sacrifices olSered at the - Paflbver Numb, xxviii. 
Afterwards they read the Prayer and out of the-P-rophcts they read the Afiara. The 

fame is done the two laft Ddys, only the fame Things are not done at the Table, the laft two 
Evenings, as were done the two firft. They conclude this Feaft with the Ceremony called 
Habdala, ufed at the End of the Sabbathj with Words- only, and without the Ceremony of 
Smelling to any fweet Spices, and then they return to the eating of leavened Bread/' Thusfer 
Led de Modena, The Jei<i)s regard this Sacrament "Ss everlafting, as peculiar to their Nation, 
and to thofe who have received Circumcifion. But notwithftanding all their Rites, they 
neither obferve it conform to the Law of Mofes i For they have no Sacrifice 5 nor do they 
ferve up the Lamb wholly roafted j nor do they ufe-thelame Pfalms and Prayers; nor do they 
underftaiid the true Meaning of the Service to fignify Cbtifi our Paffover facrificed for ns, 

§ 8. Thcjewijh Feaft of the Paflbver was always cdebrated on the fourteenth Day of the 
Month Nifatj^ after the vernal Equinox, when the. Moon was fulli God himfeif gave this 
Law 5 for when the People came out o( Bgypt^ he 'appointed Nifan^ which correfponds 
with Part of our March and April^ to be^ the firft <tf: the Year, that the Deliverance of his 
People might be exadlly remerabred j but this related only to the Feafts of the Church. 
The Months .being Lunar, "to make them quadrate with the Cburfe of the Sun, fome 
Intercalations were neceflkry. ' To und'e'rftand this Matter, and the Tinie of obferving 
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the JewiJJy Feftivi^ls Sve are now to explain-^ it may be proper a, little to 'confider the^Jf-o;^ 
3^:; Hours, Days, Months, and Years. . I begin with their Hours. We are fo accufloWd 
divide Night and Day by equal Hours, a.s we are «pt to think it was never ptherwife ^ mean 
tim-e ^tis certain that t'he polifefl Nations were, for 'k long Time ignorant ofthrsArV. Ti^^ 
learried Sdlmafins afferts. That the Divifion of Hours by Dials began to be firft known amonf> 
the Greeks only . a little before the. Time of Alepcander Wie Great,, becaufe neither the coniit^ 
Poets nor Philofophers fpeak of Hours, but to fignify Seafons. But .'tis probable th^ Greeks 
Knew this. Art foO'ners for Herodotus^ who lived in the Reign of "-Ajprxw the 'Ferfian tells C^y 
^bat the Greeks took the Ufe of JXials-Jrom tie Babylonians, dividing the Day into f^eli^ 
Parts, Xenophon alfo who was .with Cyrus the younger in his Expedition into .Perfia faysr^y 
^he'Uminpus Sun dtfcoversthe Hours of the Day uuto us. As to the^VComans^ they knew no- 
thing of Hours and Dials till the Ptmic War 5 then. Mejfala the Conful rettfrning from 
Sicily^ after, the taking of Catana (c), brought a Dial to Kovie.^ and fet it up in a publick Plate 
about the Year of that City 491, before, the Birth, of Chrift 262 Years. In more ancient 
primes they meafured the. Hours by the Dift'ance of Feet in the Shadow of the Sun to the Body' " 
But the Jjw's had the .Ufe of Hours And Dials lortg before they were known in Greece or at 
B^ovic 5 for both Herodote and PliHy (^d) own, that thefe. came from G^^y/^ff^ and the Eaft, firft 
into Greece^ and aftei^that to Kome ; and .we find exprefs mention of the Dial of Ahuz i 
Kings loj II. Wow ^i&tfss flouriflied in the iTear of the World 3209, about 74.1 Ye^ars 
before the Birth ofChriftj and 250 Ylears before the Time Herodote' fpe&ks of.. But then and 
long after that the j^ewifls Hours werq not equal 5 for they ftill reckoned twelve Hours to the 
Day, and as many to the Night 5 and theretore. the Hoars were fhok-ter in Winter and loneef 
in Summer, which occafioned a Mukiplitity of Lines ; And from this Av'e iiiay infer That 
when the Sun did go down ten Degrees in Aha'z^,% Dial, to alfure He%'ekiab of ttiie Recovery of 
his Healthy thefe Degrees might be onlyl-ines denoting the Inequality of the Hours 5 which 
might be without prolonging the Day abpve an Hour or two j and this not bein^ bccafioued- 
by any Conjunftion in t.he Heavens, but by the over-ruling Hand of Prpvidence,was notfo con-i- 
fiderable as to awaken phe Curiofityol Neighbouring Nations tp mind it; .And fince there are no 
Hiftorifes Writ by Heathens that Time pow.excant^ jwe rteed^not Queftion the Truth ciFrhe 
Faftj becaufe they do not obferve it. Mr. Weyms of Laihocker our Countryman fays, nat 
the Jews learned the Divifion of the Day into whole Honrs from the Romans (O* This is a 
ttiere Gonjedurej and nothing in .the Gofpel nor in Hiftory determines us to believe it 5 for 
there, we find that the 'fe'isis counted the Hour? from S.un-rifmgj and the Day was divided into 
four PartSi notified by Sound of Trutppet on fol^mn Feaft-days, bfecaufe at fuch Times they 
refamed their Devotions and facred Exercifes. . The firft of thefe foUr Portions was from fix 
iofthe Clock tiUNinei, called the third Hourf/J s and at thiis Hour Chrift feems to have 
been indidVedfg). . The fecond Portion w^^ffom Nine to bur TwelVe at Nodn, called the 
fixth Hour Qf). The third was frotn out Twelve-a-clpck to three Afternoon^ called the ninth 
Hour (O : And the fourth Divifion was frotn three to fix at Night, or Sun-fet. 

As to the JewiJJj Days^they wei-e dividcrd into three Sorts^firft natural^ which contains both 
Night and Day^ beginning at Sun-fet*. .Thus we read Genefis^ i. v, 'Sthe evenii7g and the mor« 
m»g were the firft day. They began this Day at Evening Sun-fet, becaufe of the New-moon ^ 
the Feaft whereof was to be cejebrated after feeing the Crefcent or firft Appearance. The 
modern Jews obferve the fame Guftom, beginning the Qelebration of their. Feafts . with the £- 
vening. The fecond Sort was the artificial Day of twelve HoUrs, beginning at Sun-rifing, and 
ending at his fetting. Their Night was divided into three Watcher (>^), each , cbsfifting cf 
four unequal Hours .as their Day. At firft they diftinguiflied their Days of the Week by Num^ 
ber firftj fecond, ^c. but now they give tiiem the ordinary Planetary Names, Sunday y Mon^, 
day and the reft 5 only our Friday they call the Preparation^ it being immediately before their 
iSabbatb.. . Laftl.y^ therp is the prophetical Dayj the Prophets being the only Perfohd wliohave 
named Days (/) for . Years. , 

As to the Jeivijh Months^ thefe were Lunary^ which confifting only of tW6nty nind or thir- 
ty Days at moft, their Year when made up of twelve Lunar Months, wanted eleven Days to 
inake it equal with a folar Year confifting.of 365 Days 5 and therefore they were obliged to in^ 
tercalate one Months which they cMtAVeadar^th^it they might ni^t celebrate, the Paflbver, not" 
offer the firft Fruits, but at their appointed Seafon. The Names of the Ecclefiaftical Months 
•among the Jews ^^x^mfan^Jiar^Sivanj^amus^ Ah^BM^^ifri^Mairchefvan^Kifleiiytheheth^ 
iSebaty Adar, Their Correfpondence with Months among us may be eafily difcoveredi if we 
notice that the jGwiJJj Nifan began with the 15th of our March^ and their Jiar with the i5ch 
of our Aprils and fo forward. But I ftiall not further enlarge upon the different Computati- 
ons, 
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of their Months and Years', but rather remit the cutidus Reader to Seahgery Primate Ufier^

This is the firft Repaft of the three they are to make on the Sabbathj to exempt themfelvei 
from three great Evils, the Punifhments of the Meffiah^ ihQ War of Gog and Magogs and the 
Fire of Helli The Morning following they rife later th^n iifuajly, and go to the Synagoguei 
where they fing a great many Pfalms and Prayers proper for the Celebration of the Sabbath^ oe-^ 
fides thefe ufed every Day.

Spices in the other j and' thus repeats fome Verfes in the facred Text, as Pfafm cxvi. 13. or 
I^hei- \\\\, 16. Of thefe fweec Spices they tell that they were compounded of '363 diffbrent' 
Aromatick Drugs, which the High-prieft pounded in a Mortar. They find gi*eac Myfferies iii'' 
the Number, and think that this Perfume is neceflary to guard them from the' ill Odour exhji*- 
led from Hell-fire, which begins to burn when the Sabbath Ends.

In the Time of the 7W-^cr,«^tfi^j, it was determiried' 
that' they might refift an Enemy coming to dcftroy their Lives on the Sabbath, but afterwards' 
they efteemed it unlawful" to prepare Things necefTary for their Defence on chat Day 5 which' 
Fompey madfe his Advantage of, by preparing his Engines on that Day;, that he might play; 
them With more Violence on the following Days of the Week, which contributed very mtich to: 
fediicie the Place, *Tis a known Story, that the "Jews refufed to take a Man; out of a Privf 
ie to which he had fallen, for fear of vi61ating. the Sabbath j and therefore the Bifhop of the* 
Flace ordered him to rfefrhain there on the next Day, being ■ the Chriftiah Sabbathj and agaififf! 
the third Day he was dfead." It is not lawful for a Woman to carry on th^t Day a fewing' 
Needle, nor for a Miin to have a Sword or a Bow, or even Shoes with Naili idtherti:' 
Nor is it permitted to look into a Glals, left the- Women, being • curious about thei^ Drefij 
Ihbuld bbferve a=Hdir ill placed, and fo lift up their Hand to put it in Order. It is' a gmt 
Grirtie'to'ctit thdr Niails or bite them, to pi lick oiT their Hairs, or paint therfiftlves- How* 
cv^r the Dodlors diftinguini, and allow the plucking' off the Hair that is going to fallj ortd 
cfut'a' Niall that is cleft or divided. They make a Difference a'lfo Of the Punifhraerit ; for the^ 
ftone him who plucks off his Nails with his Hahd^ but he deferves capital Puttifhment'vt'hert^ 
he' makes ufe of Seizors, It is not lawful to figh one's Name, or even to write two LetterJ. 
Many of thefe Superftitions may be feen in the MiJJ^nah ^ ho\yever they find Mearts ro elud^ 
ibme Severities prefcribed by their Dodlors. 

As to the other Jewi/b Feftivals, an entire Volume in their ftalmud is taken up in defcri« 
bing them: Maifhonides and Bartemra iii their Commentaries havte added many Obfervations.

The 
yews conceive that the Law was given *on that Day on Mount Sihui 5 and to retail the fame 
to Memory in a moft "fenfibfe Maimer, they makle a very thick Cake, compofed df fix Layg 
of Pafte, which they call Sinai and this Cake puts thetti alfo in mind oFthe feveri Heavens 
through which they belie^-e God was to pafs to reafcend into the Entpyxean, They exadtjy 
i*eckon Ml the Days that are paft from the PaffoVer, that they ihay hot be miflakieh in the Mo- 
ment wherein the Pe'ntecoft ought to begin- NtJtwithftandsng all thefe Calculations, they are 
ftdll afraid of being deceived, and therefore celebrate two Feaft-days. There is nothing pecu- 
liar in the Rites of this Feaft, except that the Law is twice brought out ia\ that five Pcrfong 
iread it, and the Synagogue and Windows of their Houfes are adorned \vith FlbiX'ers and G\-eens^ 
to infinuate that every thing was green about *y«;^r, tho* the Mountain was in a Defart in Arabia, 
§ 13, Upon the fifteenth Day oi^ifri^ with us about the End of September^ they celebrate 
the Feaft o{ tabernacles^ which they call Snccod^ in. remembrance of their living after that 
Manner in the Defart when they went out of Egypt, Levit, xxiii. 42, 43. The Feaft now 
li^5 hine bay'Sj ife'vert by the Order of Mofes^ and two by Supererogation. Every bne buiids 

one of thefe Tents-for himfelf in an open Place^ Ibmewhere about his own Houfe^ and covers 
it with green Boughs^ boarding it on the In-fide^ and adorning it as he is able, in which he 
fpends the Day. They formerly paffed whole Nights in them 5 but this Cuftom is changedj 
at leaft in the Weftj where the Nights are colder. The Figure of the Tabernacles tnay be 
feen in the Mijhnah Q\ which Surenhnfius has well explained. We fhall only remark, that 
the Booth was not to be above twenty Cubits high^ nor lefs than ten Hands. The Boughs 
wherewith they cover them muft not be dry j and *tis a Crime to take them in an idolatrous 
City^ i>x to fteal theta. Jehuda will have the Branches which they hold in their Hands to be 
bound with Twigs of the fame Tree : But R. Mur is of another Opinion 5 for he allows the 
Ufe of Ofier and Thread, They Carry the Branches to the Synagogue^ where they leave thernj 
and fetch them the next Morning : But they muft be gathered together the Eve of the Sab- 
bath, and put in Water-veffels tor fear of withering. The firft Day of the Feaft they take 
bne Branch of Palm, three of Myrtle -and one of Willow^ bound together 5 all Svhich they 
carry in the right Hand. Irt the left they have a Branch of Citron with the Fruit; They 
bring them near one another, and turn them about to the Fore-parts of the World, thinking 
God has commanded it in Levit, xxiii. Befides^ they find here great Myfteries i The Palm 
is handfome, but bears an infipid Fruit j reprefenting the hypocritical Jews^ who ftudy the 
divine Law, but do nb good Works t The Myrtle^ which has a grateful Shiellj the' it be 
barren, reprefents thofe that do good Works without the Law : The Willow is the Image of 

the Wicked, who have neither Law nor Vertue $ and the Citron with its Fruit denoces the 
Righteous^ who have both the Law and good Works. Whet-eas they formerly made four 
Turns about the Altar in theTemplej, fmging three Hofanna^s-^ as if they befeeched the Blefled 
Trinity to fave them, fays the Bifhop of Ely ic\ at prefent they make their Turns about 
the Reading Desk, holding thefe Branches 5 >vhich they go ih queft of as far as Spain^ and 
fell them at very dear Rates where thefe Trees and Fruit grow not without Difficulty* Bm^ 
toff fays C*^), he faw, in that very Harveft irt which he wrote^ a Citron bought at the Price of 
four Florins. On the feventh Day, which they count more holy than the teft, they leave 
their Branches: Rifing with the Sun they wafh themfelves, and go to th6 Syhagogue, where 
they fing abundance oi Prayers, which they repeat with a confufed Rapidity and Swiftnefs, a3 
fuppofing the Jfraelites during their Journey were obliged to make Hafte, even in the Service 
of God, and the Prayers they made to him. They draw out of the Cheft feven Copies of the 
Law J if there were twenty they would produce them all 5 (the Desk being adorned with Flotf- 
ers^ and having read fomething in every one^ they carry them back one after another with 
great Ceremony. Their Superttition Is fo gfeat, that they goto confult the Moon^ and fancy 
they find by her a Prediftion df many Events. To this Purpofcj he who confults her examines 
the Shadow of his Body projedled from her Rays j if the Shadow wants a Head, 'tis a Sign of 
Death, if it wants a Finger, ^tis ominous that he fhali lofe one of his Friends 3 the Death ofa 
Son is fignified by the want of a Right Hand^ and that of a Daughter by the want of a Left* 
All this they pretend to found on thefe Words of MofeSy the ProtbSiion of Qod (in Hebrew thQ 
^Shadow) is withdrawn from them 5 and the Commentaries of the Rabbi's confirm their Su- 
perftition* The eighth Day of the Feaft they get their Friends together^ and give them an 
Enteftainment. They finifti the ninth Day with reading the Law proper for that Occafion^ 
according to its Se^lions, chufingtwo Bridegrooms of the Law, one whereof reads the Endji 
and the other the Beginning, the People making joyful Acclamations. As they depart (ot

• rife by break of Day : The Wife muft awake her Husband : The Father of the Family is to 
take Cai-e to call up his Children^ becaufe they muft fay their Prayers the very Moment the Sun 
Appears in the Horizon. They take a Reafon "for this from the Example of Kntb.; who went 
taHy to glean, and from David-^ who fays P/^^i^. Ixxii. 5. they JhaH Jear thee %mtb the Sim. 
They conceive this to be the moft favourable Time when God hears, the Prayers of thofe that 
fcall oh iiim, becaufe then the evil Angels are filerit and don't difturb him. However, the Law 
is hot always rigoroufly bbferved, for the Cafuifts illow the Sun three Hours for:his Levee; 
3h Which Time they are permitted to make their firft Prayers. As they rife they ought to be 
ibi-rowfui betaufe of the Deftruftion of the Tieraple. It is a Piece of Devotion to fhed Tears 
ivery Mornings beCaufe God gathers them into his Bottles^ and ufes them to expunge out of 
his Book all the Evils he had refolved againft the Saints. They are fuperftitious in drefling 
themfelves j but cfpecially they muft never be naked in their Chamber, nor flatter themfelves 
fchat the darknefs of the Nijght conceals their Nakednefs (i). One of their firft Cares is to dif- 
th^rge their Bowels : It would be a Crime to pray or fpeak before* the Lord before the in- 
ward Parts were cleahfed 5 and one of the Reafons why God gave R. Stra fo long a Life, was 
that he never pronounced the Name of God in a filthy Place. For the fame Gaufe they waft 
their Face and Hands before they fay their Prayers. They take their- Tbaied (which lhall bs 
afterwards defcribed) and muft go to the Synagogue with the fame Zeal as if they * wfere mount- 
ing the Breach of a befieged Garrifon j for David remembred, tha$ be walked to the Hoitfeof 
God in Company as to a ftrong City, God enters the Synagogue aflbon as it is opened, and if 
he finds no Body there, he is provoked j and fays with Jjaiab^ wherefore when i mmew 
there no Man ? when J called was there none to anfwer ? -They bow themfelves as they enter 
towards the Gheft which contains the Law, faying^ how beautiful are thy tabernacles^ OJacohi 
Some put a Vail over their Head 3 they read the Prayers, and fuch as cannot read; ahfwerto 
the Prayers of others The eighteen Beriediftions of Esr^^j as they are 'called^ would 

have been inferted with the i-eft of his Writings into the facred Canon, if he had dilated them 
as a perpetual Rule for the Service of God 5 but as Superftition did InCreafe, lb thefe Urtinftitii- 
ted Pieces of Worfhip began to be impofed. Private Perfons are obliged daily td repeat a 
hundred Benedidtions, fome of them pleafant enough 3 for they praife God for giving the Cock 
a-QualSty of diftinguifhing Night and Day, and awakening the Jews every Morning; Their 
private Prayers are very long and full of Repetitions; for to this Day they have -nOt amend- 
ed the Fault of the long Prayers and Battologies which our tioi'd objedled to the PbarifeeS* 
They pray commonly with their Heads ftodping to the Ground ; but in extrkordinary Humi- 
liations they prdftrate themfelves^ exteftding their Hands and Feet, and fending -out vehefnerit 
Cries. They think thefe Prayers fupply,the Place of Sacrifices, abolifhed by the Overthrow of 
the Temple and Altar. They give them the fame Name, and fay they have the'fame Effica-

xiie€baldee Tongue, and fuppofed to have been made foon after their Return from Babylon^ 
and is called an Antbenh After this they commonly repete the Decalogue 5 but the I>oi^ox% 
fay they have been obliged to lay afide this Cuftom, becaufe the Hereticks or ChrifHans lay, 
that God only gave thefe ten Commands as a flanding Law on Mount Sinaz^ other Statutes 
being changeable. At prefent they only read Ibme Paflages in Deuteronomy^ called Scbemacb 
(rt), becaufe they begin with thefe Words, Hear O IfraeL They not only find an AbftraCt 
of their Faith in them, fo as he who repetes them becomes truly a j but moreover they 
difcDver a great Myftery in thele Words, Dettt. vi. 4. The Lord our God is one JLord^ compared 
with thefe of the Prophet Zachar, xiv. 9. And the Lord fi^U be king over all the earth in 
that day there Jhali be one Lord^ and his name one.^ becatife thefe two Texts put together prove 
that all Nation* in the World lhall be one Day fubjedl to God and his People : But they 
Ihould rather fee the Days of pur MeJJiab in them, when all Nations /hall be fubjeifl to him, 
and adore his blefled Name. .The reading of the Scbemacb being ended, all the AfTombly rife, 
and pray in a low Voice ftandingi the Minifler gives the Example, and they continue in that 
Pofture till the Secret be finiflied : Then every one makes three Steps backwards of Reve- 
rence, ghd the Minifter repetes the eighteen Prayers, whereof the three firft contain the Prai-i 
fes of1&od-5 the Neceffities of this Church, and of Particulars are included in the twelve next 5 
and in the three laft, they make a CorifefHon to God of their Vilenefs and Unworthinefs. 
Thofe that have repeted them before the MinifVer came, hear them reverently, and anfwer 
Amefs; At the third Blefling they are allowed to refume their Place, that is, to advance three 
Steps 5 and when they come to the Prayer called Modin^ they muft bow tJiemfclves a little. 
The Service concludes with the Antherii, as it began, and the Minifter gives the Blefling to 
the People, who retire laying. Lord guide me tit t by Kighteoufnefs^ and prepare, t be H^ay before 
fne^ heeaufe 6f mine Efieinies, This Service is performed every Dayj they begin a new one in 
the Afternoon^ and anotheh at Night. Thus the Exercifea are determined in the Synagogiies 
to Mattins'j Noons and Vefpers : Whether the Church of Ro»;^ imitates thenl or not, I fhall 
nof determine 3 o»ly the Prayers^ and publick facred Offices of both Jews and Papifts, are in 
a Tongile not known by the Vulgar i thefe of the former in Hebrew^ and of! the latter in -Li?- 
tift^ Thus Mrheyi Righteoufneifs and Piety cools. Zeal for Ceremonies becomes fervent. 

§ id. The Jewijb SM^QvUition further appears in their ^effilim arid Taled. To underfi-andi 
their Pradlice in this Matter, we may obferve, that formerly they wore Clothes of four Lappets 
(^), at each of which hiing a Tuft, which they called Z/t/V, by which they di fling uiflied them- 
felves from other Pebple. But as this rendered them very ridiculous, and drew the Rabble 
upon them, they have been witer than the Monks, who ftiil retain their foolifh Garbs , for 
the f ews comply with the Cuftoms of the Countries whei*ein they live. However they pre- 
ferve under their Clothes a Kind of fquare Frock, with the Pendants or Tallils faftned to irj 
whiich they ball Arban Canfody in Remembrance of the Commands of the Lord, which 

they found on Nrmb, Xv, 38, —40. When they are at the Synagogue, they take a 

i<^uare Veil, with Strings arid Tufts which they call the 7aUd or Cloak. Somctwifl'it round 
thfeNeck, others cover the^Head with it; The laft Cuftbm is the more general. Afterwards 



they pdt oh the Frontltts or the STeffilim^ as much as to fay the Infirnments of Prayer^ bocaufe 
they ufe then> in their Devotions. Their Rites about thefe being a little odd, I lhall' defcribe 
tiietnin the Words of a learned Kahhi^ who was obfl-inate in Judaifiit all his Life long (c). 
^hey take.,- fays he, two Pieces of Parchment ^ and with a great deal of Examine fs write upon 
ehcb of them thefe four Pajfages of Scripture in fquare Letter isOitblnkmadeonPnrpofe, I'he 
firfi is from Deut. vil 4.

Jfbe fourth 
9i{t of wet, 11. of the fame Chapter^ And'it.fhall be, when the Lord fhall. bring tHee into the 
land of the Canaanites, &c; S'hefe Parchments they wrap. up in ahidck piece of Calf's Leather ^ 
that iSy they put all thefe Scriptures together into one KoUy made ifito Ofte Pointy '^bicb tbey 
fafien upon a little fquare Piece of the bardefi Part ; from, whence there comes a , fhofig of the 
fame Leather^ 6fa^ Inch broody and a Tar d and a. half longer thereby. This the% put upon the 
brawny part of their left Arm ; and when they have tyed a little Knot upon the Thongs like the 
Hehrcvfi 'Letter Jod, tbey wrap it round their Arm and Handy down to tie middle Finger ; and 
this tbey call Teffila'Sceliadj, /y&^r /j, the Teffila of the HaM: In making the o'iber^ tbey cut 
the above-mentioned Te»:ts of Scripture into four Pieces^ every one' by itfelf^ and joining them 
together^ they make a Square with the Letter Sthiri at the Stop 5 and this they put upon a 
fquare hard Piece of Leather like the other I from which come two ^hgngs as in the former. 
They put this^ Square upon the midft of the Forehead^ and are tyed behind ii^ith a Knot in the 
^bape of a Daleth^ and the remaining Part of them hangs down before upon their Breaft. T'his

They faft very often > for befides the publick Fafts, which We have already (ji) difcourfed 
ofj they have private ones j but never inMarvb^ becaufe this being the Time when the People 
came out of Bgypt^ the fame fhould be entirely confecraced to Gratitude and Joy : However 
fome violate this Rule, Our Saviour infinuates that the Pbarifees failed twice in the Weekj 
Ltike^ xviii. 12. which Cuftom is kept up by the German Jews^ fafting on Monday and ^hurf-^ 
dayy tho' they do it only after the Feafts of the Paflbver and Tabernacles, being afraid that ia 
thefe Feflivals they have offended God by their too great Jollities. Private Perfons exceeding- 
ly multiply Fafts upon feveral Occafions , as, if they define a happy Dream 5 for they are nmch 
given to obferve Dreams 5 or if the Interpretation thereof aifrights them, if they have a parti- 
cular Diftemper, if they undertake a dangerous Voyage^ if Prifoners, or in the like Diftrefs, 
they faft to obtain Deliverance j the Son fafts for his Father's Death 5 the Magicians to invoke 
Daemons from Hell : From whence fome of the Doctors infer. That if a 'Necromancer obtains 
fiich a Vifion by his Abftinence^ by a ftronger Keafon they may procure the Defoe fit of the Holy 
Spirit, As to the Severity of their Abftinence, they ly on a Bed harder and every way coarfer 
than ordinary 5 they eat none tiirl the next Day at Even, and then they pray that God may ac~ 
cept their Abftinence inftead of a Sacrifice (^)* If the Faft continue many Days, they ufe the 
fame Rules for moft part as the Papifts : Flefh is forbidden ^ but they facisfy themfelves with 
fome Garden Scuff) making up their Wants with Eggs^ which being of a globular Figure, are 
the Image of an afflifted Man. They celebrate no Marriages 'while they faft, nor /have, not 
powder, nor bath themfelves 5 but fometimes throw Alhes upon their Heads. If the Church 
of Rome have their Abftinences on the Vigils of great Feafts, the Je'ws have more rigorous 
ones in the Vigils of New Moons, and look on their Faftings as very meritorious, and as fub-* 
fticute in the room of the old Sacrifices : Tho' indeed they are only bodily Exercifej which 
profits little. God has not required them, and what he does not command, he will not accept. 

§ ZQ. The Charity of the Jews is very remarkable j for tho' they have been expofed to very 
great Afisfortuncs, they ftill relieve all their own Poor. On the Fridays^ and on the Eve of the 
Feftivals, rich Men give coniiderably to thofe who come to them. Beiides the Parnaffim or 
Nemttnim^ whofe OiHce it is to take care of the Poor» coLledt and lend to thofe who are alha-:* 
med to beg, and to fick Perions, or Widows who do not go abroad 5 at the Door of the Sy- 
nagogue they have a Box, into which Offerings are put : And tho' they do not touch Money 
on the Sabbath, yet if there be any extraordinary Object of Charity^ aS) if one would redeem 
one of his Family who is a Slave, or have a Daughter to marry and nothing to give her, the 
Overfeer of the Synagogue calls every one, faying, God blefs thee who will contribute to fncb 
€^ charitable Defign j and what they promife on the Sabbath, they perform on the Week there- 
after (0« great Cities they have Fraternities or Companies for Works of Charity 5 as, to 
take care of the Sick, and of the Burial of the Dead. If a poor Man has any prefling Necefr 
ilties which exceeds the Abilities of the Town, he makes his Application to the principal Rab-^ 
bins, who give him a Certificate to the Brethren in other Places for Affiftantie. They oblige 
che lefs charitable to give the tenth Part of their Goods, others to give the fifth Peny, and 
thofe that refufe Charity may be chaftifed by the Judges. Over and above all thefe Charities 
given to private Perfons, in what Part of the World foever the Jews- are, they fend Alms year-^ 
ly to Jerufalem^ for Maintenance of the Poor there and in other Places of Judea, But they are 
as hard-hearted to Strangers as charitable to the Poor of their own Nation j for the 7'almudifis 
are perfuaded, that none are allowed by the Law to participate of their Charity, except the 
Profelytes of Righteoufnefs : And that which fpoils all their Alms, is their vain Opinion of* 
theirBfHcacy and Merits which our Lord reproves, telling them, Mattb, vi. i, 2. that they 

give alms to he feen of men, 

§ 21. The Jews have their Votaries and Saints j of whom they make three different Orders* 
The firft are thofe who entirely renouncing Society, go and live in Defarts, clothing themfcives 
with Camels Hair, eating Leaves of Trees, and Things furniflied by the Earth without Til-* 
lage. They pretend fuch have their Mind purified, by Removal from the World, and con* 
tinual Meditation j fo as their Thoughts make them worthy of the Commerce of Angels* But 
in the mean time they own (jf)^ that tho' this was the State of the Prophets, fuch Saints are 
now very rare, lince God has removed his Prefence from the holy Land, and thefe who thus 
fly from the World to Solitudes, expofe their Mind and Body to violent Diftempers, which 
makes them defire Death from Impatience under their Mlferies. In this Point the Jews fpeak 
more juftly than fome Chriftians, who pretend to imitate the Lifb o£ Enoch^ o£ Elias^ or of 
John the Baptift^ without receiving their Spirit, or being ufeful in the World, as they v/ere* 
In the fecond Rank the Jews place the Chafidaans (e\ who they conceive have always God 
prefent with them in every Place, and do nothing that can offend him : If they happen to be 
in the holy Land, they carry their Sandlity to fuch a Ferfe£^ion as to come near that of the 
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Prophets : They hear the Daughter of tfse Voice, but receive all this from the divine Goodnefs* 
The laft Order of their Saints is inferior to any of the former. 

^22. The Jews come under feveral Vows and Oatbs : Particularly we find in the Gofpelj 
that tho' it be a moral Duty to honour our Parents, which includes the Duty of comforting and 
relieving them in their Straits 5 yet they invented a Way to elude this Precept^ Matth, xv. ^ 
' — 7. Mark^ vii. lo,*— 14. by dedicating their Goods to pretended pious Ufes. Such a rafh 
Vow, done in Anger, to elude their giving any Relief to their neceiHtous Parents, by calling 
their Goods Qorban^ or, Confecratcd to the Treafure of the temple, was very juftly reproved 
by our Lord in the Pbarifees : Nevcrtheiefi their Succeflbrs the i'almndifts approve it. Their 
Vows turn fometimes upon Abftinence from Marriage^ tho* it is far more rare among the Jew* 
ifb Maids to vow Virginity than among thofe of the Church of Rome, who are often fettered 
in Nunneries againft their Inclinations- If an enraged Husband fay to his Wife, ^bou an as 
my Mother, he is not allowed any more to cohabite with her. Wives when provoked do fome- 
times the fame j but their Husbands have Power to make their Refolutions null : And at pre* 
fent thefe Vows are little approved, being Curfes mingled with Religion i for tho' it be a Piece 
of Devotion to accomplifh them, yet many Diftin^ions are allowed. 

Leo de Modena, a Venetian K.abb], tells us C^), that the Jews bold by y fadition, fl%at when any 
Man or Woman has made a Vow or Oath, he it what it will, provided the breaking of it he not 
a Prejudice to a third Perfon, mtd has tipon good Keafon repented of it, a Kabhin of Authority^ 
or three other Perfons not dignified, may loofe it. He that would have it difpenfed with goes 
to this Kabbin, or thofe other three Perfons 5 and they having heard bis Keafon why he alters 
his Mind, and approving it, fay to bim three fitneSy ** Be tbou abfolvedfrom this Vow, &c" 
^nd from that T'ime he remains free. Philo the 'Jew, who condemned Oaths made in tia 
Kame of God^ as prophane^ and contrary to Religion, allowed fwearing by the Univerfe, by 
the Stars, by the Sun, by the £arth, by their Parents, by their Head and by Heaven. But 
this is contrary to the Law of God in the Old ^eftament. Dent. vL 13. x. 20. If xlv. 23* 
xlviii. I. Ixv. 16. Jer, iv. a- iii. 16. and therefore thePraftice is juftly condemned by our 
l.ord in the Gofpel, Mattb. v. 37. For Creatures can neither be Witnefles to our Sincerity, 
nor judge us if we ^€t contrary thereto, and therefore (hould not be invoked in Oaths. An 
Oath being an A&. of Worfhip, ought not to be conceived but in the Name of the living God, 
who is our Witnefs and Judge ; and ought not to be made raflily, but when Neceffity requi- 
reth, and when the fame is impofed by a. lawful Judge. Nor are we to elude the Obligation 
of Oaths by fubtle Diftin£tions, nor to expert Diipenfations from them by humane Authority, 
as the yews frequently do. 

§ a^. As every Society hath the Privilege of expelling from its Body thofe who violate the 
Laws of its Conftitution, and are a Diftionour to it j fo the Jews have the fame. Their Ec- 
ciefiaftical Punifliments began with private Cenfure, which was rendred publick if the Perfon 
culpable did not repent. To this did fucceed Excommunication : Of which Bartolocci Qi) di- 
Itinguiflies three Degrees : 1. Niddui, which continued thirty Days 5 during which no body 
muft come near the excommunicated Perfon, nor even the Man approach to his Wife. 2. 
Cberem or Anathema, by which a Man is expelled but of the Synagogue' with great Impreca* 
tions. 3. 6chammata, publifhed with the Sound of four hundred Trumpets, Ct>ut this is an 
hyperbolical Way of fpeaking, ufual among Talmudical Writers) and excluded from all Hope 
of returning to the Synagogue, One of the principal Caufes of Excommunication is the pro- 
nouncing the Name of God in a profane Manner ^ for Htina one Day hearing a Man take the 
Name of God in vain, excommunicated him, but foon took oft the Sentence. This high Cen* 
fure is alfo ufed for civil Caufes j for moft of the twenty four Grounds enumerated by Maitno^ 
nides (c) turn upon fuch Trefpafles : As, when he curfes a Man for keeping a Dog that bites 
and tears Travellers j when one lends a Ladder half-broken, unlefs he repaired the Damage 
that might happen j y\ hen a Man doth not make trial of a Knife before he kills with it j when 
he fpeaks ill of a Dot^or that is dead, &c. This Sentence when pronounced by the Jews a* 
bounds with Superflition and Cruelty : For by the Decree of the Cities, and Commandment of 
the Saints (rf), tbey excommunicate, anatbematife, and with tnany Execrations curfe N, ^ 
Book of the Law which be touches, by the ninety three Precepts wbicb that Book contains, 
the Ciirfe Jofhua pronounced againft Jericho, that EHfha tittered againfi the Children that moe^^ 
ed bim, whom the Bears devoured, and by that on Gehazi when he became a Leper, They in- 
troduce into this Form I know not how many barbarous Names, which they mingle with thofe 
of God and of Angels, diverfified feveral Ways 5 as, Metraton, Sandalipon, and the li^^- 
They curfe him by Heaven, by Earth, by the Seraphims, by the Orbs, by the holy Animals. 
Their Imprecations are very horrible 5 as, ^hat his R'dn may be fpeedy ^ that the Crei^tures 

may become bis Enemies^ that a Whirlwind may crufhbim^ that a Fever and Qonfuwp^^^^ 

(and 
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f and I know not how many other Difeafes) may feize him Qd). When I read thefe things, I 
cannot conceive what Manner of Men they are who take upon them to pronounce fuch bitter 
Curfes inftead of lamenting the Lofs of their Brother. In order to prevent his Impenitence^ 
they fcourge the Criminal. Thus our Lord foretold to his Difciples, that they'll caft yon out of 
the fynagogues^ and fcourge yoa^ John, xvi. a. Matth, x. 17. The Apoftie Paul telljj us, s Or. 
xi. 24 25. that of thie Jews he five times received forty ftripes fave one, thrice was he heated 
with rods. As a Ro?nan Citizen he could not be fcourged by the Civil Magillrate, this being 
aeainft the Porcian Law C^) 5 but as he was a JeWy a Deferter of his Religion, the Rabbi's^ 
who caught him teaching in the Synagogue, unmercifully fcourged him CO, He that was 
condemned to the Lalh was faftned to a high Pillar, and they chofe one to fcourge him who was 
neither weak nor cowardly. The Chazan frequently difcharged this Office. He llruck firft 
three Blows upon the Hearty and three upon each Shoulder ^ and while they were fcourging 
the Criminal, the Prefident read fome Texts of Scriptures the fecond Judge reckoned the 
Blows, and the third exhorted the Executioner to his Duty» The Reading was to end with 
the Blows, and both were to keep pace together C<0- 

Excommunication deprived the Perlbn under that Sentence of partaking of the Sacraments^ 
for it debarred him even from Entrance into the Tabernacle, or into the Temple 5 and after- 
wards, when thefe were deftoyed, from Acceis into the Synagogue. This Pofition hath been at 
large vindicated by our learned Countryman Mr. George Gilefpie (e\ to whom I leave the Ar* 
gument. The Kabbi's go further and tell. That the excommunicated Perfon never appears a* 
gain, becaufe Death carries him off by a Kind of Miracle. The Cherem enters into the 
Man by 248 Members, and makes terrible Mifchief. He is deprived of all Society, fcarce 
his Wife or Children muft come near him 5 but all others are obliged to keep at two Yard« 
Diftance. If he has a dead Body in the Houfe, no body muft help him to bury it ; and if he 
dies himfel^ they don't lament him, but even pour Ignominy upon his Grave. The Hiftory 
of i/riel Acofia is a ftanding Evidence of this Severity* He was born in Portugal of a Jewifh 
Family that had embraced Popery i but he being educated in the Study of the Law, began to 
recover feme Efteem for the If^^c'i^ Religion, tho' being afraid of Perfecution by the Inquifi- 
tion, in Cafe he fhould vent his Principles, he thought fit to tranfport his Family from Portugal 
to Amfterdam, When he came to refide there, he obferved feveral Defefts in the Synagogue^ 
where the Teachers were all P^<2r//^^j^and Straditioaaries : But no fooner opened he hi3 
Mouth againft their Faults, than they excommunicated him. His Brethren would not fpeak 
^ith him, the Children threw Dirt at him, and attacked him even in his Houfe. Tired with 
thefe Infults, he refolved to be reconciled to them i which when he offered to do, they for* 
<;ed him to afcend the Desk In the Synagogue, and there to make a Confeffion of his Sins, 
They ftripped him in a Corner to the Wafte^ and unmercifully gave him thirty nine Stripes* 
This being done, he was obliged to lie proftrate on the Ground at the Door, where all that 

came out pafTed over his Body, Children making a Game of it. This abominable Treatment 
to a Man of Birth, made him fo defperate, as he refolved to kill his own Brother or Nephew 
who had been his cruel Enemies. Meeting with one of them, he fired a Piflol at him 
as he pafled along the Street, and at the fame Time with another Piftol he Ihot himfelf dead* 
He hath printed an Account ffj of thefe Adventures, except the laft, where he Ihews how he 
was provoked by the KabbPs^ and ipares not the Magiftrates who give Liberty to thofe of a 
tolerated Religion to pra^ife fuch Indignities. Among the Jews lometimes private Peribns 
pronounce a sci tence of Excommunication ^ but 'tis more formidable when 'tis done by the 
Synagogue, or by three Rabbies. Nay, they excommunicate even Beafts, and tell it hath its 
Effect upon Dogs. The fame Court which inflidls the Sentence hath Power of Abfolution^ 
which is very iimple, declaring that the Sinner Isloos'd from the Excommunication. 

§ 24. The Jews are obliged to marry, becaufe God's Precept to the firft Man^ lncreaf& 
Md multiply^ ftiLl continues in Force. Hence they fay. Wo to the Man that continues in a Houfe 
without a Wife, But they come not under the Law till they are twenty Years of Age CS^i 
then they muft marry, otherwife they fin againft God and his Ordinance, they become Mur« 
derers, they deftroy the Image of the fiifl: Man, and caufe the holy Spirit to withdraw from 
IfraeL 'Tis a Queftion in the ^almud^ Who is he that proftitutes his Daughter ? And the 
Anfweris, Father that keeps her too long at home^ or marries her to an old Man* The 
Jews generally do not wait till twenty Years ^ they make Contrails between their Children be* 
times, and execute them asfoon as poffible. The Stalmudifis &y the King could not marry a- 
bove eighteen Wives 9 but jhe antient Kings were not acquaint with thefe Limitations* They 
own that the High->prieft could have but one Wife, ftot a Widow, but a Virgii^ according to

Levtt. xxi. 13, 14. But.as to other Perfons, they permit Polygamy, Thxisfy^ok^ Leo de Mo^ 
dena the Venetian Kabbi (^^), Every Jew may have as many Wives as he pleafes^ as appears 
front feveral PaJJages in Scripture, the eaftern ]ev/smake Ufe of this Liberty ^ hut 'tis not fuf^ 
fered among the Germans j and 'tis very rarely pra5fifed in Italy 5 and then only when a Man 
has lived a great many Tears with his fir Wife^ md has not been able to have any Children by 
her. But this is contrary to the primary Inftitution of Marriage, Qen. ii, 24. therefore Jhail 
a man leave his father and mother^ andfhatt cleave unto his wife (not to his Wives) and they 
JhaU be ottefiejh. Which is confirmed by the Prophet Malachi ii. i jr. And did not he make 
one ? therefore take heed to your Jpirit^ and let none deal treacheronjly with the _ wife of bis 
youth. Polygamy feeitos alfo forbidden, Levit, xviii. 18. Neither Jhalt thou take a wife to her 
fifter^ to vex her^ to uncover het nakednefs^ bejide the other, in her lifetime. The Word Sifter 
ilaay 'be underftood of any other Woman, as Brother is ufed of any other Man, Gen, xix. 7. 
And then the Law here forbids to take any more Wives than one, which the Reafon following 
to vex her, does confirm (fi^. Nor can it be juftly alledged, that this is only a Law againlt 
Inceft ; for the Laws agalnft Inceft are from the fixth Verfe of this Chapter to the eighteenth j 
but from the eighteenth to the End are Laws forbidding other Kind of unlawful Mixtures. 
Therefore our Lord, Matth, xix. 4, 6. does very juftly prohibite Polygamy, and their 
arbitrary Divorces upon frivolous Caufes, and reduceth thefe enormous Praftices by the prima- 
ry and fundamental Laws given by God concerning Marriage at the Creation of Man, *Tis true 
the Patriarchs were guilty of Polygamy, and the Apoftate Lamecb in the Family of Cain, Gen, 
iv- 19. is the firft Inftance thereof. But we muft live by Laws, not by Examples j and tho* 
fome temporary Laws circumfcribed and limited this Pradlice, yet God did never commend 
nor approve it, being ftill contrary to the primary Inftitution of Marriage. 

By ihQ Levitical Law C^) it was ordained. That the Brother in Law Ihould marry the SU 
iter in Law, when fhe was left a Widow without Children. This Cuftom is almoft vanilhed 
among the 7tf^^^j particularly in the Weft, where thefe Marriages are not allowed by Chri- 
ftian Princes. But there are ftill fome Inftances thereof in the holy Land, and particularly in 
the Eaft among Jews pretending to an exaft Devotion. Befides there are in the Mijhnab 
(jf)^ and in the Dodtors that have commented upon it, feveral Rules updn this Subjeft, which 
I do not ftay upon. The Curious may find a large Colleftion upon this and other Heads by 

the learned Mr. Selden QO- ^ . 

The Promife of Marriage among the J^uos is made' in the Pretence of fome Witnefles, fay- 
ing, Be thou my Wife 3 and at the fame Time the Bridegroom puts a Ring upon her Finger, 
but Leo de Modena fays (fj^ the Italian and German Jews commonly omit this Cuftom. The 

Parties continue thus betrothed a Year more or lefs, as they find convenient, during which 
Time the Man may vific his Miftrefs, but not lie with her. All Days are not proper for the 
Ceremony of Marriage. It can't be done on the Sabbath, nor on th6 Paflbver-week, nor on 
that of Tabernacles, for fear of violating the Feaft. They commonly chufe a Day when 
the New-moon falls on the Wednefday 5 becaufe if the Husband entertain any Sufpicion 
of the Bride's Virginity, he may bring his Complaint before the Judges, who are to meet next 
Day. Before the Bride is brought to the Synagogue, flie is fumptuoully apparelled, and her 
Hair curled j by which they fancy they imitate God, who performed this Service for ^^^^ T^)* 
The ancient Jews crowned the married Couple, the Husband wearing a Crown compofed of 
Salt and Sulphur. The Salt was clear as Cryftal,and Figures were drawn with Sulphur, to 
mind them to beware of the Sin of Sodom, which turned the Land to Salt and Sulphur. Some 
are of Opinion that in this they alluded to thefe Texts, Song iii. 11. Jfaiah \yiu 10. The 
Bride was led in Pomp to the Wedding-houfe, and placed under a Canopy fupported by four 
Youths, and adorned with Jewels conform to her Quality. The Company cries, Bleffed is he 
that eometh. They fmg about them with Flambleaus in their Hands. The Bride makes 
three Turns about her Husband, becaufe 7^rm7^?^ hath faid. Chap. xxxi. -z;. 22. ^he woman 
JJjali compafs the man ^ and the Bridegroom makes two Turns about her. They throw fome 
Grains of Wheat on the married Couple, crying, Increafe and multiply, and the Relations eaft 
up fome Pieces of Money to the Poor to fcramble for. The Bride takes the Right-hand, be- 
caufe it is faid, Pfalmxlv, 9. Upon thy right-hand did fi and the ^teen. They put one of 
thefe fquare Vefts called ^aled, with the Fringes upon it, over the Heads of both Bride- 
groom and Bride, alluding to JR.«^-& iii. 9. or Exek, xvi, 8. Spread thy skirt over thine band- 
maid. The Kabbins of the Place, or the Chanter of the Synagogue, or the neareft Relation 
takes a Cup of Wine in his Hand 3 and after he has blefled God for having created Man and 
Woman, and inftituted Matrimony, he gives both the Bridegroom and the Bride fome of it to 

drink. Then the Bridegroom puts a Ring upon theBride*s Finger, in the Prefence of two 
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Chap. Vil* Of Adultery and Divorce. 



Witnefles C«) who are ufualJy Kahbins^ {^ymg^ Lo thou art my tVife^ according to the R ite 6f 
JAofesaf^d oflfrael. Then they read the Writing of the DowrieSj in which the Bridegroom ob- 
liges himfelf, in Confideration of the Dowry he hath received, to maintain her. Jive with het 
and binds himfelf to the Performance of theJfc Things by writing. Then they take ano- 
ther Veflel of Wine, and ling fix other Benediclions, which makes feven in all, and gives the 
new married Couple fome of the Wine to drink, and pour the reft of it on the Ground, iti 
token of Mirth. Then they give the empty Cup into the Bridegroom's Hand, who dafhes it 
againft the Ground and breaks it, to join with their Mirth the Remembrance of Death, which 
breaks us to pieces like brittle Glafs, At that Inftant ail the People cry out Mazal touy good 
Zitieky and they go away. At Night they make a Supper for their Friends and ILelarions : In 
Ibme Places, thefe who are invited prefent the Bride with fbme Money: They repeat the 
leven Benedidlions faid at the Wedding, and then the Table is removed. 'Tis the Care of the 
Taranymphs to lead the married Couple to their Chamber 5 and fome are of Opinion that the 
Bciptift alludes to this Cuftom, John iii. isp, ^he Friend of the btidegroom ftcndetb and re^ 
jozcetb when he hearetb bis voice. The Sabbath Day following in the Morning the married 
Couple go to the Synagogue 5 the Bride is accompsinicd by the Women. When they come to 
read in the Pentateuch ihey caW up the Bridegroom to read, who promifes very large Alms, and 
all thofe who are invited do the like. When the Prayers are over, the Men go home with 
the Bridegroom, and the Women with the Bride, and take their Leave with a great deal of 
Compliment. When the Marriage is confummated, the Bridegroom muft leave his Bed, and 
not come near his Wife for a certain Tiine. There are five Days in each Month in which 
the Wife muft advertife her Husband, that ^tis not lawful to touch her, and then he dares not 
lit near her, nor eat in the fame Plate, nor drink in the lame Glals (^)- Afterwards (he muft 
bathe in clean Water: And the Bath would be invalid if ihe wore fo much as a Rlngi for Ihe 
muft be wafhed from Head to Foot, over Head and EaS. 

§ '25. Adultery was puniflied by Death. Pbilo the few aflirilis (c\ That all Nations 
whofe Cuftoms were fo different from thofe of his own, agreed with them on this Head, not 
only condemning the Adulterer to Death, but even iicenfing the Killing of him when caught- 
It is plain that the JLaw of the Twelve Tables indemnified him who killed the Adulterer irt 
the A€t 5 and Jufiinian authorifed the fame Thing by a Law C^d\ which was long current a- 
mong the Chriftians : But that this was the conftant authorifed Praftice of all other Nations, 
I am not to determine. When an Adulterefs confeiled her Difloyalty, the Contraifl for her 
Portion was broke, and the Things ihe brought being reftored, ihe was driven from her Hus- 
band's Houfe to be ftoned : If fhe denied the Crime, fhe was led to the JEaftern Gate of the 
Temple, where fhe was made to drink of the bitter Waters. This Ceremony was peculiar to 
the ye-wSy and indeed a Miracle, and therefore deferves to be a little further confidered. The 
^ews tell that when a Husband turned jealous of his Wife, he chofe two Witnefles, before 
whom he forbad her to fee fuch a Man, even tho* he had been d near Relation. This Prohi- 
bition being made authentick by the Prefence of two WitnefTes, the Wife was hot dWowi^d to 
be alone with fuch a Man as long as one would boil an Egg or fwallow three (je). For if Ihe 
be, the Husband may expell her from his Houfe, by giving up her Portion ; tho' he had lear* 
ned the Matter only by a Bird that files, that is by an uncertain and light Rumour, one Wit- 
nefs was enough to convjft her. The'Procels was begun before the Judge in the Place^ who 
fent up the Examinations to the Sanhedrim, which muft meet at ymz/i^/m. The Rices of 
the Trial by the Waters of Jealoufy may be found in Numbers v. 11, — 31. The Rabbins 
tell that if guilty, fcarce had flie begun to drink but her Veins Avelled, her Face grew livid, 
and her Eyes ftarted out of her Head 5 upon which they cried away with her left (he pollute the 
Courts forjhe was like to die. But if the Husband died before the End of the Proce0, the Wo- 
man was difpenfed with from drinking, and received her Portion, However, this Miracle 
ceafed but a few Years before the Deftru6tion of the Temple by the Babylonians. The Rab* 
bins affirm there was fuch a Multitude of debauched Women in Judea^ and the Husbands as 
bad as their Wives, that Jochanan Saccaides then Patriarch of the Nation caufed the Cuftom 
to be abolilhed {f) by the Authority of the Sanhedrim. 

When the Waters of Jealoufy came to be no more in Ufe, Divorces became frequeiit, and 
continued to be fo among the Jews during the Standing of the fecond Temple, and even to 
this very Day. The Doftors after the Captivity became very loofe upon that Subje(5l. The 
Law, Deut, xxiv. I. permitted the divorcing of a Wife when any filthy Action was found in 
her, by which it was eafy to underftand Adultery j but becaufe the Hebrew Word debar figni- 
fied a Word as well as an A^ion, the Cafuifts abufing this Ambiguity, began to maintain that 
a Word was fufficientto break the Matrimonial Union, and to give a Letter of Divorce, BuC 
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if we look further into this Subjeft, we may find that the fame Arguments that we have a- 
fed before againft Polygamy C^), do alfo condemn arbitrary Divorces for frivolous Caufes, 
thefe being contrary to the primary Inftitution of Marriage, Genef, ii. 24. to the ConiBrmati, 
•on thereof by Malachi^ ii. 15, 16. Let mte deal treacheroufly againfi the wife of his youth, 
^Far the Lord God of J frae I faith ^tbat be hatetb putting away : And therefore our Lord juflly 
wndemns fUch Divorces, Matth. xix, 3, — cxcep for fornication or adultery, Reafon 
Teieftsthem as contrary to the clofe Union between Htisband and Wife, tending to alienate 
iJove, ^nd prejudice the Intereft of Chiidfen. May a Child defert his Parents, or may a Pa. 
Vent abandon his Children for every Caufe ? By no means, much lefs may a Husband put a. 
way his Wife, between whom tho' not by Nature, yet by divine Appointment the kelation 
is nearer, and the Bond of Union ftronger. As to the Regulations, Dtf«^ xxiv. i, — 3. thefe 
•€rily 'contain a Permiffion or Toleration, a Political Law whereby Mof&s fuHered Divorces 
in fome Cafes, to prevent the Cruelty of the yews when they turned hard-hearted, and difplea- 
led with their Wives ; hut from the Beginning it wizs not fo. 

As to thefe 'fewijh Cuftoms, Hillel zndSchaimnai had a Warm Difpbte upon this Matter as 
about many others. The latter afferted, that Adultery alone diffolved Marriage ; but the for- 
mer maintained that it was fufficient if the Wife had over-drelTed the Dinner. Fhilo tho' pre- 
tending Devotion, embraced Hillel's Maxims; and the Adultefefs being punifiiable by Death, 
he conceived the Letter of Divorce fignified nothing unlefs it extended to other Cafes. Wo- 
^en took the fame Liberty, and in their Turn divorced the jealous and difagreeable Husbands. 
Thtis Salome^ Siller to Herod the: Great, fent a Letter of Divbrce to Cofiobarus her Husband, 
«nd married another in his ftead, Herodias followed her Example to marry the Tetrarch. 
Berenice Sifter t6 Agrippa did the like, for having obliged Pohinon King of Lycid to turn Jew 
to obtain het in Marriage, flie afterwards divorced him. The fathous Akiha^ in, the Reign of 
the Emperor Hadrian tzrried the Liberty further, arid determined that when a Man found a 
Woman more handfome and agreeable, it was lawful to leave his Wife who hid hot thefe 
Atlvantages, which is very lobfe Morality, But Divorces have become miich more unfrequenc 
amohg the ^ews fince their Difperfion amohg the Nations which alliSw not the Dlflblucion of 
the Marriage Knot for light and frivolous Caufes. ,Neverchelefs there are too many of them 
at this Day. A jealoils Husbind at firft forbids hiS Wife to fee the Man that gives him Um» 
brage: If ihe continues Co converfe with him*, ahd the E\idence is manifeft, the Habbins or- 
der hina to forfake her, even tho' he be unwilling : Yea the Husband hath Liberty to make 
Complaints upon Cafes lefs momembus than Adultery, according to H/M*s Tradition which 
is ftiil in Force : But Leo de Modena fays (^), ^he Kabbifjs have annexed many Formalities 
iboth in tbe Writing afid delivering a Bill of Divorce^ ofi Pur'fofe that hefore 'they can have it 
■dove^ they may come to themfelves and be reconciled, ^he Mamter of it is^ a Notary is fent 
for before one or more of the Rabbins, the Husband orders him to write a Bill of Divorce (which 
they call Ghett.) It mnft he done upon ruled Parchment ihfquare Letters^ and there miifi m- 
ther he more nor fewer than a Do%en of Lines with exqnifite Niqety. Neitheih the iVriter^ the 
Kabhins-^ nor the lVitne£es mnft be a-kin to the Parties or to one another, and none of them who 
nte prefentj mtift afterwards marry the IVoman that's divorced, ^be Suhftance of the Writing 
is thtts^ On fuch a Day, Month and. Year, I B, do of my dwn accord, divcSrce, put a- 
\vay and give free Liberty to thee N. who wis heretofore iny Wife, to marry whom thoU will, 
t^c. The Kabbin examines the Hush and as to bis Willingnefs to do this, ^en Per fans mnft k 
prefent at leaft^ hefides two Witfieffes who fubfcribe the Jnftrument, dnd there mufi be two other 
iVitneffes at the Delivery of it, the Rahbih commands the IVomaii to open he^^ Hands, ad 
then to bring them near to one another to receive the Inftrument, for fear it fhould fall to the 
Ground^ and the Husband being examined over again, gives her the Piece of Parbhment am 
fays. See, there is thy Divorce, be thou parted from ihe, and frfee to marry aiiy one whatfo- 
ever. S'hc IVoman takes the Writing and give^ it to the Rabbin^ who reddk it a fecond Ttms^ 
then thty are free, ibe Rahhin then acquaints the Woman that fhe is not to marry again 
the Space of ninety Days or three Months, for fear Jhe Jhould be with Child. From this fimi 
and forwards, this Man and this Woman mufi not be in the fame Plate together alone, and eaco 
ef them may marry again, 

§ 26. As to the Jews Purity and Manner of Wafhing, Mofes hath laid down feveral Laws 
concerning it, Leviticus, xi, to xvi. But the Rabbins have multiplied them, and thereby ren- 
dred their Law an intolerable Burden. The fixth Volume of the Mijhn'ah is taken up in regu- 
lating Cafes of Confcience relating to this Subjedt. Of all Creatures, Man onlj^ can defile and 
be defiled while he lives : Death is the Fountain of Impurity, and 6f all Impurities the great- 
eft is that of a dead Man. Places are holy in Proportion as Admittance is forbidden to the 
Dead, Lepers or defiled Perfons. Thus Jiidea is counted by them the holieft of all Lands, 

the Walled Cities there are ftill more pure, becaufe Lepers cannot enter them j the Mountain 

upon 
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upon vyhich the Temple was built was yet more holy, becaufe impure Perfbns were excluded 
from it 5 . the holy Place and the Altar were fo in Proportion. They regulate particixhrly 
what relates to Veffel.s from wfience Water is drawn, and in which they prepare their Food (a")^ 
being not only cautious that they have riot belonged to Strangers, for fear they have drelTed 
forbidden Meats in them^ but they carry their Scruples miich further, for a thoufand Circum- 
ftances renders the Veffels, the Staves arid Cask unclean. I have already noticed their Rules 
concerning Food and eating C^). There are Laws to rtegulate their Cloaths ; They niuft not 
wear any Garment that is mixed of Linen and Woolien, according to Leviticus xix. 19. bent. 
xxii. li. Hence they muft not few a Woollen Garment with Linen Threaci, nor oh the con- 
trary. A Man ma}- not wear a Woman*s Garment, nor the Woman that which pertains to a 
Man, Dent, xxii. They are unwilling to imitate any other Nation in their Habit, unlefs 
their own make them feem very ridicufous, and generally afle^ the long Garment or Gown. 
I have already diicourfed of their Front hts and 3*m^sm CO- It is very h ice, teo d'e 
Modetta obferves C'^), that fome of them in their drefling in the Morning put oh the Right 
■Stocking and the R^ht Shoe^ firft without tying ir, then afterwards put on the Left and lb 
return to the Right, that they may begin and end with the Right Side, which they account 
to be the moft fortunate. They hold it unbecoming for a Man to d'refs himfelf without put* 
ting 6xi a Girdle, or fomething that may divide the lower Part of the Body from the upper. 
Their Cloaths or their Purfe becomes impure when the Strings are broken, or a Piece o.f 
Cloth is fewed to it 5 a Shoe whofe Latchet is torn or unfewed is uriclefin j but their RejguJa- 
tions are emdlefi. They are very modell in their Evacuations^ and treat particularly or this 
Matter from Deut, xxii. li", 13 : They rnuft accuftom themfelves to do it in the Moi-ning;. 
When .any finds a Motion this Way, he muft not retain It unlefs he render himfelf uncleaii 
Xe\ After they have done, they muft wafh their Hands and give Praife to God, acknow- 
ledging hisgreat Goodnefs and Wifdom, that hath made, Man in fo wonderful a Manner, and 
fo prefer ves him'. . They waft their Hands and Fate {f) every Morning allbon as they are up, 
and take fpeciai Ore that they neither touch Bread nor ahy Thing that is eatable, a Book nor 
'any holy Thing before they have done it. . Of the (Quality of the Water, and the Manher of 
ivalhing, the Rabbins have enjoined hicte CircUmftances j and they fiy the Water muft not be 
caft upon the Ground, ncr may they tread upbii it, becaufe they account it an uncleaii Thing* 
While they are wiping their Hands and Face, they fay a Benediction. They wafh again when 
they are to fit at Table eat Breiad j bUt when they are to eat Things facred, Immerfion ik 
heceflary. 

. The Jews xn^y by tioineans fbw two forti of Seed together, Wheat and Barley, or the 
like^ this being prohibited by Levit, xix. 19. They have added, ^bat they inuft not graft any 
^rees j asi^ Nnts^ Peaches^ Jpptes, Oranges \ nor have tbem en their Ground's Cg) : Tho* they 
taay eat the Fruit of them. They niay not let their Cattle gender with a diverfe Kind ; Nor 
may they yoke an Ox and art Afs tdgether in a Plough^ Deut, xxii. 16. Some of fchefe Sta- 
tutes they ftill pretend to oblervei thb' a greater Part of the Cerem'bnial Law^, as, the Rule^ 
concerning the Priefts and Levite^^ (their Genealogies being loft) the Laws concerning Sa- 
?:rificesj the Sabbatic and Jubilee Years, and feyeral other Things, are uttierly neglected by* 
them^ as peculiar to their Reft in the holy Land 5 or rather as a Teftitnbny that the Ehd of 
thefe Things is accomplifhed by the Meffiab^s coming'. When the Siin of Rlgbteoufheii dotli 
appear^ the Shadows flee away. 

§ 27. They have been generally accUfed of exacting Ufury upon Chriftians and other Na^ 
tions among whom they dwell, tho this is contrary to Law : Arid Chriftians beihg hot Aliens 
to the Commonwealth oflfrael, nor to the Covenant of Promife, but the true Chilrch of God, 
ought not to be oppreffed. But the Jews hefufe the Actufatidn^ and fay (h\ itbeir Nation is 
obliged^ notenly by the Law o/Mofes, but aJfq by the Oral Law, to be exaSi in their Dealings^ 
mt to defraud nor to vheat any one^ let biin he *wbo be wiU^ either Jew or 'Gentile, Some pi 
the Je'ms maintain an officious Lie to be lawfUL Mandffeh ben Ifrael (/) fays, officious Lie^ 
wbicb huVts no Man^ and is profitable to foine Perfon, is lawful^ if Necejfity require it. Foi: 
which he pleads the Examples of Abraham and feveral other great Perfons recorded in Scri- 
jpture, who by the Help of fuch Lies have efcaped iignal Dangers. But eveiy kind of Lie is 
forbidden by the God of Truth in itis holy WohJ^ PJaL iv. z. V. Pirov. vi. 17, xii. 22. 
xix. 5, 22. x3tx. 6. Jf lix. 4j 14, ij-. Jer, v. 31. Hof iv. 2. And therefore it is the Cha- 
rafter of the Lord's People, J/\ Ixiii, 8. Surety they are my people^ children that will not lie^ 
The Way of God is the Way of Truth^ PfaL cxix. 36, 166, It is a ftanding Rule, ^at 
'me mufi not do evil that good may come of it i Nor are we to Wire-draW divihe Precepts to our 
Pleafure. We are not to live by B^campies, but Precepts. Whatever mky ^ ^^^^

ftice of fonie great Perfons on this Point, they were not without their own Failings^ nor is 
their Copy our infallible Rule. 

§ s8. I N the laft Place I fball conclude this Chapter with 'an Account of the Ceremonies 
of the yews concerning dying Perfons, Funerals, and the mourning of Relations. They rec- 
kon it an extraordinary good Work to vifit the Sick, and affift them in all their Neceffities. 
When any one thinks himfelf a dying, he fends for about ten Perfons, of which one muft be a 
Rabbin j and in their Prefence repetes a general Confeflion of his Sins, with a Prayer to God 
(^a). Some of the more ignorant have their Sins read over to them in an alphabetical Order 
(J^). Then he takes the Rabbin*s Advice as to, his important Concerns, asks Pardon of God 
and of all whom he has offended ; bleffeth his Children, or if he be a Child, receives a Blef* 
fing from his Parents, and makes his Will. The fick Perfon is prayed for in the Synagogue 
under another Name, to fignify that he hath changed his Life. Thefe that continue in the 
Chamber wait for the Moment when the Soul muft feparate from the Body with great. Devo- 
tion, expefting to reap great Benefit by it j and when he expires, one of the AlHftants is ob- 
liged to tear their Cloaths, which is alledged to be an ancient Cuftom. The modern Jews 
throw alfo all the Water that is found in the Houfe into the Street, that thofe who hear it may 
regrete the Lofs. After Death they lay out the Corpfe upon a Cloth on the Ground, wich 
the Face covered, it being no longer lawful to fee it. They bend the Thumb into the Hand, 
which they tie with the Strings of the ^aled^ becaufe the Thumb having the Figure o^Scbad- 
daiy the Devil does not come near it. The reft of the Hand remains open, to fignify that he 
abandons all worldly Things 5 whereas Children come into the World with their Hands clutch* 
ed, to fhew that God has put all the Riches of the Earth into their Hands. They wafh the 
Body ; tho' it is hard to find a Reafon why a Body fliould be thus purified that is going to be 
a Feaft to Worms. They formerly embalmed their Dead, Gen. 1. i, 2. Jofepb fell upon bis 
father'* s face^ and wept upon him^ and kiffed bim^ and commanded bis fervants tbe pbyficians to 
embalm bis father. It was a kind of Shame for the Kings of yudab not to have Perfumes 
burnt for them, and to be embalmed. Private Perfons were at great Expences on this Ac- 
count. Jofeph of Arimathea fpared no rich Spices for our Lord's Burial, and devout Women 
carried more to the Grave. The Jews praftife it ftill in the Eaft, where Perfumes are more 
common, and not fo dear : But in Italy they are content to wafh the Body well with hot Wa- 
ter, with Camomil and dried Rofes in it, and put on him a good Shirt and Drawers, to which 
fome add a little Rochet made of fine Lawn, and his ^aled or fquare Veft with Fringes, and 
a white Bonnet upon his Head, and fet a wax: Candle at the Head, placed in a Pitcher or 
earthen VefTel full of Afhes. Then they put hira in a Coffin, which formerly was a kind of 
portable Bed. Thus.4y« being dead, 2 Cbton, xvi. 14. they laid him in a bed which was fiM 
with fweet odours and divers kinds cf fpices^ prepared by the apothecaries art. The modern 
Jews J if he is a Perfon of Note, make his Coffin fharp-pointed (c) 5 and if a Rabbin, they 
lay a great many Books upon it, which is covered with a black Cloth, and fo carry it out of 
the Houfe. 

Great Lamentations were rnade for the Dead. Hence we read, Amos^ v. 16. of hired 
Mourners, Wailing Jhall b6 in all tbe Jlreets : tbeyJbaU fay in the high-waySy Alas^ alas ! md 

they Jh all call tbe husbandman to fnourning, aizd fuch as are skilful of lamentation to 'wailing. 
£zek. xxvii. 29, 30. ^he mariners^ and all tbe pilots of tbe fea^ JloaU come down from their 
Jhips^ andfljall cattfe their voice to he beard : they JhaU cry bitterly^ and Jhall cafi tip duft upon 
their beads j they- JhaU waUow tbemfelves in afhes. The accompanying the dead Body, and 
carrying it to the Grave, they reckon a very meritorious Work ; and therefore many People 
round about come to the Funerals, and carry the Corps upon their Shoulders : The Relations 
follow it in Mourning. In^fome Places they uied to bear lighted Torches, and to iing doleful 
Ditties. David fang a Funeral-fong upon Ahner^ whofe Death affli^led him, 2 Sam, iii. 32j 
— 34.. It appears by the Gofpel, that they not only had Singers, but alfo hired Muficians j 
for our Lord found Minftreis, Mattb, ix. 23. at the Gate of a Nobleman whofe Daughter he 
raifed from the Dead. 

§ 29. 1* H E I R Coemiteries were commonly out of the Cities, pretty far remote. The 
Tombs of David and Solomon, with the Sepulchre of the Kings oiyudaby were near Mount 
Ziun. The Monument remains; Dr. Prideaux Qd') hath given an Account thereof 5 and I 
ha\e converfed with a learned Traveller, who had vifited it, and Ihewed me an accurate 
Draught of all its Dimenfions. Belides, they had feveral publick Burial-places, and fotne for 
private Ufes. The Priefts bought a Field out of yerufalem to bury Strangers in, by which 
they meant, doubtlefs, the Gentile ^nd Koman Soldiers, who then reforted in confiderable 
Numbers to Jernfalem^ becaufe they had Forces there, whofe Bodies they would not confound 

with thofe of the Jews. The Ground about Jerufalem being full of Rocks and Caves, particu- 
lar

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Ur Perfons bought Places for burying, or elfe hewed out new ones. Thus Abraham bought 
q£ Ephron the Hittiic the Field and Cave of Machpelab to bury his Wifej and there he and 
his Children with feveral of his Offspring were interred after their Death. The Rabbi's teJJ, 
chat generally the Door of the Sepulchres were very narrow j for a Stone which they rolled 
upon the Mouth thereof, fufficed to fhut it. They left a great void Space, where the Bearers 
entred and relied the Coffin. On the Sides and at the End they hallowed a certain Number 
of Niches, in which they placed the dead Bodies of every Family. Such Niches were com- 
mon in the Catacombs of Kom^^ Naples and Sicily, They had a great Reverence for their 
Tombs 5 for it was not permitted to crofi them with an Aqueduft or a Highway, nor to ga- 
ther Wood therej nor to feed t'locks to paft'ure. They formerly placed them on great Roadsj 
to awaken the Curiofity of Travellers, and to preferve the Memory of the Dead. Thus Ja^ 
'€ohy not being able to tarry Kaehel to Machpelab^ buried her in the Highway to Efhratb^ 
•which is Bet hie bftfty and fee Pillar uptai herGrave, Geh'. xxxv. 19, 26. which continued a 
long Time. But they have lince put their Tombs in Caves, and in Hollows of Rocks and 
Mountains. They fometimes. make thera in Gardens, and at the Entry to . Synagogues 5 or e- 
re<5t Places of Worfliip near thelu, in memory of Sa'mts liiere bUriied. They feaft and revel 
hear them, as the Papifis do in memory of the Saints It is one of the Jewijh Superftiti- 

ons, to go and pray by the Tombs of the Saints, to whom they a!cribe a Power to help thofe 
who foliicit them. When they come to the Tomb at Funerals, a Speech is made to the Dead 
to this purpofe : 'Elejjhd he Gad^ 'mho has farmed thee^ fed thee^ maintained ibee, and taken (T- 
\j0.ay thy Life^ O Dead ! . He knows ymr Nun^bers^ andJbaU one Day refiore your Life, Blef^ 
^f^d he he that takes away Life^ d^d refteres it. Then they put the Coffin in the Ground ^ and 
if he be a Perfon of Merit, they mstka his Elegy.. After the Encomium they make a Prayer^, 
which they call fthe Ktgbteoujnefs of Judgment^ becaufe they give Thanks, to God, for having 
pronounced an equitable Sentence on cbeD«ad- : 1e begins with thefe Words^ Dent., xxxii. 4. 
Ae is a rock^ bis work is perfe^i. They lay a little Bag of Earth under the Head of the Dead, 
and nail up the Coffin. Ten Perlons turn fev&n Times round ir^ and fey a Prayer for the Soul 
of the DeceasM 5 but this is not done in all Places : The neareft Relation tears a Corner of 
his Cloathsj ind they lay the Corpfe into the Gravel T'he Relations are the firft who throw- 
Earth upon the Coffin 5 eafch of thofe prefent caft in Handfulls, or put it in with a Shovelj 
till he is quite covered. Before they leave the Place, each of them plUcks up Grals three 

Times, which he throws behinct him, &ying thefe Words, Pfal. ixxii. 16. Sfhey of the city 
fhall fleuTf^ like the g^fs ef tb^ eartb, in token of the Refurre^lion C^). Then they wa£h 
their Hands, fit down and rife up nine Times,, fayit^, Pfal kci. He that dwelletb in the feeret 
ef the moft Higb^ &'c. and lb go home. 

The Rabbins reckoh thirty Days of Afflid^io^i ^ot a dead Friend : The three firft are given 
to Tears and Grief and- the feyen following, they lament his. Fate« But the common 
Term is feven Days j during wliich Time they may do no fort of Work, nor. bath, nor ly 
with their Wives, nor put on a new, or a white Habit. , Th^Jr fit down on the Ground, take 
off their Shoes 5 and their Friends fend them Wine, Bread, and hard Eggs. They eat and 
(drink ic\ according to what is Written Prov, xxxi. 6. Give ftrong drink to him that is ready 
to peri/h, and win'e unto thofe that are of heavy hearts : let bim drink^ and forget his poverty'^ 
and remember his mifery tso merle. He that fays the Grace adds to it fome Words of Conlbla-* 
tion. There come at laft ten Perfons to go to Prayers every Morning and Evening with thefe 
Mourners, who dp. not ftir out of the Hwie all the while. To the ufuai Prayers fome add 
the forty ninth Pfalm, Hear tbiSy all ye people^ and give ear^ aU ye inhabitants of the ^orld^ 
&c. and pray for the Soul of the Deceas*d. No body opens his Mouth till the afflicted Per- 
ibn has fpoke, becaufe yob^ Ipoke before his Friends. They roll up the Bedding and Coverlets 
which were on the Deceased, on the fame Bed-ftead j and let a Lamp at the Bed-head, which 
jbrn^is all the feven Mourning-days. Probably their Grief is increafed by a fooliih Opinion^ 
that the Dead rouft creep through the Holes of the £arth C^) till they come tb the holy Land^ 
Where the Refurre^lion fhall be. When the feven Days are expired, they go abroad. < A great 
many ufe to fet up Lights in the Synagogue, and have Prayers faid, and promife Alms for 
the Soul of the Deceas'd, which they repete again at the End of the Month ; and Year. If 
the Deceased be a Rabbin, or a Man of Note, they have at thefe Tithes Funeral-orations made 
for him, whibh they call Efped 5 and they cover the Grave with a Marble, xx^on which they 
•write an Epitaph in Verfe or in Profej with the Name, the Year, Month and Day when he 
diedi and foraething in his Praife- .They ufe for a while to Wear darkClbaths, according to 
the Cuftom of moft Countries, the* Leo-de Modena (e) fays thfcy have no Precept for it. 

§ ao. T H B Bodies of the Dead defile, and render thofe who touch them unclean j but the 
Impurity is not contrafted till the Soul is feparated from the Body, and there remains no Mo-

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tion. Then a Part of a dead Body no bigger than an Olive C^), ' a Nut-fhell fuU of Afiies, any 
Piece of a Bonej or a little (Quantity of Blood, are fufficient to propagate Contagion. Leper^^ 
defile as well as the Dead j and therefore, according to the ancient Ordinances of Mofes^ they 
take many Precautions againft them j but have mixed their fuperftitious Inventions with the 
Levttical Law j from which they are freed, if they, would accept of the Gofpel-liberty. Laft^ 
ly They take great care to fhun the Contagion of Idolatry. There is a whole Treatife in the 
MiJJmah containing many Regulations concerning this:Maccer C^). Peringretts^ who tranfla- 
ted it, was afraid to publiih the fame. But fincere Chriftians, who adhere to the pure written 
Word of God, abhor Idolatry as much as the Jews can do ;^and if they were not fad ly blind- 
ed they would never take fuch for Idolaters. However, they forbid to purchafe from, buy, 
fell borrow or lend to Idolaters three Days before the Feaft, and fome have extended the 
Prohibition alfp to three Days thereafter CO- Maimomdes fpeaks of nothing lefs than Stoning 
and Death for thofe of his Nation who give themfelves to this Sin j and Seducers are condemn^ 

ed to the fame Puniiliment. 

ar. I have now gone through and explained the moft material Things that offered con- 
cerning the ReIigioi7, Rites and Ceremonies of the Jews, hdid^Q^ what hath been before {i) 
advanced concerning their ancient Ceremonial and Judicial Laws; and as to their Opinions 
levelled againft Chriftianity, I fhall afterwards confider them, when I come to difcourfe of 
their Converiion : And therefore I here put an. End to this Chapter. Thefe who defire to be 
further informed concerning this Subject, may. confult the Jewijh Writings, and alfo thofe of 
learned Chriftians 5 as, Arias Montanns, Btixtorf^ CnnauSy U Evipereur, feveral Treatifes of 
Selde72^ Leitfde7t, Lightfoot^ Weyms, Sigomus^ Drufuis, Huljius, Bafmge, IVitfins, Keland^ 
tiottifiger, Leydeker de Kepuhlica Hehnsoruw^ and others, who have made large Enquiries into 
the Jewifij Antiquities.

VIII. 



Of the Hiflory of the Jews, and of their Difperjions in the 

Eafl and ^Fefi, till the eighth Century of the Chriftian 




HE Prefervation of the Nation in the midft of the Calamities they 

have gone through thefe feventeen hundred Years, is a Matter that deferve* 
our Attention and Wonder. Emperors and Sovereigns have made and exe- 
cuted fevere Laws againft them j the enraged Multitude have raiied>barbarous 
tragical Maflacres and Perfecutions upon them. Heathens, Chriftians and 
Mahometans have united in Defigns to ruin this Nation, but have never been 
able to accomplifh it. Why? Becaufe God^'s Covenant with them is ever--' 
lafiing. The Lord hath promifed, U^hen they be in the land of their ene,mies, I will not cafi 
tbem away^72eitber will I abhor them to deflroy them utterly^ and to break my covenant "wiW 
them; for I am the Lord their God, Levit, yixv I 44. Fear thou mt^ O Jacob, my fervant^ 
fxiith the Lord, for 1 am with thee j for IwiUmake a full end of all the nations whether i 
have driven thee, htit I wiU not tnake afaUend of thee, Jerem. xlvi. 28. Jerem, xxx. 11. Thele 
famous Nations of Adrians, Syrians, Egyptians, Ammonites, Moahites, Edomites, Philifiines, 
and the reft who made once fo great a Figure in the World in the Days of the Prophets, are 
now utterly deffroyed, neither Name nor Remembrance of them being left on the Earth, fince 
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there is neither Nation nor Family in the World chat bear their Name, nor can give realbn- 
able Proof that they are delcended of their Pofterity 5 but th^Jews ftilj remain. 

Their Miferies fince the Deflrutlion of are the greaceft that ever happened to 

them> or to any other People. In other Captivities God fixed a Time when he vvouJd be re- 
conciled, break the Yoke of their Oppreflbrs, and reftore his People to Liberty. Their long- 
eft Diftrefs was that inEgyp^ which continued but about two hundred Years ^ and they were 
not all that Time under OpprefHon : They returned from Babyloiz at the End of feventy Years. 
The Perfecution of Antiocbiis Epiphanes continued but three Years and ten Days 5 but there 
is no Time limited to the End of their prefent Calamities. In other Trials they were com- 
forted by Heroes wonderfully raifed up, and by Prophets divinely inlpired, as Ezjekiel^ Daniel^ 
the Maccabees and others, and they had encouraging Promifes of the coming of the Mefiah, 
But now they have no fuch Evidence of the divine Favour ; and their pretended Me£iahs^ 
or rather falfe Cheats, add a freih Weight to their Yoke. They were never fo fcattered nil 
the World over as at this Time, ^^ephus who only fa^ the Beginning of their Defolation 
could not forbear to obferve the Hana ofGod in it j but he afcribes the Caufe to the Impiety 
of the Zealots C^) who had fo oft "pto^s^ncd. the Temple, by {]c\tdd\Ti^ innocent Blood then*, 
that God was obliged to bring in the Romaus to purify it by Fire. The 'Je'iejs themfelves own" 
that they love fair Women, tho' they be Chriftians 5 which hath drawn upon them a double 
Misfortune i for the Husband jealous of the adulterous yew^ often kills him, and makes the 
Nation bear the Punifhment deferved by a private Per/on- Befides, the Children proceeding 
from this criminal Conjundlion become Chriftians, which the Jews chink kindles the Wrath ot 
God. They are as fond of Money as Beauty, fo as they undermine the Commerce of Chri- 
ftians, and render themfelvesfo odious by their exceflive Ufuries, as frequently to incur ex- 
emplary Punifhments. To enrich themfclves they alfb take falfe Oaths, which were fo com- 
mon, that j^beti Ezra thought them a fufficient Caufe to perpetuate their Mikry, They are 
alfo guilty of infufferable Pride and Ambition 5 fo that in fpite of all their Calamities, they un- 
dervalue and defpife all other Nations but themfelves, whom they efteem as the only Favo-^ 
rites of Heaven. To all thefe we may add, that their Infidelity and Blafphemy procures 

them many Enemies. But above all, the great Source of their Miferies, is their Sin in cruci- 
fying our Saviour, and their defpifingj as hath been before oblerved C^), and undervaluing the 
ftSalvation purchafed by the Son of God. 

Having confidered the Springs of the Calamities which have come upon the fews^ I fhall ' 
now examine the Hiftory of their Difperfions both in the Eaft and Weft. By the latter I mean 
the Jews in Laly^ Spazn^ Gerinany^ Eiiglajid^ and Fra^/ce^ where they have had confiderable 

Settlements. By the former 1 underftand thofe of this Nation in finece^ ^S^P^^ Judea and 
all the Provinces that ly to the Baftward of them. 

§ I, As to thefe in the Eaft it may be enquired where the tei? Tribes are whom Sahnmie^ 

fer King of AJfyria carried captive, 2. Kings xvii. and what is become of them ? This Point 
I humbly conceive is not eafy to determine, but I fhall offer what feems moft probable. 
It was the Opinion of Cyril Alepcandria aixid i'heodoret^ That when Cyrus delivered the Jews 
out of Babylon^ many of the ten Tribes returned with them, from the Cities of the Medes 
where they had been fettled. We find in our Saviour's Time that Afina was of the Tribe of 
AJber j and that the Apoftles were taken from four different Tribes. Hence it fblJows that 
there were fbme of the ten Tribes then in yttdea^ tho* not the great Body of them. The 
Number of twelve thoufand Families who returned with Essr^, is too fmall to comprehend all 
thefe Refugees. . A great many Orientals appeared at Jerufalemy on the Feaft of Pentecoft^ 
when the Apoftles began to preach there : ^Tis not to be conceived that thefe were only Pro* ' 
felytes, moft of them were Jews^ who came to facrifice at Jerufaiemj^ according to the JLaw* 
They were Relicks of the ten Tribes that had been fettled long ago among the Medes^ Ela-^ 
THiteSy among the Parthians^ Dwellers in Mefopotamia^ Cappadocia^ Pontns and Afia^ as by the 

Defignations given them by the infpired Writer, J^s ii. 9, — ir. appears, Philo^ who lived 
near the fame Time, in his Embafly to Cains Caligula^ represents. That yerufalem ought not to 
be confidered only as the Metropolis of yudea, but as the Center of a Nation difperfed in ma-» 
ny Places, able to fupply that Prince with many powerful Succours j for they dwelt in Cyprus^ 
Candia^ Egypt^ Macedonia^ and Bithynia^ and ibme of them in Perfia, and in other Places of 
the Eaft. Indeed the ten Tribes tranfported by Salmamfery feem ftiil to have reUdcd In 
Pe;^^, notwithftanding the various Revolutions of that Monarchy. Here we find them, and. 
I know not why the yews maintain that they are loft. The Prophet Hofea ix. x6, 17* fore* 
told, Epbraim is [mitt en, My God JhaU cafi them away^ hecaufe tbey did not hearken to him ; 
they JJoatl he wanderers amoitg the stations . This hath happened, they no longer make a natio- 
nal Body, there is great Confufion in their Genealogies, and the Tribes do not make that Fi- 
gure which they bore when the Eangs and Califs permitted them to have a Head of- the Capti- 
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vitv • Their Numbers are lefTened by Perfecutions and Rewlutions of the Government. But 
fmce there are many Jews Itiil co be feen in the great Cities of Pei^fia and Media^ 'tis probable 
that thefe are of the I'ofterity of the ten Tribes who ftili fubfift there. This Account is more 
•«rtain than that of the Apocryphal Bfdras^ Vvho tells us that tBey came to the rz'v^r Enphra^ 
tes Inhere God wonght a miracle^ drying up the ri-ver till they had faffed over^ and then in a 
^elf '^and a half's march they came to a -city called Harjloareth. But this Author is a mere Im- 
rjoftor To far from bemg the true E^ra^ that he feems to have.lived after JolM wrote the 
nidation ■ for he fpeaks C^) .of Jefus the Son of God, of Chrift's Death, of a Multitude ftand- 
Inff with hicn on Mount ZioK. He boafts of divine Infpiration by drin'kil% a fire-coloured Li- 
ouor bv the Help whereof he di^ftated two hundred and four Books, with many other ridicu= 
lous Things C^)^ which even the Papifts are a^ained to own. Nor are we always to give ere- 
dit CO Befnamin de ^udela, who. wrote iiis TraVels or Iti^ierUry in the twelfth Century, but 
Takes manv things upon Truft, which he was not particularly acquainted with. Nor are we 
' to denend on the uncertain Conjeaure^that the ten TribM|are in r^j-^^r^, asfome fuppofe, nor 
i-hPV are in Amerrca^ as Sir miliam Pen in his Letter of the prefent State of the EngUffi 
Plantations in America gxx^^cth^ and ManaJTch ben Ifrael, In his Hope of Jfrael (^1), and Mr. 
Eliot in his ^reatife of the Jews tn America, We may more certainly difcover the true Si- 
Vuationof the ten Tribes from the fa'cred Scriptures-, where we find, 2 Kif2gs xvii. 6. Thatth 
■kins ofAfTyria took Samaria^ and carrred Ifrael away into Apria^ and placed them tn Halah-^ 
■andinHabor by the ri'der Gozttn^ and in the citivs of the Medes, If ic be further enquired 
where thefe Places arc, the learned Samuel Bochart affirms (u). That Gbalach is Ptoiemfs 
tlhalace^ias ficuate on the North of A£yria, Hahoir is the Mountain Chaboras^ or rather Chao^ 
tras mentioned by the fame Geographer, fituate between Media and Afyna. Between this 
Mountain and the CaJ^iati Sea ftands the City Gozan, which gave its Name to the Province^ 
'and the River which was called 'Cyrits^ after the Perfians made themfelves Mailers of the 
Country As to the Cities of the Medes, we are more in the dark, becaufe the facred Hi- 
ftorian db'th not fpecify any 5 but we may prefume that this Colony was placed in the tnoun* 
tairioas Media^ Vvhich was iefs i^eopied than th^ lower Country : For thefe high Regions 
wanted Inhabitants, and if we believe Strabo (f) were planted by Colonies feht thither. 
dia was a very eood Country j Ecbatana^ where their Kings kept their Refidence, was one of 
fche fineft and largeft Cities then in the World. Sufa where they fpent the Winter was alfo 
very confiderable. On the North-fide ftood high Mountains, where was gdod Paftursige, but 
there was need of People ufed to Tillage^ and the Jfraelites were as fit for this Purpofe as any 

The feat their Brethren in Media (g^ Bejaminof'Tndefa,^\i6 lived in the 

twelfth Century, reckons fifty thouHmd Perfons of this Nation at Medai (Z?) a City of moun- 
tainous Media. They alfo ftretched upon the Right into the Provinces bordering upon the 
C^7/pi?^w Sea, a^ prefent called and Sabrefian, and at Ar/areth, which is a Hebrew 

Name- fisnlfying the City of Relicks, or, the Remains of ifraeL 'Tis well known that the 
"yews we^ numerous at Nineveh, and at Babylon, Befides thefe who were tarried thither at 
the Time of the Captivity, Artaxerxes fent a new Colony of that Nation thither. They had 
the Courap-e to t-efiit ^/^--c^^^s^ the Great, when he went to rebuild the Temple o£ Beltts 
Babylon (h. While other People were keen tofurnifia Materials tor the Building, the Je^t^s 
refufed this Task, thinking it had fome Stain of Idolatry. Hacattens, cited by JoJepMs ik\ 
tells that the greater Part of thefe Je'uos who bppofed Alexander, did not live at Babylon, but m 
the Country, probably about Chahoras, \nh\x:h was at no great Diftance from it. He alfo ob- 
ferves that this Province was very iarge^ fince iir tontained many Satrapa or Governments, and 
that the Jews returning home to their own Province, demolifhed all the Temples and Altars 
confecrated to Idols; and thefe *$'/r^r^^^ paid a Fine for fome, and obtained Pardon for the 
reft AHtiochus the iareat leflened the Number of the Jews at Babylon, by tranfporting two 
thoufand Families of them to the iefler Afia. Tho* Babyhh was afterwards mdch de{)bpuUted; 
there were m^ny Jews there in the Time of the Apoftles, which obliged Peter the Apoflle ol 
theCircumcifion to take Care of them; and thence he wrote his Epiftle, i Pet, v. ij. 

6 2 The Origin of the Jews in Egypt may be difcbvered from feveral Parts of the foregoing 
ttiftory. After the Dellruftipn oijerufalem by the bhaldeans, and the Murder of Gedam 
Governor i^fjitdea, Jochanan the Son of Kdreah, went in Search bfa San^Uary in Egypt 
Rainft Jfkmaen Cruelty, Jerem. xJi, — xliv. Me carried all the People left by the Chaldeans 
thither, and even the Prophet yerc^r/r^z^, who exclaimed agaiiift this Violence, and *orewia 
the Miferies that Ihould accompany the Refugees in Egypt ; all which tame to pafs ! For ri^^" 
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Taoh Hophrah being conquered by Nebucbadfiezzar^ many of the natural Inhabitants of Egypt 
were deftroyed or tranfported wJiitlier the Conqueror pleafed, and alfo pf the Jews. Never- 
thelefs many Jewifh Families remained in the Country, who afterwards fpread confiderabJy. 
Alexander the Great fent a Colony of Jews to Alexandria which he founded, and gave them 
great Privileges. Ptolemy Pbiladelpbits caufed the Holy Scriptures to be tranflated out of the 
Hebrew into the Greek Language in favour of the Jews/ Ptolemy Pbzlopator^ a Monfter 
of Cruelty and Debauchery, perfecuted them (^). Ouias built a Temple for them What 
Calamities came upon them in Egypt after the Deftrufiion of Jerufalem by Titus^ have alfo 
been Already (d) obferved. 

Some Jewtjh Refugees pafled frotn ^gypt into the Higher JEthhpla^ ot the Empire of 
l?yjji7na. If we believe the Traditions of that Country, the Queen ot iSbeha carried Soloinon's 
Heligion thither ^ and they tell that after her Return ihe w^s delivered of a Son called Mme* 
leber (e"), who Was fent to Jerufalem and educated in the J^ijb Religion by Solomon his Fa- 
ther 3 Who upon his coming home brought with him Priefts and Levites to inftruft his Couij* 
try. They alfo confidently aflert^ that the jewifif ]R.eligion was preforved there without Bo6k$ 
by theHelp of Tradition 5 and therefore the Kings of Abyffinia zt this Day call themfelves 
Kings of the Jfrdeliles. Biit 'tis hard to believe tbgt Judaifin fobfifted in Ethiopia from the 
tSrime of the Queen "of Sbeba without Books and Writings : 'Tis more probable that it was 
carried thither from the neighbourinfg Country of where the jfO'J had ancient Settle- 

naerits, "Tis alfo probable that by Commerce between the iig:j'///<z«f mdEtbiopians^ the Jew.x 
pzfCed into Arabiay tho* we can glv-e no certain Atocoun'c of the ancient State oS Jttdaifm ish 

that Country. . ^ ..... 

It is taorefure that the ^tfce^J were difperfed in the o{ Afid knd Gfeeccy in the Tinvi 

df the SyrG' Mace dons an King|, Where they were 'called HeUenifts. Antiqcbiis rhfe Great fent 
Ifhein into ^yiia iarid: Pbry^ia: From thence they paiied into ^bracid^ wiiere they were fixed 
in the fourth Century^ •whenX^onfta^ntitie the Great fix^'d the Seat of his Empire at Confianti^ 
Isr^j)/^*, which is in that Province. , The Kings of Syrid^ who Valued themfelves upon building 
hrany great Cities^ endeavoured to draw Inhabitants to thein of all Religions 5 and for the^r 
^ntouragertient gave them not only Liberty bf Confciericei but even the fame . Privileges as q* 
fcher 'Qreek,Sx^ift€t%. Hence the^^J multiplied in that Country to fo conlidei'2(bie Numbers, 
that when the Romafts in the Wiars xXVefpafian niafliicref d * the Jewijh Inhabitantis in 'Jfealon^ 
Ttolemais^ IDdmafcza and other Places, they durft not meddle with thefe of this Nation itk 
JSntidcb find Apamea. After the Deftrudlion ofjerufalemy the JeUus who remained in Jndea 
were fold and icattered in 2CII the Provinces of the Roman Empire, but could not in all the^ 
places preferve the Di!ftin^ionof their Tribes and Families > nor \va5 it neceflary, whetich^ 
Bnd tif =f:hat Diftinftioh w^'s actomplilhed in the Coming of the Mefjiab. 

^ j. A V I N G Teen how the Jewi were diiperfed in the Eaft, we are next to enquire hoyir 
irhey came to be fettled in the Wefc. Their Scatterings in ail the Nations of the World are stn 
Accompliihment of what the Lord denounced againft them Tor breaking his Law; Deia.xxviih 
i64j 65. -khe LQrdJhaU fcatter tbee among all people from tbe one end of tbe earth to tbe otber^ 
und among all thefe nations Jbalt tbou find no eafe^ neitber fball the fole of tby foot have refi» 
R.utilius a 'Hejathen^ who had been Pref^ of Rome about the Beginning of the fifth Century^ 
i^nd neiicher loved nor Chriilians, deferibesthe great Numbers bf the former that ha^ 
been difperfed at Rome and in Italy^ in elegant Verfe, as at the jPootofthe Page {fj. But if 
We enquire further into the Hiftory bf thefe Difperfions^ we may find that tho' the Jews h^ik, 
ibme Correfpondence with the Rdinans from the Timb of the Maccabees^ as may be feej^ 111 
the fbregoirig Hiftory C^3j yet it does not appear that any of this Nation had any fixed A» 
bode at Rome before the Time 6\Pompey the Great He having conquered Jerufalem 63 Year* 
before the "l^wth oi Cbrift ^ conveyed feveral Jews t6 Rome^ and made Slaves of them. Thcic 
Mafters having fet them at Liberty, they virould not quit the Cityi but were diftinguifhed by 
fche Name o^'LibertiHes or free Men. They always preferved their Religioiu and fent their 
Prefents to jerUfdtem^ where they had thdr ^ynagogjue, cailisd ASis vL 9. fffc Syndgogue of 
thehihertines. -^/<gff/«5the,Emperorfivoured them becaufe they had been .zealous for the In- 
tereft 6^ Julitis C^farhis Uncle i and they fo multiplied at Rome undeir the Proteiftion of this 
jgreat Princei that .fifty Deputies arriving ftom Jerufalem to plead the Privileges of ^heir Na- 
tionj eight thoufand Jews Ihhabitahts of Rome C^) joined them without ctountinc tl^eir Wivi^ 
ind Children j fo that by adding theni, we may reckoh.at that Time fifty thouland Jews In 
that, great .City. Mdny ofthem were ^Rowiiff Citizens. The Apoftle PmI boafts of this Pri- 
vilege, A&sy xxli. iij. 2^. Whether this was cdmmoh to him with the Inhabitants of ST^r- 
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///J a Kotnau Colony, or was purchafcd by his Father or fome of his Anceftors, .1 fhall not cie- 
termine ; But this proves that a jew might he a Citizen Kome^ and thereby have a Claim 
to Honours and Dignities. They h^d alio Liberty of Confcience, and the Exercife oF their Re- 
ligion vyith their Feafts and Sabbaths. They enjoyed a Sort of Council or HoUfe of Judgt^entj 
"which decided Controverfies , to which the Apoftle gave Acccouht.of-bis Condutt. And this 
Houfe feems to have kept Correfpondenbe with the. Sanhedrim, fihce . he thought they had 
been informed of his Bulinefs ; and they were fu.rprifed that, they had .received no lletters 
from Jertijalem concerning h\my^J5is:y xxviii. 17, 21. Laftly the Jews had an Abode be^ 
yond the Tii^er, for which Martial and Horace (Ji) lampoons them, laughing at their 
Clrcumcifion. Tiberius declared himfelf an Eneniy to them, -and Caligula was as much a- 
gainft them : But of thefe Things t Have formerly difcourfed (0> and of the feveral Events 
that happened to them till the Reign of the Emperor Hadrian^ about the Year oTour Lord 135*^ 
and therefore fhall now go to confider their Settlements in other Parts of the Weft. 

To find . out the Time of their coming into Spain and into Ganly we inuft defcehd to the 
Reigns of 2"/?//^ and Hadrian^ who having driven moft of the Inhabitants out ofjudea^ obliged 
them to find out new Settlements. Perhaps fome of this Nation might arrive in thefe Parts a 
little fooner, when Arcbelaus was baniihed into Vteme In Gaul^ and Herod the. Tetrarch into 
i^iojis id'). They doubtlefs carried fome '^ews in their Retiniie thither 5 but exiled Princes 
could not fupport a great Number of Attendants j yet fome defcended from them or their 
Servants might continue a long Time in thefe Regions. But the greater Number that fettled 
in thefe Weftetn Parts, vvere fuch as had weathered the Storm which laid their Native 
Country defolate, in the Reigns of* ^itus and Hadrian who finding ho Recefs in the Eaft, 
■went into *5jf>w^ or into Gauiy or other Plates of the Roff2<?« Empire, where they might get 
pread, or elfe were conveyed thithet* by the Mafters who bought them, and gave them their 
Liberty : And therefore we may juftly rejedt the Dreams Sohmon hen Virgce or other Jewm 
ijb Writers^ who fancy their Countrymen came Into thefe Parts in the Time of Solomon King 
oflfrael^ or Nebuchadnezzar King of Babylon, One-Thing feems certain, that there was 
a confiderable Number oijews in Spain about the Beginning of the fourth Century, fince the 
Council oi Elvira^ held about the Year of our Lord so8> was obliged to make many. Canons 
X/) againft them* 

Whatever Antiquity the jews Jn Germany pretend to, we only know that they were at triers 

and Cologn in Hadrian's Time, and made fo confiderable a Figure there ihConJiantine the Great's 
Reign, that this Emperor emitted aaEdi<5l, by which He permitted the Magiftrates 0/ Cologn 
fo take the Jews into the Magiftracy^ to make them Decuriotz^, and to grant them other Privt' 
leges (f) J which was hot. done merely to gratify the f e jos ; For at fome Seafohs thefe Offices 
are burdenfome. The Magiftrates complained that their People were opprefled, and the 
tfWJ too .much exeeraed from thefe Burdens j and therefore the Emperor Authorifes the 
agiftrates of Cologn to chufe fome of the Synagogue for fuch Offices^ and deprives the Jem 
of the Liberty of refufing them. But in after Ages the Jews made lb little, a Figure in G^r- 
via^iy as hardly to be known, which is no Wonder ^ for thofe vaft Countries being peopled 
by barbarous Nations, were not fit for the Commerce of Strangers ; only they ftill maintain- 
ed themfelves 2X triers and Cologn^ where they had fettled fooner. From thence they fpread 
into other Places, and multiplied in Hungaryy Bohemia and Poland. They alfo became nume* 
rous in Gaul ^ thence they palled into England. The feveral Events that happened them in 
thefe Places^ with their Academies and learned Men^ we.ihall meet with m the Progrefs of this 
Work, ; 

§4. I have already deduced the Hiftory of the from the Creatioti of the World to 

the Reign of the Emperor Hadrian ( g). 1 fhall now go on with what happened theni in the 
Time of the Emperors his Succeflbrs. Tho* the Jews boaft of the Favour they received from 
Antojiinns Pius, yet 'tis certain that he defeated their Infurre€lions (J^) by his Captains and 
trefidents of his Provinces. The Matter feems to ftand thus: The Prohibition of Cirfiumcifi- 
on emitted by the Emperor Hadrian was ftill in Force j he obliged them to it by the Torrent 
of his Conquefts, and the Power of his Arms : The Jews could not long bear to be deprived , 
of this facramental Sign of their Religion j but to recover it, they refolved with Sword in 
Hand to compel Antoninus to reftore them this Privilege. They being overcome by thefim- 
peror's Troops, he was fo favourable as to allow them the Liberty , of Circumcifibn, undef 
fome Reftridions that xhc Samaritans might not have the fame Benefit i and ' that the Jei/JS • 
were not allowed to make Profelytes (j) j nor might any Chriftian be caftrated. 
. About this Time Jufiin Martyr had a Conference with gryphon a circumeifed ^^^i 
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a private Perfon whom the Defolation of his Country had obliged to fhift from Place to PJace 
in Greece 5 at iafl Jufttn meets with him. I fhall not enlarge upon the Dialogue it fcJfi I only 
obferve that as Jufttn had exactly read the Writings of the Prophets, fo in order to prove 
that Jefiis is the Mejfias^ he heaps Tefiimonies one upon another, without any great Arc or 
ia \ Choice ; He reprefents to the Jew^ that their Cities were burnt and defolate, or inhabited 
by Strangers ; that they could no more go to Jerufaiem ^ that notwithftanding of thefe Mi- 
feries, they ceafed not in their Synagogues to curfe to Hell ail that believed in Jefus 5 fince 
the V were not able to perfecute them to Death, they branded them as Atheifts and impious 
Men. He reprefents the Rabbins as poor Divines, 1 unning after Trifles and fubtile Expli- 
cations, as they h'ave done ever fince, and therefore they tiad Reafon to forbid their Difciples 
to engage in Conferences with the Chriflians. Gryphon was not able to anfwer Juftin^s Argu- 
riients : However, the Conference bad no other Effect than that each of the Difputants conti- 
nued in their Opinion, praying to God for the Converfion and Profperity of one another, Soon 
after this Antoninus Pins died in the Year of oyr Lord 160. 

Tho* Marcus Aurelius the fucceeding Emperor was naturally of a mild Temper, yet 
this freed not the Jews fi'om a great deal of Mifery in his Reign. He had fb bad an Opinion 
of them, that as he palled thro* Judea in his Way to Egypt^ he cried out, that he had found a 
People as wicked as the Marcomans and Sarmatians ^ and to punifh them he renewed Hadrian^s 
I-aws againftthem. This hindred them not from fignalifing their Hatred againfl the Chrifli- 
ans in Afict^ which particularly appeared at Smyrna on the Occalion o.f Polycarp^ Martyrdom ; 
where they not only joined their Voices with the Heathens in crying out on' the Theatre, He^ 
is an Atheift^ but they were alfo moft vehement round the Pile (O ^et for burning him ; yea 
they perfecuted him after his Death, by foliciting the Judge to deny his Body to the Ghriftians, 
under the falfe Pretence that they would worihip it, and forfake jefui Gbrifi for him. Ac 
Iafl the Captain of the Guard feeing the bitter Rage of the Jews againfl the dead Body,-' 
caufed it to be reduced to Aflies. His Martyrdom is placed February -zz^ in the Year of 
our Lord 166. Thefe Commotions might be made by ^^ mutinous Rabble ; but the Jews 
feem to have enjoyed great Liberty at Smymay fince they were prefent at the Theatre, and 
there diflinguiihed themfelves from the Heathens. We find alfo fome Footiteps of their Au- 
thority in Phrygia^ by the Anfwers that the Orthodox made to the Montanifts^ when they 
accufed the Chriflians as Murderers of the Prophets, becaufe they did not receive the pretend- 
ed Prophets of this Party. But let them anfwer^ faid the Orthodox C^), Is there any of thenty 
fince Montanus and bis IVom'en began to prattle^ that has been perfecuted by the Jews, or killed 
by the Impious ? Is there any Woman ataong them that has been whipped in the. Synagogues or- 
fio'tied ? This Author then blames the Jews for perfecuting the Chriftians, fcourging them 

in the Synagogues, purfuing them in the Streets with Stones^ and even crucifying them. In- 
deed at this Time there were many HeUenift Jews mAJta^ who .had continued there from the 
Time of the Syro-Macedonian Kingdom eredled by the Succeflbrs of Alexander the Great. 
The Name of HeUenifts was given them, becaufe they were mingled with the Greeks^ fpoke 
their Language, and read the holy Scriptures in it of the Verfioaof the Seventy. Thcyjoin^ 
ed with other Jews in the fame Religion and . Ceremonies, and particularly in hating and per*- 
fecuting the ChrifHans. They are called in the New Stejtament^ John^ xii. 20. 'eaamw^, or Greeks, 

There is little to be remarked concerning the Jews In the Reigns of the Emperors Co 
modus^ Pertinax and Julian. Severus an African alcended the Throne in the Year of our 
Lord igS' He being a warlike Prince, defeated Pefcemtius Niger^ who was declared Emperor 
by the Legions in Syria^ in a great Battle near the Bay of Iffns^ and afterwards overcame Albi^ 
TjNSy another Competitor, in Gaul. He reduced and razed Byzantium^ and extended the Roman 
Conquefls over the Parthiafjs^ Medes^ Arabians^ and other Nations in the Eafl. As he re- 
turned from thefe Provinces, he marched through Judea ^ and Eufehius CO ^^7^9 ^bat he 
made War with the Jews and Samaritans. In the fame Progrefs he made fevere Law-s rela<* 
ting to Pal^ine^ one of which prohibited any Perfon to turn a Jew ffj. He indeed allowed 
them to circumcife their Children, but difcharged them either to receive Profelytes, or to ini- 
tiate Strangers by this Sacrament. And SertuUian Qg") tells us, fthat the Jews then were a Par* 
eel of difperfed Vagabonds^ wandring from their own Country over the whole Uniwrfe^ without 
a King^ having neither the Favour of God nor Man^ it being not permitted to them fo much as 
to falute their own Land^ mr to fet a Foot in it even in the ^tality of Strangers or travellers. 
'Tis true they had fonie Settlements in Galilee ^ but the Inhibition of living in the holy Land 
given by Hadrian was ftill in force in the Reign Severus, He feems to have become 
more favourable to them towards the latter End of his Government, mainly becaufe they had 
adhered to bis Interefl in oppofition to Pefcennius Niger 3 and fome rich Pei£om among them 
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bought his Favour : So as he permitted them to enter into Offices Q^cT)^ but obliged them to 
pay great Taxes. Thefe Advantage's tendred them more infolent to the GhrifUans, whom 
this Emperor perfecuted. 

§ 5. CAKACALLA fucceeded KitV^thtr Se'Uenii abotit the Year of our Lord 212. He pro- 
ved favourable to the Jews : 6ne of them was his Play*fellow (Z?^ i and they took the Advan- 
tage of the Peace they thefi enjoyed tG toUetft their Traditions, in the Mijhnah^ of which we 
have already CO fpoken^ tho* the Book i/vas not publiflied till Tome time afterwards. They 
Very narrowly efcapcd i Pet-fefiution in Hiliogabdlus^s Reign, He had been circumcifed, and 
from a pretended Devotion abftaitied ff6m Swines Flelh ; but being advanced to the Empir-^ 
became a Monfter of Lu&ury C<Oi would faaVe the Ji^s and all others to acknowledge 
him for a new Deity, But h^%t\tig hateful to all Men^ was put to Death by his own 'Guard, 
after a fhort "S-eign of threie Ye'aVs nitie Months atid four Days 5 arid thus the yews were happi! 
ly delivered. The 'Glemeiiicy oiAtetcdnder Severtis contributed to their Profperity , nor doth 
It appear that any of the following Emperors^j *vi^. Maximinus^ '^ordiatt^ Pbilzppus Arabs 
Dffcz'ics or '^Falerr'a/f ever diiturb^'d^etti. Thus their Tranquillity was continued (even while 
the Chriflian Churth fuffered foYfc IPef fecutibns) to the Year of our Lord 260. 

The famous Zeijobia Qiueen of the Eaft is aflerted to have been a Jewefs (V). Though 
fhe did not perfecute the Chf iftians, fhe afforded no doubt Proteftion and Favour to the People 
of her own Ileligion. OdeHat het Hwsbaftd, with a Son he had by a former Wife, being cut 
o^^ 'Zeiicfbia reigned alone. She added Eg^pt to her Con^uefts, extended her Arms into AJia 
minor^ as far as ^ytma and Ancyra^ p^iTed into Bitbynia^ and there took Cbakedon (f). But 
the Emperor Jtf/<Vtf^z^?j refbored the Af&irs &i^t^omdns^ defeated Zenohia^ took her Prifonet 
as fhe was going to pais the Ertphraf^s^ sirid led her to Roiw^ there to adorn his magnificent 
'if fiumph in the Year of our Lord ^74. 5 and foon after this Aurelian himlelf \vas klUed by fome 
Officei-s of his Arnly, This Glimpfe of J*rofperity arJd Authority of the Jewijh Nation foon 
i^vanifli^d : Many of their Doctors retired into the Cities o£ Perfia. Diocletiany that tet-rible 
iPerfecutor of theChriftians, did not attack the^^^ 5 their Numbers being extremely leflened 
ih the iBmpire, he did not think it ^ece&^ to employ open Forte ag^lnft them. 

6. Ik the foiirth GeritXirJr the Piite 6f the 3^^* v^atied according to the differfeht 'Genius 
of Ghriftian Prihices. Confidnt'ine \\it Gfeat contented hiftjfelf with making fome Laws that 
reftrained their Liberty to harrowet Bounds^ and genel-Hal CoutoCils were not very ifavourable to 
them. In Spain Ghtifti&ns find ^e^s ufed- to livfe &cSaUy together 5 but the Council o^tUibms 
Tg) Forbad Cbriffitans to eat at tbe fahte SiiHe Wtb a J^w ^ itnder Tain of ^eing fecluded from the 
licrd's Suppc'^. . And die fatne GoiinGil^ by tindther Decree (b\ Forbad the Pojfejfors of Lands 
to fuffer tbeir Fruits to be hleffed by tlje jews, i^cttufe tbeir ^i^di^toHs fruft rated thoje of the 
Cbriftians j and t'breattzed abfolutely to 'cafi otk 'of'tlfh'Cttireb t'h&fi 4hM fhould not ohe^ tbis Law, 
Thefe Canons, efpecially t^e firft of thiem, .feefti vifety i^prpl^ Methods to convince the Jews 
of the Excellency of bur holy Religioh. *Tis true the jms h^d taken iall ippportiinities hi- 
therto of fhe^vii^ their Hatred to Chriftiafts, while they Were groaning under the heavy Per- 
fecutions of Heathen Princes ; but our Lord hath taaght iis to rentier good for evUy to Jove our 
memies'^ and to fhew 6t(T felms the cbttdren <f tbre&%beft^ ^ybritig kiM to t'be Hfitbankful ani 
to the evil. To go on with 'our Hiftory : . . 

The Emperor Xlonftantiyte t\£o emitted Several Edifts coriceming them- By one bf thefe 
he decrees C0> ^^^^ the Jews (baU attack any Perfoit wifb Stones^ or in any ^tber furious 
Manner^ to renounce 'their Religion ; ibe^Offender with aU his Accomplices JbaU he burnt ■: And if 
£iny Cbrzjlian Jhall join tbeir wicked Se^^ and x^ly bimfelf to tbeir Council's j hotb be that dotb 
foy and t'bey that entice bim^ flsaU he pmtifhed. This Law is dated OUober x 7, Confiantif^e and 
Licmifts being Confuls the fourth Time ^ that is^ in the Year of our Lord 315. The Occa- 
lic^ thereof feeihs to be this : One Jof^b^o^ whom we have before (A) heard, having aban- 
doned the Synagogue^ to eAibrace Chriftianity, the Jvafs were fo incen&d againft him, that 
they went to infult him in his own Hoiife ; and finding tlrat there he was reading the Gofpelj 
they forced his Book from him, loaded him with Blow5, haWled him to the Synagogue, and 
there Unmercifully fcourged him. Not fcbntent with this Violfence, they puihed him intd the 

'BJw^rQydnus^ where he was iii Danger of being drowned (^0- But "God having preferved him, 
he received Eaptifm, made himfelf khoWn at Court, and obtained the Emperor's Leave to build 
Chriftran Temples in fev^ral Places where none had beeh before : And to prevent the like in-- 
tolerable Abufes in all Thne coming, the Enbperor framed this Law. The Jems had Settle- 
ments at Dioi-QiBj area^ ^iberias^ I&ziiretb ttid Gapemaunt^ and had fo appropriated 'thefe Ci- 
ties to themfelves, ias not to«dmit Sti^ngers^ nor even Samaritans. Jofeph undertook to in- 
troduce the Ghriftian Religion into all theft Gities. The Jems refifted him, and made ufe of 

magical 
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magical Spells to difapppint his DeCgn. But he difHpated their Spells by invocuring the Name 
ofjej'ns^ and was mightily fupportcd to reftrain their Irregularities, in Places where their great 
Numbers made them venture to be infolent, by the Help of the above written Law, 

The fame Emperor forbad Chriftians to turny^^t'^ under the Pain of an arbitrary Punifli- 
ment. Such who were Slaves to jewijb Matters were in greateft Danger j and therefore he 
prohibited the Jews to circumcife any who were in their Service and gave Liberty to all 
who accufed their Mafter of having circumcifed them, or that embraced Chriftianity. Eiife^ 
lius^ who muft have known this Law, gives it a greater Extent ; for he fays the Jews were not 
allowed to buy Chriftian Slaves, nor keep them, in their Houfes, giving this Reafon for ic (Jf\ 
^bat it "juas not lawful that tbofe who were ranfomed by the Blood of Chrift JJjonld be fuhjeii to 
them who killed the Prophets^ and mtirdered the Son of God, Laftly, Conftantine ordered that 
the Je'-jos might be made Decimons^ becaufe it was fit they Ihould have their Share in the pu- 
fclick Burdens ; but then he exempted the Patriarchs (i^), thePriefts, and thofe who had con- 
fiderable Employs in the Synagogues; becaufe they being taken up by their Functions, codd 
not attend the Duties of theife Offices j for indeed the Poft of a Decurion was not an Honour 
but a Servitude. 

At that Time this Nation did undergo a crols Turn of Fortune in the Perfon of one of her 
Crandees in the Baft J this was or Nachmanides^ Head of the Academy of 

Sora Qd"). He wrote a Commentary on Genefis of great Efteem with them, and removed lb 
great Difficulties,, as he was called a Leveller of Moimtains : But falling under the Difpleafure 
cf Sapor King of Perjia^ he was fent into Banifhment, under which he died. He left a Ne- 
phew whom he called jl'vii^ for two Reafons, one, that he had been an Orphan, entertained 
put of Charity ; and the other that he would not let him be known by the Name of Nachma^i^ 
left the Difciplesfhould be confounded with the Mafter, the Nephew with the Uncle. He 
made iuch Proficiency by Kavena's Ledlures^ as he became the Head of the Academy of P//;/- 
debtia^ in the Year of our Lord 32^?, which he governed till 339. There was another Frofefibr 
in the Academy o£ Sora^c^XXed Jofepb of great Lightjbec&ufe he was blind. He was alfofirnamed 
Si^tai, becaufe they pretended he knew all the Traditions faid to be given by Mofes on that 
Mount 5 and he is believed to have been the Author of the Chaldee Paraphrafes upon fome of 
the Hagiographa^ as on the Pfalms^ Proverbs^ EccUfiafies^ Kuth and Efiher. 

In Coufiantine^s Reign, the Jews who were potent at the Court of Perfia^ revenged them* 
feives for what they had futfered in the Roman Empire, by kindling a cruel Perlecution a- 
gainlt the Chriftians of the Eaft. They being accufed of favouring the Kovtajzs^ then at War 
with the Perjia?2s i iV^zpor was fo enraged againft them, as to burden them with infupportable 
Taxesj and to order all the Priefts and Miniftersof the Chriftians to have their Heads cut off^ 
commanding their Churches alfo to be demoliflied, and ail that belonged to them to be carried 
to the pubiick Treafury j and that Simeon Archbifliop of Seleueia and Ctejipbon Ihould be 
brought to him as a Traitor to the State, and Enemy to the Religion of the Perjians. Thefe 
Orders were executed with great Severity 5 fox Simeon was taken and brought to the King in 
Irons, who refufing to worfhip the Sun, was condemned to Death, with many other Chrifti- 
ans And the Perfecution was continued till Sapor*s Death. 

Co?2ftantine the Great, the iirft Chriftian Emperor, died in the Year of our Lord 338- 
His Son Co72fiaf2tiiis vvas more fevere againft the Jews than his Father, being provo- 
ked by what they had done at Alexandria^ when Gregory the Cappadocian went to lucceed 
uitbanajiiis j where they joining with the Heathens^ then numerous in that great City, burnt 
the facred Books, undrefled themfclves in the Baptifteries, and prophaned them in fo impudenc 
a Manner, that Athanafiits (^/^ was afhamed to fpeak of it. Their Infolence went fo far, as to 
ftrip Virgins of their Clothes, and then force them to abjure their Religion. This being 
done at the Solicitation of Gregory the Aria7i Bilhop, who had great Intereft at Court, no Bo- 
dy punifhed it. But the Jews ventured to go further j for when Magnentius q. Barbarian ufur- 
ped the Honours and Titles of the Empire, after the Murder of the Emperor Conjlans in the 
Weft, in the Year 351 i which obliged the Emperor Ctf«/?^»?/ffj to march all his Forces out 
of the Eaft againft the Ufurper : Then they rofe in Rebellion at DithCeefarea in Paleftine. 
Mean Time Gallus^ whom the Emperor had made Cafat^ and ordered to march againft the 
Perfians^ came into Judea^ defeated the Rebels, and razed Dio-Ccefarea^ tho* it was fome time 
afterwards rebuilt. Conjiantins having defeated and killed Magnentiiis^ and having all the 
Succefs he wiflied for in his Expedition into the Weft, upon his Return ftiewed his Difpleafure 
againft the Jews : For Hilary^ who wrote about that Time, tells us (g)^hat by an Edi6i from 
the Roman Emperor^ they were hindered from entring into Jerufalem. By which it feems he 
renewed the Edidls of Hadrian againft them. He alfo made it I>unifiiable by Death and Confif- 
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cation of Moveables, if a Jew fhould circumcife fo much as a Chriftian Servant He pro- 

hibited their having Chriftians in their Service j and forbad under Piain of Death any Chriftiau 
to embrace their Rehgion, and difcharged any j^w C^) from marrying a Chriflian. Finallyjhe 
loaded them with Taxes, and had projected new pecuniary Edidls againft them when he died. 
In the fame Reign Epiphanitis-^ who was born a embraced Chriftianity. One Jolm^ the 

Author of his I-ifejhath mixed "with it a great many idle fabulous Stories C£:)Vwhich ic is nor iiiy 
Bufineis to repete : But chat he renounced Jndaifm^ and became afterwards a famous Bifliop^ 
'and an ufeful Iriftrument in the Chriftian Church, is evident from his Life and Works. 

The Emperor Conftantius died in the Year of our Lord 361, and was fucceoded by Julian 
commonly called the Apoftate^ his Coufin. The Particulars of his Life, and the means by which 
he endeavoured to reftore Paganifm, and how God in Mefty to the Chriflian Church difip- 
pointed them, I have difcouried of in another Eflay, and they belong not to my prefenc Underta- 
king. I fhali only at prefent notice;, that he gave all Manner . of . Afliftance and Encourage- 
ment to th.Qj-G'Ws in Contempt of rhe Chriftians 5 for he hated both : But when he found the 
former Were Tike to be Inftruments to promote hi^ Purpofe, he called for them, fpoke tenderly 
to them, pitied their miferable and afflicted State, remitted the Tribute put upon them, deiired 
the Help of their Prayers in, his Perfian Wars, and wrote to them a kind Letter ftill extant 
(i^), wherein be comi.*ia?2ded them immediately to go repair the STemple^ retrieve t be Cuftoms of 
their Anceftors^ and worjlatp Gqd according to the Kite^ of their 'Religion, This he did to al- 
lure them to the Pagan Superftition j brif that failed^ to evidence to the World that our Sa- 
viour was a falfe Prophet, who fo exprefly "foretold the final D'eftrudlion of that Church and 
State. The were fo glad of thefe Orders, that they began to triumph over the Chrifti- 
ans, threatning to make them feel terrible Effefts of their Severity as ever they themfelves 
"had endiired by the Jlow^z«j, When the News came abroad about rebuilding the Temple, 
'Contributions were made by all Hands, the v€ty J ewijb Wom'en folcl their Ornalments and 
Jewels to advance the Work 5 what was wanting the Emperor commanded to be furnifhcd 

out of his own Treafury, Alypzi£S o£ Antioch v/as OvarfGet of the Work, Tr.adefmen wefe 
brought from all Parts, Materials were hiade ready, and the Work begun. Cyril Bilhopof 
y erujalem^ minding the Prophecy oT Danielyand that of our Ldfdjtold them^T'bdt even now the 
'^ime uoas come^ tlo&t not one Stone Jhottld be left upon mzother. The Event juftificd the Predi- 
ction 5 for when the Builders had cleared the Ground, a fudden Storm iarbfe that carried . away 
thefevaft Heaps bfRubbift), with a great Quantity of Lime and Sand prepared for theWorlc, 
This was followed with a dreadful Earthquake, which caft up Stones from the Foundation, and 
overturned fome adjoining Houfes. Several Perfons were killed, and others drawn out with 
broken Legs and Arms, almoft bruifed to Death. When they attempted again to build, a 
Fire rufhedout upon them that deftroyed many, andfcorched the reft, Thefe miraculous In- 
terpotals ofProvidence brought over fome Jews^who were baptifed, and admitted as Meoibers 
of the Chriflian Ceurch ; Bui: the greater Part continued in \}nhQ\i&i^mdytiiian^ like Pharaoh^ 
hardened his Heart. This is attefted by Ecclefiaftick Hiftorians CO, and the Subftance there- 
of confirmed by the Teftimony of Ammia^ins Marcellinns {fj a Heathen, Sozomen^ after re- 
hearfing the Fa£l (^|:), fays. If thefe thi72gs appear incredible to any, we are ajfared of them by 
thofe *mho heard it from jnch aS 'were Eye-imtnejfes^ and are yet alive ; and is confirmed both 
by Jews and Heathens^ who left the tVork imperfeSl^ being fcarce well begim. The Work was 
interrupted in this Manner fome Months before the Death of yulian ^ and therefore the ceafing 
of it is not to be afcribed, with Mr. Crnl Qh\ to the Fall of this Emperor. But 1 have elfe- 
where advanced 0) ^otne other Things to confirm the Truth of this Miracle, and fee no Rea- 
fon now to change my Opinion. What Julian defigned tofupprefi Chriftianity, became i 

Mean to advance it; 

Julian was killed in the Perjia7i War, July z6. A, D, 363, in the thirty fetond Yedr of his 

Age, wheh he had not reigned two full Years, Jovian his Succeflbr was obliged to check the 
Infolence which the Favour of his Predeceflbr had infufed both into the Heathens and Je^^ o- 
ver the Roman Empire ; but his Reign of eight Months was fo fhort, as little could be done in 
3t, efpecially fmce Valentinian and Valens his Succeffors reftored an intire Liberty of Confcience 
to the Enemies of the Chriftians, Heathens, Jews zxxd Hereticks 5 the' this afterwards was by 
Degrees reftrained. 

S'heodojins was invefted with the Imperial Purple in the Year of our Lord ^^9' 
not only favoured the Jc%vs, but alfo being informed that the Chriftians had burnt one 

of their Synagogues at Kom'e^ he ordered the fame to be rebuilt 5 at which Amhrofe Biftiop 

oi Milan was exceedingly offended, and paffionately exclaims againft'itini a Letter 'ftill e^:tan6 

. ia) to 
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(i?), to the Emperor, where he tells him, S'hat the Jews bad burnt in theKeign of Julian two 
Cbrift tan Churches, at -D^mzicnsy and others at Gaza, Afcalon, Berytus Alexandria, /or 



for them at Jerufalen? was burnt with Fire from Heaven ; and would be recei'veno Warning ? In 
the fame Reign the ^ews were excluded from l^lgmWt^^ and obliged regularly to pay their 
Taxes, with which they were loaded even to Excefs. And ^tis generally fuppofed, chat the 
fame Prince permitted them to build a Sort of City on that Space of Ground between 03»^i7«* 
tinople and the Sea-fliore, which remained in the Year 1204, when th&Crufaders went to the 
Holy Land, and where many of them live to this Day : And he allowed them to anfwer be- 
fore no body but the Praetor, or Judge appointed for that Part. Which Privilege continued 
till the Reign of Manuel Comnenus^ v/ho aboliftied it about the Year 1150, 

jferom had not the fame Abhorrence for the Doftors of this Nation as Amhrofe, He tra- 
velled into 'judea^ lived feveral Years in it, and there hired fome Jewifh Doftors to inftrudl 
him in the Hebrew Language, in which the Old ^ejiament Is originally written. He with great 
Labour acquired it (^), and by the Help of thefe Teachers compofed a Latin Verfion of the 
holy Scriptures. He was a little lilted up with this JPiece of Learning, which was hot then 
common in the Chriftlan Church : But modern Critics muft Underftand it much better, ha- 
^'ing the great Ad\^antage of ftudying the Oriental Tongues from their Youth, by the Help of 
Grammars and Didl:ionaries, which Jeram was not privileged with. However, his Labours 
upon the Scriptures, wherein he adheres to the literal Senfei without wandring after far fetch'd 
Allegories, have been very ufeful to the Church of God. 

§ 7. l.F we look into the Affairs of the Jews in the fifth Century, Vt^e may obferye that 
moft of the BdidVs publifhed in the preceecling Age were executed in this. Some of them v^re 
renewed, and others added that were thought neceflary to check the Infolence of this People 
againft the Ghrift'ian Religion. A new Occafion offered : The Jews being convened to cele- 
brate their Deliverance by Efiber^ and the Feaft oiHaman^ committed innumerable Extrava- 
gances : Reading the Hiftory of this Enemy, whenever his Name is mentioned they make a 
frightful Nojfe C^), beating with their Feet and Stones. After this follows a Debauch, as in 
itioft of their Feafts. The Chriftians took little notice of thefe Follies : But when the Jews 
proceeded further, to fet up a Gallows, on which they hanged Haman in effigte 5 this being i- 
jnagined to be done in order to infuit the Chriftians, and pour Contempt on our Lord's Death^ 
and the rather, becaufe the Jews changed the Gibbet into a Crols, and afterwards burnt the 
Crofi with the. Figure iaftned to it, attended with many Curfes, reflecting on our Saviour : The 
^mp^TOT ^heodofius II. being informed of thefe Practices, forbad by a Law the raifmg or burn* 
ing of thofe forts of Gibbets by the Jews, under the Pdin of lofing their Privileges^ becaufe iP 
^as not fit that they fiould infuit the Myfieries of Chrifflianity Qd^, This Law is dated in the 
Confulate of Bajfus and Philip'pus j that is, in the vulgar Year df bur Lord 408. In fome 
Places they obeyed, but new Troubles fprung up in Macedonia and Dacia, In thefe Countries 
the Jews continued to infuit Chriftianity 3 and the Chriftians burnt their Houfes and Syna- 
gogues, and even fometimes put the ^ews to Death, ^eodofius by a new Law CO condemn- 
ed this OpprefHon, forbidding any Magifirate to condemn the Jews for their Keligion^ or fuffet 
their Edifi(fes to be burnt 5 and that on the other hand the Je^xs JJjould not violate the Kefpeh diie 
to the Chrifiian Church, Three Years after this, the Jews zt jnmefiar^ between C^^/r/j and 
Antioch^ fell into an Excefs : Debauchery prevailed over the Refpe'6t due to the Prince's Laws j 
for they fafi-ned a young Chriftian to Ha7?ian^s Gibbet, and whipped him fo cruelly that he died. 
The Chriftians, enraged at this Barbarity, rah to Ak'ms 5 and the Jews being numerous, .there wad 
a warm Engagement. Upon Information given by the Governor of the Province^ Tbeodofms 
ordered the Guilty to be chaftifed C/) ^ and ^hns the Tumult was appeafed. In the Year of 
pur Lord 425 the Emperor fpeht the Winter at Confiajttifzople^ at which Time he framed ma- 
ny Ordinances, ratifying the Decrees of his Predecellbrs concerning the Jews^ forbidding them 
po build new Synagogues, or to circumcife the Children of any Chriftian fgX and that no Per- 
Ibn fhould pi-efume to burn or deftroy their Synagogues, nor any other Way chaftife them 
without fpec.ial Orders. In the Year 429 the Patriarchal Office among the jews within the 
JDominions of the Empire was aboliihed the Re\'ehues being given to the Exchequer : 
Arid I fee little more after this concerning them in the Tbepdojian Code. 

In the Year 434 there happened a cohfiderable Revolution in the Affairs of the Jews In 
the Ifland of Candia or Crete, Many rich Jews who refided there, being deceived by a falfe 
Meffiah named Mofes^ traye.Uing through the liland feveral Months, and pretending to be the 
ancient Lawgiver, defcehded from Heaveii to procure them a glorious Deliverance, by lead*

ing them through the Sea home to the holy Land, as had been done when they came out of 
'Egypi ; in one Year's Time he perfuaded all the Jews in the llland to believe hiln, and the 
Infatuation was fo great, that they followed their Leader with their Wives and Children 
to a Rock hanging over the Sea, and were perfuaded to leap into thq Ocean, where manv 
were drowned^ others were faved by Chriftian Fifhermen who happened to be there w ith the/r 
'Boats. The Impoftor evanilhed j i^hich made fonte affirm^ £zys Socrates Q\ that he 'was a 
J^evii f:amed Aluftor, affaming a Man's Shape to deceive this credulous Nation. Others think 
that the cunning Cheat took timely Care to fave himfelf by Flight. The greater Part of the 
^e%vs in that Place, moved by this Calamity, renounced Judaifm^ and embraced the Chriftian 
Faith. 

ySocrates (jTy alfo tells us of a Jew at Cbnftantinople, 'who had leeu paralytic for ma^ 
hy Tears^ and in vain had nfed the Help of Phyficians. Expe^ing to recover the Ufe of his 
JLimbs by the Virtue of Chrifiian Baptifm^ he applied to Atticus the Bijbop for this Sa€ra7nem, 
:^he Patriarch caufed him to he inflrn^ed and baptized : And he no [ooner came out of the Fo?!f 
than he found himjelf cured. Many Gentiles nscere fo ftrtick with this Cure^ that they received 
the Chrijiian Faith^ and ivere baptized : But the Jews, though fond of Miracles^ perfe-vered 
in their Infidelity, Whether, the Hiftorian hath been too credulous in this Point, or no, I (hall 
not determine ; only 'we have a more fnre wrd of prophecy to confirm the Chrillian Faith, to 
''which 'me foall do 'well to take heed. 

In the foroe Age we may find in the Eaft feveral Examples of the tumultuous Difpofition 
of the JewSy particularly at Alexandria in Egypt^ where there were reckoned a hundred thou^ 
land of that Nation, who equalled the Heat of the Climate in their Tempers. Commotions 
frequently happened between them and the Chriftians, which feldom ended without Bloodftied. 
iStHurdays were noted as fo many Days of Battle : There being then theatrical Shews in than 
City, the Jews chofe rather to be prefent at them, than to be obferving their Devotions in the 
Synagogue, fpending their Time in Idlenefs and Debauchery, Upon one of thefe Days, Ore^ 
ftes the Governor of the City came to the Theatre, to make fome Regulations concerning the 
publick Games (^). At the fame time Hierax a Schoolmafter was prefent. He wis a Hearer 
and Flatterer of Cyrillns the Biftiop, who taught the People to applaud him when he was preach- 
ing. The JenR:s feeing this Man upon the Theatre, cried out againft him as coming to infulc 
them. The Governor did not love him, thinking the Bilhop by his Advice aflumed too much 
Power 5 and therefore he feized Hierax^ and publickly fcourged him. Cyril not bearing that 

his Friend Ihould be fo abufed, blamed the Jews as the Caufe of the whole Difcrder. But they 
defpifed the Bifliop, and even refolved to maflacre the Chriftians. In order to this end, they 
ran through the Streets of the City in the Night-time, crying out that the principal Church of 
Alexandria was on fire. Upon which the Chriftians ran almoft naked to esstinguilh the imaginary 
Flames; and the Jews having agreed on a Sign to knov/ one another by, killed them as faftas 
they came. Cyril having notice, of this Murder, with a great Multitude attending him rufhed ini" 
upon the Synagogues, plundered ind deftfoyed them,- with many of the Jeivifh Houfes," driving 
the Circumcifed quite out of the City. Oreftes the Governor being highly difpleafed with this Con- 
duft, and that fuch a Multitude of Jews, whofe Predeceflbrs had inhabited that City fince the 
Time of Alexander the Great, lliould be now driven away, fent Complaints to the Emperor's 
Court at Confiantinople : And on the other hand Cyril fent Information of the Infolence of the 
Jcjis, which had occafioned all this Tumult 5 and in the mean time, with the Gofpels in his 
Hand, offered to be reconciled to th6 Governor, whom he found inflexible in his Refentments, 
Upon this five hundred Monks came down in Arms from the Mountains ofNitria, and attack- 
ed the Governor as he was going to his Coach with a thoufand Reproaches, calling him Hea^ 
then and other Names. It was in vain for him to cry out he was a Chriftian, baptized at Cc//- 
fia7itinople ; for they ftraight fell upon him with a Shower of Stones, wounded him in the Head,- 
and covered him with Blood j and he would have periftied, if the People had not run to his 
Aflitlance. Amvicnins^ one of the Rioters, was feized, and tormented to Death 5 an Infor- 
mation v;as fent of the whole Affair to the Court, and in the mean time Cyril caufed carry the 
Body of Ammonius into one of the Chriftian Churches, where he praifed him as a Martyr. 
Jn another Tumult, Hypatia^ the Daughter of Theon the Philofopher, a learned Woman who 
taught a Platonic School at Alexandria^ was fallen upon as a Friend and Informer of Orefies 
the Governor, and miferably deftroyed. Thcfe things were done in the fourth Year of Cy- 
ril's Patriarchate, in' the Year of our JLord 415. Upon the whole, as I cannot with Mr. f^?- 
iandj in his Hypatia (js\ allow that this fliould be improven againft the Chriftian Religion^ 
which is purCy peaceable^ gentle^ eafy to be intreated^ full of mercy and good fruits j fo on the 
other hand 1 cannot vindicate the Jeivs who occafioned thefe Commotions, nor Cyrtl^ who 
pught not to have praifed a feditious Monk, nor to have puniflied, robbed, nor expelled the 
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.Jews out of the City, who were not under his Jurifdiftion. When Eccleliaftics begin to 
^meddle in civil Affairs, which do not belong to them, they ruin their own Reputation, and 
bring Reproach upon ^Religion, 

^ Leaving the Eaft, if we take a View of the State of the Jews in the Weftern Empire in 
the fifth Century, we may find the Government of the Emperor Ho^iorins £0 diflurbed with 
.Infurredlions and Tyrants, that he had fittle Leifure to think upon this Peopie : OnJy he 
.would not give any new Encouragements to this Religion, and therefore forbad the building of 
.Synagogues, and deprived the Jews of the Privileges of being Officers in the Militia, or Agents 
to raife Taxes in the Provinces, or Purveyors of Bread for Magazines and Armies, or Couriers 
of Princes, which Trufts they had formerly exerced, as they do at prefent in many States abroad 
He more ieverely reftrairied the Se€t of the CofZ/ro/^, or Wdrfliippers of tieaven, as they were 
called, who began to appear in his Reign. Some contend that they were Jews 5 others, that 
they were . Schiftnatics Irorn the Chriftian Church, who impugned the Sacraments, with the 
VJoi M^ and Veneration of God, very like the Donatifts in Afric, They continued but a fhort 
Time, and are little known. Honorius^ by a Law, bearing Date when himfelf was the eighth 
Time, and ^B'eodofius the third Time Conluls, (that is, in the Year of our Lord 409) order- 
ed, 7bat the CoeJicolsCi in the Limits of one Tear^ Jhouldyeturn to the Churchyjfi the IVorpnp 
end Veiieration of Qod^ as became Chrifiians (^z) j otherwife. thejfhoiild be animadverted upon con-' 
form to the Laws againfi Heretics., In the Time of this Emperor, who died in the Year o£ 
'our Lord 422, the jews were fo powerful at Port'^Mabon^ that they arrived at the Honour of 
Counts of the Empire, and to enjoy civil Dignities. 

-. Valeminzafz III. who fucceeded iyo«flri«j, came to be Emperor when he was but a Boy, 
"When he was of Age he confirmed the Jews at Rome^ and in the reft of the Empire under 
Ihis Obedience, in the Privileges they had formerly poifelled, and continued their Syna^ 
gogues that had been .built ifi the preceeding Reigns ; but at the fame Time he oppofed 
Innovations 5 and underftandlng that the Jews were building a Temple, he caufed it to bepuiv 
led down, and fined the Undertaker. When the Weftern Empire changed its Matters, by the 
Gotbs feifing on Jia/y, the Jews ftill found PrQte£);ion from thefe barbarous Kings. . STbeodo^ 
rick King of the Oftrogotbs in Italy ^ defended them againft the Infults of the People arid 
Church-men ; He often reprefemcd to theiii their exceffive Love of Riches^ while by deny- 
ing 6ur Saviour they loft eternal Happinefs 5 but would never compel them to embrace Chrit- 
ftianity by Violence. He maintained their Caufe againft the Citizens of Genoa^ and permitted 
thekii to rebuild thblk* Syhagogue there, provided C^) that they added no hew Ornaments to ib 
that were not therein before. Thus the Jewijh Afiairs Concluded in the fifth Century within 
the Roman Empire. 

. If we return to look into the State of the Jews ih the remoter Provinces of the Eaft 
at the fame Time, there we may find their Academies flourilhing under the Conduct of R. 
Jifce (Oj Compiler of the Talmud of Babylon. This City was the Place of hi* Nativity, biit 
he taught at Sora, He was elected Prefident of the Academy in the fourteenth Year of his 
Age : His Eledtors feero to have done him a greater Honour than they did to themfelvesj by 
giving a Child a Truft of their Traditions and Religion. They give him great Encomiums, 
otmoith bim^ fay they, 'mas found the Law ^ Devotion^ Humility and Magnificence^ four things 
never meeting together in one Ferfon but in himfelf - He invented a new Method of Inftrudti- 

bn J for inftead of fixing his t)ifciples conftantly to the College, and reading them Ledlures 
iali the Year over, he only did it in the Months of February ahd Augufi^ giving his Scholars a 
Treatife to read at home in the reft of the Year. At their Return they gave Account of 
fcheir Proficiency, were examined, difputied in his Prefence, and afi:erwards h^ rembved the 
difficulties that occurred to them by the Decifions of preceeding Do6lors. Ten Perfons were 
feated over againft him, feven whereof were called Princes of the Crowns^ whofe Office it 
was to paraprafe upon the Dictates of their Mafter, and to repete them to the Scholars whoie 
Number amounted to 2400. Thefe that diftinguiflied themfelves by their Diligence were 
jpraifed and rewarded. The Prefident made a Colledtion of all the Subjedts that had been 
handled, and from this the Babylonian Stalmud was compofed. Afce having taught in this 
Manner fixty Yearsi publifhed a Colleaion of his Decifions 5 but he died in the Year of ouc 
X-ord 427, before he had finifhed his Defigh. The Jews make Morimar his Siicceflbr 5 others 
fay that the Feet of R. Hovna haftnedj that is, this Matter was made Prefident of the Acade- 
my of Sora in R, Afce's Place : His Son T'hobiomi ^kexidtd the Thrbtie of his Father in the 
Year 455, and governed thirteen Years, during which this Nation enjoyed fo great Tranquil- 
lity that they called this Doftor thtvr daily Profperity. This is RabbinicaJ Stile, to give 
great Ideas of their Mafters, carefling them with magnificent Titles, tbo* they had been 
Teachers or only Ufters. of a School, and to call their Scholars Princes of the Crowns becaufe 
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thev had been in the uppermoft Clafs : And 'cis no Wonder that other Hiftorians mind no. 
thing of fuch petty Teachers. The finifhing of the was interrupted by R ^/c.'s 

/^Parh and efpeciallv bv a Perfecution which lalled feventy three Years, which was fp vio- 
'lent that the S'lbbath was taken away, that is, the Celebration thereof was forbidden, the Sy. 
Sogues were fliut up C^), the Holy Houfes yei:e given to the^iJ^^^^ and the principal 
nfaors of the Nation were made Prifoners. Ammar Mau AJce's Bifciple, and Huna his 
Son Prince of the Captivity, fuffered couragioufly 5 but the Youth more addidled to the Plea- 
fures of Life deferted their Religion, fo as Jfrael was in great Affiidtion towards the End ofthp 
S Century : But they refumed .Courage Toon afterwards. The was aGcomphfhed

6 8 T H E fixth Century commenced with the Perfecutions which the ten Tribes lufferedm 
the Eaft Cavade the Perfian^ .a violent and haughty Prince,^ who could not bear any Religion 
but his own, caufed many Chriftians to be ham-ftrung (^). He defigned to have forced the 7^ 
lerians to abandon Chriftianity but they fubmitted to the Ro77ia725 to. be protected, againft 
his Cruelties. We muft not then wonder that he tormented the Jezvs in his Bmpire ; and 
to this may be afcribed the frequent Alterations which happened among the Princes of the 
Captivity - for in lefs than fix Years we find, four of thefe pretended Princes fucceeding onea- 
nother CO- The Perfecution continued during the whole Reign otCavade, which was thirty 
Years Cbo/roes the Great was not more favourable to them than his Father, tho they had 
endeavoured to purchafe his Favour by betraying the Emperor Jnftiniati, He had fent Am. 
baffadors to negociate a Peace with th^Perfian ; but the Jews told Chofrqes that^f he would 
continue the War, they would furnilh him with fifty thoufand Men in Judea : He accepted 
their Offer ; but they being unable to perform what they had promifed, were put to great 
Hardfliips in C^) Perfia. Cbo/roes (hut up all their Academies, and we don t find that there 
was then any Prince of the Captivity, fince Zutra the fecond had been obliged to retire to > 
dea. where he lived in a mean Condition, far below what he would have enjoyed at Batyknii 
iie had been fuffered thert;. Hormijdas III. refiored them the Liberty they had loft ; for the 
Academy of P//»i^^/"?^ was opened, and the Dot^ors cdWtd Gaorss^ or Excellents, appeared. 
This Prince reigned only twelve Years 5 his rebellious Subjedls took him Prifoner, and his 
own Son Chofrofs II. deprived him of his Life by Baftinado. Varame^ who had been his Fa- 
therms Enemy, expelled this young Prince out o£ Perjla, having defeated his Army. He^aso 
blieed to throw hirafelf into the Hands of the Romans, Mauritius^ then Emperor ct 0)f2pn' 
tincpie lent him Troops and Officers, by whofe Affiftance he feveral Times fought and at 
leneth overcame Vcirame^ who had got a confiderable Party in the State, and behaved himfelf 
V'ith great Bravery. The Je'-JDS were in the Intereft of this Ufurper. This faithlefs^ refilefs, 
imperfoiis^ iealons^ covetous, 'and implacable Nation, faith a Greek Hiftorian CO5 "^^^^ tbenfo fo-Ji- 
erf III in Perfia, as to raije the People againft their Princes, and to fortify the Kehels, becauje 
they had amaffed prodigious Wealth, and were prodigioufly multiplied, Qbofroes gaining the Vi- 
aory revenged this Treachery with their Blood. Thofe of Antioch, a Syrian City built by 
Cbojroes's Father, fell firft into the Hands of a Roman General, who put abundance oit\itm 
to the Sword, deftroyed others by different Punifhments, and reduced the reft to a miferable 
Slavery. But Cbofroes being refettled in his Throne, was reconciled to them, and employed 
them to ferve his own Defigns, This Prince, who delighted in War, gave it out that he took 
Arms to revenge the Death of his Benefaftor, upon Pbocas who had killed him 

and made himfelf Mafter of his Empire. Thus a heathenifh King detefired the Injuftice, Mur- 
der and Ufurpation pradlifed by a Chriftian, and which Pope Gregory the Great ftirred up and 
praifed. The Perfian broke into Syria and Judea, where he made terrible Execution. He 
returned again in the Reign of the Emperor Heraclius, about the Year of our Lord 615 (//• 
He feems to have had a Correfpondence with the jew • for upon his being Mafter otJetW- 
Jem, he delivered to their Hands all the Chriftian Prifoners, whom they bought to fatisfy their 
Hatred, by unmercifully murdering them j for 'tis faid ninety thoufand Perfons penflied by 

their Hands on this Occafion. . 

If we look to the State of the J^ws in the Ro7mn Empire in the fixth Century, we may 
obferve that the Emperor Juftinia/i took Pleafure in making Decifions and Laws concern- 
ing Religion. John the Schoolman in his Reign, made a Colleftion of Edifts called AW^J- 
cano?2, which was to ferve as a Rule for Bifhops. The Chriftians complain that 
Power againft the Church, and reproach the Bifhops for fuffering him to do it. The 
have no lefs Ground of Complaint 5 for he enafted Laws and executed them by military J^orce 
againft them. Procopius C^) fays, that he forbad them to celebrate their Paffoveron a u^J 
diiierent from the Chriftians 5 but their Calculations differing,- (Jov the Jews rehgiouUy o&- 
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Serving the. foiirteenth Day of the Moon, the Feaft rarely happened on the fame Day) thi* 
then feemed to be a depriving them of Liberty to keep it at alJ, efpecialiy lince he amerced 
thofe in great, Fines who did eat the Pafchal Lamb. . Hedlfo prohibited Magiftrates to receive 
the Teftimony of y^^^^-^. againft Chriftians^ and deprived the former of their natural Right in 
making Wills and Donations. There were none but Labourers among the Sainaritans whole 
Children were allowed to inherit their Fathers Goods. Some add, that he ordered their 
Children to bs catechifed from two Years old and upwards^ the more efieftually to advance 
their Converilon , but this is not ampng Jttftinim'^ Novels. Finally, he deprived them 
of the publi'ck Exercife of their Religion in Africa for he gave Orders to the Praefedl of 
the Ffcetorium there C^)j f^^ff^^ Hereticks to baptife^ to fiut up the Synagogues^ or to 
change them into Chrijiian Churches^ a J2d forbidding tbff.Jc\v$ to meetiu Caves^ and perform Ser** 
'vice after their Way-^ becaufe the Impious JJjould ffot be fuffered to do holy A6is of Keligion^ 
This Reafon of the pdift feems abfurd. However, hence we learn, that the Jews were then 
an a low Cafe in feveral Parts of the Empire. The JLaw was executed at Boriim a. City of 
Africa, which bounded Pentapolis on the Weft-fide. Here the Jews for Ibme Time lived 
peaceably, becaufe no imperial Colie<5lor came thither to gather Taxes 5 and there they had a 
ftately Temple, the Foundation whereof they referred to the Reign of Solomon ib\ lignifying 
that they had a Settlement there for a long Time. Jiiftinian undertook the Converfion of that 
Place as well as of Aigula^ where Heathenifm ftill fubfifted. Hefucceeded in his Defign j the 
^ews and Heathens embraced Cliriftianity 3 the Synag<5gue or Temple befcame a Church, and 
the Emperor caufed the City to be wailed, to make it more fafe. Evagriits relates (O fome 
Stories of miraculous-like Converfions made about the Year of our Lord ^'30, by ont Simeon o£ 
Emefa^ a Man who behaved not with the Rules of common Prudence : But fince learned Men 
queftion the Reality of the Fadts, I fhall not infift on them. In the fame Reign of Jufiinian^ 
the Jews made feveral Infurred:ions, of which one was caufed by a falfe Meffiab named 'Julian^ 
who appeared in Palejiine^ and deluded the People by the Title of a Conqueror. He ftirred up 
the credulous Mob to arm themfelves, and fail unexpectedly upon the Chrillians fo as to com-^ 
init a great Slaughter. The Emperor's Troops ran to the Relief of the Opprefled j and in « 
little Time difperfed the Rebels, who wanted Experience. Their Leader was taken and put 
$0 Death, which ended the Affair. There was another Difturbance in the Year 555 at Qcefa^ 
reay where the Samaritans and Sf^-fj tho* Enemies to one another, united againft the Chrifti- 

ans in that City j they pulled down the Churches, murdered many, and killed the Governor in. 
his Palace, whofe Wife efcaping, informed the Emperor, who gave fpeedy Qd^ Orders to Ada'* 
^lantius his Deputy in thofe Parts, to take Cognizance of the Affair, and punifh the Guilty. Irt 
Profecution of which Orders, thejews being convi^l of cruel Violence, the Deputy confifca-i 
ted the Eftates of the rich, put to flight a great Number of the Mutineers who had a Share in 
the Adlion, and took oif the Heads of others. The Execution was fb bloody, as it made all 
the jews of that Country to tremble^ and retained the Seditious in Obedience. 

In Italy the Jews declared moft loudly againfl: Juflinian and Belifarius when he befleged 
Naples, This famous General having recovered Africa to the Emperor'^ Obedience, and van*, 
quifhedthe Vandals^lti the Triumph decreed for hiito at Confiantinople for thete great Vi&o^ 
ries, brought out the facred Veflels of the Temple at Jerufalerriy which Titus had carried td 
KomCy and Gezeric had carried away when he plundered that great City, This Sight, which 
revived the Remembrance of the taking oijerufalem^ and the Ruin of its Temple, difturbed 
the Jews at Confiamiuople j fo fhat one of them cried out CO> ^^^fr precious Things can't be 
preferved in any other Place than in that where Solomon jconfecrated them for this Reafoft 
Gezeric Rome, and the Komms feized the Country of the Vandals. This being reported 
to the Emperor^ he believing the Jewifh Prophet^ fent off thefe facred Veffels to the T'emple of the 
Chrifiians at Jerufalem. But they are not now to be found, as hath been formerly (/) obfer** 
ved. Belifarius^ upqn carrying the War into Italy^ belieged Naples with great Vigour j and 
the Jews valiantly defended that Part of the City that lay towards the Sea 5 and being per* 
fuaded that they could have no Quartersj fihce they were the principal Caufe of the Refi- 
ftance, they fought like defperate Men till the City was.taken^ and then moft of them were 
put to the Sword (^). Jtiftin fucceeded his Uncle Jufiinian^ afcending the Throne in the 
Year of our Lord 565. Hiftorians fay ^h\ That he bought a fine Synagogue of the Jews at? 
'O>nftantinoph^ and turned it to a Ghriftian Church, Mauritius came to be Emperor In the 
Y^ar 586, under him the enjoyed Tranquillity and Eafe zt^Conftantinople i Perhaps the 
Avarice of this Prince contributed to it ; for his Temper enabled them to purcfaafc thei? 
Peace and Liberty^ without any great Difficulty. 

§ 9. MAHOMED that grand Impoftor appeared at the Beginning of the leventh Qcn^ 
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Turv • The Jews and heretical Chriftians are accufed to have furnilhed him with that Syftem 
of his Religion, which was afterwards diffufed by Force of Arms over feveral Parts of the 
World But I do not go upon the Life and Anions of Mabomet, nor upon the Evidences of 
the Impiety of his Religion, which 1 have difcourfed of in another Effay Now I only no- 

tice feme Things which concern the Hiftory of the Jews. They were very powerful in Jra. 
hia Darticularlv in Hegiafa^ which Name figniRes Separation, becaufe it feparates between The 
Deylf^Tt^^^ without belonging to either There the 5*.^^. had FortrefTes, 

Caftles, Armies and Captains, when Mahomet laid the Foundation of his En>pire. They being 
Xxled with the Viaories he boafted of, and with his Pretences to be a Me£iah^ followed him 
Tb^ • vea the Jrabiam boaft that the Je:jus fent twelve Perfons of their Body to inft rud him 
in their Relieion, and to join with him in compoGng his Jkoraf:, tho 1 cannot eafiiy recon- 
cile this K.;lth the Mabometau^ Pretenfions, that this Book was dilated to their Prophet by the 
Angel Gabriel 9 and indeed *tls no great Honour to their Prophet to be the Author of fo con- 

fufed a Medley as is there contained. ^ a t- -d • ^ c v 

The misht of Ma boprst from Mecca to Medina gives the Jrabtafjs a new Period for calcu- 

latine Time, which coincides in its Commencement with the 622d Year of the Chnftian ^ra. ■ 
After this they made great Cohque'fts 5 and the in the Eaft univerfally changed their 

Mafters. Omar the fecond Calif took Damafcus, notwithftandlng all that Heracltus the 
Gr^ek Emperor could do for its Relief. He conquered Syria^ and entred Jerujalew vjhftXQ 
he pulled down the Chriftian Temples CO^ fet up Mabomera?i Mofques. ^ About the 653d 
Year of the Chriftian ^r^,he fubdued the Perfians^ having routed Ijdtgerdes m ieveral Battles. 
He pufhed his Conquefts into Egypt^ where he reduced Alexandria to his Ooediente. Other 
Califs extended the Saracen Doihinions into other Parts. But without enlarging on their Hi. 
ftorv, let us tonfider the Condudtof the Jews 'm this ^feat Revolution. /Tis alferted bjr their 
own Hiftorians C^, iThat they rejoiced at the Ruinot the Ferfian Empirfe, becaufe Jfdtgerdei 
and other Princes of that Race had perfecuted them with great Cruelty. Their Synagogues 
were given to the Magiy their Academies ihut up, and many of their great Men cut off: Yea, 
they are accufed not only of rejoicing at the Saracen Conquefts, but alfo of aflbciating wjth 
thefe InfideU of taking on their Mark, and encburaging them to carry Arms into the Em- 
pire Bede complains of it (fX and compares it tp the Friendftiip between Herod and Fonti. 
us Pilate 5 tho' one would think the Saracetis had Inclination enough to enlarge their Domi- 
nions by Dppreffion and plundering their Neighbours, and did not need any others to prompt 
them to it. 'Tistrue the Je'ivs highly extol the Humanity of the Mabcfnetans ^viho condem- 
ned the Violence offered to Confcience, and reftored them to the free Exercife of their Religi- 
on. They lived peaceably under the firft Caliphs, and had their Acaderiaies open j for Chani* 
w^'eoverned that of jSIabardeai,\M\Q Mahomet was founding his Empire. Chana^ one of the 
Excellents caught at Pundebita, in the Reign of Omar (g) j Mar Rabba another Excellent fuc- 
iceeded him, while Cba?jina Snrfatis^ the Son of Calipta^ taught at Sora. They gained by the 
Difputes which the Saraceni had among themfelves, and flourifhed InEgypt^ where the Omnu- 

des had made themfelves Mafters. 

Tho' the Mahometans had made great Conquefts in Syria^ Egypt, Perfia^ Arabia^ and in the 
Eaftern Part of the World in the feventh Century, yet the Koman Empire ftili fubfifted at 
'Confta72ti72opl€ j and if we look into the State of the Jews in thefe Parts, we may find, that in 
the Beginning of this Age, vyhen Phocas mounted the Throne, by afTalTinacing his Mailer 
Mauritius, and murdering his Children, the Jews in Syria finding themfelves powerful e- 
nough at Autiocb^ laid hold of this Opportunity, and armed againftthe Chriftians, The Sedi- 
tion was general 5 they fought refolutely on both Sides : But the Jew^ being the ftronger Par- 
ty, killed a great many Chriftians, and burnt others in their Houfes which they had leC 
on Fire (^J. Anafiapns theBiftiop of that Place was dragged from his Seat along the Streets^ 
and after a thoufand Indignities done him, they threw him in the Fire and burnt him. i^oQ- 
cas, tho' a Tyrant would not pardon fuch Barbarity. He fent Bonofus his Lieutenant to ^z- 
tiocby who not being able to perfuade the Jeivs to lay down their Arms, defeated them by his 
Troops with a great Slaughter 5 the Prifoners were executed, maimed, and banilhed the City. 

About the Year 606, the Jews found Means to re-eftablifh themfelves in the Ifle ^^p^l^^^^ 
where they became numerous and formidable, notwithftanding the Emperor fZr^T/^w s EdiCt 
about 488 Years before this CO forbidding them, fo much as Travellers, to touch that lUana. 
Leontius Bifhop of Naples publiflied an Exhortation to reduce them into the Chriftian Churcn, 
of which we have a Fragment remaining in the A6ts of the fecond Council of Nice (JO : But 
will not affirm that it is genuine, fince none was ever fo bold as to publifh falfe Pieces as tnat 
Council, their only Aim being to gather all that they could, right or wrong, for their i^^^^

The Emperor Herac/ins came to the Throne about the Year of our Lord 6io. He chan-- 
^ed the Countenance of the Empire and of the neighbouring Kingdoms towards the Jews^ by- 
declaring himfeJf their Enemy. . Coming to Tiberias he found there one Benjamin a Jew^ fo 
rich, as to haye been abie to fupply the Army and Court with Provifions out of his own 
Stock 5 but being a mortal Enemy to the. Chriftians, he often embroiled and perfecuted them. 
BeracUus being informed of the whole, and hot loving the Nation, notwithftanding the 
Services that he had received from this Man, cited him before him, and asked the Reaibn of 
his unjuft Proceedings againft the Chriftians ? To which he anfwered, ^hat be bated tbem^ 
Ipec'aufe they "were Enemies to his Keligion (Ji^. But the Emperor fo powerfully exhorted, and fo 
effectually convinced him of his £rror,that he was perfuaded to be baptifed ; And to puniih the 
whole Nation, he banifhed them from forbidding them to approach within three, 

jviiles of that Place. The Predidlion of a Sooth-layer gave him greater Provocation, wh<> 
told him, ^bat the Empire wpuld 'be rtihwd by a ciTcnmcifed Nation 5 and mAQcd the Saracens-^ 
who were circumcifed as well as the Jbws^ overturned the Empire. 

Heradiits not content to perfecuce them in his own Terrrtories,carried his Zeal to the neigh- 
touring Kingdoms j for he wrote to France to oblige them to be converted ^ and addrefled 
himfelf alfoto tyr/tf^/rf? King of Spain^a. profperous Prince^ who had gained many Vidlories over 
the Kcmans^ and extended his Conquefts far as PortttgaL The Affairs of the Empire were 
then in lb wretchtd d Pofture, that this Etnperbrwas glad to make Propofals of Peace tb him 5 
one of which was, That the Jews Jhould be expelled out 0/ Spain j which Sifebut granted, for- 
cing them to depart from the Dominions of the Gotbs^ or quite their Religion., They addreC- 
fed the Court weeping (^cy^ and offered Money to theMinifters toftop the terfecution. But 
the King told them, that he was obliged to make them be baptifed ^ and if they were Makers, 
they would not fail to force the Chriftians to embrate their Religion. At laft weary of rea- 
foning, he made the principal Men among them Prifoneb, where they languilhed a long Time* 
hom^ abandoned their Religion tb avoid Punlfhment, others retired into France^ where He-^ 
racliits caufed them to be profecuted. Jfidoms of Scvil (rf), one o£Si/ebut*s great Admirers^ 
condemned his Zeal, who inftead of imprinting Faith on the Hearts of this Pedple^ comman-r 
ded it under fevere Punifhment. The fame Ifiiote^ at thfe Head of the fourth Council of 
S^oledo^ held in the Year of our Lord 632, made feverai Regulations concerning the Jews ^ 
for there we find it ena^cd (0» ^hat no Body Jbotild be forced to believe^ fince God ]?atb . 
^ercy on whom be will have Mercy^ and whom be will he hardfietb j that if any jew Dote^ 
againfi or condemn the Chrifiian Faith^ beJIsaU he (ecliided from the Cbriftian Cbttrcb, Jews 
^&o have made a Profeffion of Qbriftianity^ if they pra6fife Circimc'ifion^ or other Jewifh Kites^ 
JhaU be corredfed by the Pope's Anthority, If the Children of Jews be, baptifed^ they fhal^ ke fe-m 
parated from the Company of their Parents : Nortnufi their b apt i Jed Children be feclnded front 
their Inheritance^ even tbo^ the Parent Iboiild he an Apoftate 5 for the Son mnft not bear the Ini^ 
quity of the-Father with other Canons of the like Nature ; for they reprobate the 7efii?nony 
of the jews, who prevaricate in the Faith • and decree, ubat the Jews may not enjoy pub'lick, 
Offices^ nor keep Chrifiiah Servants. The fixth Council of^oledoy und^r King Chintildy in the 
Year 638, in Opppfition to the Jews(f)fiommend the King^ who was enfiamed with aperfecti^ 
ting Zealy and bl'ejs God for having given him aSoulfofuUof.tVifdom^and Jo inflamed with the. 
Ardour of Faith. _ ^hey ratified the Law that this Prince hud made to bani'Jb all the Jews out of 
tis Kingdom : And finally that no King for the future jjyould afcend the ^rone^ till te hadt'akefz 
an Oath never to violate this Law^ and threaten him with Anathema maranatha if he broke it» 
Ic feems that Ifidore of Sevzl vvas now dead, qr that the Prelates were very inconftant, leap- 
ing from Moderation into Violence. The Vifigoth Kings auth9rifed the Severity by a Law^ 
givin*g this for their Reafon, ^hai the violent take the kingdom ff Heaven by force. The 
eighth Council of iSTo/^^o, in the Year ,653, made further Decrees .concerning them 5 and Jnli'-^ 
an o£^o7edo^ finding that the yews who turnepl Chriftians only idiflemblecij wrote againft them^ 
proving that the Mej}iab p'romifed in the Old Tefta'meqt is come. . He asked them, IVbere 
was. their promijed Landj fince they are driven nut of it ? ijf^ we Ipok^ {kid he, for the Kingdont 
of the Jews there is nofacb ^bing. We took for their Aftar^ and there is_nQne to be found ^ for 
their Priefthood^ altd difcove'r it m where. ^ Where are the ^Sacrifices? 1^6 boiy AnJ^saers^ 
becaufe all thefeithings are abolijhed^ as Daniel foretold. , . 

. They were not much eafier in France thuii in Spain ^ But they com tnonly brbufiht the Ml- 
feries upon themfclves. When this Kingdom changed her Mailers, the Romans being expel^ 
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led and the Vffigotbs depreffed by the Franks^ the Jews laid hold on this Revolution to make 
their Way into feveral Places where they had no Settlements before 5 for after C/ovis I. Kings 
and Councils in France made many Regulations concerning them. Lnnel^ a City in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Montpelier^ and Nifmes became one of the moft famous Academies of the fews in 
the Weft. Benjamin Studela affirms^thac the Doftors maintained their Scholars ali the Time 
they ftaid in the College, and fupplied them with Clothes. If this be true they were very libe- 
tal. 'Tis faid among them that Solomon the Son IJaac or farki was from this Place called 
the Ltiuatick^ others affirm that he was oi^royes in Cbampeigne. The Chriftians do not like his 
Commentaries, becaufe he hath filled them with ^almndick Notions. Dagobert King of France^ 
about the Year of our Lord 630, at the Defire of Heraclius Emperor ac Confiantiuople^ de- 
dared he would not fuffer the yeias in his Kingdom, unlefs they became Chriftians (iz). 
The King notwithftanding his Debauches, embraced this eafy Occalion to pleafe the People, 
and to give a Teftimony of his Zeal. The Clergy approved the Refolution 5 and it was ex- 
. lecuted with a great deal of Rigour. Some fufiered the Hardfhips of a fecond Flight; for 
they had come into France to avoid Sifehufs Perfecution In Spain : Others yielded to the Ten- 
tation, and preferred Diffimulation to Bani/hment. The Sequel of their Hiftory we fiiall 
have afterwards. 
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CHAP. IX. 

The Hiftory of the Di/perjions of the Jews in the Eafi and 
Weft, from the eighth to the eighteenth Century, 'with 
fome Occurrences to the prefent Time, 

TH E Converfion of the King of Cozar makes one of the moft confiderable E- 
vents in the Jewijh Hiftory- They place this Prince in the eighth Century, 
and tell, that after he had examined all Religions, he determined himfelfin 
favour of that of Mofes. The Dialogue pretended to have been publiflied be- 
tween him and a "Jew hath been printed and publiflied by the learned 'Join 
Bnxtorf the Son, in Hehrcji^ with a Latin Verlion and Notes, at Bajil^ in 
the Year i66o. The Author of the Book was one R. Jehndab Hallevi^ the 
Son Saul Aben ^ybon (tz). Halievi was a Spantjis Poet, who compofed this Dialogue iny^- 
rahic'^ont the Year of our Lord 11 40, from whence it was tranflated into Hebrew, After 
writing the Book, he refolved to make his Journey into the holy Land. Upon fight oijsrii* 
falem he tore his Cloaths, and continued his Pilgrimage bare-footed, finging a Song of his o>Vn 
making, with thefe Words of the Pfalmift, ^hy fervants think upon the Jfones thereof i till a 
Mahometaji^ taking him for a Madman, killed him in the fiftieth Year of his Age. 

The Book of Ot/W, now before me, explains feveral Articles of the fewijh Religion, and 
hath feveral DigreiTions on their Theology, Philology, Philolbphy, Cahbalijiic and other ' Af- 
fairs, in 386 Pages, and is not unprofitable to thofe who defire to be acquainted with their 
Matters. But the Q^ueftion is. Where the Kingdom of'Cozar lies, and if the Fadls there related 
concerning it be real or not ? Bttxtorf^ after a large Enquiry into this Point, and after fuppo- 
fing that it may be in Perfia^ taken from Cofroes^ which Name was born by feveral Kings of 
that Country, adds C^), Bnt it is a Wonder^ that a Kingdom faid to he fo large^ fo flourifhing 
and rich^ jhoiild be known by no jeafaring Man^ no Mercbanty no STrazeUer^ who have feefi af^^ 
defcrihed ail Parts of the habitable tp'orld. If the Emperors Conftantmople have had fo great 
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Commerce with this. Kingdom^ if -their AmbaffadoTs were fent to it^ if it 'bad Wars with its 
Neighbours^ or afjifted them againfi the Turks and Saracens ^ ''dohy do no A^mals make mention 
thereof? ^he Jews 72eed not glory in this preteftded Kingdom^ as if the Sceptre of Judah didfiib-^ 
Jift there ; for^ even according to this Author^ the Subjects of the King of Cdzar were not Jews^ 
nor of the Pofterity of the ten ^rihes^ but Profelytes of the Pofierity of Japhech. Yea there is 
no Evidence of the Reality of the Faft, fave Tradition without Proof ^ as rhay further appear 
from the Book it felf, where the Sum of the Story is : ^bat the King of Cozar, about the Tear 
74O5 refolved to acquaint himfelf with aU Religions^ in order to chufe the beft^ being fo deter^ 
mined by a Dream. He was a devout Prince^ and facrificed to falfe Gods^ with an upright 
Heart, But an Angel ^dvertifed bimy tbat bis Devotions were not acceptable ^ whereupon^ to 
fleafe the Deity^ he held Conferences with a Philofopher^ a Chriftian and a Mahometan, all in 
a -very little ^ime, and in 'very few Words. Dif liking all thefe Keligions^ be fent for a Jew, 
for whom at firfi he had a vafl Contempt, But Sangari (for this was the Kabbin's Name ivbo 
difputed with the Kiftg') foon perfuaded him tbat Judaifm was the beft of all Keligzons. He ifi-* 
fifted much upon the Preference God gave the Jews, who can no wore be compared with other 
People^ how devout foever thefe he^ than a dead Image with a living Body. He maintained 
tbat Judea was fnperior to all other Cotintries in the World^ becanje Adam was created zn ity 
and buried there in Abraham'^ Sepulchre (^). This Author muft have been ill acquainted with 
the Situation of the terreftrial Paradife, to place our firft Parents in Jhdea, However he adds, 
^at the Difpute tbat arofe between Cain and Abel proceeded from their Defire each of them to 
have the holy Land for their Share. Cain wejit out from the Face of God 5 that is^ from Judea. 
By thefe and the Uke Arguments the Kabi?in convinced the King of Co2;ar i who departed pri~. 
mately^ with the General of his Army^ and arrived at certain Mountains ih a Defcitt near the 
Sea ; where the Night fiirprifiitg tbera^ they' found Jews keeping the Sabbath j .before whom the 
King and his General abjured their own Keligion^ and being circu^ncifedy returned to their Ca-m 
pitai. thereafter the whole Nation embraced J ndaiCro. This Story was told, two hundred and 
fifty Years after the Fa€t happened, to Cbafdai 3 Spanifh Rabbin 5 and long after that was 
written, or rather invented by Judah Halievi. What can be liker a Fable And the Misfbr- 
tyne of all is, that all Pains to find out the Kingdom are fruitlefs. Befijdmin of tudela^ a 
yew^ who travelled over the World in the cwcUch Century to try out his own Nation^ could 
difcover no Footfteps of this Kingdom j and no other Traveller could ei^er get a Sight of it. 
* § 2. T o find out what really happened to the Jews in the eighth and liinth Centuries, we 
may obfer\e their State in the Dominions of the Saracens^ which were by this Time very 
far extended. Abdalmel'ec was Calif of the Saracens about the Year 70.5. He is faid to have 
had fuch a ftinking Breath, as to kill Flies with it j and his Avarice was fb exorbitant, that 
nothing would content it. He was a violent Enemy to the ShOl of Ali^ and puihed his Con- 
quefts as far as Spain^ triumphing where-ever he carried the Terror of his Arms. In the 
Height of his Vidlories he preferved a great Moderation, neither perfecucing Jews nor Chri- 
ftians. He allowed the former their Academies and Privileges, and would nor take from the 
latter one of their Churches, at DamafcuSy which they had refufed him, but left them in the 
peaceable Enjoyment thereof. Valid the eldelt of lixteen Sons fucceeded his Father. Tho' he 
reigned but nine Years, he conquered many Provinces. Spain^ Sardz72i ay with Majorca and 
Minorca were reduced to his Obedience 5 and his Troops penetrated into the Narbonefe GauL 
He was fo bad a Scholar, that he could never learn Arabic ^ and had fo little Regard to the 
Chriftians, that he eredled a JVIonument at Damafcus upon the Ruins of a Church, and biiilt a 
Mofque at Jerufalem (Jb'). Neverthelefs, under him and feveral of the futceeding Calift the Jews 
enjoyed great Tranquillity, particularly in the Reign o€Almanzor, who was a Man of Letters, 
and drew to his Court the moft learned Men of his Timei. The Jews took ■ Ad vantage of 
thefe Circutuftances to bring their Academies into new Reputation. R. Jofepb and Samuel^ 
the Excellent s^ prefided at Pundebita. Doraits^ znothev Excellent^ with A^^ani as and Mahha^ 
fucceeded them, frdm'the Year of our Lord 740 to 770. - There were likewife two famous 
Men at the Head of the Academy, of J'or^, the one called Judah the Son ot-Nachman^ and the 
other Judah the Son oi Outhrinceus, Some Writers (O aflerr, that the firft: of thefe was Au* 
thor of the Book called ^he great Leffons ^ which others attribute to Simeon Keiara, It was 
received with fo great Applaufe, that Judah called 'I'he great Light^ becaufe he was blind, 
made an AbflracSl thereof ^ which was approved by another great Doftor of the fame Century, 
R. Mari^ whom they called ^be Light of the Eyes^ becaufe he had loft his Sights for under 
fuch honourable Titles they cover their Imperfedlioris. 

Giafar a Saracen^ firnamed ^he Juft^ who lived about the 770 Year of the Chriftian ^ra^ 
heavily affliiTced the Jews of Arabia -and Per^a, He was the fixth of the Imams : So the Ma---, 
hometans in thofe Parts call their fupreme Pontiff^ who prefides over the Molques 5 and give 
him a temporal as well as a Ipiritual Authority. He made an Order, ^bat both Jews and 
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Thriflians who ttitn Mummen Jhonld be file Heirs thetf I^amtlyi which LaW being exa(5^1y 
Executed, it caufed a great many Children to apoftatife, that by fo doing they might luccecd 
tn fuch iftates as they could hot obtain in a lawful Way. Ahnan%or diedj having reigned 
twenty two Years. His Son Mobadi fucceeded in the 777^^ Year of our Lord-, and was as li- 
beral as his Father was covetous, Jpending fix Millions of Gold Crowns in one Pilgrimage to 
Mecca havine conveyed thither Snow and Ice, which furpnfed the Inhabitants, who had ne^ 
x;pr feen anv before. "He obliged the Emprefs Irefie to pay him a Tribute of fevfenty thoufand 
Gold Crowns to be free of the Incurfions of the Arabians^ who gave her troublefome Vifits 
even to the Gates of Confimtimple, He was an Enemy to the Jews^ compelling them either 
to embrace his Religion, or wear a Badge to diftihguifli them from the Mahometans, He fenc 
^bafeas one of his Captains, with this Commiffion 5 which he executed with great Severity. 
The Chriftians boaft that they withftood this General, and product a long Catalogue of Mar- 
rvrs who fuffered on this Occafion : But whether the Jews^ who invoke neither Saints nor 
Marcvrs were unconcerned to tranfmit their Names to Pofterity 5 ot whether they were guiU 
tv of a Weaknefs common to them, of yielding to^avoid Perfecution, it does not appear by any 
of their Monuments that they flopped the Execution of Mohadz s Orders. In his Reign ap- 
peared the Impoftor Haliem, firnamed Burka^ or Mask^ who is faid C^) to have been a Jem 
Cv Birth or at leaft he borrowed from them the Notion of the Sbecbznab, or the Divinity 
reftins upon the ancient Prophets, pretending that the fame refted upon him. With this fool- 
ifhOoinion he deceived a great many, whom he caufed wear a white Habit, to diftinguilh 
them from the Followers Mi, who wore black. Having loft one of his Eyes in a Battle^ 
he ufed a gilded Mask on his Face, to conceal the Deformity : But his Difciples mainiained 
that he did it with the fame Defign as Mofes, that he might not dazle the Eyes of Beholders 
with the Majefty of his Countenance. He had the Art, 'tis faid, every Night to produce a 
luminous Body like the Moon, from the Bottom of a Well, which diffufed its Light ^t theDi- 
ftance of feme Miles. At laft he went into the Field at the Head of an Army : But one of 
Mohadi's Generals purfued him^ and he was obliged to retire to a Fortrefs that was almoft in- 
acceffible- Finding himfelf befieged, he poifoned all his Aflbciates, and burnt their Bodies, 
and afterwards threw himfelf imo a great Tub Aqua fort is, in the Year of our Lord 77 9^ 
Drefumine that it would be believed he was returned to Heaven, becaufe his Body could not 
be fbund And he maintained the foolifh Opinion of the Tranfmigration of Souls. But a 
Woman who had hid herfelf to avoid Death, difcovcred the Secretj and In the Aqnafortit 
they found the Hair of the Impoftor unconfumed. 

Aaron firnamed ^he Ju.fi fucceeded to the Calif fliip after the Death of his Brother* Mohadi^ 
in the 786th Year of the Chriftian Mra, and was one of the greateft of the Arabian Princes. 
Cbarlemaisrn made an Alliance with himj thinking it his Intereft to fecure fo powerful a Friend 
in the Eaft, that with the better Succefs^he might carry on his Conquefts in the Weft. Ifaac 
a Jew was the principal Perfon entrufted with this Embafly 5 and the Sarace^i Prince by 
this new Alliance became fo bold as to pufli his Conquefts near the Gates of Conftantmplei 
Under his Government the Jews enjoyed fo profound a Tranquillity, as made their Synagogues 
and Academies to flourifti. His Son Amin fucceeded him about the Beginning of the ninth 
Century - but was fo weak a Prince, and fo addifted to bis Pleafures, as to negleft State-ai-. 
fairs His Brother Maimoun revolted againft him, and was fo fuccefsful as to afcend the Throne 
in the Year of our Lord 827. He was a Prince eminent for great Aftions j and being a Lo- 
ver of Learning, endeavoured to bring it into Efteem with , the Arabians, by caufing the belt 
Books of the Jews to be tranflated into that Language. This created fome Trouble to this 
Prince by his own People, who were already uneafy to fee their black Habits changed into 
green, the black being the Colour of the Abajftdes, and the green that of the Onmiades, the 
flucceffprs of Aly. Majhalla, an eminent Jewijb Aftronomer, appeared at his Court with great 
l^eputation. He had been known before to Alman%or^ and had feen feven Califs on the Throne ; 
but he principally diftinguifhed himfelf in the Reign of Maimoun^ who had a great Regard lor 
him. In the fame Reign the famous Impoftor Mouffa^ the Son of Amram^ affefled to make a ti- 
eure, afferting that he was Mofes the great Jewiflo Legiflator, whom God had miraculoufly railett 
Irom the Dead; iFinally, The E»cellents continued to render famous the Academies oX Ciora 
and Pundehita. We have a Catalogue of the Heads of thefe Houfes by a J^^a'i/Z^ Ghronologer 
tOs and I find the fame inferred in Hottinger\ Ecclefiaftic Biftory Qd) 5 but as it confifts only 
in a bare Lift of Names we know little of, it is. not necelTary to infert the fame here. -C^^^' 
^nonn. when he died, preferred his Brother Motajfem to his own Son Abbas j and the la«er not 

3f Fidelity to his Uncle, but obliged all his Party to do the fame. ^^^^Y.

'ceive the Jlcorau, Motarkely who fucceeded him in the Year 846, detiared likewife agaiufl the 
'^ews^ for he ot-dered ev^ry.Man of tHeili v/ithi'n'his Empire tp wear a leathern Girdle' as a hi-ark 
ofDiftlnft ion j he excluded them from all OiEces . of the Divaii arid CJoVecnment, by which it 
Teems, they had been admitted to fuch Pofts before j he forbad them to-have iron Stirruis at 
their Sadies, or to. ride upon Horfes,. permitting them only the Ufa of Afles and Mules ; Yei 
ie ftigmatized them with Marks of Infamy 5 and^ which was of the worft Corife^uence, hisli^aw 
fpre^d it felf not only through his own, but through neighbouring Dominions, and is obferved' 
at this. Day in many Plates of the "tufkijh Empire. ■■ . In the Reign of this C^lif a ^Faaion wa4-' 
kindled ia one of "the Je'wtjh Academies. Mm^ctem the Son of Jofepb^ aboiit the Year of 
our Lord 861, one 6£ the Excellent being fole Prefident at Vmdehtta^ -the People g^l^e him a 
Partner caWed Mattbatias. He looking on him as a Cptepetitor, • could ntot b'eai- it^ and 
Ji'encfe violent Difputes ai^ofe : But at laft Mendcbem icarrie'd it. He died-tWb Years after^ |ea- 
-ving the Place and Authority to Matthattar, who enjoyed it a longer Time. • MotarkelMhe 
Galif became very brueJ^ tormenting and killing many of his SubjedVs with an ifon Stove. . Hit 
Vizier died by that Engine, and his own Son Mont^eir had a Trial of it j. who being wearied 
with thefe HardihipSj killed his Father : But he was not long Gainer by this Parricide, be- 
ing tormented by. cutting- Remorfes, . His Brother Motbas was as unfortunate as he^ fot- the 
.^turks and Egypians revolting from him, tho* uhder Pay, entred into his Palacey dragged him 
from his Throne, and put him ^o Death. Mofbadr^ AVho.fucceeded hihi, wiis foon deprived 
by Mo't'hawed, ft . weak Man, addi£l?d to Pleafures, but governed by his Brother and Nephew. 
In his Tinie Egypt was difmembred from the Calif (hip, and Mot hatned died in the YearSpi. * 

Having feeh the State of the Jews in the Dominions of the Saracens during the ieighth and 
ninth Centuriels, I lhall next confider their Condition in the Koman Empire^ and iri IfalyL 
Spaw, Gertnany and Jprdnce during the faid Period. It is groundlefi to charge i;hii jNTaciort 
With raifing the Coniroverlies concerning Images', naana'ged at this Time With fo greic Warmth, 
;yea with Arms iand Effufion of Blood : But this Point 'of Church^hiftbry ,'c'omes not withirt 
the Compafs of my prefent Undertaking. It is' more to our P'urpofe to obiferve, that Leo /• 
^auricuSy who. reigned at Conftantino^le from the Year *7i6 to 741^ ami was a great Oppofer 
of Image-wbrlhip, commanded the Jew's drid Montagnards or Manicbees to embrace Chriftiai 
nicy. Upon which many Jews were baptized, aiid received the Lord's Supper : But I 
■fear their Converfion was too hypocritical. Niceplrotiis afcending the Imperial Throne about 
the Year 800^ protected tMe Jews \ and they lived unmoiefted during his kelgh. Michael 
iBalbns^ ov^ S^be Stammerer^ coming to the Throne in the Year 8fei, was ftlll inore iavourable 
to this People than his PredecelTon It is even faid that he was half Jew^ coming from A* 
tnoritm^ a City of Phrygza^ where many Jevis had taken Saniftudry, Indeed if we notice the 
many Barbarities, Murders and inhumatife Aiftibns committed among thefe £mper<5rs at C?»* 
•ftantinople^ even upon one ahothfer^ abbiit this Time and for forne following -Ages; which may- 
appear by reading the iyzantitze Writers; br even by the Continuator of E'acbar^s Rom^ft HUB 
ftory (^), 'tis no gre&t Wonder chat fuch a Set of Princes could do nb grtat Service to arij^ 
Religion : And in thefe tragical Adtiohs this Stammerer had his own Share j for he murdered 
his Mafter Micbael Curopalates^ and ufurped his Throne.. . , . . . , 

In Spain Roderick the thirty third Kitig, having riVifhed Ftdrinda the fair Daughter 
of Count Juliatty in revenge df this Injury; hei* Father ihvited the Sc^acens and Moots froni 
Africa^ who landing at the Foot of the Mountain Qalp^ under Vark their Captain, gave thd 
Name of QihaUTar or Gibraltar to that Plate, They having overcome the Goths about the 
Year of our Lord 712^ fpread themfeives over that whole Country, and poffeffed it for a long 
^ime. A Jew called Setienus refolved tb take AdVahtiage of . this Revolution, and upon- the 
Wars which thefe nfiw Governors made on this French in Langueddck COj about the Year 724 1 
For he pretending tb be the Mejfiah^ found abundance pf People xn Spatn ready to believe 
him, and to follow him into the Holy Land, where he was to eftablifh his. Empire. Ambifa^ 
livho was then Governor, made Advantage of this Defertion, feizing the Eftates the J'x'ms had 
iabandoiied by their Folly. Many of thefe Pilgrims died by theA\(ay % others of them returned 
to bewail their Lofs. In the Reign Moavtas Calif of the Weft^ appeared R. Judah^ who 
diftinguifhed himfelf by his Learning * for he publifhed an Arabian Dictionary^ and tr^nflated 
other Books from that Language into Hebrew ; which ihews that Sciences thien flouriflied in 
the Spanijb Synagogues, and that the firft Califs were then favourable to them. From Spaifi 
the Saracens va^^de Incnvixoxxs into Lahguedo'cky and making themfeives -Mafters- of Nar.honne 
Came and befieged ^hoiottfe, 'Tis faid the Jews affifted; upoii Condition that all the Chriftians 
in the Town £hould be murdered ailboh as it was. taken : But M. Bafnage is of Opinion (d% 
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that the Ground of this Story is, that after the Saracens had taken the City^ they kilJed all the 
Inhabitants except the yews who had called them in^ to whom they religioufly performed a 
J'romife they had made of preferving them. 

In France Cbarlemagne had a great Regard for this Nation^ and reftrained none of them 
in their Commerce ; they ftill had a greater Intereft at the Court of Lewis ie Debonair 
Slaving frequent Audiences of him^ and fo near Accefs to,his Perfon, that Courtiers and Princes 
of the Blood fent them liberal Prefents for their Favour. This Emperor gave them Liberty 
to build new Synagogues, and granted them very advantagious £<ti€ts. So powerful a Prote- 
flion bred jealoufy and great Diforders in the Church of Lyons^ of which Agobard then Bi- 
fliopof the Place made lowd Complaints C^) j but his Remonftrances had no Effect. They 
(tontinvied their Intereft at Court in the Reign of Charles the Baldy (that is to the Year of our 
Lord 876.) Sedecias^ a famous yewijh Impofior, was his Fhyfician, and is fuipe^ed to have 
ihor tned the Days of this Prince by Poifon.

%SQTa was fain from its ancient Luftre, fo that no Body could be found either able or willing to 
teach in it. David fent for one named yom but he being a dull Fellow, left the Acade- 
my as empty as he found it. They were forced to feek out the Rabbi Saadias to fill the Va- 
cancy and draw Scholars to the Place. He at firfb difcharged his Office with good Succefi. 
One of his principal Cares was to. cure the Nation of the Error about the Trammigration of 
Souls : This Doftrine had been propagated by the Perfians all over the Eaft 5 the yews were 
fond of it, and had beenfb for a long Time : However, Saadias made fome Progre&Jn re- 
claiming them from it. But the Prince of the Captivity deliring him to lign a .Regulation of 
his own he had made againft the Laws, the Doftor refufed fo unjuft a Demand. This Re- 
fufal incenfed David : He upbraided J with Ingratitude, and threatned his Son Ayiih the 

Lois of his Head ; but the Rabbi advertifing his Scholars with the Infult, they mutinied. agajnil 
David and beat him foundly. The Nation divided after the Example of its Heads, and eve- 
ry one engaged in a Party. The Faction of Saadias prevailed at firfb fo far as to get Da'vid 
depofed, and yofepb his Brother proclaimed Prince of the Captivity j but his Authority con- 
tinued not long. David fupported by his Creatures, f efuraed the Government, conJftrained 
Saadias to fly and feek a Place of Retirement in which he continued feven Years, and there 
compofed his Works. He came out of it at laft to be reconciled to Davidy and had the 
good Fortune to furvive him, and, obtain the peaceable Pofleffion of his old Academy- We 
may learn from thisj that the Power of the Profeffor of the College was almoft equal with that 
of the Prince, fmce the latter could enadl no Laws but what were figned by the former j and 
their frequent Contefts and Infurredlions againft one another proved the Fore-runners of their 
Ruin.

who founded an Academy thet-e. iSbMra^^l^o was Erefidenc of this School, made it to flourifh 
till the Year 997. He was a mortal Enemy to the Chriftians, and particularly to the Monks % 
for he wrotfe againft them, and called them Foi-gers. Finding himfelf dverloaden with Years, 
be refigned his Place to his Son Hay the moft excellent of the JExcelients. Cadet the Son of 
MoBadet was then the Satacen Caljf ^ he reigned above 40 Years, and refolved to give « 
Check to the7^J, who had inade too great Advantage of the troublous Reigns of his Pre* 
deceffors, to ufurp an undue Authority. Scherira and Hay were both accuied as Alen of 
Wealth and Powcr^ who governed the Nation, the Calif caufed put them in Prifon, fleeced 
them of their Wealth, and caufed old Scheriifa to be hang'd. Hay had the good Fortune to 
cfcape^ and wient on with his Leftures in the Academy till the Year 1037, being the lafl: of 
the Excellents. After Hafs Death, B&\ikias was elected Head of the Captivity (^). His 
Government was fhort and miferable j for after two Years therein the Calif arretted him wi;h 
all his Family, and put them to Deaths except two Sons who fled into Spain. The Aca^ 
demies were ihut up, and the learned obliged to ieek a SanAUary in the Weft*, whither the 

perfecuted Pfeople followed them. In the Time of this Ezektas^ the Schifm arofe between the 
Children of mdNapbtali (as theyVe commonly called) and are thought to be the firft 
Maforetbs, Perfecution againft the jews In the Baft being begun, it never ceafed till their 
Afl?(irs were quite i'ulned.

«/• born at Cordn'ba, ,Hc publjfhied a Coin'mentary on the Pentateuchy the Manufcript where- 
of is faid feb be in the Vatican Library. He died in the Year 1034. There were alfo five A 
fa^i'cs^ very famous Menj and feVeral others. France alfo produced a great many JewtJbRd' 

as il. 'Gerfoin^ afterwards called the Light of the French Captivity^ who publifhed a Book 
of Conflitutions. J^^ob the Son ofjekar^ a great Mufician was his Difciple. One Solonm 
ftudied under thefe MaflerS 5 he had another famous Difciple called Abarcellojtita^ who wrote 
concerning the Privileges pf Women, and of Times and Epocba^s ufed by the Jews - and Mo^ 
fcs Hactrafcian, thai: is, tMPreacher^ whodiediii the Year of our Lord 1070, .with the Ho- 
nour of leaving J'o/o?;?o» the Xrw^r/i^A -his Difciple. 'Thefei and many bther y^^wT^ Rabbins 
who lived aftet- them, were great Enemies to the Chriftians j for they maintained that the /- 
talians and all dther Chriftians are Edomites ^ that th^ Spirit of Efaa hath paffed Into 
them, and even ihtd our Lordahd Saviour 5 with many other Calumnies hot necelfary to be 
here repeated : Nor do their Blafphemies deferve to be anfwered 5 only Wfe pity theif blind- Ma- 
lice, and heartily pray that they may fiar the Lord and bis .Goodnefs i'j tbe latter Days. 

Jojepb the Hiftorian, the SonofGorioh^ is one of the Doctors that France produced in the 
eleventh Century. It riiay feem degrading of him to make him be born in France^ and depri- 
ving him Of a venerable Antiquity which he pretends to, namely, to have lived at the Siege -of 
Jernfalem : For he fays I aui that hen-Qor ion whom Tiiws and Afpafiari carried Capti've 
from Jerufaiern. But it appears pretty plain from his own Book, that he was born in Brettanji 
a Provincfe ofFran'ce-, for he tells us .CO> ^Ib^f tbe Children o/Riphath are the Britains that 
hzhahit Brettany by th^ Loire, whofe Waters as well as the Seine fall into the Oceafi^ which is 
the great Sect. This looks like a Refpedl to his Birth-place ; And In defcribing the Koman 
Empire, he always fpeaks of Brett any as of confiderable Confeqdence, and makes twenty thou- 
fand Bretains to march to the Siege of Jerufaiern under the Command of ^itus. Which alio 
difcovers that this Author cannot be of that Antiquity which he pretends to 5 For this Pro- 
vince got not the Nam'e of jBr^f/^f/jK before the Year 690. Befides, he hath many Names 01 
Countries, Rivers and Places in barbarous Hebrew^ that muft be of a late Date, as, francks^ 
Francia^ Bretones BretaUia, the River Loyre^ Po, Sefino^ Bidgar^ Turks^ foJcanH

He kijfed^ aU'.tbe Pager^. and fisaoTe ta objerve the 
Privileges^ 'Without violating one of them. Abo*ve all thefe Officers is the Father.^ the Pope^ 'whom 
the Greeks c/iU FMoriy who prefe72ts the Emperor with a fceptro'of gilt Wood^ puts a Ring on his 
Ftn^er^ and in Ms left Hand a gilded Glohe^ crownetij him^ and eftablifloeth him . Sovereign^ &c. 
This feems to bea Defcription of the Coronation of the Emperor Otho I. or of his Son Otho 
il. performed at Kome about the End of the tenth, or beginning ofthe eleventh Century, with 
great Cerimony, at which this Author might have been.prefent. As to the Book it felfj it con- 
tains a Kind of Hiftory oith&Jews from the Creation ofthe WorW to the Deftruftion of 
rufalemhy S^fr/J in fix Books, in v/hich. there are ninty. fevcnChaptfers. - The learned Johi 
G.«^;//i?r hath.publilhed it with a Latin Tranflationj and learned Notes and Prefaces now before 
me, printed at the .Xheatre at O:ic/or^/, in the. Year 1766. But there are fo many fabulous 
znd t\6\x:u\o\x& things in ir,. as make the Reading thereof "rather a Toil than a PJeafure: As for 
Example, he tells us, ^bat-..A\tyiznd&T the Great :w as begotten by gui.Jnge I i^i th^ Similitude of 
a Serpent ia) 5 that 'when he ivas b'orn^ the World was Aarkned^ the Sun appeared red like Fire. 
When.he advanced in Tears ^ his H^irs were like tz Lion^s Main. One of his Eyes was blacky and 
mother blue, SHts^eeth were great ^. bis Voice like the roaring of an Ox. ^hat the King of Pq^ 
lufia, one of the Cities of Macedonia, fe'nt Mm - a Horfe named Butfephal, which killed Men j 
hut Alexander, when he was fifteen Tears of Jge^ rod on him^ and went to fighpwith Nicholas^ 
and King Andnzs^ who rtiet him with a great Army-^ &c. Here we have Alexander the Greac 
reprefented rather as a .Monfler than as a. Man 5 and there are many other Narratives in the 
Book ofthe fame Kind. . What was this Impoiior*8 Motix'e to write fucha Book, I lhail not 
determine j perhaps finding the Hiftory of his Nation well done by Jofephus the Son of Mat>^ 
tathiasj and little known by the Jeiws {ov whom it was compofed, he refolved to compofeone 
like it in Hebrew^ wherein he tranfcribes Greek and Latin Nouns in . Hebrew Letters, giving 
them a Termination like that Language. . Little Credit being like to be given to a modern 
Hiflorian without Vouchers^, concerning Fadls fo far removed from the Time in. whifch he re- 
lates them, he^aflurhed theName of7<3/^^>^«5; but tb. diftinguifli himfelffrom, that Hiftorian, 
he takes the Siniame of Gorion, an ancient illilftrious Family among the '/tf^e^i'. The De- 
lign had all the Succefs couid be .expe^ed i for fhe.^'mj.neglecl: Jofephus the Son of Matta^ 
thtas^ whom they confider as a tbireigner writing in Greek^ and extol this Impoftbr .to the 
Skies (i?') 5 and even fome Chriftianshave been deceived by him, tho* his Book be :a eonftanc 
Blunder in Hiftory from firft to laft, except where he copies Jofephtts the Son dt Mat tat hi as ^ 
concerning the Wars ofthe ^ews. But i leave this Author, and proceed with our Hiftory. 

% 4. The y^WJ exceetiingly multiplied in Germany in the eleventh. Century^ where they 
built Synagogues in moft of the confiderableCiciesi particularly irt iriers^ Cologne and, . Ment%^ 
They penetratisd into Franconia^ thence- into Bohemia, where they performed luch Services to 
the Chriftians againft the Barbarians^ that they were allowed the Privilege of a Synagogue^ 
They entred into Hungary, where fome of. them turned -Chriftians* A Prieft named Gotefcal^ 
put himfelf at the Head of fifteen .thoufahd Robbers in Genrmany^ .v/bere he declared War a- 
gainft the Jews, run over 'Franconiay and thence' palTed into Hungary ; but when it was 
perceived that his Army plundered the Houfes, and ravifhed. the Wives of the Chriftians, they 
Jcilled Gote/cdl, and cut off the befl: Part of his Troops. The Count of. Linnengen -made the 
like Attempt againft the Jews COj and had alfo a tragical End. The Grnfaders going to re* 
cover the holy Land from xh^ Mahometans, kindled a frefh Zeal, againft the yews:-- 'Tis faid 
that thefe Votaries, at Cologne, Mentz, lVorms,2x\d Spiers in. three Months Time^ ftabbed. and 
drowned five thoufand Perfonsiand. that the Number of thbfewho were forced to abjure their 
Religion cannot be reckoned. Women feeing thefe Crufaders: coming, killed their own Chil- 
dren, faying, /f was better to fend them thus, into Abraham's Bofom, than to, abandon them to 
the Chriftians. Yea fome Authors lay (^^),That twelve thoufand fews perilhed.in -B^i^^rr/V on 
that Occafioh 5. and that the Number offuchwho were deftroyed all over Cffr>«^«;y was incre- 
dible. . Thefe Calamities were very general, being felt not.' only \nGerma71y, but alfo inFrance^ 
\n Spain and in Italy ^ where. great Numbers were killed^ and others >^ere driven into fuch De~ 
Ipair as t6 murder (t?) themfelves. , . . • 

In the fame.Age the Jews. cs^mQ into England. William the Con^uer^r about A^' 1070 brought 
them over from Koan, making Room for them by the Havock of the Estglifh^ and ufihg them as 

Spunges to fuck -up the Treafure of his new Acquifitions (f)^ that from them he rhight draw ic

€ 5. I N the twelfth Century the Crufaders were not more favourable to the Jews than in 
the former Age j only their Sufferings were not fo univerfal. Kodolphus a Hermitj who preach- 
ed up this Expedition, recommended to the Undertaicers to kill the Enemies of Chriftiunicy at 
home before they liiarched againft the Mahometans at a diftance. The Je^s took Warning, 
fo as to flee to Nuremberg and other Cities depending upon the Emperor, where they found 
Prote^ion. St. Bertmrd (^d) alfo wrote to the Bifhop and Clergy of Spires to flop this Vio, 
lence • for the Jews^ to whom pertaineth the adopt io7t and the promt fes^ whofe are the fathers^ 
and of whom concer^iing the flejh Qhriffi came^ who is ovet aU God bkjfed fot ever^ ought not to 
be fo dealt with : And to the Archbilhop ofMefitz he fays. It is greater Glory to the Cbnrcb 
to convert one Tew, than to kill a Multitude of them i and minds him of the Words of our Lord, 
Put np again thy [word into his place, for aU they that take thefword^ JhaU perifi with tbefmrd. 
In the fame Age Benjamin of^ndela^ born in a City of that Name in the Kingdom of Na^

thine in the Account we have of his Travels that can raife the JLuftre and Reputation of his 
Nation. 'Tis true he fometimes departs from the beaten Path of Geographers and Hiftorians, 
and hath imagined new Countries never before heard of j but ftill his Narrative is valuable. 
To begin with the Eaft : Upon the Banks of the Euphrates, in the City Petbora^ famous for 
the Seat Balaam, he finds a Tower which anfwered to all the Hours of the Day (b') ; tho* 
'tis difficult to conceive how a magical Tower could have fubfifted fo many Ages. At Almo, 
zal, where formerly flood the ancient Nineveh, were many Je^iVs, At Pnndebita in Nehau 
daa, being then called Jljobar, there were only two thoufand Jews j of whom the chief Do- 
ctors were named Hen, Mo/es and Eliakim (c) : But their Schools were empty. The fame 
was to be obferved at Sora. He afcribes the Foundation of Ohkera to Jeconias ; tho' it is not 
very probable that a captive King would build a City. From thence he paffed to Bagdet, the 
chief City of the Babylonian /rack, formerly Chaldea, >^here he gives a particular Acci)unt of 
the Magnificence and State of the Saracen Califs, which is not to our prefent Purpofe. He 
goes oh to the ancient Babylon, where were the Remains of Nebuchadnezzar^ s Palace, now be- 
come a Habitation of Serpents and Scorpions (rf). Four Miles from this the Foundations of 
the ancient Tower Babel are difcovered, which was built foon after the Flood oiNoah, be- 
fore the Confufion of Languages. From thence he came to Nopba, and then to EzekiePs 
Tomb, upon the Banks of the River Cbebar^ where People from all Parts refort to v;or{hip. 
It is a kind of Sanftuary ; and there is a rich Library, which thofe who die childlefs augment, 
by fending their Books thither. In the City Chehar he fays there are' near fifty thoufand Ifra- 
elites (O- ^SyP^ Places where the Jews have fubfifted longeft j and here our 

Traveller found them : For he reckons thirty thoufand of them in one fingle City (fJ^ which 
he calls Kotits, and two thoufand of them, with two Synagogues, at Mitfraim on the Banks of 
the Nile, which we fuppofe to be the fame Place that is now called Grand Cairo. Here refided 
the Head of all the Synagogues in Egypt, who at that Time Was called Nathaniel. He created 
the Doftors, and fupporced the Intereft of his People with the Calif. Our Author forgets not 
the Land aiGoJhen, where the Ifraelites dwelt fo long. He imagined that he obferved feme 
Trades of their ancient Buildings, and two hundred of them in one Place, feven hundred in an- 
other, five hundred in a third, and near three thoufand in the City of Gojben, as many in J/f- 
:<andria, but very few at Damrette, 

Benjamin alfo travelled into the Land of Jndea- At ^yre he found feveral of his Nation, 
who were for the moft part Glafs-makers. The Syrian Glals being then in vogue, it was made 
and tranfported into other Parts by the Jews. The Samaritans had abandoned their principal 
City ; but there were fome of them at Cc^farea, and about a hundred of them at Sbecbew (gJs 
which they had made the principal Seat for thofe of their Religion. At Jerufalem^ where God 
had formerly put his Temple and his Name, he found very few Jews, only about two hundred 
of them in a Corner of the Town, under David' ^ Tower, who for moft part were Dyers ot 
Wool, which Privilege they purchafe of the ^nrks by a yearly Tribute of Money. If ^erufa-' 
lent had fo few Jews in it, the reft of the holy Land was in the fame Condition : Two of them 
he found in one City, twenty in another, moft of which were Dyers. At Afcalon, now built 
four Leagues from that which the holy Scriptures often mention, he difcovers two hundred 
Kabbinifts (Z?) or Traditionifts, forty Caraites, who adhere to the Letter of the Law, and 
three hundred Sajnaritans. In Galilee, where the Nation was once in great Repute, and where 
they had their famous Schools, eminent Doftors, and where the Jerufalem Talmud was com^ 
pofed fome Ages after the Birth of Ghrift, there our Traveller obferved only fifty Perfons cx 
his Nation, and fome ancient Tombs.

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The fame Traveller alfo pafled through Greece^ where he finds FarnaJJiis^ the oJd Seat of 
the Mufes, inhabited by two hundred Jews^ three hundred of them at Corinth^ at ^behes 
bout two thoufand, tho* now there are no Jews there : At JBgriphon^ the ancient Chalets^ he 
obferves about two hundred. The Cities he calls Jahajierifu and Kabbinica are unknown. 
But Co72fiantittQple is better underftood by the Dcfcription of others than of this Author. He 
finds in or near it two thoufand (^a)^ for moft part Silk-weavers and Merchants, of whom 
five hundred were Caraites. They all lived at Pyra^ or in the Suburbs of Qalata^ a Seat long 
before afligned them by the Emperor ^heodofius^ where they are kept in a fort of Servitude. 
In Italy he iinds Jews at Genoa and at Rome^ which ,he reprefents as the Capital of the Edo^ 
mites^ and the Pope as the Head of their Religion. Thus he fpeaks from the Hatred the Jewi 
b6ar to the Chriftians. He finds alfo yews at Capita^ and in feveral Cities of the Neapolitans 3 
in Sicilyy and particulary at MeJJina and Palermo^ where they paid no Tribute. He meets 
\^ith them in moft of the great Cities in Germany ^ and takes notice of them at Narhonne and 
MontpelieTy and fome other Parts of France. His Travels end in the Year of our Lord 1 1 739 
and now we leave him. 

The twelfth Century was very fruitful of learned yewijh Doflrors, tho' we are not to expeft 
too much from them ^ for except the Old Teflament^ Cthe Benefit whereof, blefled be God, we 
enjoy as well as they) there is no Monument they poflefs ancienter than Chriftianity ; and 
when thiey purfue myftical Meanings of Scripture, they lofe the literal Senfe, and the Delign 
of the Spirit of God. Among their chief Dodtors in this Age, we may reckon Nathan^ Head 
of an Academy at Rome^ who hath explained the difficult Terms in the ^almud^ in a Book 
called jiaruch^ and fb exhaufted that Subjedl, that thofe who come after him are obliged to 

copy him. He died AtKome in the Year 11 06. Ahen-Ezra is calledi2l&^ Wije by way of Ex- 
cellency CO. He died at Khodes in the Year i x 749. being feventy five Years old, and ordered 
his Bones to be carried to the holy Larid. He was one of the greatefl Men of his Age and 
Nation, Being a good Aftronomer, he made fome valuable Difcoveries in that Science. He 
excdled in Medicine; but efpecially diftinguifhed himfelf by his Explications of the holy Scri- 
ptures^ adhering commonly to the literal Senfe, without regarding the myilical Meanings of 
bis PredeceHbrs, judging the Cabbala uncertain, tho' he was afraid altogether to rejedl it, for 
fear of incurring the Hatred of his Own People. Abraham Halievi was a zealous Kahbif^ift^ 
He put himfelf at the Head of that Party for Traditions CO 5 t)ut perceiving himfelf unable to 
anfwer the Reafons of the Caraites^ he employed all the Intereft be had with Alfonfo Vlf. 
called '^he Fighter^ that Silence might be impofed upon his Adverfaries 5 and lb the Contro- 
verfy ended. Judas Halievi^ a Native of Cologne^ embraced Chriftianity, and taught Latin 
an his own Country under the Name of Herman, Another Judas Halievi was a good Poet. 
He compofed the Dialogue with the King oTCozar which we have formerly Qd') noticed. 

In the fame Age Maimonides appeared with great Luftre among the Jewifi DoAors. He 
was born at Cordnba in the Year of our Lord 1131, and boafted of his Defcent from the Houfe 
of David, as did moft of the Spanijh Do€lors. Scaliger aflerted that he was the firft of the 
Jews who left off playing the Fool. Indeed he found a great deal of Folly in the Study of the 
Ceraara^ or Comments upon the Salmudy which made him regret this mif-fpent Time, and 
apply himfelf to the more folid Studies of the facred Scriptures. He underftood Greek^ and read 
the Philofophersj and particularly Arijlotle, whom he often quotes. He occafioned fuch vio- 
lent Commotions in the Synagogues, that thofe of France and Spain excommunicated one an- 
other mainly on his Account. At laft he left Spain^ and retired into Egypt, where he remain- 
ed the reft of his Days ^ which hath given him the Name of R. Mofes the Egyptian ^ he is al- 
fo called Rambam or Rabbi Mofes ben Maimon. He was a long Time in Egypt without any 
Employ, which made him elTay the Trade of a Jeweller- However he ceafed not to continue 
his Studies, and completed his Commentary upon the Mijhnab. At laft, having obtained Fa- 
vour at Court, Alphadel the Son otSaladin made him his Fhyficlan, and beftowed on him a 
liberal Penfion. He died in that Country in the Beginning of the thirteenth Century, and 
gave Orders for his Burial at Tiberias. Befides his Comment on thzMiJhnah^ he wrote. other 
Pieces ; as. Gad Cha%%ekah^ or, ^e ftrong Hand ; I/bre Nevochimy or, ^e Doff or of doubt-* 
ful ^tefiionsy tranflated into Latin by Buxtorf, and feveral other Treatifes. David Kimcbi^ 
a learned Doftor of the fame Age, wrote an ufeful Book on the Grammar, and a Commenta- 
ry on the Pfahns 5 which, with fome other Pieces of his, have been inferted in the great Bibles 
printed at Venice and BafiL His Brother Mofes compofed a Book, intituled, Garden of 
Pleafure, where he difcourfes of the Eftate of Souls j but itjwas never printed, only it is to be 
feen in the Vatican Library. 'Solomon Jarki, or, ^e Lunatick, was another learned Jew of 
Champagne in France. He wrote upon the Gemara^ and fome Notes upon the Scriptures j 
which are fo crowded with Fables and Salmtidical Viiions, as make him to be efteemed by fome, 
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jind defo^W by others. At the fame time flourifked Jacob 6fOrrcariS^ commonly called Ri^t/j, 
In frne* this Century p-roduced Jeit^s who diftirtguifhed themfelves almoft in every Science : 
For -thev had emin^ent Grmmarian.', as; Kancbi ; famous Poets, as, ?«^^^, ^/^^^^^^ Hal/e^ 
L '^ofkh mdaiW2 oi Cordnba : They had Aftronomers ; as, Abraham Chtja^ MrahamNa^

tbo' tis probable the Alterations he complained of refpefted only th$ felfe Interpretations of the 

■great Men prevented hot the Appearing of Impoftors aiid falfe MeJTiahs in this Age, 
wnom cne credulous Je'i^s eafily followed. One of them in France^ in the Year 1137, enga^ 
ped the Je'xs his Admirers to make unlawful AfTemblies j and therefore he'Cw the young, 
u'hb then reiffnect, caufed the Synagogues to be pulled down. MaimoUides^ thirty Years after 
this I mpoft or affirms CO? That the French, into whofe Hands he fell, killed him : But the 
Execution did not flop there 5 for another 'i^«;/>.Hiftorian if) complainsj that for the Fault 
f»f this Impoftor, they had levelled a great many Synagogues in France, The Year following 
-another Cheat appeared in FeHia with a numerous Army attending him 5 but the King forced 
ihem to lav dov%^ their Arms 5 and ^tis faid their Leader loft his Head. Maimontdes (0 
fn-aks df a third falfe Mefftah^ who appeared in Sfain in the Year i J57> ^^^.i^f upon all 
hr Nation in that Country a heavy Perfecution, .One of their Dolors aiithohfed their Delu- 
fions by a Book he wrote to prove by the Motion of the Stars, that the Coming of the Meg. 
ah was at Hand. Ten Years after that another proclaimed the Coming of the Mejflahj, and 
fh!^' was a new Source of their Miferies T/^- At the fame time an ^i-^^i^^w perfwaded ths 
^e-ws that he was fent by the Mvfflab to call them together to meet their Saviour : He pretended 
fo work Miracles, and to foretell that tho' he fhould be killed he would rife again i but his 
Head being ftruck off, he was never more heard of fg), only his FoUy drew Calainltles upon 
his credulous Followers; A little after a Leper, who in one Night's Time was cured, chenihed 
-n Opinion that he himfelf was the Mcjfiah^ which he publiflied to the Jews living beyond 
^Euphrates perfwading Multitudes to go after himj vrhich brought On newMiferies : And their 



Perfia upon account ot a leventn i^eceiver, wuu impuicu upuu uicm in uic xcar 1174.5 uuu 
he was afterwards looked upon as a Magician or a Devil. An eighth Impciftbr was feen in 
3Ioravia called David Almnjjer^ who boafted that he .hid the Power of making himieif invw 
fibie when he thought fit : Multitudes followed this mii-acalous Man, who had the Art to de- 
ceive and fteal out of their Sight. The Prince oi Moravia had great Difficulty to feize hin^ 
but at laft he was caught and imprifoned, and whether he had loft or exhaufted his Artj he 
#;ould not then flee nor efcape the Hands of the Hangman. The moft famous of all thefe De- 
ceivers in the twelfth Century, was one David Elroi, or Eldavidi He is commonly placed in 
the Year 1199 ; but Benjamin ot^ ^udeia, who travelled in the Year 1173, having mentioned 
him as one that appeared ceh Years before^ he muft be a little elder; He \Va3 born in the Ci- 
ty Amariaj in which are reckoned a thtsufand yeiviJJ^ Families, who paid Tribute to the King 
o( Perfia, The Impoflor having learned fome Secrets of the ^almud^ and feveral Magical 
Arts, gained a Number oije'-jus to take up Arms, with a Shew of falfe Miracles. The King 
Perfia being informed of the Infurreftion, fumtndned the Seducer to Court, with a Promiie 
that if he fhould prove himfelf tD be the true Mefiiah^ he would fubmit to him. £/rf^^/rf com- 
peared, and maintained his Pofition i but was caft into Prifon, from which he made his £.1- 
cape; The King marched a Part of his Army in Purfuit of him^ but could hot apprehend 
him, and therefore wrote to the Jews in his Kingdom to deliver him up, under Pam ot being 
maifacred without Mercy; but ftill he continued his Diforders, till his Fathfer-in-law, ^^^P*^^^. 
by the Offer often thoufand Gold Crowns invited him to Supper, where he made him drunK 
and cut off his Head CO, which he fent as a Prefent to the {King of Perfia^ who ordered ait 

his Followers alfo to be delivered 5 but this being impoffible, abundance oijews were mUrder 

ed all over Perfia. ^ . u fh"<i 

Other remarkable Events happened to the Je-ji^s in the twelfth Centiiryi both irt^^ne

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the Eaft and Weft. One Herman^ a ^e-jj of Cologn^ in chc Reign of the Emperor Hfwry V. 
\vas converted to Chriftianity, of which himfelf hath given a large Account. St. Bernard 
who floLirilhed about this Time, being dlfpleafed with the Perfecution raifed againfl the AlhU 
geois^ tookalfo Part with the diffuading Hardfhips ufed againft them, and the Violence of 

ZiCalocs bent upon their Deftruftion^ and alledging, that the Hopes of their future Converfion 
Xh'^ did render their prefent Toleration necefTary. Thefe Letters being read at different Af- 
femblies and Places, did the Jews fpecial Service, They paid refpeCt to Pope luuocent II. 
\vhen he was obliged to retire into France 5 and hefhewed them Favour. Pope Ahxander IIL 
alfo granted chem his Protedtlon, which was eafily gained, becaufe Rabbi Jehiel was Superin- 
tendent of his Houfe and Finances. Under his Shadow they flourifhed in Italy during the 
reft of this Century. Their Cafe inSpatn took different Turns in the Reign of Atphmzfo VI 11. 
For while Jofeph the Jew was Chief Minifter of State to that Prince, they were favoured j but 
Gonzales^ an Officer under J^feph^ having prevailed over his Mafter, he offered great Sums of 
Money to the King, providing he would give him eight Heads of the Jews at his own Choice 5 
which being granted, and their Eftates confifcated, he did more than conipenfate all that he had 
given to the King. Upon Gonzahs^s falling into Difgrace, Alphonfo fdl in Love with a beau- 
tiful Jtfza;/^ Woman, by whofe Means the Jews became again very powerful j fo that FJiakitft 
Cwho at that Time wrote a Ritual of Ceremonies obferved in the Synagogue) reckoned twelve 
thoufand Perfons of his Religion in the City Toledo, They were aUb very numerous in 
Andalitfia^ where they applied themfeives to Learning, but were much divided into Sefts and 
Parties. 

In France they were accufed at "Paris of murdering St. William (c), and for their Pu- 
nlfhment were condemned to the Fire, which they deferved if really guilty of that Grime. 
Ac Beziers^ every Year a Game commenced on Palm Sunday 5 the People flocked out at Night, 
fcoured the Streets, ftoned thofe that came in their Way, and broke their Windows. Th& 
Jews being especially aimed at, the Bifliop agreed to free them of this Infulc, for Payment of 
a yearly Tribute of two hundred Sols 5 and bo this End concluded a Treaty at Beziers^ in the 
Year ji6o, which made them pretty eafy for awhile. But Philip II. firnamed Aztgnfius^ 
in the Beginning of his Reign, about the Year n8o, affuming Airs of Devotion, banifhed 
the Jews out of his Kingdom, and confifcated their Eftates, only permitting them to fell and 
carry away the iMoney, which was reducing them to the laft Extremity : For the People ta- 
king Advantage of thefe Circumftances C^), refufed either to purchaie or pay. The Jews 
complain C.e\ that their Enemies robbed them of their Money, and that fome of their eminent 
Do6lors, loft their Lives, as Jacol^ o^Orkaris^ in the Citry that gave him his Birth and Name. 
Kigord^ who writes the Life oi Philip Angujlas tells, that this Prince was moved to exile thefe 
People, to revenge' the Death of a young Man named Kichard^ whom they had crucified at 
Paris^ and that by this Example he was convinced of the Truth of what he had often heard, 
that the jews every Year committed fuch a Murder. It was alforeprefentedto the King, that 
they were fo rich and powerful, that they poflefled the one Half of Paris^ and obliged tae 
Chriftian Slaves to Judaize. Being banifhed, fome of them temporized and embraced Chriftiani- 
ty J fuch continued in the peaceable Pofleflion of their Eftates : But others left the Kingdom^ 
and their Synagogues were turned into Churches. Philip did not always continue art Enemy C6 
this Nation i for the exiled ejws returned (fj fome Years after this. 

We have heard how the Jews c^m^ into England in the Reign of William the Conque- 
tor^^g)^ and we maj' further obferve, that in this Century, whenever they had the Eni 
couragement of the Sovereign, they became very infolent. For we are told that When Willie 
urn II. called Knfus^ gave them leave to enter into a Difpute with the Eifhops ^ and fwore 
by the Face of St. Ltike^ i'hat if they Jloonld get the better^ he wbnU himfelf turh a Jew, they 
ridiculed the Chriftian Religion, and fcoifcd at the Bifliops, thinking by a Sum of Money to 
Corrupt the King (h'^ 5 but they were deteived, and forced to flee out o{ London to ftielter 
themfeives againft the Rage of the People. In the Reign of II. in the Year of our 

Lord 1 1 60, they petitioned for new Burying Places : For at that Time they had only one 
at London^ whither they were forced to carry their dead irom remote Countries, or to leave 
them without Burial j upon which the King aiTigned them Places to bury their dead, in all 
iihe Cities where they were fettled. Upon Hefiry iVs. Death, Richard I. called Ccsur de Lyoi?^ 
came to the Throne in the Year 1 189,' in whofe Reign th^ Jews were more hardly dealt with j 
for the People having fucked in ah Opinion, that they were all Conjurers, who had been guil- 
ty of poifoning Wells in Germany^ and would praftife Murders in Eiigland 5 they were forbid 
under fevere Penalties to be pfefeht at the King's Coronation. Notwithftanding this Pro- 
hibition, fome of thQjews who had comie a great Way to fee the Ceremony, thruft then:-

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•Telvesin among the Multitude ^ but being difcovered, they were dragged out of the Church 
nt miimmjisr half dead. This Tet the'J?ppulace man Uproar, fo as they broke open the Hou- 
fes of the ?<?^'J C^X killed thefe they met with, and;he Tumult fpread from. London to the 
Country where great Is'umbers were flain. , Toftop thefe Dilorders, the Kmg- emitted a Pro- 
clamation, that no body might hurt or moleil a y^i^; under Fain bf Death 5 but it was not pof, 
fible to put a Tudden Check to the Fury orthe PcoplQ. The King taking on him the Crufade 
"to recover the Holy Land from the Inlfidels, new Calamities befel the Jews. They thought 
thev had purchafed thb Favour of this Prince, by the great Sums they had contributed for his 
ExDedition till the People rofe to malTacre them, ^Vhich was begun at Norwzch,^ carried on at 
'Stamford Ad St. Mdmo7zds^ and the Mifchief was moft terrible at Tork^ where fifteen hundred 
'had felzed the City to defend themfelvesi but being befieged^ and unable to hold out the Place, 
thev offered to capitulate and ranfom, their Lives with Money. This Offer being refufed, one 
of them cried ou.t in defpair, that it was better to die couragiou'fly for the Law, than to fall 
into the Hands of the Chriftians. WKereon they ftabbed their Wives and their Children; 
The Men retired into the King's Palace, which thfey let on Fi^e, conftiming themfelves with 
the Houfe and turniture. The Befiegers ehtred the defolate Houfes, loaded themfelves with 
Plunder and difcharged their Debts by burning the Notes given to the JewzJJj Bankers. King 
K/V/^^rJ*havingthen croffed the Seas on his Way to Palefsine^ upon Notice of thefe Conimo- 
\ions ordered the Bifhop oiTork to fee them punifhed j but every one excufing them- 
ielves from what was done in a Tumult, what was paft could not be remedied. Thus ended

6 6. I proceed now to confider the Hiftory of the ^ews in the thirteenth and iourteenth 

Clenturles. They have ever fubMed and iliU fubfift in the fLaft, tho' we know little of their 
*Tranfa6lio'ns in tliefe latter Ages ; they being weakned by D'ifperfions, and confined to their 
Synagogues, haye had but little Share in publick Events. Their Academies being entirely rui- 
ned fcarce any Dodlors have come from thefe Part« who have raifed the Pvepiitation of their 
Nation. tio*v«ver, fome Gleanings concerning their Affairs riiay be gathered; Petachia^ ss^cia 
travelled to many of the JewiJIj Synagogues affirms (s\ that he faw a Prince of the Captivity 
in the Eaft, but he is little known ; and a Perfecution raifed in the End of the twelfth or in 
the Beginning of the thirteenth Century, complcated the Riiiri of this Nation in thcfc P;nts. 
Naffec Ledniliah^ one of the Ahajfides^ being then, the Saracen Calif at Bagdet for forty ieven 
Years, during all that Time, out of his Zeal for Mahometifm^ and out of Hatred to the 'ir^s^ 
and Love to their Money (^), he declared againO: them, and at lafl: commanded thorn to de- 
part all his Provinces, or turn Mnffnlmans 5 many of them went into exile, and the reft chofe 
to diffemble- The Holy Land was much depopulated by the Wars which the 6'aracen's and 
Chriflians had rbade there, as well as in Syrza. Neverthelefs there were ftili fome Synagogues 
an that Country. Thither the famous Mofes Nachmauides retired : He was born at Gircmie iii 
the Year 1 194. 5 applied himfelf firft to Phyfick, but made greater Prbgrefs in the Study 
of the Jewijh Law. A Sermon which he preached before the King of Cafiik^ gave him 
the Title of fbe Father of Eloquence. He commonly gbes by the Name of Kamhan^ 
which is a Contraaion of thefe four Words, Kabhi^ Mofcs^ Beu^ Nachmafi. We know not 
the Reafoii why he who enjoyed fuch Reputation in Spain ftiould leave it 5 but 'tis certain thW 
iie retired to Jetnfalem^ where he built a Synagogue and died. He compofed feyeral Treati- 
fes as, A Prayer of the Ruin of the Houfe or Teinple 5 Letters to iizdiicH Men to Piety 5 ihQ 
Secrets, of the Laiv ^ Itb'e Garden of Pie a fare ^ or of the Eden ofXloA • full of Cabbaliftick Noti- 
"ons, of which Science he was a great Admirer. , - 

Tlie.Tranquillity oi Egypt was no lefs difturbed than that of the Holy Land. St. Le'wis^ or 
JLeivis IX. king oi France^ endeavoured to make a Conqueft of this Country from the Ip; 
fidel Mahometans : He took Damzettd, and overcame Almobadan whd reigned in Egypt in the 
Year of our Lord 12505 but was himfelf defeated in a fecbrid Battle, and taken Frifoner. 



in Egypt, nor did any learned Jews then appear in that Country j dnly m the fourteenth Cen- 
tury one Simeon Dnrdn became confpicuous in Africa ; having paft thither frotn Spain^ h? 
y^voiQ A Chronology of the ancient Rabbi72s ^ ^he Buckler of the Fathers j Diligent Judgment 
(e\ and the judgment of Juftice, . . 

The i'artars or Moguls formed a nevv Monarchy in Afia ih the thirteenth Century, and 
took Chorazan, As thefe Barbarians depopulated all Places iindef theii- Pbwer, fo thcy^ d^r 
ft royed the Settlements which the j^<«^//r<?^ had in that Country, arid difpcrfed the Nation: 
But they devoted themfelves to the Service of thofe iiew Mafters, arid fometimes found Favou^ 
at their Hands. In the Year lis^^ajewijb Phyficiah named Saade Doulat, ingenious

He .deprived the 
Chriftians oF nothing they poflelTed in the Enapirej but. chiefly he employed , his Credit to 
faife his own Nation, and to procure them "new Eftabirfhrnents.. Thus th e Jc-jis in ,thofe re- 
rnote Parts of the Eaft began to breathe again, and to enjoy the Advantages they hgd fo long 
wanted.

Baptifm, which waS done efpe'ckfly by thofe who undertook the Crnjade for recovery of the 

'holy Land, ■■ ■ - 

In the Ages we are now difcourfing of, the. Jewijb Nation, was. numerous and powerful. in 
ttie .Weft, and particularly in Sfazn^ where they maintained themfelves almoft equally with the 
Califs and Chriftian Princes, becaufe the different Exigencies of State rendered thtjm.neceflary 
to bothj tho' their Numhers.and Authority fpmetimes excited the JcaJoufy. of Ecclefi.aflicks 
.to perfecute them. This happened in the Year 1209 at Toledo Qa), The Archbilhop of that 
City being a Man of 'a warm, and reftlefs Temper, was .veaced to. fee his Dioc.efe . filled with 
Multitudes of rich Jews^ 5 and . being defirous to bring their Trcafures into his own Cofiers, puc 
f}imfclf at the Head of a Rabble which he had raifed, entred the Synagogue', and . difperfed the 
Aflembly, and thence proceeded to plunder their Ho^fes. This Mifery y/as followed, with an- 
other J for the 'Crufaders^ while preparing for their Expedition, having their Rendezvous, near 
this great City, thought Devotion obliged them to maflacye thofe who had crucified the Lord 
of Glory, hoping that the firft Fruits of their ^Blood would draw down a Blefling upon their 
Endeavours "to refcue 'the holy Sepulchre out of the Hands of Infidels ^ and. therefore thefe Vo- 
taries XP') prefcribed no Bounds to their Cruelty. Abrauanel (c'^ \ooks upon this Perftcupjon sl$ 
biie of themoft cruel that his Nation eyerfuffered j for according tp bi-s Account^ |t made ^ 
greater Number Jews go out of Spai'n^ than were condu<5ted out of Egypt ,by the miraculous 
IVIijiiftry of Alc/es, The Nobility withftood. the Torrent of thefe Cruelties t But King Ferdir: 
72^»d, who endeavoured to gain the Love of his People by perfecuring the Albigeois^ and who 
himfelffet Fire to the Pile in. which they were burned, was no^ favourable, to the '^ews^ the 
Uioft odious of Hereti'cks, '^Tis faid that the Jews vazy blame themfelves fov thefo CaJamir 
ties: They were become exceeding Vorid oitht^ir '^ephilim^ and of many fupcrflitioqs Rites 
and Cabbaliftick Dreams. They married ftrange Women, both from among the ChriftL^ns 
Mahotnetans j and the ^SpaniJIo Hiftorians charge them with carrying away a Child .from 
the Choir of SaragoJJa^ and crucifying it : And to crown all, they obftinately refufed to be 
converted. Kay)?io72d de P^nna Forpe^ QtnexsX the Dominicans^ perfuaded James A, King 
of -<^rri«^o;/, to forbear violent, and to ufe rational Methods for their Convidlion, This pro- 
duced a Book called Pugio Fid'ez 5 but his Poynard of Faith did not fo wound their Confciencei 
ds to J)rbduce a Change. Upon the whole, 1 am not tojuftiiy the Jews in thefe Matters 5 but 
ih the rhean Time, the Pra"6li'ee of fuch Inhumanities againft them as thefe' have been n^m-* 
jed. Will rather harden and inflame them with Hatred to our Religion; than ibften and coriverc 
them, 

Alphonfo X. Kinig oiCafiile was fo mightily delighted with the Contemplation of the 
Stars, that ho is ordinarily called the Aftrologer, , The , Rabbi m being skilled in this Art, 
found no Difficulty to infiiluate into his Favour. Juda de^ I'oledOy , about the Year 1255, by 
his Order tranflat'ed fome Books of Aftronoroy, compofed by -Avicenna in Arabick^ and pener 
trating further into that Science, he counted the Stars, and divided them intp forty eight Cpnr 
ftellations. The fame Number is to be found in the Writings of the venerable Bede^ tho* • per- 
haps this Kabbihzd never rezd Bedels Books, they being.then fcarce;, arid Corr.efppndence not: 
eafy. Al^b'oftfo employed anothet- KabbiU:^ Jfaac theSbn oif Sidy who, made Aftronomjcal Tables 
that have been Unce called Alpbon^nc^2X\d are in Efteem -among .jche Learnec) in that Science if)* 
Mofes the Son of I'ibboj}^ who then lived in theKingdpm qlQranada^ cranflated . alfo Euclid^k 
Blements^ the Manufcript ^yhereof is faid to be fell at Konie (^), Nor was it only ar the Court 
of Cdfi'ile the learned Ka^bins appeared and were regarded .; James I, King of Arragou loved 
them to that Degree, as to receive moral Lediure? from them, and to defire tli.e Books .of De-- 
votion which they had compofed, K.Jo?2a about the Year 1264, wrot^ to another ^p^^f^^of 
G/ro/:?^ for Advice how, he ought to anfwer the Kiiig.of ^^rmgow's Jmention, conimahding him 
tb write a Book to inftrudt Man in the Duties of Religion and Piety, /Tis bejieved that this 
Jona wrote a Book upon religious Fear, which is tranflated intp. Spat^ijh^ . under, the Title of 
"•tratado del I'imoT divino. Ifc Sfeems the Clergy then in that Country applied themfelves llttleto 

the Study of Devotion, when they were fo far outftripped by iheKapH^^*

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This favourable Tundlure for the J^ws was difturbed by a famous Impoftor who formed a 
T)efien to deceive all the Synagogues inSpai?!, not byfetting up for the Mefflab^ but by pro- 
iTiifine his fpeedy Appearance upon their obferving the Conditions he impofed. This Deceit 
vernamed imagined that he had found out the ineffable Name JEHOVAH.hy 

the Help whereof he would work Miracles, and obtain the abfolUte fovereign Power, conform 
to an antient Tradition. Then he, with one who was his Accomplice, notified the Day on 
which the Mejfiab was to appear : And the Jews were fo credulous, that having prepared 
themfelves by Failing and Altns, they went to their Synagogues drelTed in white^to wait for the 
Performance of the Promife, but found themfelves niiferably cheated. A who turned 

Monk and wrote againft his Nation ia') afTerts, that they were ftrangely furprifed to find Crof- 
fes upon their white Clothes, and upon all the Linen they had left at home : But 'tis more 
probable that they were afflifted when they found themfelves deceived of their vain Hopes. 

5 7 This Misfortune was not comparable to that which they felt in the beginning of the 
fourteenth Century, the Effedls whereof fpread very far. It wasoccafioned by a Gang ofShep^ 
herds who fet up for Votaries, boafted of Miracles, formed numerous Armies, and could not 
be difperfed without a prodigious EfFufion of Blood. The Jews were great Sufferers in the 
Cruelties they committed. Some Authors contend C^) that this AlTembly of Shepherds began 
in France^ in the Reign Philip the Long^ making the Conqueft of the holy Land their Pre- 
tence, They were headed by a depofed Prieft, and a Benedifline Monk, a Deferter of his 
Order* who foabufed the Credulity of the People, as to be counted miraculous Men. The 
Peafants quitted their Labour and Plough to follow them, and great Lords gave them their Pro- 
teaionj till they found it their Intereft to deftroy them, to prevent being plundered. They 
ravaged Lattgnedoc^ and the nighbouring Provinces, breaking the Prifon-Doors, and releaCng 
Malefaftofs, to enlarge their Company. They made themfelves Mafters of feveral Cites, in 
which they exercifed the utmoft Barbarities, particularly againft the Jeixis. A Number of this 
Nation retiring to a Caftle,under the Protedtion of the King of France 5 the Shepherds came and 
invefted it, with a Refolution to deftroy them. The Befieged defended like defperate Menj 
and when their Arms failed, they threw their own Children from the Top of the Walls to move 
Compaflion: But this was an unprofitable Sacrifice- The Shepherds fee Fire to" the Gates j 
and having gained the Caftle, found nothing there but dead Bodies with fome Children, and 
one Man, who having killed his Companions, could not refolveto kill himfelf j hiththey took 
and cut in Pieces^ At Navarre their Cruelties were redoubled, becaufe their Numbers were be- 
come confiderable. Six thoufand Jews were murdered at Efteffa 5 none efcaped but fuch as could' 
purchafe a Retreat into fome fortified Caftle or other. R. Mendchem found a Soldier more 
merciful than the reft, who faved his Life : His Father and Mother, with four Brothers had 
b'een ftabbed, and he was left naked and wounded, till one of the Gang, hearing his Groans, 
moved with Compaffion carried him to a Houfe, where he was cured j and he afterwards be- 
came Head of the Academy ofSoledOy and famous among his own People for Learning. The 
Shepherds proceeded from Navarre to Langnedoc^ where they committed the' like Ravageis'. 
They alfaulted the Jews to enrich themfelves by their Spoils: But the Chriftians were not fe- 
curej for theleaft Pretence was a fufficient Motive to pillage their Houfes. Application wa^ 
made to the Pope, then refiding at Jvigmfi : But the Shepherds defpifed his Thunderbolts of 
Excommunication. At laft the King of Fra7tce being vexed and tired with thefe Barbarities' 
exercifed' over all his Kingdom, ordered his Troops to purfue thislawlefs Gang, and give them 
no Quarter. His royal Army, affifted by the Nobility of the Country, obliged them to retire 
iwioNa'Varre and Arragon^ where they renewed their Diforders, till the King of Arragon ha- 
vino- fet his Son the Prince at the Head of his Army, killed the Leader of the Shepherds, and 
difp1:rfed the reft. Part of them were deftroyed by the Sword,and others by the Peftilence which' 

then raged. r • • ■ 

This Plague was a Spring of frefh Mifery to the Jews 5 they were accufed of coiifpjnng 
w ith the Peafants of Mejnra^ to poifon the Waters of the River, and of furnifhihg them with, 
the Poifon. They were caftinto Prifonsj and long Informations made agairift them. When 
the Accufations could not be proved, it was faid they had been Ihut up only to convert them 
(Oj and upon their Refufal to embrace Chriftianity, fifteen thoufand of them were fentenced 
to the Fire. They were on the Brink of another Perfecution in Alphoitfo XI's Time, but Jo^ 
feph a Jew Afligy^ who had got into Favour with that Prince, being made interidant of his 
Finances, proteded them. 

No fooner had they efcaped this Danger but they fell into another 5 there was a Mutiny 
agahift them at I'oXedo^ to which R. Afcher had fled from his native City of Norihemhourg mth 
hTs eight Sons. One of them obferving the Chrillians breaking open his Houfe, in order to 

murder him, fell into fuch an Excefs of rage, as to kill all his Relations who were fhut up with 

uicn*

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himihe ftabbed his own Wife, and his Brother J^y^o^'s, a Man who taught gratis^ and left be- 
hind him a valuable Book called STflrm, containing a Body of their Civil and Ecclefiaftical JLaw j 
and laft of all this 'Jew killed himfelf^ that he might not fall into the Hands of the Na%arenes, 
This happened about the Year 1349. Another Calamity followed them ^ Martin Arch-dea- 
cbn o^Aftigy^ preaching in the Streets of ^Seml and Corduba inflamed the Spirits of the People 
againft the Jews^ fo as to malTacre fome of them. This Flame was carried as on the Wings of 
the Wind to i'oledo^ Valencia and Barcelona^ where fome were plundered, others were killed, 
while the more politick changed their Religion to efcape the Fury of the Rabble. The Syna- 
gogues Sevil and Cordnba^ which had been very numerousj were difperfed by a Multitude of 
Deferters. HeJtry 111. King o^Caftile^ called by fome Authors the curfed^ by others the fickly^ 
purfued thofe who retired to Andalnfia and other Parts, where they were knocked down by 
the People. BsowV/j in his Annals placeth this in the Year 1396. John the Son of King 
Henry was as cruel to the Jews as his Father : Many of them perifhed in his Time by 
being denied the Neceffaries of Life, and were eafily known by a red Badge which they were 
forced to wear. They were not more happy in Arragon^ new Taxes were laid upon them, 
and the Moors^ and Vzrmers of the Revenue think they can never be too fevere againft thofe 
who are the Objeft of the publick Hatred. 

Notwithftanding all thefe Oppreflions, the Jews in Spain during thefe two Ages we are 
difcourfing of, had fome learned Men, as Ifaac Scirpnt^ who wrote againft Chriftianity, R. 
Jacoby who compofed his Courfe of the Law, entituled, 27<r/iw, or the four Order about the 
Year of our Lord 1 340. Solomon the Son of Chonar^ who went from Confiantinopte to Burgos 
(^a) to reveal the Profundity of the Law, his Son Schem 7'hou publifhed the High IVay of 
Faitby in which he endeavours to prove the Jewijb Religion by Philofophical Demonftrations- 
Laftly, the King of Caftile had two Jewijb Phyficians in his Service, one of them called Meit 
Algndes was Intendant or Head of all the Spanijb Synagogues. He tranflated AriftotW% 
thicks^ and was much efteemed. 

From Spain we may pafs into Italy^ and there confider the State of the Jews in theft two 
Ages, where it may be remarked,That among all Sovereigns, fcarce any can be found more In* 
dulgenc to this Nation than the Popes atRow^,who while they perfecute Ghriftians who differ 
from them in their Opinions, do grant the circumcifed great Privileges, and leave them to a 
full Liberty in their Infidelity. Clement V. who removed his See to Avignon^ becaufe of the 
Troubles in Italy^ about the Beginning of the fourteenth Century, procedted them as far as he 
was able againft the Fury of the Shepherds. He took alfo Care of their Inftru^ion 5 for he 
appointed Profeflbrs in all Univerficies to explain Hebre\t\ and to teach their Scholais to be 
able to difpute with thefe Infidels and convert them, yo^?/ XXII. who fucceeded Clement 
about the Year 1320, took a different Courfe, for he thought the fureft Way was to burn all 
the Copies of the 'talmud^ and that theBilhops fliould oppofe all the Jewijb Superftitions 5 but 
ftill he was for tolerating the Jews^znd not for uling any violent Meafures againft tliera. C/i?- 
went VI. about the Year 1342, fuccoured them when they were maflacred for having poifon- 
ed Fountains and Rivers in Spain and Germany^ tho' ftill 'tis hard to conceive how Rivers can 
be poifoned 5 but many died at that Time, and the Jews muft be guilty. This Pope was their 
Father and Comforter, who kindly received them at Avignon^ while they were burnt at other 
Places. The Inqnijttors In Italyj who perfecuted the Albigeois, meddled not with the Jews. 
They prefented Emeric^ Diretlorof the Inquifition with a Bible, writ, as they pretended, by 
the Hand of Efdras^ ftill preferved with great Veneration, And we lhall afterwards find, th,at 
when Ferdinand the Catholick expelled all the Jews out oTSpaif/y the Pope who then reigned 
received them with great Civility into his Territories j and laughed at the Folly of this poli- 
tick Prince, who.unpeopled his Dominions of a great Number of rich trading People, whik 
he commended his Piety- 

From Italy^ if we pafi over the Mountains into France^^^ may fee Philip Augujtus reigning 
there, in the Beginning of the thirteenth Century ^ and many Petitions were prefented to him 
againft the Ufury of the Jews^ who not content with theexceflive Intereft and Mortgages of 
the Church-plate, made their Debitors Slaves. Princes winked at thefe Extortions, becaufe 
the Ufurers bought their Proteftion 5 and on the Complaints of the People, were frequently 
condemned in great Fines, and Confifcation of their Bftates to the Treafury. At length 
Laws were made to hinder thefe Abufes J and the moft effeftual was that in the Aflembly of 
the States of Britafzny^ in the Year 1239, where it was enadted C^), ^bat at the Kequeji of 
the Bijhops^ Abbots^ Barons and Vajfals of Britanny, the Jews Jbotild he banijbed out of this 
Province for ever, ^heir Debitors were di [charged from the Debts they had contraSfed with 
them J and thofe who had received Pawns from them were allowed to keep them (jis if it were 
lawfid to difpofe of another Mafi's Goods without bis ConfentJi Any body that killed a Jew was 
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-declared innocent ; and Judges w^re forbidden to take Informations againfi them^ in order to 
■hring them to UriaL .^beDnke of -Bfitanny engaged for bimfelf df^d his Pofierity to maintain 
the fe Ordinances ^ and in. caje. of Violation the Bijhofs bad not only Bower to excommunicate bim^ 
but even to confifcate his hands in their Diocefe, Finally^ aU his Vaffals 'xere obliged to take 
an Oath before two Bifhcps and two Barons to obferve this Law^ and not to fnffer any Jew np^ 
on their Lands-,. The great Council of Lyons^ in the Year 1245, where the Emperor Frede^ 
rick was excommunfcated by Pope Innocent \Y, with extinguifhed Torches, made new De- 
crees concerning the Jews 5 for, firft ia\ ^befe Princes who bad Jews to their Subje^is^ k^j-i- 
commanded to oblige them to return to the Crufaders all the Moizey they bad from them^ and 
'to remit all the Ufury that was due under Pain of £xcommunicatio72^ and being depri^-ed of Civil 
Society. Next the Jcvfs were, inhibited from demanding their Debts owing by /^^ Crufaders 
till their Return^ or till they had an autbentick Certificate of their Deaths, This was urjuft, 
for the Council could not fufpend the EfFe^ of Contraas made before it conveened, nor dilpofe 
of the Eftates of private Perfons as they pleafed. . Notwithftanding thefe Decrees, the 7e^w 
had fo great Liberty^ that ibmecimes they enjoyed Offices and Digriities. At Montpelier acir- 
ruracifed PGvion was feen at the Head of the Magiflracy : The Chriftians had JewiJJj^ and 
the Jews Chriftian Slaves. St. Lewis King o£ France^ about the Year 1228, was zealous for 
his own Religion, but fuffered others to be perfecuted. While he was bufy about the Cmfade^ 
Multitudesof y^o'J were maflacred in his Kingdom. In the Reign of Philip 111, Urnamed 
the Hardy, which continued from the Year 1270 to 1285, the Jews had more Peace 5 for he 
recalled forae^ whom his 3?redeceflbr St. Lewis had banifhed. In his Time flouri(hed Levi th^ 
Son of Gerfpm^ Grandfon of Nacbamanides (^),who wrote a Commentary pn.^^'^/w/ie/, and other 

Pieces, and lived to tfcie fourteenth Century^ being witneis to part oF the Miferie^ which ruin- 
ed his Nation in that Country. 

In th^Ktign oi Philip the fair ^ which began with the Year 1286, the ^^^2;^ were fo 

powerful as fometimes to make Conquefts upon Chriftianity, which obliged Pope Nicolas IV* 
rogive Orders to the InquiGtion to be more fevereagainft them 5 and King Philip drove all 
oif them out of his Kingdom in the. Year 1306. This is reckoned one of the four great Wife? 
Ties the jews have fuffered j and fomeof their Authors fay (O5 That the Niithbers which thea 
\tk France were twice as great as thofe who followed iV^o/f-^ to the Paflage of the Red Sea. 
But they amplify too rauchj for they,were never fo many in that Kingdom id'). . Platina 
ifays (j\ that they were puniflied fqr Magick. But the trueCaufe was the King*s Covetouf- 
nefs, defiringco enrich himfolf by their Eftates ; for he banifhed the Jews under Pain of Death 
or Con^erfionjConfiicating the Goods of the Exiles , to his own Ufe, permitting them only to 
carry their Clothes away, with a Sura of Money to help them out of his Kingdom. Part .of 
them died by the Way of Fatigue and Hunger 5 the reft retired into Germany. . .Hence: the 
Jews in that Country lock on themfelvesas originally o£ France^ defcendihg of thefe perfecu- 
ted People. Some turned Chriftians, to pre'/ent the Mifery thfey . thought unavoidable in fo- 
reign Countriesjas Nicholas de Lyra^ who wrote a Treatife againft the Je'tjas. He iat laft tur- 
i?ed Monkj and died in a Convent in the Year 134.0 j but moft of the. reft retained the 
daifm which they had abjured. The fame Avarice. and worldly Ihtefeft .that had occaConed 
the Expulfib^i of the Jews out of France, gave rife to their being recalled in the Year i^i^ ' 
For Lewis Hutting or the Mv.tin'eer-^ then.fucceeding his Father Philip the fair^ and finding his 
Kingdom exhaufted of Money, and .the People ready to rebel, upon the fugitive Jew 's giving 
him a large Sum, recalled them into his Dominions, where they lived peaceably during his 
Reign, which was very fhort j for he died in the Year 13 16, In the 1320, they laboured un- 
der a new Perfecution by the Shepherds, of which we have before (f) difcoiirfed. This was 
no foonerover, but they fell into another Misfortunes . for the Saracen King o.f Granada^ being 
often defeated by the Chriftians, is faid to have hired the Jezvs to poifon his Enemies r^),and 
that they employed fome Lepers who put together humane Bloodj Urine, three Sorts ofEerbs, 
and an Hoftie all dried in a Bag, which being put into a Well rendre.d the Waters hurtful. Thc> 
this Story looks like a monkifh Tale, yet the People were fo proyokedas to feizeahd burn fe-r 
veral Jews upon.that Score 5 and others of that Nation diflembled their Religion, to prevent 
falling into their Oppreflbrs Hands. Charles VI. in his younger Years, was favourable, to the 
Jews^ allowing them to live in France^ only they were to wear a Badge of Diftindlion j but 
afterwards this Prince, by fome melancholy Accident or other, loft his Wits^ and had 
Fits of Madnefs with lucid Intervals. The Jews were accufed of killing a rie\V Convert .at- 
Paris (Z?), for which they were feverely fined in the Sum bf eighteen thoufand Crowns. Thts 
vas but the Beginning of their Sorrows 5 for in the Year 1395, they were banifhed out pf this 
Kingdom^ never to return again. 'Tis true they have been fince tolerated in France,^&nd

Miaority, till the Year 1250 when 
the King being.togo to France, in order io.xaik Money,, he confifcated a third Part of their 
Eftates. Five Years thereafter, the King keeping his Chriftmafs s^t Weftntiufler five Je-Js 
were accufed before him by one Toylie ^d% that they had ftoln away a Child at Noriuicb 
whom they circumcifed and . kept, intending to crucify him at the neit ,Eafier, whereuoon 
they Nvere caft m Prifon during Pleafyre. The King .being frequently ftraitned for Monev o 
bliged them at feveral Times to pay feven thoufand Merks, Sterling^ befides two hundred irt 
Gold given to the (^ueen. In the Year 1239, they were again fined in the fifth Part of their 
Moveables and on many other Ocpfions. wpre feverely fqueezed (O,. particularly whea 
tjie King lifted himfelf for the Holy War.

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blifbed, the5fe^^ felt the Effects thereof, being brought, before the Tribunals, and their prin- 
cipal Sums difputed for having violated the. I-aws of the Chriftians. _ .... 

The Devotion of the Flagellants was a frcfh Source of their Miferiesw This Sefl, which 
had. been almoft extin*^:, refumed Vigour in the Year: 1349^ ^ancj caufed new Malfacres. ,Thcy 
muftered under certain Leaders twice a Day, and ftripping themfeh es flark naked before 
the People, whipped themfelves with Cords loaded with .Nails and Spurs, always ftirring up 
the Mob again'il the J^w^J, fo that fome of them wCic/eized and .burnt in ^uringia. But their 
-greateft Calamity happened at Fra^tcfort^ where the Flagellants having committed many Dil- 
orders, at lafl cohfented to an Accommodation : Bun a ^evo named Cicugne^ to avenge his 
JBrechren who were numerous in the Place, threw a Squi.b into the Towi^-hpufc , the Fire 
.took, and the Arcbivfes were, confumed i the Flames reached the neighbouring Church, which 
was prefently reduced to Afhes. . Such a Crime as this could. not be fuffer.ed to go uppunifhed, 
not only all the guilty perifhed, but alfo all the ''je^-^s in the City except a few that efcaped into 
"Bohemia. At the fame Time-they were accufed ofpoifoning WelljS, Fountains and Rivers 5, and 
a Plague flvept away many , of them, as well as of o.ther People. Thefe. who fled into Bo^emia^ 
[^id not find long Quiet there : The PjeOpIe .of Pri?g:«ff feeing thein 'celebrate the .Paflbver, 
xhofe that Day to burn their Synagogue,, and thofe who performe.4 .Devotions in it. . Two 
Years after this, U'\nce(laus Emperor ot' Gernk^ny and. King of Bohemia , (^a')^ .difcharged the 
Nobility and Cities from. "all Debts due to the Jews, This made .the People believe they migl^c 
attempt any Thing agalnft a Nation whom th^ Emperor had refufed to protpdl j. and. therefore 
at Gotha^ i^p/w and other. PJaces, they took the Libefcy to put them xo, the. Swprd,/withouc 
^ny Diftindlion of Age or Sex, excepting fome Children whom they carried to the Church tp 
be baptifod- fiuc a Scop wai.put tQ.thefe Executions^ by. punifhing fome of the Authors. Thp 
fourreehth Century ended with thefe and the. like Diforders.;- And I huipbly conceiye.they can- 
jiot be accounted for, but by obferving that the cruel- Dilpofitioh *of Popery intheleldark Times 
bad. almoft banifticd the meek. Spiric. of Chriftianity. ■ : . . i ' .. 

§ 8. I proceed now to. confider the Hiftory of th^^Jews in fevet'al Parts of the World du- 
ring the fifteenth Century : Beginning .with Spaift* Wx this Country- .tbey had lived and niul- 
.tiplied for a long Time : ,Here they had,theii:' Synagogues', famous Doiftors, and. confrderabl,c 
Settlementsi. The AntirPope Benedi6i -XIII. was then m Att agon ^ x^^^ only Place that flood 
.by him CO that Time. He about the Year 1413, defired to figogli^iohis'^eal By attacking 
the J(rjos^ which he began with Conferences. J^totn tie, ^an^fa fide (who before his; turning 
Chriftian was named JeboJJsnab Hallorki^ being then his Phyfitian, put him upon this Defign, 
iafTuring him he would convince all the yews by Paflagesouc of .the f^lnmdy that Jefus Chriji 
was the MeJJiah. Dom Fidalon the bther Part was chofen .t)efcndant in the. Diipute : Th^ 
.^ews then aflecled pompous Titiesi as Dom or Dominns, Jer,om had. a good .Caufe. to ma,- 
nage, but ftraitned faimfelf too muth by engaging to prove his Point, oujc. of the ^almitdk . Thp 
■Conferences began In Fel/r/tary 141 3, and ended in May 1414, which J^row afterwards publi- 
flied C^), The Chriftiaris tell of a great Number of ypje'J converted . by this Book ^ but the 
yews give ho fuch Account! As this People have been brought, in for their Share of Calami- 
ties in all the Kingdoms wherein they have lived^ fo they had a conflderable one in- the Infur,- 
reftion at Soledo (c). The City complained chat their Privileges hadb.een.violace4by thelm- 
pofition of a Tax ; upon which the mutinous People rofe and plimdred the Hpufcs of the rich-^ 
eft Citizens^ knocking o' th' Head thofe that refifted. IJhe ^fews were, not fpared, the Vio- 
lence being carried even to the Pofterity of the Converts, t When.Mat.ters were a little calni- 
ed. Laws were publilhed, excluding both Maboynetan and ye^ijhmvf Convwsfrom. all Offices. 
. B ut- a gi'eater Calamity came upon this Nation ^vhen they .were .expelled hwt of Spain b^y 
■ King i^?ri^/V/^j7;^ the. Catholick, arid Queen Ifabella: They having put ■ an End tp the -War 
againft the ilfoorj, thought of ruining .the Synagogues; and getting, ri^ ".of the, 7mJ._.. :Fer^/f> 
nana in March 149?, iffued out an Edift^ Commanding ail.that J^ation.tp depart tbe Kingdom 
of Spam in four Months y or. embrace Cbrifiianity, ^urrecrentata^ who. promoted the- Perfecuti- 
on, advifed to ihorten the Timcj and forbad the fupplying of thjofe who, were.to be-^ banifhed 
-with Provifions. The yewS ai-e faid to have .carried olT thirty thoufand Millions of Ducats; 
they were obligisd to pay feme Ducats per Head to the King .for .their f reigljt j and thofb 
who would not, or could not pay thi5, became Slaves^ and had their Goods qonlfcated„ which 
was rigproufly executed, fo as two VcfTels being loaden,, and not able.tO. p^y ^hexr Freight,. all 
th^yews aboard of them were fold. Mariana in his Hiftory of Spain (ji^^ .affirHisj that One 
hundred and feventy thoufand yewijh VamxViQs^ or eight hundred thpufand ,Perfons; left Spain 
upon the Execution of fhisEdidl. The y.vws reckon Gne hundred and twenty thoufand Fami- 
lies^ or Six hundred thoufand Perfons. The Favour that the. learned Akr^bmtel had >vith tl^e 
King and (^ueen, could not hinder him from the fame Fate with the reft i for he wai obli-

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Tred to retire to /f^^/y, where Ihifting from Place to Place, he died at Vefzice in the Year 1508, 
and is among the beft of the Jewijh Commentators. Ifaac the Son of :Aram^ a great Philofo* 
pher and Cabbalift, was another of thefe Refugees. R. Meir his Son, Author of a Comrnen- 
tary upon Job^ Jofeph Gigatella^ the divine Cabbalift, as they call him, Ifaac Karo^ and A- 
Iraham Zacutb were alfo among the learned Jezvs who went into Exile. Zacutb when in 
Portugal compofed his Jiichafin^ or a Book of Generations, from the Creation of the World to 
the Year 1500. There were many who compiied with the Times, chufing rather to take on 
an external Mask of Ghriftianity, than to expofe ttiemfelves to all the Miferies of Fugitives. 
The Truth is, their Calamity was very great ^ for we are told, that the Fire feized fomeTranf- 
port VefTels, and confumed all the Paffengers: Many were ihipwreck'd and peri{hed at Sea, 
thro' the Fault or Defign of the Pilots. The Peftiience having infedled the reft 5 and being 
fet on Shorej part of them died of Hunger; others arrived at Fe%^ where the Inhabitants 
frightned with fuch a Multitude of Fugitives, fhut their Gates, and forced them, to live in 
Tents, on fuch Herbs as the Ground afforded, which by Reafbh of the Drought and Barren- 
nefs of the Soil were not many. Thefe who made their Way to Italy^ arrived Qenoa^ 
where Famine rendred Provifions extremely dear. The Inhabitants, obfervihg their Diftrefs, 
and Want of Money to buy Food, went into the Streets with a Piece of Bread in the one Hand, 
and aCrofs inthe bther^ offering them Food if they would worftiip the CroS. And thefe 
who had forfakeii their Eftates In Sfain^ rather than abandon their Principles, had not the Cou- 
rage to refift this Trial. The Spaniards murmured againft the Politicks of their Sovereign, who 
depopulated his own Kingdom, by banilhing fo great a Number, who with their Predeceffors 
had been bbrn and refided many Ages among them : Befides, he run the Risk of a Rebellion, 
fmtx fo muny hundred thoufands driven td defpair might make a dangerous Infurreftion. The 
Wealth he gained by it probably did not anfwer Expectation. Indeed he obtained flattering 
Compliments from the Ro^2zj!& Clergy^ with the Title orCatbolick {ome time thereafter from 
Pobe JUcKander VI. who laughed in his Sleeve to fee the Cacholick King thruft out fo many 
Peopleiwhbm his HolineiTs cordially received to re plenilh his Territories. I may alfo bbfervcj 
thit the Baniftirtieht of fo great a Number of Jeu's by Ferdinand^ and of rather a greater Num- 
iber Movrs^^ by his Great Grandchild Philip 11. in the Year 1609, at large defcribedby Dr. 
Geddes (h^, with the numerous Colonies tranfported to America and the Indies^ and the terrible 
Havofck made by the Courts of Inquifition, hath fo exhaufted the Blood and Vitals of .^paln^ 
that thi* great Kingdom appears t& this Day extenuate and waft in g^ like a Body under a 

Decay. . . . - . 

"John II. King of Portugal^ lying at the very Gates of »5])£7?>^ was willing to enrich himfelt 

on this Occaiion, and to that End gave a Retreat in his Territories to confiderable Numbers cf 
thefe exiled fews^ whom he employed in his Service to difcover the Coafts of the Eaft //;- 
dies i tho' ftill he loved them not, and therefore impofed on them moft rigorous Conditions, 
as that each bf them fliould pay eight Gold Crowns for the Privilege of Refuge, and moreover 
fixed a Time beyond which it was not lawful for them to continue in his Dominions without 
entring in Slavery. Thefe hard Goiidltions were complied with by Abundance of them, who 
thiife rather to endure Servitude, than to expofe thferiifelves to unknown Misfortunes as Exiles 
in a foreign Land. Emamel^ Johfi*s Succefibrjinthe Beginning of his-Reign fhewed fome Com- 
Jjaffion to thefe oppreffed People, reftoring them their Liberty : But upon marrying the Daugh- 
ter of terdinand and Ifahella^ he changed his Conduct. The old Queen refufed him the/«- 
fanta^ unlefs he would, expell out of his Dominions both the J'sms and the ilfoorj, they 
being Enemies to Chrift and his Kingdom. Tho' Religion was pretended, the main Cauie 
of this Zeal feems to have proceeded from a Jealou^ that Portugal received tot) much 
Strengh and Riches by entertaining fo great a Number of induftrious People. However 
iiuel^ to gain his Bride, and the new Alliance, which he had fo much at Heart, ordered both 
the feivs and Moors to depart out of his Dominions in . a limited Time, which he prbriiifed 
them, tie kept his Word to the latter, fearing Reprifals would be rnade in Africa upon the 
Chriftians ; but he did not fo with the ^^^^^^5 for he deprived them of Liberty to carry away 
theif Children^ except thofe who were above fourteen Years of Age^ which reduced thetn to 
^hat Defpair, thdt fome killed themfelves, others proved Executioners to the Fruit of their own 
Bowels. Belides, after he had affigned them Liberty to embark at three Ports, he reduced 
them td one, which obliged them to make double Journies, exhaufted their Treafure, and 
niade many of them miferable. This made a confiderable Number call themfelves Chriftians, 
And thefe feigned Converfions had the following EfFedts ^ firft. That they were not trufted 5 
and hente many of them were maflacred upon very frivolous Occafions, particularly at Lishotty 
where there was in the Church an Image of a crucified Jcfus^ having the Wounds covered 
with a Glafs 5 fome Bigots imagined they law a glaring Light proceed from the Glals, and 
cried out JMiracles ! A Jew impudently denied the Faft i which made two Dommcan

Days Time killed above two thoufand of them (^a). The King, to fettle this Sedition, puni- 
ihed the two Dominicans with Death who had caufed the Commotion, and depofedthe Magi- 
ftrates who had not fupprefled It. zdiy^ Thefe pretended Converts frequently take the firlt 
Occafion to throw pf the Mask and return to Jndaijm^ of which there are many Inftances, ai 
fofepb'the Son of yqfbna the Hiftorian, who continued his Chronology till 1-554; 7°/^P^ 
^irg^y who collefted Rules for underftanding the Gffffwr^i J Ifaac Ccirdofo^ z Befcendant froni, 
thofe Portuguef^ Dinemblers, a Phyfjciap, who wrote a Trait In S-paniJlo^ of the tifefulnefs of 
Water and Snow, and of.hot and cold Drink, ^dly^ Hence the Inquifition watches over thefe 
xew . Converts, and this cruel Tribunal enrich themfelves by their Spoils, The leaft Sufpi- 
ciori makes them guilty ; the People accufe them of Judaizing in fecrec, and bringing down Di- 
vine Vengeance ^ and the yete'J preferve Dypticks or Catalogues of Martyrs who have-fufte- 
red by this Court ^ and fbmetimes cunning Men endeavour to get into the 

Court; in order to prefer ve their Friends. Thus we have feen how the Jews loft their Liber* 
tyin feveral Parts of £«r(7p^, and were eSpelied ^mx. France^ Etigland^ 'Spain zx\A Portugal, 

5 9. We may jjext "confider what became of them in the E aft, ih Perfia^. Armenia^ and 
Media-^ from the fifteenth to the . feventeenth Qtntwry inclxifiv^^ and in other Parts of the 
World. They fufTered very much by the rapid and violent Conquefts oi Earner lafz^^, who ha- 
ving fixed his Capital at Samercand-^^ pafled to Chora%au (^]), . where they were very numerous. 
He &ized upon Bagdet^ and all the Babylonian Irack : Thenice he went iptp Syria^ where be 
plundered Damafcus j and at the. Defi're of the Greek Emperor at Conftdrittnopky he Attacked 
^^^^za^? the .fourth Emperor of the ?/<r^J, with an Army of 800000 Men, entirely routing 
him in the great Battle. near Mount Stella. In all. Places where his Army marched .the Jew^ 
were difperfed, and in Tome Meafure ruinjsd. The Conqtiefts of Tamerlane skfiQv his 'D^zx^i 
were divided between his Sons and Grandfbns, who weakened themfelves by their Differences. 
Hovvever they fqbfifted a hundred Years, till .a Commander of the Vsbecs entred Chora%an^ and 
took it from them. Arheh^ a JDefcendant of Tamerlane yy32L% obliged to flee to. the Indies^ where 
he efed^edth^ Empire of the Great Mogul. Some tell of the Province oi'Cacbemire in the /«- 
dies^ full of j^zoj i but I fee no good Evidence for it.. , But the Body of this Ifation remainr 
ed in Perjla and Medta^ tho' their Academies being deftrbyed, their learned Men and Heads 
of the Captivity for many Ages having difappeared, no Sciences flouriftied among them, and 
even, their private Men iuade but a poor Figure. They raifed their tiead , under; JjJomael So^ 
fZ?/, Founder of the. Family that long reigned in Perfia. Jjhmdel dying iii the Year of: cur 
Lord ijzSj, his SuccelTors being wholly employed in Wars,, we hear little more of the Jew$ 
till the Reign Schackjbbas^ about the Year 1585. The Perfian Emperor then finding his 
Country very much depopulated, refolv.ed to grant Privileges to all who v/ould come and iettle 
the'rp (s). Upon which a Multitude of People reforted to his Territories, and particularly 
3^fW,.who enriched themfelves by Trade, and thereby. raifed the jealoufy of other Inhabi- 
tants, fo far, that they complained of them to the Emperor, who being of a cruel Temper would 
have cut them off, but could not do it, without violating the Privileges promifed to Stran^ers3 
to encourage them, to plant his Country. Only he called for the Kacanie^ and Sages ol the 
Nation, and examined them why the Sacrifices and other Rites .of the Mofatc Law were abo- 
Jilhed lince the coming of "Je/ns whom Mahomet had fucceedfed ? The Sages faid, ^bey ex* 
peJied the Mefllahj but could 7:ot receive Chrifl whom their Fathers bad crucified. Abbas was 
provoked with this Anfwer,efpecially becaufe the Alcoran n?akes honourable Mention of Jefn's 
Qbrifi^ However he further interrogated them, i^by will yepot i^elfeve ois Jei\isChtlil fifice / 
Relieve him? . They te^Wed^ Cbriftians are fo many fdolaterSy who worjbi^fed^ an accnrfed 
Man^ "ijobo was [banged on a iree ? Very welly faid the iSophy,. believe not the Meftiah of the 
Chriftians^ pnceyou have no Mind to it^ but what tbink ye of Mahomet ? . This Demand con- 
founded them, perceiving their Danger if they fpoke outtheir JMind lipoa.this Point 5 where- 
fore having con verfed together, they aniwered, Si^at Mbfes was the great PropVet'^ and the 
only one they ought to follow ^ but that they did not abfolutely rep^i MshoxxiQty hecakfe be wai 
the Son of Abraham by Ifhmael. To the Anfwer they added hiimble Supplications to the 
Sophy (^), to have Compailioh 6n his Slaves and Subjedts^ who had iettled in his Dominions 
only to pleafe hibi. Abbas reproached them with their Incredulity, but addedj Fix a Stmc^ 
for the comh}g of your Mefliah, and TU tolerate yon tiH the Accomplishment of that Period ; hut 
if the Mcifiah deceive you once more^ yon mufi enibrace Mahomet*^ Religiohy orlofe your Eftatesi^ 
your Children and Lives. After a mature Deliberatipn they determined that the MeJJiab was 
to come in feventy Years 5 and they confented to lofe their Lives and Liberties if he did not 
appear before the End of thefe Years. On the other Hand^ Abbas promiied for himfelf and 
-his SuccelTors to turn fews^ if the Mefjiab appeared in thatXime. The Agreement was Cgn- 
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ed by both Parties, laid up in the Archives, and the Jem taxed in two Miirion's ti:il tr.eir Pro^ 
mile was performed. This Sophy died in the Yedr 1629, and the Agreement was futie mind- 
•ed becaufe of continual Wars between the ^nrks and the Perfians^ till in the Year 1662, Ab^ 
•has 11. having obtained Peace with his Enemies, took'Leafure to turn over the Regifteisof 
his Palace where he found the Contraa: as above between Schack Abbasl. 'ixud the Je-j^s-^ 
Which furprifed him the more, becaufe Zabbathai ^%evi^ a Je-j)tJJ7 Impoftor, was then making 
a ereat Noife. W-iiereapdn the P erfian (1o\\x\q\\ refolved that this Nation, fo abounding with 
Cheats and impoftors, fhould be deftroyed without Delay, except fuch as fhould turn Muj^^U 
Allans The Execution began at Ifpaban^ and in the Space of three Years 'ivi%. irom 16^3 to 
1666) went over all the Provinces o'l Pcrfia^ where the Jews were fettled. Some efcaped the 
Barbarity by flying into the Dominions of the Grand Seignior and to the Eaft Ifidies : But the 
Hatred of the Perfians is fo great to them-, as there is little Hope of their fettling there again, 
i have related the Story as 1 found it, tho' at the fame Titne i own there are lome Things in 
fhe Treaty between Abbas I. and the Jews that look like a Pable. M. Bajndge is of the lame 
Opinion C^), only he thinks ic true that Abhas II. perfecuted x\\^Jews in his Dominions, unlels 
they would turn Mahometans ; But having obferved, that aimoft aii th-e Deferters Jtidaiiu 
diifembled, hegave uptheDeffgn ofronverting them, and reftored them to the Liberty of 
Confcience he had taken from them. This they enjoyed till a iMinifter of the Perfian who ha- 
ted this Nation, and defigned to enrich himfelf by their Spoils^ engaged his Mafter to torment 
them 'Tis certain that there are ftill many "Je^vs at Sbiras^ at Ijpahau^ and at Lar in Perf^a 
tb^ and fomeof them on the Coaft of Ornms. They have a Synagogue at Bagdet^ thd* that 
Place be not now confiderabie. There are alfo many of them fcattered up and down in Ar. 
menia and Media 5 and they have fome Synagogues at Damafcus in Syria 5 but in moft of thofe 
Parts they are reduced to the meaneft Offices to gain their Bread^ and have little Correfpoi> 

dence with their Brethren in the Weft. ^ - .1 t. r • 

The Jeucs have been, and at prefent are numeroxis 5n Aleppo, This City produced the ra- 
moiis Impoflor Zabbathai ^zevi^ who deluded this Nation in the laft Century, pretending to 
be the MeJJiah, His Father was only a Poulterer, Vet his Son had the Ambition to goa- 
bout perfwading the People that he was the Redeemer of Ijrael^ promifed by the Prophets, 
and expelled for fo many Ages. He learned betimes what was hecefiury to be known to 
fo vile :i Part : Scarce was he come from School but he fet up for a Teacher, preached in the 
Fields' in Sight ihe^nrks^ who laughed at him while his Difciples admired him. At twen- 
ty four Years of Age he married a young Jezvefs, whom he divorced without knowing her, 
and took another with whom he alfo lived in Abilinence. It feems he defigned to amuie the 
People w ith his Love of Chaftity. He fell upon the Study of the Prophefeies^ which perfectly 
turned his He?d 5 for by applying them to himfelf^ he imagined that he was to afcend above 
the Height of the Clouds, as Ij'aiab had foretold (O; and asked his Difciples one Day whe- 
ther or not they had feen him carried up in the Air C^). He was cited to appear before the 
Heads of the Synagogue at Smyrna^ where he wds condemned to Death 5 but be'caufe ho Bo- 
dy would execute the Sentence, they only banilbed him. He went to Thejfalonica^ a City 
full of y^a'^i which he thought a proper Stage to a£l his Part on^ but was expelled from thence 
as well as from Athens and feveral other Parts of Greece, which obliged him to retire to Ale- 
icandria^ where he gained greater Reputation. There he married for the third Time a lewd 
Wench who had run thro' Qermany and Italy ^ and had Influence to have her received asQ^iieea 
of the Empire that he was to conquer. At Ga7.a he found a called Natha-a Levi^ who 
favoured his Defign ; and they found by the Cabbalifls on Daniel^ that the Mejfiah was to 
come in the Year 1675. Part of the Jexvs were over-reached by him, and by this NiUban 
pretending to be Elias the Fore-runner of the Me-Jfias ; but the wifeft of the Nation feared 
that this Affair would draw upon them new Calamities. He told to fuch as he had deluded, 
the Fall of the Grand Seignior and the Ruin of the Ottoman Empire; and to beget further Cre- 
dit pronounced the Name Jehovah feveral Times, and changed fome Words of the Liturgy. 
When he came to Conftantimple^ the Sultan having Notice ordered the Vizier A%eni to ar- 
reft him Prifoner, and to give him a found Baflinado, which was done. This did not difcou- 
rage his Followers, who boafted that the Grand Seignior had no Power to put their King to 
Death. At laft, at the Requeft of the principal Officers, he fent for him to Adriafiople, and 
ordered a Sword to be ruh thro' him, to try if he was invulnerable. This fo affrighted poor 
3%evi^ thzt he tmn^^i Mahometan^ and his Wife did the fame. Neverthelefs his Followers 
were not intirely undeceived 5 for fome of them fancied after he was gone, that he was not 
dead, but only hid fome where from whence he would come out again (O- So far concerning 

this Impoftor. . 

One would think that the greateft Number of J^^i might be found in Jiidea 5 but ^^^7^* 
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teive ourTe'lves if we'feek them therp. Their Paflion for the lioiy Land is wonderfully cool- 
ed fince it no longer flows with Milk and Honey. *Tis made a Piece of Devotion in the

©ffubfiftirig and growing rich. Sapheta.is one^ of-the moft remarkable Cities, where there 
'are the greateft . Number of Jews {a). It is fituate in the Bounds of the ancient Tribe of 
'Nepbtali^ nine Miles from Bethfai'da^ upon a Mountain .of three Tops, of fo difficult Accefe 
as lo lhelter them from the Incurfiohs of the -<^r^^/^j»^, who plunder and lay wafte any City 
where they can enter* Here they hiave an Academy^, which feems not to h'ave been erefted 
at the End of the twelfth Century, fince Benjamin ie Ttfdela does. not. mention.it 5 but it is 
now become famous. Thuher the Jew^ fend their. Children to ftudy, as -believing the 
W^Zt^w; Tongue is here learned in its Puricyj bs if that Language were annexed to the Holy 
X^and. Here taught the moft fdmousCal^ba/ffty fince Si'mev/i JocbaideSy called Mofes Cordove'^ 
yusy being born zi Cordnba^ but quitting *5ip^/« 'towards the End of the thirteenth Century, he 
becatne .one of the Pillars, and perhaps one . of the firft Founders of this. Academy; . He took 
for his Text, Song iv. 13. An Orchard (or V'^Tzdits) cf Pomgranates^ v/here from.the Hebrew 
PardeSy fignifying Paradife in Englifh^ he found every Thing he had a Mind to the P. figni^ 
lies the literal Senfe, K. the myfticai, Z). the arngmattcal, and the fecret Senfe. We may 
judge of the Cloth by the Swatch- Dominick offerufalem t&ught in the fame College. Mo/es 
de ?r/r«y, and Jofepb die Karo h^d the CoridUdl of it about the middle of the iixtcenth Centu- 
ry. The one was born in a City . of Jpulim-^ and taught with fo great Appiaufe at Sapbeta-^ that 
the Jews narned him ^tbe Light o/lfrael, the Sinaite of Sinai, the Do£ior that plucks up 
Mountains J becaufe he refolved Difficulties raifed. upon thdr Law- He publiflied Sermons, and 
fin Abftra^ of the Jeivifh Civil Law. Jof^ph de Karo was a. Spaniard^ who . travelled into 
txalil'ee^ where he died in X575 : . He explained the Law of the Nation with fo much Appiaufe^ 
that he was calfed The Prodigy of the Univerfe, Mofes Alfcbeh was born at S.apbeta in the 
Year 1599, and diftinguilhed himfelf in the feventeenth Century, not only by the Eloquence 
of his Sermons, but alio by his Commentaries Oii a Part of the Law. The Titles of his Workfi 
are metaphorical, as ^he Eye of Mofes, l^e R6fe <f Sharon, ^he Lilly of the Valleys. He 
owns that the Meffiab ought to be afflidled (O- 'Samuel 0%idti wis another Preacher who 
thundred at Sapb'etat, the Place of his Birth : He explained the Lamentationsj cailing his Com*, 
^entary the Bread of Sears. Mofes de. Nagiara alio taught there, and hath left Notes on the 
^Pentatencb^ which the Jews efteeni. . Thel-e they had a Prefs, wherein they printed the Ri- 
tual which Mofes Gallafit^ Head 6f this Academy, compofed in 1560., Laflly, Jjtdas Jona^ 
who after his Converfion became the learned Bartoloccih Mafter, and put.him upon the Defign 
of his Rabbinical Library, was born at Sapbeta^ and took his Degree bif Dodlor . or Rabbin in 
this College. He was defcended iof .a Spanifis Familyj which after Ferdittand^s Expulfion tra^ 
veiled into the Eaft-, where this yt^wi? was born. Having gone thro' his Studies. he came into 
the Weft,, and at Amfterd-am determined the Validity of a Will made by a Father in behalf of 
^ Baftard Child. The Jews of Haiiiburg made him aftek*wards their T'^'^g^* ^nci affigned hini 
a Salary. From thence he went to Poland^ where he became a Chriftian, and turned Jeweller 
to Sigifimnd HI. At laft he fettled ziKome^ where he taught Bartolocci the Hebrew Tongue^ 

and died in the Year 1668. . - ' 

There are fewer Jews at Jerttfalem than at Soph'^ta 5 , however they reckon about a hundred 
Families of themj who have their chief Habitation on Mount Zion. Some of thefe have 
Employs, but the greater Part of them live upon Alms fent.by their Brethren in the Weft. . 

Befides Jews^ there ox^ iovci^ Samaritans 2X Joppa-j Gaza^f Si gbem or. Napalotiffe. I Jiave 
di&ourfed of them already in Chapter fifth (jf) 1 and. my intended Brevity doth not al* 
low me now to enlarge further upon them.. The Curious may fee fofcne of their Letters^ with 
Remarks upon them in.Bafnage^s Hiftory of the Jews (Oi and in the. Supplement to Ockiey's 
Tranflation of Leo de Modena (f ). From which I. only remark, that in the laft of their Letters 
\vric in the Year 1676, they give their fuppofed Brethten ih England Advice of the Death of 
their High-prieft^ and beg of thehaat the fame Time Affiftance in their Mifery^.by . fend ngj 
their Offerings to the holy Mount Gerizz'imj,that they may befurniifhed to provide Veftmenti 
for their Priefts ; and finally to offer their Preients and. Charity to the Tombs, of their Fathers, 
I go next to confidef the State of the Jews iil jEthi^pid. In this Kingdom they have beert 
leaft difturbed, becaufe they agree eafily wich.tha Chriftlans who .are circumcifcdj eat no 
Swine's Flefh, and obferve the Jewifh Sabbath. Even the Kings of Mthtopia fancy themfelvei 
to be defcended frOm the antient fews^ and have a Lion in. their Scutcheons, holding. .a Crols, 
with this Motto^. ^he Lion of the 'tri^e of Judah hath prevailed.. In the Letters King David 
wrbte to Pope Clemem VI 1. he took the Ibliowing Titles^ / David, beloved of Gbd^ Pillar, of 
_ Mmmmmmm • ■ Faitf j 
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Faith fpningfrom the ^ribe of Judah, the Son ^ David, the Sat 0/ Solomon, the Scfz of the 

PiUa/ofZion^ a7id of the Seed of Jacob. Mr. Ludolf£^ys (.-z). That thefe were not the com- 
mon Titles of the King o£ Jtthiopza^ but that it was thought t^t to fweil them, to give greater 
Luflre to his Embafly to the Pope. But *tis plain that the Jbajfl^iian Emperor pretends to be 
defcended from i5'o/oMo?;, and that the y^xc;^ in this Country have not received the Talmud^ 
and all the Trumpery of Tradition which ruines the Reputation of their Religion in other 
Parts. I have in another Effay given an Account of the Methods which the Church of Rome 
ufed in vain tofubjc^lthe Church of Abujfynia to the Pope C^), which I am not now to re« 
pete i butfhali here only notice what concerns the ^^'^'•^ in thib Kingdom : And therefore we 
may obfcrve, that David Lmpercr ct ^rbcofia^ about the Year 15345 ^^^^ Alliance with 
the Pcrti'gh€Z€y vho at that Time had made their Name iormidable by their Trade and Con- 
quefli in the tall Jmius^ I) Virtue uhtreof he exfcdted no lefs than to extirpate the Hea' 
thensand Mahometans his infidel Neighbours. Topreveht this, -/^c/^^ff/tf^,mc';named Gra^tbe^ 
or Left'bafid^ a Mabor,ieta72 Prij.ce, jouied his Forces with thofc of the King of Adel^ fough: 
and entirely ruined the Abtzffin Army, and obliged Z)^J-z/ii/ to retire to the Mountains, where 
he skulked' about for two Years. At the lopol one of thefe Mountains, which is afcenried 
with a great deal of DifHculty, he found an agreeable Plain, watered with feveral Ri\ulets, flo. 
red with excellent Fruits, and good Pafturage for Cattle C0> ^^here the Jey:s had their 
bode, who were very ufeiul to the Emperor David in his Diftrefs, and alfo to Claudius his 
Succeflbr, and therefore were protected during their Reign. About the Year 1632, theydif. 
perfed themfeh es more o\er the Kingdom, Some retired towards the Springs of Ar/e, wher.i 
they ftill fubCft ^ others remain in the Province oiDewbe^ where they fpin Wool: Some of 
them are Weavers, others Smiths. The Ahagines leave efpecially this laft Trade tothey^^cv, 
who furnifli them with warlike Inftruments. They ha\e their Synagogues and publick Wor- 
fhip, in which they ufe the Talmudick Hebre'n^ tho' they have not received that Colled^ion of 
Traditions. Laftly, great Numbers of them follow the Court of the King of the Abajp.nes, 
An Arabian who had travelled in that Country at the End of the laft Century, afTured Mr. 
Liidoifid^ that fixty thoufand ot'them were at Court- They correfpond with the Chriftians, 
and live very familiarly u irh them in that Kingdom. 

Egy^t hath lerved the ^e'vos many Ages for a Sanctuary ; but I am only now to obferve, 
that in that Kmgdom they were very near the Brink of Deftruclion in the Year 1524, upon 

this Occafion. ^pj^^w^^^, to whom the Emperor •S'o/y^w/ II. had intruded the Government, 
demanded a great Supply of Money from the ^ffav, which they were unable to pay (e): 
WhereuDon he caufed them to be committed to Prifon, and theatned them with Death, unleli 
they would pay a great Sum. But while his Officers were executing thefe Orders, a Confpira- 
cy was formed againft Achmed, He was taken, and an End put to his Defigns 5 whereby the 
^eivs were delivered, and they celebrated the Memory of this Event by a Feaft. Their Me- 
chanicks are diiperfed over the Country, and their rich Merchants dwell at Cairo, They pre- 
tend to be more numerous in this Kingdom, than when Mofes led them out of it ; but their 
Number is much lefTened of late. - ■ - ■ 
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have no Settlements except at Cairc^ and the Maritim Cities q{ Egypt and that if their Bu- 
flnefs lead them toother Part:i of the Country, they are forced to difguife themfelves that they 
niay not be abufed by the common People. 

There are feme of them in other Parts of Africa^ as at and Morocco^ and at Oran^ where 
they favour the *5'/>.'?;*vrtri/j, notwithfl-andirg the Injuries they have fuftained by them 5 for it 
was a Je'-j) who diredled Cardinal Xitnems to make an eafy Conqueft of that Place. Notwich- 
Tlanding this good Service, they were all expelled out of 0>-^//, in the Year 1669. They 
were numerous in the Province of ^.'(3, which depended formerly on ^Icrccco, There they 
had a fine Synagogue, lerved by many Pricf^s and their own Judges and Intcpreters ot the 
Law, paid by their Nation, who li^e upon Labour and Trade. There are of them in the 
jVloumains of Morocco^ Farriers and Smiths, and People who ferve to build Houfes, becaufe 
the other Inhabitants think this Work too laborious. But they are not always employed in 
ilich mean Offices, for they often force themfeh es into the Court, and obtain higher Polls. 
The King Morocco fent one Pacbeco a y^ci*, Ambaflador to the States of the united Pro* 
vinces. He died at the Hague in the Year 1604, and was buried with great Pomp. Their 
Synagogues ha\ing been pulled down in the Kingdom of /fir, in the Year 1660, Maly 
hornet ^wh^n he reaYcended the Throne, not only caufed them to be rebuilt, but alfo made a /^^f 
his Treafurer and Minifter. 

In Cofifiautiucple^ Greece^ and other Provinces of the Ottomans Empire, the yews have pre- 
rer\ed their Liberties thefe two laft Centuries. They inhabit a confiderable Suburb at Coji- 
jTat;tiK':ple (g\ w hich was called Je^^ry in the crufacmg Days.' The AmbalTadors of foreign 
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Princes refide among them. At prefent they have thirty Synagogues, and an hundred and five 
thoufand Families in this great City and the neighbouring Viliagcs. I he Califs obliged them 
to wear a diftinguiftiing Badge of yellow Cloth 5 and in the Onojj/a?i Eiupire they were to 
wear a Felt-hat, without Brims, called in Derifion Hanrot^ or ClofeJicol~pa?2. But this Law 
relates only to Strangers. The Je'^s who are Nati\ es of the Empire, are allowed to wear 1 ur- 
bants of various Colours, according to the Falhion of the Country, and are diftinguifhed from 
the Chriftians by their Shoes 5 for the latter wear red, and the former Purple or black. They 
are allowed to fell Wine; and 'tis thought better than that of the Chriftians, as more free of 
Mixtures, which the Law oi Mofes prphibites. Here as e\try uhere elfe they are much a- 
ii£ted to trading and Ufury. Some of them are Porters, who are forbidden to ufe a Q^uilt of 
Hay under their Burdens. They are taxed, but inftead of having it levied by an Officer of 
the Empire (^), they have compounded it for a Sum; and the Head of every Synagogue pro- 
portions the %cota to the Wealth of every Particular, whereby the poor are confiderably re- 
lieved; tho* it often happens that the Prefiurc of Poverty makes them turn Mahovietm , and 
when they do fo, are obliged to pronounce thefe Words, La AUab Elailab jMehemet Refoul 
jlUaby that is, ^bere is but one Qod^and Mabomet bis Prophet, A Jew called Micbjez is ac- 
cufed of having put the Sultan Selim II. on the Conqueft of the rich Ifle of Qprus^ in the 
Year 1576. 'Tis certain, when that Ifland was conquered, the "Jens had grcarer Privileges 
given them than the Chriftians ; which Immunities they Hiil preferve. Selim yet fhewed them 
more Favour ; forhefent a "few called Soloijion Rofhe to Venicey after the Chriftians had won 
the Battle of Lepanto^ to negotiate and conclude a Peace with that Republick ; and in the 
Year 1576, they obtained Lea\e to fet up a printing Prels ac Conftantinople, The Mabomet 
tanSy and particularly the Mufti was alarmed with it, fearing that the Mcoran would be prin- 
ted, and that the Love of Sciences would be propagated among the Arabians. However, this 
Xiiberty was a great Advantage to the y^^e-T ; for the Copies ofche La^v, which were become 
very fcarce in the Eaft, were become univerfally difperfed, and People fell more in Love with 
it, becaufe reading was rendred more eafy, and they had greater Aftiftance to underftand it. 
This alfo made many learned Men to refort thither; as Solomon Japbe^ who left his native 
Country in Gerw/^JA^, came to the Eaft in the fixteenth Century, and explained the Talmud, 
<xhedalia^ who left his native Place at L/j^o;/, pra^^ifed PhyCck ac Conji ant inople ^ and was Head 
of one of their Synagogues, where he in vain endeavoured to reconcile the Caraites and ilisz^* 
tmifts. He wrote a Book entituled Scinia Enajimy or 'Seven Eyes^irom Zeebar. iii. 9. and 
Mordecai the Son of Eiiezer, who explained Al^en Ezra*s Grammar. 

There are feme Cities in Greece^ where the 'Jews have no Privilege to fettle, as at Salone 
the old Ampbijja^ and at Athens : But they have four Synagogues at Patras. There they have 
their Judges, an.-i a burning Place on a neighbouring Mountain, where they have ftately Stone 
Monuments like Houfes, with Infcriptionscut in Marble ; and yet the Number of the Jews in 
that Place is but about a thoufand Perfons. Some of this Nation are zx. Le panto ^ at Levddia^ 
at Corinth and other Cities, where they can live by Trade. But Greece is fo depopulated by 
the Revolutions it hath undergone, by the Iributes it pays to the Grand Seigf^irr^ and the 
Oppreflion of his Officers, that the Condition both of Jews and others is very miferable- Ac 
^bejfalomcft they make a better Figure ; *tis faid they have continued there lince the Time of 
the Apoftle Panl^ and have now an Academy in the City, They fubfift alfo at GaUipoli in 
the Mouth --'r the FropontiSy where are reckoned fix thoufand Jews^ and twelve thoufand 
S'urks, They are more confiderable at Proufia^ built upon an Hill Myfia^ near Mount Olym» 
fits. Tho' the Chriftians be obliged to live in the Suburbs there are twelve thoufand Jeuvs 
counted within the Walls. There are about two hundred of them at Rhodes^ and fince So/y'^ 
wan II. took that City in the Year 1522, they are treated more kindly than the Chriftians. 
At Smyrna there are reckoned fix thoufand Jews, who have many Synagogues. In fine, there 
are few Cities or great Towns in the Ottoman Empire but have fome Jews, They fuffer much 
by the Avarice of the Sultanas Officers : But this is common to them with mofi of the Sub« 

jefts of this great Empire. 

I go now to confider the State of the Jews in Italy in the I5thj i6th^ and 17th Centuries. 
They complain that they had a terrible Enemy in Pope John XXIIL that he was fitter to 
command an Army than be at the Head of the Church. About the Year 1412, he iftued 
many Edi6ls to force them to turn Chriftian ; and not content to torment them in his own 
Diocefe, he wrote to the Queen of Spain^ Regent in the Minority of John 11- whom his 
Father had left in his Cradle, that fhe, in Conjundtion with her Son might make them Profe- 
lytes : And by her Severities, Ihe forced (O fixteen thoufand Jews to abandon their Religion. 
A Part of fuch as perfevered perifiied by Fire, and by other Puniftiments they were fentenced 
to J others, as they fled, fell into the Hands of the Peafant5,who murdered them ^ a very fmall

his own Territories at the Coft of others. And therefore mahy Jei^s from all Parts flocked to 
Itali ■ Jachman Ahnanan came from ConflamtnopSe^ who being taken into the Service of P;- 
cus Count oi MirartdnL'U brought that Prince to be well acquainted with the Hebrew Leai-ningi 
•which he was n^ighty fond of. Another Pare of the Spamfb and Portugal Refugees expeftcd 
to find a Retreat at Naples, but the Inquilitors purfued them thither with fuch Heat, that un- 
der this' Pretence the People rebelled, and the Vice-foy refolved to expel the Jews to get rid 
fof the Inqulfitors This Refolution was confirmed by thfc Emperor Charles V. who hated 
them ■ and the Impoftures which he had diicovered among them confirmed him in this Aver- 
fion 'Sutthey be'came fo powerful under the Pontificate of Pauf- 111. .about the Year 1534, 
as to orovoke the Rage of Cardinal SMokt Bifiiop of CarpefztVas in the Diocefe of Jvtgnon, 
Where the Jtws had been tolerated fince Joa72 Queen of *5'i«7> made a Prefent of this City to 
fche Pope There they had a Synagogue^ tho' the Place be in the midft ofFrafxce^ froth which 
fhev bad been banifhed. Sadolet wfote to Cardinal Famefe (0> tomplaining that the Pope 
fhewed more Favour to the Jews than to the Ch iftians, perfecuting the Lutherans while htf 
brote€led thofe who feemed more to deferve his Indignation : That the beft Way to have Fa- 
Vour at the Court oiKome was to countenancethis Nation, and all this flowed from the Popes 
Treafurers, to whom the 7e^e^5 were necefiary Men. , , . ^ . , v „ 

About the Year 1530, ^o^tjidius 111. being perfwaded that the allegorical Explications 
of the Qemara were dangerous to Religion, caufed the Talmud to be burnt : The Jewtp Hi- 
ftorians C^) fat, all the Copie:^ of the Qemara in Italy were committed to the Flames. In the 
fame Pontificate ^Olepb ^^arphati, a famous Rabbin, who had taught a long Time at Kome^ 
embraced Chriftiaiiity. He publifhed a Treatife of the Confufion of the Je-.^s (i?), proving 
that all the Myflreries of Chriftianity were found in the Old ^eftament i. but it wasritvel- print- 
ed About the fame Time there was another famous Jew at Kome^ Elias the Levtte, born 
^tPadna but having loll: ail his Effefts when that City was taken, he was entertained by 
feme Cardinals to whom he taught Hebrew, He once more loft his Subftance, when the Car- 
dinal Bourbon plundered Kome in the Year i555» but retired to Vemce, from thence to pr- 
9nany, and returned to Italy, where he died at 80 Years Of Age. He was fufpeded to have 
Inclinations to Chriftianityi which made his own Nation hate him, tho he never pubhckly 
embraced our Religion. He wrote a valuable Book on the Maforetb, and a Didtiondry ot the 
Cbaldee Paraphrafes. There wis alfo an eminent Jewijh Woman at Kome called D^bora/^, 
who diftinguifiied herfelf by her Poems and other Works : She died not till the Beginning ot 

the feventeerith Century. To return to the Popes, , , . ^ ^uje 

Paul IV. who began his Pontificate iri the Year 15^5 declared himfelf an Enemy to tnis 
Nation, v/hich he fhewed by two Bulls : Bjrthfe firft whereof he ordered each Synagogue ere- 
cted in his Territories, to pay ten Ducats annually for the Inftruaion of Catechumens tnac 
Ihould abjure Jndaijm j and by the fecond^ he ordered JewiJJj Men to wear (fj a yellow 
Hat for Diftinaion, and the Wotnena Vail of the fame Colour, obliging them all to live in 
the fame Quarter of the City, the Gates \Vhereof were td be ftiut at Night. They ^y*^^® 
prived of all Societies, Offices or Profeflions among Chfiflians : Their Commerce was conftnea 
to fmali W'ares : They were prohibited to have more than one Synagogue in each City 5 an

Laftiy, he made an Ordinance againft Hebretv Books ^ for whereas 
fulins his Fredeceflfbr had condemned them without Diftindlion to be burnti, he diftinguifhed 
between thefe wherein our Redeemer is treated in a blafphemous Manner, and thefe which on- 
ly explained th.<Qj€wiJh Religion 5 he burnt the former, but allowed the latter to be read. Fius 
V. who began his Pontificate in the Year 1566, accufed the Jews (in a Conftitution which he 
publifhed) of hating the Chriftians, of ruining the Ecclefiaftick State by their exorbitant Ufu- 
ries, of fheltering Robbers, of debauching Women, and laftly of dealing in Magick. Fot 
thefe Reafons they were expelled out of all the Cities of the Ecclefiaftick State, except Kome 
and Ancona (^a) j tho* it is not eafy to conceive why, if they were guilty of fuch Crimes, they 
ihould be allowed to refide in thefe Cities more than in others. Sixtus V. who began his Pon- 
tificate in the Year 1585, was more fincere, tho* he is generally accounted a DifTembler: For he 
confefled that the Motive which moved him to tolerate the Jtws^ y/as the Hope of Profit. He 
granted to R, iW«>, who flattered him with Poems and Dedications, a Privilege of working 
in Silk, laying a Duty upon every Pound. Clement Vlll. about the End of the fixteenth 
Century, fliewed themJittle Favour 5 for he renewed the Bull of Pius V- banifliing them but 
of the Ecclefiaftfck State^ only tolerating them at Konw^ Ancona^ and Avignon ^ that they 

might be at the Pope's Hand to be converted, upon which Reafon he might have allowed all 
Hercticks. 

The Jews ha'd tonfiderable Settlements in other Parts of Italy^ particularly at Venice^ 
where they boalt that they have deferved Favour by the Services they have done in the War 
againft the ^urks^ zrid particularly at the Siege of Candia. Ac F^/?rc, Daniel Bomherg print- 
ed the Hebrew Bible, with the Cbaldee Paraphrafes. For carrying on this Work he had about 
a hundred learned Jews bis Penfioners. The Edition in Folio of 1548, is counted the belt, 

with a Preface of Jacob Chajim Author of the Colled^ion of the Maffbrah. He printed alfo a 
Grammar called the PojfeJJion of Abram^ and the Works of many Rabbins, which his render- 
ed his -Memory precious with the Jews, Ac the fame Time there was another Prefs fet up at 
£omiho^ where feveral Hebrew Books were printed. There was a Synagogue at Imola;^ where 
flourifhed the famous Qhedaliab^ who boafted that his Family did proceed in a Right JLinft 
from Jejje the Father of David. He wrote feveral Volumes ^ but the principal, and almoft 
the only one that was printed, is, ^be Cbain of the Cabbala^ or Scbialfchelet Hakkabala^ writ 
at Imola in the Year 1549. There was another Synagogue at Modem, with R. Samuel at the 
Head of itj who in the Year iSS^y wrote tbe Judgments of Solomon ; under which j:>ornpous 
Title is contained a kind of Courfe of their Canon Law. There was an Academy at Padua^ 
which produced a confiderable Number of Doif^ors : R. Meir was its Prefident i J'ofepb ofP^^ 
dua taught there, and Ifaac Rhea publifhed there his fVay of Faith. They had a Synagogue 
at Mantua^ and a Settlement at Pefaro, Throughout the whole of Italy they have maintained 

themfelves for the lafl: Century, and have had their learned Rabbins. Jehnda Ariel is better 
known by the Title of Leo de Modena, born in the City whofe Name he bears. He had a 
great Hatred for the Chriftians, which he did not conceal. His Treatlfe of the Cuftoms and 
Ceremonies of the Jews is every where efteemed, and hath been often tranflated. The Copy 
before me Is Efiglijhed by Simon Ockley^ printed at London 1707. His Book entituled, ST^ 
Mouth of the Lion, is alfo valuable, becaufe he hath there collected the Words ufed by the 
Rabbins that are neither Hebrew nor Cbaldee, and is an uleful Oloilary to fuch as deflre to un- 
derftand their modern Dodlors. He died at Venice in the Year 1645, being feventy Years old. 
Here alfo flourifted Mordecat Karkos, in the Year 1674, who difliked the Cabbala, and had 
the Courage to write againft the ten Sephiroths. Jacob ^zafalon taught at Ferrara. He was 
born at Rome In 1630, becatne a Doftor of Medicine, and wrote a Book called Precious 
Stones, containing a Colledlion of devout Thoughts^ to which are prefixed feveral Prayers j 
one of which is for Phyficians when they go to vifit their Patients. Judas Afael was eminent 
for his Preaching about the iame Time. He piiblilhed ^he drones of the Hotife of David^ 
a Cabbaliffick Book. 

They reckoh twelve or fifteeh thoufand Jews ^tRotne, governed byTriumvirSaCalled Metftm 

vnonim or Governors, and are changed every Year, that they may not abufe their Authority. 
The Jews and Chriftans here live fo familiarly, that the latter niake no Scruple to go frequent- 
ly to their Synagogues, which they did in fuch Numbers, that Pope Innocent XI. was ob- 
liged to forbid it under Pain of Excorcimunication (V), and i Fine of twenty five Crowns. 
Here they have an Academy which they call Talmud ^bota, the Sttidy of tbeLatv^ and here 
they have their ProfelTors, among whom was Jofeph Kimki in the Year 1644- They have nine 
Synagogues, who are coniulted in doubtful Cafes by other Jews in Italy. Innocent XI. in the 
Year 1685, gave them an Inftance of his Protettibn ; fot when he perfuaded the King of 
France to pcrfecute bis Proteftant Subjects to change their Religion, he induced the Venetians 
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to give Liberty to fome yews whom they oppreffed. This Pope alfo renewed the Oofcpva" 
tionof a "weekly Sermon, which Gr^'^or;' Xlll. had appointed for their Converfion j but luch 
was the Management thereof, that it had Uttle or no Effeft. In fhort, as to the fetatc o. the 
^fftt'J in Italy^ there are reckoned nine Synagogues at Rome ^ nineteen in Cawpama^ iiilrty 
in the Marquifate of Ancona^ twelve in the Patrimony of St. Peter^ eleven at Bolcgna^ ta.rtcen 
at Kovjandiola ^ each of which are taxed fcven hundred Crowns a Year, befidei what may be 
fquee zed from them upon extraordinary Occafions. . We don't quarrel the Chui ch Kome 
Tor tolerating the Je'xs j but this Liberty ought to be greater, or at leaft equal to thofe who 
riot only worfhipthe fame God, but alfo expert Salvation thro' the fame Redeemer, and only 
endeavour the Reformation of Abufes which have crept into that Church. 

In G^rw^/^^, during the 15th and i6th Centuries, the Je'xs have had their own Share inCa« 
lamities and Trials. A great many of them were fettled in Tburingia and Mifnia : But the 
Landgrave made them commonly buy their Liberty with confiderable Sums. A new Tax \vas 
impofed in the Yeari4oi, and upon their refufmg to pay it, they were committed to Prifon^and 
i:ot releafed till they advanced a large Ranfom. The Council of Bafil in the Year 1434, ex- 
tending its Care far and near, did not think fit to neg.le6l the Je'ULS^ who were numerous in 
that City, aud over all Qermmty ; for they commanded the Prelates in all Places where any 
of this Nation remained, to chufe Perfons C^) skiU'd in the Languages to preach to them. The 
Sovereigns were obliged to fend all the circumcifed in their Territories to Sermon, and hea;y 
Punifhments were decreed againll thofe who conceal'd them. At the fattie Time People are 
forbidden to have any Converfe with them at Table and in civil Society, to take their VVomen 
for Nurfes, or their Men to be Phyficians or Farmers, to hire them Houfes near Churches, or 
in the Body of Cities ; and to difcover them moreeafily, they were obliged to wear a different 
Habit from Chi iftians. The Council alfo made Regulations concerning thefe Jeniss who were 
'converted. By Baptifm they acquired aPruilege to enjoy their hftates except what they had 
robbed by Ufurles. They were made capable ot Offices in Cities where they were baprifcrd. 
They were forbidden to bury their Dead, or to obferve the Sabbath after their former Way. 
The Council alfo appointed terrible Punilhments againft thofe who only pretended Converfion, 
tor fhould apoflatize after it. The Priefts were to have a watchful Eye over them, to delate 
them to the Inquifitors, and to call in the fecular Arm to punilh them with all Rigour, as per- 
fidious Hereticks. Here the Council join Temporals with Spirituals, Politicks and capital Pu- 
nifhments with Ectleliaftick. Thcfe Decrees caufed no great Alteration in Germany 5 Le^sS^is 
X. of Bavaria^ twenty Years after this, expelled the Je'Vi:s out of his Dominions for his own 
Intereft (b^ j for he conflfcated their Eftates, and built Prifons and other publick Hcufes in 
the Places that had belonged to them. The Princes of Mecklembnrg made a cruel Slaughter 
iof them in their capital City,in the Year 1492. Thirty ^^^a'j were condemned to the Fire. One 
of them threw himfelf into the River, to avoid the Terror of the Punifhmenr, and Women kil- 
led their own Children, In Hu'tJgary they were accufed of murdering a Child, and drinking ti.e 
Blood, and put to the Rack to force them to confefs that their Nation were Actomplices in 
the Grime CO- irramcnia^ the People of Nuremberg drove them all from their CitVj 
where they had been rich and . powerful, tho* their Ufuries and Debaucheries had rendre d rhera 
hateful 5 but they fettled in a little neighbouring Town, where they eretted a Synagogue in 
the Year 1499. 

At that Time appeared thelnapoftor D^rwrf Letmlein, He durft not declare himfelf to be 
the MeJJial\ but maintained that lie would come in the Year 1500 5 and in this Prcfpeft per- 
fuaded the credulous Jcjis to pull down their Ovens, bccaufe the Year following they would 
cat unleavened Bread at yernjalem : But the MeJJiab not appearing coniorm to his Word, he 
declared that the Sins of the People had retarded his coming. And the Je'isis afTembled near 
Jerujalerti^ to celebrate a folemn Faft to appeafe the Wrath of God, and to haften the com- 
ing of the Deliverer. At the Beginning of the fixteenth Century the Je'ius were expelled out 
of the Bilhoprick ofColrgfj, Vi6lor d Corbey who defertcd J udajfm to turn a Prieft, extolled 
the Bifhop for plucking up thefe Tares out of the Field. Perhaps it was fear of Banifhment 
that opened his Eyes, and he too foon began to infult his Brethren, a Profelyte called P/^- 
^fercorn raifcd a terrible War among the Learned, by perfuadingthe Emperor Maximilian L 
about the Year 1510, that all the yevoijh Books ought to be burnt, becaufe they were full of 
Lies, Fables and Blafphemies againft Chrift. Perhaps his Delign was to oblige the Jev^s to 
ranfora them with a great Sum of Money, of which he hoped to have a Part. He had the Arc 
to gain two famous Cologn Divines to his Side. Hochffiraten^ who afterwards wrote againft i'^- 
ther^ was one of them. But the Affair making a Noife, the Emperor was willing to know the 
Opinion of others, and particularly of Keiicblin a Qerraan^ C^alied alfo Capnion or la Fume j 

for Cap/iion in Qreek^ and la Fume in French^ fignify the fame thing which we name Smoak in 

Englijh') 
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Bnglijh') who was famed for his Skill in Hebrew^ Greek^ JLattUj in Law and feveral other va- 
luable Parts of Learning, and had been employed by the Emperor and fome Princes of Ger^nany 
5n weio-hcy Affairs. His Book de Cabbala^ and others of his Writings are ftill ufefuJ. Be be- 
ing confulted in this Cafe, diftinguifhed two Sorts of Books, one of which contained the Morali- 
ty, Dodlrines, and Rites of the Jews^ and the other abounded with Blafphemies againft our 
Saviour. He confented to the burning of two Books, ^/'S. Nizzacbofj and Toldos Jef^ 

'cbriy as being of the laft Sort i but he told it was imjjollible to fupprefs all their Books fcatcer- 
ed over the Univerfe, whereof one lingle Copy was lufficient to produce new Editions, which^ 
the Decrees of Germany not reaching to all Parts where the jtftt'J refide, could never hinder. 
Tho' good Senfe allowed him to fpeak in this Manner, yet he was mightily perfecuted for his 
Opinion. To underftand Greek and HebrCcV in thefe Days, was enough to make a Manfufpcdt 
of Herefy. Cologn efpoufed its Divines, the Univerfity of Paris declared for them, the Ele- 
ctor of Me}2t% pafTed Sentence againft Keuchlin^ and he had his Book burnt at Cologn, He ap- 
pealed to Kome^ where the Caufe was fuperfeded, and Profecution flopped. Pfepfercorn was af* 
terwards found out to be a Cheat, and Keuchlin got leave to die in Peace in the Year 1521. 

The Monks foon found out other Bufinefs, by the excellent Martin Luther's preaching up 
the Reformation m Saxony, The People began to be fenfible of the Barbarity and grols lgno-» 
ranee of the perfecuting Priefts and Friars : The fews were no longer accufed of murdering 
Children, nor were Miracles told of ftoln and bloody Hofties, by Means Whereof the Rage 
of the People had been excited to fpill fo much Blood. Protejiatits being better skiil'd in the 
Languages than the Monks and Divines of paft Ages had been, and furmounting vulgar Pre- 
judices, ftudied the Writings of the Rabbins, and defeated the ^ews by their own Weapons* 
Their Example awakened the Popijh Divines, who in the* fame Method difcovered the Weak- 

nefs of Je'xiJIo Infidelity. The Je^s did not love Luther : He had dilcovered many of their 
Follies, and had hindred Ibme Chriftian Princes from receiving them into their Dominions. 

They had cheir Defenders, among whom we may reckon R. I/'aac the Son of JbrahafTty who 
wrote a Book againft i.«/^tfr'sDifciples, m (^vo\xt o^Jndaifm Ca\ called, ^he Bntrefs of Faith^ 
The Portiignefe tranflaced it into Spamfi^ and the African Jews have a great Value for it. From 

thence the learned Wagenfil brought it, and tranflated it into Latin^ with fome Notes. About 
the fame time appeared another yewifh Book, c^iWzd' Nizzathou^ or, ^he Vi^fory againft the 
Chriftians. Wageiipl publiihed one of them (Z^), and the learned Shickhard hath tranflaced 
and confuted another. New Dodlors alfo appeared in Sfranfti'vania^ called Demi-Jezvs, A- 
mong thefe was one Seidelius^ who maintained, S'bat theMefRas did not refpeSf the Heathens^ 
but 'only the Jews, to isjhom he had been promifed by the fame Title as the La72d of Canaan. 

Fro.ncis David was another of them, in regard he taught, T^bat Jefus Chrift ought not to he 
'worfljipped^ becanfe the Scriptures teach v.s to pray to God alone (c). Socinus wrote againft him^ 

and fo did many Proteftants on more folid Grounds j for Francis David thought Chrift fhould 
not be worfhipped, becauie he confidered him only as a mere Man : And in this he argues 
more confequentially to his Principles than Socinus^ who afcribes Worlhip to our Lord, and 
yet denies his Divinity. But I conceive ic is not enough to denominate a Man slJcw^ that he 
teaches a few Principles that bear fome Refemblance to that Seft, while he rejefts their 'fun- 
damental Opinions : Therefore I leave thefe half Jews^ and return to the true ones. 

The yews pretend to have been fettled in the Diocefs of Mersbnrg ever fince the taking of 
^erufakm. Without difputing this Pretence to Antiquity, I lhali only obferve, that it did not 
fecure them from Bifhop ^^o/pj&z/j's expelling them in the Year 1514. But the Emperor 
gave them Proteftion in other Parts of Germany. They had a famous Man called Jakok^ 
born at l^^ormes ; another called Salov2072 Lnria who wrote a Bdok called Stb'e Sea of So^ 
lomon^ and died in the Year 15735 befides others In Poland, Bohemia maintained a great 
Number of this Nation. We have already (je) obierved, that they performed fuch Services to 
the Chriftians there againft the Barbarians, that they were allowed the Privilege of a Syna- 
gogue in that Country in the elventh Century. In procefs of Time they alfo erefted a CqI- 
lege there, of which R. Fulk was Prefident, who began to exercife his Scholars in a Syllogi- 
ftic Way of Difputations, like the Chriftians 5 but this Method was not acceptable. A Con- 
flagration confumed many Places in Bohemia-^ and the jews'^ who never want Enemies, were 
condemned to the Flames as Incendiaries : Thofe of them who efcaped, were expelled, ex- 
cept ten Perfons who found Favour, But the real Incendiaries being difcovered before the 
End of the Year, the Jews were recalled. Another Storm fell upon them in the Year 155^. 
They were fufpedled of making Prayers at Prague againft the Chriftians j whereupon theij? 
Books were carried off to Viem2a (f)^ and they were obliged to ranfom them by a great Suni 
of Money. Here they had their famous Doctors, particularly Judas Betjariel^ otherwife Lcq 
t>f Prague^ who flouriflied in the Year 1553, and founded a School'in that City, in ^Vhich he 
N n n n n n n a taught 
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iftugbt eleven Years 5 but left it to go to Poland^ wherfe he died about the Beginning of the fe^ 
venteenth Century, leaving behind him many Books^ namely one, concerning the RedemptN 
on and Eternity of Ijrael^ wherein he alTures his Nation of the coming of the Me£icib^ and 
doubts not but he will render their Profperity eternal. Another of their Dodors was called 
'Abraham of Prague^ who wrote on the Commentaries of Jarki^ and died In the Year 1540. 
Mordecai Japbi^ or, Slb^ Fair^ was alfo bom at Prague i but retired to Poland^ where he died in 
f.he Year i6i 1. He wrote a Book, intituled, f be Royal Garment, Laftly^ Gan% the JeiziJIj Hi, 
ftorian, whom we have often quoted, was born at Prague^ and there compbfvd his Stem oj JJaiid^ 
er his Chronology (jxo^ before me) from the Creation of the World till the Year of ourLoi d 
1592. Tho* he hath often quoted Jofephzis^ and the Doctors of his own Nation who prece- 
ded him, yet he has correfted feveral of their Faults, and in many things is more exa^l. He 
hath made ufe of "many Chriftian Authors j and tho* he is not very lucky in his Choice, he is 
fingular in this, that the Jewijh Dodcors, except himfelfj flight foreign Hiftorians. At that 
time the jews built a Synagogue at Prague equalling thofe of Poland and Jerusalem : And as Mor^ 
decat Meufel had liberally contributed to this great Edifite, as well as to the Relief of the Poor in 
Bohemia and Fo%73a7tia^ Gan% gives hinn great ElDgies j for he calls him the WaU and Bafis of the 
%Scbocl^ the Bead of liberal Souls^ the Father of the Poor^ the Oak of the People, and the Love of the 
Sretbren^ and with this ends his Chronicle. Moravia had alfo its Synagogue j but they endured 
a cruel Perfecution in the Year 1574 C^). The Profeffors of this Religion were fentenced to 
the Flames, and abundance of them deftroyed, before Complaints could be brought to the Em- 
peror Maximilian, who pitied their Cafe, and put a Stop to thefe Barbarities. They fuffered 
alfo in Franconia ^ for fome Houfcs of the City of Bamberg being burnt, the Jews were accu- 
fed of fetting them on Fire : and at'the fame time the People plundered their Houfes without 

enquiring into the Truth of the Accufation. At Bonn, Sbe^tck having taken the Town for the 

Dutch in the Year 1588, the Jews (Jb') complain, that they were unmercifully diftinguifhed in 
the Plunder. . But it mitigated their Sorrow a little, that the Duke ofBrunfwick, in the Year 
1592, not only granted them Liberty of Confcience in his State, but alfo a Freedom of Trade 
in the I^ovjqy Saxony ^ fo that there were few I laces in all Germafty but where they trafficked 
at the End of the lixteenth Century. 

Tho* the Reformation was hindred from making any confiderable Progrefs in Poland by 
the 2»eal of the Priefts in the feventeenth Century^ yet the Jews enjoyed an entire Liberty of 
Confcience in that Kingdom, which is continued to this very Day. There they are fpread in 
great Numbers, and there they have their Academies, Synagogues, and Houfes of Judgment. 
Hither the Youth is fent to ftiady who defire to be acquainted with the Talmud, and the Tradi- 
tions i and hence proceed learned Rabbins. One of them named Salomon embraced Chriftia- 
nity in the Year 1656, and publiflied thirty feven Demonftratlons againft the Religion he had 
quitted (0« He acknow ledged that the Mefliah was come ^ aud that if God had given fucb 
fenfihle Marks of his Prejeme in the Ark^ which was only a wooden Cbefi^ we ought for a firon^* 
er Keajon to believe that he bad been nnited to humane Flefls, of which the Ark of the Covenant 
was only a Type, Theje fiords Ccried the Rabbin) are /weeter than Honey ^ and penetrate nij 
Heart, 

Hamburg is a little Jernfalem for a multitude of Jews ; but thfeir Synagogue is at Altm^ 

under the Jurifdidtion of the King of Denmark, who gives them alfo a Sanftuary at Ghcfiadti 
A Jeiv named Do^n Rodriguez, deQaflro^ Phyfician to Chrijlina Queen o£ Sweden, wrote two 
Treatifes, one concerning the Infirmities of Women, and the other intituled Medico Politico. 
A learned Rabbin there called Bfdrad^ or Efdras^ having embraced Chriftianity, converted 
many of his Brethren, The learned Dr» Kidder, who correfponded with him by Letters, fays 
Kd), That there have not been fo many Converjtons fince the Time of Miracles as Bfdras made of 
the Jews at Hamburg about the Tear 1690. Of Means to carry on this Defign we lhall fpcak 
more afterwards. 

The Emperor Ferdinand III. granted them great Privileges at Prague, becaufe when that 
City was befieged by Carolus Guftavus oi Sweden in 1648, they defended thcmfelves with fur- 
prifing Fidelity. There Rabbi Chagim or Joachim adted the Part t>f a bafe Diflembler; for 
after a confiderable Robbery committed by him, he embraced Chriftianity to wipe oiF the Scan- 
dal ; and to gain the greater Credit, he wrote a virulent Book againft the Jews, and went td 
the Emperor's Court, where he got Protedlion. But finding his Fortunes like to fink, he rob^ 
bed the Imperial Treafury with the Affiftance of two other Jews, At iaft be with his affocit 
Site Criminals being feized and condemned to Deaths while he was on the Scaffold he threw off 
the Mask of being a Chriftian, profefTlng, That he lived and died a Jew, and that if he bad 
received the Sacrament a few Hours before, they might fi^id it in his Urinal. In the fame 

Place there was a glaring Inftance .of their Hatred of the Chriftians for one Lazarus^ an In^ 

habitant 
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habitant o£ Prague, underftanding that his Son defired Baptifm, fell upon him and killed him. 
He was committed to Prifon, where with equal Wickednefs he flrangled himlelf. As the 5^^^^;^ 
hate the Chriftians, fo it muft be owned that the Chriftians at Prague often Intermix the To- 
leration given to them with Violence. They ofcen alfo meet with Affronts at Vie^ina. They 
fupporc themfelves in Servia^ Croatia^ Moldavia^ Vaiachia^ and in moft of the rich Cities iu 
Germany and Mnngafy. Their Settlement at Ansburg is ancient ; for Beiijamiji of in 
the twelfth Century, tells there was at Asbock a Synagogue kept up of his Nation of rich Mer- 
chants, who were Dodlors and Scholars. I'ho' they have been thrufl: out o\' Nurewtcyg^ yet 
they are fpread abroad in the neighbouring Country-towns, and may enter the City under a 
Guard. Ac IVormes they affirm that many Ages ago the Name Jehovah W2is carved on the Top 
of their Synagogue ; therefore they fufferthe Spiders to fpin their Webs, without daring to 
brulh tliem down, for fear of blotting the facred Name, which they imagine lupports the Build- 
ing. But the French convinced them of the contrary, by demolifiilng the Synagogue, when 
they had taken the City in the laft War. A modern Traveller reckons thirty thoufand Jews 
'OX. Franc fort, Cp^rhaps he. amplifies the Account) and mofl: of them are reduced to mean Drud- 
Pcries. They had a famous Cabhalift at Spires, in the middle of the lafl: Century, named 
Flatban de Spira, He publifhed ^he Good of the Land, and another Volume of Profundities, 
named MegiUoth Hamiicoth, being a C^z^^^///?7V Commentary upon fomeVeifes \n Deuteromwy, 
But one of the moft famous JewiJ!:> Doctors that Germany produced in the laft Century, was 
Ijaac Loria, Author of a metaphyfical Introdu(flion to the Je\t'iJ]j Cabbala, whore are many 
ftrange Notions about the Creation, which Dr. More was charmed with. 

Of all the States in Europe there is none where the Jews live more quietly than in Holland, 
They enrich themfelves by Trade, and by the Lenity of the Government they polfefs their 
Acquifitions without Fear. Here are two Sorts of Jews j one aie Germans, and the other 
come from Portugal and Spain j who are divided about Ceremonies, and hnre one another, as 
if the Eflentials of Religion were concerned. Their firft Synagogue at Amfierdam was called 
^the HoHje of Jacob, becaufe that was the Name of the Donor, They railed another Syna- 
gogue which they called Neve Shalom, ^he Honfe of Peace. Thefc Houfes laboured jointly 
in a Colle<flion of Prayers, but they could not agree on it. A third Synagogue was formed 
in the Year of our Lord 1618, under the Condudt of David Pardo, and was called Be(b-Ifra~ 
el, or, ^he Honfe of Jfrael. The Schifm, which no doubt did abate their Piety and Devoti- 
on, continued about twenty Years 5 and then the three Synagogues united into one in the Year 
1639, and they gave to this new Houfe the Title of Talmud Tbora, ^he Study or Science of 
the Law. They have been careful to found Schools alfo, one whereof is named Kether i'hora^ 
^he Crown of the Law, which hath been governed by learned Men : And to fhcw the i rofpe- 
rity of the Nation in this great City, they built a flately Edifice, and confocrated it in the 
Year 1675, celebrating the Solemnity with a Colledlion of Sermon^ fpoke on that Occafion. 

Manajjeh ben Ijrael, one of the moft learned Doctors this Synagogue p?-od uccd, was 
of a SpanifJj Original, of the Houfe o£ Abravamls, Ac eighteen Years of Age he caught the 
Talmud with fiich Approbation as drew upon him abundance of Jcaloufies j but he con- 
temned them, and went on with his Study, At twenty eight Years of Age he pULjlifhed 
the firft Part of his Co?2ciliator on the Pentateuch, which he afterwards finifhed. After this he 
compofcd Problems on the Creation, which made him to be called a divine Ainhot. He wrote 
alfo on the Refurre<ftion, wherein he proves the Immortality of the Soul, and its Operations, 
tiot only while united to the Body, but alfo after its Separation. And in this Treatife, print- 
ed after his Death, he defends the Tranfmigration. He wrote alfo an Abridgment of the MifJj^ 
9iah, under this Title, 27,?^ Treafure of Judgments, hlsSpes Ifraelis, and fome other Treatifes, 
He endeavoured to make Profit by the Troubles of England under Oliver Cromwell, and to 
procure a Settlement for his Nation in that Kingdom, but died Amfierdam in the Year i65'2, • 
leaving a Son, who inherited his Prefs, and employed it in printing fome of his Father's Works. 

Jofepb Athias, a Native of Spain, taught firft at Hamburg, and from thence came to Am^' 
fierdam, where he printed a Hebrew Bible in 1667, much efteemed. ProfclTor Lewfden was 
concerned in the Edition. The Jews boaft that it was made upon two very ancient Manu- 
fcripts, the one of Hillel, the other writ in the Year 1299, in which was the great Mafforab. 
Mr. Vander Hoogb has given a new Edition, which is by fome counted more exa£l. He pre- 
fers the Corre£lion of the Maforeths to thofe of any other, becaufe befides that he chinks them 
more judicious, he is alfo perfuaded that they were made by Efdras and the Doiflors of the 
Great Synagogue : All the Members thereof (three of them being Prophets) out-lived their 
Work forty Years. He diftinguilhes the different Readings of the Oriental and Occidental 
Jews, and obferves the Sections of the Peittateuch, Athias*s Treafure of Precepts and Judg" 
'tnents was printed firft at Venice, with the Approbation of all the Cachanim or Sages of that 
Country. He thought himfeif obliged to handle this Subjeft, becaufe the moft ufeful of all 
Books are thofe that teach the Fear of God. The preceding Doctors had compofcd fuch Pre- 
cepts i but the Spanijb Difperfion had deftroyed a great Part of their Works : Belides, they 
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wrote miArahic^ which was then better underftood than it is now. Ifaac Ahccrb^ v\ i.o canife 
from Brafil^ was a Preacher highly efteeined among thenn, and alfo a great Cabbalift^ 
'tranflated the Writii^g of another Cabbaiift^ called Jrria's Gate (o Heaveu^ \vou\ ^panifi to 
^hrew^ and it hath been firice rendred into He publilhed a jp.araphrafe on the ?enta^ 

teuchy -and Tung Mojes^i> 'Triumph in Heroic Verfe. M'tfaphia was another learned Man among 
them, who commented on the Jenijaiew ^almiid. He fl-udied a Subjedl that was a^ obfcure ■ 
Yor he prop.ofed to explain the Flux and Reflux of the Sea. Laftly he coinpofea an Helr^r^ 
i)i6^:ionary, in a new and eafy Method, . . , 

We BDuft not forget Benedt6l ie Spino'fa^ who made himfelf ^famous by 9 nev.' invented 
theifm. He was born.at A^iifierdkm in 1632^ of a 'creditable J^ahiily o'i Portugnefe Je-c.s ; but 
had no Riches by his Father j and as "for himfelf, he always Hved in Poverty. In order to 
'fupport himfelf he learned the Trade of polifhing Glafles and making Speftatles. He had ftu- 
died the Philp'fophy of Motif. Des Cartes^ which gave him a,pifljke to the Principles and Sci. 
ences of the Rabbins, finding no Demonftrationi in rhehi. When the Yeivs obfcrved that he 
tiegle£led, their Sabbath and Synagogue, they endeavoured to detain him by a Penfionofa 
thoufand Livres 5 whicti he reiufed, and thereby incurred their Hatred ; which they ioffcienc- 
ly declared, by hiring a Ruffian to dagger him : But the Blow Teached only his Coatj which 
he kept in memory of the Deliverance. But not thinking himfelf fafe at AwfierdaiJi^ where 
the j-ews were numerous, he retired to LGyden (a\ and atterwards to the Hague,, The Jb'xs 
thundere<i out the greater Excoirim'unication againft him ; but he proiefted againft itj as done 
in his Abfence, {ignifying the fame by a Writing in Spanijh^ addrefled to the Rabbins of the 
Synagogue. He publifhed A Geometrical Demonftratiou of Des Cartes* s Principles^ ^x\6, 
then his Meditations. At laft appeared his TraCiatus Tbeologico-Polittctis in the Year 1670^ 
in which Book he formed a new Syftem of Atheifrri, namely, 'That there i,s one numerical Sub-, 
.fiance^ and that the material World is the only neceffary exiftzng Being. This Notion is very 
unphilofophical and inconfillent : For if Matter fubfift of itfelf, which is the moft excellent of 
all Perfedtions, and includes all the reft, then it rauft be alfo independent, almighty, eternal^ 
imrtiovable, and in a Word infinitely pertVdi. But it is inconceivable, that Matter, which is 
divifible, corruptible, unaflive, and void of Underllanding,. fhould be endowed with the moft 
noble of all Properties, and from which all others proceed. And as to ohe numerical Subftance, 
it is certain that the World is cotnpofed of innumerable Subftances really diftind^ from ope an. 
bther, and that the leaft Atom can fubfiA tho* other Parts of Matter were deftroyed. To re^ 
turn to the Life ot Spi no/a : He is faid to have refufed a Profcflbr's Chair ar Heidelberg^ left 
it fhould hinder liirn to \ent his pernicious Principles ^ tho' 1 will not affiim that ever he had 
the Offer. Ac laft he died in Holland in the Year 1677, in the forty fourth Year of his Age; 

Dovi Balthafar 'Orolio^ born of *}ewijb Parents in Spain^ a famous thyfician, tho' when m 
the Prifon of the Inquifition, and when on the Rack, he had owned himfelf a Chriftian^ yet 
when he came to Amjterdam^ he received Circumcifion, joined the Synagogue^ and oppofcd 
the fpreading oi Spinojah Se€t, tie maintained a t)ifpute for yudaifm with the learrtd Ph*- 
lip Limborcb Prbfelfor among Kemonfirants 21 Amfterdam (^^), and died there foon alter 
the Conference was held and printed, 1 here have been alfo other learned Jens in other Ci- 
ties of HoUand i as, Daz-id Cohen de Lara^ Huzziel^$ Difciple, who wrote at Roterdam a BooJ^ 
called ^he City of Da^id^ in which he proves the Analog} of the hebre'W with the Greek ^x\dk 
other Languages. Laftly, JudaLeon compofed a valuable Piece at Middlebtrg^ in which Trea- 
iife he defcribes Solomon^ Temple, and alfo^ia/«*s Tabernacle and the Cherubims ^ and like- 
wife wrote an Explication of the Fjalms, 

To fumm up all : The jews are difperfed in mbft Parts of the habitable World, not only 
in thofe we have been difcourfing of in the foregoing Hiftory, but alfo in the Eaji Indies^ in 
Cochin^ in Malabar^ in Chiua^ and in Anterica^ as weli as in Europe and in Ajrica^ under Infi- 
del and under Chriftian triiices. In ^pain^ in Poriugaly and in feme Parts of Prar.ce^ many 
of them diflembie their Religion, where they dare not a\ow it. It is impfifliblc exadly to 
number the Perfons of whom this Nation is at prefent compofed 5 but we have Reafon to be- 
lieve, that there are ftili about three Millions of People who profeG the Je'-j. iJJj Rel gion fcuc- 
tered up and down the feveral Nations of the World. They ftill ccnlioer theriifelves with 
their ancient Haughtinefb as the People of God, and expedl that God will raife them abb\e all 
the Nations cf the Earth j thb* they dare not fix the Time, ha\ing betn fc often difappoii.ted. 

I (hail now conclude this Chapter with lorn e remarkable Occurrence* concerning the J^ti-f, 
down to the prefent 'time. In the fcventh Volume of the J ej kites Letters, we have one 
from Father 'feah Paul Gozani^ bearing Date at Cai-fum-fo t^ tne Capital of the Province of 
Honan in China^ November 5. 1704^ where he gives tO Account of a Synagogue of JeviS in 
that remote Part of the World.

The Pope did not defire that he (hould cbme to the Fonfc 
with the white tiabit, which is worn by new Converts, but ft aid till he had poured out the 
Water on him, and till he came to thefe Words in the Ritual, Receive the white Habit^ &c. 
And then he gave him a Penfion of erghty Crowns. The Jew is of Uthino^ and had a Brothet 
•who turned Chriftian in the Pontificate oi' Clement XI. And from Uktania^ that an entire Sy- 
nagogue of almoft 3600 Jews had been baptifed there in the Year 1727. 'But We cannot de-

" chafed the little Kingdom of Cranganore 5 and there being OYie Fkmily among them muche- 
« fteemed for Wifdomi Power and Richesj two oif the Sons of that Family were chofen by 
« their Elders and Senators to govern the common Wealth, and rdgn jointly. Concord the 

" ftrongeft Bond of Society was in a ftiort Time brokeh. Ambition took Place ; for one of 
" the Brothers inviting his Collegue to a Feaft, picked a Quarrel with his Giieft, arid bafely kil- 
« led him, thinking to reign alone : But the Defundt leaving a Son of a bold Spirit, killed the 

Fratricide i and fothe State fell again into a Democracy, which ftill continues among the

'Ti s not eafy to detemiine the Time when this glorious Converfion of the Jews fhall be 

accomplilhed ; Secret things belong unto God, 'Tis the Prerorogative of the Lion of the T^nbe of 
Jadah to open the hooky and loofe the fevcn fcals thereof When the Salvation of Ifrael is near, the 
Myftery thereof ftiall be more clearly underftood, for *tis a true and ancient Obfervation, that 
the Event is the beft Interpreter of Propheciesi However we may find on lacred Record fome 
Charafters of this Time, as that Antichrift fliall be deftroyed before Israel fhall be faved. The 
fifth Vial is poured out on the feat of the hcaft^ whereby Popifh Borne is flvaken in Pieces^ and the 
Jews are not converted till the fixth "Vial, Rev. xvi. 10, la. fhe ft^th Afigel poured out hisVial 
upon the great ri^er Euphrates ^ and the water thereof was dried vpytbat the way of the kings of tk 
eafl might he prepared^ Tyrus, which is a Type of myftical Babylon^ mull be deflroyed before 
Ip-aefs Redemption {c) be accbmplifhed. The Turk niuft be ruined before all Ifrael be faved j 
for that Antichrift(as fome name him) having the Land of Jfrael in Pofleffion, we mzy 

be lure they fhall never peaceably enjoy the Inheritance of their Fathers again, as long as he 
hath Power to hinder it. By Euphrates in Revel, xvi. 1 2. feems to be meant the Ixirkip Empire, 
for the prevailing of that Power is underftood by loofing the Angels on the River Euphrates, 

to Jlay the third part of men^ Rev. ix. 14, 16. And in the Old ^cftament^ Euphrates is ufed 

to fignify the yf/^ri<»» Empire, If&. viii. j. The Turk being xh^Affyrtan of the World at this 
Day, who poflefleth both Sides of that River, when the Spirit ot G o d prophetically fore- 
tells, that Euphrates mufl be dried up, that the way of thtf kings of the eaft.may he prepared'^ we 
may fafely underftand that Divine Providence will by fome remarkable Means bring about the 
fatal Ruin of the 'turkifb Empire, in order to making the Way clear for Ifraefs Converfion and 
Salvation. '¥hefe days fhall be times of trouble, Dan. xii. i. ^he battle of Armageddon, Rev. xvi. 16. 
by which thefe Enemies of our L o ». b lhall be deftroyed, lhall be the mofl terrible Day that 
ever was* The Time haflens, our Days look like thefe latter Times, wherein Iniquity doth 
abound, and the Love of many doth wax cold. But we may pray, Hhat the falvation of Iff ad 
may come out ofZion: when the LORD brings hack the captivity of bis People, Jacob pallrejoyce, 
ana Ifrael pall be glad, PfaL xiv.

We have feen in the fofegoing Hiiiory (a) what Numbers oijews areipread through the World' 
When all thefe Outcalfe oilfrael fliail be aflembled, how glorious lhall that Day be? Though 
fome particular Jews have been converted^ there hath been yet no national Converlion of 
them. Some i:^tdzl Perfons among thiem have emtoaced Chriflianif^, fome in the Bavs of our 
Saviour's Humiliation, others in the Apoftolical Times when the Spirit was poured out from oh 
High, and others in the Reign of Conftantine the Great, for whom he caufed a Church to bfe 
built.. Hierouymus de S'anBafide^ about the Year 1412, turned Ghriftian, and by his Book en- 
tituled Ptigiofideiy many more of his Brethten are faid to have been converted : But Conver- 
lions in the Time of prevailing Popeiy, even though much bo ailed of, are to be fiifpeded- ma- 
ny of them wete forced, and moft of them were not fincere ; which^ fo foon as Occalion oflei:- 
ed, they fliewed by their Apoftacy to the old Jewifr Infidelity, of which many Inftancfes may 
be found in the above Hiftory. At the Dawning of the Reformation there were ibme eminent 
Jews turned Ghriftian, as Patilus'Riccius^ Elias Le^Itay Ludovicus Caretus a Phyfician, Paulus 
Enigenjis who wrote Notes on Lyrds Bible, and Emanuel Tr^mellias a Proteftant Profelibr at 
Heidelberg^ a conliderable Number of them at Hamburg in the Year 1690, and others of whom 
We haVe already taken Notice. But what is all this to a national Convferiionj which when 
once begun, lhall continue till it be catried on to Perfeftion ; for it is promiled, 'I%eyfkall dwell 
hi the la?id that 1 g^ve tmto Jacob my fervant^ wherein your fathers have dwelty even they and their 
children^ ajid their childrens children for ever :■ and my fervant David Jhall be their prince for 'eveY 
Ezek. xxxvii. 25. For as the new heavens and the nc^ earth pall remain before me faith the 
LORD, fo pall your feed and your name rmnain, Ifa. ixvi. aa* Judah pall dwell for ever anH 
^eriifalem f-om generation to generation^ Joel iii. ao. Thefe Converts will be efteemed and re- 
garded above any other People ^ for 'tis .piromifed, Zecb. viii. 23. In thefe days it ftjall come to 
■pafs, that ten men out of all languages of the nations pall take hold of the skirt ' of him that is a Jew 
faying^ We will go with you ^ for we have heard that GOD zs with you. They lliall be eminent 
Inftruments in converting the Nations. There is gobd Reafon for our Efteem of them. Many 
bfthe;7^w were in Christ before us, they were the People of God when the Gi?;;f//5j 
were Outcails, and Aliens to the Commonwealth of IfracL The firft Chrillian Church did 
wholly conlift of them, Maith. x. j;, 6. Rom. u 16. Jff.-xm. 46. yea, our blelled Lord 
J E s u s the Redeemer and Saviour of the World, was an Ifraelite of the Tribe Judah H^h 
vii. 14. according to his humane Nature : And when the Salvation oflpaelihall be accoinplilh- 
cd, our Lo R D lhall polFefs his Davidical Kingdom, ^e LORD Jhall give unto him th" thrme 
of his father David, and he pall reign over the houfe of Jacob for ever ; and of his ktngdom there 
Jhall be no Luke i.

26. fays, Te Jhall pratfe the name of the LOR D j^vur God that hath dealt wmidroulh 
yjithyou. And the Apoftle, Rwn. n. aj, 33. calls it a Mfjferj, and is raviihed with Wonder 
while he fpeaks of it, crying out, O the. depth of the riches of the hWUledge and wifdon of God! 
how unjearchable are hts judgments, and hts- ways pa/l finding but. 'Tis a Wondet that this Na- 
tion hath been preferved amidft fo many fore Strokes and ftupendous Ghan&es as thev have 
been afflided with : And it will be more admirable that fo inveterate Enemiei ihould tutn to 
the L o R D ; thefe who fcarce beheve it. Will be furpnfed when they fee it. • The^ have made 
many vam Attempt to deliver themfelves by their Impoftors and falfe Me/^ahs, which did al- 
ways add to their Calamities, as hath been often obferved iii their Hiftoi^. iut when Gob

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*rhough fome of thefe Prediftions may be applied to the Deliverance from the Eabylohips Capti- 
vity, yet they feem to have a further rrolpett ; and a literal Interpretation is not to be refuled, 
when It agrees with the Analogy of Faith* Finally, this Salvation will alfo be fpiritual^ theie 
Converts lhall be delivered from their fpiritUal and judicial BUndnefs, from their Ipiritual Adver* 
faries, Sin, Satan, and manifold Mileiries : They lhall have (piritual ^Life beftowed on them j 
the Lord 'Wtll breathe oh thefe dead bones, and make them live. He'll four out his Jpitit upon 
thcm^ fpirit of grace and fnpplication^ and bring them to an excellent Church-State- He'll

'T I s ntore difficult to determine in what manner the Lord will efFe6luate this glorious 
Converfion ? We are not to limit the holy One of Jfrael'^ but may be allured, that lince he 
hath promifed it in his Word, which is faith&l arid true. Omnipotence can ealily accomplifti 
it* ^he ndtt&al branches ivere broken offiox their Unbelief, hut God is able tograff'thcm in agaifu 
^he ek5f ion pall obtain^ Rom» xi. 7, 13. "Tis not poflible that one eledl Soul fliould mils Sal- 
vation, though all the Devils in Hell,, and all the Deceivers on Earth feek its Ruin ; It can- 
not then be that an eleft Nation fhould mils Happinefs ; as touching the eleSiioUy they are beloved 
for the Father's fake. Rom. xi. a8. Tho* in Divine Juftice they be reiefted, yet in the Riches 
of Divine Mercy and Gtace they will be received into Favour j for the Lord declares, I do 
fjot this for yotir fake^ O houfe of Ifracl^ but for mine holy names fakcy Ezek, xxxvi. aa. Deut. vii. 
7, 8. God's Covenant with them is everlafling, Ezek. xvi. 60. and when their uncircumcifed 

heart is humbled-, and they confefs their iniquity, he will remember his covenant with Jacoby with 
Jfaac and Abraham, and mil remember the land, Levit. xxvi. 40, 4a. The Prophecies con- 
cerning their Convetfion, which we have mentioned, muft be fulfilled j and the earneft Prayers 
of the People of G o d in many Ages, founded on the Promifes, and agreeable to the Example 
of Saints commended in Scripture, PfaU xiv. 7. Rom^ x, i . will be an( wered. The L o k d 
will make his Word ufeful, and pour out his Spirit in an eminent Meafure to accomplilh fa 
great and fo good a Work. The learned Jofeph Mede has a pleafant Thought upon this Sub* 
je6l ; he conceives {a) the Converfion of St. Paul, a Perfecutor ot the way of Christ, asa 
Type of t\iQ Jews Converfion* Paul's Converfion was by a glorious Apparition of Christ 
Ihewing himlelf from Heaven ^ and 'tis like the Converfion of the Jews will not be by ordina- 
ry Means, but by the Revelation of Christ in his Glory from Heaven, when they lhall 
fay, Bleffed is he that cometh in the Name of the LORD ,* And the Sign of the Son of Man 
Avail appear in the Clouds of Heaven j and thefe which have pierced him lhall fee him, and 
being moved by the Spirit of Grace, fliall be afiiamed that they have refufed to believe in their 
nierciful Redeemer, Theie w ho accompanied Paul at the Time of this Apparition, faw the 
Light, but jP<»«/ only few the L o R D, and heard the Voice. The Revelation of Christ 
from Heaven is like to be moft apparent to the Jews ; thefe fliall hear his Voice who pierced 
him. Paul was inftru(iried by way of Infoiration in all Myfteries, fo foon as J e s u s appeared 
to him J and the Underftanding of the jOTA\lhall be illuminated in the Knowledge of the 
Chriltian Faith without InftruClors they fliall all be of one Communion and one Faith, and 
give each other the right Hand of Fellowftiip. Paul was the laft called pf all die ApolUes, 
and the Jews fliall be among the laft of the Nations. Paul when converted was moft zealous 
-and fervent in the Converlion of the Gentiles ; and when the Jews fliall be effectually called, 
they fliall be afilive to turn the whole World unto Christ. The Teftimony of a whole 
Nation being converted in fo extraordinary a way, fliall be of great Eflicacy. And finally, as 
. Paul reproved Peter for lymbolizing with the Jews, 16 may th^Jews when Converts reprove the 
Church Rome for fymboliring with thie Heathen. There is Subtilty in thefe Parallels : But 
we muft leave to infinite Wifdom the manner wherein he will accomplifli this great Work. 

Whatsoevek Method the Lord takes to convert the Jewip Nation, 'tis our Duty in 
. our Stations to mind what is proper to advance the fame. In the firfl place the Prejudices the 
'Jews labour under are to be removed : They conceive their own Religion in its prefent State 
. to be the beft, being delivered by Mofes on Mount Sinai, and from him handed down by fo 
long a Race of jjious and great Anceftors. Philo fays {b^^ AU Nations obferve the Religion 
delivered by their Fathers, but efpecially the Je'isos. This Prejudice is founded on many Mi- 
flakes, for the Ceremonial Law delivered on Mount Sitiai, with all its Rites, did typify the 
\McJpah, as hath been already proved (c), and was not for ever obligatory, as fliall be after- 
wards confirmed. Thefe Shadows were to fly away when the Sun of Righteoufnefs did ap- 
pear. The prefent Religion of the Jews is for moil part contrived flnce our Saviour's Coming- 
Kovv they want Prieft, Altar, and Sacrifice, with all the Symbols of the Mofaic Oeconomy. 
The Heathens cUd ]^lead, that their Rites and Cuftoms were handed down by a long Line of 
Predeceflbrs^ but this could not defend their Superflition, but was juflly rejeoied, becaufe 'tis 
no Shame to change for the better. The beft of the Jcwtp Kings, as Jfa, Jehopaphat, Heze^ 
kiab, Jbfiah, were all Reformers ; The Chripaa Rchgion is founded on Mojes^ the Pfalms and

Cavedy oh^ln Happineis in this State of Alienation from 
him ? ^dlyj_ They have Prejudices at. Chrillianity, becaufe we wqrlhip Jefus Chrift-^ a Carpen- 
ter's Son, put to Death by theit Anceftqrs. Chnft crucified was a fimnblifig block to the Jews in 
Apoflolick Times, i Cor. 'u 2.3-. Eut this was pece.llary for redeeming the eleA Wprld : Our 
Saviour was true <5 o jj, that we might not delpife his Huma^iity ; the. Evils that he bore for us, 
•$s the Wrath of God, and the Curie of the Law, .could only be endured by a Perfon. of infi- 
nite Strength ^ the good Things he purchafed, as Hea^ven and Happinels, cpuld not he acquis 
jred but by an infinite Price; the Enemies he conquered. Sin, Sat:an, and the World, could 
only be fubdued by the Almighty. And he was true Man, thaf we mi^ht aldmire his Conde-r 
Jcenfion, that in otir Room and in our Nature he might fubdue our jEnemies,, enter Heaven as a 
Conqueror and our Forerunner, and affign us to his Viclory. The Old T^ejfamcnt^ which the 
jFotj acknovyledge, fortells his whole Humiliation and Death (^);. and the modern own, 
that their MeJJtah, mull be killed in Battle. The Wickednefs of their Anceftors 

who crucified him, is aflerted by their own co-temporary Hiitorianj who lays (6), That abouc 
that Time Jertifalem was fo wicked^ that if the 'B^omixiS had delayed to come againji it^ it 'mould 
have been /wallowed up by an Rarthqitakcy drowned by a Deluge^ or confumed by Fire from Heavers 
like Sodom and Gomorrah. The modern je'isjs ought not then to add to the Iniquity of theijc 
Fathers, by continuing to reje6l the LoKo of Glory. ........ 

4fj&/>', The Jews have llrong Prejudices againft the Do6i:rinc of the ever blefled Trinity, as 
Jf the Chriftians worlhipped three Gods. Hence every Day they repeat their Se7m^ Hear O 
Jfracl^ the Lord our God is one Lord. But 'tis moft falfe that we worlliip three Gods : We be- 
lieve the Trinity of Perfdns in the Unity of the Divine Eflence : We worlhip the G o d of Abra'* 
ham^ Ifaac 2Xidi Jacob, s^hlfy They are oftended with different Sed>s among Ghriltiahs, not 
knowing to whom to apply themfelves. Thus the Jew obje«£ta (djy If the Chrijiian Religion be 
tnie^ how comes it to pafs that there h fo gr^at l^iverjtty oj Se^s in the Matters of Religion^ who 
riintnally condemn one another ? But this is an Evil incident to Mankind in their prefent State to 
xnaintain Differences in. Opinions, which happens among People.of all forts of.Sciences,, ProfeC- 
lions, and Religions : Yea, the Jews of olu, and of late, .ate divided, as. well as the Vbrijiiansy 
into feveral Sefts, of Pharifees^ RabbamfiSy Saddnveesy.Bffenes^ CaraitcSy and Sa7naritansy ot 
whom we have before heard (t^), and feen how they mutually hate one ahother.: dthly^ They 
are offended with Wars among Chriflians, even concerning Religion^ tho' Chriftianicy beyond 

any Religion in the World perfwades to Peace and Unity : Our God is the God of Peac.e\. our 
Redeemer the Prince of Pedce*^ the Fruit of phe Holy Spirit is Peace and the <?ofpel exhorts 
lis to follow peace with all 77teh and holinefs. Wars do otten.flow^ from Mens Lufts, pride,. Am- 
bition, and not living up to the Rules of the Gofpel. Neither ought the Jews to object this, to 
us, who in their moll flourilhi.ng Eftate, and lb long as they were able^ had not only bloody 
"VVars with their Neighbours, but ajfo among themfelyes: The reft of the .Tribes almoft der 
ftroyed that of Benjamin ; Judah and the teii Tribes, when ere£Ved in feparate. Kingdoms, oP* 
ten endeavoured to ruin one another, ythly^ The Prejudices of the Jews againft the. Church of 
Rome are better founded,while they complain that the Laws of j:he,Pope ate ellpemed. above the 
Laws of Go D (/), and objed, How eian Chriftians have a due Regard for the Decalogue, when 
they worlliip Images (g) ? and when they are offended with the Popifti Idol ptche Mafs. 
Thus fpeaks R. Lipman (%Jy commenting on PfaL xxxiv. Ta/^e and fee that ^ GO J) is.. good 
The ChriiVianSj fays he^ fpeak Words that are not lavsrful to be uttered, yvhil^ they expound 
" the Word faftey of corporal eating, faying, They eat their God; wliich is againft. all Rea- 
" fon" They complain alio, that Children are taken from their Parent^, and Ihut up inPri- 
fons againft their Will, and are confirmed jin their Opinion that. the Miracles dpne hy.ChriJi 
and his Apoftles are fiftitious, whilfe they, daily fee falfe lying Miracles pretended .to be done 
by the Monks (i). We lament with unfeigned Sorrow that any who profefs Chriftianity 
iliould fo far hinder the Conyeriion of Unbelieversj by laying ftumbling Blocks in their Way, 
that they cannot get over : But the Jews Ihould know that there are no Offqnces of that kind 
among Proteftants ; we abhor the Idolatry and Superftition of the, Churc;^ q£ Rome as 
much as they> and heartily wilh and pray^ that the Jews renouncing their Iniidelityi and.eni-

7tatiott J Giving no offence^ mithcr to the Jews^ nor to the Gentilesy nor to the Church of Gody 1 Cor. 
X. 32. but walking in wifdom toward them that are withonty Col. iv. 5^ To reproach or inftilt 
the Je'ws from a proud, difdainful, petulant Humour, is the way to harden, not to convert 
them: Nor are they to be forced to receive Baptifm, or to take on a diflembled Profcfiion of 
Chriftianity, before they be convinced of the Truth; far lefs are they to be murdered, as was 
done long ago by the Crnfaders C^Ji, nor tormented, as is pra<Slifed by the Court of luquiii- 
tion, nor violently expelled and fuffered to perifli with Hunger, and other Calamities ; Kor 
ought any other Method of Force and Cruelty, as we have heard in feveral Parts of the above 
Hiftory done in Spain^ in France^ in Germany^ and other Parts Of the Church Romey be now 
ufed; nay, the Jcis^s ought rather to be inftruilied by preaching and teaching, if they can be 
perfwaded to attend it; to hearken to Conference about the Truths and Myfteries of our holy 
Religion, that their Minds may be enlightned, their Hearts ibftned, and their Affeftions allu- 
red to embrace our blelTed Jesus the only promifed iW^^^zj, Every Chriftian is obliged to 
ufe them with Humanity, to trade with them when Occafion offers, with exaft Juftice and Ho- 
nefty, and to adorn our Religion by a holy exemplary Life and Converfation. Yet on the 
other hand, Chriftians, and particularly Magiftrates, ought to take care that the JewSy by an 
unbounded Licence, do no Prejudice to Chriftians; and therefore it may be provided, that they 
be not allowed to exercife the Office of a Magiftrate in any Corporation over Chriftians; they 
may be difchatged from taking Chriftians to be their Slaves or Servants, to marry Chriftian 
Women, 1 Cor. vi. 14. Be not taicqtially yoked with unbelievers. Nor fliould they be allowed 
to opprefs Chriftians by hurtful Ulury. And finally, they Ihould be reftrained {c) from doing 
any thing hurtful to a Chriftian Society in which they live. There is good Reafon for this 
Caution, fince the Jews bear iuch inveterate Hatred to Chriftians, yea to our blelTed Lord 
and Mafter. It hath been long ago obferved by Jeroniy commenting on thefe Words, Ti? him 
'who7n man dcfpifethy whom the Nation abhorreth (^), that the Jews thrice every Day curfe our 
Redeemer in their Synagogues ; they are often guilty of Perjury, and other Crimes, which 
they reckon themfelves purged from at their yearly Feafl: oi Expiation. Befides, they have 
been often accufed of ftealing away, murdering and crucifying Chriftian Children at their Paf- 
Ibver, of poifoning Wells, and other grofs Crimes. Though I do not affirm the Truth of all 
thefe Acculations laft mentioned, yet 'tis certain they hate Chriftianity, and ufe all Means in 
their Power to injure the Profellbrs thereof; from which Praflices they lliould be reftrained. 
^dfyy Chriftians ought to take care to inftruft their Students at Schools and Colleges, in the 
Knowledge of the facred Scriptures, in the primitive Hebrew Language, and alfo in the Orien- 
tal Tongues, in the 'Talmud and Rabbinical Writings, and other Parts of Jewip Learning that 
may he necelfary to fuccefsful dealing in Controverfies with them. 'Tis indeed difficult to 



to ma- 



ge Difputes of this kind with the Jcwsy who from their Infancy (as Ifaac Vojfius obfejves (e)y 
though perhaps out of his Zeal for the Sepuagint Verfion he carries this Point too far) are fo 
well acquainted with all the Grammatical Niceties of the Hebrew Tongue : But this ought to 
ftu* us up to more Diligence ; and above all, 'tis neceflary that we have folid Acquaintance with 
the Truths of God, Love to our blelled Redeemer, due Impreffions of real Piety, ^daferious 
Concern for the Salvation of the Souls of the Houfe of Ifrach 

Since to the Converfion of the Jews to Chriftianity, 'tis neceflary that their Minds be^b- 
lidly and rationally convinced of the Truth of our holy Religion, that they may be reclaimed 
from their Infidelity and Errors^ I ftiali here fubjoin a fhort View of the principal Controver- 
fies we have with them, and haften to the Conclufion of this Treatile. In the firft place 'ti* 
needful that they be convinced of the Vanity of their Oral Law, this being the inexhauftible 
Fund ot their innumerable Traditions, whereby they have made the. Law of Goi> of none Ef- 
fe£l : When they fliall turn to the Lord, the lame muft be abandoned. I have before given

13. but not one Word of the Oral Law- Were they more fure of that written only on their 
frail Memories, than on that committed to the lacred Book of God? Could tlie latter be lolL 
and the former preferved ? ^dly^ Whatever Laws Mofes received from God, thefe he deliver- 
ed in Writing to the People^ Exorf. xxiv. 3, 4. Mofes came ajtd told the people all the words of 
the LORDj arid all the judgments : and all the people anpwered with one mke^ and faid^ All the 
words which the LORD hath faid, will we do* Jlni Mofes wrote all the words of the LOB 
This he did not only for the prefent, but alfo for the future Generations, De/tt. xxix. 34, i / 
The fame Law which he wrote, he delivered to be kept by the Priefls and Eld-rs o^' Ifiad 
Dettt* xxxi. 9- To this Law the People are always remitted for Counfel and Adv ije, viii! 
ao. They are commanded to obey it, 0. Kings xvii. 13, 37. This was the only Law the 

Priefts taught, 1 Chron.-x,v\u 9. Nehenuviiu i, p. xiii.. i. never a Word of the Oral Law 

xn the whole Volume of the Book of God- 4thlyy The Law of God is periect, nothing can 
be added to it, or taken from it; PfaL xix. 7. 'The law of the LORD is pcrfcei^ convert •ri'r the 
fotlL Deut. iv. l, 2. Heathen O Ifrael unto the flat iitcs and to the judgments'' which Iteachyoiu 

Te fhall not add unto the word which I command yon ^ ^leithcr floall ye di772wip ought from it that 

ye may keep the commandments of the LORD your God, Thefe Commands Mofes wrote in the 
Book of the Covenant, Exod. xxiv. 7. For what Ufe. then are unwritten Traditions ? Since the 
Law written in the Word is perfe£V,atid he who frames his Life conform to it fhaJl receive Life • 
yea, they are not only of no Ufe, but they are dangerous and deftrudlive, being derogrirory to 
Divine Wifdom,as if the Word were not a perfect Rule,norG o d a fufficient Law-giver; they are 
contrary to hisexprefs Command, and lead Men from his Law into the Paths of humane Inven- 
tions, to the Ruin of their Souls. Sthly^ When the Priefts and Prophets upbraided Jadah and 
Jfracl ^or their TranfgrefTions, they never blame them tor Breach of the unwritten Law but 
only for a6ling contrary to the written Word. The Book oi Deuteronomy itielf confounds this 
grofs Opinion of the modern Jews^ for there we have a Repetition of the Laws of Mofes buc 
not a Word of the Oral Law, nor any where elfe in lacred Scripture. In the Saihdtic ' vear 
the Law was read to all the People, but we never meet with the leall: Title of unwritten Tra- 
ditions. In the Time of the Judges, and of the Kings of Ifrael and Jtidah^ when the People 
fell into Idolatry and general Corruption of Manners, we cannot find who was entrulled with 
the keeping of this pretended Oral Law. dthly^ The Mifhna or Oral Traditions were never 
committed to Writing till fome hundred Years after the Dellru£l ion of Jerufahmy and to this 
Day are not unanimoufly received among the Jews^ for the Caraites reject them 5 they came 
mainly in vogue fince the Eftabliftiment of Mahomet ifhty there the Followers of that Doftrine 
are called by the Name of Ifhrnael^ they did not arrive in Spain till about the ninth Century (h\ 
The Gemaray which is a full Expofition of the Text of the Mipnay contains a Cheat, pretend- 
ing to greater Antiquity than it deferves, for it^was not done till the Beginning of the fixth 
Century. 'Tis true the Rabbits mentioned in it are ancient, becaufe the Compilers had fo 
much Senfe as to name Rahhi's who lived many Ages before, and to make them ipeak whan 
they were pleafed to advance. This they did to avoid the Profecutions they feared from C/^r;- 
fiians and Mahometansy who in feveral Places of the Geniara are feverely reflefted lipon * and 
next they endeavoured by this Management to give their People to undcriland that the Ca-^ 
raites who rejecled thefe Traditions were Innovators in the J^m^:? Religion^ but thefe ancient 
Rabbi's knew nothing of what the Moderns put in their Mouth. Manaffeh Ben~Ifrael (c) ob- 
jects, that the written Law is not perfeft without the Oral Law. But the Law is perfeft in 
all Things neceflary to Happinefs for Ifraely to whom it was given : Tho' all Hiftory and Phi- 
lolbphy be not in the Law of Go d, this doth not derogate from its Perfe(5lion • and the Oral 
Law gives no Light to guide to Heaven. Though the Jews wreft Texts, as £xo^, xxiv. 1 2. 
xxxiv. 27. to favour their Oral Law, yet there is not the leafl Warrant for it in thefe nor in 
any Part of the holy Scripture. .Though £/;^j , facrificed on Mount Cj^r;?;^/ without any War- 
rant from the Law, yet he was guided of God in this Matter (d)^ by particular Revelation 
and Inftinft of the holy Spirit, as were alfo other Prophets in A6tions of the like Nature with- 
out any Neceflity of an Oral Law ^ which only ferves to introduce Error, and to render the 
whole of their ReHgion vain and contemptible.

cv To7f -T^ '^{treji fjt^s, in my Father's hotifiy as in the Syriacy and as the Words may import, and 
he frequently taught there with Authority, Power and Glory. As the Mejpab came before the 
entire Diflbludon of the civil Policy of the JewSy according to the Prediction of Jacoby Gau 
xlix. I o. fo he alfo came before the Deliruftioa of the fecond Temple and Diflblution of their 
Ecclefiaflical Policy 5 and that Temple being more than Sixteen hundred Years ago deftroyed 
the Mcffiab muft be come. The Jews have very little to except againlt this Argument ; fojne 
of them fay, That the Glory of the fecond Houfe was greater than the Glory of the firlL 
hecdXifc Solomon^ s Temple continued only 410 Years, but the fecond Temple Itood 420, be- 
fore it was deftroyed by the Romans^ But this could not be any Comfort to thefe Builders 
who cannot be prefiimed at fiich a Diftance, to know how long this Houfe would contbue! 
Is the Continuance often Years longer fuch a mighty Matter as to make any Compenfation to 
the Defefits before mentioned ? At this rate Moje/s Tabernacle might be more glorious than So^ 
lomofts> Tertiplci Other Jews pretend the Glory of the latter Houfe to have been gteater, up- 
on acdount of thd Cofl that Herod the Great beftowed upon it, or that he made it a new Houft* 
But if we notice only the Provifions left by Dmid oi an hundred thoufand Talents of Gold, 
and a thoufand thouland Talents of Silver (^), i Chron* xxiL 14. befides the Riches expended 
upon the ifirft Temple by Solomon^ this very tar exceeds all the Riches that Herod could ever 
pretend to ^ h^ had never an hundred fourfcore three thoufand fix hundred Workmen, befides 
hired TyrianSy to employ in any Affair* Nor can the Lofs of the Urim and "tbumminty the Five 
from Heaven, the Arky the holy anointing Oily the Sfoecbinab, and the Spirit of Prophecyy be bal- 
lanced by any_ Ornaments added by Herod, And notwithftanding die Repatadons he made of 
the Temple in the eighteenth Year of his Reign (c), or thereby^ it Hill continued the fame 
Houfe ; the firft Stmfture was not deftroyed, nor the Materials thereof at once taken down, ic 
continued the fame, though enlarged and beaudfied. Kor can what is here faid by the Pro- 
phet be applied to a third Temple to be built in the Days of the Mejfiaby foretold by Ezekiehy

7'hirdlyy That the promiled Mejfiah is come, is further evident from the illuftrious Prophecy 

Daniely ix. 24, a7. Seventy weeks are detertmied upon thy people, and upon thy holy city y 

to fnijh the trmfgrcjpony and to make an end of JinSy and to make reconciliation for iniquityy and 
to brwg in everlofting right eoiifnefsy and to fial up the 'vtjion and propbejyj and to anoint the mjf 
Holy. Know therefore and underftandy that from the going forth of the commandment to rejiore and to

Lucan(c) and many others acknowledo-e it, but 
I have in another E(fay(d) more fully cleared up the Hi^oryof the Overthrow of Paganifm by the 
Propagation of Chriftianityy and therefore fhall not now further ioiilt on it. zdfyy The Kejection 
of the People of the JewSy with the Defolation of their Church and State, are plainly foretold 
Dan. ix. 2.6, ay. Ifa. vL 9, 10. and are fully acconipliflied. Our Saviour being to be born 
of Jewsy according to the Flelh, their State did remain till his Appearance, their Genealogies 
and fome Diftinftion of the Tribes wiere preferved, that it might appear he came of the Stock 
ofjeffiy and Seed o? David:, their Temple remained till he came as the Great Prophet teach- 
ing there with great Glory : But they having defpiled out Lo rd, their State and Government 
came to an End, their People are banifhed out of their native Land, di^erled, and wandrin^^ 
over the World, their City is razed to the Ground, their Temple and Sacrifices dellroyccf 
their Genealogies utterly loft; and in a word, all the Threatnings of the Law are come upoa 
them : ^hey perifh among the heatheny the Idfid of their enemies doth cat them npy Levit. xxvi 58 
^hey are fcattered among the people from the one end of the earth to the other: and a?non^ thefc 
tions they find no eafby neither hath the file of their feet any refiy Deut. xxviii. 64, 6 5. '^^'diy The 
yews having rejefted our Lokp, the Gentile Nations are converted, and have made' their 
Submillion to him. Gen, xlix. 10- He is given as a light to the Gentilcsy to be the fahation to 
the ends of the earthy Ifa. xiix. 6. The Church of the Gmtilcs that had been Ibng barren hath 
tiow more Children than the Church of the JewSy Ifa. liv. l^he heathen are givm to him for his 
inheritancey and the utmoj^ ends of the earth for his poffejpony Pfal. ii. 8. Now ilnce theie and 
many other Signs of his Coming are accompliflied, the Jews muft either own it, or accufe e- 
ven the holy Scriptures of the Old Tejiamenty which they juftly take for an infallible Rule to 
be falfe and deceitful. Some of them pretend that the Performance of the Proiiiile of the 
Mejfah's Coming is delayed, becaufe of the Sins of the Jewsy or to wait for their R.epentance 
But I anfwer, 'Tis unaccountable for them to annex a Condition, where God hath noc jnade 
Menrion of any : He exaftly to a Day kept the Time he had fet for the Jews Deliverance from 
the Egyptian Oppreflion, Kxod* xii. 40, 41- and of the Keftoration ftom the Babylonijh Captivi- 
ty at the End of the feventy Years, foretold by Jeremiahy xxv. 1 1, 12, Can it be imaffined 
that He'll delay fo publick a Bleffing, fo neceflary for the Benefit of the whole World, as the 
fending of our Saviour, upon account of the Sins, or to wait for the Repentance ofiuch an ob- 
ftinate People as t\iQ Jews? He hath foretold their Impenitency, Ifa, vi. jo. and willihew 
Compaffion on them, when they look on him whom they have pierced, and mourn but will 
never clelay to perform lus peremptory Promife, when he hath fet and limited the l ime as ia

other Two thoHfa7id the Days of the Mejftas. Now the fitft Four thouftnd Years are expired a- 
bout Seventeen hundred Years ago j therefore the Meffiah is come- They are ftraneelv difii- 
culted to rid their Feet here, and therefore in the Talmud (g)y in the Name of Ri^bi 'Jocha-* 
vany they pronounce a folemn Curfe, faying, Let his Bones rot who computes the Times of the 
End, Yet this doth not hinder fome of their modern Writers to utter their Conjedlures for 
the Author of Schialfcheleth Hakkdhala afligns the Year of the Meffiah's Coming to be in the 
Jewip Year from the Creation si'hS'i which falls in with the Year of our Lord 1^75' and 
the Author of the Zohar fixes it in the Year 5408, which falls in with our 1648 • for th^fcwi/b 
Year from the Creation falls 1 90 Years Ihort of ours f^J- But all thefe Guefles have proved 
vain, and all their falfe Mejpahs have proved Deceiver^ to help on the Ruin of that poor Na- 
tion, as we have feen in the Courfe of the foregoing Hiftory ; nor will their Cafe ever amend 
till they turn to our Lord Jesus, in whom 07ily all Nations lhall be blefled. 

Having demonftrated that the Jewip Oral Law is vain and deceitful and that the MeP-

fent CO feve the World : For our Lord tailed the dead, ancl particularly Lazarus who had been 
liead four Days, and was buried, Job. xi. 14, — 46. He cured the moft inveterate and chro- 
nical Difeafes, even fuch as were beyond the Help of humane Art* He recovered a Woman 
who had laboured twelve Years of an lilue of Blood, and had walled het Eftate upon Phyn- 

cians without Succefs, by die Touch of his Garment, Mark v. a 5, 35, He cured another 

that had a Spirit of Infirmity eighteen Years, that was bowed together, and could in no way 

lift up her telf, Luke xiir. ii, ^-14.

24, — 33. with man-if other Miracles recorded b the 
Evangelifts^ and which we have mentioned in the Account given of Ws publick Miniflry. He 
reftored to Health, and railed to Life, with a Word of his Mouth, or a Touch of hisGannent; 
He did thefe mighty Wotks without Delay, atid w ithOut Labour : But who can tell them Jl? 
for die World would tiot contain them, Johti xxL 2j. Befides many great Miracles that were 
done to put Honour on our dying Kedeenier, when the vail of the temple aw rtnt hi t'-j^amjrm 
the top to the bottom^ tbe eartb did quake, and ibe recks renty the graves 'scere cpeht^H^ a fid many to^ 
dies of faints which Jlcpiy arofi, Jnd came out of tbeir graves, attd went into the holy dty\ and ap* 
peared mto many. When the centurion^ and tbey that were with bim matching Jefus^faw tbe cant-* 
^unkey and tboft things that were done^ t bey feared greatly^ faying^ Irufy this was the Son cf'Gcd, 
Mattb. xxviL 5X, 55. And the great Miracle of His Relbrre^tion. 

If we look into the Circumibnces attending thefe, we may be further convinced of his Di- 
ynnc Miflion. His Works were various'arid of dilferent kinds; Had he only cured one Dileafei 
this might leem to ha\-e been fdme paixicular Gift ^ but he healed all forts of Difesfes, rellored 
the blind, cleanfed the Lepers, governed the Sea and Winds, and made the Grave give back 
its dead. His Miracles were a5s of Mercy and Kindnefs to Men, as wxU as Demonlhadons 
of Dinne Power. The Devil feeks how to dev-bui*, but our Lord went about doing Good: 
He could haveconfitmed his Dot^rine by Thunder and Lightning, by Tempeft and tlnocDark- 
nefs, with other Effects of Difpleafure, but out'Lorp delighted in Merc-v*, and his Miracles 
w^ere fo many Ads of Compaffion. They wete alfo done publickly, not m a Comer. When 
the Paralitick was cured, the Multitude were Witnelies, and glonfiedGoo, Mattb. ix. 8: 
When the Blind and Dumb were healedj all the People were amazed, and faid^ Is not this tbe Son 
tf Da^M? Match, xii. aa, 13. When the Widovirs Son df Naini Was reftored to life^ man-j^ 
of the People of the City were there, Lttke vii- 11, la. When the Man was cured who 
been thirty eight Years impotent, it was dbne in the City Jerufahm at a Feflival, while all the 
People wxre there from all Comers of the Land, John v. The Demoniack was diipollefled in 
Si Synagogue, Luke iv.

"Which ptov*e,s beyond, Exception^ that the ritual Laws were not pe^tual, teing in^ 
tended, for , no longer than tHl the, Cdnverlion of the Nations; Thefe topical Statutes adapted 
to one Place, muft giv^ >vay to th'e Laws whereby Gob woiild gdvem the Chnrtiaii Church : 
For how can it be conceived that the Gentiles ihould be governed by the ceremonial Lawd o£ 
Mofes that were pecuUar to the Jevhs ? And could they ht obliged three "times a*-ye^ fibm the 
remciteft Parts of the World, From Swedeny Denmarky Scotland, the IndieSy ^nd many other 
iParta, to go and obferVe folcmn Feftivals thtee times, a-year at Jerufaleiri ? They mdft have 
then Wings to fly, for from many Parts they could do little more 'than come and return oncp 
in a Year : Where wodd be Rjoom to hold then^ or Sacrifices to offer ? Muft they kee^ the 
Paflover in Kemembriidce.pf tjie Ddivetaftce fxom Eg^ty when neither they Hot their Ptcdeceft 
for* ever were in Egypt P Shali they keep thS other Feftivals who weire riot concerned in theie 
Precepts, nor in the Grounds of them? No, in Go^el-days we are not to wdrfliip in this or in 
that Mountdn> but to woyfibip fheFMbet in Spirit ana in trutby to pray everywhere y lifting up boh 
hands withoiA^ wrath and doubting* . ..

Fifthly^ The Praftice as Svell as the Doctrine of tiie J^c^.rjp inform us, that the ceremonial Law- 
was t>&en dilpenfed with, and confequently not of jpe^tual ObH'gation^ they admitted Prole- 
lytes of old, who were lo far from undertaking to obey all che 3Laws ct Mcfcsy that they only 
took on the Obrer\'ation ofthe feveh Precepts oi Noah. Nor do find that Mofe^ perlwaded 
Jetbro his fathef-inrJaw" 'to fubmit to Ms Laws. Jonah preached Repentance to tlie Nme^nesy 
butnottheiseceffity ofCfrcumclfion, nor Sacrifices ; nor do we find any ot xht Prophets urging 
any of thefe Things upon the Gentiles. That the ritual Law was often di^nled with, we may 
further learn fiom feveral Inftances: The Shew-bread was to be eaten by die Priefts only, yet 
J)avid did eat ft in a ftrait withoVit any Reproof. By the Law thefe who were hanged muit noc 
be on the Tree all Kight, yet Satifs Sons in Haloid's Tinie remained hanging on the 1 ree fe^ 
veral Kights and Days together, a S^i. 3cxi. 10. According to this Law they were only to 
offer Sacrifices at Jtfr«j^/^w, yet £/i/i2j& offered oh Mo\lnt Garmf/, x Kings y.\ m, {a) And in the 
Days oY Hezekfah they did <eat the Pallbver othfe'rwii'c than it was written, 2 Chrofi. xxx. iS 
Ail which does plainly difc'ovelr that the ceremotual Law might Ibmerimcs be dilpented with and 
changed ; and it afitiially was abrogated, when the ApofUes declared that they would not lay 
upon the Difciples a Yoke which neither they nor their Fathers were able to bear, xy, lo; 
^\■hen the Sun of Righteoufncfs arofe, the Shado^^ of the dark Night fled away^ btingiihpo- 
led only until the Tinie of the, R.efotmati6ni ^ 

, i/xir^fy, God gave Nbticfe that he would put an End to the cefem'onial InlHtution of M^is^ 
by the Prophet Baggai, ii. 6, Tit once it is a little isbik^ and I will Jkaks the heavais^ ^^nd tk 
earthy and the fea^ and the dry land. Thefe Words relate to the Days ofthe Mcffiaby as hath 
been before made appear (c)), and do import a gdeat Change of Things, even the t>eftrudion of 
the Kingdom and Policy of th^ ^toj, and conlequently ofthe ritual andjudidal Laws, which 
muilof Neceffity Fall with it- When the Law ot Mofes was ^ven, the Heavens and the Eaith 
Ihook with Thunder, Exod. xix. and the removix^ of this Oeconomy is delciibed in the feme 
Terms : The Heavens were moved at the Voice declaring Je sus G03>'s weB-beloved Son; 
Afattl\ ill. 16, 17. . The Earth did qUake, and the RockS rent at his Death and Reliirreaioni 
■as^ a fit Prelude to the great Change of Things foretold by this Prophet ; and therefore die iiw 
ipired Penman ofthe Epiftle to the Hebre^vSy ipL 16, 27- jiiflly applieth that Text to tMs pup* 
fjole, intimating chat the pofidve ritual Inftitutions of Mofes iht>uld be taken away, that the Do* 
ftrine of thcAI^ah might be brbujght intb the World, which was to renidn for evet withus; 

Laftly^ G b i) by his Pirovidefice hath declared that thefe ceremomal Inllitutions were not td 
endure for eveir^ for lihce thefe Precepts were annexed to a cert^ Land and Pl?u:eJ thefe are 
now expired, becaufe the Jc-*s:s are <fiipoffifled of that Land, and have had no diftiiSft Govem- 
hient for more than Sixteen hundred Years. Ail the Laws about Sacrifices fdl with the Tanplei 
niahy of them with the CitYjert^iem ; and when the Jews ceafed to have a PoUcy, theirpoiiiKal 
Laws were rendred nulL To which I may add, that die true Significadon of many of the Creacnre* 
cleaii ^and unclean, in Levit. Xi. and Dcttt, xiv. being now loft, as the Jews at this Day CCMife%

£xorf.-XM. 6. that he frail ferve for €vet\ that is to the Jubilee^ which was the utmoll Extent bf 
his Servitude. . Hannah fays ot Samudy i Sam. i. a2. that he may appear before the LORD^and 
there abide fer. ei>er^ which can be meant of no longer Time than that of hisXife, or that Part of 
hb Life in which he was fit to mrniljer legally. Thefe "Laws then that are faid to he^fir ever^ 
were for lucceeding Generations, or as long as xhQ^Jewifr State and Policy lliould continue.

14. but God having for the Sinfe 
of the Jt^s foriaken that Place, aU diefe Sacrifices and Services annexed to it, did thereupon 
ceafe. ai^, 'Tis pleaded, That eveathis Law doth oblige for. tvcvy becaufe nothing is to be 
added to nor taken firom it, DetiU iv. ii. Aijwer^ Ail that can be inferred from this is, that 
.the Jews were not to add. or dinumfh according to diexr own Pleafure but Go d might do as 
feemed good in Ms. Wifdom, as Food and Nourilhment is changed according to the Capacity 
of thofe who receive it 9 and he hath declared he woiiid do lb, when he intimates that hi 
:woald make a new c<yvenanty net according to the ccrvcnant which he made with their fathersy jet* 
xxxi. 51. Sacrifiec and vhJatidn Jball teafey Dan. ix. ay. and in other Texts before explained. 
.More Objeftions have been conildcred, and.anfwercd by others {bjy but there is no Strength 
in them to prove that the ceremonial or political Ijaws of the Jews lliould continue in the Days 
of the MeJJiahy when Chriftians are admitted to Go^l Liberty, and the very State of the Jews 
is fo changed as thefe Laws cannot be obfen'^edi f ■ 

Thek E is a Fifth Point which they ftand in need tO be convinced of^ that is, the Doftrine 
of the jever blefled Trinity, which is briefly contained in the Words oi the lacred Text, \ Job. 
V. 7. there are three.that hear record in hea'veHy the. Father^ the Wordy and the Holy Ghoft'^ and 
thefe three •gkre one. The Belief of this ought to be no Bar nor Prejudice to hindfer the Jews from 
embracing Chriftianity ; for though this Doftrine be net fo plainly contained in the Old fejfa^ 
meut as in the NeWy this .being one of the Myfteries. that's more plainly difcovered in the Gol- 
pel, yet rfiere are many Texts in tlip Old Tefiament from which this Doftrine may be juftly in- 
ferred, of which I may name a few^ and^ cannot omit the firft Words of Genejisy as intima- 
ting a Plurality of Perions in the Unity of the Divine Eilence, In the beginning God created the 
heaven and the earthly in the Hehrewy Bara FJohinty M-here a "Verb in the lingular.is joined with 
a Noun in the plural Number. Thus alfo, Gett. L a6. Let us make man after our imagey where 
the Verb is of the plural Number. Nor doth God here take CounfeJ with Angels; for what 
Keafon Ihould the Goo of infinite Knowledge, Wifdom and Power confuk with his own 
Creatures ? He puts no Truft in his Angels, he charges them with folly. Nothing oc- 
curs more frequently in . Scripture than the Word Elohim^ which is plural; butweftldom 
find it in the lingular Number. 'Tis further obferved, that the Word Elohi^n is frequent- 
ly joined to Verbs and At^eclives of the plural Number, as Gen. xx. 13. God catifedmeto 
VJander. Jofti. xxiv. I. Elohim kedofrimy 'the holy God, Deut. a6. Elohijn chajieniy "th^ 
living God, Pfal. vii. lU. Elohim fropthinty God judgeth. EccleC xii. i. Remember thy Crea- 
tor in the days of thy youth ; in me HehreWy Creators* This kind of fpeaking doth intimate 
fome kind of Plurality, though not a Plurality of Gods ; yet a Plurality of Perfons in one 
Divine Eflence. Nor is there any Ground to think that God ufeth the Stile of modern 
Monarchs; for who hath direSied the Spirit of the LOR Dy or being his cotmfill&r hath taught 
him ? With whom took he counfely and who inftru^ed him, and taught him in the path of judgment ? 
I£a. xl. 13, 14. He is the firft and the laft, befides him there is rio God, nor doth he take 
Counfel with any. 

, T H E R E are many other Texts in the Old feftament which intimate a Trinity. That very 
Text which the Jews repeat fo oft in their Prayers, Deut, vi. 4. may be ufed againft them ; 
for it may be rendred thus, Heary O Ifraely the LORD our GOD, the LORD is one, where 
the threefold R^etition of the Name of GOD, join^ with an Aflertiori of the Divine Unity^ 
doth import a Trinity in Unity. Mofes MdrcuSy a converted JeWy particidarly infifts upon thia 
Argument ic)y and iays their Book Z^har Enlarges upon it {a). And Dr. Kidder us {h that 
the Zshar lays, The Myfiery 0^ Elohim is this\ there are three Degrees^ and evefy Degree fnbjifis 
1y ^tf^lfy y^ of them are One^ nor can one he feparated from the other. . The feme Doftrine may 

be confiimed from the Form of the Priefts bleffing the People, Namt?. vi. 24, • Jehovah 

iflefs theey and keep thee: Jehovah make his face. to finne upon thee: Jehovah lift up his counter' 
nance upon thee, and give thee peace. Where the threefold Repetition of the Name Jbho v ah, 
as the alone Author, of all BlelEngs, implies the trinity^ for 'tis with a different Accent in the 
Hebrew.

3. cry, Holf^ holyy kofyy is the LORD of hofts.^ Thi«- is' no vam Reperirion," but is of 
Force tx> prove the Ttinity againft the Jews \ for, as Galatinus remarks (a)^ Ri Simeottj the Son 
of Johaiy hath it, Holy^ this is the Father ; Hofyy ^ this is the Son j iznd Holy^ this is the Holy 
Gi&g^. And Jmiathauy the Son of Uzziel^ in his Targim on the Prophets, paraphrafes Ic 
tiixML Hofy Fathery holy Sony hofy Holp Ghofi. 'Tis true this is not to be found in the prefent 
Copies ofthe Targumy but Galatinns expreUy afiirms, that he law thefe Words in an ancient 
Copy at that Time when the Jews were expelled the Kingdom of Naples by the Catholick 
King of Spain. In the Hiftory ofthe Creation the Trinity is difcovered, Mofes gives this Ac- 
count of that Myftery, Gen.u i, 2, 3. Jn the beginning Gcd created the heaven and the earth, 
■ And the Spirit of God moved upon the face of the waters*, jlnd God faidy Let there be light. 
Where we have God creating, the Spirit of Gob moving upon the Face of the Waters. 
This Spirit is not the Wind, nor the Air, for thele were not then created, but the Hofy Ghoft^ 
the third Perfon of the blefled Triiuty, the lame who garnifbed the beannnSy Job xxvi.

We have here alfo the Wordy 
by whom ail Things were created and made, not the L o r d*s almighty Will, but the fubftim- 
tial Wordy the Son of Go n, the fecond Peribn of the Trinitj^, the wijUom of Gody fet up from 
roerlaftingy front the heginningy w ever the earth wasy Prov. viu. 13. , The Pfehnift teaches the 
lame. By the Word of the LORD were the heeFOens madey and all the hofi of them by the breath 
his motfthy Pfal. xxxiii. 6. Where we have the blefled l!hree concumng in the Work of 
Creation, the Father the Lord Jehemah \ the Word ofthe Lord, even the Son, the fubftanrial 
Word 'y die Breath of his Mouth, or as the Word maybe rendred,the Spirit of his Afor/?iL',of whom 
'tis fsud, Job xxxui. 4. ^e Spirit of God bath made mey and the Breath of the Almighty hath 
given me Hfe^ We have the feme Doftrine of the ever blefled Triruty intimated in the Cora- 
milRon given to the Mcffiahy Ifa. Ixi. i. ^he Spirit of the Lerd God is upon mey becaufe the Lord 
kath anointed me to preach good tidings to the meek^ Ha. xhii* i • Behold my fervant whom I up* 
holdy mine eleS in whom my foul delightetb / have put ny Spirit upon him*. Where we find 
Jehovah lending the Meffiah his Son, the Mcffiahy or lecond Peribn, lent, as G o d's Servant, to 
cany on our Redemption, to preach good Tidings to the meek \ and the Holy Spirit of the 
Lord put upon lum. I might aUb confirm this Doftrine by Tefldmonies oi jevoijh Writers^ 
but the Curious may find this done to greater Advantage, and at more length than I can pre- 
tend to here in a brief Appendi9<y in the Authors named at the foot of the Page (^). The 
Texts above cited, and explsdned, may fiifficiently make it appear, that a Trinity in Unity is 
intimated in the Old ^ejfamcnt ; and when the Veil is taken off the Eyes of the ^ewsy they 
will fee and believe this Truth as contwied in the Oldy and more folly manifbfted in the Ntto 

*rejia7nefit. 

Besides all that hath been fjdd, we may add forther, for the Confirmation of Chri- 

ftianity againlt the JewSy That if they beUeve mofesy they have much more Kealbn to believe 

Jesus, the Author of our holy Religion. Mofes ■ was juffly received, becaufe he did 

many Miracles, . which no Man but he that was lent and afMed of G o i> could do. 

For the fame Reafon they ought to believe Jesus, who confirmed his DoSrine with 

more and greater Miracles than thofe of Mofes, I have before compared them (f), 

and found that theie done by our Lord deierved the Preference ; they argued a 

greater Power, and a greater Goodnefs : The Power of working Miracles was iidie- 

rent in our Saviour, »and communicated by him to his Followers ; the Effects of his 

Power reached the whole Creadon, the I)evils felt it, the Sea and the Winds obeyed 

him, he wrought Wonders upon FiOhes and Loaves, upon the Swine and the Water, upon 

the Fig-<ree and the Grave j he cured Diteafes, revived the Dead, and raifed Hinnelf the 

third Day, His Miracles were not done in a Comer, they were publick and notorious, and 

permanent in their £ffe£b : He did not defttoy the Law and the Prophets, but fii&Oed 
them* 

Secondly^ If the Jews beUeve MefeSy becaufe he foretold fiiture Events, and thefe did come 
to pafs ; fo did Jesus, and not the leaft Thing fdled that he foretold. Thus he predifted 
his own Death, the Time when, the Inftruraents by whom, the Place where^ and the Kind 
and Manner thereof ^ that he fhould be betrayed by one Difciple, denied by another, and that 
they Ihould be all offended at him. He foretells his own Remrreftion, the Time when it 
fliould be, the wonderful Effiifion o£ the Holy Gholt, the Perfecurions and Sorrows of Wf 
Followers, and the Succ^ of bis holy Religioa ia the World. He foretold the Death of

the Apoftles, as appears by their foVetelling the Apoliacy of future Ages, a ^effl \u 3, - — 1 2. 

1 7/«jf ivi t> 3^ State of the Church to the End of the World^ in the Book of 

Revelation-. The Jews have no Ground to except againft this Argument^ That if our Lord 
Jesus had been fuch a Prophet, he would have been received by the Jewtp Sanhedriiiii 
Vho had Power to judge of Prophets ; for a Divine Miffion, which is fufficiently evidenced by 
what hath been advaiiced j . was fufficient Ground to all the World to receive oUr Lord. 
i^or was the Sanhedrim infalUble, we find them often guilty of grofs Evils ; for when all the 
Congregation, except Caleb and Jofiua^ ihurmured agairill Mofes and Aaron^ upon the Report 
of the Spies, NtmK xiv. the feventy Elders were no doubt guilty of the Crime with the reft 
Why did they never reclaim Ifrael from Idolatry, not teftify agamft it, (if the Sanhedrim did 
then fublift, which is queftioned) nor in the Time of the idolatrous Kings ? Nothing can be 
given for the Caufe of this Negled, but that they were led away with the fame Defeftion^ 

as the reft of the People. Yea we find it exprefly told, a Cbron^ xxxvi. 14, x6. 'The 

thief of the priejfs tranfgreffcd very much^ ' after' all the abominations of the heathen j — they 

tnccked the mejfengers of God ^ and miftifed his prophet Sj until the wrath of the LORD drofe^ and 

there was no remedy^ It was difcovered to Ezekiel^ viii. lO, 13. how feventy Men of the 

Ancients of Ifiael committed. Idolatry. All thefe Princes condemned Jeremiah the Prophet^ 
Chap, xxxviii. only Ebedmelecb an Eunuch ihewed him Favour. There were Sadducecs in this 
Council who denied the Refurreftion, A^, xxiii. 6. and it was a moft grievous Crime iii 
them that they reje£ted and condenmed our Saviour^ and perfecuted lus ApoiUes and Diif^ 
ciples CO. 

^oirdly. The Jews have as great Realqn to believe the Gofpels as the Books of Mofes ; 
for the Peribns who wrote the New Tefiament are known as Men of Integrity, they wrote of 
Things happened in their own Time, of which they might have certain Knowledge; Mat^ 
thew and John were Apoftles, and Eye-witnefles of thefe Things they delivered in Writing; 
Marky and Luke (Penman of the Golpel named by him, and of the A^s) were Companioas of 
the Apoftles, worthy to be believed ^ and the Writers of the Epiftles and of the Revelatioh 
Vrere all Apoftles, they neither could be deceived themfelves in reporting Matters of Fa<^ 
conliftent with their own Knowledge, nor could they deceive others, being Men of entire 
Honefty and Sincerity, fjieaking with great Simplicity and Plainnefs. The Books of Mofis^ 
we own, all deferve Credit, being infpired of God, though he wrote of fome Things in Ge^ 
nefis at 1400 Years diftance from his own Time 9 much more do the Writings of the Apoftles 
and Evangelifts, who were alfo infpired, when teftifying of Things within their own Obier- 
Varion. In them we have Promifes of eternal Life more plain than in any of the Books o£Mo^ 
/es. The Statutes and Judgments contained in the N&w Tejfoinent are not topical or peculiat 
to one Church and People, but are fuch as concern the whole Race of Mankind ; they are 
cot written originally in HebreWy a Language pecuUar to the JewSy but in Grecky a Tongue 
underftood at that Time over the whole Roman Empire^ they appeal to the Law of Mofes^ 
and confirm the Moral Part thereof 5 they were foon in the Hands ot many Nations and 
People, ttanflated into feveral Languages, and tranfinitted fefe to us. Hence we may infer. 
That the Infidelity of the Jews is not founded on this, that they had any Caufe to rejeft the 
Go^i, but 'tis to be imputed to their >vorldly Temper : They expefted a MeJtab\y^\io 
would free them from Servitude to the RomanSy and reftore them to fiich Grandeur anti Pro- 
verity as their Fathers enjoyed in the Days of David and Solomony and beftow the Riches of a 
prefent World upon them ; and fince Jesus made no Oifer 01 any fuch Rewards, they re-^ 
lefted him* They were^ maUcious and obftinate in theit Sin^ and cOnunUe fo to this Day : 
They were proud of their peculiar Privileges, conceited of their oral Law and traditionary 
Cuftoms, and Deii>ifers of all other People ; wherefore God in Usjuft Judgnient gave therii 
up to Blindneis of Mind and Hardnefs of Heart, as had been foretold by the Prophet Ifaiabi 
vL 9, 10, and was exactly verified on th^m in the Days of the GoQtel, John xiL 35;^ 40. anjl 
in many Ages fince. 

Fourthfyy The Chriftian Religion in itfelf is mdft agreeable to Qxe Good arid Reafon of 
Mankind ; the Precepts thereof tend to perfect humane Nature, and tender it like the Di- 
vine. ^ As to the Duty we owe to G o i>, we ate taught to peifofm it in a Manner fuitable to 
the Divine Majefty and his glorious Perfe£)ions, to oelievt in him, td fear him above all^ 
to love him with our whole Heart, to truft in bim^ and depetid ca him in all our Straits

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•and Neceffities, to fubmtt quietly to. his Government, and to obey fais Will ; to wor- 
11 ip him with a pure Heart, to pra^y to him with great Fervour^ conftautly to give him 
Thanks for his Benefits, and to do ail for his Glory* As to the Dbties we owe to one ano^ 
ther, Chriftiariity gives the molt inconrtJ)aTable Rules j it reqvrireth a Submiffion to our Su- 
^periors and Governors ^ it teacheththe "mofl: exaft Juftice with the peatelt Humanity and 
Mercy ^ it obligeth us to pray for out greateft Enemies^ and forgive them who do us the 
'greatest Wrong, allowing us to do no Hurt to one another, and to return none that is done 
to us. As to our felves, dur holy Religion recommends tt> us the moft profound Humility 
the greateft Meekriefs under Caluninies, Patience under Sufferings, Contentment in e^ erv 
Condition, the moft holy Courage and Refolution, moft un^tted Charity, moft unihaken 
Conftaticy, moft ftrift Temperance in eatbg and drinking, painhol Diligence in our CalUngs 
Tsdodefly and Gravity, Simplicity and C«Jndour ; Care to avoid evil Imaginations, the pureft 
Contemipt o£ Worldly Things^ and th6 gVeateft Hungei- and Tfairft after thofe that arelbi- 
Titual. In -a Word, it comAiends to our Care and Thoughts whatever is pure, honeft and 
of good Report. But J. have difcourfed more fully in another Effay^ of the Truth and Excel- 
lency of the Chriftian Religion f a jy which 1 lhall not here repeat. 

It can be no valid Objedion againft what hath been offered; That the peaceable Times 

of the Mejpah prophelied of ih ifaiah^ ii. 4. ix. 6, 7. xi. 6,- Mt\ \u 3, 4i Zcch, 

ix. 10. are not fomlled in the Chriltiin Times^ wherein there arfe <o many Wars and fatal 
Divilions ; and CiiR i s t himfelf fays, Think not that I am come to fetid peace on the earth • J 
tame not to fend peace, but a fevord, Matth. x. 34. In Anfwer to thisj let it be confidered that 
our blefled Lord was a great Example of Peace ; He was fo far from invacUng the. Rights 
ofPrincesj that he was willingly fuqeft to their Power; lb &r from making any Rentia 
the Church, that he did not invude the Rights of the Jaronicai Ptiefts, but was obedient to the 
Ordinances of Mofes^ which were hot then abrogated. When he came into the World, it 
was a Time of univerfal Peace, and the Angels proclaimed, Glory be to God in. the 
higheft^ dndon earth pe'ace^ good^ivifl towards men, Luke ii. t'4. He hinifclf was an Example of 
all Virtues, tending to promote Peace, being humble, meel^ lowly, padent in Suffer* 
ing, and abounding in Charity towards others. The Dodrihe of the Golpel offers the 
imoft uniting Principles, One Lord, one fait hy one bdptifniy Ephtf. tv. 5. and gives the moft pro- 
per Exhortations to advance it among Men^ If it be poJ^bJe, as much as heth in yoUy live peace-- 
ahly with all men, Rom. xii- 18. Forbear one another in lovey endeavouring to keep the unitj/of 
the Spirit in the bond of peace. Be ye kind one to another^ forgifuing one .am>thery even as God for 
Chri/fs fake hath forgiven yoUy Eph. iv. a, 3, 3a. Follow peace with all wew, and hoUncfsy 
witJomt which m than can fee Gorf, Heb. xii. 14^ So far as true Chriftianity. obtains, itwiU 
tend to promote Peate; Accordingly the primitive Chriftians were eminent for Peace and 
Love to one anothet. And when the Spirit is poured out from on High in the latter Days, tkc 
'work of right coufnefs pall be peace, and the effha of righteoufnefs quietnefs and affiirancefor cifr. 
God*s people fiall dwell in peaceable hahitdtionsy in Jim dwellings, and in quiet rejting places, Ifa. 

xxx^ii iji l8n frM he as & river; and righteoufnefs as the wa^es of the fea, Il'a. 

xlviii. 18. ^be LORD will eiaend peace like a rivtTy Ixvi. 12. Perfecution fliall ceafe, 

IT'here pall be no more a pricking brier unto the houfe of^ Ifrael, nor any grie^mg thorn of all that are 
about them, and dejpifed them, Ezek. xxviii. 24. which we hope ydil be, when the Jews IhaU 
be converted, and Chriftianity appear with a greater Luftre upon Earth, which may be ex- 
petfted before the Days of the Meffiah come to an End- Then it ftiall be accompliflicd, 
they pall bedt their Swords into phw-paresy and their Jpears into prtming^hooks : nation pall not 
iifi up /word againft nation^either pall they learn war any more, Ifa, ii, 4, As to that Text, MaU 
X. 34* our Lord, as appears by the Context, doth there comfort and caurion his Difciples againft 
the Trials and Perfecutions uiat they would foon meet with from Infidels and Heathens in a 
■wicked World, for their conitant adnering to the ProfelQon of the Truth. All Men wHl not 
receive their Dodrine, fome of their own Kindred and Relations among the Jews would re- 
jeft it, and treat them hardly who conftantly preached and maintained it. But this does not 
flow from the Chriftian Dodrine, but from Lufts and Paffions, from the Wickednefe of an unr 
believing Age : Christ our Lord is ftill the Prince of Peace : His Doftrine promotes Peace J 
and the more it is yielded to, the greater Peace will there be in dxe World* . ^ . .. 

Laftly, In the af>ove Hiftoiy we may dbferve a pregnant Evidence of the Truth of the 
Chriftian Religion^ for here we. fee the Jews for more than Sixteen hundred Years di^rfed 
into all the Comers of the Earth, by the Curfe of Heaven, often m^lacred, batdlKed in great 
Multitudes, deipifed, hated and perlecuted by all Nations, minted and confounded widi 
them \ yet ftill difdnguilhed by their pecuHar Laws, Cuftoms and Rites, as a Pledge of their 
future Converlion ; but bearing the Evidences of divine Vei^eance, and an indelible Monu* 

ment of ^ T»™»*li oi'<aviftiarat^ And they IhaU never become a happy People till they

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renounce their Infidelity^ and . endeavour zealoufly to promote the Chriftian Faith, which 
now they rej^ft. Some more Objeftibns of the $&ms are aofwered by it Monis in his Tradr,

Th r e are other Points of Reli^on, concerning which the^ /tfW, by their Infidelity ia 

fejeding our Lord and the New 'tefiament Revelation, and by giving way to idle Traditions, 

and Cahbalsftiek Dr¥?ams, have been led into Error : , But if aide fundamei^tal Articles that I 

have been difcpurfing of were believed by them, their other Miftakes would foon be reftified. 

A fliortV.iew pfthefe may then fuffice. Firjij Concerning the Creation, their Notions are 

very ftrange ; as, " That Angels have Winged Bodies compounded of Fire and Air, that 

*' they feed on Food, generate and die : That the Demons, or Devils, were ma^e on the 

fecond Day of the Creation, together with Hell, or produced by Angels lying with Wo- 
" men^ or by Adanls Congrels with Lilith^. and other Mothers of Devils ; That the Heavea 

is a living. Creature endued with a rational Spul ; That sill the Souls of Men were created 
« on the firft Day, in Pairs, Male ancj Female" — — That thefe .Things are taught by the 
Jew'ip 'DoStots^ is ^t la,rge proved by the learned fimibcck (a). But if their Succeflbrs 
would lay aiide their Talmtid'tck 2x16. Cahbaliftick Dreams, with the AuthQrlty of their ancient 
Mailers, and refl:ri<^ themfelves to the written Word of God and true Reafon, they would 
foon fee the Folly of thefe ftrange Pofitions : For though Mofes fpeaks little of the Creation of 
AngelSi yet we find. God makes his Angels fpiritsy Pfal. civ. 4. They are indeed quick and 
aftive as a Flame of Fire, but have no Bodies compounded of any material thing, that being 
contrary to their Natures* They feem to have been produced in the Beginning of the Crea- 
tion, when the morning Jfars fang together^ and the fins of God pouted for joyy Job ^cxitfviii, 7, 
praifing their Creator- As to the Devils, thefe were the Angels who being lifted up with 
Pride, fell into Condemnation,- i ttm. vx. 6. • They left their firft Eftate, they^ finned, and 
G o D fpared them not, aPet.)L 4. To imagine they were produced by any impure Com- 
jnixtures, though the Jews and fome ancient Chriftian Fathers have talked of fuch Things, 
is contrary to the Nature of Angels, and an idle Dream without any Foundation. And as 
to the Heavens being a rational Creature, or Mens Souls bebg created m Pairs j thefe are alio 
idle Delufions, without either Scripture or Reafon, 

.r They d^hy original Sin^ or that the Sin whereby our firft Parents broke the Covenant 
God made with them in Innocehcy, loft the Image of Go d, and Integrity of their Nature, 
is charged upon their Pofterity {bj^ fo as all Mankind defcending from them by ordinary 
Generation, are now. born in a corrupt and miierable. Eftate. Thotogh this is evident eveii 

irom the Scriptures of the Old 'Tefiament^ particularly from the Hiftory of the State of Inno- 
cency, and. of the Fall, in the Second arid Third Chapters of Gene/isy from Ifaiahy xliii. a/, a8.

" ./^jrfexpVefty mentions a fourth Crime, AmosVu 6. oS felling the jnji One for Sil^uerj for 
which we have been in our Captivity ; it manifeflly appears to me, that for felling that 
** juft drie, We are juftly puniihed. It id now a thoufand YeaVs and more, and in all this 
while we hive made nb good hand of it among the Gentiles^ nor is there any Likelihood 
of our ever any more turning to Good. O my God, I am afnud, I am afraid, left the 
Tesus, whom the Chriftians worfhip^ be the juft One we fold for Silver ! " Now .1 ear- 
neftly befeech you to confider, that you can never be free of thefe Miieries ui^der which 
•you groan, ull you return, and look on him whom you have pierced, and mourn. 

I lhall yet offer one Argument, and pray you norice it : The Law tells you exprefly, 
Deut. xxvii. a6. Curfcd he he who confirmeth mt all the words of the law to do thsm^ Deuc. 
xxviii. 58, 59. if "^ 'dt not ohferve to rfo all the words of this law that c^rc written in this 
look, that thou may fl fear the glorious and dreadful name of "fHE LORD THT. GOD^ 
^hen the LORD will make thy plagues wonderful, and the plagues of tby feed, eve/t great plagues^ 
and of long continuance, and fore Jlckneffes, and of long continuance. Now you cannot but own 
your innumerable Breaches the holy Law of G o d, that requires you to do jujlly^ to love 
mercy, and to wlk humbly with your God*, for there is no man that doth ^od, dndfnneth not^ 
How lhall thefe Sins be expiated, and you freed from the Guilt of them f During your A- 
faode in your own Lahd^ and the Standing of your Temple, you might pretend God al- 
lowed of Attdnement by Sacrifices, though even thefe were biit typical, and did only purge 
away Sin when the OMiret looked to the pi-omifed Meffiah, who bare the fmi of many, and 
made intercefflon for the tranjgrejfors • for God was not pleafed merely with the flep of bulls', 
or the blood, of goats. But now Providence hath fecluded you from your own Land, and 
from your 'iTemplej which is long ago utterly dembUihed, and could never be rebuilt \ and 
you have no Sacrifices, nor Accefe to them* What Attonement can you now make for 
your Sins ? None at all, till you look to the Sacrifice which the promif^d Mefftah, our blelled 
J Esus, hath made by his Death, which is the alone Propitiation : For He made an end of 
fin, finiOoed the tranfgrejjton, made reconciliation for iniquity, and brought in emrlafting ngbteotif-* 
nefs. He wks wounded for our trdnfgrefjions, hruifed for our iniquities ; the chafiifement of our 
peace was laid upon him, and with his firipes are we healed. T!he LORD hath laid on him the 
iniquity of us all. He made his foul an offering for fin, and made intercefpon for tranfgreffors.. 
^Tis to' him all the ends of the earth look, and arc faved. Till you Jews look to him for Sal- 
vation, the Wrath of God hangs over your Heads for all your Sins, the Lo rd makes your 
Plagues wonderful t But if you ftiall turn to him, and believe on his Name, then lhall his 
Anger be turned away, and he fhall comfort you. ' T^he iniquity of Ifrael pall be fought for, and 
there pall he none \ and the fins %f Judah, and they pall not he found. Your Salvation lhall 
then be magnificent, glorious and wonderful, as before obferved : Your Learning, Zeal, 
gireat Parts and Eloquence, lhall be employed to advance the Kingdom of our Redeemec 
all the World over ; you and we, who are Chriffians, fliall join with Heart and Hand, as 
Members of one Body of Ch r i s x, to advance praftical Godlinels, that the earth may h0 

full of the knowledge of the LORD, as the waters cover thefea* The mighty Powers of eternal 
lovmg Kindnefe, the Love of God who fent his own Son into the World to enlighten us . 
with his heavenly Doftriue, and fave us by the Merits of his Death, the Interefts of his 
Kingdom, the precious Promifea relating to your Converfion and happy fiiture Scatej the 
great Benefits that lhall thence arile to the Church of G o d, and the Love that we bear to your 
immortal Sould, do all with an united Force conipire to warm our AfffeiSlions with a heavenly 
Flame to promote and pray for your Converfioni May the falvation of IJrael cmne out of Zion ;
